Meeting  of  the  City  Cou-  cil  held  in  the  Council 
Chamber,  City  Hall,  at.

ADDRESS  BY  MAYOR   NICHOLS. 

President  KEENE — The  Chair  is  advised  that 
the  Mayor  desires  to  address  the  Council,  and  the 
Chair  will  appoint  Councilors  Gilbody  and  Wragg 
a  committee  to  wait  on  hh  Honor  the  Mayor  and 
advise  him  that  we  have  assembled. 

The  committee  so  appointed  retired  at  2.06  p.  m. 
and  presently  returned  escorting  his  Honor  Mayor 
Malcolm  E.  Nichols. 

Mayor  Nichols  delivered  the  following  address: 

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council. 

Municipal  business  is  better  understood  today 
than  a  few  years  ago,  chiefly  for  the  reason  that  our 
attention  has  been  directed  since  the  war  to  the 
sharp  rise  in  municipal  costs  without  expanding 
sources  of  revenue.  During  this  ten-year  period 
the  burden  of  cost  and  maintenance  has  doubled  in 
Boston  and  elsewhere. 

Costs  and  Causes. 

This  rise  in  costs  has  been  due  not  only  to  several 
causes,  such  as  further  shrinkage  in  the  purchasing 
power  of  one  dollar  from  91  cents  to  62  cents  and  to 
the  growing  number  and  greater  magnitude  of  the 
things  the  city  is  called  upon  to  do,  but  to  insistent 
propaganda  for  spending  money  on  projects  desired 
by  somebody  but  of  doubtful  worth  to  the  public. 
Boston  is  highly  organized  with  activities,  many  of 
them  with  schemes  framed  without  regard  either 
to  value  or  expense. 

In  my  inaugural  last  January  I  pointed  out  that 
Boston  was  confronted  with  a  difficult  financial  situ- 
ation due  to  fundamental  and  far-reaching  causes, 
although  her  general  financial  condition  was  not 
unsound.  I  believed  it  helpful  to  present  a  survey 
of  the  facts,  and  estimated  that  the  needs  of  the 
city  would  require  a  tax  rate  very  close  to  S32. 
After  the  determination  of  the  rate  I  presented  an 
analysis,  showing  how  the  money  was  expended. 
This  analysis,  which  is  appended,  demonstrated 
that  of  the  rate  of  S31.80,  the  sum  of  819.08  or 
60  per  cent  was  spent  in  public  functions,  not  under 
the  control  of  the  Mayor. 

Our  tax  problem  is  thus  largely  concerned  with 
state,  county  and  school  administration.  Our  rate, 
moreover,  tnis  year,  was  based  -upon  the  lowest 
increased  valuation  since  1921. 

In  the  conduct  of  municipal  government,  possibly 
no  single  activity  is  of  greater  importance  than  the 
carrying  on  of  a  sound  financial  program.  The 
net  debt  of  the  city,  exclusive  of  the  self-supporting 
Rapid  Transit  debt,  is  in  a  remarkably  sound  con- 
dition, although  higher  by  reason  of  loan  issues 
caused  by  major  street  and  other  improvements. 
The  financial  position  of  the  city  as  regards  the 
annual  expenditures  for  maintenance  is  particularly 
noteworthy,  in  that  every  known  liability  incurred 
during  the  financial  year  1926,  including  all  of  the 
expenses  for  two  severe  snow  storms,  will  have  been 
paid  within  the  total  appropriations  for  the  year, 
with  substantial  assets  yet  to  be  collected  in  the 
form  of  unpaid  taxes. 

1927  Tax  Rate  to  be  Lower. 

Despite  the  impending  high  tax  rate  when  I  took 
office  there  were  presented  forthwith  for  my  con- 
sideration new  undertakings,  calling  for  over  fifty 
millions.  It  has  been  frequently  said  that  no  city 
in  the  United  States  gives  so  much  to  her  citizens 
as  Boston.  Nevertheless  every  project  ought  to  be 
examined  with  especial  care  to  see  if  it  represents  a 
real  benefit  and  is  worth  what  we  pay  for  it. 

Notwithstanding  the  volume  of  proposed  under- 
takings I  found  it  impracticable  to  commit  the  city 
to  any  except  those  of  extreme  urgency. 


The  taxpayers  have  borne  a  high  tax  rate  with 
patience,  it  seems  to  me,  because  they  felt  the  ad- 
ministration had  made  an  effort  to  be  candid  about 
it.  Nevertheless  a  steady  rise  in  tax  rates  is  regret- 
table and  a  sharp  rise  serious.  Duiing  my  admin- 
istration I  do  not  expect  to  see  a  tax  rate  as  high 
as  the  present,  and  I  am  confident  that  this  year 
we  shall  announce  a  rate  that  will  be  regarded  as 
a  substantial  reduction.     Anyway  it  will  be  lower. 

Boston  Pays  Metropolitan  Costs. 

The  financial  conditions  accounting  for  the  cur- 
rent fax  rate  of  S31.S0  have  been  published  in  detail 
form.  They  disc'ose  the  rapidly  growing  needs  of 
a  great  city,  needs  which  have  not  in  the  period  fol- 
lowing the  war  been  sufficiently  met.  They  present 
in  a  way  the  story  of  a  home  that  requires  refurnish- 
ing. They  bring  grave  emphasis  to  the  fact  that 
Boston  is  the  business  and  social  center  of  a  metro- 
politan city  twice  her  size  and  is  therefore  called 
to  perform  many  and  perhaps  all  of  her  municipal 
services  upon  a  larger  and  more  expensive  scale, 
that  is  upon  a  metropolitan  basis.  For  example, 
in  the  care  of  streets  for  the  automobiles  of  a  me- 
tropolis, in  the  policing  of  a  business  center  of  nearly 
two  millions,  in  fire  protection  for  this  center,  in  the 
hospitalization  of  a  greater  population,  in  the  main- 
tenance of  a  separate  park  system  largely  enjoyed 
by  nonresidents,  in  a  more  elaborate  health  organ- 
ization, Boston  performs  municipal  functions  met- 
ropolitan in  character.  Fifty  per  cent  of  the 
persons  applying  to  the  City  Hospital  for  treatment 
have  no  legal  settlements  in  Boston,  and  no  worthy 
person  is  evei  refused  treatment  there.  In  a  larger 
degree  this  situation  applies  to  the  Haymarket 
Square  Relief  Station.  Boston  pays  55  per  cent 
of  the  maintenance  of  the  metropolitan  parks  which 
are  outside  her  borders  and  in  addition  to  her  own 
park  system.  She  pays  all  the  bills  for  Suffolk 
County.  r 

Probably  the  line  cannot  be  definitely  drawn  on 
municipal  expenditures.  The  horizon  of  require- 
ments tends  always  to  expand.  Some  requirements 
however  exclude  others,  and  so  it  seemed  to  me 
when  I  took  office  last  January. 

They  related  to  outlay  for  schools,  streets,  health 
and  public  safety  and  other  services  that  bore  the 
stamp  of  necessity. 

Sehoolhouse  Accommodations. 

The  normal  yearly  increase  in  our  school  popu- 
lation is  2,200  pupils,  but  our  requirements  this 
year  were  far  beyond  this  average.  In  fact  the 
pressure  of  school  population  has  for  many  years, 
in  my  opinion,  not  been  sufficiently  met.  Tem- 
porarily, portable  schools  were  resorted  to,  but  they 
have  been  gradually  discontinued;  fifteen  of  them 
being  so  abandoned  for  schoolroom  purposes  this 
year.  It  was  necessary  to  provide  for  a  large  num- 
ber of  permanent  seats  this  year  and  the  School- 
house  Department  did  in  fact  provide  8,500  new 
permanent  seats. 

Under  appropriations  authorized  by  the  School 
Committee  there  has  been  made  available  and 
spent  in  1926,  for  sehoolhouse  construction,  alter- 
ations and  repairs,  a  sum  greater  than  in  any  fiscal 
year  in  the  history  of  the  city.  The  Sehoolhouse 
Department  has  carried  through  an  unexcelled 
building  program  and  has  remodelled  and  thor- 
oughly reconditioned  more  old  schools  than  ever 
before.  Seventeen  new  schools  were  finished  and 
accepted,  and  of  this  number  eight  were  begun 
during  the  year. 

Moreover,  all  other  projects  of  sehoolhouse  con- 
struction on  the  program  of  the  department  for 

1926  have  been  placed  on  the  market. 

New  Streets  and  Reconstructed  Streets. 
On  my  recommendation  a  loan  of  one  million 
dollars  was  authorized  by  your  honorable  body  for 
new  streets  in  residential  districts,  in  recognition  of 
the  importance  of  new  streets  to  the  make  s  of 
homes.  Thirty-nine  such  streets  have  been  laid 
out,  and  plans  for  twelve  others  are  very  nearly 
completed.  In  making  up  the  1926  streets,  the 
Street  Laying-Out  Department  also  worked  on  a 

1927  program.  At  the  request  of  the  Public  Works 
Department,  the  Street  Commissioners  made  over 
eighty  plans  for  sewer  takings. 

Of  the  streets  laid  out  by  the  Street  Commis- 
sioners in  1926,  nineteen  contracts  were  awarded 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  and  five 
completed.  Of  the  streets  laid  out  by  the  Street 
Commissioners  in  1925,  fifteen  contracts  were 
awarded  by  the   Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
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in  1920  and  eleven  completed  in  1920.  Therefore, 
in  1920  there  were  thirty-four  contracts  awarded 
and  sjxteen  completed. 

Of  course  a  portion  of  this  work  must  be  carried 
into  the  succeeding  year  and  it  is  thus  too  early  to 
comment  upon  it.  Nevertheless  it  does  establish 
a  record  both  in  the  number  of  residential  streets 
built,  in  the  number  of  streets  upon  which  con- 
struction work  has  already  begun,  and  in  the 
number  of  contracts  ready  to  be  carried  out  and 
it  has  satisfactorily  prepared  the  way  for  a  rapid 
completion  of  extensive  work  already  well  under 
way. 

One  of  the  budget  items  for  1920  was  an  appro- 
priation of  one  million  dollars  for  the  repair  and 
reconstruction  of  streets.  In  disbursing  the  appro- 
priation it  has  been  the  policy  of  the  administra- 
tion to  improve  the  main  lines  of  traffic  through- 
out the  city,  and  also  to  give  attention  to  the 
heavy  teaming  streets  in  the  business  area  where 
the  traffic  is  congested. 

Contracts  were  awarded  to  do  wort-  on  about 
one  hundred  streets  and  the  paving  division  forces 
have  been  resurfacing  and  patching  streets  in  their 
respective  districts. 

During  the  year  the  Tremont  street  and  Camb- 
ridge street  improvements  were  completed  and 
opened  to  travel.  Morton  street  was  also  com- 
pleted. Work  is  progressing  on  Dock  square  and 
Kneeland  street  improvements.  The  most  im- 
portant work  done  in  the  business  district  was 
Franklin  street,  Devonshire  street,  Otis  street, 
High  street  and  Purchase  street.  Important  work 
in  suburban  districts  was  as  follows: 

In  Roxbury;  Huntington  avenue,  Washington 
street,  Warren  street,  Cliff  street  and  a  contract 
has  been  awarded  to  pave  Harrison  avenue. 

In  Dorchester;  Blue  Hill  avenue,  Boston  street, 
Morton  street  and  Adams  street. 

In  Brighton;  Tremont  street  and  Harvard 
avenue. 

In  East  Boston;    Meridian  street. 

In  Charlestown;  work  is  going  on  in  Medford 
street. 

A  contract  has  been  awarded  to  repave  Park 
square  section  where  the  Statler  Hotel  is  being 
Constructed. 

Judging  from  much  favorable  comment  and 
many  letters  of  commendation  the  work  on  streets 
has  been  satisfactory  and  creditable  to  your 
support. 

Police  Force  Strengthened. 

The  Boston  Police  Department  is  not  under  the 
control  of  the  Mayor  but  is  under  the  direction  of 
a  commissioner  appointed  by  the  Governor.  I  am 
pleased  to  say  that  the  relations  of  the  police  with 
the  municipal  administration  have  been  co-opera- 
tive and  friendly  in  every  way.  The  police  force 
is  fortunate  in  having  at  its  head  a  highly  com- 
petent official  who  has  proceeded  with  care  and 
success  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties.  The  public 
safety  in  which  the  police  force  is  an  arm  is  one 
of  our  chief  concerns.  One  of  the  first  acts  of  the 
Mayor  and  Council  was  to  strengthen  this  arm 
by  provision  for  300  additional  patrolmen.  The 
wisdom  of  this  step  has  amply  justified  the  result- 
ing expense. 

Not  only  have  these  additional  police  rendered 
essential  service  in  the  regulation  of  traffic,  but  at 
a  period  remarkable  for  the  boldness  and  frequency 
of  crime  they  have  furnished  a  reserve  vital  to 
the  protection  of  property  and  human  life. 

Million  Cut  in  Fire  Loss. 

Another  arm  of  the  public  safety  is  the  Fire 
Department.  Under  my  direction  this  depart- 
ment is  being  reorganized. 

The  Bureau  of  Supplies  and  Repairs  has  been 
enlarged  and  designated  as  the  Maintenance  Divi- 
sion, which  will  care  for  all  repair  work  on  build- 
ings and  fireboats.  Divided  authority  and  respon- 
sibility has  been  eliminated  by  placing  this  service 
under  one  experienced  head.  The  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  department  have  been  revised, 
and  by  conferences  writh  the  civil  service  the  pro- 
cedure has  been  amended  to  insure  the  appoint- 
ment of  younger  officers. 

The  License  Division  and  Fire  Prevention 
Bureau  have  been  completely  reorganized  and  the 
Fire  Prevention  Division  established.  The  results 
have  been  gratifying.  The  actual  fire  loss  for 
1920  is  estimated  at  over  one  million  dollars  less 
than  the  fire  loss  in  1925,  and  less  than  in  several 
years  previous. 


Public  Health. 
The  Health  Department  occupies  a  high  place  in 
the  health  administration  of  American  cities.  In 
importance  it  is  second  to  none.  The  statistics  for 
1926  are  encouraging,  particularly  in  communicable 
diseases.  During  the  year  there  was  a  steadily 
increasing  attendance  of  babies  and  young  children 
at  the  thirty-one  weekly  conferences  in  twenty-three 
stations  devoted  to  child  hygiene.  About  60,000 
children  have  been  brought  to  the  conferences. 
There  has  been  considerable  development  in  the 
nursing  service  and  about  175,000  visits  have  been 
made  by  the  nurses.  The  Boston  milk  supply  is 
nearly  100  per  cent  pasteurized,  and  probably  is  not 
excelled  by  that  of  any  other  American  city.  I  am 
gratified  to  find  that  the  commissioner  has  the 
cordial  support  of  the  medical  profession,  and  I  ask 
that  he  be  given  wide  public  co-operation,  partic- 
ularly in  matters  relating  to  food  and  sanitation. 

Building  Protection. 
The  Building  Department  has  a  close  relationship 
to  the  subject  of  public  safety.  Having  in  mind 
serious  lessons  from  the  collapse  of  buildings,  the 
department  has  framed  new  regulations  in  the 
taking  down  of  structures  for  the  greater  protection 
of  workmen  and  of  the  public.  A  drive  has  been 
made  against  obsolete  safety  devices  on  freight 
elevators.  The  work  of  removing  old  and  dilapi- 
dated structures  throughout  the  city  has  been 
forwarded.  Prosecutions  for  violation  of  the 
building  laws  have  been  effective.  The  office  has 
been  enlarged  and  rearranged  for  better  service  to 
the  public.  Under  a  new  arrangement  delay  in 
granting  permits  has  been  shortened.  Construc- 
tion engineers  are  now  held  to  a  higher  degree  of 
responsibility  by  the  requirement  of  a  final  affidavit 
that  their  completed  work  is  in  accordance  with 
their  design. 

Boston  Insures  Water  Supply. 

A  serious  problem  confronting  one  of  our  neigh- 
boring cities  in  the  metropolitan  district  brings  to 
mind  the  perplexity  of  a  few  months  ago  relating  to 
our  future  water  supply.  The  plan  before  the 
Legislature,  almost  predestined  of  acceptance, 
disclosed  a  serious  doubt  as  to  the  quality  of  the 
water. 

I  was  determined  that  no  plan  should  be  adopted 
which  might  impair  the  excellence  of  our  water 
supply.  With  the  expert  advice  and  assistance  of 
one  of  the  greatest  water  supply  engineers  in  the 
world  the  city  was  able  to  present  certain  facts, 
either  unrecognized  or  ignored,  with  the  result  that 
the  Legislature  authorized  the  so-called  Swift 
River  Water  Supply  Extension. 

Boston  was  given  full  credit  for  the  enactment  of 
the  Swift  river  plan  by  X.  H.  Goodnough,  chief 
engineer  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  who  called 
her  leadership  a  controlling  factor  in  securing  for 
Boston  and  for  the  metropolitan  district  a  water  of 
the  highest  quality,  superior  to  the  water  supply  of 
any  other  great  city. 

New  Street  Lighting. 

On  Massachusetts  avenue,  between  Columbus 
avenue  and  Harvard  Bridge,  there  have  been  in- 
stalled fifty-one  new  street  lamps  carrying  a  1,500 
candle-power  lamp.  The  posts  and"  globes  are 
known  as  the  boulevard  type.  The  new  park  road- 
way on  Boylston  street  and  Audubon  road  has  been 
equipped  with  eight  new  arc  lamps.  On  Morton 
street,  between  Forest  Hills  road  and  Canterbury 
street,  fourteen  new  arc  lamps  have  been  installed. 

During  the  reconstruction  of  Washington  street, 
from  Massachusetts  avenue  to  Williams  street,  it 
was  necessary  to  install  ten  new  lamps  on  this  im- 
portant thoroughfare. 

In  and  about  the  street  adjoining  the  new  Statler 
Hotel  and  the  small  parkway  bounded  by  Columbus 
avenue,  Stuart  street  and  Tennyson  street,  nine- 
teen new  arc  lamps  are  in  process  of  being  set  up  to 
take  care  of  this  new  important  center  in  the  heart 
of  the  city. 

On  Washington  street,  from  Park  street  to  Welles 
avenue,  there  have  been  set  up  eight  new  street 
lamps  of  the  boulevard  type,  and  the  installation  of 
several  more  at  or  near  Codman  square  is  contem- 
plated. Eight  new  lamps  were  installed  at  White 
and  Border  streets  at  the  new  East  Boston  High 
School.  Seven  new  arc  lamps  have  been  installed 
in  the  Allston  district  on  Harvard  avenue,  between 
Cambridge  street  and  Commonwealth  avenue. 
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Snow  and  Waste  Removals. 

In  1916  there  were  in  this  state  136,809  auto- 
mobile registrations.  In  1926  there  were  826,224. 
This  enormous  growth  is  reflected  upon  our  street 
traffic  and  calls  for  extraordinary  means  of  clearing 
streets  made  impassable  by  a  winter  storm.  Motor 
and  pedestrian  traffic  means  one  million  dollars  a 
day  in  our  retail  trade  and  the  interruption  of  this 
traffic  results  in  delay  and  loss  which  cannot  be 
compensated. 

For  this  reason  and  for  the  safety  and  con- 
venience of  everybody  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment has  perfected  an  organization  to  fight  winter 
storms.  Aided  by  our  new  equipment  the  city 
forces  have  been  handling  difficult  winter  work  with 
a  degree  of  success  that  has  won  deserved  public 
approval. 

The  systematic  collection  of  ashes  and  garbage 
is  of  inestimable  value.  The  new  trucks  have  been 
effectively  used  in  these  collections  and  every  effort 
is  being  made  to  improve  the  service  both  under 
city  labor  and  under  contract. 

City  Hospital  Extensions. 
New  buildings  and  more  extensive  services  at  the 
City  Hospital  have  been  provided  to  meet  the  grow- 
ing problems  of  that  splendid  institution.  For 
these  purposes  loans  of  Si, 382, 500  were  authorized 
this  year  by  your  honorable  oody.  A  building  for 
the  care  of  expectant  mothers  and  women  who  must 
have  surgical  treatment  has  been  completed  and 
accepted  during  the  year.  It  is  now  being  equipped 
and  will  soon  be  in  use.  A  nurses'  home  is  in 
process  of  completion.  It  will  have  recreation 
rooms,  classroom  and  other  features  necessary  for 
the  comfort  and  well-being  of  the  nurses  who  are  to 
live  there.  Plans  have  been  completed  for  a  sur- 
gical building,  the  first  floor  of  which  will  contain  a 
new  accident  department.  In  the  surgical  building 
there  are  to  be  separate  wards  for  men,  women  and 
children.  Arrangements  will  be  such  that  surgical 
patients  need  not  be  transferred  from  their  beds  for 
electrical  treatment  or  massage.  A  new  ward 
established  for  the  treatment  of  patients  afflicted 
with  nervous  disorders  is  now  open.  Plans  are 
being  made  for  a  house  officers'  building  similar  to 
the  nurses'  home,  and  for  a  building  to  care  for 
medical  patients.  Provision  has  been  made  for 
additions  and  alterations  at  the  power  plant. 

New  Health  Units. 

In  furtherance  of  the  policy  adopted  by  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  George  Robert  White  Fund,  the  second 
health  unit  has  been  established  in  East  Boston, 
where,  at  the  corner  of  Paris  and  Emmons  streets,  it 
was  dedicated  on  August  4,  last,  and  turned  over  to 
the  Health  Department  of  the  city  for  its  care  and 
maintenance,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the 
will  cf  the  late  George  Robert  White. 

On  November  15,  1926,  the  cornerstone  was  laid 
of  the  third  health  unit,  located  at  the  corner  of 
Dorchester  and  West  Fourth  streets,  in  South  Bos- 
ton, which  will  probably  be  completed  early  in  the 
coming  summer. 

These  health  units,  together  with  the  first  unit 
established  at  the  North  End,  furnish  the  districts 
which  they  serve  with  centers  of  co-ordination  of  the 
various  health  and  welfare  agencies  at  work  in  the 
city. 

They  are  established  in  the  respective  centers  of 
population,  and  provide  accommodations  and 
equipment  fully  adequate  to  the  requirements  of 
the  people  of  the  districts  and  also  open-air  parks 
for  use  in  connection  therewith. 

^ith  a  continuance  of  the  policy  already 
adopted,  it  will  be  but  a  comparatively  short 
time  before  six  units,  at  least,  will  have  been  com- 
pleted and  the  city  will  then  be  encircled  by  a  band 
of  helpful  influence  and  assistance  for  the  less  for- 
tunate in  our  midst. 

Baby  Farms  Abolished. 
No  longer  may  it  be  said  that  any  ward  of  the 
City  of  Boston  is  placed  in  any  home  where  the 
motive  of  the  foster  parent  is  other  than  a  genuine 
interest  in  the  child.  This  was  not  so  a  year  ago. 
There  were  homes  in  which  children  were  being 
boarded  solely  as  a  matter  of  business.  These 
were  the  so-called  baby  farms,  one  of  wnich  was  in 
New  Hampshire,  where  sixteen  children  were  placed. 
These  baby  farms  no  longer  exist.  Each  child  is 
placed  where  it  shall  receive  as  nearly  as  possible 
the  care  and  guidance  of  a  home. 


New  Thoroughfares  and  Traffic  Congestion. 

The  years  of  increasing  street  traffic  have  made 
this  item  one  of  growing  significance  vital  to  the 
industrial  and  commercial  life  of  the  city.  The 
wear  on  streets  today  presents  a  problem  serious 
and  insistent,  and  it  is  supplemented  by  the  further 
problem  of  street  congestion  which  results  in  many 
proposals  for  the  location  of  new  traffic  thorough- 
fares and  the  widening  and  resurfacing  of  old 
streets. 

Just  prior  to  this  year  the  city  embarked  upon 
a  program  of  constructing  such  thoroughfares 
running  into  many  millions.  These  locations  and 
widenings  are  at  the  point  of  completion,  and  I 
have  deemed  it  wise,  in  view  of  the  financial  burden 
and  the  divergence  of  opinion  as  to  the  practi- 
cability of  various  new  plans,  to  proceed  with 
deliberation  upon  future  commitments. 

Not  inconsistent  with  such  deliberation,  how- 
ever, is  the  resurfacing  and  widening  of  Ashland 
and  Oakland  streets  and  of  River  street,  author- 
ized by  your  honorable  body  under  an  act  of  the 
Legislature.  These  are  well-traveled  highways 
joining  the  populous  districts  of  Dorchester,  West 
Roxbury  and  Hyde  Park  and  stand  in  urgent  need 
of  the  improvement  now  being  made  upon  them. 

The  subject  of  new  traffic  thoroughfares  is  con- 
cerned greatly  with  traffic  regulations.  The  Street 
Laying-Out  Department  is  charged  by  law  with  the 
duty  of  framing  such  regulations  and  has  spent 
much  time  in  hearings  and  conferences  upon 
them.  As  every  regulation  is  likely  to  interfere 
with  somebody,  it  is  probable  that  no  suggestions 
for  relief  can  be  made  without  encountering  some 
serious  obstacle.  It  is  my  belief  that  the  best 
traffic  regulation  is  that  which  will  command  the 
most  support,  even  though  support  brings  some 
measure  of  self-sacrifice. 

For  a  consideration  of  the  traffic  problem,  I 
have  appointed  a  traffic  advisory  board  whose 
members  reflect  the  views  of  various  trade  and 
business  organizations. 

Cities  Need  Help  From  Gas  Tax  and  Motor  Fees. 

The  method  of  securing  funds  for  street  and 
highways  construe  ion  needs  careful  consideration. 
In  all  but  four  states  funds  are  secured  from  two 
sources  apart  from  general  taxation:  (1)  registra- 
tion fees  and  (2)  gasolene  tax.  In  Massachusetts 
the  funds  are  collected  solely  through  registration 
fees.  Last  year  these  were  revised  so  as  to  increase 
substantially  the  amount  received.  The  total 
:  eceived  in  1926  will  probably  be  about  S13,000,000, 
of  which  about  810,500,000  represents  registration 
fees  and  the  balance  represents  miscellaneous  fees, 
licenses  and  fines. 

It  is  generally  agreed  that  a  gasolene  tax  is  the 
fairest  measure  of  the  use  of  the  roads  by  motor 
vehicles.  About  300,000,000  gallons  of  gasolene 
is  the  probable  consumption  for  1926.  If  a  tax  of 
2  cents  were  imposed  it  would  bring  in  a  revenue  of 
S6, 000, 000.  Such  a  tax  would  permit  a  substantial 
reduction  in  registration  fees  and  more  equitably 
assess  the  users  of  the  various  types  of  passenger 
cars  and  trucks.  Today  a  truck  that  is  used 
steadily  pays  the  same  fee  as  a  similar  truck  that 
is  used  only  eight  months  in  the  year. 

A  gas  tax  would  secure  also  a  similar  revenue 
from  the  large  number  of  cars  from  other  states 
that  travel  over  our  roads,  especially  during  the 
summer  months.  These  cars  now  use  our  roads 
free  of  charge  while  most  of  them  pay  a  gas  tax 
when  traveling  in  their  own  states. 

At  present  almost  the  entire  amount  available 
for  street  and  highway  construction  is  spent  on 
state  highways  and  town  and  county  roads.  In 
1925  the  law  was  amended  so  as  to  permit  the  use 
of  such  funds  also  in  cities,  but  this  has  not  prac- 
tically become  operative.  The  increasingly  large 
amounts  spent  in  recent  years  on  our  state  roads 
has  built  up  a  facility  of  movement  that  has  now 
reacted  on  the  congested  city  areas,  by  bringing 
to  and  through  the  cities  a  rapidly  increasing  flood 
of  traffic.  The  cities  contribute  about  60  per  cent 
of  the  registration  fees  but  in  addition  must  now 
finance  out  of  taxes  all  their  own  street  improve- 
ments. Consideration  should  now  be  given  to  the 
question  of  the  gasolene  tax  and  the  use  under 
proper  administrative  safeguard  of  some  definite 
and  substantial  proportion  of  such  funds  upon 
city  street  improvements.  A  reasonable  amount 
must  be  assured  for  the  state  highway  program, 
but  the  whole  question  of  taxation  of  motor 
vehicles  should  be  reviewed  and  amended  as 
necessary  to  provide  for  the  use  of  cities  some 
adequate  portion  of  the  sums  so  collected. 
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Elevated   Should   Accept   Governor   Square   Ac! . 

Boston  needs  further  transit  facilities  not  only 
to  support  the  business  growth  of  the  city  but  to 
provide  relief  for  traffic  congestion. 

It  seems  desirable  at  this  time  to  talk  of  our 
obvious  immediate  need.  For  that  reason  I  have 
urged  upon  the  Elevated  the  prompt  adoption  of 
the  act  providing  for  an  extension  of  the  subway 
under  Governor  square.  The  Elevated  ought  to 
do  this  both  for  itself  and  for  the  city. 

The  rentals  at  Governor  square  would  not  start 
for  nearly  three  years  and  would  be  around 
$200,000  a  year. 

The  suggestion  of  direct  taxation  to  pay  costs 
that  the  10-cent  fare  cannot  meet  is  not  a  promis- 
ing solution.  It  is  natural  and  possible  to  meet 
such  costs  by  the  present  procedure. 

I  believe  the  Governor  Square  Act  could  be 
accepted  whether  the  Elevated  is  reorganized  or 
not.  It  ought  not  to  depend  upon  the  reorganiza- 
tion. That  will  not  make  the  undertaking  any 
more  profitable.  And  it  is  not  a  question  of  profit 
in  any  sense.  The  question  is  whether  an  ad- 
mittedly necessary  transit  extension  should  be 
held  up  to  await  the  solution  of  all  manner  of 
complicated  questions,  when  the  law  providing 
for  it  has  been  enacted  and  merely  awaits  accept- 
ance. 

The  extension  of  the  Boylston  street  subway  is 
not  a  street  traffic  question.  It  is  one  relating  to 
passenger  transportation  and  to  the  use  as  origi- 
nally planned  of  the  subway  for  train  service  in 
multiple  units. 

Again  I  express  the  hope  that  it  may  be  possible 
to  consider  Governor  square  transit  without  delay. 
It  is  not  only  first  in  importance  but  distinct  from 
geneial  transit  problems  because  of  the  existence 
of  the  Governor  Square  Act,  a  statute  in  standard 
form. 

The  share  of  the  city  in  the  Elevated  deficit  is 
one  and  three  quarters  millions.  Much  as  the  city 
desires  a  repayment  of  all  or  a  portion  of  this  sum, 
it  recognizes  as  more  desirable  the  immediate  build- 
ing of  the  Governor  square  subway. 

Before  legislation  is  passed  to  change  the  method 
of  operating  the  properties  of  the  company  there 
should  be  given  proper  consideration  to  the  repay- 
ment of  this  million  and  three  quarters. 

Financial  Administration. 
When  the  municipal  finance  act  was  drawn  four- 
teen years  ago  the  City  of  Boston  was  excluded 
therefrom  because  it  was  thought  that  the  act  was 
not  well  adapted  to  the  larger  financial  problems  of 
a  metropolis.  Our  credit  is  the  best  of  any  large 
city  in  the  country,  as  shown  by  the  high  market 
value  of  our  bonds.  With  all  respect  due  to  the 
recommendation  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor, 
I  am  unable  to  agree  with  him  that  the  pohcy  ought 
to  be  changed.  It  seems  to  me  a  mistake  for  the 
Legislature  to  take  from  Boston  any  part  of  the 
slight  freedom  she  now  enjoys  in  the  conduct  of  her 
own  affairs  and  to  place  her  under  restrictions 
which  will  further  cramp  her  activities.  Six  mil- 
lions for  new  school  buildings  came  this  year  not 
from  loans  but  from  the  tax  levy,  and  since  1916 
over  twenty-three  millions  have  come  from  the  tax 
levy  for  this  purpose.  One  million  dollars  for  re- 
constructed streets  which  might  have  been  taken 
from  loans  under  another  title  came  also  this  year 
from  the  tax  levy.  A  considerable  portion  of  our 
indebtedness  is  authorized  by  the  Legislature  under 
special  acts.  Our  tax  limit,  unlike  that  of  other 
cities  and  towns,  is  determined  by  the  Legislature 
as  part  of  the  policy  relating  to  the  debt-incurring 
power  of  the  city.  I  believe  that  the  policy  in 
reference  both  to  tax  limit  and  debt  is  wise  and 
should  be  retained. 

The  Finance  Commission. 
Frequently  of  late  I  have  been  asked  if  I  did  not 
favor  the  abolition  of  the  Boston  Finance  Commis- 
sion and  my  reply  has  been  in  the  negative.  While 
a  member  of  the  Legislature  I  supported  the  present 
Boston  charter  and  spoke  particularly  in  favor  of 
that  provision  of  the  bill  creating  the  Finance  Com- 
mission. It  has  a  useful  work  to  perform  and  could 
render  a  real  service  to  the  city  if  it  would  but  lift 
its  activities  to  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  created. 
The  charter  states  that  the  duty  of  the  Finance 
Commission  shall  be  to  investigate  any  and  all 
matters  relating  to  appropriations,  loans,  expendi- 
tures, accounts,  and  methods  of  administration 
affecting  the  City  of  Boston  or  the  County  of  Suf- 
folk, or  any  department  thereof,  that  may  appear 


to  the  commission  to  require  investigation.  Its 
practice,  however,  is  to  score  a  point  and  be  sharp 
in  taking  every  advantage. 

The  commission  is  of  course  right  in  directing  the 
attention  of  the  city  to  methods  which  appear  to 
require  correction,  but  it  should  carefully  refrain 
from  interference  with  the  transaction  of  public 
business  and  above  all  it  should  be  fair. 

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council. 

There  is  abundant  evidence  of  new  life  through- 
out all  New  England  in  agriculture,  trade  and 
industry.  We  are  much  nearer  to  every  part  of 
the  world  than  we  were  five  years  ago.  I  see  at 
every  hand  men  who  believe  in  the  future  of 
Massachusetts  and  her  capital  city.  There  is  a 
determination  to  put  better  methods  into  farm 
and  factory,  shop  and  counting  room.  There  is 
a  realization  that  the  effort  of  mind  and  hand  will 
always  receive  recognition  here. 

Boston  is  the  business  and  industrial  center  of 
one  of  the  wealthiest  communities  to  be  found 
anywhere.  The  thrift  of  New  England  people  is 
proverbial.  This  is  further  emphasized  by  the 
savings  bank  deposits  of  the  state  which  have  now 
reached  the  great  total  of  almost  two  billions  of 
dollars,  of  which  sum  Boston  banks  have  on  deposit 
nearly  six  hundred  millions. 

The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Boston  have  in 
serving  this  historic  city  an  honor  in  which  they 
may  take  deep  pride.  It  is  a  city  whose  future  is 
bright  with  the  promise  of  material  prosperity  and 
sure  in  the  steadfast  quality  of  its  citizenship. 
We  have  been  associated  in  this  honorable  service 
for  one  year  and  I  have  thought  it  of  advantage 
to  review  with  brevity  a  few  of  the  public  ques- 
tions with  which  we  have  been  occupied.  They 
are  not  the  only  important  ones  that  could  be 
discussed.  Nevertheless,  I  am  sure  they  are 
among  those  that  have  required  a  great  deal  of 
time  and  effort.  It  has  not  been  my  purpose  to 
present  these  public  affairs  as  a  record  of  accom- 
plishment, but  rather  to  indicate  to  you  the 
results  for  which  your  honorable  body  and  myself 
have  been  at  work  together. 

The  City  Council  and  the  Mayor  do  not  always 
share  the  same  view,  but  the  Mayor  is  at  this 
time  glad  of  the  opportunity  to  say  to  you  that 
no  difference  of  opinion  has  yet  worked  injury 
to  the  public  service.  On  the  contrary,  the  two 
branches  of  the  government  have  worked  well 
together  and  for  the  public  good.  In  this  belief 
I  can  speak  with  confidence  of  the  great  oppor- 
tunity now  before  us  to  join  our  best  thought  and 
highest  endeavor  for  the  task  at  hand.    (Applause.)

COMMITTEE    ON    INSPECTION    OF 
PRISONS. 

Coun.  LYNCH,  for  the  Committee  on  Inspec- 
tion of  Prisons,  presented  the  following  report: 
City  of  Boston, 
In  City  Council,  December  31,  1926. 
In   accordance  with   the   provisions  of   chapter 
223  of  the  Revised  Laws,  the  Committee  on    In- 
spection of  Prisons  of  the  City  Council  submits 
herewith  its  annual  report- 
Suffolk  County  Jail. 

The  semiannual  inspections  of  the  jail  were  duly 
made. 

Conditions  at  the  Suffolk  County  Jail,  in  the 
opinion  of  your  committee,  warrant  the  com- 
mendations tnis  institution  generally  receives. 
Despite  the  large  increase  over  the  normal 
population  there  was  no  evidence  of  decline  in 
the  management  or  morale  of  the  institutions. 

Your  committee  concurs  with  previous  com- 
mittees in  the  recommendation  that  the  boilers  be 
removed  from  within  the  jail  building  and  be 
housed  in  the  jail  yard  in  a  separate  structure, 
located  outside  the  building  proper.  The  presence 
of  these  boilers  within  the  jail  building  constitutes 
a  constant  menace  to  the  safety  of  officers  and 
inmates.  We  indorse  the  recommendation  of 
previous  committees  that  the  unsanitary  and 
dilapidated  buildings  of  the  West  End  Division 
of  the  Sanitary  and  Street  Cleaning  Department, 
adjoining  the  jail  yard,  be  abandoned  and  the 
land  made  available  for  jail  uses. 


Your  committee,  after  a  thorough  investigation 
of  the  jail,  indorse  the  model  method  of  feeding 
the  inmates  and  the  excellent  hospital  and  dental 
systems  in  operation  at  the  jail. 

House  of  Correction. 

The  required  number  of  visits  were  made  to  the 
House  of  Correction  by  your  committee  during  the 
year  and  the  committee  was  particularly  impressed 
by  the  excellent  condition  and  the  well-kept 
appearance  of  the  buildings.  Nearly  all  of  the 
buildings  have  been  repainted  on  the  outside  and 
inside.  The  cells  are  clean  and  in  an  orderly 
condition.     The  food  is  wholesome  and  plentiful. 

Practically  all  of  the  vegetables  used  at  the 
institution  during  the  year  are  raised  on  the  farm 
connected  with  the  institution,  while  all  of  the 
bread  and  pastry  are  furnished  by  its  bakery. 

The  cows  owned  by  the  institution  not  only 
supply  all  the  milk  used  there,  but  they  also  take 
care  of  part  of  the  needs  of  the  Long  Island 
Hospital.  A  pasteurizer  is  being  installed  to 
sterilize  the  milk. 

The  clothing  and  shoe  shops  are  still  doing  very 
excellent  work  and  supplying  practically  all  the 
needs  of  both   institutions. 

During  the  year,  from  December  31,  1925,  to 
December  15,  1926,  the  population  has  decreased 
from  658  to  605.  For  the  same  period  the  commit- 
ments were  3,463,  while  3,516  were  discharged. 
The  committee  regrets  to  report  the  death  of  seven 
inmates  during  the  year.

REMOVAL   OF    PRESIDENT    FROM 
OFFICE. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  an  order — That  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Boston  City  Council  be  and  hereby  is 
removed  from  office. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  in  offering  this 
order  I  want  it  clearly  understood  by  the  President 
that  it  is  not  aimed  at  him  personally  in  any  way, 
shape  or  form.  I  do  believe,  however,  that  it  was 
the  intention  of  the  Council  when  we  elected  you 
as  our  President  one  year  ago  to  elect  you  as 
President  for  one  year  and  for  one  year  only.  I 
understand,  however,  that  a  ruling  has  been  sent 
down  from  the  Law  Department  to  the  effect  that 
you  were  elected  President  for  two  years.  I  believe 
in  justice  to  the  other  twenty-one  men  sitting  here, 
and  not  knowing  who  may  come  back  for  another 
term,  that  each  and  every  one  of  us  should  have 
a  chance  to  have  the  honor  of  being  President  of 
the  Boston  City  Council.  I  know  only  too  well, 
Mr.  President,  that  it  probably  takes  nerve  to 
offer  an  order  like  this  in  the  City  Council,  but  I 
cannot  be  any  worse  off  than  I  have  been  during 
the  past  year.  I  want  to  call  upon  every  fair- 
minded  Republican  in  this  Council,  whose  intent 
one  year  ago  was  to  elect  a  piesident  for  one  year, 
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and  I  want  to  '■all  upon  every  Democratic  member 
of  this  body,  in  Democratic  Boston,  to  stand  with 
Dowd  in  his  order  to  remove  the  present  President 
of  the  Boston  City  Council.  I  want  you  all  to 
realize,  and  realize  full  well,  that  the  order  is  not 
directed  at  our  President  personally.  It  is  directed 
at  the  office,  the  Chaii.  I  believe  the  Boston  City 
Council  should  have  a  Democratic  President,  and 
if  we  find  ourselves  together  we  can  and  should 
elect  a  Democratic  President  of  the  Boston  City 
Council. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  believe  you 
will  agree  with  me  that  a  year  ago  this  month  I 
was  not  one  of  the  least  active  of  your  supporters 
for  the  presidency  of  the  Boston  City  Council.  In 
reply  to  Coun.  Dowd  I  would  state  frankly  that  I 
personally  voted  for  the  present  presiding  officer 
of  this  body  to  preside  for  what  I  understood  was 
a  term  of  one  year.  On  the  other  hand,  I  have 
endeavored  to  read  the  decisions  in  the  courts  of 
this  state  upon  the  question.  As  I  understand  it, 
you  were  elected  to  preside  over  this  body  not  for 
one  year  or  for  two  years,  but  during  the  pleasure 
of  the  City  Council,  and  twelve  votes  in  this  body 
can  declare  the  Chair  vacant  today,  next  week  or 
six  months  from  now.  Personally,  I  feel  very 
strongly  that  a  vote  to  unseat  you  as  President  of 
this  Council  today  might  well  be  misconstrued 
outside  of  this  body  as  a  reflection  on  you  personally; 
and  I,  voicing  what  I  feel  is  the  entire  membership 
of  the  City  Council,  in  view  of  your  fair  and  square 
rulings  during  the  year,  would  not  want  to  see  that 
misconception  go  outside.  There  is  one  other 
factor  in  my  mind  with  reference  to  the  question 
that  has  been  brought  up  here  at  this  time,  and  it 
is  this.  I  was  not  elected  to  this  City  Council  to 
represent  the  Dorchester  district  selfishly  or 
exclusively,  but  I  am  here  to  do  my  level  best  to 
see  to  it  that  Ward  17,  Dorchester,  receives  its 
fair  and  proportionate  share  of  benefits  at  the 
hands  of  the  city,  in  the  way  of  street  improve- 
ments, police  protection,  adequate  lighting,  and 
other  facilities.  Only  so  long  as  Ward  17,  Dor- 
chester, receives  its  fair  and  proportionate  share, 
am  I  to  be  numbered  as  among  those  who  favor 
he  piesent  order  of  things.  From  then  on,  in 
the  now  famous  words  ot  Coun.  Guild,  I  save  my 
rights,  and  that  will  go  for  today,  a  week  from 
today  or  six  months  from  today.  We  have  heard 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  address  us  here  today.  I 
feel  personally  very  strongly  that  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  has  made  fair,  substantial  progress  during 
1926,  under  hard  circumstances,  in  his  first  year 
as  Mayor  of  this  city.  I  feel  very  strongly,  and 
am  relying  on  the  fact  that  his  constructive  efforts 
during  the  past  year  will  bear  real  proof  during 
the  coming  year.  I  hesitate  to  swap  horses  just 
as  we  reach  the  middle  of  a  stream.  I  feel  that 
we  are  not  called  upon,  whatever  we  may  have 
intended  a  year  ago,  to  go  to  the  extreme  to  which 
we  must  go  if  we  want  to  make  a  change  in  our 
presiding  officer,  under  the  law,  of  declaring  the 
President's  chair  vacant.  I  do  not  feel  that  we 
should  put  the  presiding  officer  of  this  body  in 
that  position,  certainly  not  after  the  fair  and 
impartial  treatment  that  he  has  shown  toward 
the  members  of  this  body  during  the  past  year.  I 
do  not  personally  feel,  whatever  may  be  the 
aspirations  of  any  member  of  this  body,  that  we 
should  indirectly  slap  the  face  of  the  President  of 
the  Boston  City  Council.  I  trust,  therefore,  for 
that  reason  that  the  majority  of  the  members  of 
this  Council  on  that  particular  question  will  side 
with  me.  If  it  were  a  new  election,  it  might  be  a 
different  proposition;  but,  in  order  to  have  a  new 
election,  we  have  to  act  indirectly  and  displace  the 
present  presiding  officer. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  I  regret 
very  much  that  the  order  before  the  Council  was 
presented  in  the  form  in  which  it  appears.  I 
suppose  this  is  the  most  embarrassing  moment  I 
have  ever  had  in  my  life.  My  relations  with  the 
President  of  this  Council  have  been  cordial, 
friendly,  honest  and  sincere,  as  they  have  been 
with  every  other  member  of  the  Council.  I 
regret  that  the  motion  before  us  is  to  remove  the 
presiding  officer  from  authority  as  presiding  officer 
of  the  Gouncil.  Embarrassed  as  I  feel  at  the 
position  in  which  the  language  of  this  order  places 
me,  I  cannot  help  feeling  that  I  must  stand  by  my 
original  idea  that  our  presiding  officer  was  last 
year  elected  for  a  one-year  term.  I  think  that  I 
must  act  in  accordance  with  my  feeling  and  my 
idea  in  this  matter,  in  spite  of  the  embarrassment 
thereby  placed  upon  me  and  with  all  due  respect 
personally  for  our  President.     I  voted  last  year,  and 


I  believe  every  member  of  the  Council  voted,  for 
a  presiding  officer  for  a  one-year  term.  I  want  to 
be  as  fair  as  I  can  with  you,  Mr.  President,  and  I 
want  your  continued  friendship,  but  I  have  got  to 
do  what  I  think  is  right.  I  do  not  think,  Mr. 
President,  that  you  ought  to  have  taken  the  atti- 
tude that  you  were  elected  for  a  two-year  term. 
Had  there  been  any  doubt  about  the  length  of  the 
term  of  the  presiding  officer  of  this  Council  it 
certainly  would  have  been  expressed  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  term,  when  it  was  clearly  announced, 
and  printed  in  the  records  of  the  city,  that  you, 
sir,  were  elected  for  the  year  1926.  While  I  know 
that  the  motion  for  your  election  did  not  include 
the  length  of  the  term,  I  felt  that  it  was  for  a  one- 
year  term,  and  I  believe  that  every  member  of  this 
Council  felt  that  it  was  for  a  one-year  term. 
Therefore,  Mr.  President,  much  as  I  regret  it,  and 
with  the  possibility,  which  I  certainly  hope  will 
not  lesult,  of  losing  youi  friendship,  I  am  going  to 
vote  for  a  one-year  term  for  President  of  the  Boston 
City  Council,  carrying  out  an  established  rule,  a 
precedent  that  has  existed  ever  since  I  knew  City 
Hall. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
go  one  step  farther  than  my  learned  brother  from 
Ward  17  (Coun.  Wilson)  and  say  it  is  not  only 
probable  but  almost  certain  beyond  peradventure 
that  if  the  City  Council  passes  the  motion  which  has 
been  offered  the  general  public  will  regard  it  as  a 
slap  in  the  face  to  the  presiding  officer  of  this  body. 
During  the  pa3t  year  this  body,  made  up  of  twenty- 
two  different  individuals  coming  from  all  parts  of 
the  city,  each  with  a  different  background,  has  sat 
in  this  chamber  and  conducted  itself  with  dignity 
and  decorum  and  in  a  manner  warranting  the 
respect  of  the  citizens  of  Boston.  For  this  body  to 
stand  up  now  and  deliberately  offer  a  slap  in  the 
.face  to  its  presiding  officer  is  almost,  to  my  mind, 
unbelievable.  With  all  due  deference  to  my  learned 
brother  from  Ward  21  (Coun.  Dowling)  I  stand 
here  and  say  that  if  he  has  a  sincere  belief  that 
every  member  of  this  City  Council  in  easting  his 
vote  a  year  ago  this  time  voted  for  a  presiding 
officer  for  one  year,  then  his  belief  is  utterly  with- 
out any  foundation  whatever.  The  motion  was 
made  to  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  President. 
It  was  made  in  those  words,  and  the  mere  fact  that 
the  member  from  Ward  21  (Coun.  Dowling)  who 
was  in  the  chair  in  announcing  the  result  of  the 
election  said,  "We  have  elected  a  president  for  one 
month,"  or  "We  have  elected  a  president  for  one 
year,"  would  not  have  affected  the  result  one 
particle,  would  not  have  changed  in  any  respect 
ihe  action  which  the  City  Council  had  taken. 
It  had  elected  a  president  without  specifying  in 
terms  for  how  long  a  period,  but  presumably,  as 
my  learned  brother  from  Dorchester  has  pointed 
out,  during  the  pleasure  of  the  City  Council.  If  it 
is  now  the  pleasure  of  the  City  Council  to  stand  up 
and  say  to  its  presiding  officer,  "You  have  been  a 
fine  man,  you  have  treated  all  of  us  squarely,  you 
are  a  regular  fellow,  square-shooting,"  and  all  that, 
and  then  deliberately  turn  around  and  give  him 
one  on  the  chin,  the  citizens  of  Boston  can  only 
put  one  interpretation  on  that  action,  and  that  is 
that  the  Boston  City  Council  still  is  a  body  un- 
worthy of  its  serious  consideration.  The  Boston 
City  Council  in  the  past,  Mr.  President,  has  been 
referred  to  as  a  polite  debating  society.  We  have 
been  polite  during  the  past  year.  We  have  not 
transgressed  the  bounds  of  dignity  and  decorum. 
That  would  be  no  mean  achievement  under  any 
circumstances,  and  when  it  is  considered  that  we 
have  given  serious  and  earnest  consideration  to  the 
very  serious  matters  that  have  been  presented  to  us 
for  consideration,  it  is  still  more  no  mean  achieve- 
ment. We  have  been  handicapped,  each  and  every 
one  of  us,  myself  included,  by  the  background 
which  we  have.  We  are  each  of  us  representing  a 
district  and,  representing  a  district,  it  is  difficult 
for  us  at  times  to  remember  at  all  times  that  above 
all  we  are  Bostonians.  We  have  had  that  difficulty, 
each  one  of  us,  and  we  have  all  met  it,  to  our  credit 
be  it  said.  When  the  occasion  has  arisen  to  con- 
sider Boston  rather  than  our  particular  district, 
we  have  considered  Boston.  As  a  glowing  ex- 
ample of  that,  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  City 
Council,  to  our  credit  be  it  said,  we  met  the  test. 
We  are  now  confronted  with  another  test.  Are  we 
going  to  conduct  ourselves  in  a  manner  that  will 
merit  the  approval  and  commendation  of  the 
citizens  of  Boston,  or  are  we  going  to  do  a  childish 
and  unfortunate  thing?  I  hope  whatever  embar- 
rassment is  caused  by  the  form  of  the  motion  will 
be  recognized  as  due  to  the  fact  that  the  City 
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Council  is  offered  an  opportunity  to  do  an  un- 
merited thing,  and  that  that,  and  not  any  conduct 
of  the  Chair,  is  the  real  cause  of  whatever  embar- 
rassment may  be  felt  around  here.  I  do  not  pro- 
pose to  have  anybody  except  myself  say  what  was 
in  my  mind  when  I  voted  a  year  ago  this  time  for  a 
president  of  the  City  Council.  Speaking  just  as 
frankly  as  the  speaker  who  preceded  me,  I  had 
only  one  thing  in  mind,  and  I  don't  see  how  any- 
body else  could  have  had  in  mind  anything  except 
what  was  pointed  out  by  the  gentleman  from  the 
Dorchester  district,  and  that  is  the  election  of  a 
president  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Council. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  FITZGERALD,  the  Coun- 
cil voted  at  3  p.  m.  to  take  a  recess  until  3.15  p.  m. 
The  Council  was  called  to  order  by  President 
KEENE  at  3.44  p.  m. 

President  KEENE— The  Council  will  please 
come  to  order. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  earlier  in  the 
session 

President  KEENE — The  councilor  is  not  in 
order  at  this  time.  The  Council  will  please  come 
to  order.  The  question  before  the  house  is  on  the 
passage  of  the  order  that  the  President  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  be  and  hereby  is  removed 
from  office.  The  question  comes  on  the  passage 
of  the  order  and  the  vote  will  be  by  roll  call.  I 
want  to  say,  gentlemen,  inasmuch  as  the  order  has 
been  presented,  I  want  nobody  to  feel  any  em- 
barrassment  

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President 

President  KEENE — Just  a  moment,  Councilor. 
The  question  was  submitted  to  the  justices  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  in  the  case  of 
the  officers  of  the  Legislature,  when  there  was  an 
enactment  changing  from  yearly  to  biennial  elec- 
tions. The  rule  of  law  is  that  the  presiding  officer 
of  any  assembly  can  be  removed  by  the  same  num- 
ber of  votes  by  which  he  was  elected.  The  ques- 
tion comes  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  I  had  an  under- 
standing that  that  order  offered  by  Coun.  Dowd 
was  going  to  be  withdrawn,  that  the  President  was 
going  to  resign  and  that  we  were  going  to  proceed 
to  the  election  of  a  new  president. 

President  KEENE— The  Chair  would  neces- 
sarily, Coun.  Ward,  have  to  rule  that  out  of  order, 
inasmuch  as  there  is  no  vacancy  at  this  time. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  am  I  right,  I  will 
ask  the  President,  in  assuming  that  the  order  I 
have  presented  is  perfectly  legal  and  the  only  way 
to  elect  a  new  president,  or  not? 

President  KEENE — The  councilor  is  absolutely 
correct. 

Coun.  DOWD— Then,  Mr.  President,  I  would 
ask  whether  a  motion  to  proceed  to  a  new  election 
is  in  order,  or  whether  the  Chair  rules  it  out  of 
order? 

President  KEENE — It  will  have  to  be  ruled  out 
of  order,  because  there  is  no  vacancy  at  this  time. 
The  councilor  has  taken  the  only  proper  and  legal 
way  in  which  to  meet  the  issue. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  in  drawing  up 
my  order,  I  went  into  it  very  carefully.  I  did  not 
desire  to  embarrass  any  member  of  this  Council  or 
the  President.  As  I  stated  at  the  outset,  the 
President  has  been  a  very  fair,  very  impartial  and 
very  efficient  presiding  officer  of  this  Council.  But 
I  also  believe  that  a  term  of  one  year  as  president  is 
sufficient  for  any  one  man  in  a  body  of  twenty-two 
members.  Here  we  are  in  this  Council,  thirteen 
Democrats,  and  I  believe  we  should  have  a  Dem- 
ocrat as  presiding  officer.  Under  the  motion  before 
the  house,  while  it  is  to  remove  the  President,  I 
don't  care  who  the  Democrat  is  if  he  votes  to  retain 
the  President,  he  is  voting  to  retain  a  Republican 
President  for  another  year.  I  believe  it  is  about 
time  that  we  should  take  some  action  on  this  order. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  desire 
to  offer  an  amendment  to  the  order  offered  by 
Coun.  Dowd. 

President  KEENE — The  gentleman  will  state 
his  proposed  amendment. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— That  we  proceed  to  the 
election  of  a  President  of  the  Boston  City  Council 
for  the  year  1927. 

President  KEENE— The  Chair  must,  Coun. 
Fitzgerald,  rule  that  out  of  order.  I  might  at  this 
time,  for  the  information  of  the  members,  read  a 
memorandum. 

The  Chair,  with  great  reluctance,  feels  obliged 
to  rule  the  motion  out  of  order  for  the  reason  that 
no  vacancy  exists  in  the  office  of  President  of  the 
City  Council.  On  January  4,  1926,  the  Council 
voted  to  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  President  and 


on  the  eighth  vote  the  present  presiding  officer  was 
elected.  There  is  no  provision  governing  the 
President's  term  of  office  in  the  rules  and  the  facts 
as  shown  by  the  record  are  that  no  time  limitation 
was  expressed  in  the  several  motions  made  in  con- 
nection with  the  election.  It  is  true  that  the 
stenographic  report  of  the  meeting  contains  an 
announcement  by  the  temporary  presiding  officer 
of  the  result  of  the  vote  and  a  statement  by  him 
that  the  President  was  elected  for  the  year  1926, 
but  it  is  obvious  that  that  statement  was  merely 
an  expression  of  opinion,  and  is  in  no  sense  declara- 
tory of  the  actual  legal  situation  unless  it  is  borne 
out  by  the  facts.  (See  Ogden  v.  Cudworth, 
Supreme-Ct.  Decision,  Jan.  4,  1927.)  An  identical 
situation  occurred  in  the  Massachusetts  Legislature 
the  first  year  of  biennial  elections.  The  President 
of  the  Senate  and  the  other  officers  were  elected 
without  any  limitation  of  time  in  the  vote  by 
which  they  were  elected,  and  in  answer  to  questions 
submitted  by  the  Senate  the  justices  of  the  Supreme 
Court  furnished  an  opinion  (239  Mass.  603)  which 
was  confirmed  as  law  in  253  Mass.  525,  from  which 
the  following  is  quoted: 

'  'Q.  In  the  absence  of  any  rule  defining  their 
respective  terms,  and  in  the  absence  of  any  pro- 
vision defining  the  term  in  the  vote  by  which 
they  were  elected,  would  such  officers  hold  for  one 
year  or  two  years?  " 

The  justices  replied  to  this  question  as  follows: 

'  'The  answer  to  the  third  question  is  that  such 
officers  will  hold,  under  the  circumstances  there 
stated,  for  two  years  unless  that  term  shall  be 
shortened  by  vote  of  the  Senate." 

I  do  not  propose  to  weary  the  Council  by  citing 
the  opinions  of  the  Attorney-General,  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel  and  others  familiar  and  expert 
in  parliamentary  law  and  practice  for  the  reason 
that  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  seems  to  be 
conclusive.  If  the  President  was  elected  for  the 
term  of  two  years  there  is  no  vacancy  and  the 
motion  to  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  President  is 
clearly  out  of  order,  and  I  am  compelled  to  so  rule. 

It  is  a  well  established  rule  of  parliamentary  law 
that  the  presiding  officer  of  a  body  is  removable, 
at  the  pleasure  of  the  body,  by  the  same  vote  by 
which  he  was  elected.  In  this  connection  it  may. 
be  of  interest,  perhaps,  to  quote  from  Cushing, 
par.  299: 

"The  presiding  officer,  being  freely  elected  by 
the  members  by  reason  of  the  confidence  which 
they  have  in  him,  is  removable  by  them,  at  their 
pleasure,  in  the  same  manner  (i.  e.,  by  the  same 
vote),  whenever  he  becomes  permanently  unable 
by  reason  of  sickness  or  otherwise  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  his  place  and  does  not  resign  his 
office;  or  whenever  he  has,  in  any  manner,  or  for 
any  cause,  forfeited  or  lost  the  confidence  upon 
the  strength  of  which  he  was  elected." 

If,  therefore,  the  present  presiding  officer  has  so 
conducted  himself  in  the  office  as  to  forfeit  the 
confidence  and  trust  of  the  members  of  this  body 
the  proper  procedure  is  to  remove  him  from  his 
position  and  not  to  attempt  by  indirection  and 
subterfuge  to  obtain  a  new  presiding  officer. 
Accordingly,  the  Chair  must  rule  the  motion  out 
of  order,  and  we  will  now  proceed  to  act  on  the 
order  introduced  by  Coun.  Dowd. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  I  desire  to 
ask  that  the  decision  in  242  Mass.  be  brought 
into  the  Council  and  read  to  the  Council,  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  I  think  there  may  be  slight  mis- 
interpretation placed  on  the  decision  by  the  vari- 
ous members  of  the  body.  Couns.  Mahoney  and 
Dowd  have  brought  before  us  the  fact  that  the 
order  is  introduced  in  all  fairness,  despite  the 
smoke  screen  that  has  been  attempted  to  be 
created  in  the  Council  Chamber  to  the  effect  that 
we  are  giving  to  our  present  presiding  officer  a 
slap  in  the  face,  a  knock  on  the  chin,  or  anything 
else.  I.  think  such  statements  are  decidedly  out 
of  order,  and  I  respectfully  ask  that  we  get  the 
decision  in  242  Mass.  and  that  it  be  read  in  its 
entirety  —  not  that  I  doubt  the  sincerity  of  the 
President  in  quoting  certain  passages  in  his  favor. 
I  think,  howevei,  if  the  whole  opinion  is  read,  not 
simply  referring  to  sickness,  misconduct,  mal- 
feasance, nonfeasance  in  office  or  anything  else, 
the  body  can  have  before  it  the  whole  opinion  and 
then  can  govern  itself  accordingly.  It  is  entirely 
within  the  province  of  the  Council  to  vote  for  a 
new  presiding  officer,  I  understand,  regardless  of 
the  facts  quoted,  and  I  am  going  to  ask  the  City 
Messenger  if  he  will  get  that  report  and  I  will  then 
ask  to  have  it  read. 

President   KEENE— Will  the   City  Messenger 
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get  239  Mass.?  The  Chair  will  state  that  the 
opinion  of  the  justices  of  the  Supreme  Court,  re- 
ferred to  by  him,  is  in  239  Mass.,  603. 

Coun.  GILDODY— Mr.  President,  I  stand 
corrected. 

(The  City  Messenger  procured  a  copy  of  239 
Mass.,  handing  it  to  President  Keene.) 

PRESIDENT  KEENE— Gentlemen,  this  is  the 
opinion  of  the  justices  to  the  Senate: 

"Since  the  ratification  and  adoption  of  Article 
64  of  the  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  does  not 
require  that  the  officers  of  the  Senate  be  elected 
for  each  annual  session,  but  they  may  be  elected 
to  serve  throughout  the  two-year  term  of  the 
General  Court  and  until  its  dissolution. 

"It  is  competent  for  the  Senate  by  rule  to  limit 
the  terms  of  its  officers  to  one  year  or  to  provide 
that  such  terms  shall  be  coextensive  with  the 
period  for  which  the  Senate  was  elected. 

"The  election  of  officers  by  the  Senate  on  January 
5,  1921,  without  any  rule  defining  their  terms  of 
office,  imported  that  the  officers  so  selected  should 
serve  during  the  pleasure  of  that  Senate  and 
they  will  hold  office  for  two  years  unless  that  term 
is  shortened  by  vote  of  the  Senate. 

"The  following  order  was  passed  by  the  Senate 
on  May  27,  1921,  and  was  transmitted  to  the 
Justices  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  on  June  3, 
1921,  after  the  adjournment  of  the  annual  session 
of  the  General  Court  on  May  28,  1921." 

"Whereas,  The  Constitution  of  the  Common- 
wealth provides  in  Article  VII  of  section  II, 
chapter  1,  that  the  Senate  shall  choose  its  own 
president,  appoint  its  own  officers  and  determine 
its  own  rules  of  proceedings,  and 

"Whereas,  Acting  in  pursuance  of  said  provision, 
the  Senate  did,  on  the  fifth  day  of  January, 
nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-one,  elect  a  president 
and  other  officers,  as  appears  from  the  journal  of  the 
Senate,  a  copy  of  which  for  said  date  is  hereto 
annexed,  and 

We  would  like  to  have  Coun.  Gilbody  present 
in  the  Chamber. 

(Coun.  Gilbody,  who  had  temporarily  gone  to  the 
anteroom  here  returned.) 

PRESIDENT  KEENE  (Continuing) — 

"Whereas,  Grave  doubt  exists  as  to  whether  the 
officers  so  elected  are  the  duly  elected  officers  of 
the  Senate  for  the  entire  term  of  the  members 
thereof,  as  defined  in  Article  LXIV  of  the  amend- 
ments to  the  Constitution,  or  whether  the  Con- 
stitution requires  that  they  be  elected  for  each 
annual  session,  therefore  be  it 

"Ordered,  That  the  Senate  require  the  opinions 
of  the  Honorable  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  on  the  following  important  questions 
of  law: 

"1.  Does  the  Constitution  require  that  the 
officers  of  the  Senate  be  elected  for  each  annual 
session,  or  may  they  be  elected  to  serve  through- 
out the  two-year  term  of  the  General  Court  and 
until  its  dissolution? 

"2.  Is  it.  competent  for  the  Senate  by  rule  to 
limit  the  term  of  its  officers  to  one  year  or  may 
its  rules  provide  that  said  term  shall  be  coexten- 
sive with  the  period  for  which  the  Senate  was 
elected? 

"3.  In  the  absence  of  any  rule  defining  their 
respective  terms,  and  in  the  absence  of  any  pro- 
vision defining  the  term  in  the  vote  by  which  they 
were  elected,  would  such  officers  hold  for  one  year 
or  for  two  years? 

"On  January  4,  1922,  there  was  read  to  the 
Senate  the  opinion  of  the  justices  which  had  been 
filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  Senate  on  October  31, 
1921,  and  which  was  as  follows: 

To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts: 

"The  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court, 
having  considered  the  questions  in  the  order  of 
May  27,  1921,  a  copy  whereof  is  hereto  annexed 
respectfully  submit  these  answers: 

"The  Senate  is  required  by  chapter  1,  section 
2,  Article  7  of  the  Constitution  to  "choose  its  own 
president,  appoint  its  own  officers,  and  determine 
its  own  rules  of  proceedings."  Neither  this  nor 
any  other  provision  of  the  Constitution  by  express 
words  fixes  the  term  for  the  president  or  for  any 
of  the  other  officers  of  the  Senate.  From  the 
adopting  of  the  Constitution  until  the  year  1920, 
senators  were  elected  annually  for  a  term  expiring 
on  the  preceding  the  first  Wednesday  of  the 
second  January  after  the  annual  state  election  at 
which    they    were    chosen.     Constitution    Massa- 


chusetts, chapter  1,  section  2,  Articles  1,  2,  3; 
Amendments,  Articles  10  and  15.  It  follows  from 
these  provisions  that  the  officers  of  the  Senate 
could  not  serve  as  a  constitutional  right  for  longer 
than  the  constitutional  life  of  the  Senate  itself. 
The  clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  by  old  usage  is  said  to  continue  in 
a  new  Congress.  It  was  almost  inevitable  that 
the  membership  of  the  Senate  would  be  altered 
more  or  less  with  every  annual  election.  Each 
member,  whether  elected  for  the  first  time .  or 
re-elected,  sat  by  virtue  of  a  fresh  election.  The 
official  life  of  the  Senate  as  a  legislative  body  was 
thus  limited  to  a  single  year. 

"The  ratification  and  adoption  of  Article  64  of 
the  Amendments  changed  this.  Biennial  elections 
are  thereby  substituted  for  annual  elections.  The 
term  of  office  of  each  senator  is  two  years  in  place 
of  one  year  as  theretofore.  The  official  life  of 
the  Senate  as  a  legislative  body  is  thereby  length- 
ened to  two  years  instead  of  being  limited  to  the 
one  year  previously  established.  The  provision 
of  section  3,  Article  64  of  the  Amendments  that 
"The  general  court  shall  assemble  every  year," 
does  not  break  the  continuity  of  the  Senate  as  a 
legislative  body.  It  simply  assures  two  sessions 
of  one  legislative  body.  In  this  particular  the 
two  branches  of  the  General  Court  now  resemble 
the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States,  which  although  required  by 
Article  1,  section  4  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  to  "assemble  at  least  once  in  every 
year,"  is  nevertheless  a  single  continuous  legisla- 
tive body  during  the  two  years  for  which  by 
section  2  of  the  same  article  its  members  are 
chosen. 

"To  the  first  question  we  answer  that  the 
Constitution  does  not  require  that  the  officers  of 
the  Senate  be  elected  for  each  annual  session, 
but  they  may  be  elected  to  serve  throughout  the 
two-year  term  of  the  General  Court  and  until  its 
dissolution. 

"The  power  conferred  upon  the  Senate  to 
'appoint  its  own  officers,  and  determine  its  own 
rules  of  proceedings,'  by  implication  grants  authoi- 
ity  to  fix  the  terms  of  such  officers  for  periods  not 
exceeding  its  own  official  life.  That  whole  sub- 
ject is  within  the  control  of  the  Senate. 

"To  the  second  question  the  answer  is  that  it 
is  competent  for  the  Senate  by  rule  to  limit  the 
term  of  its  officers  to  one  year,  or  to  provide  that 
said  term  shall  be  coextensive  with  the  period  for 
which  the  Senate  was  elected. 

"The  election  of  officers  of  the  Senate  by  the 
votes  shown  in  the  journal  of  the  Senate,  copy  of 
which  accompanies  the  order,  under  the  constitu- 
tional provisions  to  which  reference  has  been 
made,  in  the  absence  of  any  rule  fixing  the  term, 
imports  that  the  several  officers  shall  serve  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  Senate.  Unless  contrary 
action  is  taken  by  the  Senate,  they  serve  during 
the  life  of  the  Senate  as  a  legislative  body. 

"The  answer  to  the  third  question  is  that  such 
officers  will  hold  under  the  circumstances  there 
stated  for  two  years  unless  that  term  shall  be 
shortened  by  vote  of  the  Senate. 

"For  convenience  in  answering  these  questions 
the  official  term  of  the  members  of  the  Senate 
has  been  designated  as  two  years,  although  speak- 
ing with  strict  accuracy,  under  Article  64  of  the 
Amendments  to  the  Constitution,  it  extends  from 
the  first  Wednesday  in  January  succeeding  their 
election  ...  to  the  first  Wednesday  in 
January  in  the  third  year  following  their  election 
and  until  their  successors  are  chosen  and  qualified. 
.  .  The  official  existence  of  a  paiticular 
Senate,  and,  in  the  absence  of  a  vote  of  contrary 
tenor,  of  its  president  and  its  officeis,  precisely 
corresponds  to  these  words  of  the  amendment. 

"The  order  submitting  these  questions  was  not 
transmitted  to  us  until  after  the  adjournment  of 
the  session  of  the  General  Court  for  1921.  There- 
fore the  answers  were  not  given  precedence  over 
other  pressing  work  of  the  court  but  are  returned 
before  the  reassembling  of  the  Honorable  Senate 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  if  there  are  any  such  words  in  the  decision 
as  were  mentioned  in  your  statement — such  as 
sickness,  malfeasance,  nonfeasance  in  office,  and 
so   on? 

President  KEENE— The  Chair  will  say  that 
in  that  connection  he  was  quoting  from  Cushing's 
Manual,  paragraph  299. 

Coun.  GILBODY — I  beg  your  pardon,  Mr.  Pres- 
ident, I  thought  you  were  reading  from  the  Massa- 
chusetts report. 
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President  KEENE— No.  The  rule  is  that  a 
President  may  be  removed  at  any  time  by  the 
name'  number  of  votes  by  which  he  was  elected, 
regardless  of  the  term  of  his  election.  The  ques- 
tion is  on  tin'  passage  of  ('nun.  Dowd's  order,  and 
the  Clerk  will  call  the  roll, 

Conn.  Dowd's  order,  declaring  the  President 
removed  from  office  as  President,  was  put  upon  its 
passage,  and  the  Clerk  was  directed  to  call  the  roll. 

When  Coun.  Bush's  name  was  called,  it  appeared 
that  he  was  in  the  anteroom,  and  word  was  sent 
to  him  through  the  City  Messenger  that  a  roll 
call  was  in  progress.  He  presently  entered  the 
chamber  and  voted.  When  Coun.  Fitzgerald's 
name  was  called  it  appeared  that  he  likewise  was 
temporarily  absent. 

Coun.  GILBODV— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
question  of  personal  privilege.  Inasmuch  as  when 
Coun.  Bush's  name  was  called  and  he  was  absent, 
notification  was  sent  to  him  that  a  roll  call  was  in 
progress,  I  think  we  ought  to  extend  the  same 
courtesy  to  Coun.  Fitzgerald,  notifying  him  that 
the  roll  is  being  called  on  this  important  question. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD  re-entered  the  chamber 
at  this  moment,  and  was  recorded. 

The   result    of   the   roll   call   was   as   follows:

Arnold,  Bush,  Englert,  Guild, 
Keenc,  McMahon,  Parkman,  Ruby,  Wilson, 
Wragg— 10. 

President  KEENE — There  having  been  twelve 
votes  in  the  affirmative  and  ten  in  the  negative,  the 
Presidents  removed.  The  President  will  now  call 
Coun.  Dowling,  the  senior  member,  to  the  chair. 

Coun.  DOWLING  here  took  the  chair. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
we  adjourn. 

Coun.  GUILD— Mr.  President,  I  second  the 
motion. 

Chairman  DOWLING  put  the  motion,  which 
was  declared  tost. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  I  move  that  we 
proceed  to  the  election  of  a  President. 

Coun.  WARD'S  motion  was  declared  lost. 
Coun.  Ward  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  a 
rising  vote.  The  motion  was  declared  carried  by  a 
rising  vote,  14  to  8. 

Chairman  DOWLING— The  Clerk  will  call  the 
roll,  and  each  member  will  express  his  choice  when 
his  name  is  called. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  members  expressed 
their  choice  for  President,  with  the  following  result.

Chairman  DOWLING— The  result  of  the  ballot 
just  taken  is  one  vote  for  Coun.  Parkman,  three 
for  Coun.  Donovan,  nine  for  Coun.  Heffernan  and 
nine  for  Coun.  Keene,  and  there  is  no  choice. 

Coun.  MAH(  )NEY— Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
we  take  a  recess  for  ten  minutes. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  prior  to  our 
taking  a  recess  I  would  ask  unanimous  consent  to 
introduce  a  lew  orders  relating  to  lighting  facilities 
that  are  sadly  needed  on  Franklin  Field. 

(Unanimous  consent  was  not  accorded.) 

Goun.  MAHONEY'S  motion  to  take  a  recess 
for  ten  minutes  was  carried  at  4. OS  p.  m.  The 
members  reassembled  in  the  Council  Chamber 
and  were  called  to  order  by  Chairman  DOWLING 
at  4.19  p.  m.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  BUDGET 
CONTROL. 

Coun.  PARKMAN,  for  the  Special  Committee 
on  Budget  Control,  submitted  the  following  report: 

REPORT    OF   THE    SPECIAL    COMMITTEE 

appointed  by  the  clty  council,  november  15, 
1926,  to  Confer  and  Report  Their  Findings 
and  Recommendations  in  Regard  to 
Budget  Control. 

Boston,  January  10,  1927. 
In  accordance  with  the  following  order  of  the 
City    Council,    dated    November  _  15,    1926,    the 
undersigned  committee  submits  this  report. 

"Ordered,  That  the. Chair  appoint  two  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  as  a  committee  to  confer  with 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  the  City  Auditor,  the 
Budget  Commissioner,  and  the  Superintendent  of 
Supplies  with  a  view  to  providing  by  ordinance  or 
otherwise  for  an  effective  control  of  expenditures 
in  all  city  and  county  departments,  in  accordance 
with  the  intent  and  terms  of  the  annual  budget 
and  appropriation  bill,  and 

That  the  said  committee  report  the  result  of 
such   conference,   together  with   its   findings   and 


recommendations,  not  later  than  the  first  meeting 
of  the  Council  in  the  year  1927." 

Your  committee  has  conferred  with  the  City 
Auditor,  the  Budget  Commissioner,  and  the 
Superintendent  of  Supplies  at  various  times,  has 
exchanged  correspondence  with  the  Committee 
on  Municipal  and  Metropolitan  Affairs  of  the 
Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Municipal 
Administration  Service  of  the  National  Municipal 
League,  and  with  other  individuals  of  experience 
who  are  interested  in  the  finances  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  In  addition  the  Bureau  of  Administra- 
tion and  Finance  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts has  been  consulted  in  regard  to  the  opera- 
tion of  the  state's  budget  system,  and  such  in- 
vestigation has  been  made  as  time  and  circum- 
stances have  permitted  of  the  operation  of  the 
city's  budget  system.  It  has  also,  as  the  Coun- 
cil's order  directed,  conferred  with  his  Honor  the 
Mayor. 

The  present  budget  system  was  instituted  in 
1917  in  charge  of  a  budget  commissioner,  and  since 
that  time  no  change  has  been  made  in  the  method 
of  its  operation.  The  findings  which  tne  com- 
mittee makes  hereunder  have  reference  simply  and 
solely  to  certain  defects  of  system  which  the  com- 
mittee believes  to  exist  and  not  in  any  degree  to 
its  method  of  operation  under  any  particular 
administration.  It  makes  the  following  specific 
findings: 

Findings. 

(1)  Under  the  present  system  there  is  no 
method  for  controlling  expenditures  to  the  specific 
physical  items  for  which  the  city's  money  is 
originally  requested  in  forming  the  budget,  and 
appropriated  in  the  anuual  appropriation  bill. 

(2)  Under  the  existing  system  there  is  no 
method  for  limiting  in  advance  the  expenditure  of 
money  within  any  item  to  the  amount  limited  by 
the  budget  and  appropriation  bill  to  that  particular 
item. 

1.  Taking  it  for  granted  that  the  wisdom  of 
the  budget  principle  has  been  established  by  the 
test  of  time,  not  only  in  city  finances  but  in  those 
of  the  state  and  nation,  your  committee  believes 
that  it  logically  follows  that  the  operation  of  the 
budget  should  not  stop  at  the  threshold  with  its 
framing  by  the  Budget  Commissioner  and  its 
acceptance  in  the  Appropriation  Bill  by  the  City 
Council,  but  should  continue  throughout  the  year 
in  an  adequate  control  of  expenditures  to  the 
purposes  and  the  specific  physical  items  for  which 
the  money  was  appropriated.  Under  existing 
conditions  the  Budget  Commissioner's  duties  and 
his  authority  cease  with  the  compilation  of  the 
budget  upon  the  requests  of  the  various  depart- 
ment heads.  In  order  that  any  item  may  appear 
in  the  Appropriation  Bill  in  the  first  instance,  the 
department  head  must  satisfy  the  Budget  Com- 
missioner of  the  necessity  of  the  particular  physical 
thing  which  lies  behind  the  mere  figure  in  dollars 
and  cents.  And  yet,  though  his  authority  must 
be  obtained  in  the  first  place  for  the  insertion  of 
any  item,  and  though  he  is  the  official  responsible 
for  the  budget  and  most  familiar  with  its  details, 
he  is  without  power  to  see  that  it  is  carried  out. 
Purchases  are  made  by  requisition  upon  the 
Superintendent  of  Supplies  who  can  and  does 
honor  them  without  reference  to  the  Budget 
Commissioner,  subject  only  to  the  Auditor's 
approval,  who  is  not  concerned  with  the  control 
of  expenditures  to  the  purposes  contemplated  in 
the  budget  but  solely  with  the  auditing  problem 
of  whether  or  not  there  are  sufficient  funds  re- 
maining in  that  particular  item  to  cover  the  pur- 
chase contemplated.  Your  committee  is  not 
prepared  to  state  to  what  degree  the  budget 
principle  has  been,  or  is  being  violated  on  this 
branch  of  the  inquiry,  but  it  does  find  that  this, 
loophole  exists,  and  that  it  opens  the  way  to  avoid 
the  effective  operation  of  the  budget.  It  believes 
that,  even  allowing  for  unforeseeable  expenditures, 
and  necessary  elasticity,  the  budget  as  presenting 
a  picture  of  materials  to  be  bought,  repairs  to  be 
made,  and  services  to  be  rendered,  may  become 
under  the  existing  scheme  so  distorted  and  altered 
by  the  end  of  the  year  as  not  to  be  recognizable. 
Items  may  be  requested  and  obtained  year  after 
year  under  cover  of  a  showing  of  necessity  and 
yet  never  acquired;  while  other  items  for  which  no 
necessity  exists  or  has  been  demonstrated  may  be 
purchased  in  their  place. 

2.  The  other  loophole  which  the  committee 
finds  to  exist  in  the  present  operation  of  the  bud- 
get is  in  the  lack  of  any  effective  pre-control  of 
expenditures  for  any  particular  item  to  the  amounts 
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limited  in  the  budget.  Your  committee  intends 
to  distinguish  this  finding  from  its  first  finding  as 
being  rather  an  auditory  problem  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  budget  than  one  pertaining  to  the 
operation  of  the  budget  as  applied  to  the  physical 
things  or  services  lying  behind  the  figures  them- 
selves. To  some  extent  one  involves  the  other  or 
rather  may  be  the  cause  of  the  other,  as  the  lack  of 
control  of  expenditures  for  the  purposes  con- 
templated may  give  rise  to  expenditure  in  excess 
of  the  amount  allowed.  They  differ  perhaps 
more  in  the  appropriate  method  of  remedy  than 
in  their  inherent  natuie.  Theoretically  if  it  were 
possible  to  estimate  exactly  in  advance  all  the 
thousands  of  material,  repairs,  services,  etc., 
which  the  city  would  require  in  the  course  of  the 
year  and  their  exact  cost,  then  a  control  of  ex- 
penditures to  those  physical  items  would  solve 
all  problems.  Actually,  of  course,  that  can  never 
be  the  case.  The  value  and  market  price  of 
commodities  are  continually  fluctuating.  There 
may  still  exist  the  power  to  exceed  an  appropria- 
tion though  purchases  are  restricted  to  the  items 
for  which  the  money  was  appropriated,  and  there 
is  no  authority  in  the  financial  or  other  officials 
of  the  city  to  control  in  any  degree  the  exercise 
of  this  power.  Furthermore,  there  are,  of  course, 
many  ways  in  which  the  city  may  be  involved 
in  expenses  besides  the  purchase  of  equipment  and 
supplies  made  through  the  Superintendent  of 
Supplies. 

The  City  Auditor  and  the  Budget  Commis- 
sioner have  admitted  that  there  is  no  "pre-con- 
trol,"  but  that  "post-control"  exists  in  the  sense 
that  the  books  in  the  Auditor's  office  reflect 
expenditures  which  have  actually  been  made  but 
do  not  reflect  contracts  or  requisitions  which  may 
be  outstanding.  Your  committee  has  considered 
section  16  of  the  City  Charter  of  1909  (Acts  1909, 
chapter  486)  and  recognizes  the  restriction  im- 
posed upon  city  officials  thereunder  not  to  expend 
in  excess-  of  appropriations  "except  in  cases  of 
extreme  emergency  involving  the  health  or  safety 
of  the  people  or  their  property."  This  provision 
may,  however,  refer  only  to  a  total  departmental 
appropriation  and  not  to  the  exceeding  of  the 
appropriation  for  any  particular  item,  though  the 
appropriation  order  annually  provides  that  the 
appropriation  for  any  particular  item  shall  not 
be  exceeded  by  any  head  of  department.  Under 
the  law,  therefore,  even  under  its  strongest  inter- 
pretation, the  responsibility  rests  entirely  with 
the  department  head  to  watch  his  balances  for  all 
the  items  in  the  appropriation  for  his  department 
and  to  take  care  that  he  makes  no  contracts  or 
requisitions  the  payment  for  which  will  involve 
exceeding  the  appropriation  for  any  budget  item. 
However,  in  spite  of  the  prohibition,  the  end  of 
the  year,  which  sees  a  general  cleaning  up  of  all 
outstanding  contracts  and  requisitions  for  the 
year,  finds  numerous  items  for  which  expenditure 
exceeds  the  appropriation.  It  has  been  stated 
to  the  committee  that  while  this  power  to  incur 
expense  or  commit  the  city  to  expense  in  excess 
of  the  appropriation  for  any  particular  budget 
item  exists,  it  has  not  been  exercised  to  a  serious 
degree.  However,  it  does  exist  and  to  some 
extent  at  least  is  a  source  of  danger  to  the  proper 
and  effective  operation  of  the  budget.  "Post- 
control"  is  not  a  preventive  nor  even  a  cure. 
It  merely  results  in  regularizing  after  the  event 
an  expenditure  of  money  not  originally  contem- 
plated. Your  committee  believes  it  to  be  desir- 
able that  the  power  to  check  the  exceeding  of 
appropriations  rests  with  the  financial  officers  of 
the  city. 

Your  committee  is  convinced  that  the  foregoing 
defects  explain  largely  the  excessive  number  of 
transfers  every  year  which  it  feels  to  be  an  evil, 
and  to  indicate  in  some  degree  the  failure  of  the 
budget  in  operation.  It  is  pertinent  to  recall  a 
paragraph  from  the  report  of  the  Budget  Commis- 
sion in  1915.  (City  Document  92,  1915,  at  page 
13): 

'Attention  has  been  directed  to  the  fact  that 
the  city  auditor  and  the  mayor  can,  by  exercising 
their  charter  power  of  transfer,  defeat  the  proposed 
or  any  form  of  segregated  budget.  This  is  theo- 
retically true,  but  the  commission  assumes  that 
the  power  to  transfer  appropriations  .... 
will  not  be  used  for  any  such  purpose  .  .  .  ." 
and  then  the  report  of  the  Boston  Finance  Com- 
mission for  1922  (Mass.  P.  D.,  88,  page  25): 

"  The  experience  of  the  past,  five  years  has  shown 
that  a  segregated  budget  may  be  made  an  aid  to 
extravagance  rather  than  a  check  upon  it,  because 


of  the  ease  with  which  department  heads  can  ob- 
tain transfers  from  one  item  to  another,  and  even 

from  one  department  to  another In 

some  departments  it  has  become  the  practice  at 
the  end  of  the  year  to  gather  all  unexpended  items 
in  the  budget  into  one  fund, —  so  easy  is  it  to  obtain 
transfers, —  and  to  expend  this  sum  for  a  purpose 
not  mentioned  in  the  segregated  budget 

"Unless  transfers  are  scrutinized  carefully,  and 
department  heads  are  required  to  show  a  neces- 
sary, urgent  and  unforeseen  reason  for  each  trans- 
fer, the  segregated  budget  system  as  an  aid  to 
economy  and  efficiency  not  only  fails,  but  becomes 
an  inducement  to  extravagance ." 

The  City  Auditor  and  the  Mayor  continually 
strive  to  effect  an  adequate  supervision  and  control 
by  the  department  heads,  but  unless  some  adequate 
control  is  lodged  in  the  auditor's  hands,  he  has 
not  the  power  under  present  conditions  to  avoid 
the  necessity  for  a  large  number  of  transfers  which 
must  be  allowed  and  which  might  otherwise  be 
unnecessary. 

The  City  Council  is  familiar  with  the  number 
of  transfers  which  come  before  it  beginning  fairly 
early  in  the  year  and  increasing  in  volume  until 
November  15.  Towards  the  latter  part  of  this 
time  they  attain  such  numbers  and  involve  such 
detail  as  to  make  the  approval  of  the  Council 
largely  perfunctory,  however  earnest  its  intentions 
and  sincere  its  desire  for  careful  investigation.  It 
seems  to  your  committee  that  the  time  to  apply 
the  remedy  is  before  the  necessity  for  the  transfer 
arises,  and  that  if  a  remedy  can  be  found  for  the 
two  defects  considered  above  the  need  for  many 
transfers  will  be  found  to  disappear  and  the  budget 
system  be  by  so  much  more  effective  in  operation." 
Your  committee  finds  therefore  that  it  is  desirable 
in  the  interests  of  economy  and  efficiency  that 
means  be  devised  to  control  expenditures  to  the 
specific  physical  items  for  which  appropriation  was 
made,  and  to  limit  expenditure  for  any  item  to  the 
amount  allowed  for  such  item  in  advance  of  the 
expenditure  being  incurred. 

Recommendations. 

In  considering  what  recommendation  this  com- 
mittee should  make  to  the  Council  it  gave  initial 
attention  to  the  order  which  directed  it  to  confer 
"with  a  view  to  providing  by  ordinance"  for  the 
desired  control.  It  appears  there  may  be  certain 
difficulties  in  so  doing  under  existing  law  and  your 
committee  is  not  prepared  to  recommend  an  ordi- 
nance on  the  subject.  That  being  so,  the  juris- 
diction of  the  City  Council,  in  view  of  the  prohibi- 
tion imposed  upon  it  under  section  8  of  the  City 
Charter,  would  not  extend  to  any  action  involving 
a  taking  part  in  the  conduct  of  the  executive  or 
administrative  business  of  the  city.  However, 
your  committee  is  glad  to  report  that  it  has  received 
the  utmost  co-operation  from  the  executive  officers 
of  the  city  who  have  admitted  the  existence  of  the 
problem  and  indicated  their  willingness  to  solve  it. 

As  to  (1)  the  Auditor  and  the  Budget  Commis- 
sioner state  as  follows: 

'  'Under  our  present  budget  system  the  specific 
physical  units  which  make  up  or  lie  behind  the 
appropriation  under  any  one  item  are  lost  sight  of 
immediately  upon  the  passage  of  the  budget  by 
the  City  Council.     .     . 

It  would  appear  feasible  for  the  Budget  Depart- 
ment to  co-operate  with  the  Supply  Department 
in  regard  to  the  purchases  which  the  latter  depart- 
ment makes  after  receiving  requisitions  from 
department  heads.  At  the  present  time,  these 
requisitions  constitute  the  sole  authority  for  the 
conduct  of  the  purchasing  activities  of  the  Supply 
Department.  This  latter  department  has  very 
little  interest  in  the  appropriation  side  of  the 
picture,  since  naturally,  the  department  assumes 
that  no  requisition  would  be  made  unless  an 
appropriation  was  available.  It  would  seem 
desirablein  theinterestof  efficiercy  that  the  Supply 
Department  should  consider  the  appropriation 
side  of  the  picture,  and  this  consideration  could  be 
very  easily  effected  Dy  the  Supply  Department 
referring  all  departmental  requisitions  to  the 
Budget  Department  for  approval  before  starting 
in  any  way  the  machinery  of  purchase.     ..." 

As  to  (2)  they  say: 

'  'At  the  present  time,  the  books  in  the  Auditor's 
office  reflect  the  expenditures  which  have  actually 
been  made  by  the  different  departments  and  which 
have  been  allowed  by  the  Auditor's  force  as  being 
within  the  original  amounts  appropriated.  In 
other  words,  the  control  which  i  s  now  exercised 
may  be  termed  as  post-control.     To  exercise  pre- 
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control,  as  is  contemplated,  it  would  be  necessary 
to  establish  a  system  providing  for  the  encum- 
bering of  appropriations  as  requisitions  orders  are 
issued.  Under  such  a  system,  before  any  requisi- 
tion could  be  honored,  it  would  be  necessary  to 
check  the  estimated  purchase  cost  against  the 
unencumbered  balance.  Approval  of  the  requisi- 
tion and  subsequent  purchase  of  the  material 
requested  would  only  follow  provided  the  unen- 
cumbered balance  was  sufficient  to  cover  the 
estimated  purchase  cost. 

The  main  criticism  against  this  proposal  is  that 
the  installation  of  such  a  system  would  double  the 
accounting  records  of  the  city,  since  it  would  be 
practically  necessary  to  duplicate  the  records  now 
kept  in  the  Auditor's  office.     .     .     ." 

His  Honor  the  Mayor  has  stated  to  the  com- 
mittee that  he  would  put  the  first  recommendation 
in  effect  at  once  by  means  of  instructions  to  the 
Budget  Commission  and  the  Superintendent  of 
Supplies  and  as  to  the  second  stated  that  he  would 
take  the  matter  up  further  with  the  City  Auditor 
and  consider  the  feasibility  of  the  proposal. 

Your  committee  recommends  therefore  that  the 
Council  take  no  action  at  this  time,  but  that  it 
continue  to  observe  the  operation  of  the  budget  in 
order  to  see  whether  or  not  effective  control  can  be 
obtained  by  executive  order,  or  whether  it  is 
advisable  to  consider  further  whether  legislation 
or  ordinance  may  be  necessary.

BOILERS   WITHIN    THE    JAIL. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  rise  for  infor- 
mation in  connection  with  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Inspection  of  Prisons,  which  was  pre- 
sented at  the  last  meeting  and  spread  on  the  records 
without  being  read.  I  find  on  page  10  of  the 
minutes  of  the  City  Council  this  statement  of  the 
committee: 

"  The  presence  of  these  boilers  within  the  jail 
building  constitutes  a  constant  menace  to  the 
safety  of  officers  and  inmates. ' ' 

The  information  which  I  solicit  through  the 
Chairman  is,  in  what  respect  are  these  boilers  a 
menace?  Are  they  unfit,  found  lacking  as  a  result 
of  inspection,  or  in  what  respect  are  they  unfit? 

Coun.  LYNCH — Mr.  President,  while  these 
boilers  are  not  really  unfit,  they  are  not  in  the  best 
of  condition.  They  are  in  the  center  of  the  build- 
ing and  if  anything  happened — that  is,  if  they  blew 
up  in  any  way,  the  building  itself  would  be  gone 
and  no  inmate  would  have  a  chance  to  escape. 
It  has  been  considered  for  the  pastjsix  or  seven 
years  that  these  boilers  should  be  outside  the 
building    itself. 

Coun.  GUILD — I  would  like  to  have  informa- 
tion upon  one  other  point,  if  I  may.  Would 
boilers  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee  were 
altogether  safe  constitute  a  menace  if  located  in  the 
jail  building,  or  isn't  it  possible  to  have  any  boilers 
inside  the  jail  building  without  jeopardizing  the 
lives  and  safety  of  the  inmates? 

Coun.  LYNCH — It  is  considered  unsafe  to  have 
the  boilers  in  the  center  of  the  building. 

Coun.  GUILD — So  the  recommendation  of  the 
committee  is  that  no  boilers  of  any  description 
should  be  inside  the  building? 

Coun.  LYNCH— Yes. 


PROPOSED  DARTMOUTH  STREET  BRIDGE 

Conn.  GUILD  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  hereby 
favors  the  enactment  by  the  General  Court  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  of  legislation  to 
authorize  the  construction  of  Dartmouth  Street 
Bridge,  between  the  cities  of  Boston  and  Cam- 
bridge, and  for  authority  to  meet  the  expense  by 
loan  outside  the  limit  of  indebtedness. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
state  in  introducing  that  resolution  that  under  a 
new  rule  of  the  Massachusetts  Legislature — Joint 
Rule  No.  7B,  I  think — petitions  for  legislation  for 
pensions,  for  expenditure  of  money  outside  the 
debt  limit,  and  for  two  or  three  other  kinds  of  bills 
involving  expenditure,  are  by  the  rule  now  referred 


to  the  next  annual  session,  unless  the  cities  con- 
cerned give  their  approval  in  advance.  This  is  a 
more  or  less  perfunctory  matter,  enabling  the  bill 
introduced  into  the  Legislature  on  that  subject  to  be 
referred  to  the  proper  committee  and  to  have 
hearings  held  this  year,  instead  of  being  held  up 
for  a  year.  The  city  of  Cambridge,  I  am  informed, 
has  already  given  its  consent  to  the  enactment  of 
legislation  along  the  lines  indicated  by  the  resolu- 
tion I  have  introduced.  I  move,  therefore,  a  sus- 
pension of  the  rule  and  the  passage  of  the  resolve. 
The  resolve  was  passed  under  a  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


PENSION  TO  WIDOW  OF  DANIEL  T. 
DINEEN. 

Coun.  WRAGG  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
hereby  approves  the  enactment  of  legislation  to 
continue  the  pension  heretofore  allowed  to  the 
widow  of  Daniel  T.  Dineen,  late  a  member  of  the 
Fire  Department. 

Coun.  WRAGG — Mr.  President,  this  resolution 
that  I  have  introduced  comes  within  the  same 
category  as  that  specified  by  the  councilor  from 
Ward  19  (Coun.  Cuild).  I  would,  therefore,  ask 
the  suspension  of  the  rule  for  its  passage. 

The  resolution  was  passed  under  a  suspension  of 
the  rule. 


INCREASE   FOR  FIREMEN.

INVESTIGATION   OF  GARBAGE

out the  city,  and  to  report  their  findings  to  the 
City  Council,  together  with  such  recommendations 
as  they  deem  appropriate. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  believe  it  is 
about  time,  before  the  City  Council  passes  the 
budget  for  another  year,  to  find  out  what  the 
subcontractors  who  are  collecting  garbage  through- 
out the  City  of  Boston  are  really  doing,  and  if 
they  are  doing  the  work  for  which  they  are  getting 
paid.  I  believe  every  member  of  the  Council 
realizes  and  knows  too  well  the  clause  in  the 
contract  they  have  with  the  City  of  Boston  that 
calls  upon  them  to  employ  none  but  citizens;  yet 
every  councilor  knows  that  if  he  applies  to  any 
of  these  subcontractors,  with  the  possible  excep- 
tion of  one,  and  tries  to  place  a  citizen  at  work, 
he  will  get  turned  down  flat.  I  believe  it  is 
about  time  that  the  subcontractors  should  stop 
putting  aliens  at  work  when  citizens  are  available. 
We  have  a  civil  service  list,  and  there  are  plenty 
of  men  on  that  list  wrho  should  be  employed  by 
the  contractors,  if  only  for  from  three  to  six  months. 
I  think  the  citizens  of  Boston  ought  to  know  the 
difference  in  cost  between  having  contractors  do 
this  business  and  having  it  done  by  the  City  of 
Boston.  I  believe  every  householder  is  interested 
in  the  colleetion  of  ashes  and  garbage,  and  I  think 
it  is  about  time  that  the  contractors  should  give 
to  our  citizens  and  taxpayers  at  least  courteous 
treatment  and  fair  consideration,  instead  of 
insulting  people  when  they  call  for  garbage  and 
ashes. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


WIDENING   OF   FANEUIL   STREET. 

Coun.  HEFFERNAN  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  hereby 
favors  the  enactment  by  the  General  Court  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  of  legis- 
lation to  authorize  the  widening  of  Faneuil  street, 
Brighton,  and  for  authority  to  meet  the  expense 
by  loan  outside  the  limit  of  indebtedness. 

Coun.  HEFFERNAN— Mr.  President,  that  is 
another  order  that  comes  within  the  classification 
referred  to  by  Coun.

WARD— Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
motion  should  be  amended,  that  we  take  a  recess 
for  a  certain  period,  if  the  Council  wishes  to  take 
a  recess  at  this  time.

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  simply  have  an 
idea  tnat  we  might  go  into  executive  session  at  this 
time,  as  usual,  and  that  is  the  reason  for  making 
the  motion  at  this  time.

DOWD—  Mr.  President,  I  see  no  real 
reason  why  the  Council  should  take  a  recess  at  this 
time.  I  believe  we  have  some  business  to  attend 
to.  The  most  important  business  before  us  at 
the  present  time  is  the  election  of  a  president.  I 
believe  it  is  our  duty  to  stay  here,  if  possiole,  until 
such  time  as  we  may  agree  upon  a  president.  I 
cannot  understand  why  an  effort  should  be  made 
to  take  a  recess  of  this  kind,  at  this  time. 
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Chairman  DOWLING — Tho  question  is  on  the 
motion  to  take  a  recess. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  my  object  in 
moving  that  we  take  a  recess  is  simply,  now  that 
the  preliminary  business  of  the  session  is  out  of 
the  way,  that  we  may,  as  usual,  act  in  executive 
session  upon  the  matters  that  come  before  us, 
thresh  them  out  and  report  them  back  to  this  body 
for  action.  To  my  mind,  the  business  of  electing  a 
president  to  the  Council  is  of  no  greater  importance 
than  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  I  was  not  elected  to  come  here  and  ailow 
other  business  to  take  precedence  over  the  business 
of  the  city,  and  to  my  mind  the  business  of  the  city 
is  as  important,  and  I  believe  it  is  to  most  of  the 
other  members  of  the  Council,  as  the  election  of  a 
president.  To  me,  the  election  of  a  president  is 
incidental,  and  the  city's  business  comes  first.  I 
made  the  motion  for  that  reason,  because  we  ad- 
journed last  Monday  without  even  going  into 
executive  session,  although  there  were  pending 
before  us  certain  matters  which  had  been  sent  to 
us  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  together  with  other 
matters  that  have  come  up  today,  that  have  been 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee.  I  think  the 
election  of  a  president  ought  not  to  surpass  or 
override  the  business  we  have  before  us.  For 
that  reason  I  made  the  motion — not  that  we  go 
into  caucus,  not  that  we  go  into  private  conference, 
but  that  we  go  into  executive  session,  and  take 
care  of  the  business  that  we  should  take  care  of. 
We  can  then  come  back  and  I  shall  be  willing  to  stay 
until  midnight,  if  necessary,  on  the  question  of 
electing  a  president,  staying  until  a  president  is 
elected.  But  I  do  think  we  should  go  tnrougn  the 
regular  order  of  business,  continuing  with  that  until 
it  is  completed,  and  then  elect  a  president. 

(At  this  point  speeches  were  made  by  Coun. 
Green  and  Heffernan,  which  were  later  stricken 
from  the  record.) 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  hope 
the  motion  of  Coun.  Ruby  will  prevail,  and  that 
we  will  take  a  recess.  I  am  not  going  into  any 
lengthy  argument,  or  going  to  wash  any  dirty 
linen,  but  will  simply  say  that,  while  we  are  a 
nonpartisan  body,  it  is  only  fair  that  we  take  a 
recess  so  that  the  Democrats  may  arrive  at  some 
fair  decision  in  this  matter.  Of  course,  we  are 
elected  as  a  nonpartisan  body,  but  many  of  us 
are  elected  from  Democratic  districts,  and  what- 
ever honors  we  have  received  in  the  past  we  got 
through  Democratic  votes.  I  have  served  in  the 
Massachusetts  House  of  Representatives  and  the 
Massachusetts  Senate,  and  whatever  honors  I  got 
I  got  from  the  Democrats  of  my  district;  and 
whatever  honors  any  Democrat  here  has  received 
he  has  received  as  a  Democrat  and  not  as  a  non- 
partisan, and  is  there  a  Democrat  here  who,  when 
he  was  a  candidate  for  the  City  Council,  would  have 
dared  to  openly  say  that  he  would  do  other  than 
follow  Democratic  doctrines?  It  is  unfortunate 
that  the  Councilor  from  Charlestown  (Coun. 
Green)  made  his  speech  and  that.  Coun.  Heffernan 
felt  moved  to  say  what  he  did,  when  we  should 
all  get  together.  Coun.  Green  may  see  the  light 
and  feel  a  little  differently  if  the  matter  is  intel- 
ligently debated  and  argued.  But  I  want  to  say 
to  the  people  of  Boston  that  whatever  difficulties 
the  Democratic  party  here  has  gotten  into  are  due 
to  Democratic  members,  because  at  the  beginning 
many  of  the  members  were  not  fair  to  each  other; 
and  I  want  to  say  that  what  Coun.  Green  said  is 
so,  that  when  I  entered  the  Democratic  caucus  I 
saw  only  five  in  the  chamber,  and  there  were  only 
five  names  in  the  hat;  they  pulled  something 
out  of  the  hat  and  left  immediately  when  I 
entered ■ 

Chairman  DOWLING— The  Chair  would  re- 
mind the  Councilor  that  he  is  exceeding  the  scope 
of  the  motion  to  take  a  recess. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Excuse  me,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent. After  the  caucus  was  called  and  the  matter 
was  debated,  it  became  evident  that  the  Democrats 
had  agreed  on  John  J.  Heffernan.  Then  the  mem- 
bers went  into  caucus  later  and  Heffernan  received 
eight  votes.  Donovan  had  never  released  me;  and 
it  is  a  fact  that  certain  Democrats  would  not  vote 
for  any  Democrat  who  came  from  the  Tenth 
Congressional  District,  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  no  Democratic  mayor  can  be  elected  who 
does  not  receive  a  majority  in  that  district.  Cur- 
ley  left  Dover  street  with  5,700  majority,  and 
many  men,  mayors  and  others  holding  public 
office,  would  never  have  been  heard  of  but  for 
the  votes  of  Charlestown,  East  Boston  and  the 
ward  I  come  from.     Had  it  not  been  for  the  vote 


given  by  Charlestown,  East  Boston  and  my  sec- 
tion, men  who  have  become  prominent  in  Dor- 
chester and  other  parts  of  the  city  would  never 
have  been  on  the  map — and  history  will  prove  it. 
The  ward  I  come  from  has  stood  as  a  unit,  a  bul- 
wark. It  is  unfair  that  this  thing  has  taken 
place  here,  but  we  can  get  together  in  a  caucus, 
and  the  people  of  this  city  are  looking  to  us  to  do 
something.  There  are  Democratic  members  of 
this  Council  who,  as  we  know,  in  previous  years 
have  voted  for  a  Republican.  The  records  will 
prove  that.  Now  they  cry  out  in  loud  tones  and 
cast  insinuations.  Personally,  I  have  been  with 
and  have  voted  for  Mr.  Donovan  for  the  presi- 
dency of  this  body,  but  I  agreed  at  last  that  I 
could  not  vote  for  him  longer,  and  I  voted  for 
Mr.  Heffernan,  who  had  the  majority  of  the 
Democratic  votes,  and  I  apologize  to  none  for  my 
act.  If  Coun.  Heffernan  cannot  get  the  Demo- 
crats, I  think  he  is  fair  and  will  see  the  light. 
But  he  has  at  the  present  time  received  a  majority 
of  the  Democratic  votes,  and  I  think  is  today  the 
choice  of  the  Democrats.  Coun.  Green  has  not 
perhaps  been  treated  as  he  should  be  treated,  on 
the  basis  of  the  record  of  himself  and  his  family 
in  the  Democratic  party.  His  father  was  a  sterling 
member  of  that  party,  prominent  in  city,  state 
and  national  politics,  long  before  many  who  are 
here  now  were  born,  and  his  son  has  come  after 
him  as  a  staunch  and  loyal  supporter  and  repre- 
sentative of  that  party.  Coun.  Donovan's  father 
was  one  of  the  old  wheel  horses  of  the  Democratic 
party,  helping  to  make  it  what  it  is  today,  and 
served  in  the  Council  and  in  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives. I  have  been  identified  with  the  party 
for  years  and  years,  and  my  people  before  me,  and 
we  have  done  something  for  the  Democratic  party 
and  have  had  occasion  to  show  what  we  could  do. 
But  we  find  this  situation  prevailing  here.  I  say 
to  all  the  Democrats  present  in  this  body,  let  us 
get  together,  let  us  have  harmony  in  this  matter. 
I  say  that,  coming  from  the  only  district  in  Boston 
that  maintains  and  has  consistently  maintained 
for  years  a  Democratic  organization,  and  men 
sitting  in  this  body  and  serving  here  as  represen- 
tatives of  the  people  can  verify  my  statement 
that  they  are  doing  so  with  the  help  of  the  people 
of  my  ward.  I  have  stood  at  the  polls  there  until 
six  o'clock  on  one  of  the  toughest  days  we  had, 
and  the  precinct  where  I  was  gave  more  votes  to 
George  Gilbody  than  he  received  in  his  own  precinct 
in  the  ward  he  came  from  and  that  will  be  shown 
by  the  records.  We  have  a  Democratic  organiza- 
tion, an  organization  that  has  existed  for  years, 
and  an  organization  whose  work  counts  on  every 
election  day.  Let  him  look  the  records  up  and 
see  if  that  is  not  so. 

Coun.  Ruby's  motion,  that  the  Council  take  a 
recess,  subject  to  the  call  of  the  Chair,  at  3.01  p.  m. 
The  members  reassembled  in  the  Chamber  and 
were  called  to  order  by  Chairman  Dowling  at  4.20 
p.  m.

APPROPRIATION  FOR  TRAFFIC 
ADVISORY  BOARD. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  January  24,  1927. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — Permit  me  again  to  call  to  your 
attention  a  letter  which  was  placed  before  you  at 
the  last  meeting  of  your  honorable  body,  calling 
for  an  appropriation  of  S25,000  to  defray  the 
expenses  of  the  Traffic  Advisory  Board  recently 
appointed  to  make  a  comprehensive  study  of 
traffic  conditions  in  Boston. 

The  members  of  the  Board  were  chosen  from 
various  trades  and  business  organizations.  They 
not  only  represent  in  an  exceptional  way  the 
business  transactions  of  the  city,  but  personally 
they  are  men  whose  presence  on  such  a  Board 
brings  great  promise  of  usefulness  in  dealing  with 
a  most  difficult  problem.  Other  cities  have  made 
notable  progress  in  treating  with  traffic  congestion. 
A  solution  of  the  trouble  in  Boston  will  prove  of 
inestimable  benefit  in  the  advancement  of  our 
municipal  conditions. 

The  question  of  financing  this  endeavor  was  dis- 


cussed at  considerable  length  by  the  Board  and 
it  was  the  opinion  of  all  that  the  question  was  one 
of  community  interest  that  could  best  be  served 
by  an  appropriation  of  public  money. 

The  Board  is  called  "Advisory"  because  its 
work  does  not  touch  upon  the  duties  of  any 
existing  board  or  commission.  It  will  devote  its 
efforts  to  a  thorough  study  of  existing  rules, 
regulations  and  ordinances  and  the  preparation  of 
a  plan  which  may  be  laid  down  for  general  guid- 
ance in  meeting  traffic  conditions. 

At  a  meeting  held  by  the  Board  on  Saturday, 
January  8,  1927,  and  upon  its  invitation  Prof. 
Miller  McClintock,  a  recognized  expert  in  traffic 
regulations,  presented  a  preliminary  survey  of 
conditions  in  Boston  and  placed  before  the  Board 
the  results  of  his  personal  knowledge  and  observa- 
tion of  progress  made  by  other  large  cities  in 
handling  traffic.  As  it  was  the  opinion  of  all 
members  that  the  survey  would  be  a  community 
benefit,  it  was  unanimously  voted  that  the  City 
of  Boston  be  asked  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
S25.000  to  defray  the  necessary  expenses  incident 
to  this  survey.  Such  expenses  may  be  generally 
itemized  as  follows:

Whereas,  The  said  Ira  W.  Shapira,  trustee  of  the 
Whitehall  Realty  Trust,  executed  to  the  City  of 
Boston  for  street  purposes  a  deed  of  the  said  prem 
ises  which  belonged  to  him  as  trustee  of  the  White 
hall  Realty  Trust,  which  were  within  the  limit" 
of  said  taking,  and  in  addition  thereto  a  portion 
of  Warrenton  place,  so  called,  and  rights  therein 
which  were  not  within  the  limits  of  said  taking; 
said  deed  is  dated  June  26,  1925,  and  recorded  with 
Suffolk  Deeds,  Lib.  4711,  page  161;  and 

Whereas,  The  purposes  of  said  deed  from  said 
Ira  W.  Shapira,  trustee  as  aforesaid,  to  the  City  of 
Boston  was  to  convey  to  said  City  of  Boston  for 
street  purposes  the  premises  which  belonged  to  the 
said  Ira  W.  Shapira,  trustee  as  aforesaid,  which 
were  within  the  limits  of  said  taking; 

Now,  Therefore,  it  is  ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of 
said  City  of  Boston  be  and  he  hereby  is  authorized 
in  the  name  and  behalf  of  said  City  of  Boston  to 
affix  the  corporate  seal  of  said  city  and  to  sign  and 
deliver  in  form  satisfactory  to  the  Law  Department 
of  said  City  of  Boston  a  disclaimer  of  all  title  to 


any  'and  all  premises  which  it  acquired  by  virtue 
of  said  deed  to  any  land  or  property  which  were  not 
within  the  limits  of  said  taking  or  within  the  limits 
of  the  second  taking  made  by  a  Resolve  and  Order 
of  the  said  Board  of  Street  Commissioners,  passed 
June  22,  1925,  except  the  right  to  slope  and  bank 
the  filling  of  said  Tremont  street  to  the  grade  es- 
tablished by  said  Resolves  and  Orders,  upon  the 
remaining  land  of  said  Ira  W.  Shapira,  which  was 
adjacent  to  the  land  taken  by  said  Resolves  and 
Orders. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  pre- 
ambles and  order. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  is  this  the  order 
that  the  councilor  from  Ward  3  said  at  the  last 
meeting  or  the  meeting  before  he  was  going  to  in- 
vestigate? 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  would 
state  that  I  opposed  this  at  one  time  in  this  body, 
but  I  have  since  investigated  it  and  am  satisfied 
that  it  is  all  right,  if  that  will  please  the  councilor. 

Coun.  DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  I  believe  it  is 
poor  policy  for  this  Council  or  any  other  Council,  or 
anybody  connected  with  the  City  of  Boston,  to  turn 
over  a  piece  of  land  to  anybody  without  being  very 
sure  of  the  facts.  I  believe  that  Mr.  Lyons,  the  As- 
sistant Corporation  Counsel,  in  his  argument  con- 
tended that  these  parties  could  go  into  a  court  of 
equity  and  that  such  a  court  would  decide  in  favor 
of  Shapira.  If  it  is  Mr.  Lyons'  opinion  that  Mr. 
Shapira  could  go  into  a  court  of  equity  and  get  what 
he  asks  for  here,  why  not  refuse  to  pass  this  order 
and  give  him  a  chance  to  go  into  court,  and  see 
whether  he  can  get  it  or  not. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  believe  matters 
of  this  kind  should  take  the  proper  course,  and  I  be- 
lieve it  is  within  our  province  to  correct  a  mistake, 
justly  admitted  to  be  a  mistake,  made  through  our 
Law  Department.  I  believe  this  matter  has  been 
as  carefully  investigated,  has  been  given  as  careful 
and  minute  scrutiny,  as  any  order  could  be  given  in 
this  Council.  The  Executive  Committee  at  its 
meeting  had  the  Assistant  Corporation  Counsel  of 
the  City  of  Boston  before  it,  a  man  who  knew  more 
of  the  situation,  I  dare  say,  than  any  member  of  the 
Council.  We  listened  to  him  and,  if  I  remember 
correctly,  he  distinctly  told  us  that  this  was  some- 
thing to  which  the  petitioner  was  justly  entitled; 
that  the  City  of  Boston  now  has  title  to  something 
that  it  never  contracted  for,  never  paid  for,  and  that 
in  his  opinion  the  City  of  Boston  should  vote  to  cor- 
rect the  situation  as  a  matter  of  justice  to  the  peti- 
tioner. The  matter  has  been  on  the  calendar  now 
for  a  number  of  weeks,  and  there  is  no  reason  in  my 
mind  why  it  should  be  held  there  any  longer.  Were 
I  of  the  opinion  after  listening  to  the  councilor  that 
the  petitioner  was  not  entitled  to  this,  I  would  not 
hesitate  a  minute  to  vote  against  it,  but  after  listen- 
ing to  him  I  have  heard  nothing  that  would  change 
my  opinion,  based  on  the  facts  that  have  been 
stated  to  me.  I  would  say  also  that  we  have  given 
to  all  the  members  of  the  Council  who  wanted  a 
chance  to  investigate  the  matter  an  opportunity  to 
do  so,  and  apparently  no  facts  have  been  brought 
out  which  would  warrant  us  in  voting  against  the 
order.  I  believe  the  Council  should  in  this  case 
accord  the  same  rights  to  this  man  that  should  be 
granted  to  anyone  who  is  justly  entitled  to  them. 

Coun.  DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  I  would  ask 
the  gentleman  who  has  just  taken  his  seat  to  answer 
a  question. 

Coun.  RUBY — I  will  answer  it  if  I  can,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent. 

Coun.  DONOVAN— In  the  award  of  3280,000 
that  was  made  to  Shapira  wasn't  there  included  an 
amount  for  this  land? 

Coun.  RUBY — I  understand  not.  This  was  in- 
advertently put  into  the  deed,  as  I  understand  it 
from  Mr.  Lyons'  statement.  All  the  information  I 
have  in  the  matter  comes  from  Mr.  Lyons,  the  As- 
sistant Corporation  Counsel,  in  whom  we  all  have 
confidence. 

Coun.  DONOVAN— Will  the  gentleman  stand 
for  a  postponement  until  we  can  look  at  the  deed? 

Coun.  RUBY — Absolutely.  I  have  no  objection 
to  that. 

Coun.  Donovan's  motion  to  further  assign  the 
matter  to  the  next  meeting  was  lost.

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A   QUESTION   OF   PRIVILEGE. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
question  of  personal  privilege. 

Chairman  DOWLING— The  gentleman  will 
state  his  question  of  personal  privilege. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  think  you 
and  the  other  members  of  this  body  will  agree 
that  I  am  never  very  thin-skinned  about  what 
appears  in  the  papers  relative  to  me  and  my 
actions  in  this  body,  but  once  in  awhile  there  is 
an  editorial  that  goes  into  one  of  our  Boston  news- 
papers that  is  so  extreme  as  to  call  for  action  of 
this  kind.  There  was  published  on  Saturday  an 
editorial  in  a  Boston  newspaper  that  was  so 
extremely  vicious  that  I  have  had  several  men, 
and  men  of  standing,  refer  to  it  and  say  that  it 
called  for  action.  So,  on  Saturday  I  answered 
the  editorial  with  a  letter,  which  I  sent  by  special 
delivery,  stamped,  to  the  editor  of  the  paper,  who, 
I  assumed,  would  take  the  responsibility  for  writing 
it.  As  the  paper  did  not  print  my  letter,  I  feel 
that  I  should  have  some  record  made  of  it  that 
will  stand  for  all  time,  and  I  am  therefore  taking 
this  means  of  reading  it  into  our  record.  The 
editorial  was  entitled  "Our  City  Fathers,"  and  it 
said: 

"We  have  recently  increased  the  size  of  our 
municipal  council,  and  so  the  volume  of  its  oratori- 
cal output.  Whether  the  sum  total  of  human 
knowledge  has  been  increased  thereby  seems 
doubtful.  The  situation  to  date  reminds  us  of  the 
boarding  house  keeper  who  explained  her  success 
by  saying  that  she  jound  out  what  was  bad  for 
her  guests  and  gave  them  enormous  portions  of  it. 
We  are  surely  having  those  portions. 

"One  day  we  learn  that  we  shall  have  no  traffic 
relief  till  we  abolish  the  Common,  remove  Faneuil 
Hall,  demolish  rung's  Chapel  and  otherwise  rectify 
environment.  Another  day  we  learn  that  the  tele- 
phone company  has  established  a  "listening  in" 
service,  exceeding  anything  that  the  old-time  Czar 
of  Russia  ever  contemplated,  and  that  whatever 
we  say  or  listen  to  over  the  wire  finds  tabulation 
in  its  voluminous  archives. 

"  The  h  erald  regularly  receives  letters  from 
former  Judge  Henry  S.  Dewey  of  Pierce  Farm. 
We  have  not  been  able  to  use  them  in  our  Letter 
Box.  But  we  have  found  a  place  for  him  and  for 
his  views.  He  should  be  in  the  municipal  council 
of  Boston.  He  would  do  more  to  improve  its  tone 
than  the  recent  enlargement  has  accomplished." 

I  believe,  Mr.  President,  that  when  the  editor 
wrote  that  he  was  facetious,  but  in  talking  with 
men  far  older  than  myself  they  believed  that  in 
his  desire  to  be  humorous  he  stepped  beyond  the 
bounds  of  propriety.  Therefore,  sir,  when  it  was 
called  to  my  attention  in  this  room,  I  immediately 
had  one  of  our  stenographers  write  the  following 
letter: 

Boston,  January  22,  1927. 
Robert    Lincoln    O'Brien,    Editor,    The    Boston 
Herald,  Boston. 

Dear  Mr.  O'Brien, — I  was  surprised  and  amused 
to  read  an  editorial  in  your  paper  on  Saturday, 
January  22,  1927,  entitled  "Our  City  fathers," 
and  to  find  how  easily  a  man  in  your  position  can 
be  misinformed,  but  possibly  this  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  you  are  so  far  removed  from  the  touch  of 
the  common  people. 

You  referred  to  a  speech  made  by  me  in  which 
you  charged  that  I  advocated  the  abolishing  of 
the  Common,  laneuil  Hall,  King's  Chapel,  and 
other  old  Boston  landmarks  in  order  to  make  way 
for  our  modern  traffic. 

Let  me  refer  you  to  the  correct  speech  as  made 
at  that  time  when  I  said  that  no  honest  effort 
could  be  made  to  relieve  traffic  conditions  in  down- 
town Boston  because  of  these  old  Boston  land- 
marks, and  I  further  said  that  one  solution  for 
remedying  the  congestion  at  the  corner  of  Tremont 
and  Boylston  streets  would  be  to  bring  Common- 
wealth avenue  across  Boston  Common,  but  I  em- 
phasized the  fact  that  because  the  Common,  like 
these  other  landmarks,  was  sacred  to  Boston  no  one 
with  a  real  love  for  our  city  would  ever  advocate 
such  a  drastic  measure,  and,  therefore,  there  could 
be  no  real  solving  of  the  downtown  traffic  problem 
as  our  streets  can  never  be  widened. 

I  have  made  the  suggestion  that  until  the  retail 
business  of  Boston,  together  with  the  Boston  City 
Hall  were  moved  to  the  Park  square  section, 
where   men   like   William    J.    MacDonald,    Mark 


Temple  Dowling,  J.  Sumner  Draper,  and  other 
Bostonians  with  a  splendid  foresight  have  built 
wide  streets  to  accommodate  modern  automobile 
traffic,  there  would  be  no  relieving  of  the  present 
traffic  congestion.  That  was  my  position  then 
and  it  is  my  position  today,  which  I  believe  you 
will  agree  greatly  differs  from  that  in  which  you 
place  me  in  your  editorial. 

So  far  as  my  charge  that  certain  telephone 
lawyers  were  listening  in  to  the  conversations  of 
subscribers  is  concerned,  it  is  unfortunate  that  any 
Boston  newspaper  should  have  to  defend  the 
telephone  company  when  they  have  such  a  staff 
of  competent  lawyers  for  this  purpose.  However, 
we  are  giving  these  men  their  day  in  court  next 
Friday,  January  28,  1927,  at  two  o'clock,  and  if 
my  statements  are  not  true  they  should  be  in  a 
position  to  refute  them  successfully. 

The  last  paragraph  of  your  editorial  seemed 
very  unwise  and  unfair  when  you  paraded  the 
mental  illness  of  former  Judge  Henry  S.  Dewey, 
who  is  now  confined  at  Pierce  Farm,  before  the 
public  in  order  to  belittle  that  unfortunate  gentle- 
man. 

There  was  a  time  when  Judge  Dewey  held  as 
high  a  place  in  Boston  society  as  you  now  enjoy, 
and  I  would  suggest  to  you,  Mr.  O'Brien,  that  as 
neither  you  nor  1  have  entire  control  over  our 
future  life,  it  would  be  well  for  you  to  be  temperate 
and  considerate  in  your  criticism  of  any  citizen, 
especially  one  who  cannot  defend  himself. 

Hoping  that  you  will  print  this  letter  in  its 
entirety  in  your  Letter  Box  column  in  fairness  to 
me,  I  remain,

With  the  reading  of  that  letter,  sir,  I  will  end 
my  story  except  to  say  that  when  twenty-two  men 
have  been  selected  by  majority  vote  of  the  people 
in  the  various  wards  of  the  city,  men  who  are 
lawyers,  doctors,  professional  and  business  men, 
and  splendid,  decent  young  fellows  living  here  and 
doing  everything  they  can  to  properly  represent 
their  city  and  make  it  a  better  city  for  the  citizens 
to  five  in,  it  is  a  sad  commentary  that  any  man  of 
the  years  of  Mr.  O'Brien  should  reach  out  and 
with  one  fell  blow  try  to  degrade  them,  representa- 
tives of  the  city  in  which  he  fives.  I  feel  that  the 
gentleman  has  overshot  the  mark  in  writing  such  a. 
vicious  editorial. 


TRANSFER   OF   BOOKS   TO   HARVARD 
COLLEGE.

valuable  books,  some  given  in  trust  and  others  be- 
longing to  the  city,  are  about  to  be  transferred 
from  the  accessible  main  library  building  in 
Copley  square  to  a  building  on  the  outskirts  of 
the  city  owned  and  controlled  by  Harvard  College. 

The  trustees  are  further  requested  to  report  the 
reasons  for  said  transfer  together  with  the  legal 
authority  sustaining  their  action. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested  to  furnish  his 
opinion  to  the  City  Council,  at  his  earliest  con- 
venience, whether  the  agreement  made  by  the 
trustess  of  the  Public  Library,  transferring  to 
Harvard  College  property  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
consisting  of  many  valuable  books,  some  given  in 
trust  under  certain  conditions  and  others  purchased 
out  of  the  public  funds,  is  not  illegal  and  also  in 
violation  of  Article  46  of  Amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution, ratified  and  adopted  by  the  people, 
November  6,  1917.

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


ACCEPTANCE   OF   RONTON   STREET. 

Coun.  RUBY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Street  Commissioners  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  lay 
out  and  accept  Roxton  street,  between  Glenway 
street  and  Greenwood  street,  Ward  14. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


REINSTATEMENT   OF   THOMAS  J. 
MONAHAN. 

Coun.  WRAGG  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
hereby  favors  the  enactment  of  legislation  to 
authorize  the  reinstatement  of  Thomas  J.  Mona- 
han  in  the  service  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  WRAGG— Mr.  President,  in  presenting 
this  resolution  I  will  simply  say  that  it  comes 
under  the  same  category  as  a  number  that  we 
passed  at  the  last  meeting.  That  is,  it  comes 
under  the  rule  of  the  Massachusetts  Legislature 
which  requires  that  certain  petitions  to  the 
Legislature  shall  be  approved  by  the  City  Council 
and  the  Mayor.  I  ask  suspension  of  the  rule  and 
the  passage  of  the  order. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


AMENDMENT   OF   ORDINANCE. 

Coun.  GUILD  submitted  the  following: 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 

Section  12  of  chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1925  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
the  words  in  the  first  sentence,  "but  citizens,  and, 
if  male  subordinates,"  so  that  said  first  sentence 
shall  read  as  follows: 

"Every  officer  in  charge  of  a  department  shall 
employ,  fix  the  compensation  of,  and  may  dis- 
charge for  such  cause  as  he  shall  deem  sufficient 
and  cause  to  be  recorded  in  the  records  of  the 
department,  all  subordinates  in  his  department, 
but  shall  employ  none  but  legal  voters  of  Boston, 
in  any  capacity." 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  in  introducing 
that  ordinance  I  would  respectfully  direct  the 
attention  of  the  body  to  the  present  state  of  the 
city  ordinances  bearing  on  this  matter.  At 
present  they  are  in  the  same  state  as  they 
were  as  long  ago  as  1898,  at  which  time  the  heads 
of  departments  were  required  to  employ  male 
subordinates  who  were  voters  in  the  City  of 
Boston  and  only  voters  in  the  City  of  Boston,  as 
subordinates,  if  those  subordinates  were  males. 
Since  that  time  the  women  of  Boston  have  been 
enfranchised,  and  there  seems  to  be  now  no  good 
reason  why  the  same  rule  that  applied  to  male 
subordinates  in  the  departments  should  not  apply 
to  female  subordinates.  I  have,  therefore,  intro- 
duced this  resolution  with  a  view  to  eliminating 
whatever  discrimination  may  exist  in  that  direction. 

The  ordinance  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Ordinances. 


REWARD  FOR  APPREHENSION   OF 
MURDERER. 

Coun.  KEENE  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  submit  to  the  Gity  Council  an  order  offering  a 
suitable  reward  for  the  detection  and  apprehension 
of  the  person  or  persons  responsible  for  the  death 
of  Maybelle  Matheson,  and  making  the  necessary 
appropriation  therefor. 

Coun.  KEENE — Mr.  Chairman,  on  Friday  last 
there  was  enacted  in  our  section  of  the  city,  West 
Roxbury,  one  of  the  most  wanton  and  brutal  mur- 
ders that  has  happened  in  the  limits  of  the  city  for 
a  good  many  years.  A  young  girl,  nineteen  years 
of  age,  left  her  place  of  employment  to  go  home. 
Her  body  was  found  on  Saturday  morning.  The 
examination  by  the  medical  authorities  disclosed 
that  there  was  no  criminal  assault.  The  consensus 
of  opinion  seems  to  be  that  the  act  w-as  that  of  a 
maniac.  The  atmosphere  in  our  community  is 
rather  stirred  up  and  there  is  a  tension  and  mental 
strain  at  this  time  among  the  women  and  children. 
I  have  therefore  thought  it  proper  to  ask  the  pas- 
sage of  this  order  and  that  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  submit  to  the  City  Council  an  order  offering  a 
suitable  reward  for  the  detection  and  apprehension 
of  the  person  or  persons  responsible  for  the  death 
of  Maybelle  Matheson  and  make  the  necessary 
appropriation  therefor.  I  would  move  a  suspen- 
sion of  the  rule  and  the  passage  of  the  order. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


LOAN  FOR  NORTH  BEACON  STREET. 

Coun.  HEFFERNAN  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston  favors 
the  enactment  of  legislation  authorizing  the  City 
of  Boston  to  borrow  money  for  the  laying  out, 
widening  and  construction  of  North  Beacon  street, 
from  Union  square  to  Brooks  street,  in  the  Brighton 
district  of  said  city,  and  for  this  purpose  to  borrow 
money  outside  the  debt  limit. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


CONTRACTS  WITH  NONCITIZEN?. 

Coun.  McGRATH  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  advise 
the  City  Council  whether,  in  his  opinion,  Article  10 
of  the  provisions  of  contracts  of  the  Supply  De- 
partment of  the  City  of  Boston,  which  specifies 
that  no  contract  can  be  made  with  any  individual 
who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  any 
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corporation  or  legal  association  wherein  the  con- 
trolling interest  is  not  held  by  citizens  of  the 
United  States,  would  allow  an  individual,  corpora- 
tion or  association  who  met  with  these  require- 
ments, upon  receiving  an  award  of  contract  to 
sublet  it  to  some  other  individual  who,  or  corpora- 
tion or  association  which,  did  not  comply  with 
Article  10  of  the  specifications. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


MUNICIPAL  BUILDING,  FIELDS  CORNER, 
Coun.  GILBODY  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  favors 
the  enactment  by  the  General  Court  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  of  legislation  authoriz- 
ing the  City  of  Boston  to  borrow  money  outside  of 
the  debt  limit  for  the  construction  of  a  municipal 
building  in  the  Fields  Corner  section  of  the  Dor- 
chester district  of  said  city. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule.

ELECTION   OF   PRESIDENT. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  move  that  we 
proceed  to  the  election  of  a  president  to  serve  until 
the  first  Monday  in  January,  1928. 

The  motion  was  carried  and  the  Clerk  called  the 
roll,  with  the  following  result: 

For  Charles  G.  Keene — Coun.  Arnold,  Bush, 
Englert,  Guild,  Keene,  Parkman,  Ruby,  Wilson, 
Wragg— 9. 

For  John  J.  Heffernan — Coun.  Donovan,  Dowd, 
Fitzgerald,  Freeley,  Gilbody,  Green,  Heffernan, 
Lynch,  Mahoney,  McGrath,  Ward — 11. 

For  Henry  Parkman,  Jr. — Coun.  Dowling — 1. 

For  William  G.  Lynch — Coun.  McMahon — 1. 

Chairman  DOWLING— The  result  of  the  ballot 
just  taken  is  1  for  Coun.  Parkman,  1  for  Coun. 
Lynch,  9  for  Coun.  Keene,  and  11  for  Coun. 
Heffernan,  and  there  is  no  choice. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  I  now  move  that 
we  take  another  ballot  for  president. 

Coun.  GUILD — And,  Mr.  President,  I  would 
add  my  amendment. 

Chairman  DOWLING — If  there  is  no  objection, 
the  Chair  will  assume  that  Coun.  Guild's  amend- 
ment will  be  added. 

The  motion  as  amended  was  carried. 

Coun.  HEFFERNAN— Mr.  President,  before  we 
proceed  to  take  a  vote  on  this  matter  I  would 
like  to  say  a  word.  First  of  all,  at  this  time  I  am 
perfectly  willing  to  release  any  of  the  men  who 
have  been  pledged  to  me,  and  am  willing  to  do  it, 
because  I  am  trying  to  act  in  the  interest  of  har- 
mony, so  that  we  may  get  some  man  elected  here 
whom  we  will  agree  is  not  going  to  be  subservient 
to  certain  interests  in  this  city.  I  don't  like  to  be 
personal  in  this  matter,  and  I  am  going  to  try 
to  avoid,  as  far  as  possible,  being  personal.     But 


we  are  facing  a  strange  situation.  First  of  all, 
we  have  here  a  Council  with  a  majority  of  three  or 
four  Democrats.  Last  year  we  did  elect  a  Repub- 
lican president.  A  few  weeks  ago  there  was  a 
vote  taken  vacating  the  office,  and  it  would  be 
necessary  to  shift  several  votes  to  put  back  that 
man  who  acted  as  president.  I  have  no  personal 
grievance  against  the  man  who  was  our  president 
before.  This  is  politics  and  not  a  question  of 
personalities  at  all.  But  I  realize,  and  I  think 
everybody  in  this  body  realizes,  that  that  man  was 
elected  by  a  certain  group  in  this  city.  We  real- 
ize that  that  man's  candidacy  was  fostered  by  a 
certain  group,  and  certain  men  came  into  this 
body  and  voted  for  him,  when  they  did  not  know 
him  two  or  three  weeks  before.  They  did  not  vote 
for  him  on  his  personality;  they  voted  for  him 
because  certain  people  wanted  him,  certain  people 
who  wanted  to  control  this  Council.  This  is  not 
a  personal  matter  with  me.  I  am  perfectly  willing 
to  sacrifice  myself  if  we  can  get  as  our  presiding 
officer  a  man  who  is  not  going  to  be  controlled  by 
those  certain  interests;  and  I  say  that  I  think 
there  are  certain  men  in  this  body  whom  I  really 
believe  ought  to  cut  themselves  away  from  the 
candidacy  of  that  man.  I  say  that  for  this  reason. 
You  can  talk  to  any  Republican  member  of  this 
body  and  say,  "Why  don't  you  vote  for  another 
Republican?"  and  he  will  say,  "We  cannot  get 
any  Democratic  votes."  Are  Democratic  votes 
being  obtained  by  one  man  on  the  basis  of  person- 
ality, against  the  others,  or  what  pressure  is  being 
brought  to  bear?  You  men  are  practical  men. 
You  know,  each  and  every  one  of  you,  who  has 
been  around  to  see  you,  who  has  been  to  your 
houses.  You  know  whether  the  men  who  have 
gone  to  you  are  honest  taxpayers  in  your  district, 
interested  in  good  government,  or  whether  they 
are  people  interested  in  having  a  certain  organiza- 
tion control  things  in  this  city.  There  are  certain 
men  in  this  body,  Republicans,  whom  I  am  sure 
are  here  to  do  absolutely  the  right  thing  for  the 
public,  the  right  thing  for  the  city,  and  I  think 
when  they  continue  along  their  present  course  they 
are  only  aiding  and  abetting  the  continuance  of 
the  state  of  affairs  I  have  referred  to,  in  continuing 
to  vote  the  way  they  have  for  this  man  who  is 
being  fostered  here  until  certain  pressure  can  be 
put  on  to  break  down  certain  men.  The  Demo- 
crats in  this  body  realize,  after  what  has  happened 
here  in  the  past,  that  if  they  vote  for  Charles  G. 
Keene,  they  are  through  politically.  I  think  that 
is  a  safe  statement  to  make,  that  they  will  be 
through  politically.  Why?  Not  because  he  is  a 
Republican,  because  in  the  past  when  Dan  Lane, 
a  Republican,  sitting  in  this  body,  was  elected  by 
Democratic  help,  there  were  no  charges  then  made. 
But  this  year  we  have  a  different  situation.  It 
has  come  to  a  stage  that  is  pretty  close  to  a  public 
scandal,  and  every  man  in  this  body  realizes  it. 
I  am  perfectly  willing  that  the  men  who  have 
voted  for  me  shall  now  vote  for  anybody  they  see 
fit,  but  I  think  it  is  time  for  us  to  decide  whether 
we  here  shall  hold  ourselves  up  to  outside  ridicule 
by  having  a  proposition  put  over  as  has  been 
attempted  in  this  body.  How  can  they  switch 
two  votes  to  Mr.  Keene?  You  know  that  it  means 
a  switch  of  two  votes.  Can  you,  Mr.  Chairman, 
switch  your  vote?  You  know — or  at  least  I  think 
you  do  that  you  cannot  change  your  vote  without 
there  being  an  awful  lot  of  explaining.  Can  any 
other  man  in  this  body  shift  his  vote  after  voting 
for  removal  without  an  awful  lot  of  explaining? 
I  think  it  is  time  that  we  sat  down  and  attended  to 
business  and  that  we  elect  a  man  who  will  be  a 
representative  of  this  body,  a  body  that  ought  to 
govern  itself.  We  ought  not  to  tolerate  outside 
interference.  It  should  be  left  to  this  body  to 
decide,  and  this  body  can  govern  itself.  This 
year  means  more  to  the  Republicans  than  to  the 
Democrats,  because  it  is  safe  to  say  in  this  city 
every  Council  from  now  on  is  going  to  have  a 
majority  of  Demociats,  and  if  the  issue  is  going 
to  be  made,  as  this  year — and  there  is  no  question 
about  it — if  a  Democrat  votes  for  a  Republican, 
he  is  going  to  do  it  from  wrong  motives,  which 
means  that  in  the  future  a  Republican  cannot  win. 
There  are  Republicans  in  the  body  whom  I  would 
be  glad  to  see  president  of  the  body,  but  I  say  today 
that  I  don't  think  it  is  safe  for  us  to  vote  for  any 
Republican  after  the  issue  that  has  been  made 
here.  The  issue  is  of  their  making,  not  ours.  I 
am  going  to  release  the  men  who  have  been  voting 
for  me  here,  and  I  only  hope  that  we  can  get 
together  and  organize  the  body  without  this  out- 
side interference  that  has  been  thrust  upon  us 
for  the  last  two  or  three  weeks. 
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Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  before 
we  proceed  to  a  ballot,  I  wish  to  say  a  word.  The 
last  speaker  says  that  he  now  releases  the  men 
who  have  been  voting  for  him.  I  think,  in  view 
of  this  long  controversy  and  in  view  of  the  ele- 
ments that  gather  here  every  Monday,  some  in 
the  gallery,  trying  to  stampede  and  bulldoze 
members  as  to  what  they  should  do,  an  explana- 
tion is  in  order.  I  am  one  of  the  few  who  did  not 
vote  for  John  J.  Heffernan  at  first,  but  after  the 
matter  had  been  carefully  considered  and  I  found 
that  he  had  a  majority  of  the  Democratic  votes, 
I  changed  my  position.  Also,  Coun.  Green, 
after  he  said  that  he  would  not  vote  for  Coun. 
Heffernan,  after  a  conference  in  the  interest  of  the 
Democratic  party,  in  the  interest  of  harmony 
and  of  the  orderly  conduct  of  business  in  this 
body,  sacrificed  any  personal  ambitions  he  might 
have  had  and  voted  for  John  J.  Heffernan,  thereby 
giving  him  eleven  votes.  Now,  Coun.  Heffernan 
says  that  he  releases  those  who  have  been  voting 
for  him.  I  cannot  see  any  good  reason  why 
the  people  who  have  been  pushing  this,  who  have 
brought  this  about,  could  not  bring  in  the  one 
remaining  vote  for  Coun.  Heffernan.  It  is  true 
that  this  is  a  nonpartisan  body.  There  were 
182,000,  pretty  nearly  183,000  ballots  cast  in  the 
last  city  election.  Mr.  Cook  received  1,771 
votes  and  Mr.  Nichols  received  64,492  votes,  a 
total  for  the  Republican  candidates  of  66,263, 
barely  one  third  of  the  votes  cast.  It  is  true 
Malcolm  Nichols  was  elected  Mayor,  but  only 
through  a  division  of  the  Democratic  vote  in  this 
city,  and  he  is  a  minority  man._  This  is  a  Demo- 
cratic city.  If  it  were  not  for  the  division  among 
the  Democrats  on  that  day — John  A.  Kelliher, 
Theodore  A.  Glynn,  Joseph  H.  O'Neil,  William 
T.  A.  Fitzgerald,  Doctor  McGauley,  Thomas  C. 
O'Brien,  all  Democrats,  in  a  Democratic  city, 
there  would  have  been  no  chance  for  a  Republican 
to  be  elected.  Now,  this  is  a  nonpartisan  body. 
I  don't  see  why  the  Republicans  in  this  body 
cannot  vote  for  John  J.  Heffernan.  He  is  a  clean 
man,  a  lawyer,  a  man  of  ability.  He  may  not  be 
the  aggressive  man  that  some  here  would  like 
to  have  in  the  chair.  He  has  served  in  the  Massa- 
chusetts Legislature,  and  he  is  a  man  of  standing 
in  this  community.  He  has  eleven  votes.  He 
now  says  that  he  releases  those  votes,  and  that 
he  is  ready  to  withdraw.  What  I  shall  do  on 
future  ballots  is  my  own  personal  affair.  I  will 
vote  as  my  conscience  dictates,  and  not  as  any 
rabble  or  mob  may  try  to  sway  or  bulldoze  me 
into  doing.  I  come  from  a  section  that  will  not 
be  bulldozed,  and  I  know  there  is  no  one  in  that 
gallery  who  comes  from  my  district  who  wants  to 
bulldoze  me.  If  Coun.  Heffernan  now  sees  fit 
to  withdraw  from  this  contest,  that  is  his  business. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  don't 
think  there  is  any  secret  in  connection  with  the 
balloting  here.  I  think  every  one  is  balloting  as 
he  honestly  sees  fit  to  ballot.  We  held  a  caucus 
last  week  and  Coun.  Heffernan  was  the  candidate 
of  our  party.  It  is  true  that  this  is  a  nonpartisan 
body,  but  there  were  those  who  thought  there 
should  be  a  change  in  the  presidency  from  last 
year.  I  was  one  who  voted  for  our  president  of 
last  year,  and  I  have  never  regretted  that  vote. 
He  made  a  splendid  presiding  officer.  I  know 
him  in  political  and  in  personal  life,  and  I  am  glad 
to  say  that  the  president  of  last  year  is  my  personal 
as  well  as  my  political  friend.  I  think  he  lent  a 
lot  of  tone  and  dignity  to  this  body  in  his  first 
year.  But  when  the  caucus  was  held  I  was  not 
in  this  city,  sir,  and  the  result  was  that  the  major- 
ity in  the  caucus  voted  for  the  name  of  John  J. 
Heffernan  of  Brighton.  When  I  came  back  and 
asked  who  the  party  nominee  was,  they  said, 
"John  J.  Heffernan  of  Brighton."  I  said,  "Get 
the  eleven  men  besides  myself  and  make  him 
President,"  because  twelve  votes  were  necessary 
for  the  man  who  should  sit  in  that  chair.  But  as 
the  thing  proceeded  I  saw  that  Heffernan  knew 
that  there  were  certain  men  on  the  so-called 
Democratic  side  who  would  not  vote  for  him. 
When  we  assembled  in  the  last  caucus  —  and  I 
speak  now  for  nine  of  the  men  who  are  here,  who 
had  the  same  understanding  that  I  did, —  we 
came  back  after  the  recess  on  this  floor  and  voted 
on  two  ballots  for  John  J.  Heffernan  of  Brighton. 
He  had  in  mind  a  man  on  the  Republican  side 
who  he  thought  might  be  with  him  because  of  his 
proximity  in  the  ward  and  because  of  a  lot  of  in- 
terests that  they  have  in  common,  to  give  him  the 
twelfth  and  deciding  ballot.  But  he  did  not  get 
sufficient  votes  to  elect,  and  Johnnie  Heffernan, 
who  has  always  been  a  fair  and  square  man,  said 


after  the  second  ballot,  "I  find  that  I  cannot  be 
elected  president  of  the  body,  and  I  will  release 
the  men  who  have  been  voting  for  me."  An 
effort  was  then  made  to  elect  a  man,  rather  than 
go  out  and  recess  again,  who  could  be  voted  for 
on  the  third  ballot.  My  recollection  of  that 
meeting  is  extremely  clear,  sir.  The  remaining 
vote  there  said,  "I  will  tell  you  what  I  will  do.  I 
will  suggest  the  name  of  a  man  who  can  win  on 
the  third  ballot,"  and  the  name  of  William  G. 
Lynch  of  South  Boston,  in  whom  we  all  had  con- 
fidence, was  suggested,  and  we  polled  that  com- 
mittee. Coun.  Freeley  was  sitting  in  the  chair 
and  asked  the  men  there  if  on  the  third  ballot 
Heffernan  was  not  elected,  if  they  would  go  through 
for  William  G.  Lynch,  and  McMahon  of  Dor- 
chester said,  "If  William  G.  Lynch  is  the  man, 
then  I  am  the  twelfth  man.  I  will  make  the 
twelfth  vote."  When  we  walked  out  of  the 
caucus  onto  this  floor,  one  or  two  things  happened. 
On  one  of  the  first  ballots  Johnnie  Heffernan,  of 
whom  we  are  all  proud,  was  unable  to  get  the 
twelfth  vote  he  thought  he  could  get,  and  it  was 
understood  that  if  at  the  end  of  the  second  ballot 
he  was  not  elected  William  G.  Lynch  had  the 
twelve  pledges  to  go  in  and  be  president.  The 
man  who  has  consistently  not  voted  for  Heffernan 
is  McMahon  of  Dorchester,  but  he  said  that  he 
would  vote  for  Lynch.  Now  that  Coun.  Heffernan 
releases  the  men  who  have  been  voting  for  him,  if 
they  are  to  stand  by  the  rule  of  that  caucus  —  and 
I  understand  that  the  fundamental  principle  of 
democracy  is  that  the  majority  rules  always  —  the 
president  of  this  Council,  if  we  abide  by  the  de- 
cision of  the  majority  vote  of  our  caucus,  will  be 
William  G.  Lynch  of  South  Boston. 
t  Coun.  GREEN— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
a'sk  the  councilor  from  Brighton  one  question — 
if  at  any  time  he  has  felt  that  he  was  being  used 
as  a  political  pawn  by  a  certain  coterie  of  gentle- 
men within  this  body  and  in  this  city. 

Coun.  HEFFERNAN— Mr.  Chairman,  I  would 
say  in  answer  to  the  gentleman  that  I  don't  think 
at  any  stage  I  have  been  used  as  a  pawn.  I  will 
say  that  at  a  good  many  stages  I  have  questioned 
the  motives  and  actions  of  a  good  many  people 
because,  if  my  memory  serves  me  correctly,  on  the 
first  ballot  I  was  supposed  to  have  twelve  votes. 
The  twelve  agreed  to  vote  for  me,  and  the  twelfth 
man  did  not  do  so.

Chairman  DOWLING — The  motion  is  not  in 
order  at  this  time  pending  the  announcement  pf 
the  vote. 

Coun.  MAHONEY— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  change  my  vote  to  John  J.  Heffernan. 

Chairman  DOWLING — Coun.  Mahoney  votes 
for  John  J.  Heffernan. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  desire  to 
change  my  vote  to  John  J.  Heffernan. 

Chairman  DOWLING — Coun.  Dowd  votes  for 
John  J.  Heffernan. 

Coun.  FREELEY— Mr.  President,  I  desire  to 
change  my  vote  to  John  J.  Heffernan.

McGrath  votes 
for  John  J.  Heffernan.  The  result  of  the  ballot 
just  taken  is  Coun.  Heffernan  has  twelve  votes, 
Coun.  Keene  seven  votes,  Coun.  Parkman  two 
votes,  and  Coun.  Lynch  one  vote.  By  your  votes 
you  have  elected  Coun.  Heffernan  president  of  the 
body.     (Applause.) 

Coun.  KEENE— Mr.  President,  I  move  you, 
sir,  that  the  election  be  made  unanimous.  (Ap- 
plause.) 

Coun.  KEENE'S  motion  was  carried,  and  the 
election  of  Coun.  Heffernan  as  president  of  the 
body  was  declared  unanimous. 

Chairman  DOWLING — The  Chair  appoints  a 
committee  consisting  of  Coun.  Parkman  and  Coun. 
Gilbody  to  escort  the  new  president  to  the  chair. 
(Applause.) 

The  oommittee  performed  the  duty  assigned. 

Chairman  DOWLING,  in  greeting  President 
Heffernan,  said: 

Coun.  Heffernan,  it  gives  me  a  great  deal  of 
pleasure  as  the  temporary  presiding  officer  of  the 
Council  and  one  of  your  most  intimate  friends,  one 
who  has  seen  you  grow  up  from  boyhood  to  young 
manhood,  to  welcome  you  to  this  chair  and  to  offer 


to  you  the  gavel.  The  Council,  I  feel,  has  made 
no  mistake  in  its  selection.  Although  I  felt  that 
I  could  not  cast  my  vote  for  you  as  president  of 
the  Council,  I  know  that  you  will  make  a  first-class, 
able  and  impartial  presiding  officer  during  the 
coming  year.     (Applause.) 

President  HEFFERNAN,  in  taking  the  chair, 
said: 

I  wish  to  thank  the  entire  membership  for  the 
honor  that  has  been  bestowed  on  me  today.  Re- 
gardless of  anything  that  may  have  happened  dur- 
ing the  heat  of  this  contest,  regardless  of  any- 
thing else  that  I  or  any  one  else  has  said,  I  hope  the 
Council  will  now  sit  down  as  a  body  and  all  be 
friends  again,  and  that  anything  that  has  happened 
will  not  act  as  a  barrier  to  any  friendship  that  has 
existed  here.  I  desire  to  thank  the  Council  again, 
and  I  will  try  to  the  best  of  my  ability  to  serve  as 
well  as  the  past  president  of  this  Council  has  served, 
and  to  be  fair  to  the  entire  membership.  The  Chair 
awaits  the  pleasure  of  the  Council.

457.  The  premises  herein  referred  to  were 
leased  to  Roxbury  Post  No.  685,  Veterans 
of.  Foreign  Wars,  on  November  1,  1921,  for  a 
term  of  five  years  at  a  rental  of  one  dollar 
per  year.  The  Roxbury  Post,  Veterans  of 
Foreign  Wars,  No.  685  is  now  merged  with 
another  post  and  desires  a  lease  of  the  afore- 
said premises  in  the  name  of  James  F.  Ma- 
honey Post,  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  No. 
457  with  the  same  terms  and  conditions  as 
were  contained  in  the  lease  given  by,  the  City 
of  Boston  to  Roxbury  Post  No.  685,  dated 
November   1,    1921. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Buildings  that  the  same  terms  and 
conditions  in  the  lease  of  the  aforesaid  premises 
given  by  the  City  of  Boston  to  Roxbury  Post 
No.  685,  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  are  ade- 
quate and  should  be  contained  in  the  lease 
to  the  James  F.  Mahoney  Roxbury  Post,  Vet- 
erans of  Foreign  Wars,  No.  457.  I  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  accompanying  order.

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  and 
he  hereby  is  authorized  and  empowered  in 
the  name  and  behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
for  the  consideration  of  one  dollar  per  year, 
and  in  a  form  satisfactory  to  the  Law  De- 
partment, to  execute  and  deliver  to  the  James 
F.  Mahoney  Roxbury  Post,  Veterans  of  For- 
eign Wars,  No.  457,  a  lease  of  the  building 
commonly  known  as  the  Elmwoood  Street 
Gymnasium,  situate  on  Elmwood  street,  in 
the  Roxbury  district  of  Boston,  formerly  used 
as  gymnasium,  said  lease  to  run  for  a  term 
of  five  years  beginning  November  1,  1926,  the 
premises  to  be  used  for  post  headquarters  by 
the  said  post.  The  said  lease  may  be  can- 
celed by  the  lessor  at  any  time  by  a  written 
notice  of  not  less  than  ninety  days  given  by 
the  Mayor  or  Superintendent  of  Public  Build- 
ing of  said  city,  by  mail,  addressed  to  the 
commander  of  said  post  or  to  said  lessee  at 
said  building.  The  lessee  shall  at  its  cost 
and  expense  keep  the  building  in  good  con- 
dition and  repair,  both  inside  and  outside, 
shall  heat  and  light  the  same  and  shall  pay 
all   water  rates   therefor.

LOAN  FOR  LONG  ISLAND  INSTITUTIONS. 

The  following  was  received  : 

City   of   Boston, 
Office  of   the   Mayor,    January   31,    1927. 
To  the   City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  transmit  herewith  an  order 
for  $1,000,000  for  the  construction  of  addi- 
tional accommodations  at  Long  Island.  These 
accommodations,  as  it  will  appear  from  the 
appended  report  from  the  Institutions  Com- 
missioner are  very  much  needed,  as  the  pres- 
ent Long  Island  Hospital  is  crowded  and  the 
demands    upon   it   are   severe. 

It  is  evident  that  plans  for  more  adequately 
taking  care  of  the  aged  sick  and  needy  should 
be  started  at  once  so  that  actual  work  may 
be  begun  as   soon   as  the  weather  will   permit. 

Therefore  I  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
accompanying   order.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor, — The  recommendations 
which  I  have  made  for  enlarging  the  existing 
buildings  at  Long  Island,  and  the  construction 
of  new  ones,  are  not  original,  but  are  rather 
a  continuation  of  the  building  program  found 
to  be  necessary  many  years  ago,  and  for  which 
plans  and  a  general  layout  were  formulated, 
which  were  temporarily  interrupted  under  the 
last  administration,  in  the  attempt  to  relocate 
the    whole    institution    on    the    mainland. 

In  order  that  the  whole  situation  may  be 
clearly  before  your  Honor,  I  am  submitting  a 
brief  history  which  will  clearly  show  that 
the  present  projects  carry  out  the  original 
scheme. 

History. 

All  public  chronic  hospitals  are  the  out- 
growth of  infirmaries  attached  to  almshouses. 
Until  1895,  the  almshouses  in  Boston  "were 
located  at  various  points,  a  chronological  his- 
tory  of   which   is   as    follows : 

1662.  First  almshouse  built  on  the  Common, 
near  the  corner  of  Beacon  and  Park  streets. 

1682.     First   almshouse   burned. 

1686.     Second   almshouse  built  on   site  of  first. 

1800.  Third  almshouse  built  on  Leverett 
street,  opposite  present  Spring  and  Barton 
streets.      Removed    in    1825. 

1823.  Fourth  almshouse  (House  of  Industry) 
at   South    Boston. 

1849.  Fifth  almshouse  (House  of  Industry) 
at  Deer  Island. 

1872.  Men  transferred  from  Deer  to  Rains- 
ford    Island. 

1874.  Charlestown,  with  its  almshouse,  an- 
nexed   to    Boston. 

1877.  Women  transferred  from  Deer  Island  to 
Austin    Farm. 

1887.  Women  transferred  from  Austin  Farm 
to   Long  Island. 

1889.  Men  transferred  from  Rainsford  to 
Long  Island.  Women  transferred  from 
Long  to   Rainsford   Island. 

1895.  Women  returned  to  Long  Island  to  oc- 
cupy new  building  erected  for  their  ac- 
commodation. 

Since  1895  the  almshouses  for  both  men 
and  women  were  located  at  Long  Island,  and 
then  the  need  of  a  modern  chronic  hospital 
began  to  become  apparent  and  took  concrete 
form  in  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  In- 
firmary Department  in  1911,  from  which  I 
quote  : 

"For  several  years  the  need  of  additional 
accommodations  both  for  the  almshouse  and  hos- 
pital at  Long  Island  has  been  apparent.  In 
order  to  meet  the  ever-growing  demand,  it  is 
the  opinion  of  the  Board  that  steps  should  be 
taken  to  provide  additional  buildings  for  the 
suitable  accommodation  of  the  inmates  of  the 
almshouse    as    well   as    those    of   the    hospital." 

The  report  of  the  visiting  medical  staff  for 
the  same  year    (1911)    contains  this  statement: 

"The  growth  of  the  hospital  has  demanded 
more  adequate  accommodations  for  the  increased 
number   of   nurses." 

In    1912   the   trustees   reported   as   follows : 

"For  several  years  this  Board  and  previous 
boards  have  called  attention  to  the  necessity 
of  more  suitable  accommodations  at  Long  Island. 
This  necessity  in  a  special  sense  pertains  to 
the  hospital  which  is  entirely  inadequate  to 
meet   the   demands   made   upon   it." 

The    same    report   contains    the   following : 

"Accommodations  must  be  provided  to  meet 
the  immediate  demands  of  the  present  and 
new  buildings  must  be  erected  to  meet  those 
of  the  future.  With  the  extension  of  the 
hospital,  it  is  hoped  that  a  special  building  may 
be    provided   for    the    children." 

The  report  of  the  visiting  medical  staff  for 
the  same   year    (1912)    is   as   follows: 

"Matters  of  importance  regarding  the  hos- 
pital and  its  development  have  arisen  during 
the  past  year.  The  most  important  of  these 
is  the  question  of  increased  accommodation  for 
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patients,    rendered    imperative   by    the    natural 
growth    of    the     institution. 

"Since  it  has  been  definitely  determined  that 
the  hospital  is  to  remain  at  Long  Island  and 
not  to  be  transferred  to  the  mainland  as  was 
at  times  formerly  suggested,  the  necessity  of 
planning  wisely  for  future  expansion  has  be- 
come a  matter  of  vital  importance.  It  is 
gratifying  in  this  connection  to  call  attention 
again  to  the  unanimity  of  opinion  now  exist- 
ing between  your  Board  and  the  medical 
staff  regarding  the  importance  of  maintaining 
the  institution  primarily  as  a  hospital  for  the 
chronic  sick." 

The  foregoing  took  definite  shape  in  1913. 
The  almshouse  at  Charlestown  was  sold  for 
§72,000  and  this  money  was  placed  in  the 
hands  of  trustees  of  this  department  for  new 
buildings  at  Long  Island,  and  a  general 
scheme  for  development  was  adopted  under  the 
guidance  of  architects,  and  a  sketch  of  the 
entire  hospital  to  be  erected  was  made,  a 
copy  of  which  is  hereto  annexed.  To  quote 
from  the  report  of  the  trustees   in   1913 : 

"The  money  received  by  the  city  for  the  sale 
of  the  Charlestown  Almshouse,  $72,000,  has  been 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  trustees  for  new 
buildings  at  Long  Island.  It  is  hoped  that  a 
further  appropriation  will  soon  be  granted  and 
that  as  soon  as  the  weather  makes  it  possible 
work  on  the  new  buildings  may  be  commenced. 
"In  the  plans  finally  adopted,  the  men's 
building  is  to  be  made  the  central  administra- 
tion building,  the  main  entrance  of  which  shall 
be  at  the  northeasterly  end  of  the  present 
building.  A  wing  is  to  be  added  to  the  north- 
easterly side  from  which  will  extend  toward 
the  southwest  a  series  of  dormitory  pavillions 
for  men  with  connecting  corridors.  On  'the 
opposite  side  of  the  building,  from  the  wing 
at  the  rear  of  the  present  side  of  the 
building,  will  be  extended  a  series  of 
hospital  pavillions  for  men.  It  is  planned  to 
serve  all  the  buildings  from  the  new  kitchen  by 
means  of  subways.  The  new  nurses'  home 
is  to  be  located  near  the  chapel." 

The  visiting  medical  staff  the  same  year  re- 
ported as   follows : 

"The  main  interest  at  the  hospital  during 
the  past  year  in  which  the  trustees  and  the 
visiting  staff  have  a  like  share,  has  been  the 
question  of  new  and  more  adequate  buildings. 
Plans  have  been  drawn  and  the  various  ques- 
tions relating  to  the  proper  disposition  of 
buildings  carefully  considered.  The  medical 
staff  is  gratified  that  such  improvements,  to 
which  attention  has  from  time  to  time  been 
called  in  this  respect,  are  likely  to  be  ac- 
complished." 

Work  and  erection  of  buildings  in  further- 
ance of  the  general  scheme  "was  carried  on 
during  1915  and  1916.  In  addition  to  the 
$72,000  obtained  from  the  sale  of  the  chronic 
almshouse  loans  were  made  totaling  $621,000, 
and  this  construction  work  was  kept  steadily 
in  progress  with  the  approbation  of  boards 
of  trustees  and  medical  staff  until  1920,  at 
which  time  the  Board  of  Trustees  was  abolished 
and  a  single  headed  commission  substituted. 
The  buildings  were  further  improved  in  1922 
by  the  installation  of  the  sprinkler  system  at 
a    cost  of   $100,000. 

In  1914  the  medical  staff  reported  as  follows : 
"In  the  investigation  of  chronic  diseases 
the  hospital  offers  facilities  superior  to  those 
of  any  institution  in  the  city.  With  the  natu- 
ral growth  of  the  city,  and  the  increasing 
tendency  on  the  part  of  the  people  to  seek 
hospital  treatment,  the  institution  will  doubt- 
less need  further  additions  in  the  future." 
In  1915  the  visiting  medical  staff  reported  : 
"This  hospital  fills  a  very  definite  need  in  the 
community,  and  should  be  provided  with  fa- 
cilities for  the  treatment  of  patients  compar- 
able to  that  of  its  sister  institution  for  acute 
disease,  the  Boston  City  Hospital.  With  such 
facilities  provided,  it  is  not  to  be  questioned 
that  work  of  importance  not  only  to  the'  pa- 
tients now  resident  at  the  hospital  but  to 
those  who  come  after  and  to  the  community  at 
large    would   be    accomplished." 

The   proposals    now   before   your    Honor   are 
as    follows : 


1.  To  Construct  Additional  Men's  Dormitories. 
The  men's  dormitories  have  never  been  com- 
pleted in  accordance  with  the  architects 
sketch  annexed.  The  normal  bed  capacity 
of  such  dormitories  as  were  completed  is 
325.  At  the  present  time  the  number  of  pa- 
tients in  the  dormitory  is  505.  It  will  thus 
be  seen  that  we  are  at  the  present  time  ac- 
commodating 180  more  than  the  normal  ca- 
pacity permits.  In  order  to  do  this  it  has 
been  necessary  to  place  beds  in  a  semibasement 
and  in  corridors  and  also  in  the  reading  room. 

-  The  cost  of  these  dormitories  will  be  approxi- 
mately  $300,000. 

2.  To    Construct   Additional   Wings    on   Men's 

Hospital. 
The  present  men's  hospital  has  a  normal 
bed  capacity  of  150  beds.  The  present  number 
of  bed  patients  is  180.  This  has  necessitated 
putting  hospital  patients  in  the  sun  rooms, 
which  are  not  suitable  for  hospital  beds,  and 
there  are  at  present  at  least  100  men  in  the 
dormitories  who  should  be  occupying  hospital 
beds,  creating  a  vital  necessity  for  further 
hospital  accommodations.  The  cost  of  these 
new   wards    would    be    approximately    $250,000. 

3.  To    Enlarge    The    Children's     Building    or 
Construct  a  New  One  H  Deemed  Advisable. 

There  are  at  present  eighty-six  children  at 
Long  Island,  and  the  Health  Department  re- 
ports that  there  are  several  hundred  children 
in  the  city  who  should  be  transferred  to  Long 
Island  for  treatment,  as  this  site  is  regarded 
as  the  most  healthful  for  children  of  any  lo- 
cation within  the  city  limits.  The  present 
building  was  not  constructed  for  the  use  of 
children,  and  in  order  to  make  it  adequately 
serve  that  purpose  it  must  be  entirely  re- 
constructed or  a  new  one  built.  The  cost  of 
this  improvement  would  be  approximately 
$150,000. 

4.  To  Enlarge  the  Nurses'  Home. 
The  present  number  of  nurses  at  Long  Island 
is  seventy-four.  This  is  about  twenty  less 
than  the  requirements  of  the  hospital  at  the 
present  time,  and  with  the  construction  of 
the  new.  hospital  wards  for  men  and  the  en- 
largement of  the  children's  building,  thirty  or 
forty  additional  nurses  will  be  required.  The 
nurses  at  the  present  time  are  obliged  to  live 
two  and  three  in  a  room  and  beds  have  been 
placed  in  the  basement,  an  unsanitary  and  un- 
desirable condition.  Two  additional  stories 
should  be  added  to  the  present  nurses'  home. 
The  approximate  cost  of  this  will  be  $100,000. 

5.     To   Make   Such   Additions  to   Power,    Heat- 
ing    and     Lighting     Systems     as      May     be 
Necessary   Because   of   the   Foregoing. 
It  is  impossible  to  estimate  the  cost  of  relay- 
ing the  old  water   and  heating  pipes,   and   the 
laying  of  such   new  ones   as   may  be  necessary 
if    the    building    program    herein    outlined    is 
carried   into   effect.     It   is    conservative   to    say 
that    the    cost    will    be    many    thousands    of 
dollars. 

The  furniture,  medical  equipment,  hospital 
beds  and  all  other  equipment  needed  to  com- 
plete the  buildings  herein  outlined  will  be  in 
excess    of    $200,000. 

The  city  now  has  at  Long  Island  a  chronic 
hospital  and  dormitories  for  men  and  women, 
and  all  the  necessary  ancillary  buildings,  in- 
cluding the  nurses'  home,  attendants'  home, 
laboratories,  power  plant,  mortuary,  garages, 
superintendent's  house  and  chapel.  With  the 
improvements  suggested  this  institution  can 
satisfactorily  care  for  the  chronic  sick  for 
many  years.  If  the  improvements  are  not 
made,  an  entire  new  plant  must  be  constructed 
on  the  mainland  at  the  cost  of  many  millions 
of   dollars. 

The  cost  of  these  improvements  as  outlined 
above  will  be  approximately  $1,000,000,  and 
the  accompanying  loan  order  prepared  by  the 
Corporation  Counsel  is  broad  enough  to  cover 
all  of  v  the  contemplated  improvements.

time  to  time,  upon  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds 
or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to 
said   amount.

LUMP  SUM   BUDGET. 

The   following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  January  28,  1927. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen : — Under  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 3,  chapter  486,  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  the 
Mayor  is  required  to  submit  the  budget  within 
thirty  days  after  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal 
year. 

Under  existing  law  the  city  may  raise  $6.52 
on  each  one  thousand  of  the  average  valua- 
tion for  three  years,  less  abatements,  for 
general  municipal  purposes,  exclusive  of 
schools. 

In  1926  the  budget  for  city  maintenance 
purposes  totalled  $30,823,236.52.  The  total  ap- 
propriating power  available  under  the  present 
statutory  limit  is  approximately  $18,500,000. 
It  is  evident  from  a  comparison  of  these 
figures  that  the  appropriating  power  available 
under  the  existing  law  is  inadequate  to  pro- 
vide  for   the   needs  of  the  city. 

It  is  my  intention  to  request  the  Legisla- 
ture to  fix  a  tax  limit  for  1927  which  will 
be  adequate  to  meet  the  needs  and  require- 
ments of  the  various  city  departments.  Until 
this  request  is  acted  upon  it  is  impossible  for 
me  to  submit  to  your  honorable  body  the  an- 
nual budget  in  full  segregated  form. 

In  order  to  avoid  any  question  being 
raised  as  to  the  submission  of  a  budget  within 


the    time    limit   stated    in    the    city    charter,    I 
submit  herewith  a  budget   in  lump   sum  form.

Ordered,  That  to  meet  the  current  expenses 
payable  during  the  financial  year  beginning 
with  the  first  day  of  January,  1927,  for  per- 
forming the  duties  and  exercising  the  powers 
devolved  by  statute  or  ordinance,  or  by  vote 
of  the  City  Council  during  the  year,  upon 
the  City  of  Boston  or.  County  of  Suffolk, 
or  the  departments  or  officers  thereof,  and  to 
meet  their  respective  obligations  for  interest 
on  debt,  sinking  fund  requirements  and  ma- 
turing debt  not  provided  for  by  sinking  fund, 
the  respective  sums  of  money  specified  in 
the  tables  and  schedules  hereinafter  set  out 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  appropriated  for 
the  several  departments  and  for  the  objects 
and   purposes   hereinafter  stated. 

Ordered,  That  the  appropriation  for  Water 
Service,  current  expenses  and  the  payment 
to  the  state  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
488  of  the  Acts  of  1895  and  acts  in  addition  or 
amendment  thereto,  and  for  the  interest  and 
debt  requirements  or  for  loans  issued  for 
water  purposes  be  met  by  the  income  of 
said  works  and  any  excess  over  income  from 
taxes ;  that  the  appropriation  for  Printing 
Department  be  met  by  the  department  income 
and  any  excess  over  income  from  taxes ;  and 
the  'appropriation  for  City.  Record  be  met  by 
the  income  of  said  publication  and  any  ex- 
cess over  income  from  taxes ;  that  the  other 
appropriations  hereinafter  specified  be  met 
out  of  the  money  remaining  in  the  treasury 
at  the  close  of  business  on  December  31, 
1926,  exclusive  of  the  money  raised  by  loan 
or  needed  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of 
any  statute,  gift,  trust  or  special  appropria- 
tion, and  by  the  income  of  the  financial  year 
beginning  January  1,  1927,  and  taxes  to  the 
amount  of  $17,327,255.33  and  that  said  amount 
be  raised  by  taxation  on  the  polls  and  es- 
tates  in   the   City  of  Boston. 

Ordered,  That  all  sums  of  money  which 
form  no  part  of  the  income  of  the  city,  but 
shall  be  paid  for  services  rendered  or  work 
done  by  any  department  or  division  for  any 
other  department  or  division,  or  for  any  per- 
son or  corporation  other  than  the  City  of 
Boston  be  paid  into  the  general  treasury, 
and  that  all  contributions  made  to  any  ap- 
propriation be  expended  for  the  objects  and 
purposes  directed  by  the  several  contributors 
thereof. 

Ordered,  That  all  taxes  raised  to  meet  the 
appropriations  of  the  city  and  all  taxes 
assessed  for  meeting  the  city's  proportion  of 
the  state  tax  for  the  year  1927,  or  for  any 
other  taxes  or  assessments  payable  to  the 
Commonwealth,  be  due  and  payable  on  the 
fifteenth  of  September,  1927 ;  that  interest 
shall  be  charged  on  all  taxes  remaining  un- 
paid after  the  second  day  of  October,  1927, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter 
59,  section  57,  of  the  General  Laws,  until 
paid,  except  the  taxes  assessed  upon  shares 
of  national  banks,  which  shall  bear  interest 
at  the  rate  of  12  per  cent  per  annum  from 
the  fifteenth  day  of  September,  1927,  until 
paid,  and  that  all  interest  which  shall  have 
become  due  on  taxes  shall  be  added  to  and 
be .  part   of  such   taxes. 

Ordered,  That  except  as  the  appropriation 
for  any  purpose  or  item  shall  be  increased 
by  additional  appropriations  or  transfers  law- 
fully made,  no  money  shall  be  expended  by 
any  ■  department  for  any  of  the  purposes  or 
items  designated  in  the  tables  and  schedules 
hereinafter  set  out  in  excess  of  the  amount  set 
down  as  appropriated  for  such  specific  pur- 
pose or  item ;  and  except  as  aforesaid,  no 
salary  or  wages  shall  be  paid  in  excess  of 
the  rate  in  said  tables  and  schedules.

SEWERAGE   AND   HIGHWAY  WORK. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  under 
"Recommendations  by  the  Mayor"  we  find  on 
sheet  2  of  the  calendar  two  orders,  one  for  a 
million  dollars  for  sewerage  work,  and  the 
other  for  a  million  dollars  for  highways, 
making  of.  These  orders  are  of  vital  import- 
ance to  the  citizens  and  taxpayers  of  Boston 
in  connection  with  the  construction  of  new 
streets  and  sewers.  Although  the  chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Finance  (Coun  Green)  is 
not  here,  I  am  going  to  make  a  motion,  subject 
to  his  approval,  that  those  orders  be  taken 
from  the  Finance  Committee  and  referred  to 
Executive  Committee  today,  so  that  they  can 
have  their  first  reading  today.  I  trust  that 
that  action  will  be  taken,  if  agreeable  to  the 
Council. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  Chair  can- 
not understand  how  a  motion  can  be  made 
subject  to  the  approval  of  Coun.  Green  if  he 
is    not   present. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  I  think 
you  misunderstood  my  meaning :  I  did  not 
mean  subject  to  his  approval,  but  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Council.  I  referred  to  Coun. 
Green,  because  he  is  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee, and  I  would  like  a  chance  to  confer 
with  him  in  regard  to  the  matter  later,  as  I 
would  not  wish  to  tread  on  his  toes  in  refer- 
ring  this    to    the    Executive    Committee. 

President     HEFFERNAN— The     question    is 
on  recalling  the  two  orders  from  the  Committee 
on  Finance. 
(The  orders  referred  to  are  as  follows: 

In    Effect    After    March    11,    1927. 

I.  Order  for  a  loan  of  $1,000,000  for  Sew- 
erage Works.  Filed"  January  10,  1927.  Re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

In   Effect   After   March   18,   1927. 

II.  Order  for  a  loan  of  $1,000,000  for  High- 
ways, Making  of.  Filed  January  17,  1927. 
Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. ) 

The  motion  to  recall  from  the  Committee  on 
Finance   was   declared   lost. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  I  doubt 
the  vote  and  ask  for  a  rising  vote. 

Coun.  GUILD— Mr.  President,  before  that 
matter  is  put  to  a  vote  it  seems  to  me  that 
these  orders  can  go  over  for  a  week  as  well  as 
not.  Neither  of  these  are  to  take  effect  for 
a  period  of  some  six  weeks,  at  the  earliest,  and 
in  the  absence  of  Chairman  Green,  who  might 
have  some  particular  desire  in  the  matter,  I 
think  it  is  unseemly  to  take  them  away  from 
his  committee.  I  am,  therefore,  opposed  to 
the  adoption  of  the  motion  in  its  present 
form,  particularly  in  the  absence  of  Coun. 
Green. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  do  I  under- 
stand that  the  discussion  now  is  on  the  order 
for  a  loan  of  $1,000,000  for  next  year's  streets? 

President  HEFFERNAN— Both  orders, 
$1,000,000  for  streets  and  $1,000,000  for  sew- 
erage works,  as  the  Chair  understands  it. 


Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  am  as 
much  interested  in  streets  as  anybody  else,  but, 
as  I  understand  the  facts,  only  sixteen  streets 
were  accepted  last  year.  Therefore,  I  think 
this  may  well  be  put  over  for  a  week  or  more, 
in  view  of  the  fact,  as  Coun.  Guild  says,  that 
the  money  is  not  immediately  necessary.  I 
think  also  it  would  be  well  to  check  up  on  the 
matter  of  how  last  year's  million  dollars  has 
been  spent.  The  last  report  I  got,  only  about 
a  fifth  of  it  had  been  spent.  I  think  it  may 
be  well  to  take  stock  of  last  year's  million 
dollars  before  we  appropriate  this  year's  mil- 
lion— which  I  am  in  favor  of. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  it  may  be  a 
guess  on  my  part,  but  it  seems  to  me  an  intel- 
ligent guess,  that  Coun.  Green's  committee 
has  deferred  action  upon  these  matters  with 
the  idea  that  there  might  be  a  change  in  the 
personnel  of  the  committee,  and  therefore  I 
think  it  would  be  well  not  to  act  upon  the 
matter  in  the  absence  of  Coun.  Green.  I 
think  it  highly  improper  to  take  the  action 
proposed   at   this   meeting,   in   his  absence. 

Coun.  GILBODY — Mr.  President,  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  certain  statements  have  been 
made  here,  I  would  simply  say  that,  as  it 
strikes  me,  this  is  a  matter  that  deeply  con- 
cerns new  streets  in  the  outlying  sections 
of  Boston  and,  as  I  understand  from  authori- 
ties in  charge  of  such  matters  in  the  Hall,  no 
work  can  be  done  in  making  plans  or  obtaining 
the  necessary  data  for  the  proposed  work,  until 
this  million  dollars  is  available  for  use  in  the 
Street  Commissioners'  department.  The 
thought  I  had  in  mind  was  this,  that  the 
Council  is  usually  late  in  passing  these  orders, 
with  the  result  that  time  runs  along  and  it 
is  May,  June  or  later  before  plans  can  be 
made  by  the  different  departments,  and  we 
have  got  to  the  last  of  August  or  in  the  fall 
before  any  work  can  be  done.  The  result  is, 
in  such  a  case,  that  no  satisfactory  work  is 
done  during  the  year.  In  order  to  anticipate 
that  situation,  I  thought  we  might  get  some 
action  upon  these  orders  today.  I  know  that 
the  chairman  of  the  committee  is  a  perfectly 
fair-minded  man,  and  I  think  he  would  realize 
the  reasons  that  actuated  me  in  making  the 
motion.  But,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
proposed  action,  taking  these  matters  from  the 
Finance  Committee  and  referring  them  to  the 
Executive  Committee  today,  is  objected  to,  in 
view  of  the  absence  of  the  chairman,  I  am 
perfectly  willing  to  withdraw  my  motion  and 
let  the  orders  take  their  due  course. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  gentleman  de- 
sires to  withdraw  his  motion.  Unless  objec- 
tion is   made,   the  motion   is   withdrawn. 


CONTROL  OF  BOSTON  ELEVATED 
RAILWAY. 

Coun.   DOWD    offered   the   following : 

Whereas,  There  is  now  pending  in  the 
Massachusetts  Legislature  a  bill  providing  for 
the  extension  of  from  forty  to  fifty  years  of 
the  control  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
Company  by  the  Board  of  Public  Trustees ; 
and 

Whereas,  The  years  during  which  the  Board 
of  Public  Trustees  has  administered  the  Bos- 
ton Elevated  Railway  Company  have  wit- 
nessed a  steady  decline  in  the  service  of  this 
public  utility  to  the  citizens  of  Boston,  not- 
withstanding an  increase  in  fare ;  therefore 
be    it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  go 
on  record  as  opposed  to  granting  to  the  Board 
of  Public  Trustees  any  further  extension  of 
its  powers  over  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  ; 
and  that  it  favors  the  plan  proposed  by 
former  Representative  Luke  D.  Mullen  of 
Charlestown  calling  for  the  purchase  of  the 
elevated  structures,  their  removal,  and  the 
substitution  of  subway  or  tunnel  transporta- 
tion.

ELECTRIFICATION     OF     STEAM     ROADS. 

Coun.  GUILD  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  various  steam  railroads  en- 
tering the  City  of  Boston  are  committed  to  a 
policy  of  abandoning  the  transportation  of 
passengers  between  Boston  and  suburban 
points   as   being  unprofitable ;   and 

Whereas,  This  policy  has  contributed  more 
than  any  other  factor  to  the  congestion  in  the 
streets  of  Boston,  and  the  existence  of  a 
serious  traffic  problem  with  its  concomitant 
expense  to   the  city ;  and 

Whereas,  The  lines  of  existing  steam  rail- 
roads are  natural  traffic  arteries  already  in 
existence  ;  and 

Whereas,  The  transportation  of  passengers 
between  Boston  and  suburban  points  can  be 
done  at  a  profit  by  electric  railroads  ; 

Resolved.  That  the  Boston  City  Council  fav- 
ors the  electrification  of  steam  railroads  en- 
tering Boston  and  that  it  favors  legislation 
looking  to  such  electrification.

BILLS   IN  RE   PASSAGE   OF   ORDINANCES 
AND  LOAN   ORDERS. 

Coun.  HEFFERNAN,  for  the  Committee  on 
Legislative  Matters,  to  which  were  referred 
bills  filed  in  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  by 
the  Finance  Commission,  regulating  the  passage 
of  ordinances  and  loan  orders  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  and  to  regulate  takings  by  eminent 
domain  in  the  City  of  Boston,  submitted  re- 
port recommending  passage  of  the  accompany- 
ing order,  viz. : 

Ordered,  That  the  chairman  of  the  Legis- 
lative Committee  be  instructed  to  appear  be- 
fore the  proper  committees  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Legislature  in  opposition  to  bill  filed 
by  the  Finance  Commission  regulating  the 
passage  of  ordinances  and  loan  orders  of  the 
City  of  Boston  in  its  present  form ;  and  in 
opposition  to  the  bill  filed  by  the  Finance 
Commission  to  regulate  takings  by  eminent 
domain  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  PARKMAN — Mr.  President,  I  should 
like  to  see  the  report  of  the  committee  adopted 
in  a  slightly  different  form  than  the  way 
it  now  reads,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the 
passage  of  loan  orders  in  the  City  Council. 
The  order  in  its  present  form  directs  the 
chairman     of     the     Legislative     Committee     to 


appear  in  oppositon  to  the  bill  as  it  now  reads, 
and  goes  no  further.  If  the  Council  is  in 
favor  of  some  change  in  the  city  charter, 
which  would  avoid  the  situation  which  oc- 
curred last  summer,  when  the  snow  removal 
order  was  put  across  here  by  a  majority  vote, 
I  think  the  Council  should  consider  at  this 
time  what  further  instructions  to  give  the 
chairman  of  the  Legislative  Committee,  or 
that  the  Legislative  Committee  should  perhaps 
be  instructed  to  prepare  a  substitute  bill.  I 
make  a  motion,  therefore,  that  the  report  of 
the  committee  be  amended  so  as  to  add 
a  provision  for  the  chairman  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Committee  to  appear  in  opposition  to  the 
present  bill,  but  to  favor  the  bill  in  principle. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  Chair  would 
suggest  to  the  councilor  that  the  report  of 
the  committee  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Coun.  PARKMAN— Mr.  President,  that  will 
be  satisfactory  to  me. 

The  report  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee.

Coun.  WRAGG  offered  the  following:

Report  accepted  ;  said  order  passed,  yeas  20, 
nays    0.

(referred    today)     favoring    the    electrification 

of  steam  railroads  entering  Boston,  and  favor- 
ing legislation  looking  to  such  electrification, — 
that  the  resolution   ought   to   pass. 
Report  accepted ;   resolution   adopted. 

7.  Report  on  preambles  and  resolution  sub- 
mitted by  Coun.  Dowd  (referred  today)  oppos- 
ing bill  pending  in  the  Legislature  providing 
for  extension  of  from  forty  to  fifty  years  of 
control  of  Boston  Elevated  Railway  by  the 
Board  of  Public  Trustees,  and  favoring  adop- 
tion of  Mullen  plan, — that  the  same  ought  to 
pass. 

Report  accepted,  said  preambles  and  resolu- 
tion  declared   passed. 

Later   in   the  session    Coun.   DOWD   said : 

In  the  reports  of  the  Executive  Committee 
has  there  been  any  report  on  the  resolution 
that  referred  to  the  extension  of  Elevated 
control  and  the  plan  proposed  by  former  Rep- 
resentative Luke  D.  Mullen  ? 

Coun.  PARKMAN — Mr.  President,  my  under- 
standing is  that  that  was  laid  on  the  table  for 
one   week. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  Chair  will 
rule  that  it  has  been  reported  by  the  committee 
and  that  the  report  of  the  committee  has 
been   accepted   and   the    resolution   passed. 

Coun.  PARKMAN— Then,  Mr.  President,  I 
move  a  reconsideration  of  the  action  of  the 
Council. 

Coun.  GUILD — And  I  second  the  motion, 
Mr.   President. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  may  I  ask 
that  the  Chair  have  the  vote  put  on  the 
measure  in  the  way  in  which  it  was  reported 
from  the  Executive  Committee — namely,  in 
split  form,  one  part  dealing  with  further  con- 
trol for  an  extended  term  of  years  by  the 
Trustees  of  the  Elevated,  and  the  second  part 
dealing  with  the  purchase  of  the  elevated 
structures  and  the  building  of  a  subway  to 
Lowell   or    intermediate   points  ? 

Coun.  Parkman's  motion  to  reconsider  the 
acceptance  of  the  report  and  the  adoption  of 
the  resolution  was  declared  carried. 

Coun.  DOWD  doubted  the  vote  and  asked 
for   a  rising  vote. 

Coun.  KEENE — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
question  of  information — whether  there  was 
not  a  division  of  the  resolution  in  executive 
session  ? 


President  HEFFERNAN— The  chairman  of 
the  Executive  Committee  will  kindly  report  as 
to  the  situation  in  that  respect? 

Coun.  DOWLING — Mr.  President,  I  under- 
stood— and  I  hope  I  will  be  corrected  by  the 
committee  if  I  am  wrong — that  the  question 
was  divided,  and  that  the  report  as  it  has 
been  read  here  was  made  by  the  committee. 
There  was  a  division  of  the  two  propositions 
contained  in  the  resolution  that  was  offered  and 
referred. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  isn't  the  ques- 
tion now  on  reconsideration  of  the  action  that 
was   taken  ? 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  Chair  will 
rule  that  it  is. 

Coun.  GUILD — And  the  vote  we  are  about  to 
take  is  whether  our  action  shall  be  recon- 
sidered? 

President  HEFFERNAN— Yes.  The  Chair 
would  suggest  that,  as  this  matter  has  ap- 
parently been  reported  upon  as  an  entire  prop- 
osition, it  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, by  whom  it  may  be  reported  here 
dealing  with  the  separate  parts,  as  was  the 
intention  of  the  committee.  The  Chair  wotild 
make  that  suggestion  if  the  motion  to  re- 
consider   prevails. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  my  main  pur- 
pose in  offering  the  resolution  today  was  that 
it  might  be  acted  upon  before  this  matter  that 
is  referred  to  in  it  is  passed  upon  by  the 
Legislature.  I  understand  that  the  committee 
of  the  Legislature  has  had  a  hearing  upon  it 
and  is  considering  it  at  the  present  time, 
and  no  doubt  within  two  or  three  days  may 
act  upon  it.  If  we  put  it  over  for  another 
week,  until  next  Monday,  it  may  be  too  late 
for  us  to  act,  and  I  believe  we  should  act 
today. 

Coun.  ARNOLD — Mr.  President,  if  my  rec- 
ollection serves  me  correctly,  back  in  1918, 
when  this  matter  was  first  before  the  Com-  ' 
mittees  on  Street  Railways  and  Metropolitan 
Affairs  of  the  Legislature,  acting  jointly,  they 
had  it  under  consideration  for  something  like 
three  months.  So  I  do  not  believe  the  coun- 
cilor's fears  have  any  material  grounds.  I 
personally  believe  that  this  act  will  be  before 
the  joint  committees  of  the  Legislature  for 
some  time  to  come.  Therefore,  I  see  no  reason 
why  this  matter  cannot  be  referred  again  to 
the  Executive  Committee,  so  that  they  may 
bring  in  the  report  that  they  really  intended 
should    be   brought    in   here  today. 

Coun.  DOWLING — Mr.  President,  I  believe 
the  motion  before  the  Council  at  this  time  is 
to  reconsider,  and  I  always  believe  that  a 
matter  should  be  reconsidered  when  there  is 
some  misunderstanding  about  it.  I  believe 
that  there  is  clearly  some  misunderstanding 
here.  While  I  do  not  always  agree  with  the 
ideas  of  the  gentleman  who  asked  reconsidera- 
tion, I  do  take  the  same  position  that  he 
takes  upon  this  matter.  I  hope  reconsidera- 
tion will  prevail,  because  the  two  questions 
involved  here  should  be  clearly  understood  by 
the  members  of  the  committee.  I  think  if  we 
act  upon  the  resolution  in  a  divided  form,  we 
shall  have  no  difficulty  in  arriving  at  the 
right  solution.  Therefore,  I  hope  the  motion 
to  reconsider  will  prevail,  and  the  matter  can 
then  be  acted  upon  as  it  was  intended  to  be 
acted   upon   in   the   committee. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  I  would 
make  a  suggestion  that  the  motion  to  recon- 
sider be  withdrawn,  and  that  the  matter  be  re- 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  to  be 
straightened    out    there. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  motion  to  re- 
consider must  first  prevail  before  the  matter 
can  be  referred  again  to  the  committee.  The 
Chair  would  suggest  that,  inasmuch  as  there 
was  a  division  of  the  vote  in  committee,  we 
reconsider  the  action  we  have  taken  here  and 
then  vote  upon  the  two  matters  separately. 
Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  in  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  that  paper  was  considered  in 
its  present  form,  and  it  was  there  decided  that 
we_  should  divide  the  subject  matter  with 
which  it  deals  into  two  parts,  one  the  resolu- 
tion dealing  with  long  term  control  by  the 
trustees,  with  a  suggestion  of  opposition  on  our 
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part  to  any  further  extension  of  the  Powers 
of  the  trustees  over  the  Boston  Elevated  Rail- 
way and  second,  the  part  of  the  resolution 
dealing  with  the  plan  proposed  by  former 
Representative  Mullen  of  Charlestown,  calling 
for  the  purchase  of  the  elevated  structures, 
their  removal,  and  the  substitution  of  subway 
or  tunnel  transportation,  possibly  clear  out 
to  Lowell.  In  the  committee  we  voted  to 
divide  those  two  questions,  and  voted  to  go 
on  record  only  as  against  the  proposed  ex- 
tension of  control  of  the  Boston  Elevated  for 
forty  to  fifty  years.  When  the  Clerk  read 
the  report  today,  I  voted  with  the  feeling  that 
we  were  simply  carrying  out  that  vote  in  the 
committee,  which  was  that  we  were  opposed 
to  that  long  extension  of  control  under  the 
trustees.  But  I  certainly  did  not  think  that 
we  were  voting  in  favor  of  the  destruction 
of  the  elevated  structures  and  the  carrying  out 
of  an  indefinite  plan  of  subway  or  tunnel  con- 
struction. I  certainly  do  not  feel  that  I  or 
anybody  else  should  be  jockeyed  into  any  such 
vote  under  a  misapprehension,  and  conse- 
quently I  trust  that  the  motion  to  reconsider 
will   prevail. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  report  was 
read  exactly  as  it  was  turned  in  by  the  chair- 
man of  the  Executive  Committee,  but  ap- 
parently there  was  a  misunderstanding. 

Coun.  PARKMAN— Mr.  President,  if  it 
would  advance  matters  I  shall  be  glad  to  with- 
draw the  motion  to  reconsider  and  the  Council 
can  go  then  into  executive  session  for  a  very 
few  minutes,  straighten  the  thing  out,  and 
then  come  back  and  report  in  accordance  with 
the  wish  of  the  committee.  If  that  is  the  best 
way  to  proceed,  I  will  withdraw  the  motion 
to  reconsider  and  would  suggest  that  the  mat- 
ter be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee 
and   acted   upon   this   afternoon. 

President  -HEFFERNAN— The  Chair  will 
rule  that  nothing  can  be  done  until  our  action 
is   first   reconsidered. 

The  Council's  action  in  accepting  the  report 
of  the  committee  and  adopting  the  resolution 
was  reconsidered. 

President  HEFFERNAN — The  Chair  awaits 
the   pleasure   of    the    Council. 

Coun.  FREELEY — Mr.  President,  I  move 
that  we   take  a  recess   for   five   minutes. 

Coun.  PARKMAN— Mr.  President,  before 
we  take  a  recess  I  move  that  the  matter  be 
recommitted  to  the  Executive  Committee  for 
action    this    afternoon. 

Coun.  Parkman's  motion,  that  the  report 
be  recommitted,  was  carried. 

The  Council  voted  at  4.40  p.  m.  to  take 
a  recess  for  five  minutes,  and  at  4.45  p.  m. 
was  called  to  order  by  President  Heffernan. 

The  Executive  Committee  reported  on  the 
resolution  (offered  by  Coun  Dowd  and  re- 
ferred today)  for  opposition  to  further  ex- 
tension of  public  control  by  the  trustees  and 
approval  of  plan  for  purchase  of  elevated 
structures,  recommending  (a)  that  the  Boston 
City  Council  go  on  record  as  opposed  to  grant- 
ing to  the  Board  of  Public  Trustees  of  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  the  pro- 
posed extension  of  from  forty  to  fifty  years 
of  control  of  the  railway:  and  (b)  favoring 
the  plan  proposed  by  former  Representative 
Luke  D.  Mullen  of  Charlestown  calling  for  the 
purchase  of  the  elevated  structures,  their  re- 
moval, and  the  substitution  of  subway  or 
tunnel  transportation. 

President  HEFFERNAN — The  question 
comes  on  the  acceptance  of  the  report  of  the 
committee. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  I  would 
now  move,  dealing  with  the  recommendations 
of  the  committee,  that  they  be  split,  striking 
out  for  purposes  of  the  first  roll  call,  if  there 
is  a  roll  call,  all  following  the  semicolon  in 
the  final  paragraph, — namely  "and  that  it 
favors  the  plan  proposed  by  former  Represen- 
tative Luke  D.  Mullen  of  Charlestown  calling 
for  the  purchase  of  the  elevated  structures, 
their  removal  and  the  substitution  of  subway 
or    tunnel    transportation." 

Coun.     Wilson's     amendment     was     adopted, 


and  that  part  of  the  resolution  providing  that 
the  "Boston  City  Council  go  on  record  as  op- 
posed to  granting  to  the  Board  of  Public  Trus- 
tees any  further  extension  of  its  powers  over 
the  Boston  Elevated  Railway"  was  declared 
adopted.  'Coun.  FITZGERALD  doubted  the 
vote  and  asked  for  a  rising  vote.  The  Council 
stood  divided,  and  that  part  of  the  resolution 
was    declared    adopted    10   to    8. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD  further  doubted  the  vote 
and  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
question  of  information.  May  I  ask,  whether, 
if  we  favor  the  amendment,  we  are  simply 
going  to  have  the  resolution  submitted  to  us 
in  two  divisions?  Is  that  the  purport  of  the 
amendment? 

President  HEFFERNAN — The  Chair  rules 
that  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  would 
strike  out  the  balance  of  the  resolution  en- 
tirely. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  may  I  ask  if 
that  was  the  purport  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee's   report  ? 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  Chair  will 
rule  that  that  was  not  the  purport  of  the 
Executive  Committee's  report.  •  Any  member, 
however,  can  offer  a  motion  to  amend,  as 
Coun.    Wilson    did. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  I  think  the 
Chair  misunderstood  my  motion.  I  am  not 
trying  to  jockey  the  other  side,  any  more  than 
I  care  to  be  jockeyed.  I  simply  raise  the  point 
that  I  don't  care  to  vote  in  one  motion  or 
in  one  resolution  upon  the  question  of  whether 
we  favor  an  extension  of  control  of  the  Boston 
Elevated,  and  also  whether  we  favor  the 
demolition  of  the  elevated  structures,  and  also 
whether  we  favor  the  construction  of  subways 
or  tunnels  to  parts  unknown,  at  the  present 
time,  even  though  it  may  be  favored  by  Mr. 
Mullen.  My  reason  for  making  the  amend- 
ment, therefore,  was  simply  to  strike  out  for 
the  time  being  the  part  following  the  semi- 
colon, so  that  we  could  vote  clearly  on  what 
preceded  that.  But,  on  the  other  hand  when 
that  is  disposed  of,  I  have  no  objection  to  the 
latter  part  following  the  semicolon  being  taken 
up,  so  that  everybody  may  have  a  chance  at 
the   Luke  Mullen   proposition. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  Chair  is  will- 
■     ing  to  accept  the  amended  motion  as  made  by 
Coun.  Wilson,  if  there  is   no   objection. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I 
would  like  to  have  Coun.  Wilson  state  his 
motion   again. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  the  resolu- 
tion as  reported,  through  an  obvious  error, 
was  reported  in  a  way  contrary  to  the  way 
in  which  we  voted  in  the  executive  session. 
Unless  it  is  amended  in  such  a  way  as  I 
have  just  suggested,  it  will  force  every  man 
in  this  room  to  vote  on  one  resolution  which 
includes  two  different  _  parts,  namely,  that 
we  oppose  further  control  of  the  Elevated  by 
the  trustees,  and  also  that  we  are  for  or 
against  Luke  Mullen's  bill.  I  merely  ask 
in  my  motion  that  we  leave  the  Luke  Mullen 
part  out  of  it  and  vote  first  for  or  against 
the  extension  of  Elevated  control  by  the  trus- 
tees. That  having  been  settled,  by  roll  call 
or  otherwise,  I  am  entirely  willing  that  every- 
body should  then  have  a  chance  to  be  recorded 
for  or  against  the  Luke  Mullen  part  of  the 
resolution.  My  point  is  simply  that  I  don't 
think  the  two  matters  should  be  combined 
in  one  resolution,  and  that  we  should  be  ex- 
pected to  vote  on  both  of  them  together, 
when   they  should   properly  be  divided. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  if 
Coun.  Wilson's  motion  prevails  and  we  pass 
the  resolution  as  he  intends,  it  wipes  out  all 
reference  to  the  Luke  Mullen  bill,  does  it  not? 
President  HEFFERNAN— The  Chair  rules 
under  the  motion  as  made  that,  first,  a  vote 
will  be  taken  on  the  first  part  of  the  reso- 
lution, dealing  with  the  extension  of  public 
control,  and  then  on  the  so-called  Luke  Mul- 
len  part  of  the  resolution. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I 
would  like  to  ask  Coun.  Dowd,  through  you, 
if   he    is   satisfied    with   that   arrangement. 
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Coun.  DOWD— Yes,  Mr.  President.  That 
was  the  understanding  in  executive  session. 

President  HEFFERNAN — The  question  now 
comes  on  the  adoption  of  the  first  clause  in 
the   resolution,   down   as   far  as   the   semicolon. 

The  first  part  of  the  resolution,  viz. :  "Re- 
solved, That  the  Boston  City  Council  go  on 
record  as  opposed  to  granting  to  the  Board 
of  Public  Trustees  any  further  extension  of 
its  powers  over  the  Boston  Elevated  Street 
Railway,"   was   declared   adopted. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  question  now 
comes  on  the  adoption  of  the  remainder  of 
the  resolution  ("and  that  it  favors  the  plan 
proposed  by  former  Representative  Luke  D. 
Mullen  of  Charlestown  calling  for  the  pur- 
chase of  the  elevated  structures,  their  re- 
moval, and  the  substitution  of  subway  or 
tunnel   transportation"). 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
that  latter  part  of  the  resolution  be  laid 
on   the  table  for  one  week. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  ask  for  a 
roll   call. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  on  the  ques- 
tion of  laying  on  the  table  for  one  week  I 
would  like  to  say   this 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  Chair  will 
rule  that  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  is 
not  subject  to  debate. 

The  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  carried, 
yeas   12,  nays   7 :

TERMINATION    OF    COUNCIL    COM- 
MITTEES. 

Coun.   KEENE   offered   the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  term  of  office,  as  members 
of  the  several  standing  and  special  commit- 
tees named  in  the  rules,  of  the  members  of 
the  City  Council  heretofore  appointed  on  said 
committees,  be  terminated  upon  February  7, 
1927. 

The  order  was  read  a  second  time,  and  the 
question    came    on    its    passage. 

Coun.  PARKMAN — Mr.  President,  it  seems 
to  me  it  would  be  a  great  mistake  to  pass 
this  order  terminating  the  term  of  office  of 
the  committees.  This  body  is  a  body  elected 
for  two  years,  and  presumably  the  committees 
are  appointed  for  two  years,  and  it  takes  a 
vote  of  the  Council  to  remove  them.  There 
are  certain  committees  of  the  Council  which 
have  been  acting  during  the  past  year,  and 
to  my  mind  the  efficiency  of  our  work  de- 
pends in  large  measure  upon  their  continuing 
in  office  not  only  for  the  first  year  but  for 
the  second.  I  would  refer,  among  others, 
to  the  Legislative  Committee.  When  the 
Council  first  organizes,  in  the  first  part  of 
January,  the  Legislative  Committee  is  ap- 
pointed, and  a  new  committee,  it  seems  to 
me,  would  be  unable  to  take  any  intelligent 
position  on  legislation  which  may  already 
have  been  introduced  into  the  Legislature  or 
may  be  before  the  Legislature  at  that  time, 
although  the  committee  which  has  already 
been  acting  upon  such  matters  may  be  en- 
tirely familiar  with  them.  In  the  course  of 
the  year  the  Legislative  Committee  naturally 
becomes  familiar  with  such  matters  and  is 
in  a  position  to  determine  the  policy  which 
should  be  adopted  in  regard  to  legislation 
one  way  or  the  other.  The  importance  of 
such  a  committee  becomes  greater  in  the  sec- 
ond year  of  its  term  than  in  the  first.  The 
same  thing  is  true  of  the  Committee  on  Ap- 
propriations. If  committees  are  to  be  changed 
in  the  middle  of  the  existence  of  this  body, 
it  seems  to  me  there  will  be  a  great  loss 
in  efficiency.  The  members  of  a  committee 
become  familiar  with  the  matters  that  would 
naturally    be    referred    to    it — in    the    case    of 


the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  for  ex- 
ample, the  budget,  and  if  the  committee  is 
not  going  to  be  continued  in  office  the  sec- 
ond year  of  the  term  it  ceases  to  have  the 
value  that  it  would  otherwise  have,  as  the 
work  cannot  be  taken  up  as  intelligently 
by  another  succeeding  committee.  I  think  the 
Council  should  consider  the  matter  very 
seriously  before  removing  committees  that  are 
in  existence,  and  not  only  this  present  Coun- 
cil, but  having  in  mind  the  establishment  of 
a   precedent   for   future   councils. 

Coun.  KEENE — Mr.  President,  under  our 
rules  the  presiding  officer  has  not  only  the 
power  but  the  duty  to  appoint  committees 
that  he  thinks  will  best  serve  the  body  and 
the  city  during  his  incumbency.  We  now 
have  a  new  president  of  the  body  and  I  think 
it  would  be  extraordinary  if  the  body  did 
not  give  to  the  new  presiding  officer  that 
power.  A  duty  rests  upon  him.  Unless  the 
President  of  the  Council  has  the  right  to  say 
who  shall  serve  on  the  committees,  not  only 
as  members  but  as  chairmen,  to  assist  him 
in  carrying  out  his  work,  he  is  not  enjoying 
the  rights  and  the  prerogatives  that  a  pre- 
siding officer  properly  has ;  and  I  sincerely 
hope  the  members  of  the  Council  will  extend 
that  privilege  and  that  courtesy  to  our  new 
president,  so  that  he  may  perform  his  duties 
and  function  in  that  respect  in  the  way  that 
a   presiding  officer   is  supposed  to   function. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  think 
the  most  forceful  argument  in  favor  of  giv- 
ing the  president  the  right  to  change  the 
committees  is  that  which  has  been  advanced 
by  the  gentleman  who  has  just  taken  his  seat. 
He  occupied  the  chair  last  year  and  appointed 
certain  committees,  and  our  new  president 
should  have  that  same  right,  the  right  that 
is  supposed  to  be  exercised  by  the  presiding 
officer  of  a  body.  Not  only  that,  but  we 
have  in  our  membership  the  gentleman  from 
South  Boston  (Coun.  Mahoney)  who  was  not 
a  member  of  the  body  at  the  first  of  last 
year,  and  who  had  to  take  the  leftovers.  It 
seems  to  me  that  he  and  other  members 
should  be  given  the  same  opportunity  to 
obtain  committee  appointments  at  the  hands 
of  our  new  president  that  members  of  the 
body  enjoyed  last  year  under  our  preceding 
presiding  officer. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  it  is  so 
seldom  that  I  disagree  with  the  gentleman 
from  Ward  5  (Coun.  Parkman)  that  it  is 
now  almost  a  pleasure  to  disagree  with  him. 
I  think  the  President  of  the  Council  ought 
to  have  the  power  to  appoint  his  committee. 
I  think  the  proper  functioning  of  the  Coun- 
cil depends  a  good  deal  on  the  relations  be- 
tween the  president  and  the  members,  and  I 
think  the  president's  success  in  presiding 
over  the  body  depends  a  good  deal  on  the 
co-operation  he  gets.  After  all,  he  is  the 
man  whom  we  look  upon  to  guide  us  here, 
and  I  certainly  think  the  president,  like  any 
president  of  a  body,  ought  to  have  the  power 
to  appoint  his  committees.  Therefore,  I  hope 
the  motion   will   prevail. 

Coun.  FREELEY— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  say  that  I  am  in  favor  of  the  at- 
titude taken  by  my  colleague  from  Brighton 
(Coun.  Dowling),  feeling  not  only  that  the 
new  president  should  have  a  right  to  make 
changes  in  committees  if  he  wishes  to  do  so, 
but  also  feeling  that  we,  the  different  mem- 
bers of  the  body,  who  have  been  acquainted 
here  for  a  year  and  whose  term  together 
will  be  another  year,  might  well  have  a  chance 
to  change  our  committees,  in  order  that  we 
may  get  the  all-around  experience  that  would 
go  with  membership  on  different  committees. 
I  feel  that  the  committees  should  be  changed. 
Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  I  am  heartily 
in  accord  with  the  sentiments  expressed  by 
the  councilor  from  West  Roxbury  (Coun 
Keene)  not  only  because  of  the  reasons  ex- 
pressed by  him  but  also  because  of  the  fact 
that,    since   the    Council    has    seen    fit   to    elect 
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a  new  president,  it  should  be  left  to  that 
new  president  to  exercise  the  discretion  he 
desires  as  to  the  heads  and  members  of  com- 
mittees to  serve  under  him.  With  reference 
to  the  argument  used  by  the  councilor  from 
Ward  5  as  to  the  value  of  having  certain 
members  continue  on  certain  committees,  I 
feel  sure  that  the  President  of  the  Council 
will  take  into  consideration  the  fact  that 
there  are  some  committees  that  might  per- 
haps best  function  along  the  lines  in  which 
they  have  been  acting  if  they  are  continued 
with  the  same  personnel. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  move  the 
previous   question. 

The    order    was    passed.

Coun.  McGRATH — Mr.  President,  I  notice 
in  this  week's  papers  that  the  General  Court 
of  Massachusetts  threw  out  all  bills  affecting 
the  City  of  Boston  that  had  been  introduced  by 
members  of  the  Legislature,  because  one  of 
their  final  acts  last  year  was  to  insist  that 
whatever  bills  affected  a  city  or  town — in 
our  case,  whatever  bills  affect  the  City  of 
Boston — must  be  signed  first  by  the  Mayor  and 
the  City  Council.  I  think  that  is  one  of  the 
most  important  things  that  has  come  about 
since  our  coming  into  office.  I  think  it  is 
one  of  the  things  that  everyone  of  us  should 
keep  in  mind.  Instead  of  the  Massachusetts 
Legislature  running  the  affairs  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  they  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the 
Mayor  and  the  City  Council.  With  that 
thought  in  mind  I  want  to  have  this  put  into 
the  record,  that  it  would  be  well  for  us  to 
govern  ourselves  accordingly  and  to  give  due 
consideration  to  any  order  that  is  introduced 
here  which  involves  going  to  the  Legislature, 
because  now  our  action  will  be  of  some  real 
importance  when   it  leaves  this  body.

OF   BOSTON   SANATORIUM.

Gentlemen, — I    transmit  herewith    and    recom-

An  Ordinance  Relating  to  the  Boston  Sanatorium 

Department. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  powers  and  duties  of  the 
trustees  of  the  Boston  Sanatorium  Department 
exercised  and  performed  in  connection  with  the 
buildings  and  work  carried  on  in  the  Mattapan 
district  are  hereby  transferred  to  the  trustees  of 
the  Hospital  Department  who,  in  addition  to  their 
other  powers  and  duties,  shall  hereafter  exercise 
said  powers  and  perform  said  duties. 

Sect.  2.  All  other  powers  and  duties  of  the 
trustees  of  the  Boston  Sanatorium  Department 
and  more  especially  those  powers  aud  duties  in 
connection  with  the  Out-Patient  Division  are 
hereby  transferred  to  the  Health  Commissioner 
who,  in  addition  to  his  other  powers  and  duties, 
shall  hereafter  exercise  and  perform  said  powers 
and  duties. 

Sect.  3.  The  offices  of  the  trustees  of  the 
Boston  Sanatorium  Department  are  hereby 
abolished.

Sir, — Referring  to  the  order  of  the  City  Council 
of  January  24,  1927,  forwarded  to  us  by  your 
Honor,  we  herewith  inclose  a  copy  of  the  agree- 
ment between  the  trustees  and  Harvard  University. 

Replying  to  the  request  that  the  trustees  report 
their  reasons  for  the  same — the  books  and  other 
material  which  it  is  proposed  to  deposit  in  the 
library  building  of  the  Graduate  School  of  Busi- 
ness Administration  in  Brighton  consist  largely 
of  public  documents,  reports  of  railroad,  public 
service  and  other  corporations,  and  similar  statis- 
tical material  which  is  not  in  current  use,  and  is 
of  no  value  except  to  the  research  worker  in  this 
field.  The  material  is  incomplete  in  many  respects 
and  relates  mainly  to  a  period  prior  to  1902,  at 
which  time  the  active  collection  of  such  material 
by  the  public  library  ceased.  It  is  not  proposed 
to  transfer  books  which  are  in  current  use  or 
which  are  called  for  with  any  frequency  for  refer- 
ence. The  agreement  provides  that  title  to  the 
transferred  material  remains  in  the  public  library. 

The  similar  material  in  the  Harvard  business 
school  library  commences  in  the  main  at  about 
the  period  where  ours  leaves  off  and  is  in  constant 
process  of  active  collection  under  expert  advice. 
It  will  in  ordinary  course  be  kept  up  to  date  as  a 
great  business  library.  The  public  library  could 
not  keep  current  the  collection  of  such  material 
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on  a  large  scale  without  a  much  greater  expendi- 
ture than  has  been  made  for  the  purpose  in  the 
past. 

As  the  books  and  pamphlets  to  be  transfered 
are  not  used  or  useful  except  for  the  purposes  of 
investigation  in  this  field,  and  as  this  work  is 
usually  a  matter  of  hours  or  days,  the  few  minutes 
longer  which  it  may  take  to  reach  the  library  at 
Brighton  is  of  minor  consequence  compared  to 
the  right  of  access  (which  without  this  agreement 
could  not  be  had)  to  a  collection  there  which  not 
only  covers  a  longer  period,  but  is  also  superior  in 
every  respect  to  the  collection  now  in  the  central 
library  building.  Any  book  or  class  of  books 
transferred  may  be  recalled  permanently  to  our 
shelves,  or  may  be  recalled  temporarily  to  the 
central  library  on  notice  that  they  are  wanted  for 
examination  there. 

The  Graduate  School  of  Business  Administra- 
tion has  been  willing  to  constitute  its  library 
building  with  all  its  contents,  free  of  any  charge, 
a  branch  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  subject  to 
certain  conditions  which  are  no  restraint  as  a 
practical  matter  against  the  freedom  of  its  use 
by  every  citizen.  While  reference  is  made  to 
this  arrangement  as  an  "agreement,"the  fact  is 
that  its  clauses  merely  safeguard  each  party 
against  unforeseen  conditions.  It  is  actually  no 
more  than  a  deposit  of  books,  to  which  we  retain 
title,  and  although  on  a  larger  scale,  it  is  in  prin- 
ciple similar  to  arrangements  which  we  have  in 
effect  in  other  instances. 

Another  advantage  to  the  public  library,  al- 
though not  the  controlling  one,  is  that  we  remove 
from  our  shelves  in  the  central  building  some 
twenty-five  thousand  items  which  are  very  rarely 
used,  and  make  room  which  is  greatly  needed  for 
other  purposes.  The  number  of  volumes  in  the 
central  building  has  nearly  doubled  since  it  was 
built,  and  now  stands  at  a  million  volumes  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  out  of  a  total  direct 
home  circulation  for  the  whole  library  system  of 
3,500,000  volumes  last  year  only  340,000  of  this 
or  less  than  10  per  cent  was  from  the  central 
building. 

Although  the  central  building  is  and  will  be 
used  largely  for  reference  works  and  special 
collections,  the  normal  growth  of  these  will  soon 
require  an  addition  to  the  building,  with  a  corres- 
sponding  increase  in  operating  expense,  unless  the 
trustees  sooner  or  later  store  infrequently  used 
material  elsewhere  subject  to  withdrawal  as 
required,  or  place  some  of  it  in  appropriate  de- 
positaries as  occasion  may  arise,  where  it  will 
be  cared  for  and  open  to  public  use.  The  latter 
course  seems  preferable.  There  may  be  other 
opportunities  to  estabh'sh  branches  in  special 
lines,  such  as  tnis  agreement  contemplates,  with- 
out cost  to  the  library,  and  if  other  institutions 
are  as  generous  as  Harvard  has  been  in  this  case 
we  shall  be  glad  to  consider  them  seriously. 

Having  thus  stated  our  reasons,  we  may  have 
answered  the  question  as  to  our  legal  authority. 
If  the  matters  we  have  discussed  pertain  to  library 
management,  they  were  in  1878  placed  in  charge 
of  the  trustees  of  the  Public  Library  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  a  corporation  organized  under  a  special 
act  of  the  general  court,  and  there  they  appar- 
ently still  remain.  The  city  charter,  which  in 
1909  enlarged  the  powers  of  the  Mayor,  contain 
a  provision  that  nothing  in  the  charter  shall 
authorize  the  taking  away  of  any  of  the  powers 
or  duties  of  the  Library  Department  as  established 
by  law.  The  City  Council  by  the  act  incorporated 
ing  the  trustees  was  authorized  to  pass  ordinances 
not  inconsistent  with  the  act.  The  only  ordi- 
nance in  point  (1914)  reads: 

"The  library  department  shall  be  in  charge  of  a 
board  of  five  trustees  who  shall  adopt  such  measures 
as  shall  extend  the  benefits  of  the  institution  as 
widely  as  possible,  and  may  from  time  to  time 
establish  branch  libraries  and  delivery  stations  in 
different  sections  of  the  city." 

This  the  trustees  have  done  from  time  to  time 
by  locating  thirty-one  branches  and  more  than  300 
deposits. 

The  authority  of  the  trustees  in  library  manage- 
ment has  never  been  questioned  except  in  the 
matter  of  salaries  paid  to  employees.  This 
subject  has  come  up  at  times,  and  as  our  files 
contain  the  opinions  of  eminent  lawyers  bearing  on 
the  duties  of  the  trustees  and  the  present  status  of 
the  act  incorporating  the  trustees  in  1878,  we  are 
referring  them  to  the  Corporation  Counsel  for  his 
consideration.     As  he  has  also  been  asked  by  the 


Council  for  his  opinion  as  to  the  validity  of  this 
arrangement  with  Harvard  L'niversity  under  the 
so-called  Anti  Aid  amendment  to  the  constitution, 
we  beg  leave  to  call  to  his  attention  that  this 
amendment  prohibits  the  appropriation  of  public 
money  or  the  use  of  public  property  for  the  pur- 
pose of  founding,  maintaining  or  aiding  certain 
institutions  (including  colleges)  not  under  public 
control.  We  suppose  the  purpose  to  be  examined 
is  that  of  the  trustees.  We  did  not  make  this 
arrangement  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  Harvard 
University,  or  its  Graduate  School  of  Business 
Administration.  We  made  it  for  the  purpose  of 
aiding  the  public  library  and  the  citizens  of  Boston, 
and  any  benefit  which  the  college  receives  is  small 
compared  to  the  consideration  which  it  gives. 

We  now  have  more  than  three  hundred  deposi- 
taries of  books  including  schools,  engine  houses, 
hospitals  and  many  institutions.  On  this  list  are 
212  schools,  of  which  17  are  parochial  schools. 
There  are  hospitals,  Jewish  Welfare  Centers,  and 
many  other  institutions  not  under  public  control. 
Some  of  them  are  apparently  within  the  prohibi- 
tion of  the  amendment  if  the  deposit  of  books  is  to 
be  considered  an  aid  to  such  institutions.  The 
trustees  do  not  so  regard  it.  On  the  contrary,  it 
seems  to  the  trustees  that  such  intelligent  help  as 
any  responsible  institution  will  give  in  the  circula- 
tion and  use  of  our  books,  and  in  the  encourage- 
ment of  better  reading,  constitutes  a  service  on 
the  part  of  such  institution  rather  than  an  aid  to 
it.  We  do  not  concern  ourselves  with  the  other 
functions  of  any  institution  willing  to  take  proper 
care  of  our  books,  and  place  them  in  the  hands  of 
the  public.  While  these  deposits  are  not  large  in 
volume,  the  question  rtised  Dy  the  City  Council — 
unless  the  trustees  have  construed  the  amendment 
correctly — not  only  affects  such  deposits  but 
other  plans  which  the  trustees  have  in  mind.  The 
use  of  the  library  and  its  branches  in  connection 
with  adult  education  is  perhaps  the  most  promis- 
ing field  for  extending  the  value  of  the  library 
without  much  expenditure  of  public  money.  It 
would  be  impractical  to  enter  on  this  without  the 
co-operation  and  assistance  of  institutions  not  under 
public  control  which  are  engaged  now  in  this  work, 
and  of  others  willing  to  share  in  it. 

We    call    these    considerations,    through    your 
Honor,  to  the  attention  of  the  members  of  the 
City  Council  in  the  iope  that  they  will  approve 
the  general  policy  of  the  trustees — which  is  '  'to 
extend  the  benefits  of  the  institution  as  widely  as 
possible"  rather  than  to  regard  the  library  merely 
as  a  place  in  which  books  are  kept  until  called  for, 
or  kept  whether  called  for  or  not.

Agreement  by  and  between  the  Trustees  of  the 
Boston  Public  Library  and  the  President  and 
Fellows  of  Harvard  College. 

Whereas,  in  order  that  the  material  of  the  Boston 
Public  Library  relating  to  business  and  business 
education  and  business  administration  and  the 
material  of  the  Harvard  Business  Library  may  be 
made  available  in  such  a  way  as  to  render  the 
greatest  practicable  service  to  the  community  and 
to  the  cause  of  business  education  and  research 
at  a  minimum  cost,  it  is  hereby  agreed  as  follows: 

1.  The  Trustees  of  the  Boston  Public  Library 
shall  constitute  the  Harvard  Business  Library,  lo- 
cated in  that  part  of  Boston  known  as  Brighton,  a 
depositary  for  books  and  other  material  as  herein- 
after provided,  the  Harvard  Business  Library 
becoming  to  this  extent  a  branch  of  the  Boston 
Public  Library.  The  books  and  ether  material  so 
deposited  shall  be  combined  with  similar  material 
of  the  Harvard  Business  Library  and  the  two  cata- 
logued jointly. 

2.  The  Harvard  Business  Library  shall  furnish 
the  physical  facilities  and  equipment  as  rapidly  as 
possible  to  take  over  such  books  and  material  as 
shall  be  agreed  upon,  thus  relieving  the  Boston 
Public  Library  of  considerable  expense  for  opera- 
tion and  releasing  space  in  the  Boston  Public 
Librarv  for  other  uses. 

3.  The  Harvard  Business  Library  will,  as 
rapidly  as  its  resources  permit,  prosecute  the  work 
of  introducing  the  books  and  material  into  its 
shelves  and  cataloguing  them.  Such  sum  or  sums 
as  the  Trustees  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  may  at 
any  time,  and  from  time  to  time  before  completion 
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of  this  work,  contribute  to  its  prosecution,  the 
Harvard  Business  School  will  devote  to  the  pur- 
pose, and  by  so  much  will  the  work  be  expedited  and 
the  full  use  of  the  collection  become  available  earlier. 

4.  The  Boston  Public  Library  will  furnish  the 
Harvard  Business  Library  with  a  copy  of  the 
essential  information  in  its  existing  catalogue  re- 
lating to  the  transferred  material. 

5.  The  books  and  other  material  transferred  to 
the  library  of  the  Harvard  School  of  Business  Ad- 
ministration by  the  Boston  Public  Library,  with 
the  other  material  belonging  to  the  Business 
Library  and  any  additions  however  made,  shall  be 
available  for  use  by  such  persons  as  would  be  en- 
titled to  use  the  same  if  contained  in  the  Central 
Building  of  the  Boston  Public  Library,  subject  to 
any  restrictions  made  in  an  instrument  of  gift  of 
any  such  books  or  material  and  to  reasonable  re- 
strictions to  the  use  of  particular  items  of  books  or 
material  which  may  be  made  by  the  authorities 
of  the  Harvard  Business  School  Library.  It  is 
understood  that  the  library  of  the  Harvard  School 
of  Business  Administration  will  afford  reasonable 
opportunity  for  such  use  in  its  library  building, 
so  far  as  such  use  is  consistent  with  the  ordinary 
and  usual  service  for  which  the  facilities  of  the 
library  are  adapted.  In  the  discretion  of  its 
authorities,  however,  the  library  of  the  Harvard 
School  of  Business  Administration  may  restrict 
such  use  of  its  library  building  to  the  extent  of  its 
facilities  for  service;  in  case  of  such  restriction  the 
Boston  Public  Library  may  provide  for  such  use  in 
its  Central  Building,  and  may  call  for  such  books 
and  material  as  are  required  from  time  to  time  by 
its  card-holders  for  such  use,  in  accordance  with 
and  subject  to  such  reasonable  regulations  as  may 
be  from  time  to  time  agreed  upon  between  the 
authorities  of  the  two  libraries. 

6.  Both  libraries  are  to  co-operate  to  as  full  an 
extent  as  is  practicable  in  the  inter-loan  of  books, 
to  the  end  that  the  material  of  each  shall  be  so 
used  as  to  be  of  maximum  benefit  to  the  community. 

7.  The  books  and  material  intended  to  be 
covered  by  this  agreement  are  those  pertinent  to 
the  work  of  the  Harvard  Business  Library  which 
are  not,  in  the  opinion  of  the  librarian  of  the  Boston 
Public  Library,  needed  for  current  use  of  the  Boston 
Public  Library.  The  librarian  of  the  Boston  Pub- 
lic Library  may  at  any  time  recall  from  deposit 
specific  material  for  which  need  has  arisen. 

8.  All  details  as  to  the  transferring  of  the  books 
and  material  to  the  Harvard  Business  Library 
under  this  agreement  shall  be  under  the  direction 
of  the  librarians  of  the  two  libraries.  Books  and 
material  so  transferred  shall  remain  the  property 
of  the  Boston  Public  Library.  Lists  of  books  and 
materials  actually  delivered  shall  be  signed  by  the 
two  librarians  or  someone  authorized  to  sign  on 
their  behalf. 

y.  It  is  expected  that  the  arrangement  for 
which  provision  is  made  in  this  agreement  will  be 
permanent.  It  is,  however,  understood  that  if  it 
appears  to  either  party  to  be  undesirable  it  may  be 
terminated  upon  conditions  to  be  subject  of  con- 
sideration at  the  time,  but  which,  so  far  as  possible, 
will  work  a  minimum  of  damage  to  either  party 
and  which  will  leave  both  with  as  complete  col- 
lections of  books  and  material  as  is  possible  under 
the  circumstances. 

10.  Each  party  shall  bear  the  risk  of  loss  by  fire 
or  other  hazard  or  by  theft;  it  being  understood 
that  the  Harvard  Business  Library  will  give  the 
same  degree  of  care  to  the  books  and  material  of 
both  parties. 

11.  The  two  institutions,  that  is  to  say,  the 
Trustees  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  and  the 
President  and  Fellows  of  Harvard  College,  stand 
ready  to  co-operate  in  the  establishment,  as  a 
branch  of  the  Boston  Public  Library,  of  a  business 
reference  library  in  the  downtown  section  of  Boston, 
to  be  established,  operated  and  maintained  by  and 
in  connection  with  the  two  libraries.  The  ex- 
pense of  such  a  reference  library  would  have  to  be 
borne  presumably  by  the  business  community,  or 
at  any  rate  by  some  person  or  persons  other  than 
the  two  libraries. 

In  Witness  Whereof  the  parties  hereto  have 
caused  their  official  seals  and  signatures  to  be 
affixed  by  their  duly  authorized  officers  this 
fifteenth  day  of  January,  1927.

Dear  Sir, —  The  City  Council  has  requested 
through  your  Honor  my  opinion  concerning  the 
legality  and  constitutionality  of  the  contract  made 
recently  between  the  trustees  of  the  Boston  Public 
Library,  hereinafter  called  the  trustees,  and  the 
President  and  Fellows  of  Harvard  College,  herein- 
after called  the  Harvard  authorities,  for  the  use 
of  certain  books  pertaining  to  business  education 
administration.  The  Council  seeks  to  be  advised 
whether  the  contract  is,  first,  a  legal  one,  and 
secondly,  whether  it  is  in  violation  of  the  so-called 
anti-aid  or  sectarian  amendment  of  the  Constitu- 
tion of  Massachusetts,  section  2  of  Article  XLVI  of 
the  Amendments,  which  in  substance  prohibits  the 
use  or  grant  of  public  property  or  money  for  the 
benefit  of  any  private  institution. 

I  have  made  a  very  careful  study  of  the  agree- 
ment in  question  in  order  that  I  may  properly 
answer  the  question  submitted.  In  addition  I 
have  sought  to  learn  the  intention  of  the  parties 
when  the  instrument  was  executed. 

From  an  examination  of  the  agreement  it  is  clear 
to  me  that  it  was  intended  by  the  trustees  of  the 
library  to  establish  a  branch  library,  many  of  which 
are  now  in  existence  throughout  the  city.  This 
conclusion  the  trustees  of  the  library  confirm. 

The  trustees  have  attempted  from  time  to  time 
to  cater  to  the  needs  of  the  various  sections  of  the 
city  by  the  establishment  of  branch  libraries.  In 
the  Soutli  End  of  the  city  branches  have  been 
established  with  books  that  appeal  to  the  residents 
of  this  district.  In  the  North  End  of  the  city  a 
branch  caters  to  a  still  different  type  of  citizenry. 
Branches  have  been  established  in  schools  catering 
to  the  type  of  pupils  who  attend  these  schools, 
llecently  the  suggestion  was  entertained  of  institut- 
ing the  cart  library,  by  which  library  books  may 
be  brought  to  the  neighborhood  in  carts.  There 
has  been  a  continuous  agitation  for  a  business  men's 
branch  library,  that  is  a  place  where  the  business 
man  may  conveniently  find  those  books  that  are  of 
interest  to  him  and  which  may  help  to  administer 
and  conduct  his  business  more  efficiently.  All 
these  matters  are  for  the  determination  of  the 
trustees,  who  by  law  are  the  authorities  entrusted 
with  the  conduct  and  management  of  the  Library 
Department  of  the  city.  See  section  5  of  chapter 
114  of  the  Acts  of  1878,  as  amended  by  section  1  of 
chapter  222  of  the  Acts  of  1880,  and  by  sections  1 
and  2  of  chapter  60  of  the  Acts  of  1887,  wherein  the 
trustees  are  given  general  care  and  control  of  the 
Central  Public  Library  and  of  all  branches  which 
have  been  and  which  may  thereafter  be  established 
and  are  given  full  control  of  the  expenditures  of 
money  appropriated  therefor.  See,  also,  section  5 
of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909  (Amended  City 
Charter)  preventing  the  city  government  from 
taking  away  any  of  the  powers  or  duties  of  the 
Library  Department  as  prescribed  by  law. 

Under  these  provisions  of  law  the  trustees 'have 
complete  discretion  as  to  the  management  of  the 
Library  Department  and  full  authority  of  the 
question  of  branch  libraries,  their  power  being 
subject  only  to  the  provisions  of  law  requiring  the 
trustees  to  submit  a  budget  of  their  needs  and 
estimates  of  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year  (sec- 
tion 3  of  chapter  486  of  the  acts  of  1909);  subject 
also  to  the  Mayor's  approval  of  contracts  involving 
the  expenditure  of  money,  and  to  such  other  pro- 
visions of  law  contained  in  the  various  charter 
provisions  applicable  to  the  administration  and 
conduct  of  the  various  municipal  departments. 

By  the  agreement  in  question  the  trustees 
desired  to  establish  a  branch  library  where  there 
might  be  centered  the  books  of  the  city  pertain- 
ing to  business  administration  and  education,  and 
whereby  the  greatest  possible  use  might  be  made 
of  them  to  the  end  that  the  greatest  good  might 
be  rendered  that  portion  of  the  public  interested 
in  them.  They  were  able  to  secure  the  co-opera- 
tion of  the  Harvard  authorities  in  establishing  this 
type  of  branch  library.  The  agreement  entered 
into,  from  its  contents,  which  I  will  analyze  here- 
inafter, is  nothing  more  than  a  memorandum  of 
the  understanding  and  intentions  of  the  trustees 
and  the  Harvard  authorities  to  avoid  future  mis- 
understanding and  dispute. 

Section  1  of  the  agreement  states  that  the  Har- 
vard business  library  shall  constitute  a  "depository 
for  books  and  other  material  as  hereinafter  pro- 
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vided,  the  Harvard  business  library  becoming  to 
this  extent  a  branch  of  the  Boston  Public  Library." 
Here  is  the  intention  of  the  parties  stated  with 
clarity  and  in  unequivocal  language.  It  is  con- 
tained in  the  very  outset  of  the  agreement  or 
memorandum.  Everything  that  follows  must  be 
interpreted  in  the  light  of  this  declaration  between 
the  parties.  There  does  not  seem  to  be  any 
ambiguity  in  section  1  as  to  just  what  the  parties 
contemplated  or  desired. 

-  Section  2  indicates  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the 
trustees  to  avoid  and  not  incur  expense  and  to 
release  space  in  the  central  library,  and  to  this 
end  the  Harvard  authorities  in  their  desire  to 
co-operate  in  this  endeavor  state  that  they  will 
speedily  furnish  the  equipment  and  facilities  to 
help  establish  the  branch. 

By  section  3  the  trustees  state  that  in  the  near 
future,  if  they  so  decide,  they  may  make  an 
appropriation  to  relieve  the  Harvard  authorities 
of  the  entire  onus  of  establishing  the  books  in  the 
branch  and  of  cataloguing  the  same.  The  trustees 
state  that  they  are  willing  that  this  work  should 
be  done  in  their  behalf  by  the  Harvard  Library 
and  further  agree  that  the  trustees  will  be  en- 
couraged to  make  a  contribution  towards  the 
expense  of  the  establishment  of  this  branch  library 
if,  by  so  doing,  the  branch  may  be  opened  sooner. 
Sections  four  to  ten,  inclusive,  contain  the 
understanding  of  the  parties  as  to  the  method  of 
conducting  the  branch.  These  sections  state  to 
what  extent  the  Harvard  authorities  will  co-operate 
and  what  it  expects  and  requires  from  the  trustees 
in  return  for  the  co-operation  and  assistance  it 
intends  to  provide.  For  instance,  in  section  5 
the  trustees  state,  in  substance,  that  although 
the  branch  is  to  be  in  the  Harvard  School  of 
Administration  Building,  that  all  the  books  of 
the  Boston  Public  Library,  as  well  as  those  of  the 
Harvard  Library  should  be  available  to  all  such 
persons  who,  if  they  so  desired,  w-ould  be  entitled 
to  use  the  books  of  the  Central  Library.  This 
same  rule  is  applicable  to  all  the  branch  libraries 
in  this  city.  It  is  further  made  clear  that  the 
Harvard  authorities  may  establish  reasonable  rules 
and  regulations  pertaining  to  the  use  of  its  build- 
ing and  its  books.  This  provision  is  the  same 
that  pertains  to  all  branch  libraries  of  the  city 
located  in  other  public  or  private  institutions.  If 
a  branch  is  contained  in  a  public  school,  the 
School  Committee  is  permitted  to  make  reasonable 
rules  and  regulations  pertaining  to  the  use  of  the 
school  buildings.  If  the  branch  is  in  a  municipal 
building  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings 
may  make  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  as  to 
the  use  of  the  municipal  building.  It  is  to  be 
assumed  that  reference  is  made  to  the  right  to 
prevent  tramps  and  loafers  from  using  the  library 
as  a  rendezvous;  to  prevent  congestion;  and 
generally  to  make  the  library  most  serviceable. 
So,  too,  may  the  length  of  time  which  particular 
books  may  be  used  be  regulated  by  the  Harvard 
Library  authorities  who  are  to  manage  and  con- 
duct the  branch  for  the  city.  It  is  to  be  noted, 
however,  that  under  no  circumstances  does  the 
city  relinquish  title  to  the  books  and  other  material 
deposited  in  this  branch.  This  is  the  same  rule 
applicable  to  all  branch  libraries.  The  public  are 
authorized  and  permitted  to  use  this  branch  library 
just  as  they  do  other  branches  of  the  central  library. 
By  section  7  the  librarian  of  the  Boston  Library 
may  recall  any  book  or  books  he  may  need  or 
desire. 

By  section  S  the  trustees  make  it  very  clear  that 
they  may  abandon  this  branch  and  end  the  arrange- 
ment at  any  time  they  so  desire. 

Everything  in  this  so-called  agreement  indicates 
the  intention  of  the  trustees  to  establish  a  branch 
library  for  such  persons  interested  in  business 
books  at  a  place  where  through  the  kindly  offices 
of  the  Harvard  authorities  there  may  be  collected 
under  one  roof  the  greatest  collection  of  business 
books  possible,  and  whereby  they  may  be  made 
available  to  the  public  of  Boston  interested  in 
them. 

The  parties  in  section  13  also  state  that  they 
believe  another  branch  of  similar  nature  ought  to  be 
established  in  the  downtown  section  of  Boston, 
with  the  trustees  and  the  Harvard  authorities 
again  co-operating.  The  present  relationship,  as 
evidenced  by  this  so-called  agreement,  provides 
for  no  immediate  expenditure  of  money  by  the 
library  trustees. 

I  must,  therefore,  advise  you  that  I  can  find  no 
legal  objection  to  this  agreement  or  memorandum. 
The  entire  arrangement  need  not  have  been  put 


in  writing  at  all.  It  could  have  been  executed 
by  the  parties  without  any  written  agreement 
whatsoever.  The  library  trustees,  under  their 
discretionary  authority  to  conduct  the  Central 
Library  and  such  branches  as  it  may  create,  have 
full  authority  to  establish  this  branch  at  Brighton 
and  to  accept  the  kind  offer  of  co-operation  by  the 
Harvard  authorities.  It  is  a  part  of  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Library  Department  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  See  chapter  20  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1925  for  a  declaration  of  this  statutory 
authority  in  the  library  trustees  and  the  require- 
ment by  the  city  government  that  the  benefits 
of  the  library  institution  shall  be  extended  as 
widely  as  possible. 

Of  course,  if  the  library  trustees  found  it  neces- 
sary to  expend  a  sum  of  money  amounting  to 
Sl.OOO  or  more,  then  the  Mayor's  approval  is 
necessary  to  such  contract  and  the  charter  pro- 
visions must  be  complied  with  and  the  contract 
entered  into  not  by  the  trustees  but  by  the  City 
of  Boston,  acting  by  and  through  the  trustees 
of  the  library,  exactly  as  would  be  necessary  in 
the  case  of  any  other  city  department.  If,  how- 
ever, the  expenditures  were  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
various  private  funds  which  the  trustees  hold  by 
virtue  of  bequests  and  devises  made  to  them  as 
incorporated  trustees,  then  the  Mayor's  approval 
is  not  necessary  nor  need  such  a  contract  be  made 
as  .meets  the  requirements  of  the  various  charter 
provisions.  See  chapter  114  of  the  Acts  of  1S78, 
creating  the  library  trustees  a  corporation  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  and  holding  real  and  personal 
estate  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  library,  as 
provided  in  the  various  bequests  and  devises 
made  to  them  as  incorporated  trustees. 

I  must  advise  you  also  that  in  my  opinion  the  so- 
called  memorandum  is  not  in  violation  of  the  anti- 
aid  amendment.  This  amendment  (Article  XL VI, 
section  2)  in  substance  prohibits  the  grant  of  public 
funds  and  the  use  of  public  property  for  the  benefit 
of  private  institutions.  It  was  created  to  prevent 
the  appropriation  of  public  money  by  the  Common- 
wealth, its  cities  and  towns,  for  the  especial  benefit 
of  aiding  and  assisting  religious  and  educational  in- 
stitutions, most  of  which  were  sectarian  and  de- 
nominational. I  cannot  see  how  the  arrangement 
discussed  hereinbefore  between  the  library  trustees 
and  the  Harvard  authorities  can  be  said  to  violate 
this  amendment.  The  city,  through  its  trustees,  is 
not  making  a  grant  of  money  to  the  Harvard  Li- 
brary for  its  use,  nor  is  it  permitting  the  use  of  its 
property  for  the  especial  benefit  of  the  Harvard 
Library.  The  city  is  establishing  a  branch  library 
for  the  benefit  of  the  people  of  Boston.  It  is  a  par- 
ticular type  of  branch  library.  By  its  co-operation 
the  Harvard  Library  makes  the  city's  branch  a 
bigger  and  better  institution.  The  city  and  its  citi- 
zens are  the  gainers  by  the  arrangement  whereby 
the  Harvard  Library  permits  the  use  of  its  facilities 
and  equipment  by  the  people  of  Boston.  If  this 
amendment  is  to  be  construed  as  prohibiting  such 
cooperation,  then  the  ilbrary  trustees  must  aban- 
don all  its  branch  libraries  in  neighborhood  houses, 
settlement  houses,  various  club  houses,  in  com- 
munity centers,  and  in  the  various  other  private  in- 
stitutions and  organizations  whereby  their  co- 
operative efforts  and  the  use  of  their  buildings  and 
facilities  may  help  the  library  to  come  closer  to  the 
people  and  afford  a  greater  opportunity  for  the 
education  of  the  masses.  The  incidental  advantage 
and  service,  if  any,  which  the  branch  library  affords 
to  the  settlement  house,  the  community  center,  the 
local  charitable  organization,  the  local  religious  so- 
ciety and  many  other  organizations  can  hardly  re- 
quire the  construction  that  it  is  proposed  shall  be 
made  of  the  amendment  so  as  to  prohibit  their 
co-operation  with  the  Library  Department  of  the 
city.  That  the  amendment  should  not  be  so  con- 
strued may  be  readily  ascertained  by  an  examina- 
tion of  the  record,  journals  and  debates  of  the 
Constitutional  Convention,  which  framed  the 
amendment  for  submission  to  the  people.  See 
Volume  I,  Debates  of  the  Constitutional  Conven- 
tion, 1917-1918. 

I,  therefore,  advise  the  Honorable  Council  tha^ 
the  so-called  agreement  between  the  library  trus- 
tees and  the  Harvard  authorities  in  my  opinion  is 
not  illegal  nor  can  it  be  said  to  be  in  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  the  anti-aid  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  Massachusetts.

REPORT   OF   FINANCE    COMMISSION    ON 
PROPOSED    LONG    ISLAND    LOAN. 

The  following  was  received: 

Boston,  February  5,  1927. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — On  January  31,  1927,  the  Mayor 
transmitted  to  your  honorable  body  a  loan  order 
for  $1,000,000,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  new 
buildings  and  additions  to  buildings  at  the  in- 
stitutions on  Long  Island,  which  consist  of  the 
almshouse  and  the  chronic  hospital.  From  a 
communication  of  the  Institutions  Commissioner 
to  the  Mayor,  it  appears  that  it  is  proposed  to  use 
the  proceeds  of  the  loan  to  construct  additional 
men's  dormitories,  additional  wings  to  the  men's 
hospital,  and  additions  to  the  children's  buildings, 
the  nurses'  home  and  the  power,  heating  and 
lighting  plant. 

If  the  loan  is  authorized  and  the  expenditures 
are  made,  a  further  step  will  be  taken  to  commit 
the  city  to  the  policy  of  caring  for  all  its  chronic 
cases  at  Long  Island,  where  the  almshouse  and 
hospital  are  both  located. 

A  study  of  the  chronic  hospital  situation  in 
Boston  was  made  by  the  Finance  Commission  at 
the  request  of  his  Honor  at  the  beginning  of  last 
year  and  a  report  thereon  was  made,  dated  April  3, 
1926,  a  copy  of  which  is  annexed  hereto.  As  a 
result  of  this  study  the  commission  found  that  the 
proposed  hospital  building  to  be  erected  on  Parker 
Hill  in  Roxbury.  for  a  part  of  which  a  contract  had 
been  let,  would  be  expensive  both  to  build  and  to 
operate,  and  that  the  top  of  Parker  Hill  offered  a 
poor    site. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  commission  found  that 
there  existed  a  need  for  a  chronic  hospital  on  the 
mainland.  It  found  that  there  were  .many  chronic 
cases  cared  for  in  acute  hospitals  and  in  undesirable 
homes,  and  that  for  many  of  these  patients  Long 
Island  was  not  the  proper  place.  It  found  a  strong 
sentiment  in  favor  of  the  establishment  of  a  chronic 
hospital  on  the  mainland  under  the  management  of 
the  City  Hospital  trustees,  and  independent  of  the 
Long  Island  institutions.  It  found  that  this 
opinion  was  well  justified. 

Several  sites  for  such  a  hospital  on  the  mainland 
were  considered.  •  The  use  of  the  hospital  buildings 
of  the  West  Department  at  West  Roxbury  was 
suggested.  The  commission  found  that  these 
buildings  would  soon  be  vacated  by  the  Veterans' 
Hospital.  It  made  an  examination  of  them  and 
found  they  were  well  adapted  to  form  a  nucleus  of  a 
chronic  hospital  on  the  mainland  and  under  the 
direction  of  the  City  Hospital  trustees.  The 
Institutions  Department  has  attempted  to  dis- 
credit these  buildings,  but  the  report  of  Dr.  Frederic 
A.  Washburn,  Superintendent  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts General  Hospital,  annexed  to  the  chronic 
hospital  report  of  the  commission,  shows  that  they 
are  well  adapted  for  the  beginnings  of  such  a 
hospital. 

This  hospital  property  at  West  Roxbury,  even 
on  the  basis  of  the  assessed  value,  is  worth  over 
half  a  million  dollars.  When  the  Veterans' 
Hospital  moves  out  the  buildings  will  be  valueless 
unless  some  use  is  made  of  them.

and  Improve  Radio  Reception. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 

follows:  _. 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  operate  in  the  City  of 
Boston  any  apparatus  generating  or  causing  high 
frequency  oscillations  which  interfere  with  radio 
broadcast  transmission  or  receiving  apparatus, 
without  a  permit. 

2.  Those  desiring  to  operate  such  machines 
must  apply  to  wire  inspector  for  permit,  and  pay 
fifty  cents  for  permit. 

3.  Plans  and  specifications  shall  be  submitted 
for  his  approval  showing  approved  devices  installed 
or  to  be  installed  for  the  purpose  of  suppressing 
said  oscillations  which  interfere  with  reception  as 
described  in  section  1. 


4.  The  wire  inspector  is  authorized  to  inspect 
apparatus  in  premises  at  any  time  and  suggest  or 
demand  any  changes  which  he  thinks  necessary. 
Permits  are  revocable  for  cause. 

5.  For  failure  to  comply  with  this  ordinance  a 
fine  of  S100,  or  three  months  imprisonment,  may 
be  enforced. 

6.  This  regulation  shall  not  apply  to  any  sta- 
tions or  licenses  issued  by  the  United  States 
Government.

Coun.  GUILD— Mr.  President,  although  I  have 
been  in  the  past  foremost  in  opposing  on  the  floor 
of  the  Council  memorials  to  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States,  to  the  Legislature  of  Massachusetts 
and  other  bodies,  the  matter  which  I  have  now 
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brought  forward  seems  to  me  to  be  one  in  which 
the  City  of  Boston  is  so  peculiarly  interested  that 
it  is  proper  that  the  City  Council  of  Boston  should 
go  on  record  as  expressing  the  opinion  of  the  body 
to  our  representatives  in  Congress.  I  am  informed 
that  the  appropriation  bill  covering  this  item  is 
now  pending  before  the  appropriate  committee  in 
Congress,  and  it  would  seem  that  perhaps  a  little 
spur  from  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston 
would  lend  courage  which  might  be  lacking  in 
Congressmen  representing  Boston  and  Suffolk 
County,  so  that  they  would  hold  out  as  strongly 
as  possible  for  the  new  postoffice  for  Boston  to 
which  we  are  entitled.  I  move  a  suspension  of  the 
rule  and  the  passage  of  the  resolution. 

Coun.  McGRATH — Mr.  President,  I  want  to  go 
on  record  as  opposing  this  resolution,  in  order  to 
be  consistent.  We  have  opposed  practically  every 
resolution  that  has  come  in  this  year  to  memoria- 
lize Congress  or  the  Legislature  in  regard  to 
matters  before  those  bodies;  and  I  should  certainly 
feel  very  loath  to  take  action  which  might  be  con- 
sidered an  insult  to  Congressmen  Tinkham, 
Douglass  and  Gallivan,  by  urging  them  to  go  be- 
fore any  committee  of  Congress  to  get  a  new  post 
office  for  Boston.  I  feel  that  those  men  require 
no  urging  to  do  their  duty,  and  that  if  the  mem- 
bers of  this  Council  will  function  as  well  as  our 
Congressmen  from  Boston  function,  and  will  take 
care  of  their  work  in  connection  with  this  city  as 
well  as  our  Congressmen  are  taking  care  of  their 
work  in  Congress,  we  will  find  that  we  have  our- 
selves plenty  to  do  without  memorializing  our 
Congressmen  with  respect  to  matters  that  are 
pending  in  Washington.

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  the  two  orders 
which  have  just  been  read  are  supplementary  to 
my  two  orders  of  November  15  and  November 
29,  on  which  dates  I  first  advocated  the  utilization 
of  the  roof  of  the  proposed  Shawmut  Branch 
Tunnel  for  pleasure  vehicle  traffic,  at  least  from 
Park  street,  Dorchester,  to  Peabody  square,  a 
distance  of  four  fifths  of  a  mile.  In  November  I 
stated  that  the  revised  plans  for  rapid  transit  at 
these  points  called  for  the  construction  of  a  tunnel 
or  tube,  with  the  roof  of  the  subway  absolutely 
level  and  flush  with  the  adjacent  land  and  streets, 
and  sufficiently  strengthened,  at  least  at  all  inter- 
secting cross  streets,  to  permit  traffic  to  cross  the 
subway  roof  at  such  points  as  Park,  Mather, 
Lyndhurst  and  Centre  streets  and  at  Melville 
and  Welles  avenues.  In  other  words,  even  now 
there  will  admittedly  be  vehicle  traffic  directly 
across  the  subway  roof  at  all  cross  streets.  My 
two  orders  of  November  last  therefore  merely 
suggested  that  quite  consistently  with  the  present 
plan,  the  intervening  distances  along  the  subway 
roof  between  cross  streets  be  likewise  strengthened 
sufficiently  to  support  light  traffic.  I  visualized 
then  and  I  visualize  now  no  Commonwealth 
avenue  or  City  Point  Boulevard,  but  I  have 
advocated  and  now  urge  that  a  through  route  for 
pleasure  vehicles  on  this  four  thousand  foot  stretch 
is  not  only  practicable  now  but  a  necessity  for  the 
future,  supplementing  Dorchester  avenue  leading 
to  Peabody  square  on  the  one  side,  and  Washing- 
ton street  leading  through  Codman  square  on  the 
other.  Mr  Sullivan  of  the  Transit  Department 
knows  as  well  as  I  do,  and  better  than  I  do,  that 
on  a  roof  33  feet  wide,  even  without  the  use  of 
adjacent  land,  there  is  available  roadway  width  of 
at  least  30  feet,  preferably  without  sidewalks.     If 
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two  Elevated  lines  of  traffic  can  run  inside  the 
tunnel,  I  would  assume  that  two  lines  of  light 
traffic  can  easily  run  above  the  tunnel.  I  have 
now  learned,  through  sources  which  I  consider 
reliable,  that  even  the  intervening  stretches  of  the 
subway  roof  between  cross  streets  are,  or  according 
to  existing  plans  should  be,  strong  enough  to 
support  light  traffic.  I  understand  that  con- 
tractors in  estimating  the  cost  of  construction  were 
given  to  understand  that  they  would  be  permitted 
to  drive  trucks  along  the  roof  of  the  subway 
incident  to  backfill  work.  I  also  understand  that 
in  the  vicinity  of  Welles  avenue  it  is  contemplated 
that  the  Sewer  Department,  after  abandonment  of 
the  steam  railroad  and  following  construction  of 
the  tunnel,  will  necessarily  drive  its  carts  along  the 
subway  roof,  properly  to  siphon  sewer  pipes  at 
intervening  points  between  cross  streets.  I 
certainly  do  not  assume  that  the  Sewer  Depart- 
ment intends  to  utilize  private  land  for  that 
purpose.  A  full  and  fair  consideration  of  the 
proposed  roadway,  not  from  the  viewpoint  of  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company,  but  from  the 
viewpoint  of  the  people  of  this  city  and  particularly 
the  citizens  of  Dorchester,  will,  I  believe,  conclu- 
sively prove  to  all, — except  perhaps  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  officials,  past  and  present, — 
that  a  roadway  along  the  line  of  the  Shawmut 
Branch  is  no  pipe  dream,  but  a  reasonable  and 
practical  proposal  and  one  which  in  fairness  to  the 
public  at  this  time  should  be  seriously  considered 
at  once. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  I  have  fol- 
lowed tne  remarks  of  the  speaker  who  just  pre- 
ceded me  with  a  good  deal  of  interest.  Practically 
the  whole  situation  is  located  within  my  ward,  and 
I  hoped  that  he  might  have  had  some  comprehen- 
sive idea  that  would  alleviate  traffic  conditions  in 
the  neighborhood  of  Peabody  square,  Dorchester 
avenue  and  Washington  street,  as  well  as  at  the 
other  points  he  has  suggested  here.  A  study  of 
the  situation  might  possibly  reveal  that  this  pro- 
posed plan  would  hold  up  the  construction  of 
work  now  contemplated  in  connection  with  the 
rapid  transit  branch.  I  would  merely  mention  the 
fact,  without  disagreeing  with  him,  that  what  the 
people  particularly  want  in  Dorchester  is  rapid 
transit,  first,  for  the  car  rider.  Ihey  are  ready 
later,  or  even  now,  to  take  into  consideration  auto- 
mobile or  vehicular  traffic,  but  provision  for  the 
car  rider  is  the  one  crying  need.  So  I  would 
simply  ask  my  brother  to  have  the  order  referred 
to  the  Executive  Committee  so  that  we  might  have 
a  full  hearing  and  give  thorough  consideration  to 
the  matter. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  without  wish- 
ing to  take  up  too  much  time  of  the  Council  I  wish 
simply  to  briefly  call  the  attention  of  one  of  the 
other  councilors  from  Dorchester  to  the  fact  that 
this  part  of  the  line  I  have  referred  to  —  unless  he 
is  geographically  correct  —  is  at  the  lower  end  of 
Ward  17.  In  fact,  one  of  the  polling  booths  backs 
up  to  this  particular  line  of  railroad.  My  only 
point  is  this,  that  the  tunnel  excavation  is  now  be- 
ing made  and  is  partly  done.  I  do  feel  that  while 
this  plan  is  being  carried  out  the  Transit  Depart- 
ment should  seriously  consiaer  the  possibility  of 
handling  the  surface  traffic  situation.  If  that  is 
considered  done,  it  will  not  slow  the  job  down  one 
bit,  because  they  have  not  yet  reached  a  state 
where  any  of  their  work  would  have  to  be  undone 
in  this  connection.  If  Coun.  Gilbody  will  take 
a  short,  swift  walk  over  to  the  district  and  look  at 
the  situation,  I  think  he  will  be  satisfied  that 
what  I  have  said  is  correct.  To  my  mind,  the 
time  to  settle  whether  there  shall  be  a  utilization 
of  the  roof  of  the  subway  for  surface  traffic  is  now, 
when  the  excavation  is  being  made,  and  not  two 
years  after  the  tunnel  has  been  completed. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on

PARKMAN — Mr.  President,  I  am  un- 
able to  state  what  the  views  of  the  Committee  on 
Legislative  Matters  are,  as  it  has  only  been  ap- 
pointed this  afternoon  and,  I  suppose,  has  not  met. 
As  soon  as  it  meets,  I  suppose  it  will  be  qualified  to 
make  up  its  own  mind  as  to  the  position  it  should 
take. 

Coun.  DOWLING — Mr.  President,  in  answer 
to  the  gentleman  from  Ward  5  (Coun.  Parkman), 
it  seems  to  me  that  the  position  of  the  Council 
might  not  be  very  clearly  stated  or  its  interest 
might  not  be  very  well  represented  by  a  com- 
mittee appearing  on  any  of  those  matters,  under 
the  circumstances.  I  don't  know  how  a  committee 
of  five  members  of  the  City  Council  could  very 
well  represent  the  interests  of  twenty-two  members 
of  this  body  on  such  a  question  as  we  have  had 
before  us  here  for  discussion  under  a  proposed  loan 
order  to  provide  apparatus  for  the  removal  of 
snow.  I. am  not  sure  that  I  make  my  position 
clear  to  the  councilor  from  Ward  5,  because  it  is 
not  very  clear  to  myself.  But  it  seems  to  me  that 
is  the  trouble  at  this  time,  that  under  the  circum- 
stances the  position  that  the  committee  might 
undertake  to  assume,  as  representing  the  members 
of  this  Council  might  be  a  verv  hazy  one. 

Coun.  PARKMAN — Mr.  President,  I  said  in 
Executive  Committee  that  I  thought  it  was  prob- 
ably, as  a  general  rule,  very  unwise  to  allow  any 
committee  of  the  Council  to  aopear  before  a 
committee  of  the  Legislature  without  specific 
instructions  from  the  Council  as  to  the  position  it 
should  take.  But  this  matter  has  been  recom- 
mitted from  time  to  time  to  the  Committee  on 
Legislative  Matters.  In  fact,  it  was  recom- 
mitted to  the  committee  last  Monday.     The  Com- 
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mittee  on  Legislative  Matters  has  failed  to  meet 
since,  and  therefore  is  not  prepared  to  make  a 
report  to  the  Council  at  this  time.  The  act  which 
is  coming  up  for  consideration  before  the  Com- 
mittee on  Cities  Thursday  is  one  that  concerns 
the  internal  affairs  of  this  Council  more  intimately, 
perhaps,  than  any  other  legislative  business  that 
the  Massachusetts  Legislature  will  have  to  deal 
with,  and  under  the  circumstances,  with  the  short 
amount  of  time  remaining,  it  struck  me  wise,  as  I 
stated  in  executive  committee, — and  as  I  thought 
was  thoroughly  understood  there, — to  authorize 
the  Committee  on  Legislative  Matters  to  meet, 
determine  its  position  and  take  a  stand  before  the 
Committee  on  Cities  on  Thursday. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  think  the 
views  of  the  councilor  from  Ward  5  (Coun.  Park- 
man)  on  this  matter  are  in  perfect  accord  with  my 
own.  As  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Legisla- 
tive Matters  I  would  state  that  we  are  going  to 
hold  a  meeting  at  two  o'clock  on  Wednesday  here 
to  determine  what  stand  we  shall  take  on  this 
matter.  This  is  a  case  where  twelve  members 
can  lay  a  bill  on  the  table  and  then,  without  any 
action  being  taken  in  the  way  of  accepting  or 
rejecting  the  bill,  it  will  automatically  become  a 
law  after  a  period  of  days  as  we  saw  on  the  snow 
removal  order.  It  does  seem  to  me  that  the 
Council  should  be  represented  before  the  Com- 
mittee on  Cities  of  the  Massachusetts  Legislature 
at  10.30  a.  m.  Thursday.  So,  if  any  member  of  the 
Council  wishes  to  state  his  views  as  to  the  stand 
w-e  should  take,  I  would  simply  suggest  that  he 
may  do  so  at  two  o'clock  Wednesday  before  our 
committee,  and  we  will  then  be  able  to  appear 
before  the  Committee  on  Cities  Thursday  and 
state  the  views  of  the  Council  in  regard  to  the 
matter. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  I  think  I 
understand  the  situation  better  now,  and  I  hope 
that  my  inadequate  and  incoherent  remarks  may 
be  stricken  from  the  record. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  Chair  would  be 
opposed  to  that,  because  the  record  as  printed 
would  not  be  understandable  if  the  remarks  of  the 
gentleman  were  excluded. 


BOSTON   TRAFFIC  TUNNEL. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  DONOVAN,  No.  3  was 
taken  from  the  table,  viz. : 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
hereby  favors  the  enactment  by  the  General 
Court  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  of 
legislation  to  authorize  the  City  of  Boston  to  con- 
struct between  Boston  and  East  Boston  a  tunnel 
or  tunnels  for  vehicular  traffic,  and  for  the  appor- 
tionment of  the  cost  of  construction  of  said  tunnel, 
upon  the  political  subdivisions  of  the  Common- 
wealth, or  upon  the  Commonwealth. 

Coun.  DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  in  asking 
this  body  to  consider  this  resolution  at  this  time, 
I  will  simply  state  that  my  views  are  these.  This 
is  to  give  the  members  of  the  General  Court  an 
opportunity  to  study  the  advisability  of  a  vehicu- 
lar tunnel"  between  Boston  and  East  Boston. 
While  I  personally  favor  the  construction  of  a 
bridge  between  the  two  sections,  still  I  believe, 
in  order  to  be  fair  to  certain  people  who  are 
interested  in  this  matter  and  who  favor  a  tunnel 
between  the  two  sections,  that  we  should  give 
them  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  at  the  State 
House.  This  proposition  is  merely  based  upon  a 
report  submitted  by  the  Transit  Commission  when 
our  present  Mayor  was  a  member  of  it,  and  the 
Mayor  will  at  the  present  time  then  be  given  an 
opportunity  to  decide  whether  he  wants  to  enter- 
tain or  favor  a  matter  of  this  kind. 

Coun.  McGRATH — Mr.  Cnairman,  I  think  this 
is  a  matter  that  may  well  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Legislative  IViatters.  As  I  stated  last 
week,  no  matter  involving  expense  to  the  city 
can  be  considered  by  a  committee  of  the  Legisla- 
ture until  the  Boston  City  Council  and  the  Mayor 
approve  of  it.  This  reads  "That  the  Boston  City 
Council  hereby  favors  the  enactment  by  the 
General  Court  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts of  legislation  to  authorize  the  City  of 
Boston  to  construct  between  Boston  and  East 
Boston  a  tunnel  or  tunnels  for  vehicular  traffic." 
If  we  do  not  pass  some  such  resolution  as  this, 
the  matter  under  the  new  rule  of  the  Legislature 
will  have  no  standing  before  the  Legislature.  But 
this  new  rule  also  lays  a  greater  responsibility 
upon   this   body,   Mr.   President.     With   the   sig- 


nificance that  now  goes  with  our  action  upon  a 
matter  of  this  kind,  there  is  a  greater  responsibility 
laid  upon  us.  Therefore,  I  believe  that  a  matter 
of  this  sort,  because  of  its  importance  and  size, 
should  have  a  hearing  before  your  legislative  com- 
mittee of  the  Council  before  we  decide  to  take  any 
definite  stand. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  have  no  par- 
ticular animosity  to  the  idea  of  a  tunnel  or  a  bridge 
to  East  Boston,  but  I  will  frankly  admit  personally 
that  I  don't  know  whether  I  w'ould  be  in  favor  of 
the  expenditure  of  millions  of  the  public  money 
for  a  tunnel  or  a  bridge  without  giving  the  matter 
very  serious  consideration.  I  don't  know  that 
the  Legislature  knows  at  this  time  whether  it 
wants  a  tunnel  or  a  bridge,  or  what  it  may  decide. 
That  is  a  conclusion  to  which  it  can  only  arrive 
after  a  full  and  fair  hearing,  unless  the  thing  is  to 
be  decided  by  the  toss  of  a  coin,  or  something  of 
that  sort.  But,  while  I  am  not  in  a  position  per- 
sonally to  say  definitely  that  I  favor  a  tunnel 
between  Boston  and  East  Boston,  I  am  willing  to 
say  that  I  do  not  oppose  it.  I  would  certainly 
have  no  objection  to  having  the  matter  thoroughly 
and  seriously  considered.  But  I  could  not  con- 
scientiously— and  I  presume  others  in  the  Council 
feel  the  same  way — say  that  I  favor  a  tunnel, 
w-itnout  looking  into  the  matter  more  than  I  have 
been  able  to  do  up  to  this  time. 

Coun.  DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  say  that  I  am  perfectly  agreeable  to  having  this 
matter  recommitted  to  the  Committee  on  Legis- 
lative Matters.  While  as  a  member  of  the  Legis- 
lature I  personally  favored  the  erection  of  a  bridge 
and  believe  that  is  a  matter  of  vital  importance  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  and  while  tnere  is  much  to  be 
said  in  favor  of  a  tunnel  for  vehicular  traffic,  I 
think  this  is  a  matter  that  should  be  heard  before 
the  Committee  on  Legislative  Matters.  My  idea 
in  having  the  resolution  taken  from  the  table  at 
this  time  was  that  it  might  be  given  an  oppcr- 
unity  to  be  heard  by  the  Legislature  themselves 
if  it  is  favorably  considered  by  the  Committee  on 
Legislative  Matters  and  they  take  action  in  favor 
of  it.  This  bill  calls  for  the  construction  of  a 
tunnel  or  tunnels  for  vehicular  traffic  and  for  the 
apportionment  of  the  cost  of  construction  upon 
the  political  subdivisions  of  tne  Commonwealth  or 
upon  the  Commonwealth.  I  suppose  the  idea 
would  be  to  make  such  apportionment  upon  the 
surrounding  cities  and  towns.  So  the  entire 
expenditure  would  not  fall  upon  the  City  of 
Boston.  Yet,  I  believe  we  would  do  well  to 
recommit  the  resolution  to  the  Committee  on 
Legislative  Matters. 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  information.  I  would  ask  the  members  of  the 
Legislative  Committee  what  became  of  the  so- 
called  Logan  bill  before  this  year's  Legislature 
in  regard  to  either  a  vehicular  tunnel  or  a  bridge 
between  Boston  and  East  Boston? 

Coun.  DONOVAN — Mr.  President,  may  I  say 
for  the  benefit  of  the  councilor  from  Charlestown 
that  I  do  not  recall  any  occasion  when  the  Mayor 
and  the  City  Council  approved  any  proposed  bridge 
bill  or  plan  between  Boston  and  East  Boston,  yet 
these  matters  are  being  heard  at  this  time  in  the 
Legislature.  Expedition  is  evidently  the  motto 
of  the  Legislature  this  year,  and  already  the  Logan 
bill,  while  it  has  not  been  printed,  is  before  the 
Legislature  and  committee  hearings  have  been  held 
upon  it.  I  believe  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Committee 
on  Legislative  Matters  of  this  Council  to  delve  into 
these  matters  and  to  appear  there  personally  and 
state  their  position.  But,  speaking  relative  to  the 
Mayor  and  the  City  Council,  I  don't  know  that 
there  has  been  any  approval  or  support  extended 
on  behalf  of  this  city  to  the  Logan  bill. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  believe 
at  the  Legislature  the  rules  have  already  been 
suspended  on  these  matters,  and  that  hearings 
have  been  had.  Of  course,  if  there  is  to  be  a 
tunnel  proposition  put  through,  other  cities  and 
towns  benefitted  should  pay  their  proportionate 
share.  When  the  matter  was  threshed  out  in  the 
Legislature  last  year  I  was  one  of  those  who  voted 
against  it,  and  it  was  defeated  by  four  or  five  votes. 
I  do  believe  that  those  who  want  to  have  something 
of  this  sort  done  should  have  an  opportunity  to  be 
heard.  We  have  already  seen  that  thereisinfluence 
enough  there  to  suspend  the  rules,  and  that  they 
don't  have  to  come  to  the  City  Council  in  the 
matter.  I  do  believe  in  people  who  are  interested 
in  matters  of  any  sort  having  an  opportunity  to  be 
heard,  I  do  not  believe  in  giving  too  much  power  to 
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any  one  man  or  set  of  individuals  in  anything  of 
this  sort.  The  Legislature  is  there  to  redress  the 
wrongs  of  the  people.  On  one  of  these  propositions 
there  were  sufficient  votes  to  suspend  the  rules, 
but  on  the  other  proposition  there  were  not.  So 
it  is  deemed  desirable  to  get  assistance  in  the  matter 
of  having  this  thing  presented  at  the  Legislature, 
down  here.  Up  there  they  are  not  willing  to 
suspend  the  rules  on  this  proposition.  I  think  it 
is  a  great  big  problem,  that  there  are  different 
opinions  upon  it,  and  that  it  should  be  heard  on 
its  merits.  Everybody  knows  about  the  lobbying 
that  was  done  up  there  a  year  ago.  Without 
question,  we  had  the  greatest  lobbying  that  has 
been  seen  at  the  State  House  for  a  great  many 
years,  and  the  bill  was  only  defeated  after  a  great 
deal  of  hard  work.  But  the  rule  has  been  sus- 
pended up  there  on  another  branch  of  this  Boston 
and  East  Boston  matter,  and  I  believe  those 
'interested  should  have  the  same  privilege  to 
present  their  views  upon  this,  that  both  matters 
should  be  heard,  and  the  merits  presented,  if 
either  is  to  be  heard. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  for  years, 
when  the  people  of  Boston  did  not  want  some  big 
measure  to  go  across,  those  who  were  in  favor  cf  the 
measure  would  go  to  the  Massachusetts  Legislature 
and  put  it  through  regardless  of  opposition  in  the 
city.  They  have  been  trying  for  years  to  put 
through  a  highway  in  downtown  Boston  which 
would  cost  $25,000,000,  and  have  been  trying  for 
years  to  put  a  bridge  or  tunnel  across  to  East 
Boston.  One  element  have  wanted  the  thing  to  be 
paid  for  by  a  private  corporation,  and  the  other  has 
wanted  it  to  be  paid  for  by  the  City  of  Boston. 
But,  however,  it  was  to  be  done,  there  were  always 
those  who  believed  it  was  to  be  to  their  own 
advantage,  people  outside  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
who  have  pushed  it.  One  of  the  gentlemen  from 
Melrose,  for  instance,  this  year  has  introduced  a 
bill  for  a  $25,000,000  highway  in  Boston,  Boston 
to  pay  the  entire  cost.  The  Legislature  has  finally 
become  ashamed  of  that  kind  of  thing,  forcing 
Boston  to  do  and  to  pay  for  things  they  didn't 
want  to  have  done  or  to  pay  for,  and  last  year 
adopted  a  law  or  a  rule  that  unless  such  a  proposed 
order  or  bill  had  the  sanction  of  the  Mayor  or  City 
Council  it  should  not  have  any  standing  before  that 
body.  Up  to  that  time  members  here,  for  political 
reasons,  have  introduced  orders  appealing  to  the 
Legislature  to  do  this,  that  or  the  other  thing  for 
their  own  districts.     I  would  do  the  same  thing. 


But  now  when  we  introduce  an  order  here  sanction- 
ing a  thing,  we  are  putting  it  formally  before  the 
Legislature.  That  is  the  only  way  in  which  they 
can  get  it  before  them.  So,  as  I  said  last  week 
when  I  asked  unanimous  consent  to  make  a  state- 
ment, when  we  have  confronting  us  a  gigantic 
proposition  like  this,  and  when  a  suspension  of  the 
rule  is  asked  for  so  that  we  may  favor  the  thing  up 
there  at  the  State  House,  may  lend  it  our  support, 
I  believe  suspension  of  the  rule  should  not  be 
granted  until  the  project  itself  is  properly  con- 
sidered, so  that  we  may  know  whether  it  is  a  thing 
that  we  should  favor.  It  is  not  now,  as  it  has  been 
in  the  past,  simply  a  matter  of  good  fellowship  for 
some  fellow  to  put  in  this  or  that  order,  but  it 
becomes  a  matter  of  the  city  actually  lending  its 
support  and  giving  standing  to  a  bill,  and  presenting 
formally  to  the  Legislature  our  action  showing  that 
we  do  formally  support  a  bill.  Therefore,  I  believe, 
in  a  matter  of  this  size,  better  consideration  should 
be  given  by  some  committee,  after  a  sufficient 
hearing,  where  members  will  have  a  chance  to 
learn  the  facts  and  decide  whether  they  should  be 
with  it  or  oppose  it. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  under- 
stand that  Coun.   Donovan  made  a  motion  that 
this  matter  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legis- 
lative Matters.     Is  that  right? 
.     President  HEFFERNAN— Yes. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  am 
agreeable  to  that  action,  so  that  we  may  hear  the 
stories  that  may  be  told  and  act  upon  the  matter 
intelligently  in  the  committee.  Therefore,  I  trust 
that  the  councilor  wdl  press  his  motion. 

Coun.  DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  I  heartily 
coincide  with  the  views  expressed  by  Coun. 
McGrath  and  by  some  of  the  other  members  here, 
and  I  move  now,  sir,  that  this  resolution  be  re- 
committed to  the  Committee  on  Legislative 
Matters. 

The  resolution  was  recommitted  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Legislative  Matters. 


GENERAL   RECONSIDERATION.

COUNTY   OF   SUFFOLK   BUDGET. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  12,  1927. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  submit  herewith  the  budget  for 
the  County  of  Suffolk  for  the  fiscal  year  1927.  In 
past  years  it  has  been  customary  to  defer  the  sub- 
mission of  this  document  until  such  time  as  the  city 
budget  was  ready.  I  am  departing  from  this  policy 
this  year  in  order  that  your  honorable  body  may 
have  ample  time  to  study  the  estimates  and  allow- 
ances a6  herewith  submitted. 

The  allowances  as  recommended  total 
S3,492,759.31.  This  total  represents  a  reduction 
of  $169,581.51  in  the  estimates  as  originally  sub- 
mitted, and  is  $78,674.28  less  than  the  total  county 
requirements  for  1926.  I  respectfully  recommend 
the  adoption  of  this  budget  by  your  honorable 
body.

Ordered,  That  to  meet  the  current  expenses 
payable  during  the  financial  year  beginning  with 
the  first  day  of  January,  1927,  for  performing  the 
duties  and  exercising  the  powers  devolved  by 
statute  or  ordinance,  or  by  vote  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil during  the  year,  upon  the  City  of  Boston  or 
County  of  Suffolk  or  the  departments  or  officers 
thereof,  and  to  meet  their  obligations  for  interest 
on  debt,  sinking  fund  requirements  and  maturing 
debt  not  provided  for  by  sinking  fund,  the  respec- 
tive sums  of  money  specified  in  the  tables  and 
schedules  hereinafter  set  out  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  appropriated  for  the  several  departments 
and  for  the  objects  and  purposes  hereinafter 
stated. 

Ordered,  That  the  appropriations  hereinafter 
specified  be  met  out  of  the  money  remaining  in 
the  treasury  at  the  close  of  business  on  December 
31,  1926,  exclusive  of  the  money  raised  by  loan  or 
needed  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of  any 
statute,  gift,  trust  or  special  appropriation,  and 
by  the  income  of  the  financial  year  beginning 
January  1,  1927,  and  taxes  to  the  amount  of 
$3,492,759.31,  and  chat  said  amount  be  raised  by 
taxation  on  the  polls  and  estates  in  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Ordered,  That  all  sums  of  money  which  form  no 
part  of  the  income  of  the  city,  but  shall  be  paid  for 
services  rendered  or  work  done  by  any  depart- 
ment or  division  for  any  other  department  or 
division,  or  for  any  person  or  corporation  other 
than  the  City  of  Boston,  be  paid  into  the  general 
treasury,  and  that  all  contributions  made  to  any 
appropriation  be  expended  for  the  objects  and 
purposes  directed  by  the  several  contributors 
thereof. 

Ordered,  That  all  taxes  raised  to  meet  the 
appropriations  of  the  city  and  county  and  all 
taxes  assessed  for  meeting  the  city's  proportion 
of  the  state  tax  for  the  year  1927,  be  due  and 
payable  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  September,  1927; 
that  interest  shall  be  charged  on  all  taxes  re- 
maining unpaid  after  the  second  day  of  October, 
1927,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter 
59,  section  57,  of  the  General  Laws,  until  paid, 
except  the  taxes  assessed  upon  shares  of  national 
banks,  which  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  12 
per  cent  per  annum  from  the  fifteenth  day  of 
September,  1927,  until  paid;  and  that  all  interest 
which  shall  have  become  due  on  taxes  shall  be 
added  to  and  be  part  of  such  taxes. 

Ordered,  That  except  as  the  appropriation  for 
any  purpose  or  item  shall  be  increased  by  addi- 
tional appropriations  or  transfers  lawfully  made, 
no  money  shall  be  expended  by  any  department 
for  any  of  the  purposes  or  items  designated  in  the 
tables  and  schedules  hereinafter  set  out  in  excess 
of  the  amount  set  down  as  appropriated  for  such 
specific  purposes  or  item;  and  except  as  aforesaid, 
no  salary  or  wages  shall  be  paid  in  excess  of  the 
rate  specified  in  said  tables  and  schedules.

CONVEYANCE   OF   LAND,    FOREST   HILLS 
CEMETERY. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  14,  1927. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — Enclosed  please  find  an  order 
authorizing  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  to 
convey  to  the  Forest  Hills  Cemetery  6,906  square 
feet  of  land  on  Morton  street,  reserving  to  the 
City  of  Boston  the  right  to  retain  ownership  of  a 
water  pipe  now  located  on  said  6,906  square  feet, 
on  condition  that  the  said  Forest  Hills  Cemetery, 
upon  the  payment  of  819,000,  convey  to  the  City 
of  Boston  90,490  square  feet  of  land  taken  for  the 
widening  of  Morton  street  and  dismiss  a  suit 
against  the  City  of  Boston  for  damages  on  account 
of  said  taking. 

The  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  of  the  City 
of  Boston  by  a  resolve  and  order  approved  by  the 
Mayor  of  said  city  October  13,  1925,  relocated 
Morton  street,  between  near  Canterbury  street 
and  near  Morton  road.  By  this  order  90,490 
square  feet  of  land  belonging  to  the  Forest  Hills 
Cemetery  were  taken  and  about  6,906  square  feet 
of  land  or  what  was  part  of  old  Morton  street  was 
not  contained  within  the  limits  of  the  new  street 
as  relocated.  The  Board  of  Street  Commissioners 
awarded  as  damages  on  account  of  this  taking  the 
sum  of  S19.000  which  was  accepted  by  the  Forest 
Hills  Cemetery.  At  the  time  of  the  making  of 
this  award  it  was  supposed  that  the  parcel  of  land 
left  out  of  the  new  street  would  revert  to  the  Forest 
Hills  Cemetery  by  reason  of  the  relocation.  The 
Street  Commissioners  at  the  time  of  the  making  of 
the  award  understood  that  the  damages  were,  to 
cover  the  damage  to  the  fence  of  the  Forest  Hills 
Cemetery  Association  and  remaining  land  of  the 
said  cemetery,  and  the  said  association  did  not 
care  to  have  damages  for  the  value  of  the  land 
taken  but  were  willing  that  the  city  should  have 
the  land. 

When  Roxbury  was  annexed  to  Boston,  title  to 
the  fee  of  old  Morton  street  passed  to  the  City  of 


Boston.  Upon  this  relocation  of  Morton  street 
there  was  a  reverter  to  the  City  of  Boston  of  so 
much  of  old  Morton  street  as  was  situated  outside 
the  lines  of  the  new  street  to  the  City  of  Boston 
free  from  any  easement.  The  Cemetery  Associa- 
tion had  accepted  the  $19,000  award  under  the 
misunderstanding  that  the  fee  of  old  Morton  street 
outside  of  the  relocation  would  revert  to  it.  The 
cemetery  has  now  brought  suit  against  the  City  of 
Boston  asking  for  damages  occasioned  by  the 
taking. 

The  piece  of  land  which  was  originally  a  part  of 
old  Morton  street  and  which  was  left  out  of  the 
new  Morton  street  by  its  relocation  is  of  practically 
no  value  to  the  City  of  Boston  for  street  purposes. 
The  said  piece  of  land  not  being  part  of  the  high- 
way might  now  become  a  detriment  to  the  city 
because  the  city  would  be  obliged  to  maintain  it 
as  land  adjoining  a  highway.  Forest  Hills  Ceme- 
tery is  desirous  of  building  its  fence  out  to  the 
street  line  and  would  be  willing  to  dismiss  the 
above-mentioned  suit  and  accept  the  $19,000 
award  for  all  damages  occasioned  by  the  said 
taking  if  the  city  would  con\ey  to  it  for  a  nominal 
consideration  the  land  which  reverted  to  the  City 
of  Boston  on  said  relocation. 

At  the  request  of  the  Law  Department,  Mr. 
Warren  F.  Freeman  has  made  an  examination  of 
the  land  with  the  object  of  giving  the  value  of  the 
land  which  the  city  took  for  street  purposes  and 
the  value  of  the  land  which  reverted  to  the  city  by 
reason  of  the  relocation.  The  city  took  by  the 
above-mentioned  taking  for  street  purposes 
90,490  square  feet  of  land,  which  Mr.  Freeman 
values  at  20  per  cent  per  square  foot,  making  the 
value  of  said  land  $18,094.  By  reason  of  the  re- 
location above  referred  to  6,906  square  feet  of 
land  reverted  to  the  City  of  Boston,  which  Mr. 
Freeman  valued  at  20  cents  per  square  foot,  mak- 
ing the  valuation  of  said  land  $1,381.20. 

Taking  into  consideration,  therefore,  the  mis- 
understanding of  the  parties  at  the  time  of  the 
original  settlement,  I  think  that  it  will  be  a  fair 
thing  for  the  city  to  convey  the  6,906  square  feet 
to  the  Forest  Hills  Cemetery  in  accordance  with 
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the  terms  of  the  enclosed  order,  and  I  recommend 
the  passage  of  the  said  order.

Dear  Sir, — At  the  meeting  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee of  Monday,  February  7,  1927,  the  Board 
took  up  for  further  consideration  the  communica- 
tion from  the  superintendent  submitted  to  the 
School  Committee  at  the  meeting  of  January  10, 
1927,  in  reply  to  the  order  passed  by  the  City 
Council  on  November  29,  1926,  requesting  the 
School  Committee,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  taking  land  at  the 
corner  of  Charles  street,  Charles  Street  place,  and 
Schoolhouse  court,  Charlestown,  for  school  exten- 
sion purposes. 

At  this  recent  meeting  of  the  committee  a  com- 
munication was  received  from  the  Director  of 
School  Hygiene  in  response  to  the  request  of  the 
School  Committee  that  the  director  report  to  the 
committee  nis  opinion  as  to  the  necessity  of  taking 
the  land  in  question  in  the  interest  of  the  health  of 
the  school  children. 

The  Director  of  School  Hygiene,  Dr.  John  A. 
Ceconi,  reports  that  the  Rand  <fe  Byam  Soap  Com- 
pany factory,  located  on  the  land  in  question,  has 
been  in  existence  since  1816;  that  up  to  thirty  years 
ago  an  offensive  odor  or  an  effluvium  was  popularly 
supposed  to  be  a  deadly  emanation  which  produced 
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communicable  disease  and  ill  health;  that  for  over 
a  score  of  years  the  science  of  public  health  has  been 
leaching  that  these  factors  are  not  demonstrable 
detriments  to  health;  and  finally,  the  Director  of 
School  Hygiene  is  of  the  opinion  that  this  is  not  a 
health  problem  affecting  the  school  children;  that, 
if  anything,  the  factory  is  a  nuisance;  and  if  it  is  a 
public  health  nuisance,  the  only  department  that 
can  function  in  the  abatement  of  such  nuisance  is 
the  local  health  department. 

The  report  of  the  Director  of  School  Hygiene 
was  accepted.  The  report  of  the  superintendent 
of  Schools  was  likewise  accepted  and  a  copy  ordered 
sent  to  the  City  Council  as  the  committee's  reply- 
to  the  order  passed  November  29,  1926.

To  the  School  Committee: 

At  the  meeting  of  the  School  Committee  of 
Deceniber  t),  there  was  referred  to  the  superin- 
tendent an  order  passed  by  the  City  Council  on 
November  29,  1926,  requesting  the  School  Com- 
mittee, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  consider 
the  advisability  of  taking  land  at  the  corner  of 
Charles  street,  Charles  Street  place  and  School- 
house  court,  Charlestown  District,  for  school 
extension  purposes. 

At  the  request  of  the  superintendent,  the  Board 
of  Apportionment  gave  careful  consideration  to  this 
request  of  the  City  Council,  and  reported  to  the 
superintendent  that  in  its  opinion  it  is  inadvisable 
to  recommend  the  purchase  of  this  property,  since 
there  are  other  more  urgent  needs  for  which  appro- 
priation should  be  made.  There  has  recently  been 
acquired  for  the  pupils  of  the  Bunker  Hill  and 
Thomas  Starr  King  Schools  playground  area 
amounting  to  9,863  square  feet.  This,  in  addition 
to  about  5,000  square  feet  recently  transferred  from 
the  Park  Department,  makes  a  total  of  newly- 
acquired  area  of  14,863  square  feet.  Further- 
more, the  School  Committee  has  in  contemplation 
the  erection  soon  of  a  large  central  intermediate 
school  in  Charlestown.  This  building,  when  com- 
pleted, will  relieve  all  the  other  districts  of  their 
seventh,  eighth  and  ninth  grades.  At  that  time 
it  is  quite  likely  that  the  Thomas  Starr  King  build- 
ing, which  is  very  old  and  which  adjoins  the  Bunker 
Hill  School  will  be  abandoned,  and  thus  adequate 
play  space  will  be  provided  for  the  pupils. 

The  superintendent  concurs  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Board  of  Apportionment,  and  recommends  that  a 
copy  of  this  communication  be  sent  to  the  City 
Council  as  the  School  Committee's  reply  to  the 
order  passed  bv  the  City  Council  on  November 
29,  1926,

Ordered,  That  a  committee  of  three  members 
of  the  City  Council  be  appointed  to  conduct  an 
investigation  into  the  speculation  in  theater  and 
moving  picture  house  tickets  in  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, and  to  submit  a  report  to  the  City  Council 
with  such  recommendations  as  the  committee 
may  deem  warranted.

LEASE   OF   ELM  WOOD    STREET 
GYMNASIUM. 

Coun.  McGRATH,  for  the  Committee  on 
Public  Lands,  submitted  a  report  on  the  order 
transmitted  by  the  Mayor  (referred  January  31) 
authorizing  the  Mayor  for  the  city  to  execute 
and  deliver  to  James  J.  Mahoney  Roxbury  Post, 
Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  No.  457,  a  lease  of 
building  commonly  known  as  the  Elmwood  Street 
Gymnasium,  on  Elmwood  street  in  the  Roxbury 
district,  formerly  used  as  a  gymnasium,  said 
lease  to  run  for  a  term  of  five  years  beginning 
November  1,  1926,  the  premises  to  be  used  for 
Post  headquarters,  etc., — that  the  same  ought  to 
pass. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to   ask  the   chairman   of  the   committee  one 
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question  with  reference  to  that'  order.  Is  that 
building  used  for  political  purposes,  for  meetings 
at  election  time? 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  cannot 
answer  that  question,  but  probably  Coun.  Ward 
can  do  so  for  me. 

Coun.  WARD — That  building  is  used  on  elec- 
tion days  as  a  precinct  polling  place. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  my 
purpose  in  rising  is  this.  During  the  past  three 
or  four  years  it  has  become  quite  a  fad  in  this  city 
to  turn  over  our  public  buildings  to  organizations 
for  the  sum  of  SI,  and  we  then  find  at  about 
election  time,  when  there  is  a  call  to  use  those 
buildings  for  public  meetings  and  rallies,  that  they 
have  been  set  aside  to  certain  citizens  for  these 
particular  purposes  and  are  not  available.  There- 
fore, in  some  cases  you  have  to  go  to  the  extreme 
ends  of  the  ward  to  get  places  where  the  citizens 
can  meet.  In  the  ward  where  I  reside  we  find 
that  now  we  are  even  without  a  public  building 
to  hold  political  rallies  or  meetings  in.  That  was 
my  reason  for  rising  at  this  time  to  find  out  the 
facts  in  this  case.  I  think  in  all  such  leases  there 
should  be  a  clause  to  the  effect  that  when  political 
organizations  or  candidates  for  office  desire  to  use 
the  buildings  for  rallies  or  meetings,  they  should 
be  allowed  to  do  so,  because  many  times  we  find 
that  such  buildings,  erected  for  just  such  purposes, 
so  that  citizens  may  liave  an  opportunity  to 
assemble  peacefully  for  meetings  interesting  them 
at  any  time,  are  not  available  because  of  just  such 
action  as  it  is  proposed  that  we  take  here  today. 
We  often  find  ourselves  unable  to  hold  public 
meetings,  possibly  in  protest  against  something 
that  concerns  the  public,  and  have  to  hire  a  hall. 
I  think  in  all  the  leases  from  now  on  a  clause  should 
be  included  that  at  election  times  or  other  times 
when  meetings  of  the  citizens  might  properly  be 
held,  they  may  not  find  such  buildings  closed  to 
them,  buildings  that  the  citizens  have  paid  for. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  if  the  coun- 
cilor will  offer  an  amendment  to  that  effect,  I  should 
be  perfectly  willing  to  have  the  amendment  in- 
cluded in  the  order. 

Coun.  GREEN— Mr.  President,  I  think  it 
would  be  better  to  have  the  order  recommitted, 
and  I  make  a  motion  to  that  effect. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  in  regard  to  this 
special  order  reported  by  the  committee,  let  me 
say  that  the  Elmwood  Street  Gymnasium,  as  it 
was  formerly  called,  was  used  simply  as  a  basket- 
ball court  but  since  such  activities  have  been 
transferred  to  the  Cabot  Street  Bath  House  there 
has  been  no  use  for  the  Elmwood  Street  Gymna- 
sium. I  believe  the  only  day  in  the  year  when  the 
city  uses  this  building  is  on  election  day.  when  it 
is  used  as  a  precinct  booth. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  right 
there, — I  understand  the  councilor  to  say  that  it 
was  only  used  for  basketball  purposes.  An 
opportunity  to  play  basketball  is  a  crying  need  in 
this  city  today.  It  would  seem  that  the  young- 
men  there  are  now  deprived  of  the  use  of  the  build- 
ing for  basketball,  which  has  become  one  of  our 
leading  winter  indoor  sports.  One  of  the  main 
reasons  today  why  many  of  our  young  men  are 
spending  their  time  in  State's  Prison,  in  Charles- 
town  or  Concord,  is  that  they  have  had  no  place 
to  go  for  amusement  and  recreation  other  than 
the  street  corners.  I  believe  the  Elmwood  street 
building  is  a  long  distance  from  Cabot  street.  I 
think  this  is  in  Coun.  Freeley's  district,  and  if 
this  building  is  abandoned,  the  boys  will  have 
just  so  much  less  opportunity  to  play  basketball 
or  indulge  in  indoor  sports.  I  think  this  order 
should  be  very  carefully  considered,  looked  into. 

Coun.  FREELEY— Mr.  President,  while  the 
Elmwood  street  building  has  in  the  past  occa- 
sionally been  used  for  basketball,  I  understand 
that  it  was  never  very  well  fitted  for  that  purpose, 
and  that  conditions  are  much  better  in  the  Cabot 
street  building,  which  is  not  such  a  long  distance 
away.  I  might  say  that  the  Roxbury  Post  of 
Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  has  been  using  the  build- 
ing for  the  past  five  years,  and  I  doD't  know  why 
there  should  be  objection  at  the  present  time  when 
it  is  proposed  that  the  Legion  be  given  an  oppor- 
tunity to  use  it.  I  think  this  lease  should  be 
granted,  without  any  question. 

Coun.  WARD— Mr.  President,  I  would  say  that 
this  Elmwood  Street  Gymnasium  happens  to  be  in 
my  district,  and  that  it  is  not  the  most  appro- 
priate place  in  the  world  for  men  and  boys  to  go 
for  games.  Such  activities  in  the  district  are  now 
centering  in  the  Cabot  Street  Bath  House,  which 


is  properly  fitted  up  for  that  sort  of  thing  and  is 
easy  to  get  to.  I  don't  know  of  any  people  who 
care  to  utilize  the  Elmwood  street  building  for  a 
meeting  place.  I  know  personally  that  I  have 
always  been  interested  in  politics,  and  I  know, 
when  it  comes  to  holding  public  meetings,  that 
there  are  five  or  six  other  places  where  the  people 
of  the  district  would  rather  go  than  to  the  Elm- 
wood street  building.  It  is  out  of  the  way.  There 
are  never  any  rallies  at  the  Elmwood  Street 
Gymnasium,  so  I  don't  think  there  can  be  any 
controversy  over  that  question. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  want 
my  position  to  be  correctly  understood.  Having 
had  to  consider  and  deal  with  this  question  of 
places  for  rallies  in  different  parts  of  the  city  for 
the  last  few  years,  I  will  simply  say  that  we  have 
found  ourselves  up  against  this  proposition,  not 
only  in  my  own  ward  but  in  different  sections  of 
the  city,  that  the  public  buildings  were  being  used 
for  the  benefit  of  different  posts  or  organizations 
and  that  the  people  in  general  have  been  deprived 
of  their  right  to  use  such  buildings  for  public 
meeting  places.  In  my  own  district  we  find  the 
buildings  absolutely  closed  against  them.  When 
the  councilor  spoke  of  the  only  use  for  the  place 
being  for  basketball,  the  situation  of  many  of  the 
boys  in  my  section  immediately  occurred  to  my 
mind.  I  know  how  hard  it  is  to  get  places  for 
that  sort  of  thing  and  how  hard  it  is  for  boys 
interested  in  such  sports  to  get  a  place  where  they 
can  indulge  in  them  today.  Even  the  public 
parks  are  taken  up  by  the  so-called  professionals 
and  the  boys  have  no  opportunity.  I  was  simply 
speaking  in  their  interests,  as  they  have  no  oppor- 
tunities today  as  they  should  have  for  indulging 
in  such  sports,  and  the  citizens  around  election 
time  do  not  have  the  chance  they  should  to  avail 
themselves  of  such  buildings  for  public  meetings. 
In  the  matter  of  sports,  everything  is  being  com- 
mercialized, and  when  that  order  was  read  I 
simply  wanted  to  find  out  if  it  meant  that  that 
place  could  no  longer  be  used  for  such  uses  as  I 
have  suggested,  as  a  public  building.  Therefore, 
it  occurred  to  me  that  a  provision  might  be  put  in 
the  lease  that  at  election  times  at  least  it  might 
be  used  for  public  rallies  and  meetings. 

The  motion  to  recommit  was  declared  lost. 

Report  accepted,  order  given  its  first  reading 
and  passage,  yeas  19,  nays  0.

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  my 
purpose  in  offering  that  order  is  to  request  the 
Corporation  Counsel,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  answer  those  two  questions,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  an  opinion  has  already  been  rendered  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Libraries.  In  order 
that  the  matter  may  be  intelligently  discussed  here 
or  before  the  committee,  it  will  be  necessary  to  get 
the  information  requested  in  the  order  I  have 
offered.  I  do  not  desire  to  take  up  the  matter 
until  I  have  an  understanding  of  it  such  as  may  be 
obtained  from  an  answer  to  the  questions  I  have 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  I  move  that  the 
Order  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee.

HEALTH   UNIT   IN   ROXBURY. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  trustees  of  the  George  Robert 
White  Fund  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
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Mayor,  to  consider  the  establishment  and  mainte- 
nance of  a  health  unit  in  Roxbury. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President.  I  rise  to  speak 
on  this  order  because  our  president  is  now  a  mem- 
ber of  the  George  Robert  White  Fund  Board. 
I  want  to  call  the  attention  of  the  President, 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  and  the  members  of  the  City 
Council  to  the  fact  that  Roxbury  is  today  repre- 
sented in  the  City  Council  by  five  members. 
Coun.  Bush  represents  a  large  section  of  it;  Coun. 
Ward  represents  a  large  section;  Coun.  Freeley 
represents  another  section,  Coun.  Englert  another, 
and  there  is  a  section  of  Roxbury  that  I  represent. 
Roxbury,  to  my  mind,  has  more  suffering  than 
perhaps  any  other  section  of  the  city,  with  the 
possible  exception  of  the  North  End.  The  North 
End  has  a  health  unit,  East  Boston  has  one,  and 
South  Boston  is  now  having  one  erected.  I 
hope,  therefore,  Mr.  President,  when  there  is 
future  discussion  in  reference  to  this  matter  in 
that  honorable  board,  you  will  take  it  up  and 
advise  the  Board  that  Roxbury,  with  a  population 
of  about  95,000,  has  not  a  health  unit,  whereas 
these  other  sections  have.  I  do  not  speak  because 
I  hare  a  desire  necessarily  to  have  a  health  unit 
placed  in  my  particular  ward,  but  I  believe  that  the 
five  councilors  from  Roxbury  could  very  well  get 
together  and  agree  upon  a  place  for  such  a  unit 
which  will  be  agreeable  to  all  concerned. 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President,  I  disagree  with 
the  councilor  who  has  just  taken  his  seat.  I 
don't  think  there  is  any  more  suffering  in  the 
Roxbury  district  than  there  is  in  my  humble 
district  and  I  hope,  you,  Mr.  President,  sitting 
on  that  Board  as  President  of  the  Boston  City 
Council,  when  you  are  acting  as  a  trustee  of  the 
George  Robert  White  Fund,  will  do  so  with  an 
open  mind. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  about  ten 
months  ago  I  placed  a  similar  order  before  this 
body,  which  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule,  and  I  spoke  with  some  of  the  members  of  the 
George  Robert  White  Fund  Board,  including  our  . 
ex-president,  who  at  the  time  was  a  member  of 
that  Board.  I  then  pointed  out  to  him,  as  I 
intend  to  point  out  to  our  present  President, 
the  necessity  of  placing  a  health  unit  in  Ward  9. 
Certainly  there  should  be  such  a  unit  in  Roxbury 
because,  as  Coun.  Dowd  has  stated,  Roxbury 
contains  probably  the  biggest  population  of  any 
section  of  the  city  at  the  present  time.  There 
is  no  part  of  the  City  of  Boston  with  a  more  con- 
gested population,  and  I  hope  the  matter  may  be 
taken  up  by  you  personally,  Mr.  President,  out- 
side of  the  Council  meeting,  impressing  upon  the 
other  members  of  that  Board  the  necessity  of  a 
health  unit  in  that  district. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  while  I  have  no 
objection  to  the  councilor's  order,  myself,  and 
while  I  also  feel  that  perhaps  a  health  unit  might 
be  of  great  benefit  to  the  Roxbury  district,  we 
must  not  forget  that  the  George  Robert  White 
Fund  provides  only  for  the  building  of  a  health 
unit  and  not  for  its  maintenance.  The  main- 
tenance has  to  come  out  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
Besides  we  in  Roxbury  are  within  a  short  distance 
of  the  City  Hospital,  and  it  is  not  very  difficult  to 
get  there,  as  far  as  the  health  of  the  people,  children 
or  adults,  is  concerned.  I  don't  think  a  health 
unit  should  be  constructed  out  of  that  fund  in 
that  section. 

Coun.  DOWD— Mr.  President,  I  realize  full  well 
that  the  upkeep  of  projects  constructed  through 
the  George  Robert  White  Fund  is  tremendous, 
but  I  very  much  question  Coun.  Bush's  state- 
ment that  it  is  not  difficult  to  go  from  our  section 
to  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  and  his  feeling  that 
a  health  unit  is  not  necessary  in  our  district.  I 
certainly  very  much  disagree  with  the  councilor 
on  the  matter  of  the  necessity  of  such  a  health 
unit.  If  I  remember  rightly,  both  councilors 
Bush,  Dowd  and  myself,  in  fact  all  the  councilors 
from  Roxbury,  pledged  ourselves  when  we  were 
going  before  the  people,  to  work  hand  in  hand  to 
bring  a  clinic  to  Roxbury,  through  the  George 
Robert  White  Fund. 

The  order  was  passed.

PURCHASE  OF  ELEVATED  STRUCTURES. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  DOWD,  No.  3  on  the 
calendar  was  taken  from  the  table,  viz.: 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
favors  the  plan  proposed  by  former  representative 
Luke  D.  Mullen  of  Charlestown  calling  for  the 
purchase  of  the  elevated  structures,  their  removal 
and  the  substitution  of  subway  or  tunnel  trans- 
portation. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  now  move  you, 
sir,  that  the  words  "proposed  by  former  Repre- 
sentative Luke  D.  Mullen  of  Charlestown "  be 
stricken  from  the  resolve,  and  that  the  following 
words  be  inserted,  "as  outlined  in  Senate  Bill 
No.  7."  I  simply  want  to  say,  in  moving  that 
amendment,  I  offer  it  at  the  personal  solicitation 
of  former  Representative  Luke  D.  Mullen  of 
Charlestown.  He  feels  that  the  reference  here 
should  be  to  Senate  Bill  No.  7,  and  that  it  should 
not  be  referred  to  as  his  own  personal  bill. 

Coun.  Dowd's  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the 
order  as  amended  was  passed.

3.  Report  on  order  (referred  today)  requesting 
the  Park  Commission  and  the  City  Planning 
Board,  through  the  Mayor,  to  make  a  compre- 
hensive study  and  report  to  the  City  Council  as  to 
the  advisability  of  taking  land  in  the  various  sec- 
tions of  the  city,  where  dilapidated  structures  now 
stand,  to  be  used  for  mothers'  rests  and  playgrounds 
for  small  children — that  the  same  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Parks  and  Playgrounds.

FINANCE   REPORTS. 

Conn.  GREEN,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  order  transmitted  by  the  Mayor 
(referred  January  17.)  for  a  loan  of  $1,000,000  for 
highways,  making  of,  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  393  of  the  Acts  of  1905 — that  the  same 
ought  to  pass. 

The  question  came  on  accepting  the  report. 

Coun.  DONOVAN — Mr.  President,  is  there  a 
list,  of  the  streets  affected  by  this  million  dollar 
appropriation? 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President,  I  might  say 
for  the  information  of  the  gentleman  who  has  just 
taken  his  seat  that  the  Committee  on  Finance  when 
they  met  invited  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Street  Commissioners  before  the  committee  as  well 
as  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  and  both  of 
those  gentlemen  at  that  time  stated  their  program 
for  the  coming  year.  Every  member  of  the  com- 
mittee was  satisfied.  The  chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Street  Commissioners  informed  me  that  if  any 
member  of  the  Council  wished  to  appear  before 
the  commission,  he  would  submit  the  program  for 
1927  for  his  approval  or  disapproval.  But  lie 
said  that  every  section  of  the  city  was  going  to  be 
considered.  I  might  say  that  the  million  dollars 
will  be  equitably  divided. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  was 
passed,  yeas  18,  nays  0. 

2.  Report  on  order  transmitted  by  the  Mayor 
(referred  January  10)— for  a  loan  of  $1,000,000 
for  sewerage  works — that  the  same  ought  to  pass- 

Coun.  McMAHON — Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  ask  the  President  where  that  million  dollar 
sewerage  program  happens  to  be? 

Coun.  GREEN— Mr.  Chairman,  the  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Works  explained  himself  on  that 
matter  very  thoroughly  before  our  committee. 
It  has  to  do  with  the  construction  of  new  streets. 
Of  course,  where  we  have  new  streets,  we  need 
new  sewers,  and  it  will  cost  a  million  dollars  to  put 
those  sewers  in  the  new  streets. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was 
passed,  yeas  18,  nays  I). 


SOLDIERS'    RELIEF. 

Coun.  ENGLERT,  for  the  Committee  on  Sol- 
diers' Relief,  submitted  report  recommending  pas- 
sage of  order  for  payment  of  aid  to  soldiers  and 
sailors  and  their  families  in  City  of  Boston  for 
month  of  February,  1927. 

Report  accepted;  said  order  passed. 


COMMITTEE    ON    RULES. 

Coun.  LYNCH,  for  the  Committee  on  Rules, 
submitted  -the  following: 

1.  Report  on  the  order  (referred  February  7) 
for  the  appointment  of  a  committee  of  at  least 
three  members  of  the  Council  to  investigate  the 
advisability,  practicability  and  additional  expense, 
if  any,  of  constructing  a  roadway  for  pleasure 
vehicles  over  and  along  the  tunnel  and  areaway 
of  the  Shawmut  Branch  extension  of  the  Cam- 
bridge Tunnel,  from  Geneva  avenue  or  Park  street 
to  Peabody  square — that  the  same  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;   said  order  passed. 

2.  Report  on  order  (referred  February  7)  that 
Rule  24  of  the  Rules  of  the  City  Council  be 
amended  by  inserting  the  following  standing  com- 
mittee, Committee  on  Public  Safety,  to  consist  of 
five  members  of  the  City  Council — that  the  same 
ought  to  pass. 

Coun.  LYNCH — Mr.  President,  the  committee 
also  recommends  that  this  Committee  on  Public 
Safety  be  increased  from  five  to  seven  members, 
and  I  offer  that  amendment  to  this  order. 

The  order  was  amended  by  striking  out  the  word 
"five"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word 
''seven,"  and  the  report  was  accepted,  and  the 
order  as  amended  was  passed. 


LISTENING  IN  ON  TELEPHONES. 
Coun.  McGRATH  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  author- 
ized, in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  to  petition  the  Massachusetts  Legislature 
during  its  present  term,  for  legislation  to  strike  out 
section  102  of  chapter  272  of  the  General  Laws  of 
1921,  whicn  reads  "the  three  preceding  sections" 
(99,  100,  and  101)  "shall  not  apply  to  a  corpora- 
tion subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  department 
of  public  utilities  of  the  Commonwealth  or  to  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  interstate  commerce  commis- 
sion, or  to  the  employees  of  any  such  corporation 
while  engaged  in  the  conduct  of  its  business." 

Coun.  McGRATH — Mr.  President,  my  reason 
for  introducing  this  order  at  this  time,  calling  upon 
the  Mayor  to  petition  the  Legislature,  on  behalf  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  strike  out  section  102  of 
chapter  272  of  the  General  Laws  of  1921,  is  that 
I  was  advised  in  the  State  House,  when  I  made 
inquiry  of  those  in  authority,  in  order  not  to 
establish  the  dangerous  precedent  of  having  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  or  of  the  City 
Council  in  the  various  cities  petition  the  Legis- 
lature without  the  support  of  the  Mayor,  it  was 
well  to  have  the  Mayor  himself  petition  the  Legis- 
lature for  necessary  legislation.  I  take  the  official 
stand  I  do  upon  this  matter  at  this  time  in  order 
to  settle  the  controversy  that  has  been  going  on 
here  for  the  last  few  weeks.  Some  three  weeks 
ago  I  accused  the  New  England  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company  of  listening  in  on  telephones. 
Instead  of  merely  making  the  customary  accusa- 
tion, in  a  general  way,  I  named  the  place  where 
the  listening  in  was  taking  place,  I  named  the 
man  in  whose  office  it  was  occurring,  and  I  named 
the  girl  who  had  charge  of  the  listening  in.  I  also 
referred  to  the  voltmeters  used  for  listening  in 
purposes  and  for  no  other  purpose.  Up  to  date 
those  whom  I  accuse  of  listening  in  have  not 
answered.  A  good  many  officials  of  the  telephone 
company  have  been  much  disturbed,  and  state- 
ments have  been  made  in  the  press  as  emanating 
from  them,  but  their  names  have  not  been  given, 
as  they  apparently  did  not  dare  to  stand  back  of 
the  statements  refuting  the  charges  that  were 
made;  and  up  to  date  Mr.  Hannigan,  the  man 
whom  I  accused  of  listening  in  on  my  telephone 
and  on  your  telephone,  President  Heffernan,  has 
not  come  forward  to  deny  the  charge  In  order 
to  show  how  far  they  will  go  in  interesting  them- 
selves in  the  political  field,  let  me  state  to  you 
another  concrete  instance.  Some  years  ago  in 
the  town  of  Milton  there  was  a  fight  for  a  seat  in 
the  Massachusetts  Senate.  Mr.  Franklin  L.  Cod- 
man,  who  had  been  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  here,  was  a  candidate  for  the  Senate, 
and  running  against  him  was  a  Mr.  Pierce,  a 
member  of  the  Walter  Baker  concern  in  Dorchester. 
A  Mr.  John  Murray,  who  now  holds  a  responsible 
position  with  the  telephone  company,  went  out  to 
the  Pierce  place  in  Milton,  and  put  Mr.  Pierce's 
line  up,  and  every  night  the  private  conversation 
between  Mr.  Pierce  and  others  was  listened  in  on 
by  Murray,  under  authorization  of  members  of 
the  telephone  concern,  with  the  result  that  when 
anything  whatever  was  planned  in  the  interest  of 
his  candidacy  it  was  upset,  and  Mr.  Pierce  does 
not  know  to  this  day  why  he  was  defeated  for  a 
seat  to  which  he  was  entitled  and  which  he  could 
have  had  if  he  had  had  a  fair  opportunity  to  win 
it.  He  was  defeated  for  the  Massachusetts  Senate 
by  Mr.  Codman  because  the  telephone  company 
sold  the  information  thus  obtained  through  the 
services  of  their  employee,  Mr.  Murray,  and 
because  of  the  fact  that  the  service  was  meddled 
with  in  that  way  Mr.  Pierce,  instead  of  getting 
the  service  that  he  should  have,  that  he  paid  for, 
was  robbed.  There  is  a  concrete  instance,  and  let 
Mr.  Murray  today  deny  that,  and  also  let  Mr. 
Hannigan  deny  what  has  been  said  about  his 
actions  in  that  connection.  If  such  an  accusa- 
tion were  made  concerning  me,  Mr.  President,  and 
I  were  innocent,  I  would  deny  it.  I  have  accused 
Mr.  Hannigan  and  Mr.  Murray,  and  now  let  them 
come  forward,  sir,  and  deny  that  they  are  listening 
in  or  have  been  listening  in  on  your  line,  sir,  or- 
on  my  line,  or  other  lines.  I  made  complaint  to 
the  proper  source,  the  Department  of  Public  Utili- 
ties, through  Mr.  O'Brien,  and  he  conies  back 
with  a  letter  that  says  the  law  of  1921  specifically 
exempts — and  he  underlines  the  provision — "any 
corporation  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Utilities."  I  have  no  quarrel 
with    Mr.    O'Brien.      I    know  him   well   and   think 
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very  highly  of  him,  and  I  don't  want  to  have  this 
construed  as  a  dispute  between  myself  and  Mr. 
O'Brien,  because  I  want  to  thank  him  for  the 
prompt  attention  he  gave  to  my  charge  of  listening 
in.  But,  of  course,  by  the  time  that  the  charges 
were  taken  up  by  Mm  the  whole  thing  was  so  well 
known  that  the  cause  of  complaint  was  removed 
for  the  time  being.  I  do,  however,  wish  to  put 
into  the  record  something  that  I  wish  to  stand  for 
all  time,  something  that  will  raise  the  matter  above 
a  mere  dispute  between  myself  and  any  other 
individual  in  Boston,  and  I  will  then  leave  it  to 
I  lie  members  of  this  body  and  to  the  citizens  of 
Boston  to  decide  on  the  facts  as  presented  whether 
the  law  is  as  it  should  be,  and  whether  they  think 
i  hat  any  individuals  or  corporations  are  bigger 
than  the  law.  Early  in  1921,  on  the  14th  day  of 
January,  there  was  a  bill  introduced  into  the 
Legislature,  known  as  House  Bill  350,  which 
specifically  prevented  any  one  with  a  dictaphone, 
dictograph,  telephone  or  telegraph,  from  tapping 
a  wire.  You,  Mr.  President,  know  something 
about  legislation,  and  so  do  other  members  of  this 
body,  and  I  now  wish  to  submit  three  pages  setting 
forth  the  process  and  the  steps  which  that  matter 
took,  until  in  May,  1920,  it  was  enacted  into  law, 
with  ever}'  tooth  in  the  law  taken  out.  I  don't 
think  in  the  history  of  legislation  in  this  state  you 
can  find  a  bill  that  took  so  long  to  go  through  and 
has  so  many  amendments  nullifying  the  purpose 
of  the  bill  itself.  And  so  I  am  going  to  submit 
this  record  to  the  stenographer  so  that  it  will 
appear  as  a  matter  of  record  in  our  proceedings. 
As  I  say,  the  bill  as  originally  introduced,  House 
No.  350  of  1920,  was  one  thing,  and  the  bill_a- 
finally  changed  and  amended,  in  House  No.  lo77, 
was  a  very  different  thing.  The  bill  as  introduced 
provided  that  whoever,  "except  when  authorized 
by  written  permission  of  the  Attorney  General  of 
the  Commonwealth,  whether  on  his  own  account 
or  as  the  servant  or  agent  of  another,  permits  or 
acquiesces  in  the  installing  of  any  device  or  arrange- 
ment, or  the  tapping  of  any  wire,  with  intent  to 
divulge  information  concerning  any  official  matter 
or  to  injure  another,  shall  be  punished  by  imprison- 
ment for  not  more  than  two  years  or  by  a  fine  of 
not  more  than  S},000  or  by  both  such  fine  anl 
imprisonment."  And  the  bill  specifically  stated 
what  it  meant  to  injure  another  and  what  it 
meant  by  the  device  that  might  be  used.  It  said 
that  "'device'  shall  mean  and  include  within  this 
meaning  any  mechanical,  electrical  or  other  appa- 
ratus or  contrivance  for  the  transmission  or  record- 
ing of  spoken  words,  and  including  the  instru- 
ments commonly  known  as  a  telephone,  dictograph, 
and  dictaphone." 

It  said  that  "'injure'  shall  mean  and  include 
within  this  meaning  any  act  tending  to  vex, 
annoy,  harass,  harm  or  expose  any  person  to 
ridicule,  contempt,  hatred  or  disgrace." 

That,  sir,  was  the  intent  of  the  original  bill. 
But  somewhere  along  the  line,  although  originally 
everyone  in  Massachusetts  was  included  in  the 
penalty  under  this  bill,  so  that  if  guilty  of  this 
offence  he  could  be  sent  to  jail  for  a  period  of  two 
years  or  fined  S1.000,  or  both,  if  the  tapping  of 
the  wire  was  for  the  purpose  of  getting  informa- 
tion concerning  official  matter  or  tc  injure  another, 
in  the  final  event  that  applied  under  the  law  to 
everyone,  sir,  except  the  telephone  company  or 
its  agents.  Ihat  is,  the  last  section  of  House 
Xo.  1577  included  this  provision  which  is  now  sec- 
tion 102  of  Chapter  272: 

'  'This  act  shall  not  apply  to  a  corporation 
suoject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Utilities  of  tflis  Commonwealth  or  to  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission, nor  shall  it  apply  to  the  emploj-ees  of 
any  suen  corporation  while  engaged  in  the  conduct 
of  its  business." 

So  that  the  only  ones  who  under  the  law  in 
Massachusetts  can  listen  in  on  your  phone  or  my 
phone,  Mr.  President,  and  get  information  con- 
cerning any  official  matter  or  information  that  will 
injure  us  are  the  New  England  Telephone  Com- 
pany and  its  employees.  In  closing,  let  me 
submit  this  to  you.  If  they  are  sincere  in  their 
protestations  that  they  do  not  listen  in,  tney  will 
not  even  make  any  effort  to  prevent  this  section 
102  being  stricken  from  cnapter  272  of  the  General 
Laws  of  1921.  If  they  are  not  sincere,  their  posi- 
tion will  undoubtedly  be  different.  Now,  Mr. 
President,  if  they  had  that  section  put  in  the  law, 
why  did  they  have  it  put  in,  and  if  they  did  not 
have  it  put  there,  why  do  they  object  to  having 
it  stricken  cut?     My  bill  simply  proposes  to  strike 


out  section  102  of  chapter  272  of  the  Laws  of  1921, 
so  as  to  have  the  telephone  company  and  its 
employees  on  a  par  witn  other  people,  other  citi- 
zens of  Massachusetts.  I  shall  hand  to  the 
stenographer  this  record  of  what  was  done  at  tin- 
State  House  in  regard  to  this  matter  and  shall 
also  ask  that  he  include  in  the  record  sections  99, 
100  and  101  and  102  of  chapter  272  of  the  Laws 
of  1921. 

(Chapter  272,  Crimes  against  Chastity,  Morality, 
Decency  and  Good  Order. 

Section  99.  Whoever,  except  when  authorized 
by  written  permission  of  the  attorney  general  of 
the  commonwealth,  or  of  the  district  attorney  for 
the  district,  secretly  overhears,  or  attempts  to 
overhear,  or  to  have  any  other  person  secretly 
overhear,  any  spoken  words  in  any  building  by 
using  a  device  commonly  known  as  a  dictagraph  or 
dictaphone,  or  however  otherwise  described,  or 
any  similar  device  or  arrangement,  or  by  tapping 
any  wire,  with  intent  to  procure  information 
concerning  any  official  matter  or  to  injure  another, 
shall  be  guilty  of  the  crime  of  eavesdropping  and 
shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  for  not  more 
than  two  years  or  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one 
thousand  dollars,  or  both. 

Section  100.  -  Whoever,  except  when  authorized 
under  the  preceding  section,  either  on  his  own 
account  or  as  the  servant  or  agent  of  another, 
permits  or  acquiesces  in  the  installing  of  a  device 
commonly  known  as  a  dictagraph  or  dictaphone 
or  any  similar  device  or  arrangement,  or  the 
tapping  of  any  wire,  with  intent  to  procure  or 
knowing  or  intending  that  it  will  be  used  to  pro- 
cure information  concerning  any  official  matter 
or  to  injure  another,  shall  be  punished  by  imprison- 
ment for  not  more  than  two  years  or  by  a  fine  of 
not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  or  both. 

Section  101.  Proof  of  the  installation  in  any 
building  of  any  device  or  arrangement  which  may 
be  used  for  the  purpose  of  violating  the  .provision 
of  section  ninety-nine  of  this  act  by  listening  to 
any  spoken  words  or  proof  of  the  tapping  of  any 
wire,  unless  duly  authorized  and  unless  done  with 
the  consent  of  the  owner  or  person  in  control  of 
the  building,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the 
commission  of  the  crime  of  eavesdropping;  but 
nothing  contained  in  this  or  the  two  preceding 
sections  shall  render  it  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
install  and  use  such  a  device  on  premises  under 
his  exclusive  control.)

The  bill  to  define  and  punish  the  crime  of  eaves- 
dropping (House,  No.  350,  changed)  was  read  a 
third  time. 

The  Committee  on  Bills  in  the  third  reading  re- 
ported recommending  that  the  bill  be  amended, 
in  section  4,  by  inserting  after  the  word  "words", 
in  line  11,  the  words,  "except  a  telephone";  and 
by  striking  out,  in  line  12,  the  word  "telephone,". 
These  amendments  were  adopted. 

Mr.  Abbott  of  Haverhill  moved  that  the  bill  be 
amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  follow- 
ing: '  'Section  7.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  a

Mr.  Bradbury  of  Lawrence  moved  that  the 
further  consideration  of  the  bill  be  postponed  until 
the  next  session;  and  this  motion,  after  debate,  was 
negatived,  by  a  vote  of  22  to  44.

Coun.  HEFFERNAN- Mr.  Chairman,  I  offer 
this  order  for  the  simple  reason  that,  although  I 
think  most  of  us  believe  in  a  greater  Boston,  as  far 
as  I  can  see  in  the  last  few  years  there  has  been  a 
good  deal  of  talk  and  no  definite  action.  We  have 
a  committee  of  this  Council  known  as  the  Commit- 
tee on  Greater  Boston.  I  do  not  believe  that  in  the 
last  year  the  committee  has  functioned  to  any  great 
extent,  but  it  strikes  me  that  here  is  a  wonderful 
opportunity  for  the  City  Council  through  its  com- 
mittee to  hold  out  the  open  hand  to  the  cities  and 
towns  throughout  the  metropolitan  district,  having 
each  of  them  send  in  three  delegates  to  a  conven- 
tion meeting  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  ways  and 
means  of  creating  a  new  greater  Boston,  not  in  the 
sense  that  individual  cities  and  towns  will  lose  their 
identity,  because  I  do  not  believe  the  municipalities 
around  Boston  should  lose  their  individuality  so 
far  as  dealing  with  their  local  interests  is  concerned. 
But  we  all  know  that  with  the  great  growth  of 
Boston  of  late  years  the  questions  of  widening  and 
extending  highways,  of  transportation,  of  different 
problems  interesting  Brookline,  Newton  and  the 
other  cities  just  as  much  as  Boston,  have  been 
very  greatly  in  evidence.  In  the  past  we  have  been 
governed  to  a  great  extent  by  commissions  in 
metropolitan  matters.  The  Legislature  has  seen 
fit  to  create  a  metropolitan  sewer  board,  a  metro- 
politan park  department,  a  metropolitan  water 
board.  We  have  had  board  after  board  created 
involving  what  is  really  a  greater  Boston  proposi- 
tion, such  matters  having  been  handled  by  com- 
missions appointed  at  the  State  House.  I  think  if 
this  Council  sees  fit  to  invite  in  representatives  of 
these  cities  and  towns,  the  meeting  that  we  have 
may  be  of  a  great  deal  of  importance  and  value. 
The  representatives  of  these  municipalities  will  have 
ideas  of  their  own,  on  which  we  will  be  willing  to  go 
part  way  at  least,  the  same  as  we  will  have  ideas 
of  our  own  in  which  they  can  help.  I  think  we 
should  take  steps  to  bring  them  in  here  and  start 
something  in  the  line  of  a  method  of  dealing  with 


Greater  Boston,  municipal  Boston  activities,  on 
matters  of  metropolitan  importance  alone  and, 
therefore,  I  hope  the  order  will  be  passed  under 
suspension  of  the  rule.

VETO   OF  LEAVE   OF  ABSENCE. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  18,  1927. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  return  herewith,  without  my 
approval,  an  order  of  your  honorable  body  which 
authorizes  the  granting  of  leave  of  absence  with- 
out loss  of  pay  for  thirty  days  to  veterans  of  the 
World  War. 

This  order  confers  no  additional  grant  of  power 
upon  the  Mayor.  Nevertheless,  by  providing  for 
an  unpiecedented  number  of  cases,  it  raises  a 
question  which  heretofore  has  not  been  raised,  the 


power  of  the  public  to  grant  leave  of  absence  with- 
out loss  of  pay.  This  power  has  not  been  ques- 
tioned until  now. 

Carrying  out  this  order,  moreover,  would  seri- 
ously interfere  with  the  public  service.  In  the 
Fire  Department,  for  instance,  out  of  1,600  men, 
500  would  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  contem- 
plated by  the  order.  The  order  really  causes 
injury  to  the  present  custom  of  granting  leaves  of 
absence,  and  adversely  affects  the  public  service. 

For  these  reasons,  I  am  unable  to  extend  to  it 
my  approval.

DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  simply  want 
to  have  that  message  from  the  Mayor,  refusing  a 
thirty-day  period  of  leave  of  absence  to  World 
War  veterans,  referred  to  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee, and  I  would  suggest  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
that  it  was  only  last  week  that  Governor  Fuller 
saw  fit  to  give  to  all  state  employees  who  were 
World  War  veterans  this  same  length  of  time  to 
attend  the  convention  in  Paris.  I  believe  that 
the  City  of  Boston  should  be  just  as  big  as  the 
State  of  Massachusetts  in  treatment  of  its  veter-

Gentlemen, — I  transmit  herewith  a  communica- 
tion from  the  Law  Department  in  reply  to  your 
order  of  January  24,  1927,  relative  to  Article  10 
in  contracts  of  Supply  Department.

Dear   Sir, —  The   City    Council   has   requested, 
through  your  Honor,  to  be  advised  by  this  depart- 
ment whether ' 

'Article  10  of  the  provisions  of  contract  of  the 
Supply  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  which 
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specifies  that  no  contract  can  be  made  with  any 
individual  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States, 
or  any  corporation  or  legal  association  wherein  the 
controlling  interest  is  not  held  by  citizens  of  the 
United  States,  would  allow  an  individual,  corpora- 
tion or  association  who  met  with  these  require- 
ments, upon  receiving  an  award  of  contract  to 
sublet  it  to  some  other  individual  who  or  corpora- 
tion or  association  which  did  not  comply  writh 
Article  10  of  the  specifications." 

I  assume  that  the  Council  refers  to  the  pro- 
visions of  sections  13  and  19  inclusive  of  chapter 
40,  Revised  Ordinances  of  1925.  I  cannot  confine 
myself  to  Article  10  of  the  Supply  Department 
contracts  in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  are  so  many 
different  types  of  contracts  issued  by  the  Supply 
Department,  the  articles  in  which  are  numbered 
differently  in  various  contracts. 

Section  13,  chapter  40,  Revised  Ordinances  of 
1925.  provides 

'  'No  contract  shall  be  made  by  the  city  except 
with, 

(a)  individual  citizens  of  the  United  States; 

(b)  corporations  or  other  legal  associations  where- 
in the  controlling  interest  to  the  extent  of  at  least 
over  one-half  thereof  is  owned  by  a  citizen  or 
citizens  of  the  United  States." 

Section  14  of  this  chapter  provides: 

'  'No  person  other  than  a  citizen  of  the  United 

States  shall  be  employed  on  any  public  work  being 

done  by, 

(a)  the  city  of  Boston; 

(b)  any  contractor  with  the  city  of  Boston; 

(c)  any  subcontractor  with  such  contractor; 
except  that  persons  not  such  citizens  may  be 
employed  in  the  manner  and  under  the  conditions 
set  forth  in  the  following  section." 

If,  therefore,  when  the  contract  for  the  purchase 
of  supplies  is  entered  into  between  the  city  and  the 
contractor,  the  latter  is  a  citizen  or  if  the  con- 
tractor is  a  corporation,  and  clause  (b)  of  section 
13  has  been  complied  with,  the  ordinance  has  been 
complied  with.  The  fact  that  the  contractor 
secures  the  supplies  in  question  from  another 
individual  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States  does  not  violate  section  13  which  makes  no 
reference  to  such  a  situation. 

Section  14  is  not  applicable  to  supply  contracts. 
It  merely  restricts  the  city  contractor  and  his  or 
its  subcontractors  to  the  employment  of  citizens 
when  engaged  in  performing  any  public  work, 
such  as  constructing  a  street  or  a  building,  laying 
of  water  or  sewer  pipes,  etc.  There  is  nothing  in 
section  14  that  has  any  application  to  the  purchas- 
ing of  supplies  by  the  city. 

I  find  no  provision  in  any  of  the  sections  13  to  19, 
inclusive,  which  requires  a  contractor  who  is  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States  and  who  has  made  a 
contract  with  the  Supply  Department  of  the  City 
of  Boston  to  purchase  any  of  the  supplies  necessary 
to  complete  his  contract  from  only  citizens  of  the 
United  States.  Section  13  has  been  complied 
with  when  the  city  makes  a  contract  with  a  con- 
tractor who  is  a  citizen  or  with  a  corporation 
wherein  the  controlling  interest  to  the  extent  of 
at  least  one  half  thereof  is  owned  by  a  citizen 
or  citizens  of  the  United  States.

UNEMPLOYMENT   CONDITIONS. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  28,  1927. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — On  Friday  of  last  week  a  com- 
mittee of  your  honorable  body,  introduced  to  mo 
as  the  "Committee  on  Unemployment,"  did  me 
the  honor  of  paying  me  an  official  visit  upon  the 
subject  of  finding  work  for  the  unemployed. 

I  recognize  the  problem  of  unemployment  as  a 
public  question  of  extreme  importance,  although 
your  committee  appears  to  be  appointed  with 
such  informality  as  to  give  it  no  legal  status  as 
a  committee  of  the  City  Council.  The  Council 
had  already  passed  an  order  requesting  the  Mayor 
to  inform  the  Council  if  there  was  any  public 
work  upon  which  the  unemployed  could  be  given 
employment,  and  my  communication  to  you  con- 
sequently deals  not  only  with  the  conference  with 
your  committee,  but  with  the  order  and  its  bene- 
ficent purpose. 

The  recent  severe  snow  storm  presented  the 
need  of  public  work  by  which  the  unemployed 
could  be  assisted,  and  I  therefore  instructed  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  to  give  work  to 
as  large  a  force  as  could  conveniently  be  handled 
consistent  with  public  economy,  and  this  was 
done. 

You  will  bear  in  mind  that  the  labor  service  of 
the  Public  Works  Department  has  been  fully 
maintained  on  account  of  the  importance  of  street 
work.  It  is  also  a  fact  that  there  has  been  oppor- 
tunity this  year  to  give  a  great  deal  of  temporary 
work. 

I  told  your  committee  that  my  record  on  the 
unemployment  situation  had  always  been  sym- 
pathetic; that  while  chairman  of  the  Transit 
Commission,  upon  my  suggestion,  the  Maverick 
Square  Terminal  had  been  started  upon  the 
understanding  that  day  labor  and  not  contract 
labor  was  to  be  hired.  As  a  result  of  this  fore- 
sight it  was  possible  to  give  employment  to  over 
2,000  men. 

If  it  were  possible  to  proceed  by  day  labor  with 
the  construction  of  the  Governor  Square  Subway, 
provision  could  be  made  for  nearly  2,000  men. 
The  Park  Department  of  the  city  has  various 
projects  coming  along  which  will  provide  for  750 
men. 

In  a  limited  way  a  great  deal  is  being  done  to 
relieve  the  unemployment  situation.  It  does  not 
seem  to  me  that  a  committee  of  the  City  Council 


either  has  any  power  or  is  especially  well  adapted 
to  the  purpose  of  relieving  unemployment,  even 
if  its  efforts  were  well  directed,  which  is  not  the 
present  case . 

The  Municipal  Employment  Bureau  records 
shows  that  since  January  1,  1926,  almost,  10,000 
jobs  have  been  secured. 

I  have  been  informed  that  an  effort  is  to  be 
made  to  cut  the  pending  city  budget  on  the  ground 
that  many  employees  should  be  discharged.  The 
discharge  of  faithful  and  efficient  city  employees 
solely  on  the  ground  of  reducing  the  cost  of  pay 
rolls  not  only  is  false  economy,  but  is  unworthy-of 
decent  government,  and  in  addition,  no  relief  to 
your  employment  situation. 

During  the  conference  with  your  committee  I 
began  to  wonder  if  its  functions  had  not  been 
directed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  raise  a  doubt 
whether  its  activity  really  had  much  to  do  with 
the  subject  of  unemployment.  Afterwards  I 
obtained  from  your  Clerk  of  Committees  the 
names  of  persons  and  firms  called  upon  to  appear 
before  it,  and  found  that  the  committee  had,  with 
but  two  exceptions,  turned  its  attention  to  city 
contractors.  One  exception  was  the  New  England 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  charged  by  a 
member  of  your  committee  with  wire  tapping  and 
eavesdropping. 

The  other  exception  was  that  of  my  brother 
whose  invitation  had  so  little  to  do  with  the 
subject  of  unemployment  that  it  would  be  ludicrous 
were  it  not  for  the  cowardly,  contemptible  and 
vicious  attack  made  upon  him  by  the  same  member 
of  your  committee. 

The  mildest  comment  that  could  be  made  upon 
this'procedure  would  be  to  call  it  a  waste  of  time. 
City  contractors  are  bound  by  the  terms  of  their 
agreements  with  the  city,  hire  all  the  men  that 
they  need  for  the  purpose  of  the  city  work  which 
they  must  do,  and  cannot  be  forced  to  expand 
their  activities  to  an  extent  that  would  meet  the 
requirements  of  a  public  question  of  such  far- 
reaching  importance  as  unemployment. 

Your  committee  has  to  a  very  considerable 
extent  devoted  its  attention  to  city  contractors, 
and  the  employment  of  their  men.  These  are 
matters  which  are  outside  the  scope  of  the  author- 
ity of  your  body.  They  come  dangerously  being 
within  the  restrictions  of  the  city  charter  which 
reads  in  section  8  as  follows: 

"Neither  the  City  Council,  nor  any  member  or 
committee,  officer,  or  employee  thereof  shall,  ex- 
cept as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  directly  or 
indirectly  on  behalf  of  the  City  or  of  the  County 
of  Suffolk  take  part  in  the  employment  of  labor, 
the  making  of  contracts,  the  purchase  of  materials, 
supplies  or  real  estate;  nor  in  the  construction, 
alteration,  or  repair  of  any  public  works,  buildings, 
or  other  property;  nor  in  the  care,  custody  and 
management  of  the  same;  nor  in  the  conduct  of  the 
executive  or  administrative  business  of  the  city  or 
county;  nor  in  the  appointment  or  removal  of  any 
municipal  or  county  employee;  nor  in  the  expendi- 
ture of  public  money  except  such  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  contingent  and  incidental  expenses  of 
the  city  council.  The  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  not  affect  the  powers  or  duties  of  the  city 
council  as  the  successor  cf  the  present  board  of 
aldermen  relative  to  state  or  military  aid  and 
soldiers  relief     .     .     ." 

"A  violation  of  any  provision  of  this  section 
shall  render  the  contract  in  respect  to  which  such 
violation  occurs  voidable  at  the  option  of  the  city 
or  county.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  one  thousand  dollars  or  by  imprison- 
ment for  not  more  than  one  year  or  both.  Chap- 
ter five  hundred  and  twenty-two  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  eight  is  hereby  re- 
pealed." 

By  the  foregoing  provisions  of  law  you  will  see 
that  with  the  making  of  city  contracts  and  the 
enforcement  of  them,  and  with  the  employment  of 
labor,  you  have  nothing  to  do,  as  it  is  an  executive 
function. 

Therefore,  any  corumittee  acting  under  the 
authority  of  your  honorable  body  ought  to  exer- 
cise due  care  not  to  pass  beyond  the  bounds  of 
your  authority. 

Never  in  the  history  of  the  city  has  there  been 
performed  more  effective  municipal  services  upon 
the  streets,  and  during  the  difficult  months  of  the 
winter,  upon  the  removal  of  snow  and  of  ashes  and 
garbage.  These  are  services  which  I  promised  to 
your  constituents.  I  have  tried  my  best  to  keep 
this  promise,  and  I  want  you  to  help  me  do  so. 
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In  awarding  contracts,  heads  of  departments  have 
invariably  been  tcld  by  the  Mayor  to  recommend 
the  best  contractor  at  the  most  reasonable  price 
and  to  follow  the  charter  which  indicates  the 
lowest  responsible  bidder.  It  is  my  opinion  that 
the  procedure  instituted  by  your  committee  is 
wholly  illegal,  and  I  therefore  earnestly  request 
your  honorable  body  to  have  its  committee  on  un- 
employment undertake  no  activity  which  might 
tend  toward  interference  with  the  executive  work 
of  the  city. 

Please  be  assured  that  this  communication  is 
addressed  to  you  only  in  a  spirit  cf  good  will  and 
co-operation  which  has  heretofore  existed  between 
the  two  branches  and  which  I  have  no  reason  to 
doubt  will  continue.

ALIENS   IN   CITY  DEPARTMENTS. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Residences  of 
City  Employees  be  instructed  to  confer  with  the 
heads  of  the  various  departments  having  authority 
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over  the  penal  and  hospital  institutions  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  advise  them  that  it  is  the  wish 
of  the  City  Council  that  they  comply  with  sections 
2,  3  and  4  of  chapter  9  of  the  Ordinances  of  1921, 
and  discharge  all  aliens  now  employed  in  said  insti- 
tutions within  the  next  two  months,  and  fill  their 
places  with  citizens. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  just  about  one 
year  ago  I  introduced  an  order  requesting  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  to  confer  with  the  department 
heads  in  regard  to  this  matter.  I  had  in  mind 
particularly  the  City  Hospital.  But  up  to  date 
conditions  have  not  been  bettered;  in  fact,  they 
are  worse.  At  a  meeting  of  the  committee  ap- 
pointed to  investigate  this  matter,  in  connection 
with  which  the  workings  of  the  Employment 
Bureau  were  considered,  we  found  that  the  director 
of  that  bureau,  Mr.  Seaver,  told  the  committee 
that  when  he  hires  men  or  women  to  work  for  the 
City  Hospital  he  does  not  take  time  to  look  up 
the  question  of  whether  they  are  citizens  or  not. 
We  have  frequent  complaints  from  our  citizens 
that  they  cannot  get  work  in  the  City  Hospital. 
That  happens  to  be  in  the  district  I  represent,  and 
there  is  not  a  day  in  the  week  when  there  are  not 
from  six  to  ten  people  requesting  employment  in 
the  City  Hospital,  citizens  of  Boston,  who  cannot 
obtain  employment  there,  although  aliens  can. 
We  have  at  the  present  time  two  committees,  one 
on  residence  and  the  other  on  unemployment  con- 
ditions, investigating  these  matters.  I  say  to  you, 
Mr.  President,  that  if  city  officials,  the  heads  of 
city  institutions,  are  not  going  to  live  up  to  the 
ordinances  of  the  City  of  Boston  relative  to  aliens 
being  employed,  how  can  we  expect  that  con- 
tractors are  going  to  be  forced  to  do  so?  I  believe 
it  is  about  time  that  we  had  a  showdown  in  this 
matter,  certainly  in  regard  to  the  City  Hospital. 
I  believe  that  employees,  men  and  women,  who 
are  not  citizens  of  Boston,  should  be  discharged 
and  their  places  filled  by  people  who  are  citizens, 
people  who  are  only  too  anxious  to  procure  em- 
ployment there. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  GUILD  the  order  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Residences  of  City 
Employees.

COST   OF  ELECTRICITY   IN  METRO- 
POLITAN   DISTRICT. 

Coun.  McGRATH  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  President  of  the  Boston  City- 
Council  appoint  a  committee  of  five  members  of 
the  Council  to  act  in  conjunction  with  his  Honor 
the  Mayer,  to  investigate  and  report  upon  the 
advisability  of  seeking  a  reduction  of  the  maxi- 
mum price  now  being  charged  to  domestic  and 
commercial  consumers  of  electricity  in  the  cities 
and  towns  comprising  the  metropolitan  district. 
Said  committee  shall  report  its  findings,  together 
with  such  recommendations  as  it  may  deem 
advisable,  to  the  City  Council  in  order  that  the 
matter  may  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Utilities. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  think 
everyone  in  the  state  appreciates  the  splendid 
fight  that  Governor'  Fuller  is  making  to  reduce 
the  prices  charged  by  the  different  electric  light 
companies  throughout  the  Commonwealth  to  their 
customers.  Now,  sir,  the  Edison  Electric  Illumi- 
nating Company  of  Boston  is  by  far  the  biggest 
electric  company  in  the  Commonwealth  and, 
although  their  plants  are  located  in  Boston,  their 
nearest  big  plant  outside  of  Boston  being  in  the 
town  of  Weymouth,  they  give  service  to  a  great 
part  of  this  state.  Their  territory,  running  from 
Boston,  goes  up  as  far  as  Burlington,  Carlisle, 
Hopkinton,  and  even  down  to  Bellingham,  up  to 
the  Rhode  Island  State  line;  and  they  charge 
8i  cents  per  kilowatt  hour  to  the  customers  of 
Boston  and  metropolitan  Boston,  the  same  as 
they  charge  to  those  people  living  away  out  in 
Burlington.  It  is  the  consensus  of  people  who 
know  something  about  electric  rates  that  if  this 
service  was  confined  to  the  metropolitan  area  the 
price  could  be  reduced  to  5  or  6  cents  per  kilo- 
watt hour,  which  would  make  a  substantial 
difference  in  the  monthly  bill  to  consumers.  Up 
to  approximately  1910  the  chief  field  for  the  sale 
of  electrical  energy  was  for  lighting  purposes  only 
and  practically  all  revenue  was  derived  from  this 
class  of  customers.  During  the  past  few  years, 
however,  approximately  two  thirds  of  the  total 
sales  of  the  Edison  Company  have  been  to  power 
users  at  very  low  rates,  although  95  per  cent  of 
its  total  customers  are  domestic  and  commercial 
consumers.  Although  the  individual  bill  of  a 
domestic  customer  is  comparatively  small  in 
amount  as  compared  with  a  power  customer's  bill, 
when  it  is  considered  that  there  are  approximately 
135,000  of  such  customers  connected  with  the 
Edison  system  it  will  be  readily  seen  that  the  total 
amount  collected  from  these  small  users  at  the 
maximum  rates  produces  a  very  substantial 
proportion  of  the  company's  total  income. 

furthermore,  the  extensive  use  of  radios  by 
householders  who  burn  their  lights  late  into  the 
night  has  tremendously  increased  the  average  use 
of  current  sold  under  the  maximum  or  domestic 
rate.  The  increased  use  of  current  to  charge 
radio  batteries  or  to  operate  the  sets  direct  frcm 
tke  light  sockets  will  still  further  tend  to  increase 
the  consumption  of  current  by  this  class  of  cus- 
tomer. This  has  all  come  about  since  the  last 
reduction  of  rates  and  has  given  to  the  company 
large  amounts  in  the  way  of  additional  revenue  not 
anticipated  without  any  of  the  benefits  being 
passed  on  to  the  customer.  In  the  neighboring 
city  of  Cambridge  —  which,  I  think,  is  the  only 
city  in  the  metropolitan  area  that  has  its  own 
electric  light  company,  regardless  of  the  fact  that 
most  of  the  power  in  Cambridge  is  purchased  from 
the  Edison  Company,  they  are  going  to  get  quite 
a  substantial  reduction  over  there  because  of  actic  n 
recently  taken  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 
'By  my  order  I  simply  want  to  help  the  Governor, 
who  must  have  his  hands  full  in  the  splendid  fight 
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he  is  waging,  by  calling  here  into  this  hall  the 
representatives  of  this  company,  and  letting  them 
show  what  their  pro  rated  charge  is  for  each  city. 
If  they  give  you  the  honest  figures,  they  will  show 
you  that  it  costs  them  5  cents  per  kilowatt  hour 
for  the  people  of  Boston,  but  the  reason  why  we  are 
paying  8£  cents  per  kilowatt  hour  here  in  Boston 
is  because  we  have  to  pay  the  freight  for  these  far- 
off  towns  I  have  named.  It  is  simply  another 
instance  of  Boston  paying  the  freight.  We  pay  it 
also  on  the  roads  and  bridges  of  the  entire  state,  as 
well  as  on  other  activities.  We  pay  more  than  our 
proper  proportion  on  the  roads  and  bridges  of 
metropolitan  Boston;  and  in  this  case,  instead  of 
getting  our  light  for  5  cents  per  kilowatt  hour,  we 
are  paying  8|  cents  so  that  some  of  these  other 
towns  may  live  off  Boston.  This  order,  Mr. 
President,  is  in  keeping  with  the  metropolitan 
Boston  idea,  in  connection  with  which  you  have 
introduced  a  resolution,  and  that  is  the  reason  that 
I  have  now  put  in  this  order,  in  the  interest  of 
metropolitan  Boston  as  against  the  entire  territory 
now  covered  by  this  company.  I  hope  the  order 
will  pass. 

Coun.  ARNOLD — Mr.  President,  if  there  is  no 
objection,  I  would  move  reference  of  the  order  to 
the  Committee  on  Greater  Boston. 

Coun.  McGRATH — Mr.  President,  my  order 
callsfor  the  appointment  of  a  committee  of  five,  but 
I  have  no  objection  whatever  to  its  being  referred 
to  that  committee  on  Greater  Boston. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Greater  Boston. 


IMPROVEMENTS   ON   TEMPLETON

Coun.  GILBODY  offered  the  following:

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ordinances. 


RECESS. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  KEENE  the  Council 
voted  at  2.38  p.  m.  to  take  a  recess  subject  to 
the  call  of  the  Chair.  The  members  reassembled 
in  the  Council  Chamber  and  were  called  to  order 
by  President  HEFFERNAN  at  3.55  p.  m. 


BURIAL  PERMIT  HOURS. 

Coun.  DOWLING,  for  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances,  submitted  a  report  on  the  ordinance 
(referred  today)  amending  the  burial  permit 
hours  of  the  Boston  Health  Department, — that 
the  same  ought  to  pass. 

Covin.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  I  don't  want 
to  be  the  only  dissenting  member  on  the  committee, 
and  I  am  -not  dissenting  from  the  report  of  the 
committee,  but,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
proposed  ordinance  was  offered  here  only  today, 
and  there  has  been  a  hearing  of  only  one  side,  the 
Health  Commissioner  not  having  been  heard  in 
the  matter  because  he  is  out  of  town,  I  move  that 
the  report  be  laid  on  the  table  for  one  week. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  fail  to  see 
what  salutary  effect  it  would  have  to  lay  this 
report  on  the  table.  If  the  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Ordinances  expects  to  file  or  to 
have  filed  a  different  report,  it  seems  to  me  that 
the  matter  should  then  be  referred  back  to  the 
Committee  on  Ordinances.  But  if  this  report  is  to 
stand  in  the  form  in  which  it  is,  in  any  event,  it 
seems  to  me  we  might  as  well  dispose  of  it  today 
as  a  week  from  today. 

Coun.  DOWLING — Mr.  President,  the  changes 
suggested  in  this  proposed  amendment  to  the 
ordinances  affect  a  situation  which  apparently 
has  been  going  on  since  1925.  I  realize  that  it  is 
quite  possible  that  the  undertakers  and  funeral 
directors  have  been  more  or  less  affected  by  the 
adoption  of  rules  by  the  Health.  Commissioner 
which  impose  an  unusual  hardship  on  them. 
For  the  past  two  years,  since  1925,  the  funeral 
directors  have  been  conforming  with  the  hours 
established  by  the  Health  Commissioner  and 
therefore,  at  least,  they  did  not  impress  me  with 
the  fact  that  it  was  urgent  that  these  changes 
should  go  into  effect  immediately.  Certainly 
I  do  not  feel  like  voting  in  favor  of  the  change 
until  I  hear  from  the  Health  Commissioner  who 
established  these  rules  some  reason  for  them, 
because  he  may  have  some  very  good  reasons  for 
the  rules  or  orders  established  by  him  in  this 
connection.  I  think,  in  fairness  to  the  Health 
Commissioner  and  to  the  undertakers,  that  the 
matter  should  be  heard  thoroughly,  and  I  don't 
see  how  it  can  be  heard  thoroughly  by  hearing 
only  one  side.  Therefore,  I  press  my  motion 
that  the  matter  be  laid  on  the  table  for  a  week 
until  we  hear  from  the  Health  Commissioner, 
who  is  out  of  town  and  will  not  be  back  in  the  city 
for  a  week. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  I  sat  in  that 
Committee  on  Ordinances  and  heard  the  funeral 
directors  present  their  story.  This  is  a  matter 
that  I  feel  I  know  something  about. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order,  that  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table 
is  not  debatable. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The.  Chair  will 
rule  that  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  for  one 
week  is  in  effect  a  motion  to  assign  and  is,  there- 
fore, subject  to  debate. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  as  I  have  stated, 
I  sat  in  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  and  heard 
the  members  of  the  Undertakers'  Association  who 
came  in  there  make  their  statements.  I  have 
been  familiar  with  the  position  of  the  Health 
Commissioner  in  this  matter,  and  I  feel  sure  that 
the  Undertakers'  Association  has  a  grievance 
against  the  Health  Commissioner.  When  he 
establishes  rules  that  are  really  a  handicap  to  the 
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undertakers,  I  don't  believe  we  should  wait  until 
the  Health  Commissioner  comes  back  from  Ber- 
muda to  hear  his  side  of  the  story.  I  am  opposed 
to  laying  the  order  over  for  a  week. 

Coun.  KEENE — Mr.  President,  as  I  under- 
stand the  procedure,  under  the  present  rule, 
where  a  person  dies  late  on  Saturday  the  body 
cannot  be  moved  until  Monday.  If  I  am  in  error 
in  that  respect,  I  hope  I  will  be  corrected  by  mem- 
bers of  the  committee.  It  seems  to  me  that  is  a 
condition  that  ought  not  to  exist.  If  we  have 
rules  and  regulations  that  make  a  thing  of  that 
sort  possible,  we  should  remove  them,  and  remove 
them  at  once,  because  I  don't  think  anything  is 
more  sacred  than  the  care  of  the  body  of  a  deceased 
person.  I,  for  one,  am  opposed  to  laying  the 
order  on  the  table  for  any  length  of  time. 

Coun.  GILBODY — Mr.  President,  I  simply 
want  to  bring  up  a  brief  point  in  regard  to  this 
matter.  The  delegation  from  the  Funeral  Direc- 
tors' Association  brought  up  the  fact  that  prior 
to  October  16,  1926,  the  practice  had  been  in 
perfect  working  order  for  ten  or  twelve  months. 
Now,  this  is  not  a  matter  for  the  association  alone, 
to  my  mind.  It  is  a  matter  that  concerns  the 
poor  relatives  of  the  deceased  person.  That  is 
the  main  consideration.  The  relative  of  the 
deceased  is  supposed  to  be  allowed  by  law  to  take 
the  body  when  he  wants  it,  regardless  of  any 
arbitrary  rulings  of  the  Health  Department — if 
they  are  arbitrary,  and  I  want  to  say  that  I  am 
voting  on  this  proposition  in  behalf  of  the  rela- 
tives of  any  person  who  might  die  in  this  city,  and 
where  it  is  important  and  desirable  that  they 
should  have  the  right  expeditiously  to  take  charge 
of  the  remains. 

Coun.  McMAHON — Mr.  President,  I  was  at 
that  hearing,  and  I  was  talking  with  one  of  the 
undertakers,  in  regard  to  a  matter  that  did  not 
come  up  in  the  hearing.  Take  the  case  of  the 
City  Hospital.  If  you  have  any  relative  who 
dies  there,  they  have  to  keep  that  body  for  five 
hours.  If  he  happens  to  die  after  a  certain  time 
they  cannot  remove  him  until  the  following 
morning.  If  this  place  was  open  until  ten  o'clock, 
a  permit  to  remove  the  body  could  be  obtained 
before  the  next  morning,  instead  of  having  to  wait. 
If  we  can  put  this  through  today,  I  think  we 
should  put  it  through,  and  I  think  the  other 
members  of  the  Council  feel  the  same  way  about 
it. 

The  motion  to  assign  to  the  next  meeting  was 
declared  lost. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  ordinance  was 
passed,  Coun.  DOWD  asking  for  a  roll  call, 
yeas  22,  nays  0.

OPINION     OF     CORPORATION      COUNSEL 
IN   RE    NEW   ENGLAND    TELEGRAPH 

COMPANY. 

Coun.  McGRATH  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  furnish  the  City  Council  with  a  copy  of  the 
opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  referred  to  in 
his  message  vetoing  the  resolution  of  the  City 
Council  for  legislation  to  amend  chapter  272  of  the 
General   Laws. 

Coun.  McGRATH — Mr.  President,  on  account 
of  the  great  importance  of  the  order  that  I  intro- 
duced here  a  short  while  ago,  that  had  the 
unanimous  action  of  this  body  of  twenty-two 
members,  it  does  seem  to  me  that  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  should  give  a  little  more  consideration  to 
the  order  than  he  has  done.  If  our  Corporation 
Counsel  has  rendered  an  opinion,  such  opinions 
are  usually  appended  to  vetoes,  when  they  have  a 
bearing  upon  them,  and  in  this  case,  dealing  with 
such  an  important  matter,  it  seems  to  me  the 
Mayor  should  not  treat  it  lightly  but  should  give 
to  the  body  which  unanimously  acted  upon  that 
matter  the  opportunity  to  personally  read  the 
Corporation  Counsel's  opinion.  I  hope  that  the 
Mayor  will  send  it  to  us  at  our  next  meeting. 

Coun.  KEENE — Mr.  President,  may  I  ask, 
through  the  Chair,  a  question  of  Coun.  McGrath, — 
whether  or  not  at  the  meeting  held  where  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities 
was  present  the  question  was  asked  whether  or 
not  that  department  did  have  authority  under  the 
statute  to  correct  that  situation? 

Coun.  McGRATH — The  question  was  never 
asked  of  them  whether  they  had  the  authority, 
but  a  letter  was  sent  by  the  Committee  on  Un- 
employment to  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities 
and  was  answered  by  Mr.  O'Brien,  in  which  he 
said  that  the  New  England  Telephone  Company 
was  specifically  exempt  from  that  statute.  Be- 
cause of  that  answer  of  Mr.  O'Brien,  we  felt  that 
it  was  important  to  try  to  put  them  on  the  same 
footing  as  every  other  individual  in  Massachusetts. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


PAYMENT  OF  SEVENTEENTH  OF  MARCH 
CELEBRATION. 

Coun.  LYNCH  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Auditor  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  approve  for  pay- 
ment the  following  bills  incurred  by  the  city  on  the 
occasion  of  the  March  17th  celebration,  1926:. 
101st  Infantry,  §1,800;  110th  Cavalry,  S877.50; 
101st  Field  Artillery,  Battery  A,  S100. 

Coun.  LYNCH — Mr.  President,  these  bills  were 
contracted  on  last  March  17  in  connection  with 
the  public  celebration.  There  has  been  some 
argument  as  to  whether  the  state  should  pay  or 
whether  the  city  should  pay.  These  are  legitimate 
expenses  incurred  for  transportation  and  other 
things  that  go  with  a  celebration  of  that  kind,  and 
unless  they  are  paid  immediately  the  City  of 
Boston  will  have  no  parade  on  March  17  next,  as 
these  units  in  connection  with  which  these  legiti- 
mate expenses  were  incurred  formed  the  greater 
part  of  the  parade. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order.  This  order,  if  I  understand  it  correctly, 
amounts  to  the  initiation  of  an  appropriation  of 
money  by  the  City  Council,  which  seems  to  me  to 
be  beyond  the  powers  of  the  Council,  and  therefore 
out    of   order. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  Chair  will  rule 
the  point  of  order  not  well  taken,  inasmuch  as  this 
is  merely  a  request  on  the  City  Auditor,  in  its 
present  form. 

Coun.  KEENE — Mr.  President,  may  I  inquire 
of  Coun.  Lynch  whether  or  not  the  question  has 
finally  been  determined  as  to  whether  the  city  or 
the  state  is  responsible?  My  understanding 
of  the  situation  was  that  there  seemed  to  be  some 
conflict  of  opinion  as  to  whether  the  state  or  the 
city  should  pay  the  bills.  If  there  are  bills  out- 
standing for  which  the  city  should  assume  the 
responsibility,  I  should  be  quite  in  accord  with  the 
order.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the  question  is  not 
determined,  and  the  expense  might  properly  fall 
on  the  state,  it  might  seem  wise  to  hold  it  in  abey- 
ance until  the  question  had  been  determined. 

Coun.  LYNCH — Mr.  President,  on  the  question 
of  whether  the  city  or  the  state  owes  this  money, 
I  will  say  that  the  city  for  years  has  made  this 
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appropriation.  The  chief  marshal,  acting  with 
Mr.  George  Johnson,  chairman  of  public  celebra- 
tions, assumed  this  responsibility  until  the  state 
passed  an  appropriation.  Then  they  in  turn 
passed  the  duty  to  the  state.  The  city  refused  to 
accept  the  whole  responsibility,  as  they  usually  or 
always  pay  something  like  $1,200  to  these  units.  I 
might  say  that  the  Mayor  has  invited  the  com- 
mittee of  the  South  Boston  Citizens  Association 
in  to  confer  with  Mr.  Johnson  in  regard  to  who  is 
responsible,  the  city  or  the  state.  I  have  just 
conferred  with  a  delegation  from  the  101st  Infantry, 
and  they  tell  me  that  if  we  delay  or  if  the  Mayor 
delays  later  than  today  they  will  not  have  time  to 
notify  their  companies  and  their  men.  I  move, 
Mr.  President,  a  suspension  of  the  rule  and  the 
passage  of  the  order. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


LEAVE     TO     ATTEND     CONVENTION     IN 
PARIS. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  heads  of  departments  be 
authorized,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  allow- 
all  employees  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  County  of 
Suffolk  who  served  in  the  armed  forces  of  the  United 
States  during  the  World  War,  and  who  desire  to 
attend  the  convention  of  the  American  Legion  in 
Paris,  France,  in  September,  1927,  a  leave  of 
absence  for  thirty  days  without  loss  of  pay  for  the 
purpose  of  attending  this  convention;  and  that  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  appoint  a  committee  to  verify 
the  war  service  of  those  employees  who  apply  for 
such  leave  of  absence. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  this  order  was 
originally  introduced  by  myself  two  months  ago 
and  the  answer  to  the  same  was  received  by  the 
Council  today  in  that  illuminating  veto  message 
that  the  Mayor  sent  to  us.  I  feel  the  same  now  as 
when  I  introduced  the  order,  only  more  so.  In 
his  letter  the  Mayor  states  that  it  would  be  doing 
an  injustice  to  the  public  of  this  city  to  allow  the 
veterans  to  go  away,  as  proposed,  because  it  would 
impair  the  city  service.  I  wonder  how  he  feels 
about  allowing  a  man  who  has  been  employed  by 
the  City  of  Boston  only  ten  months,  and  who 
lived  in  Quincy  until  a  short  time  ago,  to  go  away 
for  a  vacation,  Fire  Commissioner  Hultman,  a  man 
who  is  allowed,  although  he  is  head  of  the  Fire 
Department  of  this  city,  to  go  away  on  leave  of 
absence  for  thirty  days;  a  man  who  is  receiving  a 
salary  of  $7,500  from  the  city;  or  also  how  he  feels 
.about  the  absence  of  the  same  sort  of  another 
highly  paid  head  of  a  department,  who  is  sojourn- 
ing in  Bermuda  for  a  month,  without  loss  of  pay? 
I  feel,  as  I  have  always  felt,  that  the  veterans  are 
entitled  to  any  reasonable  treatment  they  can 
receive  from  the  City  of  Boston,  and  I  am,  there- 
fore again  submitting  this  order,  and  will  ask  a 
suspension  of  the  rule  that  it  may  be  put  upon  its 
passage. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  this  is  a  matter 
which  came  before  the  Executive  Committee  this 
afternoon  and  has  come  before  them  on  other 
occasions.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  this  veto 
message  has  been  sent  in,  it  seems  to  me  it  would 
be  better  to  give  it  further  consideration,  not 
suspending  the  rule  and  passing  it  at  this  meeting. 
I  would  move,  therefore,  that  it  be  referred  to  the 
Executive    Committee. 

Coun.  DOWD— Mr.  President,  I  feel  that  this 
order  has  already  been  thoroughly  threshed  out  in 
the  Executive  Committee  at  several  meetings,  and 
that  we  have  there  gone  on  record  as  indorsing  the 
order.  I  feel  that  we  should  do  it  now,  particularly 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  state  employees  who 
were  veterans  are  having  granted  to  them  a 
thirty  days'  leave  of  absence,  as  suggested  here. 

I  therefore  press  my  motion  to  suspend  the  rule 
and  pass  the  order  at  this  time,  and  I  ask  for  a 
roll  call. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  am  unchanged 
in  my  attitude  by  the  assertion  of  the  previous 
speaker  that  the  state  employees  have  been  given 
a  thirty  days'  leave  of  absence.  I  am  informed 
that  such  is  not  the  fact,  and  that  only  adds  weight 
to  what  I  have  already  said.  I  believe,  therefore, 
that  we  should  not  pass  the  order  under  suspension 
of  the  rule  at  this  meeting,  but  that  it  should  be 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  where  it  has 
already  been  considered  on  several  occasions.  I 
therefore  press  my  motion  that  it  be  referred  to 
the  Executive  Committee. 


Coun.  Guild's  motion  to  refer  to  the  Executive 
Committee  was  declared  carried.  Coun.  DOWD 
doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  motion  to  refer  to  the  Executive  Committee 
was  lost,  yeas  5,  nays  16: 

Yeas — Coun.  Arnold,  Bush,  Dowling,  Guild, 
Parkman, — 5. 

Nays — Coun.  Donovan,  Dowd,  Englert,  Fitz- 
gerald, Freeley,  Gilbody,  Green,  Heffernan,  Keene, 
Lynch,  Mahoney,  McGrath,  McMahon,  Ruby, 
Ward,  Wragg — 16. 

The  question  came  on  suspending  the  rule. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  I  am  not 
going  to  allow  a  roll  call  to  scare  me  into  doing 
something  that  I  know  I  ought  not  to  do.  I  have 
as  much  regard  for  the  veterans  of  the  World  War 
as  any  man  in  the  Council,  and  I  have  gone  as  far 
as  any  man  in  the  Council  in  offering  my  services 
to  the  Government  when  they  were  needed.  I 
believe  that  the  reason  offered  by  the  Mayor  in  his 
veto  here  is  one  that  was  laudable  and  justifiable. 
If  the  Mayor  says  there  are  500  members  of  the 
Fire  Department  who  would  be  eligible  for  this 
trip  to  Europe  —  which  I  wish  every  World  War 
veteran  could  enjoy  and  which  I  wish  I  could 
enjoy  myself  —  that  is  sufficient  reason  for  not 
voting  for  this  order  again.  I  think  nothing  could 
be  much  more  absurd.  I  know  the  gentleman 
on  the  other  side  (Coun.  Dowd)  will  say  that  the 
500  or  600  firemen  will  not  avail  themselves  of  the 
opportunity  to  go  to  this  convention;  but  nothing 
could  be  more  absurd,  in  my  opinion,  than  an  order 
that  would  allow  500  or  600  members  of  the  Fire 
Department,  the  Police  Department  or  the  Health 
Department  or  any  other  department,  to  vacate 
their  offices  in  any  such  way.  As  I  say,  I  am  not 
going  to  allow  a  roll  call  to  scare  me  into  what  I 
know  is  wrong.  Therefore,  when  the  question 
comes  on  passage,  I  am  going  to  vote  against  the 
order. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  in  calling  for  a 
rcll  call  I  am  simply  using  my  prerogative  as  a 
member  of  this  body,  and  am  not  trying  to  scare 
the  Council  into  voting  one  way  or  the  other. 
When  the  gentleman  talks  about  500  members  of 
the  Fire  Department  going  to  this  convention  in 
Paris,  quoting  the  Mayor,  I  will  simply  say  that 
nobody  here  can  have  the  slightest  idea  that  500 
members  of  that  department  will  attend  the  con- 
vention. In  my  opinion,  if  twenty-five  to  forty 
of  the  firemen  are  able  to  attend  that  convention, 
it  will  be  as  many  as  could  ever  be  expected. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  feel  very  much 
in  accord  with  Coun.  Dowling  in  what  he  has  said. 
It  occurs  to  me  that  whatever  political  advantage 
may  inure  to  members  of  the  Council  from  their 
attitude  towards  the  veterans  who  fought  in  the 
World  War,  in  connection  with  this  proposed 
action,  has  already  inured.  We  have  gone  on 
record  as  expressing  our  opinion  in  the  previous 
order  that  was  passed.  The  Mayor  has  given 
that  order  his  consideration  and  has  vetoed  it,  and 
it  seems  to  me  nothing  but  futile  to  football  the 
thing  back  and  forth,  so  that  the  Mayor  may  do 
the  same  thing  with  the  same  order  again,  without 
any  reasonable  expectation  that  he  is  going  to  do 
anything  different  than  what  he  has  already 
done.  The  key  to  the  situation  is  in  the  hands  of 
the  Mayor,  and  he  has  indicated  his  opinion. 
Nothing  has  occurred  since  the  veto  message  came 
in,  to  my  knowledge,  which  would  lead  me  to  be- 
lieve that  the  Mayor  is  going  to  do  anything 
different  from  what  he  has  already  done.  So  far 
as  any  political  advantage  to  members  of  the 
Council  is  concerned,  as  I  say,  any  benefit  to  be 
derived  by  members  through  their  action  on  this 
matter  has  already  been  derived.  If  there  is  any 
political  advantage  to  Mayor  Nichols  in  vetoing 
such  an  order,  that  has  been  gained.  Nothing  can 
now  be  gained  by  repeating  the  process  and,  as  I 
say,  by  repeating  it  we  are  simply  making  futile 
gestures,  something  to  which  I  am  opposed.  I 
introduced  an  order  myself  allowing  the  veterans 
to  have  vacations,  under  an  arrangement  that 
would  permit  them  to  go  to  Paris,  and,  therefore, 
you  can  see  that  I  have  sympathy  with  the  order 
introduced  by  Coun.  Dowd.  My  own  opinion  jb 
that  veterans  should  have  a  vacation  on  this 
occasion.  But  I  cannot  see  anything  to  be  gained 
by  going  through  the  motions  we  have  already 
gone  through  once,  and  therefore  I  am  opposed  to 
repeating  the  order  at  this  time. 
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Coun.  KEENE— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask  the  City  Clerk,  through  the  Chair,  for  a  ruling 
as  to  whether  or  not  in  his  opinion  we  have  a  right 
to  give  civil  service  employees  a  vacation  without 
pay  for  a  longer  term  than  that  specified  in  the 
Civil  Service  rules  and  regulations. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  City  Clerk, 
through  the  Chair,  says  that  it  is  hardly  proper  for 
him  to  give  an  opinion  on  a  matter  of  this  kind, 
that  it  is  a  matter  to  be  handled  by  the  Law 
Department. 

Coun.  KEENE— Then,  Mr.  President,  I  suggest 
that  it  might  be  wise  at  this  time,  if  the  councilor  is 
not  insistent  upon  immediate  action,  that  the 
matter  be  continued  or  laid  over  for  such  period  as 
will  give  sufficient  length  of  time  to  examine  into 
it.  I  would  make  that  suggestion,  if  it  meets  with 
the  approval  of  the  councilor  who  introduced  the 
order. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  it  would  meet 
with  the  approval  of  the  councilor  and  he  would 
be  only  too  glad  to  do  so,  provided  the  same 
position  were  to  be  taken  with  Mr.  Hultman  and 
Mr.  Mahoney  with  reference  to  their  leaves  of 
absence.  I  think  that  the  same  rule  should 
govern.  If  one  matter  is  to  be  referred  to  the  Law 
Department,  the  other  matters  should  be  referred 
there,  also. 

The  question  came  on  suspension  of  the  rule  for 
the  passage  of  the  order.  The  roll  was  called,  and 
the  Council  voted  to  suspend  the  rule,  yeas  14, 
nays  7:

Dear  Mayor  Nichols, — Replying  to  a  communi- 
cation under  date  of  February  16,  together  with  an 
order  of  the  City  Council,  requesting  that  a  sema- 
phore be  placed  in  Fay  square,  Charlestown,  I  wish 
to  state  that  after  an  investigation  of  this  location 
by  the  officers  in  charge  of  traffic  in  this  depart- 
ment, it  appears  that  there  is  no  type  of  traffic 
signal  needed  at  the  present  time  at  this  location. 
The  traffic  in  Main  street,  near  this  square,  is 
heavy  at  times,  while  the  traffic  in  Bunker  Hill  and 
Medford  streets  is  light  and  apparently  not  much 
cross  traffic  and  not  many  pedestrians. 

If  it  develops  that  a  traffic  signal  should  be 
necessary  owing  to  changed  weather  conditions,  I 
shall  be  glad  to  take  the  matter  again  under  con- 
sideration.

APPROPRIATION   FOR  PORT 
DIFFERENTIALS. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  March  7,  1927. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — The  question  of  the  abolition  of 
port  differentials  on  export  and  import  traffic  is 
and  has  been  for  the  past  six  years  the  most  im- 
portant proposition  confronting  New  England. 
The  City  of  Boston  has  not  been  unmindful  of  this 
fact,  and  during  the  past  five  years  has  made 
available  a  total  of  $13,000  for  the  purpose  of 
combating  the  system  of  unfair  and  discrimina- 
tory differentials  placed  in  operation  by  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission.  As  a  consequence 
of  this  opposition,  certain  measures  of  relief  have 
been  secured  primarily  in  connection  with  our 
import  trade.  Our  foreign  export  trade,  however, 
has  been  seriously  handicapped  and  it  is  absolutely 
necessary  that  our  opposition  to  the  present 
differential  rates  be  continued  until  such  time  as 
the  port  of  Boston  shall  receive  the  necessary 
measures  of  relief  to  which  it  is  entitled. 

The  recent  allocation  to  Boston  of  the  strips  of 
the  American  Republics  Line  may  be  said  to  be 
indirectly  the  result  of  our  differential  campaign. 
To  bring  these  ships  to  Boston  it  was  necessary  to 
overcome  the  opposition  of  the  same  cities  who 
have  been  leading  the  fight  against  us  in  the 
matter  of  port  differentials.  The  transfer  of  these 
ships  to  Boston  will  result  in  the  annual  expendi- 
ture of  millions  of  dollars  within  our  city  for  labor, 
materials  and  supplies. 

The  City  of  Baltimore  has  raised  a  fund  of 
$50,000,  to  contest  our  efforts  in  the  removal  of 
port  differentials.  Philadelphia  has  also  appro- 
priated funds  for  this  purpose,  and,  in  addition 
we  must  combat  the  powerful  opposition  of  the 
Baltimore  &  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania  Railroads. 
Approximately  two  years  ago  the  city  made  a 
contribution  of  $5,000,  as  its  share  towards  the 
expenses  of  the  campaign.  This  contribution  is 
now  exhausted  and  if  the  necessary  and  important 
campaign  is  to  be  continued  additional  funds  will 
be  required.  Boston  has  a  very  vital  interest  in 
the  continuance  of  this  campaign,  hence  I  submit 
for  your  approval  an  order  providing  for  the 
appropriation  on  the  part  of  the  city  of  the  sum  of 
$5,000,  to  be  expended  in  the  continuance  of  an 
aggressive  campaign  for  the  removal  of  port 
differentials. 

I  respectfully  recommend  adoption  of  this  order 
by  your  honorable  body.

RADICAL  PUBLICATIONS  AMONG  SCHOOL 
CHILDREN. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Police  Commissioner  and  the 
Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested  and 
urged  forthwith  to  confer  and  co-operate  with  the 
District  Attorney  for  Suffolk  County,  relative  to 
any  continued  dissemination  of  radical  publications 
among  young  school  children  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  presumably 
every  member  of  the  City  Council  has  read  in  the 
newspapers  recently  concerning  the  organized  cir- 
culation of  radical  so-called  '  'literature"  among  the 
young  school  children  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
especially  in  the  Roxbury  and  Dorchester  districts. 
I  realize,  of  course,  that  there  is  such  a  tiling  as 
freedom  of  the  press,  but,  on  the  other  hand,  I  feel 
very  strongly  that  any  attempt  to  undermine  the 
morale  or  patriotism  of  the  young  children  in  our 
primary  and  grammar  schools  is  something  that 
should  le  stamped  out  at  the  start.  There  is  an 
attempt  particularly  to  attack  such  patriotic 
organizations  as  the  Girl  Scouts  and  Boy  Scouts  of 
America,  which  organizations  are  especially  strong 
in  my  district,  for  which  reason  presumably  this 
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attack  has  been  started  in  the  Dorchester  ward.  I 
thoroughly  agree  with  the  often  expressed  senti- 
ment of  Coun.  McGrath  that  this  body  should  not 
memorialize  any  other  governing  body,  and  for  that 
reason  I  purposely,  before  putting  the  order  in  to 
the  Council,  WTote  to  the  Governor  of  the  Common- 
wealth today  asking  for  his  assistance,  and  urging 
him  to  utilize  the  secret  service  branch  of  the 
Commonwealth  in  ferreting  out  this  matter.  I 
am  convinced,  from  following  up  and  reading  the 
articles,  that  the  purpose  of  those  spreading  them 
is  not  to  circulate  the  sheets  as  such,  but  that  they 
are  being  used  as  a  come-on  to  encourage  the  in- 
creased circulation  of  a  vicious  socialistic  paper 
called  '  'The  Young  Comrade,"  and  Other  such 
papers  published  in  the  city  of  Chicago.  I  accord- 
ingly urge  the  passage  of  the  order  at  this  time. 

Coun.  GUILD—  Mr.  President,  at  the  risk  of 
seeming  to  defend  radicals  and  Reds  and  other 
people  of  that  ilk,  I  rise  to  oppose  Coun.  Wilson's 
motion.  It  seems  to  me  the  best  way  to  focus  the 
attention  of  the  public  upon  such  pernicious  activ- 
ities as  those  to  which  he  has  referred  is  for  bodies 
such  as  the  Boston  City  Council  to  take  notice  of 
them.  We  all  know  the  effect  of  censorship  of  the 
drama.  The  piays  which  are  branded  are  the  ones 
where  the  houses  are  crowded.  As  soon  as  a  body- 
like  the  Boston  f  ity  Council  begins  to  take  cog- 
nizance of  the  activities  of  such  people,  attention  is 
focused  upon  them,  which  is  the  one  thing  they 
want  above  all  others.  They  want  public  atten- 
tion, they  want  resolutions  passed  by  bodies  like 
the  Boston  City  Council,  because  that  is  their 
bread  and  drink.  I,  therefore,  am  heartily  opposed 
to  the  City  Council  recognizing  the  activities, 
pernicious  as  they  are,  of  these  radicals  and  Reds, 
and  I  hope  that  the  motion  will  not  prevail. 

The  rule  was  suspended,  and  the  order  was  read 
a  second  time  and  passed. 


RENTAL   OF  BOULEVARD  ELECTRIC 
LIGHT  POLES. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Greater  Boston  Committee  of 
the  City  Council — preferably  in  conjunction  with 
his  Honor  the  Mayor — investigate  and  report, 
first,  with  reference  to  the  reported  rental  by  the 
City  of  Boston  of  approximately  6,000  boulevard 
electric  light  poles,  costing  approximately  $110 
each,  at  an  annual  rental  of  $36  per  year  per  pole, 
and  secondly,  with  reference  to  the  advisability  of 
substituting  for  the  present  incandescent  lamps  a 
diffusing  nonfocusing  reflector  system. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  last  Monday 
the  members  of  this  body  listened  with  interest  to 
Coun.  McGrath's  remarks  suggesting  a  possible 
reduction  of  electric  light  rates  from  8$  cents  to  5 
or  6  cents  per  kilowatt  hour.  As  an  interesting 
coincidence,  each  membei  of  this  body  likewise  re- 
ceived last  Monday  a  communication  from  Mr. 
Allan  G.  Lamson  on  the  same  general  subject,  but 
from  another  angle,  viz.,  a  reduction  of  electric 
light  costs  to  trie  City  of  Boston.  I  personally  was 
much  interested  in  the  suggestion  that  the  City  of 
Boston  pays  over  a  period  of  each  three  years  a 
rental  on  thousands  of  poles  sufficient  in  amount  to 
have  purchased  the  poles  outright.  I  was  also 
interested  in  the  suggestion  that  one  third  of  our 
present  number  of  poles  differently,  but  just  as 
economically  equipped,  will  furnish  twice  the 
present  visibility  while  using  less  than  one  third  the 
present  current.  I  was  sufficiently  interested  to 
talk  with  Mr.  Lamson  personally  and  while  I  my- 
self do  not  attempt  for  one  moment  to  qualify  as  an 
expert,  I  was  told  that  Police  Commissioner  Wilson 
has  already  equipped  one  third  of  the  police  poles  in 
the  City  of  Boston  with  the  suggested  reflector 
system,  on  receiving  favorable  reports  by  individual 
members  of  the  police  force.  I  understand  that 
this  equipment  reduces  the  cost  of  operation  from 
8£  cents  to  3i3o  cents  per  kilowatt  hour,  that  there 
is  an  increased  visibility  even  with  reduced  con- 
sumption of  lignt  current,  and  t_iat  the  change  is 
easily  effected,  not  necessarily  through  any  re- 
placement of  polls,  but  merely  by  installation  of 
the  new  bulb  and  reflector.  Nothing  can  be  lost 
and  much  can  be  gained  by  serious  consideration 
of  this  problem.  The  Cambridge  City  Council,  I 
am  informed,  is  already  taking  up  the  matter  with 
Mr.  Lamson.  I  feel  that  proper  investigation  by 
the  members  of  this  body  in  conference  with  Mr. 
Lamson,  Commissioner  Sullivan,  Mr.  Atwood,  and 


tne  representatives  of  the  Edison  Light  and  other 
companies  may  well  mean  improved  lighting  and 
substantial  economy  for  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


HALF  HOLIDAY  FOR  WOMEN  CLEANERS, 
CITY  HOSPITAL.

McGRATH— Mr.  President,  the  letter 
from  his  Honor  the  Mayor  was  so  lengthy  that  it  is 
almost  impossible  to  answer  it  in  every  detail  but, 
because  there  are  a  few  statements  contained  there- 
in that  are  of  special  interest  to  me,  I  am  going  to 
attempt  to  answer  it  as  briefly  as  I  can.  Whether 
there  is  a  necessity  for  an  Unemployment  Com- 
mittee being  appointed  at  this  time  or  not,  is  not 
for  me  to  decide  finally,  perhaps,  but  I  would  refer 
to  the  testimony  before  our  committee  of  Mr. 
Harry  Jennings,  the  business  agent  of  the  Boston 
Central  Labor  Union,  on  last  Friday,  in  which  he 
told  us  that  there  are  between  60,000  and  65,000 
men  unemployed  in  Boston  at  the  present  time. 
Wholesale  discharges  of  employees  by  corporations 
and  by  individual  firms  have  resulted  in  that  state 
of  affairs,  and  this  body  has,  therefore,  appointed 
a  committee  of  five  members  on  the  question  of 
unemployment.  I  think  his  Honor  the  Mayor  was 
supposed  to  have  a  representative  on  the  commit- 
tee, but  he  failed  to  send  one  there.  However, 
his  failure  to  do  so  did  not  hamper  the  committee's 
work,  and  they  have  proceeded  to  take  stock  of  the 
situation  so  far  as  they  could,  and  get  some  idea 
of  the  number  who  are  really  unemployed.  The 
first  ones  we  called  in  were  the  officials  of  the 
Telephone  Company,  who  came  here,  and  we  found 
that  over  a  thousand  men  and  women  had  been 
discharged  from  that  company.  Whatever  hap- 
pened subsequent  to  that  was  because  of  the  Tele- 
phone Company's  endeavor  to  listen  in  and  to 
hear  what  was  being  said  by  those  who  were 
interested  in  those  meetings,  and  it  was  the  Tele- 
phone Company  that  took  the  initiative  in  bringing 
about  a  situation  that  then  confronted  us.  We 
were  confronted  with  a  situation  that  we  were  told 
existed  in  connection  with  contracts  entered  into 
by  the  City  of  Bcston,  and  a  great  many  said  to 
us,  "  There  is  no  object  in  continuing  your  meetings 
until  you  have  first  cleaned  your  own  house.  There 
are  several  contractors  in  Boston  who  are  employ- 
ing alien  labor  instead  of  citizen  help,  resulting  in 
a  good  deal  of  unemployment  of  citizens."  So 
we  invited  about  forty-five  of  these  contractors  in, 
and  forty-four  of  them  came,  and  one  failed  to 
come,  although  for  a  month  we  sent  an  invitation 
to  him  to  appear,  and  the  last  invitation  notified 
him  that  unless  he  came  before  our  committee  the 


committee  would  be  forced  to  pay  attention  to  the 
rumors  about  him  and  drastic  action  would  be 
taken.  He  again  failed  to  appear,  however.  So, 
whatever  has  happened  or  may  hapoen  in  that 
instance,  is  again  the  contractor's  fault,  and  is  not 
to  be  placed  on  the  shoulders  of  the  committee  or 
any  member  of  the  committee.  Gentlemen,  we  all 
know  something  about  the  unemployment  situa- 
tion in  Boston.  We  were  all  surprised  two  weeks 
ago  today  on  entering  this  hall  to  find  these  rooms 
crowded  with  men  who  were  unemployed.  Many 
of  them  were  young  men,  men  fairly  well  dressed, 
and  yet  they  were  here  prepared  to  do  whatever 
laborious  work  might  offer,  shoveling  snow  for  the 
city,  or  anything  else.  You  know,  Mr.  President 
and  members  of  the  Council,  that  a  number  of 
them  were  lying  on  the  floor,  they  were  so  weakened 
through  tramping  the  streets  and  not  having 
proper  food.  So  when  his  Honor  the  Mayor  says 
that  there  is  no  unemployment  in  Boston,  he 
would  merely  have  to  come  upstairs  here  two 
flights  to  find  an  appalling  condition.  We  hear 
a  great  deal  about  a  crime  wave.  Let  me  suggest 
that  if  there  were  not  so  many  young  men  unem- 
ployed, walking  the  streets  of  Boston  out  of  work, 
there  would  be  no  crime  wave.  It  is  idle,  of  course, 
for  me  or  anybody  else  to  criticise  the  present 
situation,  unless  there  is  something  constructive 
stated,  some  means  of  correcting  it.  I  do  feel  that 
there  are  things  that  can  be  done.  There  is  already 
appropriated  8650,000  for  a  pumping  station  in 
East  Bcston,  and  half  a  millii  n  dollars  for  the 
widening  of  Ashland  street.  Why  not  -start  on  this 
work  today?  Six  we;ks  from  today  the  contrac- 
tors of  Boston  will  be  bidding  against  each  other 
for  these  men  who  are  idle,  but  six  weeks  is  a  long 
time  to  wait  when  men  are  hungry,  penniless  and 
cold.  I  know  in  my  ward  men  who  are  fathers  of 
families  who  are  in  very  desperate  straits.  One 
man  is  the  father  of  six  children,  and  he  had  been 
employed  in  a  neighboring  department  store,  and 
he  came  to  me  asking  for  city  aid  for  the  first  time 
in  his  life.  There  has  never  been  a  time  in  the 
history  of  this  city  since  1914  when  there  were  so 
many  men  looking  for  an  honest  day's  work, 
walking  the  streets  of  the  city  begging  for  an 
opportunity  to  work.  Perhaps  we  cannot  solve  the 
problem,  but  we  cannot  treat  it  lightly,  we  cannot 
make  a  joke  of  it,  and  any  man  in  elective  office 
who  says  it  is  no  concern  of  his  is  making  a  serious 
mistake,  so  far  as  his  elective  position  is  concerned. 
Those  contracts  can  be  started.  It  is  an  open 
winter.  There  is  no  question  but  what  this  work 
could  be  started  in  East  Boston,  and  also  work  on 
Ashland  street.  Many  works  of  that  kind  could 
be  gotten  under  way,  and  it  would  help  to  relieve 
the  present  very  serious  situation  in  this  city.  Let 
us  all  realize  the  seriousness  of  the  situation,  when 
there  are  so  many  deserving  married  men,  men 
with  families,  willing  to  do  almost  anything  if  they 
can  get  a  good  week's  work.  It  is  all  very  well  for 
his  Honor  to  say  that  there  are  certain  acts  in 
connection  with  the  running  of  a  city  that  are 
executive,  and  that  he  assumes  full  responsibility 
for  such  acts,  and  he  alone  is  held  responsible  in 
that  connection  for  what  takes  place.  But  it 
would  be  just  as  wide  of  the  mark  for  the  president 
of  a  bank  to  feel  that  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
institution  were  not  to  be  held  responsible  for  the 
action  of  the  president  as  for  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
to  take  the  position  that  this  Council  is  not  respon- 
sible for  what  may  be  done  by  the  city.  We  are 
responsible  to  the  citzens,  just  as  he  is.  His 
Honor  the  Mayor  may  claim  that  it  is  no  concern 
of  the  Council,  that  we  have  nothing  to  do  with 
the  expenditure  of  money.  In  that  connection  he 
referred  to  section  8  of  the  charter  and  warns  me 
that  I  could  be  arrested  and  imprisoned  for  a  year 
and  have  a  fine  of  a  thousand  dollars  imposed  upon 
me  for  violating  section  8  of  the  charter,  because 
of  attempting  to  get  men  employment.  If  that  is 
the  case,  so  be  it.  But  I,  Mr.  Chairman,  do  not 
take  that  view  of  our  rights  or  responsibilities  here. 
I  am  not  in  this  matter,  Mr.  President,  looking  for 
some  cheap  notoriety.  I  take  the  position  I  do 
on  this  matter  because  this  is  something  of  vital 
importance  to  us  all.  There  is,  perhaps,  a  differ- 
ence of  opinion.  I  will  say  this.  When  we  have 
appropriated  money,  when  we  have  voted  for  a 
specific  sum  —  like  a  million  dollars  for  Long 
Island  almshouse  or  a  quarter  of  a  million  for  the 
removal  of  ashes  and  garbage  in  Dorchester,  I 
agree  that  in  the  making  of  the  contract  we  have 
no  authority.  And  that  is  very  fortunately  so. 
But  when  that  contract  has  been  made  and  it  comes 
to  the  spending  of  the  money,  I  differ   with  the 
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opinion  of  any  Corporation  Counsel  who  says  that 
we  have  no  right  and  no  responsibility  in  that 
matter.  I  say  that  we  are  directly  responsible, 
and  whether  I  am  a  member  of  this  body  for  six 
months  or  for  six  years,  I  will  watch  the  expendi- 
ture of  every  dollar  that  I  have  passed  upon,  sir. 
I  will  especially  watch  those  whom  I  feel  are  lax  in 
their  duty.  As  I  see  my  duty  to  the  people,  those 
who  sent  me  here  are  going  to  hold  me  to  account 
for  the  method  of  expenditure  of  every  dollar  that 
I  have  passed  upon.  I  regard  the  opinion  of  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  or  the  opinion  of  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel,  against  my  opinion,  as,  after  all,  only 
the  opinions  of  men.  In  the  opinion  I  have  given 
to  you  as  to  the  rights  of  the  Council  and  as  to  the 
standing  cf  the  Council  as  a  body  in  these  matters 
I  am  backed  up  by  some  of  the  best  legal  men  in 
Boston,  with  whom  I  have  talked.  But,  even 
beyond  that,  sir,  there  is  a  law  on  the  state  books 
that  gives  the  Council  a  power  that  they  have 
never  exercised.  It  is  a  power  beyond  any  power 
held  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  himself.  He  would 
convey  to  you,  as  Coun.  Wilson  says,  the  opinion 
that  when  a  man  is  elected  to  this  body  he  loses 
some  of  the  prerogatives  that  he  would  have  as  a 
private  citizen.  As,  a  private  citizen  he  can  inter- 
cede for  a  man  and  try  to  get  work  for  him,  but 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  would  claim  that  the  moment 
he  becomes  a  member  of  this  Council  he  loses  that 
right,  and  that  he  has  less  power  than  an  outside 
individual.  Gentlemen,  let  me  quote  to  you 
sections  8  to  11,  inclusive,  of  chapter  233  of  the 
General  Laws  of  Massachusetts. 

"Section  8.  Witnesses  may  be  summoned  to 
attend  and  testify  and  to  produce  books  and 
papers  at  a  hearing  before  a  city  council,  or  cither 
branch  thereof,  or  before  a  board  of  selectmen,  or 
before  a  board  of  police  commissioners,  or  before 
a  fire  commissioner  or  a  board  of  fire  commissioners 
or  a  commissioner  of  public  safety,  or  before  a 
school  board,  or  before  a  licensing  board  or  licens- 
ing authorities  for  the  granting  of  licenses  for 
certain  non-intoxicating  beverages,  as  defined  in 
section  one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
eight,  or  before  a  board  of  registrars  of  voters,  or 
before  the  police  commissioner  or  election  com- 
missioners of  Boston,  or  before  the  metropolitan 
district,  commission,  at  any  hearing  before  them, 
as  to  matters  witnin  their  authority;  and  such 
witnesses  shall  be  summoned  in  the  same  manner, 
lie  paid  the  same  fees  and  be  subject  to  the  same 
penalties  for  default,  as  witnesses  before  district 
courts.  The  presiding  officer  of  such  council,  or  of 
cither  branch  thereof,  or  a  member  of  any  such 
committee,  board  or  commission,  or  any  such  com- 
missioner, may  administer  oaths  to  witnesses  who 
appear  before  such  council,  branch  thereof,  com- 
mittee, board,  commission  or  commissioner. 
respectively. 

"Section  9.  If  a  witness  who  has  been  so  sum- 
moned and  paid  or  tendered  the  proper  fees  fails  to 
attend  in  pursuance  thereof,  the  presiding  officer 
of  such  city  council,  or  of  either  branch  thereof,  or 
the  chairman  of  such  committee,  board  or  corn- 
mission,  or  any  such  commissioner,  may  issue  a 
warrant  to  bring  such  witness  before  them,  to 
testify  in  the  case  in  which  he  was  summoned. 

"Section  10.  A  justice  of  the  supreme  judicial 
or  the  superior  court,  upon  application  of  a  tribunal 
authorized  to  summon  but  not  to  compel  the  at- 
tendance of  witnesses  and  the  giving  of  testimony 
before  it,  may,  in  his  discretion,  compel  the  at- 
tendance of  such  witnesses  and  the  giving  of 
testimony  before  any  such  tribunal,  in  the  same 
manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  before  said  court  s. 

"Section  11.  A  justice  of  the  supreme  judicial 
or  the  superior  court,  upon  the  application  of  a 
magistrate  or  tribunal  authorized  to  summon  and 
compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  may,  in  his 
discretion,  compel  the  giving  of  testimony  by  them 
before  such  magistrate  or  tribunal,  in  the  same 
manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  before  said 
courts." 

That  is  the  law.  It  is  not  my  opinion.  That 
is  not  my  opinion;  it  is  not  the  opinion  of  his 
Honor;  it  is  not  the  opinion  of  any  Corporation 
Counsel.  It  is  bigger  than  that.  It  is  the  law 
of  this  Commonwealth,  sir,  and  no  man  is  bigger 
than  the  law.  And  so  I  would  call  that  to  the  at- 
tention of  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel.  Let  me  simply  say  in  closing  that  I 
hope  we  will  never  have  to  put  this  into  effect, 
but  let  those  who  have  received  the  benefits  of 
political  preference,  let  those  contractors  who  arc 
the  firRt  to  belittle  men  in  this  and  other  bodies 
that    make    possible    their    living,  'let    those    who 


feed  at  the  public  crib  and  then  are  foremost  in 
criticizing  and  belittling  others,  beware  lest  they 
feel  the  lash.  And  let  me  say  in  closing,  that 
when  the  Mayor  speaks  of  our  cowardly,  con- 
temptible and  vicious  attitude,  and  says  that  his 
letter  is  sent  in  a  spirit  of  good  will  and  co-opera- 
tion, I  hope  I  may  not  be  a  member  of  this  body 
when  he  sends  a  letter  to  us  when  he  is  mad. 
(Applause  from  the  galleries.) 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  would  have 
been  much  more  impressed  by  the  eloquence  of 
Coun.  McGrath  if  he  had  cited  that  part  of  the 
Mayor's  letter  in  which  he  says,  "I  recognize  the 
problem  of  unemployment  as  a  public  question 
of  extreme  importance,"  instead  of  putting  into 
the  Mayor's  mouth  the  words  that  the  problem 
was  of  no  concern  to  him  and  that  there  is  no 
unemployment.  Those  words  are  not  in  the 
Mayor's  letter  in  any  way,  shape  or  manner,  and 
it  is  not  fair  or  square  to  anybody  to  put  words 
in  his  mouth  in  any  such  way  when  he  has  not 
said  them,  but  has  said  the  direct  opposite.  It 
is  not  fair  to  do  that  in  order  to  give  a  certain 
tinge  to  the  situation.  Coun.  McGrath's  re- 
marks would  have  been  mucn  more  impiessive 
if  he  had  discussed  that  sentence  of  the  Mayor's 
letter  in  which  the  Mayor  speaks  about  the  manner 
of  appointment  of  the  committee.  I  am  not 
entirely  cognizant  of  the  circumstances  under 
which  the  committee  was  appointed,  but  it  is  my 
impression  that  it  was  duly  appointed  in  the 
regular  way  in  which  all  committees  of  this  Coun- 
cil are  appointed,  and  that  the  Mayor  in  his 
letter,  while  he  says  at  the  outset  that  he  recog- 
nizes the  importance  of  the  unemployment  situa- 
tion, has  taken  the  wrong  slant  by  assuming  that 
a  committee  of  the  City  Council,  of  which  Coun. 
McGrath  is  a  member,  and  an  active  member,  has 
been  irregularly  appointed.  The  whole  difficulty 
and  misunderstanding  which  has  arisen  between 
this  Council  and  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  I  believe, 
has  arisen  on  account  of  the  attitude  he  has  taken 
that  the  committee  is  irregular.  If  I  am  mis- 
informed as  to  the  regularity  with  which  that 
committee  was  appointed,  I  certainly  hope  steps 
will  be  taken  immediately  to  make  the  committee 
as  regular  and  duly  authorized  a  committee  as 
it  is  possible  for  any  committee  of  this  body  to  be. 

Coun.  McGRATH — Mr.  President,  just  one 
word  in  answer  to  what  Coun.  Guild  has  said 
We  appointed  here  a  committee  on  the  subject 
of  unemployment,  with  a  request  that  his  Honor 
I  lie  Mayor  furnish  to  that  committee  one  of  his 
representatives,  which  he  failed  to  do.  In  his 
failure  to  recognize  a  committee  with  such  an 
important  duty  to  perform,  I  say  he  was  so  lax 
that  he  docs  not  even  recognize  the  seriousness  of 
the  unemployment  situation. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  message  was 
placed  on  file. 


MUNICIPAL   BUILDING    IN  WARD    II. 

Coun.  GREEN,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
submitted  a  report  on  order  (referred  February  7) 
that  $500,(100  be  appropriated,  to  be  expended  by 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings,  for  a 
municipal  building  in  Ward  1-1 — that  the  same 
ought  to  pass.

INCREASED   SALARY   FOR   BUILDING 
COMMISSIONER. 

Coun.  DOWLING,  for  the  Committee  on  Or- 
dinances submitted  a  report  on  the  ordinance 
transmitted  by  the  Mayor  (referred  January  31 ) 
amending  section  5  of  chapter  3  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1925  so  as  to  establish  the  salary 
of  the  Building  Commissioner  at  $7,500  instead 
of  $6,000 — that  the  same  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  ordinance  assigned  to  the  next 
meeting  on  motion  of  Coun.  McGRATH. 


OUTSIDE   EMPLOYMENT   OF   CITY 
EMPLOYEES. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD  offered  the  following; 
Ordered,   That   his     Honor   the    Mayor   be   re- 
quested to  have  all  heads  of  departments  obtain 
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answers  to  the  following  questions,  said  questions 
to  be  submitted  in  writing  to  each  and  every 
employee  employed  by  the  City  of  Boston: 

Name? 

Age? 

Residence? 

Married  or  single?. 

How  long  employed  by  the  City  of  Boston? 

Are  you  employed  by  any  other  firm,  city,  state, 
county,  or  the  United  States  Government,  and  if 
so,  for  how  long? 

This  statement  to  be  signed  and  sworn  to  before 
a  justice  of  the  peace  or  notary  public. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD — Mr.  Piesident,  my  pur- 
pose in  introducing  that  order  is  because  of  tin- 
large  number  of  people  who  are  unemployed  in 
tnis  city  at  the  present  time.  If  I  am  correctly 
informed, —  and  I  have  no  pi  oof  except  what  has 
been  stated  to  me  by  certain  people  —  there  arc 
a  large  number  of  persons  employed  by  the  City 
of  Boston  who  are  also  chawing  salaries  from  out- 
side firms,  who  are  also  working  for  the  count.-, 
for  the  post  office,  working  at  different  occupa- 
tions besides  working  for  tne  city,  while  men  are 
walking  the  streets  seeking  employment.  The 
City  of  Boston  is  a  pretty  good  paymaster,  one 
who  never  fails  to  come,  who  is  always  on  time, 
and  the  city  gives  steady  employment.  Wnile 
men  working  for  outside  employers  are  perhaps 
loafing  four  or  five  months  in  the  year,  those  work- 
ing for  the  city  keep  busy  all  the  time.  An  out- 
Fide  plumber  may  get  pretty  good  pay,  but  he 
does  not  have  steady  work,  and  it  is  tne  same  with 
a  carpenter  or  a  plasterer,  or  a  man  in  any  other 
trade  or  business.  In  every  otner  occupation 
there  are  dull  seasons  and  men  are  laid  off.  The 
present  situation  in  our  city,  because  of  unem- 
ployment, is  deplorable.  We  see  a  large  number 
of  young  men,  young  men  with  good  educations 
and  who  should  have  reasonable  hope  for  the 
future,  with  nothing  to  do;  young  men  recently 
married,  who  find  themselves  with  a  family  and 
out  of  employment.  Thousands  are  being  dropped 
by  the  telephone  and  other  corporations.  The 
City  of  Boston  ougiit  to  clean  house.  I  have  no 
fear,  if  this  order  is  passed,  and  these  people  must 
go  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  or  a  notary  public 
and  swear  to  their  statements,  that  they  will  tell 
the  truth,  and  if  they  are  working  for  outside  con- 
cerns, if  they  are  working  for  the  county,  working 
for  the  post  office,  we  will  know  it.  One  job  is 
enough  for  them.  We  all  know  how  hard  these 
people  fight  for  their  positions  with  the  city. 
They  get  on  the  civil  service  list  and  they  are 
around  after  you  night  and  day,  making  thousands 
of  promises  of  what  they  will  do  if  they  can  get 
employment  from  the  city,  and  assuring  you  that 
if  they  can  do  so  they  will  be  content.  In  addi- 
tion to  their  regular  employment  and  pay,  they 
also  enjoy  a  pension  system.  The  man  outside, 
who  drives  a  coal  team,  who  digs  a  ditch,  who 
climbs  a  pole,  who  is  a  painter,  enjoys  no  such 
conditions  as  are  enjoyed  by  those  who  work  for 
the  City  of  Boston  and  the  County  of  Suffolk. 
Let  us  get  at  the  root  of  this  matter  and  settle  it 
once  and  for  all.  I  am  told  of  one  case  where 
one  person  draws  three  distinct  salaries;  and  an- 
other thing  that  is  deplorable  and  nauseating  to 
every  decent  individual,  anybody  who  has  the 
least  bit  of  pride,  is  the  fact  that  these  married 
women,  wnose-  husbands  are  working  for  the  city 
and  whose  husbands  are  drawing  fat  salaries, 
take'the  places  that  belong  to  men  who  are  walk- 
ing the  streets.  To  me  that  situation  is  nau- 
seating. I  don't  know  how  the  other  members 
of  the  body  feel  about  it.  Personally,  I  believe 
this  taking  of  such  positions  by  married  women 
should  stop  at  once.  They  have  no  right  to  do 
that  sort  of  thing.  I  don't  doubt,  when  we  come 
to  look  over  the  lists  in  my  ward  or  in  your  wards, 
we  will  find  hundreds  of  such  cases.  I  represent  a 
ward  with  a  population  of  80,000,  and  I  don't 
think  there  are  200  people  in  the  entire  ward  em- 
ployed by  the  city  and  state.  Men  who  work  hard, 
laboriously,  comprise  the  great  population  of  the 
district,  and  you  will  find  a  similar  situation 
probably  in  every  other  district.  Such  people  are 
in  the  majority.  I  have  no  fear  as  to  whom  this 
order  will  hit.  I  know  at  the  moment  nobody 
whom  it  will  hit,  and  if  it  does  hit  anybody  I  know 
I  will  have  no  apology  to  offer,  because  I  don't 
think  it  is  fair  that  they  should  do  as  they  do.  I 
can  remember  a  time  when  it  was  not  tolerated  in 
this  city,  when  we  had  men  in  control  who  had  the 
nerve  to  stand  up  and  refuse  to  allow  these  people 
to  be  so  employed,  who  would  xinder  circumstances 


such  as  are  confronting  our  people  today  clean 
them  out  and  give  the  unemployed  a  chance  to 
get  positions.  Let  them  choose  between  the  jobs 
they  have  with  the  city  and  their  outside  jobs. 
There  are  men  working  for  the  post  office,  and 
also  no  doubt  for  departments  of  this  city,  who 
arc  practicing  law-.  Awhile  ago  tnere  was  a 
photograph  in  one  of  the  papers  showing  a  pic- 
ture of  a  man  enjoying  one  of  the  fattest  jobs  in 
City  Hall,  defending  a  man  on  trial  for  his  life. 
Why,  it  is  getting  deplorable.  They  get  admitted 
to  the  bar  and  then  refuse  to  give  up  their  posi- 
tions, but  continue  in  their  jobs  and  also  practice 
law,  drawing  right  along  their  salaries  from  the 
city  or  county.  In  the  days  of  Collins,  of  Mat- 
thews, yes,  of  Quiucy,  they  would  have  been 
cleaned  out,  but  they  say  now,  "They  are  good 
fellows,  don't  touch  them,"  and  when  the  time  for 
a  political  campaign  comes  around  they  are  so- 
called  leaders  and  want  to  dictate  to  members  of 
the  Council  and  everybody  else.  The  time  was 
when  we  had  mayors  in  this  city  with  backbone 
and  courage,  who  would  not  stand  for  that  sort 
of  thing  for  one  moment,  and  there  are  men  in 
this  chamber  who  know  that  what  I  say  is  true, 
who  know  what  men  of  that  type  would  have 
done  under  the  circumstances.  They  would  have 
cleaned  out  such  employees  in  no  time.  But  now 
we  have  to  submit  to  this  sort  of  thing  because 
they  are  so-called  "good  fellows."  You  find  them 
in  these  different  places  today,  crowding  into  em- 
ployment where  they  should  not  be,  receiving 
salaries  that  should  belong  to  those  who  are  now 
unemployed.  I  sincerely  hope  there  will  be  no 
objection  to  the  order,  but  that  it  will  go  through. 
(Applause  from  the  galleries.) 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  supplementing 
the  remarks  of  Coun.  Fitzgerald,  let  me  say  that 
there  would  seem  to  be  considerable  information 
that  may  be  produced  through  his  order  that 
would  be  of  special  value  to  the  Committee  on 
Residences  of  Municipal  Employees.  I  would, 
therefore,  greatly  appreciate  it  if  the  order  could 
be  so  framed  that  the  information  it  asks  for 
would  be  put.  into  the  hands  of  that  special  Com- 
mittee on  Residences  of  Municipal  Employees. 
It  is  not  alone  the  question  of  unemployment  that 
is  an  important  one  today  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
There  are  thousands  of  unemployed  and  there  are 
thousands  who  are  not  residents  of  Boston,  who 
are  doing  work  for  the  City  of  Boston.  That 
condition  should  be  changed,  as  well  as  dealing 
merely  with  the  question  of  unemployment  ;is  is 
here  proposed.  (Applause  from  the  galleries.)  I 
feel  that  the  special  committee  of  the  Council  on 
Residences  of  Municipal  Employees  could  very 
well  use  the  information  which  Coun.  Fitzgerald's 
order  calls  for,  and  if  I  may  have  leave  to  do  so 
orally,  I  move  that  the  order  be  so  amended  that 
the  information  shall  be  imparted  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Residences  of  Municipal  EniDloyces. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  am 
perfectly  agreeaple  to  that. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  having  in  mind 
Coun.  Guild's  proposed  amendment,  I  would 
merely  suggest  that,  as  the  order  is  now  framed, 
it  requests  the  Mayor,  either  directly  or  through 
the  department  heads,  to  furnish  this  information 
and  that  when  the  information  is  obtained  it  can 
be  furnished  by  the  Council  to  the  Committee  on 
Residences  of  City  Employees. 

Coun.  GUILD— Mr.  President,  that  will  be 
satisfactory  to  me.

— whatever  that  is — "warrants  the  Board  in  saying 
that  the  expense  of  same  would  be  in  the  neighbor- 
hood"— whatever  that  is — "of  51,250,000."

OPINION  OF  CORPORATION  COUNSEL    IN 
RE  CHAPTER  272.

Gentlemen, — In  accordance  with  request  of 
your  honorable  body  of  February  28,  1927,  I  am 
transmitting  herewith  copy  of  opinion  of  the 
Corporation  Counsel  relative  to  reasons  for  veto- 
ing the  resolution  of  the  City  Council  for  legisla- 
tion to  amend  chapter  272  of  the  General  Laws.

Dear  Sir, — I  have  before  me  for  my  considera- 
tion the  following  order  of  the  City  Council: 

' '  Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  author- 
ized, in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  Gity  of 
Boston,  to  petition  the  Massachusetts  Legislature 
during  its  present  term,  for  legislation  to  strike  out 
section  102  of  chapter  272  of  the  General  Laws  of 
1921,  which  reads  "the  three  preceding  sections 
(99,  100,  and  101)  shall  not  apply  to  a  corporation 
subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  department  of 
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public  utilities  of  the  commonwealth  or  to  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  interstate  commerce  commis- 
sion, or  to  the  employees  of  any  such  corporation 
while  engaged  in  the  conduct  of  its  business." 

I  would  advise  your  Honor  that  it  would  not  be 
wise  at  this  time  to  file  the  petition  suggested  by 
this  order,  first,  because  I  do  not  believe  the  Legis- 
lature would  admit  it  at  this  time;  secondly, 
because  I  believe  there  is  sufficient  legislation  to 
take  care  of  the  situation  presented  by  this  order. 
The  order  is  undoubtedly  aimed  at  the  New  Eng- 
land Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  and 
seeks  to  prevent  alleged  tapping  of  telephone  wires. 
The  New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Com- 
pany is  a  common  carrier,  engaged  in  the  transmis- 
sion of  intelligence  by  electricity,  as  prescribed  by 
section  12,  chapter  159,  General  Laws,  and  is 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Utilities.  . 

Section  13,  chapter  159,  General  Laws,  provides: 

"The  department  may  inquire  into  the  rates, 
charges,  regulations,  practices  equipment  and 
services  of  common  carriers  in  this  common- 
wealth, and  elsewhere,  rendering  any  service  of  a 
kind  subject  to  its  jurisdiction."  .-.",,. 

Under  this  section  if  the  Department  of  Public 
Utilities  finds  that  the  Telephone  Company  is 
using  its  equipment  for  the  purpose  of  eavesdrop- 
ping and  in  order  to  secure  information  in  violation 
of  the  spirit  of  sections  99  to  100,  inclusive,  of 
chapter  272,  it  may,  by  its  order,  require  the  com- 
pany to  refrain  from  so  doing.  The  legislation 
contained  in  chapter  272,  which  is  the  subject 
matter  of  the  order  of  the  Council,  was  enacted  for 
the  purpose  of  preventing  the  securing  of  informa- 
tion by  means  of  the  dictagraph  or  dictaphone.  It 
was  not  intended  to  apply  to  a  public  utility  like 
the  Telephone  Company  which  might  find  it 
convenient  or  necessary  to  make  certain  tests  in 
order  to  render  better  service  or  to  correct  defects 
in  its  equipment.  If  the  Telephone  Company  is 
indulging  in  the  practice  of  eavesdropping  and  for 
the  purpose  of  securing  information  improperly 
against  individuals  or  public  officials,  this  matter 
should  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Utilities  and  if  the  complaint  is 
sustained,  the  department  has  sufficient  authority, 
in  my  opinion,  to  compel  the  company  to  desist 
from  such  practices.  (See  Western  Union  Tele- 
graph Co.  v.  Foster,  224  Mass.  365.) 

I  advise  your  Honor,  therefore,  to  withold  your 
approval  of  this  order  and  to  veto  the  same  for  the 
reasons  given  hereinbefore.

Gentlemen, — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication 
from  the  chairman  of  the  Park  Commissioners  in 
which  it  is  requested  that  an  appropriation  of 
$15,000  be  made  available  from  the  income  of  the 
Parkman  Fund  for  the  construction  of  additional 
concrete  walks  at  the  '  'Greeting"  in  Franklin  Park.

Dear  Sir, — I  inclose  herewith  copy  of  a  report 
of  the  superintendent,  to  whom  was  referred  at  the 
meeting  of  the  School  Committee  held  on  October 
25,  1926,  order  passed  by  the  City  Council  on 
October  4,  1926,  relative  to  the  installation  of 
shower  baths  and  gymnasia  equipment  in  certain 
schools  throughout  the  city. 

This  report  was  duly  presented  to  the  School 
Committee  at  its  meeting  held  on  Monday,  March 
7,    1927.     The  report   was   accepted   and   a   copy 
ordered  transmitted  to  the  City  Council.

City  of  Boston, 
School  Committee,  March  7,  1927. 
To  the  School  Committee. 

Under  date  of  October  4,  1926,  the  City  Council 
passed  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  School  Committee  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  con- 
sider the  advisability  of  installing  shower  baths 
and  gymnasia  equipment  in  all  the  old  schools 
throughout  the  city  that  are  not  so  equipped  at 
the  present  time. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  School  Committee  held 
on  October  25,  1926,  the  order  of  the  City  Council 
was  presented  and  was  referred  to  the  superin- 
tendent for  consideration  and  report. 

In  accordance  therewith,  the  superintendent 
submits  the  following  statement,  with  the  sugges- 
tion that  the  same  be  forwarded  to  the  City  Council 
of  Boston: 

At  the  present  time  showers  are  provided  in 
The  Teachers  College,  in  thirteen  of  the  sixteen 
high  schools,  in  the  Boston  Trade  School  (for  boys), 
in  the  Boston  Clerical  School,  in  three  intermediate 
school  buildings,  and  in  one  elementary  school 
building. 

There  are  gymnasia  in  The  Teachers  College,  in 
fifteen  of  the  sixteen  high  schools,  in  the  Boston 
Clerical  School,  in  the  Boston  Trade  School,  in 
three  intermediate  and  one  elementary  school 
buildings.  ** 

Under  date  of  November  6,  1923,  the  Director 
of  Physical  Education,  in  reply  to  a  request  from 
the  superintendent,  stated  that  the  showers  were 
not  used  in  the  Girls'  High  School,  the  Girls'  Latin 
School,  the  Dorchester  High  School  for  Girls,  the 
High  School  of  Practical  Arts,  and  the  Roxbury 
High  School;  and  that  the  showers  were  not  used 
by  girls  at  the  Jamaica  Plain  High  School.  The 
director  at  that  time  approved  the  request  of 
the  head  master  of  the  Girls'  High  School  that 
the  showers  there  be  removed  to  give  more  locker 
space.  At  the  time  this  statement  was  made  by 
the  Director  of  Physical  Education,  the  only 
showers  in  use  by  girls  were  those  in  Tie  Teachers 
College.     Showers  were  used  by  boys  throughout 
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the  year  in  the  Public  Latin  School,  Dorchester 
High  School  for  Boys,  East  Boston  High  School, 
South  Boston  High  School,  and  the  Boston  Trade 
School.  They  were  used  by  boys  throughout 
the  track  season  at  Brighton  High  School,  Charles- 
town  High  School,  English  High  School,  and  High 
School  of  Commerce,  and  were  used  on  rare  occa- 
sions by  boys  at  the  Jamaica  Plain  High  School. 
It  was  evident  from  the  study  of  the  director  that 
showers  were  not  at  all  popular  with  the  girls,  and 
were  not  used  as  extensively  as  they  might  be  by 
boys,  except  in  connection  with  athletics. 

As  a  result  of  this  report  it  was  decided  that  no 
further  provision  for  installing  shower  baths  in 
any  school  building  should  be  made  until  the 
superintendent  or  the  Board  of  Apportionment 
should  determine  the  need. 

It  is  possible  that  the  City  Council  did  not  fully 
realize  the  scope  of  the  expression  —  "all  the  old 
schools  throughout  the  city' '  —  as  the  expense  in- 
volved in  installing  shower  baths  in  all  these 
schools  would  be  enormous.  Only  a  careful  sur- 
vey under  the  direction  of  the  School  Committee 
or  the  Schoolhouse  Department  could  designate 
buildings  in  which  suitable  space  could  be  found 
for  showers;  and  no  less  careful  consideration  would 
be  necessary  in  the  selection  of  districts  in  which 
the  use  made  of  such  accommodations  would  be 
sufficient  to  warrant  the  expense  involved. 

Since  a  general  installation  of  showers  is  entirely 
beyond  the  present  financial  resources  of  the 
School  Committee,  the  only  thing  possible  is  to 
investigate  and  report  upon  the  conditions  obtain- 
ing in  the  particular  buildings  that  the  Council 
may  see  fit  to  designate.

ACTION   OF   SCHOOL   COMMITTEE    IN    RE 
"RED"   PROPAGANDA.

Dear  Sir, — At  last  Monday's  meeting  of  the 
School  Committee,  Mr.  Sullivan  referred  to  an 
article  which  he  had  read  in  the  afternoon  edition 
of  one  of  the  daily  papers  concerning  the  action  of 
the  City  Council  of  that  date  demanding  an 
investigation  concerning  the  recent  distribution  of 
the  so-called  '  'Red "  propaganda  in  the  vicinity 
of  some  of  the,  school  buildings  of  the  city. 


Mr.  Sullivan  spoke  in  terms  of  appreciation  of 
the  purpose  of  the  City  Council  to  stamp  out  the 
attempt  oh  the  part  of  some  unknown  persons  to 
circulate  offensive  and  harmful  material  among 
school  children,  and  asked  that  the  City  Council  be 
assured  of  the  committee's  appreciation  of  the 
Council's  attitude. 

Mr.  Sullivan  asked  further  that  the  Council  be 
informed  that  this  matter  came  to  the  attention  of 
the  superintendent  several  weeks  ago,  at  the 
time  the  first  pamphlet  was  distriDuted.  The 
superintendent  immediately  began  an  investiga- 
tion and  satisfied  himself  that  the  principal  of  the 
district  in  which  section  the  material  was  dis- 
tributed had  acted  promptly  and  effectively. 

Mr.  Sullivan  feels  that  the  members  of  the  Coun. 
eil  appreciate  that  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Dr.  Jeremiah  E.  Burke,  is  in  every  way  competent 
and  sufficiently  determined  to  lead  whatever 
campaign  may  be  necessary  in  this  drive  against 
the  distribution  of  '  'Red "  propaganda  in  the 
vicinity  of  our  schools,  and  for  the  committee 
assures  the  members  of  the  Council  that  the 
superintendent  does  and  will  continue  to  appre- 
ciate the  co-operation  of  all  of  our  governmental 
agencies.  The  superintendent  will  not  hesitate  to 
call  upon  these  agencies  for  assistance  whenever 
action  shall  warrant,  feeling  sure  that  the  assistance 
will  be  generously  given. 

In  the  meantime  the  superintendent,  in  pur- 
suance of  his  determination  to  control  the  situa- 
tion, has  addressed  the  principals  of  schools  and 
districts  on  the  subject  and  a  copy  of  this  state- 
ment is  inclosed  for  the  information  of  the  Council 
and  in' order  that  the  members  may  be  fully  in- 
formed of  the  superintendent's  attitude  and 
efforts  in  the  matter. 

Following  Mr.  Sullivan's  discussion  at  the 
meeting,  Mr.  O'Hare  asked  that  the  superintend- 
ent, in  continuing  his  investigation,  ask  principals 
to  instruct  teachers  in  charge  of  buildings  to  be 
especially  vigilant  in  guarding  the  school  children 
and  preventing  distribution  of  any  further  material 
of  this  nature,  any  questionable  literature  or 
material  of  any  kind  to  be  immediately  forwarded 
to  the  superintendent.

Remarks  by  the  Superintendent  Before 
Principals  and  Directors,  March  11, 
1927. 

A  school  principal  recently  notified  the  super- 
intendent that  some  person  or  persons  wholly 
distinct  and  dissociated  from  our  school  system 
was  circulating  defamatory  printed  material  in  the 
neighborhood  of  certain  school  buildings.  The 
superintendent  immediately  called  one  of  the 
schools  in  question  and  was  gratified  to  learn  that 
the  principal  of  this  school  already  had  assembled 
his  pupils,  had  called  their  attention  to  the  un- 
patriotic publication  and  had  enlisted  the  pupils' 
co-operation  in  nullifying  the  evil  effects  thereof. 

I  cite  this  merely  as  illustrative  of  the  solicitude 
and  alertness  exercised  by  all  our  school  principals 
in  detecting  and  in  resenting  slanderous  assaults 
upon  the  institutions  of  our  country,  and  upon  the 
lives  of  its  patriots  and  benefactors.  From  the 
very  outset  the  common  schools  have  stood  con- 
spicuously as  the  bulwarks  of  American  liberties. 
All  these  schools,  public  and  private  alike,  have 
taught  love  for  country  and  loyalty  to  the  flag. 
More  particularly  during  the  past  few  years 
teachers  of  Boston  have  been  building  up  a  far- 
reaching  and  constructive  program  in  character 
and  citizenship  training.  Our  entire  staff  has  been 
diligently  engaged  in  accumulating  and  organizing 
a  wealth  of  material  for  instructional  purposes.  A 
period  of  every  day's  program  in  all  public  schools 
of  the  city  is  set  aside  for  definite  and  approved 
instruction,  the  object  of  which  is  the  cultivation 
of  personal  and  civic  virtues.  There  is  no  doubt 
about  the  importance  or  the  success  of  this  under- 
taking. Its  effectiveness  is  attested  by  the  spon- 
taneous repudiation  by  pupils  themselves  of  this 
recent  cowardly  attack  upon  the  ideals  they  have 
learned  to  cherish. 

School  men  and  women  have  full  faith  in  our 
boys  and  girls.  You  and  I  know  that  our  youths 
will  not  be  led  astray  by  false  alarms.  Neverthe- 
less, we  cannot  disregard  such  incidents  as  the 
dissemination  of  poisonous  propaganda  in  the 
vicinity  of  school  buildings.  Eternal  vigilance  is 
the  price  of  liberty.  Let  us  continue  to  be  eternally 
on  our  guard.  If  poisonous  seeds  are  sown  let  us 
indignantly  uproot  them;    and  in  their  place  cul- 
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tivate  respect  for  law  and  order,  fidelity  to  prin- 
ciple, and  devotion  to  all  that  the  term  '  'American 
civilization"  connotes. 

So  persevere!  Detect  and  overthrow  the  wrong! 
And,  worthy  master-craftsmen  that  you  are,  incor- 
porate into  these  immortal  structures  you  are 
rearing  con\netions  of  the  right!

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Traffic  Survey  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  hire 
as  checkers  on  the  work  of  the  Board,  citizens  of 
Boston  only. 

Coun.  DOWD — -Mr.  President,  recently  this 
Council  passed  an  appropriation  order  for  §25,000 
for  a  traffic  survey  in  Boston.  It  has  recently 
been  called  to  my  attention  that  Professor  McClin- 
tock  of  Harvard  has  decided  that  the  only  men 
whom  he  can  use  as  checkers  are  Harvard  boys 
during  the  summer  time.  I  believe  that  if  the 
City  of  Boston  is  spending  $25,000  for  checkers  in 
connection  with  a  traffic  survey  in  this  city,  the 
least  that  Professor  McClintock  and  the  Mayor 
can  do,  in  the  interest  of  our  citizens,  is  to  hire 
Boston  boys  for  this  work,  and  not  boys  from  the 
Gold  Coast  of  Harvard  College. 

Coun.  GUILD— Mr.  President,  I  observed  that 
the  learned  councilor  who  has  just  taken  his  seat 
did  not  state  definitely  that  Professor  McClintock 
had  said  he  was  going  to  hire  Harvard  boys,  but 
said  that  some  such  matter  had  been  called  to  his 
attention;  perhaps  the  councilor  can  inform  us 
definitely  whether  or  not  any  of  this  money  is 
going  to  be  spent  in  that  way. 

Coun.  DOWD — -Mr.  President,  I  believe  Pro- 
fessor McClintock  at  one  of  our  executive  meet- 
ings said  he  would  have  to  hire  thirty,  forty  or 
fifty  checkers  in  various  parts  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
and  it  has  just  come  to  my  attention  that  he 
intends  to  hire  Harvard  boys  at  $7  a  day. 

Coun.  WILSON — -Mr.  President,  may  I  inquire 
of  the  councilor  where  the  Gold  Coast  is? 
(Laughter.) 

Coun.  DOWD— Mr.  President,  I  believe  if  the 
councilor  ever  attended  Harvard — which  I  did 
not  have  the  privilege  of  doing — -he  probably  can 
answer  the  question  better  than  I  can.

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Buildings  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  have  the  electric  signal  system  of  the 
elevators  in  the  City  Hall  Annex  repaired  at  once. 
Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  Presdent,  I  wish  to  say 
simply    a    word    on    this    order,    emphasizing    the 
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apparent  indifference  of  the  Public  Building"' 
Department  to  this  matter.  Every  member  of  this 
Council  has  occasion  to  vist  the  Annex  several 
times  a  day,  probably,  and  understands  what  the 
situation  is.  Councilors  and  thousands  of  other 
people  have  business  to  transact  there  with  the 
Collection  Department  and  various  other  depart- 
ments of  the  city,  and  all  who  do  so  have  occasion 
to  realize  that  the  electric  signal  system  in  connec- 
tion with  the  elevators  there  amounts  to  almost 
nothing  at  all.  If  time  means  anything  in  money — 
and  I  think  we  must  all  realize  that  it  does,  because 
the  city  laborer  is  guaranteed  at  least  65  cents  an 
hour — there  must  be  thousands  of  dollars  lost  in 
this  way  every  day.  I  hope  for  the  sake  of  people 
doing  business  in  the  Annex  that  the  Mayor  will 
send  to  the  Public  Buildings  Departmnt  an  order 
that  this  matter  be  given  immediate  attention. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

FINANCE   REPORTS. 

Coun.  GREEN,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  the  report  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission (referred  February  7)  with  regard  to  the 
proposed  loan  of  $1,000,000  for  Long  Island  build- 
ings— recommending  that  the  same  be  placed  on 
file. 

Report  accepted;  said  communication  placed 
on  file. 

2.  Report  on  order  submitted  by  the  Mayor 
(referred  January  31)  for  a  loan  of  §1,000,000  for 
new  buildings  and  additions  to  existing  buildings 
at  Long  Island,  as  well  as  for  equipment  and 
furniture  for  such  new  buildings  and  additions, 
all  for  Institutions  Department  purposes — that 
the  same  ought  to  pass. 

The  question  came  on  acceptance  of  the  report 
and  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  such  a  loan  order 
as  this  will  no  doubt  bring  forth  considerable  dis- 
cussion by  the  members  of  this  Council,  and  I 
sincerely  trust  that  each  and  every  member  will 
have  an  opportunity  to  thoroughly  consider 
whether  he  should  vote  "yes"  or  "no"  on  the 
project.  The  loan  presented  to  the  body  is  not 
only  important  by  reason  of  the  huge  amount  of 
money  involved,  but  is  particularly  important  to 
my  mind  because  of  the  great  principle  at  stake. 
The  question  which  each  and  every  individual 
must  answer,  by  his  vote  at  the  present  time,  and 
also  to  his  constituents  next  November  is,  whether 
or  not  he  desires  to  exile  on  a  barren  island  in 
Boston  Harbor  some  950  poor  unfortunates  who 
no  doubt  have  seen  better  times  and  who  are  now 
waiting  only  for  death  to  call  them.  Personally, 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  in  the  declining  years  of 
their  lives  every  comfort,  every  joy  and  every  bit 
of  happiness  that  you  and  I  enjoy  should  be  given 
to  them.  There  they  are,  isolated,  hearing  only 
the  sound  of  the  waves  as  they  roll  ceaselessly  in 
on  the  beach.  Their  main  enjoyment  is  provided 
through  organizations  which  occasionally  endeavor 
to  afford  them  a  little  comfort  and  happiness,  by 
means  of  entertainment  of  one  kind  and  another. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  treatment  of  the  chronic 
sick  is  a  very,  very  important  matter.  We  all 
know,  and  know  only  too  well,  that  medical  men, 
whether  they  be  on  the  staff  or  not,  are  seriously 
hampered  by  the  difficulty  they  experience  in 
getting  to  and  from  the  island,  and  the  records 
will  show  that  men  on  the  staff  at  Long  Island 
have  not  visited  that  hospital  for  the  last  four 
years.  The  best  medical  and  surgical  men  in 
Boston  will  not  go  to  Long  Island  on  account  of 
the  length  of  time  it  takes  them  to  go  back  and 
forth.  For  fifteen  or  twenty  years,  as  we  all 
know,  there  has  been  continued  discussion  of  the 
mooted  question  of  having  the  institutions  on 
Long  Island  or  on  the  mainland;  but  no  action 
was  taken  until  in  the  last  administration  a  propo- 
sition, entailing  an  expenditure  of  some  six  million 
dollars  under  a  six-year  program  for  the  proper 
handling  of  the  situation  at  Parker  Hill,  was  for- 
mulated by  former  Mayor  Curley.  After  some 
$350,000  of  the  taxpayers'  money  was  expended  in 
preliminary  work,  this  administration  decided  to 
abandon  the  project.  I  do  not  agree  with  the 
policies  and  recommendations  of  the  Finance 
Commission  in  most  respects,  but  I  do  really  be- 
lieve it  is  abofit  time  that  some  action  was  taken 
to  move  to  the  mainland  those  poor  unfortunates 
who  are  down  there  now.  Who  can  tell  but  what 
you  and  I  may  some  day  reach  the  age  of  65, 
which  American  statistics  show  is  such  an  uncer- 
tain one  from  the  standpoint  of  financial  depend- 
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ence,  and  may  become  public  charges;  and  would 
you  or  I  like  to  be  down  on  that  bleak,  barren, 
desolate  island?  I  don't  think  w:e  would.  The 
next  question  is,  Where  can  we  place  them?  This 
Council  has  inspected  thoroughly  the  Veterans' 
Hospital  at  West  "Roxbury,  and  while  it  is  not  the 
ideal  location  for  such  a  place,  I  believe,  as  a  haven 
for  the  sick  and  poor,  it  compares  with  Long  Island 
as  heaven  does  with  hell.  We  all  know  the  opinion 
of  such  a  physician  as  Doctor  Washburn  in  regard 
to  this  matter,  and  I  certainly  fail  to  agree  with 
those  who  do  not  give,  as  I  think,  the  proper  im- 
portance to  his  opinion.  I  am  willing  to  abide  by 
the  judgment  of  Doctor  Washburn  when  he  says 
the  chronic  sick  should  be  placed  in  a  center  where 
medical  assistance  can  be  reached  immediately. 
He  offers  a  place  within  the  confines  of  the  Boston 
City  Hospital,  and  we  are  advised  that  sufficient 
land  can  be  secured  within  the  limits  of  the  City 
Hospital  property  for  the  erection  of  a  chronic 
hospital.  But  your  committee  waited  on  his 
Honor  last  Friday  and  again  this  morning  at 
eleven  o'clock,  and  he  tells  us  definitely  that  while 
he  is  Mayor  of  Boston  no  attempt  nill  be  made  to 
build  a  chronic  hospital  on  the  mainland.  I  will 
agree  with  those  members  of  the  Council  who  de- 
sire to  appropriate  sufficient  money  for  the  im- 
mediate needs  of  the  poor  at  Long  Island,  but,  so 
far  as  I  am  concerned,  I  hardly  believe  it  is  fair  to 
ask  the  Council  to  spend  51,000,000  in  the  further- 
ance of  a  policy  which  will  cover  undoubtedly  ten 
years  at  Long  Island,  at  least,  when  this  whole 
question  is  so  unsettled  and  when  the  next  ad- 
ministration can  come  in  and  say,  ' '  We  will  move 
the  chronic  sick  and  poor  of  Boston  to  the  main- 
land." If  that  should  be  done,  this  Council  will 
have  been  in  the  position  of  voting  to  spend 
81,000,000  of  the  taxpayers'  money  unnecessarily 
and  wastefully,  and  will  be  compelled  to  answer 
to  their  constituents  within  a  very  short  period  of 
time  for  their  action.  I,  as  a  City  Councilor,  am 
not  willing,  personally,  by  my  vote  or  position,  to 
favor  any  course  which  would  seem  like  entering 
upon  an  indefinite  continuance  of  the  almshouse 
and  hospital  at  Long  Island.  Let  me  point  out 
just  one  item  in  this  million-dollar  loan  that  Mr. 
Kinney  has  brought  to  our  attention.  He  speaks 
of  the  present  nurses'  home  there,  built  in  1917, 
accommodating  some  seventy-four  nurses.  He 
says  that  the  building  is  in  fairly  decent  shape 
outside  but  that  the  roof  is  leaking  badly  and  that 
that  plaster  in  the  rooms  is  falling  off.  It  will 
now  accommodate  seventy-four  nurses,  and  next 
year  they  are  probably  going  to  have  twenty  or 
thirty  more  nurses,  bringing  the  force  up  to  over 
one  hundred  nurses.  Can  any  councilor  justify 
his  action  in  voting  for  $1,000,000  to  fix  a  leaky  roof 
and  make  accommodations  for  thirty  nurses?  I 
don't  think  he  can.  In  questioning  Mr.  Kinney 
in  the  committee  roorar,  he  admitted  that  that 
figure  was  a  trifle  high.  I  agree  with  him  that  it 
is  not  only  a  trifle  high  but  that  that  item  has 
been  padded  good  and  proper,  and  if  one  item  in 
this  million  has  been  padded,  I  say  to  you,  gentle- 
men, that  the  other  three  are  padded,  also.  What 
about  the  figures  of  the  personnel  at  Long  Island 
for  the  last  twelve  years?  Let  us  see.  In  1915, 
there  were  1,289  inmates  there.  From  1915  to 
1920  there  were  decreases  and  increases.  In  1926 
there  were  950;  at  the  present  time  there  are  951. 
From  1915  to  the  present  day  there  has  been  a 
decrease  of  13S  people;  and,  mark  you,  gentlemen, 
many  of  the  same  people  who  were  there  in  1915 
are  there  at  the  present  time.  I  say  to  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  then  why  the  million  dollars?  I  can 
hardly  agree  with  Mr.  Kinney  in  the  remark  he 
made  at  a  committee  meeting,  when  he  said  that 
the  former  Mayor  of  Boston,  through  his  political 
oratory,  misinformed  the  public  and  brought  tears 
to  their  eyes.  I  want  to  say  for  Commissioner 
Kinney's  information  that  if  it  were  not  for  the 
former  Mayor  of  Boston,  James  M.  Curley,  the 
poor  of  Boston  would  be  sleeping  in  double-deck 
beds,  as  they  were  when  he  took  office;  and,  thanks 
to  the  same  James  M.  Curley,  because  of  his  in- 
terest in  the  poor  of  Boston,  this  chronic  hospital 
is  in  first-class  shape.  That  is  due  to  the  past 
administration,  and  not  to  the  present  one.  How- 
ever, I  am  well  aware,  know  only  too  well,  that 
Mayor  Nichols'  term  has  two  and  one-half  more 
years  to  run.  I  am  desirous  of  giving  everything 
possible  to  the  poor  of  Boston.  They  are  entitled 
to  it.  We  who  understand  the  human  heart  and 
human  pulse  realize  that  for  a  time  certain  condi- 
tions may  have  to  continue.  But  I  say  to  you, 
gentlemen,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  next  ad- 
ministration, whoever  it  may  be,  can  and  prob- 


ably will  come  into  this  hall  and  say,  "We  will 
bring  to  the  mainland  the  almshouse  and  the 
ehionic  sick,"  let  us  not  place  ourselves  in  the 
position  of  helping  along  a  policy  of  spending 
81,000,000  down  there  on  Long  Island  in  the  way 
proposed,  when  §300,000  is  sufficient.  Therefore 
I,  together  with  other  members  of  the  committee 
who  waited  upon  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  wished  to 
have  him  recall  the  order  from  this  Council  this 
afternoon.  But  he  absolutely  refused  to  do  so.  He 
said,  "There  is  the  order.  Take  it  or  leave  it."  I 
sayjto  you,  gentlemen,  it  is  up  to  you  to  decide  here. 
This  is  a  great  question,  and  there  will  be  some 
very  serious  questions  for  us  to  answer  next 
November.  If  you  believe,  and  think  that  the 
people  of  Boston  wish,  that  the  chronic  sick  and 
the  poor  should  be  kept  down  on  that  island  for 
the  next  eight  years,  by  all  means  vote  for  Sl,- 
000,000.  But  if  you  believe  that  this  Council 
should  take  a  different  stand,  let  us  be  big  enough 
to  take  that  stand,  a  stand  which  I  believe  we 
should  take  here  today.  We  all  realize,  know, 
that  no  hospital  on  the  mainland  can  be  built 
within  six  years.  When  Commissioner  Kinney 
told  us  this  morning  that  it  would  cost  S15,000,000 
to  build  a  hospital  on  the  mainland,  he  was  talking 
childishly.  That  is  bunk,  pure  and  simple,  and 
he  knows  it.  In  closing,  I  again  want  to  call  the 
attention  of  the  Council  to  this  one  fact.  A  million 
dollars  is  a  lot  of  money.  I  say  that  you  or  I,  if 
we  owned  Long  Island,  would  not  be  satisfied, 
under  present  conditions  and  with  the  uncertainty 
as  to  the  future,  to  go  down  there  and  spend  more 
than  8300,000  to  put  it  in  proper  shape  to  take 
care  of  the  inmates,  especially  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  there  is  at  present  a  decrease  of  20  r>er  cent 
as  compared  with  past  years,  and  in  the  last  ten 
years  it  has  shown  no  increase  whatever.  I  sin- 
cerely trust  that  each  and  every  member  of  the 
Council  will  not  consider  the  money  but  will  con- 
sider the  poor,  unfortunate  souls  staving  at  .Long 
Island. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  Guild,  the  previous  speaker 
has  undertaken. to  impress  upon  the  City  Council 
the  idea  that  this  is  a  question  of  whether  the 
chronic  hospital  shall  be  continued  at  Long  Island 
or  shall  be  transferred  to  the  mainland.  I  take  it 
that  no  such  question  as  that  is  really  involved  in 
this  loan  order.  There  are  at  the  Long  Island 
Hospital  today  a  certain  number  of  crying,  pressing 
needs  which  must  be  taken  care  of  at  once  if  the 
several  members  of  this  Council  are  going  before 
their  constituents  next  November  with  anything 
but  a  shamed  face.  Those  pressing  needs  have 
been  retailed  to  us  by  Institutions  Commissioner 
Kinney,  and  we  have  been  told  by  him  that  his 
estimate  for  taking  care  of  those  immediate  and 
pressing  needs  is  81,000,000.  Nothing  whatever 
can  be  done  towards  bringing  the  chronic  hospital 
to  the  mainland  in  short  of  eighteen  months,  and 
probably,  in  view  of  the  statement  by  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  that  he  would  not  countenance  the 
removal  of  the  chronic  hospital  to  the  mainland 
in  his  administration,  in  no  time  short  of  two  and 
one  half  years,  at  least.  The  only  place  that  has 
been  suggested  to  which  the  chronic  sick  at  Long 
Island  can  now  be  transferred  is  a  place  in  West 
Roxbury  which  has  been  determined  to  be  of 
second-class  construction  at  best,  and  unavailable 
for  a  period  of  eighteen  months.  Were  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  to  change  his  mind  and  agree  that  the 
chronic  hospital  might  be  transferred  to  the  main- 
land, eighteen  months  is  probably  tne  earliest  time 
that  any  place  of  any  sort  could  be  made  ready  for 
them.  His  Honor  the  Mayor  has  indicated  to  us, 
however,  that  he  has  made  up  his  mind  otherwise, 
so  it  is  more  probable  that  it  will  be  at  least  twro 
and  one  half  years  before  anything  can  be  done 
about  transferrng  these  people  to  the  mainland. 
That  being  so,  to  what  extent  should  we  stand  in 
the  way  of  taking  care  of  the  immediate  and 
pressing  needs  of  the  inmates  of  the  hospital  at 
Long  Island?  The  previous  speaker  has  stated  to 
us  far  more  eloquently  than  I  can  what  the  situa- 
tion of  these  people  now  is.  He  has  said  that  they 
are  unfortunate,  infirm,  aged  and  altogether 
entitled  to  our  sympathy,  and  I  would  add  to  that 
that  they  are  the  last  people  in  the  city  who  should 
be  made  the  victims  of  political  machinations  of 
any  sort.  I  feel  that  they  should  not  be  subjected 
for  another  year  and  a  half  at  least  to  what  they 
have  been  suffering  for  the  past  few  years.  I  think 
we  should  take  immediate  steps  to  remedy  that 
situation.  The  previous  speaker  stated  that 
81,000,000  represents  a  considerable  padding.     I 
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should  have  been  much  more  impressed  by  that 
statement  of  his  had  he  produced  any  evidence  of 
that  fact  before  the  Committee  on  Finance,  to 
which  this  matter  was  referred  and  before  whom 
it  has  been  pending  for  the  last  thirty  days,  at 
least.  There  were  questions  asked  of  the  com- 
missioner regarding  the  items  in  his  estimate,  and 
the  commissioner  stated,  as  the  previous  speaker 
said,  that  there  was  a  probability  that  the  item 
for  the  nurses'  home  could  be  reduced,  but  he  added 
that  there  was  also  a  further  probability  that  the 
estimates  on  the  other  items  were  considerably 
below  what  the  actual  cost  would  be.  The  pre- 
vious speaker  has  suggested  a  figure  of  S300.000  as 
the  amount  necessary  for  doing  the  work  which  he 
has  said  should  be  done  there,  yet  he  does  not 
produce,  either  before  the  committee  or  anybody 
else,  so  far  as  I  know,  any  knowledge  which  may 
serve  as  a  basis  for  that  estimate.  I  cannot  see 
myself  how  it  is  possible  to  construct  additional 
men's  dormitories  to  take  care  of  another  two  hun- 
dred men,  to  construct  additional  wings  on  the 
men's  hospital,  to  enlarge  the  children's  building 
and  to  enlarge  and  re-roof  the  nurses'  home,  for 
any  such  figure  as  $300,000.  If  he  had  discussed 
the  matter  in  dollars  and  cents,  accurately,  instead 
of  in  round  figures  and  generally,  his  argument  in 
regard  to  the  actual  cost  whould  have  been  much 
more  impressive  to  me,  and  I  believe  it  would  have 
been  more  impressive  to  the  members  of  the 
Council.  I  am  willing,  in  the  absence  of  any  other 
evidence  than  the  previous  speaker's  say-so,  and 
on  Commissioner  Kinney's  statement,  to  accept 
Commissioner  Kinney's  estimate  as  more  accurate, 
because  I  believe  the  commissioner  has  been  in  a 
position  where  he  could  make,  and  probably  has 
made,  a  more  detailed  and  thorough  investigation 
of  the  costs  ot  building  on  Long  Island  than  has 
the  previous  speaker.  I  hardly  need  to  say  that 
the  cost  of  doing  this  work  on  Long  Island  is  going 
to  be  a  more  expensive  proposition  than  it  would 
be  to  do  the  same  work  on  the  mainland.  The 
contractor  who  undertakes  this  work  has  to  figure 
on  the  transportation  of  his  men  back  and  forth 
and  giving  them  one  meal  a  day  down  there,  and 
has  to  figure  on  the  transportation  of  his  material. 
So  whatever  notions  we  may  have  about  the  cost  of 
building  on  the  mainland  must  needs  be  modified 
by  the  fact  that  this  undertaking  is  proposed  for 
Long  Island.  The  previous  speaker  has  said  that, 
thanks  to 'a  previous  administration,  the  inmates 
on  Long  Island  are  not  forced  to  sleep  in  double- 
decked  beds.  We  have  been  shown  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Institutions  that  since  1921  the 
average  daily  population  at  Long  Island  has  been 
on  the  increase  until  it  has  now  reached  a  point 
which  is  about  the  same  as  it  was  in  1915;  and  I 
wonder  whether  or  not  the  previous  speaker  feels 
that  the  people  will  thank  him  if  he  makes  it 
necessary,  by  cuttng  the  amount  down  to  such  an 
extent  as  he  has  suggested,  for  the  inmates  to  sleep 
in  double  beds  this  coming  winter?  There  is 
nothing  that  would  injure  the  members  of  the  City 
Council  more,  politically,  as  it  will  injure  him,  than 
to  get  in  the  way  of  relief,  so  far  as  immediate  needs 
are  concerned,  of  the  people  down  at  Long  Island. 
I  believe  if  this  order  is  not  passed  that  the  Mayor 
will  send  it  back  to  us  again.  That,  however,  is 
nothing  but  a  guess  on  my  part.  He  may  decide 
that  he  wants  to  put  upon  the  Boston  City  Council 
the  odium  of  defeating  his  proposal  for  the  relief 
of  those  people.  We  are  certainly  playing  with 
fire  if  we  are  taking  a  chance  on  the  order  coming 
back  again  for  us  to  have  a  second  whack  at.  It 
seems  to  me,  therefore,  that  the  best  thing  the 
City  Council  can  do  is  to  grant  this  request.  It  is 
not  a  question  of  Long  Island  against  the  mainland 
but  the  fact  is  that  they  need  $1,000,000  there  to 
take  care  of  the  immediate  and  pressing  needs  of 
the  situation,  as  set  forth  in  Commissioner  Kinney's 
itemized  statement.  I  certainly  trust  that  we  will 
be  able  to  go  before  our  constituents  next  Novem- 
ber with  a  clean  conscience. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  I  am  surprised 
at  the  suggestion  of  the  councilor  that  we  allow 
our  vote  here  to  be  coerced,  that  we  can  reason- 
ably be  expected  to  vote  for  an  extraordinary  sum 
for  repairs  on  the  Long  Island  Hospital  simply 
because  otherwise  the  order  may  be  sent  back  to 
us,  and  because  the  Mayor  may  be  stubborn  about 
reducing  the  appropriation  to  take  care  of  the 
needs  down  there.  It  is  universally  conceded  by 
all  interested  in  the  Long  Island  Hospital  that  it 
was  originally  a  mistake  to  place  that  almshouse 
and  hospital  on  Long  Island.  It  has  meant  the 
sending  of  those  poor  unfortunates  virtually  into 
exile,  as  has  been  mentioned.     I  see  no  reason  at 


the  present  time  for  passing  an  appropriation  in 
the  extraordinary  sum  of  $1,000,000  for  the 
perpetuation  of  that  same  mistake.  While  it  is 
true  that,  if  we  do  not  pass  this  appropriation,  we 
may  not  succeed  in  having  that  hospital  and 
almshouse  removed  to  the  mainland  immediately 
or  for  a  period  of  some  years,- that  does  not  mean 
that  we  must  pass  an  appropriation  of  $1,000,000 
to  perpetuate  the  original  mistake  and  make  it 
still  more  difficult  to  move  the  hospital  over  to 
the  mainland  in  the  future.  I  recall  when  it  was 
intended  to  build  the  new  Beth  Israel  Hospital, 
the  present  site  on  Townsend  street,  Roxbury, 
was  considered.  Doctor  Washburn,  a  member  of 
the  advisory  staff  at  that  hospital  as  well  of  the 
advisory  staff  of  other  hospitals,  was  asked  whether 
that  would  be  a  suitable  place  for  the  hospital, 
and  said,  ' '  No.  No  hospital  can  be  better  than 
its  visiting  staff.  In  order  to  have  the  right  kind 
of  a  hospital  you  must  have  a  proper  visiting 
staff,  a  visiting  staff  of  the  highest  medical  caliber 
obtainable."  Therefore,  he  advised  that  that 
hospital,  upon  which  t  was  proposed  to  spend 
$3,000,000  be  built  in  the  Longwood  avenue  section 
of  Boston.  Why?  Because  that  is  the  medical 
center;  because  he  felt  that  the  hospital  could 
not  offer  the  proper  kind  of  service  to  the  com- 
munity unless  it  could  obtain  medical  men  of  the 
proper  caliber  to  visit  it.  Those  men  are  extremely 
busy.  There  are  comparatively  few  medical  men 
of  extraordinary  caliber,  and  those  few  are  kept 
busy  constantly.  They  cannot  take  time  to 
travel  long  distances.  And  you  cannot  obtain 
men  of  that  caliber  if  you  have  your  hospital  a 
long  distance  from  the  medical  center.  The 
same  thing  holds  true  of  this  hospital.  I  don't 
say  that  the  West  Roxbury  proposition  would  be 
entirely  the  best  thing.  I  was  on  the  tour  of 
inspection  there.  I  do  not  say  that  at  the  present 
time,  and  in  its  present  condition,  the  West  Rox- 
bury hospital  would  be  suitable  for  this  particular 
purpose.  But  I  do  know,  as  mentioned  by  the 
councilor  from  Jamaica  Plain  and  Roslindale, 
that  $1,000,000  will  go  much  farther  in  a  place 
of  that  kind  than  it  will  on  Long  Island,  where 
there  probably  would  be  treble  or  quadruple  the 
cost  for  transportation  of  men  and  materials, 
so  that  your  money  would  not  go  more  than  half 
as  far  in  the  construction  of  buildings  as  it  would 
at  West  Roxbury.  Furthermore,  the  only  person 
here  favoring  the  construction  of  further  buildings 
on  Long  Island  seems  to  be  the  Commissioner  of 
Institutions.  I  have  no  quarrel  with  him,  or  with 
his  ability.  For  aught  I  know  he  may  be  the 
most  capable  commissioner  of  institutions  in  the 
country.  But  I  certainly  feel  that  more  weight 
should  be  given  to  the  medical  men  in  this  city 
in  a  matter  of  this  kind  than  to  the  Commissioner 
of  Institutions  who,  I  understand,  is  not  a  medical 
man.  Furthermore,  in  the  point  of  appropria- 
tions for  repairs  on  Long  Island,  there  is  no  ques- 
tion that  at  the  present  time  they  are  going 
beyond  capacity.  There  are  beds  in  the  corridors. 
They  must  have  some  appropriation  to  take  care 
of  the  overflow.  The  roofs  on  some  of  the  build- 
ings are  leaking  and  should  be  attended  to.  But 
it  violates  my  sense  of  proportion  to  say  that 
it  "will  take  $1,000,000  to  provide  accommo- 
dations in  the  way  of  two  hundred  or  three  hun- 
dred more  beds  and  to  fix  up  a  few  roofs  there. 
Therefore,  I  am  not  in  favor  of  this  appropriation 
as  it  stands.  I  will  be  in  favor  of  an  appropria- 
tion commensurate  with  the  use  of  the  institutions 
on  Long  Island — which  I  believe  would  be  far 
short  of  $1,000,000. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  think  the 
first  argument  that  should  be  straightened  out  in 
the  minds  of  the  councilors  here  is  as  to  the  imme- 
diate need  of  granting  this  $1,000,000.  On  Long 
Island  there  are  a  good  many  men,  this  year 
and  for  many  years  past,  who  belong  to  the 
unfortunate  poor,  who  have  made  it  their  winter 
home.  But  with  another  week  of  this  sort  of 
weather,  there  will  be  a  general  departure  of  men 
from  there,  men  who  are  the  unfortunate  poor  but 
who  yet  are  willing  to  get  a  day's  work  now  and 
again  in  the  summer  months.  The  proof  of  that 
is  that  fifteen  or  twelve  years  ago  there  were  just 
as  many  people  on  the  island  as  there  are  now. 
They  go  there  at  the  hard  times.  They  go  there, 
sir,  at  a  time  .when  there  is  unemployment — and 
there  is  more  unemployment  now  than  there  has 
been  for  a  dozen  years  back.  This  is  not  a  fair 
year  to  judge  Long  Island.  But,  sir,  to  say  that 
in  November  we  will  be  perhaps  defeated  because 
of  our  attitude  here  is  ridiculous,  I  saw  a  contest 
for  Mayor  won  in  this  city,  as  Coun.  Dowd  has 
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said,  by  one  who  was  a  practical  man  and  who 
talked  sincerely  upon  this  matter.  We  are  now 
asked  to  appropriate  S1,000,000,  and  we  are  told 
that  the  policy  of  this  present  administration  is, 
definitely,  to  keep  those  inmates  down  on  Long 
Island,  and  that  the  administration  will  not  yield. 
But  twenty-three  men  were  elected  in  this  adminis- 
tration, and  if  a  majority  of  those  twenty-three  men 
feel  that  there  is  some  weight  to  the  arguments 
that  have  been  advanced  on  the  other  side,  in- 
stead of  being  swayed  entirely  by  the  fact  that  the 
Mayor  says  he  will  refuse  to  yield,  then  I  say, 
from  an  administration  point  of  view,  there  is 
another  side  to  this  matter,  an  important  side, 
and  that  those  favoring  the  passage  of  this  million- 
dollar  order  should  get  a  stronger  argument  than 
that.  Why,  Mr.  President,  at  the  very  start  of 
this  administration,  more  than  a  quarter  of  a 
million  dollars  was  thrown  into  the  sewer,  when 
it  was  decided  to  abandon  the  Parker  Hill  proposi- 
tion. That  is  the  way  that  the  city's  money  has 
been  wasted.  Now  we  are  asked  for  another 
million.  That  will  mean  $1,250,000  acted  on 
during  our  term,  one  way  or  the  other,  with  no 
definite  program.  The  man  who  follows  the 
present  Mayor,  in  the  next  administration,  may 
wipe  out  this  million,  and  then  the  only  ones  who 
will  have  derived  any  benefit  from  the  expenditure 
of  $1,250,000  of  the  city's  money  will  be  the  con- 
tractors and  architects.  Mr.  President,  the 
second  day  we  met  in  this  body  I  introduced  an 
order  to  bring  the  institutions  on  Long  Island  to 
the  mainland.  That  has  been  my  hobby  for  ten 
years.  I  know  Long  Island  as  well  as  any  man 
in  the  body.  I  think  you  will  all  agree  with  me 
in  that  statement.  I  have  visited  it  more  times 
than  any  man  here;  and  I  say,  until  some  general 
plan  is  worked  out  which  can  be  expected  to  be 
carried  along  through  more  than  one  administra- 
tion, any  such  expenditure  of  money  as  is  here 
proposed  will  mean  absolute  waste  and  extrava- 
gance. We  have  in  the  care  of  the  city,  prisoners, 
persons  who  are  sick  and  mentally  sick,  the  poor, 
the  abandoned  children.  The  prisoners  are 
divided,  those  well  and  sick.  The  sick  are  divided 
into  those  chronically  and  temporarily  sick,  many 
of  them  being  taken  care  of  out  on  River  street, 
Mattapan.  The  mentally  sick  fortunately  are 
taken  care  of  by  the  state.  The  poor  are  under 
the  Public  Welfare  Department  at  Long  Island. 
The  abandoned  children  are  on  Long  Island  and 
under  the  care  of  the  Plaeing-out  Bureau  of  our 
city.  Now,  Mr.  President,  until  such  time  as  this 
Board  of  Directors  or  the  City  of  Boston,  which 
we  are,  elected  by  the  people,  are  considered  in 
matters  of  this  sort — until  such  time  as  we  know 
what  the  city  is  really  doing  and  planning — we  will 
never  work  out  any  problem  of  this  kind.  There 
is  nobody  in  the  Hall  so. intimate  with  the  desires 
of  the  different  wards  as  the  men  elected  here  by 
the  people.  But  every  year  there  is  a  constant 
move  to  take  away  more  and  more  the  powers  of 
this  body.  The  people  who  framed  the  charter 
and  placed  twenty-two  men  here  did  it  in  order 
that  there  might  be  a  more  intimate  touch  with 
the  people  in  the  matter  of  the  control  of  public 
affairs.  The  office  of  Mayor  was  not  changed. 
There  is  not  a  man  in  the  Council  who  knows  his 
ward  well  who  does  not  know  the  needs  of  the 
poor,  of  the  sick  and  other  unfortunate  people,  in 
his  district.  Those  people  always  come  to  us  for 
advice,  for  assistance.  We  are  the  only  ones  they 
know.  We  are  the  ones  who  know  exactly  what 
they  want,  and,  I  say,  until  such  time  as  we  work 
this  out  along  the  lines  of  a  general  policy,  we  will 
arrive  nowhere.  Today  the  present  administra- 
tion realizes  the  stigma  attached  to  Long  Island, 
because  they  of  their  own  volition  changed  the 
name  from  "almshouse"  to  "hospital."  They 
changed  it  because  there  was  a  stigma  attached  to 
the  word  "almshouse."  But,  no  matter  what 
change  you  make  in  the  name,  you  cannot  change 
the  character  of  the  institution.  What  are  you 
going  to  call  an  institution  of  the  sort  on  that 
island,  sir,  that  has  in  it  the  unfortunate  poor, 
the  sick,  the  chronic  sick,  the  criminals  who  have 
been  sent  over  from  Deer  Island,  and  the  abandoned 
children?  What  is  that  institution  other  than  a 
dumping  ground?  The  only  other  island  that  it 
reminds  me  of  is  Penikese  Island,  where  they  send 
the  lepers.  We  sentence  prisoners  to  State  Prison 
for  life,  and  we  also  send  these  poor  unfortunates  to 
Long  Island  for  life,  because  they  have  grown 
poor  when  they  have  grown  old.  There  they  are, 
derelicts  of  the  sea  and  derelicts  of  the  land,  aban- 
doned on  Long  Island.  They  are  there  for  all 
time,  for  life  and  eternity,  because  right  at  their 


windows  they  put  a  graveyard.  I  have  walked  in 
that  graveyard  more  than  once,  have  seen  those 
graves  marked  with  wooden  crosses,  containing  a 
number  but  no  name,  and  have  spoken  about  the 
matter  without  avail,  until  a  year  ago  when  the 
Kearsarge  veterans  went  down  there  and  erected  a 
big  concrete  cross  in  memory  of  the  Civil  War 
veterans  who  died  abandoned  on  the  island.  I  say 
when  you  sentence  them  to  Long  Island,  you  sen- 
tence them  for  life  and  for  eternity.  The  question 
comes  up  of  medical  assistance.  Are  we  dealing 
merely  with  dollars  and  cents,  or  are  we  dealing 
with  human  lives,  with  human  souls?  Are  we 
giving  to  the  people  who  are  our  charges,  our 
wards,  the  consideration  to  which  they  are  humanly 
entitled?  Are  we  talking  about  those  poor  devils 
who  are  abandoned  down  there,  hopeless  and  dis- 
couraged, or  are  we  talking  about  concrete  and 
brick?  I  say  this:  Any  plan  that  is  to  be  worked 
out  should  be  a  general  one,  having  in  mind  all  the 
necessities  of  the  situation;  and,  if  you  will  allow 
me  to  digress  for  a  moment,  let  me  say  just  a  word 
about  another  phase  of  this  situation.  In  Charles- 
town  there  is  a  state  prison  that  covers  ten  acres 
of  the  most  available  land  in  our  city,  with  rail 
facilities  that  are  unexcelled,  having  the  natural 
advantages  that  would  make  it  one  of  the  finest 
commercial  sites  in  this  section  of  the  country, 
fitting  in  with  the  business  development  in  the 
neighborhood  of  our  North  Station  where  they  are 
asking  us  to  spend  a  large  amount  of  money  in 
connection  with  crossing  the  river.  That  land 
could  be  taken  and  used  in  connection  with  high- 
class  business  development,  at  the  same  time  re- 
ducing the  blight  on  the  homes  of  the  decent,  God- 
fearing people  of  Charlestown,  who  for  years  have 
had  to  bear  the  burden  of  proximity  to  that  insti- 
tution. Governor  Fuller  realized  the  importance 
of  the  question  and  appointed  a  commission  to 
look  into  the  matter  of  abandoning  that  State 
Prison  at  once.  There  is  not  proper  sanitation 
there  today;  not  a  thing  that  will  tend  to  help  those 
men  who  are  confined,  some  of  them  for  life.  That 
institution  can  be  moved  to  Deer  Island,  and  we 
can  sell  Deer  Island  to  the  state.  They  can  go  to 
Deer  Island  and  erect  there  modern  buildings. 
We  can  move  the  Deer  Island  prisoners  to  Long 
Island,  where  there  are  110  acres  of  land  capable  of 
producing  not  only  the  vegetables  that  they  would 
need,  but  more;  in  addition  to  which  there  would 
be  the  benefit  to  the  prisoners  down  there  of  roam- 
ing at  large  out  in  the  air  and  sunshine.  The 
present  institutions  at  Long  Island  could  be  moved 
in  their  entirety  to  the  mainland,  bringing  the 
chronic  sick  up  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  City 
Hospital  and  taking  the  other  inmates,  for  instance, 
to  West  Roxbury.  But  some  people  don't  want 
those  old  souls  taken  over  to  the  mainland, 
because  they  are  poor.  What  man  can  stand  up 
in  this  body  and  sa-y  that  that  may  not  be  his  posi- 
tion as  the  years  go  by?  We  now  say  to  those 
inmates  on  Long  Island,  "We  abandon  you  for- 
ever; you  are  lepers."  In  the  storm  that  we  had 
three  weeks  ago  it  was  reported  in  the  Boston 
newspapers  that  the  boat  could  not  go  to  the  island 
with  fifty  cans  of  milk.  If  that  happened  once  and 
on  that  boat  was  a  surgeon  upon  whom  a  life  at  the 
island  depended,  and  that  life  was  lost  in  con- 
sequence, we  would  be  directly  responsible  for  the 
loss  of  that  human  life.  This  is  not  a  question  of 
dollars  and  cents,  Mr.  President  and  gentlemen. 
Why  have  these  poor  people  on  an  island  which  at 
times  the  boats  cannot  reach?  Why  remove  them 
from  medical  care  when  the  real  things  that  are  in 
the  balance  are  hnman  lives  and  souls?  Why 
turn  your  face  away  from  them  because  they  are 
poor?  Why  refuse  to  give  them  the  human  con- 
sideration to  which  they  are  entitled  because  they 
are  poor?  I  say,  Mr.  President,  that  unless  we  are 
very  careful  in  this  matter,  in  the  future  we  will 
regret  our  action.  We  can  place  our  chronic  sick 
in  the  City  Hospital,  where  they  belong,  where 
there  is  plenty  of  land,  on  Northampton  and 
Albany  streets,  to  build  the  accommodations  for 
them.  Then  we  can  move  the  poor  out  to  West 
Roxbury.  We  are  told  by  some  that  they  don't 
want  them  there,  because  they  are  poor;  they 
don't  want  them  around,  because  they  are  thereby 
reminded  that  they  are  city  charges,  and  they  want 
to  get  away  from  them.  If  they  are  moved  out  to 
West  Roxbury,  there  are  people  in  this  city  who 
may  be  unpleasantly  reminded  of  the  fact  that 
their  fathers  and  mothers,  those  whom  they  should 
take  care  of,  are  there.  There  are  those  in  this 
city  who  might  thereby  have  that  fact  brought  to 
their  minds,  and  who  want  these  poor  people  kept 
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out  of  sight.  I  know  more  about  Long  Island  than 
some  of  the  men  who  are  being  paid  a  salary  for 
taking  care  of  it.  And  when  I  say  that  I  also 
want  to  add  that  it  is  being  kept  in  better  shape 
than  ever  before.  John  Lyons  is  a  splendid  mana- 
ger. But  unless  you  have  the  institution  in  a 
place  where  it  can  be  inspected  at  short  notice,  day 
or  night,  and  also  where  it  can  be  readily  visited  by 
physicians  at  any  time,  you  are  not  doing  your 
duty  as  councilors.  We  all  know  that  at  times 
when  visits  have  been  made  down  there,  from 
the  very  nature  of  things,  plenty  of  notice  was 
given  and  things  would  be  found  in  good  shape.  If 
the  place  was  convenient,  so  that  it  could  be 
visited  at  an  hour's  notice,  so  that  any  of  us  could 
walk  right  in,  there  could  be  nothing  of  that  sort. 
And  have  a  place  where  you  will  have  no  trouble  in 
getting  nurses  or  doctors.  Bring  the  poor  out  to 
West  Roxbury,  where  the  old  souls,  instead  of 
listening  to  the  constant  roar  of  the  sea  and  watch- 
ing forever  that  graveyard  right  under  their  eye, 
wondering  how  long  it  will  be  before  they  go  there, 
may  be  surrounded  by  the  pines  on  the  shores  of 
the  beautiful  Charles  river.  Take  them  back 
again  into  society,  back  from  their  exile,  back 
where  they  can  look  through  the  fence  and  see  the 
passing  autoists,  see  something  of  what  is  going  on 
in  the  world,  and  where  they  can  be  readily 
visited  by  their  friends  and  by  those  who  are 
interested  in  them.  Give  their  old  neighbors  a 
chance  to  see  them,  and  let  them  enjoy  the  human 
touch.     I  say  this  seriously. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  desire 
to  offer  the  following  substitute: 

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $800,000  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  appropriated  for  new  buildings  and 
additions  to  existing  buildings  at  Long  Island,  as 
well  as  for  equipment  and  furniture  for  such  new 
buildings  and  additions,  all  for  Institutions  Depart- 
ment purposes,  and  that  to  meet  said  appropria- 
tions the  City  Treasurer  be  and  hereby  is  author- 
ized to  issue,  from  time  to  time  upon  request  of  the 
Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the 
city  to  said  amount. 

The  question  came  on  the  adoption  of  the  sub- 
stitute order. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  my  order 
calls  for  the  appropriation  of  $800,000,  instead  of 
$1,000,000,  in  order  to  meet  the  objection  of  some 
of  the  councilors  that  $1,000,000  is  too  large  an 
amount,  and  in  order  that  the  proposition  to 
remove  the  sick  and  infirm  to  the  mainland  may 
be  carried  out  as  easily  as  possible.  I  think  this 
amount  of  money  will  be  sufficient  to  provide  tem- 
porary relief  and  to  really  meet  all  the  require- 
ments of  the  situation,  including  replacing  the  roof 
that  is  badly  leaking  on  the  building.  Everybody 
agrees  that  the  place  is  in  a  deplorable  condition. 
The  adoption  of  this  substitute  order  will  save 
$200,000,  which  can  be  used  toward  placing  the 
institution  on  the  mainland.  I  don't  think  any- 
body can  object  to  the  proposition  to  spend 
$800,000  which  will,  in  my  opinion,  give  the 
necessary  relief. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  sometimes  when 
we  sit  here  and  listen  to  arguments  advanced  on 
questions,  regardless  of  what  our  opinions  may  be, 
we  are  swayed  in  our  judgment.  We  have  heard 
several  good  arguments  this  afternoon  with  refer- 
ence to  the  recommendation  of  his  Honor  the 
Mayor.  If  it  were  simply  a  question  today  of 
abolishing  the  almshouse  and  chronic  hospital  at 
Long  Island  and  moving  those  institutions  to  the 
mainland,  I  might  have  one  opinion.  My  vote  on 
that  matter  would  very  likely  be  that  the  alms- 
house and  chronic  hospital  should  be  removed  to 
what  we  may  term  God's  civilized  country.  But, 
in  my  opinion,  the  question  we  have  before  us 
today  is  not  the  transfer  of  the  chronic  hospital 
to  West  Roxbury,  when  the  veterans  abandon  that 
hospital  and  go  to  Bedford — which  will  not  occur 
for  fifteen  months  or  more,  as  we  were  told  at  the 
West  Roxbury  hospital  less  than  two  weeks  ago, 
or  whether  we  will  remove  the  almshouse  from 
Long  Island  to  some  ponit  on  the  mainland.  Nor 
am  I  at  all  apprehensive  of  what  may  happen 
next  November  because  of  the  attitude  we  may 
take  upon  this  particular  question  today.  That, 
to  my  mind,  is  all  tommyrot.  I  don't  believe  any 
member  of  the  Council — and  I  say  this  in  all 
seriousness — need  be  apprehensive  so  far  as  his 
possible  return  to  the  Council  for  two  more  years 
is  concerned,  or  that  any  feeling  he  may  have  in 
that  respect  need  sway  his  action  on  this  matter 
today,  because  I  am  satisfied,  with  all  due  deference 
to  previous  councilors  in  Boston,  that  we  as  coun- 


cilors have  done  as  well  as,  if  not  better  than  other 
councilors  in  the  performance  of  our  duties,  have 
certainly  done  it  as  well  as  it  has  ever  been  per- 
formed by  any  like  body  in  Boston,  and  for  that 
reason  need  have  no  apprehension.  Let  me  say 
also  that  I  have  been  to  Long  Island  probably 
eight  or  nine  times  in  the  past  year,  and  that  I 
visited  the  West  Roxbury  hospital  when  the 
City  Council  were  invited  to  inspect  that  institu- 
tion with  a  possible  view  to  transferring  the  alms- 
house and  chronic  hospital  to  West  Roxbury.  To 
my  mind,  the  West  Roxbury  site  is  absolutely 
unfitted  for  that  purpose  at  the  present  time. 
Doctor  Washburn  admitted  that  less  than  two 
weeks  ago,  when  I  asked  the  question  whether,  in 
his  opinion,  he  would  be  justified  in  having  one 
chronic  sick  person  admitted  to  that  institution 
in  its  present  condition.  He  said,  ''no."  He  said 
there  would  surely  need  to  be  some  improvement 
before  one  such  person  should  be  sent  there.  In 
my  opinion,  Mr.  President,  the  place  is  a  fire  trap. 
It  has  no  fire  extinguishers,  nothing  to  prevent  a 
fire.  The  staircases  are  narrow,  so  that  two 
people  can  hardly  pass  each  other;  and  in  my 
opinion  the  subways  that  were  built  in  the  insti- 
tution by  the  government  are  the  only  decent 
part  of  it.  So  the  West  Roxbury  site  in  its  present 
condition  would  not  be  a  suitable  place  to  which 
to  transfer  the  chronic  sick  or  the  inmates  of  the 
almshouse,  according  to  the  statement  by  Doctor 
Washburn  himself.  He  said  at  that  time  that 
West  Roxbury  was  his  second  choice,  not  his  fiist, 
even  with  regard  to  the  chronic  sick.  He  felt 
that  the  chronic  sick  ought  to  be  brought  down 
somewhere  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Boston  City 
Hopsital.  Nothing  has  been  mentioned  with 
reference  to  the  almshouse  either  by  Doctor  Wash- 
burn or  the  Finance  Commission  in  their  repoit  to 
this  Council  advising  the  rejection  of  this  million- 
dollar  loan  order.  The  Finance  Commission  say 
that  they  advise  West  Roxbury  for  the  sick  and 
the  continuance  of  the  almshouse  at  Long  Island 
in  its  present  form,  but  spending  no  amount  of 
money  down  there.  How  inconsistent  from  a 
commission  of  that  kind,  who  no  doubt  have  greater 
and  better  chances  to  form  judgment  with  refer- 
ence to  these  institutions  than  I.  If  the  chair- 
man, as  well  as  the  rest  of  the  commission,  would 
make  one  visit  to  Long  Island  and  examine  into 
the  situation  as  I  have  done,  it  seems  to  me  the 
report  would  be  very  different.  One  part  of  the 
nurses'  home  has  not  been  used  for  over  a  year, 
and  when  we  have  gone  down  there  we  have  found 
that  it  was  because  of  a  leaky  roof  in  a  certain 
section,  that  part  of  the  building  from  the  ground 
floor  to  the  roof  not  being  used.  Some  say, 
"Why  hasn't  it  been  repaired?"  That  is  a  ques- 
tion in  my  mind.  When  we  were  there  on  the 
last  visit,  we  found  a  disgraceful  condition  of 
affairs — one  hundred  or  more  beds  in  the  cellar 
basement  of  that  institution,  next  to  the  boiler 
room.  I  want  to  say,  Mr.  President,  that  if  any 
of  my  own  were  ever  so  unfortunate  as  to  be 
obliged  to  go  there,  I  would  almost  rather  see 
them  sent  to  their  graves  than  compelled  to  live 
in  a  basement,  a  cellar,  without  any  sunlight,  and 
next  to  a  boiler  room.  I  say  if  any  of  this  money 
is  going  to  alleviate  that  condition,  we  ought  not 
to  play  polities  in  the  chamber  this  afternoon,  but 
should  grant  the  amount  of  money  that  may  be 
necessary  in  order  to  give  immediate  relief  to  the 
unfortunate  poor.  So  far  as  the  almshouse  is  con- 
cerned, I  understand  that  that  is  left  to  shift  for 
itself.  I  would  also  be  in  favor  of  bringing  the 
almshouse,  as  well  as  the  chronic  hospital,  to  the 
mainland.  It  ought  to  be  done.  But  we  are  told 
that  the  present  administration  will  not,  during 
its  time,  bring  it  up  to  the  mainland;  and,  as  we 
are  told  that  we  cannot  get  into  the  West  Roxbury 
hospital  inside  of  eighteen  months,  anyway,  what 
are  we  going  to  do?  Are  we  going  to  shut  our  eyes 
to  those  unfortunates  who  are  there  now  and  say 
that  we  cannot  spend  money  to  improve  condi- 
tions for  them,  because  in  two,  three  or  four  years 
from  now  they  will  be  brought  on  to  the  mainland? 
I  don't  think  that  is  the  real  feeling  or  intention 
of  any  man  in  this  room,  I  think  if  the  amount  of 
money  which  it  is  proposed  to  appropriate  here  is 
too -large  it  ought  to  be  decreased,  but  there  should 
be  something  allowed  for  immediate  improvement, 
so  that  the  condition  of  the  unfortunate  poor  and 
sick  can  be  remedied.  So  I  cannot  see  that  by 
entirely  defeating  this  measure  we  will  accomplish 
what  we  sincerely  hope  to  accomplish,  the  benefit 
of  the  unfortunate  poor.  It  is  unfortunate,  as 
stated  here,  that  there  should  be  that  proximity 
to  the  graveyard;     it  is  unfortunate  that  any  per- 
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son  should  be  buried  on  that  island.  That  is 
something  that  I  believe  can  be  remedied,  apart 
from  the  question  at  issue.  But  to  my  mind  it  is 
important  that  an  immediate  sum  of  money  be 
spent,  whatever  amount  is  necessary,  for  the 
immediate  relief  and  assistance  of  those  unfor- 
tunates who  are  at  present  housed  at  the  Long 
Island  institution. 

Coun.  BUSH— Mr.  President,  I  have  no 
quarrel  with  any  of  the  arguments  presented  by 
the  previous  speaker,  except  that  I  do  not  think 
the  amount  to  be  expended  in  connection  with 
the  hospital  at  Long  Island  should  be  any  more 
than  sufficient  to  take  care  of  the  immediate 
needs,  and  in  my  opinion  that  can  be  done  for 
less  than  S500.000.  There  is  certainly,  to  my 
mind,  no  need  of  spending  $1,000,000  there,  which 
will  take  care  of  the  situation  for  the  next  ten 
years  and  perpetuate  the  mistake  made  originally, 
thus  making  the  solution  of  the  problem  still  more 
distant  than  it  appears  to  be  at  present. 

Coun.  GREEN — -Mr.  President,  as  chairman  of 
the  Committee  on   Finance,  which  reported   this 
order,  I  think  I  owe  it  to  my  constituents  to  get  up 
and  defend  myself  and  my  vote.     I  voted  that  the 
order  ought  to  pass.     As  far  back  as  1913  a  com- 
prehensive study  was  made  of  the  conditions  at 
Long  Island,  and  the  actual  work  was  started  on 
the  island  in  1915.     In  1915,   Mr.  President,  the 
same  conditions  that  exist  in  our  city  today  with 
respect  to  the  unemployment  situation  existed.     I 
probably  know  as  much  about  conditions  on  Long 
Island  as  any  member  of  this  body,  because  I  have 
had  occasion  hundreds  of  times  to  visit  my  poor 
unfortunate  neighbors  on  that  island.     And  I  will 
admit,    Mr.    President,    that    probably    as   many 
people   leave  my  humble  town,   Charlestown,   to 
go  to  Long  Island,  as  go  there  from  any  section  of 
this  city.     The  poor  people  of  my  district  always 
come  first  with  me.     If  I  thought  my  voice  and  my 
vote  would  be  used  to  hurt  any  of  those  poor  un- 
fortunates at  Long  Island  one  iota  I  would  be  up 
here  talking  mainland  today.     But,  Mr.  President, 
something  has  got  to  be  done.     I  certainly  do  not 
think  that  our  committee,  visiting  Long   Island, 
questioned  the  honesty  and  integrity  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Institutions,  or  that  he  had  anything 
planted  for  our  committee  when  we  arrived  there. 
The    conditions,  Mr.  President,  were   intolerable; 
and  I  want  everybody  within  hearing  of  my  voice 
to  hear  the  next  remark  I  have  to  make.     Herded 
like  a  lot  of  sheep  in  the  cellar  down  there  were 
men,  men  of  yesterday,  some  of  the  men  who  were 
prominent  citizens  in  my  community  at  one  time, 
one  man  who  held  the  position  in  this  honorable 
body  that  I  hold  this  afternoon.     I  asked  him  how 
he  liked  the  place.     He  said,  "Here  we  are  herded 
together  like  a  lot  of  sheep.     We  cannot  get  out, 
sir,  and  enjoy  God's  free  air.     If  there  is  anything 
that  you  can  do  as  a  member  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  to  alleviate  conditions  down  here,  I  want 
you  to  go  there  and  stand  up  and,  by  your  voice 
and  vote,  give  us  some  immediate  relief."     Now,  I 
am  going  to  ask  my  friend  the  councilor  from  Dor- 
chester a  fair  question.     I  was  very  much  surprised 
at  his  remarks  this  afternoon.     Nobody  can  ques- 
tion the  honesty  or  sincerity  of  the  man  from  Dor- 
chester.    If  you  will  bear  with  me,  Mr.  President, 
I  will  mention  the  councilor's  name,  Coun.   Mc- 
Grath.     I    feel    that    at    the    present    time,    Mr. 
President — and  I  am  getting  away  from  the  subject 
temporarily — he  may  be  taking  it  on  the  chin.     I 
sympathize  with  him,  but  I  agree  with  a  lot  of 
things   that   he  has   said.     On   this   Long   Island 
situation,  however,  I  must  disagree  with  the  coun- 
cilor from  Dorchester,  and  I  am  going  to  ask  him 
one  question.     Is  it  true,  councilor,  that  if  we  go 
to    the   mainland   with   this   proposition,   we   will 
abandon     the    nurses'     home,     the     chapel,     the 
mortuary,  the  burying  ground,  the  store  buildings, 
the  almshouses  for  both  men  and  women,  and  the 
chronic  hospital? 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  say  that 
that  is  absolutely  true,  and  I  say,  further,  that  I 
have  never  reckoned  this  question  from  the  stand- 
point of  dollars  and  cents.  I  am  thinking  of  the 
hearts  and  souls  of  those  on  that  island.  No  cost  is 
too  much. 

Coun.  GREEN — I  knew  that  he  was,  Mr. 
President,  and  I  know  he  feels,  as  every  member  of 
the  Council  feels,  that  it  is  not  a  question  of  dollars 
and  cents.  It  is  a  question  of  diversity  of  opinion. 
Some  of  the  members  of  the  body  think  that  the 
institutions  ought  to  come  to  the  mainland. 
Other  members  of  the  body  think  that  they  ought 
to  stay  at  Long  Island.     I  know  the  Commissioner 


of  Institutions,  Mr.  President,  and  feel  that  I  can 
quote  him  correctly  on  the  question  of  what  he 
feels  that  he  can  do,  having  in  mind  the  work  that 
was  left  uncompleted  by  previous  administrations. 
I  said  to  him,  "How  much  will  it  cost  to  complete 
that  work  that  the  previous  administration  left 
undone?"  He  said,  "We  haven't  got  any  data; 
we  don't  know  how  much  it  will  cost.  But  they 
did  at  one  time  agree  that  if  the  Long  Island 
Hospital  were  transferred  to  the  mainland,  they 
would  have  to  scrap  So, 000,000  of  city  property. 
The  previous  Mayor  suggested  at  one  time  that 
that  property  possibly  could  be  sold  for  SI, 000, 000. 
We  will  have  to  scrap  the  property  if  we  go  to  the 
mainland,  but  we  might  possibly  be  able  to  unload 
for  §1,000,000."  Now,  my  friends,  I  do  not 
intend  to  take  up  so  much  of  your  valuable  time 
but  I  simply  wanted  to  explain  my  position  and 
my  vote  en  this  matter  as  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee. We  interviewed  the  Mayor,  we  inter- 
viewed the  commissioner,  and  we  sought  and 
received  as  much  information  as  we  possibly  could. 
Some  of  the  members  thought  they  would  like  to 
have  a  little  more  time  to  consider  this  situation, 
before  it  was  brought  before  our  honorable  body 
and  voted  upon.  The  Mayor  said,  '  'I  have  made 
a  request  for  81,000,000.  The  Commissioner  of 
Institutions  claims  that  it  will  cost  SI, 000, 000  to 
make  the  necessary  repairs  and  improvements 
needed  at  Long  Island.  I  appointed  the  com- 
missioner of  that  institution,  and  when  he  says  that 
he  needs  SI, 000, 000  to  complete  the  work  I  am  not 
going  to  question  that  man's  honesty  and  in- 
tegrity." I  have  known  the  Commissioner  of 
Institutions  over  a  period  of  fifteen  years,  and  I 
don't  think  it  is  the  intent  of  any  member  of  this 
body  to  question  his  motives.  There  was  a  re- 
mark made  this  afternoon  to  the  effect  that  some- 
body might  be  interested  in  this  or  in  that.  I 
don't  think  that  is  so.  I  know  I  am  not.  I  don't 
think  it  is  a  question  of  who  the  architect  is  or  who 
the  builder  is.  I  don't  think  that  enters  the  mind 
of  any  member  of  this  body.  We  are  voting  on  a 
problem  this  afternoon  and,  as  I  have  said  before, 
there  is  a  diversity  of  opinion.  Some  of  the 
members  like  the  mainland  for  the  Long  Island 
Hospital,  and  others  are  in  favor  of  leaving  it  on 
the  island.  But  I  don't  think,  Mr.  President,  in 
all  due  fairness  to  any  member  of  this  body,  that 
any  one  here  should  reflect  on  the  feeling  of  any 
other  member  toward  the  inmates  of  that  institu- 
tion, because  all  our  hearts  beat  for  those  poor 
people  dowm  there,  and  we  would  all  be  glad  to  do 
anything  that  can  be  done  to  relieve  their  suffering. 
That  is  what  we  are  trying  to  do.  Whatever 
diversity  of  opinion  we  may  have,  that  is  our  desire 
in  this  matter. 

Coun.  KEENE — Mr.  President,  with  all  due 
respect  to  the  opinion  of  my  colleagues,  I  cannot 
help  thinking  it  would  be  a  mistake  to  consider 
West  Roxbury  as  a  proper  place  for  an  institution 
of  this  kind—  In  the  first  place,  we  are  rather 
limited  there  in  land  area.  The  land  is  low.  It 
borders  on  Charles  river,  which  has  ever  had  a 
reputation  for  being  a  breeding  place  for  mosqui- 
toes. Within  a  distance  of  300  feet  of  that  bound- 
ary we  have  three  canoe  houses  and  one  large 
dance  house  known  as  Moseley's,  known  to  many 
people  from  different  parts  of  the  state.  Within 
100  feet  we  have  a  prosperous  merry-go-round.  I 
don't  believe  that  a  place  of  that  nature  is  either 
adequate  or  suitable.  Personally,  I  don't  con- 
sider myself  sufficiently  informed  to  say  whether 
or  not  the  institution  at  Long  Island  should  be 
upon  the  mainland  or  should  remain  where  it  is  at 
this  time,  but  when  I  find  reports  of  investigations 
disclosing  that  in  dormitories  with  sufficient  room 
to  provide  for  325  beds  there  are  505  inmates,  and 
when  no  later  than  half  past  eleven  this  morning 
two  reputable  physicians  said  they  were  there 
Saturday  and  found  old  men  sleeping  on  beds  in 
the  basement,  on  a  cement  floor,  and  reading  the 
newspaper  by  artificial  light,  something  is  wrong. 
We  have  there  a  hospital  with  a  bed  capacity  of 
150,  in  which  there  are  180  inmates,  and  the 
physicians  who  made  the  investigation  said  that 
there  were  108  cases  in  the  men's  dormitories  that 
should  be  occupying  beds  in  a  hospital.  We  have 
there  a  children's  building  sufficiently  large  to 
accommodate  eighty-six  children.  It  is  the  old 
tuberculosis  ward.  We  are  told  by  the  Health 
Commissioner  of  this  city  that  there  are  several 
hundred  children  in  the  City  oi  Boston  who  should 
be  there,  because  of  the  advantages  that  would  be 
derived  from  the  fresh  air  and  sunshine.  We  have 
a  nurses'  home  built  some  years  ago,  and  we  have 
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been  advised  this  morning  that  the  roof  has  leaked 
ever  since  it  was  constructed.  It  houses  seventy- 
four  nurses.  The  nurses  sleep  two  and  three  in  a 
bed.  They  are  at  this  time  twenty  nurses  short. 
With  additional  dormitories,  accommodations 
could  be  provided  for  thirty  or  forty  more  nurses. 
I  am  interested  in  only  one  question,  and  that  is 
this.  For  twenty-seven  years  this  thing  has  been  a 
bone  of  contention;  for  several  years  old  men  and 
women  have  been  herded  in  those  buildings  as  we 
herd  cattle  and  children  have  been  swarming  in 
their  quarters  like  bees.  An  institution  of  that 
kind,  to  be  of  material  benefit  to  those  who  go 
there,  should  be  a  haven  of  rest.  If  there  have  been 
twenty-seven  years  of  that  sort  of  thing  and  are 
liable  to  be  twenty-seven  years  more,  I  say,  gentle- 
men, that  the  duty  rests  upon  your  shoulders  and 
my  shoulders  to  say  whether  those  poor  unfortu- 
nates must  continue  to  suffer  while  the  executive 
branch  of  this  city  and  the  members  of  various 
bodies  fight  as  to  where  they  will  eventually  be 
placed. 

Coun.  McMAHON — Mr.  President,  I  have  sat 
here  this  afternoon  and  listened  to  the  remarks  of 
the  orators  who  have  arisen  and  spoken  their 
minds.  But  I  "emember  a  year  ago  this  time 
that  I  had  the  pleasure  of  taking  a  trip  to  Long 
Island.  I  don't  think  there  is  anybody  in  this 
Council  who  has  a  deeper  feeling  for  the  poor 
unfortunates  there,  as  I  call  them,  than  I  have. 
But  I  will  simply  say,  in  view  of  what  we  have 
heard  here  this  afternoon  about  the  terrible 
conditions  existing  there  now,  that  a  year  ago 
this  time  I  went  through  the  Long  Island  Hospital, 
and  we  didn't  find  any  beds  in  the  basement. 
Everybody  seemed  to  be  happy,  as  I  found  them. 
I  didn't  make  this  trip  the  last  time  that  they 
tell  about,  when  there  were  men  sleeping  in  the 
basement,  near  the  boiler  room.  I  think,  person- 
ally, they  have  plenty  of  room  there  without 
putting  them  into  basements.  We  have  been 
talking  about  the  sick  and  the  poor  unfortunates 
in  the  hospital.  There  was  an  investigation  made 
in  regard  to  River  street.  I  happened  to  be  on 
a  committee  that  sat  in  and  listened  to  different 
experts,  to  whom  we  gave  our  good  money,  and 
who  told  us  what  was  the  trouble.  All  we  could 
find  out  was  that  the  only  way  to  run  the  River 
street  hospital  was  to  get  it  under  the  control  of 
the  trustees  of  the  City  Hospital,  and  if  they  did 
that  they  could  arrange  to  take  care  of  the  un- 
fortunates a  lot  better.  I  thought  as  I  sat  here 
this  afternoon,  if  they  feel  that  way  about  the 
River  street  hospital,  why  don't  they  feel  the 
same  about  the  chronic  and  sick  cases  at  Long 
Island?  Why  not  put  a  building  for  them  up  at 
the  City  Hospital?  I  think  that  is  the  greatest 
institution  we  have,  and  when  they  get  up  here 
and  tell  us  of  the  unfortunate  sick  at  Long  Island, 
I  say  let  us  place  them  at  the  City  Hospital, 
where  they  can  have  the  required  attention, 
where  they  will  have  the  greatest  medical  men 
in  the  world  to  take  care  of  them.  And  you  know 
as  well  as  I  do,  all  the  councilors  know,  that 
those  men  will  not  go  down  to  Long  Island  and 
take  care  of  those  cases.  I  went  down  a  year  or 
two  ago  several  times.  Everything  looked  sweet 
and  rosy  to  me.  I  can  never  forget  the  day  when 
I  saw  the  graduating  nurses  there.  But  we  have 
heard  what  a  tough  thing  it  is  even  to  get  nurses 
down  there,  that  they  have  had  to  raise  the  pay 
and  give  them  more  money  at  Long  Island  than 
they  get  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital.  If  it  is  as 
tough  as  that  at  Long  Island,  and  if  it  is  so  hard 
to  get  good  professional  doctors  to  go  down  there 
where  they  are  needed,  then  it  is  time  that  the 
institutions  were  put  on  the  mainland.  Of  course, 
we  could  sit.  here  the  whole  week  and  argue  pro 
and  con.  They  tell  us  about  a  leaky  roof.  Why 
didn't  they  put  that  in  the  budget?  If  we  had 
a  leaky  roof  over  our  heads  here,  anywhere,  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings  would  put  an 
item  for  it  in  the  budget.  So  I  don't  see  why 
there  should  be  so  much  talk  about  a  leaky  roof, 
when  there  is  plenty  of  opportunity  at  Long 
Island  to  put  on  a  roof  that  does  not  leak.  Only 
a  week  or  two  ago  they  opened  up  a  beautiful 
building  in  connection  with  the  Boston  City 
Hospital.  They  tell  you  about  the  unfortunates 
at  Long  Island,  who  have  difficulty  in  getting 
treatment.  There  is  no  reason  why  they  should 
not  be  taken  care  of  at  the  City  Hospital.  If 
I  had  my  way  no  commissioner  could  come  in 
here  and  tell  us  that  it  takes  $1,000,000  to  put 
the  buildings  down  there  in  shape.  If  it  were 
simply  a  case  here  of  voting  to  take  care  of  the 
poor   unfortunates,    I   would   vote   for  that.     But 


that  is  not  the  case.  It  is  a  case  of  putting 
$1,000,000  into  buildings  down  there,  and  then 
keeping  the  poor  old  souls  there,  never  having 
them  leave  the  island.  If  there  is  any  councilor 
here  who  has  ever  enjoyed  the  trip  up  and  down 
in  the  boat  and  has  seen  the  place,  he  knows 
how  it  affects  him.  They  tell  you  what  a  beautiful 
place  it  is.  I  know  that  I  wouldn't  want  to  stay 
down  there  for  a  month,  myself,  looking  at  nothing 
but  the  water  around,  as  those  poor  old  souls 
have  had  to  do  for  years;  and  the  sooner  the 
councilors  stand  up  here  in  their  boots,  not  being 
afraid  to  vote  because  next  fall  they  are  going 
to  run  for  election  and  it  might  be  passed  up  to 
them,  the  better.  I  don't  feel  the  way  that  some 
seem  to  feel  in  regard  to  that.  I  will  vote  as 
quickly  to  help  those  poor  folks  down  there  as 
anybody,  but  I  don't  feel  that  $1,000,000,  that 
large  sum,  should  be  spent  down  there.  I  feel 
that  a  much  less  sum  would  take  care  of  immedi- 
ate wants,  would  give  them  sufficient  beds  so 
that  they  will  not  have  to  park  them  down  in  the 
basement. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  now  move  you 
that  we  proceed  to  ballot. 

Coun.  FREELEY — I  second  that  motion,  Mr. 
President. 

Coun.  ARNOLD — Mr.  President,  I  would  not 
inject  myself  into  the  debate  this  afternoon,  with 
the  condition  my  voice  is  in,  were  it  not  for  the  fact 
that  as  a  physician  I  know  something  about  the 
care  of  the  sick.  We  have  listened  at  some  length 
to  references  to  the  isolation  of  this  island  and  of 
the  institutions  it  harbors.  I  believe,  sir,  it  is  not 
isolation  that  concerns  us  this  afternoon;  t  is 
really  the  care  of  those  who  become  chronically 
sick.  We  have  heard  considerable  about  the 
profession  of  medicine  and  how  busy  the  members 
of  that  profession  who  are  really  competent  are. 
With  those  statements  I  do  not  disagree  in  any 
iota,  sir,  but  I  want  most  emphatically  to  impress 
upon  you,  Mr.  President  and  the  Council,  that  the 
hardest  thing  which  the  medical  profession  today 
has  to  contend  with  is  the  care  of  those  who  become 
chronically  ill.  I  would  like  to  show  you  a  picture, 
sir,  of  an  acute  case  of  appendicitis  anywhere 
within  the  environments  of  Greater  Boston.  Where 
such  a  rase  occurs,  I  venture  to  say  that  there  will 
be  one,  two,  three,  and  possibly  four  or  five  am- 
bulances raeing'to  get  that  case  into  a  hospital  for 
operation.  That  is  the  situation  with  reference 
to  acute  diseases,  but  it  does  not  prevail,  I  am 
sorry  to  say,  with  reference  to  the  chronic  con- 
ditions which  affect  mankind.  We  are  only  too 
glad  to  do  everything  that  is  possible  in  a  pro- 
fessional way  for  those  who  become  chronically 
sick,  but  it  is  not  a  question  of  professional  care; 
it  is  not  a  question  so  much  of  the  doctor  as  it  is  of 
a  place  where  they  can  be  comfortably  housed, 
well  nursed,  and  their  moderate  wants  taken  care 
of.  This  is  the  class  of  cases,  T  repeat,  that  are 
realty  the  hardest  for  the  medical  profession  to 
cope  with.  T  was  somewhat  amazed  by  the  state- 
ment of  one  of  our  members  that  Long  Tsland 
would  be  a  good  place  for  the  prisoners,  who  would 
there  enjoy  the  benefit  of  fresh  air,  sunshine  and 
ocean  breezes,  but  that  it  was  not  a  good  place  for 
those  who  were  chronically  ill.  I  cannot  quite 
see  the  logic  in  that  statement.  If  it  is  good  for 
prisoners,  it  is  also  good  for  those  who  are  ill.  I 
can  imagine,  on  a  muggy  afternoon  like  this,  that 
any  one  of  us  might  enjoy  the  open-air  freedom 
which  is  enjoyed  by  persons  upon  that  island.  I 
do  not  consider  it,  sir,  in  any  sense  a  barren  and 
desolate  spot.  I  do  not  believe  that  any  of  those 
inmates  are  lonesome,  with  a  family  there  of 
upwards  of  a  thousand.  It  is  natural  for  people 
when  they  become  aged,  particularly  if  they  are 
ill,  to  seek,  of  their  own  volition,  some  sort  of  isola- 
tion, and  I  believe  that  this  institution  on  an 
island  in  our  beautiful  harbor  is  adapted  to  that. 
I  believe,  sir,  if  some  of  our  inland  cities  had  the 
advantage  of  that  island,  they  would  expend 
almost  unestimable  treasure  in  order  to  avail  them- 
selves of  such  a  proposition  as  we  have  here  at  our 
very  door.  And  I  am  not,  sir,  one  of  those  who 
subscribe  to  the  idea  that  has  been  advanced  here 
that  the  medical  profession  is  in  any  way  backward 
in  responding  to  the  calls  that  come  to  them  from 
those  who  are  critically  and  seriously  ill.  The 
proposition  at  Long  Island,  sir,  is  a  proposition  of 
taking  care  of  those  who  will  be  sick  for  a  long  time. 
I  could  enumerate  the  diseases  that  prevail  there 
to  the  greatest  extent,  but  I  don't  think  it  is 
necessary  to  do  so.  The  acute  cases  that  occur 
there  are  very  few  indeed,  and  they  can  be  at  the 
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present  time  adequately  handled,  in  my  opinion. 
You  will  in  any  event,  sir,  provide  for  a  hospital 
at  Lcng  Island  as  long  as  you  have  an  almshouse 
there.  The  inmates  of  the  almshouse  are  always 
potential  candidates  for  a  hospital,  and  you  can- 
not very  well  separate  an  almshouse  and  a  hospital 
of  some  kind.  My  position  this  afternoon,  sir,  is 
that  I  favor  providing,  in  some  such  way  as  is 
available  to  us  at  this  present  moment,  all  the 
facilities  possible  for  the  care  of  the  chronic  sick 
of  our  city. 

Coun.     Fitzgerald's    proposed     substitute    was  • 
rejected,  yeas  7,  nays  15:

SALARY    OF    BUILDING    COMMISSIONER. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  BUSH  the  Council  took  up 
assignment,  viz.: 

2.  An  Ordinance  concerning  the  salary  of  the 
Building  Commissioner. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston, 
as  follows: 

Section  5,  of  chapter  3,  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1925  is  hereby  amended  i  n  the  clause 
establishing  the  salary  of  the  Building  Commis- 
sioner by  striking  out  the  words  '  'six  thousand " 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "seventy- 
five  hundred." 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  I  have  not  the 
slightest  doubt  in  the  world  that  our  Building 
Commissioner  is  one  of  the  best  building  commis- 
sioners procurable,  and  that  he  is  worth  a  salary 
far  in  excess  of  that  which  he  is  receiving  at  present. 
But  it  does  violence  to  my  sense  of  justice  to  give 
an  increase  to  a  man  receiving  S6.000,  amounting 
to  81,500  in  one  lump  sum,  while  there  are  men 
working  for  the  city  for  such  sums  as  §1,300,  SI, 500 
and  §1,700,  who  are  denied  S100  and  S200  increases. 
Therefore,  although  the  commissioner  may  be 
worth  the  S7.500,  or  may  be  worth  810,000  or 
even  more  per  year,  I  cannot  see  my  way  clear  to 
vote  to  give  him  an  increase  of  81,500  at  one  time 
while  those  poor  fellows,  who  are  doing  their  work 
to  the  best  of  their  ability  for  a  mere  pittance, 
just  barely  enough  to  live,  cannot  get  an  increase 
of  S100  or  S200. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  thousands  of 
years  ago  a  man  by  the  name  of  .lEsop  wrote  a  story 
of  a  dog  who  lay  in  a  manger  where  there  were  oats 
and  prevented  a  horse  from  coming  in  and  eating 
the  oats,  even  though  he  could  not  eat  them  him- 
self. I  would  direct  the  attention  of  the  councilor 
to  that  ancient  fable,  in  view  of  the  argument  he 
has  advanced  here  that,  because  X,  Y  and  Z  can- 
not get  an  increase  in  pay,  A  shall  not  do  so,  al- 
though in  the  case  of  A,  it  is  also  much  deserved. 

Coun.  McGRATH — Mr.  President,  I  never  ate 
any  oats  (laughter),  so  I  don't  know  about  the 
force  of  the  argument,  but  I  do  know  that  when 
this  gentleman  took  the  position,  he  knew  when 
he  took  it  that  the  salary  was  S6,000.  The  differ- 
ence between  86,000  and  87,500  represents  a  lot 
of  money — and  that  becomes  more  apparent  to  us 
when  we  consider  that  the  difference  between 
82,000  and  S2.200  or  82,500,  in  the  case  of  lesser 
paid  employees  may  mean  the  difference  between 
living  reasonably  well,  perhaps,  and  living  in  mis- 
ery. However,  I  know  that  the  man  whose  case 
we  are  considering  in  this  particular  instance  is 
going  to  get  the  increase.  He  is  a  splendid  type 
of  man  in  any  position.  Mr.  Rourke,  to  my  mind, 
is  as  fine  an  executive  as  we  have  in  the  city.  But 
I  would  move  that  the  matter  be  laid  on  the  table 
for  the  present,  because  every  councilor  in  this 
chamber  knows  of  hundreds  of  men  in  his  ward 
who  are  getting  only,  say,  81,800  or  82,000  a  year, 
and  it  is  a  serious  problem  with  them  to  keep  ahead 
of  the  rent  man.  That  is  the  story  here.  I  think 
it  might  be  well  to  postpone  action  for  a  few  weeks, 
until  we  find  out  whether  the  men  who  are  receiving 
smaller  pay  and  who  are  deserving  of  8100  or  8200 
increase  are  to  be  slapped  in  the  face.  I  think  the 
whole  complexion  of  the  situation  with  which  we 
are  dealing  will  have  been  changed,  or  will  be  made 
clear  to  us,  within  two  or  three  weeks.  Therefore, 
I  would  favor  not  acting  upon  this  matter  at  this 
time,  until  we  find  out  w-hat  happens  to  the  little 
fellow  who  is  entitled  to  a  S100  or  S200  increase. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  WILSON  the  ordinance 
was  laid  on  the  table. 


GENERAL  RECONSIDERATION. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  DOWLING,  the  Council 
refused  a  general  reconsideration  of  all  action  taken 
today.

The  vote  indicated  that  a  sub- 
stantia] majority  of  the  Council  favored  the 
order  Dut  lacked  three  votes  necessary  to  make 
up  the  two  thirds  majority  required  by  the  pro- 
visions of  the  City  Charter.  As  I  told  your 
Committee  on  Finance  this  morning  at  a  con- 
ference with  the  committee  and  the  Institutions 
Commissioner  I  deem  the  improvements  called  for 
of  vital  importance. 

These  improvements  may  be  enumerated  as 
follows: 

The  enlargement  of  the  men's  dormitories  to 
provide  for  200  additional  beds. 


The  addition  of  new  wards  in  the  Men's  Hospital. 

The  construction  of  a  suitaole  children's  hos- 
pital building,  and  an  additional  story  and  new 
roof  on  the  Nurses'  Home. 

The  necessity  for  the  men's  dormitory  is  well 
shown  by  the  fact  that  while  its  normal  bed 
capacity  is  325,  at  the  present  time  it  is  accommo- 
dating 505.  In  the  Men's  Hospital  the  normal 
bed  capacity  is  125  and  at  present  there  are 
crowded  into  it  180  beds.  The  building  at  present 
used  as  a  Children's  Hospital  was  formerly  used 
for  tubercular  male  patients  and  its  open  wards 
permit  of  no  opportunity  to  isolate  a  child  infected 
with  contagious  disease  and  is  in  no  way  suited 
to  child  occupancy.  A  new  building  with  ade- 
quate facilities  for  the  care  of  children  should  be 
erected. 

The  Nurses'  Home  has  had  a  defective  roof 
since  its  original  construction  and  constant  leaks 
are  rapidly  injuring  the  whole  structure,  requir- 
ing a  new  roof,  and,  while  this  is  being  done,  it 
is  imperative  that  an  additional  story  be  added 
to  make  provision  for  additional  nurses  whose 
services  are  already  required  but  for  whom  no 
housing  facilities  are  available 

Somewhat  over  ten  years  ago  there  was  con- 
siderable discussion  tending  toward  keeping  up 
the  plant  at  Long  Island,  but  during  the  years 
of  the  war  and  thereafter  the  demands  recognized 
earlier  were  not  met  and  have  not  been  met.  In 
my  opinion  it  is  time  to  meet  them  for  the  health, 
safety  and  convenience  of  the  needy  and  sick  for 
whom  suitable  provision  should  be  made.  No 
other  practical  measures  have  been  suggested 
except  those  embodied  in  the  accompanying  loan 
order  Whatever  the  future  need  of  an  additional 
chronic  hospital  on  the  mainland  may  develop  is 
no  answer  to  the  immediate  urgent  necessities  of 
the  inmates  of  Long  Island.  Therefore,  I  trust 
that  your  honorable  body  will  give  the  accom- 
panying order  favorable  consideration.

as  Hamilton  Coolidge  square.

Dear  Sir, — In  reply  to  the  foregoing  order  I 
would  say  that  the  City  Planning  Board,  under 
date  of  December  29,  1926,  submitted  to  your 
Honor  a  plan  for  the  regulation  of  traffic  and  the 
relief  of  congestion  in  the  vicinity  of  Hamilton 
Coolidge  square,  at  the  intersection  of  Cambridge 
and  Charles  streets. 

This  plan,  which  involved  the  taking  of  certain 
public  and  private  properties  in  order  to  permit  of 
the  location  of  a  circle  and  other  changes  in  the 
street  plan  at  this  point,  with  a  view  to  facilitating 
the  flow  of  traffic,  was  submitted  in  principle  only 
with  the  idea  that  a  final  plan  would  doubtless 
involve  some  readjustments  in  order  to  conform 
to  the  ideas  of  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities 
in  their  consideration  of  plans  for  an  elevated 
station  at  this  point. 

As  the  matter  stands  at  the  present  time,  the 
sum  of  $600,000  was  authorized  in  1924  for  the 
erection  of  a  station  on  the  Cambridge  subway 
line  at  or  near  the  corner  of  Cambridge  and  Charles 
streets.  This  appropriation  of  $600,000  was  based 
upon  plans  prepared  by  the  Boston  Transit  De- 


partment, and  was  considered  sufficient  to  erect 
the  type  of  station  originally  agreed  upon,  with 
platforms  to  accommodate  four-car  trains.  These 
plans  were  later  amended,  however,  to  provide  for 
six-car  trains,  which  also  necessitated  certain 
changes  in  grades,  etc.,  involving  an  estimated 
additional  expense  of  $250,000,  or  a  total  cost  of 
$850,000. 

A  bill  requesting  the  authorization  of  this 
additional  amount  was  submitted  to  the  1926 
Legislature,  but  was  referred  to  the  next  annual 
session. 

A  similar  bill  was  introduced  in  the  1927  Legis- 
lature, House  No.  360,  providing  for  an  additional 
appropriation  of  $300,000,  or  $900,000  in  all, 
for  the  erection  of  the  proposed  station.  A  public 
hearing  on  this  bill  was  held  before  the  Legislative 
Committee  on  Street  Railways  and  the  petition 
was  later  given  leave  to  withdraw. 

A  petition  has  now  been  filed  by  Representative 
Eliot  Wadsworth  providing  for  an  investigation  by 
a  special  commission,  and  a  report  on  or  before 
December  1,  1927,  relative  to  the  construction  of 
an  additional  station  on  the  Cambridge  subway 
line,  and  to  the  widening  in  connection  therewith 
of  Cambridge  and  Charles  streets  in  Boston,  and 
has  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules, 
where  it  rests  at  the  present  time. 

In  the  meantime,  the  City  Planning  Board  has 
conferred  with  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities 
and  the  Boston  Transit  Department,  and  it  was 
the  general  sentiment  that  the  whole  matter  should 
be  held  in  abeyance  until  a  decision  is  reached  by 
the  Legislature  with  regard  to  an  elevated  station 
at  this  point. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  City  Planning  Board,  as 
expressed  in  previous  communications,  that  the 
entire  problem  should  be  considered  as  a  unit,  and 
that  coincident  with  the  preparation  of  plans  for 
a  new  station  there  should  be  developed  a  program 
which  will  not  only  alleviate  the  difficulties  occa- 
sioned by  the  congestion  existing  at  the  present 
time,  which  are  admitted  by  all  to  be  serious  and 
in  urgent  need  of  relief,  but  will  also  make  provision 
for  the  future  with  its  inevitable  increase  in  both 
pedestrian  and  vehicular  traffic.

Gentlemen, — I  inclose  herewith  copy  of  com- 
munication in  regard  to  contracts  for  the  collections 
of  refuse  and  garbage  in  the  districts  of  Dorchester, 
East  Boston,  Brighton,  Hyde  Paik  and  West 
Roxbury.

Sir, — The  Finance  Commission  presents  its  final 
report  on  the  refuse  and  garbage  contract  of  the 
City  of  Boston  with  D.  M.  Biggs  &  Co.  for  the 
Dorchester  district. 

Inasmuch  as  the  charges  of  Councilman  McGrath 
that  aliens  were  being  employed  and  that  the 
wages  paid  were  less  than  the  contract  price  of 
65  cents  an  hour  covered  not  only  the  D.  M.  Biggs 
&  Co.  contract  in  Dorchester,  but  also  other  refuse 
collecting  contracts,  the  commission  decided  to 
examine  all  the  other  contractors  collecting  refuse, 
namely,  in  East  Boston,  Brighton,  Hyde  Park  and 
West  Roxbury.  The  rest  of  the  city  is  taken  care 
of  by  the  city's  own  forces. 

The  commission  finds  not  only  that  D.  M.  Biggs 
has  employed  aliens  on  the .  work  and  has  paid 
employees  less  than-  the  contract  price,  but  finds 
also  tnat  John  J.  Moore  and  Francis  P.  Donovan, 
subcontractor  of  Joseph  P.  McCabe,  employ 
aliens  and  that  John  J.  Moore,  John  J.  Ward,  and 
Frank  P.  Neelon,*  subcontractor  of  Ward,  pay 
less  than  the  contract  price. 

Thus  other  contractors  beside  D.  M.  Biggs  have 
been  operating  in  violation  of  the  terms  of  the 
contracts. 

The  contracts  for  collecting  refuse  and  garbage  in 
the  above-named  districts  of  the  city  contain 
provisions  to  the  effect  that  no  person  other  than 
a  citizen  of  the  United  States  shall  be  employed  on 
any  public  work  being  done  by  any  contractor  or 
subcontractor  dealing  with  the  city,  but  specifies 
certain  conditions  under  which  in  case  of  necessity 
others  may  be  so  employed.  These  conditions 
briefly  are: 

1.  A  sworn  statement  from  the  contractor  or 
subcontractor. 

2.  A  public  healing  before  the  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works. 

3.  The  written  authorization  by  the  Public 
Works  Commissioner  for  the  employment  of  other 
than  citizens,  with  the  written  approval  of  the 
Mayor. 

The  contracts  also  contain  a  provision  that  the 
contractor  shall  dismiss  any  employee  engaged  in 
the  work  when  so  requested  by  the  commissioner 
and  shall  not  re-employ  the  discharged  employee. 

These  provisions  are  important  in  considering 
the  question  at  issue  and  give  to  the  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works  absolute  authority  over  the  con- 
tractor to  require  the  terms  of  the  contract  to  be 
carried  out  literally. 

*  Mr.  Neelon  pays  $5  whatever  the  length  of  the 
day  may  be. 


In  addition  to  John  W.  Biggs,  the  owner  of  the 
firm  of  D.  M.  Biggs  &  Co.,  the  commission  examined 
the  following  contractors  and  subcontractors: 

John  J.  Moore,  West  Roxbury  District. 

Joseph  P.  McCabe,  Brighton  District. 

Francis  P.  Donovan,  subcontractor  on  garbage, 
Brighton  District. 

John  J.  Ward,  East  Boston  District. 

Frank  P.  Neelon,  subcontractor  on  garbage, 
East  Boston  District. 

Thomas  E.  Bryan,  Hyde  Park  District. 

Peter  Wurcell,  subcontractor  on  garbage,  Hyde 
Park  District. 

Taking  the  contractors  as  they  appear  in  the 
above  list,  the  commission  found  the  following 
facts: 

1.  D.  M.  Biggs  &  Co. 
Mr.  Biggs  was  employing  eight  aliens  in  per- 
forming his  work  in  trie  Dorchester  district.  Mr. 
Biggs  explains  the  employment  of  the  aliens  on  the 
ground  that  they  are  assigned  to  the  collection  of 
the  garbage  and  that  it  is  almost  impossible  to 
obtain  citizen  help  in  this  kind  of  work.  Although 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  orally  requested 
Mr.  Biggs  to  dispense  with  the  services  of  these 
aliens  Mr.  Biggs  declined  to  do  so  and,  although 
your  Honor  on  February  25  had  a  conference  in 
your  office  at  which  your  Honor  added  your  re- 
quest to  that  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
that  the  aliens  be  discharged,  he  again  refused. 
Although  the  contractor  continues  to  employ  these 
aliens,  no  public  hearings  have  been  held,  as 
specified  in  the  contract  and  no  written  authority 
by  the  commissioner  or  approved  by  your  Honor 
has  been  granted  for  employing  them. 

Wages  Paid. 

Some  of  the  men  are  paid  by  Mr.  Biggs  $4.50  a 
day,  which  he  admits  is  less  than  his  contract 
price,  and  which  he  sought  to  justify  on  the  ground 
that  the  amount  received  by  them  is  far  in  excess 
of  the  contract  price  of  65  cents  an  hour,  because 
they  receive  pay  from  householders  for  rolling  out 
barrels  and  doing  various  cleaning  jobs  on  his  time. 
He  claims  that  his  men  receive  between  S50  and 
S75  a  week  all  together  by  this  method.  The 
garbage  men  are  paid  S7.50  a  day,  or  S2.50  a  load. 

The  contract  for  this  work  contains  a  provision 
that  the  contractor  shall  provide  at  his  own  ex- 
pense dumps  for  the  refuse  and  that  he  shall 
deliver  to  a  scow  at  Victory  road  the  garbage  of  the 
district.  Mr.  Biggs  claimed  that  he  uses  four  pri- 
vate dumps  and  the  Victory  road  dump  belonging 
to  the  Park  Department.  The  commission  made 
a  visit  to  the  Dorchester  district  and  could  find 
evidence  of  use  by  Mr.  Biggs  of  only  one  private 
dump.  It  appeared  to  the  commission  that  the 
larger  part  of  the  refuse  for  the  Dorchester  district 
was  being  carted  and  dumped  at  Victory  road. 
The  privilege  of  dumping  at  Victory  road  was 
granted  to  Mr.  Biggs  by  Mr.  Long,  the  chairman 
of  the  Park  Department,  over  the  telephone.  Mr. 
Donnellen,  the  deputy  in  the  Health  Department, 
called  Mr.  Long's  attention  to  the  fact  that  no 
permit  had  been  granted  by  the  Health  Depart- 
ment. Mr.  Long  held  that  as  it  was  city  property 
he  had  full  authority  and  Mr.  Biggs  was  allowed 
to  continue  to  dump  there.  It  appeared  from  the 
testimony  that  J.  C.  Coleman  &  Sons  Co.,  which 
last  year  held  the  contract,  nad  also  the  privilege 
of  dumping  free  upon  the  Victory  road  dump,  but 
that  this  company  had  the  usual  written  permit. 
This  formality  required  the  patrolling  of  the  dump 
by  a  watchman  and  the  running  of  a  hose  from  the 
hydrant  to  the  dump  itself,  so  as  to  prevent  the 
breaking  out  of  fires.  It  also  appeared  to  the 
commission  after  a  visit  to  the  dump  that  the 
locus  had  been  fairly  well  filled  up  and  that  it 
would  be  inadvisable  to  deposit  any  more  refuse 
there.  The  commission  found,  however,  that  the 
charge  of  Councilman  McGrath  that  the  Victory 
road  property  was  left  by  a  member  of  the  Cal- 
lender  family  of  Dorchester  to  the  City  of  Boston 
for  the  purpose  of  a  mothers'  rest  or  a  water  park 
was  erroneous.  The  city  acquired  the  title  by 
conveyance  in  the  regular  course,  as  appears  from 
the  opinion  sent  to  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  on  May  21,  1913,  by  Judge  Joseph  J. 
Corbett,  then  Corporation  Counsel.  This  opinion 
may  be  found  in  the  files  of  the  Law  Department, 
but  the  following  quotation  gives  the  important 
facts: 

"The  statement  of  your  engineer  that  the  land 
was  deeded  to  the  city  'for  the  creation  of  a  water 
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park'  does  not  agree  with  the  record  title.  The 
city  may  sell  or  make  such  use  of  these  lands  as  it 
deems  best." 

2.  John  J.  Moobe,  West  Roxburt. 
The  commission  finds  that  Mr.  Moore  pays  $30 
a  week  to  his  men  for  a  six  day  week  for  a  working 
day  of  8  hours,  and  that  he  pays  §35  a  week  to  his 
chauffeurs;  that  he  employs  two  or  not  moie  than 
three  aliens  for  work  on  the  garbage;  that  although 
they  are  employed  as  aliens  no  public  hearing  was 
held  and  no  written  autnority  was  granted  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  "Works  for  the  employ- 
ment of  them.  He  has  a  private  dump  which  is 
propel  ly  licensed. 

3.  Joseph  P.  McCabe,  Brighton. 
The  commission  finds  that  Mr.  McCabe  sublets 
the  garbage  contract  to  Francis  P.  Donovan,  who 
was  the  lowest  bidder  in  this  district  for  the  general 
contract,  but  for  some  reason  was  rejected  by  the 
administration  and  the  contract  awarded  to  Mc- 
Cabe at  S460  a  month  more  than  the  bid  of  Dono- 
van. It  therefore  seems  strange  to  the  commis- 
sion that  Mr.  Donovan  was  permitted  to  do  the 
garbage  work  in  the  district  under  Mr.  McCabe. 
Mr.  McCabe  employs  only  citizens  in  his  work. 
He  pays  them  S4.50  a  day  for  a  seven  hour  day, 
and  the  balance  is  made  up  of  tips  which  he  allows 
the  men  to  receive  from  the  householders.  He 
uses  a  private  dump  for  his  material.  His  sub- 
contractor, Francis  P.  Donovan,  testifies  that  of 
the  thirteen  men  employed  by  him  in  the  garbage 
removal  two  are  aliens.  All  these  men  are  paid 
65  cents  an  hour  and  prior  to  the  employment  of 
aliens  no  public  hearing  was  held  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works,  nor  was  written  authority 
granted  to  employ  them.  He  uses  a  private  dump, 
properly  licensed. 

4.  John  J.  Ward,  East  Boston. 
The  work  of  collecting  the  garbage  was  let 
under  a  subcontract  by  Mr.  Ward  to  Mr.  Frank 
P.  Neelon  of  Chelsea.  Mr.  Ward  testified  that  he 
employed  no  aliens  and  paid  11  men  $32  a  week. 
The  rest  of  the  force  receive  $4  or  $4.50  a  day, 
because  they  either  do  not  work  a  full  day  or  are 
allowed  the  privilege  of  doing  extra  work  for 
householders  or  of  picking  over  the  junk.  He 
uses  a  private  dump  for  nis  refuse,  for  which  a 
license  has  been  granted. 

5.     Thomas  E.  Bryan,  Hyde  Park. 

The  work  of  collecting  garbage  in  the  Tteadville 
distiict  has  been  let  to  Peter  Wurcel  of  Canton. 
Mr.  Wurcel  does  the  work  himself.  Mr.  Bryan 
employs  no  aliens.  The  contract  is  a  family 
affair.  The  work  is  done  by  Mr.  Bryan,  his 
uncle  and  his  brother.  He  uses  a  private  dump 
for  his  refuse  which  is  licensed. 

Although  the  commission  criticised  the  letting 
of  all  the  above  described  contracts,  on  the  ground 
that  not  one  was  let  to  tne  lowest  bidder  it  does 
not,  now  tDat  the  work  has  been  going  on  under 
them  for  nearly  three  months,  advocate  cancelling 
them.  It  realizes  that  it  is  difficult  for  contractors 
to  prevent  their  men  from  selling  junk  found  in 
the  refuse  collected  and  from  receiving  pay  for 
services  rendered  to  householders  on  the  con- 
tractors' time.  This,  however,  is  a  difficulty  for 
the  contractors  to  solve.  It  does  not  release  them 
from  their  contract  to  the  city  to  pay  the  contract 
rate  of  wages. 

The  commission  recommends: 

1.  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
require  the  contractors  to  pay  the  contract  rate  of 
wages. 

2.  That,  if  the  need  of  employing  aliens  exists, 
the  contractors  be  required  to  establish  their  right 
to  employ  them  in  the  way  provided  in  the  con- 
tract. 

3.  That  dumping  at  the  Victory  road  land  bo 
discontinued  and  Contractor  Biggs  be  required  to 
provide  whatever  other  dumps  are  necessary,  to 
see  that  they  are  properly  licensed,  and  that  the 
terms  of  the  licenses  are  followed. 

4.  That  if  thereafter  any  contractor  refuses  to 
comply  with  the  contract  provisions,  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works  exercise  his  right  to  ter- 
minate the  contract  with  the  delinquent  contractor.

CLEAN-UP  CAMPAIGN. 

Coun.  McGRATH  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  appoint  a  temporary  committee,  consisting  of  the 
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Public  Works,  Fire,  Building  and  Health  Com- 
missioners, to  take  charge  of  a  "Clean-up  Cam- 
paign" in  Boston  during  the  period  of  two  weeks, 
beginning  March  28,  1927,  to  appoint  whatever 
extra  help  may  be  necessary  to  assist  in  this  im- 
portant work,  and  to  submit  an  order  to  the  City 
Council  calling  for  an  appropriation  of  $1,000  to 
advertise  the  campaign  and  asking  the  assistance 
and  co-operation  of  organizations,  business  men  and 
individuals  throughout  the  city. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  in  intro- 
ducing this  order,  I  ask  for  a  two  weeks'  period  to 
be  set  aside,  starting  with  next  Monday,  in  which 
we  can  have  a  clean-up  campaign  throughout  our 
city.  There  is  not  any  question  but  what,  with 
the  co-operation  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Fire, 
Health,  Building  and  Public  Works  Departments, 
we  could  have  a  lot  of  these  dilapidated  buildings 
torn  down,  that  we  could  have  our  streets  which 
are  in  a  terrible  condition,  cleaned  up,  which  would 
give  work  to  hundreds  of  men  here,  and  that  it 
would  be  an  opportunity  for  bringing  out  our  new 
trucks  in  a  campaign,  the  same  as  in  a  blizzard, 
where  they  could  go  out  all  through  the  city,  with 
the  co-operation  of  the  local  firemen  who  could  add 
their  super%nsors  with  the  foremen  in  the  yards, 
and  clean  up  the  city  which,  today,  is  in  a  dis- 
graceful condition. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  as  I  listened  to 
the  reading  of  that  order,  the  last  part  of  it  calls  for 
an  appropriation  of  $1,000  for  publicity  work.  I 
question  very  much  the  need  of  spending  $1,000  in 
an  advertising  campaign  of  that  sort.  It  seems  to 
me  that,  if  the  Mayor  were  to  announce  it,  the 
public  press  would  seize  upon  it  as  an  item  of  news 
value  and  explain  it  as  much  as  was  necessary.  If 
the  several  departments  concerned  were  to  make  it 
known,  even  orally,  just  outside  their  doors,  that 
they  were  engaged  in  hiring  men  for  that  purpose, 
the  news  would  spread  like  wild  fire,  and  I  question 
very  much,  in  my  own  mind,  the  advisability  of 
spending  $1,000  for  giving  publicity  to  the  cam- 
paign. I  am  heartily  in  accord  with  the  purposes 
of  the  campaign,  but  I  cannot  see  the  need  of 
spending  $1,000  to  advertise  the  fact  that  we  are 
engaged  in  it. 

Coun.  McGRATH — -Mr.  President,  we  have  no 
authority  to  provide. $1,000,  and  so  I  have  made 
that  discretionary  with  the  Mayor.  If  he  thought 
he  could  get  the  proper  publicity  and  amount  of 
co-operation  and  assistance  to  carry  on  the  work, 
I  would  have  no  objection  to  having  them  get  the 
publicity,  but  I  thought  that  might  not  work  and, 
because  that  was  discretionary  and  might  originate 
with  him,  that  I  would  incorporate  that  in  the  end 
of  it. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of 
the  rule. 


RECESS. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  MAHONEY  the  Council 
voted,  at  2.30  p.  m.,  to  take  a  recess,  subject  to  the 
call  of  the  Chair.  The  Council  reassembled  in  the 
Council  Chamber  at  3.02  p.  m.,  and  were  called  to 
order  by  President  HEFFERNAN.

3.  Report  on  order  submitted  by  the  Mayor 
(referred  today)  that  the  sum  of  $200  be  and 
hereby  is  appropriated  from  special  fund,  sales  of 
city  property,  for  playground,  Readville  district, — 
that  the  same  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted,  said  order  passed,  yeas  20, 
nays  0. 


4.  Report  on  order  submitted  by  the  Mayor 
(referred  today)  that  the  Superintendent  of  Sup- 
plies be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  sell,  after  pub- 
lic advertisement,  a  quantity  of  Welsh  coal  screen- 
ings belonging  to  the  Public  Works  Department, 
valued  at  over  $500, — that  the  same  ought  to  pass. 

The  question  came  on  the  acceptance  of  the 
report  and  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  since  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Executive  Committee  I  have  been  at 
some  pains  to  verily  the  market  prices  of  coal  of 
this  description.  This  order  calls  for  the  sale  of  a 
quantity  of  coal  screenings  at  a  price  that  approx- 
imates 83  cents  per  ton.  I  find  that  in  the  open 
market  coal  screenings  cf  that  description  bring 
much  nearer  $6  a  ton  than  83  cents.  I  move 
therefore,  that  the  order  be  amended  so  as  to  read, 
instead  of  "five  hundred  dollars"  "twenty-five 
hundred  dollars." 

The  question  came  on  the  adoption  of  the 
amendment. 

Coun.  KEENE — Mr.  President,  it  appears  to 
me  in  matters  of  this  nature  where  a  commodity 
or  property  owned  by  the  city  is  to  be  sold  through 
the  Supply  Department  and  the  order  provides 
that  it  be  sold  in  the  usual  manner  by  advertising, 
and  specifies  that  it  is  of  a  value  of  over  $500,  it 
really  is  not  the  purpose  of  the  order  in  such  a 
case  to  indicate  the  actual  price.  That  language 
merely  indicates  that  the  property,  whatever  it 
is,  is  valued  at  over  $500,  and  therefore  an  order 
of  this  crder  should  be  passed  by  the  City  Council 
in  order  to  deal  with  the  matter.  I  appreciate 
the  point  made  by  the  councilor,  that  Welsh  coal 
screenings  in  the  market  are  worth  approximately 
$6  a  ton.  That,  however,  includes  not  only  the 
coal  but  the  carting,  and  the  carting  represents 
the  bulk  of  the  cost.  The  city  owns  approxi- 
mately 500  tons  of  Welsh  coal  screenings,  located 
on  city  property  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works.  They  come  in  here 
and  ask  for  permission  to  sell  it  in  the  usual  man- 
ner, and  I  am  not  in  favor  of  putting  in  a  limita- 
tion of  $2,500.  I  should  say  that  it  would  easily 
cost  $4  a  ton  through  a  carting  concern  to  have  it 
delivered.  This  is  something  that  we  have  no 
use  for  and  want  to  sell.  It  seems  to  me  that  it 
is  here  proposed  to  be  sold  in  the  usual  manner, 
and  the  order  merely  states  that  it  is  valued  at 
over  $500.  I  trust  that  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee will  be  accepted. 

Coun.  PARKMAN— Mr.  President,  I  agree 
with  the  last  speaker.  I  don't  think  it  has  been 
made  clear  to  the  members  of  the  Council  that 
the  purpose  of  using  this  language  "valued  at  over 
$500,"  is  simply  because  the  departments  have 
authority  themselves,  where  the  amount  involved 
is  less  than  $500,  to  sell  without  authorization  from 
the  City  Council;  but,  the  value  in  this  case  being 
in  excess  of  $500,  as  stated  by  the  order,  the  mat- 
ter must  then  come  before  the  City  Council  for 
action.  That  limitation,  $500,  is  no  limitation 
whatever  on  the  amount  for  which  it  is  to  be  sold, 
and  implies  no  estimate  of  the  true  value.  It?  is 
simply  that  the  value  is  over  that  amount  and 
therefore  the  authority  of  the  Council  must  be 
obtained. 

Coun.  GUILD — Then,  Mr.  President,  standing 
corrected  by  the  previous  two  speakers  as  to  the 
purpose  for  which  those  words  are  inserted  in  the 
order,  I  will  withdraw  my  motion,  and  I  would 
now  move  to  amend  the  order  by  inserting  the 
words  customary  to  insert  in  orders  for  sale  of 
public  land,  "at  an  upset  price  of  $2,500." 

Coun.  Guild's  amendment  was  declared 
adopted.  Coun.  Keene  doubted  the  vote  and 
asked  for  a  rising  vote.  The  amendment  was 
adopted,  8  to  5,  by  a  rising  vote. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  as 
amended  was  declared  passed.  Coun.  Keene 
doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  order  as  amended  was  passed,  yeas  10, 
nays  9:

COMPENSATION  TO  FRANK  H.  HAYFORD. 

Coun.  GUILD,  for  the  Committee  on  Claims, 
submitted  a  report  on  the  petition  of  Frank  H. 
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CITY    COUNCIL. 


Hayford  (referred  March  14),  for  compensation  for 
the  loss  of  fowls  killed  by  dogs,  recommending  the 
passage  of  the  following,  viz.: 

Ordered,  That  there  be  allowed  and  paid  to 
Frank  H.  Hayford  the  sum  of  $1  in  compensation 
for  the  loss  of  two  hens  killed  by  a  dog  or  dogs 
January  7,  1927,  said  sum  to  be  paid  from  the  in- 
come for  dog  licenses. 

Report  accepted;  order  passed. 


SHOWER    BATHS    AT    FRANKLIN    FIELD. 

Coun.  RUBY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Park  Commission  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  keep  the 
Bhower  baths  at  Franklin  Field  open  all  the  year 
round  for  the  convenience  of  the  people  of  the 
district. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


PROPOSED  ABROGATION  OF  D.  M.  BIGGS 
CONTRACT. 

Coun.  McGRATH  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  D.  M.  Biggs  Company  has  four 
times  failed  to  be  represented  before  the  Com- 
mittee on  Unemployment  Conditions  of  the  Boston 
City  Council  to  contradict  the  testimony  sub- 
mitted to  the  committee,  and  which  testimony 
tends  to  show  that  (1)  the  company  is  employing 
aliens  to  more  than  ten  per  cent  of  its  total  per- 
sonnel; (2)  the  company  refused  to  pay  the  pre- 
vailing rate  of  wage  as  contracted  for  to  some  forty 
of  its  employees  and  (3)  the  company  has  been 
using  land  for  a  dump  without  the  approval  of  the 
Fire  and  Health  Commissioners  as  specified  in 
section  5  of  the  contract;  be  it  therefore 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  direct  the  Public  Works  Commissioner  to  abro- 
gate the  contract  made  between  the  City  of 
Boston  and  the  D.  M.  Biggs  Company  for  the 
removal  of  ashes  and  garbage  in  the  Dorchester 
district,  for  the  reason  that  the  D.  M.  Biggs  Com- 
pany is  not  complying  with  the  terms  of  the 
contract. ' 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  preamble 
and  order. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  have  intro- 
duced this  order  because  I  personally  feel,  as  the 
Finance  Commission  after  a  long  controversy 
have  finally  handed  down  their  findings  in  this 
matter,  that  the  people  of  this  city  are  to  be  con- 
gratulated upon  this  unscrupulous  contractor 
being  blocked  in  his  refusal  to  carry  out  his  con- 
tract in  a  proper  manner.  The  report  of  the 
commission  came  in  only  about  naif  an  hour  ago, 
and  I  have  not  had  ample  opportunity  to  read  it; 
so  I  am  not  as  prepared  as  I  would  like  to  be  to 
pass  on  the  matter.  I  find  they  say  that  Biggs 
testified  that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  obtain 
citizens  to  do  this  kind  of  work,  and  that,  although 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  has  requested 
Biggs  to  dispense  with  the  service  of  aliens  and 
employ  citizens  he  declines  to  do  so.  He  says,  sir, 
that  he  cannot  get  citizens  to  take  the  place  of 
these  aliens  whom  he  is  now  employing  in  Dor- 
chester. In  that  matter  I  would  submit  the 
testimony  of  P.  Henry  Jennings,  the  business 
agent  of  the  Central  Labor  Union,  who  says 
there  are  between  60,000  and  70,000  men  unem- 
ployed in  Boston  today,  and  when  we  asked 
him  about  possibly  getting  some  of  those  men  who 
are  citizens  to  take  the  place  of  these  aliens,  he 
said  yes,  that  hundreds  of  them  would  even  be 
glad  to  drive  swill  wagons.  That  was  his  expres- 
sion. When  the  Public  Works  Commissioner 
says  to  Mr.  Biggs,  "You  dispense  with  the  serv- 
ices of  these  men,"  and  he  refuses,  I  think  that  is 
a  very  hostile  act.  But,  sir,  it  says  farther  down 
in  the  report  of  the  commission  that  some  of  the 
men  are  paid  by  Mr.  Biggs  $4.50  a  day,  which  ho 
admits  is  less  than  his  contract  price.  He  excuses 
his  not  paying  the  price  he  is  expected  to  pay 
under  the  contract  by  saying  that  the  men  receive 
pay  from  householders  for  rolling  out  barrels  and 
doing  various  cleaning  jobs  during  the  time 
when  they  are  employed  on  the  contract  work. 
Now,  sir,  these  men  were  not  employed  by  the 
householders  and  they  were  never  supposed  to  be 
paid  by  the  householders;  and  I  think  this  could 
be  called  a  violation  of  the  contract,  because,  as  I 
understand  it,   they   are  supposed   to  return   the 


barrels  to  the  point  where  they  found  them  with- 
out cost.  Mr.  Biggs  also  claimed  that  he  used 
four  private  dumps.  That  is  what  he  claimed 
when  he  was  under  oath  before  the  commission. 
What  is  the  truth  of  the  matter?  The  com- 
mission says: 

' '  The  commission  made  a  visit  to  the  Dorchester 
district  and  could  find  evidence  of  use  by  Mr. 
Biggs  of  only  one  private  dump." 

Even  under  oath  this  man  would  not  tell  the 
trutn.  Now,  _sir,  he  also  refuses  to  let  the  aliens 
go  and  to  hire  citizens;  he  refuses  to  pay  the 
contract  price,  and  the  only  thing  left  to  do  is 
what  this  order  calls  for,  abrogate  that  man's 
contract,  because  he  absolutely  refuses  to  carry 
out  the  terms  of  the  contract  ne  signed  with  the 
City  of  Boston.  So  far  as  the  dump  is  concerned, 
in  my  experience  in  politics  I  have  always  found 
it  to  be  the  consensus  of  opinion  of  men  in  politics 
that  there  are  two  departments  in  the  city  that 
no  man  can  afford  to  tamper  with.  One  is  the 
Fire  Department  and  the  other  is  the  Health 
Department.  That  is  because  the  functioning  of 
these  two  departments  is  so  important  to  the 
welfare  of  the  city.  Under  section  5  of  the  con- 
tract this  man  was  not  supposed  to  use  a  dump 
unless  he  got  the  approval  of  the  Public  Woiks 
Department  and  the  Health  and  Fire  Departments. 
He  went  ahead  and  used  this  dump,  however, 
without  the  approval  of  the  Fire  and  Health 
Departments,  and  I  say  that  until  the  Finance 
Commission  places  the  responsibility  for  this  they 
have  not  completed  their  report.  Who  is  respon- 
sible? Who  is  responsible  for  holding  up  the 
workings  of  the  Health  and  Fire  Departments? 
From  my  way  of  looking  at  this  report  they  admit 
that  murder  has  been  committed,  but  there  is 
no  murderer  indicated,  and  until  such  time  as  the 
Finance  Commission  finish  their  report,  showing 
us  what  powerful  political  factor  in  this  city  had 
courage  enough  to  openly  defy  the  ordinances  with 
reference  to  the  Health  and  Fire  Departments, 
I  don't  feel  that  the  citizens  of  this  city  will  con- 
sider that  they  have  done  tueir  duty.  I  am  glad 
that  they  made  the  findings  they  did,  and  sent 
a  copy  of  their  findings  to  the  Hall,  showing 
exactly  what  the  hearings  brought  foith;  but  I 
sincerely  hope  they  will  go  farther  and  insist  that 
this  contract  be  abrogated  entirely. 

Coun.  GILBODY — Mr.  President,  I  am  glad 
the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Unemploy- 
ment has  brought  this  matter  up,  and  I  am  going 
to  support  this  older,  because  from  my  knowledge 
of  the  matter  I  know  that  what  he  says  is  true. 
The  plan  of  campaign  I  had  in  mind  was  to  try 
to  have  the  amount  for  the  Biggs  contract  stricken 
out  of  the  Public  Woiks  Department  appropria- 
tion, when  it  came  before  the  budget  committee, 
for  violation  of  the  contract  in  Doi  Chester.  As 
the  previous  speaker  has  well  said,  the  four  salient 
charges  brought  out  as  a  result  of  the  hearing 
before  the  Committee  on  Unemployment,  on 
February  12,  brought  this  matter  to  a  head,  and 
wnat  was  indicated  as  the  result  of  the  examina- 
tion by  the  committee  is  now  substantiated  by 
the  report  of  the  Finance  Commission.  I  am 
going  to  take  the  time  of  the  Council  for  but  a 
moment  to  set  forth,  for  the  purpose  of  the  record, 
a  specific  instance.  I  nave  in  my  hand  the  name 
of  a  man  who  has  been  seeking  work  from  this 
contractor  and  who  has  been  unable  to  get  it. 
He  is  a  man  with  five  children,  a  citizen  of  Boston, 
endeavoring  to  support  his  family,  typical  of  many 
other  citizens,  ready  and  willing  at  a  moment's 
notice  to  go  to  work  for  Mr.  Biggs,  the  Dorchester 
contractor.  We  are  now  going  through  this 
trouble  in  regard  to  this  contract,  which  is  being 
violated,  as  has  been  set  forth,  and  I  would  like 
to  suggest  a  constructive  solution.  There  is  here 
a  violation  of  the  rules  of  the  Health  Department 
and  the  Fire  Department.  The  solution  is  this, 
and  it  is  one  that  can  be  put  into  effect  within  a 
few  months.  Develop  your  scow  dumping  sys- 
tem. Have  the  ashes  and  garbage  dumped  into 
a  scow  and  transported  to  Spectacle  Island  or 
dumped  into  the  sea.  That  is  the  solution.  The 
whole  situation  could  be  remedied  very  easily 
except  for  the  mysterious  hand  that  is  conducting 
the  campaign  on  behalf  of  this  contractor,  as 
suggested  by  Coun.  McGrath.  We  have  heard 
many  rumors  going  about  in  Dorchester  but  I 
merely  suggest  that  this  order  be  passed,  and  it 
the  action  suggested  is  taken  there  will  then  be 
no  necessity  of  carrying  out  my  suggestion  to 
have  the  amount  of  the  Biggs  contract  stricken 
from  the  budget. 


MAECH    21,    1027. 
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Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  this  is  a  matter 
of  considerable  importance,  and  I  nave  not  had 
the  benefit  of  attending  the  meetings  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Unemployment,  which  have  been  held 
from  time  to  time.  We  are  confronted  here  this 
afternoon  with  the  report  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission. That  report,  I  take  it,  in  its  terms  does 
not  suggest  the  stand  which  Coun.  McGrath's 
order  calls  upon  us  to  take.  Therefore,  I  am  a 
little  bit  reluctant,  not  having  had  time  to  thor- 
oughly digest  the  Finance  Commission's  report, 
to  vote  upon  this  order  at  this  time.  I  would, 
accordingly,  move  that  the  matter  be  assigned  to 
the  next  meeting. 

The  question  came  on  assignment  of  the  pre- 
amble and  order  to  the  next  meeting. 

Coun.  McGRATH — Mi.  President,  because  of 
the  importance  of  this  entire  situation,  as  Coun. 
Guild  intimates,  I  think  we  should  stiike  while 
the  iron  is  hot.  We  all  know  how  these  things 
die  out,  if  you  allow  them  to  lay  over  sometimes 
even  for  twenty-four  hours.  It  is  clear  that  this 
contractor  is  still  refusing  to  carry  out  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works, 
and  there  certainly  should  be  some  power  in  this 
city  to  show  this  contractor  that  he  cannot  deny 
to  the  citizens  the  right  to  have  tneir  money 
properly  expended.  I  hope  that  we  will  take 
action  while  the  iron  is  red  hot 

The  motion  to  assign  the  preamble  and  order 
to  the  next  meeting  was  declared  lost. 

Tne  preamble  and  order  were  passed  under 
suspension  of  the  rule. 


NEW  COURTHOUSE,  SUFFOLK  COUNTY. 

Coun.  GILBODY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  of  Boston  in  regular 
meeting  assembled  January  17,  1927,  adopted  a 
resolution  favoring  legislation  authorizing  the 
City  of  Boston  to  borrow  money  outside  the  debt 
limit  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  new 
courthouse  in  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Said  resolution  was  vetoed  by  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  on  January  31,  1927;  and 

Whereas,  A  report  and  bill  is  now  before  the 
Legislature  for  the  appointment  of  a  state  com- 
mission to  take  land  and  build  a  courthouse  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  one  half  the  cost  of  which  is  to  be 
paid  by  Suffolk  County;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
oppose  any  legislation  creating  a  state  commission 
to  build  a  courthouse  for  the  City  of  Boston  as  an 
unwarranted  invasion  of  the  rights  of  the  people 
of  Boston;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
oppose  Senate  Bill  No.  251,  -now  pending;  and 
be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
adhere  to  its  position  as  expressed  in  the  resolution 
adopted  on  January  17,  1927,  in  favor  of  a  new 
courthouse  to  be  built  by  the  City  of  Boston. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


SUFFOLK  COUNTY  EXPENSES. 
Coun.  PARKMAN  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  favors 
the  appointment  of  a  special  commission,  fairly 
representative  of  the  various  interests  of  the 
County  of  Suffolk,  to  study  and  report  on  the 
apportionment  of  Suffolk  County  expenses. 


Coun.  PARKMAN — Mr.  President,  just  a  word 
in  explanation  of  that  resolve.  The  bill  for 
apportionment  of  county  expenses  among  the  cities 
of  Boston,  Chelsea  and  Revere  and  the  town  of 
Winthrop  was  given  leave  to  withdraw  in  the 
Legislature,  and  there  is  now  pending  before  the 
Committee  on  Counties  a  substitute  resolve 
providing  for  a  commission  to  study  and  report  to 
the  Legislature  on  the  subject.  I  have  introduced 
this  resolve  in  order  to  support  the  resolve  of 
Representative  Tobin,  which  is  now  before  the 
Joint  Committee  on  Counties,  and  I  would  like 
to  ask  for  a  suspension  of  the  rule  and  the  passage 
of  the  order. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


SIDEWALK  ON  TALBOT  AVENUE. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
make  a  sidewalk  along  Talbot  avenue,  both  sides, 
between  Codman  square  and  Peabody  square, 
Ward  17,  in  front  of  the  estates  bordering  thereon; 
said  sidewalk  to  be  from  3  to  10  inches  above  the 
gutter  adjoining,  to  be  from  5  to  12  feet  in  width, 
and  to  be  built  of  artificial  stone,  with  granite  edge- 
stones,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  196  of  the 
Special  Acts  of  1917. 

Coun.  WILSON — -Mr.  President,  speaking  upon 
this  order,  I  do  not  look  upon  it  as  an  ordinary 
sidewalk  order.  Talbot  avenue,  between  Codman 
square  and  Peabody  Equare,  Dorchester,  is  a  50  or 
60  foot  main  highway,  with  a  car  line,  and  it  is  a 
direct  route  to  Neponset  and  the  South  Shore.  It 
seems  to  me  it  is  entitled  to  have  good  sidewalks 
throughout  its  entire  length.  At  the  present  time 
at  intervals  on  each  side,  there  are  granolithic  side- 
walks built  or  contracted  for,  for  about  two  thirds 
of  the  distance,  but  on  the  easterly  side  there  are 
five,  and  on  the  westerly  side  four  stretches  of  dirt 
sidewalk.  During  the  past  week  the  department 
in  charge  of  that  part  of  the  city  has  been  kind 
enough  to  put  up  stakes  and  red  lanterns  to  mark 
the  exceptionally  bad  crevasses,  mud  holes  and 
quicksands  that  one  encounters  in  passing  along 
the  sidewalk,  but  in  an  enlightened  community 
such  as  Boston  it  should  really  not  be  necessary  to 
chart  and  mark  out  our  sidewalks  on  main  high- 
ways with  danger  signals  after  each  bad  storm. 
I  accordingly  ask  a  suspension  of  the  rule  and  pas- 
sage of  the  order  at  this  time. 

Coun.  GILBODY — Mr.  President,  inasmuch  as 
I  divide  the  representation  of  this  section  with  my 
brother,  I  would  also  like  to  point  out  the  fact  that 
the  sidewalks  are  used  by  hundreds  of  children 
going  to  and  from  the  Dorchester  High  School, 
that  conditions  are  very  bad,  and  that  this  is  an 
important  matter  which  demands  immediate 
attention. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

Dear  Sir, — Replying  to  the  inclosed  order  of 
the  City 'Council  under  date  of  March  14,  1927, 
in  which  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings 
is  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
have  the  electric  signal  system  of  the  elevators 
in  City  Hall  Annex  repaired  at  once,  I  wisn  to 
state  that  the  order  probably  has  reference  to 
the  lights  on  the  elevator  fronts  at  the  various 
landings,  which  do  not  operate.  The  truth  of 
the  matter  is  that  this  system  of  signals  was  dis- 
continued some  years  previous  owing  to  the  fact 
that  the  construction  was  such  that  it  was  a 
physical  impossibility  to  keep  them  in  working 
order.  When  this  system  was  discontinued 
another  was  installed,  namely,  that  when  a  person 
pushed  a  button  on  any  of  the  floors,  a  light 
would  automatically  appear  in  the  elevator  car 
and  would  acquaint  the  operator  of  the  fact  that 
the  car  was  required  at  the  particular  floor  on 
which  the  button  was  pushed.  This  feature  is 
working  quite  satisfactorily  at  the  present  time. 
However,  I  am  looking  into  the  matter  and  if  I 
find   that   the   former   electric   system   could   be 


restored  without  any  great  expense,  I  will  be  only 
too  glad  to  make  the  change.

VETO  OF  ORDER  SALE  OF  COAL 
SCREENINGS.

Gentlemen, — I  return  herewith,  without  my 
approval,  the  order  in  the  amended  form  passed 
by  your  honorable  body  on  March  21,  1927, 
relative  to  the  sale  of  Welsh  coal  screenings. 

The  order  as  originally  submitted  to  you  speci- 
fied that  the  coal  screenings  were  valued  at  over 
S500  and  made  no  reference  to  the  sale  price  at 
that  figure.  There  are  between  600  and  700  tons 
for  disposal  at  a  value  estimated  to  be  more  than 
S500  but  less  than  SI  ,000. 

The  screenings  referred  to  are  those  which 
were  left  from  a  cargo  of  Welsh  coal  which  was 
publicly  sold  by  the  Fuel  Committee  during  the 
coal  shortage  in  1922-23.  They  are  of  much 
inferior  quality  than  the  American  anthracite 
and  Welsh  screenings  on  the  market  today.  In 
1924  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company, 
having  a  plant  on  the  adjoining  lot,  made  an  offer 
of  S2.25  per  gross  ton,  they  to  do  the  loading  and 
carting,  but  withdrew  their  offer  on  account  of 
the  expense  involved  in  loading  and  carting  same. 
In  1925  the  screenings  were  offered  to  the  Metro- 
politan Coal  Company  but  after  trying  them 
they  too  refused  them  on  the  grounds  that  they 
were  unsatisfactory. 

After  the  first  of  March  of  this  year,  due  to  the 
shortage  of  the  market  on  screenings,  we  had  an 
offer  of  SI. 50  per  ton. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  the  order  of  your 
honorable  body  now  before  me  is  of  no  value 
whatsoever,  and  for  that  reason  I  cannot  give  it 
my  approval.

BRIDGE.

Gentlemen, — I  have  received  from  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works  a  letter,  hereto  appended, 
in  which  he  states  that  plans  have  been  prepared 
for  rebuilding  the  East  River  Street  Bridge,  Hyde 
Park,  over  the  tracks  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
&  Hartford  Railroad,  as  part  of  the  improvement 
of  River  street,  authorized  by  chapter  260,  Acts  of 
1926. 

Before  the  work  is  done  it  will  be  necessary  to 
petition  the  Public  Utilities  Department  for  its 
decision  as  to  the  necessity  for  the  alteration. 
The  alteration  proposed  will  be  necessary  for  the 
proper  construction  of  the  street. 

I  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  accom- 
panying order  so  that  the  work  may  be  commenced 
as  soon  as  possible.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  UNEMPLOY- 
MENT. 

Coun.  McGRATH,  for  the  Special  Committee 
on  Unemployment,  submitted  the  following  report: 

The  Special  Committee  on  Unemployment  of 
the  City  Council  submits  the  following  partial 
report  of  the  committee  relative  to  that  phase  of 
the  investigation  that  covered  eavesdropping  and 
listening  in  by  the  New  England  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company. 

On  February  14,  1927,  the  following  order  was 
adopted  at  the  City  Council  meeting: 

"Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  author- 
ized, in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  to  petition  the  Massachusetts  Legislature 
during  its  present  term  for  legislation  to  repeal 
section  102  of  chapter  272  of  the  General  Laws  of 
1921     .     .     .     ." 

In  order  that  the  entire  matter  may  be  explained 
properly,  we  quote  the  following  four  sections  of 
the  chapter. 

(Chapter  272,  Crimes  against  Chastity,  Morality 
Decency  and  Good  Order). 

Section  99.  Whoever,  except  when  authorized 
by  written  permission  of  the  attorney  general  of 
the  Commonwealth,  or  of  the  district  attorney  for 
the  district,  secretly  overhears,  or  attempts  to 
overhear,  or  to  have  any  other  person  secretly 
overhear,  any  spoken  words  in  any  building  by 
using  a  device  commonly  known  as  a  dictagraph 
or  dictaphone,  or  however  otherwise  described,  or 
any  similar  device  or  arrangement,  or  by  tapping 
any  wire,  with  intent  to  procure  information  con- 
cerning any  official  matter  or  to  injure  another, 
shall  be  guilty  of  the  crime  of  eavesdropping  and 
shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  for  not  more 
than  two  years  or  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one 
thousand  dollars,  or  both. 

Section  100.  Whoever,  except  when  authorized 
under  the  preceding  section,  either  on  his  own 
account  or  as  the  servant  or  agent  of  another,  per- 
mits or  acquiesces  in  the  installing  of  a  device 
commonly  known  as  a  dictagraph  or  dictaphone 
or  any  similar  device  or  arrangement,  or  the 
tapping  of  any  wire,  with  intent  to  procure  or 
knowing  or  intending  that  it  will  be  used  to  pro- 
cure information  concerning  any  official  matter  or 
to  injure  another,  shall  be  punished  by  imprison- 
ment for  not  more  than  two  years  or  by  a  fine  of 
not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  or  both. 

Section  101.  Proof  of  the  installation  in  any 
building  of  any  device  or  arrangement  which  may 
be  used  for  the  purpose  of  violating  the  provision 
of  section  ninety-nine  of  this  act  by  listening  to 
any  spoken  words  or  proof  of  the  tapping  of  any 
wire,  unless  duly  authorized  and  unless  done  with 
the  consent  of  the  owner  or  person  in  control  of 
the  building,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the 


commission  of  the  crime  of  eavesdropping;  but 
nothing  contained  in  this  or  the  two  preceding 
sections  shall  render  it  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
install  and  use  such  a  device  on  premises  under  his 
exclusive  control. 

Section  102.  The  three  preceding  sections  shall 
not  apply  to  a  corporation  subject  to  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  department  of  public  utilities  of  the 
commonwealth  or  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  inter- 
state commerce  commission,  or  to  the  employees 
of  any  such  corporation  while  engaged  in  the  con- 
duct of  its  business. 

The  order  proposed  an  amendment  to  the  law  so 
that  the  New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Company  and  its  employees  would  be  placed  on 
the  same  basis  as  every  person  in  Boston  and 
Massachusetts. 

On  February  28,  1927,  the  Mayor  sent  back  the 
order  accompanied  by  a  veto  message,  and  on 
March  14,  1927,  he  submitted  to  the  City  Council 
the  opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  to  sub- 
stantiate his  action  in  vetoing  our  order. 

As  he  has  summarized  the  entire  situation  which 
forms  the  basis  for  his  veto  by  stating  that  there 
is  sufficient  power  now  invested  in  the  Department 
of  Public  Utilities  to  enforce  an  order  relative  to 
wire  tapping  or  eavesdropping  by  the  New  Eng- 
land Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  I  wish 
to  submit  an  answer  which  contradicts  this  opinion 
of  his  Honor  and  which  I  believe  is  self-explanatory.

Dear  Sir, — I  have  your  letter  of  the  19th  in- 
stant, inquiring  whether  this  department  has 
ever  issued  an  order  relative  to  wire  tapping  or 
eavesdropping  by  the  New  England  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company,  and  in  reply  would  say  that 
no  such  order  has  ever  been  issued  by  this  depart- 
ment or  its  predecessor.  My  idea  that  an  order  of 
this  commission  would  be  difficult  to  enforce  is 
based  upon  the  fact  that  persons  can  listen  in  to 
telephone  conversations  without  the  people  con- 
versing being  aware  of  it,  and  to  effectively  enforce 
such  an  order  made  by  this  department  would 
involve  the  employment  of  a  very  great  number  of 
inspectors.

This  letter  shows  that  as  a  practical  matter  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission,  under  their  general 
powers,  are  unable  to  prevent  wire  tapping  or 
eavesdropping  on  the  part  of  the  Telephone  Com- 
pany, and  section  102  previously  quoted,  exempts 
the  Company  from  prosecution  or  control  under 
chapter  272  of  the  General  Laws. 

The  committee  believes  this  is  a  situation 
which  should  be  corrected  and  submits  this  report 
so  that  if  the  matter  is  again  taken  up  the  Mayor 
and  others  interested  will  have  the  benefit  of  the 
information  we  have  collected. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
the  reading  of  the  report  be  dispensed  with.  It  is 
a  report  of  the  Committee  on  Unemployment,  and 
it  can  be  laid  over  a  week  so  that  all  the  members 
will  have  an  opportunity  to  see  it  in  print  and  know 
how  to  govern  themselves.

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  have  intro- 
duced this  order  at  the  request  of  Coun.  Bush, 
who  resides  near  the  square  in  question.  The 
square  in  which  this  park,  consisting  of  a  small 
triangular  plot  of  land,  is  located  was  named 
after  Herbert  J.  Wolf,  a  member  of  the  American 
Expeditionary  Forces,  who  was  the  first  boy  from 
New  England  to  die  in  France.  Herbert  J. 
Wolf  was  the  bugler  of  Headquarters  Troop  of  the 
102d  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  and  also  served 
on  the  border  in  the  First  Squadron,  Massachu- 
setts Cavalry.  He  was  the  son  of  former  inspector 
Morris  Wolf  of  the  Boston  Police  Department, 
and  Mr.  Wolf  is  planning  to  erect  a  monument 
and  tablet  on  that  park  to  commemorate  the 
service  and  sacrifice  of  his  son. 

The  railing  is  designed  to  protect  the  park  and 
monument  from  being  desecrated  by  vandals 
and  from  being  overrun  by  children.  It  is  not 
large  enough  for  the  purposes  of  a  playground, 
and  in  fact  consists  of  but  approximately  thirty 
square  feet,  and  is  therefore  too  small  to  be  used 
for  any  other  purpose.

Coun.  DOWLING  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  that  the  Censorship  Bureau  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  deny  to 
Frances  Heenan  "Peaches"  Browning  the  right 
to  appear  on  the  stage  at  any  public  performance  in 
this  city. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  I  am  in- 
formed by  a  representative  of  the  press,  who  got  his 
information  today  from  New  York,  that  a  certain 
notorious  woman  in  the  great  metropolis  known  by 
the  name  of  Frances  Heenan  "Peaches"  Browning 
today  signed  a  contract  for  an  extended  vaudeville 
tour,  and  that  her  itinerary  includes  Boston.  I  do 
not  believe  there  is  a  man,  woman  or  child  in  this 
city  who  goes  to  any  of  the  public  play  houses  who 
anticipates  with  any  great  degree  of  pleasure  the 
public  appearance  here  of  a  woman  who  pretty 
nearly  reached  the  stage  of  a  public  prostitute. 
The  appearance  of  a  woman  of  that  character  in  the 
presence  of  the  children  of  this  city,  who  attend 
performances  without  escort,  ought  to  be  denied, 
and  I  hope  that  the  order  will  pass.  (Applause  in 
the  gallery.) 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


BUILDINGS     IN     CITY     YARDS,     ALBANY 
STREET. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
That   the   Commissioner   of   Public   Works   be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  take 
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immediate  steps  to  demolish  the  dilapidated  and 
unsightly  buildings  located  in  the  city  yards  on 
Albany  street,  Ward  8,  which  constitute  a  health 
menace  and  fire  hazard  to  the  residents  of  said 
district,  and  that  provision  be  made  to  replace 
the  same  by  the  erection  of  a  modern  fireproof 
building  to  house  the  Sewer,  Street.  Cleaning, 
Sanitary  and  Paving  Services  of  said  district. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


NAMES   OF   THREE   COUNCILORS. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  furnish  the  Council  at  the  next  meeting  with 
the  names  of  the  three  councilors  whom  he  has 
threatened  to  name  as  treading  on  dangerous 
ground. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  was  rather  sur- 
prised, to  say  the  least,  not  to  say  amused,  when  I 
read  in  the  afternoon  papers  of  last  week  the  state- 
ment that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  had  said  publicly 
that  there  were  three  members  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  who  were  treading  on  very  dangerous 
ground.  I  really  do  not  know  what  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  means  when  he  says  we  are  treading  on 
dangerous  ground.  I  do  not  feel,  as  one  member 
of  the  Council,  that  I  have  anything  to  hide  or  to 
be  ashamed  of  during  my  membership  in  the  Boston 
City  Council.  It  is  true  that  I  have  opposed 
Mayor  Nichols  and  this  administration  from  the 
very  first  day  I  took  office,  for  the  simple  reason 
that  I  do  not  like  the  methods  used  by  those  who 
are  supposed  to  be  running  the  City  of  Boston.  I 
think  if  his  Honor  the  Mayor  has  anything  on  any 
three  members  of  the  Boston  City  Council  he 
should  have  the  guts  to  come  out  and  name  the 
three  councilors  who  are,  as  he  says,  treading  on 
dangerous  ground.  I  respectfully  ask  a  suspension 
of  the  rule  and  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  move  reference 
of  the  order  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  believe  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  made  a  statement  last  week  which 
was  given,  as  I  have  said,  publication  in  the  press  of 
this  city,  to  the  effect  that  I  have  stated.  If  this 
Council  does  not  see  fit  to  reply  to  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  the  public  may  believe  that  there  are  three 
councilors  in  this  body  who  are  afraid  to  have  their 
names  mentioned.  I  believe,  therefore,  that  we 
should  strike  and  should  ask  the  Mayor  this  ques- 
tion while  the  iron  is  very,  very  warm. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  it  behooves  me 
to  explain  my  position.  I  do  not  gainsay  that  the 
councilor  who  has  just  taken  his  seat  is  correct  in 
his  statement  as  to  wrhat  was  published,  purporting 
to  come  from  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  but  it  was  not 
in  any  publication  that  came  to  my  attention,  and 
before  voting  upon  this  matter  I  think  I  should  be 
favoied  with  the  exact  reference  to  what  has  been 
said,  should  be  permitted  to  see  whatever  has  been 
printed  on  the  subject.  It  may  be  that  I  am  so  far 
remote  from  the  public  press  that  I  do  not  get 
everything  that  is  inserted  therein,  but  before  being 
asked  to  vote  in  this  matter  I  feel  that  I  should  at 
least  know  what  I  am  voting  upon.  Therefore,  I 
have  moved  reference  of  the  order  to  the  Executive 
Committee.    ■ 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  before  referring 
the  order  to  the  Executive  Committee,  if  the 
Council  so  desires,  I  believe  I  could  answer  Coun. 
Guild  in  this  way,  that  I  think  most  of  the  coun- 
cilors, at  least,  read  what  was  published  in  a  certain 
afternoon  paper  of  last  week  which  stated,  and 
stated  very  plainly,  that  Mayor  Nichols  said  that 
three  councilors  were  treading  on  very  dangerous 
ground. 

Coun.  GUILD'S  motion  to  refer  the  order  to 
the  Executive  Committee  was  declared  lost. 
Coun.  GUILD  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  a 
rising  vote.  The  motion  to  refer  the  order  to  the 
Executive  Committee  was  lost  upon  a  rising  vote, 
9  to  10. 

The  rule  was  declared  not  suspended,  for  the 
passage  of  the  order.  Coun.  DOWLING  doubted 
the  vote  and  asked  for  a  rising  vote. 

The  motion  to  suspend  the  rule  for  passage  of 
the  order  was  lost  (a  two-thirds  vote  being  necessary 
for  suspension),  10  to  9. 

President  HEFFERNAN— Less  than  two  thirds 
having  voted  in  favor  of  the  motion,  it  is  not  a  vote, 
and  the  order  is  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, under  the  rules. 


RECESS. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
we  take  a  recess,  subject  to  the  call  of  the  Chair. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  know  for  what  purpose  it  is  proposed  that 
we  take  a  recess. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  understand 
that  the  last  order  offered  was  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  I  am  very  much  in 
favor  of  getting  rid  of  it  at  this  time. 

The  Council  voted  at  3.14  p.  m.  to  take  a  recess 
subject  to  the  call  of  the  Chair. 

The  members  reassembled  in  the  Council  Cham- 
ber and  were  called  to  order  by  President  HEF- 
FERNAN at  3.34  p.  m. 


ROPING   OFF   CENTRE   STREET. 

Coun.  GUILD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  City  Messenger  be  authorized 
to  rope  off  Centre  street,  Jamaica  Plain,  from 
Walden  street  to  a  point  about  one  hundred  yards 
beyond  Gay  Head  street,  on  the  occasion  of  the 
Michael  J.  O'Connell  Post,  American  Legion,  road 
race  on  April  19,  1927;  the  expense  attending  the 
same  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  City 
Council,  Flags,  Ropes  and  Stakes. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


SALARY    OF    BUILDING    COMMISSIONER. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  FITZGERALD  the  Council 
voted  to  take  No.  3  from  the  table,  viz.: 

3.  An  Ordinance  concerning  the  salary  of  the 
Building  Commissioner. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  5  of  chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordinances 
of  1925  is  hereby  amended  in  the  clause  establishing 
the  salary  of  the  Building  Commissioner  by  striking 
out  the  words  "six  thousand"  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  words  "seventy-five  hundred." 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  ordi- 
nance. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  this  is  an 
ordinance  establishing  the  salary  of  the  Building 
Commissioner  at  S7,i00  a  year  instead  of  S6.000 
a  year.  Some  three  weeks  ago  I  had  the  ordinance 
laid  on  the  table,  for  the  reason  that  the  business 
agent  of  the  Boston  Central  Labor  Union,  before  a 
committee  of  which  I  am  a  member,  said  there 
were  between  60,000  and  70,000  people  unem- 
ployed in  our  city.  Many  of  those  people  were 
men  who  were  married,  with  families,  and  they 
were  going  throughout  the  streets  of  this  city 
looking  for  an  opportunity  to  get  work  at  almost 
any  wages.  I  had  a  man  in  here  this  morning  who 
is  working  at  the  hospital  for  S2  a  day,  the  father 
of  a  family;  and  here  was  a  situation  where  a  man 
was  getting  Silo  a  week  and  we  were  being  asked 
to  increase  his  salary  to  §144  per  week.  It  seemed 
to  me  as  if  it  was  a  mockery,  with  the  present 
conditions  of  unemployment,  with  cases  coming 
to  our  attention  right  along  of  people  literally 
starving  in  the  homes  of  our  city;  with  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  of  our  city  getting  $400  a  week.  As  I 
say,  regarding  conditions  as  they  are  confronting 
us  at  this  time,  to  me  it  seemed  a  mockery.  Let 
me  say  personally  that  I  recognize  Mr.  Rourke  as 
a  man  of  as  high  standing  as  any  man  in  this  city, 
a  man  who  is  a  master  mind  in  engineering,  and  I 
consider  it  personally  very  unfortunate  after  the 
friendship  I  have  had  with  him  for  thirteen  years 
and  after  having  had  some  of  my  closest  friends, 
politically  and  personally,  come  to  me  and  ask  me 
to  go  through  on  this  ordinance,  to  feel  that  I  have 
to  stand  on  the  floor  here  and  take  the  position  I 
do  at  this  time.  But,  Mr.  President,  it  is  not  a 
question  of  friend  or  foe  here  today.  It  is  a 
question  of  facing  in  this  city  conditions  the  like 
of  which  we  have  not  seen  for  years.  It  is  a 
question  of  men  and  women  walking  our  streets 
asking  an  opportunity  to  work  at  anything  so  that 
they  may  provide  food  for  their  families.  The 
Department  of  Public  Welfare,  down  below  us 
here,  have  more  on  their  roll  than  ever  before. 
Hon.  Joseph  H.  0'Neil,  former  president  of  the 
Federal  Trust  Company,  told  me  the  other  day 
that  never  in  his  life  has  he  seen  so  many  people  on 
the  list  of  a  charitable  organization  of  which  he  is 
a  representative  as  today.  And,  therefore,  Mr. 
President,  I  say  it  is  mockery  for  this  ordinance  to 
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be  introduced  at  this  time,  asking  that  the  salary 
of  a  man  who  now  receives  8115  a  week  from  the 
city  treasury  should  be  increased  to  $144  a  week. 
When  the  commissioner  took  this  position  he 
knew  that  the  salary  was  86,000,  and  I  understand 
from  some  of  the  members  here  that  he  was  prom- 
ised more.  Who,  in  this  Council  or  outside,  had 
the  right  to  give  him  the  idea  that  he  would  get 
more?  Nobody  had  a  right  to  promise  my  vote 
or  the  vote  of  any  other  member  here;  and  I  say 
that  we  have  no  right  to  vote  for  this  proposed 
inciease  at  the  present  time,  in  the  face  of  the  wave 
of  unemployment  that  we  are  experiencing  in  this 
city,  with  over  18,000  city  employees  who  are 
getting  under  83,000  a  year  unable  to  get  a  raise, 
and  with  60,000  to  70,000  of  our  people  in  this  city 
walking  the  streets  and  glad  to  get  a  job  that  will 
give  them  $25  a  week. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  as  chairman 
of  the  committee  that  has  reported  this  proposed 
ordinance  I  ought  to  say  that  the  committee  heard 
from  no  one  in  opposition  to  it,  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  it  was  discussed  in  the  committee  and  that 
there  was  an  opportunity  afforded  to  anybody  who 
wished  to  be  heard.  The  committee  favored  this 
with  the  idea  of  giving  to  the  Building  Commis- 
sioner a  salary  commensurate  with  the  respon- 
sibilities of  his  office.  I,  like  Coun.  McGrath,  have 
been  a  close  personal  friend  of  the  Building  Com- 
missioner for  many  years.  I  remember  when  he 
came  into  the  service  of  the  city,  with  recom- 
mendations such  as  no  other  department  head 
ever  brought.  I  have  followed  Mr.  Rourke's 
career,  as  have  other  members  of  the  Council, 
with  much  interest  and  admiration.  He  is  a 
competent  and  efficient  man,  equal  to  the  respon- 
sibilities imposed  upon  him  and  well  qualified  in 
every  particular.  I  would  like  to  ask  Coun. 
McGrath  if  he  feels  that  he  can  justify  the  speech 
he  has  just  made  without  offering  an  ordinance  to 
reduce  the  salaries  of  the  other  corresponding 
heads  of  departments,  so  that  they  may  be  placed 
on  a  comparable  basis  with  Mr.  Rourke? 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  have 
never  in  my  life,  throughout  my  experience  in 
politics,  introduced  an  order  to  reduce  any  man's 
salary;  but  I  will  at  a  time  like  this  fight  any 
increase  of  $1,500  per  year  to  a  man  already  re- 
ceiving $6,000  per  year,  while  we  are  awaiting  a 
budget  which  will  deeply  concern  a  very  large 
number  of  other  employees  of  the  city  who  are 
probably  to  be  denied  any  substantial  increase  in 
their  salaries.  No,  Mr.  President,  I  will  never 
ask  to  reduce  any  man's  salary,  but  I  will  ask  for 
the  increase  of  the  salaries  of  18,000  people  who 
are  getting  less  than  $3,000  a  year  before  I  vote 
for  an  increase  of  $1,500  in  the  salary  of  a  man  who 
is  getting  86,000  a  year. 

Coun.  ARNOLD — Mr.  President,  I  believe  a 
man  in  this  position  is  worth  the  amount  of  salary 
that  has  been  asked  for  by  this  proposed  change  in 
the  ordinance.  The  people  of  the  City  of  Boston 
may  have  short  memories  but,  sir,  they  are  not 
so  short  but  what  they  must  remember  some  of  the 
disasters  that  have  overtaken  us  in  the  carrying 
on  of  the  functions  of  this  department  in  the  past 
— not  that  I  would  stand  here  and  say  that  the 
Building  Commissioner  who  was  in  the  position  at 
the  time  of  a  particular  disaster  we  have  in  mind 
was  wholly  responsible  for  it;  but  1  believe  we 
should  see  to  it  that  we  maintain  in  the  office  of 
Building  Commissioner  a  man  to  whom  we  can 
look  with  confidence  for  the  safety  of  the  citizens 
of  our  city,  so  far  as  the  work  ^f  the  department  is 
concerned.  I  believe  the  safety  of  our  citizens  is 
just  as  important  a  function  as  any  over  which  we 
have  any  supervision.  I  trust,  sir,  that  this 
ordinance  will  pass. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  certainly 
have  no  quarrel  with  Mr.  Rourke,  whom  we  all 
consider  a  very  efficient  and  able  gentleman.  In 
fact,  no  less  a  personage  tnan  ex-Mayor  Fitzgerald 
brought  Mr.  Rourke  to  our  city  some  years  ago 
at  a  salary  of  810,000  a  year.  On  the  other  hand, 
however,  I  would  much  rather  see  a  budget  come 
in  here  from  the  Mayor  properly  providing  for 
many  of  the  employees  of  our  city  who  are  receiv- 
ing small  amounts,  in  line  with  Coun.  McGrath's 
remarks,  men  receiving  perhaps,  $1,400  to  $1,600 
a  year,  than  to  see  the  salary  now  in  question 
raised  as  proposed.  I  am  not  opposed  to  Mr. 
Rourke.  I  think  he  deserves  the  money,  that  he 
is  worth  it,  but  I  do  believe  this  is  a  most  in- 
opportune time  to  put  this  particular  ordinance 
through. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  am  frequently 


impressed  with  the  eloquence  of  Coun.  McGrath 
in  debate,  but  I  am  not  today  impressed  with  the 
logic  which  seems  to  appeal  to  both  him  and 
Coun.  Wilson  in  this  matter.  Tney  stand  up 
nere  and  tell  us  that  Mr.  Rourke  is  tne  nighest 
type  of  man,  a  master  mind  in  engineering  matters. 
Then  they  jump  from  that  and  tell  us  about  the 
great  wave  of  unemployment  in  the  city  and  the 
thousands  who  are  out  of  work.  They  tell  us, 
further,  that  there  are  18,000  city  employees 
getting  less  than  83,000  a  year,  and  because  of 
that  they  then  wish  us  to  draw  the  inference  that 
by  refusing  to  give  Mr.  Rourke  this  increase  of 
salary — which  they  tell  us  that  this  highest  type 
of  man  and  master  mind  in  engineering  problems 
is  entitled  to — we  will  be  enabled  to  alleviate 
unemployment  conditions  in  this  city  and  to  raise 
the  pay  of  other  city  employees.  Does  anyone 
here  think  there  is  the  slightest  chance,  by  defeat- 
ing this  ordinance,  to  do  anything  in  the  way  of 
raising  the  pay  of  the  18,000  city,  employees  who 
are  getting  less  than  $3,000  a  year?  I  cannot  see 
any  connection  at  all  between  the  two  proposi- 
tions. The  $1,500  which  is  asked  for  here  as  an 
increase  in  Mr.  Rourke's  salary  certainly  cannot 
— and  it  cannot  be  claimed  here  by  either  Coun. 
McGrath  or  Coun.  Wilson  that  it  will — alleviate 
the  unemployment  situation,  and  there  is  no 
indication  or  intention  of  it  being  used  in  that 
way.  Neither  can  Coun.  McGrath  or  Coun. 
Wilson  spread  that  $1,500  among  the  18,000 
municipal  employees  who  are  getting  less  than 
83,000  a  year.  Being  so,  I  can  see  no  connection 
at  all  between  this  ordinance,  which  the  Commit- 
tee on  Ordinances  nas  reported  favorably, — and, 
incidentally,  none  of  those  now  objecting  to  the 
proposed  ordinance  took  the  trouble  to  appear 
at  any  session  of  the  committee  when  it  was  con- 
sidering this  matter, — and  the  other  conditions 
that  have  been  referred  to  here  today.  It  seems 
to  me,  therefore,  this  being  an  entirely  different 
and  separate  matter,  that  the  ordinance  as  reported 
by  the  committee  ought  to  pass. 

Coun.  KEENE— Mr.  President,  for  the  infor- 
mation of  the  Council  I  would  say  that,  as  I  un- 
derstand the  situation,  this  ordinance  was  not 
introduced  so  much  to  increase  the  salary  of  any 
department  head  as  it  was  to  equalize  the  pay  of 
the  heads  of  the  various  departments.  The  fact  is, 
and  it  has  been  recognized  for  some  time,  that  the 
head  of  this  department  as  compared  with  the 
heads  of  other  departments  is  underpaid.  The 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  gets  $7,000,  the 
Collector  $7,500,  the  Fire  Commissioner  $7,500, 
the  Police  Commissioner  $8,000,  the  Health 
Commissioner  87,5'JO,  the  Institutions  Depart- 
ment Commissioner  $7,500,  the  head  ot  the 
Park  Department  $7,000,  the  Public  Works 
Commissioner  $9,000,  and  the  head  of  the  Law 
Department  $9,000.  So  the  head  of  this  depart- 
ment is  practically  the  lowest  paid  head  of  any 
department  of  this  size  and  importance  in  the 
entire  city.  I  think  the  purpose  has  been  simply 
to  equalize  these  salaries,  to  put  the  salary  of 
the  head  of  this  department  on  the  same  basis 
as  the  others.  No  other  salaries  of  department 
heads  have  been  increased,  but  it  is  simply  felt 
that  the  head  of  this  department,  as  a  department 
of  importance,  should  be  put  in  a  class  correspond- 
ing with  the  other  department  heads,  so  far  as 
salary  is  concerned. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  with  reference 
to  the  logic  of  the  gentleman  from  Jamaica  Plain 
and  outlying  sections  in  the  general  direction  of 
Jamaica  Pond,  who  has  gone  somewhat  into  the 
question  of  arithmetic  on  this  matter,  it  does 
appear  to  me  that,  if  the  City  of  Boston  can 
afford  any  salary  increases,  instead  of  giving  one 
increase  amounting  to  $1,500  to  one  man,  it 
might  be  well  to  raise  to  the  extent  of  $100  fifteen 
employees  now  perhaps  getting  but  $1,400  or  81,500 
a  year.  While  it  would  not  put  them  in  a  condi- 
tion to  get  expensive  houses,  with  garages  and 
automobiles,  it  would  at  least  alleviate  their 
condition.  So  it  seems  to  me  that  Coun.  Mc- 
Grath was  not  only  eloquent  but  logical  in  mak- 
ing the  suggestion  that  if  the  City  of  Boston  can 
afford  to  start  at  the  top  and  increase  salaries 
there  in  a  large  amount,  we  had  best  look  over 
the  budget  situation  first  and  see  whether  the 
city  can  afford  to  pay  a  somewhat  additional 
amount  to  some  of  the  lower  priced  employees, 
perhaps  giving  them  a  lift  of  $100.  (Applause  in 
the  galleries.) 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  applause  in  the 
galleries  must  cease. 
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Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
say  just  a  word  in  closing,  something  not  having 
anything  to  do  with  this  particular  bill,  but  which 
I  think  may  well  be  considered,  in  view  of  what 
has  been  said  here  today.  I  recently  saw  this  in 
the  paper: 

"Fuller  Sees  Plot  in  School  Bill.  Would  not 
give  committee  right  to  fix  salaries.  Governor 
Fuller  aimed  a  blow  at  what  he  thought  to  be  a 
move  toward  involving  the  Boston  School  Com- 
mittee in  partisan  politics,  by  returning  to  the 
General  Court  the  Schoolhouse  Commissioner 
salary  bill,  with  suggestions  for  certain  changes." 

That  is,  he  vetoed  a  bill  providing  that  the 
salaries  of  the  commissioners  of  the  Schoolhouse 
Department  "shall  be  fixed  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor."  His 
suggestion  to  the  Legislature  was  that  it  strike 
out  the  words  "School  Committee  with  the 
approval  of"  and  insert  after  the  word  "Mayor" 
the  words  "and  Council."  The  Governor  be- 
lieved that  this  was  a  matter  which  should  go  to 
the  City  Council  for  their  approval,  as  clearly 
the  representatives  of  the  city.  We  are  only 
applied  to  when  it  is  necessary  to  apply  to  us,  and 
when  that  is  the  case  I  believe  in  considering  a 
matter  very  carefully  before  I  act  upon  it. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  ordinance 
was  declared  not  passed.  Coun.  Parkman  doubted 
the  vote  and  asked  for  a  rising  vote. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  DOWLING,  it  was  voted 
that  a  roll  call  be  had. 

The  ordinance  was  passed  upon  a  roll  call, 
yeas  13,  nays  7:

APPROPRIATION  FOR   MUNICIPAL 
BUILDING,   WARD    11. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  ENGLERT,  the  Council 
voted  to  take  up,  under  unfinished  business,  No.  2 
on  the  calendar,  viz.: 

2.  Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars  be  appropriated,  to  be  expended 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings  for  a 
municipal  building  in  Ward  11,  and  "that  to  meet 
said  appropriation  the  City  Treasurer  be  author- 
ized to  issue,  from  time  to  time,  bonds  or  certificates 
of  indebtedness  to  the  said  amount. 

On  March  14,  1927,  the  foregoing  order  was  read 
once  and  passed,  yeas  20,  nays  2. 

The  order  was  given  its  second  reading  and  final 
passage,  yeas  18,  nays,  Coun.  Dowling,  Parkman 
—2. 


ROPING    OF    STREETS    FOR     MARATHON 
RACE. 
Coun.  ARNOLD  offered  the  following: 
That  the  City  Messenger  be  authorized  to  rope 
off  such  streets  as  may  be  necessary,  as  in  former 
years,  in  connection  with  the  marathon  race,  to  be 
held  on  April  19,  1927,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Boston  Athletic  Association,  the  expense  attending 
the  same  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  City 
Council,  Flags,  Ropes  and  Stakes. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


RELIEF  OF  TRAFFIC   CONDITIONS, 
CHARLESTOWN. 
Coun.  GREEN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  City  Planning  Board  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  make  a 
study  and  report  to  the  City  Council  as  to  the 
advisability  of  widening  streets  in  the  vicinity  of 
Rutherford  avenue  and  Chapman  street,  and  in  the 
vicinity  of  Austin  and  Main  streets,  Charlestown, 
with  a  view  to  relieving  traffic  conditions. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


CLEARING  OF  SPACE  ADJACENT  TO  CITY 
HALL. 
Coun.  DONOVAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  request  the 
Police  Commissioner,  the  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners, and  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings, 
to  co-operate  in   taking  action   to  clear  the  area 
adjacent  to  City  Hall  of  automobiles  in  order  that 
the  citizens  of  Boston  may  have  ready  access  for 
the  transaction  of  municipal  business. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


USE  OF  WEST  NEWTON  STREET. 
Coun.  DOWLING  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  submit  to  the  City  Council,  at  its  earliest  con- 
venience, a  copy  of  all  communications  and  other 
papers  of  record  relating  to  the  use  of  any  part  of 
West  Newton  street  by  private  individuals  for 
parking  purposes. 

Coun.  DOWLING — Mr.  President,  my  attention 
has  been  called  to  a  condition  of  affairs  in  the 
vicinity  of  Mechanics  Building,  and  I,  myself,  have 
personally  experienced  it,  that  I  think  presents  an 
outrageous  situation.  West  Newton  street,  from 
the  extreme  end  toward  Harrison  avenue  to  the 
tracks  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad,  is  a 
public  way.  What  might  be  called  the  dead  end 
of  the  street  is  in  close  proximity  to  Mechanics 
Hall.  There  is  room  there  for  the  parking  of 
about  fifty  or  sixty  cars.  Some  time  ago,  I  am 
told  on  responsible  authority,  a  letter  was  written 
by  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners, 
who  is  not  at  present  a  member  of  that  board, 
which  delegated  to  a  private  individual  the  right 
to  go  into  the  dead  end  of  West  Newton  street  and 
collect  parking  fees  for  automobiles  that  might  be 
parked  there — and  I  offer  this  as  a  serious  part  of 
my  statement — there  is  also  a  public  garage  there, 
and  I  assume  that  the  man  who  owns  the  garage 
pays  his  rent,  his  taxes  and  his  help,  and  his 
greatest  competitor  is  a  man  somewhat  friendly 
with  this  administration  who  has  the  right  to 
charge  citizens  for  parking  cars  there  in  the  open 
street  directly  in  front  of  the  garage  man's  premises. 
I  don't  know  the  man  who  owns  the  garage,  I  do 
not  know  the  favorite  son  who  has  the  authority  of 
the  Street  Commission  or  of  the  Mayor's  office  in 
this  matter.  But  apparently  such  authority  or 
such  a  permit  has  been  given  to  him.  I  don't  know 
his  name,  but  I  am  told  that  he  is  a  former  repre- 
sentative, a  Democratic  representative  of  the  city, 
who  has  been  extremely  friendly  with  the  Mayor's 
office  during  the  past  year  and  who  has  got  round 
shouldered  with  the  favors  that  he'has  obtained 
from  that  office.  I  understand  that  he  has  been 
given  the  right  to  go  into  West  Newton  street  there 
and  collect  50  cents  for  the  privilege  of  parking  a 
car  there.  In  common  with  100,000  other  im- 
poverished American  citizens,  I  attended  the  auto 
show  a  few  weeks  ago,  looking  at  cars  I  could  not 
afford  to  buy.  There  were  fifty  cars  in  that  area 
I  have  referred  to,  and  there  was  a  uniformed 
policeman  at  the  junction  of  the  area  who  was 
apparently  working  in  cahoots  with  the  fellow  who 
has  this  unholy  right  to  use  the  public  way.  There 
was  still  apparently  room  for  me  to  drive  my 
flivver  into  the  area,  and  I  said  to  the  officer,  "Is 
there  some  chance  of  my  parking  there?"  He 
said,  "It  looks  pretty  full  to  me."  Well,  it  looked 
to  me  as  thougn  there  was  still  room  for  four  or  five 
more  cars  there,  and  I  said  to  him, ' '  It  doesn't  look 
very  full  to  me,  and  I  would  like  to  park  my  car 
there,  as  I  want  to  go  to  the  show."  He  repeated, 
'  'It  looks  pretty  full  to  me,"  and  then  I  blossomed 
out  with  all  the  pride  that  I  could  muster,  threw 
back  my  shoulders  and  said  I  was  a  member  of  the 
City  Council.  I  thought  that  might  make  a  little 
difference,  but  the  only  difference  was  that  the 
officer  turned  his  head  around  so  that  I  couldn't  see 
his  number,  held  his  head  off  this  way  and  answered 
this  way,  so  that  I  could  not  see  his  number.  Mr. 
President,  I  am  perfectly  satisfied  that  some  fellow 
who  has  no  right  to  use  the  public  highway  there  is 
parking  cars  there  and  collecting  money  for  doing 
so,  because  when  I  spoke  to  three  who  seemed  to  be 
on  duty  in  this  improvised  parking  space,  one  of 
them  objected  to  my  coming  in.  Well,  I  said  that 
I  was  a  disreputable  member  of  the  City  Council 
and  that  I  probably  should  have  as  much  right  as 
any  one.     He  said,  "We  charge  for  parking  here." 
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I  said,  "Who  do  you  charge?"  "We  charge  the 
people  who  park  here."  I  said,  "That  is  all  right, 
charge  it."  (Lauirhter.)  So  I  put  my  flivver  in 
there,  and  as  I  left  the  place  to  go  into  the  show 
with  ray  wife,  I  said  to  this  person  or  tenant  that  I 
was  going  to  lock  the  door  of  the  car.  He  said, 
"I  hope  you  will  not  lock  the  car,  but  will  leave  it 
so  that  it  can  be  moved.  I  can  put  in  two  or 
three  others," — although  before  it  was  pretty 
full.  Of  course,  that  would  mean  another  dollar 
and  a  half  to  him.  I  said,  "Well,  I  have  a  tire,  a 
set  of  tools  and  a  set  of  chains,  that  I  don't  want  to 
lose."  Well,  he  said  he  would  look  after  that,  and 
1  will  say  that  he  did  take  pretty  good  care  of  it 
because  the  tire,  the  tools  and  the  chains  were 
there  when  I  came  back.  But  when  I  started  to 
get  out  of  the  place  again  another  attendant  came 
to  me  for  another  charge  of  50  cents  for  parking. 
Now,  I  want  to  know  if  the  Mayor's  office  knows 
about  it,  or  if  the  Street  Commissioners  have  any 
authority  to  allow  any  one  to  use  the  public  high- 
ways and  collect  for  parking  privileges  in  any  such 
fashion.  The  same  situation,  I  am  told,  exists  at 
the  dead  end  of  Gainsborough  street  near  the 
Arena.  An  officer  is  posted  there,  and  apparently 
one  of  his  jobs  is  to  see  that  the  tenants  of  the 
public  highways  can  collect  50  cents  out  of  people 
who  are  suckers  enough  to  give  it  to  them.  I  hope 
the  order  will  pass. 

Coun.  ARNOLD— Mr.  President,  for  fear  that 
the  Council  may  think  that  that  part  of  Boston 
which  I  have  the  honor  to  represent  is  inhospitable, 
I  must  rise  in  answer  to  the  distinguished  councilor 
who  has  just  taken  his  seat.  I  do  not  believe,  sir, 
that  the  situation  which  he  has  pointed  out  in 
such  detail  is  particularly  unusual.  There  is  an 
endeavor  on  the  part  of  this  army  of  the  un- 
employed, of  which  we  have  heard,  and  with  whom 
we  all  sympathize,  to  get  a  little  change  out 
of  the  customers  of  the  Automobile  Show,  and  the 
streets  in  that  vicinity  have  been  flooded  with 
individuals  who  have  been  very  courteous  and  very 
helpful  in  finding  places  to  park  cars.  My  house 
is  exactly  opposite  Mechanics  Building,  and,  on 
account  of  the  fact  that  Mechanics  Building  has 
so  many  such  functions  during  the  year,  1  have 
never  obtained  the  privilege  which  I  might  have 
had  and  had  that  particular  area  in  front  of  my 
place  designated  as  a  restricted  area.  I  am  glad, 
as  far  as  they  can  be  accomodated,  to  have  the 
cars  coming  from  anywhere  at  any  time  park  in  that 
vicinity.  We  are  proud  in  that  district  of  the 
attractions  which  we  have,  and  we  do  everything 
in  our  power  to  make  those  who  come  there  wel- 
come. The  particular  area  which  has  been 
referred  to  is,  as  I  understand  it,  private  property, 
and  if  somebody  has  been  given  the  privilege  of 
collecting  a  fee  it  is  unusual,  to  say  the  least. 
Gratuities  undoubtedly  are  given,  however,  to 
many  persons  who  are  about  that  area  during  the 
time  of  these  large  expositions.  I  am  sorry  that 
the  councilor  has  been  thus  treated  in  my  district, 
and  I  am  going  to  invite  him  the  next  time  he 
comes  down  to  any  show  to  park  in  front  of  No. 
92  Huntington  avenue,  and  I  will  see  that  every- 
thing he  brings,  and  even  more,  will  go  back  with 
him! 

Coun.  DOWLING — Mr.  President,  I  have 
enjoyed  the  hospitality  of  the  councilor  from  that 
district,  and  I  can  vouch  for  the  cordiality  with 
which  you  are  received  at  his  office  there — not  his 
house.  But  the  fact  remains  that  a  charge  is 
being  made  there  in  the  use  of  the  public  Btreets 
notwithstanding  what  the  councilor  has  said,  and 
I  will  repeat,  if  I  did  not  make  it  clear  in  my 
previous  remarks,  that  one  man  apparently  in 
charge  at  that  dead  end  street  told  me  that  he 
received  his  permit  to  use  the  street  from  the 
Street  Commissioners'  office.  As  I  understand  it 
there  is  no  such  place  from  which  fees  are  collected 
for  the  parking  of  cars  except  the  dead  end  of  West 
Newton  street  and  the  dead  end  of  Gainsborough 
street. 

The  order  was  passed  under  a  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


NAMES   OF   THREE    COUNCILORS. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  may  I  ask  the 
status  of  the  order  which  I  offered  and  which  was 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  at  the 
present  time? 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  Chair  will  rule 


that  it  remains  in  the  Executive  Committee.  As 
I  understand  it,  there  was  a  vote  on  the  question 
of  reporting  the  order  back,  and  it  was  defeated, 
and  there  was  no  further  motion  made.  The 
Executive  Committee  adjourned  without  any 
further  vote  being  taken. 

Coun.  DOWD —  I  believe  it  was  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee  by  a  vote  of  10  to  9,  and  it 
still  lies  in  the  Executive  Committee? 

President  HEFFERNAN— Yes.  It  is  still 
necessary  to  have  a  vote  of  some  kind  in  the  com- 
mittee in  order  to  repoit  it  back. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  now  move  that 
the  matter  be  taken  from  the  Executive  Committee 
and  acted  upon  in  this  Council  Chamber. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  Chair  would 
rule  that  that  requires  a  two  thirds  vote  as  it 
amounts  to  a  suspension  of  the  rule. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  simply  want 
to  say  a  word  at  this  time.  It  seems  that  every 
time  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston  has  taken  a  slap 
at  the  twenty-two  members  of  the  Council  they 
have  accepted  it  very  meekly,  just  like  lambs.  A 
week  ago  the  Mayor  sent  notice  to  the  majority 
of  us  that  we  couldn't  name  the  appointments  in 
the  assessors'  office  we  had  the  privilege  of  appoint- 
ing last  year.  That  privilege  was  taken  away  from 
us  because  we  wouldn't  curry  favor  with  and  vote 
for  the  orders  presented  by  the  Mayor  of  Boston.  I 
cannot  understand  how  any  councilor  can  really 
justify  his  vote  against  this  order  presented  by 
myself.  If  the  Mayor  of  Boston  really  feels  that 
three  members  of  the  City  Council  are  treading  on 
dangerous  ground,  it  is  his  duty  to  tell  the  public 
who  they  are  so  that  they  may  be  defeated  at  the 
next  election.  I  know,  of  course,  that  the  Mayor 
does  not  desire  me  to  be  in  the  Council  next  year, 
but  I  only  hope  that  he  will  come  to  the  South 
End  and  various  parts  of  Roxbury  and  campaign 
against  me.  If  he  does,  there  will  be  no  contest 
whatsoever  in  the  district.  In  closing,  let  me  say 
that  when  the  Mayor  speaks  of  three  who  are 
treading  on  dangerous  ground,  I  don't  think  he 
really  means  three  members  of  the  Boston  City 
Council,  but  he  is  really  referring  to  three  who  have 
more  power  than  we  have,  although  they  were  not 
elected  by  the  people.  The  three  I  refer  to,  who 
are  running  the  City  of  Boston,  are  Ernie,  Charlie 
and  Bobbie.     I  ask  for  a  roll  call  on  my  motion. 

Coun.  DOWD'S  motion  to  take  the  order  re- 
ferred to  from  the  Executive  Committee  was  lost, 
yeas  10,  nays  10:

DOWD  offered  the  following:  Ordered, 
That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  furnish 
the  Council  at  the  next  meeting  with  the  names  of 
the  three  councilors  whom  he  has  threatened  to 
name  as  treading  on  dangerous  ground. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order.  An  order  in  identical  terms  is  pending 
having  been  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  Chair  will  have 
to  rule  the  point  of  order  well  taken.  There  is  a 
similar  order  in  Executive  Committee  at  the  present 
time. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  the  order  as 
originally  presented  by  me  is  the  same  as  this  order. 
But  that  order  which  I  offered,  and  which  went  into 
the  Executive  Committee,  was  there  amended,  and 
the  order  as  it  lies  in  the  Executive  Committee  is 
not  the  same  order  that  I  now  present. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  Chair  will  rule 
that  the  vote  in  the  Executive  Committee,  as  he 
recalls  it,  was  on  the  question  of  substitution  of  an 
order,  which  did  not  prevail.  The  order  as  it. 
stands  in  the  Executive  Committee  was  in  the  very 
same  form  when  it  left  the  chamber  as  this  order 
and  the  Chair  will  rule  the  point  of  order  well 
taken.

I  submit  the  following  report  of  the  Rand  <fe 
Byam,  Inc.,  Soap  Factory,  located  at  the  corner  of 
Charles  street  and  Charles  Street  place,  Charles- 
town. 

The  building  is  2-2-]— 3  stories,  wood.  Section  A, 
three  stories,  size  52  by  22  feet;  Section  B,  two 
stories,  size  87  by  36  feet;  Section  C,  two  stories, 
size  55  by  22  feet;  Section  D,  2J  stories,  size  40  by 
16  feet. 

The  building  is  structurally  strong  and  has  three 
stairways,  and  in  addition  one  stairway  to  base- 
ment. 

The  fact  that  this  building  has  unprotected 
openings  on  all  floors,  and  has  floors  soaked  in 
grease,  creates  a  serious  condition  in  case  of  fire. 

In  my  opinion  the  fire  appliances  are  insufficient, 
and  I  would  recommend  that  sprinklers  be  in- 
stalled. Also,  since  there  is  but  one  exit  from  the 
basement,  and  that  to  the  first  floor,  and  since  the 
cellar  windows  are  too  small  to  allow  entrance  to, 
or  exit  from,  the  cellar,  I  would  recommend  that  a 
bulkhead  entrance  be  built  from  the  yard  to  the 
basement.

half-holiday,  all  the  other  employees  in  the  hos- 
pital who  do  not  now  receive  the  same  privilege 
would  request  the  same,  with  equal  right.  This 
would  require  many  thousand  dollars  if  placed  in 
effect,  and  inasmuch  as  the  budget  is  now  out  of 
the  hands  of  the  trustees  they  do  not  deem  it  wise 
at  this  time  to  grant  this  request.

SUFFOLK  COUNTY  APPROPRIATION 
BILL. 

Coun.  PARKMAN  for  the  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations, submitted  a  report  recommending  the 
passage  of  the  following: 

County  of  Suffolk  Appropriations  and  Tax 
Orders  for  the  Financial  Yeah  1927. 

Ordered,  That  to  meet  the  current  expenses 
payable  during  the  financial  year  beginning  with 
the  first  day  of  January,  1927,  for  performing  the 
duties  and  exercising  the  powers  devolved  by 
statute  or  ordinance,  or  by  vote  of  the  City 
Council  during  the  year,  upon  the  City  of  Boston 
or  County  of  Suffolk,  or  the  departments  or  officers 
thereof,  and  to  meet  their  obligations  for  interest 
on  debt,  sinking  fund  requirements  and  maturing 
debt  not  provided  for  by  sinking  fund,  the  respec- 
tive sums  of  money  specified  in  the  tables  and 
schedules  hereinafter  set  out  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  appropriated  for  the  several  departments 
and  for  the  objects  and  purposes  hereinafter  stated. 

Ordered,  That  the  appropriations  hereinafter 
specified  be  met  out  of  the  money  remaining  in  the 
treasury  at  the  close  of  business  on  December  31, 
1926,  exclusive  of  the  money  raised  by  loan  or 
needed  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of  any 
statute,  gift,  trust  or  special  appropriation,  and  by 
the  income  of  the  financial  year  beginning  January 
1,  1927,  and  taxes  to  the  amount  of  $3,464,763.48 
and  that  said  amount  be  raised  by  taxation  on  the 
polls  and  estates  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Ordered,  That  all  sums  of  money  which  form 
no  part  of  the  income  of  the  city,  but  shall  be  paid 
for  services  rendered  or  work  done  by  any  depart- 
ment or  division  for  any  other  department  or 
division,  or  for  any  person  or  corporation  other 
than  the  City  of  Boston,  be  paid  into  the  general 
treasury,  and  that  all  contributions  made  to  any 
appropriation  be  expended  for  the  objects  and 
purposes  directed  by  the  several  contributors 
thereof. 

Ordered,  That  all  taxes  raised  to  meet  the 
appropriations  of  the  city  and  county  and  all  taxes 
assessed  for  meeting  the  city's  proportion  of  the 
state  tax  for  the  year  1927,  be  due  and  payable  on 
the  fifteenth  day  of  September,  1927;  that  interest 
shall  be  charged  on  all  taxes  remaining  unpaid 
after  the  second  day  of  October,  1927,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  chapter  59,  section  57,  of  the 
General  Laws,  until  paid,  exc.ept  the  taxes  assessed 
upon  shares  of  national  banks,  which  shall  bear 
interest  at  the  rate  of  12  per  cent  per  annum  from 
the  fifteenth  day  of  September,  1927,  until  paid; 
and  that  all  interest  which  shall  have  become  due 
on  taxes  shall  be  added  to  and  be  part  of  such 
taxes. 

Ordered,  That  except  as  the  appropriation  for 
any  purpose  or  item  shall  be  increased  by  additional 
appropriations  or  transfers  lawfully  made,  no 
money  shall  be  expended  by  any  department  for 
any  of  the  purposes  or  items  designated  in  the 
tables  and  schedules  hereinafter  set  out  in  excess 
of  the  amount  set  down  as  appropriated  for  such 
specific  purposes  or  item;  and  except  as  aforesaid, 
no  salary  or  wages  shall  be  paid  in  excess  of  the 
rate  specified  in  said  tables  and  schedules.

The  question  came  on  the  acceptance  of  the 
report  and  the  adoption  of  the  orders. 

Coun.  PARKMAN— Mr.  President,  In  sub- 
mitting this  report  of  the  work  of  the  Committee 
on  Appropriations  in  studying  the  budget  esti- 
mates of  the  County  of  Suffolk  for  the  year  1927, 
and  with  it  the  accompanying  appropriation  order 
the  committee  thinks  it  worth  while  to  dispel  once 
more  the  currently  accepted  illusion  that  the  city 
officials  and  the  Council  have  no  power  in  passing 
upon  the  estimates  and  in  making  the  appropria- 
tions, and  that  consequently  they  have  no  duty 
to  perform  other  than  to  pass  the  budget  as  sub- 
mitted without  consideration  and  without  change. 
It  is  commonly  stated  in  connection  With  the 
county  budget,  in  a  very  general  and  all-inclusive 
way,  that  "the  expenditures  are  all  fixed  by 
statute"  or  that  "the  City  Treasurer  must  provide 
the  money  anyway  upon  the  voucher  of  the  county 
officer";  both  of  these  statements  are  true  only 
in  a  very  limited  degree  and  neither  goes  to  the 
root  of  the  principle  of  appropriating  upon  a  budget 
plan,  which  is  that  money  shall  be  raised  by  taxa- 
tion only  to  the  extent  of  the  necessary  require- 
ments of  government  and  administration,  as 
determined  in  advance.  It  is  true  that  a  certain 
number  of  positions  and  the  salaries  attached  to 
them  are  fixed  by  statute  and  as  to  these  neither 
the  Mayor  nor  the  Council  has  any  power  of 
change.  But  the  personal  service  schedule,  Sched- 
ule A,  is  only  a  part  of  the  entire  expense  of  ad- 
ministration,  and  of  that  schedule   a  very  large 


number  of  salaries  are  under  the  control  of  the 
Mayor.  That  this  is  so  has  been  determined  in 
the  courts  and  the  authority  of  the  Mayor  is  now 
admitted.  In  our  opinion  the  argument  that 
"the  money  must  be  provided  anyway  and  there- 
fore there  is  nothing  to  be  gained  in  considering 
the  budget  estimates"  does  not  meet  the  question 
which  may  be  stated  as  follows:  "How  much 
money  is  going  to  be  needed,  and  therefore  must 
be  raised  by  taxation,  for  the  necessary  expenses 
of  the  year,  and  how  is  it  to  be  divided?"  If  more 
money  is  asked  for  than  is  going  to  be  used,  and 
the  appropriating  body  appropriates  the  full 
amount,  then  it  is  acting  to  impose  a  needlessly 
heavy  burden  upon  the  taxpayer.  We  are  dealing 
not  with  mere  theoretical  figures  but  with  figures 
that,  nil)  be  translated  later  on  into  terms  of  the 
tax  rate.  Furthermore,  there  is  the  authority  of 
the  city  charter  which  provides  in  section  3  that 
"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  and  county  officials, 
when  requested  by  the  Mayor,  to  submit  forthwith 
in  such  detail  as  he  may  require  estimates  for  the 
next  fiscal  year  of  the  expenditures  of  the  depart- 
ment or  office  under  their  charge,  which  estimates 
shall  be  transmitted  to  the  City  Council."  With 
these  considerations  in  mind  the  committee  entered 
upon  its  duties.  His  honor  the  Mayor  submitted 
the  budget  to  the  Council  on  February  14,  1927, 
with  the  statement  that  he  was  departing  from 
the  policy  of  deferring  the  submission  of  the  county 
budget  until  the  city  budget  was  ready  "in  order 
that  the  Council  may  have  ample  time  to  study 
the  estimates  and  allowances."  Hearings  began 
at  1  p.  m.  on  March  1,  and  were  continued  on 
March  2,  3  and  8  until  almost  all  the  various 
department  heads  of  Suffolk  County  had  appeared 
before  the  committee,  and  their  budget  estimates 
and  allowances  examined.  This  included  the 
sheriff,  the  justices  or  clerks  of  all  the  courts  in- 
cluding the  district  courts  and  excepting  only  the 
Municipal  Court,  the  Medical  Examiners,  Register 
of  Deeds,  and  the  Commissioner  of  Penal  Insti- 
tutions. In  view  of  the  delay  attendant  upon  the 
passage  of  the  tax  limit  bill  by  the  Legislature  it 
has  seemed  advisable  to  report  the  accompanying 
Appropriation  Bill  for  the  County  of  Suffolk 
separately  in  order  to  enable  the  auditor  to  set 
up  the  necessary  expense  control  in  his  books  and 
to  assist  and  facilitate  the  financial  operations 
of  the  city. 

Commenting  generally  upon  the  bill,  the  total 
as  submitted  in  the  budget  estimates  (not  including 
county  debt  requirements),  was  $3,543,635.32;  as 
allowed  bv  the  Mayor  $3,374,053.81;  and  as  now 
reported  by  the  committee  $3,346,057.98.  The 
reductions  made  by  the  Mayor  totaled  $169,581.51, 
and  the  further  reductions  made  by  your  com- 
mittee, $27,995.83.  The  bill  as  reported  herewith 
represents  a  reduction  of  5\  per  cent,  or  in  terms 
of  tax  rate,  about  11  cents  on  an  equivalent  of  $2 
of  the  tax  rate,  as  compared  with  the  estimates 
originally  submitted.  The  total  amount  as  re- 
ported, namely  $3,346,057.98,  is  $99,260.10  less 
than  the  total  appropriated  last  year  and,  including 
the  progressive  reduction  in  the  requirements  for 
county  debt,  $106,670.11.  This  reduction  is 
accounted  for  partly  by  the  fact  that  there  were 
certain  unusual  expenses  last  year  that  did  not 
recur  this  year  (for  example  in  the  Probate  Court 
the  binding  and  printing  of  indices,  $11,000,  the 
furnishing  of  the  Dorchester  and  Brighton  court- 
houses, $25,000,  and  the  building  of  a  bulkhead 
wall  at  Deer  Island,  $15,000),  and  very  largely  by 
the  apparently  more  efficient  operation  of  some 
of  the  large  departments,  and  has  been  effected 
in  the  face  of  an  increase  in  Schedule  A  of  about 
$30,000.  A  table  of  the  increases  and  reductions 
in  the  various  departments  follows:

Coun.  PARKMAN— Mr.  President,  I  will  not 
take  the  time  of  the  Council  to  read  this  table  in 
detail,  but  will  simply  at  this  time  call  attention 
to  the  largest  changes.  In  Suffolk  County  Court- 
house, Custodian,  there  was  an  increase  of  $10,- 
825.25,  largely  due  to  salary  overlay,  the  full 
effect  of  general  salary  increases  made  last  year 
coming  into  operation  this  year,  and  in  addition 
to  that  two  new  positions  at  the  courthouse,  a 
fireman  and  a  janitor.  In  County  Buildings 
there  is  a  decrease  of  $21,692.82.  This  is  entirely 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  the  Dorchester  and 
Brighton  appropriation  was  made  last  year  and 
does  not  recur  this  year.  There  was  a  reduction 
in  the  jail  of  $3,542.08;  $2,000  of  that  represents 
a  more  favorable  method  of  purchasing  coal,  and 
the  balance  is  due  to  the  death  of  two  pensioners 
in  Item  F-7.  The  item  for  Superior  Court,  Civil 
Session,  General  Expenses,  was  reduced  as  com- 
pared with  last  year  $21,550.  That  decrease  is 
almost  entirely  due  to  a  saving  in  jurors.  The 
Chief  Justice  of  the  Superior  Civil  Court  has 
co-operated  to  such  an  extent  that,  through  more 
efficient  operation,  there  will  be  a  saving  of  $15,000 
in  that  item.  The  item  for  Superior  Court,  Civil 
Session,  Clerk's  Office,  has  been  increased  by 
$4,837.61.  That  increase  is  due  entirely  to  salary 
increases  to  clerks  not  provided  for  last  year, 
those  getting  between  $1,500  and  $2,100.  In  the 
Superior  Court,  Criminal  Session,  there  is  a  reduc- 
tion of  $57,520.19.  I  will  refer  to  this  more  in 
detail  later  on,  at  this  time  simply  saying  that 
a  reduction  of  $20,000,  was  made  in  Items  B-34 
and  35,  covering  Jurors,  Fees,  Service  of  Venires, 
etc,  making  a  reduction  of  $40,000,  as  compared 
with  last  year;  $5,000  in  traveling  expenses  and 
$1,000  in  the  clerks  pro  tern,  and  in  a  vacancy 
of  one  interpreter.  In  the  Probate  Court,  there 
is  a  decrease  of  $12,975.  That  is  accounted  for 
largely  by  the  fact  that  the  printing  of  indexes, 
$11,000,  does  not  occur  this  year,  and  in  addition 
there  is  a  reduction  of  $500  in  the  item  for  fees 
and  service  of  venires.  In  the  Municipal  Court 
there  is  an  increase  of  $6,186.32,  accounted  for 
by  the  addition  of  extra  clerical  assistance.  In 
the  Municipal  Court  of  the  Roxbury  District 
there  is  an  increase  of  $1,925,  accounted  for  by 
the  extra  clerical  assistance  made  necessary  by 
increased  business.  In  Municipal  Court,  Brighton 
District,  the  increase  of  $1,799.60  is  made  up  of 
an  allowance  of  $700  for  new  books  and  the  new 
position  of  assistant  probation  officer.  In  the 
District  Court  of  Chelsea,  a  reduction  of  $1,407.25 
is  the  result  of  two  vacancies.  The  increase  for 
Registry  of  Deeds,  $2,543.32,  is  due  to  increased 
salaries.  Coming  down  to  the  Penal  Institutions 
Department,  the  House  of  Correction  item  shows 
a  decrease  of  practically  $10,000,  due  to  the  fact 
that  certain  seawall  work  is  not  required  this 
year;  and  the  increase  in  the  item  of  steamer 
"  Michael  J.  Perkins,"  $3,107.50,  is  for  repairs  in 
connection  with  guard  rail,  and  for  increase  in 
salaries  of  men  on  the  vessel.  It  is  worthy  of  re- 
mark that  the  county  pay  roll  amounted  to  up- 


wards of  $1,934,000  out  of  the  total  of  $3,346,000, 
or  about  58  per  cent,  leaving  only  about  $1,412,000 
for  the  other  budget  schedules.  Considering  the 
increase  of  $30,000  in  salaries  together  with  the 
net  reduction  of  $106,000,  there  has  obviously 
been  a  reduction  in  the  other  schedules  of  $136,000, 
or  almost  10  per  cent.  The  most  marked  reduc- 
tion occurs  in  the  appropriation  for  the  Superior 
Court,  Criminal  Session.  For  making  this  possible, 
credit  is  almost  entirely  due  to  the  District  At- 
torney's office.  Its  expeditious  and  efficient 
handling  of  the  large  volume  of  business  and  the 
great  number  of  cases  which  pass  through  the 
office  enabled  the  committee  to  reduce  still  fur- 
ther the  Mayor's  allowances  for  the  Items  B-34 
and  B-35,  so  that  the  amount  apppropriated  this 
year  for  B-34,  Jurors,  is  $150,000  as  against 
$175,000  last  year,  and  the  amount  appropriated 
for  B-35,  Fees,  Service  of  Venires,  etc.,  is  $70,000 
as  against  $85,000  last  year,  a  clear  saving  of 
$40,000.  Before  making  this  reduction  the 
committee  carefully  checked  the  figures  given 
by  the  District  Attorney  in  a  public  speech  and 
the  actual  three  months'  expenditures  as  reported 
to  the  auditor's  office  and  is  convinced  that  the 
figures  allowed  are  amply  sufficient  to  cover  the 
expenses  chargeable  to  these  items.  Credit  is 
also  due  to  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Superior 
Court,  Civil  Session,  for  his  co-operation  in  agree- 
ing to  keep  the  expenses  for  jurors  down  to  an 
amount  $15,000  less  than  that  appropriated  for 
1926.  Taking  up  the  changes  made  by  the 
Committee  in  detail  they  are  in  order  as  follows: 

County  Buildings. 
In  Schedule  A-l  it  was  found  possible  to  make  a 
reduction  of  $700  on  account  of  the  fact  that  cer- 
tain cleaners  allowed  for  in  the  budget  were  not  to 
be  actually  employed  at  the  Dorchester  Court- 
house until  at  least  April  1.  Item  F-7,  Pensions, 
was  reduced  $850  owing  to  the  death  of  two  pen- 
sioners since  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

Suffolk  County  Jail. 

D-3,  Fuel.  A  reduction  of  $2,000  in  this  item 
was  found  to  be  possible  by  arranging  for  the  pur- 
chase of  coal  by  the  Supply  Department  under  the 
city's  contract. 

F-7,  Pensions,  was  reduced  $1,295.83,  owing  to 
the  death  of  two  pensioners  since  the  first  of  the 
year. 

Superior  Court,  Civil  Session,  General  Expenses. 
Owing  to  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Bellew,  equity 
clerk,  the  salary  of  $5,000  which  he  received  by 
statute  dropped  back  to  $4,500.  A  bill  is  now 
passing  the  Legislature  putting  this  salary  back  at 
$5,000,  effective  June  1.  An  allowance  of  $4,800, 
however,  is  sufficient  to  cover  payment  of  this 
salary  for  the  year,  and  Schedule  A-l  has  accord- 
ingly been  reduced  $200. 
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Superior  Court,  Criminal  Session. 
Schedule  A-l  was  reduced  $600  on  account  of  an 
unfilled  vacancy  in  the  position  of  interpreter  and 
Schedule  A-2  was  reduced  $1,000  in  the  allowance 
for  clerks  pro  tern  on  account  of  the  more  efficient 
expedition  of  criminal  business.  The  reduction  of 
$10,000  in  B-34,  Jurors,  has  already  been  explained 
as  has  also  the  reduction  of  $10,000  in  B-35,  Fees, 
Service  of  Venires,  etc. 

Probate  Court. 

The  allowance  of  $2,000  for  B-35,  Fees,  etc.,  was 
found  to  be  in  excess  of  probable  requirement  and 
was  accordingly  cut  $500. 

No  changes  whatever  were  made  in  the  allow- 
ances for  any  of  the  district  courts  except  the 

District  Court  of  Chelsea. 
Here  it  was  found  that  on  account  of  an  unfilled 
vacancy  in  the  position  of  judge,  there  was  some 
confusion  in  the  method  of  charging  the  salary  of 
the  temporary  judge  and  it  was  found  possible  to 
reduce  Item  A-l  by  $850. 

County  Debt. 
The  debt  requirements  are  a  fixed  quantity 
every  year,  decreasing  automatically  as  debt 
matures  and  is  retired.  The  amount  of  the  re- 
duction this  year  is  $7,410.01,  and  the  total 
amount  required  for  serial  debt,  sinking  fund  and 
interest  is  $118,705.50.  The  foregoing  reductions 
total  $27,995.83.  The  committee's  work  has,  I 
believe,  been  done  painstakingly,  and  the  allow- 
ances examined  with  care.  Thanks  are  due  to  the 
county  officials  for  their  courtesy  and  co-opera- 
tion. It  need  hardly  be  said  that  the  committee 
would  not  be  able  to  report  even  the  reductions 
which  it  has  but  for  the  assistance  of  the  Budget 
Commissioner,  whose  work  is  responsible  in  the 
first  instance  for  the  excellent  condition  in  which 
the  budget  was  prepared  and  submitted.  The 
Committee  on  Appropriations  accordingly  recom- 
mends the  passage  of  the  orders. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  feel, 
because  of  the  publicity  given  last  week  to  the 
item  relative  to  the  District  Attorney's  office,  that 
a  word  should  be  said  about  it.  Everyone  who 
has  listened  to  the  report  of  the  committee  sees 
that  it  is  very  progressive  and  is  one  that  has 
required  a  good  deal  of  thought  on  the  part  of  the 
committee,  but,  having  in  mind  the  position 
particularly  of  members  like  Coun.  Mahoney  and 
Lynch  of  South  Boston,  I  feel  that  an  additional 
word  should  be  said,  because  of  the  misapprehen- 
sion possibly  through  the  city  that  they  had 
allowed  a  cut  in  the  office  of  a  man  who  is  a  friend 
of  all  the  twenty-two  members  here.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  I  would  say  that  both  councilors  from 
South  Boston  communicated  with  the  District 
Attorney's  office,  and  it  is  my  understanding  that 
this  item  as  reported  is  perfectly  agreeable  to  him, 
and  that  the  report  is  entirely  friendly  to  the  Dis- 
trict Attorney.  I  think  we  all  now  realize  that 
after  listening  to  the  report  made  by  the  chairman 
of  the  committee. 

Coun.  MAHONEY— Mr.  President,  being  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  I 
would  like  to  ask  the  chairman  to  read  once  more 
the  sentence  relative  to  the  District  Attorney's 
office. 

Coun.  PARKMAN — Mr.  President,  no  one 
could  deprecate  more  than  I  do  the  misleading 
manner  in  which  the  action  of  the  committee  was 
reported  in  the  press.  As  the  report  states,  and 
it  has  now  gone  into  the  record,  the  credit  for 
making  the  reduction  which  we  were  able  to  make 
on  the  criminal  side  of  the  Superior  Court  is  en- 
tirely due  to  the  District  Attorney's  able  manage- 
ment of  his  office.  I  shall  be  pleased  to  read 
again  the  portion  of  the  report  which  has  reference 
to  the  District  Attorney's  office: 

"The  most  marked  reduction  occurs  in  the 
appropriation  for  the  Superior  Court,  Criminal 
Session.  For  making  this  possible,  credit  is  almost 
entirely  due  to  the  District  Attorney's  office.  Its 
expeditious  and  efficient  handling  of  the  large 
volume  of  business  and-the  great  number  of  cases 
which  pass  through  the  office  enabled  the  com- 
mittee to  reduce  still  further  the  Mayor's  allow- 
ances for  the  items  B-34  and  B-35,  so  that  the 
amount  appropriated  this  year  for  B-34,  Jurors,  is 
$150,000  as  against  $175,000  last  year,  and  the 
amount  appropriated  for  B-35,  Fees,  Service  of 
Venires,  etc.,  is  $70,000  as  against  $85,000  last 
year,  a  clear  saving  of  $40,000." 


Coun.  DOWD-Mr.  President,  may  I  ask  the 
chairman,  through  you,  what  is  the  total  saving 
in  the  budget  of  the  District  Attorney  this  year 
and  last  year? 

Coun.  PARKMAN— It  is  pretty  difficult  to 
•eparate  from  the  items  for  the  Superior  Court 
Criminal  Session,  the  budget  for  the  District 
Attorney's  office,  as  distinguished  from  the  clerks 
and  other  departments.  The  total  reduction  for 
which  the  District  Attorney's  office  is  responsible 
is  probably  in  the  neighborhood  of  about  $60,000. 
The  reduction  of  $1,000  in  clerks  pro  tern  is  also 
a  reflection  of  the  efficiency  of  the  District  At- 
torney's office,  as  is  also  the  reduction  of  $5,000 
in  traveling  expenses,  which  involves  the  sending 
of  men  after  criminals  and  bringing  them  back  to 
this  jurisdiction.     Does  that  answer  the  question? 

Coun.  DOWD— Yes. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  have  a  great 
deal  of  respect  for  the  work  which  the  Committee 
on  Appropriations  has  done  this  year  on  the  budget 
for  Suffolk  County.  It  has  taken  the  several 
items  presented  to  it  and  given  careful,  thoughtful 
consideration  to  them,  and  the  efforts  of  the  com- 
mittee show  what  can  be  accomplished  when  we 
really  get  down  to  brass  tacks  and  put  in  some 
conscientious  work  in  an  effort  to  save  money  for 
the  tax  payers  of  the  City  of  Boston.  The  City 
Council  as  a  whole  is  now  called  upon  to  pass 
upon  an  item  of  $3,300,000  odd.  It  does  not  seem 
to  me  fitting  that  the  City  Council  as  a  whole 
should  allow  it  to  be  said  that  the  members  of 
the  Committee  on  Appropriations  are  the  only 
ones  who  have  given  serious  careful  thought  and 
study  to  the  problem  presented;  and,  frankly, 
while  I  admire  greatly  the  report  which  the  Com- 
mittee on  Appropriations  has  made,  I  do  not 
think  I  should  be  called  upon  to  vote  in  favor  of 
or  against  it  merely  upon  the  reading  of  it,  but 
that  I  should  have  time  to  sit  down,  read  it, 
peruse  it,  and  really  know  what  it  is  that  I  am 
expected  to  vote  upon.  I  move,  therefore,  that 
the  report  be  laid  upon  the  table  for  one  week,  so 
that  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Appropria- 
tions may  be  printed  and  given  to  the  other 
members  of  the  Council  for  their  perusal. 

Coun.  PARKMAN — Mr.  President,  no  one 
would  hesitate  more  than  I  to  seem  to  be  in  the 
position  of  denying  to  any  member  of  this  Council 
the  time  he  thought  necessary  for  consideration  of 
the  budget.  But  the  budget  hearings  before  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations  have  been  open  to 
all  members  of  this  Council.  I  have  had  it  once  or 
twice  thrown  back  at  me  by  the  councilor  from 
Jamaica  Plain  (Coun.  Guild)  that  I  was  not  present 
at  some  meeting  that  occurred  in  regard  to  a 
matter,  when  I  took  occasion  to  question  an  order 
in  which  he  was  interested.  I  now  take  great 
pleasure  in  throwing  the  same  criticism  back  at 
the  councilor  from  Jamaica  Plain,  and  I  would  also 
add  that  I  don't  see  that  anything  is  to  be  gained  by 
delaying  action  upon  this  matter.  The  Committee 
on  Appropriations  is  ready  to  answer  any  question 
that  any  member  of  the  Council  may  put  to  it. 
The  budget  sheets  are  here  before  us.  The 
councilor  from  Jamaica  Plain  can  be  furnished  with 
all  the  budget  sheets,  and  if  it  is  necessary  to  stay 
here  until  midnight,  I  think  we  will  all  be  delighted 
to  do  so,  and  I  shall  endeavor  to  answer  any 
questions  that  may  be  put.  I  don't  see  why  we 
should  not  discuss  this  matter  here  and  now, 
rather  than  put  it  over  for  a  week. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  before  getting 
into  any  exchange  of  courtesies  with  the  learned 
councilor  who  has  just  sat  down,  I  think  he  has 
already  indicated  that  the  City  Council  should  not 
undertake  to  pass  the  budget  with  a  snap  of  the 
fingers,  simply  because  the  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations has  passed  it.  He  states  that  be  is  willing 
to  sit  here  until  midnight  and  discuss  the  matter. 
There  may  be  some  of  us  who  have  other  engage- 
ments between  now  and  midnight,  and  it  is  not 
always  convenient  for  us  to  put  in  that  amount  of 
time,  without  any  notice,  upon  a  matter  coming 
before  us.  Therefore,  without  gainsaying  any- 
thing that  the  previous  speaker  has  said  regarding 
times  that  I  called  him  for  not  appearing  before 
certain  committees,  I  will  simply  say  that  I  did  not 
get  any  invitations  or  any  notices  that  meetings 
of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  were  being 
held,  myself,  and  knew  nothing  about  it  at  the 
time.  So,  while  I  was  absent  from  the  committee 
meetings,  there  was  a  reason  why  I  was  absent.  I 
think,  however,  that  nothing  I  might  say  in  addition 
would  add  any  weight  to  the  fact  that  I  ought  not 
to  be  expected  to  vote  upon  this  until  I  know  some- 
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thing  about  it.  Therefore,  I  press  my  motion  that 
the  matter  be  laid  on  the  table  tor  one  week. 

President  HEFFERNAN—  The  question  is  on 
assignment  of  the  matter  to  the  next  meeting. 

The  motion  to  assign  was  lost  by  a  rising  vote,  2 
to  17. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  similarly  to 
Coun.  Guild  I  received  no  notice  of  the  meetings 
of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  not  myself 
being  a  member,  and  accordingly  was  not  aware  of 
the  days  and  hours  when  those  meetings  were  held. 
As  a  matter  of  interest  I  did  attend  one  meeting, 
and  I  would  now  be  interested  in  rinding  out  how 
many  of  the  members  who  seem  to  be  prepared  to 
vote  for  the  adoption  of  these  orders  today  without 
further  consideration  and  debate  have  attended  the 
meetings  of  the  committee.  I  would  like  to  have 
those  members  who  are  prepared  now  to  vote  in  the 
affirmative  on  this  budget  rise,  those  who  have 
attended  at  least  one  meeting  of  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  question  is  on 
the  acceptance  of  the  report  of  the  committee  and 
the  passage  of  the  orders. 

Coun.  PARKMAN— Mr.  President,  I  would 
simply  like  to  make  a  public  apology  for  my  igno- 
rance of  the  etiquette  of  these  things.  I  had 
supposed  that  councilors  were  chargeable  with 
notice  ot  the  business  of  the  Council,  and  I  have 
never  waited  to  receive  an  engraved  invitation  from 
the  chairman  of  any  committee  before  I  attended  a 
meeting  of  the  committee.  The  notice  of  any 
committee  meeting  is  always  posted  in  the  com- 
mittee room,  where  it  may  be  easily  seen.  In 
future,  I  shall  be  very  glad  to  send  invitations  to  all 
the  councilors  to  attend  meetings  on  the  subject 
of  the  budget. 

Coun.  "WILSON— Mr.  President,  while  Dor- 
chester is  always  willing  and  ready  to  receive 
lessons  in  etiquette  from  the  Back  Bay,  I  still  feel 
that  a  very  important  question  suggests  itself  here, 
as  raised  by  Coun.  Guild's  remarks  and  motion. 
I  do  feel,  as  Coun.  Guild  feels,  that  such  councilors 
as  have  not  been  present  at  the  meetings  of  the 
budget  committee,  might  well  and  properly  be 
afforded  an  opportunity  to  read  and  study  the 
very  illuminating,  able  and  scholarly  report  pre- 
sented by  the  chairman  of  the  committee,  so  that 
all  the  members  might  at  least  be  able  to  say  that 
they  had  been  afforded  an  opportunity  to  consider 
and  digest  the  work  of  the  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations, and  when  we  have  another  meeting 
would  be  in  a  position  where  they  could  say  that 
they  knew  something  about  the  subject. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  am 
a  member  of  that  committee,  and  I  attended 
practically  every  meeting,  with  the  exception  of 
one,  and  I  want  to  say  that  the  procedure  was  a 
great  deal  different  from  that  carried  out  a  year 
ago.  It  was  carried  out,  in  my  opinion,  this  year 
the  best  I  have  ever  seen  it  carried  out.  Every- 
body was  summoned  here  before  the  committee, 
every  individual  who  had  anything  to  do  with  any 
department  and  who  from  his  connection  with  the 
department  should  come  here.  The  thing  cer- 
tainly seemed  to  be  very  efficiently  handled,  as  far 
as  I  could  see,  when  I  was  present  at  the  meetings. 

Coun.  ARNOLD — Mr.  President,  I  am  in  the 
same  position  that  I  was  last  year,  when  I  was 
following  a  different  chairman.  The  chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Appropriations  last  year  took 
the  same  position  that  the  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Appropriations  has  taken  this  year.  I 
was  with  the  chairman  last  year,  against  those 
who  objected  to  prompt  action,  and  I  am  with  the 
chairman  this  year  as  against  those  who  are  object- 
ing to  action  at  this  meeting. 

Coum.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  not  wishing 
to  drag  this  thing  out  further,  but  having  some 
interest  in  the  chairman  of  the  committee  of  last 
year  (laughter),  I  wish  to  state  that  at  no  meeting 
of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  last  year  was 
there  less  than  a  quorum  present.  At  every 
meeting,  I  believe  five  or  six,  every  member  of  the 
Council  was  invited,  and  at  practically  every 
meeting  a  majority  of  the  Council  were  present. 
While  the  meetings  may  have  been  fewer,  the 
general  interest  in  the  Council  was  greater  last 
year  than  it  has  been  this  year.  I  feel,  therefore, 
strongly,  without  reflection  on  Coun.  Parkman, 
who  I  admit  has  gone  very  carefully  into  the 
matter,  even  more  deeply  than  it  was  gone  into 
last  year,  that  Coun.  Guild's  suggestion  is  not  a 
peculiar  or  unreasonable  one. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  passed, 
yeas  19,  nay  1:

COMPETITIVE  BIDS  ON  FIRE  APPARATUS. 
Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Fire  Commissioner  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  ask  for 
competitive  bids  on  all  fire  apparatus  to  be  pur- 
chased by  the  City  of  Boston. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


COST  OF  FIRE  APPARATUS. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  ascertain  from  the  American-LaFrance  Com- 
pany and  submit  to  the  City  Council  information 
as  to  why  the  city  of  St.  Louis  was  allowed  to 
purchase  five  750-gallon  pumpers  for  its  Fire 
Department  at  a  cost  of  $10,700  each,  while  the 
price  given  the  City  of  Boston  is  20  per  cent  higher. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  this  order  is  in 
line  with  the  effort  of  last  year  to  compel  the  Fire 
Commissioner  to  ask  for  competitive  bids  on  the 
purchase  of  all  fire  apparatus.  To  substantiate 
my  claim  in  reference  to  what  St.  Louis  has  paid, 
1  have  here  a  letter  received  by  me  from  the  St. 
Louis  Globe-Democrat,  in  reply  to  a  letter  of  mine. 
It  says: 

"Mr.    John    F.    Dowd,    City    Councilor,     Boston 
City  Council,  City  Hall,  Boston. 

"Dear  Sir, — The  pumpers  you  asked  about  which 
were  purchased  from  the  American-LaFrance 
concern  by  the  city  of  St.  Louis  cost  $10,700 
apiece.  There  were  five  of  them,  all  750-gallon 
pumpers,  for  which  the  city  paid  a  total  of  $53,000." 

I  wish  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the  President 
and  members  of  the  City  Council  the  fact  that 
the  City  of  Boston  last  year  purchased  the  same 
kind  of  pumpers  from  the  same  concern  and,  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  Elmira,  from  which  place 
they  were  shipped,  is  very  much  nearer  Boston 
than  St.  Louis,  the  City  of  Boston  paid  $13,500 
apiece,  or  an  increase  of  20  per  cent  on  every 
machine  purchased.     This  goes  on: 

"At  that  time  there  were  three  aerial  hook  and 
ladder  trucks  purchased,  but  these  were  obtained 
from  the  Seagrave  Company.  They  cost  the  city 
$45,200,  or  $15,066.50  each." 

The  City  of  Boston  purchased  the  same  appara- 
tus and  paid  $17,500  apiece.  I  believe  if  the  City 
of  Boston  is  going  this  year  to  expend  the  same 
amount  of  money — and  I  have  been  advised  that 
it  is  proposing  to  expend  $140,000  for  new  fire 
apparatus — it  should  be  on  the  basis  of  competi- 
tive bids.  When  they  tell  you  that  they  cannot 
buy  any  other  machines  than  American-LaFrance, 
because  the  machines  are  standardized  in  Boston, 
that  is  a  lot  of  bunk.  We  recently  saw  the  Fire 
Commissioner,  for  the  first  time  in  a  great  many 
years,  break  away  from  the  Buick  Automobile 
Company  and  purchase  Chandler  cars  for  the 
chiefs  of  the  department.  The  same  parts  that 
you  get  from  the  American-LaFrance  can  be 
bought  from  any  of  the  live  different  companies 
selling  such  apparatus.  I  do  not  believe  any  of 
us,  if  we  were  going  to  expend  $100,000  or  $150,000 
of  our  own  money,  would  pass  it  to  the  first  man 
we  met.  The  Seagrave,  Fox,  Stutz,  and  other 
people  are  making  fire  apparatus  which  is  being 
used  in  New  York,  Chicago,  St.  Louis  and  every 
other  large  city  of  the  country,  and  there  is  no  real 
reason  why  the  City  of  Boston  should  not  compel 
its  representative,  the  Fire  Commissioner,  to  ask 
for  public  competitive  bids  in  a  matter  of  this  kind. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  as  I  understand 
the  order  before  us,  it  embodies  a  request  for 
information.  I  assume  that  in  introducing  the 
order  the  gentleman  had  some  useful  purpose  in 
mind  in  securing  the  information.  Apparently, 
from  the  figures  the  gentleman  has  quoted  at 
some  length,  the  information  which  the  gentleman  ■ 
asks  for  is  already  in  his  hands.  So  I  do  not  see 
how  it  can  serve  any  useful  purpose  to  him  to 
secure  it  over  again.  Therefore,  I  see  no  reason 
why  the  Council  should  go  through  the  motions  of 
asking  for  the  information  over  again.  If  some 
useful  purpose  is  to  be  served  by  an  order,  that  is 
one  thing,  but  I  can  see  no  useful  purpose  to  be 
served   by   the   order   which   has   been   presented, 
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under  the  circumstances.  I  am,  therefore,  opposed 
to  its  passage  as  implying  a  duplication  of  effort, 
the  councilor  having  already  secured  the  informa- 
tion which  he  here  asks. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  replying  to 
Coun.  Guild  I  would  simply  say  that  the  informa- 
tion I  have  is  from  the  city  of  St.  Louis,  but  I 
want  to  find  out  now  whether  the  representative 
of  the  American-LaFrance  Company  proposes  to 
charge  the  City  of  Boston  20  per  cent  more  than 
was  charged  the  city  of  St.  Louis  for  similar 
apparatus.  If  we  have  to  pay  on  every  machine 
§1,500  to  82,000  more,  I  think  we  are  entitled  to 
know  it.  If  the  American-LaFrance  Company  is 
deliberately  charging  this  city  that  amount  more 
on  every  machine,  it  is  time  that  the  citizens  of 
Boston  and  the  City  Council  should  know  that 
fact  definitely  and  should  know  where  the  money 
is  going  to. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  in  order  to 
dispel  any  illusion  I  may  be  under,  I  will  ask  the 
clerk  to  read  the  order  again. 

(The  order  was  read.) 

The  order  was  passed,  under  a  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


TEMPORARY  EMPLOYMENT   OF   ONE 
THOUSAND   MEN. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  placing  one  thousand 
men  at  work  temporarily  to  clean  the  streets  and 
alleys  of  the  city. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  in  presenting 
this  order  I  do  so  because  cf  the  fact  that  never 
in  my  short  span  of  life  have  I  seen  the  streets  of 
Boston  in  the  terrible  condition  that  they  are  at 
the  present  time.  To  place  1,000  men  at  work 
for,  say,  a  week,  at  S30  a  week  each,  will  cost 
the  City  of  Boston  only  §30,000,  and  I  certainly 
think,  with  the  situation  we  are  in,  it  is  time  that 
some  real  effort  was  made  not  only  to  clean  the 
streets  but  also  to  remove  the  garbage  and  ashes 
that  have  been  resting  in  the  back  yards  of  the 
people  of  Boston  for  the  last  month  or  two,  and 
in  some  cases  three  months. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  this  morning  the 
Mayor  saw  fit  to  see  a  delegation  in  his  office 
relative  to  the  matter  of  unemployment.  One 
question  that  was  brought  up  was  the  deplorable 
condition  of  the  streets  and  alleys  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  The  necessity  of  placing  to  work  1,000 
men  to  clean  up  the  streets  w7as  impressed  upon 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,"  and  I  believe  Coun.  Dowd's 
order  is  a  very  fitting  one  at  the  present  time. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


SIDEWALK  ON  HOWARD  AVENUE. 
Coun.  McGRATH  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  make  a  sidewalk  along  159  and  161  Howard 
avenue,  Ward  13,  in  front  of  the  estates  bordering 
thereon,  said  sidewalk  to  be  from  3  to  10  inches 
above  the  gutter  adjoining,  to  be  from  5  to  12  feet 
in  width,  and  to  be  built  of  artificial  tone  with 
granite  edgestones,  under  the  provisionsTof  chapter 
196  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1917.

BUIIDING. 


Coun.  McGRATH  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Police  Commissioner  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  consider 


the  advisability  of  transferring  some  branch  of  the 
Police  Department  to  the  old  Station  2  building 
on  City  Hall  avenue. 

Coun.  McGRATH — Mr.  President,  up  to  a 
short  time  ago  we  had  within  a  third  of  a  mile  of 
City  Hall  three  units  of  police.  One  was  in 
Station  2,  next  door,  another  was  the  Bureau  of 
Criminal  Investigation  at  Pemberton  square,  and 
the  third  was  in  Faneuil  Hall,  where  the  traffic 
squad  were  housed.  As  it  stands  today,  the 
nearest  station  to  City  Hall  is  down  Hanover 
street,  a  third  of  a  mile  away,  Station  1.  Station  2 
is  at  the  end  of  Milk  street,  half  a  mile  away,  as 
is  Station  3  at  Joy  street,  and  Station  4  on 
La  Grange  street.  It  does  seem  to  me,  with  a 
city  such  as  we  have,  where  the  great  banking 
interests  are  centered  around  the  top  of  State 
street  and  the  lower  section  of  Court  street,  and 
with  the  natural  activity  there  is  around  City  Hall, 
that  we  should  have  some  unit  of  police  as  a  reserve 
force  here  in  our  downtown  section.  Someone  has 
surely  made  a  mistake  in  taking  entirely  away 
from  this  section  such  reserves  of  the  police  force 
as  we  formerly  had.  Next  door  we  have  the 
station  house,  which  has  been  abandoned,  assessed 
for  approximately  $100,000,  and  lying  idle  now 
for  two  or  three  years.  I  believe  there  have  been 
attempts  to  auction  it  twice,  and  they  have  failed. 
It  is  a  peculiar  piece  of  property,  on  a  back  street, 
which  in  some  way  does  not  seem  to  appeal  to 
possible  purchasers,  and  I  understand  that 
depositors  under  a  tentative  sale  have  twice  sur- 
rendered the  deposits  that  they  have  put  up  for 
the  purchase.  Where  we  have  a  building  here 
next  door  with  a  "For  Sale"  on  it  month  after 
month,  I  feel  that  it  hurts  the  little  places  of  busi- 
ness around  the  hall  and  does  not  create  a  proper 
atmosphere  in  what  is  supposed  to  be  the  active 
part  of  the  city,  this  section  around  City  Hall. 
Therefore,  this  order  suggests  itself,  that  we  get  an 
estimate  from  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Build- 
ings, or  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  as  to  how 
much  it  will  cost  to  refit  that  station  house  next 
door,  which  never  should  have  been  abandoned  in 
its  entirety,  and,  furthermore,  to  get  some  opinion 
from  the  Commissioner  of  Police  as  to  whether  it 
would  be  possible,  say,  to  take  the  fifty  men  in  the 
Bureau  of  Criminal  Investigation,  whose  work 
would  naturally  center  down  in  this  section,  and 
place  them  down  here,  sending  that  branch  back 
near  the  heart  of  the  financial  section  of  Boston. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


PROTECTION    AT    ELEVATED    STATIONS. 

Coun.    MAHONEY   offered   the   following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  take  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to 
compel  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  to 
provide  sufficient  protection  for  the  public  at  the 
various  stations  in  the  subways  and  elevated  routes 
by  the  construction  of  railings  or  fences  or  movable 
gates  so  that  accidents  such  as  recently  occurred  at 
the  Broadway  Station  may  be  prevented  hereafter. 

Coun.  MAHONEY — -Air.  President,  my  main 
reason  for  introducing  the  order  is  the  protection 
and  safeguarding  of  those  people  who  daily  pa- 
tronize the  subway  stations,  and  to  prevent  the 
recurrence  of  such  a  catastrophe  as  that  which 
happened  in  the  Broadway  Tunnel  on  Saturday. 
I  ask  a  suspension  of  the  rule  and  the  passage  of 
the  order. 

Ccun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  would  ask  the 
councilor  who  introduced  this  order  what  he  thinks 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  can  do  about  it?  My  under- 
standing is  that  the  operation  of  the  Boston  Ele- 
vated Railway  stations  and  cars  comes  under  the 
control  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Utilities, 
and  I  don't  myself  know  what  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
can  do  about  it.  I  would  be  pleased  to  hear  the 
councilor  state. 

Coun.  MAHONEY— Mr.  President,  if  I  have 
been  correctly  informed,  his  Honor  the  Mayor  can 
ask  the  Elevated  to  take  such  action. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


EXPENSES  OF  SUFFOLK  COUNTY  APPOR- 
TIONMENT COMMISSIONERS. 
Coun.  ICEENE  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  City  Ccuncil  of  Boston  hereby 

favors  the  enactment  of  legislation  authorizing  the 
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city  to  pay  counsel  fees  and  expenses  for  services 
rendered  for  the  Suffolk  County  Apportionment 
Commissi  oners. 

Coun.  KEENE — Mr.  President,  in  compliance 
with  the  Revised  Laws  as  amended,  at  the  election 
in  1924,  apportionment  commissioners  were  elected 
to  divide  Suffolk  County  into  representative  dis- 
tricts. These  apportionment  commissioners  stood 
in  the  place  of  county  commissioners  in  the  other 
counties.  These  commissioners  met  to  effect  their 
organization  and  thereafter,  in  due  time  and  in  a 
proper  manner,  performed  their  duties  and  sub- 
mitted their  report  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. Thereafter  a  writ  of  mandamus  was 
filed  in  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  for  the  County 
of  Suffolk,  in  which  it  was  alleged  that  the  appor- 
tionment was  illegal  and  not  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Constitution.  Upon  notifica- 
tion of  the  filing  of  this  writ  with  the  clerk  of  the 
court,  it  became  necessary  for  the  said  Board  of 
Apportionment  Commissioners  to  secure  assistance 
of  counsel  to  properly  represent  them  in  the  said 
proceedings.  Application  was  first  made  to  se- 
cure the  services  of  the  Law  Department  of  the 
City  of  Boston  and  a  request  was  made  to  the 
Mayor  of  the  city  with  that  end  in  view.  While 
it  was  agreed  that  the  apportionment  commis- 
sioners in  Suffolk  County  were  elected  to  perform 
duties  which  are  performed  in  every  other  county 
by  county  commissioners,  and  while  it  was  ad- 
mitted that  the  members  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  are  duly  authorized  to  act  as  county  com- 
missioners of  Suffolk  County  in  the  performance 
of  the  duties  usually  appertaining  to  such  office, 
yet  it  was  felt  that  the  Law  Department  of  the 
City  of  Boston  could  not  represent  a  board  of 
commissioners,  created  by  an  act  of  the  Legisla- 
ture to  perform  special  duties  in  the  county,  any 
more  than  could  the  law  departments  of  Chelsea, 
Revere  and  Winthrop.  It  therefore  became  neces- 
sary for  the  apportionment  commissioners  to  re- 
tain the  services  of  special  counsel  to  represent 
them  and  defend  the  action  brought  against  them 
in  their  official  capacity,  in  accordance  with  the 
usual  practice  of  county  commissioners  in  other 
counties  in  like  cases,  as  instanced  by  the  action 
of  the  county  commissioners  of  Essex  in  the  same 
year,  when  the  legality  of  the  apportionment  in 
that  county  was  assailed  in  similar  proceedings. 
The  apportionment  commissioners  are  informed 
that  there  arc  no  funds  of  the  county  available  for 
the  payment  of  services  of  the  counsel  who  were 
retained  to  represent  them  in  the  aforesaid  pro- 
ceedings and  that  it  is  therefore  necessary  to  se- 
cure authorization  for  the  payment  of  the  said 
legal  services  by  act  of  the  Legislature.  The  serv- 
ices included  examination  of  the  proceedings  and 
the  report  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  and  ob- 
taining a  legal  opinion  in  regard  to  the  constitu- 
tionality of  the  action  taken  by  the  commissioners 
in  making  their  report.  The  special  counsel  then 
represented  the  commissioners  in  proceedings  upon 
demurrer  and  answer  in  the  Supreme  Judicial 
Court,  which  resulted  in  the  proceedings  brought 
by  the  petitioner  being  dismissed.  A  report  of 
the  case  was  then  ordered  at  the  request  of  the 
petitioner  for  consideration  by  the  full  bench,  and 
further  proceedings  were  rendered  necessary  in 
connection  with  this  report.  The  report  was 
finally  discharged  after  hearing  upon  motion  filed 
by  the  special  counsel  for  the  apportionment  com- 
missioners because  of  delay  in  prosecuting  the 
report  before  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  for  the 
Commonwealth.  I  would  move  you,  sir,  that 
this  matter  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee, and  I  would  suggest  that  the  City  Messenger 
ask  Mr.  Deland,  the  Corporation  Counsel,  to  ap- 
pear before  us  at  once  in  executive  session,  and  we 
can  then  go  into  details. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  did 
not  thoroughly  hear  the  order  read.  I  under- 
stand that  it  is  proposed  to  go  to  the  Legislature 
to  get  the  necessary  authority  to  pay  this  money? 

Coun.  KEENE — That  was  the  intent,  and  the 
Council  and  the  Mayor  would  have  to  act  on  it 
afterwards.  It  is  proposed  that  an  amount  not 
to   exceed   $1,000  be  authorized. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  judging 
from  what  has  happened  in  connection  with  these 
apportionments  in  the  past,  I  don't  know  but 
what  that  would  be  establishing  a  very  bad 
precedent  here.  These  last  commissioners,  for 
instance,  distinctly  knew  the  law.  The  com- 
mittee of  the  Legislature  laid  out  the  wards  of 
the  city,  dividing  them  as  nearly  equally  as 
possible,    to    give    approximately     11,000    voters 


to  each  ward,  with  the  absolutely  distinct  under- 
standing that  each  ward  w_as  to  have  two  repre- 
sentatives in  the  Legislature.  There  was  very 
little  work  for  this  commission  naturally  to  do, 
because  the  Supreme  Court  had  advised  the  Legis- 
lature that  certain  people  would  be  considered 
as  legal  voters.  But  the  apportionment  com- 
missioners had  the  right  to  count  potential  voters. 
The  law  was  absolutely  clear.  In  the  final  result, 
one  ward,  Brighton,  with  10,000  and  almost 
11,000  voters,  was  given  one  representative, 
while  another  ward  with  a  few  hundred  was  given 
three.  This  commission  knew  at  the  time  what 
its  duty  was.  Ten  years  ago  the  apportionment 
commissioners  were  compelled  to  pay  money 
out  of  their  own  pockets  for  litigation  they  got 
into.  Twice  the  Supreme  Court  told  them  to 
do  thus  and  so,  and  they  did  something  else  and, 
not  having  acceded  to  the  wish  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  they  had  to  pay  their  expenses  out  of  their 
own  pockets.  These  men  here  knew  what  they 
were  about,  and  they  deliberately  did  what  they 
did  do.  No  public  hearings  were  held,  every- 
thing was  done  quietly,  and  they  now  come  in 
here  and  want  to  be  reimbursed  for  money  paid 
to  counsel.  If  we  refuse  to  sanction  this,  we 
will  be  giving  notice  to  future  apportionment 
commissioners  that  when  they  do  not  do  what 
they  are  expected  to  do  under  the  law,  they  can 
pay  their  own  bills.  I  repeat,  these  people  knew 
what  they  were  doing.  It  was  a  clear  open-and- 
shut  case,  each  ward  having  about  so  many  voters 
and  having  so  many  representatives  to  a  ward. 
They  undertook  to  monkey  with  the  thing  and 
do  things  that  they  shouldn't  do,  and  I  don't 
think  we  should  now  give  our  authorization  or 
sanction  to  reimbursement.  They  did  not  give 
a  fair  and  equal  representation  to  the  different 
wards  of  this  city,  Mr.  President,  and  they  were 
clearly  at  fault. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee.

as  to  the  uses  to  which  the  building  is  to  be  put. 
If  it  were  to  be  used  as  a  substation,  it  would  be 
necessary  to  practically  rebuild  same  in  order  to 
put  it  in  condition,  but  if  it  was  merely  to  be 
used  as  a  lockup,  the  same  could  be  made  habit- 
able at  a  cost  of  approximately  S35.000. 

If  it  is  to  be  occupied  at  all  by  prisoners,  the 
cells,  which  are  now  located  in  the  basement, 
would  have  to  be  removed  and  placed  on  the 
first  floor  of  the  building  under  sanitary  conditions 
as  called  for  by  the  present  state  laws.  This 
feature  in  itself  would  entail  considerable  expense, 
but  until  such  time  as  I  know  just  what  uses  the 
building  is  to  be  put  to,  it  would  be  impossible  to 
give  a  more  detailed  statement.

APPROPRIATIONS  FOR  MORTON  STREET 
IMPROVEMENT. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston,  . 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  April  5,  1927. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — Under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
325  of  the  Acts  of  1925  the  city  was  authorized 
to  borrow  $325,000  outside  the  statutory  limit  of 
indebtedness,  provided  that  appropriations  equal 
to  10  per  cent  of  such  loan  should  be  voted  from 
taxes  or  other  sources  of  revenue,  for  the  widening 
of  Morton  street  in  the  Dorchester  district. 
In  1925  $225,000  of  this  loan,  together  with  a  sum 
equal  to  10  per  cent  thereof,  was  appropriated  for 
the  widening  of  this  street  between  Morton  road 
and  Canterbury  street.  In  order  to  complete 
the  project  it  now  becomes  necessary  to  appro- 
priate the  balances  remaining  in  the  authorization. 
I  accordingly  submit  herewith  two  orders,  one 
providing  for  the  appropriation  of  $100,000  out- 
side the  statutory  limit  of  indebtedness  and  the 
other  for  $10,000  to  be  raised  by  taxation.  I 
respectfully  recommend  adoption  of  these  orders 
by  your  honorable  body.

APPROPRIATION   FOR  PUBLIC  WELFARE 
DEPARTMENT. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  April  9,  1927. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — Under  General  Law,  city  depart- 
ments may  expend,  prior  to  the  passage  of  the 
annual  appropriation  bill,  an  amount  not  in  excess 
of  "  one  third  the  entire  amount  appropriated  for 
the  department  for  the  previous  year."  Under 
ordinary  conditions,  the  maintenance  costs  of 
city  departments  for  the  first  four  months  of  the 
financial  year  may  be  financed  in  accordance  with 
this  provision.  This  year,  however,  due  to  the 
heavy  demands  for  aid  and  relief  resulting  from 
commercial  and  industrial  depression  it  appears 
that  the  expenditure  requirements  of  the  Publio 
Welfare  Department  will  exceed  one  third  of  the 
appropriation  for  last  year  before  the  close  of  the 
current  month. 

In  1926  the  appropriations  of  this  department 


totaled  approximately  $1,900,000.  One  third  of 
this  amount  is  approximately  $630,000.  The 
expenditures  of  the  department  for  the  first  three 
months  of  this  financial  year  were  approximately 
$500,000,  or  an  average  montnly  expenditure  in 
excess  of  $160,000.  From  these  figures  it  is  evident 
that  the  balance  of  the  amount  which  the  depart- 
ment may  expend  prior  to  the  passage  of  tne 
budget  will  be  hardly  sufficient  to  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  the  department  for  the  month  of 
April. 

Due  to  the  unusual  confusion  and  misunder- 
standing attendant  upon  the  fixing  of  the  tax  limit 
for  the  current  year  it  will  be  impossible  to  submit 
the  annual  appropriation  bill  before  a  week  from 
today.  It  is  barely  possible  that  a  much  longer 
time  may  elapse. 

The  public  welfare  of  the  city  and  its  citizens  is  of 
paramount  importance.  It  should  not  suffer  be- 
cause of  delay  for  which  the  city  is  not  responsible. 
In  order  that  the  public  welfare  may  not  suffer,  I 
deem  it  advisable  at  this  time  to  submit  a  separate 
appropriation  order  covering  the  relief  items  of  the 
Public  Welfare  Department. 

This  order  provides  for  the  appropriation  of 
$1,730,000,  an  amount  approximately  $70,000  less 
than  was  actually  expended  last  year  for  relief  by 
this  department.  It  is  my  plan,  unless  conditions 
beyond  my  control  stand  in  the  way,  to  include  in 
my  budget  recommendations  of  this  year  an  appro- 
priation permitting  the  employment  of  additional 
visitors  in  the  Public  Welfare  Department.  It  is 
my  sincere  hope  that  through  the  employment  of 
these  additional  people,  it  will  be  possible  to  save 
the  amount  which  is  reflected  in  the  accompanying 
appropriation  order.  I  recommend  that  your 
nonorable  body  give  immediate  attention  to  tnis 
matter  and  respectfully  recommend  passage  of  the 
accompanying  order.

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  if  there  is  no 
objection  from  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations  (Coun.  Parkman),  I  would  move 
you,  sir,  that  this  matter  be  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  so  that  we  can  act  upon  it  this 
afternoon,  as  I  believe  the  need  is  pressing. 

Coun.  PARKMAN— Mr.  President,  I  should 
not  object  at  all  to  immediate  action  if  I  thought 
the  need  were  as  pressing  as  the  councilor  6eems 
to  think,  but  the  message  which  accompanies  the 
order  itself  states  that  the  money  available  might 
not  be  sufficient  for  the  month  of  April.  It  is 
now  only  April  11.  The  Committee  on  Appropria- 
tions can  meet  during  the  week  and  report  this 
bill  back  April  18,  which  will  be  only  just  past  the 
middle  of  the  month.  I  think  the  conditions  in 
the  Public  Welfare  Department,  and  conditions 
concerning  the  relief  of  the  poor  are  worthy  of 
considerable  study,  more  study  than  can  be  given 
today  in  a  hasty  meeting  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, I  would  therefore  prefer  to  see  the  matter 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  with 
the  assurance  that  we  will  meet  on  the  matter  this 
week  and  report  at  the  next  meeting. 

Coun.  DOWD— Mr.  President,  I  do  think  it  is 
important  that  this  matter  should  be  taken  care 
of  immediately.  I  believe  the  Overseers  of  the 
Public  Welfare  should  have  sufficient  money  on 
hand  at  all  times  to  take  care  of  the  poor  of  the 
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city.  If  there  is  no  objection  from  the  chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  I  would  like 
to  see  a  meeting  of  the  committee  this  afternoon, 
so  that  they  could  report  back  the  order  this 
afternoon. 

Coun.  PARKMAN— Mr.  President,  I  do  not 
feel  that  we  could  call  a  hasty  meeting  of  the  com- 
mittee this  afternoon  and  give  to  this  matter  the 
consideration  it  should  have.  I  agree  with  the 
councilor  who  has  just  spoken  that  the  Overseers 
of  the  Public  Welfare  should  at  all  times  have 
money  available  to  meet  the  necessary  needs  of 
the  poor,  but  I  believe  they  have  sufficient  funds 
on  hand  and  will  have  sufficient  funds  on  hand  by 
the  20th  or  25th  of  April.  Therefore,  I  cannot 
see  the  slightest  reason  for  not  holding  a  meeting 
on  the  matter  some  later  day  this  week,  and  re- 
porting the  order  back  next  week.  It  will  only 
require  one  reading;  it  is  not  a  question  of  having 
two  readings  on  the  bill. 

President  HEFFERNAN— Does  Coun.  Dowd 
withdraw  his  motion? 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  understand 
that  there  has  been  some  talk  of  the  Council  tak- 
ing a  recess  over  the  holiday  next  week,  and  that 
would  mean  that  we  would  not  be  able  to  act  upon 
the  matter  for  two  weeks.  I  do  not  believe  there 
is  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations 
or  a  member  of  the  Council  who  questions  a  single 
item  in  this  bill  submitted  by  the  Mayor,  and 
personally  I  feel  that  the  money  should  be  avail- 
able at  the  present  time. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  Chair  will  say 
that  the  councilor  has  not  answered  the  question.

FIRE  MENACE  AT  VICTORY  ROAD  DUMP. 

Coun.  GILBODY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  instruct  the  proper  department  heads  to  take 
the  necessary  steps  to  remove  the  fire  menace  at 
the  so-called  Victoy  road  dump,  and  to  place  this

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  I  have 
introduced  this  order  on  behalf  of  many  citizens 
who  live  in  the  community  immediately  adjacent 
to  the  Victory  road  dump,  and  I  would  also  call 
attention  to  the  fact  that  a  week  ago  last  Sunday  a 
number  of  alarms  of  fire  were  sounded  on  account 
of  fires  at  this  dump.  It  is  not  only  a  menace  in 
that  way,  but  a  menace  because  of  the  fact  that  the 
fire  apparatus  responding  to  alarms  of  fire  at  the 
dump  go  through  communities  that  are  very 
densely  populated,  endangering  the  lives  of  school 
children  and  others,  and  hindering  traffic  at  Fields 
Corner  and  other  important  parts  of  Dorchester. 
I  hope  some  action  will  be  taken  to  rid  the  com- 
munity and  the  people  of  Dorchester  of  this  menace. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  trust  the 
councilor  is  familiar  with  the  fact  that  that  dump 
is  the  dump  that  has  been  operated  by  Mr.  Biggs, 
and  that  Biggs,  who  has  special  privileges  at  the 
hands  of  this  administration,  is  one  who  should 
not  be  trifled  with.  It  is  true  that  I  read  on  the 
front  page  of  the  paper  one  day  of  fire  engines 
on  five  different  occasions  on  that  day  having 
raced  through  Fields  Corner— which  is,  next  to 
Uphams  Corner,  the  most  congested  section  of 
Dorchester — at  great  risk  to  human  life  and  limb. 
But,  of  course,  they  were  responding  to  an  alarm 
of  fire  at  the  dump  that  Biggs  was  operating  with- 
out any  right  from  the  Board  of  Health  or  the  Fire 
Department — although   the  Finance   Commission 
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have  ordered  that  certain  things  be  done  in  refer- 
ence to  the  dump,  and  have  closed  the  dump. 
They  have  also  made  certain  recommendations  in 
regard  to  the  hiring  of  citizens  instead  of  aliens  by 
Mr.  Biggs,  under  his  contract,  although  apparently 
none  of  the  recommendations  except  that  con- 
cerning the  closing  of  the  dump  can  be  carried  out, 
because  Biggs  is  interested.  I  will  say  further, 
that,  although  this  man  enjoys  a  quarter  of  a 
million  dollar  contract  with  the  City  of  Boston, 
not  being  satisfied  with  concessions  he  already 
obtained,  beyond  the  law,  he  has  an  automobile 
of  special  make,  a  very  handsome  car,  that  he 
parks  back  of  the  Hall,  bearing  a  dealer's  number, 
D76J — doing  that  to  avoid  the  payment  to  the 
City  of  Boston  of  $100,  this  man  who  has  this 
quarter  of  a  million  dollars  contract.  Whether  he 
is  working  in  league  with  somebody,  whether  he 
has  protection  from  somebody  or  not,  is  a  very 
interesting  question, — but  be  very  careful  of 
harming  Biggs.  He  is  the  man  who — having  no 
friends  in  the  administration — has  established  a 
gasolene  rilling  station  on  Blue  Hill  avenue,  near 
Mattapan  square,  and  another  one  over  on  Old 
Colony  boulevard,  soon  to  be  used  by  tnousands 
of  people.  But  I  would  advise  the  Assessing 
Department  that  Biggs  is  the  man  who  is  now 
using  that  car  I  have  referred  to,  D76J,  in  the 
way  I  have  stated,  for  over  a  month,  thereby 
thinking  that  he  is  going  to  avoid  this  $100  pay- 
ment, But  don't  harm  Biggs!  While  I  am  in 
absolute  accord  with  the  councilor  from  Dorchester 
because  I  can  appreciate  what  tne  people  of  his 
district  have  been  suffering  from  this  nuisance, 
let  me  warn  him  and  others,  if  they  don't  want  to 
get  in  bad  with,  the  administration,  to  do  nothing 
that  will  harm  Biggs. 

Coun.  GILBODY — Mr.  President,  I  appreciate 
most  heartily  the  remarks  of  the  other  member 
from  Dorchester,  but  I  will  simply  say  that  I 
don't  care,  so  long  as  I  obtain  protection  for  the 
women  and  children  of  my  district,  who  is  hurt. 
The  people  of  my  district  are  my  first  considera- 
tion, and  everything  else  must  stand  aside. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  GILBODY  asked 
permission  to  have  the  following  letters  inserted 
in  the  record:

Dear  Mr.  Councilor,— In  reply  to  your  letter 
asking  me  in  regard  to  the  cost  caused  by  the 
Fire  Department  responding  to  alarms  at  the 
so-called  Victory  road  dump  on  Sunday  and 
Monday  last,  I  would  say  that  it  is  impossible 
for  us  to  give  even  an  approximate  idea  of  the 
cost  of  our  apparatus  responding  to  individual 
alarms,  because  so  much  of  the  expense  of  this 
department  is  irrespective  of  whether  the  appara- 
tus is  responding  to  alarms  or  not,  and  the  fact 
that  the  cost  of  running  the  department  would  be 
practically  the  same,  we  will  say,  if  we  only  had 
to  respond  to  half  as  many  alarms  as  we  do  at 
present. 

I  cannot  answer  your  question  with  even  a 
fair  degree  of  accuracy.

NONRESIDENT  EMPLOYEES. 

Coun.  GUILD  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  is  in 
favor  of  legislation  amending  chapter  31  of  the 
General  Laws,  so  that  section  19  thereof  shall 
read  as  follows: 

"Section  19.  In  all  work  of  any  branch  of  the 
service  of  the  commonwealth  citizens  of  the  com- 
monwealth shall  be  given  preference;  and  in  all 
work  of  any  branch  of  the  service  of  any  city  or 
town  therein,  citizens  of  that  city  or  town  shall 
be  given  preference," 

and  by_adding  after  section  43  thereof  the  follow- 
ing: 

"Section  43A.  Removal  of  domicile  from  the 
commonwealth,  or  from  a  city  or  town  by  which  a 
person  holding  office  or  employment  in  the  classi- 
fied public  service  is  paid,  shall  be  deemed  a  just 
cause  for  removal  from  such  office  or  employment, 
as  provided  in  section  43." 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  ordinarily  I 
should  ask  to  have  this  resolve  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Legislative  Matters.  In  the  present 
instance,  however,  the  domicile  of  employees  of 
the  city  having  been  discussed  at  considerable 
length  already  before  this  body  and  resolutions 
having  been  passed  favoring  the  enforcement  of  a 
rule  requiring  that  employees  of  the  city  shall  be 
domiciled  in  the  city,  I  am  going  to  ask  for  a  sus- 
pension of  the  rule  and  the  passage  of  the  order. 
The  section  of  the  statute  referred  to  in  this  re- 
solve— section  19  of  chapter  31  of  the  General 
Laws — as  it  now  stands  provides  for  preference 
only  to  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth.  It  reads 
as  follows: 

"In  all  work  of  any  branch  of  the  service  of  the 
Commonwealth  or  of  any  city  or  town  therein, 
citizens  of  the  Commonwealth  shall  be  given 
preference." 

It  has  occurred  to  me,  and  I  think  will  occur  to 
other  members  of  the  City  Council  as  well,  that 
what  is  good  in  the  service  of  the  Commonwealth 
is  also  good  in  the  service  of  the  City  of  Boston 
and  in  other  cities  and  towns  of  the  Common- 
wealth. If  it  is  desirable  that  employees  in  the 
service  of  the  Commonwealth  be  required  to  be 
residents  of  the  Commonwealth,  it  is  also  desirable 
that  employees  and  officials  of  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  be  required  to  be  residents  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  The  amendment  which  the  resolution 
calls  for,  of  section  19  of  chapter  31  of  the  General 
Laws,  looks  to  that  thing.  The  other  possible 
impediment  which  has  been  brought  to  our  atten- 
tion in  connection  with  change  of  residence  of 
municipal  employees  would  arise  where  an  em- 
ployee moves  his  residence  from  the  city.  That 
question  of  removal  is  now  dealt  with  in  section  43 
of  chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws.  That  section 
deals  with  the  causes  for  removal  of  those  who  are 
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under  the  protection  of  the  civil  service  laws. 
Omitting  some  of  the  words,  it  reads  that: 

"Every  person  holding  office  or  employment  in 
the  classified  public  service  of  the  Commonwealth, 
or  of  any  county,  city  or  town  thereof,  shall  hold 
such  office  or  employment  and  shall  not  be  re- 
moved therefrom.   .     .    .  except  for  just  cause." 

Therefore,  the  suggestion  contained  in  the 
resolve  is  that  an  addition  be  made  to  the  General 
Laws  of  the  state  to  the  effect  that  removal  of 
residence  or  domicile  from  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  be  deemed  a  just  cause  for  removal  from  office 
or  employment  by  the  city.  There  has  been  a 
diversity  of  opinion  in  regard  to  that  particular 
matter.  There  are  those  who  have  held  that, 
inasmuch  a9  the  statutes  are  silent  with  regard  to 
whether  or  not  that  is  a  just  cause,  it  shall  therefore 
be  interpreted  as  meaning  that  it  is  not  a  just  cause. 
There  is  also  the  question  whether  a  city  or  town 
can  pass  an  ordinance  covering  the  question  of 
residence  of  employees  of  the  city  or  town,  in  view 
of  the  silence  of  the  acts  of  the  Legislature  on  the 
subject.  I  myself  feel  that  the  silence  of  the 
Legislature  on  the  subject  does  not  warrant  a 
conclusion  in  either  direction,  and  that  it  is  equally 
as  plausible  to  conclude  that  we  have  the  power 
to  pass  such  an  ordinance  as  that  we  have  not. 
But  the  question  can  be  settled  by  legislation. 
This  matter  having  been  gone  into  thoroughly  by 
the  Committee  on  Unemployment,  who  have 
given  a  great  deal  of  attention  to  the  whole  subject, 
and  it  being  a  subject  matter  with  which  the 
members  of  the  Council  are  thoroughly  familiar, 
I  would  move  at  this  time  a  suspension  of  the  rule 
and  the  passage  of  the  resolution. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  resolution  was 
passed. 


LEGISLATIVE   COUNSEL  FOR   CITY 
COUNCIL. 
Coun.  GUILD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  include  in  the  budget  for  the  current  year  a 
special  appropriation  of  $2,500  to  pay  for  legisla- 
tive counsel  to  represent  the  Boston  City  Council 
before  the  .Massachusetts  Legislature  and  com- 
mittees thereof  on  all  matters  which  the  City 
Council  shall  direct. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  in  the  past  year 
the  Corporation  Counsel  has  represented  the  city 
before  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  and  com- 
mittees of  it,  on  divers  occasions.  The  admini- 
stration has  had  its  special  representative  at  the 
State  House,  representing  the  administration  as 
distinguished  from  the  city  as  a  whole,  at  a  salary, 
I  am  informed  and  believe,  of  $5,000.  There  have 
been  times  when  the  City  Council  has  needed  to  be 
represented  before  committees  of  the  Legislature, 
and  when  members  of  the  Council  have  been  re- 
quired to  appear  in  person  in  order  to  represent 
from  time  to  time  the  ideas  of  the  City  Council  as 
perhaps  distinguished  from  those  of  the  Mayor  or 
other  branches  of  the  administration.  If  it  is 
reasonable  for  the  administration  to  be  represented 
at  the  State  House  on  legislative  matters,  I  think  it 
is  equally  reasonable  that  the  City  Council  should 
be  represented.  The  order  in  question  calls  for 
the  expenditure  of  but  half  the  amount  which,  I 
am  informed,  has  been  expended  this  year  by  the 
Mayor's  office  in  connection  with  such  representa- 
tion on  Beacon  Hill. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  if  there  is  no 
objection  on  the  part  of  the  councilor  who  has  just 
taken  his  seat,  may  I  suggest  that  that  order  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislative  Matters? 

Coun.  GUILD — I  do  not  object,  Mr.  President. 

Coun.  GILBODY — Mr.  President,  I  w'ould  make 
the  same  request,  and  would  go  even  farther — 
not  only  having  our  individual  counsel  to  represent 
us  at  the  Legislature,  but  before  committees,  but 
having  counsel,  say  at  a  salary  of  $5,000  a  year, 
who  will  give  to  the  Council  legal  advice  on  all 
matters  that  may  arise  during  the  entire  year, 
We  all  know  that  the  Corporation  Counsel  at  all 
times  will  render  opinions  agreeable  to  the  Mayor 
of  Boston,  regardless  of  who  he  is,  and  I  think  the 
time  has  come  when  we  should  have  counsel  of  our 
own.  I  would  therefore  unite  in  the  request  that 
such  action  be  taken,  except  that  I  believe  that  it 
should  go  further,  increasing  the  salary  to  $5,000  a 
year  and  having  counsel  who  will  advise  the  City 
Council  365  days  in  the  year,  and  I  also  feel  that 
the  matter  should  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee  at  the  present  time. 


Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  am  not  certain 
that  I  would  go  as  far  as  Coun.  Gilbody  suggests 
at  the  present  time  in  his  suggested  amendment . 
I  do  feel  that  for  the  present  the  order  as  originally 
drawn  should  be  sufficient,  taking  care  of  the 
question  of  legislative  counsel  for  the  few  months 
of  the  year  in  which  he  would  be  obliged  to  serve. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Well,  Mr.  President,  I  will 
say  that  I  am  not  really  opposing  the  order  as 
originally  introduced.  I  am  perhaps  simply 
indulging  in  a  little  political  chicanery  in  the 
remarks  I  have  made  for  the  record  at  this  parti- 
cular time. 

Coun.  GUILD — Air.  President,  I  have  no 
objection  of  reference  of  the  order  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee.

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President,  I  would  move 
that  the  papers  relating  to  the  soap  factory  in 
Charlestown,  which  have  been  placed  on  file,  be 
taken  from  the  files  and  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee.

Institutions  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  allow  no  one  who  holds  any  public 
office,  or  who  is  a  candidate  for  any  public  office,  to 
have  the  direction  of  any  of  the  outings  provided 
for  under  the  provisions  of  the  Randidge  Fund. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  my  motive  in 
presenting  this  order  is  that  recently  the  money 
provided  through  the  Randidge  Fund  for  outings 
for  children  who  are  being  taken  care  of  by  chari- 
table organizations  in  the  City  of  Boston  have  been 
turned  over  to  men  in  public  office  and  men 
running  for  public  office,  who  have  made  a  com- 
mercial proposition  out  of  the  same.  I  have  in 
mind  several  men.  I  must  say,  giving  due  credit 
to  members  of  the  Boston  City  Council,  that  not 
one  member  of  the  Council  has  undertaken  to 
exploit  this  fund,  despite  the  fact  that  there  have 
been  men  running  for  office  who  have  taken 
advantage  of  the  political  opportunities  afforded  by 
the  fund,  inviting  anywhere  from  ten  to  fifty  of 
their  own  personal  friends,  men  and  women,  to  the 
island  on  such  occasions,  and  thereby  diverting 
from  the  children  food  and  ice  cream  to  which 
they  were  entitled.  That  has  not  been  true  of 
members  of  this  Council,  and  I  feel  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Boston  City  Council  do  not  desire  to 
derive  any  political  plunder  from  money  set  aside 
for  the  entertainment  of  the  poor  children,  through 
the  so-called  Randidge  Fund. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  if  there 
is  no  objection,  I  would  like  to  have  the  matter 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  Mr. 
Chapman  called  before  us.  He  has  charge  of  the 
matter,  and  let  us  find  out  how  it  stands. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


REPAYING   OF   I   STREET. 

Coun.  MAHOXEY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  provide  for  the  repaving  of  I  street,  South 
Boston,  between  First  and  East  Sixth  streets, 
with  smooth  paving.

NURSES  AT  BOSTON  CITY  HOSPITAL. 

Coun.  FREELEY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Bos- 
ton City  Hospital  be  requested,  through  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  to  provide  for  the  relief  from  duty  for 
sixteen  hours  out  of  twenty-four,  of  nurses  em- 
ployed at  the  Boston  City  Hospital. 

Coun.  FREELEY — Mr.  President,  I  might  say, 
in  presenting  this  order,  that  the  time  has  come,  I 
feel,  when  the  nurses  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital 
should  be  given  some  sort  of  relief.  In  Chicago, 
St.  Louis,  Worcester  and  Springfield,  the  nurses 
work  eight-hour  shifts,  and  I  feel  that  no  one, 
whether  they  be  male  or  female,  is  able  to  continue 
on  in  their  service  unless  some  sort  of  relief  is 
granted  after  eight  hours  on  duty,  and  I  move  you, 
sir,  suspension  of  the  rule  and  passage  of  the  order. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  was  passed. 


HIGH  PRESSURE  SERVICE,  PARKER  HILL. 

Coun.  FREELEY  offered  an  order— That  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  provide  for  high 
pressure  fire  protection  service  in  the  Parker  Hill 
district,  Roxbury,  Ward  10. 

Coun.  FREELEY— Mr.  President,  in  introduc- 
ing this  order,  in  the  past  three  years,  on  Iroquois 
street  and  Pequoit  street,  up  in  the  Parker  Hill 
district,  there  have  been  fifty-five  two-family 
houses  of  wooden  construction  built  there,  assessed 
anywhere  from  $9,000  to  $11,000.  A  year  ago, 
the  Coca-Cola  concern  on  Tremont  street,  handy 
to  the  Mission  Church,  had  a  fire.  The  Fire  De- 
partment got  there  and  they  found  they  had  only 
about  thirty  pounds  of  water  pressure,  and  the 
building  was  practically  demolished.     After  they 
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had  seen  their  mistake,  in  about  three  or  four  weeks, 
they  installed  what  they  called  high  pressure,  and 
I  feel,  for  the  protection  of  the  hospitals  on  Parker 
Hill  and  the  protection  of  the  residents  who  live 
there  on  the  hill,  that  high  pressure  water  should 
be  installed  there,  and  I  move  you,  sir,  suspension 
of  the  rule  and  the  passage  of  the  order. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  was  passed.

MORTON  STREET  BRIDGE. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  and  he 
hereby  is  respectfully  requested  to  advise  the  City 
Council,  through  the  Street  Commissioners  or 
other  proper  department  heads,  what  provision,  if 
any,  has  been  made,  or  is  being  made,  to  provide  for 
suitable  reconstruction  or  widening  of  the  Midland 
Division  railroad  bridge  near  the  Morton  Street 
Station  incidental  to  the  construction  of  the  so- 
called  Morton  street  extension  at  that  point. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  with  Coun. 
Wragg's  able  assistance,  I  want  to  make  the  state- 
ment that,  at  the  present  time,  the  powers  that  be 
are  planning  and  starting  to  construct  an  80-foot 
boulevard,  sweeping  across  Blue  Hill  avenue  and 
the  Dorchester  district,  but  when  this  boulevard, 
80  feet  in  width,  crosses  the  railroad  near  the 
Morton  Street  Station  on  the  Midland  Division,  if 
present  plans  are  carried  out,  the  80-foot  street  will 
narrow  into  practically  a  30-foot  width,  which 
will  be  like  sending  the  traffic  over  that  boulevard 
through  the  waistline  of  an  hour-glass,  and  it  seems 
that  some  real  vision  at  this  time  should  insure 
that  the  traffic  sweeping  down  on  a  boulevard  of 
that  width  will  not  be  stopped  and  the  entire 
purpose  of  the  boulevard  negatived  by  being  forced 
through  such  a  narrow  passageway  at  the  line  of 
the  railroad  station. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  passed. 


OPPOSITION    TO    PUBLIC    CONTROL    OF 

ELEVATED. 
Coun.  DONOVAN  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston  here- 
by opposes  the  extension  of  public  control  of  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company. 

Coun.  DONOVAN — Mr.  President,  my  reason 
for  filing  that  order  at  this  time  is  because  this  bill 
which  is  now  pending  in  the  legislature  is  of  such 
vital  importance  to  the  people  of  Boston.     You 


and  I  know  that,  since  the  inception  of  the  Public 
Control  Bill,  the  trustees  of  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  have,  since  their  inception,  favored  the 
stockholders  or  directors  of  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  to  the  discomfort  of  the  people  of  Boston — 
or  the  car-riding  public  of  Boston.  Today,  if  the 
Governor  of  this  Commonwealth  means  business — 
and  I  have  been  forced  to  admire  the  Governor  for 
his  stand  in  attempting  to  lower  the  rates  on  elec- 
tricity within  the  confines  of  this  Commonwealth — 
if  the  Governor  of  this  Commonwealth  means 
business,  let  him  order  the  trustees  of  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  to  re-establish  service  on  the 
Lexington  street  car  line  in  East  Boston,  on  the  Bay 
View  car  line  in  South  Boston,  and  on  the  car  lines 
in  the  Codman  Hill  section  of  Dorchester,  where  it 
has  discomforted  and  discommoded  some  hundred 
thousand  people,  the  car-riding  public  of  Boston. 
This  will  have  a  tendency,  Mr.  President,  to  clarify 
this  situation.  This  will  have  a  tendency  to  allow 
this  Council  to  stand  on  their  feet  and  assert  them- 
selves, and  it  will  have  a  tendency  to  stop  the 
members  of  the  House  and  Senate  from  passing  the 
buck  to  us  city  councilors.  This  w'ill  have  a  tend- 
ency to  clarify  the  situation.  It  will  put  us  on 
record  as  opposed  to  legislation  which  is  a  menace 
to  public  safety  and  to  public  service.  I  hope  that 
there  will  be  a  suspension  of  the  rule,  and  that  this 
order  will  pass. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  should  favor, 
at  this  time,  a  reference  of  the  matter  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee.  I  understand,  from  the  reading 
of  the  newspapers,  that  this  is  a  matter  which  is 
fraught  with  a  great  many  ramifications.  I,  my- 
self, have  not  had  the  time  to  give  any  considerable 
study  to  it.  I  think  that  Coun.  Donovan  has 
probably  given  it  a  great  deal  of  attention.  I  do 
not  think  that  the  City  Council  should  hastily  pass 
upon  a  matter  of  so  much  importance  as  this.  It 
is  a  matter  that  is  engrossing  the  attention  of  the 
Massachusetts  Legislature,  and  has  for  a  consider- 
able number  of  days.  I  think  that  no  injury  can 
be  worked  if  the  matter  is  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  I  so  move. 

The  question  came  on  suspension  of  the  rule,  and 
the  rule  was  suspended.  The  question  then  came 
upon  the  passage  of  the  order,  and  the  order  was 
passed. 


WIRE   TAPPING   ON   TELEPHONES. 

Coun.  McGRATH  called  up,  under  assignment 
No.  1  on  the  calendar,  viz.: 

1.  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Unemployment 
concerning  wire  tapping  and  listening  in  on 
telephones.     (Document  49.) 

The  question  came  on  the  acceptance  of  the 
report  of  the  committee. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  say  I  moved  that  this  report  be  printed 
as  a  public  document  because  I  felt  from  the 
number  of  letters  and  telephone  calls  I  had  received 
about  it,  that  there  were  a  great  many  subscribers 
in  our  city  who  are  interested,  and  so  on  each 
councilor's  desk,  today,  there  is  a  copy  of  this 
partial  report  of  the  Committee  on  Unemploy- 
ment which  I  think  is  self-explanatory.  Now, 
to  go  back  just  a  little,  let  me  say  that  the  only 
purpose  of  the  original  order  which  I  introduced 
in  the  Council  was  to  ask  the  Mayor,  in  the 
proper  manner,  to  petition,  with  the  City  Council, 
for  the  Legislature  to  admit  a  bill  at  this  time 
striking  out  section  102  which  would  prevent  the 
legalizing  of  the  method  of  the  New  England 
Telephone  Company  in  listening  in  on  telephone 
conversations.  It  was  in  an  attempt  to  give 
protection  to  subscribers  in  this  city  and  state 
that  I  took  this  means  first  of  introducing  the 
order.  Since  that  time,  sir,  I  have  learned  that, 
during  the  entire  investigation  by  our  Law  De- 
partment of  the  increase  in  rates,  that  allowed 
810,000,000  to  be  exacted  from  the  people  of  our 
state,  our  Law  Department  was  listened  in  on 
by  the  New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Company,  and  they  could  anticipate  its  every 
action,  and  one  of  the  members  of  the  Law  De- 
partment with  whom  I  have  spoken  now  sees 
why  they  were  making  a  practically  hopeless 
fight.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Law  Department 
now  and  was  under  the  past  administration,  and 
if  his  Honor  will  refer  to  the  Law  Department 
he  will  find  that  every  single  action  by  this  city, 
which  cost  our  citizens  thousands  of  dollars,  was 
stolen  from  the  people  of  the  city  by  this  com- 
pany who  listened  in  from   30  Federal  street  to 
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everything  that  our  city  was  going  to  do.  And 
so  not  even  the  people  of  the  city,  when  they 
spend  their  money  in  an  honest  effort  to  get  a 
proper  deal  by  this  corporation,  are  protected. 
I  say  now  that,  because  of  the  fact  that  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  has  aligned  himself  on  the  side  of 
the  company,  as  against  subscribers,  because  he 
vetoed  this  order,  which  was  a  simple  one  but 
yet  a  very  necessary  one,  that  our  hands,  so 
far  as  the  Council  is  concerned,  are  tied,  and 
the  only  thing  I  can  say  to  all  the  subscribers 
of  Boston,  especially  to  lawyers  and  doctors 
who  may  have  cases  against  the  telephone  com- 
pany, to  be  careful,  because  they  are  listening 
in  on  your  lines  from  30  Federal  street,  and  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  won't  help  this  Council  in 
preventing  that  very  sneaking  and  nefarious 
practice.  So.  our  hands  are  tied  because  he 
prefera  to  tie  our  hands.  But,  even  though  the 
Council  as  a  whole  may  be  stopped  from  acting 
in  behalf  of  the  people  in  this  matter,  all  of  the 
data  we  have  compiled,  starting  with  the  bill 
in  its  inception  of  the  Legislature,  right  up  to 
the  finish  of  this  report,  which  contains  the  an- 
swer of  the  ohairman  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Utilities,  who,  when  he  says  ' '  to  effectively 
enforce  such  an  order  made  by  this  department 
would  involve  the  employment  of  a  very  great 
number  of  inspectors,"  is  practically  saying, 
"We  can't  do  it,  we  can't  prevent  it," — I  am 
going  to  take  all  the  compiled  data  and  I  am 
going  on  behalf  of  the  people  of  my  district,  at 
least,  and  place  them  in  the  hands  of  his  Excel- 
lency the  Governor,  a  man  who  is  fearless  against 
corporations,  a  man  who  will  wage  the  people's 
fight  against  the  special  privilege  class,  and  I 
am  going  to  ask  the  Governor  of  this  Common- 
wealth to  prevent  the  Mayor  from  stifling  the 
wishes  of  hundreds  of  telephone  subscribers  who 
are  paying  for  protection  and  service  and  not 
getting  it. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  observe  that 
this  document  is  entitled,  "Report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Unemployment."  At  the  time  the 
Committee  on  Unemployment  was  appointed  I 
was  under  the  idea  that  it  had  to  do  with  finding 
out  what  could  be  done  to  alleviate  the  situation 
in  regard  to  unemployment.  Now  I  am  con- 
fronted with  a  report,  rather  elaborate,  in  regard 
to  listening  in  on  telephone  lines,  and  the  nefarious 
condition  that  exists  there,  and,  while  I  am  in- 
clined thoroughly  to  agree  with  what  the  last 
speaker  said  in  regard  to  the  wickedness  of  such  a 
situation,  I  do  not  quite  see  the  connection  with 
the  unemployment  situation  and,  therefore,  sir,  I 
should  like  to  have  him  elucidate  that  point. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  if  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  will  bear  with  me  for  a  moment, 
because  it  will  cause  a  repetition  on  my  part  to 
explain  this,  as  I  have  explained  it,  as  the  records 
will  show,  before.  When  the  order  on  unemploy- 
ment was  introduced  by  Coun.  Green,  a  great 
part  of  the  unemployment  locally  had  been  caused 
by  the  discharge  of  some  4,000  people  by  the  New 
England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  and 
while  we  were  in  committee,  working  on  the 
unemployment  situation  so  far  as  the  New  Eng- 
land Telephone  Company  had  contributed  to  that 
situation,  I  was  advised  by  a  certain  person  that 
my  line  was  being  listened  in  on,  as  well  as  the 
lines  of  other  members  of  the  committee,  one  of 
which  was  your  Honor's,  Mr.  President,  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining,  if  possible,  where  we  were 
getting  our  information  and,  when  I  found  that 
a  committee  appointed  for  any  purpose  was  being 
hampered  by  a  practice  of  the  telephone  company 
in  listening  in  in  order  to  find  out  where  that 
information  came  from,  and  if  they  found  it  was 
from  an  employee  to  discharge  that  employee,  or 
to  threaten  him  with  discharge,  then  I  took  up 
that  phase  of  the  situation  which  had  to  do  with 
a  meeting  of  a  duly  constituted  committee  of  this 
Council.  We  had  a  right  to  be  meeting  there, 
and  they  had  no  right  to  be  listening  in,  and  I 
think  the  history  of  this  thing  proves  that,  although 
the  charges  which  were  made  were  startling,  no 
one,  up  to  this  time,  in  the  employ  of  the  com- 
pany has  denied  it,  and,  although  individuals 
have  been  accused,  no  official  has  denied  it.  I 
felt,  when  we  went  through  with  this  proposition, 
which  was  subsequent  to  the  employment  meet- 
ing, that  we  were  acting  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  committee  in  a  situation  which  had  cropped 
up  and  over  which  we  had  no  control,  and  I  feel 
that  if  it  had  gone  to  this  year's  Legislature,  sec- 


tion 102  would  have  been  stricken  out  and  the 
Governor  would  have  signed  it,  and  it  would  have 
placed  the  New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Company  on  the  same  official  footing  as  any 
other  individual  in  the  city  and  state,  but,  because 
it  is  necessary  by  law  to  petition  through  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council,  I  took  the  duly  author- 
ized course  of  procedure  in  asking  the  Mayor  to 
co-operate,  and  he  refused,  and  that  is  why  in 
this  partial  report  of  the  Committee  on  Unemploy- 
ment the  initiative  taken  by  the  New  England 
Telephone  Company  in  the  matter  has  caused  us 
to  digress,  possibly,  from  the  unemployment 
situation. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted. 


PLAYGROUND  FOR  WEST  END. 
Coun.  FITZGERALD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $150,000  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  appropriated,  to  be  expended  under 
the  direction  of  the  Park  Commission,  for  the

BUDGET    FOR    1927. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mavor,  April  IS,  1927. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  submit  herewith  my  budget 
recommendations  for  the  City  of  Boston  for  the. 
fiscal  year  1927  in  full  segregated  form,  in  substitu- 
tion for  the  lump  sum  recommendations  submitted 
on  January  2S,  1927. 

Last  year  the  statutory  tax  limit  for  general 
municipal  purposes  was  fixed  by  the  Legislature 
at  814  per  thousand.  This  year,  after  an  in- 
tensive survey  and  study  of  the  estimates  sub- 
mitted by  department  heads  and  after  reducing 
these  estimates  by  approximately  32,000,000,  I 
requested  that  the  Legislature  fix  for  this  year  a 
tax  limit  of  S13.50  per  one  thousand  dollars. 
After  a  series  of  hearings  on  my  request,  the 
Legislative  Committee  on  Municipal  Finance 
unanimously  recommended  that  the  tax  limit  for 
this  year  be  fixed  at  S13  per  thousand.  This 
recommendation  is  now  law  and  the  budget  here- 
with submitted  is  based  on  a  tax  limit  of  S13  per 
thousand.  The  reduction  of  50  cents  in  the  limit 
made  by  the  committee  has  made  necessary  a 
further  reduction  in  departmental  estimates  of 
approximately  8900,000,  so  that  the  budget  for 
municipal  purposes  as  here  submitted  represents 
a  total  reduction  of  approximately  S2,900,000 
from  the  original  estimates  submitted  by  depart- 
ment heads. 

In  reducing  departmental  estimates  by  such  a 
large  amount,  it  has  been  necessary  to  curtail,  and 
in  some  cases  eliminate,  services  to  which  the 
citizens  of  this  community  are  reasonably  entitled. 
In  my  opinion,  however,  it  is  wiser  to  follow  this 
policy  than  to  adopt  a  radical  and  unsound  method 
of  financing  which  would  give  an  advantage  but 
for  one  year  and  thereafter  seriously  impair  the 
financial  standing  of  the  city. 

This  budget  is  the  twelfth  of  its  kind  to  be  sub- 
mitted since  the  adoption  of  the  segregated  budget 
plan.  In  point  of  time,  it  is  the  latest  of  the  en- 
tire series  to  be  submitted  to  the  Council,  but  it  is 
submitted  at  the  earliest  moment  possible  under 
the  law  which  is  chapter  243  of  the  Acts  of  1927, 
effective  only  last  Monday. 

LTnder  the  provisions  of  chapter  320  of  the  Acts 
of  1889,  departments  may  spend,  prior  to  the 
passage  of  the  budget,  ' '  one  third  the  entire 
amount  appropriated  for  the  department  for  the 
previous  year."  With  one  third  of  the  year  prac- 
tically over,  many  departments  are  now  at  the 
point  where  their  expenditures  must  cease.  It  is 
therefore  desirable  that  the  budget  receive  imme- 
diate consideration  by  your  honorable  body  and  I 
respectfully  recommend  its  adoption.

Ordered,  That  the  appropriations  for  Water 
Service,  current  expenses  and  the  payment  to  the 
state  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  488  of  the 
Acts  of  1895,  and  acts  in  addition  or  amendment 
thereto,  and  for  the  interest  and  debt  requirements 
or  for  loans  issued  for  water  purposes  be  met  by 
the  income  of  said  works  and  any  excess  over  income 
from  taxes;  that  the  appropriation  for  Printing 
Department  be  met  by  the  department  income  and 
any  excess  over  income  from  taxes;  and  the 
appropriation  for  City  Record  be  met  by  the  in- 
come of  said  publication  and  any  excess  over  in- 
come from  taxes;  that  the  other  appropriations 
hereinafter  specified  be  met  out  of  the  money 
remaining  in  the  treasury  at  the  close  of  business 
on  December  31,  1926,  exclusive  of  the  money 
raised  by  loan  or  needed  to  carry  out  the  require- 
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ments  of  any  statute,  gift,  trust  or  special  appro- 
priation, and  by  the  income  of  the  financial  year 
beginning  January  1,  1927,  and  taxes  to  the  amount 
of  $29,874,523.57  and  that  said  amount  be  raised 
by  taxation  on  the  polls  and  estates  in  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Ordered,  That  all  sums  of  money  which  form 
no  part  of  the  income  of  the  city,  but  shall  be  paid 
for  services  rendered  or  work  done  by  any  depart- 
ment or  division  for  any  other  department  or 
division,  or  for  any  person  or  corporation  other 
than  the  City  of  Boston,  be  paid  into  the  general 
treasury,  and  that  all  contributions  made  to  any 
appropriation  be  expended  for  the  objects  and 
purposes  directed  by  several  contributors  thereof. 

Ordered,  That  all  taxes  raised  to  meet  the  appro- 
priations of  the  city  and  all  taxes  assessed  for 
meeting  the  city's  proportion  of  its  state  tax  for  the 
year  1927,  or  for  any  other  taxes  or  assessments 
payable  to  the  Commonwealth,  be  due  and  payable 
on   the   fifteenth   day   of   September,   1927;     that 


interest  shall  be  charged  on  all  taxes  remaining  un- 
paid after  the  second  day  of  October,  1927,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  59, 
section  57,  of  the  General  Laws,  until  paid,  except 
the  taxes  assessed  upon  shares  of  national  banks, 
which  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  12  per  cent 
per  annum  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  September, 
1927,  until  paid;  and  that  all  interest  which  shall 
have  become  due  on  taxes  shall  be  added  to  and  be 
part  of  such  taxes. 

Ordered,  That  except  as  the  appropriation  for 
any  purpose  or  item  shall  be  increased  by  additional 
appropriations  or  transfers  lawfully  made,  no

This 
is  not  my  idea,  but  the  idea  of  Mr.  Ufford  of  Dor- 
chester, the  one  who  originally  favored  the  Shaw- 
mut  Branch  rapid  transit  plan,  making  Blue  Hill 
avenue  126  feet,  and  other  improvements  in  the 
district.  It  is  his  suggestion  that  while  the  land 
is  available  it  would  be  well  to  take,  when  it  can 
be  obtained  at  a  reasonable  price,  a  piece  which 
will  enable  a  30-foot  widening  at  that  point,  a 
swinging  corner  at  the  corner  of  Washington  street, 
going  towards  Boston,  and  turning  into  Columbia 
road  in  the  direction  of  City  Point. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


DE   LUXE   BUS   SERVICE. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Jitney  Committee  of  the  City 
Council  inquire  into  and  report  to  this  body  with 
reference  to  recent  announcement  of  the  early 
inauguration  of  so-called  "de  luxe  bus  service" 
by  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company, 
between  Coolidge  Corner,  Brookline,  and  Water 
street,  Boston,  and  the  matter  of  a  reported  25 
cent  fare. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  during  1926  I 
was  fortunate  or  unfortunate  enough  to  be  a 
member  of  the  Jitney  Committee  of  this  body, 
and  I  distinctly  remember  at  that  time  that  the 
Jitney  Committee  of  the  City  Council  turned 
down  flatly  a  petition  filed  by  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  Company  which  allowed  a  charge  of  25 
cents  to  our  wealthy  friends  who  live  in  Brookline 
for  the  privilege  of  being  brought  in  de  luxe  buses 
into  the  congested  district  of  Boston.  I  have 
just  read  in  the  papers  the  following,  and  it  may 
or  may  not  be  authentic: 
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"De  luxe  bus  service  soon.  Coolidge  Corner 
to  Water  street  with  four  stops.  Announcement 
was  made  yesterday  by  Manager  Edward  Dana 
of  the  Boston  Elevated  that  de  luxe  bus  service 
will  be  inaugurated  between  Coolidge  Corner, 
Brookline,  and  Washington  and  Water  streets 
within  the  next  few  days,  affording  the  passengers 
a  seventeen-minute  service  from  Brookline  to  the 
business  section  of  downtown.  There  will  be 
four  stops  to  take  on  passengers  in  either  direction, 
and  the  fare  will  be  25  cents." 

I  don't  know,  so  far  as  the  Elevated  is  concerned, 
whether  the  wish  is  father  to  the  thought,  or 
whether  the  petition  is  to  be  put  into  the  City 
Council  at  an  early  date,  or  whether  the  petition 
has  already  slipped  through,  carrying  with  it  the 
25-eent  fare,  unknown  to  the  members  of  this  body. 
But,  so  far  as  I  personally  am  concerned,  I  feel 
very  strongly  that  before  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  Company  is  granted  the  privilege  of 
running  Pullman  cars  or  de  luxe  buses,  with 
cushioned  seats,  tufted  leather  easy  chairs,  beauti- 
fully upholstered,  with  gold  mountings  and  other 
luxuries  for  our  friends  in  Brookline  to  come  into 
the  streets  of  Boston  in  state,  if  they  have  money 
available  it  should  be  spent  in  furnishing  the 
ordinary  working  men  of  Boston  with  more  accom- 
modations in  the  way  of  street  cars,  bad  as  they 
are,  at  10  cents  a  thiow.  It  seems  to  me  this 
newspaper  report  must  be  erroneous,  when  it  says 
that  the  Elevated  management  are  at  the  present 
moment  planning  to  furnish  our  banking  friends 
in  Brookline  with  25-cent  transportation  in  large 
de  luxe  buses  to  the  corner  of  Washington  and 
Water  streets. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Jitneys. 


SIDEWALK,  ON  SHELDON  STREET. 
Coun.  GUILD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public

APPROPRIATION   FOR  PUBLIC   WELFARE 
DEPARTMENT. 

Coun.  PARKMAN,  for  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations,  submitted  report  on  message  of 
Mayor  with  order  (referred  Aprl  11)  appropriating 
$1,730,000  for  Public  Welfare  Department — 
recommending  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  PARKMAN— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  say  just  a  word  on  this  appropriation.  The 
investigation  of  the  committee  disclosed  that  the 
expenditures  under  F-10,  in  the  appropriation  for 
the  Department  of  Public  Welfare,  was  running 
for  the  first  three  months  of  the  year  at  a  rate 
which  would  aggregate  about  $1,200,000  for  the 
full  year.  It  is  possible  that,  as  unemployment 
conditions  improve,  this  amount  may  be  reduced, 
but  there  seems  to  be  no  question  but  what  the 
entire  amount  will  very  likely  be  exceeded.  On 
the  other  hand,  on  the  item  of  appropriation  for 
mothers'  aid,  it  seems  quite  probable  that  there 
will  be  a  balance  at  the  end  of  the  year,  that  the 
expenditures  will  not  quite  equal  the  amount 
appropriated  by  this  order.  However,  taking  the 
two  items  together,  the  committee  felt  that  the 
entire  sum  of  $1,730,000  would  be  used,  and  there- 
fore recommends  that  the  entire  sum  be  appro- 
priated. 

The  Report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  passed, 
yeas  16,  nays  0.

CONNECTING  SCHOOLHOUSES  WITH  CEN- 
TRAL FIRE  ALARM   SYSTEM. 

Coun.  McGRATH  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Fire  Commissioner  and  the 
chairman  of  the  Schoolhouse  Commission  be  re- 
quested to  appear  before  the  Committee  on  Public 
Safety  at  12  m.  on  Wednesday  next,  April  20, 
relative  to  connecting  all  Boston  schoolhouscs 
with  the  central  fire  alarm  system. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  the  first 
order  that  I  introduced  today  was  a  request  that 
the  Fire  Commissioner  and  the  chairman  of  the 
Schoolhouse  Commission  appear  before  the 
Executive  Committee  today  to  answer  a  statement 
that  had  appeared  in  the  Boston  newspapers  with 
regard  to  the  alarms  in  schoolhouses  not  being  con- 
nected with  the  central  fire  alarm  system,  and 
carrying  a  story  that  when  a  teacher  who  rang  in 
an  alarm  for  an  actual  fire  in  her  schoolhouse  the 
children  responded  to  the  fire  drill  alarm  and  filed 
out,  but  that  the  engines  did  not  respond.  Un- 
fortunately we  were  not  able  today  to  com- 
municate with  the  Fire  Commissioner  who,  I 
understand,  has  gone  to  a  distant  part  of  the 
city  on  business,  but  the  chairman  of  the  School- 
house  Commission,  Mr.  Slattery,  put  in  an  ap- 
pearance and  said  that,  so  far  as  that  particular 
instance  was  concerned,  it  was  the  fault  of  the 
school  teacher,  in  that  she  had  not  really  rung  in  the 
alarm,  so  far  as  the  central  station  was  concerned, 
that  as  she  failed  to  close  the  door  there  was  lack 
of  proper  contact  and  therefore  the  engines  did 
not  respond.  He  placed  the  responsibility  in  that 
case  on  the  shoulders  of  the  teacher  rather  than 
the  system.  He  says,  further,  that  every  school- 
house  in  Boston  is  directly  connected  with  the 
central  system,  except  one  schoolhouse  where  the 
alarm  box  is  just  outside  the  door,  but  there  are 
two  systems  of  fire  alarms  in  the  schools,  and  that 
things  are  being  changed  over  so  that  very  soon 
there  will  be  uniform  systems  throughout  the 
schools  of  Boston.  That  will  be  the  case  within  a 
period  of  a  few  weeks.  The  fact  that  the  Fire 
Commissioner  did  not  come  to  our  meeting  made 
it  rather  embarrassing.  Therefore,  I  have  intro- 
duced this  later  order,  calling  a  meeting  of  the 
Committee  on  Public  Safety  on  Wednesday  at 
twelve,  at  which  we  hope  to  have  both  the  Fire 
Commiseioner  and  the  Schoolhouse  Commissioner, 
Schoolhouse  Commissioner  Slattery  having  already 
agreed  to  be  there.  The  Schoolhouse  Commis- 
sioner went  on  record  as  saying  that  the  Fire  Com- 
missioner, as  he  understands,  did  not  give  out 
the  statement  that  purported  to  come  from  him. 
I  was  not  so  much  concerned  with  the  question  of 
whether  he  gave  out  the  statement  as  with  the 
question  of  whether  the  statement  itself  was  true. 
Oftentimes,  there  are  conditions  existing  that 
leak  out  and  that  cause  a  good  deal  of  excitement 
in  the  public  mind;  and  in  this  case  it  was  not  so 
much  the  statement  itself,  purporting  to  come 
from  the  Fire  Commissioner,  as  the  condition 
which  might  exist  that  concerned  me;  because  the 
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Schoolhouse  Commissioner  himself  admitted  that 
there  could  be  no  situation  that  would  seem  so 
horrible  to  parents  throughout  the  city  in  general 
as  one  where  a  school  with  a  number  of  small 
children  would  not  be  connected  with  the  fire 
alarm  system,  particularly  in  cases  where,  as  the 
Boston  Post  says  in  an  editorial,  only  the  raising 
of  a  few  ladders  to  a  second  or  third  story  might 
be  required  to  get  the  children  out.  One  of  the 
reasons  why  I  have  been  so  much  concerned  here 
is  that  when  former  Building  Commissioner 
O'Hearn  was  fire  commissioner  of  Boston,  I  rode 
down  with  him  to  a  fire  in  the  city  of  Peabody,  at 
the  time  of  the  fire  there.  I  was  then  a  member 
of  the  Legislature,  and  I  will  never  forget  the  sight 
that  greeted  my  eyes  at  the  bottom  of  the  stair- 
way of  a  school,  where  there  were  the  charred 
and  huddled  bodies  and  bones  of  a  number  of 
children.  The  lives  of  those  children  would  have 
been  saved  if  the  doors  had  opened  outward 
instead  of  pulling  in.  The  result  was  that  the 
children  became  wedged  in  next  to  the  door,  which 
they  could  not  open  inwards  because  of  the  pres- 
sure of  others  behind  them,  and  a  barrier  was 
thereby  formed  which  prevented  their  getting 
out.  If  the  door  had  swung  out,  those  little 
children  would  have  been  saved,  and  at  that  time 
there  was  an  order  put  through  the  Boston  School 
Board  that  all  such  doors  must  swing  out  towards 
the  street.  So,  as  I  say,  the  awful  possibilities 
of  fire  in  a  school  were  thus  vividly  impressed  upon 
my  mind,  by  a  scene  that  I  have  never  been  able 
to  forget.  It  is  one  of  those  things  that  makes 
one  remember  and  shudder.  I  shall  await  with 
interest  the  coming  of  the  Fire  Commissioner  to 
the  meeting  Wednesday  noon  not  entirely  to  find 
out  whether  he  issued  the  statement  that  pur- 
ported to  come  from  him,  but  to  find  out  whether 
the  conditions  that  have  been  alleged  to  exist  did 
exist.  We  have  the  story  of  the  Schoolhouse 
Commissioner,  but  I  will  not  be  satisfied  until 
the  man  to  whom  the  story  is  attributed  puts  in 
his  appearance,  and  until  we  know  just  what  the 
situation  is. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  cannot  see 
just  what  useful  purpose  is  to  be  served  by  having 
Commissioner  Hultman  take  up  his  time  to  come 
before  a  committee  of  the  Council  Wednesday 
noon,  in  view  of  the  statement  that  has  been  made 
to  us  in  the  Executive  Committee  by  Mr.  Slattery 
this  afternoon.  Schoolhouse  Commissioner  Slat- 
tery stated  that  all  steps  have  been  taken  and  are 
being  taken  as  rapidly  as  possible  to  have  the  fire 
alarm  systems  in  the  schoolhouses  put  on  a  uni- 
form basis  and  made  as  nearly  foolproof  as  can  be 
done.  The  councilor  says  it  is  the  situation  that 
exists  in  which  he  is  interested,  and  I  think  we 
now  know  what  the  situation  is.  We  have  been 
informed  by  the  Schoolhouse  Commissioner  that 
all  steps  that  can  be  taken  are  being  taken  to 
make  the  system  uniform,  and  that  the  story  as  it 
appeared  in  the  newspaper  article  is  not  correct. 
What  actually  occurred  in  the  schoolhouse  ap- 
parently occurred  by  reason  of  uniformity  of 
practice  in  the  schoolhouses,  the  fact,  however, 
being  that  all  schoolhouses  are  more  or  less  con- 
nected with  the  central  fire  system.  If  that  is  the 
situation,  and  I  understand  it  to  he  such,  and  if 
everything  is  now  being  done  and  will  shortly  be 
completed  to  bring  about  complete  uniformity  in 
the  schools  in  this  matter,  I  cannot  see  what  useful 
purpose  is  to  be  served  by  asking  Commissioner 
Hultman  to  come  in  and  threshing  this  all  over 
again . 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  believe  I 
have  been  particularly  temperate  in  my  remarks, 
and  I  have  just  one  word  to  add  in  view  of  what 
has  been  said  by  the  councilor  from  Jamaica  Plain. 
I  believe  if  Mr.  Hultman  made  this  statement,  if 
this  statement  is  true,  and  he  does  not  stand  be- 
hind it,  it  is  up  to  him  to  let  us  know  that  fact.  I 
cannot  imagine  a  more  horrible  situation  that  can 
confront  fathers  and  mothers  in  the  community 
than  to  lead  them  to  think  that  there  is  this 
menacing  situation  in  the  schools  in  which  their 
children  are  housed.  This  is  a  matter  for  which 
the  councilor  from  Jamaica  Plain,  myself  and 
every  other  elected  official  of  the  city  is  responsible, 
because  we  are  sent  here  to  take  care  of  the  physical 
welfare  of  the  children  in  so  far  as  it  may  be  af- 
fected by  lack  of  proper  accommodation?  in  the 
school  buildings.  If  there  are  not  proper  facilities 
and  accommodations,  that  is  certainly  a  matter  in 
which  we  should  interest  ourselves.  If  there  is  a 
man,  Commissioner  of  the  Fire  Department,  here 
who  issues  a  statement  of  that  type  without  any 


authority  or  without  anything  to  back  it  up,  I  for 
one  want  to  know  it,  and  I  want  Commissioner 
Hultman  here  Wednesday  and  I  want  Mr.  Slattery 
here  on  Wednesday,  sitting  face  to  face,  and 
through  them  I  want  every  father  and  every 
mother  in  Boston  to  know  whether  their  children 
are  protected  or  not.  I  can  then  tell  in  fifteen 
minutes  whether  there  was  authority  for  the  issu- 
ance of  the  statement,  whether  the  condition  does 
exist,  whether  it  was  suppressed  in  the  Mayor's 
office  or  somewhere  else.  But  I  am  placing  para- 
mount the  interest  of  the  children  in  the  schools.  I 
want  to  know  primarily  whether  the  conditions  ex- 
ist. I  am  not  playing  polities  or  attempting  to 
get  cheap  publicity.  I  want  to  know  whether  the 
children  in  our  schools  are  properly  protected,  and 
I  will  not  listen  to  one  side  of  an  argument  and  let 
it  go  at  that.  I  am  waiting  for  the  Fire  Commis- 
sioner to  come  before  the  committee  and  tell  us  if 
he  made  the  statement,  or  hear  him  deny  it.  I 
think  that  is  a  perfectly  reasonable  request,  and  I 
insist  that  my  order  be  acted  upon,  sir. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


FINANCE   REPORTS. 

Coun.  GREEN,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  order  (submitted  by  the  Mayor 
and  referred  April  11)  appropriating  $40,000,  to 
be  expended  by  the  trustees  of  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  for  nurses'  home,  furnishing  and  equip- 
ping, and  that  to  meet  said  appropriation  the 
City  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  issue,  from  time 
to  time,  on  the  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or 
certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said 
amount — that  same  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  before  the 
roll  is  called,  may  I  ask  what  relation  that  has 
to  the  proposed  million-dollar  loan? 

Coun.  GREEN— Mr.  President,  for  the  infor- 
mation of  the  gentleman  from  Brighton,  I  will  say 
that  this  is  to  equip  the  nurses'  home  of  the  City 
Hospital,  which  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  about 
the  last  of  July  or  the  first  of  August.  I  will  say, 
by  the  way,  that  it  has  nothing  to  do  with  Long 
Island. 

The  order  was  given  its  first  reading  and  passage, 
yeas  16,  nays  0. 

2.  Report  on  orders  (submitted  by  the  Mayor 
and  referred  April  11)  for  a  loan  of  $100,000,  under 
authority  of  chapter  325  of  the  Acts  of  1925,  to  be 
expended  by  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners 
for  Morton  street  improvement,  and  appropriating 
$10,000  to  be  expended  by  the  Board  of  Street 
Commissioners  for  Morton  street  improvement,  in 
accordance  with  chapter  325  of  the  Acts  of  1925, 
the  amount  so  appropriated  to  be  raised  by  taxa- 
tion on  the  polls  and  estates  in  the  City  of  Boston 
— that  said  orders  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  orders  were 
severally  passed,  yeas  16,  nays  0. 

3.  Report  on  order  (referred  from  last  year) 
for  a  loan  of  $18,000  to  be  expended  by  the  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Buildings  for  construction  of  a 
public  convenience  station  in  Codman  square  on 
land  owned  by  the  city — that  the  same  ought  to 
pass. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  GREEN,  the  order  was 
recommitted  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

4.  Report  on  order  (referred  April  11)  for  a 
loan  of  $150,000  for  the  purchase  of  land  for  play- 
ground purposes  in  the  West  End  section  of 
Ward  3,  recommending  the  passage  of  the  accom- 
panying new  draft: 

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $250,000  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  appropriated,  to  be  expended  under 
the  direction  of  the  Park  Commission,  for  the  pur- 
chase of  land  for  playground  purposes  in  the  West 
End  section  of  Ward  3,  and  that  to  meet  said 
expense  the  City  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  issue, 
from  time  to  time,  upon  the  req,uest  of  the  Mayor, 
bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to 
said  amount. 

The  question  came  on  the  acceptance  of  the 
report  and  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  may  we 
have  that  matter  explained  by  the  chairman  of 
the  committee? 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President,  as  I  under- 
stand it,  the  engineers  of  the  Park  and  Recreation 
Department  went  down  to  the  West  End,  in  this 
particular  section,  and  found  out  that  they  could 
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not  get  anywhere,  as  they  said,  with  an  appro- 
priation of  $150,000.  So  the  man  who  introduced 
the  order,  Coun.  Fitzgerald,  appeared  before  the 
committee  and  stated — and  I  guess  he  was  quot- 
ing the  Park  Commissioner  when  he  did  so — that 
it  would  probably  cost  $2.50,000  to  buy  a  site 
that  would  be  available  for  playground  purposes 
in  that  particular  section  of  the  city.  On  the 
strength  of  that  we  reported  this  order  out. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  information.  Has  that  site  been  picked? 
Where  is  the  proposed  site? 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  don't 
know  where  the  site  will  be.  All  I  know  is  that 
the  people  of  my  district  have  been  clamoring  foi 
a  great  many  years  for  a  playground  for  the 
benefit  of  the  district.  It  is  the  most  congested 
district  in  the  entire  country,  not  excepting  the 
east  side  of  New  York.  There  aie  more  people 
housed  there  within  a  square  mile  than  you  will 
find  in  any  other  section  of  the  country.  We 
have  one  out  of  every  twenty-two  children  of  the 
City  of  Boston  in  that  congested  section.  I 
previously  introduced  the  order  here  asking  for 
$150,000.  The  Mayor  of  Boston,  I  understand, 
requested  the  Park  Commisioner  to  look  over 
the  ground  in  that  section  of  the  city  and  the 
report  was  that  for  $150,000  it  would  be  impossible 
to  find  a  site  for  the  construction  of  a  playground, 
the  report  being  that  they  would  have  to  have 
nearly  $300,000.  I  don't  know  what  the  attitude 
of  the  Mayor  is  to  be  on  this  proposition.  We 
know  that,  throughout  his  term  of  office  he  has 
repeatedly  turned  down  playgrounds  and  munic- 
ipal buildings.  But,  as  we  pay  43  cents  out  of 
every  dollar  of  the  taxation  of  the  city  in  our 
ward,  I  feel  that  the  people  there  should  have 
some  consideraton.  It  may  be  of  interest  to 
you  to  know  that  every  week  some  little  child  is 
run  over  in  our  congested  streets,  because  there 
is  no  place  to  play,  and  is  laid  away  in  the  ceme- 
tery. The  congestion  there  is  something  appal- 
ling. Poor  people  are  housed  there  in  crowded 
quarters,  with  their  families  of  children,  some 
apartments  containing  twelve,  fourteen,  sixteen 
and  eighteen  families.  They  have  no  chance  to 
play.  The  old  Charlesbank  gymnasium  was 
erected  away  back  in  1883.  There  is  a  small 
gymnasium  there,  known  as  the  girls'  gymnasium, 
which  has  in  the  past  afforded  a  place  for  small 
children  to  go.  But  automobile  traffic,  as  you 
know,  has  been  increasing  by  leaps  and  bounds, 
and  it  has  become  impossible  for  little  children 
to  cross  the  streets  with  any  safety  so  that  they 
can  use  the  Charlesbank  Gymnasium.  I  have 
attempted  to  get  the  co-operation  of  the  school 
authorities  so  that  the  children  might  use  the 
school  yards.  But  we  all  know  their  attitude 
upon  that  matter.  I  have  a  letter  stating  that 
the  attendance  at  the  Charlesbank  Gymnasium 
has  dropped  off  considerably  because  parents 
will  not  allow  their  children  to  cross  the  streets. 
Something  should  certainly  be  done.  The  Boston 
Post  took  the  matter  up  editorially.  The  people 
representing  the  settlement  house  work  in  that 
district  are  in  favor  of  the  proposition.  Theie 
is  in  the  district  plenty  of  dilapidated  property 
that  could  well  be  torn  down,  using  the  land  for 
playground  purposes.  The  late  George  Parkman 
died  and  left  to  the  city  millions  for  the  benefit 
of  the  citizens,  and  he  was  interested  during  his 
life  to  a  large  extent  in  property  in  the  West  End. 
What  he  left  to  the  city,  which  is  now  being  used 
throughout  the  city  for  park  and  playground 
betterments,  came  from  that  section.  The  great 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital  has  been  obliged 
to  use  whatever  land  it  could  command  for  hospital 
purposes.  I  simply  trust,  fellow  members,  that 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  will  give  this  matter  his 
most  careful  and  earnest  consideration.  We  have 
no  interest  in  any  site;  we  don't  care  where  any 
playground  may  be  placed,  so  long  as  it  is  well 
situated  for  use.  But,  as  I  say,  that  is  the  most 
congested  part  of  the  city,  and  for  the  benefit  of 
the  children  of  that  locality  something  should  be 
done.  Certainly  the  district  is  entitled  to  some 
consideration.  Not  a  cent  has  been  spent  there 
by  the  City  of  Boston  for  playground  purposes 
since  1883.  The  property  there,  of  course,  is 
assessed  at  a  pretty  high  value,  as  you  well  know, 
and  it  is  within  a  few  minutes  walk  of  the  gieat 
business  district.  I  don't  know  whether  Mr. 
Long  or  the  engineers  are  right  or  not.  My 
idea  is  simply  that  there  should  be  a  playground 
there  for  the  benefit  of  the  children,  and  I  believe 
there  is  no  purpose  for  which  the  money  of  the 


city  can  be  better  expended.  I  do  not  believe 
in  these  gigantic  propositions.  People  have 
waited  on  the  Mayor  in  regard  to  this  matter, 
very  substantial  people,  people  like  Mr.  Lee. 
greatly  interested  in  playground  work  and  settle- 
ment house  work.  The  Peabody  House  down 
there  is  interested  in  this  sort  of  thing,  and  many 
philanthropic  people  have  realized  the  need  of 
work  in  the  interest  of  the  young  people  of  that 
district.  We  have,  ior  instance,  the  example  of 
the  late  James  .].  Storrow,  who  supported,  carried 
on  an  important  enterprise  there  for  the  young 
men  during  his  life,  and  who  has  left  by  his  will 
a  million  dollars  to  be  spent  in  connection  with 
West  End  House.  Along  that  line  a  building 
is  about  to  be  erected  there  containing  a  gym- 
nasium, shower  baths,  and  so  forth,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  members  of  West  End  House.  That, 
however,  only  takes  in  ceitain  elements  in  the 
community.  The  playground  proposition  appeals 
to  everybody,  universally,  irrespective  of  race 
or  creed.  All  are  in  favor  of  the  proposition. 
I  hope  that  we  will  pass  this  and  that  it  will  be 
put  up  to  the  Mayor  tor  his  signature  or  veto. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  I  think  I 
would  be  the  last  member  of  the  Council  to  oppose 
a  playground  in  the  West  End  section  of  the 
city,  so  well  represented  by  the  gentleman  who 
has  just  finished  his  remarks.  I  do  not  believe 
today,  however,  that  I  could  vote  for  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  committee,  and  before  I  get 
through  I  am  going  to  move  that  the  original 
order  be  substituted  for  the  order  reported  by 
the  committee.  Every  member  of  this  Council 
ought  to  be  more  or  less  familiar,  after  sixteen 
months  of  service  here,  with  the  mounting  expenses 
of  government.  I  was  a  little  bit  surprised  when 
I  found  the  relative  situation  of  Boston  and 
other  large  cities  of  the  country  in  respect  to 
matters  of  this  kind,  through  a  new  source  of 
information,  and  a  reliable  one,  I  believe.  It 
goes  into  the  question  of  how  the  big  cities  of  the 
country  are  spending  their  money,  and  I  dis- 
covered with  some  surprise  that  for  recreation 
purposes  in  this  city  we  spend  $3.14  for  each 
person  of  population.  New  York  spends  $1.08 
for  each  person  of  population,  Chicago,  $1.97; 
Philadelphia,  $1.49;  Detroit,  $1.75;  Cleveland, 
59  cents;  St.  Louis,  $1.56;  Baltimore,  $1.27: 
Pittsburgh,  $1;  San  Francisco,  $1.66,  and  Buffalo 
$2.32.  The  expenditures  of  this  city  for  recrea- 
ation  purposes,  as  I  say,  amount  to  $3.14  for  each 
person  of  population.  It  seems  to  me  we  should 
consider  our  situation  very  seriously  in  comparison 
with  what  others  are  doing.  I  am  not  so  proud 
of  Boston — and  I  have  pride  in  Boston — that  I 
feel  that  I  can  really  stand  up  in  the  open  any- 
where else  and  say  that  our  parks  and  play- 
grounds are  better  than  those  in  other  cities. 
They  are  as  good  as  we  can  make  them  with  the 
money  we  spend,  and  in  some  directions  we  are 
spending  too  much.  I  am  going  to  have  more 
to  say  on  that  point  when  we  discuss  the  Park 
Department  appropriation.  What  I  am  saying 
now  may  not  appear  to  bear  much  relation  to 
the  request  presented  to  the  Council  at  this  time 
but  it  does  have  a  relation  just  the  same;  and 
I  simply  wish  to  say  that  the  Park  Department 
comes  in  here  each  year,  this  year  as  in  previous 
years  and  asks  for  lump  sums  of  money,  confers 
with  the  Budget  Commissioner  and  the  members 
of  the  Council,  promises  $1,200,  $2,000,  $5,000, 
$8,000,  to  be  spent  in  different  parks  in  our  local 
communities,  but  really  uses  those  communities 
merely  for  the  purpose  of  getting  a  lump  sum, 
which  it  spends  where  it  wants  to.  An  important 
thing  for  us  to  bear  in  mind  is  that  Boston  is  now 
spending  $3.14  for  each  person  of  population  for 
recreation  purposes,  far  in  excess  of  the  amount 
spent  by  other  cities,  and  it  is  not  certainly  being 
spent  in  a  way  that  makes  us  boastful.  I  will 
now  move,  Mr.  President,  that  the  original  order 
be  substituted  for  the  order  reported  by  the 
committee.  I  will  vote  for  the  original  order, 
but  I  cannot  vote  for  the  larger  amount. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  I  have  listened 
with  a  great  deal  of  interest  to  the  pitiful  plea 
presented  by  the  councilor  from  Ward  3  (Coun. 
Fitzgerald)  and,  although!  I  do  not  disagree  with 
him  as  to  the  advisability  of  having  more  play- 
grounds in  such  a  congested  center  as  the  West 
End,  I  cannot  help  feeling  that  the  information  we 
have  received  up  to  the  present  time  concerning 
the  matter  is  entirely  inadequate  as  a  basis  for  our 
action.  In  the  first  place,  we  don't  know  how 
large  a  playground  is  contemplated  or  what  area  of 
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land  is  available  to  be  purchased  with  the  sum 
that  he  proposes  to  spend  for  it.  In  the  second 
place,  he  is  not  able  to  furnish  us  with  any  pro- 
posed site  for  the  prospective  playground.  I  am 
not  in  favor  of  making  an  appropriation  of  money 
at  large  to  purchase  a  place,  without  regard  to  its 
size  and  without  regard  to  its  location.  I  would 
move  that  the  matter  be  laid  on  the  table  until 
further  information  can  be  obtained. 

The  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  declared 
carried.  Coun.  Fitzgerald  doubted  the  vote  and 
asked  for  a  rising  vote. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  rise  for  in- 
formation. Is  this  one  of  the  orders  which  require 
two  readings  and  a  vote  of  fifteen  in  order  to  be 
passed? 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  Chair  will  state 
that  it  is. 

Coun.  BUSH'S  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was 
lost,  and  the  question  came  on  Coun.  Dowling's 
motion  to  substitute  $150,000  fo  $250,000. 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President,  I  was  going  to 
request  the  Councilor  from  Brighton  to  withdraw 
his  motion,  and  I  would  then  move,  sir,  that  we 
refer  the  matter  back  to  the  committee.  If  that  is 
satisfactory  to  the  councilor  from  Brighton,  we 
can  give  the  matter  more  study  in  the  committee. 
I  would  move  that  the  order  bo  recommitted  to  the 
Committee  on  Finance. 

President  HEFFERNAN — The  question  comes 
on  recommittal  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

Coun.  McGRATH — Mr.  President,  just  a  word 
before  we  vote  on  recommittal.  As  set  forth  on 
page  245  of  the  records  of  the  Council  of  last  year, 
I  introduced  the  following  order: 

"That  the  School  Committee  of  the  City  of 
Boston  be  requested  to  consider  the  advisability 
of  keeping  open  for  play  purposes  the  yards  of  all 
available  schoolhouses,  after  school  hours  until 
sundown,  and  all  day  on  Saturday." 

We  have  a  couple  of  hundred  or  more  of  potential 
community  playgrounds,  which  might  well  open 
their  gates  after  school  hours,  until  eight  o'clock  at 
night,  and  on  Saturdays  and  holidays,  for  the 
recreation  of  the  children  of  the  different  com- 
munities. Later,  as  set  forth,  on  page  328  of  our 
records  of  last  year,  we  received  a  communication 
from  the  School  Committee  on  our  order  relative 
to  the  use  of  schoolyards  for  play  purposes,  stating 
that  at  present  opportunities  could  not  be  extended 
without  securing  an  additional  appropriation  from 
the  Legislature.  All  I  want  to  say  is  this  that,  so 
far  as  an  additional  appropriation  is  concerned,  it 
would  probably  be  a  matter  of-  not  more  than 
$2,000  or  $3,000  to  hire  a  superintendent  to  take 
care  of  the  yards.  I  have  no  question  that  the 
district  of  the  gentleman  from  Ward  3,  on  account 
of  the  increasing  use  of  automobiles,  needs  more 
playground  accommodation  for  small  children. 
But  that  same  situation  confronts  us  in  every 
district,  Mr.  President.  What  is  happening  in 
his  district  is  happening  in  every  district  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  there  are  in  those  districts 
numerous  schoolyards  for  which  enormous  sums  of 
the  citizens'  money  have  been  appropriated,  that 
could  well  be  used  at  times  outside  of  school  hours, 
during  the  ten  weeks  of  vacation  in  the  summer, 
and  on  Saturdays  and  holidays,  for  just  such 
purposes,  providing  healthful  recreation  and  a 
chance  to  play  with  safety  to  the  young  children  of 
our  community.  They  could  thus  be  used  for  the 
very  children  for  whom  they  have  been  established 
and  are  being  maintained.  And  so,  when  we 
speak  of  playgrounds,  I  think  we  ought  to  take 
some  concerted  action  towards  opening  up  the 
school  yards  of  all  the  schools  throughout  the 
City  of  Boston,  in  the  various  communities.  Let 
us  as  councilors  get  together  on  this  matter;  let  us 
petition  next  year's  Legislature,  putting  a  plan 
before  them  and  showing  exactly  what  can  be 
accomplished  in  every  one  of  the  twenty-two 
wards  of  Boston,  simply  by  using  a  little  common- 
sense 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  agree 
with  what  the  councilor  from  Dorchester  has 
stated,  and  I  will  also  say  that  I  have  had  occasion 
to  take  the  same  matter  up  with  the  School  Com- 
mittee. I  have  endeavored  to  have  the  school 
yards  thrown  open;  but  we  all  know  the  position 
that  the  School  Committee  takes.  I  am  perfectly 
willing  that  the  order  should  be  recommitted  to 
the  Committee  on  Finance.  I  am  merely  endeavor- 
ing to  do  my  duty  to  the  people  of  my  district. 
As  far  as  endeavoring  to  select  a  site  is  concerned, 
that  would  certainly  be  a  very  foolish  thing  to  do. 


If  I  should  in  any  way  suggest  where  I  wanted 
a  site  to  be  put,  you  can  all  imagino  the  hue  and 
cry  that  would  go  up,  the  charge  that  the  site  had 
been  selected  and  the  property  bonded,  and  that 
there  was  graft  in  it.  Of  course,  that  is  a  situation 
that  we  always  have  to  face  when  we  are  trying 
to  do  anything  in  public  life.  I  simply  hope  that 
if  the  order  goes  through  a  site  will  ultimately  be 
selected  that  will  be  properly  located  for  the 
benefit  of  the  children  of  the  district.  Of  course, 
we  all  know  that  in  the  past  there  has  been  a 
great  deal  of  money  made  by  the  sale  of  land  for 
schoolhouses,  playgrounds  and  municipal  build- 
ings. Certain  families  have  profited  very  greatly 
from  that  sort  of  thing,  and  there  are  families  in 
this  town  today  whose  fortunes  have  been  largely 
made  by  selling  to  the  city  land  for  schoolhouses 
and  for  public  buildings  and  playgrounds.  We 
know  that  it  was  a  gigantic  steal  to  place  Station 
2  at  the  foot  of  Milk  street,  and  I  could  name  other 
such  cases  in  the  past  twenty  years.  There  have 
been  cases,  for  instance,  where  playgrounds  were 
not  properly  placed,  but  were  simply  selected  so 
that  somebody  could  make  something  out  of 
selling  the  land.  Take  the  Randolph  Street 
Playground;  that  is  hardly  ever  used,  is  idle  most 
of  the  time,  and  the  land  should  be  sold  for  some 
manufacturing  purpose.  It  was  placed,  at  the 
very  end  of  the  district.  Another  playground 
was  laid  out  in  the  South  End  section  a  few  years 
ago,  in  the  wrong  place,  right  alongside  a  church, 
and  is  hardly  used  by  the  people  of  the  district. 
But  here  is  a  section  that  is  absolutely  overcrowded 
with  poor  people,  many  of  them  having  large 
families  of  children,  many  of  the  heads  of  the 
families  .widows  who  are  compelled  to  go  out  and 
scrub  for  a  living,  being  compelled  to  leave  their 
homes  and  go  to  work  in  the  office  buildings  and 
other  buildings  of  this  city  in  the  early  hours  of  the 
morning.  They  don't  want  to  send  their  children 
out  to  homes  and  farms  in  distant  parts  of  the 
state.  They  are  struggling  for  an  existence,  try- 
ing to  keep  their  families  together,  and  they 
would  like  to  have  near  their  homes  a  place  where 
the  children  could  play  safely  and  have  some  room 
to  enjoy  themselves.  I  wonder  how  many  of  you 
read  the  New  York  papers,  so  that  you  are  familiar 
with  the  situation  in  that  town.  I  was  interested 
in  an  article  yesterday  in  the  Suncjay  Globe,  by 
Judge  McQuade,  in  regard  to  the  situation.  He 
has  made  a  study  of  the  subject  for  15  or  20  years, 
and  is  very  much  interested  in  this  playground 
problem.  As  he  states,  you  cannot  expect  a 
judge  who  has  never  been  cold  or  hungry  to  pass 
understandingly  on  the  case  of  a  boy  or  girl  who 
might  steal  a  loaf  of  bread  when  hungry,  and  you 
can  never  expect  anybody  who  has  not  suffered 
from  deprivation  of  one  sort  or  another  to  be  able 
to  realize  what  it  means,  whether  it  be  in  the 
matter  of  food  or  a  proper  opportunity  for  out- 
door recreation.  As  far  as  legislative  bodies  who 
are  acting  upon  such  matters  are  concerned,  those 
men  come  and  go,  and  most  of  them  never  knew 
what  it  was  to  be  poor,  never  knew  what  it  was  to 
be  deprived  of  things  that  children  in  our  thickly 
congested  sections  need,  never  knew  what  it  was 
to  shine  boots,  to  sell  newspapers,  to  toil  and 
sweat  for  an  existence  in  their  younger  days.  I 
plead  for  the  poor  people  of  my  section,  that  they 
may  have  an  opportunity  to  enjoy  some  of  the 
privileges  that  those  in  the  outlying  districts  have 
an  opportunity  to  enjoy.  Do  you  realize  that 
there  are  houses  in  my  district  where  the  people 
can  hardly  see  the  light  of  day,  where  the  gas  is 
turned  on  during  the  daytime  and  burns  away 
into  the  night?  And  do  you  realize  that  much  of 
that  property  is  owned  by  so-called  philanthropists, 
millionaries,  who  never  go  near  the  property 
themselves  but  leave  it  to  agents  who  begrudge 
the  amount  that  should  be  expended  for  repairs 
and  improvements  that  are  greatly  needed?  I 
sincerely  hope  that  the  matter  will  be  recommitted, 
and  that  an  opportunity  will  be  given  to  the  people 
of  the  district  to  have  some  needed  facilities  of 
this  sort.  The  need  is  recognized  and  action  is 
urged  by  Protestant  ministers,  Catholic  priests, 
Jewish  rabbis,  by  all  interested  in  the  welfare  of 
the  young  and  old  people  of  the  district,  and  I 
simply  ask,  in  justice  to  the  district,  that  people 
who  are  so  earnestly  interested  may  be  given  an 
opportunity  to  come  before  the  committee  and  be 
heard,  expressing  their  opinion.  I  realize  that 
many  members  have  left  the  Council.  I  did  not 
realize  that  there  would  be  opposition  to  the 
measure,  or  I  would  have  been  better  prepared  to 
bring  out  arguments  and  facts  that  would  con- 
vince the  members  of  the  justice  of  the  cause  for 
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which  I  plead  here  today.  I  hope,  under  the 
circumstances,  that  the  motion  to  recommit  will 
prevail. 

Coun.  GREEN— Mr.  President,  I  move  you, 
sir,  that  we  proceed  to  a  vote. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  may  I  ask 
the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  through 
you,  sir,  what  arguments  were  presented  to  the 
committee  which  justified  it  in  raising  the  amount 
from  $150,000  to  $250,000?  .   , 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  might 
state  that  there  has  been  an  order  before  the  com- 
mittee that  has  never  been  acted  upon,  asking 
for  $75,000.  I  felt  that  there  might  be  a  play- 
ground established  in  the  most  congested  part 
of  the  district,  around  by  Poplar  and  Chambers 
streets,  at  a  possible  cost  of  $75,000.  But  Mr. 
Long  stated  that  under  no  conditions  would  he 
think  of  spending  that  small  amount  for  such 
a  purpose.  I  believe  that  the  engineer  also  agreed 
with  him.  I  do  not  agree  with  the  engineer  or 
with  Mr.  Long  in  that  matter;  I  think  that  for 
$100,000,  certainly,  we  could  find  a  suitable 
playground  in  that  section.  But,  as  there  is  a 
question  of  doubt,  I  would  like  to  have  the  matter 
recommitted.  I  don't  want  to  have  it  jeopardized. 
Then,  Mr.  Long  and  others  can  be  brought  before 
the  committee,  and  we  can  obtain  information  as 
to  how  t'hat  amount  was  ai rived  at. 

Coun.  GREEN— Mr.  President,  might  I  say, 
for  the  information  of  the  gentleman  from  Brighton 
(Coun.  Dowling)  and  for  my  committee,  that  wc 
accepted  what  we  thought  were  the  suggestions 
of  the  men  best  qualified  as  experts  for  the.  City  of 
Boston,  and  on  the  strength  of  such  reported  out 
this  order.  . 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was  re- 
committed to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 


STUDY   OF  BUDGET   FOR  PARK 

DEPARTMENT. 

Coun.  DONOVAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Finance  Commission  bo  re- 


quested to  furnish  the  City  Council  with  its  study 
of  the  budget  allowances  for  the  Park  Department. 
Coun.  DONOVAN — Mr.  President,  my  reason 
for  introducing  that  order  at  this  time  is  this:  I 
have  never  had  anything  in  common  with  the 
Finance  Commission  during  my  public  career; 
but  in  the  budget  submitted  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mission for  the  benefit  of  the  members  of  the 
Council,  on  page  59  we  have  the  Park  Depart-  ' 
ment,  with  an  itemized  list  of  figures  offered  to 
the  Council  with  practically  no  explanation. 
Last  year  we  understood  that  there  would  be 
$25,000  or  $50,000  available,  that  could  be  utilized 
in  the  different  districts  of  members  of  the  Council, 
and  when  we  petitioned  the  Park  Commission  for 
some  money  for  the  parks  in  our  district,  we  were 
told  that  there  was  no  money  available — until  at 
the  last  of  the  session  last  year  Mr.  Long  came  in 
and  told  us  that  he  had  $50,000  that  he  wanted 
to  spend  in  Fenway  Park.  This  is  a  matter  of  a 
good  deal  of  interest  to  the  members  of  the  Council. 
We  all  have  parks  or  playgrounds  in  our  distiiet 
that  have  been  in  existence  since  1887,  for  which 
money  from  the  Parkman  Fund  can  be  used,  and 
if  the  Finance  Commission  will  send  in  an  itemized 
report  we  may  be  able  to  account  for  the  different 
figures  that  we  see  in  the  budget.  I  hope  the 
order  will  pass. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

Dear  Sir,— Under  date  of  April  3,  1926,  the 
undersigned  were  appointed  by  your  Honor  as 
a  committee  "to  make  a  survey  of  the  personal 
service  rendered  to  the  city."  In  the  months 
which  have  elapsed,  the  committee  has  en- 
deavored in  accordance  with  your  expressed 
wish  to  ascertain  "the  character  and  duties  of 
the  various  positions  in  the  city,"  and  to 
determine  "just  and  equitable  salary  schedules." 
The  committee  has  met  as  a  whole  twenty- 
five  times.  In  addition,  the  subcommittees 
have  given  consideration  to  particular  groups, 
and  independent  investigations  by  individual 
members  have  been  carried  on.  Conferences 
and  consultations  have  been  held  with  the  heads 
of  twenty-five  city  departments,  while  rep- 
resentatives of  over  forty  groups  have  ap- 
peared before  the  general  committee  or  its 
subcommittees. 

As  a  result  of  these  studies  and  investiga- 
tions, the  committee  submits  herewith  a  formal 
report  covering  briefly  personnel  conditions  as 
they  now  exist  in  our  city  and  a  suggested 
plan  for  the  classification  of  employees  and 
standardization   of  salaries.

ELECTION  DEPARTMENT  FEES. 

Coun.    GUILD   offered   the   following: 
Be   it   ordained   by   the   City  Council   of   Boston 
as   follows  : 

Chapter  14  of  the  Revised  Ordniances  of 
1925  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  the 
following  : 

Section  2.  The  election  department  shall, 
after  payment  of  the  fee  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, issue  to  any  registered  voter  of  the 
City  of  Boston  who  applies  therefor  in  per- 
son, a  certificate,  signed  by  one  of  the  board 
of  election  commissioners  and  sealed  with  the 
seal  of  the  department,  stating  the  street  ad- 
dress at  which,  and  the  ward  and  precinct 
m  which  the  applicant  is  registered  as  a 
voter.  Applicants  for  such  certificates  shall 
pay  to  the  City  Collector  a  fee  of  one  dol- 
lar for  each  certificate  to  be  issued  ;  and  the 
election  department  shall  not  issue  any  such 
certificates  except  in  exchange  for  receipts  of 
the  City  Collector  for  the  payment  of  such 
fees. 

Coun.  GUILD— Mr.  President,  in  intro- 
ducing that  ordinance,  I  will  state  that  at  the 
hearings  before  the  Committee  on  Appropria- 
tions held  during  the  past  week,  at  the  time 
when  the  statements  for  the  Election  Depart- 
ment were  being  made  before  the  committee 
in  regard  to  its  budget  for  the  coming  year, 
it  appeared  that  they  issued  through  the  year 
upwards  of  2,500  certificates  to  various  people 
who  applied  for  them,  which  were  used 
principally  by  those  going  into  Canada,  to  have 
in  their  pockets  to  avoid  payment  of  a  $10 
head  tax  on  their  return.  If  those  certificates 
are  valuable  to  the  people  who  go  into  Canada 
for  that  purpose,  it  seems  to  me  that  they 
should  be  valuable  to  the  city  as  a  means  of 
revenue.  I  believe  the  revenue  thus  available 
to  the  city  would  be  upwards  of  $2,000  a 
year.  In  order  to  capitalize  that  possible 
asset  to  the  city,  I  have  introduced  this  or- 
dinance. 

The  ordinance  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on   Ordinances. 


FEES  CHARGED  FOR  PERMITS,  ETC. 

Coun.  PARKMAN  offered  the  following- 
Ordered,  That  the  Budget  Commissioner  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
make  a  survey  and  study  of  the  fees  charged 
for  licenses,  permits  and  services,  of  which 
the  proceeds  form  part  of  the  income  of  the 
city,  and  to  report  to  the  City  Council  what 
action  is  necessary  to  increase  such  fees 
sufficiently  to  represent  a  fair  equivalent  for 
the  services  rendered,  and  also  to  report  such 
other  recommendations  as  he  may  consider 
advisable. 

Coun.  PARKMAN— Mr.  President,  I  have 
introduced  this  order  because  of  the  fact  that 
the  situation  in  regard  to  fees  for  licenses 
and  permits  issued  by  various  city  depart- 
ments is  a  very  antiquated  one.  The  prices 
charged  are  obsolete,  and  are  made  under  the 
authority  of  a  very  great  number  of  statutes, 
ordinances  and  regulations.  In  all  the  city 
departments  there  is  no  question  but  what 
the  fees  represent  a  very  small  proportion 
of  the  cost  of  the  service,  and  there  seems 
to  be  no  reason  whatever  why  the  fees  should 
not  be  increased  to  represent  an  adequate 
remuneration  for  the  service  performed.  The 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  has  been  en- 
abled to  keep  the  state  tax  down  largely 
because  of  the  new  sources  of  revenue  which 
have  been   found   through   increase  in   fees   ob- 
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tained  by  the  state.  While  there  is  not  such 
an  extensive  possibility  for  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, at  the  same  time  it  seems  to  me  a  great 
deal  of  additional  revenue  can  be  found  in 
that  way  without  unfairness  or  injustice  to 
any  particular  party,  and  with  great  ad- 
vantage to  the  general  public  in  the  reduction 
of  the  tax  rate.  I  have  gathered  together  a 
good  deal  of  information  on  this  subject  in 
the  course  of  the  last  few  months,  and  I 
understand  that  the  Budget  Commissioner  at 
the  present  time  is  working  to  the  same  end. 
I  have  also  had  a  letter  from  the  Fire  Com- 
missioner containing  his  entire  schedule  of 
fees  charged  throughout  his  department,  and 
a  comparison  of  those  fees  with  those  charged 
in  New  York,  which  seem  to  show  that  the 
fees  charged  here  are  altogether  inadequate 
and  too  low.  I  ask  for  a  suspension  of  the 
rule  and  passage  of  the  order. 

The    order    was   passed   under   suspension    of 
the  rule.

1.  Report  on  petitions  (referred  today)  for 
children  under  fifteen  years  of  age  to  appear 
at  places  of  public  amusement,  viz. :  Mrs. 
June  Moody  Fox,  Jordan  Hall,  May  5  ;  Louise 
M.  Barry,  Bloomfield  Hall,  April  27;  Robert 
Livesey,  St.  Mary's  Hall,  April  25 ;  Massa- 
chusetts Auto  Operators  Association,  Elks 
Ballroom,  April  29,  recommending  that  per- 
.  mits  be   granted. 

Report   accepted ;  said   permits   granted. 

Report  on  annual  list  of  constables  (referred 
April  18)  recommendng  confirmation  of  the 
constables  connected  with  official  positions  and 
to   serve  without    bonds. 

Ctaun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  am  opposed 
to  the  report,  because  I  believe,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  we  have  300  or  400  constables,  some 
of  whom  have  served  for  twenty  or  twenty- 
five  years,  with  reference  to  whom  objections 
have  never  been  made  either  to  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  so  far  as  we  know,  or  to  this  Council, 
those  men  should  not  be  very  seriously  injured 
in  their  business  because  of  the  fact  that  there 
are  constabels  in  this  city  against  whom  there 
have  been  grievances  presented.  There  are 
many  on  this  list  who  are  family  men,  who 
have  children  dependent  upon  them  for  support, 
and  whose  actions  have  never  been  questioned. 
If  we  adopt  this  report  this  afternoon  it  means 
that  no  constable  for  the  City  of  Boston  can 
be  approved  before  two  weeks,  it  being  one 
week  before  action  can  be  taken  by  the  body 
and  another  "week  before  the  bonds  of  the 
constables  who  may  be  confirmed  can  be  ac- 
cepted by  the  body.  As  I  have  said,  I  have 
noticed  on  the  list,  Mr.  President,  a  number 
of  men  who  have  served  for  a  number  of  years 
acceptably,  observing  faithfully  their  oath  of 
office  as  constables,  men  who  have  maintained 
offices  in  Boston,  employed  a  stenographer  and 
who  go  to  a  considerable  expense  each  month 
for  the  conduct  of  the  office.  We  have  heard 
from  the  Committee  on  Unemployment  in  recent 
weeks  of  60,000  or   65,000   people  who  are   un- 


employed in  this  city  today,  and  by  taking  the 
step  proposed  here  by  the  committee  we  are 
adding  200  or  300  more  to  that  list  of  un- 
employed, because  we  are  performing  an  act 
that  puts  those  men  out  of  employment.  They 
cannot  do  anything  else.  They  are  constables 
by  profession,  by  trade,  and  while  pursuing 
their  trade  have  done  nothing  else.  It  is  true 
that  in  the  executive  session  we  have  heard  of 
men  who  have  usurped  their  power.  For  those 
men  I  hold  no  brief.  I  say  if  a  man  is  unfit 
to  be  a  constable  of  the  City  of  Boston  he 
should  be  stricken  from  the  list.  But  I  do  not 
believe  in  striking  off  those  men  who  have  per- 
formed their  duties  acceptably  and  properly, 
simply  in  order  to  get  at  a  few  others  against 
whom  complaints  have  been  made.  I  sincerely 
trust  that  in  order  to  get  at  the  few  we  will 
not  strike  at  the  many,  the  great  majority 
who  have  filed  their  applications  as  constables 
not  only  in  this  year  but  in  previous  years,  who 
have  always  served  acceptably,  and  who  are 
entitled  to  proper  treatment  at  our  hands. 
Every  person  on  this  list  has  filed  a  bond  and 
has  paid  $30  on  this  bond  in  previous  years. 
So  we  have  a  right  to  assume  that  they  have 
accepted  the  duties  of  the  office  and  performed 
them  in  good  faith  until  there  is  a  complaint 
against  any  one  of  these  constables,  a  grievance 
that  should  be  examined  into,  we  should  let 
them  alone  if  they  are  performing  their  duties 
acceptably.  It  was  brought  out  in  executive 
session  that  some  men  would  not  be  hindered 
at  all,  and  that  the  men  for  whom  they  serve 
papers  will  not  be  hindered  at  all.  But  you 
know  that  where  these  names  are  held  up,  it 
will  not  only  inconvenience  the  appointees,  but 
also  lawyers  who  have  occasion  to  use  their 
services,  and  would  otherwise  have  to  appeal 
to  the  sheriff's  office.  So  in  holding  up  this 
list  we  would  not  only  be  striking  at  the  400 
or  so  constables  in  Boston,  but  also  at  the 
thousands  of  lawyers  and  others  who  are 
employing  them  in  good  faith,  and  who 
wish  to  employ  them.  These  lawyers 
wish  to  employ  certain  of  these  con- 
stables, and  have  the  privilege  of  doing  so 
today,  and  it  is  of  mutual  advantage  to  both 
the  constables  and  the  lawyers.  So  I  believe 
when  we  suggest  action  which  will  mean  firing 
them  all  on  April  30,  we  have  made  a  grave 
mistake. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  believe  the 
councilor  is  suffering  under  a  grave  mis- 
apprehension as  to  the  terms  of  the  committee 
report  before  us.  As  I  read  the  report  that 
has  been  presented,  it  is  that  we  confirm  the 
list  connected  with  official  positions  and  to 
serve  without  bond,  and  nothing  more.  The 
Executive  Committee  made  no  further  report, 
although  the  matter  was  discussed  in  committee. 
So  there  is  no  report  before  us  except  that 
recommending  confirmation  of  the  list  con- 
nected with  official  positions  and  to  serve  with- 
out bonds.  So.  while  some  of  us  might  agree 
with  the  position  taken  generally  by  the  coun- 
cilor, I  will  simply  say  that  the  Executive 
Committee  did  not  make  a  report  which  would 
lead  to  any  action  such  as  he  suggests,  and  that 
that  matter  is  not  before  us  in  any  way,  shape 
or  manner.  As  I  understand  it,  the  report 
before  us  is  confined  to  recommending  con- 
firmation of  the  list  connected  with  official 
positions  and  to  serve  without  bonds. 

(At  request  of  Coun.  RUBY,  the  Clerk  read 
the   report. ) 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  had  in  mind 
the  other  part  of  the  report,  which  I  under- 
stand is  to  be  presented  after  this  one.  I  was 
not  opposing  the  confirmation  of  these  con- 
stables. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question 
came  on  confirmation  of  the  list  connected  with 
official  positions    and   without   bonds. 

Committee,  Coun.  Fitzgerald  and  Dowling. 
Whole  number  of  ballots  18,  yeas  18,  and  the 
apointments   referred   to   were  confirmed. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  I  wish  to 
submit  a  report  for  the  Committee  on  Ordi- 
nances. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  rise  for  in- 
formation. Do  I  understand  that  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  is  not  reporting  with  reference 
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to    those    constables    authorized    to    serve    civil 
process    and    to   file    bonds  ? 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  gentleman  is 
correct  in  his  understanding  so  far  as  any  re- 
port  of  the   committee   is    concerned. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  1  rise  for 
further  information.  As  I  understand  it,  in 
the  executive  session  it  was  decided  that  cer- 
tain action  should  be  taken  with  reference  to 
these  other  constables.  Does  that  report  come 
into    the    body    today? 

President  HEFFERNAN— I  would  say  to 
the  gentleman  that  it  does  not.  The  only  re- 
port of  the  committee  is  that  which  has  been 
introduced  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee 
and   which    has   just   been  acted   upon. 

Coun.  RUBY — Then  Mr.  President,  I  move 
that  that  part  of  the  subject  matter  not  reported 
upon  by  the  Executive  Committee  today  be 
taken  from  that  committee  and  acted  upon 
here    this    afternoon. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  I  second  that 
motion. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  question  is 
on  recalling  from  the  committee  the  annual 
list    of    constables. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  am  not  going 
to  repeat  the  short  speech  I  just  made  but 
will  simply  state  that  I  understood  in  Com- 
mittee it  was  intended  that  we  should  act 
today  upon  the  constables  who  are  supposed 
to  serve  process  upon  filing  bonds.  I  hope, 
therefore,  that  that  list  will  be  taken  from 
the  committee  and  will  be  acted  upon  this 
afternoon. 

Coun.  RUBY'S  motion  to  take  the  list  of 
constables  referred  to  from  the  committee  was 
declared  lost  by  a  rising  vote,  two  thirds  of 
the   members   present   not   voting   therefor. 


PASSENGERS  CARRIED  ON  JITNEYS. 
Coun.  DOWLING,  for  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances,  to  which  was  referred  March  24, 
petition  of  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company 
in  re  changing  ordinance  relative  to  pas- 
sengers carried  on  jitneys,  submitted  a  report 
recommending  the  passage  of  the  following 
ordinance : 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City   Council   of   Boston, 
as   follows  : 

Chapter  thirty-nine  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1925  is  hereby  amended  by  strik- 
ing out  section  one  hundred  and  one,  and 
inserting    in    place    thereof    the    following: 

Section  101.  The  license  issued  for  each 
motor  vehicle  shall  fix  and  specify  its  seating 
capacity,  exclusive  of  the  operator.  Pas- 
sengers in  excess  of  twenty-five  per  cent  above 
the  seating  capacity  of  such  motor  vehicle 
shall  not  habitually  be  carried.  Whenever  the 
number  of  passengers  regularly  applying  for 
transportation  exceeds  the  number  hereinbe- 
fore provided  for  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
licensee  to  furnish  sufficient  additional  facili- 
ties to  carry  such  passengers.  No  person  op- 
erating or  in  charge  of  any  such  vehicle  shall 
take  on  or  suffer  or  permit  more  persons  to 
ride  or  to  be  carried  thereon  at  any  one  time 
than  is  authorized  by  this  section,  or  permit 
any  person  to  stand  or  sit  upon  any  running 
board,  steps,  fender,  dash  or  hood  thereof,  or 
permit  any  person  to  ride  on  such  motor 
vehicle  outside  the  body  thereof ;  provided, 
however,  that  in  addition  to  the  number  of 
passengers  which  said  motor  vehicle  by  the 
terms  of  this  section  is  permitted  to  carry, 
children  under  seven  years  of  age  may  be 
carried  therein,  in  arms,  or  seated  on  the  laps 
of  adult  persons  accompanying  them,  but  no 
passenger  with  a  child  in  arms  or  seated  on 
the  lap  shall  be  permitted  on  any  front  seat 
of   the   vehicle. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  do  I  under- 
stand that  this  is  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Ordinances  with  reference  to  allowing 
Elevated   passengers  to  stand   in   jitneys? 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  gentleman  is 
correct. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee  on  Ordinances,  and  as 
one  who  voted  against  the  ordinance  in  com- 
mittee,   I    wish    at   this    time    to    express    my 


opposition  to  the  passage  of  this  ordinance 
which,  as  I  understand  it,  would  allow  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  to  vary 
the  present  rule  which  requires  all  passengers 
in  jitney  buses  to  be  seated  by  allowing  a 
leeway  so  that  seven  or  eight  passengers  caD 
stand,  thereby  creating  a  new  and  perhaps 
more  exclusive  class  of  straphangers.  I  am 
opposed  to  the  passage  of  this,  in  the  first 
place,  on  the  ground  of  safety.  I  consider 
that  straphanging  is  sufficiently  dangerous  in 
vehicles  running  on  street  car  rails,  but  to 
allow  seven  or  eight  bus  passengers  to  stand 
when  the  seating  capacity  of  the  bus  has 
been  exhausted  seems  to  me  extremely  danger- 
ous, as  the  average  passenger  on  such  a  bus 
is  not  only  in  danger  of  being  thrown  against 
the  side  of  the  bus  on  turns,  but  his  head 
is  within  a  few  inches  of  the  roof  of  the  bus 
and  there  is  that  added  danger.  In  the  sec- 
ond place,  while  I  was  originally  in  favor  of 
letting  down  the  bars  so  as  to  allow  a  pas- 
senger or  two  to  stand,  it  now  appears  to  me  a 
question  of  adopting  one  rule  or  the  other, 
because  if  the  Elevated  Company  is  to  be 
allowed  to  allow  two  or  three  or  seven  or 
eight  more  to  stand,  the  obvious  result  will 
be  that  the  jitney  buses  will  be  crowded  with 
swaying  passengers  hanging  to  straps,  bring- 
ing about  a  straphanging  situation  on  the 
buses  that  will  be  even  worse  than  the  almost 
impossible  situation  that  at  present  prevails 
on  our  Elevated  system.  I  accordingly  oppose 
the  passage  of   this   ordinance. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  feel,  like 
the  councilor  who  has  just  taken  his  seat,  that 
this  is  an  extremely  improper  thing  for  us  to 
do  at  this  time.  If  the  streets  of  Boston  were 
in  such  repair  as  to  make  it  possible  for  jitney 
buses  to  go  over  them  without  the  possibility  of 
a  person  breaking  his  neck,  that  might  be  one 
thing  ;  but  can  you  picture  a  jitney  bus  going 
through  some  of  the  streets  of  this  city,  where 
the  holes  are  big  enough  for  the  ordinary  car 
to  break  a  spring,  where  25  per  cent  in  addi- 
tion to  the  seating  capacity  of  the  bus  are 
standing  ?  Coming  down  Adams  street,  Dor- 
chester, I  have  stood  up  with  the  roof  of  the 
bus  not  6  inches  above  my  head,  and  in  snowy 
weather,  and  with  the  bad  and  dangerous 
condition  of  the  roads,  with  the  great  hollows 
in  the  street  and  the  consequent  shaking 
up  of  the  passengers,  certainly  the  danger 
is  very  seriously  added  to  when  you  have  a 
number  of  people  standing  up.  Whenever  we 
change  an  ordinance  in  this  city  we  must  be 
extremely  careful,  and  here  we  have  the  Ele- 
vated coming  in,  not  with  a  petition  to  run 
more  buses,  not  with  a  petition  to  give  better 
service,  but  with  a  petition  that  will  enable 
them  to  still  further  crowd  transportation 
conditions,  which  at  the  present  time  in  the 
minds  of  many  people  are  about  as  bad  as  they 
should  be.  We  heard  the  councilor  from  East 
Boston  come  in  and  tell  us  about  the  big 
meeting  in  his  district  opposing  buses,  but 
desiring  additional  service  from  electric  cars 
riding  on  the  rails.  With  the  crowding  of 
our  streets  today  and  with  the  terrible  condi- 
tion that  most  of  the  streets  are  now  in,  it  is 
now  proposed  that  these  buses  be  crowded  to 
standing  capacity.  I  think  if  the  Council 
allows  this  to  go  through  it  will  be  establishing 
a  precedent  which  will  result  in  such  bad  con- 
ditions that  those  favoring  it  today  will  oppose 
it  strongly  a  year  from  today.  I  heartily 
oppose  it. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President.  I  must 
confess  some  admiration  for  the  optimism  of 
the  Elevated  Company  when  it  proposes  to 
carry  as  standing  passengers  25  per  cent  of 
its  seating  capacity,  in  one  of  these  buses,  par- 
ticularly in  view  of  the  objections  stated  by 
Coun.  McGrath,  I  think,  however,  that  the 
matter  would  be  better  understood  if  there  is 
an  opportunity  for  presentation  of  the  argu- 
ments in  favor  of  the  report  of  the  committee, 
which  I  am  prepared  to  give  now  if  necessary, 
but  I  think  it  would  be  better  understood  if 
the  matter  could  be  laid  on  the  table,  so  that 
we  may  be  able  to  give  some  attention  to  the 
objections.  I  move,  therefore,  that  the  report 
be  laid  on  the  table.  The  matter  can  then 
perhaps  be  taken  up  a  week  from  now. 
Several   members    addressed   the   Chair. 
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President  HEFFERNAN— The  motion  to  lay 
on   the  table   is  not  subject   to  debate. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  do  I  under- 
stand that  a  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  for 
one   week   is    not    debatable? 

President  HEFFERNAN— That  is  not  the 
motion.     The  motion   is  to   lay  on  the  table. 

The  report  was  laid  upon  the  table  by  a  ris- 
ing-  vote,    10  to   8. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  I  would 
move  that  the  committee  on  Ordinances  be 
instructed  to  hold  a  public  hearing  in  con- 
nection   with    this    matter. 

It  was  voted,  on  motion  of  Coun.  GILBODY, 
that  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  be  instructed 
to  hold  a  public  hearing  upon   the  matter. 


FINANCE    COMMITTEE   REPORTS. 

Coun.  GREEN,  for  the  Committee  on  Fi- 
nance, submitted  the  following  reports,  viz. : 

1.  Report  on  order  (referred  April  26)  on 
loan  of  $18,000  to  be  expended  for  construc- 
tion of  convenience  station  in  Codman  square 
— that    same   ought   to   pass. 

The  question  came  on  the  acceptance  of 
the  report,  and  the  order  was  given  its  first 
reading   and   passage,   yeas  21,   nays   0. 

Assigned   for  fourteen   days   for  final  action. 

2.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  March  21)  for  a  loan  of  $1,000,000  for 
new  buildings  and  additions  to  existing  build- 
ings at  Long  Island,  as  well  as  for  furniture 
and  equipment  for  such  new  buildings  and 
additions,  all  for  Institutions  Department 
purposes, — that  the   same   ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question 
came   on   the   passage  of   the  order. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  this  question 
was  brought  before  the  Council  some  six 
weeks  ago,  and  members  of  the  body  placed 
before  the  body  their  arguments  againlst 
placing  this  hospital  on  Long  Island.  Other 
members  arose  and  stated  that  they  thought 
a  chronic  hospital  should  be  placed  on  Long 
Island.  I  wish  here  to  read  an  extract  from 
Coun.    McGrath's   remarks   at   that  time : 

"Take  those  old  souls  back  again  into 
society,  back  from  their  exile,  back  where 
they  can  look  through  the  fence  and  see  the 
passing  autoists,  see  something  of  what  is 
going  on  in  the  world,  and  where  they  can 
be  readily  visited  by  their  friends  and  by 
those  who  are  interested  in  them.  Give  their 
old  neighbors  a  chance  to  see  them,  and  let 
them   enjoy  the  human   touch." 

Mr.  President,  I  repeat  those  remarks.  It 
has  been  rumored  around  town  that  the 
Mayor  has  the  necessary  number  of  votes  to 
put  the  order  across  and  perpetuate  the  mis- 
take made  years  ago  of  placing  the  almshouse 
at  Long  Island.  If  there  are  here  the  neces- 
sary votes  to  pass  this  order,  I  wish  simply 
to  say  that  there  is  only  one  other  recourse 
for  the  citizens,  and  that  is  for  ten  citizens 
of  this  city  to  go  before  the  Supreme  Court 
and  restrain  the  Mayor  from  expending  $1,- 
000,000  for  erecting  a  chronic  hospital  at 
Long   Island. 

Coun  GUILD — Mr.  President,  some  weeks 
ago,  as  indicated  by  the  councilor  who  has 
just  spoken,  this  matter  came  before  the  City 
Council,  and  at  that  time  there  were  various 
opinions  expressed  as  to  the  amount  of  money 
necessary  to  take  care  of  the  immediate  and 
pressing  needs  of  the  hospital  at  Long  Island. 
The  Mayor  had  stated  that  this  amount  of 
money  was  sufficient  to  take  care  of  the  im- 
mediate and  pressing  needs  at  Long  Island, 
and  that  it  should  be  voted,  without  regard 
to  whether  the  hospital  should  be  on  Long 
Island  or  on  the  mainland.  The  Council  at 
that  time  did  not  pass  the  loan  order  be- 
cause, as  I  believe,  a  great  many  felt  that 
the  sum  of  $1,000,000  was  in  excess  of  what 
was  necessary  to  take  care  of  the  immediate 
and  pressing  needs  at  Long  Island.  Since 
that  time  the  matter  has  been  presented  to  the 
Council  again,  and  has  gone  to  the  Finance 
Commission,  and  a  careful  investigation  has 
been    made    by    competent   engineers    employed 


by  the  city  and  by  the  Boston  Finance  Com- 
mission as  to  the  cost  of  the  immediate  and 
pressing  needs  at  Long  Island.  The  speaker 
who  has  just  taken  his  seat  made  no  refer- 
ence to  the  question  whether  the  items  in 
the  Mayor's  order  are  for  immediate  and 
pressing  needs  although  I  understand  he  con- 
cedes that  there  are  some  immediate  and 
pressing  needs.  The  only  question  is  whether 
$1,000,000  is  too  much  to  take  care  of  them. 
I  think  no  one  will  say  that  the  immediate 
and  pressing  needs  at  Long  Island  should 
not  be  taken  care  of.  I  understand  that  the 
engineer  appointed  by  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion and  those  designated  or  requested  by 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  make  reports  on 
the  cost — Mr.  Rourke  and  Mr.  Norton — are 
agreed  that  the  sum  of  $1,000,000  will  not 
cover  the  cost  of  all  these  immediate  and 
pressing  needs.  I  certainly  feel  that  the 
opinions  expressed  by  members  of  the  Coun- 
cil on  a  previous  occasion,  that  the  amount 
was  too  large,  ought  to  be  governed  by  the 
opinions  of  these  competent  engineers.  The 
question  of  the  previous  speaker  in  regard 
to  ten  citizens  petitioning  the  Supreme  Court 
carries  very  little  weight  in  my  mind,  be- 
cause it  is  my  experience  that  ten  citizens 
going  before  the  Supreme  Court  must  at 
least  have  a  reason  for  doing  so  before  the 
Supreme  Court  will  issue  any  injunction 
against  the  expenditure  of  public  money.  I 
think  the  reports  of  the  engineers  on  this 
question  are  sufficient  to  warrant  anybody 
who  had  the  opinion  that  $1,000,000  was  too 
large  in  altering  that  opinion  to  conform 
to  the  opinion  of  the  experts  who  have  looked 
into   the    case. 

Coun.  GREEN— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  councilor  from  Roxbury  a  ques- 
tion,— if  in  his  experience  as  a  politician  he 
ever  received  a  complaint  from  a  constituent 
of  his  about  conditions  on  Long  Island  and, 
if  he  did,  has  he  got  that  communication 
with    him  ? 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  I  wish  to 
answer,  first,  that  I  have  had  no  experience 
as  a  politician  (laughter),  but  if  I  ever  heard 
one  complaint,  I  can  readily  say  I  have 
heard  hundreds  of  complaints  from  Long 
Island,  and  I  heard  complaints  when  the 
committee  invited  me  to  visit  Long  Island. 
I  walked  around  and  heard  complaint  after 
complaint,  and  the  only  cry  of  those  people 
was,  "For  God's  sake,  get  us  away  from 
this    island." 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  I  am  not  going 
into  great  detail  on  the  question  now,  sim- 
ply referring  to  the  remarks  I  made  on  March 
14  upon  this  same  matter.  Since  that  time, 
however,  an  estimate  has  been  submitted  by 
the  Building  Commissioner  as  well  as  by  some 
of  the  engineers  appointed  by  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  and  the  Finance  Commission,  in  re- 
gard to  what  certain  improvements  on  the 
island  will  mean,  showing  amounts  that  total 
a  million  dollars  and  adding  also  the  amount 
of  $50,000  for  incidentals,  exclusive  of  equip- 
ment and  furniture.  There  will  be  a  still 
further  amount  necessary  to  take  care  jf 
the  equipment  and  furniture.  Therefore,  even 
this  million  dollars  will  not  adequately  take 
care  of  the  situation,  as  outlined,  by  the 
Mayor  at  the  present  time.  I  will  admit  that 
at  the  time  of  the  first  estimate  it  seemed 
to  me  that  it  was  a  little  exorbitant  for  the 
particular  kind  of  buildings  to  be  constructed, 
but  I  now  confess  that  I  believe  myself  to 
have  been  mistaken  on  that  point.  That  is 
particularly  so  in  view  of  the  estimate  sub- 
mitted by  the  Finance  Commission's  engineer 
with  regard  to  buildings  and  the  cost  of  con- 
struction. Because  of  the  fact  that  I  do  not 
consider  myself,  nor  would  anybody  else  con- 
sider me,  an  expert  on  the  construction  of 
buildings,  I  am  willing  to  take  the  estimate 
of  these  men  as  to  the  cost  of  that  construc- 
tion, and  confess  that  I  was  mistaken.  I 
will  go  farther,  however,  and  say  that  if  it 
is  true  that  this  is  going  to  cost  that  much 
more  for  buildings  on  Long  Island — merely  for 
the    buildings     alone — and    a     further    amount 
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will  be  necessary  to  equip  those  same  build- 
ings, we  are  not  through  with  the  matter 
with  the  expenditure  of  a  million  dollars, 
but  a  considerably  larger  amount  will  have 
to  be  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  equip- 
ping those  buildings.  I  do  not  believe,  as 
one  of  the  councilors,  that  the  immediate 
or  pressing  needs  call  for  or  require  any 
such  extraordinary  expenditure  on  Long 
Island,  and  I  still  feel  that  to  spend  that 
sum  of  money  when  there  is  no  immediate 
necessity  or  repuirement  for  it,  is  merely 
putting  another  nail  in  the  coffin  of  the  idea 
of  attempting  to  bring  that  institution  to 
the  mainland  at  some  future  date.  As  I 
remarked  on  March  14,  it  is  merely  a  per- 
petuation of  the  mistake  made  originally  in 
placing  those  institutions  on  that  island.  I 
still  feel  that  I  cannot  vote  for  this  ap- 
propriation, of  this  amount,  at  this  time. 
I  will,  however,  vote  for  the  appropriation 
of  an  amount  that  will  be  enough  to  take 
care  of  such  immediate  and  pressing  needs 
as   the  councilor   spoke  of. 

Coun.  KEENE — Mr.  President,  I  might  say 
for  the  information  of  the  councilor  from 
Ward  12  that  the  expense  necessary  for  the 
equipment  and  furnishings  of  the  buildings 
will  amount  to  $100,000.  That  seems  to  be 
the  opinion  of  the  Institutions  Commissioner 
and  the  engineers  with  whom  the  matter  has 
been  discussed.  It  seems  to  me  to  be  a  ques- 
tion of  what  the  policy  of  the  city  should 
be.  A  study  and  examination  of  the  situa- 
tion shows  that  the  question  has  been  pre- 
sented before  this  body  and  those  which  have 
preceded  it,  for  twenty-seven  years,  and  it 
is  fair  to  assume  that  twenty-seven  years 
more  is  likely  to  elapse  before  the  question 
of  where  the  hospital  shall  eventually  remain 
is  likely  to  be  finally  determined.  That  it 
has  been  brought  out  at  the  hearings  before 
the  committee,  and  I  think  by  expressions  of 
members  of  this  board,  leads  me  to  believe 
that  there  are  pressing  needs  at  this  institu- 
tion. We  have  been  to  the  trouble  to  get 
estimates  from  the  Building  Commissioner, 
the  Schoolhouse  Commissioner,  and  from  the 
Finance  Commission.  They  all  seem  to  think 
that  if  we  are  going  to  build  the  buildings 
which  were  mentioned  in  his  Honor's  message, 
$1,000,000  would  be  a  moderate  sum.  I  was 
much  impressed  by  one  statement  in  the  let- 
ter from  the  Finance  Commission  to  this 
effect : 

"As  the  position  of  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion on  the  merits  of  the  loan  has  already 
been  stated  in  -a  former  communication  to 
the  City  Council,  no  further  comment  is 
made  on  that  point.  If.  however,  you  con- 
template the  passage  of  the  pending  loan, 
it  is,  of  course,  for  you  to  determine  whether 
it  is  wise  for  you  to  authorize  a  loan  for 
the  contemplated  additions  at  this  time,  or 
whether  it  would  be  better  to  provide  funds 
for  making  plans,  so  that  accurate  estimates 
of   the   undertaking   may  be   obtained." 

Then  they  go  on  to  cite  the  method  of  the 
School  Committee  when  it  contemplates  build- 
ing construction,  making  an  appropriation  for 
taking  the  land  and  making  plans  in  the 
first  instance,  and  providing  the  money  for 
constructing  the  building  only  after  the  plans 
have  been  made.  Their  opinion  seems  to 
be  that  they  would  prefer  possibly  to  have 
the  institution  at  Long  Island  brought  to  the 
mainland,  but  providing  in  the  first  instance, 
funds  for  the  land  and  for  the  plans,  and 
then  for  the  construction  of  the  buildings 
over  a  period  of  time.  That  coincides  ex- 
actly with  the  expressions  of  opinion  I  have 
heard,  that  it  would  take  a  period  of  five 
or  six  years  before  necessary  buildings  could 
be  constructed  to  enable  the  move  to  be  made, 
if  contemplated.  But  it  is  the  opinion  of 
the  gentleman  who  has  looked  into  this  mat- 
ter that,  even  if  that  were  done,  the  build- 
ings down  there  should  not  be  allowed  to 
continue  in  their  present  condition.  I  am 
of  the  opinion,  under  the  circumstances,  that 
this  matter  should  receive  careful  attention : 
that  the  contemplated  additions  and  improve- 
ments  should   be   made    for   the   benefit   of   the 


people   there.     I  trust   that  later   these  reports 
will   be    made   a    part    of   the   record. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  I  was  going 
to  move  that  the  remarks  made  upon  this 
matter  on  March  14  be  inserted  in  today's 
record. 

Coun.     McGRATH— Mr.     President,     I     have 
not   changed    my    stand    on    this    matter    since 
it    came    up    in    the    Council    before,    and    my 
reason    for    opposing    it    at    this    time    is    the 
same    as    it    was    at   that   time.     That    is,    any 
appropriation    of    the    size    of    a    million    dol- 
lars   means    that    perhaps    during    our    lifetime 
these    people    will    be    exiled    on    that    island 
down    the    harbor.      So   far   as    votes    of   mem- 
bers    having     changed     upon     this     matter     is 
concerned,    I    do    not    impugn    the    motives    of 
any    man    in    this    body,    because    I    feel    that 
our    hearts    rather    than    our    heads    are    being 
appealed    to ;    that    therefore    there    are    men 
here    who    may    change   their    votes,    but    they 
do    it    only    because    they    really    feel    in    their 
hearts    that    they    are    doing    the    thing    that 
is  right  for  those  who  are  less  fortunate  than 
we   are.     I   am   not  going  to  quarrel  with  any 
man    who    changes    his    vote    on    this    matter, 
because   I  think   every   man   wishes   to  be  gov- 
erned   by    the    proper    spirit    when    he    thinks 
of    those    who    are    the    wards    of    our    city. 
It    is    because    of    that    feeling,    and    because 
of    that    conviction,    that    I    personally    never 
will    change    from    the    stand    I    have    adopted 
of    saying    to    those    on    Long    Island:     "You 
are    as   good    as   I   am ;   come   up    here   on   the 
mainland    and    live    where    I    do.      I    will    not 
exile    you    down    there    forever."       But    it    is 
not    my    opinion    and    it    is    not    the    Mayor's 
opinion     that    should    be    taken     in     the    final 
analysis.      It   is    the   opinion    of    those    on    the 
island   who   are   of  the  unfortunate   class,    who 
have    to    bear    the    burden    and    stigma    which 
attaches    to    many    of    them    of    being    known 
as    paupers.      Every   effort   has    been    made    in 
our    Legislature,    every    effort    has    been    made 
even  by  this  administration,  to  try  to  eradicate 
forever     the     word     "pauper" ;     but     just     so 
long  as   Long  Island   is   Long  Island  the  name 
of    pauper    will    always    stigmatize    those    who 
are    sick   and    unfortunate,    and    who    must   go 
down     there    to    that    island.     I    spoke    before 
of    the    graveyard    on    the   island.      The   condi- 
tions   there    in    that    respect   may   seem    insig- 
nificant   to   some,    but   it    is    the   fact   that    on 
that    island,    just    outside    the    window,    where 
it    is    to    be    seen    by    every    inmate,     is    that 
graveyard,   the   last   resting   place  of   the   poor 
folks   who   go   down   there.     It   is   not   a  pleas- 
ant thing  for  any  of  us  who  are  well,  healthy, 
strong,   and  who   can   enjoy   some   of   the  good 
things     of     God's     earth,     to     see     continually 
within    the    range    of    our    vision    a    graveyard 
which     we     know     is     finally    to     contain     our 
remains.     We  surely  don't  want  to  spend  much 
time  in  such  a  place.     But  when  you  are  exiled 
on  an  island,  and  the  one  thing  you  look  at  for- 
ever   is    such    a    graveyard    it    makes    an    im- 
pression,   and    I    have    never   been    so   strongly 
impressed   with  that   fact   as  when   I  have   re- 
cently   had    occasion    to    go    down    there    and 
speak     with    the     old     folks     about    conditions 
surrounding  them.     Some  of  them  speak  their 
minds   freely,   longing  to  get  up   to   the   main- 
land  and    away   from   the   conditions    that   sur- 
round   them    there.       But    the    superintendent 
goes  on  record  in  favor  of  keeping  them  down 
there.     One    doctor,     perhaps,     says,     "Remove 
them,"  and  some  other  man  says,  "Keep  them 
there."     But    when    those    in   authority   on    the 
island    say    that    that    is    the    place    for    them 
to   stay,   what  can  the   poor   old   folks   say   ex- 
cept,  "Yes,   this    is   the    place   to   stay."    I   had 
a   letter    sent   to    me  by    one    of   the   poor   old 
fellows,     an     inmate    who     has    spent    a    long 
time  on  the  island.      His  name  is  on  the  paper, 
but  I  will  not  read  it,   although  I  will  be  glad 
to   show    it    personally   to    any   member   of   the 
Council.     I  do  not,   however,  want  to  read  the 
name    of    this    poor    old    fellow    who    has    had 
to    go    down   to   the    island,    to    a   place   where 
when    they   die    they    are   even    buried   without 
a   name,    with    nothing   but   a    numbered    cross 
forever  hiding  the  identity  of  the  family  name 
that  they  bear.     This   letter   is  from  the  heart 
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of  a  poor  old  soul  down  there,  and  I  will 
let  him  talk  to  the  members  of  the  Council 
through  this  letter,  which  contains  not  the 
Mayor's  sentiments,  not  my  sentiments,  but 
his  sentiments,  saying  what  he  thinks  of 
that  graveyard  and  what  he  thinks  of  the 
numbered  headstones.  He  says  : 
City   Councilor  McGrath. 

Honored  Sir, — You  will  forgive  this  in- 
trusion when  an  old  blind  fellow  here  in- 
forms you  that  he  could  not  restrain  the 
impulse  of  proffering  to  you  and  your  manly 
associates  the  thanks  and  gratitude  of  many 
of  the  old  folks  here  whom  you  so  nobly  tried 
to  safeguard, — the  old  and  infirm  charity 
wards    of   your   city. 

Dear  Sir.  please  recollect  that  I  am  not 
criticising  or  casting  any  reflections  upon 
any  public  servant  connected  with  the  in- 
stitution. 

It  seems  to  an  old  senile  fellow  like  me 
that  if  for  no  other  motive  save  the  motive 
of  civic  pride,  some  one  would  pay  more 
heed  to  the  plot  of  land  that  contains  the 
ashes  of  those  who  have  journeyed  over  the 
borderland. 

In  my  hastily  constructed  and  crude  com- 
position I  have  tried  to  express  some  of 
the  serious  thoughts  that  sway  the  hearts  of 
some  of  the  old  folks  here,  who  must  eventual- 
ly abide  in  some  of  the  wee  domiciles  that  con- 
stitute  our  little  hamlet  of  the  dead. 

Lest  I  weary  you,  dear  sir,  and  having  no 
desire  to  do  that,  I  remain,  your  humble 
ward,   yet  sincere  well   wisher. 

And  then  he  signs  it. 

And  I  have  here  a  poem  that  he  writes 
himself.      This  I  have   verified.     It   is  entitled  : 

The   Pauper's   Grave. 
Down  by  the  side  of  the  winding  road. 
That  leads    to    the   sobbing  sea, 
They  have  laid  aside  life's  weary  load 
In  the  Island   Cemetery. 
Where  even  in  spring  no  blithe  birds  sing 
To  disturb  their  last  repose, 

Where   kinship's    hand    never   deigns    to    bring 
To  the  pauper's  grave  a  rose. 

II. 
But  what  do  they  care,   if  graves  are  bare, 
Were   their   lives   not   barren,   too. 
Of   all  the  joys  that  ours  did  share, 
They  drained  the  chalice  of  rue. 
Yes,  maybe  they  had  themselves  to  blame 
Or  reap  what  their  own  did  sow, 
As   long    as   we  bring   ourselves   the   shame 
Why   the   outcast's  tears   must   flow. 

III. 
Oblivious    now    to    grief   and    shame 
They   are    numbered   with   the   dead. 
E'en  the  bitter   wood  contains   no   name 
Stationed  at  the  small  mound's  head. 
Mutilated  here  the  dross  we  hide 
But    somewhere    beyond    our    ken 
One  claims  souls  stained  on  the  cross   He  died 
For   just  such  women   and  men. 

IV. 
Oh,   we  all  nursed  at  a   mother's  breast, 
And   knelt   at   a   mother's   knee, 
And  loving  kiss  our  lips  once  pressed 
Holds  sacred  that  memory. 
And  when  erring  ones  are  called  away 
To    be    nameless    with    the    dead, 
If  the  bitter  truth   seems  harsh  to  say 
Leave  the   unkind  words   unsaid. 

There  we  have  the  point  of  view  of  a  poor 
inmate ;  and,  presenting  these  to  you,  I  sim- 
ply ask.  Should  we  not  bring  these  people 
back  from  exile?  Should  we  not  take  them 
away  from  the  conditions  surrounding  them 
there  ?  I  leave  it  with  the  Council  to  vote 
on    the    matter. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  was 
severely  criticized  in  some  quarters  for 
voting  on  March  14  against  a  million  dol- 
lar expenditure  on  Long  Island,  and  the  sug- 
gestion was  made  that  if  I  was  in  doubt  at 
all,    I  should    vote   with   the    administration    to 


spend  the  money.  Mr.  President,  on  general 
principles  when  in  doubt  I  consider  it  better 
judgment  to  vote  against  an  expenditure  of 
§1,000,000  of  the  people's  money.  I  ask  to  be 
shown.  I  was  not  opposed  to  the  expenditure 
of  any  money  at  Long  Island,  but  I  have  sin- 
cerely felt  that  a  million  was  too  stiff  an  order. 
In  justice  to  all  concerned,  I  have  therefore 
taken  some  pains  to  probe  to  the  root  of  the 
entire  question.  I  assume,  on  a  loan  order 
which  involves  the  expenditure  of  SI, 000, 000, 
and  which  is  deemed  of  sufficient  importance 
to  be  again  sent  back  promptly  to  this  body 
by  the  Mayor  after  an  initial  defeat,  every 
member  of  this  Council  has  done  some  real 
and  constructive  thinking.  Accordingly,  I 
shall  not  take  your  time  with  details,  as  to 
which  I  naturally  assume  we  are  all  now 
familiar.  But,  briefly,  as  I  understand  it,  the 
present  situation  is  just  this.  Neither  the 
Finance  Commissione  nor  the  Mayor  advocates 
total  abandonment  of  the  Long  Island  alms- 
house, chronic  hospital  and  ancillary  build- 
ings ;  both  the  Mayor  and  the  Finance  Com- 
mission strongly  oppose  any  consideration  of 
the  Parker  Hill  Chronic  Hospital,  which  would 
mean  the  expenditure  not  of  a  million  but 
of  §6,000,000  for  the  hospital,  not  including 
§3.000.000  more  for  an  almshouse,  and  another 
§1,000.000  or  more  for  outbuildings, — not  to 
mention  the  scrapping  of  Long  Island  valued 
at  least  §5,000,000.  The  Finance  Commission 
specifically  advises  the  Mayor  to  abandon  the 
Parker  Hill  site,  but  to  continue  to  maintain 
the  almshouse  and  hospital  at  Long  Island, 
with  a  further  recommendation  that  the  city 
plan  the  development  of  another  chronic  hos- 
pital in  West  Roxbury.  Thus  we  find  no  clear- 
cut  proposition  of  a  choice  between  Long  Is- 
land and  the  mainland.  I  am  therefore  now 
inclined  to  agree  with  the  Mayor's  March  14 
statement,  as  follows :  "No  other  practical 
measures  have  been  suggested  except  those 
embodied  in  the  accompanying  loan  order,  and 
whatever  the  future  need  of  an  additional 
chronic  hospital  on  the  mainland  may  develop 
is  no  answer  to  immediate  urgent  necessities 
of  the  inmates  of  Long  Island."  It  has  there- 
fore come  down  flatly  to  the  test :  What  are 
the  absolutely  indispensable  present  require- 
ments at  the  island  ?  §750,000  of  the  million 
requested  are  for  additional  almshouse  ac- 
commodations, the  children's  building,  the 
nurses'  home,  and  items  quite  independent  of 
the  chronic  hospital,  and  therefore  independent 
of  the  much  disputed  question  whether  addi- 
tional chronic  hospital  facilities  should  prop- 
erly be  provided  on  the  island  or  on  the  main- 
land. Since  the  dispute  between  the  Mayor 
and  the  Finance  Commission  logically  reduces 
to  that  proposition  alone,  I  prefer  to  spend 
the  §250,000  balance  at  the  island  hospital 
rather  than  a  much  greater  sum  on  the  main- 
land at  West  Roxbury.  Both  sides  are  ap- 
parently in  accord  that  we  should  not  attempt 
the  §6,000,000  Parker  Hill  expansion.  I  am 
not  an  engineer,  nor  an  architect, — every  man 
to  his  own  trade.  I  never  built  any  hospitals. 
But  I  have  been  able  to  verify  that  with  an 
average  daily  hospital  attendance  of  376  at 
Long  Island  with  70  nurses,  there  is  but  one 
nurse  to  some  16  patients,  including  children. 
as  compared  with  a  daily  provision  of  1  nurse 
for  every  9  patients  at  the  City  Hospital. 
Ordinary  arithmetic  also  proves  that  500  men 
cannot  properly  be  housed  in  buildings  de- 
signed for  325.  I  am  impressed,  on  verifica- 
tion of  the  fact,  that  there  are  in  our  city  at 
the  present  time  over  three  times  as  many 
children,  eligible  and  ready  for  aid,  as  can 
possibly  be  housed  under  present  conditions, 
and  the  further  fact  that  even  among  the 
seventy-nine  children  on  the  island  there  is  no 
proper  provision  for  isolating  contagious  cases. 
I  have  learned  that  sentiment  among  many  of 
the  inmates  themselves  appears  to  be  strongly 
in  favor  of  continued  residence  off  the  main- 
land. The  letters  I  have  read  lacked  some  of 
the  literary  merit  found  in  Coun.  McGrath's  let- 
ters, but  are  no  less  authentic.  Finally, 
it  has  been  most  enlightening  to  me  to 
have  the  Finance  Committee  of  this 
body  quite  constructively  consult  certain  quali- 
fied   gentlemen    on    actual    facts    and    figures, 
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and  they  report  that  a  million  dollars  appears 
to  be  a  very  fair  and  conservative  estimate  for 
the  absolute  necessities  at  Long  Island.  Some- 
thing must  be  done.  It  is  bad  news.  And  it 
is  bitter  medicine  to  take, — in  or  out  of  a 
hospital,  but  it  now  appeal's  to  me,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, that  we  shall  have  to  authorize  this 
expenditure,  that  it  is  necessary  at  the  pres- 
ent time. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  my  remarks 
will  be  very  brief.  I  feel  the  same  way  that 
I  felt  on  March  14,  when  I  said,  referring  to 
the  million  dollars  : 

"In  questioning  Mr.  Kinney,  in  the  committee 
room,  he  admitted  that  that  figure  was  a 
trifle  high.  I  agree  with  him  that  it  is  not 
only  a  trifle  high,  but  that  that  item  has  been 
padded  good  and  proper,  and  if  one  item  in 
this  million  has  been  padded,  I  say  to  you, 
gentlemen,  that  the  other  three  are  padded 
also." 

The  report  of  the  Building  Commission  has 
already  been  referred  to  and  we  are  now 
told  that  an  additional  amount  will  be  needed. 
The  members  of  the  Finance  Committee,  of 
which  I  am  a  member,  know  what  happened. 
We  all  know  what  was  said  in  that  committee. 
Isn't  it  true  that  Mr.  Kinney  said  that  the 
figure  was  a  trifle  high  ?  And  it  was  under- 
stood that  Mr.  Kinney  was  to  send  a  committee 
and  to  have  a  report  made,  and  we  all  know 
what  we  find  here  in  that  report.  Mr.  Rourke 
and  Mr.  Norton  went  down,  and  Mr.  Emerson 
looked  into  the  matter  for  the  Finance  Com- 
mission, and  we  find  here  additional  figures 
submitted,  so  much  for  nurses'  home,  so  much 
for  equipment,  $100,000  for  this,  so  much  for 
that.  So  you  see,  gentlemen,  what  we  are 
getting  into.  On  March  19.  I  think  it  was, 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  broadcasted  his  views  on 
the  matter,  stating  that  a  small  minority  of 
the  Boston  City  Council  were  trying  to  block 
this  appropriation.  I  disagree  very  much  with 
the  Mayor,  because  I  firmly  believe  that  we,  as 
elected  members  of  the  city  government,  have 
the  same  privilege  and  right  that  the  Mayo*- 
has  to  take  a  stand  upon  matters  coming  be- 
fore us,  and  that  it  is  our  privilege  and  duty 
to  vote  as  we  think  we  ought  to  vote.  Of 
course,  when  he  broadcasted  the  statement 
that  a  minority  of  the  members  by  voting 
against  the  order  had  blocked  the  appropria- 
tion, I  wrote  a  letter  to  the  Edison  Illuminat- 
ing Company  asking  them  to  give  the  same 
privilege  of  broadcasting  our  views  which  actu- 
ated us  in  voting  against  the  million  dollar 
appropriation,  that  the  Mayor  had  been  given 
in  favoring  it.  On  April  1  I  received  this 
letter :  ,       . 

"Dear  Mr.  Dowd — I  hope  that  by  allowing 
Mayor  Nichols  to  broadcast  his  financial  ideas 
we  have  not  involved  the  station  in  an  endless 
controversy.  However,  I  cannot  see  why  there 
should  be  an  objection  to  a  broadcast  of  the 
other  side  of  the  argument.  While  I  am  look- 
ing around  for  a  suitable  place  on  the  program, 
won't  you  please  send  me  a  manuscript  of 
the   talk   you    intend    to   give?" 

That  was  signed  by  Charles  W.  Burton, 
Superintendent  of  Broadcasting.  A  manu- 
script was  drawn  up  and  sent  to  Mr.  Burton. 
But  in  the  meantime  I  am  going  to  ask  Mr. 
Burton  of  the  Edison  Company  if  I  am  not 
correct  when  I  say  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
called  him  on  the  telephone  and  asked  him 
not  to  allow  Coun.  Dowd  to  broadcast  the 
manuscript  sent  to  him.  So,  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  on  April  1  I  had  the  permission  of  the 
Edison  Company  to  broadcast  our  manuscript, 
which,  by  the  way,  I  will  say  was  very  tame, 
very  conservative  and  very  dignified — because 
some  members  of  the  Council  can  be  as 
dignified  when  they  are  talking  to  the  public 
on  the  air  as  his  Honor  the  Mayor — on  April 
13  I  received  this  letter  : 

"Dear  Mr.  Dowd — I  am  sorry  to  say  that 
the  crowded  condition  of  our  program  will 
prevent  our  broadcasting  your  statement.  The 
slack  season  which  we  expected  to  begin  at 
this  time  has  not  arrived.  Instead,  we  are 
being  sent  more  programs  from  New  York 
than  ever.  I  think  the  best  thing  for  you  to  do 
is  to  try  to  make  arrangements  with  one  of 
the  other  local  stations  through  which  you 
would  reach    just  as   large   an   audience   as   did 


the  Mayor  from  WEEI.  I  am  returning  your 
manuscript    with   regret." 

But  the  other  stations  are  not  controlled 
by  the  Edison  Electric  Light  Company.  Now, 
Mr.  President,  my  first  vote  on  this  matter 
was  a  vote  not  against  immediate  repairs.  Of 
course  not.  In  that  committee  room  at  the 
time  of  the  last  committee  meeting,  I  stated 
to  one  of  the  Board  my  attitude,  that  I  would 
vote  for  any  amount  up  as  high  as  $750,000. 
But  his  Honor  the  Mayor  evidently  would  not 
retreat  one  step  from  the  original  stand  he 
had  taken.  I  would  say  in  all  fairness  that 
the  sum  of  $250,000  would  be  hardly  missed 
by  the  architects  and  contractors  in  this  large 
sum.  I  say  again,  in  all  seriousness,  that  it 
is  a  waste  of  money,  an  extravagance  on  the 
part  of  the  Boston  City  Council,  to  allow  this 
sum  of  money  to  be  spent  on  a  barren  island 
such  as  Long  Island  is,  and  if  we  vote  to 
expend  this  money  today,  as  I  know  we  are 
going  to  do,  what  is  the  answer  ?  We  have 
driven  a  nail  in  the  coffin,  and  there  will  be 
no  chance  of  doing  anything  to  get  the  alms- 
house away  from  the  island  and  on  to  the  main- 
land, such  as  many  of  us  want  to  see  ac- 
complished, for  at  least  the  next  seven  or 
eight  years.  I  am  going  to  stand  by  the 
original  position  that  I  took  on  March  14,  and 
vote   against  the   appropriation. 

Coun.  PARKMAN — Mr.  President,  the  coun- 
cilor from  Dorchester  who  preceded  the  last 
speaker,  in  my  opinion  put  his  finger  on  the 
exact  point,  in  controversy  between  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  and  the  Finance  Commission  in  this 
question.  The  report  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission did  not  meet  the  question  in  any 
sense  or  at  any  point.  They  advocated 
a  new  chronic  hospital,  an  additional  chronic 
hospital,  on  the  mainland,  to  offset  the  one  at 
present  on  Long  Island.  The  bulk  of  the 
loan  order  under  consideration  at  the  present 
time  is  for  the  other  needs.  As  his  reasons 
expressed  my  convictions,  I  don't  think  it  is 
necessary  for  me  to  say  anything  more.  I 
shall    vote    for   the    order. 

Coun.  McMAHON — Mr.  President,  on  March 
14  I  had  something  to  say  in  regard  to  the 
Long  Island  siutation.  I  did  not  think  at  that 
time  that  it  would  take  a  million  dollars  to 
take  care  of  the  folks  at  Long  Island.  Since 
March  14,  however,  I  have  made  an  additional 
study  of  the  subject  and  I  feel  that  I  know 
a  good  deal  more  about  it  than  I  did  at  that 
time.  From  gentlemen  in  the  employ  of  the 
City  of  Boston  who  know  their  business,  we 
learn  that  it  will  take  a  much  larger  amount 
than  the  million  dollars.  I  stated  in  my  talk 
here  on  March   14 : 

"I  will  vote  as  quickly  to  help  those  pool- 
folks  down  there  as  anybody,  but  I  don't 
think  that  $1,000,000,  that  large  sum,  should 
be  spent  down  there.  I  feel  that  a  much  less 
sum  would  take  care  of  immediate  wants, 
would  give  them  sufficient  beds  so  that  they 
will  not  have  to  park  them  down  in  the  base- 
ment." 

Since  that  time  I  have  studied  the  proposi- 
tion carefully,  and  I  cannot  find  that  the 
million  dollars  will  take  care  of  them.  Fur- 
ther, it  appears  that  those  who  are  running 
the  finances  of  this  administration  are  not 
proposing  to  move  anybody  from  Long  Island 
at  the  present  time.  Personally  I  would  like 
to  see  them  moved  from  Long  Island  to  the 
mainland  but,  as  they  are  not  going  to  move 
them,  I  don't  feel  personally  that  I  can  vote 
against  this  million  dollars.  I  personally  feel 
that  if  my  vote  is  going  to  help  make  the 
people  there  more  comfortable  and  make 
their  living  quarters  better,  I  am  going  to 
vote  for  the  million  dollars.  This  administra- 
tion will  not  move  them,  and  I  don't  know 
about  the  next  administration.  I  do  feel, 
however,  that  I  should,  so  far  as  is  possible 
by  my  vote,  try  to  make  those  people  as  com- 
fortable as  they  can  be  made,  and  I  hope, 
therefore,   that  the   order   will   pass. 

Coun.  ARNOLD— Mr.  President,  I  have 
been  very  much  interested  in  listening  to  the 
arguments  pro  and  con  in  regard  to  the  im- 
provements at  Long  Island.  The  argument  that 
has  perhaps  interested  the  Council  very  much  is 
that  of  the  eloquent  gentleman  from  Dor- 
chester     who,      if      I      understand      him      cor- 
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rectly,  would  remove  all  graveyards  from  this 
surface  of  this  oblate  spheroid,  more  com- 
monly called  the  earth,  so  that  nothing  sug- 
gesting the  passing  away  of  us  poor  mortals 
might  ever  be  seen  again  by  the  human  eye. 
That  certainly  will  not  be  done  until  human- 
ity has  in  toto  subscribed  to  cremation.  Of 
course,  that  is  a  position  that  sentimentalists 
are  very  prone  to  take.  If  I  felt  as  he  does. 
Mr.  President,  I  could  not  stand  in  this  half 
and  gaze  out  of  the  windows  upon  that  old, 
old  graveyard  called  King's  Chapel  Burying 
Ground.  It  has  been  said  by  some  one  that 
it  is  better  to  attend  a  house  of  mourning 
than  a  house  of  feasting,  and  I  believe  human 
sentiment  will  always  be  enriched  by  attend- 
ance upon  those  who  are  suffering.  The  sick, 
in  my  opinion,  must  always  be  to  a  certain 
degree  exiled.  Their  own  physical  condition 
makes  it  necessary  that  they  should  be  to 
a  considerable  extent  exiled.  And  so,  sir, 
I  cannot  subscribe  to  that  beautiful  sentiment 
so  well  expressed  in  regard  to  the  exile  of 
the  sick.  As  they  must,  in  my  opinion,  be 
so  exiled,  I  feel  that  they  are  being  very 
finely  taken  care  of  in  their  so-called  exile 
at  Long  Island.  The  poor  sick  who  go  to 
Tewksbury  are  perhaps  even  more  exiled  than 
are  those  at  Long  Island,  but  we  have  had  no 
such  eloquent  defence  of  their  terrible  situa- 
tion as  we  have  of  the  situation  of  those 
on  Long  Island.  My  opinion  has  not  changed 
a  bit  since  the  matter  was  last  before  this 
body,  and  I  sincerely  urge  that  the  Council, 
Mr.  President,  pass  this  appropriation  at  this 
time,  thereby  showing  to  those  who  are  sick 
that  we  have  their  interests  really  and  sin- 
cerely  at   heart. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  desire  sim- 
ply to  add  a  word  to  complete  the  record  and 
to  supplement  the  statement  of  the  councilor 
from  Ward  8  in  regard  to  the  item  of  an 
additional  story  for  the  nurses'  home,  with 
regard  to  which  he  quoted  Mr.  Kinney  and 
also  referred  to  what  has  been  said  by  some 
of  the  experts  who  looked  into  the  matter. 
He  neglected  to  state  that  the  engineer  of 
the  Finance  Commission  also  placed  an  es- 
timate of  about  $100,000  on  this  item,  and 
it  is  my  opinion  that  no  more  disinterested — 
if  not  actually  hostile — engineer  could  have 
been    picked   to  make  this   investigation. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  Chairman,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  gentleman  from  Watertown  or 
Belmont    a    question    if    I    may. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  Chair  will 
rule  that  there  is  no  gentleman  here  from 
Watertown    or    Belmont. 

Coun.  WARD — I  would  like  to  ask  the  gen- 
tleman professionally  if  he  feels  that  in  a 
chronic  case  the  seashore  is  better  than  the 
country  ? 

Coun.  DOWLING Mr.  President,  the  coun- 
cilor who  occupies  the  second  seat  to  my  left 
(Coun.  Guild)  said  he  wanted  to  complete 
the  record,  and  included  in  his  remarks  some- 
thing that  was  said  by  the  engineer  of  the 
Finance  Commission.  I  submit.  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, that  there  is  more  involved  in  this  ques- 
tion than  appears  here  this  afternoon.  I 
submit  that  the  engineer  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission is  a  gentleman  who  has  held  one 
of  the  most  responsible  positions  in  this  city 
for  several  years,  and  with  credit,  Mr.  Guy 
C.  Emerson.  Although  one  may  not  agree 
with  him  in  all  he  says,  as  representing  the 
Finance  Commission,  the  records  of  the  city 
prove  that  he  was  a  competent,  capable, 
efficient  engineer  in  the  city's  service.  I  sub- 
mit that  his  opinion  on  this  subject  is  as 
good  as  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Rourke,  who  is 
my  personal  friend,  or  of  Mr.  Charles  Nor- 
ton, of  the  Schoolhouse  Commission,  whom 
I  do  not  happen  to  know.  The  latter  two 
are,  however,  familiar  with  buildings.  Mr. 
Emerson  is  also  familiar  with  buildings,  and 
I  submit  that  the  records  will  not  be  com- 
plete and  that  this  Council  will  not  have 
an  opportunity  to  know  some  ojf  the  argu- 
ments connected  with  this  matter,  unless  the 
Committee  on  Finance  allows  to  be  read  into 
the  record,  either  by  myself  or  some  member 
of    the    committee,    the    report    filed    by    Mr. 


Emerson.  The  gentleman  on  my  right  (Coun. 
Keene)  intimated  that  he  was  going  to  move 
that  the  communication  from  Mr.  Emerson 
be  incorporated  in  this  debate.  That,  sir, 
I  submit  is  about  as  unfair  as  anything  you 
can  imagine.  After  the  vote  has  been  taken 
and  to  clear  the  skirts  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  the  gentleman  on  my  right  sug- 
gests that  it  would  then  be  a  good  time  to 
read  into  the  record  what  Mr.  Emerson  has 
to  say !  I  assume  that  I  have  permission 
to  read  Mr.  Emerson's  report.  I  cannot  add 
any  wisdom  to  what  Mr.  Emerson  says,  but 
I  can  give  you  a  page  out  of  my  own  early 
life  to  confirm  what  Mr.  Emerson  says.  In 
my  early  life  I  learned  the  trade  of  a  car- 
penter, and  for  ten  years  I  was  steadily 
employed  at  it,  going  through  the  different 
grades  until  I  became  a  foreman  and  built 
houses  myself.  So  I  feel  somewhat  intimate  and 
familiar  with  construction.  And  it  just  happens, 
Mr.  President,  that  about  thirty  years  ago,  after 
I  came  back  from  Cuba,  I  went  on  to  Long 
Island  and  helped  to  build  some  of  the  houses 
that  are  now  owned  by  the  government  there. 
I  have  a  very  vivid  recollection  of  what  it 
cost  to  build  those  officers'  houses  on  Long 
Island.  We  were  lightered  down  the  harbor 
through  the  winter,  leaving  the  wharf  in  the 
city  proper  at  the  usual  hour  for  work,  and 
landing  there  perhaps  two  hours  afterwards. 
We  would  work  for  an  hour,  then  take  a 
half  hour  for  lunch,  then  work  perhaps  an 
hour  more,  and  prepare  to  go  home.  So  the 
labor  cost  (laughter) — you  may  laugh,  but 
the  labor  cost  on  the  building  of  the  officers' 
houses  on  Long  Island  represented  an  out- 
rageous expenditure  of  the  public  money, 
and  I  benefited  some  by  it.  I  am  now  going 
to  omit  a  considerable  part  of  Mr.  Emer- 
son's comments  here,  but  I  will,  in  part,  read 
what   he   says : 

"It  is  not  improbable  that  the  total  of  the 
amount  estimated  may  be,  under  certain  con- 
ditions that  often  arise  in  municipal  work, 
greatly  exceeded.  In  connection  with  the 
matter,  I  have  been  requested  to  give  an 
opinion  regarding  the  increased  cost  for  doing 
building  work  on  Long  Island,  as  compared 
with  the  cost  of  similar  structures  on  the 
mainland.  This  is  an  exceedingly  difficult 
matter  regarding  which  to  make  an  accurate 
estimate ;  as  the  elements  of  time,  Character 
of  materials,  sources  of  supplies  and  other 
things  greatly  affect  the  matter.  It  may  be 
assumed  roughly  that  the  cost  of  buildings  will 
be  divided  between  labor  and  materials  approxi- 
mately in  the  proportion  of  40  per  cent  for 
labor  to  60  per  cent  for  materials.  As  re- 
gards labor,  there  must  be  taken  into  con- 
sideration the  cost  of  transportation  and 
the  time  lost  in  transit" — he  must  have  known 
of  my  early  experience  there — "for  which 
laborers  will  expect  to  be  paid,  These  two 
items  would,  I  believe,  increase  the  cost 
of  labor  by  approximately  30  per  cent.  As 
regards  materials,  the  increased  cost  is  less 
certain.  For  example,  if  lumber  were  pur- 
chased in  Boston  and  shipped  to  the  island, 
requiring  to  be  rehandled  twice,  the  cost 
would  be  greater  than  if  brought  directly 
to  the  island  by  water.  The  same  is  true 
of  bricks.  If  a  foreign  brand  of  cement 
is  purchased  and  shipped  directly  from  the 
Army  Stores  to  the  island,  it  will  probably 
cost  no  more  than  if  delivered  by  teams  in 
the  city.  Sand  and  gravel  would  probably 
be  brought  directly  to  the  island  by 
water  and  should  be  secured  more 
cheaply  than  in  town.  The  remaining 
materials,  such  as  doors,  windows,  roofing 
material,  terra  cotta  blocks,  etc.,  would  have 
to  be  shipped  from  the  city,  requiring  one 
or  more  rehandling  in  addition  to  the  cost 
of  transportation.  At  a  rough  estimate  an 
increase  of  20  per  cent  would  be  warranted 
on  materials.  This  would  make  an  average 
increase  in  cost  of  approximately  25  per 
cent  over  the  cost  of  doing  the  same  work 
on  the  mainland."  I  believe  Mr.  Emerson 
has  shown  that  he  is  a  competent  engineer. 
He  is  familiar  with  building,  much  more 
familiar  with   it   than   any   man   in   this   Coun- 
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oil,  and  is  certainly  as  familiar  with  it  as 
Mr.  Rourke  and  Mr.  Norton.  I  submit  that 
his  opinion  is  worth  something  and,  which 
it  may  not  change  the  opinion  of  other 
members  of  the  Council,  and  I  don't  believe 
it  will — and  I  say  this  in  all  fairness  to  the 
men  who  are  voting  opposite  to  my  views 
in  the  matter — his  opinion  is  certainy  en- 
titled to  a  great  deal  of  weight.  I  think, 
however,  that  the  cards  have  been  stacked 
and  that  the  very  selection  of  Mr.  Rourke 
and  Mr.  Norton,  both  appointed  by  the  Mayor 
in  connection  with  this  matter,  is  entirely 
misleading.      I  hope  the  order  will  not  pass. 

The  order  was  given  its  first  reading  and 
passage,  yeas   15,  nays  6  : 

Yeas — Coun.  Arnold.  Donovan,  Englert, 
Fitzgerald,  Green,  Guild,  Heffernan,  Keene, 
Lynch,  Mahoney,  McMahon,  Parkman,  Ruby, 
Wilson,    Wragg — 15. 

Nays — Coun.  Bush,  Dowd,  Dowling,  Freeley, 
McGrath.    Ward— 6. 

Coun.  KEENE — Mr.  President,  I  would  move 
that  the  report  of  the  Finance  Commission, 
including  the  report  of  the  engineer  of  the 
commission,  and  that  the  report  of  the  Build- 
ing Commissioner  and  the  Schoolhouse  Com- 
missioner,   be    made   a    part   of   the   record. 

President  HEFFERNAN— That  will  be  done 
if   there   is    no   objection. 

Coun.  DOWLING — I  object,  on  the  grounds 
that  I  have  stated. 

President  HEFFERNAN  —  Coun.  Keene 
moves  that  the  several  letters  he  has  referred 
to  in  his  motion  be  made  a  part  of  the  record. 

Coun.    Keene's    motion    was    carried. 

The  papers  referred  to  are  as  follows  : 
City     of     Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  April  25,  1927. 
To   the    Honorable   the    Committee   on    Finance 
of   the    City   Council. 

Gentlemen, — You  have  requested  that  the 
Finance  Commission  obtain  an  estimate  from 
its  consulting  engineer  of  the  expense  of  the 
proposed  additions  and  alterations  at  Long 
Island,  for  which  a  loan  of  $1,000,000  is  now 
pending.  Complying  with  your  request  I 
annex  hereto  a   copy  of  the  engineer's  report. 

No  plans  for  the  proposed  changes  have 
been  prepared.  Under  these  conditions  an 
estimate  can  show  only  the  probable  cost  of 
the  kind  of  building  which  the  estimator  has 
in  mind.  When  final  plans  are  made  the 
estimate  of   cost   might  be   entirely   different. 

The  engineer  of  the  Finance  Commission  has 
estimated  the  cost  of  the  proposed  changes  at 
$1,220,000.  ( )ther  expense,  however,  is  likely 
For  example,  the  engineer  in  estimating  the 
power  plant  has  not  provided  for  a  basement, 
and  in  the  case  of  the  addition  to  the  nurses' 
home  he  thinks,  from  his  examination  of  the 
walls,  that  when  the  roof  is  removed  it  may  be 
found  that  substantial  additional  expense  must 
be  incurred  for  repairs  to  the  original  struc- 
ture. It  would  appear,  therefore,  that 
$1,000,000  would  be  only  the  beginning  of  the 
expense  to  which  the  city  would  be  committed. 

As  the  position  of  the  Finance  Commission 
on  the  merits  of  the  loan  has  already  been 
stated  in  a  former  communication  to  the  City 
Council,  no  further  comment  is  made  on  that 
point.  If.  however,  you  contemplate  the  pas- 
sage of  the  pending  loan,  it  is,  of  course,  for 
you  to  determine  whether  it  is  wise  to  au- 
thorize a  loan  for  the  contemplated  additions 
at  this  time,  or  whether  it  would  be  better  to 
provide  funds  for  making  plans,  so  that  ac- 
curate estimates  of  the  undertaking  may  be 
obtained.  When,  for  example,  the  School 
Committee  contemplates  building  construction, 
it  usually  makes  an  appropriation  for  taking 
the  land  and  making  plans  in  the  first  instance 
and  provides  the  money  for  constructing  the 
building  only  after  the  plans  have  been  made.

Gentlemen, — Complying  with  the  instruc- 
tions  of   the   chairman,    I   have    made  such    an 


investigation  as  conditions  would  allow  re- 
garding the  probable  cost  of  making  additions 
to  the  buildings  of  the  Institutions  Department 
and  constructing  additional  new  buildings.  I 
understand  that  the  loan  order  calling  for 
$1,000,000  is  now  pending  before  the  City 
Council.  The  work  that  it  is  proposed  to  do 
and  the  estimated  cost  of  the  same  has  been 
given  me  by  the  Institutions  Commissioner 
over  the  telephone  and  confirmed  at  a  subse- 
quent  personal   meeting,  as   follows : 

1.  Extension  to  the  Almshouse  to  ac- 
commodate   300    patients,    a    600,000 

cubic    foot    extension $330,000 

2.  Children's  hospital,  250  beds  (at 
$1,700 )     425,000 

3.  Additional  story  on   nurses'  home....   100,000 

4.  New   laundry,   ground  area   55   feet 

by   90   feet   approximately 35,000 

5.  Power  plant :  4  new  boilers,  72 
inches,  with  mechanical  stokers.  $90- 
000 ;  2-125  KW  generating  sets  at 
$10,000    each,    $20,000 110,000 

6.  Miscellaneous     work 50,000 

Total     $1,050,000 


I  have  made,  in  company  with  the  commis- 
sioner, an  examination  of  the  premises  at 
Long  Island  and  observed  the  conditions  ex- 
isting. 

No  plans  have  been  made  for  any  of  the 
structures  and  except  that  the  buildings  are 
anticipated  to  be  of  the  same  general  char- 
acter as  the  buildings  now  existing,  no  in- 
formation is  obtainable  as  regards  details  of 
construction.  The  only  method  for  calculat- 
ing the  probable  costs  is  the  cubic  foot 
method,  by  which  the  cost  of  the  proposed 
structures  may  be  compared  with  the  cost 
of  buildings  that  have  been  already  built  for 
similar  purposes.  Much  information  regard- 
ing the  cost  of  buildings  for  all  purposes  has 
been  tabulated  and  various  formulas  have 
been  perfected  for  modifying  the  costs  of 
a  particular  period  to  present  conditions, 
taking  into  consideration  the  changes  in  costs 
of  construction,  such  as  rates  of  wages  and 
increased  cost  of  materials.  Using  the  above 
methods  I  have  attempted  to  make  a  rough 
estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  work  proposed, 
as   herein    previously   outlined. 

It  appears  to  me  extremely  doubtful  that 
the  amount  asked  for,  $1,000,000,  will  be  suf- 
ficient for  the  purpose.  Unquestionably,  work 
of  some  character  could  be  obtained  for  this 
sum.  On  the  other  hand,  experience  with 
city  work  indicates  that  it  is  not  likely  to 
be  of  the  cheapest  or  most  economical  char- 
acter. 

Estimates  based  upon  my  own  conception 
of  the  character  of  the  work  and  the  cost 
of  the  same  give  results  approximately  as 
follows  : 

Almshouse     extension $390,000 

Children's     hospital 500,000 

*Additional  story  on  nurses'  home....      125,000 
tNew    laundry     building 45,000 

Power    plant,    as    estimated    by    the 

commissioner  110,000 

Miscellaneous     work,     as     estimated 

by    the    commissioner 50,000 

Total     $1,220,000 

The  commissioner's  estimate  for  the  chil- 
dren's hospital  was  made,  so  I  was  informed, 
by  experts  from  the   Building  and   Schoolhouse 

*The  condition  of  this  building  indicates 
the  necessity  for  a  substantial  amount  of 
general  repairs  in  the  lower  stories.  No  pro- 
vision for  such  repairs  is  contained  in  this 
estimate. 

tThe  building  estimated  for  is  a  single  story 
with  the  floor  resting  directly  on  the  earth, 
with  only  such  excavation  as  will  be  neces- 
sary to  remove  loam  and  furnish  drainage. 
If  a  basement  story  is  considered  advisable, 
the  amount  estimated  should  be  substantially 
increased. 
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Departments,  after  consideration  of  the  cost 
of  a  hospital  recently  constructed  in  a  neigh- 
boring city.  Certain  additions  were  made  to 
the  price  per  bed  for  this  hospital,  on  ac- 
count of  Long  Island  conditions,  making  the 
estimated  price  for  the  proposed  hospital 
51,700   per   bed. 

The  cost  of  a  hospital  on  a  per  bed  basis 
is  a  matter  regarding  which  I  have  been 
able  to  obtain  very  little  information.  Costs 
of  various  hospitals  built  about  the  year  1902 
indicate  a  cost  from  §1,800  to  $2,300  per 
bed  at  that  time.  As  the  cost  of  general 
building  construction  has  increased  more  than 
100  per  cent  since  1902,  it  may  be  that  the 
cost  per  bed  would  far  exceed  the  amount  of 
$2,000   allowed   in   my  estimate. 

It  is  not  improbable  that  the  total  of  the 
above  estimates  may  be,  under  certain  con- 
ditions that  often  arise  in  municipal  work, 
greatly   exceeded. 

In  connection  with  the  matter,  I  have 
been  requested  to  give  an  opinion  regarding 
the  increased  cost  for  doing  building  work 
on  Long  Island,  as  compared  with  the  cost 
of  similar  structures  at  some  place  on  the 
mainland.  This  is  an  exceedingly  difficult 
matter  regarding  which  to  make  an  accurate 
estimate,  as  the  elements  of  time,  character 
of  materials,  sources  of  supplies,  and  other 
things,    greatly    affect    the    matter. 

It  may  be  assumed  roughly  that  the  cost 
of  buildings  will  be  divided  between  labor 
and  materials  approximately  in  the  propor- 
tion of  forty  per  cent  for  labor  to  sixty  per 
cent  for  materials. 

As  regards  labor,  there  must  be  taken  into 
consideration  the  cost  of  transportation  and 
the  time  lost  in  transit,  for  which  laborers 
will  expect  to  be  paid.  These  two  items 
would.  I  believe,  increase  the  cost  of  labor 
by  approximately   thirty   per    cent. 

As  regards  materials,  the  increased  cost 
is  less  certain.  For  example,  if  lumber  were 
purchased  in  Boston  and  shipped  to  the  island, 
requiring  to  be  rehandled  twice,  the  cost 
would  be  greater  than  if  brought  directly  to 
the  island  by  water.  The  same  is  true  of 
bricks.  If  a  foreign  brand  of  cement  is 
purchased  and  shipped  directly  from  the  Army 
Stores  to  the  island,  it  would  probably  cost 
no  more  than  if  delivered  by  teams  in  the 
city.  Sand  and  gravel  would  probably  be 
brought  directly  to  the  island  by  water  and 
should  be  secured  more  cheaply  than  in  town. 
The  remaining  materials,  such  as  doors,  win- 
dows, roofing  material,  terra  cotta  blocks, 
etc.,  would  have  to  be  shipped  from  the  city, 
requiring  one  or  more  rehandling  in  addi- 
tion to  the  cost  of  transportation.  As  a 
rough  estimate  an  increase  of  20  per  cent 
would  be  warranted  on  materials.  This  would 
make  an  average  increase  of  cost  of  ap- 
proximately 25  per  cent  over  the  cost  of 
doing  the  same  work  on  the  mainland.

4.  The  replacement  of  four  (4)  antiquated 
steam  boilers  and  a  proper  storage  for  coal 
and   handling   equipment,   $90,000. 

5.  Two    (2)    125  kilowatt   dynamos,   $20,000. 

6.  The  repair  and  an  additional  story  to 
the  Nurses'  Home.  $100,000.  making  a  total 
of  $1,000,000,  to  which  should  be  added  $50,000 
for    incidentals,    piping,   etc.

CONSTRUCTION  OF  GREYLOCK  ROAD. 

Coun.  DOWLING  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be 
directed  to  require  that  Martino  DeMatteo, 
who  has  the  contract  for  the  construction  of 
Greylock  road.  Ward  21,  reset  the  edgestones 
and  relay  the  granolithic  sidewalks  in  that 
thoroughfare  so  that  the  work  will  conform 
with   the   specifications. 

Coun.  DOWLING — Mr.  President,  I  do  not 
want  to  take  any  more  time  than  is  necessary 
to  explain  the  situation  out  in  my  ward  which 
warrants  the  attention  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Works  in  my  ward,  and  I  have  an 
interest  in  the  street.  Last  year,  on  my  order, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Council  and  with  the 
recommendations  of  the  Street  Commissioners, 
and  with  the  further  approval  of  the  Mayor, 
it  was  voted  to  lay  out  Greylock  road.  The 
work  began  in  the  early  summer  and  it  was 
duplicated  in  the  fall  on  account  of  cold 
weather  but  after  the  contractor  had  set  his 
edgestones  and  laid  his  granolithic  walks. 
With  the  coming  of  cold  weather  the  edgestones 
were  separated  from  his  sidewalks  so  that 
there  is  a  hiatus  between  the  two,  and  I  under- 
stand that  the  contractor  expects  to  fill  in 
with  cement  in  the  holes,  and  leave  the  side- 
walk exactly  as  it  is.  The  interest  I  have  in 
there  is  the  interest  of  my  constituents.     They 
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are  going  to  pay  half  the  cost  of  that  street, 
and  they  are  entitled  to  a  decent  job.  If  the 
contractor  took  the  job  a  little  too  low  and 
is  not  going  to  make  something  out  of  it,  that 
is  his  fault ;  if  he  is  going  to  reset  the  edge- 
stones  at  an  expense  to  himself,  that  is  his 
hunch.  This  matter  of  incompetence  on  the 
part  of  contractors  came  out  before  the  Com- 
mittee on  Unemployment  in  several  ways,  and 
I  think  the  members  of  the  committee  should 
take  notice.  There  is  no  doubt  but  that  there 
is  a  lot  of  bidding  being  done  by  men  who  do 
not  intend  to  give  the  city  any  kind  of  serv- 
ice, and  I  hope  the  Council  will  pass  this 
order  so  that  my  constituents,  who  are  also  my 
personal  friends  there,  will  have  a  sidewalk 
in  the  street  like  the  city  expected  them  to 
have  and  what  they  expected  to  pay  for,  and 
I  hope  the  order  will  pass.

Dear  Sir, — In  compliance  with  the  foregoing  order 
passed  by  the  City  Council  at  its  meeting  March  28, 
1927,  the  City  Planning  Board  respectfully  sub- 
mits the  following  report  with  regard  to  the  ad- 
visability of  widening  streets  in  the  vicinity  of 
Rutherford  avenue  and  Chapman  street,  and  in  the 
vicinity  of  Austin  and  Main  streets,  Charlestown, 
with  a  view  to  relieving  traffic  conditions. 

It  is  a  fact  that  there  is  an  unusually  large  volume 
of  traffic  at  each  of  these  points  and  at  each  point 
also  the  present  street  layout  serves  to  emphasize 
the  inconvenience  and  actual  danger  which  would 
ordinarily  exist. 

Chapman  street  leads  directly  from  Rutherford 
avenue  across  Prison  Point  Bridge,  and  connections 
to  the  commercial  and  industrial  sections  of  Cam- 
bridge, between  Lechmere  and  Kendall  squares, 
and  to  Memorial  Drive  and  the  Charles  River  road 
beyond,  intersecting  the  various  bridges  over  the 
Charles  river.  This  means  that  it  is  the  natural 
outlet  for  an  immense  volume  of  commercial 
traffic  and  pleasure  vehicles  from  Boston,  Cam- 
bridge and  other  communities  on  the  west  and 
south  to  Rutherford  avenue,  Charlestown,  Chelsea, 
Somerville  and  points  beyond. 

A  portion  of  this  traffic  will  doubtless  use  the  new 
Northern  Artery,  and  the  situation  will  be  accord- 
ingly relieved  to  a  certain  extent;  but  it  is  probably 
perfectly  safe — and  safer — to  assume  that  new 
traffic  will  develop  to  such  an  extent  that  the 
Chapman  street  route  will  continue  to  be  used  to 
its  full  capacity. 

Rutherford  avenue  at  its  intersection  with 
Chapman  street  is  approximately  50  feet  wide  on 
the  northerly  side  and  60  feet  wide  on  the  southerly 
side.  This  irregularity,  together  with  the  grade  on 
Chapman  street  and  the  left-hand  turn  which  is 
permitted  into  Rutherford  avenue  at  a  right  angle, 
combine  to  confuse  and  complicate  traffic  materially 
at  this  point. 

An  obvious  measure  of  correction  would  appear 
to  be  afforded  by  the  cutting  back  of  the  south- 
westerly corner  of  Rutherford  avenue  and  Chapman 
street,  but  at  the  present  time  this  property  is 
occupied  by  brick  tenement  houses  owned  by  the 
Commonwealth  and  used  for  homes  for  prison 
officers.  While  it  might  be  possible  to  secure  the 
co-operation  of  the  Commonwealth  in  the  matter, 
the  City  Planning  Board  questions  the  wisdom  of 
expending  any  money  at  this  time  as  a  temporary 
measure  of  relief  which  might  not  readily  conform 
to  a  final  plan  for  the  solution  of  the  entire  difficulty. 

Studies  have  been  made  by  the  Division  of  Met- 
ropolitan Planning  for  the  widening  of  Rutherford 
avenue  at  an  expense  of  approximately  $1,000,000. 
For  the  most  part,  the  widening  was  made  on  the 
northeasterly  side,  and  also  provided  for  a  rounding 
off  of  the  Commonwealth  property  at  the  corner 
of  Rutherford  avenue  and  Chapman  street.  In 
the  meantime,  the  freight  yards  of  the  Boston  & 
Maine  have  been  transferred  from  Rutherford 
avenue  to  the  Cambridge-Somerville  yards,  and 
the  widening  of  Rutherford  avenue  on  the  south- 
westerly side  might  possibly  be  effected  through 
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co-operation  with  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  by 
setting  back  of  buildings  as  a  different  type  of  use 
develops. 

Conditions  at  the  corner  of  Austin  and  Main 
streets  are  much  the  same  in  a  general  way.  The 
large  number  of  horse-drawn  and  motor  vehicles 
and  the  street-car  lines  passing  through  Thompson 
square,  the  elevated  station  with  its  entrance  and 
exit  stairways  and  surface  platform,  together  with 
the  traffic  already  referred  to  from  Rutherford 
avenue  and  Prison  Point  Bridge,  result  in  a  con- 
gestion which  is  already  beyond  the  reach  of  one- 
way street  or  other  remedial  regulation. 

The  City  Planning  Board  has  already  given 
considerable  study  to  conditions  at  this  point  and 
has  taken  up  with  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
the  possible  relocation  of  Thompson  Square  station, 
accompanied  by  the  rearrangement  of  the  surface 
platform  and  entrance  and  exit  stairways  so  as  to 
permit  of  a  freer  circulation  of  traffic  in  the  vicinity 
but  the  estimated  cost  for  carrying  out  such  a  plan 
was  considered  prohibitive. 

Until  recently  a  comparatively  inexpensive 
opportunity  existed  for  the  cutting  back  of  the 
southwest  corner  of  Main  and  Austin  streets,  but 
the  construction  of  a  three-story  brick  building  at 
this  point  stands  in  the  way  of  any  such  recommen- 
dation at  this  time. 

The  City  Planning  Board  has  under  way  at  the 
present  time,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Robert 
Whitten  of  New  York,  a  major  street  plan  for  the 
City  of  Boston.  After  giving  the  matter  con- 
siderable thought,  the  Board  has  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  it  would  be  the  part  of  wisdom  to 
delay  making  any  recommendation  for  the  relief 
of  conditions  at  these  two  locations  in  Charlestown 
until  a  complete  plan  is  available.  The  Board 
hopes  that  the  plan  now  in  preparation  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Whitten  will  assume  definite  pro- 
portions, and  to  a  certain  extent,  final  shape,  before 
the  end  of  the  present  year.  It  is  therefore  dis- 
posed to  recommend  delay  in  the  matters  now 
under  discussion  in  order  that  the  solution  eventu- 
ally recommended  may  be  in  conformity  with  the 
final  plan  which  will  be  based  upon  an  intensive 
study  of  street  and  transportation  conditions  not 
only  in  the  Charlestown  district  but  throughout 
the  entire  city. 

With  the  permission  of  your  Honor,  therefore, 
and  that  of  the  City  Council,  the  City  Planning 
Board,  with  a  full  appreciation  of  the  seriousness  of 
the  situation  toward  the  relief  of  which  the  City 
Council  Order  is  directed,  begs  to  refrain  from 
making  any  definite  recommendation  in  the  matter 
at  this  time.

Dear  Madam, — I  have  your  memorandum  of 
January  19  with  enclosure,  order  from  the  City 
Council  that  the  Park  Commission  be  requested  to 
install  two  arc  lights  on  the  Father  Buckley 
Playground  on  West  Third  street,  South  Boston. 

In  reply  I  desire  to  say  that  this  playground  is 
approximately  280  feet  long  and  100  feet  wide  and 
contains  about  28,000  square  feet.  I  would 
recommend  that  the  arc  lights  be  located  on  West 
Third  street  just  in  front  of  the  playground  which 
will  illuminate  it  very  well. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  matter  be  referred  to 
the  Public  Works  Department,  Street  Lighting, 
with  the  request  that  they  install  the  lights  on 
West  Third  street,  opposite  the  playground,  as 
same    would    be    much    more    satisfactory    than 


locating  the  lights  on  the  playground — would  be 
cheaper  and  more  practical  and  would  illuminate 
the  entire  area.

The    report    of    the    committee    was    accepted. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  the  subcom- 
mittee appointed  to  report  for  proper  action  the 
proposed  confirmation  of  the  list  of  205  constables 
of  the  City  of  Boston  reappointed  by  the  Mayor 
as  authorized  to  serve  civil  process  upon  filing  of 
bonds  for  the  year  commencing  May  1,  1927, 
reports  as  follows: 

Notice  to  appear  before  the 'committee  at  3.15 
p.  m.  on  April  28  having  been  mailed  each  con- 
stable your  committee  sat  on  that  afternoon  and 
at  a  public  hearing  considered  the  names  of  each 
constable  separately.  Of  the  205  listed,  39  failed 
to  answer  their  names,  152  answered  and  no 
objection  to  appointment  was  raised,  and  24 
constables  were  challenged. 

Your  committee  thereupon  heard  all  complaints 
severally  in  executive  session,  and  adjourned  until 
10  a.  m.  Friday,  April  29,  to  offer  a  full  and  fair 
opportunity  for  each  of  the  24  challenged  officers 
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severally  to  respond  in  person  to  any  charges 
made.  Hearings  were  concluded  Friday  after- 
noon. Many  charges  and  criticisms  directed 
against  some  of  the  officers  appeared  of  doubtful 
merit;  in  other  cases  it  has  been  considered  ad- 
visable not  to  report  favorably  at  the  present 
time.  Of  the  205  names  listed  on  the  attached 
list  your  committee  therefor  recommends  confirma- 
tion of  the  163  names  not  marked;  a  majority  of 
your  committee  recommends  that  the  42  marked 
names  be  laid  on  the  table  at  this  time. 

Your  committee,  as  was  naturally  anticipated, 
of  course  found  a  large  majority  of  our  constables 
courteous,  well  qualified  and  experienced, — men 
rightly  depended  upon  to  serve  civil  process  as 
officers  of  the  law  with  all  due  regard  for  the 
individual  rights  of  the  citizens  of  our  city  under 
the  law.  But  the  wisdom  of  reliance  upon  certain 
other  constables  properly  to  exercise  the  duties  of 
the  office  may  well  be  questioned. 

The  committee  feels  that  the  list  of  constables 
should  not  be  passed  annually  in  any  purely 
perfunctory  manner,  but  rather  that  the  real 
interest  of  the  public  suggests  the  advisability  of 
some  examination  into  the  personal  qualifications 
of  these  public  officials,  or  at  least  a  well-defined 
opportunity  for  the  citizens  of  the  city  annually 
to  lay  before  this  body  any  merited  complaints 
against  such  constables  as  may  appear  clearly  to 
have  abused  the  power  of  their  office. 

It  appears  that  the  public  at  large  is  not  cogni- 
zant of  its  right  to  complain  at  any  time  to  the 
office  of  the  Mayor  with  reference  to  an  unfit 
constable,  and  therefore  the  annual  confirmation 
of  the  Mayor's  reappointments  is  a  convenient 
and  appropriate  time  periodically  to  take  stock. 

It  is  the  earnest  belief  of  certain  members  of 
your  committee  that  a  more  general  restriction  in 
the  number  of  constables  for  the  City  of  Boston, 
and  more  stringent  requirements  for  appointment, 
would  enure  not  only  to  the  welfare  of  the  general 
public  but  prove  of  distinct  benefit  to  the  scores 
of  experienced  and  competent  constables  who  are 
admittedly  a  credit  to  their  office. 

Of  distinct  advantage  also  might  be  the  early 
passage  of  a  legislative  act  increasing  the  size  of 
civil  writs  which  may  be  served  by  constables 
from  $300,  as  at  present,  to  $500.  In  other  words 
the  City  of  Boston,  and  its  officials,  would  both 
benefit  by  qualifying  fewer*  and  more  competent 
constables  but  with  increased  responsibility. 

Finally,  your  committee  recommends  that  it  be 
not  dischanged  at  this  time  but  that  it  may  be 
permitted  further  to  consider  the  42  names  not 
reported  for  confirmation  at  this  time,  as  well  as 
such  other  and  further  constable  appointments  as 
may  be  made  during  the  balance  of  1927,  subject 
to  confirmation  by  this  Council. 

Committee,  Coun.  McMahon,  MeGrath,  Ruby, 
Ward,  Wilson. 

The  question  came  on  confirmation  of  the  names 
reported. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
have  three  of  the  names  voted  back  favorably  by  ' 
the  committee  voted  on  separately,  if  we  are 
going  to  vote  on  the  entire  list.  There  are  three 
names  on  the  list  that  I  do  not  wish  to  vote  for  at 
this  time.  I  am  perfectly  willing  to  vote  for  the 
rest. 

President  HEFFERNAN— What  are  the  names? 
Coun.  WARD — Harry  Greenbaum,  Jacob  Isgur 
and  William  S-  Cooper. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  WARD,  the  three  names 
just  referred  to  were  excepted,  and  the  question 
came  on  confirmation  of  the  others.  President 
HEFFERNAN  appointed  as  a  committee  to  re- 
ceive, sort  and  count  ballots  Coun.  Englert  and 
Ruby. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  as  chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Constables,  I  would  state 
that  the  name  of  William  S.  Cooper  was  held  up, 
and  that  the  objection  was  afterwards  withdrawn. 
I  now  understand  that  Coun.  Ward  wishes  the 
name  still  held  up.  That  being  the  case,  I  would 
like  to  have  additional  information. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  Chair  would  say 
that  we  are  voting  on  the  other  names.  If  there 
is  no  objection,  we  will  now  proceed  to  the  ques- 
tion of  confirmation  on  the  names  as  reported, 
with  the  three  just  referred  to  to  be  acted  upon 
separately.  When  those  names  come  up  for  action, 
the  Council  can  do  as  it  wishes. 

(The  committee  proceeded  to  collect,  sort  and 
count  ballots,  and  the  names  of  constables  as 
reported  by  the  committee,  with  the  exception  of 


Harry   Greenbaum,   Jacob   Isgur  and  William   S. 
Cooper  were  confirmed,  yeas  18,  nays  0.) 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  question  now 
comes  on  the  confirmation  of  the  other  three 
names — Harry  Greenbaum,  Jacob  Isgur  and 
William  S.  Cooper. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  with  reference  to 
those  three  names,  I  understood  that  one  of  those 
names,  the  name  of  Mr.  Cooper,  was  held  up  in 
committee.     With    reference     to    the    names    of 
Greenbaum    and    Isgur,    certain    objections    were 
made  to  both  of  those  men,  jointly.     It  seems  that 
one  of  the  constables  was  assisting  another  in  the 
performance   of   his   duty.     This   particular   com- 
plaint was  heard  by  the  committee  on  Thursday 
afternoon  and  Friday  morning,  and  the  two  con- 
stables   themselves    put    in    an    appearance    and 
explained  their  end  of  the  matter.     In  consequence 
of  their  explanation,  the  two  constables  were  acted 
upon  favorably  by  the  committee,  after  listening 
to  the  complaint,  and  after  hearing  a  man,  whose 
name  I  don't  think  it  is  necessary  to  mention  at 
this  time,  who  came  in  and  said  that  he  had  been 
a  party  to  this  particular  transaction,  not  speaking 
from  the  side  of  the   constables  themselves,   and 
that  he  felt  that  the   constables  had  acted  in  a 
decent  manner  and  should  not  be  held  up  at  this 
time.     I    think    the    committee    gave    particular 
attention  to  this   case,   and  it   was  only   after  a 
careful  investigation  that  the  two  men  were  passed 
upon  favorably  with  the  rest.     I  do  not  feel  that 
at  this  time  those  two  men,  who  have  acted  as 
constables  in  previous  years,  should  be  held  up. 
I  believe  that  in  fairness  I  should  make  this  state- 
ment at  this  time  with  reference  to  the  name  of 
Isgur.     Some  months  ago,  he,  acting  properly  and 
within  his  rights  on  an  execution,  went  to  the  home 
of  a  very  dear  friend  of  mine  at  half  past  six  in  the 
morning  and  placed  this  man  under  arrest  on  a 
legitimate  proposition.     I  was  communicated  with 
at  the  time.     I  called  at  the  home  of  this  fellow, 
who  is  a  man  with  a  wife  and  family,  and  asked 
the  constable  to  release  the  man  and  that  I  would 
agree   to   have   him  in   court   at   11    o'clock   that 
morning,  knowing  as  he  did  and  as  I  did  that  when 
the  man  was  released  he  was  released,  and  I  had 
never   seen    the    constable    before.     But    when    I 
introduced  myself  to  him,  he  said,   "All  right,  I 
will  let  this  fellow  go  on  your  word  that  he  will 
be  there  at  11  o'clock."     I  had  the  man  in  court 
at    11    o'clock   that    morning,    as   per   agreement. 
And   when   Coun.    McMahon,   if   I   may   use   his 
name,  asked  this  constable  in  the  committee  room 
if  he  would  do  the  same  thing  if  a  request  were 
made  by  any  member  of  the  City  Council,  under 
the  circumstances,  he  said,   "Yes,   I  would  take 
the   word   of   any  councilor  of  the  City  of  Boston 
and  do  the  same  thing  for  that  councilor  as  I  did 
for  Coun.  Ruby."     I  simply  mention  this  to  show 
the  calibre  of  the  man  upon  whose  name  we  are 
now  going  to  vote.     I  think  both  of  those  men 
convinced  the  committee,  after  investigation,  that 
they  were  acting  within  their  rights,  and  I  hope 
the  members  of  the  Council  will  vote  to  confirm 
the  appointment  of  those  two  constables. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  question  is  on 
the  confirmation  of  the  appointments.  The  Chair 
will  appoint  Coun.  Donovan  and  Dowling  a  com- 
mittee to  receive,  sort  and  count  ballots  on  con- 
firmation of  the  appointment  of  Greenbaum,  Isgur 
and  Cooper. 

The  committee  performed  the  duty  assigned  and 
reported  as  follows: 

Whole  number  of  ballots  19;  necessary  for  con- 
firmation, 10;  yeas  14,  nays  5,  and  the  appointments 
of  Harry  Greenbaum,  Jacob  Isgur  and  William  S. 
Cooper  were  confirmed. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  understand 
that  there  are  quite  a  few  constables  waiting  to 
see  whether  they  are  to  be  confirmed  or  not,  having 
the  question  of  the  filing  of  bonds,  and  so  on,  to 
consider,  and  for  that  reason,  I  think  it  would  be 
well  to  have  the  names  of  the  forty-two  who  are 
being  held  up  at  the  present  time  read.  All  the 
others  whose  names  are  not  mentioned,  are  con- 
firmed. 

City  Clerk  Donovan  read  the  names  of  the  forty- 
two  referred  to,  as  follows:

President  HEFFERNAN— The  question  comes 
on  laying  the  names  just  read  on  the  table. 

Coun.  McMAHON — Mr.  President,  I  notice  the 
name  here  of  Maurice  Rosenberg.  I  understand 
that  he  has  already  resigned. 

President  HEFFERNAN— Well,  inasmuch  as  we 
have  no  official  notice  of  that,  I  suppose  whatever 
action  we  take  here  will  stand. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  the  statement 
just  made  by  Coun.  McMahon  suggests  the  possible 
position  that  some  of  these  members  may  be  put  in. 
Here  they  are,  all  being  treated  alike,  although  the 
action  taken  in  holding  these  names  up,  I  under- 
stand, is  taken  for  different  reasons.  Some  are 
men  whom  some  of  us  feel  should  be  rejected  as 
not  fit  for  duty,  not  fit  to  be  constables,  but  some, 
I  understand,  are  held  up  for  entirely  different 
reasons.  Some  of  them,  for  instance,  did  not 
appear  before  the  committee,  perhaps  from  inability 
to  do  so  or  from  some  other  cause.  It  does  not 
necessarily  reflect  on  them,  and  no  doubt  a  number 
of  men  in  this  list  are  perfectly  competent  and 
proper  men  to  attend  to  the  duties  of  constables. 
But  the  fact  remains  that  these  names  have  gone 
to  the  press,  and  it  holds  all  of  them  up,  as  being 
in  the  undesirable  class.  I  simply  say  this  for 
the  benefit  of  the  press. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  was 
going  to  say  the  same  thing  as  the  councilor  who 
has  just  spoken.  I  think  the  committee  has 
taken  very  wrong  action,  having  that  particular 
thing  in  view,  action  that  is  very  unfair  to  some  of 
these  constables.  I  really  think  the  whole  thing 
should  be  stricken  from  the  record.  Some  of 
these  men  did  not  appear,  some  of  them  probably 
being  unable  to  come  before  the  committee  at  the 
time,  and  to  set  this  thing  before  the  public  in  this 
way  is  unfair  to  many  of  them.  People  will  have 
a  wrong  impression.  Such  things  frequently 
ruin  a  man's  reputation. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  Chair  will 
simply  state  that,  from  the  report  of  the  committee, 
it  is  understood  that  the  names  of  these  men  are 
laid  on  the  table  either  because  of  complaints  or 
because  they  have  not  appeared  in  person.  They 
are  not  rejected.  They  will  be  acted  upon  at  some 
future  date  by  the  Council,  and  no  doubt  many  of 
them  will  be  confirmed. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  to  allay  the 
conscientious  scruples  of  the  councilor  from  Ward 
3, 1  have  no  objection  to  reading  what  appears 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  one 
moment. 

President  HEFFERNAN— For  what  purpose 
does  the  gentleman  rise? 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  think 
the  remarks  of  the  councilor  are  uncalled  for.  One 
of  these  men  in  whom  I  am  interested,  simply 
because  he  lives  in  my  ward  and  I  feel  that  a 
very  great  injustice  is  being  done  to  him  in  this 
matter,  is  Hugh  F.  Kiernan.  Mr.  President, 
there  has  been  a  whole  lot  of  funny  work  done  in 
this  committee.  A  number  of  people  who  had 
grievances  went  before  the  committee,  the  thing 
was  taken  up  in  a  one-sided  way,  some  of  these  men 
were  not  able  at  the  time  to  come  in  and  explain 
things,  and  this  is  now  sprung  upon  us  here  in  a 
way  that  casts  a  very  serious  reflection  on  some 
worthy  men.  A  lot  of  people  with  axes  to  grind, 
in  my  opinion,  went  before  the  committee — in 
my  opinion,  no  lawyers  should  have  been  on  the 
committee,  any  way. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  do  I  under- 
stand that  the  gentleman  from  Ward  3  has  com- 
pleted his  interruption  to  my  remarks? 

President  HEFFERNAN — I  cannot  answer  for 
the  gentleman  from  Ward  3.  I  will  simply  say 
that  the  question  is  on  laying  these  names  on  the 
table,  and  that  that  question  is  not  subject  to 
debate.  Questions  of  information  are  in  order, 
but  no  debate. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  I  was  about 
to   say   something   which   will  probably   clear   up 


certain  phases  of  this  matter.  I  was  about  to  say 
before  I  was  interrupted  that  against  each  of  the 
names  read  by  the  Clerk  is  an  initial.  "A"  means 
"Absent,"  and  accordingly  not  even  heard;  "R" 
means  "Resigned,"  and  "T"  and  "H"  mean 
"Tabled"  or  "Held"  for  further  investigation  and 
for  further  enlightenment.  I  was  about  to  say, 
before  interrupted,  so  that  there  might  be  no  mis- 
understanding, that  the  names  of  those  tabled  or 
held  are  Aleck  Berg,  John  H.  Brady,  John  J. 
Buckley,  Thomas  Cannizzaro,  Matthew  W. 
Chait,  Barnet  Levenbaum,  Corrado  Palladino, 
Roman  J.  Vasil,  Albert  V.  Walton  and  John  F. 
Welch. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  question  comes 
on  laving  on  the  table. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  that  ex- 
planation had  not  been  made  when  the  names 
were  read  off.  I  simply  rise  here  in  justice  to 
some  of  these  men,  some  of  whom  did  not  appear, 
for  some  reason  or  other,  which  had  not  been 
stated.  You  know,  a  wrong  impression  goes 
forth  from  the  publication  of  names  in  this  way 
in  the  newspapers  and  men  are  subjected  to  a  lot 
of  criticism.  We  all  know  how  men  in  public  life 
are  wrongly  quoted  in  the  newspapers,  things  be- 
ing said  about  them  and  things  being  inferred  that 
are  not  so.  One  of  these  men  just  happens  to 
live  in  my  ward.  I  did  not  know  until  recently 
that  he  Hved  there,  b"it  I  have  known  him,  and 
known  him  by  reputation.  Several  persons  of 
prominence,  judges,  men  holding  high  office,  emi- 
nent citizens  of  the  community,  have  asked  me  to 
intercede  for  him.  Of  course,  I  was  not  at  the 
hearing.  I  don't  know  whether  the  charges 
brought  against  him  there  are  true  or  not.  But 
certainly,  it  is  very  strange  that  men  high  up  in 
this  city,  financially  and  otherwise,  attorneys  and 
men  of  high  standing,  occupying  important  posi- 
tions in  the  community,  should  appear  in  the  in- 
terest of  this  man,  if  he  is  not  all  right.  I  do 
know  that  a  committee  of  this  sort  should  not  be 
dominated  by  lawyers.  We  all  know  that  a  great 
many  lawyers  take  cases  that  they  should  not 
take,  and  many  men  cause  writs  to  be  served  on 
innocent  people  when  they  see  the  opportunity  to 
get  the  almighty  dollar,  and  when  that  sort  of 
thing  is  done  we  can  all  understand  how  unjust 
criticism  may  be  brought  against  the  men  serving 
the  writ.  I  have  observed  that  it  is  always  the 
lawyers  who  start  the  trouble  on  the  constables, 
not  the  laymen,  but  eminent  gentlemen  at  the  bar. 
I  don't  think  the  gentleman  from  Dorchester  was 
within  his  rights  when  he  got  up  and  talked  in  the 
sarcastic  manner  that  he  did.  We  all  know  a 
good  deal  about  members  of  the  bar.  They  are 
the  ones  who  are  criticized  more  than  anybody 
else,  who  have  to  face  serious  charges  We  have 
all  heard  for  a  good  many  years  about  the  exorbi- 
tant fees  that  they  charge.  They  don't  hesitate 
to  take  any  and  every  kind  of  a  case,  and  then 
they  come  in  and  get  these  constables  to  serve 
papers,  and  the  constables  are  blamed.  I,  for 
one,  believe  that  theie  are  too  many  constables, 
but  they  all  have  their  friends,  and  many  on  the 
list  here  have  held  the  position  for  a  number  of 
years.  I  am  not  greatly  interested  in  any  indi- 
vidual names  here,  but,  as  I  say,  there  is  this 
young  man  whose  name  has  been  read  off,  who 
lives  on  the  same  street  that  I  do,  and  I  feel  very 
strongly  that  in  this  case  an  injustice  is  being  done 
by  the  action  we  are  taking,  having  these  names 
placed  before  the  public  in  this  way,  without  any 
proper  explanation.  There  are  always  two  sides 
to  every  story,  and  when  you  have  a  young  man 
of  that  sort,  in  whose  behalf  many  of  the  big  and 
honored  men  in  the  community,  men  elected  by 
the  people  and  appointed  to  high  positions  by  the 
Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  in  the  past,  vote, 
it  makes  you  realize  the  injustice  that  is  being 
done  to  this  young  man  and  no  doubt  is  being 
done  to  many  others  by  this  procedure.  Of  course, 
we  know  that  in  many  cases  people  don't  pay  their 
bills  and  don't  take  very  kindly  to  methods  which 
will  make  them  pay  their  bills.  There  are  people 
who  have  never  owned  a  dollar,  who  don't  have 
any  property,  who  are  not  responsible,  and  who 
are  always  trying  to  dodge  and  evade.  We  all 
know  of  people  who  want  to  beat  others,  if  they 
can,  and  when  an  attempt  is  made  to  bring  them 
to  account,  somebody  has  to  do  the  work.  Per- 
haps you  may  have  listened  to  some  constituent 
of  yours  who  thought  he  was  wrongly  dealt  with 
by  a  constable,  but  you  hear  nothing  about  the 
landlord,  the  man  who  sold  him  goods  and  who  is 
simply  trying  to  get  his  money  for  them.  You 
simply  hear  the  complaints  made  about  the  con- 
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stable  who  served  the  writ,  and  in  many  cases  you 
have  heard  nothing  else.  You  have  simply  lis- 
tened to  some  constituent  who  thinks  he  has  a 
little  grievance.  I  don't  care  personally  what  you 
do,  but  I  am  simply  speaking  in  the  interest  of 
one  young  man  in  the  section  that  I  represent. 
You  have  all  had  your  favorites,  your  friends, 
whom  you  have  been  trying  to  please,  and  you 
have  tried  to  take  care  of  them.  I  have  not 
favored  the  procedure  that  has  been  carried  on 
from  the  first.  I  was  not  interested  in  having 
secret  hearings,  but  wished  to  have  public  hear- 
ings. I  believe  where  charges  of  this  sort  are  made 
against  men  they  should  be  given  the  fullest  op- 
portunity to  meet  them  and  to  remove  any  possi- 
ble stigma  that  may  be  attached  to  their  method 
of  conducting  their  business.  But  there  has  been 
funny  work  here,  there  have  been  lawyers  with 
axes  to  grind,  there  has  been  much  in  the  delibera- 
tions of  this  committee  that  I  don't  think  should 
have  occurred,  and  I  feel  that  I  would  be  false  to 
my  duty  if  I  did  not  arise  at  this  time  and  make 
this  statement.  I  am  speaking  particularly  for 
this  man  who  lives  in  the  ward  where  I  happen  to 
live,  the  ward  I  represent,  because,  after  all,  what 
I  have  heard  shows  that  other  representatives  in 
this  Council  are  interested  in  the  people  who  live 
in  their  wards  and  are  influenced  by  the  position 
they  have  taken.  So,  in  justice  to  this  man,  I  am 
making  this  appeal.  When  the  name  of  this  young 
man  was  read  off  here,  I  didn't  want  it  to  go  into 
the  newspapers  in  that  way,  that  his  name  was 
held  up.  I  would  not  want  the  people  of  my  dis- 
trict to  say  that  I  sat  here  idly  while  his  name  was 
read  off  as  one  who  was  to  be  held  up  or  rejected. 

Several  members  addressed  the  Chair. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  Chair  will  rule 
that,  the  question  simply  being  on  laying  on  the 
table,  it  is  not  subject  to  debate.  Considerable 
leeway  has  been  allowed  to  the  last  two  speakers. 
If  a  gentleman  rises  for  information,  that  is  one 
thing,  but  the  question  is  not  subject  to  debate. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
question  of  personal  privilege. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  gentleman  will 
state  his  question  of  personal  privilege. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  wish  to 
say  a  word,  as  a  member  of  the  committee.  Some- 
thing has  been  said  about  the  committee,  and  I 
feel  that  it  is  proper  under  the  circumstances  that 
I  should  rise  to  a  question  of  personal  privilege  and 
say  a  word  for  the  committee. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  gentleman  will 
proceed,  if  there  is  no  objection. 

Coun.  McGRATH — Mr.  President,  I  am  not  an 
attorney  and  I  can,  therefore,  speak  as  one  who  is 
pure  in  answer  to  what  the  gentleman  from  Ward  3 
has  just  said.  (Laughter.)  I  think  he  will  agree 
with  me  that  the  name  of  the  man  to  whom  he  has 
just  referred  appears  down  toward  the  end  of  the 
list,  the  man  about  whom  he  is  aroused.  All  I  will 
say  about  that  man  is  this,  that  I  had  nobody 
come  to  me  in  his  interest,  nor  anybody  opposed 
to  him,  but  it  was  the  attitude  of  the  man  in  that 
room  that-  settled  the  question  in  my  mind.  I 
have  never  sat  on  a  committee  w:hile  I  have  been 
a  member  of  the  Council  that  worked  so  diligently 
as  did  this  committee  in  the  matter  of  the  investi- 
gation of  constables.  They  gave  two  hearings,  one 
in  the  afternoon,  and  the  next  the  next  forenoon, 
at  ten  o'clock,  hearing  the  cases  until  after  six 
o'clock.  We  questioned  every  man  who  came 
before  us,  and  any  man  who  had  a  complaint  to 
make,  listening  to  the  complaint.  But,  in  regard 
to  the  man  from  the  gentleman's  district,  it  was 
his  attitude  before  the  committee  that  led  me  to 
vote  to  table  him.  When  one  member  of  the 
Council  asked  a  question,  he  accused  the  member 
of  being  interested,  insulting  the  committee,  and 
saying  to  the  man  who  asked  him  a  question,  "I 
will  get  you,"  and  then  repeating  the  threat.  I 
said  to  that  man,  "You  are  not  here  showing  the 
proper  spirit.  If  that  is  the  spirit  you  show  when 
you  arc  serving  a  writ,  you  are  not  the  type  of  man 
who  should  go  into  any  place,  into  any  home,  for 
any  such  purpose."  I  will  say  here  that  I  am 
opposed  to  the  majority  of  the  constables  in  the 
city,  and  if  I  continue  to  be  member  of  the  Council 
I  will  vote  to  cut  down  the  number  of  men  now  on 
the  list,  if  I  have  an  opportunity  to  do  so,  because 
I  feel  that  there  are  abuses  and  I  feel  that  there  is  a 
great  hardship  to  many  people  because  of  the  way 
in  which  they  work.  Many  of  them  working  for 
credit  clothing  houses  or  furniture  houses,  go  to 
homes  and  collect  money  which  they  have  no 
authority  to  collect.  No  man  who  uses  undue 
intimidation  towards  women  folks,  who  goes  in  and 


threatens  people  with  false  arrest,  should  be 
allowed  to  continue  on  the  staff  of  constables,  and 
I  say  that  many  of  the  men,  men  who  were  under 
charges,  came  here  in  a  threatening  way,  showed  a 
threatening  manner.  When  we  sent  the  City 
Messenger  out  to  inform  certain  men  to  come  in, 
he  would  be  told  by  some  of  the  men  gathered 
there  that  they  didn't  care  to  be  bothered  by  this 
sort  of  thing,  didn't  care  to  wait  around.  I  said  in 
such  cases  that  they  needn't  wait  any  longer,  if 
they  didn't  wish,  that  they  could  continue  with 
other  business  but  not  as  constables,  as  far  as  I 
was  concerned.  In  regard  to  the  man  referred  to, 
whose  name  has  not  been  mentioned,  and  I  do 
not  mention  it  now,  I  don't  think  he  is  a  fit  man 
to  be  on  the  constables'  staff.  He  came  in  and 
insulted  the  chairman  and  didn't  care  anything 
about  any  complaints  that  might  be  made.  When 
he  was  asked  if  he  wouldn't  like  to  hear  them  he 
said  "No,  I  am  not  interested  in  the  matter.  I 
don't  want  to  talk  to  you.  There  is  only  one 
decent  fellow  sitting  in  the  room,  and  he  is  not  a 
member  of  the  Council,"  and  then  he  turned 
around  and  told  a  member  of  the  Council  twice 
that  he  would  "get  him."  I  certainly  thought 
the  man  was  not  qualified  to  have  my  sanction  to 
go  out  and  arrest  people  in  this  city.  I  simply 
say  that  most  of  these  constables  are  on  probation 
and  I  say  to  any  constables  who  may  be  within  the 
hearing  of  my  voice,  guard  yourselves,  because  if 
I  am  in  this  body  again,  I  will  be  in  this  Council 
against  any  constables  that  I  feel  arc  lax  in  their 
duty,  and  it  is  my  conviction  that  the  list  should 
be  considerably  thinned  out. 

Coun.  RUBY— Mr.  President,  I  will  ask  the 
indulgence  of  the  members  of  the  Council  for  a 
moment,  if  I  may  do  so  as  a  member  of  the  com- 
mittee and  also  a  member  of  the  legal  profession, 
to  say  a  word  or  two  in  answer  to  the  accusation  of 
the  councilor  from  Ward  3  (Coun.  Fitzgerald). 

President  HEFFERNAN— Coun.  Ruby  asks 
unanimous  consent.     Is   there  objection? 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  object. 

The  Council  voted  to  put  the  list  of  names  of 
constables  referred  to  on  the  table. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  question 
of  personal  privilege. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  gentleman  will 
kindly  state  the  question  of  personal  privilege. 

Coun.  RUBY— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
state  to  members  of  the  Council  just  a  word  per- 
taining to  some  of  the  duties  of  members  of  the 
City  Council. 

President  HEFFERNAN— Coun.  Ruby  asks 
unanimous  consent  to  make  a  statement.  If  there 
is  no  objection,  Coun.  Ruby  will  proceed. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  am  not  dis- 
turbed by  what  my  good  friend,  the  councilor  from 
Ward  3  (Coun.  Fitzgerald),  has  said  with  reference 
to  the  question  of  the  constables  upon  whom  we 
have  acted  this  afternoon.  I  say  "my  good  friend" 
because  I  think  we  understand  each  other.  But  I 
do  think  it  is  unnecessary  for  any  of  us  to  get  dis- 
turbed unduly  about  the  matter  that  he  has 
brought  up.  It  is  true,  however,  that  this  com- 
mittee, honestly,  conscientiously  and  fairly  tried  to 
do  their  work,  and  has  received  criticism  at  the 
hands  of  my  good  friend,  the  councilor  from  Ward 
3.  In  this  connection  I  might  say  that  Coun. 
Bush  and  myself — if  I  may  use  Coun.  Bush's  name 
— were  the  only  two  members  of  this  body  who 
voted  against  the  method  which  the  Council  de- 
cided to  follow  with  reference  to  constables  of  the 
City  of  Boston  this  year.  When  the  question  of 
the  investigation  of  the  constables  was  presented 
at  the  last  meeting,  Coun.  Bush  and  Ruby  were 
the  only  two  men  who  stood  on  the  floor  of  this 
Council  and  voted  against  this  method  in  in- 
vestigation, and  if  the  councilor  from  Ward  3 
(Coun.  Fitzgerald)  was  here  on  that  day  he  must 
necessarily  have  voted  in  favor  of  this  method  of 
investigation.  Having  done  that,  if  he  had  taken 
the  pains  to  go  into  the  hearing  room  on  Thursday 
afternoon  and  Friday  morning  and  listen  to  the 
proceedings  with  reference  to  these  men  who,  after 
all,  are  citizens  of  this  city  and  are  responsible  to 
us,  would  have  heard  complaints  of  some  of  the 
most  dastardly  actions  made  against  some  of  the 
constables  who  have  been  held  up  this  afternoon. 
You  have  not  heard  some  of  the  complaints  that 
we  heard.  The  councilor  speaks  of  lawyers  holding 
up  people,  but  we  heard  of  cases  where  it  was 
claimed  that  for  bills  of  $12  or  $13  poor  unfortu- 
nates were  held  up  by  constables  and  had  to  pay 
$60  and  $70  on  the  bill,  through  unscrupulous  con- 
stables who  were  engaged,  without  even  the  assist- 
ance of  these  so-called  unscrupulous  lawyers  that 
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he  speaks  of.  I  believe  no  councilor  in  this  body 
should  take  it  upon  himself  to  stand  up  here  as  the 
councilor  has  and  attack  the  legal,  medical  or  any- 
other  profession  in  any  such  manner  as  we  have 
heard  lawyers  attacked  here  this  afternoon.  It  is 
unfair  to  us  who  happen  to  be  members  of  the  legal 
profession.  I,  for  one,  don't  feel  that  I  have  to 
offer  any  apology  to  the  councilor  from  Ward  3  for 
the  business  I  am  engaged  in.  I  have  been  en- 
gaged in  that  line  of  business  for  thirteen  years, 
and  I  feel  that  I  may  take  some  personal  pride  in 
the  way  that  I  have  conducted  myself  in  it.  I  hold 
no  brief  for  the  profession,  but  it  is  an  honorable 
profession,  and  I  think  it  needs  no  apology  from  its 
members  in  this  body  or  in  any  other  place.  As  a 
member  of  the  legal  profession,  I  will  simply  answer 
for  myself  as  well  as  I  can.  I  think  it  is  unfair  of 
the  councilor  to  make  the  statement  he  did.  In 
the  first  place,  I  don't  think  that  he  was  referring 
at  all  to  the  constable  to  whom  the  councilor  from 
Ward  13  (Coun.  McGrath)  referred.  He  was  re- 
ferring to  a  young  chap  for  whom  I  have  the 
highest  regard,  not  at  all  the  constable  who  has 
been  referred  to  here  as  insulting  the  committee. 
I  know  the  young  man  who  has. been  referred  to  as 
well  as  the  councilor  from  Ward  3  knows  him,  and 
in  my  opinion  he  is  one  who  will  act  properly  and 
with  ability  as  a  constable  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
I  will  say,  however,  entirely  apart  from  the  in- 
dividual merits  of  different  constables,  if  the 
councilor  from  Ward  3  was  opposed  to  this  kind  of 
investigation  by  a  subcommittee  it  was  his  duty  to 
vote  as  I  did  and  as  Coun.  Bush  did  a  week  ago, 
against  this  method  of  investigation. 

3.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order  (re- 
ferred today)  relative  to  alterations  of  Ashland 
Street  Bridge — that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  said  order  passed. 


COMMITTEE   ON  JITNEY   LICENSES. 

Coun.  WARD,  for  the  Committee  on  Jitneys, 
submitted  reports  as  follows: 

1.  Report  on  petition  of  Boston  Elevated  Rail- 
way Company  to  operate  motor  vehicles  between 
Mattapan  station  and  the  junction  of  Hyde  Park 
avenue  and  Ashland  street  via  Mattapan  square, 
Oakland  street,  Ashland  street,  Canterbury  street, 
and  Hyde  Park  avenue,  returning  via  Ashland 
street,  Oakland  street  and  Mattapan  square — 
that  same  ought  to  pass. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask  the  chairman  of  the  committee  whether  the 
route  proposed  for  the  buses  is  over  streets  on 
which  the  Elevated  Railway  still  maintains  tracks 
and  whether,  if  there  are  now  tracks  there,  they 
are  to  be  abandoned? 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  the  chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Jitneys  cannot  answer  that 
question,  because  it  is  not  my  district.  Probably 
the  gentleman  from  Hyde  Park  can  answer  the 
question  better  than  I  can. 

Coun.  WRAGG — -Mr.  President,  I  was  very 
much  surprised  to  find  that  the  committee  reported 
favorably  on  that  matter  without  first  calling  the 
councilor  from  the  district  in  to  the  hearing.  With 
last  year's  committee  it  was  always  the  custom  of 
the  chairman  to  invite  the  councilor  from  the  dis- 
trict involved  to  be  heard.  I  am  opposed  to  this 
permission  in  its  present  form,  because  on  Oakland 
street  at  the  present  time  there  are  tracks  which 
I  understand  the  Elevated  intends  to  tear  up  when 
Ashland  street  is  reconstructed.  There  is  in  circu- 
lation at  the  present  time  a  petition  of  citizens 
along  the  line  that  the  tracks  be  left  there  and  that 


the  buses  be  not  put  on.  So  I  am  going  to  ask 
that  this  matter  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  I  have  a 
chip  on  my  shoulder  now. 

President  HEFFERNAN— For  .what  purpose 
does  the  gentleman  rise? 

Coun.  GILBODY — In  connection  with  the 
original  report  of  the  committee. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  question  is  on 
laying  the  matter  on  the  table,  and  that  is  not 
debatable. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
question  of  personal  privilege. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  gentleman  will 
state  his  question  of  personal  privilege. 

Coun.  GILBODY — An  attack  has  been  made  on 
the  Committee  on  Jitneys,  and  I  desire  to  make  a 
statement. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  gentleman  asks 
unanimous  consent  to  make  a  statement.  If  there 
is  no  objection,  the  gentleman  may  proceed. 

Coun.  GILBODY — Mr.  President,  as  a  member 
of  the  Committee  on  Jitneys  I  desire  to  say  that 
I  inquired  and  understood  that  the  gentleman 
concerned,  in  whose  ward  the  lines  were  being 
granted,  was  in  accord  with  the  petition.  Other- 
wise, I  certainly,  as  a  member  of  the  committee, 
would  not  have  voted  in  favor  of  the  report. 

It  was  voted  to  lay  the  report  on  the  table. 

2.  Report  on  petition  of  Boston  Elevated  Rail- 
way Company  to  opeiate  motor  vehicles  between 
Park  square  and  the  North  Station  via  Charles, 
Leverett  and  Causeway  streets,  returning  via 
Portland,  Traverse,  Merrimac,  Lowell,  Brighton, 
Leverett  and  Charles  streets — that  same  ought  to 
pass. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  with  reference 
to  the  petition  of  the  Elevated  to  be  allowed  to 
run  jitney  buses  from  the  North  Station  to  Park 
square,  I  personally  am  very  much  opposed  to  the 
granting  of  any  petition.  It  seems  to  me  a  waste 
of  money  to  use  that  jitney  line  to  supplant  the 
subway  system  on  which  we  have  spent  millions 
of  dollars,  which  runs  practically  directly  from  the 
North  Station  to  Boylston  street.  It  seems  to  me 
if  anybody  wishes  to  take  that  trip  he  should  use 
the  route  upon  which  we  have  expended  an  enor- 
mous amount  of  money,  a  route  which  properly 
should  be  used  for  just  that  purpose.  Then,  any- 
body living  in  the  vicinity  of  Charles  street  can 
walk  a  few  hundred  yards  and  take  a  surface  car 
line.  It  seems  to  me  an  unusual  thing  for  the 
Boston  Elevated  to  request  that  it  be  allowed  to 
put  a  jitney  line  on  this  particular  route,  not  only 
because  it  is  supplementing  and  paralleling  the 
subway  system  but  because  it  is  adding  congestion 
to  our  already  congested  streets  in  the  center  of  the 
city.  If  the  Boston  Elevated  has  any  money  to 
spend,  I  would  prefer  to  see  it  spent  in  the  outlying 
districts,  such  as  West  Roxbury  and  Dorchester, 
where  in  places  they  do  not  have  a  choice  between 
subway  and  jitney  lines,  and  where  there  are  not 
facilities  already  afforded  to  go  from  one  point  to 
another. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  GUILD  the  report  was  laid 
on  the  table. 


GENERAL   RECONSIDERATION.

Dear  Sir, — In  compliance  with  the  foregoing 
order  passed  by  the  City  Council  at  its  meet- 
ing February  14,  1927,  the  City  Planning  Board 
submits  the  following  report  relative  to  the 
advisability  of  the  City  of  Boston  taking  over 
Chandler    pond,    Brighton,    for   park    purposes. 

Chandler  pond,  Brighton,  as  indicated  on 
the  accompanying  photostat,  lies  on  the  west- 
erly side  of  Lake  street,  and  comprises,  ac- 
cording to  the  1926  assessors'  list,  1,249,811 
square   feet   of   land,    valued   at   $37,500. 

At  the  present  time,  the  pond  on  the  south- 
east side  is  being  filled  with  refuse.  Four  new 
houses  have  been  constructed  along  the  sewer 
taking  between  the  pond  and  Lake  street, 
while  several  other  houses  are  under  construc- 
tion on  the  northerly  side.  From  the  work 
already  done,  therefore,  and  from  the  plans 
tentatively    submitted    to    various    city    depart- 
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merits,  it  would  appear  to  be  the  intention 
to  eventually  develop  the  entire  area  for  resi- 
dential  purposes. 

The  City  Planning  Board  is  advised  by  the 
Park  Department  that  in  its  opinion  the  area 
is  not  suitable  for  park  or  playground  pur- 
poses, in  view  of  its  close  proximity  to  Rog- 
ers Park,  while  at  the  head  of  Lake  street 
is  Chestnut  Hill,  one  of  the  largest  parks  in 
the  city,  and  within  a  short  distance  is  Chest- 
nut Hill    Playground. 

While  the  acquisition  of  the  area  under  con- 
sideration would  have  certain  advantages,  it 
is  a  fact  that  this  particular  section  of  the 
Brighton  district  is  apparently  more  fortunate, 
so  far  as  recreational  facilities  are  concerned, 
than   is  the  case  in   many  other  localities. 

There  is  also  the  further  fact  that  the 
location  of  this  particular  area  is  at  the  ex- 
treme edge  of  the  district  and  within  about 
1,000   feet  of  the  Newton   line. 

In  addition  to  the  purchase  price,  which  the 
city  would  be  called  upon  to  assume  in  case 
of  the  acquisition  of  the  area,  there  would 
be  a  very  considerable  amount  required  for 
its  development,  and  also  a  considerable  an- 
nual amount  for  maintenance  and  supervision 
particularly    if    maintained    as    a    water   area. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  City  Planning  Board, 
therefore,  that  the  interests  of  the  community 
would  be  better  served  by  the  expenditure  of 
such  sums  of  money  as  are  available  in  the 
further  development  of  Rogers  Park  with 
regard  to  which  a  recommendation  was  sub- 
mitted under  date  of  August  12,  1925,  and 
in  the  establishment  of  additional  playground 
facilities  in  the  Faneuil  district  as  reported 
upon  under  date  of  July  30,   1926. 

The   acquisition    by    the    City   of    Boston    for 
park   purposes  of  the  area  known  as  Chandler 
pond,    therefore,    is   not    recommended.

It  has  been  known  for  some  time  that 
Columbus  Avenue  Bridge,  over  the  Boston  & 
Albany  Railroad,  was  in  bad  condition.  An 
inspection  on  March  23,  1927,  shows  that  the 
bridge  is  in  very  poor  shape,  and  undoubtedly 
it  will  not  last  another  year  and  it  may  not 
go   through   this    year. 

Surveys  and  studies  are  being  made  for  its 
reconstruction.  To  rebuild  this  bridge  will 
cost  about  $80,000,  which  sum  could  properly 
be  obtained  by  loan  as  has  been  the  custom 
in    past   years. 

I  respectfully  recommend  that  an  order  be 
sent  to  the  City  Council  to  petition  the  Pub- 
lic Utilities  Commission  as  to  the  necessity

WILSON  offered  the  following- 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  repave  with  smooth  paving,  Park 
street,  from  Washington  street  to  the  Mid- 
land Division  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven

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PURCHASE  OF  ELECTRIC  LIGHT  POLES. 
Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Greater  Boston  Committee 
of  the  City  Council  investigate  the  practica- 
bility and  estimated  expense  of  pui  chasing 
the  6,010  electric  light  poles  and  equipment 
now  above-  ground  in  use  by  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton and  eliminating  by  such  purchase  hereafter 
any  charge  per  lamp  per  year  other  than  a 
measured  charge  per  kilowatt  hour  for  the 
actual  electric  light  current  used  in  each 
electric  street   lamp. 

Referred  to   the   Committee  on    Greater   Bos- 
ton. 


EDISON  CHARGES  TO  CITY. 
Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  and 
he  hereby  is  respectfully  requested  to  obtain 
forthwith  from  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
and  also  from  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating 
Company,  for  the  information  of  the  City 
Council,  such  facts  and  figures  as  may  sub- 
stantially   determine : 

1.  The  total  amount  paid  by  the  City  of 
Boston  during  the  year  1921  -o  ..he  Edison 
Light  Company  for  the  6,000  electric  lamps, 
more  or  less,  maintained  on  the  streets  of  the 
City  of  Boston. 

2.  The  annual  charge  per  lamp  made  to  the 
City  of  Boston  by  the  Edison  Light  Company 
during  1926  with  reference  to  lamps  in  use 
commencing    January    1,    1920. 

3.  What  proportionate  amount  of  the 
charge  of  $93.42  per  lamp  per  year  made  by 
the  Edison  Light  Company  co  .tie  v  lty  <>r 
Boston  is  for  (a)  the  lamp  and  equipment, 
(b)    maintenance,    (c)    electric  current. 

4.  The  actual  present  additional  cost  to 
the  Edison  Light  Company  of  installing  one 
additional  electric  light  poie  and  lamp  reaiy 
to  light,  on  Massachusetts  avenue,  in  the  City 
of  Boston. 

5.  The  total  annual  charge  per  lamp  being 
made  by  the  Edison  Light  Company  to  the  City 
of  Boston  for  electric  current  supplied  the 
6,000    electric    lights,    more    or    less. 

6.  The  total  annual  charge  per  lamp  being- 
made  for  the  year  1927  by  the  Edison  Light 
Company  to  the  City  of  Boston  for  the  main- 
tenance, repairs  and  replacements. 

7.  The  total  annual  charge  per  lamp  being 
made  for  the  year  1927  by  the  Edison  Light 
Company  to  the  City  of  Boston  for  each 
electric  light  pole  and  its  equipment,  and 
presumably  covering  amortization  or  depreca- 
tion of   such  pole  and   equipment. 

8.  The  actual  initial  present  expense  to  the 
Edison  Light  Company  of  installing  one  ad- 
ditional electric  light  pole  and  equipment  on 
Talbot  avenue,  Dorchester, — connected  with  the 
present  electric  light  system  and  ready  to 
light. 

9.  Why  it  is  not  just  as  feasible  and  practi- 
cable for  the  City  of  Boston  itself  to  purchase 
outright  and  own  each  separate  electric  light 
pole  above  ground  as  it  is  for  the  City  of 
Boston  to  purchase  and  own  each  gas  pole 
above  ground. 

10.  Why  it  is  not  just  as  feasible  and 
practicable  for  the  City  of  Boston  to  purchase 
outright  and  own  each  additional  electric  light 
pole,  completely  installed  above  ground  and 
ready  to  light  as  it  is  for  the  individual  hou*  » 
owner  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  install  in  his 
privately  owned  dwelling  house  all  electric 
light  equipment  ready  for  metered  use  of  the 
electric  light  current  of  the  Edison  Light 
Company. 

11.  Why  it  is  not  just  as  feasible  and  practi- 
cable for  the  Edison  Light  Company  gratui- 
tously to  furnish  electric  light  globes  for  each 
of  the  6.010  electric  lamps  in  use  by  the  City 
of  Boston  on  January  31,  1927,  as  it  is  for  the 
Edison  Light  Company  to  furnish  gratuitously 
for  each  individual  private  dwelling  ^quipr>»d 
with  electric  wiring  a  complete  set  of  electric 
light   bulbs. 

12.  The  cause  and  items  comprising  the  in- 
crease  in   the    cost   to   the   City   of    Boston   per 


lamp  per  year  from  $89  per  lamp  annually 
in  1923  or  1924  to  $93.42  annually  per  lamp 
in    1926   or   1927. 

13.  The  separate  items  which  are  included 
in  the  total  annual  price  of  $93.42  per  lamp 
together  with  the  estimated  separate  cost  of 
each   said   items  per  lamp   per  year. 

14.  The  total  cost  per  pole  of  each  of  the 
123  electric  light  poles  purchased  and  now  in 
use  by  the  Police  Department  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  not  including  any  cost  of  maintenance 
or  operation. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  these  two 
orders  are  to  a  great  extent  self-explanatory. 
At  the  present  time,  I  might  state,  as  is  well 
known  by  the  members  of  the  Council,  the 
City  of  Boston  pays  the  Edison  Electric  Illumi- 
nating Company  $93.42  annually  per  lamp  for 
each  of  the  6,010  boulevard  electric  lights  on  the 
streets  of  our  city.  This  includes  equipment, 
maintenance  and  electric  current.  I  believe  the 
facts  and  figures  will  show  that  one  third  of  the 
amount  is  for  pole  rental,  on  poles  which  could 
probably  be  purchased  outright  for  less  than 
$100  each.  I  submit  that  if  only  $10  on  the 
$93.42  is  for  pole  rental,  it  means  an  item  of 
$60,000  a  year  on  6.000  poles,  and  if  the  rental 
figure  is  $30  per  pole,  it  means  $180,000  an- 
nually. The  private  householder  buys  his  own 
electric  wiring  and  fixtures,  and  pays  the 
Edison  Company  only  for  the  current  used. 
Ordinary  business  efficiency  would  seem  to 
suggest  the  city's  doing  likewise.  If  we  find 
the  City  of  Boston  buying  outright  the  gas 
light  poles,  it  would  seem  equally  feasible  and 
practicable  to  buy  outright  the  electric  light 
poles.  If  the  idea  is  not  practicable,  then  why 
is  the  city  able  to  buy  its  gas  light  poles  and 
pay  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company  no 
rental  on  poles,  but  only  for  gas  used  ?  It  is 
simply  that  we  may  obtain  the  facts  and  fig- 
ures from  the  Edison  Company,  and  perhaps 
consider  the  matter  at  an  early  Greater  Bos- 
ton hearing,  that  I  submit  this  list  of  detailed 
questions. 

The    order    was    referred    to    the    Executive 
Committee. 


HOMEOPATHIC    HOSPITAL    BUILDINGS. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President.  I  would  like 
to  ask  if  we  have  had  any  report  on  the  order 
introduced  by  Coun.  Wilson  on  May  2,  as 
follows  : 

"Ordered,  That  the  Institutions  Commis- 
sioner, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  and 
he  hereby  is  respectfully  requested  to  investi- 
gate and  report  to  the  City  Council  with  refer- 
ence to  the  availability  and  possible  purchase 
price  by  the  Citv  of  Boston  of  the  Homeo- 
pathic Hospital  buildings  for  use  of  same  by 
the    chronic   sick." 

I  have  been  wondering  if  a  report  has  been 
received    back     upo">     that     orde"    yet? 

President  HEFFERNAN— No  report  has 
been   received   as  yet. 


MORTON  STREET  BRIDGE. 
Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following : 
Whereas,  The  new  Morton  street  extension, 
a  public  way  in  the  Dorchester  district  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  crosses  over  the  tracks  of  the 
Midland  Division  of  the  New  York.  New  Haven 
&  Hartford  Railroad  by  an  overhead  bridge 
adjacent  to  the  Morton  street  station ;  and 
whereas  it  is  necessary  for  the  security  and 
convenience  of  the  public  and  particularly 
automobile  traffic  on  Morton  street  that  an 
alteration  be  made  which  shall  not  involve  the 
abolition  of  the  crossing,  but  which  does  re- 
quire the  widening  and  the  repairing  of  said 
overhead  bridges  and  its  approaches  now 
barely  30  feet  wide,  to  the  approximately  80 
foot   width    of   said   highway ; 

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  in 
the  name  and  behalf  of  the  City  Council  be 
and  he  hereby  is  requested  and  required  to 
apply  to  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities 
for  its  decision  upon  the  necessity  of  such 
alteration  or  alterations  and  for  prescribing 
the  manner  and  limits  within  which  same  shall

be  made,  and  if  the  decision  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Utilities  is  that  alteration  or  altera- 
tions be  necessary,  that  the  Corporation  Coun-

SAFETY    OF    FLOORS    IN    SCHOOL 
BUILDINGS. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Schoolhouse  Department, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested 
to  advise  the  City  Council  forthwith  whether 
the  Continuation  School  and  the  new  schools 
being  constructed  in  Roxbury  and  Hyde  Park 
will  meet  safe  and  proper  engineering  re- 
quirements with  floor  slab  material  composed 
of  the  slag  blocks,  as  at  present  manufactured 
by  the  Republic  Fireproofing  Company,  and 
further,  whether,  if  the  floors  of  these  three 
schools  are  so  constructed,  the  completed  build- 
ings are  expected  to  pass  and  will  pass  the 
building  laws  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  at  the  time 
when  an  answer  comes  through  to  this  ques- 
tion, which  has  been  directed  to  the  School- 
house  Department,  I  will  probably  have  some 
remarks  of  importance  to  make.  At  the  pres- 
ent time  I  merely  ask  that  the  order  be  passed 
under  suspension  of  the  rule,  bearing  in  mind 
the  fact  that  if  there  is  one  class  of  buildings 
in  the  City  of  Boston  that  must  be  undeniably 
and  assuredly  safe,  it  is  the  schoolhouse  build- 
ings. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of 
the  rule. 


INCINERATORS   FOR   REFUSE    DISPOSAL. 

Coun.   WILSON   submitted  the  following  : 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  and 
hereby  is  respectfully  requested  to  advise  the 
City  Council  as  to  the  prospects,  if  any,  of 
an  early  serious  consideration  of  the  problem 
of  installation  of  incinerators  for  refuse  dis- 
posal in  at  least  one  or  more  of  the  seven 
rubbish  disposal  districts  of  the  City  of  Boston, 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  on  the  sec- 
ond day  of  August,  last  year,  an  order  was 
put  into  this  Council  requesting  an  estimate 
of  the  cost  of  incinerator  installation  in  this 
city  in  lieu  of  the  present  antiquated  and  un- 
sanitary dump  system.  Three  months  later, 
on  the  8th  of  November,  the  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works  submitted  an  estimate  of 
$4,000,000  "to  properly  solve  the  problem." 
He  divided  the  city  into  seven  districts,  at 
varying  costs,  estimated  at  from  $335,000  up. 
I  submit,  although  it  may  or  may  not  take 
$4,000,000  to  properly  solve  the  problem  in 
its  entirety,  for  all  seven  districts,  I  see  no 
reason  why  a  start  cannot  be  made  in  one 
or  two  of  the  districts  during  the  current 
year. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


CONDITIONS    OF     SUFFOLK    COUNTY 
COURTHOUSE. 

Coun.    WILSON    offered   the   following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  County  Ac- 
counts be  instructed  to  make  further  investiga- 
tion of  the  overcrowded  conditions  of  the  Suf- 
folk County  Courthouse  and  the  possibility 
of  purchasing  the  adjoining  properties,  num- 
bered 29,  35  and  37  Pemberton  square,  for  the 
construction  of  a  suitable  modern  annex  on 
said  locations  as  well  as  on  the  dead  end 
of  Pemberton  square  which  public  areaway 
is  now  chiefly  used  for  all  day  parking  of 
automobiles. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  I  will  sim- 
ply   say    with    reference    to    this    order    that    I 


am  moved  to  put  it  in  owing  to  the  fact 
that,  as  I  understand  the  situation,  Superin- 
tendent Englert  of  the  Public  Bulidings  De- 
partment and  Mr.  Seaver  of  Oak  and  Tyler 
streets,  together  with  others,  made  a  very 
conclusive  and  exhaustive  survey  of  these 
particular  buildings  of  Saturday  of  last  week, 
and  the  information  they  gleaned  may  be 
most  enlightening.  Last  spring  the  Commit- 
tee on  Counties  heard  such  evidence,  I  think, 
as  would  warrant  the  belief  that  early  and 
substantial  additions  to  the  present  ouftolk 
County  Courthouse  are  an  absolute  necessity. 
Since  that  time  the  police  headquarters  has  been 
moved  to  Stuart  street,  and  the  former  quarters 
are  idle  and  untenanted.  In  view  of  the  ex- 
isting situation  it  seems  to  me  idle  to  talk 
of  locations  for  a  new  courthouse  building, 
when  adequate  quarters  are  idle  and  available, 
adjacent  to  the  courthouse,  not  only  Nos.  29, 
35  and  37  Pemberton  square,  but  also  with 
the  addition  of  the  dead-end  street  in  Pem- 
berton square,  which  at  the  present  time  so 
far  as  the  naked  eye  can  observe  is  used 
chiefly  for  the  parking  all  day  of  automobiles. 
The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 


ELEVATORS   IN  CITY  HALL. 
Coun.    KEENE  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Pub- 
lic Buildings  be  requested,  through  bis  Honor 
the  Mayor,  to  install  electric  or  self-operating 
equipment  on  at  least  one  of  the  new  ele- 
vators in  City  Hall  from  the  balance  of 
$15,000  still  available  in  the  $50,000  loan 
passed   for   new  elevators   by  the   City  Council. 

Passed   under   suspension   of   the   rule. 


CLOSING    OF    COLUMBUS    AVENUE. 

Coun.  WARD  offered  the   following : 

Ordered.  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  close  Columbus  avenue  until  such 
time  as   it   is  safe  for  vehicular  travel. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  what  prompts 
me  to  present  this  order  is  the  deplorable 
condition  of  Columbus  avenue.  Probably  most 
of  the  members  have  had  occasion  to  realize 
the  condition  that  the  street  is  in,  but  I 
think  the  greatest  criterion  of  that  is  the 
fact  that  reference  to  our  Law  Department 
will  show  the  number  of  suits  that  are 
brought  against  the  city  because  of  broken 
springs  arid  axles  of  automobiles  going  over 
the  avenue.  Therefore,  I  move  a  suspension 
of  the   rule   and   the  passage   of  the  order. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of 
the   rule.

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FRANKLIN    PARK    IMPROVEMENTS. 

Coun.  GILBODY,  for  the  Committee  on 
Parkman  Fund,  submitted  report  on  message 
of  Mayor  and  order  (referred  March  14)  recom- 
mending appropriation  of  $15,000  from  in- 
come of  Parkman  Fund  to  be  expended  on 
Franklin  Park  improvements — that  same  ought 
to   pass. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  ask  the  chairman  of  the  committee,  who 
introduces  this  report,  whether  there  is  any 
truth  in  what  has  been  stated  that,  although 
this  Council  has  to  pass  on  each  appropria- 
tion for  the  Parkman  Fund,  on  this  appropria- 
tion of  $15,000  the  Park  Department  has  gone 
ahead  with  the  work  without  consulting  the 
Council  until  now,  and  that  about  50  per  cent 
of  that  work  has  been  done  without  any 
authorization  of  the  Council ;  and  whether,  if 
a  situation  came  about  whereby  the  order  was 
defeated,  they  would  have  indebted  themselves 
for  some  $6,000  or  $7,000  without  any  author- 
ity ?  I  would  like  to  know  from  the  chairman 
if  he  knows  how  much  truth  there  is  in  that 
report. 

Coun.  GILBODY — Mr.  President,  in  compli- 
ance with  the  gentleman's  request  I  will  say 
that  the  order  was  dated  the  14th  day  of 
March ;  that  the  Park  Department  did  adver- 
tise for  bids  and  that  they  were  opened  the 
17th  of  March,  and  that  the  contract,  with 
J.  A.  Singarella  was  awarded  by  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  March  26.  I  had  the  same  thought 
in  mind  that  the  councilor  had,  but  if  the 
money  is  not  available  from  the  Parkman  Fund 
it  can  be  taken  from  the  ordinary  revenue  of 
the  department,  and  the  work  will  not  be  held 
up  anyway.  The  money  will  be  paid  from 
the   regular   revenue   of   the   department. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  with  all 
due  respect  to  my  colleague  from  Dorchester, 
for  whom  I  have  the  highest  regard,  I  think 
this  is  one  of  the  worst  precedents  that  we  can 
be  called  upon  to  establish  here.  Here  we 
have  a  man  in  the  City  of  Boston  who  left  a 
great  deal  of  money  to  the  city  for  specific 
purposes,  and  he  left  it  in  your  charge  and  in 
my  charge,  left  it  in  charge  of  the  Mayor  and 
the  Council,  and  the  way  in  which  this  money 
is  expended  will  serve  as  an  incentive  to  other 
men  to  leave  their  money  in  a  similar  way  to 
the  city  or  will  prevent  them  from  doing  so. 
What  will  be  thought  by  people  related  to  Mr. 
White  and  to  Mr.  Parkman,  when  money  is 
left  in  this  way  for  a  specific  purpose,  in  the 
hands  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  City 
Council,  who  are  to  sit  as  a  board  of  trustees 
to  pass  on  the  proper  expenditure  of  the 
money,  when  one  man,  his  'Honor  the  Mayor, 
goes  ahead  and  contracts  a  bill  to  the  extent 
of  $19,000  without  any  authority?  It  is  an 
absolute  insult  to  you,  Mr.  President,  and  to 
every  other  member  of  the  Council.  Here  we 
are,  trustees  of  the  money  left  by  Mr.  Parkman, 
and  we  are  supposed  to  vote  on  appropriations 
for  the  expenditure  of  this  money  in  a  proper 
manner.  We  are  the  guardians  of  the  money 
while  we  sithere  as  elected  officials  of  this 
city,  and  think  of  the  boldness  of  the  man  who, 
as  chief  executive  of  this  city,  makes  a  con- 
tract of  this  kind  for  the  expenditure  of  the 
money  to  the  extent  of  $19,000,  which  is  pro- 
ceeded with  and  half  completed  when  he  comes 
in  and  asks  us  to  appropriate  the  money  for 
the  completion  of  the  contract.  I  think  that 
is  the  boldest  move  in  the  way  of  ignoring  the 
Council  that  I  have  known  in  my  time  in  this 
body.  It  may  be  true  that  they  can  take  the 
money  out  of  the  Park  Department  funds.  If 
they  can,  let  them  do  so.  Why  should  we, 
however,  now  vote  to  get  them  out  of  a  situa- 
tion that  they  brought  about  themselves,  know- 
ing what  they  were  doing  ?  If  they  have  made 
such  a  contract,  and  now  ask  for  the  authori- 
zation of  this  body,  who  are  trustees  of  this 
money,  I  think  we  ought  to  vote  against  the 
order  and  not  allow  them  to  usurp  our  powers 
and    absolutely    ignore    us,    Mr.    President. 

Coun.  GUILD— Mr.  President,  I  don't  feel 
so  grievously  insulted  as  does  the  previous 
speaker  in  this  situation,  and  perhaps  the 
reason  why  I  do  not  feel  so  grievously  in- 
sulted is  that  I  understand  Coun.  Gilbody's  ex- 


planation of  the  situation  in  an  entirely  dif- 
ferent way.  It  seems  to  me  there  is  a  bare 
possibility,  in  view  of  the  previous  speaker's 
apparently  preconceived  notion  that  the  work 
in  question  was  almost  completed  as  soon  as 
the  contract  was  made,  that  that  is  an  indica- 
tion of  the  inaccuracy  with  which  he  has 
judged  the  whole  situation.  I  take  it  that  the 
situation  in  question  is  this :  that  it  was 
determined  that  the  Park  Department  should 
do  a  cerain  amount  of  work  of  a  certain  char- 
acter this  year ;  that  that  determination  was 
made  by  those  in  charge,  the  executive  heads 
of  the  Park  Department  and  of  the  city  in 
general,  who  were  the  proper  officers  to  make 
the  determination.  It  is  now  only  a  question 
whether  the  work  which  they  have  determined 
should  be  done  shall  be  paid  for  through  one 
bookkeeping  item  or  another  bookkeeping  item. 
The  suggestion  is  put  up  to  us  that  we  charge 
this  bookkeeping  item,  $15,000  of  it,  at  least,  to 
the  Parkman  Fund,  and  it  strikes  me  that  _  it 
is  far  from  usurping  the  powers  of  the  City 
Council  or  insulting  the  City  Council  in  any 
way  ;  that  it  simply  means  a  straightforward, 
manly  proposition,  out  in  the  open,  that  we 
charge  $15,000  of  this  money  for  the  work 
that  the  executives  have  determined  should  be 
performed  to  the  Parkman  Fund.  I  think 
the  report  ought  to  be  accepted. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  don't 
know  upon  what  the  councilor  who  has  just 
spoken  bases  his  idea  that  all  my  statements  are 
erroneous.  I  think  I  took  the  proper  method, 
asking  the  chairman  of  the  committee  in 
charge  of  this  report  whether  the  work  had 
been  started.  On  the  face  of  it,  it  looks  like 
a  brand  new  appropriation,  to  be  chargfd  up 
to  the  Parkman  Fund.  That  is  why  I  en- 
deavored to  get  information  from  the  proper 
source.  The  chairman  says  the  work  has  be- 
gun, that  this  contract  was  awarded  last  March, 
and  we  have  now  gone  through  April.  Of 
course,  it  is  not  completed,  but  I  think  it  is 
fair  to  say  that  it  is  more  than  half  done. 
I  don't  know  whether  it  is  a  question  of  book- 
keeping or  not.  But  it  does  now  seem  that 
we  are  called  upon  to  pass  an  appropriation, 
as  trustees  of  the  fund,  for  the  doing  of  spe- 
cific work  which  is  now  on  its  way  to  comple- 
tion, the  work  having  been  contracted  for  and 
initiated  without  any  authority  from  us.  This 
is  simply  another  illustration  of  the  way  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  ignores  the  directors  elected 
to  sit  with  him  on  these  matters,  going  ahead 
and  doing  the  work  as  he  sees  fit,  and,  when 
he  gets  around  to  it,  coming  to  us  for  approval 
of  the  matter  as  a  new  measure,  when  as  a 
matter  of  fact  he  has  already  started  it  and 
has    got    half   way    through    it. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  say,  as  chairman  of  the  committee,  that 
perhaps  I  did  not  make  myself  clear.  I  think 
the  order  is  dated  the  14th  day  of  March.  Am 
I   right,    Mr.    Clerk? 

City  Clerk   DONOVAN— Yes,   sir. 

Coun.  GILBODY— I  understand  from  the 
City  Record  that  bids  were  called  for  on  the 
17th  day  of  March  and  that  the  contract  was 
awarded  the  26th  day  of  March.  But  the  com- 
mittee, in  its  wise  judgment,  did  not  see  fit 
to   pass    upon   it   until   today.

The  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted, 
and  the  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the 
orders  as  submitted  by  the  committee. 

Coun.  PARKMAN — Mr.  President,  the  Appro- 
priation Bill  for  the  year  1927  was  submitted 
to  the  Council  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  on  April  18, 
1927.  This  date  was  the  latest  on  which  the 
bill  was  ever  submitted  to  the  City  Council 
since  the  adoption  of  the  city  charter — due  to 
the  long  delay  in  the  fixing  of  the  tax  limit  for  the 
year  by  the  Legislature.  As  a  result  of  this 
delay  many  departments  had  already  expended 
close  to  the  amount  which  they  were  authorized 
to   spend    prior   to   the    passage    of    the    budget. 

The  neci sitj    for  prompt   consideration  was  nevei 

more  urgent  in  order  to  avoid  a  suspension  of 
the  pay  rolls  and  a  cessation  of  the  city's  services, 
and  accordingly  the  committee  at  once  began 
its  hearings  which  have  proceeded  continuously 
with  daily  sessions  and  for  one  week  evening 
sessions,  the  last  hearing  having  been  held  on 
Friday  afternoon  last.  In  spite  of  this  fact, 
the  long  delay  of  the  Legislature  in  fixing  the 
tax  limit  has  resulted  in  the  pay  of  six  depart- 
ments being  held  up,  and  the  rest  have  now 
reached  the  danger  line.  I  believe,  however, 
that  the  work  of  the  committee  has  been  accom- 
plished  in   the   shortest   possible   time   consistent

with  the  thoroughness  that  a  review  of  the  budget 
requires.  Full  and  fair  public  hearings  have  been 
given  to  every  department  head  of  the  city,  at 
most  of  which  representatives  of  the  Finance 
Commission  have  attended,  and  at  some  of  which 
civic  and  business  organizations  have  also  been 
represented.  The  bill  as  submitted  by  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  called  for  a  total  of  $30,523,463. 9S 
to  be  raised  by  taxes,  outside  of  the  city  debt 
requirements.  This  amount  represented  a  figure 
$2,783,015.37  less  than  the  departmental  esti- 
mates, and  included  a  second  reduction  made 
by  the  Mayor  of  $780,529.78,  necessitated  by 
the  action  of  the  Legislature  in  cutting  by  50  cents 
the  Mayor's  tax  limit  request  of  $13.50.  This 
last  reduction  was  made  almost  entirely  in  the 
special  appropriations  and  not  in  the  budget 
proper.  The  bill  as  reported  by  the  committee 
represents  a  further  reduction  of  $222,785.86, 
all  but  $25,000  of  which  has  been  effected  in  the 
body  of  the  budget,  and  an  additional  $10,210.05 
in  tile  Water  Service,  an  income  producing  branch 
of  the  Public  Works  Department.  The  com- 
mittee's bill,  unanimous  except  for  one  item  on 
which  a  very  substantial  majority  was  recorded, 
calls  for  a  total  of  $30,300,678.12  available  for 
appropriation  inside  the  tax  limit,  and  represents 
an    ultimate   reduction   of   a   little   over   12   cents 
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in  the  tax  rate.  The  reduction  of  about  $28,000 
in  the  budget  for  the  County  of  Suffolk,  usually 
included  in  the  Appropriation  Bill,  but  this  year 
submitted  and  passed  separately,  increases  the 
measure  of  saving  effected  by  this  year's  Com- 
mittee on  Appropriations  to  a  total  of  about 
§261,000.  The  reductions  recommended  by  the 
committee  do  not  affect  by  one  penny  the  salary 
of  a  single  city  employee,  nor  curtail  in  the  slight- 
est degree  a  single  one  of  the  city's  services. 
The  reported  charge  made  by  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  that  the  committee's  action  involved  a 
lack  of  regard  "for  faithful  service  rendered  by 
city  employees  and  for  the  prosperity,  health, 
comfort  and  convenience"  of  the  citizens  can 
be  explained  only  as  a  deliberate  attempt  to 
mislead  in  the  hopes  of  changing  votes  in  this 
body,  or  on  the  assumption  of  a  complete  lack  of 
knowledge  on  his  part  of  the  committee's  work. 
The  cuts  recommended  in  Schedule  A,  the  Per- 
sonal Service  Schedule,  represent  solely  the 
taking  out  of  the  appropriation  the  excess  over 
the  amount  required  to  pay  a  full  force  in  each 
department  for  the  full  year;  not  a  single  salary 
increase  of  the  more  than  3,100  allowed  is  refused; 
not  a  single  position  is  abolished,  every  new  posi- 
tion is  allowed,  and  all  vacancies  which  have  been 
filled  remain  filled,  or  if  still  to  be  filled  the  money 
is  provided.  The  amounts  which  the  committee 
recommends  taking  out  of  Schedule  A,  if  allowed 
to  remain  in  the  budget,  would  simply  lie  dead 
in  the  appropriation  until  the  end  of  the  year, 
adding  a  needless  burden  to  the  taxpayer  of  money 
appropriated  which  could  not  be  spent.  In  this 
state  of  the  case,  I  reject  on  behalf  of  the  com- 
mittee with  all  the  power  at  my  command  the 
imputation  which  has  been  made,  and  resent  the 
attempt  to  make  it,  whether  it  was  deliberate 
or  in  careless  ignorance  of  the  facts.  Schedule  A-l 
this  year  shows  an  increase  of  about  §700,000 
over  last  year.  Of  this  amount  $150,000  repre- 
sents salary  increases  for  clerks,  inspectors, 
foremen,  mechanics,  institution  employees,  nurses 
and  professional  men,  S45.00  represents  new- 
positions,  $462,000  represents  salary  overlay 
from  1926,  and  $50,000  is  for  increases  in  the  Fire 
and  Police  Departments.  The  salary  increases 
are  partly  in  accordance  with  the  report  of  the 
Classification  Committee  and  on  the  scale  recom- 
mended by  them,  partly  step-rate  increases,  and 
partly  on  the  individual  recommendations  of 
department  heads.  With  the  theory  of  standard- 
ization of  salaries,  of  increase  in  salaries  up  to 
the  maximum  for  the  group  and  grade  in  return 
for  merit  and  faithful  service,  and  of  a  fair  and 
adequate  remuneration  for  city  employees  as 
compared  with  private  employ,  the  committee 
is  in  entire  accord.  The  addition  of  new  positions 
represents  to  my  mind  the  absolute  minimum 
necessary  to  keep  up  with  the  needs  of  a  growing 
city,  and  more  than  half  the  amount  required  is 
for  institutional  help.  The  wholesale  and  sweep- 
ing recommendations  of  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion that  no  salary  increases  be  allowed,  and 
that  no  new  positions  be  created  are  in  my  opinion 
not  worthy  of  one  moment's  serious  considera- 
tion. Such  policies  could  result  only  in  discontent 
and  stagnation.  The  committee  has  made  many 
recommendations  for  reductions  in  other  schedules. 
Some  reductions  are  based  on  a  change  in  price 
since  the  estimates  and  original  allowances  were 
made.  Others  are  based  on  a  falling  off  in  the 
need  for  certain  services  since  the  beginning 
of  the  year.  All  of  them  have  been  carefully 
weighed  from  all  points  of  view  in  consultation 
with  department  heads,  resulting  in  almost  every 
case  in  the  assent  of  the  department  head  involved 
to  the  reduction  either  at  the  hearing  or  after- 
wards. All  of  them  have  been  carefully  figured, 
checked  and  rechecked  in  every  way,  having 
always  in  mind  the  impossibility  of  absolute 
accuracy  in  estimating  in  advance  the  cost  of  any 
item,  and  always  with  a  view  to  leaving  a  fair 
margin  of  safety.  In  no  case  has  any  appro- 
priation been  pared  to  the  bone;  in  no  case  has 
the  committee's  knife  been  sharpened  so  that  it 
cuts  too  fine.  There  is  not  a  single  instance 
where  any  service  will  be  hampered  or  curtailed, 
and  any  suggestion  that  the  cuts  will  result  in  a 
reduction  of  service  must  be  made  either  for  its 
political  effect  or  from  ignorance.  Such  a  sug- 
gestion has  absolutely  no  foundation  in  fact.  The 
committee  is  well  aware  of  the  fact  that  operation 
under  the  budget  system  is  a  continuous  process, 
necessitating  constant  revision  throughout  the 
year,  and  realizes  that  before  this  budget  was 
submitted  it  had  already  received  a  second  revision 
which    resulted    in    the    increase    of    some    items 


and  the  reduction  of  others.  The  Council  has 
no  power  under  the  charter  to  increase,  but  only 
the  power  to  reduce  or  reject.  The  committee 
urges  that  this  power  be  exercised,  with  the  full 
and  complete  assurance  that  it  will  not  result 
in  the  slightest  reduction  of  service.  In  so  urging 
the  committee  is  unanimous  with  the  single 
exception  of  Item  B-6  in  the  Sanitary  Service  of 
the  Public  Works  Department.  One  of  the 
recommendations  of  the  committee  is  a  reduction 
of  S5.000  from  S115.000  to  $110,000  in  Item 
B-17,  Care  of  Persons  in  the  Health  De- 
partment. This  item  covers  payment  by  the 
city  for  the  care  of  sick  persons  who  are  legal 
residents  of  the  city,  and  is  mostly  for  tuberculosis 
cases  cared  for  in  State  Sanatoria.  Last  year's 
expenditure  was  $110,000;  the  Health  Com- 
missioner stated  in  answer  to  questioning  that  this 
year  was  comparable  with  last;  and  the  figures 
for  the  first  quarter  showed  that  the  expenditure 
is  running  at  the  rate  of  $4,000  per  annum  less 
than  last  year.  Furthermore,  last  year's  expe- 
rience showed  that  the  first  quarter,  the  winter 
months,  was  the  largest.  The  committee  recom- 
mends the  same  allowance  as  last  year,  leaving 
an  adequate  margin  of  safety.  As  for  snow 
removal  the  impression  appears  to  have  been 
circulated  and  to  have  gained  some  ground  that 
the  committee  advocates  removing  all  pro- 
tection and  provision  for  the  contingency  of  a 
December  snowstorm.  Of  course,  this  is  not 
true,  Mr.  President.  No  member  of  the  com- 
mittee, nor  any  member  of  this  body  having  the 
interest  of  the  city  at  heart,  would  think  of  even 
suggesting  such  a  thing.  Here,  again,  the  effort 
to  create  such  an  impression  which  has  no  basis 
in  fact  whatever  can  only  be  regarded  as  a  smoke 
screen,  calculated  perhaps  to  detract  from  the 
work  of  the  committee.  In  the  first  place,  the 
committee  has  not  touched  one  dollar  of  the 
amount  remaining  available  in  the  Public  Works 
Department,  and  still  unspent,  namely,  $25,000 
for  the  hire  of  temporary  employees  and  for 
overtime  work  by  city  employees  in  snow  removal. 
In  addition,  the  committee  has  left  $1,500  in  the 
Park  Department  for  the  same  purpose.  The 
contingency  of  such  a  severe  December  snow- 
fall as  to  call  for  the  hire  of  outside  teams  and 
contractors  may  be  and  was  regarded  by  the  com- 
mittee as  essentially  an  emergency  for  which 
resort  should  properly  be  had  to  the  Reserve 
Fund  w-hieh  is  set  up  for  just  such  purposes. 
One  thousand  dollars  has  been  left  in  the  item 
for  the  hire  of  teams,  and  $10,000  is  recommended 
as  a  reduction.  In  the  Park  Department  the  same 
procedure  is  recommended,  $1,000  is  left  for  the 
hire  of  -teams  and  a  reduction  of  $2,500  is  recom- 
mended. This  item  is  particularly  unassailable 
as  the  total  expenditure  for  three  months  this 
winter  was  only  $1,072.50  and  approximately 
that  amount  is  left.  Not  an  instant's  delay 
need  be  anticipated  in  case  the  emergency  should 
arise  and  a  transfer  be  required.  The  charter 
specifically  provides  that  the  City  Auditor  "may 
also,  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  at  any 
time  between  November  15  and  January  1  make 
transfers  from  any  appropriation  to  any  other 
appropriation."  After  November  15  the  City 
Council  need  not  be  consulted  for  a  transfer. 
If  the  emergency  arises  all  that  is  required  to 
put  outside  teams  to  work  is  a  telephone  call 
from  the  Mayor  to  the  Public  Works  Commis- 
sioner. I  urge  you  not  to  be  misled  by  any  such 
attempt  as  has  been  made  to  confuse  the  issue. 
The  Reserve  Fund  is  also  the  place  to  find  the 
money  for  any  extraordinary  repairs  that  may  be 
required  in  Item  B-39.  The  committee's  report 
has  simply  removed  the  padding  of  $10,000 
out  of  a  request  for  $110,000  in  the  Park  Depart- 
ment. The  committee  believes  that  the  Council 
should  not  appropriate  large  sums  of  money 
blindly,  but  has  a  right  to  be  consulted  before  an 
expenditure  is  made.  (It  is  furthermore  to  be 
remembered  that  the  Parkman  Fund  provides 
an  income  of  $250,000  a  year  for  which  no  budget 
has  as  yet  been  submitted  and  which  may  be  spent 
on  the  parks  existing  in  1887.)  Here,  again,  if  an 
unforeseen  expenditure  arises  requiring  the  ex- 
penditure of  additional  money  in  the  Park  system 
a  transfer  may  be  requested  and  obtained  from 
the  Council.  But  I  see  no  reason  for  giving  any 
department  head  $10,000  over  which  the  Council 
retains  no  control  whatever.  That  is  not  the 
purpose  of  the  city  charter  nor  of  the  budget 
principle.  In  regard  to  street  signs  it  was  the 
original  intention  of  the  administration  to  pro- 
vide and  spend  $25,000  per  year  for  four  years  in 
remedying    the    condition    which    has    for    long 
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been  a  disgrace  to  the  city.  For  that  purpose 
$25,000  was  appropriated  and  provided  last  year, 
but  not  spent.  The  Public  Works  Department 
spent  the  entire  year  in  experimenting,  drawing 
specifications,  etc.,  only  to  result  in  a  throwing 
out  of  bids  received  from  a  contract  advertised  in 
December.  The  committee  is  in  entire  accord 
with  the  policy  of  remedying  the  situation;  on 
the  other  hand  it  has  the  interests  of  the  tax- 
payers in  mind.  It  does  not  intend  to  recommend 
unnecessarily  the  appropriation  of  money  that 
will  not  be  spent.  The  auditor  has  carried 
over  the  sum  of  $25,000  from  last  year  which 
remains  unspent.  The  committee  was  assured 
in  public  hearing  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  that  it  would  be  a  physical  impossibility 
to  spend  $50,000  in  the  seven  months  remaining; 
that  he  did  not  have  an  adequate  force  to  do  it. 
Under  those  circumstances,  what  other  alter- 
native was  open  to  the  committee?  The  fault, 
if  any  there  is,  for  a  delay  in  the  program  in  putting 
up  the  street  signs  does  not  lie  with  the  committee, 
and  will  not  rest  with  the  Council.  It  rests 
squarely  with  the  administration.  The  only 
item  of  these  reductions  which  did  not  receive 
the  unanimous  support  of  the  committee  (and 
there  was  only  one  dissenting  vote)  is  Item  B-6 
in  the  Sanitary  Service  of  the  Public  Works 
Department.  That  item  has  two  branches,  one 
for  the  hire  of  eleven  teams  from  a  contractor  for 
the  removal  of  ashes  and  garbage  in  the  North 
and  West  Ends,  for  which  $22,000  was  allowed, 
and  the  other  for  the  hire  of  six  truck  flushers 
from  the  same  contractor  to  be  used  in  flushing 
the  streets  of  the  whole  city.  In  regard  to  the 
hire  of  teams  the  position  of  the  committee  is 
that  the  purchase  of  the  sixty  additional  large 
trucks,  of  which  forty-five  are  assigned  to  the 
Sanitary  Service,  should  release  sufficient  single 
teams  of  the  city  to  do  the  work  necessary  in 
the  narrow  streets  and  alleys  of  these  congested 
districts.  On  the  admission  of  the  head  of  the 
division  each  truck  will  haul  five  times  as  much 
as  any  single  team,  and  make  at  least  three  trips 
a  day,  the  equivalent  of  fifteen  single  team  hauls 
as  against  seven  now  made.  These  figures  show 
that  the  use  of  forty-five  trucks  should  release 
at  least  ninety  single  teams  and  these  ninety  can 
be  so  redistributed  as  to  do  the  work  required. 
The  only  argument  to  the  contrary  was  advanced 
by  the  foreman  of  the  yard  in  the  form  of  an 
admission  that  city  labor  was  not  so  reliable  as 
contract  labor  and  that  it  was  reassuring  to  be 
able  to  rely  on  contract  teams!  Such  an  admis- 
sion places  the  burden  on  the  department  head 
to  secure  the  necessary  discipline  and  is  no  valid 
argument  for  the  expenditure  of  $22,000  of  the 
city's  money  in  the  hire  of  outside  teams.  The 
committee  left  the  sum  of  $12,000  in  this  item, 
sufficient  to  pay  for  the  teams  furnished  up  to 
date  and  to  carry  the  department  for  a  time  long 
enough  to  effect  the  necessary  redistribution. 
It  recommends  a  reduction  of  $10,000  in  the  item. 
As  to  the  truck  flushers,  for  which  the  sum  of 
$68,000  was  allowed  in  the  budget  as  against  an 
expenditure  of  less  than  $61,000  in  1926,  it  appears 
there  is  a  contract  to  supply  these  to  the  city, 
six  of  them  in  all,  at  a  rental  of  $34  a  day,  or  $68 
for  a  day  of  two  shifts.  The  rate  is  high;  so 
high  as  to  seem  exorbitant  when  the  chief  of  the 
division  states  that  the  city  could  buy  the  same 
equipment,  for  $6,500  per  unit,  and  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works  admits  that  $10,000 
would  be  the  outside  price.  Under  no  conceivable 
circumstances  could  the  overhead  charges  on  this 
equipment,  including  interest,  charges,  depreciation 
and  the  necessary  hire  of  labor  to  operate  them, 
approach  such  a  sum.  It  was  the  sense  of  the, 
committee  that  the  economical  method  to  pursue 
was  for  the  city  to  buy  the  equipment  and  operate 
it  with  its  own  labor  forces,  and  this  seemed  to  be 
the  opinion  of  the  Public  Works  Commissioner 
also.  The  committee's  decision  was  strengthened 
when  on  a  further  hearing  of  the  department 
upon  this  item  it  was  found  that  there  are  in 
torage  six  municipally-owned  units  bought  a 
few  years  ago  and  since  dismantled  and  put  out 
of  commission.  Under  the  present  adminis- 
tration the  pumps  were  removed  and  leased  to  the 
contractor  now  doing  the  work  at  a  nominal 
rental.  The  committee  leaves  in  the  item  the 
sum  of  $15,000  which  the  department  stated 
would  be  sufficient  to  carry  it  under  the  present 
contract  until  the  first  of  July.  It  recommends 
the  reduction  of  $53,000  on  this  branch  of  the 
item  or  a  total  of  $63,000  in  all.  In  addition 
to   the   foregoing   reductions    the   committee   has 


found  numerous  instances  where  a  reduction 
could  be  made  without  affecting  the  services 
of  the  city  in  the  slightest  degree.  Such  other 
reductions  total  more  than  $100,000  in  all  schedules. 
In  the  items  for  the  purchase  of  gasolene  and 
fuel,  for  example,  changed  conditions  have  enabled 
the  committee  to  make  reductions.  So,  too,  with 
lower  prices  for  building  and  other  materials. 
Certain  allowances  tor  the  hire  of  experts  were 
found  to  be  unnecessary.  Reductions  in  the 
pension  rolls  have  helped  to  swell  the  total,  as 
has  also  a  reduction  in  the  amount  of  Soldiers' 
Relief.  The  reductions  recommended  total 
$222,785.86  plus  $10,210.05  in  the  Water  Service. 
This,  it  is  true,  represents  only  a  portion  of  the  cut 
recommended  by  the  Finance  Commission, 
in  its  voluminous  report  to  the  City  Council. 
The  Finance  Commission  was  represented  at 
almost  every  hearing  and  was  given  every  oppor- 
tunity to  substantiate  its  recommendations. 
This,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  it  has 
utterly  failed  to  do.  Its  recommendations  in 
regard  to  Schedule  A  were  either  absolutely 
impossible  of  accomplishment,  or  would  result 
in  a  crippling  of  essential  governmental  service. 
To  take  only  some  examples.  It  recommended 
the  abolition  of  the  Dairy  Inspection  Service  of 
the  Health  Department.  Not  only  is  this  required 
by  statute,  but  we  cannot  conceive  of  a  service 
more  necessary  to  the  protection  of  the  public 
than  the  safeguarding  of  a  pure  and  clean  supply 
of  milk.  It  recommended  a  crippling  of  the  City 
Planning  Board  which  has  its  duties  prescribed 
by  statute.  It  recommended  leaving  to  the 
Public  Service  Corporation  the  inspection  of  poles 
and  wires.  This  service  must  under  statute 
and  should  from  every  consideration  of  fire  pro- 
tection be  performed  by  the  Fire  Department. 
It  recommended  the  substitution  of  student 
nurses  at  the  Sanitorium  which  is  in  fact  impossible 
as  the  nurses  will  not  go  to  a  specialized  hospital 
for  study;  the  abolition  of  outside  registrars  in 
the  Election  Department  which  are  required  by 
statute — and  so  on  down  the  list.  In  many 
cases  its  showing  was  so  vague  and  based  on  such 
a  general  argument  that  no  weight  could  pos- 
sibly be  given  to  its  recommendations,  such  as 
in  the  case  of  the  Sanitary  Service  of  the  Public 
Works  Department.  The  committee  feels  that 
the  Finance  Commission's  activities  along  these 
lines  are  wasted  effort,  and  actually  harmful  to 
the  morale  of  the  personnel.  Its  showing  on  the 
other  schedules  was  no  better.  Their  report 
was  full  of  inaccuracies,  and  seemed  to  be  based 
largely  on  the  assumption  that  the  city  was  at  a 
standstill  and  that  its  needs  would  never  increase. 
Among  some  of  its  recommendations  which  helped 
to  swell  its  total  and  make  an  apparent  showing 
were  an  elimination  of  all  items  for  automobiles 
in  almost  all  departments  on  the  assumption  that  a 
taxicab  service  was  to  be  adopted,  but  with  no 
offsetting  allowance  made  for  taxicab  hire.  This 
apparent  reduction,  which  was  no  reduction  at  all, 
amounted  to  about  $110,000.  It  failed  to  con- 
sider bills  carried  over  to  the  amount  of  $40,000; 
general  repairs  admittedly  necessary  to  the  extent 
of  $158,000;  recommended  an  impossible  reduc- 
tion in  care  of  dependents  and  children  and 
soldiers'  relief  totalling  $190,000,  and  a  reduction 
in  food  at  the  hospital  and  Long  Island  of  $35,000. 
Even  in  the  departments  in  which  it  purported 
to  have  made  its  most  thorough  study  through 
the  use  of  outside  experts,  it  failed  lamentably 
to  support  its  contentions.  In  the  Public  Buildings 
Department,  for  example,  the  expert  of  the  real 
estate  firm  employed  to  make  the  survey  was 
wholly  unable  to  back  up  his  figures  on  the  con- 
sumption of  fuel  upon  being  examined.  The 
report  on  the  personnel  failed  to  consider  the 
state  law  requiring  the  eight-hour  day  and  forty- 
eight-hour  week  for  municipal  employees  and  the 
fact  that  City  Hall  Annex  is  run  on  a  twenty- 
four  hour  basis.  It  also  assumed  that  the  City 
of  Boston  was  in  a  position  to  go  out  in  the  labor 
market  and  bid  for  labor  on  terms  which  would 
not  provide  a  living  wage.  In  very  few  instances 
had  the  Finance  Commission  consulted  with 
department  heads,  and  no  effort  was  apparently 
made  by  conference  to  remedy  conditions  which 
it  imagined  existed.  Such  information  as  was 
obtained  must  have  been  obtained  from  subor- 
dinates. Such  methods  the  committee  believes 
subversive  to  discipline  and  can  serve  no  good 
purpose.  This  report  would  not  be  complete 
without  an  attempt  to  acknowledge  properly 
the  aid  and  assistance  rendered  to  the  com- 
mittee   by    the    Budget    Commissioner.     He    sat

at  our  right  hand  throughout  the  hearings  with 
figures  and  information  in  regard  to  the  various 
departments  at  his  tongue's  end.  It  was  the  third 
time  that  he  had  been  over  this  budget.  The 
record  bears  witness  to  the  painstaking  thorough- 
ness of  his  second  revision  in  the  number  of  in- 
stances where  the  closeness  of  the  figurings  was 
at  once  apparent  and  put  an  end  to  further  inquiry. 
The  budget  is  a  tribute  to  his  accuracy  and  good 
judgment.  I  want  also  to  thank  the  members 
of  the  committee  and  other  members  of  the  Council 
who  by  their  attendance  at  the  hearings  and  aid 
and  assistance  in  the  examination  have  all  con- 
tributed to  the  committee's  report.  The  reduc- 
tions which  the  committee  herewith  recommends 
have,  I  repeat,  been  considered  with  care.  They 
do  not  affect  the  salary  of  a  single  employee,  nor 
reduce  the  service  to  be  rendered  by  the  city 
to  the  citizens  in  any  particular.  I  accordingly 
press  upon  you  the  passage  of  the  orders  as  reported 
by  the  committee. 

Coun.  WARD— Mr.  President,  I  feel  that  the 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  has 
acted  sincerely  and  has  placed  before  this  body 
the  situation  as  he  views  it,  in  the  report,  but 
difference  of  opinion  makes  horse  races,  and  I 
cannot  agree  with  the  committee,  inasmuch  as  my 
views  are  at  variance  with  those  that  they  hold 
in  regard  to  certain  items.  Perhaps  this  has  been 
due  to  misunderstanding  or  a  lack  of  information, 
or  other  facts  the  committee  was  possibly  unaware 
of.  In  the  Park  Department,  for  instance,  I  was 
surprised  in  going  over  the  list  of  items  to  find 
certain  cuts  made  by  the  committee  and  I  am 
going  to  explain  each  item  that  I  believe  should 
not  be  decreased.  Item  A-3.  Overtime  services 
for  employees  of  the  Park  Department.  I  have 
never  yet  voted  against  money  necessary  to  be 
expended  for  just  compensation  to  employees  and 
on  this  matter  I  cannot  agree  with  the  committee 
and  I  believe  the  full  amount  asked  for  by  the 
Park  Department  should  be  allowed.  Item  B-39, 
General  Plant  Repairs.  The  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations have  decreased  this  item  by  S10.000. 
This  simply  means  that  some  of  our  beautiful 
parks  and  playgrounds  w-ill  have  to  go  without 
repairs  for  the  coming  year  and  I  know  that  there 
are  many  playgrounds  and  two  in  my  own  district 
that  I  feel  may  deteriorate  by  reason  of  lack  of 
repairs  and  with  this  thought  in  mind  I  am  much 
opposed  to  the  decrease  under  this  item.  Item 
B-42,  Band  Concerts.  The  only  pleasure  that 
some  of  our  citizens  get  on  warm  summer  nights 
is  to  listen  to  a  band  concert.  Those  financially 
unable  to  go  to  beach  resorts  and  summer  homes 
find  great  pleasure  in  sitting  out  on  warm  nights 
listening  to  the  strains  of  Chopin  or  Wagner  and 
to  deprive  these  people  of  this  little  pleasure  in  my 
opinion  is  not  right  and  I  cannot  agree  in  cutting 
down  this  item  for  this  reason.  Item  C-7,  Furni- 
ture and  Fittings.  This  item  is  probably  nearer 
to  my  skin  than  any  other.  It  is  for  towels  in  the 
Park  Department.  I  have  seen  times  at  Cabot 
Street,  Dover  Street,  Brookline  Street  and  L  Street, 
and  various  other  bath  houses  throughout  the  city 
when  the  towel  supply  had  been  exhausted.  It  is 
not  for  us  to  determine  now  whether  we  are  going 
to  have  a  cool  or  warm  summer,  but  it  remains 
for  us  to  be  prepared  and  to  that  end  in  our  public 
bath  houses  there  should  always  be  enough  towels 
so  that  no  one  may  be  deprived  of  this  necessity. 
Item  B-28,  Expert.  During  the  study  of  Copley 
square  and  Governor  square  and  the  study  of  the 
Fens  as  works  of  art,  no  member  of  the  Council  or 
any  city  official  regardless  of  how  able  he  may  be 
is  able  to  determine  as  to  the  needs  respecting 
them,  but  it  is  the  work  of  an  expert  and  since  our 
Fens  and  our  parks  are  probably  the  most  beau- 
tiful in  the  world  it  is  not  for  us  to  deprive  the 
Park  Department  of  this  S10.000  to  maintain  them 
as  the  most  beautiful  and  picturesque  in  the  world. 
Another  item  and  one  that  affects  the  children. 
If  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioner  see  fit  to  spend 
a  certain  amount  of  money  for  recreational  material 
for  the  pleasure  and  enjoyment  of  children,  I  do 
not  feel  that  I  can  consistently  vote  to  chop  this 
item  even  one  dollar.  Therefore,  I  am  strenuously 
opposed  to  the  cut  in  this  item  for  recreational 
material  in  the  Park  Department.  In  the  Hos- 
pital Department  there  has  been  some  decreases 
made  by  the  committee  in  the  personal  service.  I 
believe  today  that  our  hospitals  are  undermanned 
and  I  do  not  see  why  we  should  make  any  decrease 
in  the  Hospital  Department  to  encourage  the 
officials  of  that  institution  to  lay  off  any  more 
employees  or  reduce  the  present  number  of  com- 


petent and  capable  employees.  There  is  one  item 
in  the  budget  that  possibly  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations  have  overlooked.  I  would  like  to 
see  S3, 000  taken  from  Item  C-16.  Wearing 
Apparel,  in  the  Health  Department,  which  in  my 
mind  is  a  useless  expenditure  of  the  city's  money. 
The  city  nurses  have  gone  to  their  business  and 
work  and  their  work  and  the  work  of  the  depart- 
ment has  been  no  less  satisfactory  while  these 
same  nurses  were  dressed  as  ordinary  nurses,  than 
it  would  be  if  they  were  dressed  in  uniforms.  I 
do  not  feel  that  the  whim  of  any  individual  in 
dressing  nurses  up  in  uniforms  to  meet  the  fancy 
of  the  moment  should  be  encouraged.  I,  therefore, 
respectfully  resuest  that  Item  C-16  be  cut  from 
83,100  to  S100  in  the  Health  Department.  This 
is  just  a  presentation  of  one  department  in  the  city 
service.  I  could  take  every  department  in  this 
budget,  the  Public  Works  Department  or  the 
Hospital  Department  and  find  unjust  cause  for 
decreasing  these  items.  With  this  thought  in 
mind,  I  cannot  be  a  party  to  any  attempt,  to 
economize,  within  our  city  department,  since  the 
only  thing  we  can  accomplish  is  to  permit  our  city 
to  deteriorate  in  progress  and  beauty.  With  this 
idea  in  mind,  I  am  opposed  to  the  budget  as  pre- 
sented by  the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  and 
feel  that  the  budget  as  presented  by  the  Mayor 
should  be  substituted. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  I  have  read 
with  interest  the  flattering  newspaper  articles 
with  reference  to  Coun.  Parkman's  intensive 
work  on  the  1927  city  budget.  I  have  attended 
various  meetings  of  the  Committee  on  Appropria- 
tions and  observed  department  heads  of  our  city 
government  struggling  under  the  searching  cross 
examination  of  the  able  and  persistent  attorney 
for  the  prosecution.  I  have  listened  today  with 
interest  to  the  chairman's  exhaustive  report  of  his 
financial  "Pilgrims  Progress."  First  of  all,  with- 
out the  least  attempt  at  levity,  I  want  to  go  on 
record  as  frankly  admitting  that  I  realize  full  well 
that  the  councilor  from  Ward  5  has  performed 
a  painstaking,  conscientious  task.  His  work  has 
been  a  record  of  courteous  but  efficient  labor  well 
done,  as  he  sees  the  right.  The  time  he  has 
unselfishly  spent,  and  the  pains  he  has  taken, 
both  reflect  credit  on  his  ability,  his  personality 
and  his  industry.  And  therefore  there  is  nothing 
personal  in  anything  I  may  have  to  say  this 
afternoon.  He  is  big  enough  to  realize  that. 
On  the  other  hand,  I  feel,  that  quite  appropri- 
ately reflecting  the  mental  attitude  of  his  own 
Back  Bay  district,  with  its  beautiful  Charles  River 
Esplanade,  its  many  completed  improvements, 
its  Public  Garden,  its  broad,  smooth  and  well- 
lighted  boulevards  with  an  obliging  traffic  officer 
at  every  point  of  danger  or  congestion,  the 
councilor  from  Ward  5  has  microscopically  scrut- 
inized each  department  estimate  of  proposed 
progress  for  the  current  year,  primarily,  if  not 
solely,  with  the  idea  of  cutting  current  expendi- 
tures to  the  bone  and  reducing  the  tax  rate  on 
Back  Bay  apartment  houses  and  palatial  Com- 
monwealth avenue  homes  a  further  twelve  or 
thirteen  cents  at  any  cost.  I  was  elected  from 
Ward  17,  Dorchester,  a  growing  residential  dis- 
trict, urgently  requiring  more  parks  and  more 
street  lights,  improved  police  protection,  more 
sidewalks  and  more  street  repairs;  I  come  from 
a  district  less  well  lighted  than  the  little  town  of 
Norwood,  and  a  district  that  for  its  dusty  uneven 
streets  requires  oil  and  sprinkling  in  the  summer 
and  every  assurance  of  prompt  snow-  removal  in 
the  winter.  These  things  cost  money,  and  while 
I,  too,  am  opposed  to  any  raid  on  the  city  treas- 
ury, or  any  reckless  squandering  of  the  people's 
money,  there  is  a  vast  distinction  between  this 
Council  acting  as  the  Board  of  Directors  of  a 
Penny  Arcade,  and  this  city  government  function- 
ing in  a  manner  becoming  the  capital  city  of  New 
England.  Dorchester,  in  common  with  other 
outlying  wards  in  this  city,  urgently  requires 
many  pressing  city  improvements,  and  many 
absolutely  necessary  conveniences.  I  know  that 
the  house  owners  in  my  district  must  bear  their 
share  of  the  burden  of  taxation, — and  it  is  not 
a  small  share, — and  I  know  only  too  well  that 
Coun.  Parkman  has  taken  the  side  of  this 
issue  that  first  his  popular  fancy,  particularly  in 
a  Back  Bay  ward  which  requires  few,  if  any, 
further  improvements,  and  therefore  is  quite 
ready  to  call  a  halt  on  any  and  all  expenditures 
over  and  above  present  absolute  necessities.  But 
when  all  is  said  and  done,  ask  the  average  house 
owner  in  Hyde  Park  or  West  Roxbury  of  Dor- 
chester if  he  wants  his  street  accepted  or  a  grano- 
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litliic  sidewalk  laid, — even  if  it  means  a  direct 
additional  assessment  on  his  property,  and  what 
is  his  answer?  The  average  man  may  groan  at 
each  dollar  in  taxes,  but  he  wants  police  protec- 
tion and  a  well-kept  decent  neighborhood  to  live 
in.  And  so  I  say  there  is  a  happy  medium.  To 
be  sure,  a  number  of  suggestions  by  the  councilor 
from  Ward  5,  six  months  after  the  making  of 
city  department  advance  estimates  for  the  full 
year  1927,  are  doubtless  well  made.  Hindsight 
is  obviously  better  and  more  accurate  than  fore- 
sight. With  the  year  almost  half  over,  we  natur- 
ally now  have  a  better  perspective  than  had  the 
Mayor  last  January  or  February,  and  certain 
original  estimates  may  now  be  pared  down  to  a 
certain  extent.  Coun.  Keene,  as  I  under- 
stand, considered  some  such  items  and  I  under- 
stand the  administration  is  ready  to  act  in  accord 
with  such  estimates  as  may  now  be  properly 
revised  by  what  time  may  have  corrected.  But 
again  I  say  there  is  a  happy  medium.  There  is 
a  point  beyond  which  we  cannot  safely  go  if  we 
place  any  substantial  reliance  at  all  in  the  Chief 
Executive  of  this  city,  the  Budget  Commissioner, 
the  heads  of  our  city  departments,  and  last  but 
not  least,  in  the  future  growth  and  healthy  normal 
expansion  of  the  City  of  Boston.  When  the  1926 
budget  came  to  us  on  March  15,  1926,  city  de- 
partment heads  had  requested  $32,400,000  and 
the  Mayor  had  reduced  that  amount  one  and  one 
half  millions  to  $30,800,000.  The  1927  budget 
came  to  us  this  year  as  late  as  April  18,  largely 
due  to  the  not  infrequent  desire  of  the  state 
authorities  to  run  our  business  for  us  as  well  as 
their  own.  Department  heads,  after  making  a 
study  of  their  requirements,  had  requested  $33,- 
300,000.  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Budget  Commissioner,  after  a  fair  com- 
parison with  other  recent  years,  and  yet  having 
some  vision  for  the  reasonable  requirements  of 
the  present  and  the  future,  cut  these  estimates 
not  one  and  one  half  millions,  as  in  1926,  but 
two  mi  lions  of  dollars  to  $31,300,000.  To  be 
sure,  this  figure  exceeded  1926  reduced  estimates, 
in  some  degree  due  to  the  full  $300,000  now 
required  for  three  hundred  additional  patrolmen 
and  $175,000  additional  to  cover  1926  increases 
to  over  2,000  city  employees.  In  addition  to 
this  two  million  cut  from  department  estimates, 
the  Legislature  in  its  wisdom  in  effect  knocked 
off  an  additional  $680,000.  And  so  the  some- 
what emaciated  budget  was  carried  into  this 
Council  Chamber  by  loving  hands  on  April  18 
for  any  further  operations  and  X-ray  treatment. 
Dean  Carr  of  the  Finance  Commission  Medical 
College  promptly  advised  the  further  amputa- 
tion of  another  one  and  one  half  million  dollars; 
and  now  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations,  while  not  specifically  recommend- 
ing a  further  major  operation,  advises  the  general 
chipping  of  an  ear  here  and  an  eye  there,  totaling 
over  a  quarter  of  a  million  additional.  And  so 
today  we  are  to  have  a  final  clinic  over  what 
remains.  I  personally  feel  that  there  is  honest 
room  for  some  difference  of  opinion,  and  I  know 
that  of  course  the  chairman  of  the  committee 
has  every  regard  for  the  independent  judgment 
of  each  member  of  this  body.  I  know  full  well 
that  he  neither  asks  nor  expects  the  other  twenty- 
one  members  of  this  Council  to  stand  as  one 
and  chant  unanimously  as  the  parade  goes  by 
"There's  our  boy  Henry,  he's  the  only  one  in 
step!"  Every  man  is  entitled  to  exercise  his 
own  independent  thought  and  judgment.  We 
even  find  the  chairman  failing  to  agree  with  the 
experts  of  the  Finance  Commission  who  appealed 
for  another  one  and  one  half  million  cut.  But 
on  the  other  hand,  to  my  surprise,  I  find  his 
committee  disclosing,  under  its  microscope,  finan- 
cial cancers  that  got  by  even  the  eminent  experts 
themselves.  When  Doctor  Carr  and  his  associ- 
ate surgeons  finally  completed  their  amputations 
and  operations  and  blood-letting,  and  turned 
off  the  gas,  and  laid  aside  their  gory,  dripping 
pruning  knives,  most  of  us  believed  there  was 
very  little  left  of  the  moaning  patient  but  memo- 
ries; most  of  us,  1  think,  pictured  the  body  as 
nearer  ready  for  the  undertaker  than  a  convales- 
cent home.  But  to  our  surprise  the  chiropractic 
councilor  from  the  medical  center  of  Ward  5 
promptly  finds  a  Park  Department  appendix 
that  even  Doctor  Carr  in  his  wisdom  missed,  and 
picks  up  a  Health  Department  fallen  arch  or 
two  that  the  Finance  Commission  operating  table 
failed  to  touch.  Apparently  the  Finance  Com- 
mission Board  of  Censorship  suppressed  "Elmer 
Gantry,"   but   according   to   our   chairman   they 


left  one  William  Shakespeare's  "Venus  and 
Adonis,"  and  "The  Rape  of  Lucrece"  still  staring 
boldly  at  us  from  the  library  shelf.  And  so  it 
is  that  under  Health  Department  C-10  the  library 
appropriation  is  to  be  cut  down  and  our  medical 
staff  is  to  read  fewer  medical  current  magazines 
and  fewer  unexpurgated  medical  books.  The 
appropriation  for  the  new  Chardon  Street  Home 
for  Women  and  Children,  under  C-7  in  Public- 
Welfare  Department,  is  to  be  cut  $50,  which  will 
eliminate  the  purchase  of  one  of  these  modern 
new-fangled  ideas  called  the  vacuum  cleaner. 
After  all,  what  do  new  floors  and  new  rugs,  if 
any,  need  of  a  broom  or  a  vacuum  cleaner;  the 
time  to  dress  up  a  rug,  it  would  seem,  is  just 
prior  to  making  a  favorable  dicker  with  the  rag- 
man for  its  final  disposal.  Law  Department 
Item  B-13  for  telephones  we  learn  is  to  be  cut 
$100  to  a  figure  less  than  even  last  year's  expense. 
Of  course  this  step  will  to  that  extent  at  least 
minimize  the  possibilities  of  any  "listening-in"  by 
the  Telephone  Company  so  far  as  our  own  law 
office  is  concerned.  The  furniture  item  under 
Public  Buildings  C-7  is  to  be  cut  $3,000.  Elimi- 
nation of  modern  filling  cabinets,  plan  cases  and 
desks  obviously  will  leave  our  city  records  and 
documents  always  ready  to  the  hand  of  the  eager 
city  department  clerk,  provided  the  windows 
are  kept  closed  on  windy  days.  Not  only  that, 
but  discouraging  the  purchase  of  additional 
chairs  by  the  various  heads  of  our  departments 
will  keep  the  boys  always  on  their  toes  instead 
of  the  seats  of  their  trousers;  and  incidentally 
fewer  members  of  the  City  Council  will  cool  their 
heels  in  the  outer  offices  of  certain  departments 
when  the  present  wooden  benches  have  at  last 
worn  out.  This  year,  as  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
has  already  suggested,  our  committee — through 
unusual  co-operation  with  the  Weather  Man, 
who  up  to  this  time  like  Causer's  wife  has  ever 
been  above  suspicion — has  assured  us  of  no  snow- 
fall until  1928.  To  the  bitter  disappointment  of 
the  many  children  who  always  long  for  a  white 
Christmas  Day,  arrangements  have  been  made 
for  a  suspension  of  all  further  snow  precipitation 
until  after  December  31,  1927.  Accordingly  we 
are  able  to  cut  $10,000  from  Park  Department 
Items  A-3  and  B-21,  incidentally  eliminating 
$4,000  for  possible  December  employment  of 
extra  men  for  emergency  snow  shoveling.  Those 
who  would  criticise  the  Mayor  for  recently  start- 
ing a  Franklin  Park  sidewalk  first,  and  daring 
to  come  to  the  City  Council  to  ratify  the  expendi- 
ture afterward,  of  course  will  consistently  oppose 
any  unscheduled  snowstorm  with  consequent 
emergency  snow  removal  work  to  be  paid  for 
after  the  work  is  done.  Logically  I  submit  the 
budget  estimates  should  reasonably  take  care 
of  the  1927  requirements  in  advance.  So  let 
our  boys  and  girls  hang  up  their  skates  and  put 
away  their  sleds  until  New  Year's  Day  and 
make  the  best  of  it.  As  a  still  further  evidence 
of  the  unselfish  interest  of  the  Weather  Man 
in  our  local  financial  structure,  it  would  also 
appear  that  the  summer  precipitation  has  like- 
wise been  taken  care  of.  Fortunate  are  those 
who  have  been  able  to  take  a  winter  vacation 
at  Palm  Beach,  because  continual  rain  and  showers 
to  lay  the  dust  during  the  next  few  months  will 
allow  us  ample  time  to  renovate  or  replace  our 
obsolete  and  discarded  city-owned  street  sprinklers 
with  a  saving  of  some  $50,000,  if  in  fact  a  similar 
rain  arrangement  can  be  made  for  other  summers 
and  sprinklers  thus  be  made  superfluous  alto- 
gether. The  deciding  vote  of  Speaker  Hull  in 
the  Legislature  prevented  a  state-wide  Volstead 
referendum,  but  this  summer  Boston  at  least 
will  be  wet.  And,  therefore,  so  long  as  we  are 
to  have  a  rainy  summer  season,  the  committee 
quite  consistently  asks  us  also  to  lop  off  $2,000 
from  Park  Department,  B-40,  thereby  reducing 
the  proposed  appropriation  for  band  concerts. 
While  there  are  those  who  believe  that  municipal 
band  concerts  are  a  boon  to  the  many  outside 
the  Back  Bay  unable  to  attend  Symphony  con- 
certs or  buy  a  box  at  the  opera,  nevertheless 
who  really  wants  to  stand  on  the  Common  in 
the  rain  on  a  warm  summer  night  even  to  hear 
music?  Boston  is  becoming  such  a  wonderful 
place  to  live  in,  it  appears  that  few  ff  any  of  our 
citizens  will  leave  our  city  limits  during  the  bal- 
ance of  the  year  and  accordingly  we  are  to  cut 
from  Health  Department,  B-17,  the  sum  of 
$5,000  which  might  otherwise  be  expended  on 
Boston  residents  stricken  outside  our  city  limits 
with  contagious  disease.  I  understand  this 
quarter    of    a   million    dollars    additional    can    bo 
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lopped  off  the  department  estimates  by  the 
City  Council,— in  addition  to  the  $2,680,000 
paring  already  accomplished, —  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  numerous  department  heads  have  been 
frank  enough  and  honest  enough  to  admit  that 
there  are  certain  items  which  they  can  get  along 
without  and  still  not  close  City  Hall  and  lock 
the  city  gates.  For  example,  take  the  Park 
Department,  C-7.  The  Park  Commissioner 
asked  an  appropriation  of  S7.500  for  use  in  the 
city  public  baths,  which  figure  was  not  criticised 
even  by  the  Finance  Commission  College  faculty, 
perhaps  due  to  the  fact  that  bath  towels  are  not 
a  dead  loss  to  the  city,  inasmuch  as  a  charge  is 
made  to  bathers  for  their  use,  and  perhaps  due 
to  the  fact  that  in  some  quarters  bath  towels 
have  erroneously  been  considered  a  necessity. 
Last  year,  to  be  sure,  the  expenditure  amounted 
to  $6,100,  but  for  1927  the  committee  has  recom- 
mended cutting  the  item  to  $4,500  or  $2,500 
under  the  Mayor's  proposed  budget.  Very 
likely  the  Park  Commissioner  frankly  admitted 
to  the  gentlemen  from  the  Back  Bay  the  un- 
doubted fact  that  a  man  can  get  along  after  a 
shower  bath  without  the  use  of  a  bath  towel, 
if  the  bather  will  only  shake  or  shiver  a  sufficient 
length  of  time  to  dry  off.  While  I  am  informed 
that  no  suggestion  direct  or  indirect  was  fortu- 
nately made  to  eliminate  soap  yet  who  can  success- 
fully argue  that  a  bather  can't  conceivably  get 
along  without  the  spending  of  a  penny  or  two 
for  the  use  of  a  city  towel?  With  such  a  frank 
and  open  admission  on  the  part  of  the  Park 
Commissioner  what  could  any  committee  do  but 
cut  down  on  city  bath  towels!  I  was  glad  to 
hear  that  our  genial  friend  George  Johnson,  the 
Collector  of  Taxes  and  Director  of  Public  Cele- 
brations, directly  or  inferentially,  was  forced 
to  admit  under  searching  cross  examination  that 
he  can  get  along  without  an  automobile  and 
presumably,  if  it  has  become  a  question  of  bare 
necessity  in  city  finances,  can  perambulate  the 
city  limits  indefinitely,  so  long  as  his  arches 
hold  out.  Of  course  if  the  day  ever  should  arrive 
when  prompt  transportation  becomes  an  actual 
necessity  to  our  Collector  of  Taxes,  by  all  means 
let  us  continue  to  eliminate  the  automobile. 
The  old  reliable  horse  and  buggy  will  undoubtedly 
prove  more  economical  and  incidentally  assist 
in  delaying  the  arrival  of  the  evil  day  for  the 
delinquent  taxpayer,  who  as  a  practical  matter, 
might  well  prove  to  be  your  constituent,  Mr. 
President,  or  even  mine.  I  am  inclined  to  believe, 
Mr.  President,  that  if  time  permitted,  I  could 
go  on  indefinitely  pointing  out  the  logic  of  many 
of  the  cuts  proposed  by  the  chairman  of  Com- 
mittee on  Appropriations.  As  a  matter  of  in- 
J  formation  I  wonder  how  many  individuals  on 
the  committee  which  has  recommended  cutting 
another  $232,000  from  the  1927  budget  make 
that  suggestion  because  they  have  patiently  sat 
hour  after  hour  with  the  councilor  from  the 
Back  Bay  and  agree  with  his  position,  and  how 
many  of  the  members  really  so  voted  as  a  direct 
means  of  taking  a  slap  at  the  administration. 
Perhaps,  Mr.  President,  there  are  no  unaccepted 
streets  in  Ward  22  and  no  crying  need  for  any 
further  improvements  in  Brighton.  From  my 
own  selfish  viewpoint,  Mr.  President;  let  me  say 
that  in  Ward  17,  Dorchester,  there  are  scores  of 
streets  still  unaccepted.  Many  and  many  a 
street  needs  resurfacing.  Many  a  neighborhood 
is  urging  for  the  installation  of  some  sort  of  side- 
.  walks  and  some  degree  of  adequate  street  light- 
ing. If  the  weather  should  unexpectedly  clear 
up  during  a  few  days  this  summer  I  want  my 
streets  oiled  or  sprinkled  and  the  dust  laid.  Once 
upon  a  time  it  did  snow  during  the  month  of 
December,  and  if  conceivably  snow  should  fall  in 
Boston  before  next  New  Year's,  despite  the 
understanding  between  the  chairman  and  the 
Weather  Bureau,  I  want  a  1927  duplication  of 
the  wonderful  snow  removal  work  done  this 
past  winter  in  my  ward  as  a  result  of  not  taking 
a  gamble,  and  as  a  direct  and  very  significant 
result  of  showing  a  little  foresight.  Even  if  the 
equipment  did  cost  over  $400,000  and  was  objected 
to  by  the  Finance  Commission.  During  the  past 
year  and  a  half  no  one  can  say  that  I  have  con- 
sistently signed  on  any  dotted  line.  I  don'tagree 
with  every  project  proposed  by  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  in  every  detail.  None  of  us  is  infallible. 
The  present  Mayor  of  this  city  may  not  be  a 
practical  and  smooth  politician,  but  neither  is 
he  an  exponent  of  any  spoils  systems.  I  believe 
he  has  a  clear  conscience  and  executive  ability. 
At  the  last  city  election  in  Ward  17   he   received 


only  88  votes  less  than  all  the  other  nine  can- 
didates for  Mayor  combined.  He  had  the  con- 
fidence of  my  district  then,  and  I  believe  my 
people  still  rely  upon  him  conscientiously 
to  administer  the  affairs  of  this  city  with 
such  reasonable  economy  as  may  be  consistent 
with  progressive  business  efficiency.  This  is 
not  East  Burlap;  Boston  is  the  capital  city  of 
New  England.  We  won't  get  far  going  around 
in  a  bathing  suit — especially  without  any  towels. 
As  yet  no  one  has  successfully  shown  me  that 
you  can  ever  get  $2  worth  of  anything  for  a  dollar, 
— -unless  there  is  a  catch  in  it, — or  that  you  can 
eat  your  cake  and  have  it  too.  The  employees 
of  this  city  and  the  citizens  of  this  city  are  more 
vitally  interested  in  seeing  a  fair  and  reasonable 
budget  passed  promptly  than  they  are  in  reading 
about  any  quarrel  between  the  City  Council  and 
the  Mayor.  When  his  Honor  the  Mayor  insists 
on  the  inadvisability  of  cutting  $232,000  more 
from  the  1927  budget, — in  addition  to  his  own 
voluntary  cut  of  two  million  and  the  later  $680,000 
cut  by  the  Legislature, — I  am  constrained  to 
admit  my  reliance  on  his  integrity,  his  business 
ability  and  his  faith  in  the  City  of  Boston.  And, 
so  I  say  rather  selfishly,  to  you,  Mr.  President, 
and  to  you,  Mr.  Councilor  from  Hyde  Park,  and 
to  you  gentlemen  from  Roxbury,  West  Roxbury 
and  South  Boston,  and  to  my  four  fellow  coun- 
cilors from  the  great  Dorchester  district,  if  the 
streets  in  your  ward  are  already  like  Beacon 
street  and  Commonwealth  avenue,  if  your  parks 
and  playgrounds  very  forcibly  remind  you  of  the 
Charles  River  Esplanade  and  the  Public  Garden, 
if  you  already  have  in  your  ward  the  adequate 
street  lighting  and  police  protection  of  the  Back 
Bay,  and  if  the  local  improvement  associations 
in  your  district  have  disbanded  for  want  of  any- 
thing further  to  do,  then  by  all  means  vote  with 
the  gentleman  from  Beacon  street  to  cut  the 
1927  budget  another  quarter  of  a  million  dollars, 
unless  perhaps  you  believe  in  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  or  earnestly  believe  in  the  future  of  the 
entire  City  of  Boston.  I  move  accordingly,  to 
substitute  for  the  committee's  budget  the  Mayor's 
budget,  as  originally  submitted. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  motion  is  made 
that  the  budget  as  submitted  by  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  be  substituted  for  the  committee's    budget. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  after  listen- 
ing to  the  rather  frivolous  review  by  the  councilor 
who  has  just  taken  his  seat,  I  might  suggest  to 
him  that  I  cannot  get  in  the  same  frame  of  mind 
that  he  has,  because  with  60,000  unemployed  men 
walking  our  streets,  I  find  that  it  takes  most  of 
my  time  trying  to  do  something  constructive.  So 
that,  Mr.  President,  prevents  my  getting  into  a 
jocular  frame  of  mind.  After  the  effort  that  he 
must  have  put  in  on  such  a  speech,  let  me  suggest 
to  him  that  he  keep  it,  because  it  can  be  used  on 
political  rallies  or  anywhere  else,  covering,  as  it 
does,  bath  towels,  listening  in  on  telephones  and 
other  topics.  It  would  be  too  bad  if  such  a  speech 
were  to  be  used  only  once;  so,  if  I  were  he,  I 
would  keep  it  handy  for  repetition  on  other  occa- 
sions. As  for  myself,  however,  in  considering  a 
budget  involving  over  $30,000,000,  the  one  really 
important  thing  that  we  have  to  vote  on  each 
year,  I  find  myself  in  a  serious  frame  of  mind 
because  we  are  not  only  passing  on  an  appropria- 
tion of  $30,000,000,  but  we  are  exercising  today 
in  this  Council  the  most  important  function  we 
have  in  the  course  of  the  year.  I  think  we  should 
meet  the  problem  as  the  directors  of  a  bank  would 
meet  it.  Looking  at  it  from  that  point  of  view 
and  analyzing  it,  let  us  see  briefly  where  we  differ 
from  the  Mayor  of  Boston.  We  hear  of  the  cut 
of  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars,  and  yet  practi- 
cally 70  per  cent  of  that  cut  comes  from  two  de- 
partments, the  Public  Works  Department  and 
the  Park  Department;  and  out  of  that  70  per 
cent,  or  a  little  better  than  $150,000,  $63,000  can- 
not be  defended  on  the  floor  of  this  body  by  any 
member  of  the  Council.  I  refer  to  the  money 
that  the  B.  E.  Grant  Company  is  about  to  steal 
from  the  citizens  of  Boston,  at  a  time  when  there 
is  more  unemployment  than  we  have  known  for 
years,  at  a  time  when  there  are  more  people  walk- 
ing the  streets  asking  for  a  bare  pittance  on  which 
to  live  than  has  been  the  case  in  our  recent  his- 
tory. And  we  find  that  sontraetor  using  flushing 
apparatus  bought  and  paid  for  by  the  citizens  of 
Boston,  which  has  been  given  over  into  the  hands 
of  this  man,  and  getting  $650  a  day  for  100  days, 
and  rainy  days  included.  You  would  be  charged 
for  a  day  like  today,  or  the  people  of  this  city 
would  be,  $650  for  watering  the  streets  of  down- 
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town  Boston!     You  talk  of  Dorchester,  you  talk 
of  Hyde  Park,  not  one  dollar  of  it  is  to  be  expended 
in  those  sections;    and  I  defy  any  member  of  this 
Council,   Mr.   President,  from  you  down,  to   talk 
here  in  favor  of  that  $63,000  and  then  go  back  to 
your  wards  next  October,  when  the  tax  bills  are 
coming  out,  and  try  to  explain  your  position,  in 
voting  to  give  to  a  contractor  the  use  of  city-owned 
equipment,  city  water,  and  go  out  on  rainy  days 
supposedly  to  water  your  streets.     Let  any  man 
who  has  the  courage  to  do  so  get  up  here  and 
defend    that   appropriation    of    $63,000,    most    of 
which  will  be  stolen  from  the  people  in  our  wards, 
who  pay  taxes  and  who  elect  men  who  will  stand 
on  this  floor  and  fight  for  Grant  and  fight  for  those 
who  are  controlled  by  Grant  and  control  Grant. 
Let  those  who  will  fight  for  that  $63,000  item,  let 
those   who    will   stand   up   here   today   and    vote 
against  this  chance  to  make  a  cut  of  13  cents  in 
our  tax  rate,  a  cut  in  our  tax  bills  which  will  be 
made  possible  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee 
and  the  committee  on  each  thousand  dollars  for 
the  people  in  every  ward  of  the  city.     Let  those 
who  will  fight  for  these  favored  contractors.    But  I 
say  this  to  you,  I  have  never  quarreled  with  a  man 
in  this  body  on  any  vote  he  has  ever  cast.     That 
was  his  prerogative  and  his  privilege.     I  am  not 
now  going  to  so  quarrel,  but  I  will  say  to  every 
man  in  this  body  to  whom  promises  have  been 
made  since  last  Friday  that  there  has  never  been 
such  a  promising  young  man  in  my  day  in  politics 
in  this  city  as  the  gentleman  who  is  now  Mayor 
of  the  city.     He  is  very  promising,  but  the  prom- 
ises are  never  kept.     And  remember,  gentlemen, 
that   when   you   vote   against   the   report   of   this 
committee  here  today  you  are  voting   to  defeat 
an  earnest  and  honest  effort  on  the  part  of  this 
committee  to  have  the  taxes  imposed  on  our  cit- 
izens lowered.     You  owe  more  to  the  people  who 
sent   you   here,   gentlemen.     When   you   come   to 
look  over  the  various  items  here  you  see  that  most 
of  them  are  for  such  things  as  motor  vehicles,  new 
automobiles  or  repair  of  automobiles,  for  experts, 
items  of  that  kind,  items  which  the  heads  of  the 
departments    themselves    admitted    could    be    re- 
duced or  cut  out,  and  which  the  committee  was 
amply  warranted  in  cutting,  in  view  of  the  state- 
ments made.     You  will  find  in  the  Law,  Health 
and  Hospital  Departments  items  for  money  to  be 
spent  for  experts.     The   committee   acted   wisely 
in    reducing    those    items.     How    often    are    the 
recommendations    of    those    experts    carried    out.' 
We    could   appropriate    $100,000   for   experts   for 
every  department;     we   could   encourage   a   great 
deal  of  such  work  as  we  saw  put  in  on  standard- 
ization by  men  held  in  high  regard  in  this  city, 
spending  day  after  day  on  investigations,  only  to 
see  the  results  of  their  work  thrown  aside.     We 
could  bring  in  here  architects  who  could  show  you 
what  you  should  do   to   Copley   square,   treating 
it  in  every  possible  phase  and  from  every  possible 
standpoint,    producing    designs    that    will    depict 
wonderful  monuments  and  gardens,  accompanied 
by    very    substantial    bills   for    their   professional 
services.      But    their    proposed    plans    are    never 
adopted.     Those  are  not  the   things  that  people 
want  to  have  done  at  this  time.     This  is  a  serious 
time.     So  far  as  the  $12,500  for  snow  removal  is 
concerned,   if  the  exigency  existed   we   could  get 
that  sum   tomorrow;    and  next  December,  if  we 
should  have  occasion  to  worry  about  snow,  how 
long  do  you  think  it  would  take  this  body  to  pass 
an  item  for  snow  removal?     So  far  as  the  $25,000 
for  street  signs  is  concerned,  Mr.  Atwood  and  the 
others  representing   the   department  said   that   if 
they  had  it  they  could  not  spend  it  this  year,  that 
they  already  have  $25,000  that  they  have  not  yet 
spent,  and   that  they  could   not  this  year  spend 
that  additional  $25,000.     So  that  is  not  a  thing 
that  is  up  to  us.     The  councilor  from  Dorchester 
spoke   of  street  surfacing  and  of  sidewalks.     Al- 
though I  am  not  a  member  of  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations,   Mr.  President,   I  attended  every 
meeting  to  see  what  was  going  on  and  to  see  how 
our  city  was  being  run.     I  was  interested  to  that 
extent  and  I  feel  that  I  now  have  a  right  to  talk 
about  what  went  on  in   that  committee   because 
I  devoted   my   time   to  listening.     The   chairman 
of  the  Finance  Commission  said  it  was  a  catastrophe 
for   the   present   administration   to   have   cut   the 
item  for  reconstructing  and  repairing  streets  from 
$1,000,000    to    $250,000,    and    to    cut    the   grano- 
lithic   sidewalk    item   from    $200,000    to    $50,000. 
The  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  was  asked  if 
the  streets  of  Boston  would  be  in  as  good  condi- 
tion at  the  end  of  this  year  as  they  were  last  year, 


and  he  said  he  didn't  know.     I  think  it  is  generally 
conceded,  of  course,  that  they  will  not  be — that 
they  certainly  will  not  be  with  the  cut  to  25  per 
cent  of  the  street  reconstruction  and  repair  item 
and  the  sidewalk  item.     But  that  cut  was  made 
downstairs  by  his  Honor  the   Mayor,  and  not  a 
dollar  of  either  of    those  items  was   cut  by   the 
committee.     We  don't  want  to  be  misled,  gentle- 
men.    If  we  are  supposed  to  take  the  blame  for 
anything  that  may  happen  here,  1  want  to  assume 
my  share  of  the  blame  when  it  is  properly  attrib- 
utable to  me.     But  I  say  this,  it  is  not  any  feeling 
of  opposition  to  the  Mayor's  office  that  actuates 
me  in  speaking  in  behalf  of    the   budget  as  reported 
by   the   committee   today,   because   I  don't   mind 
telling  you,    Mr.   President,   having  in   mind   the 
Committee  on  Appropriations  that  you  selected, 
and  knowing  the  time  that  they  gave  to  consid- 
eration of  the  subject,  that  if  they  had  brought 
back    the    budget    without   one   item    changed,    I 
would  have  been  with  the  budget  as  reported  by 
them.     I  say  that,  Mr.  President,  because  I  had 
ample  opportunity  to  be  cognizant  of  the  diligent 
work,   the  patient  work,   that  they  gave   to  this 
matter.     I  saw  them  sitting  here  day  and  night. 
I  saw  them  here  on  the  opening  day  of  the  ball 
game,  giving  up  their  time  to  this  matter,  when 
they  did  not  have  to  do  so.  I  saw  them  sitting 
here  until  late  at  night  wrestling  with  the  prob- 
lem, under  the  faithful  chairman  of  the  committee. 
And,  sir,  if  anything  would  justify  the  existence 
of  this  City  Council,  I  say  it  was  amply  justified 
by  the  work  of  the  chairman  of  such  a  committee. 
You,  sir,  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  Committee 
on   Appropriations    that   you   selected   this   year. 
If  any  noteworthy  service  to  the  city  has  been 
rendered   in  this  body,  it  has  been  rendered  by 
the  members  of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations. 
They  came  out  with  this  report,  unanimous  except 
on  one  item,  where  one  man  was  off.     The  rest 
of  the  membership  of  this  body  should  certainly 
stand   by   such   a   committee.     You   must   stand 
with  it,   Mr.  President,  because  you  selected  it, 
and  you  cannot  go  back  on  your  own  committee. 
I  don't  care  how  much  log-rolling  there  has  been 
here  in  this  hall,  and  we  all  know  how  much  there 
has  been,  we  should  never,  Mr.  President,  turn 
our  backs  on  the  chairman  of  that  committee  or 
on  the  committee.     I  certainly,  as  a  member  of 
this  body,  will  not  turn  my  back  on  them.     If 
there  is  no  justification  for  these  cuts,  let  those 
who  say  there  is  not,  stand  up  and  meet  the  com- 
mittee  like   men.     Let  there  be  a  stop  to  these 
telephone  calls  coming  in  from  Tom,   Dick  and 
Harry,  from  every  ward  in  the  city,  from  men  who 
don't  amount  to  a  snap  of  the  finger,  politically. 
If  the  man  downstairs  believes  in  this  sort  of  thing, 
he  has  a  right  to  come  here,  sir,  and  I  ask  you  to 
send  for  him,  so  that  he  may  stand  up  there  where 
you  are,  Mr.  President,  and  tell  the  members  of 
this    Council    what    he    thinks,    for    example,    of 
Bernie    Grant's    $60,000    steal.     If    he    has    the 
courage  of  his  convictions,  sir,  he  will  stand  up 
there  where  the  President  stands  and  defend  his 
attitude   on   this   budget.     I   would   not   ask   the 
Council  to  bear  with  me  too  long,  but  I  will  simply 
say,  so  far  as  action  taken  on  appropriations  for 
different  departments   is  concerned,   that   on   the 
Hospital,   Health,   Fire   and   Police   Departments 
we  have  been  taught  for  years  that  there  is  no 
tampering  with  them.     The  Police  Commissioner 
comes  down  here  and,  no  matter  what  item  he 
asks  for,  we  have  to  grant  it  under  the  law.     It  is 
the  same  with  the  Licensing  Board  and  the  School- 
house    Commission.     And    yet    the    Police    Com- 
missioner allowed  a  cut  of  something  over  $4,000, 
although   the   chairman   of   the   committee   knew 
that  he  couldn't  get  it  unless  it  were  agreed  to  by 
the  commissioner.     There  is  an  official  who  did 
not  have  to  give  up  a  dollar  of  his  appropriation. 
But  he  did.     In  the  Fire  Department  there  were 
some  cuts,  for  instance,  in  wearing  apparel  and 
fuel,  but  the  Fire  Commissioner  agreed  that  they 
could  be  made.     In  most  of  the  other  departments 
there  were  some  cuts  in  motor  apparatus,  in  one 
way  and   another.     A   man,   for   instance,   might 
want  a  new  automobile,  not  wishing  to  continue 
with  a  machine  that  was  one,  two  or  six  years  old, 
or  perhaps  wanting  a  more  expensive  car  for  his 
own    pleasure.     There    have    been   some   cuts    in 
such   items.     But  the   people   of  Boston   are  not 
concerned  with  questions  of  that  sort.     If  a  man 
has  a  little  Ford,  even  if  he  is  paid  $6,000  or  $7,000 
a  year,  it  will  not  injure  him  any  to  ride  around 
in  it  a  whole  lot.     And,  after  all,  I  think  we  have 
to  keep  in  mind  the  people  who  have  sent  us  here, 
the  people  who  pay  the  bills,  the  people  who  keep, 
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us  here,  and  we  now  have  an  opportunity,  through 
the  report  of  this  committee,  to  say  to  the  people 
in  every  ward,  from  East  Boston  to  Hyde  Park, 
"Here  is  a  reduction  of  13  cents  per  thousand  on 
your  tax  bill."  In  the  controversy  between  the 
Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the  Mayor 
of  Boston,  we  saw  whole  columns  in  the  news- 
papers on  the  question  of  the  difference  of  50  cents 
in  the  tax  limit,  representing  the  different  points 
of  view  of  both  men.  All  of  Massachusetts  was 
aroused  upon  that  matter.  And  now  here  is  an 
opportunity  to  obtain  a  quarter  of  that  saving 
in  one  afternoon,  something  that  will  benefit  every 
man  who  owns  a  home  and  who  has  to  pay  taxes, 
thanks  to  this  committee  and  to  the  chairman  of 
the  committee.  And,  as  representing  my  ward,  I 
will  thank  that  committee  because  in  making  this 
saving  not  a  single  man's  salary  has  been  cut  and 
not  a  single  man's  position  has  been  taken  away. 
There  were  rumors  that  when  the  Finance  Com- 
mission came  down  here  and  demanded  the  cuts 
which  they  asked  for  the  chairman  would  yield. 
But  he  did  not  yield  so  as  to  allow  the  cutting  of 
a  dollar  from  a  salary.  And  if  this  report  is 
accepted  and  the  budget  accompanying  it  is 
adopted,  there  will  be  no  more  talk,  if  these  items 
are  eliminated,  of  graft  and  petty  thievery,  be- 
cause every  item  from  A-l  down  has  been  gone 
into  carefully,  the  result  emphasizing  the  thorough- 
ness with  which  the  committee  examined  into 
every  item  of  the  budget,  making  as  a  result  in 
the  aggregate  a  sum  that  is  decidedly  commendable 
and  worth  while.  I  say  again,  in  closing,  that  I 
would  now  vote  for  the  recommendations  of  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  if  they  had  been  supported  by 
the  committee,  because  of  the  faith  I  have  in  the 
way  in  which  the  committee  performed  its  duty. 
So  far  as  the  Finance  Commission  is  concerned, 
I  sat  here  on  the  day  when  questions  were  asked 
of  the  Health  Department  on  the  proposition 
advocated  by  the  Finance  Commission,  of  cutting 
out  every  single  inspector  who  dealt  with  the  milk 
supply  of  this  city.  I  saw  the  Acts  of  the  Com- 
monwealth brought  in  here  and  read  to  Mr.  Carr, 
the  chairman  of  the  Finance  Commission,  showing 
that  those  inspectors  were  created  by  law.  He 
evidently  then  knew  for  the  first  time  that  they 
were  a  state-constituted  body  and  took  issue  with 
his  investigator.  And,  sir,  Doctor  Mahoney  said 
this:  "Before  we  had  these  inspectors,  who  inspect 
the  source  of  supply  of  milk  coming  to  Boston 
from  the  country  districts,  we  found  milk  filled 
with  manure,"  and  he  said  that  if  that  condition 
were  to  be  brought  back  again  through  the  dis- 
charge of  these  men  he  would  no  longer  want  to 
be  commissioner.  The  Finance  Commission  still 
thought,  however,  that  those  inspectors  should  be 
discharged,  and  when  I  found  that  these  men 
were  so  avaricious  in  their  desire  to  cut  down  the 
budget,  no  matter  how  close  to  the  quick  it  came, 
with  the  inevitable  resulting  pollution  to  the  source 
of  supply  of  milk  furnished  to  infants  of  this  city, 
filled  with  manure  and  other  impurities,  because 
of  the  discharge  of  those  fourteen  men  who  were 
protecting  that  source  of  supply,  I  paid  no  further 
attention  to  their  reports.  I  also  saw  them  sitting 
here  day  after  day  admitting  that  they  had  not 
given  the  matters  upon  which  they  were  reporting 
study;  that  they  had  perhaps  telephoned  to  some 
one  in  some  department,  for  instance,  getting 
their  information  about  the  fourteen  inspectors 
from  someone  in  the  State  House,  I  paid  no  further 
attention  to  them.  But  seeing,  as  I  did  see  each 
day,  the  work  done  by  the  committee,  I  sincerely 
believe  it  is  the  duty  of  every  councilor  here  to 
justify  the  existence  of  this  body  by  going  through 
this  committee,  unless  his  Honor  the  Mayor  will 
come  here  and  stand  where  you  are,  Mr.  President, 
and  point  out  defects  in  what  I  consider  a  splendid 
report  by  the  committee  through  its  chairman. 
If  his  Honor  the  Mayor  will  do  that,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, I  would  like  to  suggest  that  you  offer  to  him 
the  chair  of  this  Council  for  that  purpose  for  the 
next  half  hour.     I  make  that,  sir,  as  a  motion. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  motion  is  made 
that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  invited  to  attend  the 
meeting  of  the  Council  this  afternoon. 

The  motion  was  declared  carried. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  City  Messenger 
will  so  inform  his  Honor  the  Mayor. 

(City  Messenger  Leary  retired  for  this  purpose.) 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  move  that  we 
take  a  recess  until  the  return  of  the  City  Messenger. 

Coun.  PARKMAN— Mr.  President,  I  object  to 
our  taking  a  recess  at  this  time.  It  seems  to  me 
there  is   no   necessity  whatever  of  our   taking  a 


recess.  Let  us  go  through  with  the  budget  and 
get  through  with  it.  I  object,  and  ask  for  a  roll 
call. 

Coun.  Guild's  motion  to  take  a  recess  until  the 
return  of  the  City  Messenger  was  lost,  yeas  1, 
nays  21,  Coun.  Guild  voting  yea. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  an  hour  ago  I 
could  have  wished  that  I  came  into  this  body  with 
a  prepared  speech  with  reference  to  the  budget 
which  we  have  under  consideration.  Since  that 
time  has  elapsed,  I  am  glad  that  I  did  not  do  so. 
To  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes  is  ascribed  the  saying 
that  a  pun  is  the  meanest  form  of  wit.  I  take 
exception  to  Holmes  and  say  that,  in  my  opinion, 
sarcasm  is  the  meanest  form  of  wit.  However  ab- 
ject an  apology  may  be  made  for  it,  it  can  never 
remove  the  meanness,  bordering  on  scurrility,  of 
the  attack  that  has  been  made  on  the  chairman 
of  the  Appropriations  Committee  by  a  previous 
speaker.  I  sat  here  thoroughly  ashamed  to  hear 
it  go  on,  and  I  am  almost  surprised  that  the 
President  of  the  Council  allowed  such  a  personal 
attack  to  be  made. 

City  Messenger  Leary  returned  to  the  Chamber 
at  this  point,  and  said:  Mr.  Chairman,  Mr.  Reid, 
the  Mayor's  secretary,  said  the  Mayor  had  left  to 
go  to  lunch,  and  he  could  not  say  at  what  time  he 
would  return. 

Coun.  GUILD— Mr.  President,  I  think  I  have 
sat  through  as  many  hearings  of  the  Committee 
on  Appropriations  as  any  member  of  the  Council 
save  the  chairman,  and  I  have  heard  substantially 
all  the  testimony  that  has  been  offered  in  regard 
to  the  various  items  of  the  budget  as  submitted 
by  the  Mayor.  I  think  I  probably  have  as  good 
an  idea  as  anybody  except  the  chairman  of  the 
Appropriations  Committee  of  what  it  is  all  about. 
While  I  have  attended  those  meetings  and  have 
been  courteously  permitted  by  the  chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Appropriations  to  ask  questions 
from  time  to  time,  and  have  the  greatest  admira- 
tion for  the  monumental  work  which  the  com- 
mittee has  accomplished,  I  do  not  hesitate  to  state 
that  I  am  prepared  to  disagree  with  some  of  the 
judgments  of  that  committee.  I  think  it  is  wrong 
to  assume  that  a  member  who  is  voting  differently 
from  the  committee  is  doing  so  because  of  some 
promises  that  have  been  made.  There  have  been 
no  promises  tendered  to  me  on  any  occasion  when 
I  have  voted  in  this  Council.  I  have  used  my 
own  independent  judgment,  and  I  don't  look  to 
others  to  exercise  judgment  for  me.  I  do  not  look 
to  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Appropria- 
tions to  exercise  judgment  for  me,  or  to  the  Mayor 
of  the  city  or  to  any  other  individual.  I  am 
elected  here  as  a  member  of  this  body  to  exercise 
my  own  judgment  on  these  matters,  and  I  do  so. 
My  votes  on  the  various  matters  that  may  come 
before  us  represent  my  own  judgment,  not  that  of 
anybody  else,  and  are  not  based  on  anybody's 
promises.  There  have  been  many  items  of  greater 
or  less  import  referred  to  by  the  previous  speaker. 
One  of  the  items,  of  which  I  wish  to  speak  briefly, 
is  that  of  snow  removal.  It  has  been  stated  that 
we  need  have  no  worry  whatever  in  regard  to  the 
matter  of  snow  removal  next  December  in  case 
the  city  suffers  from  a  heavy  snowfall,  because  at 
a  moment's  notice  the  Mayor  and  the  auditor, 
acting  jointly,  may  act;  but  I  would  call  the  at- 
tention of  the  Council  to  the  fact  that,  in  order  to 
transfer  money  to  that  item,  there  must  be  money 
in  some  other  item  that  you  can  take  it  out  of. 
The  budget  has  been  pared  down  by  the  efforts  of 
various  men  —  by  the  Budget  Commissioner,  the 
department  heads,  the  Mayor  and  the  Committee 
on  Appropriations.  We  are  taking  a  gamble  if 
we  leave  it  in  the  way  suggested  by  some  of  the 
previous  speakers,  trusting  that  there  will  be  some 
item  in  which  there  is  money  which  may  be  trans- 
ferred in  case  we  do  have  snow  next  December. 
They  suggest  that  there  will  be  such  funds  avail- 
able, but  the  gamble  is  there,  just  the  same.  I 
think  the  purchase  of  the  snow  removing  equip- 
ment last  year,  and  the  way  the  thing  has  worked 
out,  is  a  sufficient  answer  to  any  city  councilor 
who  suggests  taking  a  gamble  of  that  sort.  The 
district  that  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations  represents  is  a  district  in  which  I 
am  somewhat  interested,  although  not  in  an 
official  capacity.  I  believe  the  people  of  that  dis- 
trict will  suffer  fully  as  much  as  the  people  of  the 
Dorchester  district  in  the  event  of  a  heavy  snow- 
fall that  cannot  be  removed  because  of  lack  of 
money.  The  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations  is  willing,  in  order  to  make  the 
burden  of  the  taxpayers  as  light  as  possible,  to 
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take  that  gamble.  In  that  my  judgment  differs 
from  his,  and  I  say  again  that  it  is  purely  and 
simply  a  question  of  judgment.  I  think  he  is  sin- 
cere in  making  the  recommendation,  and  I  trust 
that  he  gives  me  credit  for  being  equally  sincere 
when  I  say  that  my  judgment  is  otherwise.  All 
these  items  to  a  certain  extent  are  a  question  of 
judgment.  The  Committee  on  Appropriations 
sat  here,  as  indicated  by  the  record,  in  day  and 
evening  session,  and  in  attendance  the  staff  of  the 
Finance  Commission,  representatives  of  the 
Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Boston  Real 
Estate  Exchange,  and  other  people  who  had,  or 
thought  they  had,  interest  in  the  city  budget. 
The  situation  was  very  difficult  for  anyone  to 
handle,  but  it  was  handled  as  gracefully  by  the 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  as 
I  can  imagine  anybody  handling  it.  Those  men 
were  there  watching  every  move  and  making  their 
notes.  I  am  not  at  all  surprised  at  the  recommen- 
dations of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations 
through  its  chairman,  but  when  it  comes  to  vot- 
ing, I  must  frankly  say  that  in  some  instances  my 
judgment  is  different  from  the  conclusions  they 
have  arrived  at.  I  want  at  the  same  time  to  give 
all  credit  to  the  committee  for  its  wonderful  and 
painstaking  piece  of  work,  as  indicated  by  other 
speakers.  In  closing,  I  wish  to  say  that  I  hope 
the  occasion  will  never  arise  here  again  where  we 
will  be  obliged  to  listen  to  any  such  sarcastic  out- 
pouring in  regard  to  any  man  who  has  done  such 
a  good,  conscientious  piece  of  work  as  the  chair- 
man of  this  committee  has  done. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  while  the  Com- 
mittee on  Appropriations  has  brought  in  a  report 
reducing  the  Mayor's  budget  some  8232,000,  the 
one  item  that  I  believe  the  members  of  the  City 
Council  are  mainly  interested  in  is  the  item  of 
$03,000  which  we  have  taken  away  from  a  con- 
tractor. I  do  not  believe  it  is  the  wish  of  the 
Council  to  spend  five  or  six  hours  here  arguing 
over  $50  or  $100  items.  The  main  item  to  be 
decided  this  afternoon  is  whether  the  members  of 
the  City  Council  desire  to  give  to  Grant  the  same 
steal  that  he  had  last  year,  through  a  present  of 
$08,000  for  watering  the  streets  of  Boston.  After 
all  is  said  and  done,  the  only  thing  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  can  and  should  go  by  is  the 
records  of  the  Appropriations  Committee,  and  the 
records  of  one  of  the  meetings  of  the  committee 
absolutely  show  where  Coun.  Dowd  asked  the 
commissioner  whether  or  not  it  would  be  good 
business  for  the  city  to  purchase  his  own  equip- 
ment, and  the  commissioner  ans%vered,  "Abso- 
lutely, yes,"  and  two  days  later,  last  Friday,  he 
tried  to  change  his  statement  on  that  matter, 
showing  that  somebody  had  reached  him  and  told 
him  what  to  say  at  the  next  meeting.  But  the 
records  show  squarely  that  Commissioner  Sullivan 
admitted,  as  head  of  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment, that  in  his  opinion  it  would  be  good  business 
for  the  City  of  Boston  to  purchase  its  own  trucks 
and  its  own  equipment,  which  could  be  bought  at 
a  price  not  exceeding  $00,000,  a  price  less  than 
was  paid  Grant  last  year  and  $8,000  less  than  it  is 
desired  to  give  him  this  year.  And  then  the  com- 
mittee went  into  the  matter  a  little  deeper,  and 
what  did  they  find?  They  found  that  in  the  last 
year  of  the  former  Mayor's  administration,  six  of 
these  truck  flushers  had  been  bought  for  $21,000 
or  $3,500  apiece,  and  that  upon  this  administra- 
tion coming  into  power  those  outfits  were  stored 
in  the  South  End  yard  and  some  of  them  loaned 
to  Grant  at  a  merely  nominal  charge  of  $200  per 
year,  despite  the  fact  that  they  cost  the  City  of 
Boston  $3,500  apiece.  I  wonder  if  there  is  any 
business  man  in  the  City  of  Boston  who  would 
pay  $3,500  for  an  outfit  of  this  sort  and  then  make 
a  contract  with  a  man  to  sprinkle  the  streets  and 
allow  him  the  use  of  that  outfit  for  $200  a  year? 
And  what  else  do  we  find?  In  the  course  of  this 
year  and  next  year,  if  this  Council  passes  this  all- 
important  item,  Grant  will  have  received  some 
$204,000  for  sprinkling  the  streets  of  Boston  for 
three  years — and  when  I  say  "the  streets  of  Bos- 
ton," I  mean  the  streets  in  the  downtown  section, 
because  Roxbury,  Dorchester,  Jamaica  Plain  and 
all  other  such  outlying  sections  will  not  see  a  water- 
ing cart  once  a  month.  No  doubt  the  argument 
will  be  advanced  this  afternoon,  "Why  not  allow 
Grant  to  have  the  six  sprinklers,  as  usual,  and  use 
them  in  the  outlying  districts?"  They  had  the 
opportunity  last  year,  but  did  they  do  it?  Of 
course,  they  did  not,  and  we  have  no  reasonable 
assurance  that  they  will  do  it.  Grant  will  have 
received    in    three    years    $204,000.     The    figures 


show  that  we  can  supply  six  of  our  own  trucks  for 
$21,000.  The  upkeep  of  the  trucks  will  be  some- 
thing like  $3,000  a  year,  which  means  $24,000  or 
for  three  years  a  total  cost  of  about  $75,000,  as 
against  $204,000,  which  will  mean  approximately, 
if  we  pass  the  budget  as  submitted  by  the  Mayor 
this  afternoon,  that  in  this  item  the  taxpayers  of 
Boston  will  be  absolutely  robbed,  through  this 
contract  system,  of  this  enormous  difference. 
Don't  you  think,  gentlemen,  that  the  old  system 
of  contracts  should  be  done  away  with,  and  the 
taxpayers  who  have  sent  us  here,  given  a  square 
deal  in  this  matter?  Not  one  of  us,  if  this  were 
our  own  private  business,  would  think  for  a  moment 
of  letting  this  contract,  or  any  such  contract  to  this 
gentleman.  Sixty-four  dollars  a  day  is  a  lot  of 
money,  when  they  don't  pay  a  nickel  outside  of 
upkeep  and  help,  don't  have  to  buy  the  sand  and 
gravel,  and  use  the  city's  water.  I  am  absolutely 
against  this  item  of  $03,000  in  the  budget.  1 
believe  there  are  various  items  in  the  budget  which 
should  be  restored,  small  items,  that  do  not  mean 
much  financially,  but  that  might  improve  the 
efficiencies  of  the  city  departments  affected.  But 
I  do  firmly  believe  that  at  this  time  we  should 
take  the  necessary  steps  to  remove  from  our  rolls 
these  favored  contractors  who  for  the  last  twenty 
years  have  been  robbing  the  people  at  every 
opportunity. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  there  is 
one  item  here  in  which  everybody  seems  to  be 
vitally  interested,  and  that  is  street  watering. 
That  seems  to  be  the  burning  issue  of  the  hour. 
It  has  been  charged  around  here  that  I  am 
interested  in  the  Grant  contract,  that  I  am  part  of 
the  Grant  outfit,  and  that  Mr.  Lomasney  is  another 
part  of  the  Grant  outfit;  that  we  are  the  owners 
of  this  concern,  that  we  are  the  ones  who  are  rob- 
bing the  treasury  and  getting  all  of  this  glittering 
gold.  As  far  as  I  am  concerned,  I  am  not  in- 
terested in  the  Grant  contract,  and  it  is  immaterial 
to  me  whether  you  vote  for  it  or  against  it.  I  am 
voting  for  it.  There  are  several  reasons,  and  I 
will  give  them.  In  the  $03,000,  $10,000,  I  under- 
stand, is  for  the  hiring  of  teams.  My  only  con- 
cern is  that  I  want  to  see  the  people  of  this  city, 
the  poor  people,  get  a  fair  show.  The  gentleman 
who  spoke  last  knows  perfectly  well,  so  far  as  the 
Commissioner  of  the  Public.  Works  Department  is 
concerned,  that  he  has  no  street  watering  equip- 
ment in  that  department,  and  that  if  they  did  buy 
it  for  $34,000,  as  he  states,  or  $3,400  for  each 
truck,  those  trucks  are  not  now  fit  for  this  pur- 
pose. Since  time  immemorial,  street  watering  in 
this  city  has  been  done  by  contract,  and  everybody 
knows  it.  This  is  not  a  new  thing.  Even  before 
the  days  of  the  automobile  we  had  the  horse-drawn 
watering  carts  all  over  the  city.  Everybody  knows 
that.  The  city  cannot  maintain  its  existence  with- 
out resorting  to  contracts.  We  once  had  a  mayor 
of  this  city,  the  late  Josiah  Quincy,  who  undertook 
to  revolutionize  the  entire  work  of  the  city.  He 
installed  in  City  Hall  a  department  to  do  all  the 
work.  But  it  couldn't  be  done.  It  had  to  be 
abolished,  and  they  had  to  resort  to  contract  work. 
In  this  case  this  man  Grant  has  been  selected  as 
a  target  by  members  of  this  Council.  The  ques- 
tion is,  are  the  streets  of  the  city  to  be  watered 
this  summer  or  not?  The  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee stands  up  here  and  tells  us  that  there  is 
money  enough  to  provide  for  the  watering  of  the 
streets  until  July.  Then,  I  ask  him  and  other 
speakers  why  it  is  that  the  watering  carts  have 
been  laid  off,  if  there  is  money  to  supply  this 
need?  If  we  were  today  in  a  terrific  hot  spell, 
no  watering  could  be  done  in  the  city  if  we  lay  off 
these  trucks  that  are  now  doing  the  work.  These 
watering  carts  of  the  city  that  they  talk  of  do 
not  exist.  The  only  things  that  Mr.  Grant  hires 
from  the  city,  I  understand,  are  two  pumps. 
Those  are  pieces  of  junk,  up  there.  Who  is  the 
man  who  started  dismantling  these  so-called  water- 
ing carts?  What  administration  dismantled  them, 
and  for  what  purpose?  It  was  certainly  not  done 
under  this  administration,  certainly  was  not  done 
by  Grant.  The  fact  is  that  it  has  been  admitted 
here  that  the  city  cannot  do  it.  Mr.  Murphy  said 
that  possibly  he  would  be  able  to  supply  two 
watering  carts  along  the  middle  of  July.  What 
are  we  to  do  in  the  hot  days  of  June?  Then, 
these  people  here  say  that  we  will  have  no  snow 
in  December.  What  do  they  know  about  it? 
We  may  have  the  most  terrific  hot  spell  in  the 
history  of  the  city  in  the  next  few  days,  and  we 
may  very  well  have  heavy  snow  in  December. 
Now,  the  streets  of  this  city  will  have  to  be  watered. 
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The  city  cannot  possibly  do  it,  because  it  would 
cost  $10,000  to  $12,000  apiece  for  proper  appa- 
ratus. This  apparatus  of  the  city  that  has  been 
referred  to  was  purchased  by  the  preceding  adminis- 
tration, that  the  previous  speaker  grew  fat  and  rich 
under  (laughter).  Certainly  Grant  did  not  ask  for 
it.  When  the  previous  administration  bought  it, 
there  was  no  question  then.  Where  was  the  great 
purifier  then?  Why  didn't  he  protest,  under  the 
previous  administration?  Oh,  no,  he  was  growing 
fat  and  rich,  enjoying  the  fruits  of  victory,  and  it 
was  another  story.  But  I  believe  in  being  chari- 
table, in  victory  or  defeat,  just  the  same.  And 
now  Grant  is  on  his  sick  bed,  unable  to  fight,  and 
his  money  is  invested  in  this  proposition,  and  the 
city  cannot  do  the  work  itself.  The  Mayor  says 
so  and  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  says  he 
cannot  do  it.  It  is  an  impossibility.  Certain 
people  in  their  arrogance,  last  week,  said  that  the 
North  and  West  Ends  shouldn't  be  taken  care  of. 
We  were  told  in  committee  about  the  situation,  and 
how  eleven  or  twelve  men  in  the  city  employ  were 
sick  at  times  and  wouldn't  show  up.  And  we  are 
told  about  city  men  being  laid  off  last  Saturday, 
but  nothing  is  said  about  married  men  with  families 
working  for  the  contractor.  They  have  their 
babies,  too,  and  they  may  have  no  bread  to  put 
on  their  tables.  They  are  to  be  thrown  out  ruth- 
lessly, without  an  opportunity  to  be  hired,  are  to 
be  fired  out  of  employment.  Personally,  I  am 
not  concerned,  and  Mr.  Lomasney  is  not  con- 
cerned. It  is  said  that  a  ledge  owned  by  Mr. 
Lomasney  is  hired  by  these  contractors.  But  that 
has  nothing  to  do  with  this  case;  and  Mr.  Lomas- 
ney has  nothing  to  do  with  this  concern,  and  I  have 
nothing  to  do  with  the  concern.  Hasn't  a  man  a 
right  to  invest  his  money  as  he  sees  fit?  But  he 
has  no  concern  in  it  and  I  have  no  concern  in  it. 
Personally,  it  is  immaterial  to  both  of  us  what 
you  do  here.  I  am  reminded  of  the  time  when 
Mr.  Lomasney  was  a  lamplighter  and  left  his  job. 
They  were  trying  the  experiment  of  putting  up 
electric  lights,  and  the  lamplighters  held  a  protest 
meeting  in  Faneuil  Hall  against  installing  the  elec- 
tric light  service.  But  Mr.  Lomasney  said,  "I 
am  going  to  retire.  We  cannot  stop  progress,  and 
the  time  has  come  when  the  streets  are  to  be  lighted 
by  electricity."  So  he  became  a  health  inspector. 
He  was  far  ahead  of  his  time.  He  does  own  a 
ledge  that  Grant  has  a  building  on,  and  he  is 
charged  on  that  account  with  being  interested  in 
this  matter.  He  does  not  deny  that  he  owns  that 
ledge,  and  I  don't  deny  it,  but  neither  he  nor  I 
have  any  concern  whatever  in  this  contract.  I  do 
think,  however,  that  the  men  employed  are  entitled 
to  consideration.  The  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  knows  that  he  cannot  do  this  work  within 
his  department.  Both  he  and  the  Deputy  Super- 
intendent admit  that,  Mr.  President.  They  have 
not  got  apparatus  that  will  do  this  work.  When 
six  trucks  are  referred  to,  I  wonder  if  anyone 
thinks  that  we  can  water  all  the  streets  of  this  city 
with  six  trucks.  Before  the  advent  of  the  auto- 
mobile there  were  100  watering  carts,  under  con- 
tract, and  this  work  has  always  been  under  con- 
tract. The  city  cannot  buy  these  trucks  equipped 
at  less  than  $10,000  or  $12,000  apiece,  and  if  it 
should  have  six  of  them  it  could  not  do  the  work 
without  help.  We  were  told  in  the  committee 
that  they  had  to  call  on  the  contractor,  and  they 
will  have  to  call  on  contractors  in  the  future,  as 
they  have  had  to  do  from  time  immemorial.  They 
always  had  and  always  will  have  contracts  for  this 
work;  they  will  have  them  when  you  and  I  have 
passed  out  and  somebody  else  has  taken  our 
places.  We  have  heard  reformers  before,  and  still 
the  city  goes  on  just  the  same,  as  it  will  when  you 
and  I  are  gone.  And  so  it  will  be  with  the  street 
watering.  I  have  no  concern  whatever  in  this 
contract,  but  I  know  that  the  street  watering  can- 
not be  done  during  the  coming  season  without  the 
aid  of  contractors.  When  you  talk  about  the  city 
getting  an  outfit  to  do  this  work,  that  will  take 
time.  An  order  would  have  to  come  in  and  go 
through  various  stages,  and  then  the  apparatus 
would  have  to  be  purchased,  obtained  and 
equipped.  You  all  know  it,  and  those  things 
take  money  and  take  time.  But  there  are  some 
who  want  to  pick  this  man  out.  They  think  that 
they  have  here  a  chance  to  get  back  at  me,  to  get 
back  at  Lomasney.  But  we  have  no  concern  in 
this.  None  of  my  money  is  invested,  and  none  of 
his  is  invested ;  and ,  no  matter  what  action  is  taken 
on  this  matter,  he  will  go  on  getting  his  three 
squares,  and  I  will,  too.  There  is  no  danger  on 
that  score. 


Coun.  KEENE— Mr.  President,  throughout  the 
6tudy  of  the  budget  since  it  left  the  hands  of  the 
Mayor  and  has  been  considered  by  the  Finance 
Commission  and  afterwards  considered  by  the 
Governor  and  the  members  of  our  Legislature,  it 
would  seem  to  me  that  there  has  been  plenty  of 
room*  for  difference  of  opinion.  I  think  that  is 
true  with  the  exception  of  one  item  in  the  Fire 
Department,  C-16,  Wearing  Apparel,  where  an 
error  in  computation  was  made,  which  is  not  to  be 
wondered  at  in  a  budget  comprising  approxi- 
mately $41,000,000.  But  the  time  has  now- 
arrived  when  each  member  must  express  himself 
personally.  In  other  words,  it  is  now  a  matter  of 
the  opinion  of  each  member  of  the  Council.  I  do 
not  believe  there  is  a  man  in  this  body  who  has 
been  promised  anything  to  vote  for  this  budget; 
neither  do  I  think  there  is  a  man  in  the  Council 
who  needs  any  one  to  speak  for  him.  I  don't 
think  any  member  need  fear  voting  in  accordance 
with  the  dictates  of  his  own  personal  opinion. 
But  after  a  study  of  the  budget  as  submitted  by 
the  Committee  on  Appropriations  I  personally 
cannot  agree  with  the  committee.  There  are 
several  items  which,  it  seems  to  me,  should  be 
given  careful  and  particular  attention  and  which 
should  be  considered  from  every  angle  before  a 
decision  is  arrived  at.  In  the  budget  as  submitted 
by  the  Health  Department,  under  B-17,  Care  of 
Persons,  the  committee  has  recommended  a 
reduction  of  $5,000.  This  covers  the  payments 
which  the  city  is  called  upon  to  make  during  the 
year  for  the  care  of  siok  persons  with  communicable 
diseases  domiciled  outside  of  Boston,  but  who  are 
legal  residents  of  the  city.  The  largest  payments 
under  this  item  are  made  to  the  State  of  Massa- 
chusetts for  the  care  of  citizens  who  are  patients 
in  the  state  sanitoria  at  Westfield,  North  Reading, 
Rutland  and  Lakeville.  Bills  for  this  service  are 
rendered  quarterly  by  the  state,  and  the  records 
of  the  Health  Department  indicate  that  tor  the 
three  months  ending  March  31, 1927, 1S3  citizens  of 
Boston  were  patients  at  the  four  institutions  and 
that  the  charge  rendered  by  the  state  for  their 
care  totalled  $27,965.  In  addition,  fifty-five 
citizens  were  given  medical  care  in  private  hospitals 
throughout  the  state,  and  bills  covering  sixty-two 
cases  of  undertermined  settlement  were  pending  in 
the  Health  Department.  The  actual  payments 
on  these  117  cases  for  the  first  three  months 
totalled  $1,000,  making  a  total  expenditure  for 
the  first  quarter  of  the  year  under  this  item  of 
$28,965.  The  expenditure  for  the  full  year  at 
this  rate  would  be  $115,860.  The  Mayor's 
allowance  under  this  item  was  $115,000.  The 
Committee  on  Appropriations,  guided  largely  by 
the  fact  that  the  expenditure  for  1926  under  this 
item  was  $110,017.14,  has  reduced  the  item  to 
$110,000.  In  so  doing,  the  committee  has  removed 
from  the  item  the  small  margin  of  safety  which 
was  present  in  the  Mayor's  allowance,  and  in  view 
of  actual  expenditures  for  the  first  quarter  of  the 
year  has  reduced  the  item  below  the  probable 
total  expenditure  for  the  year.  Even  though  it 
may  be  said  that  any  deficit  at  the  end  of  the  year 
may  be  met  by  transfers  either  from  unexpended 
balances  within  the  appropriations  oi  the  Health 
Department  or  from  the  Reserve  Fund  it  does  not 
appear  logical  or  sound  budget  procedure  to 
reduce  below  what  appear  to  be  the  irreducible 
minimum  an  item  involving  the  care  ot  the  sick. 
The  city's  obligation  in  this  matter  is  clearly  fixed 
by  statute  and  thif  Council  would  be  ill-advised 
if  it  was  to  vote  a  reduction  which  is  certain  to 
limit  and  interfere  with  the  Health  Department 
in  its  fulfillment  oi  the  obligation.  Items  2,  3, 
7  and  8  (Park  Department,  A-3,  Unassigned  for 
Overtime,  reduced  $1,000;  B-21,  Removal  of  Snow, 
a  reduction  of  $2,500;  Paving  Service,  B-21, 
Removal  ot  Snow,  a  reduction  of  $10,000;  and 
Sanitary,  A-3,  Unassigned,  a  reduction  of  $3,000) 
represent  emergency  appropriations  allowed  within 
the  budgets  of  the  Park  and  Public  Works  de- 
partments to  meet  the  almost  certain  demands 
which  the  winter  months  of  this  year  will  present, 
in  the  matter  of  removal  of  snow  from  our  city 
streets  and  parkways.  In  making  these  reductions 
the  committee  was  influenced  by  the  statement  of 
the  engineer  of  the  Finance  Commission  that 
within  his  thirty  years  experience  in  snow  removal 
work  in  only  three  years  have  snowstorms  of  over 
four  inches  occurred  in  December.  It  is  not  my 
intention  to  question  or  impugn  the  experience  of 
Mr.  Emerson,  but  the  happenings  of  last  December 
are  too  fresh  in  my  mind  to  permit  me  to  accept 
unqualifiedly  the  inference  that  the  city  will  not 
be  called  upon  this  year  to  spend  any  more  money 
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on  snow  removal  work.  New  England  winters 
have  a  reputation  for  disregarding  tradition  and 
experience  and  it  is  a  brave  man  indeed  who  will 
attempt  to  prohesy  so  far  in  advance.  We  know 
lrom  the  experience  of  the  past  two  years  that  a 
single  snowstorm  may  place  a  burden  of  $150,000 
on  the  treasury  of  the  city.  In  view  of  this  fact, 
emergency  appropriations  totalling  $16,500  appear 
very  modest.  The  citizens  and  merchants  of  this 
city  are  vitally  concerned  in  this  matter  and  to 
my  mind  this  Council  would  be  taking  a  step 
backward  in  voting  to  eliminate  these  items. 
Executives  in  other  Massachusetts  cities  may  be 
content  to  let  Nature  take  its  course  in  the  event 
of  the  occurence  of  a  snowstorm  but  such  a  penny- 
wise  and  pound-foolish  policy  of  economy  should 
never  be  adopted  in  the  capital  city  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. Items  4  and  6  (Park  Department, 
B-39,  General  Plant,  a  reduction  of  $10,000;  and 
Cemetery  Division,  B-39,  General  Plant,  a  re- 
duction of  $5,000)  involve  reductions  in  appro- 
priations for  plant  repairs  in  the  Park  Department 
and  Cemetery  Division.  The  original  budget 
estimates  of  these  divisions  included  requests  for 
appropriations  under  this  head  totalling  $204,000. 
After  a  careful  examination  of  all  the  items  in- 
volved the  Mayor  fixed  the  appropriation  for 
the  Park  Department  at  $110,000  and  for  the 
Cemetery  Division  at  $20,000  a  total  reduction  of 
$74,000.  Of  the  Park  Department  allowance, 
$100,000  was  specifically  allocated  to  definite 
items  representing  necessary  repairs  on  the  twenty- 
four  parks  and  forty-three  playgrounds  maintained 
by  the  city,  and  $10,000  was  allowed  as  an  emer- 
gency appropriation  to  cover  contingencies  bound 
to  arise  during  the  year.  The  purpose  of  this 
emergency  appropriation  was  to  ensure  the 
definite  fulfillment  of  the  repair  program  covered 
by  the  $100,000  appropriation.  In  the  absence  of 
such  an  emergency  allowance  contingencies  could 
only  be  financed  by  the  postponement  of  some 
item  in  the  regular  program.  The  Committee  on 
Appropriations  has  seen  fit  to  eliminate  this 
emergency  appropriation.  Since  at  the  present 
time  no  definite  label  is  attached  to  the  item  no 
individual  councilor  can  complain.  In  the  event 
of  an  emergency  arising,  however,  and  in  view  of 
the  extensive  park  system  of  Boston  who  will 
question  the  fact  that  unforeseen  contingencies 
are  bound  to  arise,  it  will  have  to  be  met  through 
the  deferring  or  postponing  of  some  badly  needed 
district  repair.  For  this  reason  I  strongly  urge 
the  members  of  this  Council  who  have  an  interest 
in  the  maintenance  and  upkeep  of  the  parks  and 
playgrounds  in  their  respective  districts  to  consider 
the  fact  that  a  vote  in  favor  of  the  elimination  of 
this  emergency  item  may  lead  directly  to  the  elimi- 
nation, for  this  year  at  least,  of  a  local  repair 
item  in  their  own  district.  Over  $25,000,000  has 
been  spent  in  acquiring  and  developing  the  park 
system  of  Boston.  Surely  a  plant  repair  appro- 
priation representing  less  than  one  half  of  1  per  cent 
of  the  capital  cost  of  the  park  system  can  not  be 
termed  extravagant  or  unwarranted.  In  the 
Cemetery  Division  the  oommittee  has  eliminated 
$5,000  which  was  to  be  spent  for  permanent  roads 
in  the  Fairview  Cemetery,  Hyde  Park.  At  the 
present  time  most  of  the  roads  in  this  cemetery 
are  ordinary  dirt  roads  and  after  a  heavy  storm 
naturally  become  rutted  and  gutted.  I  know 
every  councilor  will  agree  with  me  when  I  say 
that  one  thing  a  cemetery  should  have  is  decent 
roads.  Surely  the  sorrow  which  surrounds  the 
people  who  go  there  should  not  be  augmented  by 
the  discomfort  and  inconvenience  of  riding  over 
rough  and  uneven  roads.  The  principal  private 
cemeteries  in  this  vicinity,  like  Mt.  Auburn  and 
Forest  Hills,  all  have  permanent  roads.  In  view 
of  the  small  amount  of  money  involved  I  feel  that 
it  would  be  unwise  for  this  Council,  as  a  body,  to 
support  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on 
this  item.  A  reading  of  the  transcript  of  the 
hearing  at  which  the  appropriations  of  the  Park 
Department  were  considered  will  prove  conclusively 
that  the  allowance  voted  by  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations  under  Item  5  is  wholly  inadequate. 
This  is  Budget  Item  C-7,  Furniture  and  Fittings. 
Under  this  item  come  such  articles  as  bathing- 
suits,  towels,  attendant's  uniforms,  etc.  On  page 
575  of  the  transcript  the  minumum  requirement 
of  the  department  for  this  year  was  stated  by 
Chairman  Long  to  be 

Attendant's  uniforms $1,407  36 

Towels 4,300  00 

Total $5,707  36 


The  committee  in  spite  of  this  testimony  voted  an 
allowance  of  $4,500,  which  is  $1,200  less  than  the 
minimum  requirements  of  the  department,  and 
a  reduction  of  $2,500  from  the  Mayor's  allowance 
of  $7,500.  The  excess  represented  by  the  difference 
between  this  latter  figure  and  the  minimum  re- 
quirements stated  by  Chairman  Long  is  to  cover 
the  purchase  of  bathing  suits  for  use  at  the  different 
bathing  places  maintained  by  the  department. 
Here  is  an  item  directly  affecting  the  comfort  and 
convenience  of  the  patrons  of  the  baths  and  pools 
of  the  city.  No  more  famous  institution  exists  in 
this  country  than  the  L  Street  Baths.  The  cut 
recommended  by  the  committee  under  this  item 
directly  affects  the  quality  of  service  to  be  rendered 
by  this  famous  watering  place.  I  feel  certain  that 
this  Council  knowing  the  facts  concerning  this 
item  will  not  vote  to  support  the  committee  in  its 
recommendation.  The  largest  cut  made  by  the 
committee  is  that  indicated  under  Item  No.  9. 
This  is  Budget  Item  B-6,  covering  the  hire  of 
teams  in  the  North  and  West  End  sections  of  the 
city  and  of  flushing  trucks  for  use  on  the  macadam 
and  granite  block  streets  of  the  city.  Under  the 
Mayor's  allowance  $22,000  was  provided  for  the 
hire  during  the  year  of  eleven  single  horse-drawn 
teams,  and  $68,000  for  the  hire  of  flushers  during 
six  months  of  the  spring  and  summer  seasons, 
making  a  total  allowance  of  $90,000  under  the 
item.  The  committee  has  reduced  the  allowance  to 
$27,000,  of  which  $12,000  represents  the  actual 
expenditure  to  date  for  single  teams  and  $15,000  is 
the  estimated  expense  of  maintaining  contract 
flushers  until  July  1.  The  committee's  action,  if 
approved,  will  prohibit  any  further  hire  of  teams 
and  will  force  the  city  to  find  some  substitute  for 
the  flushing  trucks  after  July  1.  The  North 
and  West  End  sections  are  the  most  populous  and 
congested  sections  of  the  city.  Because  of  the 
large  number  of  stores  and  mercantile  establish- 
ments within  the  limits  of  these  sections  it  is 
imperative  that  the  removal  of  waste  be  completed 
early  in  the  day  in  order  to  avoid  the  congestion 
on  the  streets,  which  naturally  follows  the  opening 
of  business.  Because  of  the  narrow  and  tortuous 
condition  of  the  streets  and  alleys  in  these  sections 
it  is  not  feasible  to  use  large  trucks.  Single  teams 
have  been  found  to  render  the  most  efficient  service. 
Because  of  the  limited  time  in  which  removal  of 
waste  is  possible  dependability  of  service  is  of 
vital  importance.  Under  the  contract  system 
dependability  is  assured,  whereas  if  the  districts 
are  forced  to  depend  entirely  on  the  day  labor  forces 
of  the  city,  efficiency  of  service  is  bound  to  be 
lowered,  since  the  number  of  teams  which  may  be 
sent  out  each  day  depends  directly  on  the  number 
of  men  reporting  for  duty.  Department  records 
indicate  that  this  number  is  never  constant  from 
day  to  day,  hence  the  number  of  teams  available 
for  service  would  constantly  vary.  It  may  be 
interesting  to  members  of  the  Council,  as  long  as 
reference  has  been  made  to  work  in  various  parts 
of  the  city,  that  Ward  3,  represented  here  by  the 
Hon.  John  I.  Fitzgerald,  pays  43  per  cent  of  the 
entire  tax  levy  of  this  city.  According  to  the 
testimony  of  the  Division  Engineer  of  the  Sanitary 
Service  all  of  the  city-owned  teams  are  now  in  use 
in  the  various  districts  of  the  city.  This  being 
so,  to  transfer  teams  to  the  North  and  West  End 
sections,  which  will  be  necessary  if  the  hire  of 
teams  in  these  sections  is  to  be  discontinued,  will 
naturally  reduce  the  service  now  being  rendered 
in  the  suburban  sections.  Thus  the  action  of  the 
committee  in  prohibiting  the  further  hire  of  con- 
tract teams  is  bound  to  interfere  and  possibly 
cripple  service  in  residential  districts  and  it  is 
highly  questionable  whether  the  present  efficient 
service  maintained  by  contractors'  teams  can  be 
equalled  by  the  city  teams  transferred  to  the  North 
and  West  End  sections.  The  removal  of  ashes, 
dirt  and  garbage  is  of  primary  importance  to  every 
citizen,  be  he  rich  or  poor,  property  owner  or 
tenant.  This  Council  should  proceed  with  caution 
before  it  approves  any  action  which  tends  to  lower 
efficiency  in  this  service.  A  mistaken  impression 
seems  to  exist  in  the  minds  of  the  committee 
relative  to  the  number  of  flushers  which  the  city 
owns  and  which  it  is  in  a  position  to  put  on  the 
street.  According  to  the  records  of  the  Public 
Works  Department,  three  flushers  were  purchased 
by  the  city  in  1922  and  three  more  in  1923.  This 
equipment  was  used  until  1925  when  the  flushers 
were  dismantled,  the  flushing  equipment  stored 
away  and  dump  bodies  attached  to  the  truck 
chasses.  Thus  as  matters  stand  today  the  original 
flushing  chasses  are  five  and  six  years  old  and 
because  of  their  age  are  constantly  under  repair. 
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Many  of  the  original  parts,  fittings,  etc.,  have  been 
lost  or  used  for  other  purposes  throughout  the 
department.  Consequently,  from  the  equipment 
purchased  in  1922  and  1923,  department  officials 
are  of  the  opinion  that  not  more  than  two  complete 
units  can  be  rehabilitated  for  use  on  the  streets. 
There  can  be  no  question  as  to  the  necessity  and 
desirability  of  carrying  on  the  work  of  flushing  and 
sprinkling  our  city  streets.  Experience  has  shown 
that  the  minimum  number  of  trucks  needed  for 
this  purpose  is  six.  The  action  of  the  committee  in 
refusing  to  provide  funds  for  this  work  after  July  1 
will  seriously  cripple  this  service,  since  only  two 
trucks  will  be  available  for  use  after  this  date. 
No  provision  has  been  made  in  the  budget  for  the 
purchase  of  additional  flushing  units  and  even 
though  such  an  appropriation  existed  it  is  highly 
problematical  whether  specifications  could  be 
prepared,  contracts  advertised,  and  the  equip- 
ment delivered  in  time  to  be  of  any  service  this 
year.  One  question  relating  to  street  signs.  I 
am  advised  that  in  opening  the  bids  today  it 
appears  that  if  S50.000  is  made  available,  for  5,400 
signs,  there  will  be  a  quantity  saving__of  50  cents 
per  unit,  amounting  to  about  $2,700.  I  am 
familiar  with  the  evidence  of  the  department 
head  before  the  Committee  on  Appropriations, 
expressing  some  doubt  as  to  the  desirability  of 
using  the  full  sum,  or  a  smaller  sum,  but  I  submit 
to  the  members  of  the  Council  that  a  policy  of  that 
nature  is  a  thing  properly  to  be  decided  by  the 
Mayor,  and  if  it  is  his  opinion  that  the  needs  of 
the  city  require  a  certain  number  of  signs,  the 
policy  of  the  Mayor  as  outlined  should  be  given 
greater  consideration  than  the  opinion  of  a  de- 
partment head.  I  want  to  say  for  the  information 
of  this  Council  that  in  the  particular  district  in 
which  I  live,  if  there  is  one  thing  that  we  need 
almost  as  much  as  streets  and  sidewalks,  it  is 
proper  designating  signs.  I  had  experience  not 
very  long  ago  in  advising  a  man  how  to  come  to 
the  house  where  I  live.  I  told  him  to  take  the 
parkway,  going  up  West  Border  road  until  he  came 
to  Bellevue  street.  But  there  were  no  signs,  and 
no  policeman,  and  he  finally  went  clear  down  to 
Roslindale  village,  where  they  told  him  to  go  to 
the  fire  house  and  inquire,  and  they  then  told  him 
where  it  was.  I  think  if  the  streets  were  properly 
taken  care  of  in  the  matter  of  signs  it  would  assist 
to  a  great  extent  in  relieving  traffic  congestion  that 
we  are  getting  in  this  city.  In  other  w-ords,  a  man 
might  find  a  street  by  referring  to  the  signs,  instead 
of  blundering  around  and  having  to  locate  it 
through  a  policeman  or  in  some  other  way.  Econ- 
omy and  efficiency  are  two  desirable  ends  in  munic- 
ipal government.  In  seeking  to  reach  these 
goals,  however,  we  should  not  lose  sight  of  the 
fact  that  over-emphasis  on  either  one  is  bound 
to  defeat  the  other.  Over-emphasis  on  economy 
is  certain  to  result  in  a  lowering  of  efficiency,  and 
vice  versa.  The  Committee  on  Appropriations  in 
eliminating  the  appropriation  for  truck  flushers  has 
evidently  lost  sight  of  this  fact.  In  so  far  as 
reference  has  been  made  to  the  flushing  contract, 
my  mind  goes  back  to  the  discussion  we  had  at 
the  time  we  passed  the  loan  for  the  purchase  of 
snow  equipment,  and  at  this  time  I  am  satisfied 
that  that  was  one  of  the  wisest  acts  of  this  body. 
That  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  a  great  many 
people  not  only  in  my  ward  but  in  adjoining 
wards  and  people  all  over  the  city,  have  stated  that 
during  the  entire  time  they  have  lived  in  the  City 
of  Boston  last  year  was  the  first  year  when  they 
were  able  to  get  in  and  out  of  the  streets  on  which 
they  lived  in  a  reasonable  length  of  time.  I 
cannot  help  being  of  the  opinion  that  we  should 
hesitate  before  taking  any  action  that  will  ma- 
terially cut  any  item  in  this  budget  until  we  are 
personally  satisfied  that  the  amount  of  the  appro- 
priation, as  recommended  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
is  in  excess  of  the  needs  of  the  people. 

Coun.  RUBY— Mr.  President 

Coun.  WARD— Mr.  President,  will  the  gentle- 
man from  Dorchester  yield  for  a  moment?  Since 
reference  has  been  made  to  some  remarks  uttered 
here  earlier  in  the  afternoon,  I  wish  to  say  that, 
even  if  I  had  the  power  of  oratory,  I  could  not 
adequately  express  my  feeling  of  admiration  and 
respect  for  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations.  I  feel  that  Mr.  Parkman  is 
honorable  and  square,  that  he  has  gone  over  this 
budget  carefully  and  scrupulously,  and  that  he 
has  acted  honestly  and  as  his  conscience  dictated. 
I  therefore  move  you  now,  sir,  that  the  remarks 
made  by  the  Mayor  of  Beverly  Hills  be  expunged 
from  the  record  this  afternoon. 


Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  about  one  year 
ago  today  —  to  be  exact,  the  24th  day  of  May, 
1926, —  his  Honor  the  Mayor  presented  a  loan 
order  to  this  body  for  §400,000  for  the  purchase  of 
the  now  famous  snow  equipment.  At  that  time 
the  Finance  Commission  of  Boston  commenced 
not  only  an  exhaustive  study,  but  started  an  un- 
warranted attack  upon  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
because  of  the  presentation  of  that  order  to  this 
body.  The  loan  order  was  discussed  in  the  body 
for  several  weeks  and  during  the  course  of  that 
discussion  and  study  there  was  presented  to  each 
member  of  the  Council  a  long  thesis  by  the  Finance 
Commission  with  reference  to  the  unnecessary 
purchase  of  that  equipment.  As  a  result,  this 
body  voted  some  time  in  July  to  purchase  the 
snow  equipment  for  approximately  $400,000.  I 
don't  think  there  is  a  man  in  the  body  today  who 
voted  against  the  purchase  of  that  equipment  at 
that  time  who  would  at  this  time,  knowing  all  the 
conditions  as  they  have  developed  since,  not  vote 
for  the  purchase  of  the  equipment,  after  the  won- 
derful work  that  has  been  accomplished  by  those 
trucks  in  the  snowstorms  of  last  December  and 
January.  When  this  budget  was  being  prepared 
by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  by  one  of  the  most 
capable  and  efficient  department  heads  we  have 
in  the  employ  of  this  city,  our  Budget  Commis- 
sioner, in  November  the  Finance  Commission 
started  another  investigation,  and  this  time  em- 
ployed sleuths,  detectives,  inspectors  and  every- 
thing else.  As  a  result  of  their  investigation,  a 
book  of  over  two  hundred  pages  was  published 
and  presented  to  every  member  of  this  body, 
showing  the  possibility  of  a  cut  in  the  budget  of 
1927  amounting  to  two  and  a  half  million  dollars 
from  the  amount  presented  by  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  with  the  assistance  of  our  vigilant  Budget 
Commissioner.  Up  to  this  time  not  only  had  the 
Budget  Commissioner  been  in  consultation  with 
department  heads,  not  only  had  they  been  warned 
to  keep  their  budget  appropriations  down,  but 
immediately  after  that  it  became  necessary  for 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  go  to  the  Legislature  of 
this  Commonwealth  with  Mr.  Fox  in  connection 
with  the  city's  tax  limit.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that 
the  Legislature  had  passed  in  1926  a  S14  tax  limit, 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  this  year  asked  simply  for  a 
§13.50  tax  limit,  and  the  famous  controversy 
arose  between  his  Excellency  the  Governor  of 
Massachusetts  and  his  Honor  the  Mayor  of  Bos- 
ton. The  Governor  attempted  to  reduce  the  tax 
limit  of  Boston  to  §12.50,  but  there  was  not  a 
single  vote  with  his  Excellency  the  Governor  in 
the  House  of  Representatives  or  the  Senate,  and 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  of  Boston  was  permitted  a 
S13  tax  limit.  That,  however,  represented  a  cut 
in  the  amount  necessary  to  properly  run  the  city, 
and  it  then  became  necessary  for  the  Mayor  to 
cut  certain  items.  For  instance,  he  was  com- 
pelled to  cut  several  hundred  thousand  dollars 
from  street  repairs  not  because,  as  I  understand  it, 
he  felt  that  they  were  not  greatly  needed  this  year, 
but  because  of  the  fact  that  the  necessary  amount 
would  have  to  be  replaced  and  supplied  through  a 
loan  order,  to  offset  the  $450,000  which  was  cut 
from  the  budget.  Although  not  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations,  I  sat  in  with  the 
committee  several  days  during  the  course  of  the 
budget  investigation,  and  I  want  to  say  now  that 
if  some  of  our  department  heads  had  had  the 
courage  to  present  their  situation  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Appropriations  as  it  was  presented  by 
other  department  heads  showing  the  necessity  of 
the  money  originally  provided  in  the  Mayor's 
budget,  we  would  not  now  be  confronted  with  this 
cut  of  the  Appropriations  Committee  aggregating 
some  $232,000.  It  was  only  after  we  were  asked 
to  give  some  money  back  to  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations  that  they  said,  "Well,  if  you 
think  you  ought  to  have  it,  take  it."  And  they 
were  told,  at  that  time,  if  I  remember  correctly, 
that,  if  these  amounts  were  needed,  they  could  be 
given  back  to  them  in  another  appropriation.  I 
say,  Mr.  President,  that  that  is,  in  my  opinion, 
not  a  proper  cut  in  a  budget.  I  believe  that  a 
proper  cut  in  a  budget  is  such  an  amount  as  the 
City  of  Boston  can  spare  and  will  not  be  replaced 
during  that  year  in  any  other  appropriation. 
After  all,  Mr.  Chairman,  what  has  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  to  cut  from  when  an  appropria- 
tion budget  comes  in?  Approximately  §30,000,000 
is  asked  for  in  this  year's  budget  by  the  Mayor. 
Eighteen  million  dollars  of  that  will  go  for  the 
salaries  of  the  employees  of  the  city;  so  that  there 
is  only  $12,000,000  left  for  street  improvements, 
street  betterments,   the  police  and   other  depart- 
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ments  outside  of  their  salaries  and  of  that  $12,- 
000,000  a  careful  study  must  be  made  in  each 
department  before  these  sums  are  submitted. 
And  I  want  to  say,  both  in  justice  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Appropriations  and  to  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  that,  in  my  opinion,  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
with  the  assistance  of  those  heads  of  departments 
who  must  have  used  pretty  good  judgment  if, 
after  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  had  spent 
that  length  of  time  as  they  did,  and  having  be- 
fore them  a  proposed  two  and  a  half  million  dollar 
out  both  in  taxi  service  and  automobiles  and 
sundry  fees  elimination,  only  $200,000  and  some 
odd  could  be  found  by  the  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations to  cut,  and  of  that  sum,  Mr.  President, 
I  am  reminded  of  an  item  which  is  not  included 
here  but  which  was  originally  suggested  during 
the  course  of  the  hearings  to  be  cut,  but  was  re- 
placed last  Thursday,  a  $2,000  cut  in  temporary 
salaries  in  the  Park  Department,  and  when  the 
question  was  asked  as  to  where  that  amount  was 
to  be  taken  from,  we  were  told  that  some  twenty- 
five  temporary  men  who  are  engaged  for  five  to 
six  months  a  year  under  that  particular  item  and 
are  then  discharged  until  the  following  spring, 
and  if  this  $2,000  was  eliminated  from  the  budget 
those  twenty-five  men  could  be  fired,  so  that  they 
work  for  five  months  and  are  compelled  to  loaf 
for  seven  months.  I  say,  Mr.  President,  that 
items  of  that  kind  are  directly  taken  from  the 
salaries  of  employees.  A  lot  of  stress  has  been 
laid  with  reference  to  Park  Department  cuts. 
There  is  a  $10,000  elimination  cut  there  that  is  in 
the  Appropriations  Committee's  suggestions  for  a 
cut.  I  know  if  that  cut  goes  into  effect  certain 
improvements  in  some  of  the  parks  of  Boston 
that  are  needed  will  of  necessity  be  eliminated.  I 
am  going  to  be  selfish  for  a  minute.  I  have  tried 
for  several  months  to  secure  for  the  young  men 
and  women  in  my  district  an  additional  number 
of  tennis  courts  on  Franklin  Field.  I  was  prom- 
ised six  additional  courts  on  Franklin  Field  a  year 
ago  last  March.  They  have  never  been  forth- 
coming because  of  the  fact  that  the  Park  Depart- 
ment did  not  have  sufficient  maintenance  amount 
in  their  department,  and  I  was  told  that,  if  the 
budget  went  through  this  year  as  recommended, 
those  tennis  courts  would  be  made  this  year.  In 
my  opinion,  there  isn't  a  greater  need  in  any 
section  of  the  c'ty  than  park  improvements,  out- 
side, of  course,  of  the  major  departments,  Police, 
Health,  Fire  Departments;  and  I  am  told  that,  if 
this  $10,000  still  remains  in  the  cut,  those  tennis 
courts  must  of  necessity  be  postponed  another 
year.  Five  thousand  dollars  is  cut  off  Care  of 
Persons.  You  have  heard  the  councilor  from 
Ward  20  speak  about  that.  It,  is  exactly  so.  If 
I  may  use  his  name,  Doctor  Mahoney  has  stressed 
the  fact  that  he  needed  $15,000  but  permitted  the 
committee  to  make  the  cut  on  the  $5,000  item 
because  he  was  told  that,  if  it  became  necessary 
for  him  to  use  that  $5,000,  he  would  get  it.  I  say 
that  is  not  the  kind  ot  cut  that  ought  to  be  made 
in  any  department.  The  snow  removal  cut  must, 
of  course,  be  put  aside  as  ridiculous.  Nobody  can 
guarantee  to  us  that,  during  the  month  of  Decem- 
ber of  this  year,  we  won't  have  as  severe  a  snow- 
storm as  we  had  last  December;  and  I  want  to 
remind  those  of  you  gentlemen  who  live  in  a  dis- 
trict such  as  I  do  where  during  the  previous  years 
several  streets  were  never  free  of  snow,  if  the 
snowfall  came  in  December,  in  May  it  still  was  on 
the  ground,  and  this  is  the  first  year  in  a  number 
of  years  that  snow  has  been  removed  almost  im- 
mediately after  it  fell,  and  I  say  that  the  Public 
Works  Department  will  have  a  right  to  say  to 
you  next  December,  when  we  are  asking  for 
employment  for  those  who  are  trying  to  earn  their 
daily  bread  and  the  Public  Works  Commissioner 
sends  in  $10,000  to  put  snow  removal  equipment 
and  employees  on  the  streets,  they  will  have  a 
right  to  say  it  was  you  and  I  who  helped  to  elimi- 
nate that  item  so  that  those  men  could  not  be 
employed.  I  believe,  to  come  down  to  all  the 
facts  as  stated  this  afternoon,  there  is  not  a 
$75,000  cut  that  should  be  made  in  this  budget  of 
close  on  to  $31,000,000,  and  I  want  to  say  that, 
regardless  of  how  we  feel,  I  think  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  whether  we  like  his  methods  or  we  do  not 
like  his  methods,  whether  we  like  his  procedure 
or  we  do  not  like  his  procedure,  if  all  our  com- 
mittee could  find  was  $75,000  or  $100,000  that 
might  in  some  way  embarrass  him,  nothing  can 
be  saved  from  the  tax  levy  of  Boston  regardless 
of  what  you  did,  nothing  can  be  saved  by  this 
proposed  cut  because,  if  they  do  not  come  to  us 
now,  it  will  come  back  to  us  through  loan  orders, 


and  if  we  do  not  pay  it  this  year  we  will  pay  it 
next  year,  and  we  ought  not  to  fool  ourselves  or 
our  constituents.  The  budget  has  been  pruned 
and  pruned,  it  has  been  cut  and  cut,  by  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  as  well  as  by  department  heads,  and  I 
believe  that  the  original  budget  as  presented  by 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  in  its  entirety  ought  to  be 
passed  on  today. 

Coun.  McMAHON — Mr.  Chairman,  not  being 
a  member  of  the  committee  that  went  through  the 
budget  but  being  one  of  the  members  of  the  Coun- 
cil and  invited  to  sit  there,  I  sat  at  every  hearing 
that  the  committee  had  on  the  budget,  and,  at  this 
time,  I  think  the  committee  ought  to  be  congratu- 
lated for  the  amount  of  work  that  they  put  in  on 
that  budget.  As  the  chairman  knows,  I  sat  in 
there  and  a  couple  of  cuts  that  he  wanted  to  make, 
I  could  not  very  readily  see,  and  I  argued  there  in 
the  committee  and  was  successful  in  getting  one 
or  two  of  the  items  back  before  it  came  in  here 
today.  But,  as  I  go  over  the  budget  and  notice 
what  is  on  this  pamphlet  we  have  here  in  front 
of  us  today,  I  see  quite  a  few  items  that  I  do  not 
think  ought  to  be  allowed  to  be  taken  out  of  the 
Mayor's  budget.  I  will  take  my  ward  alone. 
When  I  was  running  for  the  honorable  position  of 
city  councilor,  I  gave  the  people  of  my  ward  my 
promise  that  when  it  came  to  garbage  and  ashes 
collection  that  would  be  one  of  the  first  items  I 
would  see  was  put  right  back  in  A-l  condition,  and 
I  can  honestly  stand  here  today  before  this  body 
and  say  that  it  is  the  first  year  of  a  great  many 
years  that  Ward  15  has  been  taken  care  of  by 
regular  collections  of  garbage  and  ashes,  and  in 
this  item  alone  there  was  a  cut  on  the  Sanitary 
Service  of  $3,000.  So  I  feel,  Mr.  Chairman,  that 
this  afternoon  when  we  pass  on  this  budget  with 
the  members  that  come  from  the  different  sections 
of  the  city,  the  same  as  I  do,  they  will  look  over 
those  items  very  carefully.  Another  item  there 
that  is  very  important  to  me,  and  I  know  it  is  very 
important  to  all  the  Dorchester  councilors,  is  the 
removal  of  snow.  As  I  said  with  regard  to  the 
collection  of  garbage  and  ashes,  last  winter  was 
the  first  time  in  the  history  of  Dorchester  when 
we  could  say  right  after  a  snowstorm  that  the 
streets  were  cleared  and  open  for  traffic,  and  in 
this  item  alone,  in  B-21  of  the  Paving  Service, 
there  is  a  cut  of  $10,000.  They  say  if  they  do 
not  have  any  snow  they  don't  spend  it,  but  I  feel, 
Mr.  President  and  members  of  the  Council,  that 
that  item  being  left  in  there  alone,  if  we  do  not 
spend  it,  then  it  will  still  be  there  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  and  I  feel  as  a  lot  more  of  the  councilors  feel, 
that  if  you  do  not  pass  the  budget,  you  probably 
will  be  licked  for  election  next  year.  Well,  I  do 
nor  feel  that  way.  I  know  where  I  come  from  I 
will  get  hammered  and  knocked  on  high  tax  rates, 
but  I  feel  from  the  service  that  was  returned  for  the 
taxes  we  paid  in  the  last  year,  I  am  well  satisfied, 
and  I  think  the  people  from  my  section  are  well 
satisfied,  also.  There  is  one  more  item  that  they 
did  not  seem  to  care  much  to  put  back  in,  which 
went  back.  It  was  an  item  in  the  Park  Depart- 
ment, Cemetery  Division,  employment  for  these 
men  that  go  to  work  on  temporary  employment. 
We  sat  here  and  the  item  was  cut  out,  $2,000.-  I 
made  a  fight  in  front  of  the  committee,  and  after 
some  talk  with  the  Park  Commissioner  he  tells  me, 
"Well,  if  I  don't  have  it,"  he  says,  "I  will  have  to 
lay  the  men  off  or  I  won't  put  them  to  work." 
And  right  down  through  this  that  we  have  here 
this  afternoon  you  will  see  in  A-l,  A-2  and  A-3 
the  same  items  that  would  be  cut  out,  but  the 
commissioner  said  before  the  committee  he  must 
have  them  and,  if  he  did  not  have  them,  he  would 
have  to  lay  men  off.  He  does  not  have  to  worry. 
But  if  he  came  from  my  ward  and  had  a  string  of 
men  on  his  neck  like  I  have,  there  wouldn't  be 
an  item  in  that  sheet  that  would  be  cut  whether 
it  was  not  spent  or  going  to  be  spent.  I  believe 
if  it  is  not  going  to  be  spent,  we  should  leave  it 
there  in  case  we  have  an  emergency.  We  must 
have  the  money  to  pay  them,  and  I  think  the 
councilors  in  this  body  have  the  same  experience 
that  I  have  when  I  go  to  a  department  head  and 
want  a  man  put  on  temporary  employment  or 
permanent  employment,  the  first  thing  he  says  is, 
"I  haven't  got  the  money  to  do  it,"  and  when  he 
tells  me  that,  why,  the  man  does  not  go  to  work. 
It  was  only  last  summer  that  the  question  was 
raised  of  a  transfer,  and  I  know  one  transfer  was 
held  up  for  four  or  five  weeks,  and  the  only  way 
they  could  get  the  money  to  pay  a  certain  contract 
was  to  take  it  out  of  the  temporary  employees 
item  of  $15,000,  and  I  was  instrumental  in  hold- 
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]ng  it  up  for  three  or  four  weeks,  and  they  finally 
did  come  in  and  say  where  they  had  paid  it  off  on 
other  items.  If  that  was  not  taken  out  of  the 
other  items  we  still  would  have  men  put  to  work 
lor  the  city,  and  I  feel  that  the  budget,  as  the 
Mayor  has  presented  it  to  us  to  pass  on,  with  all 
due  respect  to  the  committee,  and  I  have  nothing 
to  say  personally  to  any  member  of  the  committee, 
but,  after  sitting  at  the  hearings  as  I  did,  I  think  I 
got  a  good  idea  of  the  budget  and,  as  far  as  any 
cuts  are  concerned,  I  will  vote  for  the  budget  as 
they  sent  it  to  us  without  any  of  the  cuts. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  this  is  my 
sixth  year  sitting  here  in  this  body.  I  probably 
am  the  senior  member  in  the  body,  and  I  have 
listened  most  respectfully  to  all  the  various  argu- 
ments and  remarks  that  have  been  made  this 
afternoon  on  the  various  items,  and  I  am  of  the 
mind  that  the  most  important  thing  tnat  comes 
before  this  body  in  its  entire  function  of  duties  is 
this  budget.  The  City  of  Boston,  Mr.  President, 
is  not  composed  of  suburban  Boston,  the  police, 
the  Old  South  Church,  School  street,  City  Hall, 
or  any  other  building  or  thing.  It  is  composed  of 
the  men,  women  and  children  of  this  city.  They 
arc  the  ones  to  whom  we  owe  our  duty.  Now,  I 
have  watched  this  administration  for  the  last  year 
and  some  five  months,  and  the  Land  of  Promise 
has  been  held  forth  but  has  never  materialized, 
and  I  warn  you  in  accounting  for  your  stewardship 
for  the  next  election  that  I  hope  you  will  not  vote 
for  the  Mayor's  budget  as  originally  submitted  be- 
cause there  is  contained  therein  by  admission  of 
his  own  department  heads,  two  hundred  thirty- 
two  thousand  odd  dollars  worth  of  graft.  1  sit 
here  as  a  member  of  the  legislative  branch  of  this 
city,  Mr.  President,  and  the  Mayor  has  in  his 
cabinet — I  have  no  quarrel  with  the  Mayor  or 
his  cabinet — but  he  chooses  this  man  for  that  posi- 
tion and  that  man  for  this  position,  and  I  do  not 
care  what  has  happened  since  the  last  budget  until 
today.  Every  cut  in  the  budget  was  acquiesced 
in  by  the  department  heads,  and,  as  a  member  of 
this  branch  of  the  government,  the  City  Council. 
1  do  not  say  that  I  am  greater  than  the  Commis- 
sioner of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  or  that 
I  know  more  about  the  Park  Department  than  the 
Park  Commissioner  does,  or  that  I  know  more 
about  the  Health  Department  than  the  Health 
Commissioner  does,  or  any  other  department  there. 
They  all  said.V'Yes,  we  can  save  it."  The  majority 
of  the  members  of  this  Council  know  that  they 
said  it  because  they  were  here  and  listened.  We 
are  attacking  a  particular  item  of  §63,000  worth 
of  plain,  ordinary,  up  and  down  graft.  Why? 
We  find  out  since  the  last  budget  that  certain 
trucks  that  were  in  a  certain  yard  have  not  been 
there.  They  were  there  last  Friday,  but  now, 
through  sonic  mysterious  means,  they  have  dis- 
appeared so  that  there  are  only  two  left  now  in 
that  yard,  and  we  are  letting  them  give  away 
863,000  worth  of  the  children's,  women's  and  men's 
money  of  this  city.  1  introduced,  in  December 
of  last  year,  an  order  calling  for  a  tax  rate  of  S2S 
for  this  year,  and  it  passed  this  body  unanimously. 
There  was  not  a  single  dissenting  vote,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, on  that  order.  Now,  I  like  everybody  in  this 
Council,  and  1  hope  they  won't  be  buncoed  and 
bluffed  in  the  last  few  busy  hours  of  the  work  that 
has  been  put  in  by  the  steering  committee.  Ref- 
erence has  been  made  to  streets.  This  year  we 
were  bumped  again.  We  passed  an  order  for 
81,000,000  for  new  highways,  and  1  now  have  the 
authority  of  the  man  in  charge  of  the  expenditure 
of  that  monev  that  there  will  not  be  a  single  dime 
of  that  81,000,000  spent  under  the  item  of  high- 
ways for  the  suburban  construction  of  Boston. 
Reference  has  been  made  to  police  protection.  I 
opposed  the  budget  last  year  because  1  was  of  the 
opinion  that  taxes  were  too  high  for  the  pocket- 
book  of  every  person  in  the  city,  and  one  of  the 
chief  arguments  was  that  there  would  be  more 
police  protection,  and  after  the  budget  was  passed 
the  outlying  sections  got  three  new  cops  at  least. 
They  raised  the  taxes  of  the  city  to  S31.30,  and 
that  was  all  the  principal  argument  advanced  in 
the  meeting  last  year  consisted  of.  We  are  experi- 
enced enough,  after  one  year  in  the  Council,  to 
know  that  if  a  snowstorm  comes  next  December, 
there  is  half  a  million  of  dollars  now  in  the  Reserve 
Fund,  and  we  are  practical  enough  to  know  that 
we  can  save  at  least  S100,000,  or  more,  to  provide 
for  that  eventuality.  I  do  not  know  whether  it 
is  going  to  snow  in  December  next  or  not.  I  am 
no  prophet,  nobody  is,  but  we  are  shrewd  enough 
when   we  are   dealing   with   a   thirty   odd   million 


dollar  budget  to  save  enough  for  the  event  of  a 
snowstorm.  Reference  has  been  made  to  the  snow 
removal  proposition.  When  the  reports  came  out, 
the  only  streets  and  the  only  section  of  Boston 
that  was  provided  for  in  that  report  to  be  covered 
by  the  trucks  was  the  city  proper.  That  is  their 
fault,  if  they  make  that  proposition  and  led  some 
of  us  in  the  Council  to  believe  it  to  be  true.  I  will 
say  a  great  change  was  made  in  snow  removal  dur- 
ing the  past  winter  in  my  ward,  and  I  do  not  talk 
for  any  other  ward  here.  Let  me  briefly  say  that, 
this  year,  there  was  an  unexpended  balance  of 
81,000,000  in  the  budget  that  we  passed  last  year. 
That  represents  a  saving  of  50  cents.  Half  of  it, 
roughly  speaking,  is  in  our  own  departmental  ex- 
penditures here  in  City  Hal!  and  the  other  half 
million  is  the  School  Department.  I  think  that 
half  dollar  could  well  have  been  put  into  the 
pockets  of  the  poor  folks  in  my  ward,  who  went 
without  coal  this  winter  because  they  had  to  pay 
a  higher  tax  rate  and  could  not  afford  to  buy  coal 
to  heat  their  homes,  and  that  is  a  positive  truth, 
Mr.  President.  I  know  that  this  body  is  up  in 
the  air  and  excited  and  probably  aroused,  and  I 
am  sorry.  I  thought  the  only  people  in  the  world 
and  the  L'nited  States,  at  least,  that  fight  were 
the  Democrats,  but  since  the  Republicans  are  hav- 
ing their  difficulties,  and  there  are  all  kinds  of 
battles  being  waged  in  this  body  this  afternoon,  I 
appreciate  that  it  is  not  as  quiet  a  party  in  city 
as  it  is  in  state  and  national  affairs.  So  we  are 
all  in  the  midst  of  a  series  of  controversies,  and  I 
hope  and  pray,  as  I  said,  that  these  members 
won't  be  led  to  the  Land  of  Promise.  I  want  them 
all  to  be  re-elected  at  the  next  election,  whether 
it  be  in  November  or  whatever  month  it  comes  in. 
Thay  have  all  had  a  pleasant  and  honorable  ser- 
vice, and  don't  be  bunked.  I  ask  them  not  to 
be  bunked  the  last  few  hours  and  run  chances  for 
election  because  we  want  them  all  back  here. 
Speaking  to  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Ap- 
propriations submitted  so  ably  and  well  by  the 
distinguished  gentleman  from  the  Back  Bay,  I 
will  say  I  come  from  a  Dorchester  ward  where  we 
do  not  have  the  Charles  River  Esplanade.  I  come 
from  the  ward  next  to  the  distinguished  speaker 
that  so  very  ably  presented  a  report  in  behalf  of 
the  Mayor  here.  I  will  say  for  the  gentleman  from 
the  Back  Bay  that  he  was  very,  very  fair;  that  he 
had  consideration  for  every  part  of  Boston  and  the 
Back  Bay  was  not  his  only  concern,  and  also  for 
the  committee,  and  in  my  six  years'  experience  in 
this  body  I  never  saw  a  better,  more  exhaustive 
job  done  in  behalf  of  the  men,  women  and  children 
of  Boston  to  save  them  money  in  their  tax  rates 
so  that  next  winter  they  will  be  able  to  live  com- 
fortably and  pleasantly  as  do  some  of  the  official 
families  of  this  City  of  Boston  today. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  if  I  may  take 
just  a  few  minutes  to  read,  for  the  benefit  of  Coun. 
Fitzgerald,  from  the  record  of  a  hearing  which  was 
held  by  the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  which 
record  he  evidently  doubts,  as  follows: 

"Coun.  DOWD — How  much  would  it  cost  to 
equip  our  trucks? 

"Mr.  SULLIVAN— I  think  it  would  cost  as 
much  as  to  buy  them  afresh,  right  out.- 

"Coun.  DOWD — Don't  you  think  yourself  it 
would  be  good  policy  for  the  city  to  buy  them 
outright? 

"Mr.  SULLIVAN— I  think  so.  Wc  have  the 
other  equipment,  and  I  don't  see  why  we  shouldn't 
have   that   equipment." 

That  is  the  statement  of  the  man  that  heads  the 
Public  Works  Department — that,  in  his  opinion,  it 
would  be  good  business  for  the  City  of  Boston  to 
dispense  with  the  contract  with  Bernard  E.  Grant 
and  to  purchase  the  trucks  and  the  equipment 
outright.  At  a  later  date,  on  adjournment  of  the 
committee,    Chairman  Parkman  said  this: 

"There  is  one  question  I  would  like  to  ask  at  the 
outset,  and  that  is  whether  the  city  did  not  pur- 
chase the  flushing  equipment,  which  I  understand 
consists  of  tanks  and  pumps,  under  the  Curley 
administration.     Is  that  correct? 

"Mr.  SULLIVAN— Yes,  they  did. 

"Chairman  PARKMAN — And  whether  that 
equipment  now  does  not  exist,  in  storage? 

"Mr.  SULLIVAN  (to  Mr.  Murphy)— How 
much  of  that  equipment  is  available? 

"Mr.  MURPHY— We  have  been  installing  two 
of  those  tanks  on  the  old  Pierce-Arrow  trucks. 
We  had  six. 

"Chairman  PARKMAN — Where  are  the  others? 
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"Mr.  MURPHY— In  the  South  End  yard. 

"Chairman  PARKMAN — Not  in  use? 

"Mr.  MURPHY— No,  sir. 

"Chairman  PARKMAN — In  ether  words,  it 
would  not  be  necessary  to  purchase  the  equipment? 

"  Mr.  MURPHY — Well,  we  can  install  six  tanks 
on  the  old  Pierre-Arrow  trucks,  and  use  them  in 
the  surburban  districts.  I  think  the  Finance 
Commission  speak  of  that  in  their  report. 

"Coun.  FITZGERALD— Under  the  Curley 
administration,  how  many  trucks  did  you  have? 

"Mr.- MURPHY— Six  of  these  fiushers. 

"Coun.  FITZGERALD— And  how  many  from 
contractors? 

"Mr.  MURPHY— Oh,  I  don't  know. 

"Coun.  FITZGERALD— Weren't  there  twenty- 
four  trucks  in  the  Curley  administration,  twelve 
from  contractors  and  twelve  of  the  city? 

"Mr.  MURPHY — No.  There  were  six  working 
days  and  six  working  nights.  That  would  double 
up  the  apparent  number.' ' 

I  bring  that  fact  out  to  show  you  gentlemen  that 
trucks  and  equipment  purchased  under  the  last 
administration  were  used  by  the  last  administra- 
tion and  were  junked  by  this  administration. 
Now  it  is  not  my  intention  to  allow  the  names  of 
Lomasney  or  Curley  to  enter  into  any  controversy 
in  this  Council  Chamber,  but  I  do  say  that,  if  Mr. 
Curley  and  Mr.  Lomasney  have  any  difference  of 
opinion,  we  should  allow  them  to  settle  it  them- 
selves. Mr.  Curley  has  met  Mr.  Lomasney  on 
different  occasions,  and  Mr.  Curley  has  sat  in  the 
Mayor's  office  despite  Mr.  Lomasney,  and  within 
two  years,  if  he  so  desires,  Mr.  Curley  will  again 
sit  in  the  Mayor's  chair  despite  Mr.  Lomasney. 
Gentlemen,  the  councilor  from  the  West  End,  who 
has  been  in  the  political  game  for  a  long  time,  has 
made  the  assertion  that  I  have  "grown  fat"  and 
have  "grown  rich.' '  Well,  if  I  have  put  on  fifteen 
or  twenty  pounds,  I  hardly  think  it  is  within  the 
province  of  any  councilor  to  criticize  me.  He 
accuses  me  of  growing  rich.  Well,  John,  perhaps 
when  I  have  served  at  the  public  crib  the  great 
number  of  years  that  you  have,  why,  I  may  con- 
sider myself  rich.  It  has  been  an  old  story  in 
town  that,  when  Coun.  Fitzgerald  rises  to  talk,  the 
younger  members  who  have  just  come  in,  should 
sit  down,  should  be  terribly  scared  of  him;  but, 
John,  I  want  to  assure  you  that  nothing  you  can 
say,  no  bluff  that  you  can  throw,  will  ever  scare 
Coun.  Dowd.  You  remind  me  of  the  old  saying 
by  one  of  our  most  famous  writers  of  the  day: 
' '  He  is  like  the  lilies  ot  the  field  and  the  birds  of  the 
air,  who  toil  not,  neither  do  they  spin,  yet  are  clad 
in  fine  raiment  and  feast  upon  the  wealth  of  the 
land,  so  that  Solomon  in  his  glory  would  have  been 
put  to  shame  by  his  sartorial  splendor."  And  yet, 
he  does  all  that  without  any  visible  means  of  in- 
come or  sustenance  besides  that  which  he  receives 
from  the  public  treasury.  In  closing,  John,  I 
would  be  rich  if  my  motto  was,  "Say  it  with  water," 
but,  unfortunately,  it  is  not.  My  motto  is,  "Say 
it  with  flowers." 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  as  I  understand 
it,  the  motion  before  us  is  a  blanket  motion  to 
substitute  the  Mayor's  budget  for  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations. 

President    HEFFERNAN— That  is  correct. 

Coun.  GLTILD — And  I  should  like  to  state  that 
it  would  be  much  more  pleasant  to  me,  and  I  find 
by  inquiry  that  it  would  probably  be  more  pleasant 
to  everyone  else,  if  particular  items  could  be  taken 
up,  because  I  find  that  some  people  are  in  favor  of 
the  report  of  the  Appropriations  Committee  on 
some  items  and  are  in  favor  of  the  Mayor's  budget 
on  others.  I  am,  therefore,  opposed  to  the  blanket 
motion.  I  find  myself  in  that  predicament. 
There  are  some  items  in  the  report  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Appropriations  which  I  should  like  to  see  go 
through,  and  there  are  some  items  in  the  Mayor's 
budget  which  I  should  like  to  see  go  through. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  the  state- 
ment made  by  the  last  speaker  suggests  we  are 
about  ready  for  the  battle,  but  I  hope  that,  before 
the  vote  is  taken,  an  opportunity  will  be  given  to 
the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations 
to  offer  what  he  has  in  rebuttal.  1  agree  with 
every  member  of  the  Council  that  the  work  done 
by  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  this  year  has 
been  a  splendid  piece  of  work,  and  I  know  that 
Coun.  Parkman  must  have  something  to  offer  in 
rebuttal,  and  I  hope  the  opportunity  will  be  given 
him. 

Coun.  PARKMAN — Mr.  President,  I  am  not 
afraid  to  have  a  vote  taken  on  the  substitution  of 
the  Mayor's  budget.     The  last  thing  in  the  world 


that  I  can  imagine  would  be  to  have  this  body 
adopt  such  a  motion.  I  have  here  in  my  hand 
the  public  statement  of  the  Mayor  in  regard  to 
the  budget  reductions  recommended  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Appropriations.  He  states:  "With  the 
majority  of  these  reductions  I  have  no  quarrel 
since  they  appear  to  be  based  on  changes  and  sav- 
ings which  have  developed  and  become  evident 
since  the  compilation  of  my  original  budget."  In 
the  face  of  that  statement,  Mr.  President,  I  defy 
any  member  of  this  body,  and  1  include  those  who 
joined  the  parade  to  the  Mayor's  office  on  Saturday 
and  again  this  morning,  to  vote  for  the  Mayor's 
budget  in  its  entirety,  without  reduction.  Speak- 
ing on  the  committee's  report,  if  all  the  ammuni- 
tion of  the  opposition  has  already  been  fired,  the 
committee  report  should  have  nothing  to  fear. 
Several  of  the  councilors,  a  large  number  of  them, 
seemed  to  have  picked  on  the  toweling.  Let  me 
read  you  the  testimony  in  regard  to  toweling  in 
the  Park  Department.  Here  is  Item  C-7,  and  I 
am  quoting  from  the  page  which  another  councilor 
referred  to: 

"We  should  have  an  additional  supply  of  towels 
— bought  them  cheap  enough  this  year. 

"Q.  You  have  bought  them  already,  you  say? 
A.     Contracted  for  them,  yes,  sir. 

"Q.  How  much?  A.  Massachusetts  State 
Reformatory. 

"Q.  How  much?  A.  (To  Mr.  Byrne.)  What 
does  th-3  bill  for  towels  amount  to? 

"Mr.  BYRNE.  Between  $4,200  and  $4,300— 
70,000  yards. 

"Q.  According  to  your  estimates  here  you 
expected  to  pay  ten  cents  a  yard  for  70,000  yards? 
A.     Well,  it  was  cut  down  to  about  6  or  7  cents. 

Mr.  President,  the  estimate  of  the  Park  Commis- 
sioner on  which  the  allowance  in  the  Mayor's 
budget  was  based  was  on  a  price  of  ten  cents  a 
yard  for  70,000  yards,  and  when  they  came  to 
get  their  bids,  which  came  in  later  in  the  year,  it 
was  found  that  the  price  was  between  6  and  7 
ents  a  yard.  Multiply  6  or  7  cents  by  70,000 
yards,  and  you  have  $4,200  or  $4,300;  multiplied 
by  ten  cents,  vou  have  a  difference  of  $2,700  or 
$2,800,  and  the  committee  took  out  $2,500  and 
left  an  additional  $200  over  the  amount  that  was 
required  in  the  estimate  of  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Park  Department.  In  the  face  of  that,  I  defy  any 
member  of  this  Council  to  vote  against  that  reduc- 
tion. On  Item  E-12  in  the  Park  Department,  of 
which  one  of  the  councilors  spoke,  a  reduction  of 
$2,000  in  material,  on  page  586  of  the  transcript  of 
record,  the  following  occurs: 

"Q.  You  said  here  when  you  first  submitted 
your  estimate:  'We  believe  that  we  can  get  along 
with  $30,000  for  the  year  1927.'  A.  We  made 
that  remark? 

"Q.  Yes, — isn't  that  signature,  'William  P. 
Long'?  A.  Yes,  but  I  don't  remember  ever 
making  such  a  remark  as  that,  saying  I  could  get 
along  with  $30,000. 

"Q.  That  is  what  it  says  here  on  page  17: 
'We  believe  that  we  can  get  along  with  $30,000 
for  the  year  1927.' 

"Mr.  CARR — That  was  the  original  request. 
We  don't  dispute  them  on  that. 

"Chairman  PARKMAN — Well,  we  don't  dis- 
pute them  on  that  statement,  either. 

"Mr.  LONG.— Well,  make  it  $30,000. 

"Chairman  PARKMAN — Much  obliged.  It  is 
the  first  free  gift  we  have  had  around  here  for  some 
time." 

On  Item  B-42,  for  band  concerts  and  music,  of 
course,  a  city  should  have  its  band  concerts.  The 
question  is,  How  many?  We  have  allowed  the 
same  amount  as  last  year,  and  I  do  not  recall  any 
serious  question  in  regard  to  the  music  that  was 
given  in  the  parks  last  year.  The  councilor  from 
Dorchester,  evidently,  did  not  attend  the  meet- 
ings, but  I  do  recall  he  made  some  reference,  at 
one  time,  in  regard  to  street  poles  and  lighting. 
The  burden  of  his  remarks,  such  of  them  as  were 
serious,  was  in  regard  to  street  lights  and  street 
repairs.  Mr.  President,  there  is  not  one  item  in 
this  proposed  reduction  by  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations  which  affects  street  lights  or  street 
repairs.  On  the  contrary,  every  dollar  that  this 
Committee  on  Appropriations  saved  is  so  much 
saved  that  can  be  used  for  other  purposes.  Every 
dollar  that  can  be  saved  by  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations  can  be  used  for  street  reconstruc- 
tions, for  example,  and  will  save  the  city  from  the 
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unsound  method  of  financing  which,  apparently,  is 
contemplated  in  a  prospective  loan  order.  Other 
councilors  spoke  of  the  elimination  of  §2,000  in 
Item  A-2,  Unassigned,  in  the  Cemetery  Division 
of  the  Park  Department.  If  the  committee  will 
take  the  trouble  to  refer  to  the  sheets  which  are 
before  them  showing  the  reductions  which  have 
been  made,  I  will  ask  them  to  point  out  to  me,  if 
they  can,  where  any  such  reduction  appears.  The 
reduction  is  not  there,  Mr.  President,  and  it  was 
all  wasted  breath  to  talk  about  it.  In  regard  to 
the  snow  removal,  as  another  member  of  the  com- 
mittee has  stated,  of  course  we  are  not  prophets; 
of  course  we  cannot  say  whether  we  shall  have  a 
December  snowstorm;  but  all  we  do  say  is  this, — 
that  in  five  years  out  of  thirty  only  has  there  been 
a  snowfall  over  5  inches  in  December,  which  is 
the  figure  that  is  agreed  upon  as  the  amount 
which  requires  snow  to  be  removed.  We  have 
left  in  the  item,  as  I  stated  in  my  opening  remarks, 
$25,000  in  the  Paving  Service  for  temporary 
employees,  for  overtime  work  of  the  city  employees, 
which  the  commissioner  stated  on  the  record  would 
be  used  for  snow  removal  if  required;  in  other 
words,  $25,000  is  left  for  snow  removal  by  the  city 
teams.  The  same  provision  was  made  in  the  Park 
Department.  The  amount  of  $1,500  was  left  in 
the  item  for  removal  of  snow  by  the  hire  of  teams, 
and  $1,500  was  left  in  the  item  for  the  hire  of 
temporary  employees  and  for  overtime  in  the  hire 
of  labor  and  the  removal  of  snow.  Any  amount 
necessary  above 'that  for  the  hire  of  outside  teams 
and  contractors  is  essentially  an  emergency,  and 
emergencies  may  be  provided  for  out  of  the  Reserve 
Fund  at  a  moment's  notice.  One  of  the  councilors 
stated  that  there  was  no  assurance  that  there 
would  be  any  item  from  which  money  can  be 
transferred.  Mr.  President,  that  is  what  the 
Reserve  Fund  is  for.  All  the  committee  recom- 
mends to  remove  from  the  item  for  snow  removal 
is  $10,000  in  the  Paving  Service  and  $2,500  in  the 
Park  Department.  Those  items  simply  represent 
the  balance  unspent  after  the  winter's  snowstorms. 
In  regard  to  B-6.  Sanitary,  there  again,  of  course, 
the  city  must  be  served;  of  course,  the  downtown 
district  and  the  North  and  West  Ends  must  have 
their  garbage  and  ashes  removed;  but,  with  forty- 
five  new  snow  removal  trucks  which  are  used  on 
garbage  and  ashes  in  the  outlying  districts,  releas- 
ing ninety  single  teams  for  the  city  service,  is  there 
any  excuse  whatever  for  continuing  a  contract  for 
the  hire  of  forty-one  teams  to  remove  the  garbage 
and  the  ashes?  The  committee  could  see  none 
whatever.  The  argument  that  was  advanced  was 
advanced  by  the  yard  foreman  in  the  following 
language.  1  hope  the  Council  will  bear  with  me 
while  I  read  the  record. 

"Chairman  PARKMAN  —  That  is  out  of  the 
question.  The  point  at  issue  is  simply  whether 
the  single  teams  cannot  be  released  by  the  use 
of  the  large  trucks  so  as  to  put  single  teams  of 
the  city  down  there  in  those  narrow  streets  and 
alleys  rather  than  teams  of  the  contractor. 

"Coun.  FITZGERALD— I  would  like  to  ask  a 
question  of  Mr.  McNulty.  For  instance,  If  you 
want  to  use  some  of  these  teams  tomorrow  morn- 
ing, and  say  twelve  of  your  men  don't  show  up, 
may  get  sick  tonight  or  something  of  the  sort, 
can't  you  call  for  the  contractor's  teams  and  be 
sure  of  getting  them?  And  then  don't  you  have 
to  use  them  in  connection  with  some  of  the  city's 
men  on  the  teams,  in  order  to  accomplish  your 
work  down  there? 

' '  Mr.  McNULTY — I  would  like  to  explain  the 
situation.  The  question  has  been  asked  why,  if 
there  are  to  be  some  trucks  that  would  be  avail- 
able for  the  West  End  this  summer,  and  we 
didn't  have  them  last  summer,  we  should  have 
hired  teams.  On  each  Monday  last  summer  I 
got  six  teams  from  East  Boston  to  help  me  out; 
on  each  Thursday  five  teams  from  the  South 
End,  and  three  others,  a  total  of  eight,  and  on 
Friday,  if  necessary,  I  would  get  some  teams 
from  Charlestown  and  East  Boston.  I  have 
arranged  my  work  this  year  so  that,  with  the 
four  trucks  I  am  able  to  use,  and  all  the  teams 
that  we  hire,  we  plan  to  do  all  the  work  of  tak- 
ing up  the  ashes  each  night  without  leaving  a 
barrel  out.  .  .  .  The  reason  for  hiring  the 
teamsters  on  them  is  at  times  thirteen,  fourteen, 
or  sixteen  men,  city  men,  will  not  show  up.  But 
the  contractor  will  send  the  teams  right  along 
with  a  teamster,  and  then  we  will  send  another 
man  along,  also." 


If  that  is  not  a  confession  of  weakness  in  the 
discipline  and  management  of  that  department, 
Mr.  President,  I  do  not  know  what  is.  That 
is  a  question  of  the  internal  discipline  of  the 
department,  and  this  Council  should  not  be  a 
party  to  any  such  arrangement  as  requires  the 
use  of  outside  teams  in  order  to  obtain  reliability. 
On  the  question  of  street  signs,  the  city  has  long 
been  without  a  proper  supply.  Last  year,  the 
millennium  had,  apparently,  arrived.  An  appro- 
priation was  made  for  $25,000  as  a  first  year  pro- 
gram in  a  $100,000  expenditure.  Month  after 
month  went  by,  and  when  I  sought  for  some  knowl- 
edge on  this  item,  because  I  was  interested  in  it — 
I  am  interested  in  seeing  that  the  streets  are 
properly  marked  with  signs — I  thought  it  ought 
to  be  the  subject  of  investigation  during  the 
year,  in  fact,  I  was  ready  during  the  past  few 
months  of  the  year  to  introduce  an  order  into 
the  Council  for  an  investigation,  but  I  held  it 
up  only  because  each  time  I  was  headed  off, 
headed  off.  I  was  told  that  the  contract  was 
to  be  let — the  bids  were  to  be  opened — speci- 
fications were  to  be  drawn — the  street  sign  work 
would  proceed.  December  came  along.  The 
contract  was  let.  It  was  found  there  were  forty 
specifications.  The  contract  was  thrown  out. 
This  year,  they  came  back  and  $25,000  was  held 
over  by  the  auditor  for  use  in  putting  up  street 
signs.  The  item  of  $25,000  again  appears  in  the 
budget.     Let  me  read  you  this: 

' '  Chairman  PARKMAN — As  I  understand  it 
the  first  part  of  December.  They  just  got  the 
contracts  in  under  the  wire,  and  then  there  was 
something  wrong. 

"Mr.  ATWOOD— The  middle  of  December. 

"Coun.  McGRATH — Have  you  an  accepted 
design  for  signs  now? 

'  'Mr.  SULLIVAN — A  design  has  been  made  up. 

"Coun.  McGRATH — I  understand  that  they 
are  to  be  different  in  the  downtown  streets  from 
the  streets  in  the  suburban  section. 

"Chairman  PARKMAN — Blue  enamel,  with 
white  lettering. 

Mr.  SULLIVAN— Yes,  what  is  called  the  New- 
York  sign. 

"Mr.  CARR — May  I  ask  if  the  specifications 
have  been  revamped?  I  understand  that  under 
some  of  the  specifications  that  were  drawn  up 
last  year  some  of  the  signs  would  have  been 
about  6  feet  long. 

"Mr.  SULLIVAN — Yes,  the  thing  is  now  in 
new  shape. 

"Chairman  PARKMAN — How  far  along  have 
you  got  on  the  matter?     Have  you  let  the  contract? 

"Mr.  SULLIVAN— No,  the  bids  are  not 
opened. 

"Chairman  PARKMAN — You  won't  spend 
$50,000  this  vear?      Can  you? 

"Mr.  SULLIVAN— I  don't  see  myself  how  we 
can. 

"Chairman  PARKMAN — Let  us  take  out 
$25,000,  and  leave  it  as  it  was. 

"Mr.  SULLIVAN— Is  $50,000  in?" 

He  didn't  even  know  that  that  $50,000  was 
available  for  use  on  the  signs. 

"Chairman  PARKMAN — I  understand  that 
there  is  $50,000  available. 

"Mr.  SULLIVAN— Well,  it  is  on  an  alter- 
native proposition.  Of  course,  if  the  prices  are 
anywhere  near  reasonable,  we  will  do  more  than 
we  otherwise  might. 

"Chairman  PARKMAN — Well,  last  year's 
experience  wouldn't  show  it,  would  it? 

"Mr.  SULLIVAN— Not  very  well." 

On  that  showing,  Mr.  President,  we  are  asked 
to  appropriate  $25,000.  The  money  cannot  be 
spent.  After  that  hearing,  I  personally  talked 
with  the  division  engineer  of  that  department 
and  was  informed  that  the  money  could  not  be 
spent.  I  believe,  Mr.  President,  that  the  Com- 
mittee on  Appropriations  has  done  an  honest 
and  conscientious  job.  No  items  have  been  cut 
that  would  result  in  any  dangerous  condition, 
or  would  result  in  the  impairing  of  the  service 
of  the  city  in  any  degree.  It  is  the  first  time  in 
yiars,  I  am  told,  that  the  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations of  this  Council  has  done  a  thorough 
job.  If  the  Council  fails  to  support  the  Com- 
mittee on  Appropriations,  in  my  judgment, 
they  are  voting  themselves  out  of  the  purpose 
tor  which  they  were  elected  to  this  body,  and 
I  cannot  conceive  how  such  a  vote  can  be 
reconciled  with  their  consciences  or  explained 
to  their  constituents. 
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Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  if  it  is  in  order 
—  I  inquire  whether  it  is  or  not  —  I  should  like  to 
substitute  for  the  motion  which  is  now  before  us 
a  motion  to  restore  the  item  which  appears  in  the 
record  on  page  2  of  the  schedule  of  the  appropria- 
tions committee  —  "Street  Signs,  $25,000."  I 
should  like  to  substitute  for  the  motion  now  be- 
fore us  a  motion  that  that  item  of  $25,000  be  al- 
lowed in  accordance  with  the  Mayor's  budget. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  Chair  will  rule 
that  the  question  first  comes  on  the  motion  to 
substitute,  and  that  any  individual  items  can  be 
restored  in  a  motion  afterwards,  provided  the  first 
motion  docs  not  prevail. 

The  question  came  on  substitution  of  the  original 
budget  submitted  by  the  Mayor  for  the  report  of 
the  committee,  and  the  original  budget  was  sub- 
stituted for  the  committee  report,  yeas  13,  nays  9. 

Yeas — Coun.  Arnold,  Bush,  Donovan,  Englcrt, 
Fitzgerald,  Freelev,  Green,  Keene,  McMahon, 
Ruby,  Ward,  Wilson,  Wragg— 13. 

Nays — Coun.  Dowd,  Dowling,  Gilbody,  Guild, 
Heffernan,  Lynch,  Mahoney,  McGrath,  Park- 
man — 9. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  question  now 
conies  on  the  passage  of  the  orders  as  submitted 
by  the  Mayor. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  now  move  you, 
sir,  that  Item  B-6,  Sanitary  Service,  on  page  34, 
be  i  educed  from  $90,000  to  $27,000. 

The  roll  was  called  and  the  motion  was  lost, 
yeas  8,  nays  14:

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  move  you,  sir, 
that  Item  C-16,  Health  Department,  page  17, 
Wearing  Apparel,  $3,100,  be  stricken  from  the 
budget.  And,  Mr.  President,  in  behalf  of  that- 
motion  I  might  say  that  that  is  an  item  to  pro- 
vide uniforms,  and  we  would  have  to  supply  105 
nurses  in  the  Health  Department.  This  year  is 
the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  department  that 
the  Health  Division  has  seen  fit  to  uniform  the 
nurses.  A  committee  waited  on  the  commissioner 
last  Friday  and  informed  him  they  did  not  object 
to  wearing  uniforms.  But  can  any  sane  man  tell 
me  how  you  can  equip  105  nurses  for  $3,100? 
Commissioner  Mahoney  stated  to  the  girls  that 
the  money  was  not  sufficient  to  equip  them — it 
would  take  at  least  $10,000  or  $12,000.  Well,  if 
the  $3,100  is  not  enough  to  equip  the  girls,  then 
1  desire  to  know  where  the  $3,100  is  going  before  1 
vote  on  that  item.  Commissioner  Mahoney  has 
made  an  engagement  with  a  committee  of  the  girls 
for  next  Friday  afternoon  to  inspect  their  uni- 
forms which  the  girls  are  going  to  present  to  him, 
but  for  which  the  girls  cannot  pay  out,  of  their 
salary  of  $29.45  a  week,  and,  for  that  reason,  and 
for  the  reason  that  these  girls  do  not  engage  in 
bedside  nursing,  I  hardly  see  why  it  is  necessary 
for  them  to  wear  uniforms  when  the  same  nurses 
in  the  School  Department,  receiving  $1,940  a 
year,  arc  not  compelled  to  wear  uniforms. 

Coun.  McMAHON — Mr.  President,  on  this 
particular  item,  for  the  last  week  or  two  I  have 
had  quite  a  few  conversations  with  different 
nurses  on  this  particular  item.  It  is  all  right  for 
us  to  vote  it  out,  but,  if  the  Health  Commissioner 
puts  an  order  out  that  they  must  wear  the  uni- 
forms, these  particular  people  will  have  to  go  out 
and  buv  the  uniform  out  of  their  own  pockets, 
and  I  feel,  if  this  item  of  $3,100  is  left  in  there,  it 
docs  not  necessarily  say  that  these  people  have 
to  wear  that  uniform.  The  bone  of  contention  is, 
Do  we  wear  a  uniform  or  don't  we?  And  I  say  if 
we  leave  the  item  in  there,  the  $3,100,  it  is  really 
up  to  the  Commissioner  of  Health  whether  these 
young  ladies  wear  the  uniform  or  not,  and  I  feel 
that  that  item  of  wearing  apparel,  $3,100,  should 
be  left  right  there  as  it  is.  It  is  really  up  to  the 
Health  Commissioner  whether  those  girls  wear 
them  or  don't  wear  them. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  I  just  want 
to  say  that  putting  a  uniform  on  a  nurse  might 
put  a  poor  family  in  any  poor  district  in  a  bad 
light.  It  might  put  them  in  a  light  that  the 
neighbors  should  not  know  about.  A  certain 
disease,  for  instance,  tuberculosis,  might  be  in- 
flicted upon  some  member  of  a  family  in  a  neigh- 
borhood or  corner  street,  and  the  moment  that 
nurte  goes  down  with  that  uniform  on,  gossip 
immediately  starts.  If  she  goes  down  in  plain, 
ordinary  civilian  clothes,  nobody  has  any  inkling 


that  misfortune  has  visited  any  home,  and  I  am 
going  to  vote  against  this  item. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  I  move  that  on 
that  order  that  $100  be  left  in  that  item,  because, 
there  is  such  a  thing  as  rubber  boots,  etc.,  wear- 
ing apparel,  that  are  necessary. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  question  comes 
on  the  larger  amount  first,  the  motion  made  by 
Coun.  Dowd. 

The  roll  was  called  and  the  motion  was  lost, 
yeas  4,  nays  18:

the    Boston    city    limits. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.   President,  on  the   18th 
of   April   I   introduced   an   order   in   this   Coun- 
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cil  asking  the  Jitney  Committee  to  investigate 
and  report  with  reference  to  a  proposition 
by  the  Boston  Elevated  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany to  run  a  so-called  de  luxe  line  of  jitney 
buses  from  Coolidge  Corner  into  the  down- 
town district  of  the  City  of  Boston,  charging 
a  25-cent  fare.  We  have  heard  no  report 
from  the  Jitney  Committee  to  date,  but  I 
understand,  commencing  last  Monday,  the 
Elevated  Railway  commenced  running  this  de 
luxe  line  with  a  25-cent  fare  in  face  of  the 
flat  denial  by  last  year's  Jitney  Committee, 
disallowing  the  requested  permit  to  do  this 
very  thing.  I  said  a  month  ago,  and  I  repeat 
today,  that  if  the  Elevated  treasury  is  suf- 
ficiently full  to  be  able  to  furnish  this  equip- 
ment, the  place  to  spend  the  money  is  in 
the  outlying  districts,  lying  three  times  the 
distance  from  the  center  of  Boston  than 
Brookline  lies,  geographically,  and  it  certainly 
appears  to  me  that  the  people  of  the  Coolidge 
Corner  district,  living  within  ten  or  fifteen 
minutes  of  the  Kenmore  Station,  have  no 
especial  need  for  de  luxe  buses,  that  their 
transportation  needs  are  certainly  much  less 
than  those  of  the  people  in  the  outlying  dis- 
tricts of  the  City  of  Boston.  I  fail  to  follow 
the  argument  that  the  introduction  of  these 
de  luxe  buses  will  eliminate  a  large  number 
of  limousines  and  privately  owned  automo- 
biles from  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
although  I  appreciate  what  a  terrific  blow  it 
will  be  if  the  day  ever  comes  when  not  only 
de  luxe  buses  but  limousines  and  other  pri- 
vately owned  automobiles  shall  be  barred 
from  our  downtown  streets,  and  the  people 
of  Brookline,  comprising  many  leading  stock- 
holders in  the  Boston  Elevated  Company,  will 
actually  have  to  ride  on  an  ordinary  car  from 
Kenmore  Station  to  the  Park  Street  station. 
I  raise  a  further  point,  and  it  is  this.  I 
feel  that  the  initiation  of  this  25-cent  fare 
for  the  short  distance  from  Coolidge  Corner 
to  downtown  Boston  is  only  an  entering  wedge 
for  a  general  increase  of  fares  when  the 
jitney  business  reaches  the  point  which  it 
probably  will  reach  in  the  course  of  the  next 
two  years  or  so.  I  fear  that  we  will  then 
find,  for  instance  in  connection  with  our 
new  rapid  transit  system,  the  Shawmut 
Branch,  that  the  people  of  the  Mattapan 
district  will  have  to  pay  a  10-cent  fare  to 
ride  in  a  bus  to  Peabody  square  and  another 
10-cent  fare  from  Peabody  square  into  the 
South  Station.  Therefore,  it  seems  to  me 
that  this  move  of  the  Elevated  Railway,  which 
may  very  likely  be  simply  an  entering  wedge, 
introducing  these  buses  with  a  25-cent  fare, 
will  be  nipped  in  the  bud,  particularly  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  it  has  been  done  ab- 
solutely contrary  to  the  action  of  last  year's 
Jitney    Committee.

WILSON — Mr.  President,  last  week 
in  Roxbury  there  was  a  serious  accident,  due 
I  believe  to  the  collapse  of  some  of  the  floors 
in  a  Roxbury  building,  and  some  people  were 
seriously  injured  in  the  building,  which  pre- 
sumably complied  with  the  building  law  re- 
quirements of  the  City  of  Boston.  Yet,  if  I 
am  correctly  informed,  there  is  now 
being  installed  in  three  new  schoolhouses 
of  the  City  of  Boston  flooring,  with  a  slag 
block  system,  which  will  not  pass  even  the 
building  law  requirements.  I  understand  that 
in  certain  quarters  the  statement  has  been 
made,  so  far  as  returning  any  answer  to  my 
inquiry  is  concerned,  that  "Wilson  can  chase 
himself."  My  only  reply  is  that  the  chasing  in 
reference  to  the  floors  of  these  new  school- 
houses,  so  far  as  I  am  concerned,  will  not  be 
in  a  circle,  and  it  won't  be  away.  I  feel  very 
strongly  that  the  flooring  of  the  school- 
houses  of  the  City  of  Boston  is  a  question 
for  the  contractor,  the  architect,  and  the 
builder,  and  not  for  the  advertising  man  or 
the   florist.

HEALTH    DEPARTMENT. 

Coun.    DOWD    offered    the    following: 
Ordered,     That     the     Health     Commissioner 
be    requested,    through    his    Honor   the    Mayor, 
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to  advise  the  City  Council  of  how  the  $3,100 
appropriated  in  the  budget  for  uniforms  for 
nurses   will   be   spenl^. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  some  time 
ago,  during  the  hearings  before  the  Appro- 
priations Committee,  Commissioner  Mahoney 
of  the  Health  Department  appeared  and  in- 
formed us  that  it  was  his  desire  to  have  the 
nurses  uniformed,  because  of  the  fact  that 
they  wore  fur  coats  and  other  coats  belong- 
ing to  themselves  and  went  in  town  shopping 
when  they  should  have  been  on  business  of 
the  City  of  Boston.  Last  week  the  Council 
passed  an  item  of  $3,100  for  that  department, 
the  purpose  of  which  was  to  provide  such 
uniforms,  but  I  understand  that  last  Friday 
Commissioner  Mahoney  met  the  nurses  at 
the  North  End  and  informed  them  that  they 
would  have  to  buy  their  own  uniforms,  be- 
cause of  the  fact  that  they  were  given  a  raise 
of  $100  this  year.  I  want  to  point  out  the 
fact  that  this  is  the  first  time  in  three  years 
that  the  nurses  have  been  given  a  raise  of 
this  sort,  and  we  now  find  the  commissioner 
telling  them  that  they  must  buy  their  own 
uniforms.  I  think  it  is  hardly  fair  to  ask 
a  group  of  one  hundred  and  five  nurses  mak- 
ing only  $1,600  to  $1,700  to  spend  approxi- 
mately $65  to  $75  for  their  nurses'  uniforms, 
especially  after  this  Council  has  given  the 
Commissioner  $3,100  to  purchase  the  same. 
If  that  money  is  not  sufficient,  I  believe  there 
should  be  an  order  introduced  here  by  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  to  give  a  larger  sum,  and 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  Council  would 
pass  the  order  providing  the  necessary  sum. 
The  nurses  in  the  School  Department,  Mr. 
President,  get  $1,940  a  year  and  all  uniforms 
provided.  Why  should  these  nurses  be  ex- 
pected to  buy  summer  and  winter  uniforms, 
especially  after  Commissioner  Mahoney  told 
the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  and  it  is 
on  record,  that  he  desired  this  sum  in  order 
to  provide  uniforms  for  the  nurses, —  although 
five  days  after  he  gets  the  money  he  tells 
those  girls  that  they  must  purchase  their  own 
uniforms? 

Coun.  McMAHON — Mr.  President,  referring 
to  the  councilor's  order,  I  think  it  would  have 
been  a  good  thing  to  invite  the  commissioner 
down  here  this  afternoon  in  executive  ses- 
sion, so  that  we  might  get  the  whole  story 
on  the  uniform.  I  would  move,  therefore, 
that  Commissioner  Mahoney  be  invited  to 
come  before  us  in  executive  committee  in 
regard  to  the   matter. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  it  was  understood  that  Com- 
missioner Mahoney  would  be  invited  to  appear 
before  the   committee  at  its  session   today. 


SEMI-WEEKLY  REFUSE  COLLECTIONS. 
Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  advise  the  City  Council  if  it  is 
possible  to  make  semi-weekly  collections  of 
ashes  and  garbage  throughout  the  city. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  think  there 
is  hardly  anything  more  important  to  the 
taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston  than  to  have 
their  garbage  and  ashes  removed  as  quickly 
as  possible.  During  the  hearings  before  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations  Mr.  Sullivan 
admitted  that  there  were  sections — Brighton 
and  the  Back  Bay — where  the  garbage  was 
removed  twice  a  week.  We  are  spending  here 
in  Boston  over  a  million  and  a  half  dollars 
combating,  through  our  Health  and  other  de- 
partments, disease  in  the  congested  districts, 
and  still  under  the  very  windows  of  our  citi- 
zens garbage  and  ashes  are  allowed  to  remain 
for  two,  three  and  four  weeks.  Certainly  if 
garbage  and  ashes  can  be  removed  from 
Brighton  and  the  Back  Bay  on  an  average  of 
twice  a  week,  according  to  Mr.  Sullivan,  there 
would  seem  to  be  no  reason  why  in  East 
Boston,    South    Boston,    Charlestown,    Roxbury 


and   Dorchester   the   situation   cannot   be  prop- 
erly taken   care  of  in  the  same  way. 

The    order   was    passed    under   suspension    of 
the  rule.

MARKING    THROUGH   AUTOMOBILE 
ROUTES. 
Coun    FREELEY   offered   the   following: 
Ordered,   That  the   Board  of   Street   Commis- 
sioners   be    requested,    through    his    Honor   the 
Mayor,    to   mark   plainly   at  appropriate  points 
all  through  automobile  routes   passing  through 
the    City   of    Boston. 

Coun.  FREELEY— Mr.  President,  in  these 
days  when  traffic  congestion  is  one  of  the  most 
pressing  problems  confronting  municipal 
authorities,  many  automobiles  can  be  diverted 
from  the  narrow  downtown  streets  by  the 
proper  marking  of  the  through  routes.  In 
Worcester  a  few  signs  properly  placed  takes 
Springfield  and  New  York  traffic  along  a  side 
street  and  out  of  the  congested  center. 
Throughout  Rhode  Island  and  Connecticut 
through  traffic  is  thus  routed  by  the  use  of 
signs.  This  plan  not  only  relieves  the  down- 
town streets  but  keeps  traffic  moving  and 
avoids  delays.  I  move  a  suspension  of  the  rule 
and    passage   of    the   order. 


INCREASE  OF  FEES  FOR  INTELLIGENCE 
OFFICES. 
Coun.   FREELEY   offered  the  following : 
Ordered,    That    the    Licensing    Board    be    re- 
quested,  through   his   Honor  the  Mayor,   to   in- 
crease  the    fee  charged    for    intelligence   offices 
of    the    second    class    from   $35   to    $350,    and  of 
the    first    class    from   $75    to    $750. 

Coun.  FREELEY— Mr.  President,  by  licens- 
ing intelligence  offices,  or  employment  bureaus 
as  they  are  better  known,  the  City  of  Boston 
allows  its  citizens  to  be  charged  exorbitant 
rates  for  the  privilege  of  getting  a  job.  These 
agencies  prey  upon  the  unfortunate  and  the 
needy.  Those  who  are  skilled  and  expert  in 
any  line  do  not  need  the  services  of  the 
agencies.  A  girl  in  my  neighborhood  secured, 
through  a  licensed  employment  bureau,  a  tem- 
porary position  addressing  envelopes ;  she  re- 
ceived $7  for  this  work  and  out  of  this  tiny 
amount  she  was  compelled  to  pay  the  bureau 
$1.75,  or  25  per  cent  of  her  wages.  Compared 
with  agencies  who  charge  this  rate,  Shylock  was 
a  charitable  institution ;  $35  and  $75  is  too 
small  a  rate  to  charge  these  leeches  for  the 
right  to  prey  upon  our  wage  earners.  Let 
us  put  up  their  license  fees,  and  either  drive 
them  out  of  business  or  contribute  more  of 
their  ill-gotten  gains  to  the  public  treasury. 
We  have  in  Pemberton  square  a  free  employ- 
ment bureau,  paid  for  by  the  taxpayers  and 
maintained  by  the  city,  manned  by  competent, 
trained  employees,  and  well  capable  of  caring 
for  the  unemployed,  but  handicapped  by  the 
advertising  of  the  private  agencies  conducted 
for  profit.  There  are  300  of  these  in  the  city. 
Many  concerns  who  hire  large  numbers  ap- 
parently are  not  aware  that  the  city  maintains 
this  free  employment  bureau.  The  pay  roll  of 
our  municipal  bureau  is  $375  weekly;  there  are 
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seven  telephones  available  for  this  work.  I 
move  a  suspension  of  the  rule  and  passage  of 
the  order. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  rise  for  in- 
formation before  voting  on  this  order.  I  want 
to  know  to  whom  the  fees  to  which  the  coun- 
cilor has  referred  are  now  payable,  and  when 
they    are    payable  ? 

Coun.  FREELEY— Mr.  President,  I  did  not 
get    the    question. 

Coun.  GUILD — The  councilor  in  his  remarks 
referred  to  certain  fees  paid  by  these  agencies, 
and  my  question  is,  to  whom  are  they  payable, 
and   at  what  time   are  they  payable? 

Coun.  FREELEY — In  answer  to  the  coun- 
cilor's question,  Mr.  President,  I  might  state 
that  I  have  never  been  unfortunate  enough  to 
a'pply  to  one  of  these  agencies.  To  the  best  of 
my  knowledge,  however,  from  hearing  different 
people  speak  about  them,  they  tell  me  that  the 
employment  agencies  are  run  on  the  install- 
ment plan,  If  a  job  lasts  for  seven  weeks, 
the  person  getting  it  is  compelled  to  give  the 
first  week's  pay  back  to  the  employment 
agency. 

Coun.  GUILD— Mr.  President,  I  think  the 
councilor  misunderstands  my  question.  I  am  not 
referring  to  the  fee  paid  by  the  individual 
who  gets  the  job  at  the  office,  but  to  the  license 
fee  that  is  paid  to  somebody,  allowing  the 
concern  to  operate  as  an  employment  agency. 
Are  such  fees  paid  to  the  city,  the  county  or 
the  state,   and   when  are  they   now   payable  ? 

Coun.  FREELEY— There  are  two  classes  of 
agencies,  those  dealing  with  skilled  and  with 
unskilled  labor,  and  they  receive  their  licenses 
from  the  Licensing  Board.  The  license  fees 
are    payable    every    year. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  if  these  fees 
are  paid  into  the  city  treasury  of  Boston  it 
seems  to  me  this  is  a  matter  that  should  be 
referred  along  with  the  other  matters  which 
were  taken  up  on  an  order  of  Councilor  Park- 
man  two  or  three  weeks  ago,  to  the  special 
committee  for  study  and  revision  of  all  license 
fees  now  collected  by  the  City  of  Boston,  rather 
than  interfering  with  the  work  of  whatever 
commission  or  committee  was  appointed  under 
Councilor  Parkman's  order.  I  should  prefer 
to  see  this  matter  referred  along  with  the 
question  of  the  other  fees  to  that  committee  or 
commission.  It  would  seem  to  me  improper  for 
the  Council  to  suspend  the  rule  and  pass  the 
order,  when  work  concerning  different  fees 
that  are  paid  is  being  done  under  another 
order    that    has    already    been    passed. 

President  HEFFERNAN— Do  I  understand 
the  councilor  to  make  a  motion  that  this  be 
referred  to   a   committee? 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
the  order  in  its  present  form  be  referred  to  the 
Executive     Committee    for    further    discussion. 

The  motion  was  carried  and  the  order  was 
referred  to  the   Executive  Committee. 


LOAN    FOR    BATHING    BEACH,    EAST 
BOSTON. 

Coun  DONOVAN  offered  the  following  : 
Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars  be  and  hereby  is  ap- 
propriated, to  be  expended  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Park  Commission,  for  the  establish-

CLEANING    AND    REPAIRING    BRIGHTON 
HIGHWAYS.

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  re- 
quested to  assign  to  the  Brighton  Paving  Di- 
vision a  sufficient  number  of  men  to  enable  the 
district  foreman  to  carry  on  the  usual  clean- 
ing   and    repairs    to    highways. 


Coun.  DOWLING — Mr.  President,  in  the 
Brighton  district  a  force  of  about  thirty-five 
men  are  now  doing  to  the  best  of  their  ability 
what  a  force  of  125  men  used  to  do  when  our 
genial  clerk  was  Superintendent  of  Streets  in 
this  city.  The  force  has  been  greatly  reduced, 
and  the  men  are  largely  employed  in  an  as- 
phalt plant  which  supplies  other  parts  of  the 
city  with  materials  necessary  for  street  repairs 
in  the  different  districts.  As  a  result  of  such 
employment  the  district  foreman  in  Brighton 
has  practically  no  men  for  street  work  in 
Wards  21  and  22.  in  which  you  and  I,  Mr. 
President,  are  vitally  interested.  I  hope  the 
order  will  pass  and  that  the  request  will  be 
complied   with. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of 
the    rule.

STREET  LOAN   OF  $500,000. 

The    following    was    received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office   of  the  Mayor,   May  28,    1927. 
To   the    City   Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  transmit  to  you  herewith  a 
loan  order  in  the  sum  of  $500,000  for  perma- 
nent pavement.  This  loan  is  required  by 
reason  of  a  tax  limit  lower  than  the  one  peti- 
tioned for  the  Mayor.  This  lower  tax  limit 
caused  a  serious  -reduction  in  the  item  for  re- 
constructing and  repairing  of  streets  by  con- 
tract. 

The  policy  contained  in  the  budget  was  to 
provide  for  the  raising  of  all  sums  for  perma- 
nent paving  in  the  tax  levy  of  the  current 
year.  I  believe  it  preferable  to  reconstruct 
and  repair  streets  from  the  tax  levy  although 
most  of  the  large  cities  throughout  the  country 
follow  consistently  the  policy  of  borrowing 
money  for  this  purpose  because  of  the  perma- 
nent nature  of  the  work  and  its  identity  with 
capital   expenditure. 

The  only  sum  available  for  the  compre- 
hensive street  program  laid  out  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Works  for  the  year  1927 
amounts   to  $250,000   provided   in  the   budget. 

The  additional  sum  of  $500,000  proposed  in 
the  loan  will  permit  the  city  to  undertake 
work  of  extreme  necessity.  This  work  in- 
cludes such  streets  as  Boylston,  from  Exeter 
across  Berkeley,  and  from  Park  square  to 
Tremont  street ;  Columbus  avenue,  from  North- 
ampton to  Dartmouth  street ;  Stuart  street, 
from  Huntington  avenue  to  Dartmouth  street ; 
Beacon  street,  from  Massachusetts  avenue  to 
Raleigh  street ;  Washington  street,  from  Mas- 
sachusetts avenue  to  Dover  street,  A  street 
in  South  Boston  ;  North  Harvard  street,  from 
Charles  river  to  Cambridge  street ;  Brookline 
avenue,  from  Audubon  road  to  the  Brookline 
line,  and  Longwood  avenue,  from  Brookline  av- 
enue to  the  Parkway.  These  streets  are  cited 
because  they  are  heavily  traveled  traffic  high- 
ways whose  surfacing  demands  immediate  re- 
newal. 

The  importance  of  smooth  streets  to  the 
transaction  of  business  in  a  great  city  can 
hardly  be  over  estimated.  Some  of  our  princi- 
pal thoroughfares  have  not  been  repaved  for 
a  period  of  eighteen  to  twenty  years  during 
which  time  street  traffic  has  quadrupled  in 
volume. 

I  believe  that  this  matter  is  such  as  to  re- 
quire prompt  attention  and  I  have  therefore 
called  your  honorable  body  together  in  special 
session  so  that  it  may  secure  the  advantage 
of  an  early  and  favorable  consideration,  which 
I   earnestly   recommend.

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  REPORT. 

Coun.  GILBODY,  for  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, submitted  a  report  on  the  order  trans- 
mitted by  the  Mayor  (referred  today )  appropri- 
ating $500,000,  to  be  expended  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works  for  Permanent  Street 
Pavement,  etc., — that  said  order  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question 
came  on  the  first  reading  and  passage  of  the 
order. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  think 
there  are  one  or  two  phases  of  this  situation 
that  ought  to  be  cleared  up  so  far  as  the 
Council  is  concerned.  My  understanding  is 
that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  requested  in  the 
budget  of  this  year  $250,000  for  the  recon- 
struction of  streets,  and  that  that  was  the 
only  item  that  we  have  had  an  opportunity  to 
vote  upon.  It  was  originally  a  million  dollars, 
but  because  of  the  action  of  the  Legislature  it 
was  cut  to  $250,000.  An  article  in  one  of 
the  Boston  papers,  in  which  it  says  that  the 
delay  on  the  budget  caused  this  situation  may 
be  misconstrued,  and  I  would  like  to  have  it 
go  into  the  records  that  the  first  time  this 
Council  has  had  an  opportunity  this  year  to 
vote  on  over  $250,000  for  this  purpose  is  at 
this  special  meeting  today,  when  we  get  a 
request  for  an  appropriation  of  $500,000.  I 
too,  feel  that  we  should  say  something  about 
what  has  been  done  today  in  the  Executive 
Committee.  A  committee  of  three  was  ap- 
pointed by  the  chairman  to  wait  on  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  to  ask  the  Mayor  to  increase  this 
appropriation  to  a  million  dollars  to  take  care 
of  some  forty  residential  streets,  the  expense 
for  which  would  amount  to  about  $700,000, 
that  are  not  taken  care  of  under  this  order. 
Because  of  the  condition  of  the  streets  in  this 
city,  every  member  of  the  Council  appreciates 
the  fact  that  any  money  properly  spent  on 
the  streets  is  wisely  spent.  For  that  reason, 
I  am  going  to  be  with  this  $500,000  order. 
The  Mayor  says  that  some  time  later,  perhaps 
in  September,  he  may  apply  for  another  $500,- 

000  so  that  the  plans  may  be  worked  out  for 
next  year ;  but  it  does  seem  to  me  that  the 
necessity  of  improving  the  streets  in  the 
residential  section  is  such  a  vital  one  that 
action  should  be  taken  in  that  direction  as  soon 
as  possible.  I  am  very  sorry  that  something 
of  the  sort  cannot  be  done  today,  so  far  as  the 
suburban  wards  are  concerned.  The  streets  in 
certain  sections  are  in  deplorable  condition, 
and  the  Council  would  be  warranted  in  voting 
for  an  order  to  raise  a  million  dollars  for  the 
purpose.  The  order  before  us,  however,  simply 
provides  for  $500,000  for  certain  streets,  a 
few  streets  that  it  is  proposed  to  take  care 
of.  While  I  am  very  sorry  that  it  does  not 
provide  for  a  larger  amount,  including  money 
for  the  care  of  streets  in  the  outlying  district, 

1  shall   vote   for    the    order. 
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Coun.  PARKMAN— Mr.  President,  to  my 
mind  there  are  at  least  two  questions  presented 
to  us  today,  and  the  correct  solution  depends  on 
weighing  one  in  the  balance  against  the  other. 
On  the  one  hand,  there  is  the  question  of  the 
wisdom  of  borrowing  money  for  the  recon- 
struction and  repair  of  streets,  and  on  the 
other  hand,  we  have  to  consider  the  necessity 
of  repairing  the  streets  which  everyone  admits 
is  a  crying  one.  The  policy  of  borrowing  for 
the  repair  and  reconstruction  of  streets  is  one 
that  is  pretty  thoroughly  discredited,  and 
one  that  for  many  years  has  not  been 
followed  in  the  City  of  Boston  except  on 
a  few  occasions  when  an  emergency  arose 
such  as  confronts  us  at  the  present  time. 
There  is  also  the  practical  question  that  arises, 
back  of  these  questions  of  policy,  and  that  is 
the  question  of  how  much  work  can  actually 
be  done  in  the  course  of  the  year.  If  we  grant 
that  the  policy  is  a  bad  one,  we  should  not 
consider  voting  a  loan  of  any  more  money 
than  can  be  used.  Last  year  there  was  some 
$631,000  worth  of  work  done  on  the  streets,  out 
of  an  appropriation  of  $1,000,000,  which  left 
a  balance  of  $369,000.  Of  that  balance,  $254,- 
000  is  under  contract,  and  of  that  $254,000 
only  $48,000  has  actually  been  spent  this  year. 
Those  are  the  figures  given  to  the  body  in  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works.  In  the  budget  there  is  an  ap- 
propriation of  $250,000,  so  that  there  is  money 
available  for  over  $500,000  worth  of  work, 
almost  $600,000,  practically  the  equivalent  of 
the  work  that  was  done  last  year.  The  com- 
missioner stated  that  the  only  reason  why  more 
work  was  not  done  last  year  was  because  of 
failure  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  to  co- 
operate in  ripping  up  the  tracks,  and  this 
year  he  states  that  he  has  some  evidence  of 
better  co-operation.  But  I  think  the  Council 
should  satisfy  itself  that  that  is  in  fact  the 
ease  and  that  the  money  can  actually  be  spent 
and  the  work  actually  be  done.  A  further 
question  before  the  Council — and  I  am  only 
treating  these  questions  in  very  brief  form 
this  afternoon — is  the  fact  that,  I  believe,  a 
majority  of  the  Council  is  satisfied,  in  spite  of 
the  vote  on  the  budget,  that  there  is  approxi- 
mately $200,000  to  $250,000  of  slack  in  the 
budget  which  could  be  used  for  the  repair  and 
reconstruction  of  streets.  If  the  policy  of 
borrowing  money  for  the  repair  of  streets  is 
a  bad  one,  money  is  available  in  the  budget 
by  transfer,  and  should  be  appropriated  in  that 
way,  for  this  purpose.  Those  are  some  of  the 
questions  which  the  Council  should  consider  in 
voting  upon  this  loan  order.  There  is  no 
question  that  money  is  needed  to  expend  on 
the  streets,  the  only  question  being  how  much 
money  can  be  spent  and  how  that  money  should 
be  raised.  I  intend  to  vote  for  the  passage  of 
this  loan  order  this  afternoon,  but  I  do  so 
reserving  all  rights  as  to  my  vote  on  the  sec- 
ond   reading    of   the   order. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  think  all 
of  us  in  the  City  Council  recognize  that  what- 
ever responsibility  there  is  in  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton for  the  deplorable  condition  of  the  streets 
in  the  suburban  district,  which  must  continue 
for  the  next  few  months,  can  be  fairly  and 
squarely  placed  on  Beacon  Hill  and  not  upon 
the  Boston  City  Council  or  the  Mayor's  office. 
For  a  period  of  several  months  the  Mayor  used 
all  diligence  to  get  the  Massachusetts  Legis- 
lature and  the  Governor  to  give  him  sufficient 
money  so  that  he  would  be  able  to  take  care 
of  these  streets  without  resorting  to  any  such 
method  as  he  is  now  forced  to  adopt  in  order 
to  give  the  citizens  of  Boston  streets  to  which 
they  are  entitled.  The  time  which  was  passed 
in  those  negotiations  has  now  brought  about 
such  a  situation  that  this  is  the  only  way  in 
which  it  is  possible  for  the  Mayor  to  carry 
out  the  program  he  desired  to  carry  out  and 
which  he  is.  willing  to  carry  out  if  he  is  given 
the  means  to  do  so.  I  am  in  favor  of  this 
loan  order,  although  I  know  and  recognize 
the  fact  that  there  are  those  who  will  question 
the  correctness  of  the  financial  methods  in- 
volved ;  but  I  feel  that  any  censure  because  of 
faulty  financial  methods  should  fall  upon 
Beacon  Hill,  where  we  were  delayed  and  tied 
up  until  we  have  been  forced  into  siuh  a 
position  that,   in   order  to   give  the   citizens  of 


Boston  what  they  are  entitled  to,  we  must  re- 
sort to  this  method.  I  hope  every  member  of 
the  City  Council  will  support  this  loan  order. 
Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  I  wish  to 
say  at  this  time  that  I  agree  with  very  many 
of  the  reasons  given  by  Mr.  Parkman  which 
would  lead  me  to  hesitate  to  vote  in  favor  of 
this  order.  I  do,  however,  intend  to  vote  for 
the  passage  of  the  order  at  this  time.  Accord- 
ing to  the  figures  given  us  in  Executive  Com- 
mittee, in  1926  the  department  ;pent  $530,- 
221.  According  to  their  figures  they  intend 
to  spend  in  1927  over  a  million  dollars.  I 
shall  vote  for  this  particular  order  solely  on  the 
assurance  of  Commissioner  Sullivan  that  he  will 
spend  approximately  $1,000,000  on  these  streets 
during  this  year.  I  was  surprised  to  see  the 
call  for  the  special  meeting,  which  seems  to 
have  been  prompted  by  the  idea  that  an 
emergency  confronted  us,  because  in  looking 
at  last   year's  figures   I   find   that  of  the  $900,- 

000  in  last  year's  budget  only  $530,000  was 
actually  spent,  and  that  $254,000  was  con- 
tracted for,  but  has  not  yet  been  spent,  and 
that  at  the  close  of  the  year  over  $100,000 
had  neither  been  spent  nor  contracted  for. 
Apparently,  we  are  now  turning  over  a  new 
leaf ;  apparently  we  are  going  to  make  some 
progress  on  the  streets  this  year,  and  we  now 
have  an  assurance  that  the  money  will  be  spent 
and  the  work  done.  That  is  the  only  reason 
why  I  am  voting  for  the  loan  order  at  this  time. 

1  feel  that  there  is  a  vast  distinction  between 
finding  ourselves  at  the  end  of  1926  with  $254,- 

000  raised  from  the  tax  levy,  contracted  for 
but  not  spent,  and  finding  ourselves  at  the 
end  of  1927  with  a  quarter  to  half  a  million 
raised  by  loan,  and  on  which  we  are  paying 
interest,  in  our  treasury.  I  shall  certainly  be 
surprised  and  disappointed  if  we  find  later  that 
the  estimates  of  Mr.  iSullivan  are  incorrect, 
and  if  we  find  ourselves  at  the  end  of  this 
year  with  as  much  money  unspent  for  this 
purpose  as  at  the  end  of  last  year — the  distinc- 
tion being  this  year  that  we  would  be  paying 
interest  on  the  money  that  was  left  at  the  close 
of  the  year,  besides  facing  the  fact  that  the 
work    had    not    been    done. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  say  just  a  word  in  closing.  One  of  the 
previous  speakers  has  blamed  Beacon  Hill,  the 
Legislature  and  the  Governor,  for  the  situa- 
tion that  now  confronts  us.  I  don't  think 
that    is    a    correct   statement    of    the    situation. 

1  think  the  sentiments  expressed  by  my  colleague 
from  Dorchester  are  perhaps  truer  when  he 
refers  to  the  unexpended  balance  after  last 
year.  I  feel  in  this  way  about  the  situation : 
Last  year  this  administration  was  fast  asleep. 
There  was  nothing  being  done.  Of  the  million 
dollars  half  a  million  was  not  contracted  for 
until  later  than  the  time  when  most  administra- 
tions would  have  had  the  work  done.  We  had 
a  situation  where,  when  we  called  up  the  head 
of  the  department,  he  could  not  even  tell  us 
when  the  streets  were  to  be  fixed  or  what 
streets  were  to  be  fixed,  and  until  such  time  as 
his  Excellency  the  Governor,  showing  his  usual 
wisdom  and  good  sense,  jacked  up  this  adminis- 
tration and  placed  the  responsibility  exactly 
where  it  belonged,  saying  to  the  Mayor,  "You 
promised  to  the  citizens  of  Boston  an  adminis- 
tration of  economy  and  efficiency,  and  you 
have  given  them  neither,"  nothing  was  done. 
It  was  Governor  Alvan  Fuller  who  finally  woke 
up  the  chief  magistrate  of  this  city,  and  who 
has  brought  about  the  situation  where  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  this  year  says 
that  he  will  spend  the  money  appropriated 
for  this  purpose.  So  we  should  thank  Beacon 
Hill  for  rendering,  this  time,  at  least,  a  serv- 
ice to  every  citizen  of  Boston  by  performing 
a  service  that  neither  the  members  of  the 
Council,  individually  or  collectively,  could  per- 
form, by  waking  up,  temporarily  at  least, 
some  of  the  heads  of  departments  and  the 
gentleman  whom  they  call  Mayor,  who  sits  in 
the  corner  office.  So  I  say,  rather  than  blame 
Beacon  Hill,  we  ought  to  give  a  vote  of  thanks 
to  Beacon  Hill,  for  waking  up  the  man  who 
has  been  elected  Chief  Executive  of  this  city, 
so  that  we  now  find  the  administration,  late 
as  it  is,  apparently  realizing  at  last  that  for 
eighteen  or  twenty  years  no  work  such  as 
should    have  been   done   has   been    done   on   our 
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streets.  So  we  now  have  a  special  meeting 
called,  and  we  will  have  another  $500,000  ap- 
propriated, which  will  enable  some  work  to 
be  done.  But  the  most  cheering  part  of  it  is 
the  fact  that  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works,  upon  being  called  on  today,  says  he 
will  do  twice  as  much  work  this  year  as  he 
did    last   year. 

Coun.  ARNOLD— Mr.  President,  I  don't 
know  whether  his  Excellency  the  Governor 
will  appoint  our  friend  to  office  or  not,  but,  I 
am  sure,  after  such  a  speech  we  all  hope  so. 
I  recall  very  distinctly  the  fact  that  during 
the  last  municipal  campaign  very  weighty 
arguments  were  used  setting  forth  the  deplor- 
able conditions  of  the  streets  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  and  I  for  one  said  that  I  would  be 
very  glad  to  support  the  next  Mayor  of  Bos- 
ton in  his  street  program.  I  am  sorry  that 
I  have  to  support  him  on  a  loan  order  in  order 
to    carry    through    that    program,    but   support 


him  I  shall,  regardless  of  how  this  money  is 
raised.  We  need  the  money  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  we  need  it  badly.  Repairs  have  been 
delayed  too  long  already ;  and  when  the  time 
comes  to  take  care  of  other  streets  in  the  City 
of  Boston,  I  will  be  just  as  ready  to  support 
that  program  as  I  am  now  ready  to  support 
the    program   before   us    this    afternoon. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  was 
given  its  first  reading  and  passage,  yeas  21, 
nays    0. 


On  motion  of  Coun.  DONOVAN,  recon- 
sideration  of   the   action    taken    was    refused. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  purpose  for 
which  the  meeting  was  called  having  been 
accomplished,    the    Council    stands    adjourned.

I  return  herewith  the  order  of  the  City  Council 
requesting  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  to 
provide  high  pressure  fire  protection  in  the  Parker 
Hill  district  of  Roxbury,  and  submit  the  following 
report  of  the  Division  Engineer  of  the  Water 
Division: 

' '  Parker  Hill  is  in  the  high  service  area  of  Boston 
and  is  supplied  from,  and  the  water  pressure  is 
maintained  by,  Fisher  Hill  Reservoir  in  Brookline, 
the  high  water  elevation  of  said  reservoir  being 
251  feet  above  city  base.  Assuming  that  a 
pressure  of  30  pounds  should  be  available  at  all 
times,  which  is  as  great  as  a  large  portion  of  Boston 
has,  the  area  of  Parker  Hill  which  does  not  have 
this  pressure  is  that  area  above  grade  line  of  185 
feet  above  city  base.  This  comprises  only  a 
length  of  about  1,200  linear  feet  of  Parker  Hill 
avenue,  extending  from  a  point  150  feet  west  of 
Wait  street  to  a  point  800  feet  west  of  Iroquois 


street.  To  increase  the  pressure  in  this  limited 
length  of  Parker  Hill  avenue  will  be  a  very  costly 
proposition.     Two  ways  are  available,  namely: 

First.  The  greater  water  pressure  available 
in  Boston  is  that  supplied  from  the  Bellevue  tank 
in  West  Roxbury,  high  water  le\'el  being  375  feet 
above  city  base,  and  to  bring  this  supply  to 
Parker  Hill  it  will  be  "necessary  to  lay  12,000  linear 
feet  of  12-ineh  water  pipe  from  the  junction  of 
Centre  and  May  streets,  the  nearest  point  of  the 
Bellevue  tank  system,  to  Parker  Hill.  The  rock 
and  other  difficulties  that  will  be  encountered  make 
the  estimated  cost  of  this  pipe  laying  about 
8120,000.  This  single  line  will  not  completely 
solve  the  question,  and  to  safeguard  against  loss  of 
water  in  case  of  accident  to  this  single  pipe  line,  a 
second  water  pipe  line  through  Brookline,  Hunting- 
ton avenue  and  Wait  street  is  necessary  to  guaran- 
tee a  constant  supply.  The  greater  portion  of  this 
second  water  pipe  line  would  have  to  be  laid  by  the 
Metropolitan  District  Commission  in  Brookline,  on 
our  request,  etc.  The  second  line  will  cost  an 
additional  $100,000,  a  total  estimated  expenditure 
of  55220,000  to  increase  the  water  pressure  in  the 
limited  length  of  water  pipe  in  Parker  Hill  avenue. 

Second.  To  install  a  small  pumping  unit  to 
increase  the  water  pressure,  and  as  this  station 
should  be  maintained  twenty-four  hours  daily, 
the  cost  will  be  a  serious  factor  to  be  considered. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  various  hospitals  on  the 
top  of  Parker  Hill  are  now  amply  protected  by 
pumping  units  installed  in  said  hospitals,  both  for 
domestic  use  and  fire  protection.  The  only  build- 
ings that  are  not  as  amply  supplied  as  might  be 
desired  are  six  dwellings  in  this  length  of  Parker 
Hill  avenue,  and  they  suffer  only  as  to  the  fact 
that  water  flows  slowly  in  their  dwellings.  On 
this  length  of  12-inch  water  pipe  there  are  six  post 
hydrants  to  which  the  fire  apparatus  can  attach, 
and  while  the  normal  pressure  is  not  of  itself  suffi- 
cient for  fire-fighting  purposes,  any  desired  water 
pressure  can  be  had  by  operating  the  pumps  on 
the  fire  engines." 

In  view  of  the  increased  burdens  placed  upon 
the  city  by  the  state  to  meet  the  cost  of  the  addi- 
tional water  supply  for  the  metropolitan  district, 
it  does  not  seem  feasible  to  assume  a  further 
expenditure  of  8220,000  where  the  conditions  do 
not  warrant  it.

LOANS   FOR   HOSPITAL   BUILDINGS.

Gentlemen, —  I  am  in  receipt  of  the  attached 
letter  from  the  trustees  of  the  City  Hospital  in 
connection  with  the  three  million  dollar  building 
program  authorized  by  the  Legislature  at  its 
session  in  1924.  L'nder  the  program  developed  by 
the  Trustees  six  major  improvements  were  planned 
at  the  Hospital.  Up  to  the  present  time,  appro- 
priations have  been  made  available  for  four  of 
these  units.  The  communication  herewith  at- 
tached is  primarily  concerned  with  the  two  re- 
maining units  in  the  program. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  legislative  act  authorizing 
the  hospital  building  program,  it  was  provided 
that  two  thirds  of  any  loan  issued  under  the  act 
shall  be  borrowed  outside  the  statutory  limit  of 
indebtedness,  and  one  third  within  the  borrowing 
power  of  the  city.  For  this  reason,  I  submit 
herewith,  in  accordance  with  the  request  of  the 
trustees,  four  loan  orders  totalling  8522,000.  Two 
of  these  orders  pertain  to  the  House  Officers' 
Building,  plans  for  which  have  been  drawn  and 
accepted  by  the  Trustees.  The  other  two  orders 
pertain  to  the  Medical  Pavilion  and  are  intended 
to  provide  for  certain  preliminary  work  which 
must  be  finished  before  the  actual  construction  of 
the  Medical  Pavilion  can  be  started.  I  respect- 
fully recommend  adoption  of  these  orders  by  your 
honorable  body.

BEQUEST   OF   A.   SHUMAN. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the   Mayor,  June   3,   1927. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen,— On  October  20,  1919,  the  City 
Council  unconditionally  accepted  a  bequest  of  the 
late  A.  Shuman  wherein  he  left  to  the  City  of  Boston 
$100,000  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  convalescent 
home  for  men.  On  January  2,  1924,  before  this 
money  had  been  turned  over  to  the  City  of  Boston 
the  City  Council  amended  said  unconditional 
acceptance  by  providing  that  subject  to  an  order 
of  the  Probate  Court  the  city  should  accept  this 
sum  for  the  following  purposes: 

1.  For  the  erection  of  a  building  to  be  used  as 
a  maternity  hospital  as  a  department  of  the 
Boston  City  Hospital,  this  building  to  be  known  as 
"The  A.  Shuman  Maternity  House." 

2.  For  the  erection  on  the  grounds  of  the  City 
Hospital  of  a  dormitory  for  house  officers,  internes 
and  orderlies  engaged  in  the  service  of  the  Boston 
City  Hospital,  said  building  to  be  known  as  "The 
A.  Shuman  Memorial." 

3.  For  the  erection  on  the  grounds  of  the  City 
Hospital  of  a  dormitory  for  female  nurses  engaged 
in  service  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  said  build- 
ing to  be  known  as ' '  The  A.  Shuman  Memorial." 

4.  For  the  establishment  of  a  fund  out  of  which 
financial  assistance  may  be  rendered  to  men 
patients  convalescing  from  acute  diseases  following 
treatment  in  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  except 
those  convalescing  from  alcoholism,  who  have 
been  discharged  from  the  hospital  and  who  are  in 
need  of  financial  assistance;  this  fund  to  be  admin- 
iatered  by  the  trustees  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital 
and  to  be  known  as  "The  A.  Shuman  Memorial 
Fund   for   Convalescent    Men." 

The  executors  under  the  Shuman  will  thereafter 
filed  a  petition  with  the  Probate  Court  seeking 
instructions  as  to  what  should  be  done  with  this 
money  and  whether  the  city  had  the  legal  right  to 
this  money  in  view  of  the  amended  acceptance  of 
January  2,  1924.  The  Corporation  Counsel  has 
advised  me  that  the  amended  acceptance  of 
January  2,  1924,  is  of  no  force  and  effect  and  is  in 
law  null  and  void  on  the  grounds  that  in  this  Com- 
monwealth when  once  a  trust  for  a  public  charity 
is  accepted  by  those  designated  in  the  will  as  its 
trustees,  such  acceptance  cannot  be  amended  at 
will  and  the  trustees  designated  must  carry  out 
the  desires  of  the  testator  as  expressed  in  his  will. 
At  the  hearing  held  in  the  Probate  Court,  the 
Court  suggested  that  the  City  Council  pass  a  new 
order  rescinding  and  annulling  the  amended  order 
of  January  2,  1924,  and  reaffirm  and  re-enact 
the  original  order  of  acceptance  of  October  20, 1919. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  I  am  desirous  of  securing 
this  money  for  the  city  and  to  comply  with  the 
suggestion  of  the  Probate  Court,  I  am  accordingly 
submitting  for  your  approval  the  inclosed  order 
carrying  out  this  recommendation  of  the  Court.

2.  For  the  erection  on  the  grounds  of  the  City 
Hospital  of  a  dormitory  for  house  officers,  internes 
and  orderlies  engaged  in  the  service  of  the  Boston 
City  Hospital,  said  building  to  be  known  as  "The 
A.  Shuman  Memorial." 

3.  For  the  erection  on  the  grounds  of  the  City 
Hospital  of  a  dormitory  for  female  nurses  engaged 
in  service  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  said  build- 
ing to  be  known  as  "The  A.  Shuman  Memorial." 

4.  For  the  establishment  of  a  fund  out  of  which 
financial  assistance  may  be  rendered  to  men 
patients  convalescing  from  acute  diseases  follow- 
ing treatment  in  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  except 
those  convalescing  from  alcoholism,  who  have  been 
discharged  from  the  hospital  and  who  are  in  need 
of  financial  assistance;  this  fund  to  be  adminis- 
tered by  the  trustees  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital 
and  to  be  known  as  the  "A.  Shuman  Memorial 
Fund  for  Convalescent  Men." 

This  order  was  approved  by  his  Honor  the

Whereas,  The  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City 
of  Boston  has  advised  the  City  Council  that  said 
amended  acceptance  of  December  31,  1923,  is  of 
no  force  and  effect  and  is  in  law  null  and  void;

In  view  of  this  opinion  I  submit  herewith  an 
order  providing  for  the  appropriation  of  this  sum 
from  the  Special  Fund,  Sales  of  City  Property.  I 
respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  this  order 
by  your  honorable  body.

The  erection  ot  this  station  will  do  away  with 
two  old,  dilapidated  buildings  that  are  totally  unfit 
for  the  housing  of  men  or  apparatus. 

Following    the    passage    of    the    appropriation, 
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plans  and  specifications  have  been  prepared  to  erect 
a  building  which  was  simple  in  design,  but  adapted 
to  accommodate  the  two  companies  that  are  located 
on  the  hill. 

At  noon,  today,  bids  were  opened  after  advertis- 
ing in  the  City  Record,  and  the  following  figures 
were  submitted  by  thirteen  contractors.

Gentlemen, — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  attached 
communication  from  the  Penal  Institutions  Com- 
missioner relative  to  conditions  at  the  power  and 
heating  plant  at  Deer  Island.  It  is  apparent  from 
this  communication  that  action  should  be  taken 
at  once  to  remedy  these  conditions.  I  accordingly 
submit  herewith  an  order  providing  for  the  ap- 
propriation of  $125,000  to  be  utilized  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a  central  heating  plant  at  the  House  of 
Correction.  I  respectfully  recommend  adoption 
of  this  order  by  your  honorable  body.

Dear  Sir, — Conditions  at  the  power  and  heating 
plant  at  Deer  Island  have  now  reached  such  a 
state  that  it  is  necessary  that  immediate  action 
be  taken. 

Practically  all  of  the  boilers  are  over  twenty 
years  old,  and  we  are  now  using  three  plants  to 
heat  and  supply  light  to  the  island. 

An  inspection  of  the  plant  has  been  made  on 
different  occasions,  at  the  request  of  your  Honor, 
by  Mr.  Louis  K.  Rourke,  Building  Commissioner, 
Mr.  James  J.  Mahar,  Engineer  of  the  School  De- 
partment, and  Mr.  James  H.  Ritchie.  All  felt  that 
the  proper  solution  of  the  problem  was  the  erection 
of  a  central  heating  and  power  plant  to  take  care 
of  the  needs  of  the  institution.  Mr.  Mahar  is 
thoroughly  familiar  with  our  plant,  as  he  had  made 
a  survey  in  1915. 

I  inclose  herewith  copy  of  Mr.  Mahar 's  report 
submitted  to  your  Honor,  under  date  of  May  18, 
1927,  after  his  last  inspection  of  the  plant,  and 
also  report  submitted  by  Mr.  Ritchie  under  date 
of  June  4,  1927. 

Because  of  the  imperative  need,  and  because  the 
location  of  the  island  is  such  that  a  longer  time 
would  be  required  to  build  a  plant  than  if  located 
on  the  mainland,  I  respectfully  request  that  you 
submit  an  order  to  the  City  Council  for  a  loan  in 
the    sum    of    one    hundred    twenty-five    thousand 


dollars  ($125,000)  to  provide  for  a  central  power 
and  heating  plant  for  the  House  of  Correction  at 
Deer  Island.

My  dear  Mr.  Mayor, — I  have  read  with  great 
care  Mr.  Mahar's  report  of  May  18,  and  have  had 
two  or  three  conferences  with  Mr.  Mahar  and  have 
also  consulted  Mr.  Chapman  with  regard  to  the 
contemplated  changes  in  the  power  plant  at  Deer 
Island.  Mr.  Mahar's  estimate  of  $100,000  for 
this  work,  I  believe,  leaves  an  insufficient  margin 
for  safety,  and  I  recommend  that  the  appropriation 
be  increased  to  $125,000  for  the  following  reasons: 

Mr.  Mahar's  estimate  did  not  include  the 
architects'  or  engineers'  fees.  It  did  not  allow 
for  the  fact  that,  in  constructing  the  new  boiler 
building,  it  would  be  necessary  to  almost  entirely 
duplicate  the  present  capacity  of  the  electric 
generators  in  order  to  give  continuous  lighting 
service  and  fire  protection  for  the  pumps  on  the 
island  during  the  construction  period.  In  order  to 
do  this  the  new  generators  would  have  to  be  in  place 
and  in  operation  before  the  present  generators  in 
the  boiler  building  could  be  disconnected,  dis- 
mantled, and  rebuilt  in  the  new  power  building, 
and  reserved  for  spares  or  for  peak  loads  in  the 
middle  of  the  winter. 

The  piping  of  the  mains  in  the  basement  of  the 
existing  buildings  is  in  rather  bad  shape,  and  the 
probability  is  that  when  steam  is  put  on  to  these 
lines  from  the  new  power  plant,  and  at  probably  a 
little  higher  pressure  than  the  existing  system, 
leaks  will  develop  and  possibly  there  will  be  quite 
a  bit  of  necessary  repairing  on  these  lines,  so  I 
believe  a  margin  of  four  or  five  thousand  dollars 
for  this  kind  of  alteration  should  be  allowed. 

It  is  very  difficult  to  accurately  gauge  the  cost 
of  this  construction  work  located  as  it  is  on  an 
island  in  the  harbor,  for  there  is  an  uncertain 
factor  in  the  extra  cost  of  transporting  men  and 
materials  and  therefore  difficult  to  accurately 
gauge  the  value  of  this  work  on  an  island  location. 
I  feel  safe,  however,  in  recommending  to  you  that 
an  appropriation  of  $125,000  would  prove  to  be 
adequate,  and  it  may  be  that  all  of  it  would  be 
required.

My  dear  Mr.  Mayor, — At  your  request  I  con- 
ferred with  Commissioner  Chapman  of  the  Penal 
Institutions  Department  and  we  both  visited 
Deer  Island  on  May  16,  1927.  Mr.  Chapman 
pointed  out  to  me  the  troubles  now  existing  at  the 
island  and  the  difficulties  they  are  having  with  the 
present  boiler  equipment. 

On  the  island  there  are  three  boiler  plants: 

(1.)  Power  House.  In  the  power  house  there 
are  two  54-inch  horizontal  return  tubular  boilers, 
one  fourteen  and  the  other  eight  years  old,  which 
at  one  time  operated  at  Rainsford  Island  and 
which  were  afterwards  disconnected  and  set  up  in 
the  power  house  on  Deer  Island.  There  is  also 
one  72-inch  horizontal  return  tubular  boiler, 
twenty-one  years  old..  This  entire  boiler  plant 
should  carry  a  pressure  of  100  pounds,  but  the 
boiler  inspector,  after  an  examination,  reduced 
this  pressure  from  100  to  80  pounds. 

(2.)  Men's  Old  Prison.  In  this  prison  there 
are  three  54-inch  horizontal  return  tubular  boilers, 
about  twenty-four  years  old,  and  not  in  constant 
use  but  are  put  into  operation  in  connection  with 
the  plant  at  the  power  house  at  times  during  the 
cold  weather  when  the  boilers  in  the  power  house 
plant  are  not  sufficient  to  do  the  work. 

(3.)  Hill  Prison.  In  the  boiler  room  in  this 
building  there  are  three  72-ineh  horizontal  return 
tubular  boilers,  twenty-four  years  old,  and  in 
pretty  fair  condition.  They  operate  at  a  pressure 
of  80  pounds. 

From  the  above  you  will  see  that  the  heating 
and  power  required  for  use  on  Deer  Island  is  prac- 
tically supplied  by  three  boiler  plants  located  on 
various  parts  of  the  island. 
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For  your  information  I  might  say  that  during 
the  year  1917  I  was  asked  by  the  then  Mayor  of 
Boston  to  make  a  survey  of  the  power  plant  at  the 
island.  At  that  time  I  advocated  a  central  boiler 
plant  sufficiently  large  to  do  the  work  of  supplying 
steam  to  all  the  buildings  on  the  island  for  both 
heating  and  power  requirements.  I  personally 
designed  the  boiler  plant  and  laid  out  the  system 
of  piping,  wrote  the  specifications,  and  the  follow- 
ing year  the  work  was  put  on  the  open  market  for 
competitive  bidding.  It  so  happened  that  when 
the  bids  were  called  for  the  contractors  did  not 
desire  to  bid  on  competitive  work  because  of  war 
conditions  and  the  uncertainty  of  estimating  on 
the  cost  of  labor  and  materials.  Several  bids  were 
received,  however,  but  at  that  time  the  contract 
was  not  awarded  and  the  work  was  not  done. 
That  same  year  in  order  to  allow  the  boiler  plant 
in  the  power  house  to  operate,  it  was  necessary 
to  make  minor  repairs  on  two  of  the  boilers. 
These  boilers  were  afterwards  removed  and  two 
taken  from  the  Rainsford  Island  Power  House 
were  installed  in  their  places. 

The  entire  heating  plant  on  the  island  is  a  very 
old  one.  Constant  repairs  are  necessary,  and  the 
heating  of  the  island  by  three  separate  power  plants 
is  not  an  economical  arrangement  to  my  mind.  I 
would  recommend  the  following: 

1.  That  a  new  power  house  of  simple  design 
be  built  near  the  center  of  the  island,  than  the 
location  of  the  present  power  house.  I  would 
recommend  that  this  power  house  be  built  near 
the  location  of  the  present  bake  shop  and  be  large 
enough  to  accommodate  a  number  of  boilers  nec- 
essary to  do  the  work  of  furnishing  heat  and  power 
to  all  of  the  buildings  on  the  island.  Also  to  be 
of  sufficient  size  for  the  installation  of  the  present 
electric  generators  now  in  the  old  power  house, 
and  to  provide  sufficient  room  for  boiler  feed  pumps, 
tanks,  fire  pumps,  etc. 

2.  I  would  not  favor  placing  this  power  house 
near  the  wharf  where  the  coal  is  landed  for  use  on 
the  island.  This  procedure  of  locating  the  boiler 
room  near  a  point  where  the  fuel  is  delivered  is 
followed  in  private  practice,  but  in  this  instance, 
where  the  island  is  sufficiently  supplied  with  help 
and  where  coal  can  be  easily  carted  from  the  wharf 
to  the  new  boiler  plant  with  no  expense,  I  feel  that 
the  location  of  the  power  house  near  the  wharf 
should  be  sacrificed  for  the  location  I  have  referred 
to  above.  If  the  work  of  building  a  new  power 
house  and  making  other  changes  on  the  present 
heating  is  carried  out  during  th?  summer  and  fall, 
all  of  this  work  can  be  so  arranged  without  inter- 
fering with  the  operation  of  the  present  plant.  I 
would  recommend  that  the  power  house  be  of 
simple  design  brick  walls,  reinforced  roof  and  to 
contain  on  the  four  sides  as  many  large  windows 
as  possible;  that  this  power  house  be  large  enough 
to  provide  for  the  following  large  cold  storage 
bunker  (capacity  400  tons),  one  large  boiler  room, 
sufficiently  large  in  which  four  72-inch  horizontal 
return  tubular  boilers  could  be  installed,  one  large 
room  for  the  accommodation  of  the  present  elec- 
trical generator  plant,  and  one  room  which  could 
be  used  as  a  combination  pump  room  and  engi- 
neer's office  and  workshop.  This  power  house 
should  contain  boiler  power  sufficiently  large  to 
take  care  of  all  the  present  needs  of  the  buildings 
on  the  island,  and  should  also  be  capable  of  future 
extension  or  addition.  I  estimate  the  cost  of  this 
entire  work  at  approximately  S100.000.  I 
know  that  you  will  appreciate  that  this  is  very 
difficult  to  approximate  the  cost  of  work  of  this 
kind,  in  an  institution  located  on  an  island  in  the 
harbor.  The  problem  of  transportation  from  the 
city  of  building  materials,  etc.,  and  the  cost  of 
labor  are  large  items  to  enter  into  this  estimate. 

3.  The  solution  of  this  problem  is  not  simple. 
It  requires  careful  study  and  I  would  strongly 
recommend  that  the  services  of  a  heating  engineer 
possessing  the  knowledge  of  power  plant  design  be 
engaged  to  solve  this  problem  in  all  its  details,  to 
design  the  boiler-house  chimney  and  to  make 
satisfactory  connections  of  the  present  heating 
equipment  in  all  the  buildings  to  the  new  boilers 
in  the  new  plant. 

The  plants  which  were  made  by  me  in  1912  are 
not  wholly  applicable  now.  The  use  of  some  of 
the  buildings  in  the  vicinity  of  the  old  power  house 
has  been  discontinued  and  a  more  central  location 
of  the  power  house  than  the  location  which  was 
planned  in  1917  is  desirable. 

If  it  were  possible  for  me  I  would  be  very 
pleased  to  design  a  plant  for  Deer  Island,  which 
would  fit  its  needs  and  which  would  provide 
heating  power  for  all  the  buildings  on  the  island. 


I  know  that  you  realize  that  this  would  require  a 
great  deal  of  time,  more  time  than  I  am  able 
to  give,  in  the  drawing  of  plans,  the  writing  of 
specifications  and  the  other  work  incidental  to 
this  proposed  installation.  I  would  be  very  glad 
to  keep  in  touch  with  Mr.  Chapman,  or  to  give 
any  information  to  anyone  whom  you  may  select 
to  do  this  engineering  work.  I  am  most  familiar 
with  the  present  apparatus  at  Deer  Island  and 
fully  appreciate  its  present  condition  and  the 
necessity  of  making  the  changes  and  additions 
referred    to   above. 

Kindly  let  me  know  if  I  can  be  of  any  further 
assistance  in  the  matter.  I  shall  be  glad  to  give 
you  any  further  information  or  to  discuss  the 
matter  with  you  if  you  so  desire.

Gentlemen, — In  the  opinion  of  the  Fire  Com- 
missioner it  is  desirable  that  the  three  station 
houses  in  the  Bowdoin  square  district  be  abandoned 
and  that  the  companies  now  housed  in  these  quar- 
ters be  consolidated  in  one  building  centrally 
located  in  this  section.  I  have  conferred  with 
the  Fire  Commissioner  and  the  Street  Commis- 
sioners relative  to  the  cost  of  acquiring  land  for 
this  purpose  and  the  erection  thereon  of  an  ade- 
quate building.  I  submit  herewith  reports  made 
by  these  gentlemen  on  this  project,  and  in  accord- 
ance with  the  figures  shown  in  these  reports  I 
recommend  for  adoption  by  your  honorable  body 
the  accompanying  loan  order  providing  for  the 
appropriation  of  §750,000  for  this  purpose.

Dear  Sir, — Replying  to  your  favor  of  June  4, 
1927,  requesting  an  estimate  of  the  sum  sufficient 
to  cover  the  expense  of  acquiring  the  Old  Revere 
House  property  in  Bowdoin  square  for  a  fire  house. 

An  examination  of  the  assessors'  figures  and 
estimates  of  three  real  estate  experts  gives  a  figure 
of  approximately  S387.37S. 

There  is  at  present  no  stability  in  real  estate 
prices  along  the  new  thoroughfare,  and  recent  ver- 
dicts by  juries  in  land  damage  cases  against  the 
city  have  failed  to  furnish  anything  like  a  uniform 
standard. 

Under  such  conditions,  the  Board  must  allow 
itself  a  sufficient  margin  of  safety  to  do  justice  to 
the  parties  in  interest  and  safeguard  the  city's 
rights. 

These  figures,  of  course,  are  not  to  be  taken  as 
indicating  the  price  which  the  city  may  expect  to 
pay  for  this  land,  but  are  made  up  in  accordance 
with  the  practice  which  prevails  in  this  department 
for  determining  estimates  sufficiently  ample  to 
cover  all  possible  expense. 

Therefore,  the  Board  feels  warranted  in  asking 
your  Honor  to  recommend  a  loan  oi  S400.000 
above  the  estimate  of  the  construction  of  the  fire 
house.

Dear  Sir, —  Little  or  no  consideration  has  been 
given  to  the  location  of   the   fire   houses  in   this 
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department  as  to  their  situation  relative  to  the 
territory  they  are  at  present  expected  to  protect, 
or  as  to  the  width  of  the  streets  on  which  the 
apparatus  must  leave  the  houses.  Many  of  the 
fire  houses  of  this  department  are  so  old  as  well  as 
so  badly  located  as  to  make  it  uneconomical  to 
attempt  to  alter  or  repair  them.  Several  of  our 
houses  are  located  so  near  the  boundary  line  of 
adjoining  municipalities  as  to  give  to  this  city  only 
about  one  half  their  effective  radius  of  action. 
Most  of  our  houses  particularly  in  the  high  value 
district  are  relics  of  the  past,  some  dating  back  to 
the  earliest  days  of  horse-drawn  apparatus. 

This  department  is  making  a  study  for  the 
purpose  of  making  a  comprehensive  plan  of  con- 
solidating many  of  the  houses  now  existing  into 
larger  units  which  will  result  in  economy  of 
maintaining  the  houses  in  regard  to  heat,  light, 
repairs,  etc.,  giving  better  fire  protection  to  the 
districts  in  which  they  are  located  as  well  as  to 
improve  the  standard  of  living  and  the  morale  of 
the  men.  It  seems  to  be  the  modern  practice  in 
the  thickly  settled  sections  of  the  larger  cities  to 
build  houses  to  accommodate  at  least  four  fire 
companies. 

As  the  first  step  in  such  a  plan  I  desire  to  lay 
before  you,  for  your  consideration,  the  conditions 
in  regard  to  the  present  Engine  Company  4, 
located  at  5  Bulfinch  street,  Engine  Company  6, 
located  at  24  Leverett  street,  and  Ladder  Company 
24,  located  at  North  Grove  street.  These  houses 
are  all  small,  obsolete  and  in  bad  repair. 

Several  years  ago  it  was  necessary  to  remove  the 
water  tower  located  at  Bulfinch  street  to  other 
quarters  as  Bulfinch  street  is  so  narrow  that  it 
was  practically  impossible  to  get  this  piece  of 
apparatus  out  of  the  house  in  reasonable  time  to 
respond  to  alarms.  At  present  there  is  only  one 
engine  company  regularly  stationed  in  this  house 
and  even  the  pumper  and  hose  wagon  of  this 
company  cannot  always  make  the  turn  from  thiu 
house  on  to  the  street  without  stopping  and 
backing.  The  sanitary  condition  of  this  house  is 
so  bad  that  it  is  necessary  from  time  to  time  to 
employ  a  professional  vermin  killer  to  control  the 
vermin  in  this  house. 

Engine  6,  on  Leverett  street,  occupies  another 
old  and  antiquated  house  with  poor  living  con- 
ditions for  the  men,  and  bad  conditions  in  regard  to 
getting  apparatus  out  of  the  house  promptly  to 
respond  to  alarms. 

Ladder  24,  on  North  Grove  street,  has  identical 
conditions  with  the  two  foregoing  engine  companies, 
with  the  added  objection  that  it  is  too  near  the 
Charles  River  Basin  to  allow  for  its  most  effective 
use  to  this  city.  At  present,  due  to  the.  conditions 
on  North  Grove  street,  we  are  maintaining  at  that 
station  only  a  city  service  truck,  whereas  fire 
protection  demands  an  85-foot  ladder,  because  the 
longer  ladder  could  not  make  the  turn  in  the  narrow 
width  of  North  Grove  street. 

The  water  tower  whioh  was  removed  from 
Engine  4's  House  is  now  located  at  the  quarters  of 
Engine  25,  Fort  Hill  square,  from  which  station  it 
must  cross  the  entire  city  under  most  adverse 
traffic  conditions  to  reach  the  territory  which  it  was 
intended  to  protect.  These  conditions  leave  the 
West  End  section  of  the  city,  which  is  increasing 
rapidly  in  value  since  the  widening  of  Cambridge 
street  as  well  as  having  the  very  important  thing 
to  consider  from  a  fire  standpoint,  the  Massachu- 
setts General  Hospital, — without  sufficient  pro- 
tection. 

Another  important  matter  which  must  be  taken 
into  consideration  is  the  protection  afforded  to  the 
highest  value  district,  namely,  the  retail  store  and 
office  building  district.  The  abandonment  of  the 
old  Fire  Headquarters  Building  on  Mason  street, 
the  apparatus  from  which  is  to  be  housed  at  the  new 
station  located  on  Broadway,  removes  that  appara- 
tus nearly  one-half  mile  southerly  from  the  district 
formerly  protected  by  the  Mason  street  station. 

The  ideal  site  for  the  new  house  suggested  above 
would  be  at  the  corner  of  Bulfinch  and  Cambridge 
streets,  the  site  of  the  former  Revere  House.  This 
lot  contains  approximately  11,000  square  feet  and 
adjoins  the  present  property  owned  by  the  city  on 
Bulfinch  street,  and  has  a  frontage  upon  Bowdoin 
square  and  Cambridge  street  of  approximately 
137  feet,  which  is  ample  for  our  needs.  The  ap- 
proximate cost  of  a  building  suitable  for  our 
requirements  would  be  $350,000. 

The  assessed  value  of  the  property  which  would 
be  abandoned  by  the  consolidation  would  be  as 
follows: 


Engine  4,  5  Bulfinch  street,  total  as- 
sessed value $100,000 

Engine  6,  24  Leverett  street,  total  as- 
sessed value 40,000 

Ladder  24,   North  Grove  street,  total 

assessed  value 19,800 

Total $159,800 

I  would  most  respectfully  urge  your  favorable 
consideration  of  this  project  as  the  first  step  of  a 
comprehensive  plan  to  relocate  and  house  the  Fire 
Department.  If  this  plan  is  pursued  I  believe  it 
will  tend  to  reduce  our  fire  losses  as  well  as  the  cost 
of  running  the  department.

McGRATH — Mr.  President,  I  ask  that 
that  last  order  be  laid  on  the  table  rather  than 
referred  to  a  committee,  until  the  members  of 
this  Council  have  had  an  opportunity  to  look  into 
the  matter.  It  does  seem  to  me  that  an  order 
calling  for  an  appropriation  of  three  quarters  of  a 
million  dollars  deserves  the  consideration  of  every 
member  of  this  body.  Therefore,  I  would  ask 
that  the  matter  be  laid  on  the  table  for  one  week. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  cannot  see 
what  is  to  prevent  the  members  of  the  Council 
making  any  investigation  that  they  wish  to 
make  on  the  matter  white  it  is  in  committee,  in 
the  usual  course  of  business.  I  certainly  can  see 
no  advantage  in  not  referring  it  to  a  committee  at 
this  time. 

Coun.  KEENE — Mr.  President,  it  occurs  to  me 
that  a  matter  of  this  importance  should  be  re- 
ferred to  a  committee  and  that  proper  notice 
should  be  given  to  every  member  of  the  Council, 
also,  so  that  we  may  all  get  at  the  facts  more  in- 
telligently. It  is,  as  my  brother  states,  a  matter 
of  importance,  requiring  some  care  and  attention; 
and  I  should  think  we  could  proceed  with  a  little 
more  knowledge  by  referring  it  to  a  committee 
than  by  simply  laying  it  on  the  table  at  this  time.

Some  few- 
years  ago  there  was  an  unexpended  balance  of 
$18,000  from  an  amount  that  was  intended  to  be 
used  for  Tenean  Beach,  but  which  was  diverted  to 
another  part  of  the  city.  Since  then  no  improve- 
ment has  been  made  at  the  beach,  and  the  bathing 
situation  has  become  quite  acute.  We  find  one  of 
our  best  beaches,  the  Savin  Hill  Beach,  now  being 
made  an  inland  beach  on  account  of  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Old  Colony  boulevard.  On  the  other 
side,  the  old  Freeport  Street  Beach  is  going  to 
suffer  because  of  the  construction  of  that  boulevard. 
That  will  leave  for  the  entire  section  of  Dorchester, 
suitable  for  bathing  purposes,  practically  only 
Tenean  Beach.  Therefore,  I  am  introducing  this 
order  as  a  matter  of  foresight,  to  provide  for  future 
bathing  facilities  in  the  Dorchester  district.  1 
move,  therefore,  a  suspension  of  the  rule  and  the 
passage  of  the  order. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


PUBLIC   WORK   TO   RELIEVE 
UNEMPLOYMENT. 

Coun.  WARD  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Superintendent  of  the  Massachu- 
setts State  Free  Employment  Bureau  has  publicly 
stated  that  industry  is  today  at  the  lowest  level  in 
twenty-five  years  and  that  the  workers  of  this  sec- 
tion are  today  facing  a  depression  never  before 
equaled,  be  it  and  it  is  hereby 

Resolved,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  appoint  at  once  a  committee  to  draft  a 
program  of  public  work  for  the  relief  of  the  unem- 
ployed who  today  suffer  loss  of  work  in  consequence 
of  industrial  depression  for  which  they  are  in  no 
measure  responsible. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  I  am  referring  to 
an  article  that  appeared  this  morning  in  the  Boston 
Post,  and  I  wish  to  read  it  and  have  it  inserted  in 
the  record: 

"That  industry  is  today  at  one  of  the  lowest 
levels  reached  in  the  past  quarter  of  a  century  was 
the  announcement  made  yesterday  by  G.  Harry 
Dunderdale,  superintendent  of  the  Massachusetts 
State  Free  Employment  Bureau. 

"Mr.  Dunderdale's  declaration  was  made  before 
the  delegates  of  the  Boston  Central  Labor  Union 


at  their  meeting  at  Wells  Memorial  building  during 
a  discussion  on  the  advisability  of  holding  a  Labor 
Day  parade  this  year. 

"He  said,  'With  more  than  2,000  men  and  women 
applying  for  work  each  day  at  the  Employment 
Bureau,  and  on  an  average  of  but  one  applicaeion 
for  help  for  each  twenty-eight  men  seeking  work, 
and  one  position  for  each  twenty-three  women, 
organized  labor,  and  for  that  matter  all  workers, 
are  today  facing  a  depression  never  before  equalled.' 

"He  also  pointed  out  that  the  boot  and  shoe 
industry  is  very  spotty  with  some  places  doing 
little  work  and  other  places  practically  shut  down. 
At  the  same  time  the  textile  industry,  he  declared, 
has  not  been  as  slow  in  twenty-five  years  as  at  the 
present  time. 

"Following  a  lengthy  discussion,  amid  which 
many  delegates  stated  that  their  organizations 
were  not  in  sympathy  with  a  parade,  the  meeting 
voted  to  have  a  committee  investigate  the  advis- 
ability of  having  a  demonstration  of  some  sort  on 
Labor  Day." 

I  don't  believe  we  are  any  worse  off  in  Boston 
than  in  any  other  large  municipality  in  the  coun- 
try. I  have  read  articles  showing  that  2,000  farms 
in  the  West  have  been  abandoned,  and  this  sort  of 
thing  comes  on  the  wave  of  the  so-called  "Coolidge 
prosperity."  I  believe  the  people  walking  the 
streets  today  are  sick  and  disgusted  with  hearing 
the  cry  of  "Coolidge  prosperity."  The  West  is 
suffering  and  New  England  industries  are  also 
suffering.  With  that  thought  in  mind,  I  am  pre- 
senting this  resolution  this  afternoon,  so  that  Bos- 
ton may  take  the  lead  in  this  matter,  with  the  hope 
that  when  Coolidge  return's  from  his  vacation 
therco  may  not  be  businessdepression  in  the  country. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  some  months 
ago  there  was  appointed  by  the  City  Council  a 
special  Committee  on  LTnemployment  in  the  City  of 
Boston.  That  committee  was  made  up  of  what 
I  regard  as  some  of  the  ablest  men  in  the  City 
Council.  They  have  functioned  well  and  have  put 
in  a  great  deal  of  time  investigating  the  unemploy- 
ment situation.  It  seems  to  me,  having  in  mind 
the  way  in  which  this  resolution  is  framed,  that  for 
us  at  this  time  not  to  recognize  properly  the  func- 
tion of  that  special  committee  of  this  Council  and 
the  work  delegated  to  it,  would  be  a  direct  reflection 
on  the  committee,  and  it  is  rather  surprising  to 
me  that  such  a  move  should  come  from  a  member 
of  the  City  Council  itself.  I  certainly  feel  that  the 
special  committee  we  already  have  is  fully  capable 
of  taking  whatever  steps  are  necessary  in  this  city, 
so  far  as  the  Council  is  concerned,  in  the  matter 
of  investigating  and  recommending  plans  for  city 
work,  having  in  view  the  alleviation  of  the  unem- 
ployment situation.  For  the  reason  that  it  is  a 
reflection  on  that  committee  of  the  City  Council,  I 
am  opposed  to  the  resolution. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  I  have  no  objec- 
tion to  the  matter  being  referred  to  that  committee. 
I  believe,  however,  that  the  councilor  from  Jamaica 
Plain  has  looked  at  this  resolution  in  the  wrong 
light.  He,  of  course,  I  suppose,  is  standing  up  to 
defend  the  President  who,  I  believe,  is  respon- 
sible for  conditions  in  the  country  today.  How- 
ever, I  have  no  objection  to  having  the  resolution 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  LTnemployment,  of 
which  I  am  a  member. 

The  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Unemployment.

DOWLING— Mr.  President,  the  Conned 
has  before  it  a  report  of  the  Committee  on  Ordi- 
nances with  reference  to  the  petition  of  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company  for  increasing  the 
number  of  passengers  carried  in  buses.  I  believe 
that  matter  is  now  on  the  table  in  the  Council.  It 
has  been  called  to  my  attention  that  the  Elevated 
officials  have  one  or  two  matters  which  they  want 
to  present  to  the  committee  in  connection  with 
their  petition,  and  I  move  you  sir  that  the  matter 
be  taken  from  the  table  and  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  and  that  the  Executive  Committee 
be  directed  to  inform  the  Elevated  officials  that 
thev  will  be  heard  this  afternoon. 

President  HEFFERNAN — Coun.  Dowling 
moves  that  No.  5  on  the  calendar  be  taken  from 
the  table. 

The  Council  voted  to  take  No.  5  from  the  table, 
viz.: 

5.  An  ordinance  concerning  passengers  carried 
in  motor  vehicles. 

Be  it  ordained,  etc. 

Chapter  thirty-nine  of  the  Revised  Ordinances 
of  1925  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section 
one  hundred  and  one,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following: 

Section  101.  The  license  issued  for  each  motor 
vehicle  shall  fix  and  specify  its  seating  capacity, 
exclusive  of  the  operator.  Passengers  in  excess 
of  twenty-five  per  cent  above  the  seating  capacity 
of  such  motor  vehicle  shall  not  habitually  be  car- 
ried. Whenever  the  number  of  passengers  reg- 
ularly applying  for  transportation  exceeds  the 
number  hereinbefore  provided  for  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  licensee  to  furnish  sufficient  additional 
facilities  to  carry  such  passengers.  No  person 
operating  or  in  charge  of  any  such  vehicle  shall 
take  on  or  suffer  or  permit  more  persons  to  ride 
or  to  be  carried  thereon  at  any  one  time  than  is 
authorized  by  this  section,  or  permit  any  person 
to  stand  or  sit  upon  any  running  board,  steps, 
fender,  dash  or  hood  thereof,  or  permit  any  person 
to  ride  on  such  motor  vehicle  outside  the  body 
thereof,  provided,  however,  that  in  addition  to 
the  number  of  passengers  which  said  motor  vehicle 
by  the  terms  of  this  section  is  permitted  to  carry, 
children  under  seven  years  of  age  may  be  carried 
therein,  in  arms,  or  seated  on  the  laps  of  adult 
persons  accompanying  them,  but  no  passenger 
with  a  child  in  arms  or  seated  on  the  lap  shall  be 
permitted  on  any  front  seat  of  the  vehicle. 

Coun.  DOWLING — Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
that  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  with  reference 
to  the  last  motion,  I  personally  opposed  this  ordi- 
nance when  it  was  introduced,  and  it  was  then 
given  to  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  to  hold  a 
public  hearing.  The  public  hearing  was  held,  at 
which  time  a  representative  of  the  Elevated  ap- 
peared. Perhaps  my  brother  on  the  Ordinance 
Committee  can  tell  us  something  with  reference 
to  what  the  Elevated  Railway  Company  proposes 
to  introduce  this  afternoon.  I  thought  they  had 
had  their  day  before  the  Committee  on  Ordinances, 
and  I  see  no  particular  reason  for  postponing  ac- 
tion on  this  particular  order.  Has  the  chairman 
of  the  committee  any  knowledge  as  to  what  the 
Elevated  information  is  to  be  this  afternoon  in 
addition  to  what  thev  have  already  presented? 

Coun.  DOWLING— No,  Mr.  President,  I  have 
no  information  from  the  Elevated  in  this  connec- 
tion, and  I  have  no  connection  with  the  Elevated 
Railway.  The  only  connection  I  have  with  them 
is  when  I  have  occasion  to  give  them  10  cents  on 
such  occasions  as  I  ride  in  one  of  their  ears.  I 
don't  know  what  additional  information  they  want 
to  present,  but  I  thought  I  would  call  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Council  to  the  fact  that,  as  I  under- 
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stand  it,  there  is  additional  information  that  they 
would  like  to  present.  Of  course,  if  any  member 
of  the  Council  thinks  he  can  pass  on  such  matters 
with  scant  or  little  information,  he  can  do  as  he 
chooses;  but  I  do  think,  in  justice  to  the  Elevated, 
they  not  having  apparently  presented  their  full 
case,  there  should  be  no  objection  to  their  being 
heard  this  afternoon. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  this  is  one  of  the 
matters  in  reference  to  which  a  public  hearing  was 
given,  and  at  which  hearing  the  Boston  Elevated 
was  represented.  At  that  public  hearing  there 
were  some  objectors  who  appeared,  one  woman 
particularly  whom  I  recollect,  on  Adams  street, 
where  a  bus  runs  daily,  who  came  in  and  strongly 
objected.  The  representative  who  appeared  for 
the  Elevated  was  permitted  to  answer  all  questions 
before  the  committee  and  to  present  any  informa- 
tion he  desired  to  present.  The  same  opportunity 
was  given  to- him  as  was  given  to  representatives 
of  the  public.  There  was  information  given  to 
us  by  the  representative  of  the  Elevated, — as  we 
understood,  a  complete  statement  of  the  facts  was 
given  us  by  the  gentleman  who  represented  the 
Boston  Elevated.  I  think  at  that  time,  if  there 
had  been  any  intimation  that  the  Elevated  would 
like  to  furnish  more  information  and  an  oppor- 
tunity to  do  so  had  been  asked  for,  there  is  no 
doubt  but  what  the  committee  would  have  ad- 
journed the  hearing  for  that  purpose.  Speaking 
in  fairness  to  the  committee  and  in  fairness  to  those 
who  appeared  on  behalf  of  the  public,  I  do  not 
believe  that  at  another  executive  session  any  more 
information  can  be  obtained  from  the  Boston 
Elevated  than  we  obtained  at  that  time.  We  were 
told  about  the  capacity  of  the  buses,  the  height 
of  those  buses,  and  after  getting  all  that  informa- 
tion at  that  time  the  Committee  on  Ordinances 
took  a  vote,  and  their  action  has  been  brought  in 
here.  I  am  in  favor  of  taking  the  matter  from 
the  table  at  this  time  and  voting  upon  it,  but  I 
am  not  in  favor  of  referring  it  again  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  for  further  information  from  the 
Boston  Elevated,  because  I,  for  one,  as  a  member 
of  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  who  voted  against 
the  granting  of  the  request  at  that  time,  feel  that 
I  have  received  enough  information  from  them. 
I,  for  one,  am  ready  to  vote  on  this  question  today. 
Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  I  happen  to  be  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Ordinances,  although 
I  was  not  able  to  be  present  at  the  time  of  the 
hearing.  A  report  was  made,  however,  on  wrhat 
was  said  there,  and  I  have  that  report  before  me. 
It  seems  that  the  hearing  was  advertised  in  every 
newspaper  in  Boston  and  that  there  were  only 
four  people  out  of  700,000  people  in  the  City  of 
Boston  who  cared  to  go  before  that  committee  and 
voice  any  objection.  I  will  just  read  a  few  words 
of  Walter  E.  Jackson,  I  believe  known  as  "Stone- 
wall Jackson."     He  said: 

"I  am  here  just  the  same  as  my  friend  Walker, 
objecting  to  standing  up  in  these  buses,  and  repre- 
senting the  Codman  Square  Improvment  Associa- 
tion. I  don't  want  to  say  anything  more  than  my 
friend  Walker  has  already  said.  I  appear  in 
objection. 

That  was  the  statement  of  one  of  the  four  who 
appeared  before  the  Committee  on  Ordinances. 
If  the  Boston  Elevated  can  come  before  us  in 
public  session  this  afternoon  and  convince  us  of 
the  public  necessity  of  people  standing  in  the  buses, 
I  for  one  want  to  hear  them. 

Coun.  McMAHON — air.  President,  my  brother 
councilor  does  not  at  present  come  from  a  section 
where  they  use  buses,  but  it  is  going  to  be  only  a 
short  time  when  the  section  I  represent,  as  well 
as  many  other  sections  of  Boston,  will  have  prac- 
tically nothing  to  use  but  buses,  and  some  of  the 
members  of  this  Council  may  not  relalize  the  feel- 
ing there  is  in  regard  to  buses  in  sections  where 
they  are  commonly  used.  If  anyone  cares  to  have 
a  public  demonstration  of  the  feeling  in  regard  to 
buses  on  the  Elevated,  let  him  go  into  a  number  of 
sections  of  this  city  and  hire  halls  and  invite  people 
to  come  and  state  things  in  regard  to  the  matter. 
He  will  then  hear  expressed  in  no  uncertain 
language  the  objection  that  there  is  to  these  buses. 
But  it  is  the  same  old  story,  where  you  have  hear- 
ings down  here.  If  you  will  advertise  and  hold 
hearings  in  the  sections  where  the  people  live, 
people  who  have  occasion  to  use  the  buses  in  dis- 
tricts where  they  are  running,  I  don  t  think  you 
will  find  a  hall  big  enough  to  hold  the  people  in 
Dorchester,  for  example,  who  would  protest 
against  the  present  situation.  I  do  not  at  present 
have   any   buses  in  my  ward,   but  they  do  have 


them  in  adjoining  wards.  The  councilor  should 
step  out  some  night  and  take  a  trip  up  Adams 
street,  standing  up  in  a  bus,  and  then  he  would 
get  some  idea  of  the  objections  that  the  people 
who  ride  in  those  buses  have.  I  think  the  Elevated 
has  had  enough  opportunity-to  present  its  case  at  a 
hearing. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  I  have  no  objec- 
tion to  voice  at  this  time  in  regard  to  buses  run- 
ning in  my  district,  but  1  do  feel  that  the  Ele- 
vated has  had  an  ample  opportunity  to  be  heard 
before  the  Committee  on  Ordinances,  and  that  to 
allow  special  consideration  such  as  is  now  proposed 
would  be  unfair  to  the  public  who  appeared  at 
that  time  in  opposition  to  the  ordinance.  It 
seems  to  me  that  this  should  not  be  referred  back 
to  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Elevated 
given  further  consideration,  being  allowed  to 
present  their  case  at  greater  length.  If  they  had 
any  facts  that  they  wished  to  present,  facts  which 
must  have  been  in  their  possession  then  as  they 
are  now,  they  should  have  presented  those  facts 
at  the  original  hearing  before  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances.  I  think  it  would  be  utterly  unfair 
at  the  present  time  to  allow  them  special  con- 
sideration in  the  way  of  presenting  further  facts, 
without  an  opportunity  for  cross  examination 
being  allowed  to  the  public  generally. 

Coun.    KEENE— Mr.    President,   I    move    that 
we  take  a  recess,  subject  to  the  call  of  the  Chair. 
Coun.    DOWLING— Mr.    President.    I    believe 
there  is  a  motion  before  the  house. 

President  HEFFERNAN— There  is  a  motion 
before  the  body  to  refer  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, and  so  the  other  motion  is  out  of  order. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  move  the 
previous  question. 

Coun.  G1LBODY— Mr.  President,  I  do  not  pro- 
pose to  discuss  the  merits  of  the  proposition  here, 
because,  as  the  Council  knows,  I  am  firmly  and 
positively  opposed  to  the  proposition.  However, 
although  the  record  shows  that  only  four  people 
voiced  their  objection  at  the  hearing,  I  think  the 
gentleman  who  spoke  forgets  the  fact  that  he 
represents  37,700  people  in  Roxbury,  and  the  fact 
that  a  larger  number  of  them  did  not  show  up 
here  is  probably  not  because  they  were  not 
interested  but  because  they  did  not  think  it  was 
necessary,  as  they  felt  that  he  would  protect  their 
interests.  I  know  that  the  people  of  my  ward 
would  not  think  it  was  necessary  for  them  to  come, 
because  they  would  feel  that  I  would  stand  up 
here  and  record  their  opposition  to  the  proposition. 
On  the  other  hand,  however,  while  I  am  a  firm 
opponent  of  what  is  proposed  here,  I  would  give 
any  man,  woman  or  child  an  opportunity  to 
appear  here  in  the  Council  and  voice  their  views 
prior  to  the  passage  of  a  vote  in  the  body.  I  think 
if  anybody  wants  to  be  heard  an  opportunity  should 
be  given  to  him  to  be  heard  before  the  taking  of  a 
vote  in  the  body. 

The  motion  to  refer  to  the  Executive  Committee 
was  lost. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  question  now 
comes  on  the  passage  of  the  ordinance. 

Coun.  RUBY — i\Ir.  President,  with  reference  to 
the  general  question,  my  good  friend,  the  councilor 
from  Ward  9  (Coun.  Ward),  read  what  a  certain 
Mr.  Jackson  had  to  say  with  reference  to  his  ob- 
jection. I  am  going  to  ask  the  Council  to  bear 
with  me  and  see  what  Mrs.  Ward  had  to  say  in 
objecting  to  the  proposed  ordinance.  This  was 
Mrs.  Mary  E.  Ward,  of  910  Neponset  avenue. 
Chairman  Dowling  asked  her  to  state  her  objec- 
tions.    Her  answer  was: 

"I  object  very  much  to  any  woman  being  sub- 
jected to  this  sort  of  thing.  The  previous  speaker 
talked  about  the  men.  I  would  like  to  talk  about 
the  women,  mothers  and  would-be  mothers,  those 
with  children  and  grandchildren,  who  object 
very  much  to  females  having  to  stand  in  the 
buses,  in  Somerville,  Cambridge  or  elsewhere.  I 
know  that  the  Elevated  is  getting  money  enough 
to  provide  the  proper  number  of  buses  for  the 
people.  If  it  is  only  a  question  of  allowing  six  or 
seven  additional  to  stand  in  a  bus,  why  not  put 
on  another  bus?  In  Dorchester,  my  district,  we 
are  building  up  very  rapidly.  I  was  on  a  com- 
mittee that  waited  on  Mr.  Dana.  Mr.  Dana  said 
that  the  buses  were  not  built  to  allow  any  passen- 
gers to  stand,  the  buses  going  out  on  the  Adams 
street  line." 

That  is  the  district  she  comes  from. 

"If  this  ordinance  goes  through,  it  means  that 

you   will  have   women   standing.     I   don't   know 

about  women  having  a  better  understanding  than 

men,  but  certainly  the  men  wear  larger  shoes  and 
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take  up  more  room.  I  think  we  should  have  more 
buses  so  that  there  would  be  no  necessity  for  any- 
body standing  up.  I  got  a  very  bad  spill  in  an 
Adams  street  bus,  in  one  of  the  streets,  because  I 
had  to  stand  up  and  some  foreigner  rushed  by  me. 
I  think  the  previous  speakers  should  have  taken 
into  consideration  the  present  mothers  and  the 
future  mothers,  in  connection  with  this  matter." 

I  asked  Mr.  Mulcahy,  who  represented  the 
Elevated  at  that  time,  if  it  would  be  possible  for  a 
person  conveniently  to  stand  in  a  bus,  in  the  aisle, 
and  have  somebody  go  by  him,  and  he  answered 
that  such  a  person  would  have  to  squeeze  by. 
Then  a  question  was  asked,  I  think  by  the  chair- 
man, in  regard  to  the  height  of  the  bus,  the  inside 
height,  and  Mr.  Mulcahy  stated  that  from  the 
floor  to  the  ceiling  of  the  bus  was  either  6  feet  or 
ti  feet  3  inches,  and  that  a  person  of  ordinary 
height  might,  have  a  tough  job  standing  in  the 
bus.  He  said  that  a  person  6  feet  in  height  or 
over  might  not  want  to  stand  in  the  bus,  but  that 
lie  had  a  very  good  alternative  by  waiting  for  a 
bus  upon  which  he  could  get  a  seat.  I  think  if 
that  is  the  kind  of  an  answer  we  get  from  a  public 
utility  official  we  ought  not  to  grant  that  kind  of 
privilege,  where  conditions  are  not  as  suitable  for 
some  individuals  as  for  others.  I  am  not  arguing 
for  myself  in  this  matter,  because  I  can  stand  in 
a  bus  without  the  possibility  of  hitting  my  head 
going  over  jounces  in  some  of  the  streets  we  have 
in  Dorchester.  But  I  believe,  on  Mr.  Mulcahy's 
statement,  we  ought  not  to  grant  this  request. 
Every  other  request  of  the  Elevated,  in  reference 
to  jitneys  and  other  matters,  has  been  granted  by 
the  Council,  but  I  do  think  that  this  is  a  matter 
which  concerns  the  health  and  safety  of  the 
public.  I  think,  in  order  to  protect  the  public,  it 
is  our  duty  to  oppose  the  granting  of  a  permit  to 
stand  in  all  kinds  of  buses  such  as  we  have  in  cur 
streets  of  Boston  today. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  think  in 
this  matter  one  of  the  people  we  should  have  called 
before  the  committee  is  the  Health  Commissioner 
of  Boston.  I  believe  that  this  is  a  health  menace, 
and  I  also  think  it  is  a  menace  to  the  morals  cf 
the  women  of  our  community  when  you  ask  them 
to  ride  in  buses  crowded  the  way  these  buses  are. 
This  request  is  typical  of  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway.  It  says  "passengers  in  excess  of  25 
per  cent  above  the  seating  capacity  of  such  motor 
vehicle  shall  not  habitually  be  carried."  That  is, 
on  30,  40  or  50  per  cent  of  their  trips  they  may 
carry  an  additional  number,  as  long  as  they  do 
not  do  it  "habitually."  As  long  as  it  is  not  clone 
"habitually,"  the  driver  can  allow  them  to  get  on. 
Then  it  says, ' '  whenever  the  number  of  passengers 
regularly  applying  for  transportation  exceeds  the 
number  hereinbefore  provided  for  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  licenses  to  furnish  sufficient  additional 
facilities  to  carry  such  passengers."  Who  is  to 
pass  on  that?  And  then  they  show  a  splendid, 
charitable  spirit,  an  intention  to  carefully  look 
out  for  the  people  on  Adams  street  and  in  ether 
sections,  when  they  say  that  no  person  operating 
such  vehicle  "shall  take  on  or  suffer  or  permit, 
more  persons  to  ride  or  to  be  carried  thereon  at 
any  one  time  than  is  authorized  by  this  section,  or 
permit  any  pel  son  to  stand  or  sit  upon  the  running 
board,  steps,  fender,  dash  or  hood  thereof,  or  per- 
mit any  person  to  ride  on  such  motor  vehicle 
outside  the  body  thereof."  They  are  not  going 
to  let  people  ride  on  the  fender  or  hood.  Think 
of  it.  The  hood  is  going  to  be  left  free,  so  that 
the  man  driving  can  look  over  the  hood  without 
any  person  interfering  with  his  view.  And  they 
are  not  going  to  permit  any  person  to  ride  outside 
the  body  of  the  vehicle.  Wonderful!  Wonder- 
ful! This  is  certainly  a  charitable  organization. 
And  it  says,  in  addition  to  that:  "Provided,  how- 
ever, that  in  addition  to  the  number  cf  passengers 
which  said  motor  vehicle  by  the  terms  of  this 
section  is  permitted  to  carry,  children  under  seven 
years  of  age  may  be  carried  therein,  in  arms,  or 
seated  on  the  laps  of  adult  persons  accompanying 
them,  but  no  passenger  with  a  child  in  arms  or 
seated  on  the  lap  shall  be  permitted  on  the  front 
seat  of  the  vehicle."  So  you  see  how  closely  they 
are  guarding  the  public.  You  see,  they  are  not 
going  to  allow  any  habitual  overtaxing  of  the 
vehicle.  Once  in  a  while  they  may  carry  50  per 
cent  more  in  a  bus  than  can  be  accommodated  by 
the  seats,  and  they  are  going  to  allow  women  with 
children  in  their  laps,  but  they  arc  going  to  be 
charitable  enough  and  careful  enough  of  the  public 
to  leave  the  fenders  and  hoods  without  passengers. 


Mr.  President,  I  must  vote  against  this  ordinance, 
and  I  feel  especially,  having  these  charitable  sug- 
gestions in  mind,  that  I  must  vote  against  this 
public-spirited  measure. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr  President,  the  ordinance 
as  drawn  reminds  me  a  good  deal  of  a  sign  in  the 
courthouse  of  Dover,  .New  Hampshire,  in  three 
languages,  which  says  that  "People  who  spit  on 
the  floor  will  be  severely  dealt  with.  This  ordi- 
nance does  not  tell  us  at  all  what  is  going  to  happen 
if  the  licensee  fails  in  his  duty  of  providing  sufficient 
additional  facilities, — whether  he  is  going  to  be 
severely  dealt  with,  fined  $100,  or  sent  to  jail. 
We  are  not  informed.  The  ordinance  as  drawn 
has  already  been  commented  upon  by  the  last 
speaker,  referring. to  the  word  "habitual"  and  to 
other  provisions  of  it.  That  language  only  shows 
the  additional  weaknesses  in  the  ordinance  as 
drawn.  While  ostensibly  the  limitation  of  standees 
is  to  be  to  25  per  cent  of  the  seated  decpants  of  a 
bus,  it  does  not  necessarily  follow  that  that  will  be 
the  limit,  taking  the  language  of  the  ordinance  as 
drawn.  Certainly  it  would  seem  that  they  are  not 
to  be  prevented  from  exceeding  that  25  per  cent 
limit,  having  in  view  the  clauses  referred  to  by  the 
councilor  who  has  just  spoken;  and  the  last  clause 
in  this  draft  would  seem  to  give  women  holding 
children  in  their  arms  at  least  a  debatable  right  to 
go  in  and  stand  up.  It  seems  to  me  that  this 
ordinance  has  been  drawn  in  a  very  careless 
manner  for  presentation  to  this  body,  if  they  really 
wished  and  intended  to  achieve  a  certain  object. 
It  is  so  full  of  technical  objections,  that  must  be 
clear  to  anybody,  that  I  cannot  see  how  the 
members  can  vote  for  it. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr  President,  after  all  the 
brilliance  which  has  been  shown  by  the  remarks  of 
the  gentleman  on  the  extreme  left,  and  the  lack  of 
information  possessed  by  the  gentleman  from 
Ward  14,  it  does  not  seem  to  me  necessary  to  make 
any  lengthy  argument  in  favor  of  this  ordinance. 
The  Council  has  already  gone  on  record  as  not 
wanting  further  information  in  reference  to  the 
petition.  It  is  true,  sir,  that  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances  gave  a  hearing  on  the  petition.  It  is 
also  true  that  four  people  out  of  700,000  were 
sufficiently  interested  in  the  matter  to  come  before 
the  committee  and  express  their  objection.  It  is 
true  that  one  gentleman  representing  the  Elevated, 
and  probably  paid  for  his  services,  came  and 
presented  the  Elevated  situation,  It  is  also 
probably  true  that  no  member  of  the  Council  is 
less  familiar  with  the  bus  situation,  so  far  as 
experience  in  riding  in  buses  is  concerned,  than 
myself.  I  have  never  yet  ridden  on  an  Elevated 
bus.  There  are,  however,  three  lines  of  Elevated 
buses  operating  in  the  district  I  represent.  One 
operates  between  Faneuil  and  Union  square, 
Allston;  another  runs  between  Union  square, 
Allston,  and  Union  square,  Somerville,  and  the 
third  operates  between  Union  square,  Allston,  and 
Central  square,  Cambridge.  I  inquired  this 
afternoon  and  received  information  as  to  the 
number  of  bus  lines  that  the  Elevated  operates  in 
the  city.  I  understand  that  about  eighteen  bus 
lines  are  in  operation.  I  was  told  that  the  longest 
journey  on  an  Elevated  bus  would  be  about 
eighteen  minutes,  going  between  the  extreme  ends 
of  routes,  and  certainly  in  the  case  of  the  Allston 
lines  connecting  with  Central  square  and  with 
Union  square,  Somerville,  the  length  of  the  run 
would  probably  not  be  over  nine  minutes.  So,  in 
any  event,  it  is  not  trip  as  long  as  that  which 
Lindbergh  took.  It  is  a  short  journey.  I  certainly 
cannot  imagine  why  the  Council  does  not  want 
some  information  on  the  matter.  There  is,  to  my 
mind,  nothing  unreasonable  in  the  request  of  the 
Boston  Elevated,  because  already,  sir  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Utilities  which  has  general  super- 
vision over  this  matter,  has  passed  a  regulation 
which  allows  a  25  per  cent  overload.  The  cities  of 
Somerville,  Cambridge  and  Medford,  and  other 
cities  and  towns,  have  allowed  it.  I  asked  this 
morning,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Department 
of  Public  Utilities  has  already  granted  the  25  per 
cent  overload  privilege,  why  this  ordinance  had 
been  brought  into  the  City  Council,  asking  this 
permission,  and  I  was  told  that  it  was  a  matter  of 
courtesy,  and  brought  in  here  on  that  account, 
although  they  believe  that  they  do  have  this  right 
under  the  regulation  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Utilities.  In  any  event,  this  is  not  a  matter  to 
make  a  great  hue  and  cry  over,  and  it  should  not 
be  greeted  with  ridicule.  It  is  a  perfectly  reason- 
able proposition.  You  and  I,  sir,  might  be  waiting 
at  any  point  where  a  bus  line  runs,  waiting  for  a 
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bus  to  come  along.  It  might  be  a  bus  accommodat- 
ing twenty-nine  seated  passengers  and  there  might 
be  one  vacant  seat,  and  either  you  or  I  would  have 
to  be  left  behind  because  they  could  not  carry  one 
more  than  the  number  for  whom  seats  could  be 
provided.  We  would  certainly  consider  it  a  hard- 
ship if  we  were  not  allowed  to  get  on.  So  it  seems 
to  me  that  much  of  the  ridicule  here  has  not  been 
warranted,  and  I  hope  this  Council  will  not 
reject  this  proposed  amendment  to  the  ordinance. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  I  happened  to  be 
present  at  that  meeting  of  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances  and  had  the  pleasure  of  hearing  a 
few  questions  asked  of  Mr.  Mulcahy.  With 
reference  to  what  has  been  said  by  the  gentleman 
from  Brighton  with  regard  to  certain  towns  having 
accepted  this  ordinance,  let  me  say  that  Mr. 
Mulcahy  was  asked  these  questions  by  Coun. 
Wragg: 

"Coun.  WRAGG—  I  would  like  to  ask  about 
the  Maiden  and  Everett  situation. 

"Mr.  MULCAHY — Wedon't  operate  in  Everett. 

"Coun.  WRAGG— Maiden. 

"Mr.  MULCAHY — Maiden  has  not  passed  it. 

"Coun.  WRAGG — But  the  Council  now  is 
considering  it? 

"Mr.  MULCAHY— No,  they  turned  it  down." 
That  is  one  of  the  phases  of  the  situation.  In 
another  part  of  Mr.  Mulcahy 's  testimony  he  said: 

"What  we  have  asked  for  is  that  we  may  take 
on  a  bus  standing  passenger  to  the  extent  of  25  per 
cent  in  excess  of  the  seating  capacity.  Our 
ordinary  buses  carry  twenty-five  and  twenty-nine 
passengers,  and  where  they  carry  twenty-five 
that  would  mean  six  additional  people,  and  in  the 
case  of  twenty-nine,  seven  additional  people." 

If  that  is  their  intention,  why  do  they  place  this 
specious  phraseology  in  the  ordinance?  The 
ordinance  says: 

"Passenger  in  excess  of  25  per  cent  above  the 
seating  capacity  of  such  motor  vehicle  shall  not 
habitually  be  carried." 

What  does  that  mean? 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  if  the  gentle- 
man will  yield  for  just  a  moment,  the  probable 
reason  for  that  —  and  I  have  no  connection  with 
the  Elevated,  no  sympathy  with  them,  no  interest 
at  all  personally  in  them,  have  never  worked  for 
or  been  employed  by  them  —  but  the  reason 
probably  is  because  it  follows  a  regulation  framed 
and  adopted  by  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities. 
That  is  the  probable  reason  why  they  used  that 
term. 

Coun.  BLTSH — Yes,  but  what  does  "habitually" 
mean?  Does  it  mean  that  on  Monday  they  may 
carry  exactly  25  per  cent  of  the  seating  capacity  as 
standees,  and  that  on  the  other  days  they  may 
carry  40  per  cent  of  the  seating  capacity  as  stand- 
ees? There  is  nothing  that  will  limit  them  to  25 
per  cent.  The  ordinance,  broadly  and  liberally 
interpreted,  might  allow  them  to  carry  200  or  300 
per  cent  of  the  seating  capacity  of  the  bus,  as 
standees,  if  the  occasion  should  arise.  There  is 
no  limit  necessarily  in  the  ordinance.  This 
phraseology  is  very  misleading  and  certainly  with 
the  present  phraseology  I  should  not  vote  for  the 
ordinance. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  referring  to 
the  remarks  of  the  chairman  of  the  Ordinance 
Committee  and  the  refusal  of  the  members  of  the 
Council  to  receive  from  the  Elevated  further 
information  in  regard  to  this  matter,  my  under- 
standing of  the  situation  is  this,  that  this  ordinance 
when  it  originally  came  into  the  body  w-as  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Ordinances,  and  a  public 
hearing  was  held,  and  this  evidence  was  presented. 
At  that  time  I  understand  that  more  than  four 
people  were  present,  although  I  believe  four  did 
speak.  There  were  at  least  two  who  represented 
an  organization  consisting  of  200  or  300  business 
men.  However,  had  not  one  single  member  of 
the  publio  been  present,  in  my  opinion  the  Elevated 
would  have  failed  to  prove  its  case  on  the  evidence 
of  its  own  representative  alone.  If  the  only  man 
n  the  room  before  the  committee  was  the  repre- 
sentative of  the  Boston  Elevated,  in  my  opinion 
they  would  have  failed  to  prove  their  case  to  the 
satisfaction  of  most  of  the  members  of  the  com- 
mittee, would  have  failed  to  logically  prove  their 
contention  that  the  ordinance  should  be  changed, 
because  it  was  clear  from  the  testimony  of  the. 
■attorney  for  the  Elevated  himself  that  he  felt  that 
if  a  man  6  feet  or  over  stood  in  one  of  those  buses 
he  was  taking  a  chance  and  in  ease  of  injury  would 
be  guilty  of  contributory  negligence.  Mr.  Presi- 
dent,  I  certainly  feel  that   I  must  vote   against 


this  ordinance  because  of  the  jokers  contained  in  it. 
Coun.  McGrath  has  well  pointed  out  the  presence 
of  the  word  "habitually,"  and,  in  response  to 
Coun.  Bush's  question  as  to  what  the  words 
"habitually  be  carried"  mean,  I  would  venture 
the  suggestion  that  it  would  be  at  any  time  when 
an  inspector  was  not  abourd  the  bus.  Another 
phrase  here  is  as  follows: 

"Whenever  the  number  of  passengers  regularly 
applying  for  transportation  exceeds  the  number 
hereinbefore  provided  for,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
licensee  to  furnish  sufficient  additional  facilities  to 
carry  such  passengers." 

In  other  words,  we  have  here  the  words  "regu- 
larly applying  for."  Those  words  are  significant. 
In  addition,  as  Coun.  Guild  has  pointed  out,  there 
is  no  penalty  for  breaking  this  ordinance.  In  view 
of  the  three  jokers  in  the  oridnanee  which  are  so 
plain  to  the  eye  even  from  a  casual  reading,  I  wrould 
be  against  the  ordinance  if  there  had  not  been  a 
public  hearing,  if  nobody  representing  the  public 
were  present,  and  if  the  Elevated  had  proved  its 
case,  which  I  believe  it  did  not  do. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  about  twenty- 
five  years  ago,  I  suppose,  when  electric  cars  were 
first  run  through  the  streets  of  the  city,  there  was  a 
great  hue  and  cry  sent  up  to  the  effect  that  nobody 
should  stand  on  the  running  boards.  But  I  re- 
member, as  a  boy  riding  on  street  cars,  that  I 
wanted  to  ride  on  the  running  board.  One  point 
not  emphasized  here,  it  seems  to  me,  when  you  are 
dealing  with  the  convenience  of  700,000  people  of 
Boston,  is  the  fact  that  some  of  those  people  may 
want  to  ride,  even  if  there  is  not  a  seat,  in  order  to 
get  to  and  from  their  homes,  instead  of  waiting  for 
other  conveyances.  The  gentleman  from  Dor- 
chester has  spoken  about  health,  saying  that  it 
would  be  a  menace  to  health.  If  you  are  goirjg  to 
prohibit  six  passengers  from  riding  in  a  bus, 
standing,  because  of  health  conditions,  for  God's 
sake  why  do  you  allow  your  cars  here  in  Boston  to 
be  choked  up  with  standing  passengers?  If  the 
health  of  the  people  is  important  in  the  one  case, 
why  is  it  not  important  in  the  other?  And  if  it  is  a 
health  problem,  why  not  investigate  it  from  the 
health  standpoint?  I  have  no  especial  feeling  for 
the  Elevated,  but  in  the  old  days  it  was  the  popular 
thing  to  take  a  shot  at  Harvard  College,  and  now 
it  seems  to  be  a  popular  thing  to  take  a  shot  at  the 
Boston  Elevated,  if  you  want  to  be  elected  to 
public  office.  I  don't  believe  in  that  sort  of  thing. 
There  was  no  necessity  for  shooting  at  Harvard 
College  in  the  old  days,  and  that  has  now  passed  by, 
and  neither  is  there  any  sense  in  shooting  at  the 
Boston  Elevated  today,  unless  you  have  good 
reason  for  doing  so.  I  hope  this  ordinance,  as 
reported  by  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  and  as  it 
appears  before  us  today,  will  be  passed.  It  is  a 
matter  that  was  carefully  looked  into  by  the 
members  of  the  committee,  who  know  more  about, 
it  than  the  other  members  of  this  Council,  and  this 
ordinance  has  been  reported  to  us  after  a  hearing 
and  careful  study.  The.  members  of  the  com- 
mittee felt,  after  hearing  the  arguments  that  were 
presented,  that  it  should  be  enacted  as  an  ordinance, 
because  of  public  necessity  and  because  of  the 
importance  of  such  a  regulation,  particularly  in 
inclement  weather.  I  am  going  to  vote  for  the 
ordinance,  because  I  believe  it  is  in  the  interest,  on 
the  whole,  of  the  700,000  people  of  this  city, 
that  they  should  be  allowed  to  ride  in  a  bus,  even 
if  they  must  stand,  if  they  wish  to  do  so,  particu- 
larly where  the  limit  of  the  ride  is  probably  only 
three  or  four  miles. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  the  transpor- 
tation situation  has  been  most  ably  reviewed  by 
the  distinguished  gentleman  from  Roxbury,  but 
my  point  of  view  is  opposite,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  two  wrongs  do  not  make  a  right.  I  think  if 
twenty-five  years  ago  there  had  been  an  insistence 
on  furnishing  seats  to  people  in  trolley  cars,  people 
going  to  and  from  their  labors  in  rush  hours,  and 
if  such  a  regulation  had  been  in  force,  people 
would  have  had  a  seat  in  the  ears,  that  the  Elevated 
would  have  been  forced  to  run  enough  cars  to  fur- 
nish room  for  people  to  sit  down.  Looking  to  the 
future,  to  my  mind  in  a  few  years  there  will  prob- 
ably not  be  a  trolley  car  operating  in  the  city.  The 
situation  is  working  around  continually  to  buses. 
We  ought  now  to  take  steps  to  provide  for  the 
future,  and  not  permit  the  present  unwise  condi- 
tion in  the  transportation  system  of  this  com- 
munity to  be  maintained.  Let  us  not  continue  to 
be  hoodwinked  in  the  future  as  we  have  been  in 
the  past  in  this  trolley  situation.  Don't  let  them 
fill  up  the  buses  with  standee  passengers.  I  know 
what   the   situation   is,   because   one   of   the   most 
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prominent  bus  lines  is  in  my  ward,  and  we  know 
what  we  are  getting  and  what  we  have  to  contend 
with  out  there.  Of  course,  Mr.  President,  the 
same  thing  must  be  true  in  your  ward,  out  in 
Brighton,  in  connection  with  your  bus  lines. 
Furthermore,  it  is  planned  that  we  shall  give  them 
permission  to  put  six  or  seven  more  people  in  the 
buses,  according  to  capacity.  There  is  nobody  to 
shut  them  out.  A  man  running  a  bus  is  so  busy 
watching  traffic  that  you  can't  expect  him  to  keep 
an  eye  on  the  capacity  of  the  bus.  All  he  can 
properly  do  is  to  watch  the  traffic,  to  watch  the 
street,  to  In,, I,  i, ui  for  Mir  management  of  the  bus 
while  he  is  traveling  along  the  street.  He  cer- 
tainly has  not  time  to  turn  around  and  count  how 
many  people  are  standing  in  the  bus.  I  feel  that 
it  is  against  public  safety  to  permit  this  sort  of 
thing  to  be  done,  to  have  a  condition  which  will 
necessitate  a  man  driving  a  bus  of  this  kind  turn- 
ing around  to  see  what  the  conditions  are  and 
taking  his  eyes  off  the  road.  The  only  thing  a 
man  operating  a  bus  should  watch  is  the  traffic  on 
the  road.  If  we  give  them  permission  to  have 
standees  on  the  buses,  also,  the  first  thing  we 
know  they  will  be  cutting  down  on  their  schedules, 
filling  up  the  buses,  with  the  result  that  they  will 
say,  "We  don't  need  so  many  buses  there,  and  we 
will  take  some  of  them  off."  The  result,  as  I  say, 
will  be  that  the  standee  ordinance  will  allow  a  reduc- 
tion in  the  number  of  buses  which  will  be  run.  If 
it  is  true,  as  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances  has  said,  that  they  did  not  have  to 
come  in  here  for  this  ordinance,  why  in  heaven's 
name  have  they  come  in  here  at  all?  Let  me 
assure  the  Council  that  they  certainly  did  not  come 
in  here  as  a  matter  of  courtesy.  They  came 
because  they  Knew  they  had  to  come  in  here 
Every  newspaper  in  Boston  has  pointed  out  the 
danger  of  having  standees  on  the  buses.  Maiden 
has  not  given  permission  for  them  to  have  standees 
on  the  buses,  and  I  have  correspondence  to  prove  it. 
Medford  has  not,  Cambridge  has  not.  I  have  cor- 
respondence to  substantiate  my  statement,  Mr. 
President.  I  am  going  to  ask  the  Council  to  vote 
to  refuse  this  standee  ordinance.  We  are  all  los- 
ing sight  of  the  fact  that  it  is  not  men  only  who 
are  concerned.  One  of  the  ladies  who  appeared 
before  the  committee  said: 

"I  object  very  much  to  any  women  being  sub- 
jected to  this  sort  of  thing.  The  previous  speaker 
talked  about  the  men.  I  would  like  to  talk  about, 
the  women,  mothers  and  would-be  mothers,  those 
with  children  and  grandchildren,  who  object  very 
much  to  females  having  to  stand  in  the  buses,  in 
Somerville,  Cambridge,  or  elsewhere. 

I  am  going  to  ask  the  Council  to  remember  the 
women  who  ride  in  the  buses — young  women  and 
old  women,  mothers  and  future  mothers.  Don't 
forget  that  this  is  not  simply  a  question  of  whether 
there  are  large  men  or  small  men  who  want  to  ride. 

Coun.  FREELEY — Mr.  President,  being  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Jitney  Committee  for  the  last  two  years  I 
might  state  that  I  have  studied  jitney  conditions 
very  thoroughly.  This  year  I  had  occasion  to  lis- 
ten to  Mr.  Dana  at  a  committee  meeting,  stating 
the  reason  why  he  thought  a  25  per  cent  overload 
should  be  granted  to  the  Boston  Elevated  on  these 
buses.  I  might  inform  the  Council  that  I  have 
occasion  to  ride  on  jitneys  from  Cambridge  and 
Somerville,  frequently.  I  might  also  say  that  I 
have  seen  deplorable  conditions  at  Kendall  Square 
Station,  where  many  people,  including  some  of  my 
own  constitutents,  have  to  stand  at  times  in  inclem- 
ent weather,  because  they  are  not  allowed  to  get  on 
buses.  I  might  also  add  that  in  Coun.  Ward's 
district  there  was  a  concern,  running  for  prac- 
tically a  quarter  of  a  century,  known  as  the  Boston 
Belting  Company.  Many  people  in  my  section 
have  received  their  livelihood  from  the'  Boston 
Belting  Company.  They  had  the  misfortune  to  go 
out  of  business  some  five  or  six  years  ago,  and  went 
to  the  handiest  place,  the  Boston  Woven  Hose 
Company,  in  Cambridge,  and  most  of  the  Roxbury 
people  who  were  working  for  that  company  have 
had  to  go  back  and  forth  between  Roxbury  and 
Cambridge  since.  I  have  made  a  point  of  famil- 
iarizing myself  with  conditions,  and  I  think  I  know 
the  conditions  as  well  as  anybody.  Because  of  the 
fact  that  this  overload  has  not  been  permitted, 
because  of  the  fact  that  passengers  have  not  been 
allowed  to  stand,  I  and  others  have  had  to  stand 
there  waiting,  not  being  allowed  to  ride  on  a  bus, 
and  I  know  that  that  has  been  the  cause  of  a  great 
deal  of  inconvenience  and  injury  to  many  people. 
I  believe  that  the  Elevated  is  entitled  to  a  25  per 
cent  overload  on  those  buses.  I  have  had  seven 
or  eight  cases  called  to  my  attention  where  people 


have  been  disciplined  because  they  have  been  late, 
not  being  able  to  get  to  their  place  of  business  in 
time,  and  I  have  been  informed  of  cases  where 
people  in  Roxbury  have  lost  their  jobs  because  of 
the  mere  fact  that  they  have  been  late  three  times 
in  one  week,  and  have  been  therefore  discharged. 
There  has  been  a  great  deal  of  inconvenience  and 
a  great  deal  of  injury  done  to  people  who  work  in 
candy  factories  and  other  companies  over  there.  I 
have  had  occasion  myself  to  stand  for  twenty 
minutes  on  a  rainy  morning  waiting  for  a  bus  where 
I  could  get  a  seat,  and  having  the  motorman 
deliberately  slam  the  door  in  my  face  when  the 
seating  capacity  was  taken  up.  There  is  also  the 
difficulty  of  running  into  different  regulations  in 
one  city  from  what  you  find  in  another.  As  a  mat- 
ter of  fact,  some  of  these  outside  towns  are  waiting 
to  see  first  whether  Boston  will  grant  the  desired 
permission.  In  this  case  both  Somerville  and 
Cambridge  have  taken  the  jump  on  Boston  and 
have  granted  this  right  to  the  Boston  Elevated. 
In  view  of  the  discussion  we  have  had  on  this  mat- 
ter, I  would  now  move  that  the  matter  be  laid  on 
the  table  for  one  week. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  Chair  would  rule 
that  it  has  just  been  taken  from  the  table,  and  that 
the  motion  is  not  now  in  order. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  move  the  pre- 
vious question  and  ask  for  a  roll  call. 

The  main  question  was  ordered,  and  the  question 
came  on  the  passage  of  the  ordinance. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  Clerk  will  call 
the  roll. 

Coun.  ENGLERT— Mr.  President  — 

President  HEFFERNAN— For  what  purpose 
does  the  gentleman  rise? 

Coun.  ENGLERT— I  would  like  to  ask  the  gen- 
tleman from  Roxbury  if  people,  when  a  bus  is  full, 
have  to  wait,  perhaps  a  half  an  hour,  before  they 
have  a  chance  to  get  on  the  next  bus? 

Coun.  FREELEY— Yes. 

President  HEFFERNAN— No  debate  is  in 
order.     The  Clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

The  ordinance  wras  rejected,  yeas  6,  nays  12:

The  Council  voted  at  4  p.  m.,  on  motion  of 
Coun.  ARNOLD,  to  take  a  recess  subject  to  the 
call  of  the  Chair. 

The  members  reassembled  in  the  Council 
Chamber  and  were  called  to  order  by  President 
HEFFERNAN  at  5.07  p.  m.

PLAYGROUND,    WARD    3. 

Coun.  GREEN,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
submitted  report  recommending  the  passage  of  an 
order  for  a  loan  of  $250,000  to  be  expended  under 
the  direction  of  the  Park  Commission,  for  the  pur- 
chase of  land  for  playground  purposes  in  the  West 
End  section  of  Ward  3. 

The  question  came  on  the  acceptance  of  the 
report  and  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.   DOWLING— Mr.   President,   may   I  in- 
quire whether  that  is  the  order  that  was  originally 
put  in  for  $100,000,  and  increased  to  $250,000  by 
the  committee? 
#Coun.  GREEN— Y.s. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  with  all  due 
respect  to  the  councilor  from  Ward  3,  I  just  want 
to  serve  notice  that  I  shall  vote  against  this  ordi- 
nance. I  think  I  will  be  about  two  steps  ahead 
of  the  Mayor — not  that  I  want  to  keep  in  step 
with  him  particularly — in  voting  against  the  order. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  has  the  informa- 
tion which  I  requested  the  first  time  this  order  was 
introduced — that  we  be  informed  as  to  where  the 
location  of  this  proposed  playground  is  going  to 
be,  the  area  of  it,  and  the  probable  amount  that 
will  be  required — been  furnished  to  the  Council? 

Coun.  GREEN— Mr.  President,  I  don't  think 
I  can  give  the  councilor  that  information,  because 
I  am  not  interested  in  either  the  land  there  or  this 
purchase.  But  I  think  my  genial  friend  from 
Ward  3  (Coun.  Fitzgerald)  might  give  the  coun- 
cilor the  information  requested. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  where 
this  proposed  site  is  going  to  be  I  don't  know,  but 
all  1  can  say  is  that  I  have  never  voted  against  a 
playground  nor  a  public  building  since  I  have  been 
a  member  of  the  City  Council,  nor  before  I  was 
a  member  of  the  Council.  The  order,  of  course, 
must  stand  on  its  merits,  and  if  any  members 
want  to  vote  against  it,  that  is  their  privilege. 
Of  course,  it  is  a  thing  that  is  going  to  be  for  the 
benefit  of  the  people  of  my  district.  Where  it  is 
going  to  be  I  don't  know,  and  am  not  concerned. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  I  don't  know 
that  I  care  much  where  the  playground  is  to  be. 
If  it  is  to  be  for  the  kiddies  of  the  West  End,  that 
is  enough  for  me.  I  would  like  to  have  it  in  my 
district,  but  as  long  as  it  is  for  the  kids  of  that  sec- 
tion I  am  perfectly  agreeable  to  voting  for  the 
order. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  as  I  said  when 
the  order  was  first  introduced,  I  have  not  the 
slightest  objection  in  the  world  to  a  playground, 
or  two  or  three  of  them,  for  the  West  End.  I  am 
absolutely  in  favor  of  that  sort,  of  thing.  As  far 
as  the  West  End  is  concerned,  I  think  that  is  one 
of  the  most  congested  sections  of  the  city,  and  you 
cannot  provide  too  many  playgrounds  for  such 
sections.  But  I  do  object  to  voting  a  specific 
amount  of  money  for  a  non-specific  purpose. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  agree  with 
Coun.  Bush.  I  am  not  against  a  playground  in 
Coun.  Fitzgerald's  district.  I  think  we  all  realize 
that  playgrounds  are  needed  there.  I  have  re- 
ceived, also,  several  letters  from  school  teachers  in 
the  district,  some  who  were  formerly  school  teach- 
ers of  mine,  and  in  every  instance  I  have  written 
back  that  I  am  in  favor,  generally  speaking,  of 
such  projects.  But  it  seems  to  me  the  location 
should  be  at  least  sketchily  outlined;  that  some 
information  should  be  given  us  making  the  thing 
a  little  more  specific  than  simply  stating  the 
amount  of  money  we  are  asked  to  spend. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  all  I 
can  say  on  this  matter  is  that  some  people  would 
like  a  playground  placed   in   the   vicinity   of   the 
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Blackstone  School.  That,  however,  is  open  to 
debate.  I  have  no  site  in  mind.  That  is  a  con- 
gested district,  and  there  are  a  lot  of  people  inter- 
ested in  settlement  house  work,  work  with  the 
youth  of  the  district,  who  have  different  ideas  as 
to  where  the  playground  should  be  placed.  We 
never  will  get  anywhere  until  we  pass  the  order. 
Everybody  who  knows  about  the  population  of 
the  district  realizes  that  something  of  this  sort  is 
very  much  needed.  Unfortunately,  land  is  costly 
down  there,  but  land  will  have  to  be  taken  for 
this  purpose  sooner  or  later.  I  am  only  inter- 
ested in  doing  something  for  the  district,  the  same 
as  anybody  here.  The  final  solution,  as  to  the 
site,  and  so  forth,  remains  with  the  Mayor  and 
the  Park  Commission. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  it  is  not  the  func- 
tion of  this  body  to  rely  on  somebody's  else  judg- 
ment in  these  matters.  On  all  such  matters,  on 
which  we  are  to  act,  we  are  supposed  in  the  first 
instance,  to  exercise  our  own  judgment.  It  seems 
to  me  if  there  is  any  proposed  sum  to  be  spent  for 
a  playground,  all  the  information  possible  with 
regard  to  it  should  be  brought  before  the  Council, 
because  it  is  the  Council  that  has  to  vote  on  it, 
and  I  do  feel  that  before  such  a  sum  is  appro- 
priated for  this  purpose,  some  information  at  least 
should  be  had  as  to  about  where  the  location  or 
site  of  the  proposed  playground  is  to  be,  and  how 
much  area  it  is  to  cover.  We  would  like  to  know 
what  we  are  going  to  get  for  that  money. 

Coun:  RUBY — Mr.  President,  it  is  rather  unfor- 
tunate that,  because  this  particular  order  has  been 
introduced,  there  should  be  a  discussion  of  this 
sort  in  regard  to  it.  I  have  sat  here  with  the 
members  of  the  Council  since  the  Council  came 
into  existence  and  have  never  yet,  up  to  the  present 
time,  heard  the  question  of  where  money  was  to 
be  spent  on  land,  under  an  order  that  was  offered, 
discussed  in  this  fashion.  There  are  many  reasons 
why  the  exact  locations  cannot  be  stated  in  these 
cases.  Regardless  of  what  may  be  said  by  others, 
I  am  a  product  of  the  North  End,  lived  there  for 
thirty  years,  and  had  occasion  to  know,  as  you  all 
know,  that  the  North  and  West  Ends  are  the  most 
congested  part  of  Boston,  the  so-called  slums  of 
this  city.  I  think  if  there  is  any  place  in  Boston 
that  needs  breathing  spaces  it  is  the  North  and 
West  End  section.  I  don't  think  anybody  who 
has  gone  through  that  section  will  fail  to  feel  as  I 
do.  At  some  time  or  other  during  the  past  adminis- 
tration there  was  a  suggestion  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  then  Mayor,  having  in  view  the  cutting 
up  of  sections  through  the  North  and  West  Ends 
and  making  them  parks  and  playgrounds  in  that 
very  congested  area.  At  that  time  there  were 
nine  of  ten  or  these  proposed  cuts  in  the  heart  of 
the  district  proposed  for  playground  purposes,  but 
for  some  reason  nothing  was  done.  When  I  was 
a  youngster  and  lived  in  the  North  End,  I  had  to 
walk  a  mile  and  a  half  to  Boston  Common  to  take 
part  in  athletic  sports.  It  is  no  concern  to  me 
whether  land  is  taken  on  Charles  street,  Leverett 
street,  or  anywhere  else  in  the  West  End,  so  long 
as  a  playground  is  established  for  the  use  of  the 
children.  I  see  no  reason  why  the  order  should 
be  held  up  any  longer,  and  I  hope  the  members  of 
the  Council  will  see  fit  to  pass  it  this  afternoon. 

The  order  was  given  its  first  reading  and  passage, 
yeas  18,  nays  2: 

Yeas — Coun.  Arnold,  Donovan,  Englert,  Fitz- 
gerald, Frecley,  Gilbody,  Green,  Guild,  Heffernan, 
Keene,  Lynch,  Mahoncy,  McGrath,  McMahon, 
Ruby,  Ward,  Wilson,  Wragg— 18. 

Nays — Coun.  Bush,  Dowling — 2. 

Coun  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  have  voted  in 
favor  of  the  order  this  afternoon,  but  I  would  urge 
upon  the  councilor  from  Ward  3  and  the  Finance 
Committee  of  the  City  Council  that,  if  possible, 
they  furnish  us  with  the  requested  information 
before  the  order  comes  up  for  final  passage. 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President,  we  tried  to  get 
that  information  at  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance.  We  invited  the  chairman  of  the  Park 
Commission  before  the  committee  and  he  outlined 
some  pieces  of  land  that  he  thought  might  be  good 
spots  for  a  playground.  There  is,  for  instance, 
some  land  near  the  Blackstone  School  down  in  the 
West  End  that  is  being  considered.  I  might  say, 
however,  in  all  justice  to  Coun.  Fitzgerald,  whose 
order  originally  called  for  $100,000,  that  Com- 
missioner Long  felt  that  nothing  such  as  should  be 
done  could  be  done  for  that  money,  that  he  could 
not  get  the  land  that  they  should  have  for  that 
money  and  he  asked  for  the  $250,000.  They  are 
looking  over  some  land  down  there  now,  however, 


and  we  will  try  to  get  for  the  councilor  from 
Dorchester  the  information  he  seeks  before  the 
next   meeting. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  ask  to 
make  a  statement. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  gentleman  will 
be  allowed  to  speak,  with  unanimous  consent. 

Coun.  McGRATH — Mr.  President,  it  seems  to 
me  that  it  would  be  absolutely  impossible  and 
would  be  establishing  a  bad  situation  if  we  asked 
anybody  to  tell  us  where  land  was  going  to  be 
located.  If  we  are  appropriating  money  here  and 
naming  a  specific  location,  the  owners  of  that 
location  would  have  an  opportunity,  after  we  had 
gone  on  record  in  the  matter,  to  increase  the  price 
to  almost  any  amount.  It  does  seem  to  me  that 
the  only  way  for  the  City  of  Boston  to  get  a  fair 
break  in  matters  of  this  kind  is  to  allow  those  who 
have  the  money  to  go  around  and  make  a  fair 
trade,  without  settling  upon  a  definite  place  for 
them  to  do  business.  I  think  the  Council  would 
be  bringing  about  an  improper  situation  in  attempt- 
ing to  have  a  specific  place  named  before  the 
the  money  was  even  appropriated. 

Coun  GREEN — Mr.  President,  I  agree  with  the 
councilor  from  Dorchester  

President  HEFFERNAN— The  vote  has  been 
taken,  and  there  is  nothing  before  the  body  now. 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President,  I  ask  unanimous 
consent  to  make  a  statement. 

President  HEFFERNAN— If  there  is  no  objec- 
tion, the  gentleman  has  the  floor. 

'  Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President,  I  agree  with 
everything  the  councilor  from  Dorchester  has  so 
very  well  said,  and,  as  chairman  of  the  committee, 
I  would  like  to  have  any  interested  parties  submit 
to  the  committee  some  land  that  they  have  down 
there.  If  any  land  can  be  secured,  I  would  like  to 
have  it  submitted  to  the  committee.

SEMI-WEEKLY  REFUSE  COLLECTIONS.

Gentlemen, — I  transmit  herewith  communica- 
tion from  Public  Works  Department  :n  reply  to 
your  order  of  May  23  in  relation  to  the  possibility 
of  making  semi-weekly  collections  of  ashes  and 
garbage  throughout  the  city.

I  return  order  of  the  City  Council,  dated  May  23, 
"That  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  advise 
the  City  Council  if  it  is  possible  to  make  semi- 
weekly  collections  of  ashes  and  garbage  throughout 
the  city." 

At  the  present  time  in  East  Boston,  Brighton, 
Dorchester,  West  Roxbury  and  Hyde  Park  the  con- 
tracts call  for  the  collection  of  ashes  once  per  week 
throughout  the  year  and  for  the  collection  of  gar- 
bage twice  a  week  during  June,  July  and  August 
and  once  a  week  during  the  balance  of  the  year. 
In  addition,  it  is  necessary  for  the  contractors  to 
remove  garbage  from  hotels,  restaurants  and  fish 
stores  daily  from  May  1  to  November  1  and  three 
times  a  week  the  rest  of  the  year.     The  cost  of  this 


contract  work  will  be  approximately  $411,000  this 
year,  and  to  comply  with  the  order  of  the  City 
Council  would  mean  an  increase  in  cost  of  ap- 
proximately $200,000. 

In  the  South  Boston,  Charlestown,  Roxbury, 
South  End,  Back  Bay  and  North  and  West  End 
districts,  the  collections  are  made  by  the  city  forces. 
Ashes  are  collected  once  a  week  and  garbage  once  a 
week,  with  the  exception  that  collections  from  fish 
stores,  hotels  and  restaurants  are  made  either  daily 
or  three  times  a  week,  depending  on  the  amount  of 
garbage  produced.  The  present  cost  of  collection 
by  the  city  forces  is  about  $1,000,000  a  year,  and 
to  give  collections  as  called  for  by  the  order  of  the 
Council  would  increase  the  cost  in  the  city  district 
$400,000,  making  a  total  of  $600,000  for  the  entire 
city. 

The  complaints  received  in  the  department 
relative  to  garbage  and  ashes  show  a  decided  drop. 
On  May  27  eight  were  received  and  on  May  31  nine 
— these  being  throughout  the  city — and  they  show 
that  at  present  the  public  is  pretty  well  satisfied  as 
to  the  number  of  collections. 

Replying  further  to  this  order,  it  is  necessary  to 
state  that  under  the  present  budget  provisions  it  is 
not  possible  to  increase  the  number  of  collections 
this  year.  An  extended  survey  will  be  made  during 
the  next  few  months  to  determine  just  what  in- 
crease in  personnel  and  equipment  will  be  necessary 
to  give  semi-weekly  collections  throughout  the  city 
and  have  it  ready  to  submit  for  the  next  budget  in 
November.

CRITICISM  OF  STREET  REPAIR  LOAN. 

The  following  was  received: 

June  8,  1927. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — There  is  now  pending  before  your 
honorable  body  a  communication  and  loan  order 
submitted  by  the  Mayor  for  borrowing  $500,000 
for  the  repair  of  streets  of  the  city. 

It  is  unsound  financing  to  borrow  money  _  to 
meet  current  expenses.  The  principle  of  paying 
current  expenses  from  money  raised  by  taxation 
has,  with  few  exceptions,  been  adhered  to  since 
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th?  charter  amendments  were  adopted  until  this 
principle  apparently  was  abandoned  by  the  present 
administration.  Last  year  the  present  adminis- 
tration resorted  to  this  improper  method  ot 
financing,  when  it  procured  a  loan  to  buy  trucks 
and  snow  removal  machinery — -property  which 
would  soon  wear  out.  That  such  financing  is 
improper  was  recognized  by  the  Mayor  at  the 
time  of  the  loan  for  trucks,  for  he  said  in  his 
message,  "I  appreciate  that  in  advocating  such  a 
step  I  am  departing,  in  a  sense,  from  an  estab- 
lished financial  policy  of  the  city,  namely,  to 
finance  the  purchase  of  equipment  out  of  current 
revenue."  The  impropriety  of  such  financing 
was  also  recognized  by  Mayor  Curley  in  1925 
when,  in  breaking  the  good  record  of  the  city  in 
the  same  way,  he  said,  "  It  is  with  great  reluctance 
and  a  realization  that  the  municipality  is  depart- 
ing from  a  sound  policy,  that  I  recommend  the 
borrowing  of  $500,000  for  permanent  street 
paving." 

To  borrow  money  for  this  current  expense  is 
contrary  to  the  spirit  of  the  tax  limit  law  passed 
this  year.  After  hearing  arguments  on  the  sub- 
ject of  the  tax  limit,  the  Legislature  fixed  the  sum 
of  $13  on  a  thousand  as  the  amount  which  the  city 
might  expend  for  its  current  expenses,  obviously 
intending  thereby  that  the  Mayor  should  reduce 
the  estimates  of  his  budget  to  conform  to  the 
limit  provided.  In  borrowing  for  the  purpose  of 
repairing  streets  the  administration  is  over- 
riding the  act  of  the  Legislature  and  declaring 
that  whatever  tax  limit  is  established  it  will 
nevertheless  spend  whatever  amount  it  desires, 
even  if  the  money  is  obtained  by  improper  means. 

Last  year  with  the  appropriation  provided  and 
balances  carried  over,  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment had  approximately  $1,085,898  for  street 
repairs,  but  it  was  able  to  spend  only  $666,118.85. 
Subject  to  certain  transfers  it  carried  over  for  use 
this  year  the  sum  of  $369,779.81.  Thus  with  the 
$250,000  provided  in  the  present  budget  for  this 
purpose,  without  any  loan  the  department  has 
available  for  this  year's  work  the  sum  of  approxi- 
mately $619,779,  which  is  within  $46,339  of  the 
amount  it  was  able  to  spend  last  year.  If  the 
pending  loan  order  is  passed,  the  department  will 
have  a  total  spending  power  of  approximately 
$1,119,000  for  this  purpose.  There  is  nothing  in 
its  record  to  show  that  it  has  the  capacity  to  carry 
on  work  to  the  extent  of  the  total  proposed  amount. 

All  the  funds  which  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment can  spend  for  street  pavement  in  the  current 
year  can  be  provided  without  resort  to  a  loan.  If, 
in  addition  to  the  approximate  sum  of  $619,000 
already  available,  any  part  of  the  sum  of  $500,000 
included  in  the  proposed  loan  order  is  needed, 
there  is  no  question  that  the  Mayor  can  find  it 
within  his  present  budget.  Your  own  Committee 
on  Appropriations  was  able  to  recommend  a 
saving  of  over  $200,000  by  cutting  out  items,  in 
most  cases  with  the  consent  or  against  only  a 
feeble  protest  of  the  head  of  the  department 
involved.  In  fact  last  year  the  departments  were 
unable  to  expend  the  amounts  provided  for  them 
in  the  budget  and  carried  over  unexpended  balances 
of  $1,090,366.13.  In  the  previous  year  likewise 
unexpended  balances  of  $502,545.24  were  carried 
over.  In  case  it  should  eventually  appear  that 
the  money  is  needed,  the  Mayor  should  be  re- 
quired to  provide  it  from  his  present  budget  by 
transfer. 

The  Mayor,  in  his  veto  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee's budget,  stated,  "I  am  sure  that  a  careful 
consideration  of  the  discussion  that  has  been 
going  on  for  a  long  time  of  the  relief  of  taxation 
and  a  careful  consideration  of  every  item  of  ex- 
penditure will  emphasize  to  you  the  importance  of 
a  thorough  examination  of  your  budget  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  from  it  such  sums  as  may  appear 
to  be  unnecessary."  He  should  be  called  upon  to 
follow  his  own  good  advice. 

There  is,  moreover,  an  enormous  sum  not  taken 
into  consideration  in  the  budget  which  can  be 
made  available  for  this  purpose.  Since  the  begin- 
ning of  the  present  fiscal  year  over  $4,750,000  of 
money  from  taxes  assessed  in  previous  years,  but 
not  paid  until  after  January  1  of  the  current  year, 
has  come  into  the  city  treasury.  The  greater 
part  of  this  money  has  been  expended  for  current 
expenses  by  the  City  Auditor,  without  any  author- 
ity from  the  City  Council.  If,  from  money  bor- 
rowed in  anticipation  of  the  coming  in  of  current 
taxes  or  from  the  taxes  themselves  when  they 
come  in  in  October,  the   City   Auditor  were  re- 


quired to  restore  to  the  treasury  only  a  small  part 
of  this  cash  surplus  from  prior  years,  the  whole 
amount  suggested  in  the  pending  loan  order  could 
easily  be  taken  care  of  by  a  special  appropriation. 
In  an  opinion  rendered  to  the  Finance  Commission 
in  January,  1922,  Arthur  D.  Hill,  Esq.,  then 
Corporation  Counsel,  held  that  such  an  appropria- 
tion would  be  legal. 

Under  chapter  206  of  the  Acts  of  1891,  the 
pending  loan  order  will  be  illegal  unless,  under  the 
terms  of  the  act,  the  Mayor  is  ready  to  certify 
that  the  amount  intended  to  be  borrowed  is  not  to 
meet  a  current  expense,  or  that  public  necessity 
requires  the  borrowing  of  the  same.  Of  course 
neither  of  these  statements  would  be  true. 

The  Finance  Commission  recommends: 

1.  That  the  pending  loan  order  be  defeated. 

2.  That  the  Mayor  be  required  to  find  the 
money,  if  needed,  by  transfers  from  unnecessary 
items  in  his  budget. 

3.  That,  if  the  Mayor  refuses  to  find  the 
money,  if  needed,  by  means  of  transfers,  the  Coun- 
cil refuse  to  act  until  the  Mayor  sends  in  an  order 
for  a  special  appropriation  from  the  surplus 
derived  from  back  taxes.

NOTICE  OF  PUBLIC  UTILITY  HEARING. 

Coun.  BUSH  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  It  has  been  the  custom  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Utilities  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  to  hold  public  hearings  on  matters 
affecting  the  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  by 
publication  of  one  notice  in  a  daily  newspaper,  and 

Whereas,  The  rights  of  residents  of  Boston 
affected  by  the  decisions  rf  the  Public  Utilities 
Department  have  been  prejudiced  as  a  result  of  the 
failure  to  have  knowledge  or  notice  of  such  public 
hearings;   therefore  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Department  of  Public  Utili- 
ties be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
that  as  a  matter  of  cjurtesy  a  notice  in  writing  be 
given  to  the  City  Council  of  all  hearings  to  be  held 
before  the  Board  in  order  that  the  city  councilors, 
whose  districts  may  be  affected  by  such  decisions, 
as  may  be  rendered  may  have  due  notice  and 
knowledge  thereof  to  enable  them  to  protect  the 
rights  of  the  residents  of  their  respective  districts. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  for  the  in- 
formation of  the  members  of  the  Council,  and 
making  an  explanation  which  I  think  is  due  to 
them,  I  want  to  say  this  order  refers  to  chapter  488 
of  the  Acts  of  1924,  in  section  22,  which  states  that: 

"A  building  or  premises  used  or  to  be  used  by  a 
Public  Service  Corporation  may  be  exempted  from 
the  operation  of  this  act  if,  upon  a  petition  of  the 
corporation,  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities 
shall,  after  a  public  hearing,  decide  that  the 
present  or  proposed  situation  of  the  building  or 
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premises  in  question  is  reasonably  necessary  for 
the  convenience  or  welfare  of  the  public." 

Chapter  488  is  the  Zoning  Act  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  and  this  section  refers  to  sections  of  the 
city  which  have  been  zoned  off  as  local  residential 
districts  It,  in  effect,  states  that  if  a  public  utility 
desires  to  put  up  a  commercial  or  industrial  building 
in  such  a  zoned  area,  it  can  obtain  an  exception 
from  the  zoning  laws  by  applying  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Utilities  upon  petition,  and  the 
Department  of  Public  Utilities,  if  it  decides  that 
such  action  is  reasonably  necessary  for  the  con- 
venience or  welfare  of  the  public,  after  such  hearing 
can  declare  the  premises  upon  which  it  is  proposed 
to  erect  such  a  building  exempt  from  the  operations 
of  the  Zoning  Act.  It  seems  that  the  custom  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  is  to  give  notice 
of  the  public  hearing  thus  held  merely  by  publica- 
tion in  a  daily  newspaper  for  one  day.  It  has  been 
my  experience  recently  that  such  notice  is  not 
sufficient;  and  when  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminat- 
ing Company  of  Boston  petitioned  the  Department 
of  Public  Utilities  for  such  an  exception  under  this 
act,  in  order  to  establish  a  power  substation  in  the 
purely  residential  section  of  my  district,  there  was 
merely  publication  of  notice  of  the  hearing  in  the 
Boston  Daily  Globe  for  one  day,  and  no  notice  was 
given  to  the  abutters,  and  no  knowledge  was  had 
by  any  of  the  parties  in  interest.  The  result  was 
that  the  only  people  who  appeared  at  the  hearing 
were  the  proponents,  those  representing  the 
Public.  Utility  Corporation,  the  Edison  Electric 
Illuminating  Company,  as  it  happened  to  be  in 
that  case,  and,  although  no  evidence  was  introduced 
at  the  hearing  showing  that  what  was  proposed 
was  reasonably  necessary,  the  Department  of 
Public  Utilities  granted  the  exemption  from  the 
Zoning  Law.  Subsequently  a  representative  from 
the  district,  Abraham  B.  Casson,  and  myself,  took 
the  matter  before  a  single  justice-of  the  Supreme 
Court,  asking  for  a  restraining  order  until  a  writ 
of  certiorari  could  be  obtained.  The  restraining 
order  was  refused,  and  the  ease  was  reported  to 
the  full  bench  for  action.  That  is  an  expensive 
proceeding  and  entails  a  great  expenditure  of  time, 
with  a  very  slim  possibility  of  success,  because 
where  the  matter  is  left  by  the  statute  within  the 
discretion  of  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities 
to  decide  whether  it  is  reasonably  necessary  for 
the  Public  Utilities  to  have  that  site,  the  Supreme 
Court  is  not  apt  to  go  any  farther.  Therefore,  it 
seems  imperative  that  notice  should  be  at  least 
given  to  someone  who  will  take  up  the  cudgels  for 
the  citizens  of  the  district  where  the  site  is  proposed 
to  be  taken;  and,  of  course,  no  action  could  be 
taken  by  anybody  without  knowledge  or  notice  of 
what  was  proposed  to  be  done.  This  order 
merely  requests  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  give  the  City 
Council  notice  of  any  public  hearing  before  the 
department  and  upon  such  a  matter,  so  that  if 
members  of  the  City  Council,  acting  for  their 
constituents,  are  interested  in  any  such  action 
which  may  be  proposed  in  connection  with  any 
industrial  plant,  they  may  take  such  action  as  may 
seem  desirable  in  respect  to  appearance  at  the 
hearing. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


SIDEWALK  ON  DEWOLF  STREET.

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  make  a  sidewalk  along  DeWolf  street, 
Hancock  street  to  Downer  avenue,  both  sides, 
Ward  13,  in  front  of  the  estates  bordering  thereon;

MUNICIPAL  GOLF  LINKS  ON 
LONG  ISLAND. 

Coun.  GILBODY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Park  Commission  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  con- 
sider the  advisability  of  establishing  a  municipal 
golf  links  on  Long  Island. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  we  find  the 
Boston  Globe  interested  in  the  matter  of  the  City 
of  Boston  maintaining  golf  links  for  the  benefit 
of  the  people,  as  is  done  in  other  municipalities  in 
the  country,  and  it  has  been  brought  to  my  atten- 
tion that  there  are  on  Long  Island  about  sixty- 
seven  acres  of  land,  about  fifteen  of  which,  I 
believe,  are  occupied  by  the  almshouse  and  hospital. 
There  are,  I  believe,  about  fifty-four  acres  avail- 
able for  a  golf  course.  I  understand  that  forty- 
four  acres  is  about  the  area  of  the  present  course 
now  maintained  in  Franklin  Park.  It  occurred  to 
me  that  it  might  be  a  desirable  proposition  to 
establish  such  a  course  down  on  the  island,  which 
would  be  so  easily  accessible  by  boat,  the  golf 
players  being  taken  down  and  up  the  harbor,  and, 
as  we  now  have  the  land,  the  course  could  be 
established  at  a  minimum  cost.  The  land  is 
there,  and  the  necessary  hazards  and  other  ele- 
ments of  terrain  essential  to  a  good  golf  course.  I 
understand,  further,  that  the  municipality  of 
Boston  has  had  a  revenue  of  about  $12,000  an- 
nually from  the  golf  course  on  Franklin  Park.  If 
a  citizen  now  wants  to  play  the  game  he  has  to 
join  some  of  the  private  clubs,  at  a  cost  quite 
excessive  for  the  ordinary  middle-aged  man. 
Therefore,  I  think  it  is  entirely  feasible  that  we 
might  establish  a  municipal  golf  course  on  Long 
Island,  and  I  ask  for  a  suspension  of  the  rule  and 
passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  some  time  ago 
I  put  in  an  order  relative  to  a  municipal  golf 
course,  but  at  the  time  the  Council  hopelessly 
rejected  the  proposal.  I  believe  in  municipal 
golf  courses,  as  does  Coun.  Gilbody,  but  I  would 
rather  have  the  matter  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  because  I  am  not  in  harmony  with  the 
idea  of  placing  the  golf  course  on  Long  Island. 
Therefore,  I  will  ask  that  the  order  be  referred  to 
the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  GILBODY— That  is  perfectly  agreeable 
to  me,  Mr.  President. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
iii    tee. 


APPRAISAL   OF   PROPOSED    FIRE 
STATION  SITE. 
Coun.  PARKMAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,   That   his   Honor   the    Mayor   be   re- 
quested to  appropriate  sufficient  money  to  pro- 
vide for  an  appraisal  by  three  independent  experts 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Council  of  the  property  at 
the    corner   of   Bulfinch   and    Cambridge   streets, 
which  it  is  proposed  that  the  city  purchase  under 
the  pending  loan  order  for  a  new   Central   Inre 
Station. 

Coun.  PARKMAN— Mr.  President,  it  may  be 
granted  that  the  integrity  of  the  individuals  con- 
cerned on  behalf  of  the  city  and  on  their  own  behalf 
in  this  proposed  purchase  of  property  is  of  the 
highest,  and  their  motives  may  be  above  leproach. 
Still,  the  question  will  remain,  whether  it  is  not 
obviously  improper  for  any  individual  to  be  asked 
to  appraise  the  property  which  he  proposes  to  sell 
to  the  city,  and  that  the  city  proposes  to  purchase 
with  public  funds.  The  public  has  an  interest. 
in  any  transaction  which  involves  the  expenditure 
of  the  city's  money,  and  the  public  is  entitled  to  be 
protected  and  to  have  the  city's  business  conducted 
in  a  manner  which  is  not  subject  to  any  suspicions 
whatsoever.  Not  -only  is  the  public  entitled  to 
protection,  but  the  reputation  of  the  men  involved 
is  also  entitled  to  protection.  While  the  individu- 
als themselves  may  have  their  own  ideas  as  to  how 
they  should  deal  with  the  subject  in  their  private 
capacities,  at  the  same  time  the  Council  has  a 
duty  to  perform,  and  I  can  see  no  reason  why  any 
objection  whatsoever  should  be  made  to  having  an 
appraisal  arrived  at  independently  by  impartial 
and  unbiased  individuals,  with  no  interest  whatso- 
ever in  the  property  which  the  city  proposes  to  buy. 
I  believe,  therefore,  that  this  order  should  be  passed 
and  that  money  should  be  appropriated  to  provide 
for  an  independent  appraisal  by  experts  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Council. 
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Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  am  in  accord 
in  theory  with  the  order  that  the  councilor  has 
introduced.  It  occurs  to  me,  however,  that  the 
order  might  well  be  revised  so  as  to  specify  some 
special  sum  which  is  to  be  paid  to  experts  to  make 
this  appraisal.  I  am  not  sufficiently  familiar  with 
the  real  estate  business  to  know  what  is  a  fair 
figure  to  pay  men  for  making  an  appraisal  of  this 
sort;  but  it  seems  possible  that  if  three  disin- 
terested people  are  appointed  by  some  means  or 
other  and  a  very  large  sum  were  appropriated  by 
the  Mayor  for  the  purpose  of  paying  them  for 
making  "their  appraisal,  the  appraisal  might  cease 
to  be  disinterested,  having  in  view  the  stipend 
w-hich  they  were  receiving. .  As  I  heard  the  order 
read,  it  occurred  to  me  that  no  provision  was  con- 
tained in  it  for  the  selection  of  the  three  dis- 
interested appraisers,  and  I  believe  there  should  be 
some  such  provision,  if  it  is  to  be  carried  out  by 
this  body.  I  may  be  in  error  on  that  last  point, 
in  view  of  these  facts,  I  would  move  reference  of 
the  matter  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee.

The  question  came  on  confirmation.  Commit- 
tee, Coun.  Dowling  and  Donovan.  Whole  number 
of  ballots,  18,  yeas  18,  and  the  appointments  were 
confirmed. 


LOAN  FOR  PERMANENT  STREET 
PAVEMENT. 

President  HEFFERNAN  called  up,  under  un- 
finished business,  No.  8  on  the  calendar,  viz.: 

8.  Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  8500,000  be  and 
hereby  is  appropriated  to  be  expended  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  for  Permanent 
Street  Pavement,  and  that  to  meet  said  appro- 
priation, the  City  Treasurer  be  authorized  to 
issue,  from  time  to  time,  on  request  of  the  Mayor, 
bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  city 
to  said  amount. 

On  May  31,  1927,  the  foregoing  order  was  read 
once  and  passed,  yeas  21,  nays  0. 

The  question  came  on  the  second  and  final 
reading  and  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  GUILD —  Mr.  President,  since  this  order 
passed  its  first  reading,  I  and  other  members  of 
the  City  Council  have  been  in  receipt  of  a  lengthy 
communication  from  the  Finance  Commission. 
This  communication  has  already  been  referred  to 
in  a  public  message  from  his  Honor  the  Mayor. 
In  referring  to  the  communication  I  shall  endeavor 
to  refrain  from  the  use  of  adjectives  and  adverbs 
with  which  it  might  be  characterized.  I  think  it  is 
sufficient  at  the  outset  to  say  that  the  communica- 
tion from  the  Finance  Commission  begs  the  <  ues- 
tion  which  is  before  the  City  Council.  They 
assume,  at  the  outset  of  their  letter  and  throughout, 
that  the  repaving  of  streets  with  permanent  paving 
is  a  current  expense.  The  whole  gist  of  the  argu- 
ment contained  in  their  communication  is  based 
upon  that  theory,  that  it  is  a  current  expense. 
Unless  it  is  a  current  expense  to  entirely  remove 
paving  from  certain  streets  and  to  replace  it  with 
paving  of  a  permanent  character,  to  endure  for  a  . 
period  of  fifteen  to  twenty  years,  their  remarks  are 
without  point,  and  the  burden  of  the  entire  com- 
munication, that  it  is  unsound  financing  to  borrow 
money  to  meet  current  expenses,  has  no  bearing 
whatever  on  the  issue  that  is  before  us.  It  has 
occurred  to  me  that  this  question  of  the  proper 
method  of  financing  the  project  which  it  is  proposed 
to  carry  out  may  well  be  compared  to  the  situation 
in  which  a  man  might  find  himself  if  he  inherited 
from  his  grandfather  a  fairly  old  house,  in  which 
he  found  carpets  with  a  few  holes  worn  in  them,  a 
few  treads  in  the  front  steps  needing  replacing,  and, 
with  numerous  other  such  deficiencies  in  the  house 
because  of  which  it  became  desirable  to  make 
repairs.  He  might  make  up  his  mind  to  make 
those  repairs  in  several  ways.     There  are  at  least 


three  elements  which  would  enter  into  his  reckoning 
in  arriving  at  a  conclusion  or  judgment.     Patching 
the  dining-room  carpet,  or  putting  a  new  board  or 
two  in  the  treads  of  the  wooden  front  steps  are 
things  which   most   people   would   say  should   be 
paid  for  out  of  the  weekly  pay  envelope.     They 
are  current  expenses.     If,  on  the  other  hand,  all 
of  the  carpets  were  to  be  taken  up  and  oak  floors 
put  in,  and  if  the  wooden  front  steps  are  to  be 
entirely  torn  away  and  granolithic  or  stone  steps 
put  in  their  place,  it  would  then  seem  clear  that  it 
would  be  justifiable  for  him  to  place  a  mortgage  on 
the  old   house  in  order  to   make  such  expensive 
repairs,  which  would  be  in  the  nature  of  permanent 
improvements  and   would   be   a  proper  charge   to 
capital.     The   Finance   Commission  criticises  the 
position  of  the  administration  in  this  matter,  as  in 
the  past  it  criticised  the  policy  of  the  administration 
in  connection  with  the  purchase  of  snow  removal 
machinery,  under  the  order  which  went   through 
last  year.     To  use  their  own  expression  at  that 
time,  we  were  mortgaging  the  house  to  buy  a  snow- 
shovel.     Whether  or  not  he  was  mortgaging  the 
house  to  buy  a  snow  shovel  last  year  has  nothing  to 
do   with    the   situation    with    which   we   are   now 
confronted.     It    was   at   least    debatable   whether 
the  purchase  of  the  snow-  shovel  was  a   current 
expense  or  not,  but  in  my  opinion  the  question  of 
whether  the  improvements  sought  under  this  order 
are  orders  of  current  expense  or  not   is   scarcely  a 
debatable    one.     The   loan   order   which    the   ad- 
ministration has  introduced  docs  not  contemplate 
a  mere  patching  here  and  there  of  holes  that  have 
developed  in  the  paving  we  now  have.     We  have 
been  told  distinctly  that  what  it  is  proposed  to  do 
is  to  entirely  tear  up  the  paving  on  certain  streets 
and  replace  it  with  paving  of  a  permanent  charac- 
ter.    This   would   seem   very    naturally   to   be    a 
capital  charge  upon  the  city,  looking  at  it  purely 
from  what  you  might  call  the  philosophical  point 
of  view.     It  is  not  a  mere  current  expense,  as  the 
Finance    Commission    insists    all    through    their 
communication  to  us.     What  the  present  Mayor 
has  to  say  regarding  a  similar  matter  of  financing 
here   to   buy  snow-  removal   machinery  last  year 
has   no   bearing   on    the   situation,   because   it   is 
conceivable  that  the  purchase  of  such  machinery 
is,    arguably   at   least,    a   current    expense.     But 
unless  someone  is  willing  to  say — and  1  doubt  if 
they  are — that  to  rip  up  a  paving  and  replace  it 
with  one  to  last  fifteen  or  twenty  years  is  a  mere 
current  expense  instead  of  a  capital  charge,  there 
can  be  no  comparison  between  the  two  cases,  and 
the  Finance  Commission's  letter  is  without  point. 
Whatever  doubts  the  previous  Mayor  may  have 
expressed   on   financing  permanent   street  paving 
by  a  loan  may  well  have  been  expressed  because  of 
his  customary  hostility  to  a  Legislature  which  had 
already  said  that  such  a  matter  was  sound  finance, 
rather  than  because  of  a  sincere  feeling  that  such 
was  the  case.     I  refer  to  the  fact  that  the  Legisla- 
ture has  said  that  this  type  of  replacing  existing 
paving  with  permanent  paving  is  not  a  current 
expense,  and  that  it  is  in  their  opinion  justifiable 
to  treat  it  as  a  capital  charge  and  one  for  which  a 
loan    order    is    proper.     With    reference    to    the 
argument  that  the  legislature  has  this  year  fixed 
the  limit  of  S13  on  a  thousand  as  the  amount  which 
the  city  may  expend  for  current  expenses — as  laid 
down   in    the    communication   from   the    Finance 
Commission — the    same    answer    applies.     These 
are  not  current  expenses,  and  to  assume  that  they 
are    places    the    whole    question    before    us.     The 
Finance    Commission   asserts   that   last   year   the 
Public  Works  Department  was  able  to  spend  onlv 
S66G,11S.S5  for  street  repairs.     While  it  may  be 
true  that  such  a  sum  was  all  it  did  spend,  it  is  far 
from  following  that  it  is  all  it  could  spend,  and  it  is 
no  basis  whatever  for  an  inference  that  it  is  all  the 
department    can    or    will    spend    this   year.     The 
work  of  ripping  out  the  old  pavement  will  be  done 
by  contract,  the  administration  tells  us,  and  no 
one  will  contend  that  it  takes  any  more  time  or 
labor  on  the  part  of  the  city  officials  whose  duty  it 
is  to  sign  contracts  to  affix  their  signatures  to  a 
contract  for  a  million  dollars   than  to  a  contract 
tor  a  small  sum  like  82,000.     That  is  the  work  to 
be  done  by  the  city  officers  and  it  is  too  much  to 
expect  us  to  believe  the  Finance  Commission  when 
it  says,  inferentially  at  least,  that  all  that  can  be 
spent  is  the  same  amount  that  was  spent  last  year. 
It  does  not  follow  at  all  that  because  a  certain 
amount  was  spent  last  year  that  is  all  that  could 
have  been  spent,  and  it  is  very  far  from  following 
that  that  is  all  that  they  can  or  will  spend  this  year. 
There  is  a  suggestion  also  in  the  communication 
from    the   Finance   Commission    that   the   Mayor 
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should  be  called  upon  to  follow  his  own  good  advice 
to  the  School  Committee.  This  seems  particularly 
pointless  in  view  of  the  fact  that  that  advice  was 
given  in  connection  with  a  purchase  covering 
current  expenses,  and  we  are  now  dealing  with 
something  different.  So,  again,  the  Finance  Com- 
mission is  begging  the  whole  question.  While  it 
might  be  strictly  legal  to  pay  for  the  permanent 
paving  out  of  money  that  is  collected  this  year 
which  should  have  been  paid  to  the  city  in  previous 
years, — that  is,  out  of  taxes  that  ought  to  have 
been  paid  to  the  city  in  years  gone  by — it  is  very 
far  from  following  that  it  would  be  found  financial 
policy  to  do  so,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  proposed 
expenditure  is  not  a  current  expense,  and  that 
there  are  plenty  of  current  expenses  from  which 
the  money  in  question  can  be  used.  That  being 
the  case,  it  would  seem  to  be  sound  finance  to 
meet  with  a  loan  order  those  things  that  are 
properly  to  be  met  by  a  loan  order.  As  far  as  the 
legality  of  the  present  loan  order  is  concerned,  it 
is  hard  to  imagine  anyone  who  would  not  be 
willing  to  certify  both  that  it  was  not  for  a  current 
expense — since  the  Legislature  has  said  it  is 
properly  a  capital  charge — and  that  public  necessity 
requires  the  borrowing,  having  seen  the  condition 
of  the  paving  it  is  proposed  to  replace.  Having 
disposed  of  the  contention  that  the  $500,000  which 
it  is  proposed  to  raise  by  this  loan  order  is  to  be 
spent  for  current  expenses,  it  seems  to  me  entirely 
proper  to  entirely  disregard  the  communication 
from  the  Finance  Commission,  although  I  do  not 
believe  it  should  be  disregarded  without  at  least 
referring  to  the  weaknesses  in  the  communication 
they  have  sent  to  us,  because  I  believe  the  Finance 
Commission  has  not  yet  fallen  into  a  position 
where  the  public  at  large  entirely  disregards  what 
it  issues  in  the  way  of  statements  to  the  public. 

The  order  was  given  its  second  and  final  reading 
and  passage,  yeas  19,  nays  0.

WELCOME     TO     SUPERVISOR     JAMES     B. 
McSHEEHY. 

Coun.  DOWLING — Mr.  President,  I  move 
that  Rule  27  of  our  rules  be  suspended,  and 
in  connection  with  the  motion  simply  de- 
sire to  say  that  in  an  adjoining  room  there 
is  a  distinguished  visitor  to  Boston  in  the 
person  of  James  B.  McSheehy,  chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  San  Francisco, 
a  position  similar  to  that  which  you  occupy 
in  this  body,  Mr.  President.  Mr.  McSheehy 
is  here  investigating  municipal  matters,  and 
I  believe  incidentally  he  is  a  cousin  of  our 
City  Clerk.  I  move,  therefore,  a  suspension 
of  the  rule,  so  that  a  committee  may  be  ap- 
pointed to  escort  Mr.  McSheehy  to  the  Coun- 
cil Chamber  and  that  the  courtesy  of  the 
Chamber   be    extended   to    him. 

The  motion  was  carried,  Rule  27  being 
suspended,  and  President  HEFFERNAN  ap- 
pointed City  Messenger  Leary  to  escort  Super- 
visor McSheehy  to   the   platform. 

The  City  Messenger  performed  the  duty  as- 
signed, and  Mr.  McSheehy  was  welcomed  by 
President    HEFFERNAN. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  Chair  will  at 
this  time  call  on  our  distinguished  visitor  to 
make  a  few  remarks.  I  understand  that  he 
is  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
of  the  city  of  San  Francisco,  a  body  similar 
to  our  Council,  and  has  been  a  member  of 
the  San  Francisco  government  for  the  past 
ten  years.  I  am  informed  that  he  has  re- 
cently been  in  Washington  in  connection  with 
the  petition  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco 
for  the  right  to  construct  a  bridge  between 
Oakland  and  San  Francisco,  a  bridge  which 
will  be  the  longest  one  of  the  kind  in  the 
world  and  will  cost  somewhere  between 
$75,000,000  and  $100,000,000.  Mr.  McSheehy 
is  also  a  relative  of  our  genial  City  Clerk. 
I  take  great  pleasure  in  presenting  to  the 
body  James  B.  McSheehy  of  San  Francisco. 
(Applause.) 

Mr.  McSHEEHY— Mr.  President  and  gen- 
tlemen of  the  Boston  City  Council,  after  an 
introduction  of  this  kind  it  is  rather  hard 
for  a  citizen  of  the  wild  and  wooley  West 
to  attempt  to  address  such  a  dignified  body. 
I  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  Boston  some 
five  years  ago.  My  father  was  born  in  Bos- 
ton. Naturally,  Boston  is  very,  very  dear 
to  me,  and  I  was  greatly  elated  Saturday 
and  yesterday  when  my  genial  relative,  your 
City  Clerk,  toured  the  city  with  me  and 
showed  me  what  had  been  done  during  the 
past  five  years.  I  was  more  than  surprised 
at  the  vastness  of  some  of  the  work  you 
have  been  doing,  especially  in  the  widening 
of  your  streets.  You  have  accomplished 
gigantic  tasks,  undertakings  that  have  cost 
a  great  deal  of  money,  and  it  has  been  a 
source  of  much  gratification  to  me  to  be 
able  to  see  what  has  been  accomplished.  Last 
night  I  visited  one  of  your  theaters,  and 
I  want  to  tell  you  that  we  have  nothing 
out  in  San  Francisco  that  is  at  all  comparable 
with  your  wonderful  Metropolitan  Theater 
here.  So,  taking  it  all  in  all,  I  have  been 
greatly  delighted  with  my  visit  to  Boston 
and  what  I  have  seen  in  your  city.  We  have 
in  San  Francisco  a  Board  of  Supervisors, 
eighteen  in  all.  We  are  elected  at  large  for 
a  term  of  four  years.  I  imagine  that  our 
business    is    similar    to    your    business.      I    un- 


derstand that  there  are  twenty-two  members 
of  your  Council  and  that  you  are  elected 
by  districts.  When  I  was  here  four  years 
ago  there  were  but  nine  members  of  your 
City  Council,  where  there  are  now  twenty- 
two.  I  think  a  council  of  twenty-two  is 
perhaps  a  great  deal  better  than  one  of  nine. 
We  are  sometimes  criticised  in  our  city  for 
being  unwieldy  but,  after  all  is  said  and 
done,  there  is  a  great  deal  of  value  in  the 
counsel  of  many  minds.  I  wish  to  thank  you, 
Mr.  President,  and  gentlemen  of  the  Council, 
for  the  courtesy  you  have  extended  to  me 
here  today,  and  in  behalf  of  the  city  and 
county  of  San  Francisco  I  extend  to  you 
all  an  invitation  to  visit  at  some  time  in 
the  near  future ;  and  I  say  to  you  one  and 
all,  that  if  any  one  of  your  members  or  a 
group  of  members  visit  our  city  I  will  assure 
you  that  the  same  hospitality  will  be  shown 
to  you  that  has  been  shown  to  me.  We, 
too,  have  a  great  city,  one  to  be  proud  of, 
but  you  here  in  Boston  have  a  great  many 
things  that  we  have  not  in  San  Francisco. 
We  may  well  try  to  imitate  you  in  some 
ways.  Once  again,  I  thank  you,  and  I  hope 
that  I  will  sometime  in  the  near  future  be 
able  to  reciprocate  the  hospitality  that  you 
have  shown   me.      (Applause.) 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  Chair,  on 
behalf  of  the  Council,  thanks  Mr.  McSheehy 
for   his   kind    words.

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PROPOSED  FIRE   STATION,   WEST   END. 

The  following  was  received  : 

The  Finance  Commission,  11  Beacon  Street, 
Boston,  June  27,  1927. 
To    the   Honorable  the    City    Council. 

Gentlemen, — The  Finance  Commission  sub- 
mits herewith  a  report  on  the  communication 
and  loan  order  for  a  new  fire  station  in  the 
West  End,  submitted  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
to  your   honorable   body    on    June    6,    1927. 

The  Fire  Commissioner  proposed  in  his  re- 
port to  the  Mayor,  dated  December  21,  1927, 
that  a  new  fire  station  be  built  in  the  West 
End  to  house  four  fire  companies.  If  this  is 
done  he  intends  to  abandon  the  fire  houses  on 
Bulfinch,  Leverett  and  North  Grove  streets  and 
to  house  the  companies  occupying  these  quar- 
ters, as  well  as  the  fire  tower  formerly  located 
in  this   district,    in  this   building. 

The  Finance  Commission  inspected  the 
houses  in  question  and  witnessed  a  demonstra- 
tion of  running  the  apparatus  in  and  out. 
Although  the  interior  of  one  of  the  houses  has 
been  painted  and  improved,  it  found  in  gen- 
eral that  the  description  given  by.  the  Fire 
Commissioner  in  his  report  was  justified.  The 
buildings  are  obsolete  and  poorly  located.  It 
is  difficult  to  maneuvre  the  apparatus  in  the 
narrow  streets  and  it  would  be  impracticable 
to  use  one  of  the  houses  and  impossible  to 
use  the  other  two  for  the  longer  apparatus 
now  required  for  fighting  fires  in  high  build- 
ings. The  commission  is  of  the  opinion  that 
this  proposal  of  the  Fire  Commissioner  should 
be   carried   out. 

The  Fire  Commissioner  suggested  that  the 
lot  at  the  corner  of  Bulfinch  and  Cambridge 
streets,  which  is  the  remnant  of  the  Revere 
House  lot  after  the  widening  of  Cambridge 
street,  would  be  an  "ideal  site  for  the  new 
house."  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  commission 
that  the  lot  recommended  is  well  adapted  for 
the  purpose.  It  has  sufficient  frontage  on  a 
broad  thoroughfare,  is  located  at  the  crown  of 
the  hill  and  affords  access  through  several 
streets  to  the  district  to  be  protected.  It  is 
not  the  duty  of  the  commission,  however,  to 
select  the  site  and  if  the  lot  in  question  cannot 
be  obtained  at  a  proper  price  some  other  lot 
should    be    selected. 

While  agreeing  with  the  Fire  Commissioner 
as  to  the  desirability  of  housing  the  several 
pieces  of  apparatus  in  one  new  station  on  a 
suitable  lot,  the  commission  feels  called  upon  to 
comment  on  the  position  taken  in  the  matter 
by  Mr.  Warren  F.  Freeman,  the  city's  real 
estate  agent.  He,  with  two  other  real  estate 
men,  was  directed  to  report  on  possible  sites 
for  the  consolidated  fire  house  in  the  West 
End.  He  made  a  written  report  to  the  Mayor, 
in  which  he  described  some  eight  or  ten 
separate  parcels  of  land.  The  first  four  adjoin 
each  other,  three  fronting  on  Sudbury  street, 
near  Hanover  street,  and  the  fourth  on  Han- 
over street  but  adjoining  the  others  in  the 
rear.  For  fire  house  development  part  or  all 
of  these  lots  could  be  considered  as  one  large 
parcel.  Another  parcel  mentioned  was  at  the 
junction  of  Cambridge  and  Green  streets,  the 
building  being  known  as  the  Parkman  Build- 
ing. Several  adjoining  lots  at  the  corner  of 
Cambridge  and  Chardon  streets,  owned  by  the 
New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Com- 
pany, practically  constituting  one  parcel,  were 
described.  The  last  lot  mentioned  by  the  real 
estate  agent  was  the  Revere  House  lot  in 
question.  In  the  report  he  pointed  out  certain 
advantages  or  disadvantages  'of  the  various 
lots  described.  Referring  to  the  Revere  House 
lot,  he  said,  "This  lot  used  in  connection  with 
the  city's  lot  adjoining  on  Bulfinch  street  in 
the  rear  would  make,  in  my  opinion,  an  ideal 
site  for  the  new  Central  Fire  Station  in  that 
section  of  the  city,  as  Cambridge  street  and 
Bowdoin  square  in  front  of  the  property  are 
of  sufficient  width  to  handle  any  and  all  fire 
apparatus  that  the  city  now  has  or  would  have 
for   many   years    to   come." 

The  Revere  House  lot  is  owned  by  a  Massa- 
chusetts corporation  called  the  Revere  Building, 
Incorporated.  One  half  the  interest  in  this 
corporation  is  owned  by  Mr.  Freeman.  In  his 
written  report  he  did  not  disclose  to  the 
Mayor  that  he  was  interested  in  this  lot,     Ap- 


pearing before  the  commission,  Mr.  Freeman 
testified  that  the  Mayor  knew  he  was  interested 
in  the  property  as  an  owner,  but  that  he  did 
not  think  the  Mayor  knew  his  particular  in- 
terest. He  also  said  that  though  he  did  not 
tell  the  Mayor  he  was  personally  interested,  the 
Mayor  knew  it  because  he  had  refused  permits 
to  conduct  a  bowling  alley  and  a  dance  hall  on 
the   premises.* 

In  a  communication  answering  an  inquiry 
from  the  commission,  the  Mayor  stated :  "At 
the  time  Mr.  Freeman  submitted  his  report 
upon  fire-house  sites  in  the  Bowdoin  square 
district,  he  made  no  reference  to  his  interest 
in  the  Revere  House  property.  He  had,  how- 
ever, called  the  -attention  of  this  office  to  his 
interest  some  time  ago,  when  an  application 
for  a  license  for  the  use  of  this  property  was 
refused  by  me.  At  that  time  I  did  not  learn 
the  exact  nature  of  his  interest  and  had  long 
since  dismissed  it  from  my  mind  when  the 
three  fire-house  reports  were  received.  When 
I  received  these  reports  I  was,  of  course,  aware 
that  he  had  some  sort  of  interest  in  the 
Revere  House  parcel,  because  it  is  a  matter 
of  common  knowledge.  In  fact  it  is  indicated 
by  a  generous  display  of  his  placards  all  over 
the   property." 

Holding  the  position  of  real  estate  agent 
of  the  city,  it  was  the  duty  of  Mr.  Freeman 
to  make  sure  beyond  a  doubt  that  his  private 
interest  in  any  site  recommended  was  known 
at  the  time  of  his  report.  It  is  obvious  that 
he  should  not  represent  the  city  further  in 
obtaining  a  site  for  the  fire  station  in  this 
district. 

The  location  recommended  by  the  Fire  Com- 
missioner was  in  1926  assessed  for  both  land 
and  buildings  for  $260,000.  The  assessors' 
records  indicate  that  in  making  the  assessment 
the  building  on  the  land  was  estimated  to  be 
two-thirds  finished.  The  Boston  Real  Estate 
Exchange  was  employed  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mission to  make  an  official  appraisal  of  the 
property.  Under  date  of  June  24,  1927,  it 
certified  f  that  in  the  opinion  of  its  Appraisal 
Committee  the  fair  valuation  of  the  property 
as  of  that  date  was  $300,000.  The  Finance 
Commission  has  before  it  evidence  of  the 
amount  paid  by  the  present  owners  for  the 
land  and  of  the  cost  of  the  building  erected 
thereon.  On  all  the  evidence  before  it  the 
commission  finds  that  $300,000  is  a  fair  value 
for  the  property.  The  Mayor,  however,  has 
recommended  that  a  loan  order  for  $750,000 
be  passed  by  your  honorable  body,  of  which 
$400,000  is  estimated  as  the  cost  of  the  site. 
If  the  amount  of  $300,000  is  granted  for  the 
site  the  loan  order  may  be  reduced  to  $650,000. 
If  it  should  turn  out  that  more  than  $300,000 
is  required  for  the  site,  the  City  Council  can 
increase  the  amount  of  the  loan.  On  the 
other  hand,  if  it  provides  the  full  amount  now 
requested,  it  has  placed  the  determination  of 
the  amount  to  be  expended  beyond  its  control. 

The  Finance  Commission  therefore  recom- 
mends : 

1.  That  a  loan  order  be  passed  to  enable  the 
Fire  Department  to  carry  out  its  plan  of 
abandoning  three  inadequate  fire  stations  and 
of  building  a  new  station  to  accommodate 
four   fire   companies. 

2.  That,  if  the  pending  loan  order  is  to  be 
passed  on  the  basis  of  the  location  approved 
by  the  Fire  Commissioner,  not  more  than  $300,- 
000  be  allowed  for  the  site  and  not  more  than 
$350,000  for   erecting  the  new  building.

CVran.  WRAGG— Mr.  President,  I  might  state, 


in  connection  with  this  order,  that  the  play- 
ground referred  to  is  one  of  the  old  play- 
grounds in  my  district.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
it  is  the  only  playground  we  have  there.  It 
was  given  to  the  city  some  few  years  ago  and 
in  1916  the  city  did  some  work  there,  making 
it  possible  in  a  way  to  use  the  ground  as  a 
playground  at  that  time.  Since  then  nothing 
has  been  done.  The  playground  has  been  al- 
lowed to  go  from  bad  to  worse,  until  that  has 
become  a  very  dangerous  and  swampy  piece 
of  ground.  It  is  not  a  place  where  children 
could  or  should  play  :  as  a  matter  of  fact,  it 
is  not  a  playground  now  at  all.  Last  year  I 
had  an  estimate  made  by  the  Park  Commis- 
sioners of  the  cost  of  putting  this  playground 
in  condition,  and  we  were  told  that  it  would 
cost  some  $39,000.  The  grounds  are  so  poor 
that  the  high  school  in  its  recent  games  used 
Roslindale  grounds  to  play  their  games  upon, 
with  other  schools  in  Boston.  Therefore,  I 
move  a  suspension  of  the  rule  and  the  passage 
of  the  order. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  inquire  if  the  councillor  who  has  introduced 
the  order  is  prepared  to  state  to  the  Council 
how  much  will  be  left  in  the  item  in  the 
budget  for  the  improvement  of  playgrounds, 
provided  $39,000  is  spent  to  fix  up  this  one 
playground  ? 

Coun.  WRAGG— Mr.  President.  I  am  not 
prepared  to  say.  I  am  prepared  to  say  that 
the  ground  is  in  bad  condition  and  would  be 
improved  if  they  would  spend  any  amount  on 
it.  I  don't  care  if  they  spend  only  $1,000.  if 
the  youngsters  will  be  able  to  play  ball  there. 
The  order  provides  for  $39,000,  the  amount  that 
we  were  told  would  fix  up  the  grounds,  but 
if  they  can  spend  $1,000  or  $2,000  or  whatever 
may  be  necessary  to  put  the  grounds  in  con- 
dition for  a  playground — in  a  condition  where 
it  can   be  used — I   shall  be   satisfied.

WILSON,  for  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances,  submitted  report  in  regard  to  ordi- 
nance concerning  contracts  made  by  city  with 
plants  located  in  the  United  States,  recom- 
mending passage  of  ordinances  in  following 
new   draft,   viz.  : 

An    Ordinance    Concerning    Contracts    with 
the    City    of    Boston. 
He  it  ordained  by  the   City   Council  of  Boston, 
as   follows  : 

Chapter  40  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of 
1925  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the 
semi-colon  at  the  end  of  Clause  A  of  section 
13  and  adding  the  words  "whose  plant  or 
plants  are  located  in  the  United  States"  ;  and 
by  striking  out  the  semi-colon  at  the  end  of 
Clause  B  of  said  section  and  adding  the  words 
"and  the  plant  or  plants  of  which  corpora- 
tion or  other  legal  association  are  located  in 
the  United  States"  ;  so  that  section  13,  Clauses 
A  and  B,  of  said  Revised  Ordinances  of  1925, 
shall  read  as   follows : 

Sect.  13.  No  contract  shall  be  made  by  the 
city  except  with  (a)  individual  citizens  of  the 
United  States  whose  plant  or  plants  are  located 
in   the   United    States : 

(b)  corporations  or  other  legal  associa- 
tions wherein  the  controlling  interest  to  the 
extent  of  at  least  over  one-half  thereof  is 
owned  by  a  citizen  or  citizens  of  the  United 
States  and  the  plant  or  plants  of  which  corpo- 
ration or  other  legal  association  are  located  in 
the   United    States. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  I  will  merely 
say  that  the  existing  ordinance  requires  that 
a  person  with  whom  the  city  makes  a  contract 
must  be  a  citizen  or  that  a  corporation  must 
have  a  majority  of  its  stockholders  citizens  of 
the  United  States.  This  proposed  revision  of 
the    ordinance    makes    the    additional    require- 
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ment  that  the  plant  of  the  person  who  con- 
tracts with  the  city  must  be  located  in  the 
United    States. 


Coun.   KEENE   in  the   chair. 


Coun.  HEFFERNAN— Mr.  President,  I  am 
in  sympathy  with  this  ordinance,  but  one 
thouught  that  strikes  me  is  that  there  are,  I 
assume,  various  forms  of  merchandise  or  manu- 
facture that  the  City  of  Boston  uses  that  can- 
not be  manufactured  in  this  country.  I  under- 
stand, for  instance,  that  in  the  George  R. 
White  units  a  certain  kind  of  opaque  glass 
is  used  which  is  manufactured  abroad  and  is 
not  made  in  this  country.  I  would  like  to 
ask  if,  in  making  such  a  new  draft  of  the 
ordinance  as  is  here  proposed,  it  would  not 
be  wise  to  make  a  provision  covering  anything 
of  that  kind  ?  I  would  suggest  that  this  be 
printed  on  the  calendar  and  acted  upon  at  the 
next  meeting,  so  that  if  anybody  then  has 
any  appropriate  amendments  to  make  they 
may  be   considered  at  that  time. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  assume 
that  there  will  be  no  objection  on  the  part  of 
the  committee  to  this  being  allowed  to  remain 
on  the  calendar.  I  would  assume  that  if 
there  are  rare  glasses  or  other  items  of  mer- 
chandise that  the  city  wants  to  obtain,  and 
which  are  not  manufactured  in  the  United 
States,  they  could  be  obtained  through  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  even  if  they  had 
to  be  brought  over  from  Europe.  However, 
I  think  there  is  no  objection  to  this  lying  on 
the   table. 

President  KEENE — The  ordinance  will  be 
assigned  to  the  next  meeting,  unless  there  is 
objection. 

The  ordinance  was  assigned  to  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Council.

RUBY — Mr.  President,  about  two 
months  ago  there  was  an  order  of  some  kind 
put  in  with  reference  to  an  investigation 
of  the  so-called  de  luxe  buses  which  are  being 
run  from  the  Brookline  line  down  through 
Beacon  street.  I  wonder  if  there  has  been 
any  report  of  any  kind  from  anybody  with 
reference  to  the  matter,  and  why  these  buses 
are    still   being    run    on   the   streets   of   Boston 


in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  jitney  commit- 
tee and  the  City  Council  have  refused  a  li- 
cense for  them. 

President   HEFFERNAN   in  the   chair. 


President  HEFFERNAN— The  Chair  would 
say  that,  so  far  as  he  knows,  the  order  is 
still  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee  on  Jitneys 
and  no  action  has  yet  been  reported  to  the 
body. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  may  I  ask 
what  the  procedure  would  be  so  that  these 
buses,  which  are  illegally  on  the  streets  of 
Boston,  may  be  removed  from  the  streets  of 
Hoston    by    the    proper   officials. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  Chair  would 
say  that  his  own  personal  opinion  is  that 
the  buses  in  question  were  given  a  license  by 
the  former  Council.  I  am  simply  stating 
that  as  my  own  opinion.  I  would  state  fur- 
ther that  if  they  are  illegally  on  the  streets, 
it  is  an  indictment  of  Boston's  police  officials, 
whose  duty  should  be  to  get  them  off  the 
streets    if   they  are    illegally   there. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  while  I  was 
a  member  of  the  Jitney  License  Committee 
a  request  for  a  permit  to  operate  the  so- 
called  de  luxe  buses  from  the  Brookline  town 
line  down  Beacon  street  at  twenty-five  cents 
per  passenger  was  presented,  and  the  com- 
mittee at  that  time  recommended  the  rejection 
of  that  petition.  So,  as  I  recollect,  the  City 
Council  of  1926  went  on  record  as  against 
granting   that    permit. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  Chair  would 
say  that  so  far  as  he  knows  the  buses  are 
not  operated  under  any  such  permit.  I  un- 
derstand that  that  was  a  request  for  a  change 
of  routing,  a  modification  of  an  existing 
route  previously  granted  That  is  my  per- 
sonal  opinion    in   the   matter. 

Coun.  RUBY — I  may  be  in  error,  but  I 
understood  that  that  was  a  request  for  the 
right  to  run  a  new  bus  line. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  Chair  will 
simply  say  that  he  thinks  the  former  Council 
gave  the  permit  to  operate  from  Boston  to 
Brookline.  that  they  then  came  in  with  a  re- 
quest to  go  through  Allston  instead  of  Brook- 
line, which  request  was  denied  last  year,  and 
that  they  are  now  operating  under  a  permit 
granted  in  1925  by  the  old  Council.  That  is 
as    the    Chair    understands    the    matter. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  might  I 
suggest  that  the  situation  would  be  very  much 
clarified  if  the  Jitney  Committee  would  re- 
port back  on  the  two  orders  before  them  at 
an    early   date  ? 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  committee 
will    take   due   notice.

As  a  result  of 
this,  chapter  220  of  the  Acts  of  the  year 
1927  was  enacted.  The  Legislature  amended 
the  original  bill  submitted  by  the  above  organi- 
zations and  inserted  section  7  of  said  chapter, 
which  provides  that  section  2  of  said  act  shaU 
take  effect  upon  its  acceptance  by  vote  of  the 
City  Council.  The  remaining  sections  of  the 
act  have  already  gone  into  effect,  not  re- 
quiring any  acceptance  by  the  City  Council. 
The  amendment  contained  in  section  2  prac- 
tically creates  a  two-family  residence  district. 
Section  2   is   as  follows : 

"The  second  paragraph  of  section  eleven  of 
said  chapter  four  hundred  and  eighty-eight, 
entitled  'Height',  is  hereby  amended  by  in- 
serting after  said  word  'Height'  in  the  first 
line  the  words, — and  occupancy, — and  by  in- 
serting after  the  word  'height'  in  the  sec- 
ond line  the  words, — or  accommodate  or  make 
provision  for  more  than  two  families, — so  as 
to  read  as  follows :  Height  and  Occupancy. 
No  building  shall  exceed  thirty-five  feet  or  two 
and  one  half  stories  in  height  or  accommodate 
or  make  provision  for  more  than  two  fami- 
lies." 

At  present  we  have  what  is  known  as  a 
"Single  Residence  District,"  but  no  two-family 
residence  district.  The  various  organizations 
noted  above  believe  it  very  essential  that  a 
two-family  residence  district  be  created  in  the 
City  of  Boston.  The  creation  of  such  a  two- 
family  residence  district  would  merely  carry 
out  the  original  intent  of  the  Zoning  Law. 
I  am,  therefore,  submitting  the  inclosed  order 
which  I  recommend  that  your  honorable  body 
adopt.

REPORT    OF    FINANCE    COMMISSION    ON 
CITY    AUTOMOBILES. 
The   following   was    received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  July  6,  1927. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 
Gentlemen, — The  Finance  Commission  pre- 
sents a  report  on  the  wasteful  policy  of  main- 
taining municipally-owned  passenger  automo- 
biles. The  report  appears  below  and  shows 
the  following  facts : 

1.     In    1926    the    city    maintained    a  fleet    of 
114  passenger  cars  valued  at  about  $87,210.  The 


amount  expended  on  passenger  cars  in  this 
year  was  $227,731.86.  of  which  $167,281.86  was 
for  maintenance  and  $60,450  for  purchase  of 
new    cars. 

2.  The  secretary  to  the  Mayor  has  requisi- 
tioned a  Fire  Department  car  for  his  exclusive 
use  with  a  fireman  from  the  Fire  Department 
acting   as   chauffeur. 

3.  Department  heads  constantly  use  their 
official    cars    for    private    purposes. 

4.  Official  cars  are  parked  in  the  rear  of 
City  Hall  for  long  periods  of  idleness  during 
the  day  and  a  count  made  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mission for  three  days  in  April  and  three  days 
in  June  showed  a  total  in  those  six  days  of 
forty-six  automobile  days  of  idleness. 

5.  New  York  City,  in  the  Mitchell  admini- 
stration, saved  in  six  months  $50,000  by  adopt- 
ing a   taxi   system. 

6.  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  abolished  private 
machines  for  city  officials  and  contracted  with 
a  taxi  company  for  service,  and  reduced  ex- 
penses   from    $108,597   to   $22,000. 

7.  The  Edison  Company  of  Boston  adopted 
the  taxi  system  and  reduced  its  cost  from 
$73,087  in  1914  to  $43,575  in  1919,  making  a 
total  saving  to  the  company  in  five  years  of 
$129,420. 

The  Soaring   Cost. 

In  1915,  and  again  in  1916,  the  Finance 
Commission  called  to  the  attention  of  the  city 
government  of  Boston  the  rising  cost  of  auto- 
mobile expense  for  city-owned  passenger  motor 
cars.  (See  Finance  Commission  Reports,  Vol. 
XI,  page  353.  and  Vol.  XII,  page  119.)  The 
commission  recommended  that  the  city  abandon 
its  decentralized  system  w"here  each  department 
controlled  its  own  passenger  motor  service  and 
adopt  for  all  municipal  passenger  cars  the 
taxicab  or  livery  system.  The  annual  expense 
had  then  risen  from  $3,292.15  in  1904-05  to  ap- 
proximately $100,000  in  1915,  and  the  Finance 
Commission  believed  that  a  serious  study  should 
then    be    given    to    these    expenditures. 

Nothing,  however,  was  done  and  the  cost  has 
continued  to  soar  until  last  year  the  city  owned 
a  fleet  of  about  114  cars,  valued  at  ap- 
proximately $87,210  for  use  in  the  city  depart- 
ments other  than  the  School  Committee  and 
the  Police  Department.  Some  were  Fords  and 
were  used  regularly  by  inspectors  in  their 
daily  work.  Others  were  the  more  expensive 
types  of  touring  cars,  roadsters  and  sedans. 
Last  year  the  city  spent  about  $60,400  for  new 
passenger    cars   and   $167,281   for  maintenance. 

Ineffective  Remedies. 

Some  attempts  in  the  past  have  been  made 
to  curb  this  growing  evil,  but  they  were  generally 
ineffective.  The  City  Council  in  1909  sought  to 
lessen  the  scandal  of  "joy  riding,"  by  pass- 
ing an  ordinance  providing  that  all  city  cars 
should  be  registered  in  the  name  of  the  city 
and  should  be  painted  an  uniform,  distinctive 
color,  and  that  on  the  sides  of  the  car  the 
words  "City  of  Boston"  should  appear,  with 
the  name  of  the  department  using  the  car. 
City  cars  are  now  registered  in  the  name  of 
the  city,  but  the  rest  of  the  ordinance  has  been 
generally  ignored.  Where  departments  have 
followed  the  third  provision  of  the  ordinance 
by  designating  on  the  car  the  department  to 
which  it  was  assigned,  the  lettering  or  plate 
has  usually  been  so  small  as  to  make  it  an 
easy  matter  to  conceal  by  covering  it  with  a 
flap  or  blanket.  Few,  if  any,  of  the  depart- 
ments have  their  names  printed  boldly  on  the 
hood    of    the    machine. 

In  Mayor  Curley's  second  administration  two 
municipal  garages  were  erected  at  a  total 
cost  of  $291,168,  but  no  attempt  was  made  to 
regulate  the  use  of  the  city  cars  or  to  estab- 
lish a  taxi   system. 

Examples  of  Extravagance. 
Striking  examples  of  this  extravagant  system 
are  found  in  the  office  of  the  Mayor.  The 
present  Mayor  receives  a  salary  of  $20,000  a 
year, — twice  as  much  as  the  Governor  of  the 
Commonwealth  and  twice  as  much  as  his  pre- 
decessor. He  is  also  furnished  with  an  auto- 
mobile  and   the    city   pays   for   the  cost   of   its 
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maintenance.  The  present  Mayor  disposed  of 
his  predecessor's  Pierce-Arrow  car,  which  had 
been  bought  in  1922  at  a  cost  of  $8,923.*  He 
was  allowed  $1,400  for  it  after  four  years'  use 
toward  the  purchase  of  a  new  Marmon  car 
which  cost  $4,630.  Evidently,  he  became  dis- 
satisfied with  this  car,  because  recently  he 
bought  a  new  Cadillac  sedan  at  a  cost  to  the 
city  of  $4,196.15,  receiving  in  trade  for  his 
new  Marmon  car  only  $1,696.15  after  one 
year's  service.  The  present  Mayor  has  spent 
for  the  purchase  of  cars  for  his  own  use  in 
one  and  one-half  years,  including  the  value  of 
cars  traded  in,  the  sum  of  $8,826.15  of  the 
city's  money. 

The  Mayor's  official  family  has,  also,  be- 
come infected  with  the  desire  for  automobile 
hire  at  the  city's  expense,  but  as  the  purchase 
of  a  car  for  a  secretary  to  the  Mayor  would 
be  criticised,  the  expedient  adopted  by  the 
Curley  administration  of  levying  upon  another 
department  for  a  car  was  continued  by  the 
present  administration.  The  department  levied 
upon,  however,  should  have  been  the  last  one  in 
the  city  for  any  administration  to  use.  The 
Fire  Department  is  organized  for  the  safety 
and  protection  of  lives  and  property,  and  either 
all  of  its  equipment  is  necessary  or,  if  unneces- 
sary, should  be  disposed  of,  and  the  money 
devoted  to  building  up  fire  protecting  ap- 
paratus. Reserve  machines  are  held  for  con 
tingencies  and  it  may  happen  that  if  reserve 
cars  are  away  when  needed,  the  lives  of  help- 
less women,  children  and  invalids  may  be 
endangered.  It  was  the  practice  of  the  Curley 
administration  to  allow  one  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment cars  of  the  reserve  fleet  to  be  assigned 
permanently  to  the  secretarial  force  and  a 
special  fireman  to  act  as  chauffeur.  The  pres- 
ent secretary  to  the  Mayor  has  continued  this 
practice  and  the  Fire  Department  car  has  been 
daily,  until  lately,  in  the  rear  of  City  Hall, 
awaiting  the  pleasure  of  the  secretary.  In 
addition  to  the  car,  a  fireman  with  a  special 
rating  as  chief's  aid,  at  a  salary  of  $2,200,  acts 
as  chauffeur.  Recently  at  the  expense  of  the 
Fire  Department  a  new  Chandler  car  was 
purchased  for  the  use  of  the  Mayor's  secretary 
at  a  cost  of  $1,695.  Lately  it  was  reported  to 
the  commission  that  an  Institutions  Depart- 
ment car  was  carrying  a  passenger  from  and 
to  Lexington  daily.  The  Finance  Commission 
sent  the  complaint  to  the  Commissioner.  No 
explanation  or   answer   was   received. 

In  the  present  year,  also,  the  City  Collector 
requested  and  obtained  a  Buick  brougham 
car  at  a  cost  of  $2,195.  The  Finance  Com- 
mission protested  against  such  waste  of  the 
city's  funds  and  the  City  Collector  was  unable 
to  justify  this  purchase  before  the  Committee 
on  Appropriations  of  the  City  Council.  His 
examination  on  this  point  before  this  com- 
mittee  is   pertinent : 

Q.  What  are  you  riding  around  in  now? 
A.  A  Willys-Knight  borrowed  from  a  depart- 
ment. 

Q.  What  department  is  this  you  borrow  the 
car  from?  A.  It  is  an  old  abandoned  car 
I    have   had. 


Q.  An  abandoned  car?  I  would  like  to  get 
at  the  bottom  of  this.  What  kind  of  a  car 
is  this?  A.  Willys-Knight,  little  sedan,  holds 
two   people ;   three  crowds    it. 

Q.     How  old  a  car  is  it?     Oh,  I  don't  know. 

Q.     Whose  car  is   it?     A.     I  don't  know. 

Q.  What  department  does  it  come  from  ? 
A.     I    don't   know. 

Q.  How  did  you  get  it?  A.  The  Mayor 
provides   it. 


Q.  Well,  ...  I  don't  see  why  that  car 
shouldn't  continue  to  do  that  work.  I  don't 
believe  anybody  is  seeking  it  for  .  .  . 
A.  I  believe  it  ought  to  be  a  departmental 
car  for  the  purpose  it  is  used. 


*  Net     cost     $7,000 ;     allowance    on     old    car 
$1,923. 


Q.  Mr.  Johnson,  there  have  been  enough 
inquiries  of  the  other  department  heads  With 
reference  to  automobiles  that  seem  to  war- 
rant me  in  asking  you  to  be  more  i.peeific 
with  regard  to  your  request  for  the  automo- 
bile. A.  You  mean  specific  as  to  the  pur- 
poses? Q.  Yes.  A.  I  can't  be  any  more 
specific. 

Idle  Cars. 

These  are  a  few  examples  of  the  tendency 
to  disregard  the  interests  of  the  people. 
While  the  assignment  of  a  Fire  Department 
car  to  the  Mayor's  secretary  is  scandalous  in 
itself,  it  is  doubly  scandalous  to  keep  the  car 
standing  idle  in  the  rear  of  City  Hall.  The 
Finance  Commission  had  a  tabulation  made  of 
the  city  passenger  cars  parked  in  the  rear 
of  City  Hall  by  an  inspector  for  three  days 
in  April  and  three  days  in  June.  His  re- 
port for  those  six  days  showed  that  city  cars 
were  standing  idle  for  a  total  of  3201  hours. 
On  the  basis  of  a  seven-hour  city  day,  this 
represents  approximately  forty-six  days  of 
idle  time.  The  tabulation  appears  in  Appen- 
dix A.  For  examples  of  idle  cars,  the  tabula- 
tion shows  that  the  Boston  Sanatorium  car. 
No.  505812,  was  parked  idle  for  seven  hours  on 
June  7,  seven  hours  on  June  8,  and  seven 
and  one-half  hours  on  June  9.  In  other  words, 
the  car  practically  was  not  used  at  all  on 
those  days.  The  Fire  Department  cars  for 
the  six  days  showed  idle  time  of  sixteen 
hours.  The  Public  Works  car,  No.  479,993, 
showed  eighteen  hours  of  idle  time.  The  Build- 
ing Department  car,  No.  475670,  Bhowed  idle 
time  of  twenty-one  hours.  Other  examples  can 
be  taken  at  random,  but  the  tabulation  itself 
shows  clearly  the  waste  of  time  and  money. 
If  a  livery  system  under  which  a  car  is  called 
for  only  when  needed  had  been  in  use  in  the 
city,  these  forty-six  days  of  idle  time  would 
not    have   occurred. 

That  a  large  part  of  the  expenditure  for 
city-owned  passenger  cars  is  needless,  no  one 
can  honestly  deny.  Heads  of  departments, 
servants  of  the  public,  daily  ride  to  and 
from  their  homes  in  city-owned  machines, 
while  the  great  majority  of  citizens  and  tax- 
payers travel  by  public  conveyance  or  go  on 
foot.  What  the  cost  will  be  ten  years  from 
now,  if  the  sluice  gates  of  expenditures  are 
not  closed,  it  is  impossible  to  predict. 

What  Other  Cities  and  Corporations  Have 
Done. 
Other  cities  have  tackled  the  problem  of 
reducing  the  cost  of  passenger  automobile 
service.  In  1914,  under  Mayor  Mitchell,  a 
central  garage  was  established  in  New  York 
and  a  system  of  operating  city-owned  cars 
on  a  taxi  basis  was  installed,  with  savings 
of  $50,000  for  the  first  six  months  of  opera- 
tion. Chicago  at  one  time  disposed  of  its 
problem  by  selling  its  equipment  and  con- 
tracting with  a  firm  of  taxicabs  for  service 
on  a  contract  basis.  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  in  1922, 
under  Mayor  Magee,  solved  the  problem  by 
the  adoption  of  a  taxicab  service  furnished 
by  a  private  company.  The  history  of  this 
reform  is  interesting.  When  Mayor  Magee 
took  office  in  January,  1922,  pledged  to  a 
platform  for  retrenchment  and  economy  in 
city  expenditures,  the  total  outlay  for  municipal 
transportation  for  the  preceding  year  amount- 
ed to  $108,597.85.  The  Mayor  and  the  Director 
of  Public  Safety  gave  up  the  use  of  the  cars 
assigned  to  their  offices  ;  cars  were  taken  from 
bureau  heads,  and  the  garage  force  was  re- 
organized. After  many  conference  between 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  it  was  decided 
to  place  all  city-owned  passenger  cars  Under 
lock  and  key  in  the  garage  and  experiment 
for  a  month  or  so  with  public  taxicab  service. 
Two  city  cars  were  exempted  from  the  rule ; 
one  for  the  city  paymaster  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  money,  as  the  burglary  insurance 
policy  stipulated  that  the  money  must  be 
transported  in  a  private  vehicle,  and  one 
high-powered  car  for  the  Detective  Division 
which  the  taxicab  companies  could  not  fur- 
nish. 
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Within  sixty  days  after  the  initiation  of 
this  taxicab  service,  the  practicability  of  the 
plan  and  the  savings  made  under  the  system 
were  acknowledged  and  on  April  20,  1922, 
sixteen  of  the  city's  cars  were  sold  at  pnbhc 
auction  and  the  balance  converted  into  trucks, 
ambulances  and  patrol  wagons. 

The  experience  of  Pittsburgh  demonstrated 
the  inefficiency,  wastefulness,  and  extrava- 
gance of  the  policy  of  municipally-owned  cars 
for  official  transportation.  The  cost  of  auto- 
mobile service  in  Pittsburg  was  reduced  from 
$108,597.85  in  1921  to  $22,000  in  1926.  Com- 
pared with  the  expenditures  in  1921,  the  sav- 
ings were  $86,000.* 

The  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company 
of  Boston,  also,  had  the  same  problem  of  motor 
transportation  as  the  City  of  Boston  and  in 
1915  decided  that  a  taxi  system  was  the  only 
solution  of  the  high  cost  of  motor  service. 
Twenty-two  officials  of  the  company  at  that 
time  had  special  cars  assigned  to  them,  but 
their  cars  were  taken  from  them  and  placed 
in  the  central  garage  of  the  company  on 
Massachusetts  avenue.  Even  the  president 
offered  to  turn  in  his  car  and  go  on  the  taxi 
system,  but  it  was  decided  to  maintain  a 
car  exclusively  for  the  Executive  Bureau.  The 
president,  however,  owns  a  personal  car. 
Rules  and  regulations  were  drawn  up  provid- 
ing that  when  an  official  wished  to  use  a  car 
from  the  company's  garage,  his  department 
would  be  charged  a  fixed  rate.  Officials  can- 
not use  their  cars  for  private  calls  and  chauf- 
feurs are  prohibited  from  driving  officials 
to  or  from  their  homes,  except  in  emergency 
cases.  The  livery  system  eliminated  the  abuses 
of  private  use  of  the  cars  and  did  away  with 
needless  trips  because  the  object  showed  too 
plainly  on  the  records.  Furthermore,  in  order 
to  reduce  the  expense  sheet  of  a  department, 
trips  were  so  planned  as  to  be  grouped.  The 
head  of  the  transportation  department  _  of 
the  Edison  Company  stated  to  the  commission 
that  the  company  reduced  its  cars  from 
twenty-two  to  nine,  gave  better  service  than 
formerly  and  the  total  cost  of  maintenance 
and  capitalization  was  reduced  at  least  46-f 
per  cent.  Since  the  adoption  of  the  livery 
system  by  the  Edison  Company,  the  number 
of  cars  has  been  increased  to  eleven,  but  those 
eleven  serve  fifty  officials  with  their  subordi- 
nates, whereas  formerly .  twenty-two  cars  were 
assigned  to  twenty-two  officials.  The  Edison 
Company  from  1915  to  1919  reduced  its  mile- 
age from  310,731  to  125,058  and  its  cost  from 
$73,087  to  $43,575,  a  total  saving  in  those 
five  years  of  $129,420.  Even  with  the  in- 
creasing cost  of  operating  cars  since  1919,  the 
expense  has  been  kept  well  below  the  expense 
before  the  taxi  system  was  adopted.  What 
Pittsburg  and  the  Edison  Company  have  done 
with  economy  and  efficiency,  Boston  ought  to 
be  able  to  do. 

Two  kinds  of  taxi  service  are  illustrated 
by  the  Edison  system  and  the  Pittsburg  sys- 
tem. By  the  first,  the  company  retains  own- 
ership of  a  limited  number  of  cars ;  but, 
instead  of  assigning  them  regularly  to  its 
various  departments,  it  holds  them  in  a  cen- 
tral garage  and  sends  them  out  on  call  of 
the  departments  only  when  needed  and  only 
for  official  business.  This  system  is  well 
adapted  for  a  private  corporation  operated  on 
a  basis  of  efficiency  and  economy.  It  is  not 
so  well  adapted  for  the  more  wasteful  cervice 
of  a  municipal  corporation  as  is  the  Pitts- 
burgh system  under  which  the  city  owns,  with 
a  few  exceptions,  no  passenger  car,  but 
hires  cars  only  when  needed  and  only  for  of- 
ficial business.  There  is  one  company  in 
Boston,  the  "Driv-Ur-Self"  system,  which 
could  furnish  cars  when  continuous  daily  use 
is  required,  as  for  inspection,  and  there  is  a 
taxi  company  that  could  contract  to  furnish 
cars  as   needed  for  departmental  work  on  city 

*In  1926-27  a  new  administration  came  into 
power ;  the  system  was  partially  abandoned 
and  the  expense  increased  to  $30,000  for  the 
first   six   months. 


business.      Adoption   of   such   service   would    be 
better  for  the  City  of   Boston. 

The    Finance    Commission    recommends : 

1.  That  the  city  abandon  its  present  sys- 
tem of  operation  of  passenger   motor   cars. 

2.  That,  for  the  purpose  of  experimenta- 
tion, all  city  passenger  cars  be  placed  under 
lock   and   key   for   a   period   of  two   months. 

3.  That  arrangements  be  made  for  service: 

(a)  for  inspectors'  cars  on  the  "Driv-Ur- 
Self"   basis ; 

(b)  for  occasional  calls,  on  the  taxicab 
basis. 

4.  That  immediate  plans  be  made  for  the 
adoption  of  Recommendation  No.   3.

garbage  in  that  area.  So  bad  was  the  stench 
of  the  odor  last  week  that  for  a  vicinity  of 
two  miles  away  from  the  particular  spot  peo- 
ple were  unable  to  keep  the  windows  open. 
For  some  time  there  has  been  an  effort  made 
to  abate  this  nuisance  because  of  the  fact 
that  in  the  dumping  they  showed  no  regard  for 
the  health  of  the  people  in  that  locality,  and 
I  think  his  Honor  the  Mayor  ought  to  re- 
quest of  the  Health  Commissioner  that  that 
particular  dumping  space,  or  that  particular 
place,  be  excluded  from  dumping  purposes 
because  of  the  fact  that  there  are  other  places 
that  would  not  be  a  menace  to  the  people 
of  any  district,  and  I  request  a  suspension  of 
the  rules  and  ask  for  the  passage  of  the  order.

WARD — Mr.  President,  this  location 
is  probably  one  of  the  most  congested  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  the  children  up  there  are 
sorely  in  need  of  a  playground,  and  I  wanted 
to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  entire  body 
the  realization  that,  with  the  schools  closed 
up,  there  is  no  opportunity  for  the  children  to 
play  anywhere  except  in  the  streets.  It  is 
impossible,    under    the    law,    as    I    understand 
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from  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners,  to 
close  any  street  as  a  play  street,  with  the  result 
that  in  my  district  there  have  been  children 
who  have  been  killed  as  the  result  of  the  lack 
of  play  facilities  in  the  vicinity.  This  piece 
of  property  which  I  have  in  mind  is  an  old 
vacant  lot  which  I  feel  can  be  bought  for 
almost  a  song.  There  was  a  question  some 
time  ago  as  to  whether  they  could  get  clear 
title  to  it.  I  have  investigated  and  found  from 
the  City  Collector's  office  that  it  is  possible  to 
purchase  the  property  now ;  and  I  therefore 
move,  Mr.  President,  a  suspension  of  the  rules 
and   passage  of   the   order.

LEASE  OF  VETERANS'  HOSPITAL,  WEST 
ROXBURY. 

President  HEFFERNAN  called  up  No.  8  on 
the  calendar,   viz. : 

8.  Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be, 
and  he  hereby  is,  authorized  in  the  name  and 
behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston,  in  form  satisfac- 
tory to  the  Law  Department,  and  at  a  yearly 
rental  of  thirty-five  thousand  one  hundred  and 
seventy-five  dollars  ($35,175),  the  lessee  in 
addition  to  pay  the  cost  of  changes,  repairs, 
alterations  and  improvements  and  to  pay  the 
cost  of  restoration  of  the  leased  premises  after 
the  termination  of  the  lease  or  any  final  re- 
newal thereof,  unless  the  lessor  otherwise 
agrees,  to  execute  a  lease  to  the  United  States 
of  America  of  that  certain  tract  or  parcel  of 
land  consisting  of  thirty  and  one  half  acres, 
more  or  less,  together  with  the  buildings  and 
improvements  thereon,  situate  on  Spring  street, 
in  the  West  Roxbury  district  of  said  City  of 
Boston,  known  as  the  West  Department  of  the 
Boston  City  Hospital,  as  at  present  occupied 
by  the  United  States  Veterans  Bureau,  Health 
Service  Hospital  No.  44,  for  the  term  of  one 
year  beginning  July  1,  1927,  and  ending  June 
30,  1928.  The  United  States  Government  is  to 
have  the  option  to  terminate  the  said  lease  by 
giving  to  the  City  of  Boston  three  months' 
notice  in  writing  of  its  intention  so  to  do ; 
and  said  United  States  Government  is  also  to 
have  the  option  of  renewing  the  said  lease 
under  the  same  terms  and  conditions  as  therein 
provided  ;  but  no  renewal  thereof  shall  extend 
the  term  of  the  lease  or  the  period  of  oc- 
cupancy beyond  the  thirty-first  day  of  De- 
cember,   1928. 

On  June  27,  1927,  the  foregoing  order  was 
read   once   and   passed,    yeas    16,    nays    0. 

The  order  was  passed  to  a  second  reading, 
yeas    20,    nays    0. 


ORDINANCE     CONCERNING     CONTRACTS 
WITH  THE   CITY  OF   BOSTON. 

President  HEFFERNAN  called  up  No.  9  on 
the   calendar,   viz. : 

9.  An  ordinance  concerning  contracts  with 
the  City  of  Boston. 

Be  it  ordained,  etc. : 

Chapter  40  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of 
1925  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the 
semicolon  at  the  end  of  Clause  A  of  Section 
13  and  adding  the  words  "whose  plant  or 
plants  are  located  in  the  United  States"  ;  and 
by  striking  out  the  semicolon  at  the  end  of 
Clause  B  of  said  section  and  adding  the  words 
"and  the  plant  or  plants  of  which  corporation 
or  other  legal  association  are  located  in  the 
United  States" ;  so  that  section  13,  Clauses 
A  and  B,  of  said  Revised  Ordinances  of  1925, 
shall  read   as   follows : 

Section  13.  No  contract  shall  be  made  by 
the    city    except    with, 

(a)  individual  citizens  of  the  United  States 
whose  plant  or  plants  are  located  in  the  United 
States ; 

(b)  corporations  or  other  legal  associations 
wherein  the  controlling  interest  to  the  extent 
of  at  least  over  one  half  thereof  is  owned 
by    a   citizen   or   citizens  of   the   United    States 


and  the  plant  or  plants  of  which  corporation 
or  other  legal  association  are  located  in  the 
United    States. 

Coun.  PARKMAN— Mr.  President,  I  offer  the 
following  amendment,  to  be  added  at  the  end 
of  subsection    (b)  : 

"The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not 
apply  to  the  purchase  of  materials  or  supplies 
in  the  event  that  the  same  are  not  produced 
or  manufactured   in  the  United  States." 

That  is  simply  a  proviso  which,  as  far  as  I 
can  see,  leaves  all  the  teeth  in  the  ordinance 
which  the  city  requires  or  is  required  to  pro- 
vide that  the  purchases  shall  be  made  in  the 
United  States,  or  of  plants  that  are  located  in 
the  United  States.  It  simply  safeguards  the 
creation  of  the  situation  where  the  city  might 
be  bound  in  such  a  way  that  it  could  not  pur- 
chase needed  materials  or  supplies  at  all,  and 
for  that  purpose  I  offer  the  amendment. 

Coun.  DOWLING — Mr.  President,  I  should 
like  to  ask  the  gentleman  from  Ward  5, 
through  you,  whether  the  amendment  offered 
by  him  would  not  make  it  possible  for  the  city 
to  purchase,  say — I  want  to  use  something 
specific — a  lot  of  Belgian  cement.  That,  it 
occurs  to  me,  is  a  commodity  which  the  city 
is  using  extensively  in  competition  with  ce- 
ments made  in  this  country,  and,  if  there 
were  a  great  deal  of  construction  work  to 
be  done  and  a  great  deal  of  cement  to  be 
used,  it  seems  to  me  the  amendment  offered 
by  the  councilor  from  Ward  5  would  allow 
preference  for  the  Belgian  cement,  and,  of 
course,  that  would  defeat  the  purpose  of  the 
whole    ordinance. 

Coun.  PARKMAN— Mr.  President,  I  am 
not  familiar  with  the  cement  industry.  I  do 
not  know  how  much  is  manufactured  in  the 
United  States  and  how  much  in  Belgium,  nor 
am  I  familiar  with  the  technical  character- 
istics of  Belgian  cement,  but  I  should  imagine 
that  the  United  States  could  pretty  well  take 
care  of  the  manufacture  of  the  cement  required 
in  building  activities,  and,  if  it  were  not,  and 
buildings  were  required,  I  should  think  that 
the  ordinance,  if  it  did  not  provide  for  the 
purchase  of  supplies  elsewhere,  would  have  a 
very  retarding  effect  on  the  prosperity  of  the 
country. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  Chair  will 
read  the  amendment  for  the  information  of 
the    councilors : 

"The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not 
apply  to  the  purchase  of  materials  or  supplies 
in  the  event  that  the  same  are  not  produced  or 
manufactured  in  the  United  States." 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  on  the  amend- 
ment offered  by  Coun.  Parkman,  I  believe 
that  the  object  of  inserting  this  ordinance 
was  to  make  it  as  ironclad  as  possible,  because 
the  entire  system  as  laid  out  by  the  founders 
of  this  ordinance  was  to  buy  American  prod- 
ucts and  to  bring  to  American  manufacturers 
the  profit  that  was  going  to  Europe,  and  to 
bring  to  American  workmen  work  which  they 
are  sorely  in  need  of  ;  and  I  believe  if  we  take 
the  chain  as  outlined  in  the  paper,  or  if  the 
people  of  Detroit,  Michigan,  are  buying  hats 
made  in  Italy,  then  the  hat  industry,  the 
factories,  in  Chatham,  will  be  closed  up,  and 
if  the  people  in  Detroit  will  buy  hats  made  in 
Italy,  then  the  people  in  Chatham  will  be  out 
of  employment  and  no  automobiles  sold  which 
are  manufactured  in  Detroit,  and  I  believe 
that  this  chain  would  go  endlessly  throughout 
the  entire  country,  and  since  we  are  a  country 
that  can  fight  a  war  on  our  own  resources, 
why  can't  we  live  in  peace  on  our  own  re- 
sources? I  believe,  in  accepting  the  amend- 
ment as  laid  out  by  Councilor  Parkman, 
that  it  would  give  the  purchasing  agent,  or 
it  would  give  the  Mayor  or  the  particular 
department  an  arbitrary  right  to  buy  certain 
things  manufactured  in  Europe,  and  I  do  not 
feel  that  I  can  conscientiously  vote  for  an 
amendment  to  such  an  ironbound  insertion  in 
any   ordinance. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  it  is  a  little 
surprising  to  me  to  hear  the  last  speaker  make 
a  plea  for  a  protective  tariff  in  view  of  his 
well-known    political   principals,    but,    in    spite 
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of  the  argument  which  he  has  advanced  in 
favor  of  a  protective  tariff,  it  seems  to  me 
that  it  would  be  folly  for  this  Council  to  put 
upon  the  books  any  law  which  prohibits,  we 
will  say,  the  Hospital  Department  from  pur- 
chasing thousands  of  dollars'  worth  of  medical 
supplies,  instruments  and  other  paraphernalia 
which  they  use  in  that  department  but  which  are 
not  produced  in  this  country.  It  would  be 
folly,  I  say,  to  prevent  that  department  from 
going  abroad  to  get  those  needed  things  :  and, 
while  it  may  be  true  that  it  is  highly  desirable 
to  protect  American  industries  in  so  far  as  it 
is  possible  to  do  so,  we  should  not  apply  the 
principle  to  the  extent  of  crippling  it.  I  am 
very  much  in  favor  of  Coun.  Parkman's 
amendment. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  I  believe,  from 
what  little  I  know  of  history,  that  there  were 
two  great  men  in  the  country  who  knew  noth- 
ing about  the  tariff.  One  was  Abraham  Lin- 
coln, and  the  other  is  the  councilor  from  Ja- 
maica Plain ;  and  I  believe  that,  when  the 
tariff  was  explained  by  Abraham  Lincoln  at 
one  time,  he  stated  that,  if  he  were  to  pur- 
chase a  suit  of  clothes  made  in  England,  he 
would  have  the  suit  of  clothes  and  England 
would  have  the  $100.  I  believe  that  is  the 
subject  of  this  entire  controversy,  whether 
we  are  going  to  have  goods  made  in  Europe 
and  Europe  is  going  to  have  money  made  in 
America.  That  is  the  question  we  have  got 
to   decide  this   afternoon. 

Coun.  PARKMAN— Mr.  President,  I  offer 
a  further  amendment  to  the  amendment  in 
order  to  improve  the  phraseology  and  to  leave 
no  mistake  whatever  as  to  its  meaning.  I 
will  strike  out  the  words,  "in  the  event  that 
the  same  are  not  produced  or  manufactured 
in  the  United  States,"  and  insert  thereof 
the  words,  "if  no  such  materials  or  supplies 
are  produced  or  manufactured  in  the  United 
States ;"  so  that,  as  amended,  it  will  read  as 
follows :  "The  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
not  apply  to  the  purchase  of  materials  or  sup- 
plies if  no  such  materials  or  supplies  are  pro- 
duced or  manufactured  in   the   United   States." 

That,  I  believe,  takes  care  of  the  dilemma  in 
which  Coun.  Dowling  found  himself  and 
which  he  raised  by  the  simile  of  Belgian 
cement.  Under  the  clause,  as  re-written,  if 
cement  is  available,  then  Belgian  cement  can- 
not be  purchased,  and,  with  that  interpola- 
tion, I  believe  the  amendment  reads  in  better 
form    and   is   better    drawn. 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  ordi- 
nance, as   amended,   was  passed.

ORDINANCE     CONCERNING     CONTRACTS 
MADE   BY  THE   CITY. 
Coun.    McGRATH   offered   the   following: 
An    ordinance    concerning    contracts    made    by 

the  city. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston, 
as  follows  : 
Section  1.  Chapter  40  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1925  is  hereby  amended  in  the 
portion  relating  to  contracts  made  by  the 
city,  by  inserting  after  section  seventeen  the 
following : 


Section  17  (a).  'Every  contract  hereafter 
made  by  the  city  shall  contain  a  provision 
requiring  the  contractor  and  subcontractors 
to  pay  all  laborers,  workmen  and  mechanics 
the  prevailing  rate  of  wages  as  defined  in 
the   following   section. 

Section  17  (b).  The  words  "prevailing  rate 
of  wages"  shall  mean  the  rate  of  wages  paid 
in  the  City  of  Boston  to  the  majority  of  la- 
borers, workmen  or  mechanics  engaged  in  any 
particular  trade  or  occupation.  In  the  event 
that  it  is  determined  that  there  is  not  a  ma- 
jority in  the  same  trade  or  occupation  paid 
at  the  same  rate,  then  the  rate  paid  to  the 
greater  number  in  such  trade  or  occupation 
shall  be  the  prevailing  rate,  provided  such 
greater  number  constitutes  at  least  forty  per 
centum  of  the  laborers,  workmen  or  mechanics 
engaged  in  such  trade  or  occupation ;  in  the 
event  there  is  less  than  forty  per  centum 
of  the  laborers,  workmen  or  mechanics  en- 
gaged in  the  same  trade  or  occupation  in  the 
same  locality  paid  the  same  rate,  then  the 
average  rate  paid  to  such  laborers,  workmen 
or  mechanics  in  the  same  trade  or  occupation 
shall  be  the  prevailing  rate. 

Section  17  (c).  The  head  of  the  depart- 
ment in  charge  of  any  public  work  may,  and 
on  written  request  of  any  interested  person, 
shall,  require  any  contractor  or  subcontractor 
engaged  on  such  work,  to  file  with  the  de- 
partment a  schedule  of  the  wages  paid  or 
proposed  to  be  paid  to  laborers,  workmen  and 
mechanics  ;  and  said  head  of  deparment  chall 
determine  by  proper  investigation  whether  or 
not  the  rates  of  wages  paid  or  proposed  to 
be  paid  are  the  prevailing  rates.  If  the  caid 
head  of  department  shall  find  that  any  such 
scheduled  rates  are  less  than  the  prevailing 
rates  he  shall  require  the  contractor  or  sub- 
contractors to  pay  the  prevailing  rates  and 
in  case  of  refusal  to  so  pay  he  shall  abrogate 
the  contract. 

Section  2.  Section  nineteen  of  said  chapter 
forty  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the 
words  "and  sixteen"  in  the  fourth  line  of  said 
section,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
words  "sixteen,  seventeen  (a),  seventeen  (b), 
and  seventeen    (c)." 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on   Ordinances.

REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE    ON    FINANCE. 

Coun.  GREEN,  for  the  Committee  on 
Finance,    submitted    the    following : 

1.  Report  on  message  and  four  orders  (re- 
ferred June  6)  for  loans,  amounting  to  $522,- 
000,  for  two  new  buildings  at  the  City  Hos- 
pital— that   the    same   ought    to    pass. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  while  I 
agree  that  there  is  need  of  increased  hospital 
facilities  in  the  City  of  Boston,  yet  I  also 
feel — personalities  excepted — that  any  member 
of  this  Council  is  entitled  to  ordinary  courte- 
sies from  any  city  department,  even  the  Chief 
Executive.  As  long  ago  as  the  2d  of  May, 
I   introduced   the  following   order : 

Ordered,  That  the  Institutions  Commissioner, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  and  he  here- 
by is  respectfully  requested  to  investigate  and 
report  to  the  City  Council  relative  to  the 
availability  and  possible  purchase  by  the  City 
of  Boston  of  the  Homeopathic  Hospital  build- 
ings for  use  of  same  by  the  chronic   sick. 

That  was  the  2d  of  May,  and  on  May  9  I 
made  inquiry  as  to  whether  any  report  had 
come  through  on  that,  and  I  understand  no 
report  has  come  through  to  date.  Incidental 
to  attending  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances,  I  also  attended  a  meeting  of  the 
Committee  on  Finance,  of  which  I  am  not  a 
member,  but  heard  some  talk  about  the  need 
of  the  passing  of  this  loan  order  and  expend- 
ing of  this  additional  money.  I  may  be 
thick  but,  at  that  time,  I  questioned  the 
gentleman  who  appeared  before  that  commit- 
tee with  reference  to  the  possibility  of  pur- 
chasing the  available  buildings  of  the  Homeo- 
pathic Hospital.  So  far  as  I,  personally, 
am  concerned,  I  never  owned  any  part  of  the 
hospital  nor  had  the  pleasure  or  unfortunate 
occasion  of  visiting  that  hospital,  but  I  have 
received  advices  from  proper  sources  to  the 
effect  that  the  Homeopathic  Hospital  is  for 
sale  and  has  been  for  sale  since  last  Christ- 
mas some  time.  The  gentleman  who  appeared 
before  the  Committee  on  Finance  said  that 
they  tried  to  buy  the  Homeopathic  Hospital 
some  six  years  ago  and  they  would  not  sell 
and  for  that  reason  he  assumed  that  is  prob- 
ably   the   situation    now,    although   it   Beems   to 


me  there  would  be  a  substantial  difference 
in  price  between  a  hospital  which  was  not 
for  sale  six  years  ago  and  one  which  I  under- 
stand is  now  offered  for  sale.  I  understand 
that  the  buildings  are  for  sale  because  they 
are  going  to  remove  elsewhere,  and  the  map 
which  we  had  before  the  committee  hearing 
the  other  day  shows  that  some  of  these  build- 
ings are  right  across  the  street  from  the  City 
Hospital,  although  I  believe  the  gentleman 
stated  that  building  a  rooming  house  for  the 
doctors  of  the  department  that  is  to  be  across 
the  street  would  be  too  far  a  walk,  or  some 
such  suggestion.  It  seems  to  me  that  I  am 
entitled,  and  the  members  of  the  Council  are 
entitled  to  know  whether  the  buildings  of 
the  Homeopathic  Hospital,  or  any  of  them, 
can  be  bought,  and,  if  so,  what  the  price 
is,  and  whether  or  not  it  would  interest  us. 
I  feel  I  am  entitled  to  a  reply  to  that  order 
of  May  2  and  until  that  is  received  I  cannot 
conscientiously  vote  on  this  particular  loan 
order,  because  it  obviously  would  cost,  or  I 
assume  it  would  cost,  less  to  buy  an  existing 
building  and  make  in  into  rooms,  than  it 
would  to  build  an  entirely  new  structure. 
I  think  I  am  entitled  to  the  information, 
knowing,  as  I  do,  that  the  information  is  in 
the  hands  of  city  officials  who  have  a  list  of 
the  paraphernalia,  which  I  have,  and  some- 
thing  which   I   have   not,   namely,   the   price. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  got  a  little 
different  impression  from  the  testimony  that 
was  offered  by  the  heads  of  the  City  Hospital 
to  the  Committee  on  Finance  regarding  the 
money  to  be  spent  under  this  loan  order.  I 
understood  their  testimony  to  be  that,  at 
whatever  the  price  the  Homeopathic  Hospital 
might  be  on  the  market,  those  buildings  were 
not  suitable  or  adequate  to  the  things  which 
they  wanted  to  do.  I  do  not  know  whether 
the  Homeopathic  Hospital  is  on  the  market 
at  the  present  time  or  not.  There  seems  to 
be  a  difference  of  opinion  on  that  question. 
I  do  not  know  at  what  price  they  are  on 
the  market,  if  they  are  on  the  market.  The 
last  speaker  was  unable  to  inform  us  as  to 
the  price,  although  he  was  willing  to  assume 
— from  what  basis  nobody  knows — that  the 
price  would  be  cheaper  than  it  would  be  to 
build  a  brand  new  building  on  land  which 
the  city  already  has,  and  it  would  be  ade- 
quate and  suitable  for  the  purposes  for  which 
the  trustees  of  the  City  Hospital  want  this 
building.  As  I  understand  it,  it  is  purposed 
with  all  the  money  raised  on  this  loan  order 
to  construct  a  new  medical  wing  or  depart- 
ment of  the  City  Hospital  and  to  provide 
housing  facilities  for  the  house  officers.  The 
representatives  of  the  City  Hospital  who  ap- 
peared before  the  committee  said  that  it  was 
desirable  to  have  housing  quarters  on  the 
property  of  the  City  Hospital,  and  that  for 
various  reasons — the  age  of  the  buildings  and 
their  location  as  well — the  buildings  of  the 
Homeopathic  Hospital  were  not  suitable  and 
were  not  adapted  to  the  purposes  for  which 
they  needed  them.  So  that,  in  the  absence  of 
all  information,  although  the  learned  councilor 
who  preceded  me  is  wiling  to  assume  that 
the  price  would  be  cheap,  in  the  absence  of 
all  information  as  to  the  price,  and  in  view 
of  the  perfectly  definite  statement  of  the 
authorities  of  the  City  Hospital  that  the 
buildings  were  not  suitable,  I  cannot  see  why 
anybody  can  hesitate  one  moment  in  voting 
for   the   passage    of   this    loan    order. 

Coun.  WARD— Mr.  President,  I  do  not  know 
whether  "Doctor"  Wilson  and  "Doctor"  Guild 
are  both  right,  as  "Doctor"  Wilson  says  "Hom- 
apathic"  Hospital  and  "Doctor"  Guild  says 
"Homeopathic,"  but  I  want  to  ask  Coun. 
Wilson  a  question :  Whether  or  not  he  has 
ever  heard  that  the  price  of  the  Homeopathic 
or    Homapathic   Hospital   was   $2,000,000  ? 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  replying  to 
both  my  fellow  "doctor"  and  the  gentleman 
who  has  corrected  the  pronunciation  one  way 
or  the  other,  it  is  just  because  I  do  not  know 
what  the  price  is  that  I  have  criticized  the 
fact  that  the  order  of  May  2  has  never  been 
answered.  My  brother  Guild  says  that  he  does 
not  know  whether  the  hospital  is  on  the  market 
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or  not.  I  do  know  that  it  is  on  the  market 
and  has  been  for  some  time,  and  that  the  full 
details  of  the  building  have  been  sent  to 
City  Hall  and  an  offer  made.  I  was  fortunate 
enough,  for  purposes  of  my  own  information, 
to  get  the  data  with  respect  to  the  equipment 
and  the  buildings.  For  obvious  reasons,  I 
have  not  been  able  to  obtain  the  price.  It 
occurs  to  me  that  it  would  not  take  a  vast 
amount  of  renovation  in  almost  any  building 
to  make  an  existing  supposedly  modern  build- 
ing directly  across  the  street  from  the  City 
Hospital,  good  and  sufficient  for  the  needs  of 
housing  quarters  for  the  house  officers  of  the 
City  Hospital.  I  think  that,  in  the  first  place, 
I  am  entitled  to  receive  the  information  which 
I  requested  on  the  2d  of  May.  I  do  not  know 
the  price,  and  it  is  for  that  reason  I  ask  the 
information.  It  seems  to  me  we  could  vote 
on  this  measure  with  a  little  more  intelligence 
if  we  knew  whether  or  not  an  adjacent  hospi- 
tal, or  some  of  its  buildings,  right  across  from 
where  they  want  to  build  these  buildings,  is 
on  the  market  for  sale,  and  that  seems  to  me 
a  reasonable  inquiry,  the  gentleman  on  my 
right   to   the   contrary  notwithstanding. 

Coun.  WARD — I  might  answer  the  gentle- 
man from  Dorchester,  Mr.  President,  relative 
to  that  question.  If  I  remember  correctly,  the 
reason  why  Coun.  Wilson  placed  this  order 
before  the  Council  inquiring  the  price  of  the 
Homeopathic  Hospital  was  because  they  had 
contemplated  spending  a  million  dollars,  which 
will  end  up  in  spending  ten  million,  for  the 
erection  of  a  chronic  hospital  upon  Parker 
Hill.  I  might  say  for  the  benefit  of  the  gentle- 
man from  Dorchester  that  I  believe  the  price 
of  the  Homeopathic  Hospital  is  approximately 
$2,000,000,  and,  since  this  order  calls  for  only 
$500,000,  I  cannot  see  where  there  is  any 
argument. 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  councilor  from  Dorchester  a  ques- 
tion :  If  he  appeared  before  our  committee  on 
finance  that  day  and  was  asking  some  questions, 
or,  rather,  seeking  some  information  from  the 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Mr.  Man- 
ning, and  Dr.  Dowling,  if  he  did  not,  at  that 
time,  in  answer  to  one  of  the  questions  of 
the  councilor,  simply  say  that  the  Homeopathic 
Hospital  was  unfit,  and  if  the  City  of  Boston 
took  it  over  they  would  have  to  tear  down  and 
rebuild,  and  it  would  be  impossible  to  renovate 
or  put  it  in  any  condition  to  satisfy  their 
needs  ;  and  I  want  to  ask  the  councilor  from 
Dorchester,  too,  if  he  thinks  that  the  City 
Council  ought  to  interfere  with  the  present 
program  as  laid  down  by  the  chairman  and 
the  Superintendent  of  the  City  Hospital?  I 
think  they  know  best  what  they  need.  They 
say  they  do  not  need  the  Homeopathic  Hos- 
pital :  they  can't  use  it :  because  they  would  have 
to  tear  down  and  rebuild  and  retard  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  program   already  laid  out. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  if  I  can 
remember  the  questions  that  I  have  been  asked 
— and  I  apparently  seem  to  have  started  some- 
thing, because  they  are  all  asking  questions — ■ 
I  will  try  to  answer  them.  With  reference 
to  whether  that  inquiry  was  made  or  not  and 
what  the  gentleman's  answer  was,  I  would 
say  this, — that  I  asked  whether  or  not  the 
buildings,  or  any  of  them,  were  available  to 
the  use  of  the  hospital,  and  the  first  reply  was 
they  were  too  far  off,  apparently  because 
they  were  across  the  street ;  and  when  we  got 
the  map  out  and  it  turned  out  that  the  build- 
ings were  but  a  stone's  throw  from  the  build- 
ing- they  wanted  to  build,  then  it  came  out 
that  the  buildings  were  obsolete,  although  the 
City  of  Boston  was  in  the  market  to  buy 
the  same  property  as  short  a  while  ago  as 
six  years,  but  now  that  the  hospital  wants 
to  build  they  are  too  obsolete.  For  the  pur- 
poses of  the  hospital  officers  I  can't  imagine 
the  buildings  have  grown  so  obsolete  that 
men  cannot  live  and  sleep  in  them  now.  I 
say,  if  we  are  being  called  upon  to  expend  in 
excess  of  half  a  million  dollars  for  a  house 
building  for  some  house  officers,  it  is  a  perti- 
nent and  intelligent  inquiry  to  make  as  "'to 
whether   perhaps  one   of  the  buildings   of   this 


other  hospital  directly  across  the  street  can- 
not be  bought  and  renovated,  and  I  still  think 
that  is  a  perfectly  logical  suggestion' — to  find 
out  whether  there  is  not  a  building  right 
across  the  street  which  can  be  used,  and  for 
some  reason  I  am  unable  to  find  whether  it 
is  on  the  market  and  what  the  price  is,  al- 
though everybody  in  Roxbury  and  councilors 
from  other  districts  of  the  city  seem  to  know 
all  about  it.  I  am  merely  trying  to  find  out 
what    the    others    apparently    know. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted, 
and  the  four  orders  read  once  and  passed,  yeas 
20,  nays  0. 

2.  Report  on  the  message  and  order  (re- 
ferred June  6)  appropriating  $125,000  for  a 
central  power  plant  at  the  House  of  Correc- 
tion, Deer  Island — that  the  same  ought  to  pass. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  before  the 
roll  is  called  on  that — I  should  like  to  vote 
intelligently  on  it — 'I  think  it  is  due  the  Coun- 
cil that  the  committee  give  a  brief  idea  of  what 
the  proposition  is. 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President,  in  answer  to 
the  councilor  from  Brighton,  this  appropria- 
tion is  for  a  central  power  heating  station  at 
Deer  Island,  and  it  is  a  report  and  a  recom- 
mendation of  Ritchie,  Parsons  &  Taylor,  who 
made  an  extensive  study  of  conditions  down 
there  and  recommended  it,  and  also  it  has 
been  recommended  by  the  Penal  Institutions 
Commissioner.  The  $125,000  will  be  needed  to 
erect  this  new  central  heating  station  at  the 
island   because  the   other    is   too   obsolete. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  read 
once  and  passed,  yeas   20,  nays   0. 

3.  Report  on  message  and  order  (referred 
June  6)  for  loan  of  $750,000,  for  a  fire 
station,  West  End — that  there  be  substituted 
for  the  order  recommended  by  the  Mayor  the 
following  orders  : 

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
fifty  thousand  dollars  be  and  hereby  is  ap- 
propriated to  be  expended  under  the  direction 
of  the  Fire  Commissioner  for  the  construction 
of  a  new  fire  station  in  the  West  End  district, 
and  that  to  meet  said  appropriation  the  City 
Treasurer  be  authorized  to  issue,  from  time 
to  time,  upon  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds 
or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to 
said    amount. 

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
thousand  be  and  hereby  is  appropriated  to  be 
expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Fire  Com- 
missioner for  the  purchase  of  a  site  for  a 
new  fire  station  in  the  West  End  district,  and 
that  to  meet  said  appropriation  the  City 
Treasurer  be  authorized  to  issue  from  time  to 
time,  upon  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or 
certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said 
amount. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question 
came  upon  rejection  of  the  order  as  submitted 
by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  substitution 
of  the  two  orders,   reported  by  the  committee. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I 
would  like  to  have  you  put  that  question  again. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  question  is 
upon  the  rejection  of  the  order  as  submitted  by 
the  Mayor  and  the  substitution  therefor  of  the 
two   orders   reported  by   the   committee. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  on  this 
matter  of  the  proposed  new  fire  station  in  the 
West  End  section  of  Boston,  a  good  deal  of 
agitation  has  taken  place.  The  original  order 
provided  for  $750,000.  Investigations  have 
been  made  by  the  Finance  Commission,  the 
Real  Estate  Exchange  has  been  called  in, 
and  the  Committee  on  Finance  held  several 
hearings,  and  they  now  recommend  that  the 
loan  order  be  reduced  from  $750,000  to  $650,- 
000.  I  am  not  so  sure  that  the  Fire  Com- 
missioner is  right  in  his  proposed  plans  of 
centralizing  these  fire  stations.  I  know  that 
district  pretty  well.  I  was  born  and  raised 
there,  and  I  have  lived  there  all  my  life.  We 
have  in  that  section  Ladder  24,  which  this 
commissioner  proposes  to  remove  and  locate  in 
this  so-called  central  fire  station.  At  the  pres- 
ent time,  that  fire  house  is  surrounded  by  the 
great  Massachusetts  General  Hospital,  recog- 
nized as  the  greatest  institution  in  the  world  of 
its   kind,  or   in    the   United    States — I   will    not 
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say  the  world.  We  have  there  the  Charles 
Street  Jail  where  many  people  are  confined, 
some  innocent,  some  guilty,  but  they  are  all 
entitled  to  protection,  and  you  realize  that 
many  of  these  are  waiting  trial,  waiting  the 
judgment  of  a  jury  of  their  peers  as  to  whether 
they  are  guilty  or  not,  and  many  an  innocent 
man  is  placed  in  confinement  who  never  ought 
to  be  there.  Also  surrounding  this  fire  station 
are  fifteen  sehoolhouses,  all  within  half  a  min- 
ute. But  half  a  minute  might  be  the  saving 
of  life,  and,  after  all,  that  is  the  great,  im- 
portant matter.  Boston  has  had  some  great 
fire  commissioners  in  the  gone-by  days,  and 
they  stand  well,  and  when  they  planned  these 
houses  they  planned  them  for  the  future. 
Now  the  great  question  is,  is  he  right?  He 
said  before  the  committee  that  the  ladder 
would  not  reach  the  highest  point  in  the  Massa- 
chusetts General  Hospital.  That  I  question, 
for,  after  investigation  upon  my  part,  I  find 
that  the  ladder  reaches  the  highest  point  of 
any  building  in  the  Massachusetts  General 
Hospital.  Then  he  proposes  to  remove  Engine 
6  from  the  thickly,  densely  populated  section 
of  the  West  End,  where  thousands  of  human 
souls  are.  Of  course,  he  does  not  have  to 
live  in  that  great  section,  and  what  if  a  few 
lives  are  lost.  No  explanation  has  been  given. 
In  ithe  Back  Bay  section  within  a  few  weeks 
lives  were  lost,  where  I  do  not  think  there  is 
a  piece  of  fire  apparatus  from  Commonwealth 
avenue  to  Harvard  avenue,  in  Brighton  or 
Allston.  There  was  the  spectacle  of  removing 
Engine  26  and  Engine  35  from  Mason  street, 
taking  them  away  from  the  heart  of  that  great 
business  section,  the  dry  goods  section,  the 
department  store  section.  Think  of  a  fire 
starting  in  Gilchrist's,  Jordan's — what  it 
means  !  and  locating  it  at  the  extreme  end  of 
the  district — Broadway.  That  apparatus  is 
now  located,  awaiting  the  final  construction 
of  that  house  on  Broadway,  down  in  Bui- 
finch  street.  Bulfinch  street  is  nearer  Mason 
street  than  Broadway.  Is  that  right?  Some 
may  say  it  is  all  right.  I  believe  the  matter 
ought  to  be  studied  more.  I  hold  in  my  hand 
a  clipping  from  the  Boston  Post  which  says 
they  have  been  unable  to  find  out  from  the 
Mayor  what  is  to  be  done  with  the  great, 
valuable  piece  of  property  in  the  rear  of  this 
building.  It  will  cost  a  lot  of  money  if  you 
want  to  buy  that  land.  They  say  they  do  not 
know  what  is  going  to  be  done  with  it.  There 
is  a  crying  need  today  for  a  new  building,  for 
the  Registry  of  Deeds  and  Registry  of  Pro- 
bate. Perhaps  it  might  be  utilized  for  that. 
What  is  the  purpose  of  it?  Are  they  coming 
in  there  a  little  later  and  ask  that  that  be 
sold?  Is  that  going  to  be  sold,  that  valuable 
piece  of  property  in  the  rear  ?  We  haven't  a 
municipal  building  in  the  great  West  End  of 
Boston.  It  might  be  utilized  for  this  Audi- 
torium he  talks  about.  I  don't  know  any  bet- 
ter place  than  right  there  in  the  heart  of 
Bowdoin  square  for  that.  But,  however,  at 
the  present  time  they  have  given  no  study. 
Now,  aside  from  that,  it  is  a  question  whether 
he  is  right  on  this  matter.  We  agree  that 
many  of  these  houses  are  old  and  out  of 
order  now,  and  do  not  measure  up  to  present 
day  modern  methods  of  motorized  apparatus. 
But  we  must  have  more  definite  information 
and  decide  whether  it  is  right  to  remove  them. 
If  those  buildings  are  unfitted,  let  us  build 
new  buildings  in  their  places.  He  takes  that 
Ladder  Company  away  and  leaves  the  hill 
part  of  the  district,  represented  by  the  gentle- 
man from  Back  Bay,  who  is  not  here,  not  cov- 
ered. That  hill  apparatus  can't  shoot  right 
up  there.  There  are  apartment  houses  there 
without  number  and  with  no  protection,  and 
the  only  way  we  would  have  then  is  to  come 
from  Bowdoin  square  down.  Already  it  is 
the  center  of  activity.  Now,  Mr.  President, 
I  think  we  are  a  little  hasty  in  this  matter. 
I  understand,  today,  before  the  committee — 
I  was  not  present — the  question  was  put.  Per- 
haps some  other  members  may  enlighten  the 
Council  as  to  just  what  Mr.  Freeman  had 
to  say.  But  this  is  the  vital  question  and  I 
believe,    in   all   justice,   also — the   votes   may   be 


here  today  to  pass  this  proposition — some- 
thing should  be  done.  We  all  thought  that 
this  man  was  going  to  be  a  great  fire  com- 
missioner. Everybody  looked  forward,  think- 
ing that  he  would  strengthen  the  Fire  De- 
partment. Everybody  recognized  that  it  needed 
some  strengthening.  The  man  before  him  had 
a  wonderful  character,  genial  character,  a 
man  who  treated  them  well  and  gave  them 
every  possible  consideration,  but  there  was  a 
lot  of  laxity.  This  man  came.  Everybody 
thought  he  was  going  to  emulate  the  great 
Colonel  Russell,  but,  alas,  when  we  saw  the 
list  of  promotions  it  told  a  different  story, 
and  we  haven't  got  a  Henry  Russell.  We 
thought  we  had.  He  was  a  great  executive, 
a  man  who  served  the  country  in  the  time  of 
the  Civil  War.  He  was  a  great  leader,  and 
every  mayor  begged  him  always  to  retain 
his  position  irrespective  of  whether  he  was 
Democrat  or  Republican.  And,  gentlemen,  on 
that  theory  I  do  not  agree  yet  that  he  is 
absolutely  right.  The  people  want  to  know 
definitely,  even  though  he  be  allowed  to  build 
this  station  and  bring  the  tower  from  Fort 
Hill  square  where  it  belongs,,  up  there  in  the 
old  station  which  was  supposed  to  take  care  of 
the  West  End.  Even  Engine  4, — I  don't  believe 
he  should  be  allowed  to  remove  that,  together 
with  Engine  6  and  Ladder  24.  Notwithstand- 
ing the  fact,  I  think  it  would  be  far  more 
feasible  if  he  were  to  take  Ladder  1  and 
bring  it  up  there.  Showing  me  that  he  does 
not  know  all  the  details  of  the  great  Fire 
Department,  and  when  he  says  leave  Ladder 
1  where  it  is,  almost  directly  at  the  foot  of 
Chardon  street,  within  half  a  minute  from 
Bowdoin  square,  to  leave  that  there  but  take 
the  other  ladder  away,  the  only  protection  we 
have  got  down  at  the  other  end,  he  didn't 
give  it  the  study  and  thought  that  a  great 
engineer  ought  to  give.  He  failed  there.  Lad- 
der 1  is  the  thing  to  put  in  Bowdoin  square, 
if  anywhere.  He  hasn't  given  that  the  thought. 
I  don't  know  where  this  report  comes  from, 
but  it  must  have  been  hurriedly  got  together, 
and  it  is  a  serious  matter.  I  think  the  mem- 
bers of  this  council  will  remember  that  the 
life  of  one  child  is  important.  Nobody  knows 
whose  child  it  may  be  or  where  it  might  belong. 
Remember  that  in  voting  for  this  proposition 
today.  I  say  now  the  order  ought  to  be  post- 
poned   for    further    action   and    study. 

Coun.  KEENE— Mr.  President,  I  move  you, 
sir,  that  action  on  this  matter  be  postponed 
for  a  period  of  one  week.  I  do  that  because 
several  members  of  the  Council  have  stated 
that  they  would  like  a  little  more  time  to 
investigate  further  in  order  cthat  they  may 
vote  on  the  matter  intelligently,  and  I  believe 
that  when  any  member  or  members  of  the 
Council  ask  for  further  consideration,  the 
Council  then,  so  far  as  it  can,  should  extend 
that  courtesy  to  that  member  or  members. 

President  HEFFERNAN— Coun.  Keene,  the 
Chair  will  ask  if  you  are  willing  to  withdraw 
your  motion  until  a  vote  has  been  taken  on 
the  question  of  rejection  and  substitution  ? 

Coun.  KEENE — Mr.  President,  I  withdraw 
my   motion. 

The  question  being  put,  the  order  for  a 
loan  of  $750,000  submitted  by  the  Mayor  was 
rejected,  and  the  two  orders  reported  by  the 
committee    were    substituted    therefor. 

The  question  then  came  on  the  passage  of 
the  orders,  and  Coun.  Keene  renewed  his  mo- 
tion to  lay  over  for   one  week. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  feel  greatly 
as  Coun.  Keene,  that  every  opportunity  should 
be  accorded  to  every  member  of  the  Council 
to  investigate  and  satisfy  himself  in  all 
reasonable  ways  regarding  this  loan  order 
which  has  been  presented  to  us.  The  loan 
order  has  been  before  us  now  for  a  matter 
of  five  weeks.  Within  that  time  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  have  held  various  hearings 
and  have  reports  from  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion of  the  city  and  various  other  unofficial 
bodies  with  regard  to  it.  The  councilor  Who 
spoke  at  some  length  is,  of  course,  very 
directly  affected  by  this  loan  order  because 
it   deals    with    his    district,    and    I    have   every 
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sympathy  for  the  questions  which  he  raises 
in  connection  with  it,  but  it  does  seem  to 
me  that,  in  view  of  the  number,  of  hearings 
which  the  Committee  on  Finance  have  held, 
and  in  view  of  the  length  of  time  the  mat- 
ter has  already  been  pending  before  it,  the 
Council  has  had  ample  opportunity  to  present 
whatever  there  was  in  the  way  of  evidence 
and  testimony  to  the  committee  with  regard 
to  the  policy  of  centralizing  or  not  centraliz- 
ing the  Fire  Department  of  the  West  End. 
It  strikes  me,  however,  that  that  question 
is  propably  a  question  for  the  administrative 
branch  of  the  city  government  to  decide. 
The  administrative  branch  is  represented  in 
the  Fire  Department,  of  course,  by  the  Fire 
Commissioner.  The  Fire  Commissioner  ap- 
peared before  the  Finance  Committee  of  the 
City  Council  and  stated  his  reasons  for  de- 
siring to  centralize  the  Fire  Department  in 
the  West  End,  and  they  seemed  to  be  good 
and  sufficient  reasons.  Among  others  which 
he  gave  was  the  one  that  the  present  quar- 
ters for  one  of  the  ladder  trucks  is  inade- 
quate to  accommodate  ladders  of  such  length 
as  would  reach  to  the  remotest  parts  of  some 
of  the  buildings  in  the  West  End,  and  that 
a  house  sufficiently  long  to  house  such  a 
ladder  was  needed.  If  the  question  has  been 
raised  at  all  as  to  whether  there  is  an  op- 
portunity to  house  a  ladder  sufficiently  long 
to  reach  to  any  part  of  any  building  in  the 
West  End,  it  seems  to  me  that  this  body 
should  resolve  it  on  the  safe  side  and  not  gam- 
ble and  take  chances  with  human  lives  and 
take  a  chance  that  what  we  have  there  now 
is  inadequate.  If  the  Fire  Commissioner  says 
that  it  is  not  adequate,  we  should  resolve 
the  question  on  the  safe  side,  in  any  event. 
I  do  not  think  that  the  City  Council,  as 
such,  is  expected  to  form  the  administrative 
policy  of  the  city  in  regard  to  the  centraliza- 
tion or  noncentralization  of  the  fire  stations. 
So  far  as  the  testimony  that  was  elicited  from 
Mr.  Freeman  at  today's  hearing  is  concerned, 
I  happened  to  be  presiding  over  the  commit- 
tee at  that  time,  and,  for  the  information 
of  those  councilors  who  were  not  present 
and  who  desire  to  know  what  his  attitude 
on  the  matter  was,  it  is  this.  He  was  un- 
willing to  make  an  estimate  in  regard  to  the 
value  of  the  site  which  has  been  under  dis- 
cussion for  the  reason  that  he  is  interested 
in  it.  It  was  impossible  to  get  from  Mr. 
Freeman  any  statement  whatever  in  regard 
to  what  he  thought  was  an  appropriate  figure. 
Mr.  Freeman  stated,  quite  frankly  and  open- 
ly, that  he  had,  not  given  anybody  any  figures 
or  any  estimates  of  any  sort  or  any  kind ; 
that,  whatever  the  source  of  such  figures  as 
previously  had  been  presented  to  the  ex- 
amination of  our  Committee,  he  was  not  re- 
sponsible for  them,  and  it  was  entirely  im- 
possible to  get  Mr.  Freeman  to  take  any 
responsibility  for  those  figures.  The  elaborate 
report  which  the  Finance  Commission  sub- 
mitted was  the  basis  of  the  amendment  which 
was  drafted  and  submitted  in  place  of  the 
original  order  and  which  the  Council  has 
now  accepted.  While  I  am  entirely  in  accord 
with  the  desire  to  make  a  thorough  study,  I 
have  no  reason  to  suspect  that  any  more 
testimony  can  be  presented  to  the  Committee, 
or  to  the  Council,  than  has  already  been 
presented  with  regard  to  the  advisability  or 
nonadvisability  of  attempting  to  govern  the 
administrative  policy  of  the  City  in  centraliz- 
ing or  not  centralizing  the  Fire  Department. 
I  think  we  should  act  on  the  matter  at  this 
meeting  and  let  it  take   its   second  reading. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  listened 
with  a  great  deal  of  interest  to  the  speech 
made  by  the  councilor  from  the  West  End, 
because  he  is  so  familiar  with  that  district 
where  this  fire  station  is  to  be  located,  and 
I  know  when  he  spoke  of  the  property  in 
back  that  he  had  in  mind  the  difference  be- 
tween the  city  buying  a  piece  of  property 
and  the  city  selling  a  piece  of  property.  If 
we  were  to  send  over  to  our  real  estate 
expert   a    buyer   of    the   piece    where   the    Bul- 


finch  street  apparatus  is  located,  he  would 
tell  us  that,  of  course,  you  had  to  pay  at 
least  25  per  cent  above  the  assessed  valuation 
and  perhaps  more,  but  when  it  came  to  the 
sale  of  the  property,  which  would  be  a  good 
barometer  as  to  the  worth  of  this  property 
now  under  discussion,  we  find  it  to  be  like 
your  Station  Z  out  here,  or  the  former  Sta- 
tion 2  below,  which  for  so  many  years  we 
held  on  the  fire  without  bringing  in  any 
assets  to  the  city.  It  is  the  same  with  this 
property.  If  you  want  to  find  out  what  it 
is  really  worth,  you  put  it  under  the  hammer 
at  auction  and  see  how  much  it  will  bring. 
I,  too,  feel  like  the  majority  of  this  Council, 
that  the  City  should  not  sacrifice  that  but 
should  hold  on  to  it  because  there  may  be  ' 
some  development  in  the  future  in  which  they 
will  want  that  piece  of  property.  And  if 
there  are  any  betterments  that  have  accrued 
from  the  Cambridge  street  widening,  the  city 
should  receive  the  benefit  as  well  as  private 
owners.  So,  if  this  matter  had  come  to  a 
vote  today  I  would  be  forced  to  vote  against 
it  for  the  following  reasons :  When  it  came 
in  here  a  few  weeks  ago  it  came  in  as  an 
innocent  lamb.  It  was  on  that  desk,  sir, 
when  I  arose  and  asked  a  few  questions  and 
said  that  I  thought  the  price  was  exceedingly 
high.  I  think  I  can  understand  the  English 
language,  and,  as  I  listened  to  the  reading 
of  the  order,  it  said  that  the  Street  Com- 
missioners recommend  a  price  close  to  $400,- 
000,  after  securing  the  appraisal  of  three 
competent  appraisers.  I  understood  the  ap- 
praisers were  Mr.  Kiley,  Mr.  Dillworth  and 
Mr.  Freeman,  with  all  of  whom  I  have  worked 
in  _  various  deals  in  the  past  and  for  whose 
opinion  I  have  great  regard.  But,  on  Bending 
for  the  appraisers,  Mr.  Kiley  was  in  Europe, 
Mr.  Dillworth  was  not  available,  and  Mr. 
Freeman  came  here,  and  said  today,  this  to 
the  Committee  on  Finance.  He  said,  today 
he  does  not  appear  as  the  real  estate  expert 
of  the  city.  The  councilor  from  Roxbury 
said,  "We  seek  advice.  You  are  the  paid 
real  estate  expert  of  the  city.  What  do  you 
think  is  the  worth  of  this  property?"  He 
said,  "I  can't  tell  you  that  today,  because  I 
am  not  the  real  estate  appraiser  today — I  am 
the  owner  of  the  property."  So,  today,  Bos- 
ton is  without  a  real  estate  adviser,  for  one 
day,  anyway.  Perhaps  that  is  fortunate,  sir, 
because,  when  we  found  out  that  they  were 
asking  $400,000  for  this,  we  then  sent  for  the 
Street  Commissioner,  who  had  recommended, 
so  his  Honor  the  Mayor  said,  paying  $400,000, 
and  the  chairman  of  the  Street  Commissioner, 
Mr.  Hurley,  said,  "It  has  never  been  called 
to  my  attention  officially,  and  I  will  not  ac- 
cept the  chid  as  mine."  That  brings  it  back 
in  the  lap  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  and  to 
this  hour  he  has  not  sent,  officially,  any  in- 
formation that  he  wants  any  less  than  $400,- 
000.  Of  course,  he  will  now  have  to  call 
for  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Freeman,  who  has 
so  hopelessly  fallen  down.  It  is  the  only 
thing  for  him  to  do— to  prove  that  there  is 
no  collusion  between  Mr.  Freeman,  who  still 
stands  as  the  real  estate  expert,  although 
he  has  been  shown  up  as  the  owner  who  went 
down  and  looked  at  his  own  property.  Per- 
haps he  did  not  appraise,  but  then,  if  he 
did  not  appraise,  the  Mayor  does  not  under- 
stand what  an  appraisal  is,  for  he  said  he 
did  appraise.  Someone  is  in  error.  They 
went  before  the  Finance  Commission,  and 
Mr.  Freeman  said,  "I  did  not  tell  the  Mayor 
I  owned  the  property  but  he  knows  I  own 
the  property."  Now  someone  is  decidedly  lax 
in  this  entire  situation.  We  saw  the  Real 
Estate  Exchange,  and  they  certainly  stand 
high  m  the  estimation  of  the  people  of  the 
city,  today,  for  when  they  were  called  upon 
for  an  honest  appraisal  they  went  down  there 
knowing  that  three  members  of  their  Ex- 
change had  previously  appraised  that  property, 
so  far  as  was  the  general  knowledge,  and 
they  did  not  quibble,  sir.  They  came  back 
here  with  an  honest  appraisal,  and  they 
backed  up  that  appraisal  with  their  entire 
committee,  and  the  standing  of  the  committee 
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sir,   speaks   for   itself— in   which  they   cut   the 
price  just  25  per  cent.     That  is  a  tremendous 
cut,    sir.   when    you    know   there    is    a   building 
on    there;    there    is    tangible   property    under- 
neath   it,    there   is    one   profit,    supposed    to   be 
a    reasonable    profit,    and    somewhere    between 
$200,000.   which   we  all  agree  it  is   worth,   and 
$400,000,  they  cut  50  per  cent,  sir.     Somebody 
was   stealing   $100,000.     Mr.   Freeman   says   he 
was   not  the  man.     Nobody  will  come  forward. 
Who  will  walk  into  the  Committee  on  Finance 
and    say,     "I    stand    as    the    one    who    wants 
$400  000'"       The    only    one    who    has     is     his 
Honor  the  Mayor.     Nobody  seems  to  be  paying 
much   attention  to  him,  sir,   in   this   particular 
matter.      But    it    does    stand    to    reason    when 
those  in  authority   in  our  city   find  that  prop- 
erty is  owned  by  a  man  and  that  that  man  went 
down    and    appraised     the    property    and     did 
not   inform   the   men   who   had   hired  him   that 
he    owned    the    property,    there    is    only    one 
gentlemanly   thing   to    do    to   remove   suspicion 
personally,    and    that    is    to    call    for    the    im- 
mediate dismissal  of  the  man  who  is  employed 
to   advise   him.     "We   are   paying   a   real    estate 
expert  to  give  an  honest  opinion  on  it.     Either 
the   Real    Estate   Exchange   are   wrong   or   Mr. 
Freeman    is    wrong,     and     I    leave    it    to    his 
Honor  the  Mayor  to  decide.     No   matter   what 
happens    here    today,    this    order    can    be    re- 
introduced,   and.   while   I    do   not   quarrel    with 
the   price    of    $300,000,    and    while  I    would    be 
forced    to    agree    with    the    Real     Estate    Ex- 
change,  because   I   know  that   surely   it   is   the 
cream    of    this    city,    and,    yes,    of    this    state, 
sir,    that    Exchange   would    not   quibble   on   the 
price,    and    while    they    do    not    go    into    con- 
fiscating property,  and  the  city  does  not  6tand 
in   that   class    today,   they   give   a    man    a    fair 
price,   and    I   can   assure   the   members   of   this 
Council,    sir,    that,    at    $300,000,    Mr.    Freeman 
won't    be    a     philanthropist.       But    when    you 
think    that    we    almost    let    get    by    here    over 
and    above    $300,000,    the    amount    of    $100,000 
and  more, — and  that  is  more  than  the  salaries 
of    all    twenty-two    members    of    this    Council 
for    two    years — in     one    batch,     sir,     that    is 
worth    considering    and    it    is    perhaps    worth 
our    stopping    to    think    who    is    advising    the 
Mayor    of    Boston    today.      Mr.    Freeman    cays 
he    is    not.      Mr.    Freeman,    on    this    day,    July 
11,  is  not  even  the  appraiser  of  the  city.     But 
he  would  start  tomorrew  morning,  at  9  o'clock, 
being  appraiser  all  over  again,   and,   if  we  do 
not   watch    out,   we   will    see    another    hot    one 
coming  up   here.     I  wonder   who   is   the  guar- 
dian   of   the   city   money.      Surely,    it    must   be 
the    Council.      Every    administration,    or    most 
every   administration,   has   had   some   outstand- 
ing   thing    by    which    the    administration    was 
known.     I   say   Mayor   Nichols'   administration 
will  go   down   in  history  as   the  administration 
of  the  Revere  House  steal,   and  in  the  future, 
when    people    refer    to   it,    the   only    reason    it 
was   not  a   steal  was   because  the   Council  and 
the    Finance    Committee    of    the    Council    were 
on    the    job.      But,    sir,    when    Mr.    Freeman, 
today,    said    that    even    though    he    is    awarded 
the     $300,000    he    would     go    into    court,     and 
when    you    know,    if   he    does    go    to    court,    it 
goes    up    to    the    Law    Department — they    are 
gullible,     they    are     decent     fellows — they     will 
perhaps       give      him      back      that      $100,000 — 
wouldnt    it    be    better    if    we    got    rid    of    the 
nasty    situation    by    defeating    it    entirely?      I 
agree   to   this,    sir.      The   site  is   an  ideal   one. 
The   price   may   not   be   too    high,    and,    if   the 
Real    Estate   Exchange   says   it   is   not,    that  is 
good    enough    for    me.      But,    when    the    man 
who    owns    it    says    he    will    go    to    court    and 
sue  for  more,  and  when  I  know  that  the  Law 
Department     is     at     least     friendly,     I     know 
he    will    get    more.      Aren't    we    defeating    our 
purpose  here?     Why  do  we  waste  time?     Why 
do    we    attempt   to    save   $100,000    in    one   deal 
for    the    citizens    if    they    can    wipe    that    all 
out    and    nullify    it    by    one    act    of    the    Law 
Department?      Wouldn't    it    be    better    to    do 
the   decent   thing,   to   do   the   fair   thing,   to   do 
the   honest   thing :    defeat    the   entire    situation 
today  ?     Clean    the    dirty    linen    now    and   then 
let   them   send    back    an    honest    report   of    the 


real  estate  appraisal  with  the  men  who  ap- 
praised it  being  honest  enough  to  sign  the 
appraisal,  as  the  Real  Estate  Exchange  does. 
Perhaps  it  is  the  best  location,  but  we  can 
best  clear  the  skirts  of  the  City  Council  today, 
who  are  saving  $100,000,  by  defeating  the 
entire  order  and  serving  warning  on  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  that  the  next  time  he  sends  up  a 
loan  order  of  any  kind  to  at  least  have  the 
men  who  are  supposed  to  be  the  ones  who 
fix  the  price  have  courage  enough  to  stand 
behind  the  price.  As  it  stands  before  the 
Council  today,  sir,  the  only  one  who  has 
asked  for  $400,000  is  not  the  owner  but  it 
is  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  and  I  do  not  like 
to  see  him  in  that  situation,  and  I  want  to 
give  him  a  chance,  and  I  want  to  see  him 
get  out  of  a  bad  mess,  just  as  we  have  got 
out  of  it,  sir.  Let  us  defeat  it  today.  Let 
him  send  it  up  again  with  the  reasons  of 
the  men  who  appraise  the  next  piece  of  prop- 
erty. Let  them  be  game  enough  to  stand 
behind  the  appraisal  they  make  if  it  is  an 
honest   one. 

Coun.    GREEN— Mr.   President,  I   would   like 
to   ask   the   councilor   from   Dorchester   a   ques- 
tion.    The  councilor  from  Dorchester,  of  course, 
has     made     some     damaging     statements,     and 
I    have    always     known    him    to     come    pretty 
near    knowing    what    he    was    talking    about, 
but    I    am    going    to    ask    him    if    he    does    not 
think  that   the   Real   Estate  Exchange  and   the 
Finance    Commission    and    Mr.    Freeman    and 
all    those    other    bodies    have    stolen    the    only 
prerogatives   which  the   City  Council  has?     By 
virtue  of  our  position  here,  we  are  custodians 
of    the    city    finances    and    should    look    after 
the  welfare  of  the  people  throughout  the   city, 
the  taxpayers,   and  I  would  like  to   know   how 
he   feels   about  the   Chair   appointing  a   special 
committee,  to  be  made  up  of  members   of   this 
body,    men    that    are   qualified,  by    training    or 
experience    in    the    real     estate     market,     and 
those    men    go   down   and   make   an    exhaustive 
study  of  this  whole  situation   and  report  back 
to    the    Committee    on    Finance    so    that    they 
can     act     intelligently     and     vote     intelligently 
on    this    order?      I    do    not    think    there    is_   a 
man   in   this   body  that  has   not  an   open   mind 
on    this    transaction    in    the    West    End.      We 
want  to  be   fair   and   want  to   be   upright   and 
want  to   protect  the   people,   and   I   think,   Mr. 
President,   that   the   councilor   from   Dorchester 
will    agree    with    me    that    the    only    preroga- 
tives which  we  are  supposed  to  have  as  mem- 
bers of  this  body  have   been  taken  away  from 
us,   and   I  would   like   to   hear   from   the   coun- 
cilor   from    Dorchester    and    find    out    how    he 
feels  about  that. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  think 
we  should  first  act  on  this  proposition  and 
defeat  it  and  then  go  down  with  a  perfectly 
open  mind  and,  if  there  is  an  appraisal  to 
be  made,  appraise  this  property,  together 
with  a  couple  of  other  propositions,  one  of 
which  I  understand  a  councilor  here  has 
knowledge  of,  which  has  already  been  con- 
sidered and  which  is  fully  as  good  a  site  and 
the  price  of  which  is  a  great  deal  cheaper. 
If  we  could  go  down  there  with  this  matter 
disposed  of,  with  open  minds,  I  just  as  soon 
have   a   committee  appointed. 

Coun.  GREEN— Mr.  President,  I  think  that 
the  councilor  from  Jamaica  Plain,  when  he 
introduced  this  motion  for.  postponement,  had 
in  mind  one  member  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance  whose  duties  have  carried  him  out 
of  town  over  week-end  periods,  and  that  man 
has  not  been  able  to  sit  in  with  the  com- 
mittee and  make  an  exhaustive  study  of  the 
situation,  and  out  of  fairness  to  him  as  a 
member  of  our  committee  I  think  the  councilor 
from  Jamaica  Plain  had  that  in  mind  when 
he  asked  for  a  postponement  so  that  this  man 
could  sit  down  with  us  in  committee  and 
study  this  situation.  I  refer  to  the  councilor 
from  South  Boston,  my  colleague,  Coun. 
Lynch,  who,  because  of  his  business,  had  to 
leave  town  and  was  away  during  that  period, 
through  no  fault  of  his. 

Coun.    LYNCH— Mr.    President,    I    did    ask 
that  the  matter   be  laid  on  the  table  in   com- 
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mittee,  but  later  withdrew  my  motion,  and 
I  am  very  satisfied  now  to  have  the  matter 
take   action   today. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  I,  finally, 
am  in  favor  of  the  laying  over  for  one 
week,  for  this  reason.  I  note  that  the  re- 
marks of  the  chairman  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee and  the  remarks  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee itself  and  the  remarks  of  about 
everybody  concerned,  all  have  reference  to 
this  particular  location  to  the  exclusion,  ap- 
parently, of  all  others,  and  it  would  have 
pleased  me  a  great  deal  more  if  the  Finance 
Committee  of  the  City  of  Boston,  or  the 
Finance  Commission,  I  should  say,  had  Bpent 
lesss  time  attacking  this  particular  location 
and  gave  more  intensive  study  to  other  sites. 
It  was  for  that  reason  that,  at  a  meeting  of 
the  Finance  Committee  of  this  body,  I  asked 
the  Fire  Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston 
with  reference  to  the  availability  and  the  price 
of  three  large  and  nearby  sites  on  Cambridge 
street,  to  wit,  the  one  next  to  the  Bowdoin 
Square  garage,  one  across  the  street  from 
this  location,  and  another  site  far  superior 
to  the  one  above  named,  a  site  on  which 
stands  old  and  dilapidated  buildings  which, 
presumably,  standing  on  an  area  of  11,000 
square  feet,  would  be  bougtht  for  a  cheaper 
price  than  a  brand  new  building  on  11,000 
square  feet.  I  asked  the  Fire  Commissioner 
with  reference  to  the  availability  and  the 
price  of  these  particular  locations,  the  loca- 
tions that  I  have  in  mind  on  Cambridge 
street,  with  Howard  street  in  the  rear,  Cam- 
bridge street  on  the  front,  with  the  possibility 
of  an  extension  of  Somerset  street  through, 
with  an  alley  on  the  other  side,  making  a 
street  on  each  of  the  four  sides.  And  if 
this  matter  is  put  over  one  more  week  I 
think  that  the  Finance  Committee  of  the 
City  Council,  or  a  special  committee  appointed, 
or  whoever  makes  the  investigation,  should 
not  go  into  the  matter  with  reference  to 
this  particular  location  to  the  exclusion  of 
all  others,  but  go  into  the  question  as  to 
whether  on  Cambridge  street  we  cannot  buy 
more  locations  than  we  want ;  and  for  that 
reason,  and  having  that  in  mind,  I  am  in 
favor  of  it  going  over   one  week. 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President,  I  should 
like  to  ask  the  councilor  from  Dorchester  who 
has  just  taken  his  seat  if  he  has  submitted 
those  sites  to  the  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Finance?  Did  he  send  them  to  the  Mayor 
or  the  Fire  Commissioner? 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  not  being 
a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Ffnance,  I 
did  not  go  into  the  matter  as  actively  as 
I  otherwise  might,  but  I  did  take  the  op- 
portunity to  question  the  Fire  Commissioner, 
who,  I  understand,  was  the  man  chief  in  in- 
terest, the  executive  in  charge  of  the  entire 
proposition,  and  I  did  ask  him  a  set  of  ques- 
tions with  reference  to  the  three  locations, 
and  particularly  the  latter  location,  which 
one  I  consider  is  far  superior.  I  did  not 
submit  any  figures  to  the  Mayor.  I  am  not 
interested  in  convincing  the  Mayor,  neces- 
sarily. I  merely  wanted  to  know  the  opinion 
of  the  Fire  Commissioner,  if  it  is  his  opinion 
that  we  should  buy  this  particular  Bulfinch 
street    corner. 

Coun.  GUILD— Mr.  President,  I  should  like 
to  ask  the  councilor  from  Dorchester,  if  this 
matter  is  laid  over  for  a  week,  whether  he 
proposes  to  bring  in  experts  to  contradict 
the  testimony  of  the  Fire  Commissioner  and 
agree  to  convince  the  committee  as  to  why 
the  location  which  the  Fire  Commissioner 
has  decided  upon  is  not  the  best  location  in 
the    district  ? 

Coun.  WILSON — Answering  that  question, 
Mr.  President,  I  would  state  that,  in  my 
best  recollection,  the  Fire  Commissioner  did 
not  state  that  the  so-called  Freeman  lot  was 
the  best  location  on  Cambridge  street  in  that 
particular  locality,  but  that  he  said  it  was 
an  excellent  site,  and,  finally,  he  knew,  or 
purported  to  know,  very  little  about  the  lo- 
cation which  I  suggested,  and  that  he  did 
not    even    know    it    was    in    excess    of    11,000 


square  feet,  which  is,  I  understood,  the  ap- 
proximate area  of  the  plot  he  proposes  to  buy. 
Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  personally,  I 
have  no  objection  to  the  postponement  for 
one  week,  but  I  do  believe  that  on  a  proposi- 
tion of  this  kind  which  involves  not  only 
such  a  great  amount  of  money  but  such  a 
responsible  enterprise,  I  cannot  see  what  is 
to  be  gained  by  delay.  We  will  come  here 
next  Monday  afternoon  with  nothing  else  be- 
fore us  but  this  proposition  and  what  other 
little  information  we  have  already  received. 
I  sat  in  at  one  or  two  meetings,  at  one  of 
which  the  Fire  Commissioner  himself  was 
here,  and  there  was  discussion,  at  that  time, 
about  other  sites  independent  of  the  present 
site  in  question,  or  independent  of  the  site 
as  suggested  by  the  councilor  from  Ward  IV  ; 
but  it  seemed  that  there  was  not  any  ques- 
tion of  any  site  for  any  amount  of  money 
but  this  particular  site  in  question.  If  I  had 
an  open  mind  when  I  came  to  this  meeting 
this  afternoon,  my  mind  would  have  been 
changed  by  the  attitude  of  Mr.  Freeman,  as 
I  understand  he  appeared  before  the  commit- 
tee. A  man  who  would  make  the  statement 
that,  regardless  of  what  the  Council  did  with 
reference  to  this  question,  if  $100,000  was 
chopped  off  as  recommended,  he  still  would 
have  recourse  to  the  courts.  Now,  a  man 
who  takes  that  attitude  does  not  care  what 
you  and  I  might  do  on  a  question  of  this 
kind.  A  man  who  takes  that  attitude  is 
insistent  on  securing  a  certain  amount  of 
money  for  what  he  has  for  sale.  If  we  post- 
pone deliberations  for  a  week,  and  even  if 
we  do  appoint  an  investigating  committee, 
they  will  go  right  down  and  see  that  site  now 
and  then  come  back  and  report  to  us  that 
that  site  is  worth  approximately  $300,000, 
which  is  information  that  I  think  We  will 
agree  is  right  here  now ;  but,  Mr.  President, 
if  we  appraise  this  lot  for  $300,000,  as  has 
been  so  ably  brought  out  by  the  councilor 
from  Ward  13,  the  owners  of  this  particular 
site  will  still  have  the  redress  of  going  above 
us,  and  we  giving  them  that  amount  by  the 
passage  of  this  loan  order  for  $300,000  and 
giving  them  $100,000  additional,  which  it  is 
admitted,  today,  in  our  opinion,  by  all  is 
$100,000  in  excess  of  the  value  of  that  prop- 
erty. I  am  not  so  sure  but  that  $300,000  is  a 
good  deal  for  that  property  from  informa- 
tion that  I  have  been  getting  around  the  city. 
I  say  that  we  have  a  right  to  be  guided  by 
people  who  know  the  district ;  that,  regard- 
less of  the  fact  as  to  whether  that  is  any 
particular  site  or  not,  if  certain  protection 
is  going  to  be  removed  from  other  important 
sections  of  that  locality,  that  should  be 
brought  back  to  the  Fire  Commissioner,  and, 
with  all  due  respect  to  Commissioner  Hult- 
man,  I  don't  know  how,  in  the  short  period 
that  fie  has  been  Fire  Commissioner,  he  is 
able  to  determine  100  per  cent  as  to  whether 
a  site  is  good  or  not.  Of  that  I  am  not 
so  sure  but  that  certain  members  of  this 
Council  could  give  him  some  information, 
especially  with  reference  to  that  particular 
location,  that  might  be  of  benefit  to  him, 
should  he  seek  that  information.  Nothing  is 
to  be  gained  by  postponement.  I  do  not  be- 
lieve in  postponements  in  the  ordinary  course 
of  events  in  a  matter  of  this  kind.  If  the 
matter  can  be  adjusted  by  the  rejection  of 
this  order  and  the  introduction  of  another 
order,  we  are  all  agreed  that  a  central  fire 
station  in  that  section  of  Boston  is  necessary, 
but  under  the  method  that  has  been  adopted 
I  think  we  would  be  justified  in  defeating 
it,  and  if  we  are  going  to  expediate  matters, 
another  order  for  a  sum  which  is  just  and 
reasonable  for  this  site,  if  it  is  the  best  site, 
should  be  introduced.  But  I  am  not  so  sure, 
as  has  been  outlined  by  Coun.  Wilson,  in 
taking  right  on  the  next  corner  to  this  very 
site  at  a  less  amount  of  money,  that  the 
commissioner  said  he  knew  nothing  about, 
but  who,  I  understood  through  the  councilor, 
got  some  information  at  some  time  or  other, 
that  he  would  give  us  some  information  as 
to  the   desirability   of   that   site.     A   site    was 
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suggested  of  a  vacant  lot  of  land  adjoining 
one  of  the  hotels.  There  has  also  been  a 
site  on  Sudbury  street  talked  of.  They  have 
given  considerable  study  to  these  different 
sites,  and,  surely,  the  real  estate  experts  of 
Boston  must  have  valued  these  different  sites 
in  question,  and,  while  I  have  no  objection 
if  another  week  is  needed  by  the  Finance 
Committee,  or  any  group  of  members  of  the 
Council,  for  an  investigation,  I  do  not  think 
we  will  have  any  more  information  a  week 
from    today   than   we   have  today. 

The  question  being  put  on  the  motion  to 
lay  over  for  one  week,  the  Chair  declared  the 
motion    lost. 

Coun.    KEENE— I    ask    for   a   roll   call. 

The  roll  being  called,  the  Chair  declared 
the    motion    lost,    yeas    10,    nays    10. 

Yeas — Coun.  Arnold,  Donovan,  Dowd,  Eng- 
lert,  Freeley,  Green,  Keene,  Ward,  Wilson, 
Wragg — 10. 

Nays — Coun.  Bush,  Dowling,  Fitzgerald, 
Guild,  Heffernan,  Lynch,  Mahoney,  McGrath, 
Parkman,    Ruby — 10. 

The  question  then  came  on  the  passage  of 
the  loan  order  for  $300,000  for  the  purchase 
of  land,  and  after  a  roll  call  the  chairman 
declared   the   order   lost,   yeas   12,  nays   8. 

Yeas — Coun.  Arnold,  Donovan,  Dowd,  Dowl- 
ing, Englert,  Freeley,  Green,  Guild,  Keene, 
Parkman,    Ward,     Wragg — 12. 

Nays — Coun.  Bush,  Fitzgerald.  Heffernan, 
Lynch,  Mahoney,  McGrath,  Ruby.  Wilson — 8. 

On  the  loan  order  calling  for  the  appro- 
priation of  $350,000  for  the  construction  of 
buildings,  a  roll  call  was  taken,  and  the  Chair 
declared  the  order  lost,  yeas  14,  nays  6  : 

Yeas — Coun.  Arnold,  Bush,  Donovan,  Dowd, 
Englert,  Freeley,  Green,  Guild,  Keene,  Mc- 
Grath,   Parkman,    Ruby,    Ward.    Wragg — 14. 

Nays — Coun.  Dowling,  Fitzgerald,  Heffernan, 
Lynch,    Mahoney,    Wilson — 6. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  if  I  voted 
correctly,  and  I  think  I  did,  just  to  clear 
up  an  ambiguous  situation,  I  think  I  am 
entitled  to  make  an  explanation.  We  not 
having  provided  a  site,  I  desire  to  vote  against 
building  a  building  which  necessarily  will  be 
suspended  in  the  air,  and  the  time  has  not 
arrived  yet  when  fire  stations  are  erected  in 
the  air. 


CONFIRMATION   OF  APPOINTMENT

Coun.  WILSON — In  response  to  a  request 
by  Coun.  McMahon,  I  ask  that  the  name  of 
Peter  E.  Paulson,  under  No.  2  on  the  calendar, 
be    taken   from   the    calendar. 

Com- 
mittee— Coun.  Dowling  and  Mahoney.  Whole 
number  of  ballots  cast  17,  yeas  17,  nays  0, 
and   the  appointment  was   confirmed.

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
when  the  Council  adjourns  it  be  to  meet  July 
25. 

The  question  being  put,  the  Chair  declared 
the   motion    carried. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  inquire  if  there  is  anything  coming  in  the 
next  week  that  we  must  be  here  for,  or  any- 
thing  to    report  ? 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  if  I  may  I 
will  ask  the  chairman  of  the  Jitney  Committee 
if  there  is  a  report  of  the  Jitney  Committee  to 
go   in   today? 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  answer  the  gentleman  through  the  Chair 
that  there  is,  but  I  believe  it  is  in  the  hands 
of   the   Clerk   of   the   Committee. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  if  there  be 
no  objection,  I  think  we  ought  to  clear  up 
everything  that  possibly  can  be  cleared  up. 
I  believe  it  is  up  to  the  chairman  of  the  Jitney 
Committee,  if  he  has  a  report  to  make,  to 
make    it. 


Coun.  WARD — The  only  report  I  can  make, 
if  the  Clerk  of  the  Committee  will  bring  the 
report,    will    be    made. 

Coun.  DOWD — Do  I  understand  the  report 
is   in    the   hands   of   the   committee? 

Coun.  WARD — The  report  is  in  the  hands 
of  the  Clerk  of  the  Committee.  It  has  been 
acted  on,  and  the  Boston  Motor  Tours  have 
been   rejected    for  a   permit. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  move  you, 
sir,   that  the   Clerk  of  Committees  be  sent  for. 

The  Clerk  of  Committees  entered  the  Cham- 
ber   and    conferred    with    Coun.    Ward. 

Ooun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  in  answer  to 
the  gentleman  from  Roxbury,  the  report  is  in 
the  hands  of  the  committee,  I  understand  from 
the  Clerk  of  Committees,  and  the  chairman 
of  the  committee  will  report  it  back  at  his 
leisure. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  move  you, 
sir,  that  the  report  be  taken  from  the  hands 
of  the  Jitney  Committee.  As  a  member  of 
the    Jitney    Committee   I    request   it. 

Coun.   RUBY — I  second   it,   Mr.   President. 

The  Chair  asking  for  a  rising  vote,  twelve 
councilors  rose  in  support  of  the  motion  and 
four  against,  and  the  Chair  announced  that 
more  than  the  necessary  two  thirds  having 
voted  in  favor,  the  petition  was  taken  from 
the    Committee    on    Jitneys. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  I  ask  unani- 
mous  consent  to   make  a  statement. 

President  HEFFERNAN— Coun.  Ward  asks 
unanimous  consent  to  make  a  statement.  Is 
there    objection  ? 

Coun.   DOWD— I   object. 

Coun.  DOWLING — Mr.  President,  I  rise  on 
a   question    of   personal   privilege. 

President  HEFFERNAN— Will  the  gentle- 
man kindly  state  his  question  of  personal 
privilege. 

Coun.  DOWLING — Mr.  President,  I  have 
been  around  this  haD  for  nearly  thirty  years, 
and  I  do  not  think  that  I  have  ever  seen  any- 
thing as  discourteous  as  the  action  of  the 
Council  in  taking  this  matter  from  the  com- 
mittee, and  I  voted  against  requiring  the 
committee  to  report  because  I  believe  that  a 
committee  has  a  right  to  take  all  the  time 
that  is  necessary  to  investigate  and  make  an 
intelligent  report.  I  feel  outraged,  myself,  and 
I  feel  outraged  on  account  of  the  councilor  on 
my  left.  I  think  the  motion  to  take  away  from 
the  committee  came  in  after  a  little  fight  or 
loss  of  reason,  or  something  of  that  kind,  and 
I  do  not  believe  now  that  the  action  of  the 
Council  in  requiring  the  committee  to  report 
now  was  anywhere  near  right,  nor  anywhere 
near  fair,  and  not  ordinarily  decent. 

Coun.  BUSH — I  rise  on  a  question  of  per- 
sonal   privilege. 

President  HEFFERNAN — Kindly  state  your 
question  of  personal   privilege. 

Coun.  BUSH— Mr.  President,  I  call  the  at- 
tention of  the  councilor  who  just  spoke  to  the 
fact  that  the  member  who  made  that  motion 
to  take  that  from  the  committee  is  a  member 
of  the  committee  himself. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Well,  Mr.  President,  re- 
ferring to  the  gentleman  on  my  left,  whom  I 
regard  very  highly,  that  does  not  change  my 
opinion  of  the  action  of  the  Council,  just 
the   same. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  may  I  ask 
the  chairman  of  the  Jitney  Committee  a  ques- 
tion ? 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  Chair  will 
rule  that  there  is  nothing  before  the  body  at 
the  present  time,  and  there  is  nothing  to 
debate.  No  statement  can  be  made  except 
with    permission    of    the    body. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  now  renew 
my  motion  that,  when  we  adjourn,  it  be  to 
meet    on    July    25. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  Chair  will 
rule  that  the  question  has  been  voted  on  and 
was   carried. 

Coun.  DOWD — I  understood  the  vote  Was 
doubted. 
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President  HEFFERNAN— The  Chair  will 
rule  that,  although  two  or  three  members  said 
they  doubted  the  vote,  no  member  stood  in  his 
place,  no  one  addressed  the  Chair,  and  no  one 
was   recognized. 

Coun.    DOWD — I    stand   corrected. 


PETITION     OF    BOSTON    MOTOR    TOURS. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  petition  of  the 
Boston  Motor  Tours  for  license  to  operate  is 
before  the  Council  for  such  action  as  we  see 
fit.     What  is  the   pleasure  of  the   body  ? 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  I  wish  to 
make  the  same  statement,  only  on  this  ques- 
tion, before  the  entire  body,  without  having 
to  bow  to  anybody  who  objects.  The  story 
of  the  Boston  Motor  Tours  Bus  Company  dates 
back  some  years  when  a  gentleman  who  put 
different  requests  in  before  the  Council  had 
a  similar  request  here,  and  when  he  went  to 
the  Legislature  on  Beacon  Hill  he  was  the  man 
who  cried  that  he  had  to  pay  members  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  to  put  his  bus  permit 
across.  The  same  man  went  before  the  Legis- 
lature and  told  everybody  in  the  State  House 
that  he  had  to  pay  this  sum  to  get  anything 
in  the  Boston  City  Council.  After  a  meeting 
of  the  Committee  on  Jitneys,  where  Coun. 
Gilbody  and  Coun.  Freeley  were  present,  in 
conformity  with  the  law  there  was  a  quorum 
present.  I  felt  for  that  man  when  he  appeared 
before  that  committee  during  my  term — he  was 
there  each  time,  and  each  time  I  voted  against 
him  because  I  felt  that  the  stigma  was  there 
that  he  had  one  time  paid  somebody,  and  I 
wanted    it    understood    there    was    one   member 


of  this  Council — and  I  don't  know  about  the 
old  Council — that  could  not  be  bought,  and 
that  was  myself.  Another  question  that  he 
put  up,  I  think,  in  all  fairness  to  the  people 
of  Boston,  was  this.  Here  is  a  man  that  came 
before  that  committee  requesting  a  bus  permit 
to  run  a  bus  to  Fall  River.  He  was  a  stranger 
in  Boston.  He  did  not  even  pay  a  poll  tax 
in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  he  wanted  to  take 
away  from  a  concern  that  is  paying  taxes  on 
$60,000,000  of  property  their  revenue  that 
made  possible  the  upkeep  of  the  New  Haven 
Road  ;  and  I  say,  though  it  does  not  bring  out 
the  question  on  the  Motor  Tours,  that  the 
Committee  on  Jitneys  acted  in  conformity 
with  the  law,  the  Committee  on  Jitneys  voted 
on  this  matter  in  conformity  with  the  law, 
and  now  that  the  order  is  before  the  Council 
I  advise  that  we  vote  against  the  Boston  Motor 
Tours. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  in  order 
to  clear  up  the  situation,  I  move  that  the 
matter  be  recommitted  to  the  Committee  on 
Jitneys. 

The  question  being  put,  the  Chairman  de- 
clared the  motion  carried  and  the  matter  was 
recommitted  to   the  Committee  on   Jitneys.

VETO— WEST  END  PLAYGROUND 
APPROPRIATION.

Gentlemen, — I  return  without  my  approval 
your  order  under  date  of  June  27  providing 
for  the  appropriation  of  $250,000  for  the  pur- 
chase of  land  for  playground  purposes  in  the 
West   End  section  of  Ward   3. 

At  the  present  time  requests  and  petitions 
are  in  the  office  of  the  Park  Commission  for 
new   playgrounds   in   the   following   districts :

Since  the  introduction  of  the  West  End 
Playground  order  several  other  playground 
orders  have  been  introduced  and  are  now 
pending  before  your  honorable  body.  These 
orders  carry  with  effect  the  foregoing  requests 
and  petitions.  If  all  were  to  be  given  favor- 
able consideration  the  immediate  investment 
required   of  the  city   would,   in   the  opinion   of 


the   Park   Department,   amount   to   about   three 
and    one    half    millions. 

The  last  comprehensive  report  upon  play- 
grounds issued  by  the  Park  Department  in 
November,  1925,  does  not  indicate  the  need 
of  future  playground  facilities  in  the  West 
End,  but  is  directed  rather  toward  the  estab- 
lishment of  playgrounds  elsewhere.  There  is 
everything  to  be  said  in  favor  of  more  play- 
grounds, nevertheless,  all  pending  requests 
and  petitions  have  an  equal  claim  upon  our 
attention,  and  all  should  be  considered  before 
any   one   is   granted. 

Since  I  have  been  Mayor,  so  many  have  been 
the  demands  and  so  great  the  expense  that  it 
seemed  the  part  of  wise  economy  to  consider 
how  existing  playgrounds  could  be  made  more 
widely  serviceable.  Under  the  plan  adopted 
we  have  increased  their  utility  by  at  least  75 
per  cent.  In  commendation  of  this  plan,  I 
quote  from  a  letter  to  me  under  date  of  June 
20  from  Curtis  L.  Harrington,  representative 
of  the  Playground  and  Recreation  Association 
of   America,   as   follows : 

"At  your  play  areas  I  found  constructive 
work  being  done  and  was  particularly  pleased 
at  the  decidedly  progressive  steps  taken  last 
year  in  the  appointing  of  twenty  people  to 
furnish  leadership  on  these  areas.  From  our 
national  experience,  leadership  is  vital  if  we 
are  to  secure  the  measure  of  results  from 
recreation  which  we  should  have.  These  play 
areas  in  the  City  of  Boston  are  effecting  for 
good  thousands  of  people  daily  and  the  number 
is  constantly  increasing,  due  to  the  instructions 
you  have  given  the  Park  Department  to  utilize 
the  playgrounds  to  the  fullest  extent  and  keep 
the    children   off   the  streets." 

Only  a  few  days  ago  the  excellence  of  our 
park  playground  system  was  given  nation 
wide  publicity  through  the  favorable  comment 
of    President    Coolidge. 

For  the  equipment  and  maintenance  of  play- 
grounds the  sum  of  $182,000  is  provided  in 
the  budget  this  year.  A  survey  of  playgrounds 
recently  made  by  the  Park  Department  indi- 
cates that  the  sum  of  $357,000  could  be  advan- 
tageously expended  upon  construction  and 
equipment  on  existing  play  areas,  and  this  need 
alone  should  be  carefully  noted  when  new 
playgrounds    are   being    considered. 

Your  order  is  defective  in  its  failure  to 
make  provision  for  the  items  of  construction 
and  equipment.  It  provides  only  for  buying 
land.  Without  a  further  order  covering  such 
items,    no    playground    could    be   established. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing,  I  find  it  necessary 
to  withhold  my  signature.  I  do  so,  however, 
without  passing  upon  the  merits  of  the  play- 
ground denied.  Every  playground  request  un- 
doubtedly has  merit,  although  this  proposal 
should  be  closely  viewed  with  reference  to  the 
fine  play  area  in  the  West  End  along  the 
Charlesbank  containing  ten  acres  and  having 
150  acres  of  surrounding  city  limits  within  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  distance.  The  usefulness  of 
the  Charlesbank  Playground  has  been  greatly 
enhanced  during  the  past  year  through  the 
adoption   of  play   leadership. 

In  providing  for  an  expansion  of  play  areas 
and  the  development  of  existing  facilities,  we 
should  follow  a  systematic  policy  of  giving 
a  fair  study  to  the  needs  of  every  section  of 
the  city.  In  pursuance  of  this  policy,  I  have 
appointed  today  a  special  committee  of  repre- 
sentative citizens  to  study  and  compare  these 
needs  and  to  submit  appropriate  recommenda- 
tions thereon.

Dear  Sir, — I  have  your  letter  of  July  13, 
1927,  in  which  you  ask  to  be  advised  con- 
cerning the  ordinance  of  the  City  Council 
passed  on  July  11,  1927,  whereby  section  13, 
chapter  40,  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1925, 
relating  to  contracts  with  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, is  amended  by  requiring  all  contracts 
made  by  the  city  to  be  made  only  with  citi- 
zens or  corporations,  wherein  the  controlling 
interest  is  owned  by  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  whose  plant  or  plants  are  in  the 
United    States. 

In  my  opinion  this  amendment  should  not 
receive  your  Honor's  approval.  Before  this 
amendment  was  passed  by  the  City  Council, 
section  13  restricted  the  city  to  making  con- 
tracts with  citizens  of  the  United  States  or 
with  corporations,  the  controlling  interest  in 
which  was  in  the  hands  of  citizens  of  the 
United  States.  This  section  has  worked  in 
many  instances  to  the  disadvantage  of  the 
city  because  of  its  inability  to  make  contracts 
with  individuals  other  than  citizens,  who  have 
offered  better  prices  than  those  submitted  by 
individuals  or  corporations  who  come  within 
the    ordinance. 

The  existing  ordinance  has  tended  to  re- 
strict the  possibility  of  the  city  securing  bet- 
ter prices  and   more  competition  in  bidding. 

The  proposed  amendment  still  further  re- 
stricts the  city  in  this  respect.  The  amend- 
ment is  not  a  step  towards  economy  but, 
on  the  contrary,  will  undoubtedly  cause  the 
city  to  expend  larger  sums  of  money  because 
of  a  restricted  field  of  bidders.  There  have 
been  many  instances  where  citizens  of  the 
United  States  and  corporations,  the  controll- 
ing interest  in  which  is  in  the  hands  of 
citizens  of  this  country  with  plants  in  other 
countries,  have  offered  better  prices  to  the 
city  than  have  citizens  of  this  country  and 
corporations  controlled  by  citizens,  whose 
plants  are  located  in  the  United  States.  So 
too  have  bidders,  who  are  citizens  of  this 
country  but  do  their  business  through  sub- 
contractors who  have  plants  in  other  countries, 
been  able  to  offer  better  prices  to  the  city. 
Why  they  should  be  penalized  and  the  city 
required  to  pay  higher  prices,  because  their 
plants  are  not  located  in  this  country,  is  hard 
to  understand. 

Indeed  it  is  common  knowledge  that  many 
products  sold  in  this  country  are  made  ex- 
clusively in  foreign  countries  because  of  the 
source  of  supply  and  the  necessity  for  manu- 
facturing these  products  nearby  such  source 
of  supply.  These  products  manufactured  in 
other  countries  it  may  be  are  better  adapted 
for  the  purposes  of  the  municipal  depart- 
ments and  indeed  may  be  much  cheaper  in 
price   than   the   local   products. 

There  are  many  circumstances  that  enter 
into   the   manufacture   of   merchandise.      Many 


of  the  established  and  well  advertised  products 
of  this  country  must  necessarily  be  manu- 
factured in  plants  in  other  countries  and 
these  same  products  are  in  many  instances 
sold  much  cheaper  in  this  country  than  the 
native  products. 

The  proposed  amendment,  it  seems  to  me, 
is  in  the  direction  of  extravagance  rather 
than  economy  and  should,  therefore,  not  re- 
ceive your  Honor's  approval. 

The  existing  ordinance  is  restrictive  and 
costly  enough  to  the  city  no  further  restric- 
tion upon  the  power  and  right  to  purchase 
supplies  should  be  placed  upon  the  city  gov- 
ernment.

Dear  Sir, — I  am  giving  you  below  the 
answers,  in  so  far  as  they  can  be  made,  to 
the  questions  submitted  with  your  letter  of 
May  17  relative  to  the  City  of  Boston  street 
lighting : 

1.  The  bills  rendered  the  City  of  Boston  for 
street  lighting  during  the  calendar  year  1926 
amounted  in  all  to  $627,203.32,  for  which 
$520,832.35  was  for  magnetite  arc  lighting  and 
the  balance,  $106,370.97,  for  incandescent  light- 
ing. 

2.  All  charges  on  the  bills  during  the  calen- 
dar year  1926  were  made  in  accordance  with 
Rate  E  on  file  with  the  Massachusetts  De- 
partment of  Public  Utilities,  effective  Sep- 
tember 1,  1925,  revised  September  1,  1926. 
A  copy  of  the  revision  is  attached  and  differs 
from  the  rate  filed  September  1,  1925,  only 
in  the  addition  of  1,500  c.  p.  and  2,500  c.  p. 
incandescent  series  lamps  and  in  certain  minor 
changes  in  the  wording  under  the  title,  "Lamp 
Service." 

3.  $93.42  per  lamp  per  year  for  3,8'28  hours 
burning,  the  price  charged  for  magnetite  arc 
lamps  and  1,500  c.  p.  incandescent  lamps, 
is  a  rate  originally  filed  by  the  Board  of  Gas 
and  Electric  Light  Commissioners  sitting  as 
arbitrators  under  the  provisions  of  a  ten-year 
contract  between  the  city  and  the  company, 
approved  December  7,  1914,  as  modified  by  an 
agreement   between   the  city   and   the   company 


in  the  spring  of  1925,  whereby  the  company 
waived  a  claim  for  additional  compensation 
under  the  last  five  years  of  the  1914  contract 
and  the  city  agreed  that  the  above  mentioned 
price  was  fair.      (See  answer  12.) 

We  do  not  know  whether  or  not  the  Board 
of  Gas  and  Electric  Light  Commissioners 
determined  the  proportionate  portions  of  the 
charge  which  were  applicable  to  the  lamp  and 
equipment,  to  maintenance  and  to  the  cost 
of  electric  current. 

4.  The  new  money  required  to  pay  the 
cost  of  installing  a  new  lamp  and  post  "ready 
to  light"  depends  not  only  upon  the  cost  of 
the  post  and  the  lamp  and  the  cost  of 
installation,  but  also  upon  the  length  of  new 
wire  and  conduit  which  must  be  installed 
to  reach  the  lamp,  whether  or  not  the  in- 
stallation of  the  new  lamp  requires  the  con- 
struction of  new  circuits  or  the  rearrange- 
ments of  old  circuits  from  the  substation,  and 
also  whether  new  street  lighting  converting 
apparatus  is  required  at  the  substation.  Un- 
less the  question  is  made  more  specific,  it 
cannot   be    answered. 

5.  No  separate  charge  is  made  by  the  com- 
pany for  the  electricity  supplied  street  lamps. 
(See  answer  3.) 

6.  No  separate  charge  is  made  for  the 
maintenance,  repair  and  replacement  of 
property  used  in  street  lighting  service.  (See 
answer  3.) 

7.  No  separate  charge  is  made  for  electric 
light  poles  and  other  equipment.  (See  answer 
8.) 

8.  See   answer    4. 

9  and  10.  The  feasibility  and  practicability 
of  ownership  by  the  city  of  the  lamp-posts 
would  seem  properly  a  question  for  the  city's 
engineers  and  attorneys  rather  than  for  the 
company.  An  answer  to  the  question  depends 
upon  various  considerations  and  whether  by 
lamp-post  it  is  intended  to  include  the  lamp 
and  fixture  and  to  include  in  the  cost  the 
cost  of  setting  the  pole,  wiring  the  pole 
and  assembling  various  parts.  The  initial 
investment  of  the  city  would  depend  of  course 
upon  how  much  of  the  above  elements  of 
cost  it  expected  to  assume.  If  the  city  owned 
the  poles  and  lamps  and  intended  to  operate 
and  maintain  them  itself,  the  answer  to  the 
question  depends  on  whether  it  is  as  well 
equipped  to  do  this  work  economically  as  the 
company   is. 

11.  The  question  whether  if  the  city  owned 
the  lamp-post  the  company  would  furnish  the 
lamps  for  original  installation  and  renewals 
depends  entirely  upon  whether  the  rate  charged 
for  the  service  performed  by  the  company  in- 
cludes the  cost  of  lamp   service. 

12.  The  $89  price  for  magnetite  arc  lamps 
in  force  during  the  term  of  the  1914  contract 
was  a  list  price  fixed  by  the  Gas  and  Elec- 
tric Light  Commission,  under  the  terms  of  the 
ten-year  1914  contract,  for  the  first  five  years 
of  the  term.  This  contract  provided  that  at 
the  end  of  five  years  a  new  price  should  be 
fixed  by  the  commission  to  be  effective  dur- 
ing the  last  five  years  of  the  term.  The 
city  and  the  company  jointly  petitioned  the 
Department  of  Public  Utilities  (successors  to 
the  Gas  and  Electric  Light  Commission)  to 
fix  the  price  for  the  last  five  years,  and  in 
presenting  its  case  to  the  department  the 
company  asked  that  the  rates  for  the  city 
be  fixed  at  the  rates  then  prevailing  over 
the  remainder  of  its  territory  and  filed  with 
the  department,  and  showed  that  the  increase 
in  costs  over  costs  of  the  year  1914  very 
largely  exceeded  the  increase  in  the  rates.  The 
company's  claim,  if  it  had  been  prosecuted 
to  a  successful  termination,  wuold  have  re- 
quired the  city  to  pay  the  company  very 
large  sums  of  money  for  the  five-year  period 
in  question.  At  the  same  time  that  this 
street  lighting  arbitration  proceeding  was 
pending  before  the  department  there  was  also 
pending  the  petition  of  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
for  a  revision  of  the  maximum  lighting  rate. 
The  city  and  the  company  made  an  agreement 
whereby  the  company  waived  its  claim  for  in- 
creased prices  during  the  five-year  period 
in  question,  and  the  city  agreed  that  the 
regular    rates    for    street    lighting    filed    with 
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the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  should 
apply  from  the  termination  of  the  ten-year 
contract.  The  difference  between  the  new 
rate  and  the  old  rate  reflects  part  of  the  in- 
crease in  the  cost  of  coal,  material  and  labor 
over   the   cost   in    1914.

Gentlemen, — I  submit  for  your  consideration 
an  order  in  the  sum  of  $650,000  for  the 
acquisition  of  land  and  the  construction  of 
a  Central  Fire  Station  at  the  corner  of  Bul- 
finch  and  Cambridge  streets.  This  land  is 
commonly  known  as  the  Revere  House  site 
and  is  strongly  recommended  by  the  Fire  Com- 
missioner as  the  ideal  location  from  which 
to  protect  life  and  property  in  the  West  and 
North   End  districts. 

A  survey  of  the  existing  fire  houses  in  this 
neighborhood  indicates  the  pressing  need  of 
a  modern,  effiicent  plant  which  should  be  put 
in  operation  with  as  little  delay  as  possible. 
It  appears  that  a  majority  of  your  honorable 
body  are  in  entire  accord  with  the  findings 
of  this  survey  but  that  upon  a  similar  order 
the  vote  was  three  short  of  the  necessary 
two-thirds  vote  required  by  law  for  the  pass- 
ing  of   this   appropriation. 

I  have  placed  the  amount  of  the  appropria- 
tion at  $650,000,  of  which  $350,000  is  for  the 
construction  of  the  fire  station,  and  $300,000 
for  the  site.  This  latter  figure  is  in  accord- 
ance with  the  estimate  set  by  the  Boston 
Real  Estate  Exchange  Appraisal  Committee, 
and  I  earnestly  recommend  the  passage  of 
this   order.

COLUMBUS    PARK   FILLING. 

The  following  communication  was  received 
from  the   Finance  Commission. 

Boston,   July  18,   1927. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — By  report  dated  September  16, 
1924,  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  that 
year,  the  Finance  Commission  disclosed  the 
fact  that  for  filling  furnished  at  Columbus  Park 
the  J.  C.  Coleman  &  Sons  Company  had  been 
overpaid  in  an  amount  over  $200,000.  Be- 
fore the  contract  was  awarded  to  this  com- 
pany a  plan  had  been  made,  after  survey, 
showing  the  levels  of  the  area  to  be  filled. 
The  contract  provided  that  all  filling  materials 
furnished,  except  sand,  should  be  put  in  place, 
leveled  and  rolled.  The  amount  would  then 
be  determined  by  finding  the  new  levels  by 
a  survey  and  caculating  the  material  between 
the  old  and  the  new  levels.  This  was  an 
accurate  method  of  determining  the  amount 
delivered.  Instead  of  following  the  method 
thus  provided  by  the  contract,  the  Park  Com- 
missioners of  that  year  undertook  to  ascer- 
tian  the  amount  of  filling  by  counting  the 
loads     delivered,     an     inaccurate     method     and 
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liable  to  fraud.  This  method  was  contrary  to 
the  contract  provisions.  After  the  Finance 
Commission  had  begun  to  investigate  the  situ- 
ation, the  Park  Commissioners  of  that  year 
attempted  to  legalize  their  over-payments  by 
an  amendment  to  the  original  contract,  made 
on  August  7,  by  which  they  attempted  to 
establish  a  new  method  of  measurement  in- 
stead  of   that   provided    in   the   contract. 

In  concluding  its  report  the  Finance  Com- 
mission  made   the   following   recommendations : 

"Action  should  now  be  taken  by  a  tax- 
payers committee  in  the  courts  to  prevent 
further  waste  of  the  city's  money  and  to  have 
the  amendment  to  this  contract  made  on 
August  7  declared  void.  The  money  paid  to 
the  contractor  in  excess  of  his  performance 
of  the  contract  should  be  recovered  by  the 
proper    authorities." 

The  recommendations  of  the  commission 
were  followed.  The  petition  was  brought  and 
tried  and  under  the  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court,  handed  down  June  29,  1927, 
the  first  two  propositions  of  the  commission 
were  established,  namely,  (l)the  further  waste 
of  the  city's  money  was  prevented  by  the 
ordering  of  an  injunction  "perpetually  en- 
joining the  city  of  Boston  and  all  officers 
and  agents  of  the  city  of  Boston  from  pay- 
ing directly  or  indirectly  to  the  defendant, 
J.  C.  Coleman  &  Sons  Company,  any  further 
sums  of  money  under  the  contract"  .  .  .(2.) 
the  August  7*  amendment  to  the  contract  was 
declared    void. 

The  third  proposition  of  the  commission, 
that  the  money  paid  to  the  contractor  in 
excess  of  the  provisions  of  the  contract 
should  be  recovered,  now  awaits  fulfillment. 
The  court  held  it  had  no  jurisdiction  on  the 
ten  taxpayers'  petition  to  order  repayment  and 
left    the    recovery    for    further    proceedings. 

The  amount  of  the  overpayment  was  es- 
timated by  the  engineer  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission, as  shown  in  the  commission's  report, 
his  estimates  being  based  on  the  levels  fur- 
nished by  engineers  in  the  employ  of  the  Park 
Department  of  that  year.  Although  furnish- 
ing an  estimate  of  the  over-payment,  the 
engineer  made  the  following  statement : 
"under  the  provisions  of  the  contract  as 
originally  made  a  discussion  of  these  theories 
(relating  to  the  alleged  disappearance  of  fill- 
ing material)  would  not  be  particularly  im- 
portant, as  the  contractor  under  that  contract 
assumed  responsibility  for  all  losses  due  to  set- 
tlement, either  of  the  surface  upon  which  the 
filling  was  placed,  or  of  the  filling  after  it  was 
put  in  place  by  him."  This  proposition  was 
entirely  sustained  by  the  decision  of  the 
Supreme   Judicial  Court. 

At  the  trial  of  the  petition  on  facts  the 
master  to  whom  the  case  was  referred  saw 
fit  to  follow  the  testimony  offered  by  the 
contractor  and  by  the  city's  Law  Depart- 
ment, and  to  believe  that  some  of  the  filling 
had  settled.  Whether  he  was  right  or  not 
is  of  no  importance  in  view  of  the  decision 
of  the  court.  Nevertheless,  on  the  facts  found 
by  him  on  this  evidence  put  in  by  the  con- 
tractor and  the  city,  it  appears,  as  the  re- 
sult of  this  decision,  that  there  is  due  the 
City  of  Boston  for  overpayments  aproxi- 
mately  $200,000.  Furthermore,  as  the  con- 
tract has  not  been  completed  by  the  con- 
tractor, there  may  be  a  claim  for  damages 
against   him. 

The  final  step  remains  to  be  taken  and 
suit  should  now  be  brought  against  the  con- 
tractor to  recover  what  is  due  the  city  by 
reason  of  the  overpayments  and  for  dam- 
ages, if  the  contractor  refuses  to  go  on  and 
complete  the  contract. 

In  all  the  proceedings  of  the  petitioners, 
both  before  the  master  and  before  the  Court, 
their  case  was  opposed  not  only  by  counsel 
for  the  contractor  but  by  the  Law  Depart- 
ment of  the  City  of  Boston.  This  opposition 
was    made    notwithstanding   the   fact    that   the

success  of  the  petitioners  would  mean  a  large 
saving  of  money  for  the  City  of  Boston.  It 
is  obvious  that  it  would  now  be  embarassing 
for  the  city  Law  Department  to  face  about 
and  bring  suit  to  recover  sums  illegally  paid 
to  the  contractor  it  had  helped  to  defend. 
The  only  course  open,  therefore,  is  the  ap- 
pointment by  the  Law  Department  of  special 
counsel  to  handle  the  new  proceedings  which 
should    be   brought   against   the    contractor. 

The  thanks  of  the  community  are  due  to 
Mr.  Francis  A.  Morse  and  his  associates  for 
their  courage  in  bringing  the  ten  taxpayers' 
petition  against  the  contractor,  and  to  Charles 
P.  Curtis,  Jr.,  Esq.,  and  Richard  C.  Curtis, 
Esq.,  for  their  public  spirit  which  led  them 
to  devote  many  weeks  of  preparation  and 
some  twenty  days  of  actual  trial  to  these 
proceedings  brought  in  the  interest  of  the 
public. 

The   Commission   recommends : 

1.  That  proceedings  be  instituted  im- 
mediately to  recover  from  the  contractor  the 
full  amount  of  overpayment  and  damages, 
if  the  contractor  refuses  to  complete  the  work. 

2.  That  special  counsel  be  appointed  to 
handle    these   proceedings.

THIRD    REPORT    ON    CITY-OWNED    REAL 
ESTATE. 

The  following  report  was  received  from  the 
Finance    Commission  : 

Boston,    July   20,    1927. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — The  Finance  Commission  pre- 
sents its  third  report  on  the  large  amount 
of  real  estate  owned  by  the  city  which  is 
no  longer  necessary  for  city  purposes.  In 
1914  the  Finance  Commission  first  called  the 
attention  of  the  city  government  to  this  mat- 
ter and  as  a  result  $617,538  worth  of  real 
estate  was  sold  and  the  proceeds  turned  into 
the  city  treasury.  On  May  26,  1926,  the 
commission  again  called  the  city  authorities' 
attention  to  this  matter  and  as  a  result  five 
parcels  were  sold  for  $53,999.  Thus  the 
commission  has  been  instrumental  in  turning 
into  the  city  treasurer  $671,538  and  further 
more  has  added  these  properties  to  the  tax 
lists.  There  remain,  however,  forty-three 
parcels,  assessed  at  $1,135,755,  which  could 
be  disposed  of.  If  sold,  taxes  at  the  present 
rate  on  these  parcels  would  amount  to 
$36,000  a  year.  Some  of  this  property  is  in 
the   expensive   down-town   section. 

Down-Town  Property. 

Five  of  these  down-town  parcels  represent 
a  value  of  $220,200.  One  of  them  is  the  site 
of  the  old  Police  Station  2,  assessed  for 
$130,000.  It  is  rapidly  falling  to  decay.  An 
effort  was  made  in  1925  to  sell  it  and  an 
auction  sale  was  held  under  Edward  W.  Foye, 
auctioneer.  The  property  was  bid  in  and 
a  deposit  of  $2,000  made,  but  the  purchaser 
did  not  complete  the  sale  and  the  city  re- 
ceived only  $80.45  of  the  $2,000,  the  balance 
being  retained  by  the  auctioneer,  Mr.  Foye, 
to   over   his    commission,   $1,646,   and   expenses. 

Another  valuable  down-town  parcel  is  the 
old  abandoned  police  station  at  the  corner 
of  Battery  and  Commercial  streets,  assessed 
for  $39,800.  The  windows  and  doors  are 
boarded  up  and  it  is  used  as  a  temporary 
electrical  storehouse  by  the  Schoolhouse  De- 
partment, but  such  temporary  use  should 
not  compel  the  city  to  keep  this  expensive 
property   for  storehouse  purposes. 

A  third  is  the  lot  in  the  rear  of  80  West 
Cedar  street,  Beacon  Hill,  assessed  for  $2,400. 
The  property  is  fenced  in,  but  poorly  kept. 
It  is  surrounded  by  high-class  residential 
properties  which  have  the  benefit  of  the  open 
space  but  pay  no  taxes  for  it.  It  could  easily 
be  sold.  There  have  been  many  offers  for 
it,   but  for  some  reason  or  other  it   has   never 
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been  put  on  the  market.  It  is  one  of  the 
properties  bequeathed  to  the  city  by  Mr. 
George    Park  man. 

Another  down-town  parcel  is  the  old  Bald- 
win School  on  Chardon  street,  adjoining  the 
woodyard  of  the  Public  Welfare  Department. 
It  is  an  abandoned  school  building.  At  one 
time  it  was  used  by  the  Schoolhouse  Depart- 
ment for  storage  space,  but  for  the  last  two 
years  unoccupied.  It  is  in  the  center  of  the 
far  down-town  district  and  is  assessed  for 
$33,000. 

The  Overseers  of  the  Public  Welfare  con- 
trol a  lot  on  Cambridge  street,  containing 
1,709  square  feet,  the  total  value  of  which 
is  $15,000.  The  City  of  Boston  was  left  by 
the  will  of  Lucy  Bullman  this  property  for 
the  poor  of  the  city,  but  with  the  proviso 
that  the  property  should  never  be  Bold.  When 
Cambridge  street  was  widened  the  front  por- 
tion of  the  property  was  taken  by  the  city 
by  eminent  domain  and  the  remaining  part 
was  boarded  up  and  left  undeveloped.  The 
Overseers  of  the  Public  Welfare  have  had  the 
income  for  their  trust  fund  work.  The  prop- 
erty in  its  present  condition  is  worthless  and 
an  eyesore  to  the  neighborhood.  Something 
should  be  done  to  make  the  property  pro- 
ductive. Either  an  appeal  should  be  made 
to  the  courts  to  determine  whether  it  may 
be  sold,  or  the  property  should  be  improved 
so  as  to  become  income  producing.  As  it 
adjoins  the  police  station  on  Joy  street  it 
might  be  of  value  to  the  Police  Department 
for  enlarging  this  station.  The  commission 
believes  that  the  wiser  course  would  be  to 
sell   it,    if  possible. 

Parker  Hill  Hospital   Site. 

Since  the  abandonment  of  the  chronic  hos- 
pital plan  for  Parker  Hill,  the  investment  of 
the  city  in  this  location  has  been  unproductive. 
The  city  not  only  took  the  Elks'  Hospital 
buildings,  but  also  considerable  adjoining  land 
and  houses.  The  total  assessed  value  of  the 
holding  is  $350,000.  The  hospital  buildings  are 
rapidly  deteriorating  and  it  is  a  question 
whether  they  can  ever  be  used.  The  city  main- 
tains two  watchmen,  however,  at  a  yearly  cost 
of  $3,000.  The  Robert  Breck  Brigham  Hos- 
pital adjoins  the  city's  lot  and  is  desirous  of 
purchasing  from  the  city  a  portion  of  the 
land.  The  property  should  be  sold  at  the 
earliest   opportunity. 

Other  parcels  which  have  been  recommended 
by  the  Finance  Commission  for  sale  (see  Fi- 
nance Commission's  Reports,  Volume  XXII, 
page   141 )    are   as   follows : 

Miles  Standish  School,  King  Street,   Corner 

Roxbury   Street.     Total  Value.   $14,147, 

Area,    14,147    Square   Feet. 

The  Miles  Standish  School  lot  is  now  vacant, 
the  school  having  been  demolished.  The  lot  is 
on  a  street  that  has  become  so  noisy  that  it 
would  not  be  good  policy  to  use  it  for  school 
purposes  again.  The  school  authorities  have 
no   further   use  for  it. 

Gymnasium,   Elmwood   Street,  Total 
Value,    $2,500. 

This  building  has  not  been  used  for  gym- 
nasium purposes  for  twenty  years  or  more. 
It  was  used  as  the  wardroom  of  the  district 
until  the  Curley  administration,  when  it  was 
turned  over  to  a  Spanish  War  Veteran  Post 
on  a  lease.  Though  the  original  agreement 
provided  that  the  Post  would  stand  all  expense 
of  its  maintenance,  the  city  has  twice  granted 
allotments  of  $2,000  from  the  Public  Buildings 
general  repair  fund  to  provide  changes,  and 
now  a  proposition  to  spend  another  $2,000  is 
being  urged.  This  building  adjoins  the  rear 
of    Police    Station    10. 

Savin  Hill  Avenue  Ledge,  Total 
Valuation,   $5,400. 

The  Transit  Department  took  over  43,575 
feet  of  a  large  ledge,  so  as  to  provide  for  a 
change    in    Savin    Hill   avenue    made    necessary 


by  the  construction  of  a  station  at  Savin  Hill. 
The  alteration  has  been  completed.  The  Tran- 
sit Department  still  holds  the  record  title, 
although  part  of  it  has  been  sold  to  a  man 
named  Hamilton,  who  has  moved  a  house  on 
to  the  property.  Because  the  deed  to  this 
parcel  has  never  been  placed  on  record,  the 
Hamilton  parcel  has  never  been  taxed  and  it 
is  still  assessed  to  the  City  of  Boston.  Mean- 
while, the  Transit  Department  insists  that  the 
property  is  not  on  the  market.  With  the 
prospect  of  opening  a  tunnel  station  at  this 
point,  the  property  should  become  quite  valu- 
able. 

Old  Armory   Building,  Bremen  Street, 
Corner  Maverick,  $11,200. 

The  old  Armory  Building,  within  two  min- 
utes' walk  of  the  old  police  station,  is  an  old 
wooden  structure  very  much  out  of  repair, 
inside   and   out. 

Old  Police  Station  No.   7,  Meridian 

and  Paris  Streets,  $11,500,  and  Lot 

in  Rear  on  Havre  Street,  $3,100. 

The  old  police  station  is  brick  with  ample 
passage  space  on  both  sides.  A  lot  in  the  rear 
contains  4,204  square  feet  and  is  surrounded 
by  valuable  manufacturing  property.  While 
some  use  is  made  of  the  building  itself,  no  use 
is  made  of  the  land  in  the  rear.  The  building 
supplies  headquarters  for  the  Lawrence  J. 
Flaherty   Post   of  the   American   Legion. 

Vacant  Land,  Hyde  Park  Avenue,  $600  : 
Vacant  Land,  Prescott  Street,  $600. 

Two  parcels  of  undeveloped  land  back  to 
back,  immediately  adjoining  the  main  entrance 
to  the  Readville  Trotting  Park.  They  were 
acquired  by  the  city  in  the  taking  over  of 
the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Railway 
Company,  having  been  kept  by  that  company 
for  the  storage  of  extra  cars  needed  in  the 
handling  of  crowds  when  there  was  racing  at 
the  park.  Inasmuch  as  the  park  has  recently 
been  sold  for  residential  development,  and  these 
parcels  occupy  a  commanding  location  border- 
ing on  the  railroad  yards,  it  should  be  easy 
to   dispose   of  them. 

Land,    Harrison    Avenue,    Corner    Plympton 
Street,    $9,000. 

The  building  formerly  on  this  land  was  not 
used  for  gymnasium  purposes,  for  which  it 
was  built,  or  for  any  purpose  for  a  number  of 
years.  In  1914  the  Finance  Commission  (see 
Reports,  Volume  X,  page  106)  recommended 
its  sale.  The  building  has  been  torn  down.  On 
the  opposite  corner  of  Plympton  street  is  the 
South  Bay  Union,  a  social  service  house.  To 
the  rear  and  other  sides  are  manufacturing 
plants. 

Old  Broadway  Station,  West  Broadway, 
$10,000. 

This  building  was  formerly  used  as  Police 
Station  6.  The  lot  adjoins  the  Parkman  School. 
The  Mayor  and  Council  voted  in  1925  to 
authorize  the  sale  of  this  parcel  at  public 
auction,  but  there  were  no  bidders  at  the  upset 
price  named.  The  rear  of  the  building  is 
partially  demolished  and  the  doors  and  windows 
are  boarded  up.  It  is  an  eyesore  to  the  main 
street   of   this   section    and   should   be   sold. 

Broadway  and  C  Street,  $24,108. 
This   property   has  been   examined   by   repre- 
sentatives of  the   School   Committee,   who   wish 
to    use    it    for   the    purpose   of   constructing    a 
new  building  for  a  storehouse. 

Marine    Parkway,    $500 ;    Marine    Parkway, 


These  are  small  parcels  that  were  included 
in  the  original  taking  for  the  Strandway  im- 
provement, but  were  never  used  in  the  park- 
way. Nevertheless  they  are  on  the  parkway 
and  should  be  attractive  for  home  sites.     These 
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parcels  were  recommended  for  sale  in  1914  by 
the  Finance  Commission,  but  nothing  was  ever 
done    with   them. 

Tool  Shed,  Park  Department,  1188  Columbia 
Road,  $10,300. 
This  large  parcel  occupies  a  prominent  loca- 
tion on  the  Strandway  at  the  junction  of  Old 
Colony  avenue  and  Preble  street.  There  is  a 
small  stucco  office  building  at  the  corner,  and 
on  the  back  of  the  lot  is  a  row  of  sheds, 
there  and  the  one  caretaker  stated  that  it  is 
used  in  the  summer  to  store  a  small  section  of 
the  wooden  walks  that  are  used  on  the  Common 
and  Public  Garden  in  winter.  From  the  ap- 
pearance of  its  use  it  would  seem  to  be  poor 
policy  for  the  city  to  use  boulevard  land  for 
such  purposes.  There  are  many  other  parcels 
of  city-owned  land  in  the  same  section  which 
might  be  used  for  storing  the  wooden  walks. 
Private  interests  have  been  interested  in  pur- 
chasing the  property. 

City  Scales,  Eustis  Street,  $1,000. 
In  1914  the  Finance  Commission  commented 
on  this  property  (see  Volume  X,  page  100  of 
the  Finance  Commission's  reports).  The  build- 
ing has  steadily  deteriorated  since  that  time 
and  is  now  in  a  state  of  dilapidation.  It  is 
one  of  the  many  eyesores  owned  by  the  city. 
It  should  be  a  valuable  little  parcel  for  some- 
body, and  inasmuch  as  the  city  has  no  use  for 
it,  it  should  be  sold.  The  doors  are  boarded 
up  but  some  old  material  is  stored  there. 

Wharf,  Freeport  Street,  $39,500. 
This  is  a  large  waterfront  parcel  on  Free- 
port  street  at  the  foot  of  Park  street.  It  was 
acquired  many  years  ago  by  the  old  Street 
Department,  when  it  was  stated  that  the  Street 
Department  needed  wharfage  in  that  vicinity. 
It  was  never  used  to  any  great  extent.  Some 
years  later  by  an  order  of  the  City  Council 
control  of  it  was  transferred  to  the  Park  De- 
partment. This  department  has  no  use  for 
it  and  intends  to  make  no  use  of  it.  The  city 
derives  a  little  income  now  from  it  by  a  lease 
to  a  man  who  operates  it  as  a  landing  place 
and  for  boat  storage.  It  adjoins  valuable  mer- 
cantile property  and  undoubtedly  would  find 
a    ready    buyer. 

Neponset  Playground,  East  Side  Old  Colony 
Parkway,  $12,100. 
This  parcel  is  part  of  a  large  tract  originally 
bought  for  the  Neponset  Playground.  When 
the  state  built  the  Old  Colony  Parkway  through 
it  the  major  portion  of  the  tract,  605,686 
square  feet,  was  separated  by  the  roadway  from 
this  part.  Inasmuch  as  the  other  furnished 
all  the  playground  space  needed,  this  part  was 
never   developed. 

Mabsh,  Kings  Mill  Pond,  Tenean  Creek, 
$22,000. 

This  is  a  large  tract  on  Victory  road,  just 
off  Neponset  avenue,  partially  filled  in.  It 
was  turned  over  to  the  Park  Department  some 
years  ago,  but  the  department  has  no  use  for 
it. 

Pumping   Station,   Metropolitan   Avenue 
and  Washington   Street,  $8,800. 

This  parcel  is  on  a  conspicuous  corner  of 
two  prominent  streets  in  a  growing  business 
district.  The  building  is  not  used  and  is 
boarded  up.  The  building  appears  to  be  in 
good  condition.  The  property  would  probably 
be  bought  if  placed  on  the  market.  The  De- 
partment of  Public   Works   has   no  use  for   it. 

Vacant  Land,  Downer  Avenue,  $3,500. 
A    lot    on    very    high    ground,    located    on    a 

ledge    back    of    the    Hancock    Street    Yard  of 

the  Paving  Division.     No   use  is   now  made  of 

it.     It    is   good   residential  land    and    should  be 

sold  as  the  Public  Works  Department  has  no 
use   for   it. 


Vacant  Land,  Paul  Gore  Street,  $8,100. 

This  is  a  parcel  that  was  originally  taken 
for  school  purposes,  but  was  never  used  for 
that  purpose  and  was  eventually  turned  over 
to  the  Park  Department.  It  has  been  leveled 
and  graded  and  is  now  inclosed  with  a  wire 
fence  erected  by  the  Park  Department.  It  is 
on  high  land  surrounded  by  good  residential 
property  and  the  department  is  willing  it 
should    be   sold. 

Land,  Corner  Wdlliams  and  Washington 
Streets,  $1,100. 
This  parcel  was  taken  for  the  Stony  Brook 
chanel.  The  building  on  it  is  part  of  a 
building  erected  and  now  used  by  the  abutter. 
It  was  recommended  for  sale  in  1914.  (See 
Finance  Commission's  Reports,  Volume  X, 
pages   102,    103. 

Mi.  Vernon  Street,  $6,900. 
A  parcel  of  unimproved  land  at  the  en- 
trance on  the  water  side  of  the  "Mile  Road," 
which  runs  out  to  the  Calf  Pasture  pumping 
station.  It  was  acquired  by  the  city  in  an 
exchange  of  land  with  the  Boston  Consoli- 
dated Gas  Company,  which  owns  a  big  tract 
with  tanks  on  it  on  the  opposite  side  of  Mt. 
Vernon  street.  The  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment does  not  need  it ;  44,000  feet  is  marshland 
and    10,000   feet   flat   land. 

Vacant  Land,  Moreland  Street,   Corner 
Prospect  Street,  $600. 

A  large  parcel  of  rocky  land  in  the  center 
of  a  large  area  of  vacant  land.  It  is  on  the 
corner  of  two  streets  that  were  never  built. 
The  city  does  not  use  it  now  though  many 
years   ago  gravel   was   taken   from   it. 

Vacant  Land,  Sprague  Street,  $500. 
This  is  a  parcel  that  lies  between  Nos. 
64  and  70  Sprague  street,  extending  back 
to  Sprague  Pond.  It  was  acquired  when 
Hyde  Park  was  a  town  by  itself,  undoubtedly 
as  an  entrance  to  the  pond.  It  is  a  poor 
appearing  neighborhood,  close  to  the  Dedham 
line,  and  can  hardly  serve  any  useful  purpose 
for   the   City   of   Boston. 

Vacant    Land,    Thatcher    Street,    $400. 

This  parcel  was  acquired  by  the  Public 
Works  Department  in  years  past,  in  order 
to  obtain  gravel  from  it.  This  has  now  been 
taken  off.  Some  edgestone  is  stored  there. 
It  was  recommended  for  sale  by  the  Finance 
Commission  in  1914  but  nothing  was  ever 
done  with  it. 

Part   op   Reservoir    and    Holder,   Milton 
Avenue,  $20,800. 

This  is  a  large  tract  which  formerly  con- 
tained the  reservoir  of  the  old  Hyde  Park 
Water  Company.  The  total  area  of  the  par- 
cel it  206,020  square  feet,  but  only  144,314 
square  feet  are  in  Boston,  the  remainder  being 
in  Milton.  The  reservoir  itself  has  been 
emptied  and  the  buildings  on  the  property 
dismantled.  The  Water  Service  makes  no  use 
of  it.  It  is  in  the  best  residential  section 
of   Hyde   Park,   the    Fairmount   section. 

Vacant  Land,  Manning  Street,  Northwest 
Corner  op  Berry  Street,  $500. 
This  is  a  parcel  on  the  corner  of  a  street 
that  was  never  built.  It  is  not  far  from 
the  entrance  to  Calvary  Cemetery  and  the 
rear  entrance  of  Mt.  Hope,  the  city  ceme- 
tery. It  is  across  the  street  from  the  parcel 
that  adjoins  the  city  cemetery  and  is  so  situated 
that  the  city  cemetery  will  probably  never 
use  it.  It  is  the  top  of  a  ledge  that  has  been 
opened   from   the   back   side. 

Vacant  Land,  Union  Street,  Brighton, 
Corner  Chestnut  Hill  Avenue,  $16,000. 
This  is  a  valuable  lot  of  land  on  which 
formerly  stood  an  old  school.  It  was  recom- 
mended by  the  Finance  Commission  for  sale 
in  1914,  but  nothing  was  ever  done.  It  is 
mostly    ledge   and    has   been   considered    by   the 
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school  authorities  many  times  for  a  school 
site  in  the  past.  On  account  of  the  expense 
there  would  be  in  preparing  it  for  a  sizable 
school  the  school  authorities  have  always 
turned  to   some  other   location. 

Buildings,  Paving  Division.  Chestnut  Hill 
Avenue,  $85,300. 
This  is  an  immense  tract,  containing  a 
ledge,  that  was  acquired  for  a  Street  Depart- 
ment yard.  It  is  used  in  small  part  for  such 
purposes  now,  but  the  major  portion  of  it 
is  unused.  It  is  adjacent  to  some  of  the 
best  residential  land  in  Brighton.  On  one 
side  is  a  fine  single  house  section.  On  the 
other  side  is  the  apartment  house  section  of 
Commonwealth  avenue.  It  is  on  high  land, 
five  minutes  from  the  reservoir,  with  ample 
school  acommodations  both  on  the  Common- 
wealth avenue  side  and  the  Brighton  square 
side.  The  Brighton  Library  and  the  new 
courthouse   are  within   two  minutes'   walk. 

Squantum,    $30,000. 

This  parcel  was  acquired  about  twenty- 
flve  years  ago  for  sewer  purposes.  It  is  not 
used  by  the  city  for  any  purpose.  It  is 
situated  on  a  headland  projecting  into  Quincy 
Bay,  on  a  delightful  location,  is  hilly  and  now 
is  a  fine  park  much  used  by  picnic  parties 
in  the  summer.  Formerly  there  were  several 
buildings  and  a  wharf  but  these  have  been 
removed.  There  are  two  house  boats  moored 
on  the  shore.  The  Public  Works  Department 
has  no  use  for  it  and  believes  it  should  be 
sold. 

Eainsford  Island,   $145,300. 

This  was  formerly  the  site  of  the  Suffolk 
School  for  Boys.  It  has  not  been  used  for 
many  years,  except  for  a  caretaker,  whom 
the  Institutions  Department  keeps  there.  It 
is  the  intention  to  use  it  in  the  summer 
for  the  Randidge  Fund  excursions.  The  wharf 
is  in  poor  condition.  There  are  several  build- 
ings in  good  condition,  including  a  power 
plant. 

Jacob  Foss  School.  37  Chestnut  Street, 
Charlestown,  $25,500. 
This  is  an  old  wooden  building  no  longer 
used  by  the  School  Department,  but  leased 
to  the  American  Legion  Post.  It  is  on  a 
prominent  street  corner,  Adams  and  Chest- 
nut streets,  leading  up  to  Monument  square. 
The  building  occupies  the  extreme  Chestnut 
street  end  of  the  property,  leaving  three 
fourths  of  it  in  the  best  part  vacant.  Con- 
sidering the  value  of  the  parcel  either  the 
whole  or  the  largest  part  of  it  should  be 
sold. 

Smith  Street  School  Lot,  Roxbury,  $4,200. 
This  lot  is  now  vacant,  the  old  building 
having  been  torn  down.  It  is  not  far  from 
a  large  school  property  and  is  not  likely  to 
be  needed  for  school  purposes.  It  should  be 
sold. 

Paradise  Lane,  Dedham,  $7,000. 
This  in  one  of  the  two  pumping  stations 
connected  with  the  old  Hyde  Park  Water 
Works  that  became  the  property  of  the  City 
of  Boston  by  the  annexation  of  Hyde  Park. 
It  has  never  been  used  since  it  came  into  the 
possession  of  Boston.  It  is  situated  in  the 
East  Dedham  section. 

Old  Cross  Street  School,   Charlestown, 
$3,600. 

This  is  an  old  wooden  building  that  is 
occupied  by  the  Colonel  Fred  B.  Bogan  Camp, 
Spanish  War  Veterans.  It  is  located  on  the 
corner  of  Cross  and  Bartlett  streets,  about 
opposite  the  new  Charlestown  High  School 
Annex.  About  one  half  the  lot  is  occupied  by 
the  building.  On  account  of  the  large  num- 
ber of  buildings  in  Charlestown  owned  by 
the  city,  many  of  which  the  quarters  for  mili- 
tary  posts,    it   would   seem   that   a    plan   might 


be    adopted     providing    quarters    for    military 
organizations    in   one   building. 
The  Commission  recommends : 

1.  That  all  parcels  of  land  owned  by  the 
city  that  cannot  be  advantageously  used  be 
sold. 

2.  That  some  official  in  the  employ  of  the 
city  be  assigned  the  duty  of  finding  purchases 
for  said  parcels. 

3.  That  this  report  be  circulated  among 
persons  engaged  in  buying  and  selling  real 
estate.

INCREASING  WIDOWS'  ANNUITY.

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  human  na- 
ture is  a  peculiar  thing,  and  it  is  interesting  to 
see  how,  one  day,  we  are  thrilled  with  pride 
at  the  bravery  of  a  police  officer  going  in  with 
his  gun  and  taking  a  man  and  losing  his  life 
in  the  act,  and  then,  if,  as,  and  when,  we 
get  around  to  it,  we  provide  an  annuity  of 
$600,  and  after  we  have  provided  the  man's 
wife  and  family  with  the  "munificent"  sum  of 
$12  a  week  we  then  forget  all  about  it.  I  be- 
lieve that  where  a  police  officer  lives  to  ripe 
old  age  he  is  entitled,  as  a  matter  of  pension, 
to  more  than  $12  a  week  ;  and  it  has  occurred 
to  me  more  than  once,  and  the  recent  death 
of  Patrolman  Mclnnes  brings  it  more  forcibly 
to  mind,  that  the  least  we  can  do  for  the  family 
of  a  young  police  officer  who  has  done  his 
duty  and  protected  our  lives  and  property  is  to 
furnish  to  his  family  at  least  $1,000  a  year ; 
and,  accordingly,  I  am  asking  that  the  Legis- 
lative Committee  of  this  body  press  for  an 
amendment  of  the  present  act,  which  allows 
only    $600,    or    approximately    $12    a    week,    to 


be  given  by  the  city  to  the  family  of  this  man 
in    all    its    "munificence." 
The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  passed. 


SECOND    PUBLIC    GOLF    COURSE.

Further  ordered,  That  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
thousand  (100,000)  dollars  be  and  the  same  here- 
by is  appropriated  to  be  spent  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Park  Commissioners  for  the  con- 
struction of  an  eighteen-hole  public  golf  course 
in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  that  to  meet  said 
appropriation  the  City  Treasurer  be,  and  he 
hereby  is,  authorized  to  issue  from  time  to 
time,  upon  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds 
or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  for 
said    amount. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  ask  the 
serious  consideration  of  the  Council  with  ref- 
erence to  this  order,  introduced  at  the  present 
time  for  the  purchase  of  available,  accessible 
land  for  the  construction  of  a  second  public 
golf  course  in  the  City  of  Boston.  Some  weeks 
ago,  Coun.  Gilbody  introduced  an  order  in 
this  body  for  the  construction  of  a  second 
course  on  one  of  the  islands  in  the  harbor,  I 
believe,  and  it  occurred  to  me,  at  that  time, 
and  I  still  believe,  that  a  public  golf  course 
should  be  more  accessible.  I  understand  that 
there  is  available,  at  the  present  time,  in  the 
city  limits,  along  some  street — I  believe  it  is 
West  street  in  Hyde  Park — immediately  ad- 
jacent to  the  Stony  Brook  Park  Reservation, 
a  tract  of  at  least  130  acres  of  virgin  terri- 
tory, easily  accessible,  which  could  be  used  for 
this  purpose.  I  believe,  from  the  point  of 
view  of  accessibility,  this  tract  of  land  is 
within  600  feet  of  the  Hazelwood  (if  I  have 
the  name  right)  station,  twenty  minutes  from 
Boston  on  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad,  and  only  one  block  farther 
away  on  the  lines  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Rail- 
way. I  put  this  order  in  at  this  time  because, 
while  I  may  be  incorrect,  I  believe  this  is 
probably  one  of  the  few  remaining,  if  not 
the  only  remaining,  sufficiently  large  tract  of 
land  within  the  city  limits  to  serve  as  a 
public  golf  course.  I  understand  that  cities 
half  the  size  of  Boston  at  the  present  time  have 
three  or  more  public  golf  courses.  I  believe 
the  city  of  Chicago  has  in  excess  of  thirty  at 
the  present  time.  One  last  remark  I  would 
make  with  reference  to  a  course  is  that  a 
public  golf  course  is  no  longer  a  luxury  only. 
1  understand  that,  where  one  is  erected,  no 
public  golf  course  anywhere  in  the  United 
States  has  proved  to  be  a  losing  proposition, 
and,  if  my  figures  are  correct,  the  only  course 
that  the  City  of  Boston  has  at  the  present 
time,  located  at  Franklin  Park,  cost  less  than 
$12,000  to  run  last  year  and  took  in  an  in- 
come in  excess  of  $50,000 — showing  not  only 
the  tremendous  interest  in  the  course,  but 
that  the  proposition  is  a  financially  sound  one, 
and  that  a  second  golf  course  located  in  the 
city   will  pay   for   itself  inside  of   fifteen  years.

Coun.  GILBODY  for  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee  submitted   the    following : 

1.  Report  on  message  (referred  today) 
vetoing  ordinance  relating  to  contracts  with 
the  city — that  the  same  be  referred  to  the 
Committee   on   Ordinances. 

Report  accepted  ;  said  message  referred  to 
Committee  on    Ordinances. 

2.  Report  on  the  several  orders  for  de- 
partmental transfers  of  appropriations,  re- 
ferred  today — that   the   same  ought   to  pass. 

Report   accepted  ;   orders   passed,   yeas   18. 

3.  Report  on  the  message  and  supple- 
mentary appropriation  order  for  the  County 
of  Suffolk  (referred  today) — that  the  same 
ought  to  pass,  with  an  amendment  striking 
out  the  item  under  House  of  Correction,  D-4, 
Forage  and  Animal,   $2,500. 

Report  accepted  ;   said   amendment   adopted. 

The  question  came  upon  the  passage  of 
the  order  as  amended. 

Coun.  PARKMAN — Mr.  President,  I  should 
like  just  to  say  a  few  words,  in  order  to 
complete  the  record  of  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations  with  respect  to  the  county 
budget.  The  budget  as  originally  submitted 
was  cut  by  the  Committee  on  Appropria- 
tions about  $30,000,  and  it  is  interest- 
ing to  see,  at  this  time,  that  none  of 
the  cuts  of  the  committee  has  resulted  in  ask- 
ing for  a  supplementary  appropriation  at  this 
time ;  in  fact,  the  Budget  Commissioner  in- 
forms us  that  the  principal  cut,  which  was 
in  the  jurors'  item  of  $10,000,  and  another 
reduction  of  $10,000  in  fees,  services  of  ve- 
nires, etc.,  will  show  a  saving  at  the  end 
of  the  year.  Most  of  the  items  contained 
in  the  supplementary  budget  at  the  present 
time  are  items  which  arise  now  as  a  result 
of  the  passage  of  legislation  by  the  Legisla- 
ture   of    1927,    increasing    various    salaries    in 


the  Department  of  Medical  Examiners  and 
in  South  Boston  Municipal  Court,  as  well 
as  some  of  the  other  district  courts.  It  might 
be  said,  in  regard  to  two  or  three  of  the 
items,  that  they  would  much  better  have  been 
suhmitted  at  the  time  the  original  budget 
was  submitted.  There  is  an  item  in  the  sup- 
plementary budget  for  alterations  in  the  Su- 
perior Court  at  the  courthouse  to  include 
additional  toilet  facilities  for  which  there  has 
been  a  need  for  many  years.  There  is  also 
an  item  here  for  improving  the  ventilation 
in  the  Roxbury  District  Court,  for  which 
the  need  has  been  evident  for  a  very  long  time. 
Such  items  as  those  would  much  better  come 
before  the  committee  in  the  original  budget 
and  not  wait  for  a  supplementary  budget 
later  on  in  the  year.  In  regard  to  the  amend- 
ment which  the  Council  has  just  adopted, 
striking  out  $2,500  from  the  fopd  item  for 
animals  at  the  House  of  Correction,  I  shall 
have  more  to  say  a  little  later,  at  the  time 
when  I  introduce  an  order  later  on  this  after- 
noon. At  this  time  I  would  simply  say  that 
it  shows  that  there  has  been  a  complete 
lack  of  budget  control  which  should  confine 
the  expenditures  to  the  items  for  which  they 
were  originally  appropriated. 

The  order,  as  amended,  was  passed,  yeas  18. 


REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PARKMAN 
FUND. 

Coun.  GILBODY,  for  the  Committee  on 
Parkman   Fund,    submitted    the   following : 

1.  Report  on  the  message  and  order  (re- 
ferred June  14)  appropriating  $92,000  from 
the  income  of  the  George  F.  Parkman  Fund, 
to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Park 
Commissioners,  for  the  maintenance  and  im- 
provement of  the  Common  and  parks  in 
existence  on  January  12,  1887 — that  the  same 
ought  to   pass.

18. 


REPORT   OF   COMMITTEE   ON   PUBLIC 
LANDS. 

Coun.  McGRATH,  for  the  Committee  on 
Public   Lands,    submitted   the    following : 

1.  Report  on  message  and  order  (referred 
February  14)  authorizing  the  conveyance  to 
the  Forest  Hills  Cemetery  of  6,906  square 
feet  of  land  on  Morton  street — that  the  same 
ought  to  pass. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  I  should 
like  just  a  word  of  explanation  from  the 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands 
as   to    this    order. 

President  HEFFERNAN— If  there  is  no 
objection,  the  chairman  of  the  committee  will 
explain. 

Coun.  McGRATH — Mr.  President,  origi- 
nally, when  they  widened  Morton  street,  the 
city  took  some  ninety  odd  thousand  feet,  and 
it  left  one  little  section  that  left  a  detour 
in  the  road  that  was  rather  bad.  Now  there 
is  an  iron  fence  along  there  that  cost  $19,000 
to  build  and  will  cost  to  replace — moving  and 
replacing  to  be  borne  by  the  Forest  Hills 
Cemetery — $3,500.  The  attorney  who  came 
here  said  that  they  wanted  it — it  met  with 
the  approval  of  the  Public  Works  Commissioner 
and  the  various  officials  of  the  City  of 
Boston  who  are  interested — they  wanted  this 
right  which  they  feel  had  not  been  deeded 
to  them  under  the  original  exchange  they 
made  with  the  city,  but  over  which  there  may 
have  been  some  doubt — they  wanted  the  ap- 
proval of  the  City  Council  so  that  they  could 
build  the  fence  and  replace  the  old  fence 
along  on  a  straight,  even  line.  In  the  old 
days  it  was  a  very  dangerous  corner  there. 
They  used  to  have  a  white  line  running 
through  the  fence  so  that  motorists  would  not 
bump  into  it.  They  had  so  many  accidents 
they  straightened  it  out,  and  this  is  simply 
the  jut  end  piece  that  is  left  out  of  something 
like  approximately  100,000  feet.  This  6,900  feet 
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goes  back  to  the  cemetery  so  that  they  may 
build  their  own  fence  at  a  cost  of  $3,500  to 
straighten   the  road. 

Report  accepted  ;  said  order  passed,  yeas  18. 


REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE    ON    SOLDIERS' 
RELIEF. 

Coun.  ENGLERT,  for  the  Committee  on 
Soldiers'   Relief,    submitted   the   following: 

1.  Report  recommending  the  passage  of 
an  order  for  the  payment  of  aid  to  soldiers 
and  sailors  and  their  families  residing  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  or  having  a  settlement  therein, 
for  the   month  of  July. 

Report  accepted  ;  said  order  passed. 


PETITION   OF    BOSTON   MOTOR   TOURS. 

Coun  WILSON — Mr.  President,  two  weeks 
ago,  during  our  meeting,  I  believe  after  a 
rather  hectic  session,  there  was  some  discussion 
with  reference  to  withdrawing  from  the  Com- 
mittee on  Jitneys  the  so-called  request  for 
license  by  the  Boston  Motor  Tours,  and,  at 
that  time,  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  body  took 
it  from  the  committee  and  then,  as  a  courtesy 
to  the  chairman,  tossed  it  back  in  his  lap. 
I  wonder  whether  any  progress  has  been  made 
in  the  two  weeks  following  the  extension  of 
that  courtesy,  and  whether  or  not  that  report 
has   come   in. 

President  HEFFERNAN  —  In  the  absence 
of  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Jitneys, 
the  Chair  is  unable  to  furnish  any  information 
for  the  Council,  unless  there  is  some  other 
member  of  the  committee  that  has  some  in- 
formation he  would  care  to  give. 

Coun.  WILSON— Then,  Mr.  President,  I 
would  ask  Coun.  Dowd,  who,  I  believe,  is  the 
member  that  asked  it  be  taken  from  the  com- 
mittee, if  the  committee  has  been  called  to- 
gether   in   the   past  two   weeks  ? 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  will  inform 
the  member  that  the  committee  has  held  no 
meeting. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  then  I  move 
that  the  petition  of  the  Boston  Motor  Tours 
be   taken   from  the   Committee   on   Jitneys. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  there  has  been 
no  explanation  offered  for  this  motion.  It  is 
made  baldly  and  without  comment,  and  it  is 
made  in  the  absence  of  the  chairman  of  the 
committee  which  has  it  in  charge.  It  seems 
to  me  that  he  should  be  given  an  opportunity 
to  be  heard,  and  that  there  is  nothing  so  press- 
ing in  regard  to  the  matter  but  what  can 
wait  until  the  time  when  the  chairman  of  the 
committee  to  whom  it  is  now  referred  is  pres- 
ent for  the  purpose  of  making  whatever  ex- 
planation needs  to  be  made.  It  borders,  it 
seems  to  me,  upon  discourtesy  to  take  it  away 
from   his  committee,   he  being   absent. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  with  ref- 
erence to  the  remarks  of  the  speaker  who  has 
just  taken  his  seat,  I  make  my  motion  for 
two  reasons.  The  first  is  that,  while  I  have 
no  interest  in  this  company,  direct  or  indirect, 
nor  do  I  know  who  runs  the  company,  I  pre- 
sume that  the  automobile  company  or  motor 
tour  company  which  presented  the  petition 
wishes  some  action  at  some  time,  and,  if  my 
memory  is  correct,  we  are  to  adjourn  for  at 
least  a  month  when  we  leave  here  today.  The 
other  reason  is  that  several  members  of  the 
City  Council,  including  myself,  after  the  close 
of  the  meeting  two  weeks  ago,  were  informed 
by  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Jitneys 
that  that  order,  as  well  as  other  orders  in  which 
I  am  interested,  would  be  brought  up  when  he 
personally  got  "good  and  ready";  and,  in  the 
light  of  that  information,  and  in  the  light 
of  the  fact  that  we  are  adjourning  for  one 
month,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  two 
weeks  have  passed  since  our  hectic  discussion 
of  July  11,  it  seems  to  me  that  we  are  en- 
titled to  get  some  action  from  this  committee 
at   the   present  time. 

Coun.  GILBODY — Mr.  President,  I  am  not 
going    to   indulge    in    any   hectic    discussion    of 


this  proposition,  but  I  do  object  to  being 
tossed  around  like  a  football  in  this  Council. 
This  company  has  been  up  here  three  times  and 
has  had  the  indulgence  and  the  courtesy  of 
this  Council  in  having  the  Council  pass  its 
petitions  three  times  and  having  them  like- 
wise vetoed  three  times  by  his  Honor  the 
Mayor.  I  think  it  foolish  for  the  body  to  in- 
dulge in  any  more  effort  to  pass  such  orders 
as  this.  We  have  the  same  situation  in  the 
Hart  matter.  We  passed  three  times,  I  be- 
lieve, a  petition  for  Mr.  Hart,  and  we  got 
three  vetoes.  Are  we  going  to  be  made  to 
appear  foolish  in  these  matters  by  running  in 
here,  passing  orders,  and  perhaps  after  a 
week  or  a  month  having  the  Mayor  veto  them  ? 
That  is  the  situation.  I  believe  this  matter 
has  been  vetoed  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  and 
I  think  it  is  about  time  we  realized  that  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  is  not  going  to  sign  the  pe- 
tition and  not  make  ourselves  foolish  in  this 
body. 

President  HEFFERNAN— Those  in  favor  of 
recalling  the  petition  from  the  Committee  on 
Jitneys  will  raise  their  hands.  Twelve  hands 
raised.  Those  opposed  will  raise  their  hands. 
Four  hands  raised.  The  petition  is  recalled 
from  the  committee,  and  now  being  before 
the  Council,  what  is  the  pleasure  of  the 
CouncU? 

Coun.  WILSON — I  move  that  the  license 
be    granted. 

The  question  being  put,  the  Chair  declared 
the  motion  lost.  Coun.  Wilson  doubted  the 
vote  and  asked   for   a   roll   call. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  rise  for  in- 
formation. 

President  HEFFERNAN— Kindly  state  the 
question    of    information. 

Coun.  GUILD — In  taking  a  matter  from  a 
committee,  is  it  not  necessary  to  suspend  the 
rules  ? 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  Chair  will 
rule  that  it  is,  and  that  there  was  more  than 
a  two-thirds  vote  in  favor,  the  vote  being  12 
to    4. 

Coun.  GUILD — Is  the  rule  two  thirds  of 
those   present  or  two  thirds   of  the  body  ? 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  rule  is  two 
thirds   of   those   present    and    voting. 

The  license  was  granted. 

Yeas — Coun.  Bush,  Dowd,  Englert,  Fitz- 
gerald, Green,  Lynch,  Mahoney,  McGrath,  Mc- 
Mahon,   Ruby,    Wilson — 11. 

Nays — Coun.  Arnold,  Dowling,  Gilbody, 
Guild.  Heffernan,  Parkman — 6.  • 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  ask 

President  HEFFERNAN— For  what  pur- 
pose does  the  gentleman   rise? 

Coun.  WILSON — To  ascertain  whether  Coun. 
Keene  is  available,  or  Coun  Wragg,  both  of 
them    having    been    present  ? 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  Messenger  will 
kindly   notify   both    councilors. 

Coun.  DOWLING — Mr.  President,  I  do  not 
like  to  question  the  ruling  of  the  Chair,  but 
it  seems  to  me  that  the  rules  of  the  Council  do 
not  make  it  necessary  for  a  member  to  be  in 
the  room  here,  and  I  doubt  whether  a  member 
in  the  corridor  can  be  summoned  here  to 
vote    on    the    matter. 

President  HEFFERNAN— The  Chair  will 
rule  that  they  have  not  been  summoned.  They 
have  merely  been  notified,  if  they  desire  to 
vote.  None  of  the  absent  councilors  having 
appeared,  the  vote  is  eleven  in  the  affirmative 
and  six  in  the  negative,  and  the  license  is 
granted. 


JITNEY    LICENSE    TO    BOSTON 
ELEVATED. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD  moved  that  No.  15  on 
the  calendar   be   taken  from   the  table,   viz : 

15.  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Jitney 
Licenses  on  the  petition  of  the  Boston  Ele- 
vated Railway  Company  for  a  license  to 
operate  jitneys  between  Park  square  and  the 
North  Station,  recommending  that  a  license 
be   granted. 

The  motion  was  carried  and  said  license  was 
granted. 
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BUDGET  CONTROL. 

Coun.  PARKMAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Budget  Comisaioner  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
report  to  the  City  Council  what  progress  has 
been  made  upon  the  subject  of  budget  control, 
with  particular  reference  to  the  competition 
in  the  purchase  of  supplies  between  the  Bud- 
get Department  and  the  Superintendent  of 
Supplies,  which  was  recommended  by  the 
Special  Committee  on  Budget  Control  in  its 
report  to   the  Council   on  January    17,    1927. 

Coun.  PARKMAN— Mr.  President,  I  am 
sorry  my  writing  is  not  more  legible,  and 
the  next  time  I  shall  have  it  typewritten.  The 
word  "competition"  as  read  in  the  order, 
should  be  "co-operation"  so  as  to  read  to  ask 
the  Budget  Commissioner  "what  progress  has 
been  made  upon  the  subject  of  Budget  Con- 
trol, with  particular  reference  to  co-operation 
in  the  purchase  of  supplies  between  the  Bud- 
get Department  and  the  Superintendent  of 
Supplies,  as  recommended  by  the  Special  Com- 
mittee on  Budget  Control  in  its  report  to  the 
Council  on  January  17,  1927."  I  only  wish 
to  say  a  few  words,  reviewing  perhaps,  to  a 
certain  degree,  the  work  of  the  committee. 
The  committee  reported  last  January  in  its 
findings  that  "(1)  Under  the  present  sys- 
tem there  is  no  method  for  controlling  ex- 
penditures to  the  specific  items  for  which  the 
city's  money  is  originally  requested  in  form- 
ing the  budget,  and  appropriated  in  the  an- 
nual appropriation  bill"  ;  and  it  found,  further, 
"that  it  is  desirable  in  the  interests  of  economy 
and  efficiency  that  means  be  devised  to  con- 
trol expenditures  to  the  specific  physical  items 
for  which  appropriation  was  made,  and  to  limit 
expenditure  for  any  item  to  the  amount  al- 
lowed for  such  item  in  advance  of  the  ex- 
penditure being  incurred."  The  auditor  and 
the  Budget  Commisioner  stated,  while  the  com- 
mittee was  conducting  its  investigations,  that 
— "Under  our  present  budget  system  the 
specific  physical  units  which  make  up  or  lie 
behind  the  appropriation  under  any  one  item 
are  lost  sight  of  immediately  upon  the  pas- 
sage of  the  budget  by  the  City  Council  .... 
It  would  appear  feasible  for  the  Budget  Depart- 
ment to  co-operate  with  the  Supply  Depart- 
ment in  regard  to  the  purchases  which  the 
latter  department  makes  after  receiving  requi- 
sitions from  department  heads.  At  the  present 
time  these  requisitions  constitute  the  full 
authority  for  the  conduct  of  the  purchasing 
activities  of  the  Supply  Department.  This  lat- 
ter department  has  very  little  interest  in  the 
appropriation  side  of  the  picture,  since, 
naturally,  the  department  assumes  that  no 
requisition  would  be  made  unless  an  appropria- 
tion was  available.  It  would  seem  desirable 
in  the  interests  of  efficiency  that  the  Supply 
Department  should  consider  the  appropriation 
side  of  the  picture,  and  this  consideration 
could  be  very  easily  effected  by  the  Supply 
Department  referring  all  departmental  requisi- 
tions to  the  Budget  Department  for  approval 
before  starting  in  any  way  the  machinery  of 
purchase."  The  committee  stated  at  that 
time,  after  conference  with  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  that  "the  Mayor  has  stated  to  the 
committee  that  he  would  put  the  first  recom- 
mendation in  effect  at  once  by  means  of  in- 
structions to  the  Budget  Commissioner  and  the 
Superintendent  of  Supplies,"  and  your  com- 
mittee recommended  that  no  further  action 
be  taken  at  that  time  but  that  the  operation 
of  the  budget  be  observed  in  order  to  see 
whether  any  further  action  was  necessary. 
The  purpose  of  this  order  is  to  get  informa- 
tion as  to  whether  further  action  is,  in  fact, 
neecsary  ;  and,  judging  from  one  item  in  the 
Suffolk  County  supplementary  budget,  cer- 
tainly some  further  steps  should  be  taken  to 
control  expenditures  to  the  purposes  for  which 
the  money  is  appropriated.  We  have  a  very 
flagrant  example  before  us,  today,  in  the  item 
of  $2,500  for  food  for  animals  down  at  the 
House  of  Correction.  We  were  informed  when 
the  change  of  masters  took  place  the  new 
master,  from  some  experience  that  he  had  had 
in  the  state  institutions  of  correction,   thought 


that  a  certain  kind  of  animal  fodder  was  far 
superior  to  that  which  has  always  been  used, 
and  is  still  being  used,  by  other  city  de- 
partments, and  made  his  plans  accordingly. 
That  particular  type  of  fodder,  unfortunately, 
is  very  much  more  expensive,  and  we  were 
asked,  at  this  time,  to  consider  that  the  ap- 
propriation, which  was  originally  made  and 
which  was  sufficient  to  take  care  of  all  neces- 
sary supplies  purchased  on  the  old  plan,  is 
already  almost  exhausted.  There  has  been  no 
control  whatsoever  as  to  the  items  purchased 
by  that  money  which  we  appropriated.  The 
Budget  Commissioner  has  not  had  referred  to 
him  a  requisition  from  the  Supply  Depart- 
ment ;  and  it  seems  to  me  obvious  that  no 
progress  whatever  has,  in  fact,  been  made. 
The  purpose  of  the  order  is  to  get  informa- 
tion before  the  Council  in  official  form,  so 
that  the  Council  may  consider  further  what 
steps  can  be  taken  to  put  the  budget  principle 
into   some  effective   form. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  passed.

COMPLETION    OF    MORTON    STREET 
IMPROVEMENT. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $75,000  be  and  the 
same  hereby  is  appropriated  to  be  expended 
by  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  for  the 
completion  of  the  widening  and  construction 
of  the  so-called  Morton  Street  Improvement, 
between  Codman  and  Druid  streets,  Dorchester, 
and  that  to  meet  such  appropriation  the  City 
Treasurer  be  and  he  hereby  is  authorized  and 
directed  to  issue,  from  time  to  time,  on  the 
request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates  of 
indebtedness  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  said 
amount. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  the  traffic 
artery  known  as  the  Morton  Street  Improve- 
ment was  authorized  by  act  of  the  Legislature 
as  long  ago  as  1925,  since  which  time  the  City 
of  Boston  has  been  pecking  at  this  particular 
job.  The  so-called  first  section,  starting  at 
Canterbury    street,    has   been    constructed   at    a 
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cost  of  $227,000,  and  another  section,  between 
Druid  street  and  Washington  street,  in  Ward  17, 
has  been  taken  care  of  by  our  order  of  May 
11,  at  a  cost  of  $110,000,  but  there  is  an  inter- 
vening part  between  Codman  and  Druid  streets 
which  must  be  constructed  to  complete  the 
through  artery.  I  understand  there  is  less 
than  $20,000  of  the  money  available  for  com- 
pletion of  this  thoroughfare,  so  that  the  Board 
of  Street  Commissioners  estimate  it  will  cost 
$75,00  to  complete  it.  We  are,  if  the  papers 
are  correct,  being  asked  today  to  transfer  an 
additional  $1,000,000  for  damage  awards  in  our 
widening  of  the  downtown  city  streets.  Con- 
sidering the  price  quoted  for  the  Revere  House 
site  on  Chambers  street  for  purposes  of  a  new 
fire  station,  I  was  finally  becoming  of  the  im- 
pression that  the  street  widenings  downtown 
had  most  substantially  increased  the  values 
of  most  of  the  property ;  but,  apparently,  it 
has  done  a  great  deal  of  damage,  and  it  must 
be  regretted  that  the  real  estate  experts  of  the 
City  of  Boston  were  a  million  dollars  off  in 
their  estimates.  But,  be  that  as  it  may,  if  the 
City  of  Boston  can  dig  down  and  find  $1,000,000 
more  for  the  settlement  of  some  doubtful  law 
cases,  they  should  be  able  to  find  available 
$75,000  necessary  to  complete  actual  construc- 
tion work  on  a  through  highway  such  as 
Morton  street  which  has  been  hanging  fire 
now  for  over  two  years. 

The    order    was    referred    to    the     Executive 
Committee. 


SHRUBBERY  ON  THE  ROOF  OF  SHAW- 
MUT  BRANCH  EXTENSION. 
Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  and 
he  hereby  is  respectfully  requested  to  consult 
with  the  Transit  Commission  and  the  Park 
Commissioner  and  to  advise  the  City  Council 
forthwith  the  approximate  cost  of  providing 
suitable  shade  trees  and  shrubbery  immediately 
adjacent  to  and  along  the  line  of  the  top  or 
roof  of  the  new  Shawmut  Branch  Extension 
rapid  transit  line  from  Park  street  to  Peabody 
square,  Dorchester,  and  of  providing  suitable 
park  benches  and  sand  boxes  for  children  at 
appropriate  intervals  along  the  said  available 
areaway. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  as  long  ago 
as  last  November,  when  I  urged  upon  the 
Transit  Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston 
such  construction  of  the  roof  of  the  new  Dor- 
chester Tunnel  for  a  length  of  three-quarters 
of  a  mile  as  would  allow  the  driving  of  traf- 
fic along  the  roof  of  the  tunnel  from  Park 
Street  into  Peabody  square,  in  the  eyes  of  the 
Transit  Commission  that,  apparently,  was  an 
amusing  suggestion,  although  it  met  with  the 
approval  of  competent  engineers.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  that  tunnel  is  now  taking  form,  and 
from  day  to  day  it  becomes  more  perfectly 
obvious  what  a  mistake  it  has  been  not  to 
utilize  the  top  of  the  so-called  three-quarter 
mile  stretch,  long  as  it  is,  30  feet  wide,  and 
smooth,  for  some  practical  purpose.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  Ward  17  so  far  has  no  play- 
ground. I  assume  that,  when  we  take  our  turn 
and  receive  an  appropriation  which  will  insure 
a  playground  out  there,  the  playground,  in 
common  with  most  of  the  playgrounds  of  the 
city,  will  probably  be  used  more  for  ball  games 
than  for  any  other  purpose.  Accordingly,  it 
is  not  inappropriate  that  this  three-quarter 
mile  stretch  of  smooth  surface  might  be  util- 
ized by  the  Park  Department  for  the  mothers 
and  smaller  children  in  the  district.  There 
appears  to  be  no  reason  why  this  long 
stretch  of  three-quarters  of  a  mile  through  the 
center  of  the  district  should  be  shut  in  by 
8-foot  wire  fence,  with  barbed  wire,  like  a 
government  reservation,  which  is  being  done 
at  this  time,  and  there  is  no  particular  reason 
why  it  should  not  be  made  use  of  for  some- 
thing beside  the  collection  of  dry  leaves  and 
newspapers,  particularly  since  the  Transit 
Commissioner  has  prevented  any  vehicular 
traffic  along  the  entire  length  of  the  roadway. 


Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  Chairman,  will  the 
gentleman  who  has  just  preceded  me  submit 
to  a  question  in  regard  to  his  objections  at 
the  present  time?  Do  I  understand  that  he 
now  abandons  his  project  of  having  the  roof 
of  the  Dorchester  Tunnel  made  into  a  high- 
way,   entirely  ? 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  am  always 
ready  and  willing  to  answer  the  polite  in- 
quiries of  the  gentleman  from  Jamaica  Plain, 
having  always  nearest  his  heart  the  welfare  and 
benefits  of  the  Dorchester  district ;  and  I 
would  say  that  I  have  not  abandoned  the 
idea  of  using  the  roof  of  the  subway  as  a 
traffic  artery ;  but,  unfortunately,  I  am  not 
the  Transit  Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, and,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Transit 
Commissioner  has  made  up  his  mind  and  the 
Mayor's  mind  that  they  will  not  accept  the 
idea,  I  have  automatically  been  forced  to 
abandon    the    idea. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  passed. 


OPERATION     OF     SHAWMUT     BRANCH. 

Coun.   WILSON  offered  the  following : 
Ordered,      That     the      Transit      Commission, 
through    his    Honor    the    Mayor,    be    requested 
forthwith   to    advise   the    City    Council, 

1.  The  estimated  date  when  rapid  transit 
service  will  commence  to  Fields  Corner  on 
the  newly  constructed  Shawmut  Branch  of  the 
tunnel ; 

(2)  Whether  it  is  a  fact  that  the  proposed 
rapid  transit  service  will  not  be  extended  to 
include  passengers  at  the  Shawmut  Station 
until   late   in    1928 ;    and 

(3)  Whether,  even  before  completion  of  the 
rapid  transit  system  to  Ashmont  and  the  con- 
struction of  the  Ashmont  Station,  arrange- 
ments are  to  be  made  for  switchovers  or  other 
track  arrangements  insuring  at  least  limited 
rapid  transit  service  as  far  as  Shawmut  Sta- 
tion pending  completion  of  the  end  of  the  line. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  Chairman,  to  enlighten 
further  the  councilor  from  Jamaica  Plain  as 
to  traffic  conditions  in  the  Dorchester  district, 
I  would  say  that,  last  November,  when  I 
urged  upon  the  Transit  Commission  the  utiliza- 
tion of  this  three-quarter  mile  stretch  of 
tunnel  roof  as  a  means  of  vehicular  traffic, 
I  was  told  that  any  change  in  plans  would 
seriously  impede  the  work,  and  that  what  the 
people  of  the  Dorchester,  Ashmont,  and  Pea- 
body square  districts  wanted  was  less  discus- 
sion and  more  rapid  transit  system.  If  I  am 
correctly  informed,  I  now  understand  that, 
although  the  Transit  Commissioner,  last  No- 
vember, stated  that  the  contracts  along  the 
entire  stretch  of  work  were  being  let  out 
approximately  simultaneously,  only  the  other 
day  they  have  let  out  the  contract  for  the  end 
of  the  tunnel  in  the  Ashmont  district,  and  the 
report  further  comes  through  that,  although 
there  will  be  rapid  transit  to  Fields  Corner 
perhaps  at  the  close  of  the  current  year,  so 
far  as  the  Ashmont  and  Peabody  square  dis- 
tricts are  concerned,  there  will  be  no  rapid 
transit  for  at  least  another  whole  year.  It 
would  seem  that  every  effort  should  be  made, 
either  by  crossovers  or  track  switches,  to  in- 
sure rapid  transit  at  least  to  the  point  of  the 
Shawmut  Station  before  completion  of  the  end 
of  the  line.  We  are  disappointed  to  hear  that 
the  matter  was  not  conducted  in  a  business- 
like way ;  that  the  entire  contract  for  the 
tunnel  was  not  let  from  start  to  finish;  and 
at  this  late  stage  of  the  game,  despite  the 
impression  given  us  last.  November,  they  are 
just  starting  to  let  the  contract  for  the  Peabody 
square  end  of  the  tunnel. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  passed. 


LAYING   OUT  FAIRVIEW   STREET. 
WARD    16. 

Coun.    GILBODY   offered   the   following: 
Ordered,   That  the   Board   of   Street  Commis- 
sioners   be    requested,    through    his    Honor    the 
Mayor,  to  lay  out  and  accept   Fairview   street, 
Ward    1G. 
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The     rule     was     suspended     and     the     order 

passed. 


VAN    WINKLE    STREET    PASSAGEWAY. 

Coun.    GILBODY    offered    the    following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  construct  a  passageway  for  vehicular 
and  foot  traffic  from  Van  Winkle  street, 
Dorchester,  beneath  the  tracks  of  the  Dor- 
chester Rapid  Transit  Extension,  now  building. 

Coun.  GILBODY — Mr.  Chairman,  a  word 
of  explanation  to  the  President  and  members 
of  the  Council.  Van  Winkle  street  is  the  pro- 
posed terminus  of  the  electrical  branch  at 
Peabody  square,  and  there  is  now  a  great 
section  of  people  in  this  part  of  the  great 
Dorchester  district  without  access  over  to 
Dorchester  avenue  and  no  provisions  for 
getting  into  the  business  section  there  without 
unnecessary  trouble  of  about  a  mile  or  more, 
and  the  purpose  of  this  order  is  to  see  if  it 
is  not  possible  to  make  a  vehicular  and  foot 
passageway  through  this  particular  street  while 
the  construction  is  going  on  of  the  new 
electrification  of  the  Ashmont  branch.  It  also 
would  serve,  in  my  opinion,  as  a  way  to  re- 
lieve part  of  the  travel  in  that  section  of 
Dorchester,  because  Van  Winkle  street  directly 
connects  into  Minot  street  and  then  into 
Granite  avenue  and  other  streets  going  to 
the  South  Shore,  and  I  am  going  to  ask  for 
a  suspension  of  the  rule  and  the  passage  of  the 
order. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order 
passed.

I  should  like  to  be  informed 
whether  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Fi- 
nance was  held  at  which  these  recommenda- 
tions were  made. 

Chairman  DOWLING— The  Chairman  of  the 
Committee   may   be   able   to   answer. 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  Chairman,  for  the  in- 
formation of  the  gentleman  from  Jamaica 
Plain,  I  have  been  knocked  out  for  three  or 
four  days,  and  I  was  unable  to  be  present  at 
the  meeting  of  the  committee  myself,  but  I 
think  that,  possibly,  Coun.  Keene  or  Coun. 
Lynch  or  some  other  member  of  the  committee 
might  be  able  to  give  him  that  information. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  Chairman,  my  reason  for 
requesting  the  information  is  that  I  had  no 
notice  whatever  of  any  meeting  of  the  com- 
mittee to  be  held  although  I  am  a  member  of 
the   committee. 

Coun.  KEENE — Mr.  Chairman,  I  would 
say  that  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  was  held 
at  12.45,  and  I  presume  Mr.  Baldwin,  Clerk 
of  the  Committee,  sent  out  the  notices.  I 
received  mine  in  the  mail.  I  might  say,  for 
the  information  of  the  councilor  from  Jamaica 
Plain  and  for  the  committee,  that  inasmuch

REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE    ON     JITNEYS. 
Coun.  WARD,  for  the  Committee  on  Jitneys, 
submitted  the  following  : 

1.  Report  on  petition  of  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  Company,  referred  July  11,  1927,  to 
operate  motor  vehicles  from  Lenox  street  car 
house  via  Tremont  street  and  Shawmut  avenue 
— that  the  license  be  granted. 

The  question  came  on  acceptance  of  the 
report  of  the  Committee. 

Coun.  WILSON— May  I  ask  what  ward  that 
is   in,   Mr.   Chairman  ? 
Coun.    WARD— Ward   9. 
Chairman   DOWLING — Lenox    street. 
Coun.    WILSON — I    don't   know   much    about 
it. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  Chairman,  it  occurs 
to  me  that  that  is  a  very  congested  district. 
1  don't  know  whose  ward  it  is,  but,  with 
the  number  of  children  that  are  around  in 
that  section  there,  it  seems  to  me  we  should 
have  some  explanation  as  to  why  the  Boston 
Elevated  should  be  allowed  to  run  through 
those  streets. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  Chairman,  since  the  gen- 
tleman knows  so  little  about  the  district,  I 
will  inform  him  that  the  district  is  not  a 
congested  district ;  there  are  no  children  run- 
ning around  there,  and,  while  there  is  plenty 
of  automobile  traffic  there,  I  do  not  believe 
there  are  any  children,  and  the  Committee 
on  Jitneys  met,  we  went  over  the  entire  mat- 
ter, and  the  committee  decided  to  grant  it, 
and  I  believe  that  there  was  a  quorum  present. 
There  were  Coun.  Dowd,  Gilbody  and  myself, 
and  we  went  over  the  entire  matter.  The 
district  comes  into  Coun.  Arnold's  district 
and  into  mine,  and  touches  on  to  Coun.

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  and 
he  hereby  is  respectfully  requested,  after  mak- 
ing any  necessary  inquiries  of  the  Edison 
Electric     Illuminating     Company,     the     Public 
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CITY     COUNCIL. 


Utilities  Commission,  and  the  Board  of  Gas 
and  Electric  Light  Commissioners,  to  advise 
the   City    Council : 

( 1 )  What  proportionate  amount  of  the 
charge  of  $93.42  per  lamp  per  year  made  by 
the  Edison  Light  Company  to  the  City  of 
Boston  is  for  (a.)  the  lamp  and  equipment, 
(6)     maintenance,     (c)     electric    current. 

(2)  The  separate  items  which  are  included 
in  the  total  annual  price  of  the  $93.42  per 
lamp  together  with  the  estimated  separate 
cost  of  each  of  said  items  per  lamp  per  year. 

(3)  The  actual  present  additional  cost  to 
the  Edison  Light  Company  of  installing  one 
additional  electric  light  pole  and  lamp,  ready 
to  light,  on  Massachusetts  avenue,  in  the  City 
of   Boston. 

(4)  The  actual  initial  present  expense  to 
the  Edison  Light  Company  of  installing  one 
additional  electric  light  pole  and  equipment  on 
Talbot  avenue,  Dorchester,  connected  with  the 
present  electric  light  system  and  ready  to  light. 

( 5 )  Why  it  is  not  just  as  feasible  and 
practicable  for  the  City  of  Boston  itself  to 
purchase  outright  and  own  each  separate 
electric  light  pole  above  ground  as  it  is  for 
the  City  of  Boston  to  purchase  and  own  each 
gas  pole  above  ground. 

(6)  Why  it  is  not  just  as  feasible  and  prac- 
ticable for  the  City  of  Boston  to  purchase 
outright  and  own  each  additional  electric  light 
pole,  completely  installed  above  ground  and 
ready  to  light,  as  it  is  for  the  individual 
house  owner  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  install 
in  his  privately  owned  dwelling  house  all 
electric  light  equipment  ready  for  metered  use 
of  electric  light  current  of  the  Edison  Light 
Company. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  Chairman,  on  May  9 
I  introduced  an  order  in  this  body  in  an 
endeavor  to  ascertain  why  it  would  not  be 
just  as  practical  and  economical  for  the  City 
of  Boston  to  own  electric  light  poles  on  our 
city  streets  as  it  is  for  the  city  to  own  all 
gas  poles,  and  incidentally  save  what  in  effect 
is  an  annual  pole  rental  which  in  the  course 
of  years  would  seem  to  pay  for  the  pole  and 
equipment  several  times  over.  The  answers 
of  the  Edison  Light  Company  to  fourteen 
specific  questions  were  received  at  our  last 
meeting,  after  an  interval  of  over  two  months. 
I  would  ask  if  any  fair-minded  person  could 
possibly  consider  the  answers  other  than 
evasive.  Obviously  one  most  pertinent  inquiry 
was  as  to  the  cost  of  one  of  these  new  lamps 
and  a  post  ready  to  light.  I  tried  to  be  very 
fair  in  my  questions  ;  I  think  that  I  was  fair. 

I    asked    this    question : 

"What  proportionate  amount  of  the  charge 
of  $93.42  per  lamp  per  year  made  by  the  Edison 
Light  Company  to  the  City  of  Boston  is  for 
(a)  the  lamp  and  equipment,  (o)  maintenance, 
(c)    electric   current?" 

This  was  the   answer : 

"$93.42  per  lamp  per  year  for  3,828  hours 
burning  (the  price  charged  for  magnetite  arc 
lamps  and  1,500  candle  power  incandescent 
lamps)  is  a  rate  originally  filed  by  the  Board 
of  Gas  and  Electric  Light  Commissioners  (sit- 
ting as  arbitrators  under  the  provisions  of  a 
ten-year  contract  between  the  city  and  the 
company,  approved  December  7,  1914,  as  modi- 
fied by  an  agreement  between  the  city  and  the 
company  in  the  spring  of  1925,  whereby  the 
company  waived  a  claim  for  additional  com- 
pensation under  the  last  five  years  of  the  1914 
contract  and  the  city  agreed  that  the  above 
mentioned   price   was   fair) . 

We  do  not  know  whether  or  not  the  Board 
of  Gas  and  Electric  Light  Commissioners  de- 
termined the  proportionate  portions  of  the 
charge  which  were  applicable  to  the  lamp  and 
equipment,  to  maintenance  and  to  the  cost 
of  electric  current.  I  assume  the  Board  of 
Gas  and  Electric  Light  Commissioners  didn't 
toss  a  coin  to  determine  such  an  important 
thing  as  a  fair  and  reasonable  electric  light 
rate  for  the  City  of  Boston,  and  certain  con- 
sideration must  have  been  given  to  such  cost 
elements  as  lamp  and  equipment,  maintenance, 
and  electric  current.  But  whether  or  not  the 
Board   made   a   real    investigation    it   stands   to 


reason  that  a  business  organization  such  as 
the  Edison  Light  Company  knows  the  cost 
of  the  new  pole.  But  to  be  perfectly  fair  and 
square   I    asked   these   questions : 

"The  actual  present  additional  cost  to  the 
Edison  Light  Company  of  installing  one  addi- 
tional electric  light  pole  and  lamp,  ready  to 
light,  on  Massachusetts  avenue,  in  the  City 
of  Boston." 

"The  actual  initial  present  expense  to  the 
Edison  Light  Company  of  installing  one  ad- 
ditional electric  light  pole  and  equipment  on 
Talbot  avenue,  Dorchester,  connected  with  the 
present  electric  light  system  and  ready  to 
light." 

This  was  the  answer  : 

'The  new  money  required  to  pay  the  cost 
of  installing  a  new  lamp  and  post  'ready  to 
light'  depends  not  only  upon  the  cost  of  the 
post  and  the  lamp  and  the  cost  of  installa- 
tion, but  also  upon  the  length  of  new  wire 
and  conduit  which  must  be  installed  to  reach 
the  lamp,  whether  or  not  the  installation  of 
the  new  lamp  requires  the  construction  of 
new  circuits  or  the  rearrangements  of  old 
circuits  from  the  substation,  and  also  whether 
new  street  lighting  converting  apparatus  is 
required  at  the  substation.  Unless  the  ques- 
tion is  made  more  specific,  it  cannot  be 
answered." 

I  defy  any  representative  of  the  Edison 
Light  Company  to  ask  the  question  in  a 
much  more  specific  manner.  What  is  the 
nigger  in  this  particular  woodpile  ?  Possibly 
it  may  be  very  well  for  all  concerned  that 
the  city  should  rent  annually,  rather  than 
buy  outright,  the  6,000  electric  light  poles 
now  on  our  city  streets,  but  why  the  great 
mystery  about  the  cost  of  one  new  single 
electric  light  pole.  Is  there  any  harm  in 
disclosing  the  information  requested  ?  When 
I  asked  the  cost  of  one  new  pole  on  Massa- 
chusetts avenue  and  on  Talbot  avenue  I  pur- 
posely chose  highways  on  which  such  poles 
had  recently  been  installed,  so  that  the  in- 
formation should  be  readily  available.  I  feel 
that  both  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  should 
co-operate  in  every  possible  way  in  the  ascer- 
tainment of  the  requested  information.  I 
personally  do  not  mean  to  quibble,  but  I  do 
think  the  City  Council  is  entitled  to  receive 
fair  answers  to  fair  questions.  If  the  city 
can  save  thousands  of  dollars  annually  on 
its  electric  light  bill  we  are  entitled  to  know 
it.  If,  as  a  practical  matter,  nothing  can 
be  saved,  we  are  entitled  to  set  our  minds 
at  rest  on  that  point.  To  that  end  I  ask 
suspension  of  the  rule  and  passage  of  the 
order   which  has   just  been   read. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  passed.

PROCEEDINGS  ON  THE  DEATH  OF  PRESI- 
DENT  JOHN   J.    HEFFERNAN. 

The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  August  25,  1927. 
To  the  Members  of  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — It  is  my  sad  duty  to  inform  you 
of  the  death  of  President  John  J.  Heffernan  of  the 
City  Council.  President  Heffernan  was  a  most 
earnest  student  of  the  varied  problems  that  related 
to  the  welfare  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  gave  the 
strongest  indorsement  to  all  questions  touching 
the  best  interests  of  all  our  people. 

He  was  a  young  man  of  splendid  acumen,  most 
exemplary  character  and  of  conspicuous  devotion 
to  public  service. 

He  early  gave  evidence  of  a  fine  career  as  a 
member  of  the  Boston  Bar.  He  was  one  of  those 
young  men  who  triumphed  over  all  obstacles,  a 
student  of  law  after  his  regular  day's  work  as  an 
accountant  had  been  completed.  He  was  strong 
and  self-reliant  and  of  absolute  trust  in  every 
public  and  private  duty.  I  found  him  both  an 
excellent  counselor  and  a  devoted  friend.  He  was 
a  most  devoted  husband,  father  and  son. 

Upon  occasions  when  I  have  been  absent  from 
the  city,  President  Heffernan  served  as  Acting 
Mayor  with  fine  dignity,  excellent  expression  of  the 
city's  interest  and  with  magnetic  and  personal 
charm. 

As  a  mark  of  further  respect,  I  have  this  day 
ordered  all  flags  upon  municipal  buildings,  parks 
and  playgrounds  to  be  lowered  to  half-staff. 

I  extend  my  profound  assurance  of  sympathy 
and  condolence  to  Mrs.  Heffernan  and  the  family 
of  the  late   President  of  the  City  Council. 

"They  are  not  dead  who  live  in  hearts  they 
leave  behind."

interests  of  his  native  city  and  state. 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  extends  its 
sincere  sympathy  to  the  family  of  our  late  member 
in  their  affliction. 

Adopted  by  a  unanimous  rising  vote. 

Chairman  DOWLING— Members  of  the  City 
Council:  The  saddest  public  duty  that  you  gentle- 
men and  I  may  ever  be  called  upon  to  face,  con- 
fronts us  this  afternoon,  as  we  assemble  in  special 
session  to  take  action  on  the  passing  of  one  of  our 
members  who  not  only  won,  but  deserved,  the  high 
regard,  respect  and  confidence  in  which  he  was  held 
throughout  this  great  city.  The  unexpected  pass- 
ing of  our  President,  John  J.  Heffernan,  at  an  early 
hour  yesterday — following  an  illness  of  only  a  few- 
days — comes  to  each  of  us  as  a  shock  from  which 
we  will  not  easily  recover.  While  we  bow  in  rever- 
ent respect  to  the  wisdom  of  our  Creator,  who  is 
responsible  for  this  rapid  transition,  and  whose 
mysterious  ways  we  sometimes  find  it  hard  to 
understand,  we  know  that  His  ways  are  right  and 
that  some  good  purpose  is  being  served  by  the 
separation  imposed  upon  us.  We  cannot  help  but 
feel,  however, — and  I  believe  that  I  express  the 
honest  and  sincere  sentiment  of  every  member  of 
this  Council — that  we  have  met  with  an  irreparable 
loss,  one  that  not  only  fills  us  with  sorrow  for  the 
moment,  but  one  that  will  remain  with  us  for  a 
long  time.  The  realization  of  our  own  sorrow 
makes  it  possible  for  us  to  understand  the  measure 
of  grief  that  fills  the  hearts  of  the  surviving  mem- 
bers of  two  families  in  the  Brighton  district.  Two 
homes  are  darkened  today  by  this  bereavement 
that  has  come  upon  us,  and  to  those  homes  we  send 
our  expressions  of  love  and  sympathy.  And  with 
these  expressions  we  also  send  our  earnest  prayer 
that  the  faith  that  has  sustained  them  all  through 
these  years  will  be  sufficient  to  enable  them  to  bear 
up  under  this  seemingly  overwhelming  burden  of 
sorrow  and  grief.  President  Heffernan  was  more 
than  a  colleague  of  mine.  He  was  my  warm  per- 
sonal friend  for  a  number  of  years,  and  I  knew  him 
so  well,  and  so  intimately,  that  I  find  it  difficult  to 
express  my  real  feelings  on  this  occasion.  I  know 
something  of  his  boyhood  life,  and  I  am  intimately 
familiar  with  a  large  part  of  his  mature  life.  I  also 
know  something  of  his  social  and  family  life,  and 
in  all  of  these  connections  he  was  honest,  kind, 
sincere  and  generous.  His  immediate  family  con- 
sisted of  his  wife,  who  was  Miss  Christine  O'Neil, 
daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thomas  O'Neil  of 
Brookline,  and  a  small  daughter,  Anne  Theresa 
Heffernan,  now  nine  months  old.  In  a  home  not 
far  from  where  President  Heffernan  lived,  there 
are  others  with  whom  we  bear  a  share  of  the  sorrow- 
that  comes  on  an  occasion  of  this  kind.  In  that 
home  are  two  aged  parents,  two  brothers  and  two 
sisters,  burdened  with  grief,  but  sustained  by  a 
faith  that  passeth  all  understanding.  To  these  two 
homes  we  extend  our  deepest  and  most  heartfelt 
sympathy,  for  in  the  association  that  has  brought 
us  together  in  this  Council  Chamber  for  the  past 
two  years,  we  have  come  to  realize  and  appreciate 
the  splendid  character  and  the  charming  person- 
ality that  were  the  outstanding  characteristics  of 
our  deceased  colleague.  President  Heffernan  was 
a  product  of  the  Brighton  district,  where  he  spent 
all  of  the  thirty-four  years  of  his  life.  He  was  also 
a  product  of  the  public  schools  of  this  city,  first 
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attending  the  William  Wirt  Warren  School,  and 
later  graduating  from  the  Thomas  Gardner 
Grammar  School  in  1907.  He  passed  through 
four  years  at  the  Brighton  High  School,  graduating 
in  1911,  and  immediately  began  the  study  of  law  at 
the  Suffolk  taw  School,  from  which  he  was  gradu- 
ated with  honors.  Upon  the  completion  of  his  law 
studies,  he  opened  offices  on  State  street,  and  he 
had  since  continued  in  the  practice  of  his  pro- 
fession. I  am  told,  and  I  believe,  that  he  was  held 
in  the  same  regard  in  his  profession  that  we  have 
held  him  in  here,  so  that  his  passing  at  this  time, 
just  as  he  was  about  to  enter  upon  the  threshold  of 
greater  activities,  is  a  distinct  loss  to  the  Massa- 
chusetts Bar.  President  Heffernan  began  to  take 
a  real  and  genuine  interest  in  civic  affairs  at  an 
early  age,  and  for  four  years  he  represented  the 
Brighton  district  in  the  Massachusetts  Legislature. 
His  record  in  the  House  of  Representatives  is  one  of 
which  anyone  might  be  proud.  He  was  recognized 
as  a  clear  thinker  and  an  able  debater,  and  his 
associates  there,  as  in  this  body,  were  not  long  in 
learning  that  he  was  a  man  of  ideals  and  lofty 
purposes.  His  election  as  President  of  this  Council 
was  a  tribute  to  his  manliness,  his  uniform  fairness 
and  his  upstanding  character,  and  I  am  sure  that 
there  will  be  no  dissension  when  I  say  that  as  a 
colleague,  and  as  our  presiding  officer,  he  has  ful- 
filled every  expectation.  As  an  indication  of  his 
wider  interests,  I  merely  mention  the  fact  that  he 
was  a  member  of  Brighton  Council  121,  Knights  of 
Columbus,  Bishop  Cheverus  Assembly,  Massa- 
chusetts Catholic  Order  of  Foresters,  Ancient 
Order  of  Hibernians,  Royal  Arcanum,  Brighton 
Catholic  Institute  and  Boston  Lodge  of  Elks. 

Coun.  KEENE — Mr.  President,  pro  tempore, 
my  brothers  of  the  City  Council:  We  are  assem- 
bled to  pay  tribute  to  the  memory  of  the  President 
of  this  City  Council,  a  man  of  finest  attributes, 
remarkable  strength  of  purpose  and  kindliness  of 
spirit.  He  labored  with  us  for  the  welfare  and  the 
happiness  of  all  the  citizens  of  Boston,  the  city  of 
his  birth,  where  he  gave  conspicuous  devotion  to 
every  public  service  that  came  within  his  province 
as  a  councilor.  ~Wi  e  pay  tribute  this  day  to  a  man 
who  lived  life's  best  estate  and  who  truly  leaves 
the  world  brighter  and  better  because  he  lived 
within  it.  No  man  struggling  within  the  shadow  of 
adversity  ever  appealed  to  John  Heffernan  and 
made  that  appeal  in  vain.  Our  brother  gave  a 
round  and  well-filled  measure  from  the  cup  of 
human  helpfulness  to  every  man  who  came  within 
the  embrace  of  his  friendship.  John  Heffernan 
lived  true  to  his  faith  in  both  God  and  man,  and 
with  every  task  which  confronted  him,  conscien- 
tiously fulfilled,  lays  down  the  burden  and  is  at 
rest.  In  such  a  tranquil  life,  with  the  pathway  of 
duty  ever  as  its  guide,  we  may  well  say: 

"0  death  where  is  thy  sting? 
O  grave  where  is  thy  victory?" 

Let  us,  my  brothers,  upon  this  day  remember 
once  again  the  divine  precept  of  the  Saviour  of 
Nazareth,  honored  for  over  nineteen  centuries  of 
time,  that  death  is  "but  that  sleep  of  evening  that 
briefly  awaits  the  dawn  of  the  eternal  morning," 
and  is  not  the  end  of  human  actuality.  W  ithin 
that  gateway  of  the  beloved  and  honored  dead,  let 
us  ever  realize  that  love  and  remembrance  are 
eternal.  President  Heffernan  was  a  splendid  citi- 
zen, his  life  was  ever  of  the  strictest  rectitude  in 
every  public  and  private  act.  His  untiring  devo- 
tion and  service  to  his  friends  bound  men  to  him  as 
if  by  strands  of  steel.  His  mind  and  heart,  ever 
generous  to  a  fault,  knew  no  thought  of  guile.  He 
labored  for  every  righteous  cause  within  the  district 
in  which  he  resided  with  singular  devotion,  and 
won  the  love  and  respect  of  all  who  came  within 
the  circle  of  his  friendship.  At  his  death  he  was 
serving  loyally  in  a  movement  to  erect  a  church 
over  3,500  miles  away,  in  Gurteen,  Ireland,  County 
Galway,  to  stand  to  the  memory  of  Ireland's 
martyred  priest,  the  Reverend  Father  Griffin, 
where  men  might  worship  in  the  faith  of  their 
fathers.  He  was  a  husband,  father  and  son  of 
highest  probity,  character  and  honor.  For  all 
who  came  within  his  friendship  he  had  an  ever 
kind  word  and  if  need  be  a  generous  act.  His 
service  in  amending  and  liberalizing  the  Working- 


men's  Compensation  and  Mothers'  Aid  acts  in  the 
Massachusetts  Legislature  was  an  unselfish  service 
of  the  highest  character.  I  realize  that  any  tribute 
to  our  departed  brother  remains  unfinished  which 
fails  to  mention  his  love  and  devotion  for  the 
religious  faith  of  his  fathers.  Its  history  was  his 
constant  study,  its  exemplars  his  admired  and 
chosen  companions,  its  advancement  and  welfare 
was  his  daily  labor  and  its  promise  was  his  only 
hope.  To  his  devoted  wife,  within  the  shadow  of 
life's  greatest  sorrow,  and  to  the  venerable  father 
and  mother  in  the  evening  of  life,  we  extend  our 
heartfelt  sorrow  and  sympathy  in  these  sad  hours 
President  Heffernan  was  one  of  those  men  who 
rose  abovo  every  obstacle  within  his  pathway;  with 
strength  and  unswerving  purpose  he  came  to  be  an 
honored  member  of  the  Boston  bar  and  gave 
evidence  of  a  brilliant  career  in  the  severest  and 
greatest  of  all  professions.  A  tribute  of  one  of 
the  world's  greatest  poets  and  philosophers  it 
seems  is  singularly  appropriate  to  our  brother, 
whose  gallant  soul  has  passed  beyond  the  stars: 

"I  know  not  where  His  islands  lift, 
Their  fronded  palms  in  air, 
I  only  know  he  ever  lives 
Within  His  love  and  care." 

Nearly  eighty  years  ago,  along  the  rough  and 
rock-bound  coast  of  New  Hampshire,  with  the 
cadence  of  the  rising  and  receding  tides  of  the  rest- 
less sea  as  the  only  requiem,  John  Greenleaf 
Whittier,  the  poet  immortal  of  Massachusetts, 
stood  beside  the  open  grave  of  a  friend,  and  slowly 
repeated  a  loving  tribute  to  his  memory.  It  seems 
peculiarly  fitting  to  the  memory  of  President 
Heffernan  upon  this  sad  day.     Whittier  said: 

With  silence  only  as  their  benediction, 

God's  angels  come, 
Where  in  the  shadow  of  a  great  affliction. 

Our  souls  lie  dumb. 

Yet  would  I  say  what  thine  own  heart  approveth : 

Our  Father's  will, 
Calling  to  Him  the  dear  one  that  He  loveth. 

Is  mercy  still. 

Not  upon  thee  or  thine  the  solemn  angel 

Hath  evil  wrought; 
His  funeral  anthem  is  a  grand  evangel, 

The  good  die  not. 

God  calls  our  loved  ones, 

But  we  lose  not  wholly  what  He  hath  given; 
They  live  on  earth,  in  thought  and  deed, 

As  truly  as  in  His  heaven. 

I  lean  my  heart  unto  thee,  sadly  folding 

Thy  hand  in  mine; 
With  e'en  the  weakness  of  my  soul  upholding 

The  strength  of  thine. 

And  on  thy  ears  my  words  of  weak  condoling 

Must  vainly  fall; 
The  funeral  bell  which  in  my  heart  is  tolling 

Sounds  over  all. 

And  He  is  with  thee,  in  thy  path  of  trial 

He  walketh  yet; 
Still  with  the  baptism  of  thy  self  denial 

His  locks  are  wet. 

Up  then,  my  brothers! 

Lo,  the  fields  of  harvest,  lie  rare  in  view, 
He  lives  and  loves  thee,  and  the  God  thou  servest 

To  both  is  true. 

Thrust  in  thy  sickle,  O  my  toil-worn  brothers, 

Thy  call  abide; 
And  he  thou  mournest,  a  pure  and  holy  presence, 

Shall  live  beside.

Weekly  inspections  have  been  made  by  this 
department  of  the  public  baths  at  Carson  Beach, 
and  from  July  1  to  date  no  occasion  for  complaint 
or  criticism  has  arisen. 

The  beach  and  the  water  has  been  found  at  all 
times  clean  and  free  from  dirt  or  refuse. 

The  walls,  floors,  ceilings,  lockers  and  other  parts 
of  the  building  are  washed  daily. 

The  water-closets  are  entirely  of  earthernware, 
without  woodwork,  and  are  washed  daily  and  kept 
in  good  condition.  The  urinals  are  of  slate  and 
are  supplied  with  running  water. 

Samples  of  water,  taken  at  various  times  at  the 
bathing  beach  proper  at  high  and  low  tide,  at  the 
surface  drain  east  of  bath  house  and  at  the  sewer 
overflow  east  of  bath  house  do  not  show  evidence 
of  gas  formation  or  sewage  pollution.

Sir, —  In  compliance  with  your  order  of  June  29 
I  submit  herewith  a  report  of  the  inspection  work 
of   members   of   this   division   on   Medford   street, 
Charlestown. 

The  street  is  situated  on  the  northerly  eide  of 
Charlestown  and  extends  from  Chelsea  street  to 
Fay  square;  is  approximately  1J  miles  long  and 
has  an  even  width  of  40  feet  from  curb  to  curb  its 
entire  length. 

Public  Fire  Protection:  There  are  four  engine 
and  two  ladder  companies  located  within  easy 
access  to  the  street.  There  is  sufficient  hydrant 
service  fed  from  a  12-inch  main  running  the  entire 
length  of  the  street.  Two  fireboats  respond  — 
one  on  the  first  and  the  other  on  the  second  alarm 
—  to  all  fire  alarm  boxes  on  the  street.  These 
boats  have  access  to  the  foot  of  each  wharf  for 
almost  the  entire  length  of  the  street.  The  north- 
erly side  of  the  street,  with  the  exception  of 
a  few  dwellings  on  the  lower  end,  is  occupied  by 
industrial  plants.  The  southerly  side  is  used  al- 
most exclusively  for  dwellings,  there  being  but  3 
industries  on  that  side.  I  am  presuming  that  the 
investigation  was  intended  to  cover  only  the  indus- 
trial activities  on  the  street. 

No.  47  Medford  street:  Occupied  by  Glendale 
Coal  Company  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  coal  and 
wood.  There  are  five  buildings  on  this  wharf 
besides  coal  pockets  and  hoisting  engines  housed 
by  wooden  construction.  Conditions  satisfactory. 
No.  103  Medford  street:  Occupied  by  Palmer  & 
Parker  Company  for  the  storage  and  milling  of 
mahogany  lumber.  This  firm  also  occupies  a 
large  portion  of  the  wharf  in  the  rear  of  No.  121 
Medford  street  where  a  considerable  quantity  of 
lumber  is  stored  in  the  open.  There  are  twelve 
buildings  on  these  premises,  a  few  of  which  are 
of  the  second-class,  the  remainder  being  of  framed 
construction.  The  inspection  showed  a  lack  of 
fire  protection  throughout  the  premises.  Some 
buildings  should  be  equipped  with  automatic 
sprinklers  and  practically  all  of  the  buildings 
should  have  more  portable  fire  extinguishers. 
With  the  exception  of  one  location,  where  waste 
wood  and  sawdust  were  piled,  conditions  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory,  there  being  no  accumu- 
lation of  waste  material  laying  around  inside  the 
building  or  between  the  lumber  piles.  The  ex- 
ceptional case  is  being  remedied. 

No.  121  Medford  Street:  Occupied  by  the  Orpin 
Desk  Company.  This  is  a  four-story  wooden 
framed  building  separated  in  the  center  by  a  fire 
wall;  openings  on  each  floor  protected  by  double 
tin-clad  doors.  In  addition  to  the  main  building 
there  are  several  small  structures  in  the  yard  used 
for  various  purposes  in  connection  with  the  busi- 
ness. The  buildings  are  amply  protected  with 
up-to-date  automatic  sprinklers  and  portable  fire 
appliances.  The  premises  were  found  to  be  in  a 
neat  and  tidy  condition,  there  being  no  accumula- 
tion of  waste  material  laying  about. 

No.  141  Medford  Street:  Occupied  as  a  garage 
and  a  repair  shop  by  H.  H.  Wiggin.  Conditions 
satisfactory. 

No.  143  Medford  Street:  Occupied  by  Howard 
&  Laird  as  a  blacksmith  and  carpenter  shop.  The 
building  is  of  third-class  construction.  Conditions 
satisfactory. 

No.  97  Monument  Street,  Corner  of  Medford 
Street:  Occupied  by  the  Howard  Manufacturing 
Company.  The  buildings  are  of  brick,  second- 
class  construction  consisting  of  five  stories  and  a 
basement  and  are  equipped  throughout  with  an 
approved  automatic  sprinkler  system.     Conditions 

No.  190  Medford  Street:  Occupied  by  the 
Howard  Manufacturing  Company.  The  building 
consists  of  four  stories,  brick  and  of  second-class 
construction  and  is  used  largely  for  the  storage  of 
finished  and  unfinished  products.  Conditions 
satisfactory. 

No.  149  Medford  Street:  Formerly  occupied  by 
the  Wellington-Wild  Coal  Company.  At  the 
present  time  only  a  stable  and  a  portion  of  another 
building  are  being  used.  There  are  three  framed 
buildings  on  the  premises,  the  greater  part  of  which 
are  unoccupied.  In  addition  there  is  a  large 
wooden  structure  formerly  used  as  coal  pockets 
now  vacant  and  in  its  present  condition  may  be  said 
to  constitute  a  fire  hazard. 

No.  •  161  Medford  Street:  Occupied  by  the 
Burton  Furber  Coal  Company.     There  are  seven 
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buildings  on  these  premises  and  one  up-to-date  coal 
pocket  of  concrete  construction.  Conditions 
satisfactory. 

No.  191  Medford  Street:  A  third-class  framed 
building  occupied  by  Bradley  &  Chapman,  plum- 
bers; the  second  floor  by  H.  G.  W.  Young,  baking 
machinery.  Here  it  is  recommended  that  three 
fire  pails  be  installed. 

No.  199  Medford  Street:  Occupied  by  E.  S. 
Morse  &  Co.,  coal  dealers.  The  office  building  is 
of  third-class  construction.  There  are  three 
wooden  coal  pockets,  a  stable  where  ten  horses  are 
kept;  third-class  construction.  Conditions  satis- 
factory. 

No.  217  Medford  Street:  Occupied  by  Brown- 
field  &  Johnson,  blacksmith  and  carpenter  shop.  . 
Conditions  satisfactory. 

No.  222  Medford  Street:  Occupied  by  H.  J. 
Winde  &  Co.,  dealers  in  hardwood  lumber.  Con- 
ditions satisfactory. 

No.  231  Medford  Street:  Occupied  by  Charles 
Holyoke  Lumber  Company  and  I.  H.  Bogart  Son, 
Inc.,  lumber  milling.  There  are  six  buildings  on 
these  premises  and  aside  from  the  recharging  of 
extinguishers  conditions  were  found  to  be  satisfac- 
tory. 

No.  289  Medford  Street:  Occupied  by  New 
England  Fuel  and  Transportation  Company. 
There  are  eight  buildings  on  these  premises  which 
were  found  to  be  in  good  order.  Conditions  satis- 
factory. 

No.  295  Medford  Street:  Occupied  by  Holt  & 
Bugbec  Lumber  Company.  There  are  five  build- 
ings on  the  premises  and  with  the  exception  of  lack 
of  portable  extinguishers  conditions  were  found  to 
be  satisfactory. 

No.  50  Terminal  Street  off  Medford  Street: 
Occupied  by  the  Wiggin  Terminal,  Inc.  The 
premises  contain  modern  first-class  buildings  which 
are  used  for  storage  purposes.  The  buildings  are 
protected  by  automatic  sprinklers,  hose  attached 
to  standpipes  on  each  floor,  portable  fire  extin- 
guishers, signal  boxes  on  each  floor  and  watchman 
service.     Conditions  satisfactory. 

No.  333  Medford  Street:  Occupied  by  Revere 
Sugar  Refinery.     The  inspector  reported  as  follows: 

"All buildings  and  the  grounds  around  the  build- 
ings are  in  a  clean  and  orderly  condition.  The 
buildings  are  amply  protected  against  fire." 
Conditions  satisfactory. 

No.  348  Medford  Street:  Used  by  the  Wiggin 
Terminal,  Inc.,  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  lumber. 
This  is  one  of  the  best  equipped  lumber  wharves  in 
the  entire  city,  there  being  fire  alarm  boxes,  hy- 
drants with  hoses  attached  at  various  intervals  and 
watchman  service.     Conditions  satisfactory. 

No.  465  Medford  Street:  Occupied  by  Brock- 
way  Smith,  manufacturers  of  sashes,  doors,  etc. 
The  inspection  showed  ample  protection  against 
fire  through  the  installation  of  automatic  sprinklers 
and  portable  fire  extinguishers  and  watchman  ser- 
vice.    Conditions  satisfactory. 

No.  521  Medford  Street:  Occupied  by  S.  M. 
Howes  Company,  manufacturers  of  stoves  and 
accessories.  There  are  six  buildings  on  these  prem- 
ises, all  of  which  were  thoroughly  investigated  and 
conditions  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

No.  412  Medford  Street:  Occupied  by  Whitte- 
more  Woodbury  Company,  manufacturers  of  water 
leather  finish.  There  are  three  third-class  build- 
ings on  the  premises  and  inspection  showed  con- 
ditions satisfactory. 

Medford  Street  has  undergone  a  beneficial  change 
in  the  past  20  years  from  a  fire  protection  view- 
point. Many  of  the  old  ramshaekled  buildings 
have  been  razed  and  replaced  by  structures,  which 
in  the  event  of  spreading  fire  would  constitute 
efficient  barriers. 

The  public  fire  protection  is  all  that  could  be 
expected.  The  Mystic  Dock  is  an  important  fea- 
ture in  the  protection  of  property  on  the  wharves 
bordering  Medford  street.  Here  the  fireboats 
quickly  respond  to  operate  with  either  turret  pipes 
or  land  lines. 

Palmer  &  Parker  Company  have  not  sufficient 
fire  appliances  to  protect  the  vast  amount  of  valu- 
able lumber  stored  on  their  premises,  estimated  to 
be  valued  at  upwards  $600,000.  Persistent  efforts 
will  be  continued  to  require  better  protection. 

The  old  Wellington-Wild  wharf  property  is  dan- 
gerous because  of  the  high  wooden  structure  which 
contains  the  coal  pockets  now  vacant  and  other 
old  buildings,  some  of  which  are  only  partly 
occupied. 


After  careful  consideration  of  all  the  conditions  I 
am  prompted  to  say  that  Medford  street  is  reason- 
ably safe  against  fire.

REVOCATION  OF  ELEVATED  JITNEY 
LICENSE. 

Conn.  WRAGG  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  license  granted  to  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company  on  August  22  for 
the  operation  of  motor  vehicles  between  Mattapan 
Station  and  the  junction  of  Hyde  Park  avenue 
and  Ashland  street  via  Mattapan  square,  Oakland 
street,  Ashland  street,  Canterbury  street,  and 
Hyde  Park  avenue,  be  and  hereby  is  revoked 
without  prejudice. 

Coun.  WRAGG — Mr.  Chairman,  if  there  is  no 
objection,  I  should  like  to  say  a  word  on  that 
order,  and  I  think  it  would  be  agreeable  to  the 
Committee  on  Jitney  Licenses  to  allow  us  to  act 
on  that  today  here.  When  I  took  this  order  off 
the  calendar  at  the  last  meeting  I  was  given  to 
understand  by  a  gentleman  who  was  appointed  as 
a  committee  to  circulate  a  petition  against  the 
removal  of  car  tracks  on  Oakland  and  Ashland 
streets  that  there  was  no  objection.  Not  having 
heard  any  objection  personally  and  wanting  to  see 
the  citizens  of  that  district  provided  with  some 
sort  of  transportation  during  the  process  of  recon- 
struction of  Ashland  and  Oakland  streets,  I  natur- 
ally asked  that  this  order  pass.  Since  then  I  have 
found  that  there  is  a  great  deal  of  agitation  and 
discontent  over  this  matter,  and,  as  a  matter  of 
fact,  there  have  been  two  mass  meetings  held 
against  the  tearing  up  of  car  tracks  on  Ashland 
and  Oakland  streets.  The  result  has  been  that 
we  have  been  before  the  trustees  of  the  Boston 
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Elevated  Railway  Company  at  a  hearing,  and 
they  are  going  to  reconsider  their  action,  or  take 
it  under  advisement  and  see  if  it  is  possible  for 
them  to  make  some  arrangement  about  putting 
those  car  tracks  back.  In  that  event  the  Boston 
Elevated  will  not  need  this  permit;  and,  in  talk- 
ing with  the  city  officials  who  are  doing  the  con- 
struction work  I  learn  it  was  easily  seven  months 
before  those  busses  could  operate,  at  any  rate, 
and  it  is  quite  agreeable  to  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  Company  that  we  allow  this  permit  to  be 
revoked  without  prejudice  so  that  at  a  later  time, 
if  the  decision  is  against  the  citizens  of  that  dis- 
trict, against  the  relaying  of  car  tracks,  they  will 
be  then  without  prejudice  so  far  as  concerns 
favorable  consideration  of  putting  them  back.  I 
therefore  ask  that  the  rule  be  suspended  and  the 
matter  take  its  final  course  today. 

The  order  was  passed  under  a  suspension  of  the 
rules. 


RELAYING  CAR  TRACKS  ON  ASHLAND 
AND  OAKLAND  STREETS. 

Coun.  WRAGG  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  prevail 
upon  the  trustees  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Rail- 
way Company  to  relay  the  car  tracks  on  Ashland 
and  Oakland,  streets,  between  Barry's  quarry 
and  Mattapan  square,  and  that,  if  necessary,  the 
expense  be  divided  between  the  City  of  Boston 
and    the    Boston    Elevated    Railway    Company. 

Coun.  WRAGG— Mr.  Chairman,  I  should  like 
to  make  one  remark  about  this  order.  This  is  in 
connection  with  the  other  order  which  I  just 
offered  and  has  a  great  bearing  upon  the  question 
of  whether  the  car  tracks  will  be  relaid,  and  I 
therefore  ask  for  a  suspension  of  the  rule  and  the 
passage  of  this  order. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  passed. 


SIDEWALK    ON    PAUL    GORE    STREET. 

Coun.  GUILD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  make  a  sidewalk  along  Paul  Gore  street, 
from  No.  75  to  No.  95,  Ward  19,  in  front  of  the 
estates  bordering  thereon;  said  sidewalk  to  be 
from  3  to  10  inches  above  the  gutter  adjoining,  to 
be  from  5  to  12  feet  in  width,  and  to  be  built  of 
artificial  stone,  with  granite  edgestones,  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  196  of  the  Special  Acts  of 
1917. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  Chairman,  that  is  a  side- 
walk order  which  is  an  exact  duplicate  of  one  that 
was  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule  on  Septem- 
ber 20  of  last  year  but  somewhere  in  the  shuffle,  the 
way  those  things  happen,  apparently  was  lost  and 
comes  back  now  for  a  second  passage.  I  move 
suspension  of  the  rule  and  the  passage  of  the  order. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  passed. 


JOHN   BROWN   MEMORIAL. 

Coun.  WARD  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  martyrdom  of  John  Brown  to  the 
cause  of  Equal  Rights  for  All,  irrespective  of  race, 
creed  or  color,  has  won  him  a  place  among  the 
American  immortals;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  City  of  Boston,  which  took  the 
lead  among  American  municipalities  in  the  move- 
ment for  the  abolition  of  slavery  in  the  United 
States,  there  is  no  memorial  in  honor  of  John 
Brown  be  it  therefore 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  respect- 
fully recommend  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor  that 
measures  be  taken  to  erect  a  suitable  monument  in 
honor  of  John  Brown,  abolitionist  and  martyr,  in 
Madison  Park,  Roxbury. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  Chairman,  I  believe 
that  every  American  interested  in  American 
history  is  familiar  with  the  life  and  history  of 
John  Brown,  and  I  should  like  to  present  to  this 
body  a  resume  of  the  career  and  life  of  John 
Brown,  the  abolitionist. 

The  father  of  John  Brown  belonged  to  the  early 
school  of  abolitionists,  and  his  own  opportunities 
of  observing  the  cruelties  practiced  upon  the  un- 
fortunate colored  race,  imbued  him  with  a  strong 
purpose  to  do  what  he  might  to  effect  the  redress 
of  their  wrongs. 


His  adventurous  spirit  was  developed  by  a  child- 
hood spent  upon  the  borders  of  the  wilderness. 
Before  his  twelfth  year  he  was  frequently  sent  in 
charge  of  cattle,  sometimes  a  hundred  miles  through 
an  unsettled  country. 

When  but  twenty-six  years  of  age  he  was  made 
postmaster  of  Richmond,  Pa.,  and  held  that  office 
during  the  administration  of  Presidents  John 
Ouincy  Adams  and  Andrew  Jackson. 

When  a  resident  of  Franklin,  Ohio,  he  made 
trouble  in  the  church  by  his  habit  of  admitting 
negroes  into  his  own  family  pew. 

Four  years  later  he  made  his  family  covenant 
against  the  national  sin,  and  gradually  grew  to 
believe  the  extirpation  of  slavery  a  mission  com- 
mitted to  him  personally. 

Shortly  after  1846  he  went  to  England,  but  the 
leading  abolitionists  there  listened  coldly  to  his 
plans  for  emancipation. 

All  through  his  life  there  was  never  absent  from 
his  mind  the  purpose  he  had  laid,  the  amelioration 
of  the  condition  of  the  negro  race. 

In  1S55-56  he  took  a  leading  part  in  the  struggle 
in  Kansas  between  the  slaveholders  and  the  friends 
of  abolition.  The  possession  of  the  territories,  and 
the  introduction  into  them  of  the  system  of  slavery, 
meant  for  the  slave-holding  states  an  assured 
majority  in  Congress,  while,  on  the  other  hand,  the 
possession  of  the  territories  by  the  north  meant  the 
dimunition  of  the  power  of  the  south.  Many  of 
the  so-called  southern  "settlers"  in  Kansas  were 
in  reality  employed  in  a  military  foray,  and  went 
there  armed  and  void  of  intention  to  settle. 

John  Brown  and  his  five  sons  joined  the  ranks  of 
the  free-state  settlers.  In  March,  1855,  occurred 
the  first  election  for  a  territorial  constitution;  num- 
bers of  armed  Missourians  entered  the  state  and 
cast  their  illegal  votes  by  force  of  arms,  and  the 
Browns  were  mustered  in  as  Kansas  militia  to 
defend  the  Lawrence. 

As  a  result  of  the  Brown's  activity,  their  property 
was  destroyed,  two  of  the  sons  were  subjected  to 
imprisonment,  and  one  of  them  murdered  by  a  pro- 
slavery  parson. 

Later,  he  made  a  raid  over  the  Missouri  border 
and  captured  a  number  of  slaves  who  ne  conducted 
to  Canada. 

,  In  October,  1859,  he  took  possession  of  the  ar- 
senal at  Harpers  Ferry,  and  seized  the  railroad 
bridge.  He  believed  that  the  slaves  would  rise 
en  7nasse,  and  that  thus  their  freedom  would  be 
effected. 

Virginia  and  Maryland,  militia,  however, 
attacked  him,  supplemented  by  United  States 
troops  under  Col.  Robert  E.  Lee.  He  was  captured, 
tried,  and  indicted,  and  executed  in  Charlestown, 
Va.,  December  2,  1859. 

The  militant  crusade  of  John  Brown  paved  the 
way  for  the  emancipation  of  the  slaves  by  Abraham 
Lincoln;  a  martyr  to  the  cause  in  which  his  whole 
soul  was  enlisted,  I  believe  a  monument  to  his 
memory  should  be  erected  in  this,  the  city  which 
supported  him  so  unreservedly  in  his  labors  to 
remove  the  curse  of  human  slavery  from  America, 
and  to  the  furtherance  of  which  end  he  gave  his  life. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  Chairman,  1  should  like  to 
inquire,  before  voting  on  this  order,  whether  it  is 
the  purpose  of  the  councilor  who  introduced  it  that 
the  money  come  from  the  general  tax  levy  or  from 
some  particular  source  aside  from  the  general  tax 
levy.  The  reason  I  ask  this  question  is  that  I 
understand  there  exists  in  the  city  a  so-called 
Phillips  Street  Fund  which  might  be  available  for 
purposes  of  this  sort,  or  might  not,  and  it  might 
conceivably  be  done  out  of  the  general  tax  levy, 
and  I  therefore  inquire  of  the  councilor  who  intro- 
duced the  order  from  what  source  the  money  is  to 
come. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  Chairman,  Madison  Park  is 
without  a  flag  pole,  and  the  thought  1  had  in  mind 
was  to  erect  this  monument  in  Madison  Park  in 
place  of  a  flag  pole.  Since  it  would  come  under  the 
Park  system  it  would  be  possible  to  appropriate  the 
money  from  the  Phillips  Street  Fund,  which  I  be- 
lieve calls  for  erection  of  monuments  in  streets 
only. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  passed. 


ALLOWANCE  FOR  PUBLIC  CELEBRATIONS. 

Coun.  RUBY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Finance  Commission  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  submit 
to  the  City  Council  the  amounts  which    in    their 
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opinion  should  be  deducted  for  public  celebrations 
in  general  and  in  each  section  of  the  city. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  Chairman,  I  was  interested 
to  read  in  one  of  the  newspapers  of  Boston  a  few 
days  ago  a  statement  of  the  Finance  Commission 
criticising  the  costs  of  celebrations  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  in  which  they  requested  the  Mayor  in 
malcing  up  his  budget  for  the  coming  year  to  so 
take  care  of  public  celebrations  that  the  cost  of 
same  would  be  decreased.  In  the  course  of  their 
report  to  the  Mayor  they  emphasize  the  fact  that, 
in  1926,  $70,796  was  appropriated  for  celebrations, 
contrasting  that,  of  course,  with  the  appropriations 
in  1925  of  $95,000,  or  a  reduction  of  $25,000.  They 
express  the  opinion  in  their  report  that  no  single 
administration  is  to  blame,  but  they  asked  that  a 
halt  be  called.  Coming  from  that  section  of  Boston 
where  celebrations,  in  my  opinion,  not  only  are 
necessary  but  are  of  advantage  to  the  people  of  my 
district,  as  well  as  of  Boston,  I  felt  that  the  Council 
here  ought  to  know  under  just  what  circumstances 
the  different  sections  of  the  city  would  be  handi- 
capped if  a  reduction  in  the  so-called  public  cele- 
brations fund  was  made  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor. 
They  table  the  expenditures,  and  in  one  of  their 
tables  there  is  an  item  of  refreshments  amounting 
to  seven  thousand  and  some  odd  dollars  spent  last 
year,  not  informing  the  public  that  $5,000  of  that 
$7,000  for  refreshments  was  spent  for  "Hoodsies" 
in  every  section  of  Boston  in  connection  with  the 
Fourth  of  July  celebration.  In  the  amount  of 
$70,000  of  the  1926  public  celebrations  appropria- 
tion there  was  expended  $59,617  for  the  following 
items:  Evacuation  Day,  $8,136;  Patriots  Day, 
$1,404;  Memorial  Mass,  $1,186;  Memorial  Day, 
$14,145.'  This  amount  was  spent  for  wreaths  for 
the  decoration  of  squares  and  graves  of  soldiers 
who  had  fought  and  given  their  lives,  who  lived  in 
the  City  of  Boston,  accompanying  these  different 
visits  to  the  cemeteries  by  the  American  Legion, 
the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  the  Spanish  War 
Veterans,  and  other  organizations  of  that  kind. 
The  Dorchester  Day  celebration  cost  $2,128, 
divided  amongst  five  wards  in  Boston,  or  approxi- 
mately $400  to  each  ward  with  a  population 
running  anywhere  from  50,000-  to  75,000  people. 
Firemen's  Memorial,  $598;  Bunker  Hill  Day, 
$10,699,  of  which  I  am  told  $3,500  or  $4,000  comes 
back  into  the  coffers  of  the  City  of  Boston  from 
concessions  that  are  let  out  at  the  Sullivan  Square 
Playground;  Independence  Day,  $21,328,  divided 
among  twenty-two  wards  in  Boston.  And  in  this 
item  there  is  included  the  $5,000  to  buy  "Hood- 
sies" that  are  distributed  by  the  different  commit- 
tees in  the  different  wards  of  Boston  to  the  children. 
If  the  Finance  Commission's  suggestion  to  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  should  be  carried  out,  I  doubt 
very  much  whether  his  Honor  the  Mayor  would 
carry  it  out,  because  I  believe  that  he  is  satisfied 
with  the  money  spent  in  this  way  is  a  proper  expe- 
penditure  of  money  for  purposes  of  this  kind. 
Then  the  Finance  Commission  will  say  to  the  differ- 
ent members  of  the  present  City  Council,  or  a 
future  City  Council,  that  celebrations  ought  not  to 
be  conducted  in  the  different  wards  of  Boston, 
regardless  of  whether  it  is  the  celebration  of  June 
17,  March  17,  Dorchester,  Day,  the  Fourth  of  July 
celebration,  May  30,  or  Labor  Day.  I  believe 
that  this  is  something  that  should  be  of  interest  to 
every  member  of  this  body,  and  for  that  reason  I 
have  introduced  this  order  asking  the  Finance 
Commission  to  expressly  stipulate  which  particular 
celebrations  in  their  opinion  should  be  permitted. 
I  believe  at  this  time,  from  my  own  personal  point 
of  view,  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  has  done  a 
wonderful  job  with  reference  to  keeping  expendi- 
tures from  the  public  celebrations  fund  down  to  a 
minimum;  and  I  believe  that  the  Director  of 
Public  Celebrations  has  co-operated  with  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  in  seeing  that  no  undue  expendi- 
tures are  made  with  reference  to  such  funds,  and  I 
believe  that  the  members  of  this  body  will  voice 
with  me  the  thought  that  public  celebrations,  if 
worthy,  ought  to  be  encouraged  rather  than  dis- 
couraged; and  I  therefore  move  suspension  of  the 
rule  and  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  Chairman,  as  I  listened  to 
the  reading  of  the  order  which  the  councilor  has 
introduced  one  thought  occurred  to  me,  and  that 
is  this.  The  Finance  Commission  has  had  a 
considerable  reputation,  either  deservedly  or  un- 
deservedly, of  indulging  in  purely  destructive 
criticism.  As  this  order  is  worded,  it  is  an  invi- 
tation to  further  criticism  of  that  sort,  and  it 
therefore  occurred  to  me  that  the  Council  might 
be  equally  enlightened  if  the  order  were  ampnded 


so  as  to  read  that  the  Finance  Commission  be 
requested  to  inform  us  what  celebrations  they 
would  "allow"  rather  than  what  they  would 
"deduct,"  which  is  the  word,  I  think,  used  in  the 
order;  that  we  invite  the 'Finance  Commission 
to  give  us  constructive  criticism  and  tell  us  just 
what  we  ought  to  do,  rather  than  what  we  ought 
riot  to  do;  and  I  therefore  move  that  the  word 
"deduct,"  if  that  is  the  word,  be  stricken  out  and 
the  word  "allowed"  be  inserted  in  its  place 

Coun.  RUBY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  would  have 
no  objection  to  substituting  the  councilor's  amend- 
ment for  the  original  order  as  presented  so  that 
his  word  might  go  in,  because  I  am  only  anxious 
to  find  out  from  the  Finance  Commission,  which 
I  am  not  questioning,  what  celebrations  in  their 
opinion  they  feel.a  city  such  as  Boston  ought  to 
indulge  in. 

The  order,  as  amended,  was  read,  viz.: 

Ordered,  That  the  Finance  Commission  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  sub- 
mit to  the  City  Council  the  amounts  which  in  their 
opinion  should  be  allowed  for  public  celebrations 
in  general  and  in  each  section  of  the  city 

Coun  BUSH— Mr.  Chairman,  I  do  not  see  any- 
thing the  matter  ■  ith  that  order.  It  is  simply  a 
request  to  the  Finance  Commission  to  submit 
what  they  estimate  is  sufficient  for  the  various 
celebrations  to  be  held.  We  can  do  as  we  see  with 
it  after  we  get  their  estimate. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  passed. 


FENCE  AT  PRESCOTT  SQUARE. 
Coun.  DONOVAN  offered  the  following- 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  submit  to  the  City  Counoil  an  order 
providing  for  the  transfer  of  the  unexpended  bal- 
ance of  the  appropriation  for  Putnam  Square 
Improvement  to  an  appropriation  for  a  fence  at 
Prescott  square,  bounded  by  East  Eagle  and 
Trenton  streets. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  passed 


FERRY  USE  ON  JULY  FOURTH.

OPENING   OF   SERVICE   IN   DORCHESTER 
TUNNEL. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  Chairman,  if  I  may  inter- 
rupt at  this  time,  I  have  just  completed  reading 
the  reply  of  the  Transit  Commission,  through  the 
office  of  the  Mayor,  to  the  order  of  the  City  Council 
on  August  22,  with  reference  to  the  most  important 
question  in  Dorchester  at  the  present  time,  namely, 
the  date  of  the  approximate  opening  of  the  various 
sections  of  the  Dorchester  Tunnel,  and,  while  I 
have  the  strongest  personal  regard  for  Colonel 
Sullivan  personally,  and  while  I  realize  full  well 
that,  on  the  completion  of  the  work  on  his  hand,  tne 
responsibility  will  not  rest  on  him  but  on  the 
officials  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company 
by  consistently  continuing  to  express  the  thought 
of  guaranteed  dividends  to  stockholders  and  the 
public  be  damned  generally  so  far  as  past  car 
service  is  considered,  I  am  interested  to  read  the 
second  paragraph.  According  to  advices  from 
Colonel  Sullivan  of  the  Transit  Department,  the 
new  Dorchester  Tunnel  will  open  to  Fields  Corner 
by  November  1  of  this  year.  I  understand  that 
rapid  transit  service  will  not  extend  beyond  Fields 
corner  for  at  least  another  twelve  months,  and 
yet  we  learn  from  the  Transit  Department  that  the 
"tracks,  signals,  station  buildings,  and  other  appur- 
tenances through  the  Shawmut  Station  will  be 
completed  early  in  1928,  including  a  cross-over 
south  of  Shawmut  Station  for  switching  trains. 
So  that  on  an  authority  no  less  than  that  of  the 
Transit  Commission,  it  will  be  physically  possible 
for  the  officials  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
Company, — if  they  have  any  regard  for  the  rights 
of  the  car-using  public, —  it  will  be  possible  for  them, 
on  the  day  when  the  Fields  Corner  station  is  done, 
or  within  a  few  months  thereafter,  to  give  the 
people  of  the  central  Dorchester  district  rapid 
transit  service  at  least  as  far  as  Shawmut  and  pos- 
sibly to  Peabody  square,  even  though  they  may  not 
have  had  opportunity  to  build  a  beautiful  structure 
for  similar  purposes  beyond  Peabody  square.  I 
realize  that  delay  in  opening  the  tunnel  beyond 
Fields  Corner  may  save  the  Elevated  Railway  some 
few  dollars  in  rent  and  some  other  expenses,  but 
it  seems  to  me  that  Colonel  Sullivan  expressed  the 
point  in  regard  to  the  Dorchester  Tunnel  some 
time  ago,  namely,  that  tne  car  riders'  rights  are  of 
paramount  importance.  I  see  no  reason  why  the 
officials  of  the  Elevated  Railway  Company  should 
forget   the   Dorchester   district,   perhaps   another 
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winter,  or  perhaps  for  another  year,  or  a  year  and 
a  half,  and  it  would  seem  opportune  now  to  remind 
Mr.  Dana  and  his  fellow  officials  that  perhaps  they 
can  tear  up  the  car  tracks  in  Dorchester  on  Wash- 
ington street,  leaving  the  entire  Codman  Hill  dis- 
trict without  any  service  for  the  past  two  years, 
and  they  can  continue  to  overlook  whether  we  are 
or  are  not  getting  service  in  Dorchester,  and  they 
can  forget  Dorchester  through  another  winter,  but 
they  should  not  forget  that  it  was  a  straw  that 
finally  broke  the  camel's  back. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  should  like 
to  add  just  a  word  further  to  the  remarks  most 
appropriately  made  by  my  colleague  from  a  neigh- 
boring ward  in  Dorchester.  There  isn't  any 
question  but  that  our  section  of  Dorchester,  repre- 
sented by  the  past  speaker  and  myself,  is  urgently 
in  need  of  rapid  transit  and  earnestly  requires  this 
service  through  Ashmont,  as  mentioned  in  the 
Transit  Commissioner's  letter.  Of  course,  the 
other  gentlemen  from  Dorchester  are  pretty  well 
taken  care  of  now  because  they  will  be  fixed  up  on 
the  first  day  of  November,  and  that  is  a  great 
relief;  but  I  do  want  to  say  that  conditions  are 
terrible  in  the  way  of  transportation  on  the  trolley 
end  of  the  buses  going  out  through  Ashmont  to 
Milton,  and  I  earnestly  hope  and  pray  that  relief 
will  come  to  Dorchester  as  outlined  in  the  communi- 
cation from  Colonel  Sullivan.

My  dear  Mr.  Mayor, — On  August  4  you  sent 
me  a  copy  of  an  order  passed  by  the  City  Council 
on  July  25,  which  requested  you  to  take  whatever 
steps  might  be  necessary  to  provide  for  the  proper 
protection  of  children  at  the  Lamartine  street  yard 
of  this  company. 

We  at  first  made  an  investigation  as  to  whether 
anything  in  connection  with  the  operation  of  the 
Lamartine  street  yard  or  the  care  of  our  property 
was  neglected  to  such  an  extent  that  further  pro- 
tection of  children  seemed  necessary. 

The  freight  yard  is  used  by  the  public  and  pos- 
sibly the  attraction  to  the  children  during  the 
summer  months  is  because  ice  is  unloaded  at  that 
point.  The  freight  yard  is  inclosed  with  a  fence 
and  the  gates  are  closed  at  night.  Our  agent  fre- 
quently is  obliged  to  urge  children  not  to  encroach 
upon  this  yard  because  we  realize  there  are  elements 
of  danger,  but  we  learn  that  many  of  the  older  ones 
climb  the  fence  against  our  prohibition,  although 
it  is  eight  feet  in  height. 

I  have  asked  one  of  our  personal  representatives, 
Mr.  Baldwin,  to  further  investigate  the  matter. 
He  has  had  a  personal  interview  with  Coun. 
Freely,  whom  I  understand  introduced  the  order.

Dear  Sir, — Mr.  Cook  of  this  office  made  an 
investigation  of  the  East  Wharf  at  Long  Island 
with  a  view  to  the  possibility  that  it  might  be  used 
for  carrying  eight-ton  loads. 

The  wharf  is  unsafe  for  eight-ton  loads  on 
account  of  the  very  poor  condition  of  the  planking 
and  the  condition  of  some  of  the  caps  and  piles 
underneath  the  wharf.  The  stringers  which  carry 
the  planking  appear  to  be  as  a  whole  in  fairly  good 
condition.  Mr.  Cook  was  informed  that  even  the 
one  and  two  horse  dump  carts  that  now  use  the 
wharf  have  broken  through,  although  they  carry 
but  from  one  to  two  tons. 

To  put  this  wharf  in  shape  for  eight-ton  loads 
would  require  the  driving  of  some  new  piling; 
splicing  some  of  the  old  piles  which  might  be  used 
over  again;  refitting  some  of  the  spur  shores;  re- 
planking  the  whole  of  the  wharf  except  that  ad- 
jacent to  the  coal  shed;  furnishing  and  replacing 
some  of  the  caps  under  the  wharf. 

To  do  this  work  would  cost  approximately 
$12,000.

REPORT   ON   TAX    RATE. 

The  following  was  received: 

September  24,  1927. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — The  Finance  Commission  presents 
a  comparative  analysis  of  the  tax  rates  of  1926 
and  1927,  showing  the  total  requirements  for  ex- 
penditure and  the  ways  and  means  other  than 
taxes  used  to  reduce  the  amount  necessary  to  be 
raised  from  the  taxpayer.  The  analysis  shows 
that  the  1927  expense  requirements  for  depart- 
ments under  the  control  of  the  Mayor  have 
increased  over  those  of  1926.  It  also  shows  that, 
aside  from  the  fact  that  the  valuations  of  the  city 
on  which  taxes  are  assessed  have  increased  this 
year  by  more  than  $31,000,000,  the  lower  tax 
rate  in  1927  is  due  principally  to  three  causes: 
(1)  the  reduction  of  $1,857,821.42  in  the  school 
requirements;  (2)  the  increase  of  $1,056,693.64 
in  the  estimated  ways  and  means  ol  the  city  from 
various  sources;  and  (3)  the  abandonment  by  the 
administration  of  the  pay-as-you-go  policy  in 
street  resurfacing  for  the  questionable  policy  of 
borrowing  $500,000  for  the  purpose.  The  analysis 
further  shows  that,  without  taking  into  account 
the  recommendations  of  the  Finance  Commission 
for  reducing  the  tax  rate  by  the  use  of  a  part  of 
the  accumulating  fund  of  back  taxes,  now  amount- 
ing to  over  $5,000,000,  if  the  city  authorities  had 
merely  adhered  to  their  policy  of  years  past  and 
had  continued  to  include  in  the  available  ways 
and  means  of  the  city  the  amount  reimbursed  to 
the  city  by  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company, 
the  income  tax  for  prior  years,  and  the  corporation 
taxes  received  to  May  1,  the  tax  rate  for  1927 
would  have  been  40  cents  less,  or  $29.60  instead 
of  $30. 

The  following  schedule  shows  the  basis  on  which 
the  tax  rate  was  figured  by  the  city  authorities. 
The  expense  requirements  or  warrants,  for  the 
years  1926  and  1927,  the  ways  and  means  deduc- 
tions adopted  for  each  year,  and  the  overlay  are 
arranged  in  parallel  columns  for  the  purpose  of 
comparison.

The  above  schedule,  however,  does  not  give  a 
true  picture  of  the  comparative  expenditure  items 
of  the  two  years.  When,  after  many  hearings, 
the  Legislature  determined  that  the  city  should 
have  a  tax  limit  of  50  cents  less  on  the  thousand 
this  year  than  the  limit  which  the  Mayor  asked 
for,  it  might  have  been  expected  that  the  city 
authorities  would  have  reduced  their  proposed 
expenditures  in  order  to  live  within  the  limit  fixed 
by  the  Legislature.  This  course  was  not  adopted. 
The  city  authorities  appropriated  for  their  pro- 
posed expenditures  from  the  cash  available  and 
estimated  income,  and  from  taxes  as  far  as  the  tax 
limit  allowed,  and  made  up  a  substantial  part  of 


the  rest  of  their  proposed  expenditures  by  borrow- 
ing 8500,000.  Thus,  while  in  1925  they  had  pro- 
vided $1,000,000  for  street  resurfacing  out  of  taxes, 
this  year  they  provided  only  $250,000  from  within 
the  tax  limit  and  resorted  to  borrowing  the  8500,000 
for  this  purpose. 

A  true  comparison  of  appropriations  for  the  two 
years  is  shown  by  the  following  more  detailed 
schedule,  which  includes  the  loan  item  of  $500,000 
for  street  resurfacing  and  shows  that  the  adminis- 
tration's comparative  appropriation  for  1927  is  in 
reality  $40,359,239.19,  as  compared  with  the  1926 
total  of  $39,740,585.

of  $4,728,923.35,  and  deducted  from  the  total 
city  appropriations  of  that  year  left  a  balance  of 
$35,012,661.78  submitted  by  the  Mayor  for  de- 
partmental purposes.  In  the  1927  list  items 
over  which  the  Mayor  had  no  control  were  the 
Redemption    of    Loans,     Retirement    Fund    and 
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Morton  Street,  making  a  total  of  $5,191,440.40. 
This  sum  deducted  from  the  total  city  appropria- 
tions for  1927,  including  the  $500,000  for  street 
resurfacing,  left  a  balance  submitted  by  the 
Mayor  for  departmental  purposes  of  $35,168,798.75. 
Thus  for  comparative  purposes  the  Mayor  in  1927 
submitted  for  departmental  purposes  $156,136.97 
more  than  in  1926.

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  within  the  past 
week,  a  representative  of  the  Traffic  Survey  Board 
has  made  the  statement  to  the  Board  of  Street 
Commissioners  that  the  worst  place  they  have 
found  in  Boston  for  traffic  was  Forest  Hills  siuare. 
Many  people  have  been  under  the  impression  that 
the  worst  traffic  spot  in  Boston  was  at  Governor 
square.  Having  that  in  mind,  and  having  in 
mind  the  serious  difficulties  which  traffic  of  all 
kinds  encounters,  not  only  from  the  overhead  bridge 
of  the  New  Haven  Railroad,  but  from  the  overhead

CONNECTION    BETWEEN    ARCHDALE 
ROAD  AND  ASHMORE  STREET. 

Coun.  GUILD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested 
to  estimate  the  cost  of  connecting  Archdale  road 
and  Ashmore  street  under  the  main  line  of  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  in 
Ward  19. 

Coun.  GUILD— Mr.  President,  Ward  19,  of 
this  city  is  divided  into  two  parts  by  a  structure 
which,  in  many  ways,  is  more  insurmountable  than 
the  famous  Chinese  wall.  It  is  a  raised  embank- 
ment upon  which  the  main  line  of  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  passes. 
At  infrequent  points  this  structure  is  pierced  by 
streets,  and  any  further  piercing  by  streets  will 
work  a  great  benefit  to  the  district  by  affording  a 
chance  to  tie  it  more  closely  together.  The  point 
at  which  the  connection  mentioned  in  the  order 
which  I  have  introduced  is  located  is  in  a  stretch 
which  is  farther  than  the  distance  from  Boston 
City  Hall  to  the  Boston  Public  Library,  a  stretch 
which,  as  it  now  stands,  is  impassable  going  from 
half  of  the  ward  lying  on  one  side  to  the  part  lying 
on  the  other.  I  move  the  suspension  of  the  rule 
and  the  passage  of  the  order. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  passed. 


MORTON  STREET  WIDENING. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  both  the  Board  of  Street  Com- 
missioners and  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  advise  the  City 
Council  forthwith,  not  in  sketchy  outline,  but  in 
detail:

5.  Whether  actual  completion  of  Morton 
street  has  been  temporarily  abandoned  for  any 
reason,  and  if  so,  for  what  reason. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  at  the  first 
actual  business  meeting  of  the  present  City  Council 
at  which  I  ever  sat,  back  in  January,  1926,  I 
introduced  this  order: 

"Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  inform  the  City  Council  as  to  what  work,  if  any, 
is  being  done  in  connection  with  the  laying  out  of 
Morton  street,  Dorchester,  particularly  with 
reference  to  the  amount  of  appropriation  that  has 
been  made,  the  amount  of  appropriation  that  has 
been  expended,  and  the  balance  remaining  un- 
expended." 

Six  months  later,  after  the  filing  of  Coun.  Guild's 
famous    list    of    thirty    odd    interrogatories,     the 
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Council  received  certain  information  on  the 
Morton  street  project  to  the  effect  that,  while  the 
first  section  from  Morton  street  to  Canterbury 
street  was  practically  progressing,  additional 
money  would  be  necessary  for  the  balance  of  this 
artery.  During  the  past  year  I  have  introduced 
various  orders,  supplemented  by  personal  requests 
for  some  real  progress  towards  the  completion  of 
Morton  street.  I  am  recently  informed  that  plans 
for  rough  grading  are  completed  for  the  entire 
remaining  stretch  from  Washington  street  to 
Druid  street  but  that  the  sewer  plans  are  not  ready 
except  between  Washington  street  and  Codman 
street.  Also  I  am  variously  informed  that  money 
is,  and  money  is  not,  available  for  the  actual 
completion  of  the  work.  I  certainly  was  under 
the  impression  that  our  loan  order  of  May  11  at 
least  took  care  of  all  the  expense  between  Codman 
and  Druid  streets.  If,  as  has  been  rumored,  the 
city  is  temporarily  abandoning  the  project  for 
more  important  work  in  other  sections  of  the  city, 
then  the  people  of  Dorchester  wish  that  informa- 
tion at  this  time.  We  have  waited  long  enough 
for  our  turn  and  do  not  intend  to  pass  it  up, 
especially  in  view  of  the  figures  exhibited  on  page 
44  of  the  City  Auditor's  report  as  of  September  I, 
showing  S269.000  as  balance  unexpended  plus  half 
a  million  dollars  in  loans  authorized  but  not  yet 
issued. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  passed. 


RESURFACING  RIVER  STREET,  WARD   17. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following- 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
be  and  he  hereby  is  requested,  through  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  to  provide  for  the  resurfacing  of  River 
street,  Ward  17. 

The  rule  was  suspended,  and  the  order  passed. 


LAYING  OUT  CLEMENT  PARK,  WARD   17. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  assess  and  lay  out  as  a  public  highway 
in  Ward  17,  Clement  park,  sometimes  known  as 
Clementine  park,  from  Centre  street  to  Dayton 
street. 

The  rule  was  suspended,  and  the  order  passed. 


LAYING    OUT    SHARP   STREET,    WARD    17. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners be  requested,  through  hi3  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  accept  and  lay  out  as  a  public  highway 
in  Ward  17,  Sharp  street,  from  Allston  street  to 
the  line  of  the  new  Dorchester  Tunnel. 

Coun.  WILSON — -Mr.  President,  with  reference 
to  this  last  order,  namely,  for  the  acceptance  of  a 
short  stretch  known  as  Sharp  street,  which  is  a 
narrow  way  running  from  Allston  street,  Dor- 
chester, to  the  line  of  the  new  tunnel,  where  one 
of  the  voting  booths  is  now  located,  1  have  asked 
the  Transit  Commission  as  to  the  possibility  of 
making  an  entrance  from  the  Sharp  street  side  to 
enable  the  people  on  the  Washington  street  side 
of  the  Dorchester  Tunnel  to  go  straight  through 
Sharp  street  to  take  their  trains,  particularly  in 
stormy  weather,  rather  than  going  down  Sharp 
street,  turning  and  going  down  two  or  three  blocks 
in  order  to  get  on  the  train.  The  Transit  Com- 
mission tells  me  that,  if  the  Board  of  Street  Com- 
missioners will  accept  this  little,  short  stretch  of 
about  100  yards,  they  will  make  an  entrance  to 
the  Shawmut  Station  off  Sharp  street,  Washington 
street  side  of  the  tunnel,  which  is  an  absolute 
necessity;  and,  accordingly,  I  press  the  passage 
of  this  order  at  this  time  and  the  acceptance  of 
the  street  by  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners 
prior  to  the  completion  of  the  tunnel. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  ot  the 
rule. 


REMOVAL   OF   EDISON   COMPANY'S 
POLES. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Transit  Commission,  through 
His  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested  to  revise  any 


instructions  given  the  Edison  Company  requiring 
complete  removal  of  poles  from  the  line  of  the 
new  Dorchester  Tunnel  through  private  property 
adjaeent  thereto. 

The     order     was     referred     to     the     Executive 
Committee. 


ADDITIONAL   POLICE   PROTECTION. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Police  Commissioner,  through 
His  Honor  the  Mayor,  advise  the  City  Council 
whether,  in  addition  to  the  300  new  patrolmen 
admitted  to  the  force  during  1926  and  1927, 
more  police  officers  are  actually,  required,  not 
only  for  adequate  police  protection  in  the  resi- 
dential districts  of  the  city,  but  particularly  for 
traffic  relief  throughout  the  city. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  with  reference 
to  this  order  I  have  been  requested  to  put  that 
in  for  the  reason  that,  notwithstanding  the  recent 
safety  drive,  I  have  been  informed  over  fifty- 
three  people  have  been  killed  and  over  1,500 
injured  on  the  streets  of  Boston, — presumably 
one  of  the  reasons  being  that  we  are  short  of 
traffic  officers  in  the  Police  Department.  Accord- 
ingly, I  request  the  suspension  of  the  rule  and  the 
passage  of  the  order. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


DOCKING   CITY  EMPLOYEES'   PAY. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Park  Commissioners,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  advise  the  City  Council 
forthwith  whether,  on  August  25,  employees  of  the 
Cemetery  Division  of  the  Park  Department  not 
attending  the  outing  of  the  department  at  Castle 
Island  were  docked  a  day's  pay  as  distinguished 
from  men  who  attended  the  outing  or  bought  tickets 
to  the  outing  and  did  not  attend  but  were  given 
the  day  off. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


TERMINATION  OF  DORCHESTER 
GARBAGE  CONTRACT. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  and 
hereby  is  respectfully  requested  to  declare  at  an 
end  the  present  contract  for  the  collection  of  ashes 
and  garbage  in  the  Dorchester  district,  in  view  of 
the  repeated  breach  of  the  conditions  of  said  con- 
tract, particularly  with  reference  to  the  general 
collection  of  both  ashes  and  garbage  at  least  once 
a  week  throughout  the  year  and  the  collection  of 
garbage  at  least  twice  a  week  during  the  months 
of  June,  July  and  August. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  Chairman,  I  am  going  to 
ask  that  that  order  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee  because  I  am  sure  the  councilors  in  the 
Dorchester  district  are  intensely  interested  in  that 
particular  question.  I  understand  that,  under  the 
terms  of  this  contract,  it  can  be  a  breach  of  the 
contract,  not  only  persistently  but  once,  to  not 
make  at  least  one  collection  of  ashes  and  garbage 
per  week.  There  are  streets  in  my  district  where 
the  garbage  has  not  been  collected  from  one  end  of 
the  ward  to  the  other  for  three  weeks  at  a  stretch, 
and  I  am  simply  asking  that  this  be  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee.  I  want  that  contract  can- 
celed on  that  ground. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


REPAVING    STREETS    IN    WARD    9. 

Coun.  WARD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested 
to  repave  with  smooth  paving  the  following  streets 
in  Ward  9,  viz.:  Havard  street,  Regent  street, 
Lambert  avenue,  Lambert  street,  Ray  street. 
The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  passed. 


SIDEWALK   ON   GRANGER   STREET 
WARD    15. 

Coun.  McMAHON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    the    Commissioner    of    Public 
Works    make    a    sidewalk    along    Granger    street, 
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from  Duncan  street  to  Clayton  street,  both  sides, 
Ward  15,  in  front  of  the  estates  bordering  thereon; 
said  sidewalk  to  be  from  3  to  10  inches  above  the 
gutter  adjoining,  to  be  from  5  to  12  feet  in  width, 
and  to  be  built  of  artificial  stone,  with  granite 
edgestones,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  196 
of  the  Special  Acts  of  1917. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  passed. 


LAYING     OUT     FOX     STREET,     WARD     15. 

Coun.  McMAHON  offered  the  following: 
That  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  accept 
and   lay  out   Fox   street,   from   Percival  street   to 
Mount  Ida  road,  Ward  15. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  passed. 


REPAYING  BORDER  STREET,  EAST 
BOSTON. 

Coun.  DONOVAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  tne  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  througn  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  include  in  his  annual  budget  for  1928  a  sum 
sufficient  to  provide  for  the  repaving  of  Border 
street,  from  Central  square  to  Condor  street,  and 
Sumner  street,  its  entire  length. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  passed. 


LAYING  OUT  BAYSWATER  STREET, 
EAST  BOSTON. 

Coun.  DONOVAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  include  in  their  budget  for  1928  a  sum 
sufficient  to  provide  for  the  acceptance  and  laying 
out  of  Bayswater  street,  East  Boston,  from 
Waupello  road  to  the  end,  and  St.  Andrew  road 
from  Waupello  road  to  the  end. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  passed.

LICENSES. 

Coun.  DOWD,  for  the  Committee  on  Jitney 
Licenses,  made  the  following  reports: 

1 .  Report  on  petition  of  Med  way  and  Dedham 
Bus  Line,  Inc.  (referred  August  22),  for  license  to 
operate  two  n  otor  vehicles  from  the  Dedham- 
Boston  line  and  Spring  street  to  Park  square — that 
the  same  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;    said  license  granted. 

2.  Report  on  petition  of  Boston  Motor  Tours, 
Inc.  (referred  August  22),  for  a  license  to  operate 
four  buses  from  the  Milton-Boston  line  to  the 
Forest  Hills  Elevated  Station — that  the  same 
ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;    said  license  granted. 

3.  Report  on  petition  of  Boston  Elevated  Rail- 
way Company  (referred  August  22)  for  a  license 
to  operate  bus  route  between  Granite  Bridge 
Station,  Neponset,  and  the  new  Fields  Corner 
Station — that  the  same  be  granted. 

Reported  accepted;   said  license  granted. 

4.  Report  on  petition  of  Boston  Elevated  Rail- 
way Company  (referred  August  22)  for  a  change 
in  route  of  bus  operation  between  Park  square  and 
North  Station — that  the  same  be  granted. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  Chairman,  may  I  be  in- 
formed, through  you,  what  the  present  route  is 
and  what  the  proposed  route  is  going  to  be? 

Coun.  DOWD — The  chairman  of  this  com- 
mittee, being  absent,  requested  me  to  present 
these  reports.  It  is  simply  a  change  of  route 
along  Causeway  street.  I  believe  that  Coun. 
Fitzgerald  was  interviewed  in  reference  to  this  by 
the  chairman,  and  probably  Coun.  Fitzgerald  can 
state  just  what  the  change  is. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  Chairman,  I  am 
simply  satisfied  with  the  change  in  the  route. 
There  are  no  objections  on  my  part. 

Chairman  DOWLING — The  Chair  understood 
that  there  was  no  material  change  in  the  route. 

The  report  was  accepted;    said  license  granted. 

Coun.  BUSH — -Mr.  Chairman,  what  I  am  about 
to  say  has  no  particular  reference  to  these  orders 
just  passed,  but  it  haB  come  to  my  attention  that 


some  of  these  out-of-  town  motor  tours  people  that 
ask  for  jitney  licenses  to  go  through  the  city  will 
not  give  employment  to  Boston  men  on  their 
buses.  I  think  before  we  grant  any  of  those 
licenses  we  ought  to  ascertain  whether  that  fact  is 
true. 

Coun.  DOWD— Mr.  Chairman. 

Chairman  DOWLING — For  what  purpose  does 
the  gentleman  rise? 

Coun.  DOWD — To  reply  to  the  councilor  who 
has  just  spoken,  if  there  is  no  objection.  I  simply 
want  to  state  that,  when  those  gentlemen  were 
before  the  Committee  on  Jitney  Licenses,  Coun. 
Ward  said,  after  qu  stions  were  put  by  him  to 
those  gentlemen  in  reference  to  the  employment 
of  Boston  men,  that  they  actually  agreed  and 
promised  the  Committee  on  Jitney  Licenses  that 
any  men  hired  would  be  Boston  citizens. 


RECESS. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  McMAHON,  the  Council 
voted,  at  2.50  p.  m.,  to  take  a  recess,  subject  to  the 
call  of  the  Chair.  The  members  reassembled  in 
the  Council  Chamber  and  were  called  to  order  by 
Chairman  DOWLING  at  4.05  p.  m. 


EXECUTIVE     COMMITTEE     REPORTS. 

Coun.  GILBODY,  for  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  order  (referred  September  12) 
that  the  Health  Commissioner  be  authorized  to 
sell  a  quantity  of  equipment  and  apparatus  be- 
longing to  the  Health  Department,  valued  at  over 
$500 — that  the  same  ought  to  pass. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  Chairman,  the  order 
which  is  before  us  was  introduced  at  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Council,  September  12,  1927.  In 
introducing  it,  his  Honor  the  Mayor  sent  a  letter 
in  which  he  said:  "I  am  herewith  transmitting  a 
communication  from  the  Health  Commissioner 
relative  to  the  sale  of  a  quantity  of  equipment  and 
apparatus,  the  property  of  the  Health  Department, 
and  I  recommend  the  passage  of  the  accompanying 
order."  The  letter  accompanying  it  read:  "I 
respectfully  request  your  authorization  to  the 
disposition  by  sale  of  certain  property  of  this 
department  purchased  by  the  city  for  use  of  the 
Conservation  Division  of  the  Health  Department, 
and  which  no  longer  can  be  used.  The  value  of 
this  equipment  and  apparatus  exceeds  $500." 
There  is  nothing  in  either  the  Mayor's  letter  or  the 
letter  of  the  Health  Commissioner  or  the  order  to 
tell  us  what  the  apparatus  is  which  it  is  proposed 
to  sell  at  this  time.  I  have  it  in  mind  that  the 
appropriations  which  have  been  made  from  time 
to  time  for  the  Conservation  Bureau,  which  is  now 
a  part  of  the  Health  Department,  amount  in  all  to 
.$15,000,  and  we  have  no  information  as  to  how 
much  or  how  little  of  the  apparatus  and  material 
belonging  to  the  Conservation  Bureau  of  the 
Health  Department  it  is  now  proposed  to  sell. 
The  only  information  we  are  given  is  that  it  is 
valued  "at  over  $500."  Whether  it  is  worth 
$5,000  or  $15,000  we  are  not  told:  the  only  thing 
we  are  told  is  that  it  is  worth  "over  $500."  Ac- 
cordingly, upon  my  motion,  the  order  was  laid 
upon  the  table  by  the  Executive  Committee  at  the 
last  meeting,  and  thereafter  I  wrote  to  Doctor 
Mahoney  the  following  letter  under  date  of  Sep- 
tember 16,  1927: 

"Dr.  Francis  X.  Mahoney,  Health  Commissioner, 
City  Hall  Annex,  Boston,  Mass. 

Dear  Doctor  Mahoney, — An  order  of  the  Mayor 
accompanied  by  a  letter  from  you  to  him  request- 
ing leave  to  sell  certain  material  and  apparatus 
belonging  to  the  Health  Department  is  pending 
before  the  City  Council.  Upon  my  motion  it 
was  laid  upon  the  table  at  the  last  meeting.  My 
reason  for  doing  this  was  that  neither  your  letter 
nor  the  Mayor's  order  states  what  the  material  is 
which  it  is  proposed  to  sell.  The  next  meeting  of 
the  City  Council  is  to  be  held  September  26,  and 
I  should  appreciate  having  information  before  that 
date. 

Yours  very  truly." 

In  reply  to  this  letter  I  received  the  following 
from  the  Health  Commissioner,  under  date  of 
September  17,  1927: 

"Dear  Mr.  Guild, — Your  letter  of  the  16th  inst. 
has  been  received.     In  reply  thereto,  I  would  state 
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that  a  list  of  material  and  apparatus  which  it  is 
proposed  to  sell  was  sent  to  the  office  of  the  Mayor. 
I  am  inclosing  herewith  a  copy  of    letter  from 
Prof.  W.  T.  Bovie,  which  is  self-explanatory. 
Yours  very  truly, 

F.  X.  Mahoney, 
Health  Commissioner." 
The  inclosure  is  as  follows: 
"Biophysical    Laboratories    of    the    Cancer    Com- 
mission of  Harvard  University, 

695  Huntington  avenue, 
Boston,  September  13,  1927. 
Dr.  F.  X.  Mahoney,  Public  Health  Department, 
Boston. 
My  dear  Doctor  Mahoney, — It  is  necessary  for 
me  to  withdraw  the  offer  for  the  purchase  of  the 
apparatus  which  has  been  in  use  in  my  laboratory. 
Because   of  the  indefinite  postponement  of  action 
by   the  Council,   it  will   be  impossible  for  me  to 
include  it  in  a  shipment  of  other  equipment.     The 
city  apparatus  is  second-hand  and  if  I  have  to  add 
to  my  offer  the  expense  of  separate  shipment  and 
handling,  it  will  be  to  my  advantage  to  purchase 
new  material  which  I  can  do  in  Chicago  when  I 
arrive  and  so  I  hereby  withdraw  my  offer. 

The  turn  of  events  is  more  unfortunate  for  the 
city  than  for  me  because  the  apparatus  is  of  very 
little  value  to  any  one  not  engaged  in  my  line  of 
work. 

Very  truly  yours, 

W.  T.  Bovie." 
I  am  still  in  absolute  darkness  as  to  what  the 
apparatus  and  materials  consist  of.     I  know  not 
what  apparatus  and  material  Doctor  Bovie  has  in 
his  laboratory,  and  I  am  unable  to  gather  from  the 
Health  Commissioner's  reply  what  the  apparatus 
and  material  which  it  is  proposed  to  sell  is.     The 
only  information  that  is  given  to  the  City  Council 
up  to  the  present  moment  is  that  at  some  time,  the 
Health  Commissioner  transmitted  to  the  Mayor's 
office  a  list  of  apparatus  and  material   which  it 
was  proposed  to  sell.     The  City  Council  is  entirely 
unable  to  form  any  judgment  of  any  sort  what- 
ever in  regard  to  the  value  of  this  apparatus;   and 
to  put  an  upset  price  of  S500  upon  it,  if  that  is  the 
interpretation    which    is   to    be   placed    upon   the 
order  when  it  says  it  is  worth  more  than  8500,  is 
not   sound   common    sense.     We   should   be   told 
what    the    apparatus    is    in    order    that    we    may 
exercise   our   reasoning   facilities   and   form   some 
kind  of  judgment  as  to  the  proper  upset  price  to 
insert    in    this    order.     I    question    very    strongly 
whether,  in  the  language  of  the  order,  S500  could 
be  interpreted  as  an   upset  price,  in  any  event. 
All  that  it  says  is  that  it  is  of  the  value  of  at 
least  S500 — "valued  at  over  five  hundred  dollars." 
If  the  material  were  sold  for  8400,  I  do  not  believe 
that  it  could  be  stated  definitely  and  beyond  per- 
adventure   that  the  order  had   been  violated.     I 
think  that  the  language  of  the  order,  in  saying, 
"after   public   advertisement"  is   somewhat   mis- 
leading.    Saying  "after  public  advertisement"  is 
not  the  same  as  saying  "to  sell  at  public  auction," 
and  simply  to  state  in  the  order  that  it  is  of  the 
value  of  more  than  S500  is  not  stating  that  it  shall 
be  sold  at  public  auction  at  the  upset  price  of  8500. 
This   order  before  it  is  passed  snould  be  put  in 
perfectly  definite,  plain  terms,  so  that  there  may 
be   no   misunderstanding   whatever   in   regard    to 
what  is  wanted  by  this  order.     I  am  satisfied,  if 
I  can  be  told  what  the  material  and  apparatus  is 
that  it  is  proposed  to  sell,  to  pass  an  order  authoriz- 
ing its  sale  at  public  auction  at  an  upset  price,  in 
terms  that  are  unequivocal  and  which  cannot  be 
misunderstood.     I   hope   that   the   order   will   not 
pass. 

The  report  was  accepted ;    said  order  passed. 
Coun.  GUILD — I  doubt  the  vote. 
The  Chair  calling  for  a  show  of  hands,  the  vote 
was  ratified,  12  to  3. 

2.  Report  on  the  order  (referred  today)  that 
the  Transit  Commission  revise  instructions  given 
Edison  Company  requiring  moving  of  poles  from 
line  of  new-  Dorchester  Tunnel  to  private  property 
adjacent  thereto — that  the  same  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;   said  order  passed. 

3.  Report  on  order  (referred  today)  that  the 
present  contract  for  the  collection  of  ashes  and 
garbage  in  the  Dorchester  district  be  revoked 
because  of  numerous  breaches  of  the  same — that 
the  same  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;    said  order  passed. 

4.  Report  on  order  (referred  today)  that  the 
City  Council  approve  enactment  of  legislation 
authorizing  the  City  of  Boston  to  pay  to  the 
widow   of   John  J.   Heffernan,   late   member   and 


President  of  the  City  Council,  the  remainder  of 
compensation  to  which  he  would  have  been  entitled 
had  he  lived  and  continued  to  serve  until  the 
.expiration  of  his  term  of  office — that  the  same 
ought  to  pass. 

Coun.  GILBODY — Mr.  Chairman,  I  want  to 
say,  in  furtherance  of  my  remarks  before  the 
Executive  Committee  as  to  the  custom  in  the 
House  of  Representatives  and  Senate  in  designat- 
ing widows  to  take  the  compensation  of  members 
who  have  deceased,  that  I  am  informed  that  it  is 
not  possible  to  do  that  under  the  charter,  and 
therefore  I  cannot  follow  that  idea  up. 

Report  accepted;  said  order,  on  motion  of 
Coun.

ADDITIONAL   PAY  FOR  ELECTION 
OFFICERS. 

Coun.  RUBY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Election  Commis- 
sioners be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  pay  the  election  officers  at  the  munici- 
pal election  on  November  8,  1927,  as  follows: 
Wardens,  $17;   inspectors  and  clerks,  $15. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  the  regular 
amount  paid  to  the  wardens  and  other  precinct 
officers  and  clerks  on  election  day,  I  understand, 
was  originally  made  on  the  basis  of  their  working 
from  six  o'clock  in  the  morning  until  four  o'clock 
in    the    afternoon,    and    I    understand    that    the 


clerks  and  inspectors  get  Sll  a  day  and  the  wardens 
$13.  Because  of  our  vote  in  the  Council  at  the 
last  meeting,  carrying  a  wider  spread  of  hours 
between  the  opening  and  closing  of  the  polls, 
under  which  the  polls  will  be  kept  open  until 
eight  o'clock  at  night,  of  necessity  the  precinct 
officers  and  those  attached  to  the  polling  booths 
will  be  compelled  to  work  at  least  four  hours 
longer  than  they  would  otherwise  have  had  to 
work.  That,  coupled  with  the  additional  vote 
that  will  come  out  between  the  hours  of  four  and 
eight  p.  m.  which  might  not  come  out  if  the  polls 
were  closed  at  four  p.  m.,  will  of  necessity  compel 
the  men  and  women  working  in  those  booths  to 
also  work  an  hour  to  an  hour  and  a  half  on  top 
of  that.  I  believe  that  giving  the  officers  an 
additional  $4,  above  the  amount  established  by 
the  Election  Commissioners,  will  probably  repre- 
sent a  fair  adjustment,  and  I  ask  for  a  suspension 
of  the  rule  and  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  GUILD— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
inquire  through  you  of  the  previous  speaker 
whether  or  not  he  has  made  an  inquiry  of  the 
Election  Commissioners  which  satisfies  him  that 
they  can  find  the  money  somewhere  to  pay  all 
these  extra  dollars  that  his  order  provides  for. 
At  the  hearing  before  the  Budget  Committee  last 
spring  it  appeared  to  me  that  the  Election  Depart- 
ment had  pared  down  just  about  to  the  bone  all 
of  the  expenditures  it  contemplated  making,  and 
I  have  serious  doubt  whether  the  money  is  there 
to  pay  the  extra  $4  per  person  that  the  order 
provides  for.  I  had  in  mind  two  weeks  ago,  when 
the  Council  voted  to  extend  the  hours  during 
which  the  polls  would  be  open,  that  those  officers 
would  be  compelled  to  work  the  extra  four  hours 
during  which  the  polls  were  open,  and  probably 
extra  time  beyond  which  they  usually  have  to 
work  after  the  closing  of  the  polls,  on  top  of  that. 
It  was  for  that  reason,  as  well  as  the  reason  that 
I  felt  that  the  Election  Department  had  no  money 
with  which  to  pay  these  extra  amounts,  that  I 
voted  against  the  extra  hours  at  that  time. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  in  answer  to  the 
councilor  from  Ward  19  I  would  say  that  surely 
there  must  be  some  way  that  the  Election  Com- 
missioners and  the  Budget  Commissioner  can 
find  of  paying  this  money,  especially  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  the  chairman  of  the  Election  Com- 
missioners informed  us  at  the  executive  session 
of  our  last  meeting  that  there  would  not  be  any 
extras  put  on,  such  as  were  put  on  either  a  year  or 
two  ago,  and  therefore  there  would  seem  to  be 
no  doubt  that  money  can  be  found  somewhere 
to  pay  the  officers  for  the  extra  work  and  the 
extra  time  they  must  put  in  after  the  closing  of 
the  polls,  until  the  count  is  made.  Surely,  if 
they  could  find  extra  money  at  that  time  that  I 
refer  to  for  extra  expenditure,  there  must  be  some 
way  in  which  the  Election  Department,  with  the 
Budget  Commissioner,  can  find  money  to  pay  the 
men  the  $4  extra  for  the  extra  hours  they  will  have 
to  work  under  this  new  arrangement. 

Coun.  GUILD — Of  course,  Mr.  President,  the 
short  answer  to  that  is  that  the  amount  paid  at 
that  time  was  based  on  the  budget  of  two  years 
ago.  This  year,  under  this  year's  budget,  the 
money  is  not  there. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  gentleman  if  he  thinks  that  because  of 
the  increased  pay  proposed  the  men  and  women 
will  feel  more  inclined  to  stand  for  the  sweat  shop 
hours  than  they  would  if  they  didn't  have  the 
extra  money? 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  will  say  in 
answer  to  the  councilor  from  Dorchester  that  I 
feel  that  conditions  with  respect  to  the  polls  being 
kept  open  are  the  same  in  my  ward  as  in  his. 
I  know  that  in  my  ward  I  want  every  person  who 
desires  to  do  so  to  be  given  an  opportunity  to 
cast  his  or  her  vote  on  November  8.  Therefore, 
I  voted  for  the  eight  o'clock  closing,  to  give  to  the 
people  who  could  not  vote  between  six  o'clock  in 
the  morning  and  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  an 
opportunity  to  vote  later.  Now,  having  so  bur- 
dened the  precinct  officers  in  my  ward — 'and  I 
feel  that  the  conditions  are  the  same  there  as  in 
other  wards  of  the  city — 'I  wanted  to  give  them, 
if  it  could  possibly  be  done,  extra  compensation 
for  the  additional  work  they  will  have  to  do. 
I  think  the  fact  that  I  voted  for  those  sweat  shop 
hours,  as  my  brother  refers  to  them,  is  no  reason 
why  those  men  and  women  should  not  be  paid 
for  the  extra  hours  that  they  will  have  to  work. 
Conditions  being  as  they  are,  and  it  being  to  my 
mind  important  that  the  voters  should  have  an 
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opportunity  to  register  their  votes,  I  feel  that 
the  election  officers  are  entitled  to  additional 
compensation.  The  mere  fact  that  I  voted  for 
the  eight  o'clock  closing — and  for  that  vote  I  have 
no  apologies  to  make  to  the  gentleman — has 
nothing  to  do  with  the  extra  work  that  will  be 
involved,  even  if  the  gentleman,  so  far  as  his 
personal  vote  is  concerned,  had  nothing  to  do 
with  it.  I  feel  that  we  should  pay  the  additional 
money  to  the  election  officers,  and  I  shall  so  vote. 
Of  course,  he  has  the  same  privilege  that  I  have 
of  voting  for  or  against  the  order. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  think 
the  officers  ought  to  receive  extra  compensation, 
and  there  certainly  must  be  some  way  to  provide 
it.  There  will  be  the  additional  four  hours  during 
which  the  polls  are  open,  and  it  will  perhaps  mean 
an  additional  hour  and  a  half  in  connection  with  the 
counting  of  the  ballots,  so  that  the  result  will  be 
that  it  will  carry  them  well  into  the  morning. 
Many  people  do  not  understand  that  under  the 
law  the  polls  cannot  be  opened  until  six  o'clock  in 
the  morning,  and  that  they  must  be  opened  at  that 
time.  We  are  the  only  city  in  the  country  that 
resorts  to  this  practise,  keeping  the  polls  open  so 
long  as  is  now  provided.  In  New  York,  Chicago, 
and  every  other  large  city  in  the  country,  the  polls 
close  at  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  If  the  polls 
were  kept  open  until  twelve  o'clock  midnight,  there 
would  still  be  some  who  would  want  to  vote  then, 
or  who  would  not  vote  at  all  no  matter  how  long 
the  polls  were  kept  open.  The  election  officers 
are  up  against  the  proposition  of  having  to  serve 
there  this  additional  time,  and  no  extra  compensa- 
tion has  yet  been  provided  for  it.  This  is  a  new 
proposition,  and  those  who  have  not  worked  at  the 
polls  or  who  have  not  stood  at  the  polls  election 
days  do  not  understand  the  thing.  I  stood  at  the 
polls  before  I  was  able  to  vote,  and  I  have  known  a 
great  deal  about  the  work  that  the  election  officers 
have  to  do.  I  have  myself  worked  as  an  election 
officer,  and  never  left  the  polls  until  the  morning, 
and  I  know  something  about  it.  People  who  wish 
to  vote  can  come  out  and  vote  between  the  hours 
of  six  in  the  morning  and  four  in  the  afternoon. 
There  is  plenty  of  opportunity  for  them  to  do  so. 
It  takes  them  only  a  few  minutes  at  the  most. 
Even  if  they  do  have  to  make  a  slight  sacrifice  of 
time,  that  is  something  to  be  expected  of  them  as 
citizens  of  this  country.  When  we  think  how 
people  in  foreign  countries  suffer,  how  they  shed 
blood  to  get  their  rights,  and  when  we  thing  of  the 
opportunities  offered  to  people  here  under  popular 
government,  in  this  city  and  elsewhere,  it  is  cer- 
tainly surprising  that  with  the  opportunities 
afforded  to  people  here  they  do  not  take  advantage 
of  them  to  a  greater  extent  than  they  do.  There 
is  no  question  but  what  people  who  wish  to  do  so 
can  come  out  and  vote  between  six  o'clock  in  the 
morning  and  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  it 
is  outrageous  to  think  that  all  of  them  do  not  do  so. 
Of  course,  the  order  we  have  passed  imposes  this 
additional  burden  on  the  election  officers,  and  to 
my  mind  they  should  be  paid  $25  a  day  for  their 
services,  and  the  citizens  of  this  city  would  gladly 
consent  to  it.  It  is  outrageous  that  they  should  be 
expected  to  work  this  additional  time  and  should 
not  be  paid  for  it.  Their  work  requires  the  greatest 
care  and  caution  in  counting  and  tabulating.  A 
single  ballot  may  decide  an  election.  That  has 
frequently  happened  in  this  state  and  city,  and  all 
over  the  country.  A  governor  of  the  Common- 
wealth was  elected  by  one  vote.  Mayors,  members 
of  the  City  Council,  and  members  of  the  Legislature 
have  been  elected  by  one  vote.  It  is  extremely 
important  that  we  obtain  the  services  of  able  and 
careful  men  and  women  behind  the  rail,  and  every 
man  and  woman  who  knows  anything  about  poli- 
tics knows  that  this  late  voting  opens  the  door  to 
corruption,  to  fraud  and  disturbance.  It  is  easy 
to  perpetrate  fraud  at  late  hours  of  the  night,  when 
darkness  has  come  on.  I  believe  we  will  soon 
wake  up  to  the  fact  that  people  will  be  dissatisfied 
with  this  proposed  system.  The  sanctity  of  the 
ballot  is  an  important  thing.  But  now  that  we 
have  voted  to  make  these  extra  requirements  of  the 
election  officers,  certainly  we  should  find  some  way 
to  give  them  proper  compensation  for  the  work 
they  do.  I  say  that  $25  a  day  would  be  nothing 
but  proper  compensation  for  the  service  they 
render.  I  hope  the  order  will  pass,  and  that  some 
way  will  be  found  to  give  them  proper  compensa- 
tion. From  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning  until  three 
or  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  there  is  nothing  do- 
ing, but  they  have  to  hang  around.  When  there  are 
these  lulls,  they  are  obliged  to  sit  there  all  the  time. 
And  they  can't  go  to  their  meals,  without  there 


being  extra  men  there.  And  now  it  is  going  to  be 
worse.  They  can't  leave  and  will  have  these 
additional  duties  placed  upon  them.  I  tell  you, 
there  is  going  to  be  a  reaction.  The  people  of  this 
city  are  fairminded,  and  they  can  be  educated  to 
go  to  the  polls  and  vote  between  six  o'clock  in  the 
morning  and  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  As  a 
rule,  there  is  no  reason  why  they  Bhould  not  vote 
before  they  go  to  work.  If  these  men  are  not  to 
be  paid  an  extra  amount,  certainly  you  will  have 
to  pay  extra  clerks  so  that  there  will  be  a  chance 
for  them  to  go  to  their  supper.  It  is  certainly 
unfair  not  to  give  them  the  compensation  that 
rightly  and  justly  belongs  to  them. 

Coun.  KEENE — Mr.  President,  I  feel  that  a 
man  or  woman  designated  as  an  election  officer 
should  receive  proper  compensation.  Certainly, 
if  they  are  at  all  worthy  of  their  hire  they  are 
worthy  of  an  amount  of  pay  commensurate  with 
that  received  by  men  and  women  engaged  in  other 
activities.  The  law  of  the  state  is  such  at  the 
present  time,  as  I  understand  it,  that  they  must 
finish  with  the  officials  they  started  with.  In 
other  words,  there  is  no  provision  whereby  certain 
election  officials  might  work  from  six  o'clock  in  the 
morning  until  four  in  the  afternoon,  and  other 
officials  work  from  four  in  the  afternoon  until  such 
time  as  the  tabulations  are  completed.  In  the 
ward  in  which  I  live,  in  the  last  election,  two  years 
ago,  they  had  an  eight  o'clock  closing,  and  I  was 
at  one  precinct  until  quarter  past  four  in  the  morn- 
ing. There  were  men  and  women  there  who  had 
been  there  since  six  o'clock  the  prior  morning.  I 
am  in  favor  of  paying  them  at  least  the  amount 
suggested  by  Coun.  Ruby. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  in  order  that 
my  attitude  may  not  be  misunderstood  by  other 
councilors,  as  well  as  the  one  from  the  adjoining 
ward,  let  me  say  that  I  don't  want  to  keep  these 
men  and  women  working  extra  hours.  I  simply 
want  to  make  the  point  at  this  time,  having  myself 
voted  in  favor  of  the  earlier  closing,  that  I  don't 
feel  that  this  proposed  extra  amount  for  the  longer 
hours  is  making  good  to  these  people  for  the  work 
we  put  upon  them. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  if  there  is  no 
objection  I  would  make  an  amendment  so  that 
the  amounts  will  read  respectively  $19  and  $21.  I 
suggest  that  amendment  if  there  is  no  objection. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  the  only  reason 
why  I  made  the  amounts  $15  and  $17  is  that  I 
believe  if  a  clerk  is  getting  $11,  and  the  hours  of 
the  opening  of  the  polls  are  from  six  in  the  morning 
until  four  in  the.  afternoon,  he  should  get  four 
dollars  extra,  we  will  say,  for  the  additional  five 
hours.  I  feel  on  the  basis  of  the  present  pay  that 
it  might  figure  out  that  way,  that  that  might  make 
a  proper  proportionate  sum  in  addition  to  what 
they  were  originally  going  to  get.  But  if  the 
amount  was  increased  more  than  that,  it  might  be 
claimed  that  it  was  out  of  proportion  to  what  they 
were  originally  going  to  get.  I  believe  it  should 
not  be  put  at  a  figure  which  might  result  in  their 
losing  a  chance  to  get  an  increase  to  which  no 
objection  could  be  made,  based  on  the  time 
suggested.     Other  than  that  I  have  no  objection. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  it  strikes  me 
that  the  City  Council  as  a  body  is  placing  itself  in 
a  ridiculous  light  before  the  general  public.  We 
have  imposed  upon  the  election  officials  at  the 
next  election  hours  that  have  been  designated  here 
as  sweat  shop  hours.  Now,  I  stand  up  here  and 
say  that  I  hope,  as  we  all  hope,  that  they  will  get 
adequate  compensation  for  the  hours  we  have 
imposed  upon  them.  But  before  the  hours  were 
so  fixed,  it  seems  to  me,  was  the  time  when  we 
should  have  found  out  whether  they  could  be 
adequately  compensated  or  not,  and  it  seems  to 
me  the  height  of  ridiculousness  for  us  to  come  in 
here  now  and  say  that  this  additional  amount  can 
be  very  readily  found  somewhere,  through  the 
Mayor  or  someone  else,  without  consulting  those 
who  have  responsibility  for  providing  the  com- 
pensation. It  seems  to  me  that  to  do  a  thing  of 
that  kind  is  simply  to  throw  a  sop  to  these  people 
on  whom  we  have  inflicted  the  sweat  shop  hours, 
with  the  hope  that  somebody  will  take  care  of 
them.  It  seems  to  me  the  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  in  placing  itself  in  that  position,  is  putting 
itself  in  a  light  before  the  general  public  that  may 
fairly  be  styled  ridiculous. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  I  did  not  at 
the  start  have  any  idea  of  making  any  remarks  on 
the  subject,  but  I  do  think  the  point  made  by  both 
gentlemen  on  my  right  to  sweat  shop  hours  is  not 
well  taken.  I  am  sorry  that  politics  have  been 
injected  into  this,  which  I  consider  a  nonpartisan 
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proposition.  I  feel  that  it  certainly  cannot  be 
claimed  that  this  is  not  a  democratic  measure. 
It  was  so  characterized  in  this  state  not  very  long 
ago  by  Senator  David  I.  Walsh.  I  know  that 
when  I  presented  the  order  for  eight  o'clock  closing 
two  years  ago,  at  the  instance  of  David  I.  Walsh,  he 
himself  afterward  said  that  he  got  80,000  more 
votes  than  he  would  have  received  with  four 
o'clock  closing,  defeating  the  candidate  of  the 
previous  speaker  who  referred  to  sweat  shop  hours, 
the  Hon.  William "  M.  Butler.  This  is  not  a 
question  of  sweat  shop  hours.  It  is  a  question  of 
giving  to  all,  regardless  of  who  they  are,  an  oppor- 
tunity to  vote.  At  the  executive  meeting  two 
weeks  ago,  when  the  matter  came  up,  Coun. 
Green  brought  out  the  argument  that  in  his  ward 
in  Charlestons,  teamsters  and  truck  drivers  had  to 
get  to  work  early  in  the  morning,  not  being  able 
to  vote  even  at  six  o'clock;  that  they  had  to  work 
all  day  long,  not  being  able  to  vote  before  four 
o'clock;  that  they,  in  many  instances,  didn't  have 
a  chance  to  vote  at  all,  and  that  the  eight  o'clock 
closing  would  mean  perhaps  400  or  500  additional 
votes  from  that  class  of  people.  I  call  that  to  the 
attention  of  some  of  the  members  of  the  Council 
here,  who  are  patriotic  gentlemen,  and  who,  of 
course,  believe  that  the  ballot  is  the  American 
citizen's  greatest  weapon;  and  when  this  is  re- 
ferred to  by  my  Republican  brother  as  a  sweat 
shop  proposition,  I  think  that  is  a  mighty  mean 
thing  to  say.  I  think  the  suggested  opposition  to 
these  longer  hours  on  the  part  of  the  public  is 
merely  a  bugaboo.  The  Election  Commissioners 
were  peeved  last  year  when  the  Council  voted  for 
eight  o'clock  closing,  and  a  bill  was  introduced  in 
the  Legislature  to  take  that  power  away  from  this 
Board,  leaving  the  decision  with  the  Election  Com- 
missioners. But  when  the  matter  came  before  the 
able  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth,  using  his 
judgment  he  vetoed  it  and  left  the  power  where  it 
rightly  belongs,  with  the  City  Council  of  Boston. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  wish  to  cor- 
rect one  erroneous  statement  by  the  gentleman 
from  the  other  side  of  Neponset  river.  I  was  not 
elected  here  by  Republicans,  but  am  a  nonpartisan 
councilor  from  Ward  17.  I  understand  from  the 
Board  of  Election  Commissioners  that  the  City 
of  Boston  is  the  only  large  city  in  the  United  States 
that  has  the  late  closing  hour,  and  I  would  ask  my 
brother,  since  he  brings  up  the  question  of  Repub- 
licans and  Democrats,  if  he  is  under  the  impression 
that  I  labor  under,  that  New  York  and  Chicago 
are  both  overwhelmingly  Democratic,  but  have 
the  four  o'clock  closing  hour? 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  at  the  start 
I  referred  particularly  to  the  fact  that  it  was  a 
nonpartisan  measure  in  this  Council,  before  I  made 
any  extended  remarks;  and,  in  regard  to  New 
York  and  Chicago,  let  me  simply  say  that  Boston 
has  led  the  way  in  every  intelligent  movement  in 
this  country,  leaving  it  for  New  York,  Chicago  and 
every  other  large  city  to  follow.  That  has  been 
the  case  in  educational  and  other  matters.  We 
are  now  leading  the  way  here,  and  after  a  while 
the  other  cities  will  get  on  the  band  wagon.  We 
are  simply  endeavoring  to  give  every  American 
man  and  woman  a  chance  to  vote,  regardless  of  the 
hours  during  which  the  polls  are  open  in  other 
places. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  I  have  been  very 
deeply  touched  by  the  spectacle  presented  to  us  by 
one  of  the  Council  of  the  tremendous  burden  in  the 
way  of  labor  attached  to  these  election  officers,  who 
have  to  work  so  late.  We  have  had  conjured  up 
before  us  a  picture  of  such  abject,  deep  humiliation, 
such  terrible  labor,  that  it  must  indeed  have 
touched  all  our  hearts.  There  have  been,  however, 
a  few  inconsistencies  in  those  same  statements. 
In  one  breath  one  councilor  tells  us  how  long  the 
hours  are  and  how  terrible  the  labor  is  during 
those  long  hours,  how  hard  they  have  to  work,  and 
in  the  next  breath  he  tells  us  that  during  the  period 
between  eight  in  the  morning  and  four  in  the  after- 
noon there  is  absolutely  nothing  to  do,  that  they 
are  just  sitting  there  and  waiting  for  voters  to  come 
in.  It  is  indeed  unfortunate  that  the  Legislature 
has  fixed  the  hour  of  opening  the  polls  at  six  o'clock 
in  the  morning,  and  that  the  City  Council  has  no 
way  of  changing  that  hour.  It  is  unfortunate, 
because  I  think  if  it  were  possible  for  us  to  do  so 
we  might  change  the  opening  hour,  and  perhaps 
have  the  hours  for  the  opening  of  the  polls  between 
12  noon  and  eight  in  the  evening,  in  which  case  the 
election  officers  would  have  to  work  only  eight 
hours  at  the  open  polls.  But  the  Legislature  has 
fixed  that  opening  hour,   and  we  cannot  tamper 


with  it.  The  only  thing  we  can  do  is  perhaps  bring 
the  matter  before  the  Legislature  again  for  repeal 
of  or  a  change  in  the  law  which  fixes  that  as  the 
opening  hour.  The  only  other  thing  we  can  do  is 
to  give  the  voters  a  chance  to  cast  their  votes,  those 
who  have  not  had  an  opportunity  at  the  other 
hours,  between  six  and  eight  o'clock,  say,  in  the 
evening.  Referring  to  the  compensation,  there  is 
no  doubt  that  with  the  increase  of  hours  the  elec- 
tion officers  are  entitled  to  additional  compensa- 
tion, and  I  would  be  thoroughly  willing  that  they 
should  get  it,  as  I  believe  all  of  us  are.  They  cer- 
tainly are  entitled  to  it.  But  to  say  that  it  is  a 
sweat  shop  method  of  making  them  work  the  extra 
four  hours  is  the  most  amusing  and  most  ridiculous 
thing  I  have  heard.  In  the  first  place,  it  is  only 
one  day  out  of  a  year.  There  are  not  many  of  us 
here  who  have  not  stayed  out  all  night  the  night 
before  the  Fourth  or  the  Seventeenth  of  June,  and 
stood  on  our  feet,  watching  bonfires  and  that  sort 
of  thing.  And  how  many  of  us  have  done  that  at 
other  times,  when  there  was  not  even  occasion  to 
display  the  interest  that  might  be  expected  on 
those  occasions.  Yet  here  we  hear  this  complaint 
and  have  a  touching  picture  drawn  of  what  a 
thousand  election  officers  have  to  endure  in  these 
four  hours,  which,  of  course,  they  must  put  in  if 
the  polls  are  closed  at  eight  o'clock  instead  of  at 
four  o'clock.  I  wonder  if  some  of  the  councilors 
who  want  the  polls  closed  at  four  o'clock  are  taking 
that  position  because  of  their  deep  interest  in  these 
men  and  women,  on  the  human  side,  whether  they 
are  looking  at  it  purely  from  that  point  of  view,  or 
whether  they  are  looking  at  it  from  another  point 
of  view.  As  I  have  said,  the  state  has  fixed  the 
opening  hour  at  six  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and 
that  we  cannot  help.  As  far  as  extra  compensa- 
tion is  concerned,  I  again  repeat  that  I  think  they 
deserve  extra  compensation  for  the  extra  hours 
they  have  to  put  in. 

Coun.  GUILD — In  answer  to  the  doubts  of  the 
last  speaker,  Mr.  President,  I  will  say,  on  the 
question  of  closing  the  polls,  that  I  voted  the  same 
way  last  year,  when  I  was  not  a  candidate,  as  this 
year,  when  I  am. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


VALUE    OF   WELLINGTON   HILL   LAND. 

Coun.  McGRATH  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Assessors  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  forward  to  the  City  Council  at  its 
next  meeting  the  answers  to  the  following  two 
questions: 

1.  Who  was  the  assessor  who  appraised  at 
4  cents  a  foot  the  property  on  Wellington  Hill, 
recently  purchased  by  the  city  for  school  purposes 
at  40  cents  a  foot? 

2.  In  the  opinion  of  the  chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Assessors,  what  is  a  fair  estimate  of  the  present 
value  of  the  property? 

The  question  came  on  suspension  of  the  rule  for 
passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  McGRATH — Mr.  President,  in  introduc- 
ing this  order  I  have  asked  two  questions.  Ques- 
tion No.  1  is,  Who  was  the  member  of  our  Assess- 
ing Department  who  assessed  tne  property  on 
Wellington  Hill,  recently  purchased  by  the  city 
for  school  purposes,  at  4  cents  a  foot?  And 
the  second  question  is,  What  in  the  opinion  of  the 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Assessors,  Mr.  Edward  T. 
Kelly,  is  a  fair  estimate  of  the  present  value  of  the 
property?  When  assessors  go  into  a  district  of  the 
City  of  Boston  they  are  supposed  to  assess  at  a 
fair  valuation  whatever  tangible  property  there 
is,  and  I  assume  that  the  Board  of  Assessors  of  the 
City  of  Boston  have  done  so  in  the  case  of  the 
Wellington  Hill  land.  There  is  not  a  board  of 
assessors  in  Massachusetts — and  when  I  say 
Massachusetts  that  means  New  England — that 
can  compare  with  the  Board  of  Assessors  of  the 
City  of  Boston.  I  have  been  all  over  this  Com- 
monwealth in  connection  with  assessments,  in  my 
business,  and  you  cannot  go  into  another  city  in 
the  State  of  Massachusetts  and  get  the  assessed 
value  of  a  piece  of  property  right  offhand  as  you 
can  here  in  Boston.  You  can  walk  down  now  to 
the  assessors'  office  and  ask  for  the  valuation  of 
any  property  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  get  it 
immediately.  I  could  take  you,  Mr.  President, 
or  any  other  member  down  there,  and  in  five 
minutes  locate  the  street,  the  owner,  the  assessed 
valuation,  divided  as  to  land  and  building,  on  any 
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property  in  the  city,  and  Mr.  Kelly  stands  at  the 
nead  of  assessors  in  this  section  of  our  country. 
Some  twelve  years  ago  an  organization  of  real 
estate  men  in  the  City  of  New  York  sent  over 
here  to  learn  about  our  system  here  in  connection 
with  our  assessing,  which  operated  so  successfully. 
Now,  here  is  a  situation  in  Dorchester,  near  the 
place  where  I  live,  where  a  man  owns  property 
assessed  for  4  cents  a  foot.  The  Assessing  Depart- 
ment says  that  that  is  the  value.  The  time  comes 
when  Mr.  Holbrook  wants  to  dispose  of  the 
property,  and  under  an  administration  of  this 
kind,  if  you  have  anything  you  cannot  sell  other- 
wise, you  sell  it  to  the  city.  That  is  the  story. 
They  have  three  appraisers — Mr.  Warren  Free- 
man, the  City  of  Boston's  real  estate  expert,  who 
will  be  remembered  in  connection  with  the  Revere 
House  site,  that  they  tried  to  put  over  here  a  short 
time  ago,  and  that  we  cut  $100,000  from, — the 
city  auctioneer,  Mr.  Robert  T.  Fowler,  and 
Mr.  Richard  F.  Andrews,  former  street  commis- 
sioner. Those  three  supposedly  unbiased  ap- 
praisers looked  at  this  land  in  Dorchester  and  said 
it  was  worth  40  cents  a  foot,  ten  times  what  Mr. 
Kelly,  who  knows  the  real  value  of  the  property, 
says  it  is  worth.  Since  we  cut  the  Revere  House 
site  $100,000  the  boys  have  kept  quiet,  but  they 
are  now  again  at  it.  They  feel  that,' as  perhaps 
some  of  us  are  in  political  contests,  we  will  not 
look  after  the  citizens  of  our  city  as  we  might  at 
some  other  time,  and  so  they  go  into  the  Dor- 
chester section  and  appraise  property  for  ten  times 
its  value,  and  the  city  is  going  to  take  it  at  that 
price.  Now,  sir,  something  is  wrong,  and  under 
my  order  I  have  asked  the  chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Assessors  to  tell  us,  first,  who  appraised  the 
property  at  4  cents  a  foot,  and  also,  after  his 
twenty  years  of  service  down  there,  what  he 
thinks  the  true  value  of  this  property  is.  When 
we  get  that  information,  sir,  when  we  have  this 
Board  of  Assessors — this  Board  that  is  held  up  as 
a  criterion  for  other  boards  to  go  by — tell  us  the 
facts,  that  when  they  assessed  that  for  4  cents  a 
foot  they  were  honest  and  sincere  and  assessed  it 
fairly,  as  they  will  tell  you,  then  I  am  going  to  ask 
that  our  city  auctioneer,  our  city  appraiser  and 
the  former  member  of  the  Board  of  Street  Com- 
missioners come  here  and  tell  us  why  they  are 
making  our  city  and  our  citizens  pay  for  land  ten 
times  its  assessed  value.  I  feel  that  the  chairman 
of  our  Board  of  Assessors  can  answer  these  ques- 
tions satisfactorily,  because  he  stands  in  the  minds 
of  the  people  of  the  City  of  Boston,  as  he  stood 
twenty  years  ago,  sincere,  honest,  and  right  in 
99  per  cent  of  his  valuations. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  have  no  ob- 
jection to  the  order  presented  by  the  councilor  on 
my  left.  It  so  happens  that  the  land  in  question 
is  located  in  my  ward,  and  if  I  have  any  knowledge 
of  my  ward  I  ought  to  know  just  where  the  land  is. 
It  may  be  possible  that  the  land  was  underassessed 
or  overvalued.  I  do  not  know.  It  may  be  possible 
that  the  land  in  question  is  particularly  suitable, 
as  I  believe  is  the  case,  for  the  purpose  for  which 
it  has  been  purchased.  In  my  opinion,  in  no 
section  of  Boston  is  there  a  more  urgent  necessity 
for  the  erection  of  a  schoolhouse  than  there  is  in 
the  Wellington  Hill  section  of  Dorchester,  where 


thousands  of  homes  have  been  built  within  the  last 
four  or  five  years,  and  where  they  contemplate,  I 
am  informed,  erecting  an  $800,000  40-room  school- 
house  which  will  be  a  credit  to  the  City  of  Boston. 
Personally,  there  is  no  question  in  my  mind  that 
a  satisfactory  answer  will  come  back.  I  don't 
know  from  my  personal  knowledge  that  4  cents 
per  foot  for  land  in  that  section  is  an  absolute 
undervaluation,  but  there  might  have  been  a 
reason  which  can  be  explained  for  what  has  taken 
place.  I  believe,  so  far  as  the  location  is  concerned, 
that  no  more  ideal  place  could  be  found  for  this 
purpose;  and,  of  course,  we  as  members  of  the 
City  Council  have  no  authority  with  reference  to 
the  taking  of  land  for  schoolhouse  purposes,  that 
being  left  to  another  department.  I  do  feel, 
however,  this  being  a  matter  in  which,  as  a  repre- 
sentative of  that  district,  I  am  personally  con- 
cerned, that  I  should  make  this  statement  to  this 
body  at  this  time. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

Shay,  visiting  laryngologist  of  the  Boston  Sana- 
torium Department,  was  granted  a  leave  of  absence 
with  pay,  on  account  of  illness.  While  serving 
the  Boston  Sanatorium  Department,  Doctor 
Shay  gave  one  day  at  the  Sanatorium  and  one 
day  at  its  Out-Patient  Department.  As  his  name 
had  always  appeared  on  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment roll,  his  salary  appropriation  from  April  1, 
1927,  through  December  31,  1927,  was  transferred 
to  the  Health  Department. 

The  matter  of  an  extension  of  time  for  Doctor

OCTOBER    31,    1927. 
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A   QUESTION   OF   PRIVILEGE. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
question  of  personal  privilege. 

Chairman  DOWLING — The  gentleman  will 
state  his  question  of  personal  privilege. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President  and  members  of 
the  Council,  about  a  year  and  ten  months  ago 
we  were  elected  members  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  to  serve  our  city  and  our  respective 
districts.  I  think,  when  I  say  that  I  have  no 
apologies  to  make  for  the  service  I  have  rendered, 
not  only  to  my  city  and  my  district  but  to  my 
colleagues,  I  am  voicing  the  same  sentiment  that 
I  would  if  I  were  asked  to  express  my  views  as  to 
each  and  every  man  with  whom  I  have  come  in 
contact  here  during  my  term  of  office  as  a  city 
councilor.  When  I  was  elected  from  my  district 
I  had  clearly  in  mind  the  purpose  of  serving  my 
city  and  of  interesting  myself  in  my  district.  As 
a  result  of  my  desire  to  serve  my  district  as  well 
as  my  city,  I  have  had  presented  to  me,  as  it  has 
been  presented  to  my  fellow  members,  for  two 
years,  the  annual  budget  as  submitted  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  by  the  heads  of  our  city 
departments,  and  I,  sitting  here  as  one  of  the 
twenty-two  members  of  the  City  Council,,  was 
compelled,  as  a  part  of  the  duties  of  this  body, 
to  help  in  fixing  the  amount  of  expenditures  that 
might  be  made  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  through 
the  heads  of  the  city  departments  annually. 
Forgetting  for  the  moment  the  budget  of  1926, 
which  did  not  cause,  in  my  opinion,  any  particular 
furore  or  dissatisfaction,  we  come  to  the  budget 
of  1927,  which  was  admirably  handled  and  con- 
sidered by  the  Appropriations  Committee,  of 
which  our  good  colleague  Henry  Parkman  is  the 
chairman.  For  a  number  of  weeks  he  and  his 
committee  sat  in  this  very  chamber  with  the 
representatives  of  the  Finance  Commission,  con- 
sulting the  heads  of  the  different  departments, 
with  the  suggestions  of  the  Finance  Commission, 
in  order  to  be  able  to  make  for  the  committee 
a  fair,  honest  and  reasonable  report.  Although 
I  was  not  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations, Mr.  Parkman  will  bear  me  out  when  I 
say  that  I  was  as  diligent  in  attending  the  meet- 
ings of  the  committee  during  its  sessions  as  was 
any  member  of  the  Boston  City  Council,  and  I 
tried  to  familiarize  myself  with  the  matters  that 
came  up  so  that  when  I  was  obliged  to  vote  on 
the  budget  I  could  do  so  with  the  proper  amount 
of  intelligence.  When  the  budget  was  first  sub- 
mitted by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  over  two  and 
one  half  million  dollars  of  the  sum  originally 
under  consideration  was  cut  by  the  Mayor  from 
the  department  head  estimates.  When  the  tax 
limit  was  fixed  at  the  State  House,  because  of 
the  50-cent  reduction,  50-cent  reduction  there 
from  the  amount  advocated  by  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  the  Mayor  was  compelled  to  reduce  his 
estimate  by  8685,000.  In  spite  of  those  reductions 
from  the  original  estimate  of  over  §3,000,000, 
the  Finance  Commission  spent  hundreds  of  dollars 
in  elaborating  upon  the  situation  from  their 
point  of  view,  in  a  book  of  probably  one  hundred 
fifty  to  two  hundred  pages,  in  which  they  ad- 
vocated a  further  reduction  of  several  million 
dollars,  'the  Appropriations  Committee  sat  and 
did  not  accept — with  very  little  exception — a 
single  item  of  the  cuts  advocated  by  the  Finance 
Commission  of  Boston;  and  after  our  Appropria- 
tions Committee  sat  they  brought  in  a  report 
suggesting  a  further  cut  of  S232,000  in  a  budget 
estimate  of  §44,000,000.  That  would  have  meant, 
if  the  entire  amount  of  §232,000  was  saved,  a  sav- 
ing to  the  taxpayers  of  Boston  of  13  cents  on  a 
thousand  dollars,  and  might  have  necessitated 
the  bringing  back  later  of  that  §232,000  in  the 
form  of  a  supplementary  budget  or  loan  order  to 
take  care  of  some  of  the  amounts  advised  to  be  cut. 
The  proposed  cuts  ran  from  five  dollars  to  several 
hundred  dollars,  and  there  was  an  amount  of 
§5,000,  if  I  remember  correctly,  in  the  Health 
Department,  although  Doctor  Mahoney,  the 
Health  Commissioner,  for  whom  I  have  the 
highest  respect  and  regard,  said,  "Gentlemen,  if 
you  take  this  $5,000  now,  you  will  have  to  give 
it  back  to  me  in  November  in  the  form  of  a  sup- 
plementary budget,  because  we  will  need  it." 
Then,  there  was  §5,000  cut  from  emergency  snow 
removal,  the  committee  imagining  that  we  could 
anticipate  in  March  the  fact  that  there  would 
not  be  a  snowfall  in  the  following  December. 
That  was  the  kind  of  cut  that  was  asked  to  be 
made.  I  made  a  speech  at  that  time,  which  I 
am  not   going  to  stop  to  read  here,   but  which 


can  be  found  in  the  Council  records  of  May  16, 
1927,  on  page  195,  in  which  I  called  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  budget,  as  sent  to  us  by  bis 
Honor  the  Mayor,  was  planned  with  a  view  to 
giving  the  city  departments  a  proper  amount  of 
money  to  expend  for  the  carrying  out  of  their 
work.  Therefore,  I  voted  for  that  budget  as 
submitted,  and  I  here  and  now  make  no  apology 
to  anybody,  be  it  the  Good  Government  Asso- 
ciation, the  Finance  Commission  or  any  organ- 
ization in  Boston,  for  my  vote  on  the  budget  of 
1927.  But,  behold,  some  of  us,  seeking  a  re- 
election to  this  Council  because  of  our  desire  to 
serve  our  district  again,  are  summoned  to  appear 
before  the  Good  Government  Association  of 
Boston,  at  44  School  street.  I  appeared  at  the 
office  of  that  association  and  was  met  at  the 
door  by  a  man  who  introduced  himself  to  me  as 
a  Mr.  Oliver,  coming  from  parts  unknown  into 
the  City  of  Boston  to  study  the  capabilities  and 
qualifications  of  candidates  for  office  in  Boston, 
he  not  even  being  a  resident.  Still,  he  passes 
holy,  saintly  judgment  on  the  question  of  who 
is  best  qualified  to  sit  in  the  City  Council  of 
Boston.  I  was  asked  to  present  my  case  to  him. 
Then  I  was  called  in  before  a  committee  of  nine,  I 
think,  who  sat  around  in  that  sanctum  sanctorum,  a 
gentleman  whom  I  did  not  know  acting  as  chair- 
man, and  I  was  asked  why  I  voted  against  the 
budget  as  reported  by  the  committee,  and  not 
against  the  budget  as  submitted  by  the  Mayor. 
I  told  them  that  I  voted  for  the  budget  as  sub- 
mitted by  the  Mayor  because  I  had  given  the 
matter  as  much  attention  as  any  man  in  Boston 
and  because  I  felt  that  the  budget  was  a  just 
one.  Then  the  question  was  asked  of  me  by 
one  of  the  lady  members  of  that  body,  "Why 
did  you  vote  in  favor  of  the  §750,000  central  fire 
station  in  Bowdoin  square?"  I  smiled  and  said, 
"Who  gave  you  the  information  that  I  did  so?" 
The  reply  was,  "One  of  your  opponents  was  just 
here  and  said  he  could  prove  that  you  voted 
for  the  §750,000  for  a  central  fire  station."  That 
was  the  man  whom  they  now  indorse,  because 
they  told  me  that  he  preceded  me.  Then  I  said 
to  Mr.  Oliver,  the  secretary  of  the  Good  Govern- 
ment Association,  "  If  you  will  refer  to  the  records 
of  the  Boston  City  Council  you  will  find  that 
I  voted  not  only  against  that  measure,  but  I 
spoke  against  it,  saying  that  I  would  never  vote 
for  it  until  the  owners  of  the  property  accepted 
§100,000  less."  Then  everybody  got  busy  and 
brought  out  the  records.  I  simply  bring  that  up 
to  show  the  caliber  of  the  men  there  and  the 
methods  that  are  used  today  in  indorsements  of 
candidates.  Simply  because  someone  was  fortu- 
nate enough  there  to  get  ahead  of  the  next  fellow, 
he  could  fill  them  up  with  all  kinds  of  falsehoods 
and  they  would  fall  for  it.  Those  are  the  people 
who  are  going  through  the  districts  of  Boston 
today  and  trying  to  tell  intelligent  constituencies 
who  should  and  who  should  not  represent  them 
in  the  City  Council.  I  am  now  going  to  read, 
with  your  permission,  Mr.  President,  an  article 
in  the  Boston  Review  of  Saturday,  October  15, 
]927.     This  is  the  article  that  appears: 

"I  am  told  that  at  least  one  of  the  candidates  for 
the  City  Council  in  Dorchester  is  a  violent  Red 
and  that,  if  elected,  he  will  take  measures  to  do 
something  for  the  cause  he  represents.  I  don't 
know  what  he  will  do,  but  it  may  be  that  he  knows. 
Sometimes  the  Peds  are  not  quite  certain  what 
they  want,  but  they  are  certain  that  they  want 
something  different  from  what  other  people  want 
and  are  satisfied  with.  So  far  as  I  can  recall  it, 
there  has  never  been  an  Anarchist  in  the  City 
Council,  and  perhaps  the  election  of  one  might 
furnish  an  interesting  object  lesson.  Now  and 
then  a  City  Hall  reporter  has  used  an  expression 
like  this: 

"'  Councilman  Blank  threw  a  bombshell  into 
the  session  by  offering  an  order  that  hereafter  all 
heads  of  departments  walk  or  run  to  and  from  their 
places  of  employment.' 

"'With  an  Anarchist  in  the  membership,  the 
word  'bomb'  would  not  be  lightly  used,  i  hrowing 
a  bomb  would  mean  something  more  than  offering 
a  joke  order.  However,  they  tell  me  that  the 
voters  in  the  ward  where  this  Anarchist  lives  are 
not  at  all  inclined  to  anarchy.  It  happens  that 
they  own  their  own  homes  to  a  large  extent,  and 
as  soon  as  a  man  begins  to  own  real  estate  he 
ceases  to  preach  fire  and  brimstone  as  a  remedy  for 
political  wrong." 

That  is  a  paper  that  was  sent  to  me  in  October. 
The  editor  of  the  Boston  Review  may  be  able  to 
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throw  some  light,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Good 
Government  Association,  on  the  question  of  who 
was  the  author  of  that  article.  I  do  not  know. 
After  I  had  appeared  before  the  Good  Government 
Association  I  was  told  informally  later  that  I  had 
made  a  favorable  impression  in  the  matter  of  my 
position  on  the  budget;  and  I  now  want  to  read  to 
you,  with  your  permission,  Mr.  President,  what 
the  Good  Government  Association  says  today  in 
regard  to  the  man  it  has  indorsed  in  Ward  14: 

"In  our  opinion  he  stands  out  among  the  candi- 
dates in  this  ward  for  force" — I  agree  with  them 
in  that — "independence  and  ability.  We  believe 
he  would  be  a  valuable  member  of  the  Council." 

I  have  been  told,  Mr.  President,  that  they  were 
sitting  in  conference  behind  closed  doors  deciding 
whether  to  indorse  one  of  two  men,  so  that  there 
might  be  some  force  in  this  Council.  They  were 
thinking  of  another  gentleman  in  another  ward  in 
Boston,  and  they  were  deciding  whether  to  indorse 
one  or  the  other,  and  they  picked  the  man  from 
Ward  14.  I  want  to  say  that  the  Good  Govern- 
ment Association  might  now  be  called  "Govern- 
ment Gone  Anarchistic,"  because  they  had  the 
opportunity  to  investigate  my  record  in  this  body 
and  failed  to  do  so.  Because  I  had  the  courage  to 
vote  for  the  budget  is  the  excuse  that  is  given  why 
Ruby  has  not  been  a  fit  councilor,  has  not  repre- 
sented his  district  properly,  has  not  done  what 
they  would  like  to  have  had  him  do.  I  might  say 
that  I  could  have  had  the  Good  Government 
indorsement  if  I  wanted  to  make  certain  promises 
that  went  against  my  grain,  but  I  had  the  courage 
of  my  convictions  and  felt  that  I  was  chosen  by 
the  people  of  my  district  to  represent  them  here, 
and  not  by  a  private  group  of  interested  people. 
And  I  now,  Mr.  President,  ask  Abigail  Homans,  I 
ask  Eliot  N.  Jones,  I  ask  William  Minot,  I  ask 
Charles  J.  Nichols,  I  ask  George  R.  Nutter,  I  ask 
Abraham  E.  Pinanski,  I  ask  Hilda  H  Quirk,  I  ask 
Robert  B.  Stone,  the  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Good  Government  Association, 
and  I  ask  little  insignificant  Peter  Oliver,  the  man 
from  parts  unknown,  to  whom  I  had  to  show 
certain  pages  in  the  City  Record  because  he  could 
not  find  them,  what  relationship,  what  acquaint- 
anceship or  what  personal  affection  there  is  between  - 
them  and  Mrs.  Glendower  Evans?  And  let  them 
dare  answer  that  question  as  openly  as  they  have 
given  to  the  press  of  Boston  these  so-called  indorse- 
ments, in  this  case  indorsing  a  man  because  of  his 
"force."  I  wonder  what  kind  of  force  they  mean! 
Do  they  mean  the  true  American  democratic  force, 
or  do  they  mean  the  force  that  this  country  for 
hundreds  of  years  has  tried  to  forestall  and  throw 
down?  Do  they  mean  the  kind  of  force  that  is 
anarchistic  and  communistic  in  its  character,  or 
the  force  that  will  best  serve  the  citizenry  of 
Boston?  I  ask  them  through  the  press  to  answer 
that  question.  While  I  feel  that  I  have  already 
taken  more  of  your  time  than  I  should,  there  are 
some  things  that  I  want  to  get  off  my  chest,  and  I 
am  going  to  quote  the  statement  which  is  being 
given  out  to  the  press  by  his  Honor  Mayor  Nichols 
of  Boston: 

"While  the  Sacco-Vanzetti  ease  was  before  his 
Excellency  the  Governor,  only  a  few  weeks  ago, 
Communists  flocked  to  Boston  from  every  Red 
corner  in  the  world.  They  came  with  thoughts  of 
force  and  violence  in  their  hearts  to  defeat  the 
orderly  process  of  Massachusetts  laws.  Their 
impudence  landed  them  in  the  police  court,  where 
their  champion  appeared."  And  this  champion 
is  the  man  who  has  been  indorsed  as  the  best  man 
to  serve  the  citizens  of  Ward  14  in  the  Boston  City 
Council.  "His  devotion  to  his  Red  clients  is 
promptly  followed  by  a  coveted  recognition  given 
at  the  first  opportunity  presented  through  the  favor 
of  the  Good  Government  Association,  which 
recommends  that  he  now  represent  the  people  of 
Boston  in  their  City  Council.  In  the  Red  press  he 
is  hailed  as  a  comrade.  His  election  would  delight 
every  hater  of  American  institutions.  In  the 
name  of  Good  Government,  what  is  it  that  Boston 
voters  are  being  asked  to  do?" 

That  will  appear,  if  I  am  correctly  informed,  in 
every  newspaper  in  Boston.  It  comes  from  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  in  a  statement  he  has  given  out. 
If  they  had  accused  Ruby  of  graft,  if  they  had  ac- 
cused me  of  being  a  misrepresentative  of  my  dis- 
trict in  the  City  Council,  and  stopped  there,  they 
would  have  stepped  on  no  one's  toes;  but  they  say 
distinctly  that  they  indorse  my  opponent  because 
I  voted  against  the  budget,  and  they  say  nothing 
else  against  me.  For  that  reason,  Mr.  President, 
I  feel  that  a  statement  should  be  made.     I  make 


no  apologies  for  what  I  have  done  for  my  district. 
I  believe  my  district  has  received  in  the  last  two 
years  its  proportionate  share  of  improvement. 
Prior  to  my  election  here  I  made  certain  statements 
as  to  plans  I  hoped  to  carry  out.  Every  promise  I 
made  to  the  people  of  my  district  has  been  carried 
out,  and  I  feel  that  next  Tuesday  they  will  indorse 
what  I  have  done,  in  spite  of  the  Good  Government 
Association's  indorsement  of  the  other  man,  be- 
cause undue  attention  is  not  paid  by  the  people  of 
my  district  to  indorsements  of  candidates  by 
organizations  who  know  nothing  of  Dorchester  men 
or  of  Dorchester  conditions.  In  conclusion,  I 
want  to  apologize  for  having  taken  all  this  time 
but  I  extend  an  invitation  to  that  Mr.  Oliver  from 
parts  unknown  to  visit  Ward  14,  and  if  he  does  not 
know  where  it  is  my  car  is  at  his  disposal  and  I  will 
take  him  through  the  ward  and  show  him  the 
improvements  that  have  been  received  there . 
(Applause.) 

Coun.  DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  I  ask  unani- 
mous consent  to   make  a  statement. 

Chairman  DOWLING — If  there  is  no  objection, 
the   councilor   will   proceed. 

Coun.  DONOVAN— I  want  to  thank  the  Good 
Government  Association  for  not  indorsing  me,  and 
thereby  securing  my  election.  (Laughter.)  Dur- 
ing my  six  years  of  public  life  I  have  never  visited 
the  Good  Government  Association  for  anything, 
and  I  am  surprised  that  my  colleague  from  Dor- 
chester ever  honored  that  organization  by  calling 
upon  them.  The  seven  men  who  are  attempting 
to  arouse  this  defunct  organization,  under  the  guise 
of  good  government,  are  interested  in  every  land 
graft,  rent  gouging  and  street  widening  scheme  in 
the  City  of  Boston.  What  their  opinion  is  is  not 
important  to  the  voters  of  this  city.  I  say  this — 
and  it  is  not  an  idle  boast,  and  I  say  it  to  the  Good 
Government  Association,  and  without  any  egotism. 
— that  I  have  procured  more  for  my  district  than 
has  been  procured  by  any  other  member  of  the 
Council.  And  yet,  they  do  not  indorse  rne.  I- 
don't  want  their  indorsement,  I  do  not  seek  it,  be- 
cause in  the  last  fifty  years  in  East  Boston,  ever 
since  the  inception  of  the  Good  Government  As- 
sociation, its  opinions  have  never  had  any  material 
effect  on  the  voters  of  my  district.  It  has  been  a 
known  fact  for  years  that  that  association  does  not 
indorse  you  on  account  of  your  accomplishments, 
but  rather  on  account  of  your  supposedly  social 
standing.  And  so  I  say  to  my  colleague  from  Dor- 
chester that  he  should  allay  his  fears  because  of 
what  they  may  think  of  him.  Their  idea  of  him 
has  no  bearing  whatever  on  the  opinion  of  the 
voters  of  the  district.

LOAN   FOR    MUNICIPAL   STADIUM. 

Coun.  GREEN,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  order  (submitted  bv  the  Mayor  and 
referred  October  17 —  that  the  sum  of  S250.000  be 
appropriated,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction 
of  Park  Commission  for  the  erection  of  a  municipal 
stadium, — that  the  same  ought  to  pass. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  on  the  last  occa- 
sion when  an  order  was  presented  for  the  erection 
of  a  stadium  I  opposed  it,  and  I  beheve  the  same 
reasons  that  underlie  the  present  order  actuated  the 
order  which  was  presented  at  that  time.  Although 
the  order  in  terms  does  not  specifically  so  provide, 
it  seems  upon  investigation  that  the  idea  behind  it 
is  to  have  a  place  for  spectacles,  schoolboy  contests. 
No  one  understands  better  than  I  do  the  place  that 
athletics  have  in  the  curricula  of  the  schools  of  this 
country.  They  are  justified  by  reason  of  the 
mental  and  moral  training  that  they  give  to  the 
participants  in  athletics,  over  and  above  the 
physical  benefits.     That  is  what  justifies  athletics 
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in  the  schools  and  colleges.  It  seems  to  me  that 
if  they  are  justified  in  that  way,  the  cost  of  main- 
taining athletics  in  the  schools  of  this  city  should 
be  met  in  the  same  way  that  the  cost  of  any  other 
part  of  the  school  curricula  is  met.  It  is  suggested 
that  the  fees  charged  for  admission  to  a  schoolboy 
stadium  would  not  only  pay  for  the  stadium  but 
would  pay  for  the  maintenance  of  athletics  in  the 
schools.  In  my  opinion  that  is  wrong.  Athletics 
in  the  schools  are  justified  and  thoroughly  so,  and 
being  justified  and  thoroughly  so  the  expense 
should  be  met  in  the  same  way  that  the  expense  of 
teaching  French,  geography,  arithmetic  or  any 
other  branch  of  study  taught  in  the  schools  is  met, 
out  of  the  public  tax  levy.  There  is  no  justifica- 
tion whatever  in  the  public  schools  of  the  city  for 
putting  it  on  the  basis  of  a  Shubert  enterprise,  in 
competition  with  other  professional  amusements, 
the  American  or  National  Leagues,  Tex  Rickard's 
activities,  or  those  of  "Cold  Cash  Pyle,"  in  com- 
petition with  public  sports  of  that  nature,  to  enjoy 
which  the  public  expects  to  pay  and  must  pay. 
That  is  not  a  function  of  the  schools.  The  function 
of  the  schools  is  to  educate,  and  if  athletics  play  a 
proper  part  in  that  education,  as  I  am  convinced 
they  do,  I  believe  they  should  be  a  part  of  the 
curricula,  and  paid  for  out  of  the  tax  levy  as  such. 
But  entertainment  and  excitement  of  a  large  body 
of  spectators,  sitting  in  the  stands,  people  who  have 
paid  an  admission  fee  for  the  purpose  of  being 
entertained  and  excited,  is  to  my  mind  no  proper 
part  of  a  school  system.  And  so  an  order  of  this 
sort,  it  seems  to  me,  should  originate  with  those 
who  control  the  policies  of  the  public  schools,  with 
the  School  Committee,  instead  of  with  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council.  Since  the  order  has  been  pre- 
sented to  this  body,  however,  I  feel  constrained  to 
express  my  opinion  upon  the  subject,  and  my 
opinion,  in  brief  and  boiled  right  down  to  lowest 
terms,  is  this:  that  it  is  the  height  of  folly  in  the 
schools  to  depend  upon  admission  fees  for  main- 
taining a  branch  of  the  educational  system  which 
ought  to  be  maintained,  like  any  other  branch,  out 
of  the  tax  levy.  It  will  be  said  in  reply  to  me,  I 
have  no  doubt,  that  the  order  does  not  specify  in 
terms  that  the  purpose  of  the  municipal  stadium 
is  altogether  to  provide  a  place  for  schoolboy 
athletic  sports.  That  is  quite  true,  but  if  the  order 
is  analyzed  carefully  and  the  source  from  which  it 
has  come  scrutinized,  it  will  be  seen  quite  clearly 
that  that  is  what  underlies  it.  If  it  be  suggested 
that  this  is  to  afford  a  place  for  congregating 
people  together  for  other  purposes,  it  would  be  a 
much  better  proposition,  it  seems  to  me,  to  con- 
gregate them  under  a  roof  in  a  large  auditorium, 
where  they  can  hear  what  is  being  said  by  speakers 
and  have  shelter  from  the  elements,  than  to  expect 
them  to  congregate  for  any  such  purpose  in  a 
stadium.  A  close  scrutiny  of  the  order  reveals 
clearly  what  underlies  the  proposition,  and  my 
own  attitude  is  that  it  is  folly  for  the  City  of  Boston 
to  go  into  a  thing  of  this  sort,  because  it  leaves  out 
of  sight  entirely  the  one  reason  that  justifies 
athletic  sports  in  the  schools.  I  am  a  graduate  of 
Harvard  College,  and  I  have  not  the  least  hesita- 
tion in  saying  to  you,  Mr.  President  and  members 
of  the  body,  that  I  consider  the  Harvard  Stadium 
a  piece  of  folly.  That  was  the  start  of  the  over- 
emphasis of  athletics,  with  its  business  side,  that 
we  see  in  the  colleges  today.  If  there  were  a  charge 
of  25  cents  for  admission  to  a  football  game,  how 
many  people  would  go  out  there  of  a  Saturday 
afternoon  to  see  a  25-eent  game?  And  yet  the 
only  thing  that  justifies  Harvard  College  in  athletics 
is  the  effect  that  they  have  on  the  students.  Osten- 
sibly Harvard  College  is  not  catering  to  a  vast 
public  which  wishes  to  be  entertained  and  excited. 
Presumably  it  is  educating  the  youth  of  the  land, 
and  the  only  educational  value  which  athletics 
afford  to  the  youth  of  the  land  is  to"  those  who  par- 
ticipate in  them.  They  are  utterly  without  value 
to  those  who  go  and  look  on,  from  the  standpoint 
of  the  real  purpose  of  the  college.  No  provision 
whatever  should  be  made  by  educational  institu- 
tions for  spectators.  If  they  desire  to  go  and  look 
on,  as  they  would  go  to  an  astronomical  observa- 
tory for  purposes  of  observation,  well  and  good. 
But  athletics  in  the  colleges  should  be  maintained 
in  the  same  way  that  an  astronomical  observa- 
tory is  maintained.  Out  of  the  same  moneys 
should  come  the  cost  of  each.  If  one  is  defrayed 
through  tuition  fees,  let  the  other  be  so  defrayed;  if 
one  is  defrayed  from  the  tax  levy,  let  the  other  be 
so  defrayed.  Athletics  in  the  Boston  schools 
should  not  be  dependent  upon  the  admission  fees 
that  are  charged  at  the  gate,  and  Boston  should 


not  cater  to  entertaining  and  exciting  vast  multi- 
tudes of  people  in  any  such  way. 

Coun.  McMAHON — Mr.  President,  I  move  you, 
sir,  that  this  order  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee.

INCREASED  FERRY  TOLLS. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  November  12,  1927. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  submit  to  you  herewith  an  order 
for  the  increase  of  tolls  on  the  East  Boston  ferries 
accompanied  by  a  report  from  the  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works  relative  to  ferry  service  and  toll 
charges. 

Tne  total  loss  on  the  ferries  since  the  beginning 
of  public  operation  has  now  reached  a  total  of 
about  thirteen  millions.  The  annual  deficit  is 
increasing  and  at  the  present  time  amounts  to 
about  three-quarters  of  a  million  dollars  a  year. 
This  great  annual  charge  upon  the  public  revenues 
bears  upon  every  home  owner  in  the  city  and 
upon  everv  business.  It  means  that  all  our  tax- 
payers contribute  to  the  support  of  an  under- 
taking which  ought  better  to  sustain  itself. 

The  new  schedule  of  ferry  tolls  will  not  extin- 
guish the  annual  deficit.  They  will  but  lift  the 
present  revenue  of  the  ferries  from  $80,000  a  year 


to  $240,000  a  year  upon  the  basis  of  present  travel. 
The  annual  deficit  will  still  be  in  excess  of  one-half 
million  dollars  a  year  if  the  schedule  proposed  is 
adopted. 

The  maintenance  of  our  ferries  entails  a  burden 
of  expense  incomparably  greater  than  the  ex- 
pense of  maintaining  a  public  highway.  The 
service  at  present  is  as  good  as  can  be  provided, 
unless  a  very  large  sum  of  money  is  expended  for 
new  equipment.  The  heaviest  traffic  is  taken 
care  of  by  the  South  Ferry,  as  facilities  at  the 
North  Ferry  are  inadequate  for  the  heaviest 
loads.  The  fact  is  that  ferry  service  together 
with  the  mainland  connections  are  inadequate 
for  the  tremendous  transportation  that  may  be 
expected  in  time  to  attend  the  growth  of  the 
city  and  either  a  tunnel  or  a  bridge  must  ultimately 
be  provided. 

At  the  present  time  rates  sufficient  to  pay  for 
the  cost  of  the  ferries  could  not  be  charged,  be- 
cause they  would  prove  far  in  excess  of  the  new 
schedule  herein  proposed.  While  it  would  be 
inexpedient  to  fix  a  rate  high  enough  to  pay  cost 
of  upkeep,  nevertheless,  I  am  confident  that  the 
public  will  be  willing  to  pay  for  ferry  service 
something  beyond  the  present  charge. 

The  proposed  schedule  of  tolls  is  moderate  in 
comparison  with  toll  schedules  in  other  large 
cities,  and  it  gives  recognition  to  the  great  changes 
in  traffic  that  have  taken  place  since  the  ferry 
tolls  now  in  existence  were  established  under  an 
order  of  the  City  Council  in  the  year  1887. 

For   the   foregoing   reasons,    I   strongly   recom- 
mend passage  of  the  accompanying  order.

I  beg  leave  to  submit  to  you  the  following  state- 
ment with  regard  to  the  question  of  increasing 
tolls  for  the  Ferry  Service. 

An  increase  in  tolls  is  desirable  from  the  stand- 
point of  the  Public  Works  Department,  in  that  the 
increase  would  produce  a  larger  revenue,  decreas- 
ing the  deficit  to  the  city  and  thereby  aiding  in 
reducing  the  general  tax. 


NOVEMBER    14,    1927. 
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The  total  loss  on  the  ferries,  according  to  the 
annual  report  of  the  Public  Works  Department 
for  1926,  is  S12,678,550.99. 

The  existing  rates  have  been  in  force  for  forty 
years,  having  been  adopted  in  1887.  Since  that 
date  conditions  have  materially  altered. 

First,  Foot  passenger  travel  has  dropped  off 
very  greatly.  For  example,  9,507,864  foot  pas- 
sengers paid  for  transportation  in  1887;  13,051,318 
foot  passengers  paid  for  transportation  in  1904, 
and  in  1924  only  2,844,317  foot  passengers  paid 
for  transportation;  the  decrease  since  1924  being 
due  to  the  opening  of  the  East  Boston  Tunnel. 
This  decrease  in  the  foot  passenger  travel  has 
diminished  the  revenue  as  compared  with  1904  by 
over  3100,000  per  annum. 

Second,  Although  a  very  substantial  part  of  the 
revenue  of  the  ferries  comes  from  foot  travel,  the 
ferries  are  now  primarily  for  vehicular  traffic, 
which  has  increased  since  1887  from  755,688  paid 
vehicles  transported  to  approximately  1,000,000 
vehicles  being  carried  per  annum  at  the  present 
time. 

Third,  The  character  of  the  vehicles  has  changed 
greatly  owing  to  the  introduction  of  automobiles, 
both  for  the  carrying  of  passengers  and  trucking. 
At  the  present  time  nearly  75  per  cent  of  the 
vehicles  transported  are  automobiles  and  of  these 
automobiles  about  40  per  cent  are  trucks. 

The  loads  that  are  being  carried  average  much 
heavier  than  the  loads  that  were  formerly  carried, 
on  account  of  the  advent  of  the  motor  truck  and 
as  they  are  much  heavier  they  impose  more  severe 
strain  on  drops  and  boats,  increasing  both  main- 
tenance and  construction  charges. 

The  present  schedule  is  not  based  on  any  definite 
plan,  although  it  is  governed  more  by  weight  of 
vehicle  than  any  other  condition.  It  makes  no 
provision  for  motor  vehicles  except  to  rate  them  in 
with  horse-drawn  vehicles. 

Under  the  existing  laws  tolls  must  be  charged 
and  as  the  cost  of  maintenance  has  arisen  owing 
to  the  rise  in  prices  of  both  materials  and  labor 
since  1887,  it  is  a  subject  for  consideration  as  to 
whether  the  tolls  might  not  fairly  be  increased  to 
provide  at  least  for  a  part  of  the  increased  cost  of 
maintenance. 

Any  system  of  tolls  should  be  simple  of  applica- 
tion and  it  is  extremely  probable  that  any  system 
applied  would  be  simpler  and  more  easily  checked 
than  the  one  now  in  force. 

To  charge  tolls  is  fair,  as  transportation  by  ferry 
differs  from  ordinary  provisions  for  traffic  such  as 
roads  or  bridges.  On  a  road  or  bridge  are  offered 
only  a  means  of  travel  whereas  on  a_  ferry  the 
vehicles  themselves  are  transported,  saving  for  the 
distance  of  the  ferry  route,  cost  in  wear  and  tear, 
gasolene,  etc. 

Apparently  some  of  the  business  interests  of 
East  Boston  are  willing  to  pay  a  toll  of  consider- 
able magnitude  in  case  a  bridge  is  built  and  it  is 
possible  that  tne  feeling  of  the  community  has 
changed  somewhat  with  regard  to  the  increase  in 
the  rates  of  tolls. 

I  have  drawn  up  a  rough  schedule  of  tolls  which 
would  produce  a  revenue  of  about  8240,000  a  year, 
which  is  a  decided  increase  over  the  present  sys- 
tem of  tolls.  It  is  very  much  less  than  the  tolls 
charged  in  New  York  and  Philadelphia.  I  sub- 
mit herewith  this  schedule.  The  foot  passengers 
remain  at  one  cent  and  one  cent  will  be  charged 
for  every  additional  passenger  on  a  vehicle  besides 
the  driver  instead  of  such  persons  being  _  carried 
free  as  they  are  at  present.  The  increase  is  made 
wholly  on  vehicles.  There  is  also  no  particular 
reason  why  free  transportation  should  be  given  to 
vehicles  on  the  Fourth  of  July.  I  believe  that  it 
might  be  well  to  allow  foot  passengers  to  travel 
free  on  that  holiday  but  I  see  no  reason  why 
vehicles  should.  Even  if  the  suggested  increase 
be  adopted  there  will  be  a  heavy  maintenance 
deficit  every  year.

Coun.  GILBODY,  for  the  Executive  Committee, 
submitted  the  following:

CENTRAL  LIBRARY  FIREPROOFING,  ETC. 

Coun.  GREEN,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  order  (referred  August  22,  1927)  for  a 
loan  of  S250.000  to  be  expended  by  the  trustees  of 
the  Public  Library  for  the  central  library  building, 
fireproofing,  improvements,  etc., — -that  the  same 
ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order: 

Chairman  DOWLING— The  Clerk  will  call  the 
roll. 

Coun.  KEENE — Mr.  President,  just  prior  to 
calling  of  the  roll  I  would  like  to  add  to  the  report 
of  the  committee  the  fact  that  Father  Connolly 
and  Mr.  Kirstein,  members  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, were  in  attendance  today  at  the  meeting  of 
the  committee  and  laid  great  stress  on  existing 
conditions  at  the  library.  They  stated  that  the 
last  inventory  of  the  central  library  showed  ap- 
proximately 816,000,000  of  property,  some  of  it 
extremely  valuable,  that  could  never  be  replaced, 
and  cited  the  fact  that  there  are  in  the  library 
original  editions  of  Shakespeare,  of  Milton,  and 
other  works  of  great  value,  that  could  not  possibly 
be  replaced.  At  the  present  time  these  books  are 
kept  upon  shelves  in  ordinary  rooms,  and  not  very 
long  ago  one  of  Commissioner  Hultman's  experts 
made  a  report  to  the  effect  that  the  library  is  a 
fire  hazard.  Members  of  the  trustees  who  were 
present  stated  that  they  felt  very  keenly  the  con- 
ditions that  exist  and  that  they  did  not  dare  to 
assume  the  responsibility  longer  without  calling 
the  fact  to  the  attention  of  this  Council,  setting 
forth  the  urgent  need  of  fireproofing.  Proper  fire- 
proofing  demands  some  structural  changes.  We 
have  estimates  of  the  engineers  calling  for  an 
expenditure  of  approximately  S250,000.  It  would 
seem  that  this  is  an  urgent  need  and  that  the  city 
should  take  some  action  to  protect  the  property 
there.  I  understand  that  our  library  ranks  third 
in  the  libraries  of  this  country.  I  sincerely  trust 
that  the  Council  will  take  prompt  action  in  the 
matter. 

Coun.  PARKMAN— Mr.  President,  I  intend  to 
vote  for  the  order,  but  I  do  so  wholly  unimpressed 
by  the  argument  of  urgency.  The  urgency  now 
argued  apparently  has  existed  for  some  time,  for 
a  number  of  years,  and  the  facts  have  been  known, 
but  it  has  not  been  pressed.  I  do  not  find  from 
the  correspondence  or  data,  in  connection  with 
this  matter  that  the  Mayor  s  office  has  been  up  to 
the  present  time  impressed  by  the  urgency  argu- 
ment, because  the  correspondence  shows  that  the 
request   was  made   of   the   Mayor   November  27, 

1926,  and  it  did  not  reach  the  Council  until  July  25, 

1927,  representing  a  delay  of  eight  months.  I  see 
no  reason  why  the  amount  represented  in  the  order 
should  not  have  been  split  and  the  burden  spread 
over  a  number  of  years.  It  seems  to  me  it  would 
have  answered  the  purpose  as  well  to  have  a  part 
of  the  money  expended  in  1926,  a  part  in  1927, 
and  so  on,  instead  of  having  the  order  for  the  whole 
amount  come  in  at  this  time. 

The  Clerk  called  the  roll  on  the  passage  of  the 
order,  with  the  following  result:

PARKMAN — Mr.  President,  if  in  order 
I  move  that  the  result  of  the  vote  be  announced 
and  that  we  proceed  with  the  business  of  the 
meeting.  Then,  if  a  sufficient  number  of  votes 
show  up  later,  we  can  have  reconsideration. 

Chairman  DOWLING— There  being  but  thir- 
teen votes  in  the  affirmative,  and  fifteen  being 
required  for  the  passage  of  the  order,  the  order  is 
rejected. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  GUILD  it  was  voted  that 
the  action  on  the  order  be  reconsidered  and  that 
the  order  be  assigned  to  the  next  meeting.

APPROVAL     OF     ROXBURY      PROBATION 
OFFICERS'    SALARIES. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD,  for  the  Committee  on 
County  Accounts,  submitted  a  report  on  the  com- 
munication from  the  justice  of  the  Municipal 
Court  of  Roxbury  District  of  the  City  of  Boston 
(referred  October  17,  1927) — recommending  the 
passage  of  the  accompanying  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  salaries  of  the  probation 
officers  of  the  Municipal  Court,  Roxbury  District, 
as  determined  by  the  justice  of  said  court,  to  date 
from  January  1,  1928,  be  and  the  same  hereby  are 
approved,  viz.: 

Chief  probation  officer,  $3,500;  first  assistant 
probation  officer,  $3,000;  four  male  probation 
officers,  $2,800  each;  one  woman  probation  officer, 
$2,500. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  I  simply  rise  for 
information.  Is  that  an  increase  in  the  salaries  of 
the  probation  officers,  or  is  it  merely  to  take  care 
of  the  salaries  to  date? 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  that 
takes  care  of  the  increases  already  provided  for. 
The  Legislature  passed  an  act  authorizing  certain 
increased. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  declared 
passed. 

Coun.  BUSH  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  a 
rising  vote.  The  Council  stood  divided,  and  the 
order  was  passed,  10  to  1. 


BETTER   LIGHTING   ON   COMMON- 
WEALTH AVENUE,   BRIGHTON. 
Coun.  DOWLING  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    the    Commissioner    of    Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  provide  boulevard  lamps  or  other  high  candle- 
powered  lights  on  Commonwealth  avenue,  between 
Brighton  avenue  and  the  Newton  line  in  sufficient 
numbers  to  properly  light  said  avenue  and  afford 
reasonable  protection  to  pedestrians  and  motorists, 
and  that  he  be  further  requested  to  report  to  the 
City  Council  what  action  he  proposes  to  take  in 
this  matter  and  at  what  time. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  I  have 
offered  that  order  as  the  only  way  that  seems 
open  to  me  to  get  adequate  lighting  facilities  for 
one  of  the  most  important  thoroughfares  in  the 
city.  Commonwealth  avenue  is  the  main  artery 
which  connects  the  city  proper  with  the  western 
suburbs  and  the  large  western  cities.  I  inquired 
from  the  Mayor's  Traffic  Survey  Board  this  after- 
noon, and  my  own  opinion  was  confirmed  by  their 
statement  that  14,000  automobiles  pass  through 
that  avenue  between  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning 
and  six  o'clock  in  the  evening.  There  have  been 
in  the  past  five  months,  according  to  the  records 
of  the  Police  Department,  Brighton  Division,  three 
fatal  accidents  and  twenty-two  accidents  in  which 
seriouB  personal  injuries  were  incurred.  The 
danger  there  is  not  due  to  unnecessary  speed, 
because  that  avenue  is  fairly,  and  even  more 
than  fairly,  well  patrolled.  Captain  Anderson  has 
three  or  four  motorcycle  officers  on  the  avenue  all 
the  time,  and  the  movement  of  traffic  does  not 
violate  the  law,  and  does  not,  because  of  undue 
speed,  cause  these  accidents.  I  will  send  to  the 
clerk  at  this  time  and  ask  him  to  read  a  clipping 
from  the  Herald  one  day  this  week,  setting  forth 
the  comments  made  by  Judge  Connelly  on  the 
situation  there,  and  after  the  clerk  finishes  I  will 
resume. 

The  clipping  was  read  by  the  clerk,  as  follows: 
"Judge  blames  bad  lights  for  accident.  Calls 
Commonwealth  avenue  opposite  Capitol  Theater 
dangerous.  Judge  Thomas  H.  Connelly  of  the 
Brighton  District  Court  yesterday  censured  the 
lighting  on  Commonwealth  avenue,  opposite  the 
Capitol  Theater,  where  two  women  have  been 
killed  and  several  persons  have  been  injured  during 
the  past  two  months.  Judge  Connelly  said  that 
he  was  satisfied  that  the  accident  was  caused  by- 
poor  lighting  on  Commonwealth  avenue,  near  the 


Capitol  Theater,  and  that  it  had  been  his  experience 
that  numerous  accidents  had  been  caused  there 
by  lack  of  proper  light.  He  said  that  he  had 
observed  the  light  at  that  point,  and  thought  it 
insufficient  for  motorists,  although  there  has  been 
no  attempt  to  remedy  the  matter."] 

I  have  not  offered  this  order,  Mr.  President,  for 
the  purpose  of  personal  glorification.  I  don't 
want  any  white  way  system  there,  attributed  to 
my  efforts,  but  I  do  want  some  measure  of  protec- 
tion for  the  people.  As  I  have  said,  there  are 
more  than  14,000  autos  that  pass  through  the  dis- 
trict there  during  the  day,  and  I  know  from  my 
daily  and  nightly  experience  that  it  is  impossible 
to  drive  a  car  along  Commonwealth  avenue  with 
any  degree  of  safety  to  the  pedestrian  or  driver 
under  present  conditions.  It  is  a  three-barreled 
road,  with  a  main  central  route  on  which  traffic 
moves  in  opposite  directions,  and  two  side  drives, 
so  called.  I  offer  these  remarks  in  connection  with 
the  order  merely  in  the  hope  that  they  will  attract 
the  attention  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
and  his  Honor  the  Mayor.  I  move  a  suspension 
of  the  rule  and  the  passage  of  the  order. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


BURIAL      SPACE      FOR      SPANISH      WAR

Coun.  DOWLING  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Park  Commission,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested  to  take  such 
steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  increase  the  area  of 
the  lot  in  Mt.  Hope  Cemetery  now  especially 
assigned  to  deceased  veterans  of  the  Spanish 
American  War.

Dear  Sir, —  Replying  to  the  inclosed  order  of 
the  City  Council  that  the  Superintendent  of  Pub- 
lic Buildings  be  reouested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  set  aside  for  wardroom  purposes  for 
Ward  3,  the  hall  in  the  building  situated  on  Bul- 
finch street,  owned  by  the  City  of  Boston  and  now 
used  as  an  armory,  I  wish  to  say  that  the  room 
referred  to  is  now  occupied  by  the  Third  Bat- 
talion, Three  Hundred  Seventv-Second  Infantry, 
M.  N.  G.  Section  39  of  the  Militia  Laws,  State 
of  Massachusetts,  states  that  cities  and  towns 
must  provide  a  suitable  hall  for  drill  purposes 
for  the  various  units  located  therein,  provided 
there  is  not  a  first-class  armory  located  in  said 
town.  The  fact  is  that  there  are  at  least  two 
first-class  armories  located  in  Boston  and  it  seems 
to  me  that  the  City  of  Boston  should  not  be  obliged 
to  furnish  this  armory  for  the  use  of  any  military 
company,  in  keeping  with  the  phraseology  of  the 
law. 

Personally,  I  am  in  hearty  accord  with  the 
order  passed  by  the  City  Council  and  feel  that 
some  arrangements  should  be  made  whereby 
the  state  would  be  obliged  to  provide  other  quar- 
ters for  these  organizations. 

There  is  another  feature  in  connection  there- 
with, namely,  that  the  City  of  Boston  is  also

The  food 
line  of  Stony  brook  governs  the  surface  drainage 
to  the  extent  that  the  underpass  would  be  limited 
to  pedestrians.  An  underpass  for  pedestrians

At  the  lower 
grade  there  would  be  three  feet  of  water  during 
flood  times  or  excessive  rainstorms.

Dear  Sir, — In  accordance  with  instructions  con- 
tained in  your  communication  of  November  18, 
and  having  reference  to  certain  essential  improve- 
ments to  be  made  in  the  Suffolk  County  Jail,  I 
respectfully  report  that,  in  company  with  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Works  James  H.  Sullivan  and 
Building  Commissioner  Louis  K.  Rourke,  I  visited 
Sheriff  Keliher  at  the  jail.  The  sheriff  outlined 
his  ideas  regarding  his  desires  and  they  were 
practically  the  same  as  enumerated  in  his  com- 
munication to  you  under  date  of  November  17, 
namely,  to  raze  the  present  wooden  workshop, 
erect  a  new  fireproof  boilerhouse  in  its  stead, 
excavate  trenches  to  provide  for  the  transmission 
of  heat  to  the  main  building  and  to  remove  part 
of  the  existing  wall  around  the  jail  for  an  exit  to 
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North  Grove  street  instead  of  the  present  exit 
to  Charles  street  in  order  to  avoid  the  congestion 
on  Charles  street. 

This  work  will  cost  approximately  8100,000  and 
the  urgent  need  for  same  was  concurred  in  by  all 
present,  particularly  because  the  boilers  have  been 
condemned  by  the  state  authorities  as  being  in  a 
dangerous  condition  and  in  their  present  location 
in  the  main  building  they  are  a  positive  menace 
to  the  institution. 

You  will  observe  that  in  the  original  request  of 
the  sheriff  he  called  for  an  appropriation  of  §200,000 
which  would  provide  on  a  very  comprehensive 
scale  for  his  wants,  but  he  informed  me  that  with 
an  immediate  appropriation  of  8100,000  the  boiler 
situation  would  be  relieved  and  that  possibly  in 
the  near  future  another  appropriation  could  be 
made  to  carry  out  his  original  scheme  by  an 
addition  to  the  new  boiler  house  which  would 
provide  for  a  garage,  repair  shop,  storeroom, 
offices  and  chambers.

I  might  say  that  the 
present  Columbia  Station  has  an  entrance  from 
Columbia  road,  and  all  the  surrounding  property 
is  vacant  land.  While  it  was  necessary  to  go 
from  that  point  to  a  central  loading  platform,  it 
really  does  not  serve  the  district  as  well  as  an 
entrance  on  the  other  side  would.  In  the  old 
days,  when  trains  stopped  there,  the  station  was 
at  the  corner  of  Crescent  avenue  and  Sydney 
street,  and  this  calls  for  an  overhead  entrance 
from  that  section  to  serve  the  people.  At  the 
time  it  was  thought  that  an  auditorium  or  great 
civic  center  would  be  built  there.  But,  as  that 
has  been  taken  care  of  by  out  friends  of  the  Boston 
and  Maine,  and  there  is  no  need  of  a  city  audi- 
torium in  addition,  I  think  perhaps  this  is  a  good 
time  to  have  that  new  entrance  put  in.  I  move  a 
suspension  of  the  rule  for  the  passage  of  the  order.

FIRE    STATION,   WARD    13. 

Coun.  McGRATH  offered  the  following: . 

Ordered,  That  the  Fire  Commissioner  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  estab- 
lish a  fire  staion  in  the  vicinity  of  Savin  Hill 
avenue  and  Dorchester  avenue,  for  the  proper 
protection  of  that  district. 

Coun.  McGRATH — Mr.  President,  in  connec- 
tion with  this  oder  I  will  say  that  in  the  entire 
Ward  1,3  there  is  no  fire  station  at  present.  About 
a  year  ago  I  took  the  matter  up  with  the  present 
Fire  Commissioner,  Mr.  Hultman,  who  assured 
me  that  one  of  the  first  stations  to  be  considered 
would  be  one  in  the  vicinity  of  Savin  Hill  and 
Dorchester  avenue.  Since  the  letter  was  written 
to  that  effect  they  have  opened  both  the  new 
entrance  at  Crescent  avenue  and  Savin  Hill,  which 
brings  much  more  traffic  there,  and  there  have 
been  added  the  Edward  Everett,  Savin  Hill  and 
John  Lothrop  Motley  Schools,  and  the  new  St. 
Williams  Parochial  School,  which  takes  care  of 
200  children,  and  it  becomes  more  evident  than 
ever  that  there  is  no  adequate  fire  protection  for 
the  district.  I  certainly  hope  that  this  order, 
dealing  with  a  very  important  matter,  will  go 
through.

WARD  19. 
Coun.  GUILD  offered  the  following:

Parkman  School,  including  football,  both  American 
and  English  style,  and  teams  playing  on  that 
playground  find  it  inconvenient  to  run  to  their 
several  homes  before  changing  their  regalia. 
The  order  is  supported  by  a  petition  of  some 
five  hundred  residents  of  the  district.  The  Park 
Commissioner  informs  me  that  when  the  play- 
ground was  first  taken  it  was  planned  to  have  a 
field  house  such  as  the  order  calls  for  erected  there, 
but  they  simply  got  as  far  as  drawing  the  plans 
and  it  went  no  further.  It  is  the  sincere  hope 
of  the  residents  of  the  district  that  something 
beyond  the  plans  on  paper  will  materialize  during 
the  year  1928. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


PROPOSED  INCREASE  IN  GAS  RATES. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  direct  the  Corporation  Counsel  to 
appear  before  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
on  December  7  in  opposition  to  the  proposed 
increase  in  gas  rates. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  in  presenting 
this  order  I  do  so  because  of  the  fact  that  on 
December  7,  a  week  from  Wednesday,  a  hearing 
will  be  held  before  the  Department  of  Public 
Utilities  to  protest  against  the  proposed  increase 
in  rates  which  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas 
Company  proposes  to  put  into  effect  in  the  City 
of  Boston  amounting  to  anywhere  from  10  to  60 
per  cent.  I  remember  a  short  time  ago  when 
another  corporation,  the  telephone  company, 
decided  to  make  a  wholesale  increase  in  rates 
to  the  public,  the  city  took  similar  action  on  the 
matter.  After  all  is  said  and  done  it  is  the  small 
consumer  who  is  really  the  one  who  suffers  in 
such  matters.  At  that  time  the  Mayor  sent  a 
communication  to  the  City  Council  asking  the 
City  Council  to  pass  an  order  providing  $50,000 
to  hire  special  counsel  to  protect  the  people  of 
Boston.  I  believe  the  gas  situation  at  the  present 
time  is  similar  to  that,  that  in  fact  it  is  even  more 
threatening,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  affects 
particularly  the  poorer  people  in  our  congested 
districts,  such  as  Roxbury,  Charlestown,  East 
Boston,  the  North  End,  the  South  End  and 
other  sections.  I  find  that  in  my  district  the 
rate  to  poor  people  will  be  raised  some  45  per 
cent,  that  poor  unfortunates,  unable  to  light  their 
houses  with  electricity,  will  have  to  pay  40  to  45 
per  cent  more  for  gas  than  they  are  paying  at 
the  present  time.  I  believe  it  will  be  an  unusual 
hardship  on  them.  Whether  or  not  it  is  justified 
I  am  not  prepared  to  say,  but  we  have  a  Law 
Department,  which  costs  the  taxpayers  of  this 
city  more  than  $700,000  a  year,  which  is  prob- 
ably equipped  to  handle  just  such  matters.  If 
the  Law  Department  is  too  busy  at  the  present 
time  to  conduct  the  investigation  in  the  interest 
of  the  people  of  this  city,  I  believe  the  Mayor 
should  take  steps  to  furnish  enough  money  to 
provide  special  counsel  to  go  before  the  Public 
Utilities  Board  and  protest  as  far  as  possible 
against  the  proposed  increase. 

Coun.  PARKMAN— Mr.  President,  we  have 
an  expensive  Law  Department,  but  is  is  a  very 
able  one,  and  if  its  time  is  not  wholly  occupied 
with  making  favorable  betterments  for  land 
damages,  I  think  it  might  well  assign  some  of  its 
staff  to  just  this  sort  of  thing.  Or  perhaps  this 
might  well  come  within  the  scope  of  the  special 
legislative  counsel  to  whom  the  city  now  pays  a 
respectable  salary  to  adequately  represent  it,  at 
legislative  hearings.  It  would  seem  to  me  that 
the  matter  might  very  well  be  taken  care  of  before 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  on  December  7  in 
some  such  way.  It  is,  of  course,  too  early  to  go 
into  the  merits  of  the  question.  I  doubt,  how- 
ever, if  the  councilor's  figures  are  correct,  that 
the  proposed  rates  will  result  in  a  40  to  45  per 
cent  increase  to  small  users  of  gas  throughout  the 
city.  On  the  contrary,  I  believe  the  hearings 
will  show  that  the  small  user  of  gas  will  be  bene- 
fited as  compared  with  the  so-called  rich  house- 
holders and  corporations. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  in  answer  to  the 
councilor  from  the  Back  Bay  district  I  might  state 
that  I  have  been  informed  by  a  public  utility 
official  that  the  increase  in  the  Roxbury  section 
will  be  from  40  to  45  per  cent.  I  am  simply  taking 
those  figures. 

Coun.  PARKMAN— Well,  I  don  t  think  the 
councilor  is  fair  in  stating  that  there  will  be  an 


increase  and  an  increase  only.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  while  I  understand  that  there  will  be  an 
increase  in  some  cases,  there  will  be  a  reduction 
in  others.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  as  I  understand  it, 
the  increase  will  largely  affect  those  using  a  sub- 
stantial amount. 

The  order  was  read  for  information  of  Coun. 
Guild. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  apparently  this 
is  something  addressed  to  the  Corporation  Counsel 
and  does  not  call  for  the  employment  of  any 
special  counsel.  It  seems  to  me  Coun.  Parkman 
must  have  been  under  a  misapprehension  as  to  the 
nature  of  the  order  in  addressing  his  remarks  to 
the  Board.  The  function  of  the  Corporation 
Counsel,  it  seems  to  me,  is  to  take  care  of  just 
such  matters  as  this,  and,  as  the  order  does  not 
carry  any  provision  of  employment  of  special 
counsel,  to  be  employed  at  an  additional  expense, 
I  shall  favor  it. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


IMPROVEMENTS  FOR  CENTRAL  LIBRARY 
BUILDING. 

Coun.  KEENE  called  up  assignment,  No.  14,  on 
the  calendar,  vij. 

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $250,000  be  and  the

1.  Report  on  order  (submitted  by  the  Mayor 
and  referred  October  17),  authorizing  the  Mayor  to 
sell  at  public  auction,  at  an  upset  price  of  $4,700 
all  rights,  title  and  interest  of  the  city  in  and  to  a 
parcel  of  land  situated  on  the  northeasterly  side 
of  Main  street  in  Charlestown,  and  containing 
2,367  square  feet  of  land,  more  or  less, — that  the 
same  ought  to  pass.

Chairman  DOWLING — For  what  purpose  does 
the  gentleman  rise?  For  information?  The  roll 
call  has  been  ordered,  and  remarks  from  the  floor 
are  not  now  in  order,  except  that  a  member  may 
ask  a  question  for  information. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  my  pur- 
pose in  rising  was  to  ask  the  chairman  of  the 
committee  a  question  in  reference  to  this  order. 

Chairman  DOWLING — If  the  gentleman  rises 
for  information,  that  comes  within  the  rule. 
Coun.  Fitzgerald  asks  information  in  relation  to 
the  order  from  the  chairman  of  the  committee. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  over  in 
Charlestown  we  have  a  tremendously  big  play- 
ground known  as  the  Sullivan  Square  Playground. 
On  the  farther  side  of  the;playground  there  is  an 
immense  building  built  by  the  Sehrafft  Company. 
The  line  running  between  the  property  owned  by 
the  Sehrafft  Company  and  that  owned  by  the  City 
of  Boston  as  a  playground  is  such  as  to  make  a 
peculiarly  shaped  lot,  and  the  adjoining  owners 
are  anxious  to  buy  a  piece  of  this  land  in  order  to 
straighten  out  their  holdings.  We  held  the  usual 
hearing  last  week  and  there  were  no  objectors. 
We  asked  the  gentleman  representing  Charles- 
town in  regard  to  the  proposition  and  he  explained 
that  there  was  plenty  of  land  left,  that  this  simply 
meant  the  straightening  out  of  this  property,  the 
city  deriving  as  much  benefit  as  the  gentleman 
next  door.  Therefore,  as  this  was  favored  by  tne 
representative  in  the  Council  from  Charlestown, 
we  favored  it,  as  we  would  be  apt  to  do  in  any 
case  where  a  thing  was  favored  by  a  representative 
from  any  part  of  the  city,  expressing  the  wishes  of 
the  people  of  his  locality. 

The  order  was  given  its  first  reading  and  passage, 
yeas  20,  nays  0. 

2.  Report  on  order  (.submitted  by  the  Mayor 
and  referred  October  3)  authorizing  the  Mayor  to 
execute  and  deliver  to  the  Hedge  &  Mattheis 
Company  license  to  build  structure  over  a  certain 
portion  of  a  parcel  of  land  at  285  Dorchester 
avenue,  South  Boston,  which  land  was  taken  by 
the  city  for  sewerage  purposes,  that  the  same 
ought  to  pass. 
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The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  McGBATH— Mr.  President,  perhaps  it 
would  be  well  for  me  to  give  a  little  explanation 
of  this  order,  so  that  there  may  be  no  misunder- 
standing in  regard  to  it.  This  concerns  one  of  the 
'  usual  sewer  easements,  being  a  case  where  the 
city  some  years  ago  took  land  there  for  sewer 
purposes.  This  happens  to  be  on  Dorchester 
avenue,  just  below  Dover  street.  A  steel  works 
company  there,  Hedge  &  Mattheis  Company, 
want  to  build  on  a  portion  of  this  land  where  there 
is  a  sewer.  It  is  provided,  however,  that  if  the 
Sewer  Department  wants  at  any  time  to  bare 
pipes  underneath,  it  can  tear  up  the  floors  or  do 
whatever  is  necessary  to  get  at  the  pipes,  without 
being  subject  to  damages  against  the  city  for  so 
doing.  This  has  passed  the  Law  Department  and 
is  favored  by  the  various  departments  concerned. 
It  is  the  same  situation  that  we  have  in  parts  of 
West  Ro.xbury,  Forest  Hills  and  other  sections  of 
the  city.  There  seems  to  be  no  reason  why  the 
order  should  not  pass.

Dear  Sir, —  In  order  that  certain  essential 
improvements  may  be  made  in  the  Suffolk  County 
Jail,  I  respectfully  request  that  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  thousand  dollars  ($200,000)  be  made 
available  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible. 

As  I  stated  in  our  recent  interview  and  pointed 
out  in  a  communication  under  date  of  July  5, 
1927,  the  state  authorities  have  ordered  such  a 
radical  reduction  in  the  pressure  of  the  present 
boilers  as  to  greatly  embarass  our  heating  system. 
Immediate  relief  must  be  had. 

The  present  boilers  are  located  within  the  main 
structure  and  constitute  a  constant  menace  to 
officers  and  inmates  alike.  It  is  proposed  to  erect 
a  structure  in  the  jail  yard  to  house  the  new 
boilers.  This  plant,  including  boilers  and  means 
of  conveying  heat  to  the  main  building,  can  be 
constructed  for  approximately  one  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  ($100,000).  This  figure  provides  for 
furnishing  two  tubular  boilers  of  ample  pressure, 
wrecking  of  present  workshop,  removal  of  part  of 
the  protecting  wall  of  jail,  sinking  concrete  piles, 
erection  of  a  suitable  building  and  stack  of  suffi- 
cient height  to  preclude  smoke  nuisance  and  the 
building  of  trenches  for  forwarding  the  heat  to  the 
jail. 


Traffic  congestion  has  become  so  marked  on 
Cambridge  and  Charles  streets  as  to  render  the 
transportation  of  inmates  to  and  from  the  courts 
extremely  dangerous.  To  eliminate  this  danger 
that  threatens  every  trip,  I  propose  to  abandon 
the  entrance  on  Charles  street  and  arrange  to 
receive  the  van  from  North  Grove  street.  This 
can  be  done  by  utilizing  land  owned  by  the  city. 

To  make  possible  the  carrying  out  of  these 
much  needed  improvements  the  present  wooden 
workshops  must  be  razed,  and  a  new  fireproof 
building  erected. 

If  this  comprehensive  scheme  is  approved,  so 
much  of  the  work  as  immediate  wants  demand 
could  be  provided  and  the  balance  completed 
later. 

Trusting  that  you  may  see  your  way  clear  to 
act  favorably  upon  this  recommendation,  I  am

DEATH  OF  HON.  NATHAN  MATTHEWS. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  December  12,  1927. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — -It  becomes  my  sad  duty  to  advise 
you  of  the  death  of  Hon.  Nathan  Matthews, 
Mayor  of  Boston,  in  the  years  1891-1895,  inclusive. 

Mr.  Matthews  was  one  of  the  most  profound 
leaders  in  the  United  States  in  the  knowledge  of 
municipal  government  and  its  varied  problems, 
political  economy  and  jurisprudence. 

No  man  ever  served  the  City  of  Boston  with 
greater  fidelity,  more  devotion  to  the  interests 
of  the  city  or  with  greater  love  for  the  well-being 
of  our  citizens. 

Former  Mayor  Matthews  was  born  in  Boston 
upon  March  28,  1854,  a  descendant  of  the  Cape 
Cod  Pilgrims,  educated  in  the  public  and  private 
schools  of  Boston,  entered  Harvard  University 
in  his  eighteenth  year,  and  was  graduated  with 
high  mathematical  honors  in  1875. 

In  the  foundation  of  his  life  work,  Mr.  Mat- 
thews entered  the  University  of  Leipzig,  Germany, 
and  at  this  noted  seat  of  learning  gave  a  most 
earnest  two  years'  study  to  political  economy  and 
its  attendant  problems. 

Mr.  Matthews  began  the  practice  of  law  in 
Boston  in  1880  and  early  proved  himself  an  advo- 
cate of  fine  acumen,  tireless  industry  and  became 
one  of  the  foremost  lawyers  of  the  country. 

He  was  elected  Mayor  of  Boston  in  1891  and 
serving  four  terms  of  one  year  each  proved  him- 
self a  master  of  the  varied  problems  that  related 
to  our  municipal  government.  He  was  an  earnest 
advocate  of  the  building  of  new  parks  and  recrea- 
tional facilities,  the  development  of  the  sewerage 
system  in  Boston  and  especially  the  building  of 
schoolhouses. 

Mr.  Matthews  advocated  the  administration 
of  the  Police  Department  under  a  single  executive, 
the  appointment  of  a  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners by  the  Mayor  in  place  of  election,  a  City 
Council  of  reduced  membership  and  the  direction 
of  the  public  schools  in  charge  of  a  superintendent. 

He  recommended  the  imposition  of  a  tax  upon 
legacies,  the  collection  of  fees  from  corporations 


using  the  public  streets  and  was  the  splendid 
advocate  of  plans  which  largely  resulted  in  the 
building  of  the  first  subway  in  Boston. 

Mr.  Matthews  was  one  of  the  framers  of  the 
present  charter  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  served 
as  first  chairman  of  the  Boston  Finance  Commis- 
sion in  1907-1909. 

He  was  lecturer  in  the  Department  of  Govern- 
ment of  Harvard  University  in  1909-1912  where 
his  fearless  presentation  of  the  problems  related 
to  national,  state,  and  municipal  government  at- 
tracted country-wide  attention. 

Mr.  Matthews,  appreciating  the  high  character 
of  the  principles  involved,  served  as  president  of 
the  Franklin  Foundation  with  great  ability  and 
singular  devotion  in  outlining  the  administration 
of  this  important  Boston  institution  in  providing 
ways  and  means  that  young  men,  wholly  dependent 
upon  their  personal  effort,  might  graduate  well 
qualified  for  the  various  professions  incident  to  the 
commercial  and  industrial  life  of  the  city. 

The  Boston  Public  Library  was  completed  during 
Mr.  Matthews  administration  and  under  the 
leadership  of  the  late  Col.  J.  H.  Benton,  his 
appointee,  has  won  a  world-wide  renown. 

Mr.  Matthews  served  as  chairman  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  Massachusetts  State  Library  and  as  special 
counsel  of  the  United  States  Railroad  Administra- 
tion he  served  the  United  States  Government 
during  the  World  War  in  1918  and  1919. 
He  served  as  chairman  of  the  Boston  Commis- 
sion on  the  Budget  System  in  1916  and  was  chair- 
man of  the  Commission  on  New  Sources  of  Revenue 
■in  1920  and  1921. 

Mr.  Matthews  was  a  life-time  student  of  the 
genealogy  of  Boston  and  Massachusetts  to  which 
he  gave  a  voluntary  labor  of  great  excellence  and 
was  vice-president  of  the  American  Academy  of 
Arts  and  Sciences,  member  of  the  New  England 
Historial  Genealogical  Society,  and  the  Massa- 
chusetts Historical  Society. 

During  the  later  years  of  his  life,  Mr.  Matthews 
was  an  especially  popular  lecturer  upon  historical, 
legal,  economic  and  political  subjects  and  also 
contributed  many  articles  to  leading  publications 
upon  these  general  subjects. 

We  mourn  the  memory  of  a  man,  who  was  not 
only  of  Boston's  first  citizens,  but  lived  life's  best 
estate  and  who  leaves  our  city  poorer  for  his  loss. 

His  fine  acumen,  his  familiarity  with  the  great- 
est problems  that  affect  the  national  life  of  our 
country,  his  great  ability  as  advocate  and  coun- 
selor and  his  devotion  to  every  interest  entrusted 
to  his  care  brings  a  deep  and  abiding  sense  of 
sorrow  to  every  citizen  of  Boston. 

As  a  tribute  of  respect  I  have  this  day  ordered 
all  flags  upon  municipal  buildings,  parks  and  play- 
grounds to  be  lowered  to  half-staff.

BRIDGE.

Gentlemen,—  Under  date  of  May  9,  1927,  I 
submitted  to  your  honorable  body  an  order 
providing  for  a  petition  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Utilities  for  the  reconstruction  of  Columbus 
Avenue  Bridge  over  the  tracks  of  the  Boston  & 
Albany  Railroad.  I  am  advised  that  this  petition 
has  been  approved  by  the  Public  Utilities  Depart- 
ment and  that  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad 
officials  have  assented  to  the  terms  and  conditions 
of  the  order.  The  structure  is  at  the  present  time 
in  a  very  bad  condition  and  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  immediate  re- 
construction is  absolutely  necessary.  I  appreciate 
there  is  very  little  time  left  for  your  honorable 
body  to  pass  on  appropriations  involving  the 
issuance  of  bonds  but  in  view  of  the  urgency  of 
this  particular  matter  I  feel  it  desirable  that  the 
necessary  authorization  be  granted  before  the 
close  of  this  fiscal  year,  in  order  that  the  Public 
Works  Department  may  be  empowered  to  start 
the  necessary  work  without  great  delay. 

I  accordingly  submit  herewith  a  loan  order 
providing  for  an  appropriation  of  885,000  to  be 
utilized   in  the  reconstruction   of  the  Columbus 
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Avenue     Bridge     and     respectfully     recommend 
immediate  consideration  of  your  honorable  body.

I  send  herewith  an  order  issued  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Utilities,  as  the  result  of  a  petition 
of  the  City  Council,  for  the  reconstruction  of 
Columbus  Avenue  Bridge  over  the  tracks  of  the 
Boston  &  Albany  Railroad.  The  agreement 
connected  with  it  has  been  signed  by  the  vice- 
president  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad 
Company  and  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works,  and  it  will  have  to  be  approved  by  your 
Honor  to  become  effective.

The  number  is  quite  small  that  cross  the  wide 
square;  they  do  come  from  Centre  street,  but  they 
are  on  the  side  of  the  square  that  the  schools  are 
on,  farther  down  the  street.  I  have  never  had  an 
officer  there  for  the  route  men  that  touch  the 
square  are  taking  care  of  more  important  crossing 
effecting  school  children,  in  fact  all  the  route 
officers  on  the  division  are  assigned  to  school  cross- 
ings and  I  use  a  house  day  man  at  the  crossing  at 
the  noon  letting  out  and  going  in,  and  also  at  3.30 
p.  m.  The  traffic  officer  from  Division  20  is  not 
there  at  the  times  mentioned.

To  Mayors  of  Cities  and  Chairmen  of  Selectmen 
of  Towns: 
In  view  of  the  alarming  increase  in  the  positive 
cases  of  rabies  reported  to  this  office,  the  Division 
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of  Animal  Industry  collaborated  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health  in  inviting  the  heads  of  the 
Health  and  Police  Departments  of  thirty-five  cities 
and  towns  to  a  conference  to  discuss  ways  and 
means  to  control  by  regulatory  measures  this 
menace  to  the  health  and  safety  of  the  public. 

At  the  meeting  held  in  Room  460,  State  House, 
Boston,  November  29,  there  were  fifty  present 
representing  twenty-three  places.  It  was  the 
unanimous  opinion  of  the  entire  group  that  owing 
to  the  seriousness  of  the  situation  as  shown  by  an 
increase  of  427  positive  cases  this  year  over  last 
year  some  concerted  action  should  be  taken  in  the 
district  so  badly  affected. 

This  is  to  notify  you  that  in  the  writer's  opinion 
there  is  grave  danger  of  an  outbreak  and  spread  of 
rabies,  and  you  are  advised,  under  the  authority 
given  you  by  section  167,  chapter  140  of  the 
General  Laws,  to  order  all  dogs  (whether  immunized 
or  not)  in  your  city  or  town  to  be  restrained  from 
running  at  large  for  a  period  of  ninety  days  begin- 
ning December  15,  1927.  (The  meeting  went  on 
record  as  concurring  with  the  conviction  of  this 
division  that  dogs  should  be  restrained  instead  of 
muzzled,  as  muzzling  is  ineffectual  and  less 
numane.)  This  recommendation  is  going  to  the 
attached  list  of  cities  and  towns  from  which  two  or 
more  positive  cases  of  rabies  have  been  reported 
in  the  past  six  months,  or  towns  adjoining  thereto. 
Please  acknowledge  receipt  of  this  com- 
munication. 

Also  advise  promptly  of  co-operative  action 
taken  as  in  the  event  that  no  order  is  issued  by 
proper  authority  in  your  city  or  town  the  director 
will  have  no  course  left  open  to  him  other  than  to 
exercise  the  authority  given  him  in  Department 
Order  No.  34,  copy  of  which  is  attached.  This 
provides  that  unless  a  restraining  order  is  issued 
by  the  proper  local  authority  within  seven  days 
after  such  notice  the  director  may  order  all  dogs  in 
such  city  or  town  to  be  restrained  from  running  at 
large  for  a  period  of  three  months.  Your  Board 
of  Health  has  doubtless  already  recommended  the 
advisability  of  co-operation  in  such  concerted 
action.

Order  No.  34  (Rabies.) 
To  all  persons  whom  it  may  concern: 

Department  Order  No.  4  is  hereby  revoked  and 
the  following  order  substituted  therefor: 

Section  1.  In  any  city  or  town  within  the 
limits  of  this  Commonwealth  where,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Director  of  Animal  Industry,  there  is  danger 
of  an  outbreak  and  spread  of  rabies,  if  the  mayor 
and  aldermen  of  a  city  or  the  selectmen  of  a  town 
after  being  notified  of  such  danger  and  advised  by 
the  Director  of  Animal  Industry  to  order  all  dogs 
in  such  city  or  town  properly  and  securely  muzzled 
or  restrained  from  running  at  large,  under  the 
authority  given  them  by  section  158  of  chapter 
102  of  the  Revised  Laws,  refuse  or  neglect  to  do 
so  for  seven  days  after  such  notice,  the  Director 
may  order  all  dogs  in  such  city  or  town  to  be  se- 
curely muzzled  or  to  be  restrained  from  running 
at  large  for  a  period  of  three  months  from  the  date 
of  notice  to  the  local  authority.  The  Director 
may  then  extend  this  period  if  in  his  opinion  con- 
ditions render  the  same  necessary. 

Sect.  2.  Dogs  running  at  large  unmuzzled  con- 
trary to  the  provisions  of  this  order,  and  any  dogs 
or  cats  known  to  have  been  bitten  by  a  dog  affected 
with  rabies,  may  be  killed  on  order  of  the  Director. 

Sect.  3.  All  dogs  known  to  have  bitten  persons 
shall  be  quarantined  for  a  period  of  fourteen  days 
for  observation,  at  the  end  of  which  period  if  no 
symptoms  of  rabies  have  developed  said  animals 
may  be  released  from  quarantine  on  order  of  the 
Director. 

Sect.  4.  All  persons  are  forbidden  to  tamper 
with  or  disfigure  any  notice  posted  by  order  of 
the  Director  of  Animal  Industry,  subject  to  the 
penalty  of  the  law.

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  sometime  ago  we 
had  an  order  similar  to  this  introduced  by  one  of 
the  other  councilors  from  Dorchester,  and  evidently 
nothing  came  of  it.  Yesterday  during  the  day  I 
received  as  many  as  fifty  or  sixty  telephone  calls 
from  people  going  to  and  from  their  respective 
churches,  calling  my  attention  to  what  I  consider 
one  of  the  worst  conditions  that  could  take  place — 
the  permitting  of  ash  barrels  loaded  to  the  brim, 
allowed  to  remain  in  the  street  from  Saturday 
morning  until  possibly  this  morning  or  later.  It 
would  seem  as  though  the  people  from  my  district 
had  a  right  to  expect  that  they  could  go  from  their 
homes  to  their  places  of  worship  and  back  again 
on  Sunday  without  having  to  suffer  from  that  sort 
of  thing,  because  of  the  neglect  of  contracting 
companies.  One  of  the  people  of  my  district  had 
occasion  to  call  the  contractor's  home  yesterday, 
after  calling  me,  and  she  told  me  that  the  word  she 
got  was  that  the  contractor  was  too  busy  to  talk  to 
her,  she  being  greeted  in  a  sarcastic  vein  by  some- 
body in  the  house  who  said  he  could  not  be 
bothered.  I  believe  his  Honor  the  Mayor  ought 
to  take  cognizance  of  this  situation,  even  although 
that  particular  contractor  will  not  be  allowed  to 
remove  the  ashes  and  garbage  in  Dorchester  next 
year.  I  believe,  as  I  have  said  before,  that  barrels 
of  ashes  should  not  be  allowed  to  remain  on  the 
streets  over  Sunday  by  the  different  contracting 
firms,  when  they  have  been  placed  out  under  the 
reasonable  supposition  at  least  that  they  would  be 
removed.  I  respectfully  suggest  suspension  of  the 
rule  and  passage  of  the  order. 

McGRATH — Mr.  President,  the  councilor 
from  Ward  17  and  now  the  councilor  from  Ward 
14,  as  well  as  the  other  Dorchester  councilors,  are 


finally  beginning  to  see  that  in  what  I  said  a  year 
ago  about  Mr.  Biggs  there  is  a  great  deal  of  truth. 
The  fact  that  we  attacked  this  gentleman  five  or 
six  months  ago  stopped  him  from  getting  what  he 
had  been  promised  he  would  get — -the  renewal  of 
the  contract  in  Dorchester — regardless  of  the  fact 
that  his  price  might  be  high.  I  did  not  know,  sir, 
that  my  colleague  from  Ward  14  was  going  to 
introduce  this  order  until  I  heard  it  read,  but  it 
must  be  evident  by  now  to  every  member  of  this 
Council  that  Mr.  Biggs  certainly  bears  a  charmed 
life,  for  one  who  is  no  friend  of  the  present  adminis- 
tration; and,  sir,  if  it  were  not  for  the  criticism  to 
which  he  has  been  subjected,  if  it  were  not  for  the 
fire  directed  upon  that  gentleman  because  of  his 
inefficiency  as  displayed  in  the  present  instance  in 
the  councilor's  ward,  Ward  14,  during  the  past  year, 
he  would  have  obtained  that  Dorchester  contract, 
even  though  his  price  was  §40,000  higher,  and  he 
would  have  been  allowed  to  keep  that  §40,000,  of 
course,  himself,  because  he  has  no  friends  in  this 
administration.  But,  sir,  in  order  to  further 
emphasize  the  importance  of  Mr.  Biggs,  when 
they  did  not  have  the  courage  after  my  fight  show- 
ing that  he  was  in  right,  to  give  him  this  contract 
for  §40,000  above  another  gentleman,  he  was 
given  one  of  those  gratuities  that  are  such  delicious 
plums,  the  snow  removal  contracts — as  Mr. 
O'Rourke,  of  Dorchester,  a  very  prominent  man 
politically,  who  gets  contracts  at  50  cents  a  yard 
for  snow  removal,  and  then,  sir,  under  the  name, 
not  of  O'Rourke,  but  "Ormac,"  a  combination  of 
the  names  of  O'Rourke  and  McNary,  associates 
himself  with  a  former  Congressman  and  a  former 
bank  president,  sir,  and  gets  60  cents  per  yard. 
That  is,  sir,  when  the  former  Congressman  comes 
in  with  Mr.  O'Rourke  the  same  snow  falling  from 
the  same  heavens  is  worth  10  cents  a  yard  more 
to  remove.  But  I  warn  the  councilor  from  Ward 
14  (Coun.  Ruby)  if  he  does  not  want  the  ire  of 
those  whose  ire  I  have  recently  felt,  sir,  that  he 
had  better  be  cautious  about  attacking  those  who 
bask  in  the  sunshine  of  the  administration.  Mr. 
Biggs  is  a  favored  person  in  this  city  in  connection 
with  the  administration,  but  he  has  no  friends. 
Biggs  can  leave  barrels  on  any  street  in  Dorchester, 
Biggs  can  insult  any  person  who  would  call  him  up 
to  even  ask  about  the  carrying  out  of  the  contract . 
But  don't  you  cast  any  criticism  on  Biggs,  because 
this  gentleman  within  two  weeks,  as  I  say,  has  been 
given  one  of  those  delicious  plums,  so  that  still  the 
unseen  hand  of  Biggs  appears,  and  he  is  a  favorite 
of  the  administration.  As  one  who  has  had  some 
experience  with  Mr.  Biggs,  I  want  to  warn  my 
young  colleague  who  sits  next  to  me  to  be  careful. 
If  you  want  any  patronage  in  the  next  two  years, 
be  careful,  because  Biggs  bears  a  charmed  life  and 
those  who  oppose  anything  he  may  do  come  to 
harm,  sir. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  am  very 
glad  to  see  the  gentleman  from  Ward  14  (Coun. 
Ruby)  get  aboard  or  off  the  wagon,  as  the  case 
may  be,  and  I  would  suggest  as  a  possible  solution 
of  the  Biggs  difficulty  that  we  get  from  the  proper 
department  a  copy  of  the  contract  and  that  we 
also  have  a  representative  of  the  Board  of  Health 
here  in  this  matter.  I  cannot  believe  that  the 
contract  is  written  so  that  this  man,  as  he  is 
apparently  doing,  can  absolutely  he  down  on  the 
contract  tor  collection  of  ashes  and  refuse  in  Dor- 
chester during  the  month  of  December,  as  in  the 
month  of  November,  merely  because  some  other 
gentleman  has  the  contract  for  next  year.  It 
seems  to  me  if  there  is  a  penalty  attached  to  the 
contract  such  as  any  competent  law  officer  would 
see  was  put  into  the  contract,  this  man  can  be 
sued  for  damages  for  not  properly  fulfilling  the 
provisions  of  the  contract  in  collecting  ashes  and 
garbage  in  that  district.  If  this  man  or  any 
other  man  in  Dorchester  or  Roxbury  allows  recep- 
tacles for  garbage  or  ashes  to  remain  exposed  in 
the  public  streets  or  even  in  the  yards  for  forty- 
eight  hours,  the  Board  of  Health  can  serve  notice 
upon  him  and  summons  him  into  court  and  fine 
him.  It  seems  to  me  the  City  of  Boston  would 
be  put  in  a  ridiculous  position  in  allowing  a  con- 
tractor, under  such  circumstances,  to  violate  his 
contract  and  to  violate  the  health  laws  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  and  that  if  even  there  is  no  provision  in 
the  contract,  as  there  should  be,  the  Board  of 
Health  of  the  City  of  Boston  might  at  least  snap 
out  of  it  and  relieve  the  situation. 

Coun.  GUILD— Mr.  President,  I  think  we  will 
probably  all  agree  that  open  sunlight  is  one  of  the 
best  disinfectants  known  to  man  and,  having  in 
mind,  what  Coun.  Wilson  has  just  said,  it  occurs 
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to  me  to  humbly  suggest  to  the  councilor  who 
introduced  the  order  that  it  would  be  wholesome 
to  have  the  order  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, where  the  direct  rays  of  the  sun  can  be 
brought  upon  the  situation  through  such  an  exami- 
nation as  Coun.  Wilson  suggests,  rather  than  by 
pressing  at  this  time  his  motion  to  suspend  the 
rnles. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  want  to  thank 
my  colleague  on  the  left  (Coun.  McGrath)  for 
having  given  to  me  what  I  think  is  very  honest 
and  sincere  advice,  but  I  want  to  say  that  the 
reason  why  I  have  never  interfered  with  the 
so-called  Biggs  contract  is  because  in  the  very, 
very  few  occasions  that  required  my  calling  atten- 
tion to  the  way  in  which  the  contract  was  being 
carried  out,  I  was  always  able  to  get  immediate 
satisfaction  from  the  concern.  But  when  an  entire 
constituency  make  it  their  business  throughout  an 
entire  Sunday  to  call  the  attention  of  their  coun- 
cilor to  a  condition  of  this  sort,  I  believe  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  councilor  to  do  what  he  can  to  try  to 
remedy  the  condition  in  the  future.  I  am  not 
worried,  Mr.  President,  when  I  introduce  an  order 
in  the  Council  as  to  whose  toes  I  may  step  on 
when  I  am  sincere  in  the  introduction  of  that 
order,  as  I  am  in  this  case.  I  do  not  believe  that 
the  ire  of  anyone  will  fall  on  the  councilor  from 
Ward  14.  I  have  introduced  this  order  because  I 
want  to  see  in  my  district  as  well  as  in  the  entire 
Dorchester  section,  proper  removal  of  ashes  and 
garbage  for  the  balance  of  the  term  of  the  Biggs 
Company's  contract.  That  is  something  that  we 
are  entitled  to.  I  am,  however,  going  to  accept 
the  suggestion  of  the  councilor  from  Ward  1 9 
(Coun.  Guild)  by  asking  that  the  order  be  referred 
to  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 


ANNUITY   TO  WIDOW   OF 
JAMES  GAVAGAN.

My  reason  for  not  signing  this  order  is  con- 
tained in  the  accompanying  opinion  of  the  Corpo- 
ration Counsel,  who  says  that  the  beneficiary 
named  in  your  order  is  not  legally  entitled  to  an 
annuity.

Dear  Sir, — -You  have  asked  to  be  advised  whether 
you  have  the  legal  right  to  approve  the  following 
order  passed  by  the  City  Council  on  Novem- 
ber 28,  1927: 

"Ordered,  That  an  annuity  of  six  hundred  dollars 
be  allowed  and  paid  to  the  widow  of  Frank  H. 
Laskey,  late  member  of  the  Boston  Fire  Depart- 
ment, who  died  from  injuries  received  in  the  per- 
formance of  his  duty,  such  annuity  to  continue  so 
long  as  said  widow  remains  unmarried  and  to  be 
charged  to  the  appropriation  for  Fire  Depart- 
ment,   Pensions   and   Annuities." 

The  provisions  of  law  which  authorize  the  city  to 
pay  an  annuity  to  the  widow  of  a  deceased  member 
of  the  Fire  Department  are  contained  in  section  2 
of  chapter  107  of  the  Acts  of  1880,  as  amended 
by  chapter  93  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1919  and 
chapter  62  of  the  Acts  of  1920.  The  two  amend- 
ing statutes  merely  change  the  amount  that  may 
be  granted  by  the  city  government. 

Section  2  of  chapter  107  of  the  Acts  of  1880  is 
as  follows: 

' '  If  any  member  of  the  said  fire  department 
shall  die  from  injuries  received  while  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duties,  and  shall  leave  a  widow,  or, 
if  no  widow,  any  child  or  children  under  the  age  of 
sixteen  years,  a  sum  not  exceeding  three  hundred 
dollars  may  be  paid  by  way  of  annuity  to  such 
widow  so  long  as  she  remains  unmarried,  or  to  any 
such  child  or  children  so  long  as  he  or  they  continue 
under  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  and  the  board  of 
fire  commissioners  may  from  time  to  time  order 
such  annuity  to  be  reduced." 

Your  Honor  will  observe  that  one  of  the  requi- 
sites of  this  provision  of  law  is  that  the  ' '  member 


of  the  said  fire  department  shall  die  from  injuries 
received  while  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties." 
Before,  therefore,  the  widow  of  a  deceased  fireman 
may  receive  an  annuity  it  must  be  established  that 
the  fireman  died  from  injuries  received  in  the 
performance  of  his  duties. 

In  the  present  case  the  medical  examiner  of  the 
Fire  Department  reported  that  he  was  in  receipt 
of  a  medical  certificate  signed  by  Doctor  Buckley, 
Associate  Medical  Examiner  for  Suffolk  County, 
stating  that  Laskey  had  died  "from  acute  cardiac 
failure,  chronic  cardiac  (months),  collapsed  and 
died  suddenly  while  a  visitor  at  Deer  Island." 
Doctor  McNally,  medical  examiner  of  the  Fire 
Department,  also  reported  that  Engineer  Laskey 
had  been  ill  with  la  grippe  and  pharyngitis.  Doc- 
tor McNally  makes  a  finding  that  no  injury  was 
a  remote  or  recent  factor  in  the  causation  of 
Laskey's  death.  From  Doctor  McNally's  report 
it  is  quite  evident  that  Laskey  did  not  die  from 
injuries  received  in  the  performance  of  his  duties. 

The  evidence  submitted  at  the  hearing  before 
the  committee  of  the  City  Council  in  charge  of 
this  matter  indicated  that  Laskey  had  received  a 
wetting  at  a  fire  on  the  tenth  of  April,  1927.  I 
have  carefully  examined  the  record  of  the  testi- 
mony sub  i  itted  to  the  committee  of  the  City 
Council  and  find  nothing  there  which  permits  me 
to  arrive  at  the  conclusion  that  Engineer  Laskey 
received  an  injury  while  in  the  performance  of  his 
duties. 

In  my  opinion  section  2  of  chapter  107  of  the 
Acts  of  1880,  as  amended,  does  not.  apply  when  the 
member  of  the  Fire  Department  dies  as  a  result  of 
a  disease  and  must  be  confined  to  cases  where 
death  follows  as  the  result  of  injuries  received.  A 
similar  ruling  was  made  in  construing  this  statute 
by  several  of  my  predecessors  in  office;  by  the  late 
Thomas  M.  Babson  on  December  20,  1909;  by 
Judge  Joseph  J.  Corbett  on  July  29,  1912;  and  by 
E.  Mark  Sullivan  on  April  11,  1924,  in  connection 
with  an  order  of  the  City  Council  awarding  an 
annuity  to  the  widow  of  former  Chief  John  Grady. 

Mr.  Babson  in  his  opinion  to  the  Fire  Commis- 
sioner, Samuel  D.  Parker,  said  in  part, 

"The  statute  under  which  this  pension  or  an- 
nuity is  granted  does  not  apply  to  the  widows  of 
persons  who  died  of  disease  contracted  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties  as  firemen,  but  ©nly  to 
widows  of  persons  who  received  physical  injury 
which  resulted  in  some  way  in  their  death." 

Mr.  Babson  ruled  in  the  particular  case  before 
him  for  consideration  that  the  widow  of  a  fireman 
who  died  of  pneumonia  occasioned  by  getting  wet 
at  a  fire  was  not  entitled  to  receive  an  annuity. 

Judge  Corbett  in  bis  opinion  stated  in  part, 

"In  an  effort  to  provide  relief  for  employees 
incapacitated  by  disease,  the  door  would  be  opened 
wide  to  claims  of  a  highly  flimsy  and  litigous  char- 
acter. It  is  largely  a  matter  of  proof.  Where 
there  is  a  change  in  the  physical  structure,  it  is 
generally  possible  to  show  the  fact  that  it  occurred 
in  the  course  of  the  employment  which  produced 
it.  Where  there  is  a  disease  it  depends  on  the 
statements  of  the  employee  and  his  physician. 
The  question  of  fact  that  it  was  caused  by  the 
employment  is  rarely  without  doubt." 

See,  also,  opinion  of  former  Corporation  Counsel 
E.  Mark  Sullivan,  addressed  to  the  Honorable 
James  M.  Curley,  Mayor,  rendered  on  Decem- 
ber 11,  1924,  advising  his  Honor  the  Mayor  that 
the  widow  of  Alexander  F.  Smith,  former  member 
of  the  Fire  Department,  was  not  entitled  to  re- 
ceive an  annuity.  In  that  case  the  medical  ex- 
aminer reported  that  the  fireman  died  from  ' '  a 
systemic  toxic  condition  which  was  the  result  of 
debility  following  his  injuries  and  the  cause  of 
degenerative  changes  in  his  kidneys."  The 
medical  examiner  further  reported  in  that  case 
that  the  fireman  was  subject  to  wettings,  severe 
cold  weather,  or  extreme  heat,  which  might  have 
affected  his  condition.  It  was  held  that  any  in- 
jury which  might  have  occurred  to  the  fireman 
was  not  the  proximate,  direct  or  sole  cause  of  his 
death  but  that  the  fireman  had  died  from  disease. 

I  advise  your  Honor,  therefore,  that  in  the  in- 
stant case  the  widow  of  former  Engineer  Laskey  ie 
not  legally  entitled  to  annuity  and  that  you  have 
no  legal  right  to  approve  the  order  of  the  City 
Council  granting  the  annuity.

POLICY  OF  OVERSEERS  OF  PUBLIC 
WELFARE. 
Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    his    Honor   the    Mayor    be   re- 
quested to  conduct  an  investigation  of  the  policy 
of  the  Overseers  of  the  Public  Welfare  in  its  treat- 
ment of  men  who  are  out  of  employment  and  are 
working   in   the   city   woodyard,   with   a   view   to 
correcting  the  unjust  conditions  now  prevailing. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  in  presenting  this 
order  I  will  simply  say  that  I  do  so  as  a  last  resort, 
to  get  a  little  action  from  the  Board  of  Overseers. 
During  the  past  year  we  have  appropriated  $1,- 
830,000  for  that  department.  We  have  never 
questioned  the  policies  of  the  overseers  of  the 
department  with  respect  to  the  charity  work  they 
have  done.  But  at  this  time  of  year,  when  every 
newspaper,  every  organization,  every  public 
spirited  citizen  of  Boston,  is  doing  the  utmost  to 
take  care  of  those  a  little  less  fortunate  than  some 
of  the  rest  of  us  may  happen  to  be,  it  does  seem  as 
though  it  was  a  time  for  the  Board  of  Overseers  to 
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take  drastic  action  to  help  and  relieve  unfor- 
tunates, and  not  to  put  a  greater  burden  on  them. 
For  the  first  ten  months  of  the  year  a  man  who 
was  unfortunate  enough  to  have  to  go  to  the  wood- 
yard  to  work  could  work,  say  five  or  six  days  in  the 
week  and  get  S16  or  S17.  Under  the  present  rule 
a  man  who  goes  into  the  woodyard  works,  say 
three  days  a  week  and  at  the  expiration  of  three 
days  gets  a  S4  or  S5  grocery  order.  How  can  a 
man  maintain  a  family,  his  wife,  himself  and 
children  on  a  grocery  order  of  S4  a  week?  They 
tell  men  to  go  out  and  get  a  position.  Every 
member  of  the  Council  knows  that  it  is  absolutely 
impossible  to  get  positions  for  men  out  of  employ- 
ment at  the  present  time.  I  do  not  believe  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  is  aware  of  the  fact  that  the 
overseers  have  taken  this  drastic  action.  Per- 
sonally, I  certainly  believe  instead  of  increasing 
the  burden  on  those  poor  unfortunates  who  have 
to  go  to  the  woodyard,  we  should  like  to  lessen  it, 
especially  at  this  time  of  year  and  at  such  a  time 
as  this.  I  do  not  like,  a  week  before  Christmas, 
to  feel  obliged  to  ask  the  Mayor  to  conduct  an 
investigation  of  this  kind,  but  I  believe  the  action 
that  is  being  taken  by  the  department  is  abso- 
lutely unfair  and  against  the  intention  of  the  act, 
and  I  believe  it  is  also  against  the  intention  of  this 
Council  when  it  voted  to  give  the  S1,S30,000  to 
the  Board,  to  be  spent  for  the  relief  of  those  in  our 
city  who  needed  such  assistance.  _  I  have  appealed 
to  the  secretary  in  the  matter,  in  regard  to  this 
action  of  the  Board  in  only  giving  grocery  orders. 
The  only  argument  they  can  give  you  is  that  there 
are  a  few  men  who  have  been  on  the  roll  for  a 
considerable  time  whom  they  feel  they  should  get 
rid  of.  Well,  if  that  is  so,  why  not  get  rid  of 
them?  Why  make  the  unfortunates  who  are 
dealing  with  the  department  at  the  present  time 
suffer?  And,  after  all,  in  a  family  it  is  not  so 
much  the  man  as  the  woman  and  the  children  at 
home  who  suffer.  Nobody  can  take  care  of  a 
family  with  a  So  grocery  order.  You  cannot  get 
money  that  will  enable  you  to  pay  rent,  unless 
you  get  an  eviction  order  from  the  landlord.  They 
tell  you  that  in  such  an  emergency  they  will  act, 
but  in  my  opinion  you  may  be  dying  before  they 
will  act.  I  have  had  some  experience  with  people 
in  my  district  in  this  matter.  I  have  received  a 
dozen  letters  in  the  last  few  days  from  men  with 
families,  with  five,  six  or  seven  children,  who  have 
appealed  to  the  Overseers  and  could  only  get  a 
grocery  order.  And  yet  we  here  in  this  Council 
have  voted  to  appropriate  §1,800,000  for  this 
department,  and  we  have  never  refused  when  they 
needed  money  to  give  them  S100.000  more,  or 
whatever  the  amount  might  be.  I  believe  it  is 
•  time  that  the  Mayor  took  action  in  this  matter 
and  remedied  the  situation,  particularly  in  Christ- 
mas  season. 

Coun.  McMAHON — Mr.  President,  speaking  to 
Coun.  Dowd's  order,  I  would  like  to  tell  the  Council 
about  a  few  interesting  cases  that  I  have  had  in 
connection  with  the  same  department.  There  is 
one  man  in  my  ward,  with  six  children,  who  worked 
down  in  the  wood  yard  for  three  weeks,  and  they 
gave  him  §12  in  cash  and  a  S4  grocery  order. 
Imagine,  Mr.  President,  six  children  and  the 
father  and  mother  living  on  $12  cash  and  S4 
grocery  order  for  three  weeks,  as  the  result  of 
working  three  or  four  days  each  week  in  the  wood- 
yard.  Certainly  they  cannot  claim  that  that  is 
charity,  if  you  work  three  or  four  days  in  the 
week  for  three  weeks  and  get  only  312  in  cash  and 
S4  in  grocery  orders.  And  that  man  had  to  go 
through  three  weeks,  with  his  wife  and  six  children 
depending  on  him,  to  get  his  $12  cash  and  his  $4 
grocery  order.  I  called  them  up  and  asked  about 
it  and  was  told  that  a  man  who  worked  there  was 
entitled  only  to  a  $4  or  $5  grocery  order.  Then, 
there  was  a  case  in  which  I  interested  myself  a  few 
months  ago  in  my  district.  I  had  a  personal  talk 
with  the  investigator  three  months  ago,  and  he  told 
me  he  would  go  out  and  see  an  old  woman  there 
whom  I  thought  needed  attention.  He  told  me 
that  a  call  would  be  made  on  her  but  nobody  went 
out  there  from  the  department.  I  got  the  whole 
story,  finding  out  that  no  word  had  been  received 
from  the  department  in  regard  to  the  matter.  I 
wrote  two  or  three  times  and  tried  to  get  an  ap- 
pointment, because  this  was  a  case  in  my  district. 
But  it  seemed  impossible  to  be  able  to  do  it.  I 
wrote  to  make  a  date  when  I  would  be  able  to  go 
along  and  bring  conditions  to  the  attention  of  the 
department  in  that  way.  But  I  have  been  un- 
successful. So  I  say  now,  if  what  should  be  done 
there  is  not  being  done,  his  Honor  the  Mayor  should 
do  it,  should  see  that  conditions  there  are  straight- 


ened out  in  this  respect.  If  you  go  to  the  Over- 
seers of  the  Poor  you  will  find  a  father  there,  a  son 
there,  the  son's  wife  and  sister  working  there,  four 
in  one  family  working  for  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor. 
But  if  a  number  of  people  such  as  we  know  in  our 
districts  want  to  get  a  week's  pay  there  they  cannot 
do  it.  I  think  it  is  time  to  start  in  on  the  Overseers 
of  the  Public  Welfare  when  they  won't  give  to  the 
poor  unfortunates  enough  to  live  on,  parents  and 
children.  When  they  have  one  family  that  has 
four  people  working  there,  and  still  we  are  told  that 
money  for  the  poor  people  in  different  parts  of  our 
city  is  not  available,  for  people  who  really  need  it, 
especially  at  this  time  of  year,  certainly  something 
is  wrong.  I  hope  the  order  will  take  effect,  and  I 
am  very  glad  that  the  councilor  has  put  it  in. 

The  order  was  read  for  the  information  of  Coun. 
Fitzgerald. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  don't 
think  we  ought  to  wait  for  an  investigation  by  the 
Mayor.  I  think  we  ought  to  have  the  City  Mes- 
senger get  in  touch  with  Mr.  Heller,  the  chairman, 
having  him  come  to  our  executive  meeting  this 
afternoon.  A  deplorable  condition  exists  in  that 
department.  I  have  had  a  good  many  complaints 
in  my  own  district,  and  what  has  been  said  by  the 
other  speakers  is  absolutely  true.  The  department 
has  assumed  a  very  high  handed  attitude.  That 
has  been  so  in  reference  to  cases  that  I  have  had, 
worthy  cases.  I  do  not  go  to  them  unless  the  case 
is  a  worthy  one.  I  ahvays  figure  on  the  matter  of 
whether  they  have  money  in  the  bank,  whether 
folks  at  home  are  working,  whether  there  are  means 
in  the  family,  and  I  know  the  facts  pretty  well 
through  investigation  before  I  interest  myself 
further  in  the  matter.  There  is  no  politics  with  me 
in  these  matters,  none  of  the  "good  fellow" 
business.  I  know  them.  Unless  they  are  married 
I  don't  go  there,  because  I  believe  that  only 
meritorious  cases  should  be  helped.  They  have  a 
system  down  there  that  ought  to  be  changed. 
Prior  to  the  World  War  things  were  different.  At 
the  present  time,  under  the  so-called  social  service' 
regime,  they  have  schools  conducted  by  high-toned 
reformers  who  must  find  positions  for  those  who 
are  turned  out.  and  positions  are  promised  through 
civil  service  regulations.  The  result  is  that  this 
meddlesome  gang  are  put  into  the  job  and  they  go 
around  to  the  homes  and  do  things  that  are  ab- 
solutely unwarranted.  As  the  councilor  from 
Dorchester  has  stated,  there  are  married  women 
there  drawing  salaries,  with  their  husbands  also 
employed  there  and  salaried,  and  the  attention  is 
not  given  that  should  be  given  to  poor  people  with 
little  children,  starving,  families  who  cannot  get 
enough  to  eat.  How  can  such  department,  with 
the  unemployment  situation  as  it  is  today,  fail  in 
its  duty  in  matters  of  this  kind?  We  all  know  how 
the  civil  service  rules  tie  things  up,  that  there  are 
plenty  of  men  looking  for  work  and  who  get  on  the 
the  civil  service  lists  perhaps  with  the  hope  of  being 
employed  temporarily,  but  that  there  must  of 
necessity  be  more  or  less  delay  in  their  getting  even 
such  employment,  that  it  will  sometimes  be  weeks 
before  they  get  an  opportunity  to  do  any  work 
whatever.  So  many  must  depend  on  immediate 
assistance  through  a  department  such  as  the 
Public  Welfare.  I  do  not  believe  any  city  in  the 
entire  country  handles  the  unemployment  situation 
so  badly  as  Boston.  These  overseers  ought  to  be 
brought  to  time  and  told  a  thing  or  two.  Don't 
wait  a  week  or  ten  days.  Christmas  will  be  upon 
us  in  a  few  days,  and  many  are  starving  and  may 
die  of  want.  Have  the  chairman  brought  down 
here  w-here  we  can  talk  to  him,  this  afternoon,  also 
have  the  secretary  come  here.  Other  things  are 
not  so  important.  This  is  the  time  and  the  place, 
and  we  should  have  an  investigation  of  the  situa- 
tion. We  find  people  who  go  there  advised  to  leave 
their  homes,  to  go  away  from  territory  where  they 
have  lived  for  years,  where  they  have  their  friends, 
people  on  whom  they  could  depend  to  a  certain 
extent  to  render  them  some  assistance  in  case  of 
emergency.  And  still  they  are  simply  told  to 
move  to  parts  unknown,  to  new  localities.  And 
that  is  the  attitude  of  these  people,  who  do  nothing 
unless  perhaps  as  a  political  favor,  and  you  would 
think  from  their  attitude  that  they  own  the  world. 
If  you  look  back  into  the  history  of  some  of  them, 
perhaps  you  would  find  that  they  in  the  past  had 
been  as  unfortunate  in  their  family  life  as  some  of 
those  they  are  now  turning  down.  Yes,  Mr. 
President,  this  matter  should  be  looked  into.  I 
favor  the  passage  of  the  order  and  believe  that 
some  of  the  representatives  of  the  Overseers  of  the 
Poor  should  be  brought  down  here.  They  can  be 
reached  very  shortly,  and  we  can  have  a  talk  with 
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them,  face  to  face.  If  they  were  looking  for  an 
appropriation  you  would  find  them  ringing  our 
doorbells  and  pulling  and  hauling  back  and  forth, 
calling  up  on  the  telephone  and  sending  somebody 
down  here  to  intercede  for  them.  But  they  cater 
to  people  to  make  themselves  good  fellows,  and 
then  don't  know  whether  these  same  people  would 
do  anything  for  them  or  not.  That  sort  of  thing  is 
all  buncombe.  Bring  Mr.  Heller  in  here,  and 
bring  Mr.  McCarthy,  the  secretary,  here,  and  I 
would  like  to  have  Mrs.  Leahy  brought  down,  also, 
as  the  one  in  charge  of  the  district  I  represent.  I 
would  like  to  find  out  how  she  lines  up  in  some  of 
these  matters,  having  in  mind  some  things  in  my 
district. 

Coun.  BUSH—  Mr.  President,  I  have  listened 
with  interest  to  the  debate  on  this  order,  and  I 
refuse  personally  to  get  excited  about  it.  There  is 
no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  there  may  be  some 
injustice  done  in  isolated  cases,  but  it  is  my  per- 
sonal view  that  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  the 
Public  Welfare  are  trying  to  do  a  hard  job  to  the 
best  of  their  ability.  They  have  investigators 
whom  they  send  to  investigate  the  different  cases 
that  come  before  them,  and  I  believe  they  attempt 
to  handle  such  cases  properly  and  reasonably  and 
to  the  best  of  their  ability. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  ask  the  gentleman  a  question.  Do  you  think 
it  is  fair  to  give  a  grocery  order  of  $5  a  week  to  a 
man  working  in  the  woodyard?  Do  you  think 
that  is  fair  compensation,  when  they  are  selling 
that  wood  all  over  the  city,  to  give  a  man  simply 
a  grocery  order  of  $4  or  $5  a  week,  in  accordance 
with  what  has  been  stated  here? 

Mr.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  I  will  answer  that 
in  a  few  moments.  It  is  reasonable  to  suppose 
that  in  the  administration  of  a  sum  of  $1,800,000 
for  poor  unfortunates,  so  called,  through  the  city, 
there  must  be  a  large  number  of  fraudulent  claims. 
By  "fraudulent  claims"  I  don't  mean  that  they 
are  entirely  of  that  character,  by  any  means,  but 
certainly  if  the  claimants  of  aid  have  funds  in 
savings  banks  or  are  the  owners  of  property, 
either  in  their  own  name  or  in  straw  names,  they 
should  not  receive  such  aid.  The  aid  is  not  in- 
tended for  such  persons.  It  is  intended,  as  I 
understand  it,  for  those  persons  who  are  down  to 
their  last  resources,  who,  in  fact,  have  no  resources, 
who  have  been  out  of  employment,  and  who  have 
no  money  for  food,  lodging  or  rent.  People  who 
have  savings  accounts  or  who  have  some  other 
resources  are  not  intended  to  be  included  in  the 
scope  of  this  sort  of  work.  It  is  not  intended  for 
them,  is  not  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  them. 
Naturally  it  becomes  necessary  for  the  Board  in 
administering  this  fund  to  make  very  certain  that 
the  aid  it  gives  should  go  to  people  who  deserve  it, 
under  the  act.  If  they  fail  to  do  that,  they  are 
wasting  the  city's  money,  and  are  not  merely 
wasting  the  city's  money,  but  are  wasting  it  in  a 
manner  which  will  prevent  others  more  unfor- 
tunate, who  are  deserving  of  aid,  from  obtaining 
it  because  of  lack  of  funds.  The  councilor  who 
spoke  previously  may  be  correct  in  his  accusations. 
Personally,  I  don't  see  how  he  can  be  possessed  of 
sufficient  information,  however,  upon  which  to 
make  those  accusations.  I  don't  see  how  any- 
body who  is  not  a  member  of  the  Board  or  one  of 
the  employees  of  the  Board  can  be  familiar  with 
the  routine  and  the  detail  which  they  have  to  go 
through  before  they  give  such  aid  as  is  supplied 
by  that  department,  and  the  amount  of  judgment 
that  has  to  be  exercised  in  passing  upon  cases  that 
come  before  the  department.  I  think  his  sugges- 
tion that  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Overseers 
be  called  in  here  to  be  questioned  about  these 
matters  is  a  good  one.  I  agree  with  him  that  that 
ought  to  be  done,  and  that  any  complaints  that 
ought  to  be  made  ought  to  be  made  to  the  chair- 
man personally.  But  I  think  we  ought  not  to 
act  hastily  and  make  accusations  on  the  floor  of 
the  Council  Chamber  against  a  Board  that  is  in 
all  likelihood  carrying  out  its  duties  to  the  best 
of  its  ability,  and  carrying  them  out  well.  As 
to  the  matter  of  working  in  the  woodyard,  the 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Overseers  told  me  some 
time  ago  that  when  people  applied  to  him  for  aid 
the  Board  felt  that,  rather  than  make  those  people 
feel  that  they  were  accepting  charity — which,  after 
all,  is  repugnant  to  a  great  many  people — they 
would  be  given  an  opportunity  to  do  a  little  work 
in  the  woodyard  in  order  that  they  might  feel 
that  they  were  giving  some  service  in  return  for 
what  they  received,  not  feeling  that  they  were 
mere  pensioners  or  almoners,  receiving  alms   at 


the  hands  of  the  city;  that  there  was  no  intention 
on  the  part  of  the  Board  to  force  these  men  to 
work,  that  they  did  not  request  them  to  work 
any  specific  number  of  hours,  but  merely  requested 
them  to  come  in  and  do  a  little  work  in  the  wood- 
yard  which,  of  course,  they  could  easily  do,  with- 
out having  the  possible  stigma  of  being  pen- 
sioners or  almoners  attached  to  them.  It  was 
merely  done  to  prevent  the  men  receiving  aid 
from  feeling  that  they  were  getting  charity.  They 
want  them  to  maintain  their  self-respect  and  feel 
that  they  are  giving  some  service  for  what  they  are 
getting. 

Coun.  McMAHON— Mr.  President,  I  don't 
know  whether  the  last  speaker,  the  councilor  from 
Roxbury,  has  had  any  experience  with  the  Public 
"Welfare  Department.  I  personally  think  they 
have  a  dandy  board  down  there.  But  the  Board 
does  not  know  what  is  going  on.  If  you  ask  them 
about  cases  they  will  tell  you  that  the  investigator 
is  supreme  in  the  Welfare  Department,  that  what- 
ever the  investigator  says  goes.  When  you  speak 
to  Mr.  McCarthy,  the  secretary,  for  instance,  and 
tell  him  about  a  case,  he  will  say  that  it  is  in  the 
hands  of  such  and  such  an  investigator,  simply 
looking  it  up  in  the  book.  I  have  had  cases  in  my 
experience  that  I  might  speak  about.  You  have 
already  heard  about  the  family  of  four  that  is 
employed  down  there,  working  down  there  today. 
If  you  go  to  see  about  a  case,  you  speak  to  Mr. 
McCarthy,  and  he  will  refer  to  what  an  investi- 
gator has  told  him,  Mr.  McCarthy  in  turn  telling 
the  Board.  Every  time  I  go  there  I  get  some 
satisfaction  out  of  the  Board,  but  I  don't  feel  that 
in  every  case  I  can  go  down  there  and  talk  to  the 
Boa^d.  Coun.  Fitzgerald  says  that  he  wants  the 
chairman  and  the  secretary  and  also  the  investi- 
gator in  his  district  to  come  up  here,  to  our  execu- 
tive committee  meeting,  and  I  think  the  councilor 
from  Roxbury,  if  he  wants  to  take  care  of  the 
welfare  of  the  people  of  his  district,  should  feel  the 
same  way.  I  think  he  would  if  he  had  had  the 
same  experience  that  some  of  us  have  had.  I 
realize  the  difficulty  that  this  Board  has  in  handling 
the  matters  that  come  before  it,  and  I  believe  we 
should  have  them  come  here  and  tell  us  just  what 
the  situation  is.  But  I  would  like  to  have  worthy 
cases  get  what  is  coming  to  them. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask  one  question.  Perhaps  the  gentleman  from 
Ward  12  can  answer  it,  and  perhaps  he  cannot. 
Are  you  aware,  or  do  you  know,  that  a  child  going 
to  school  whose  mother  receives  aid  from  the 
Overseers  of  the  Public  Welfare,  is  compelled  to 
leave  school  if  the  parent  is  receiving  aid,  thus 
depriving  a  poor  family  in  this  city  of  the  right  to 
have  its  children  educated? 

Coun.  BUSH. — Before  answering  the  question, 
Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to  ask  the  councilor 
another  question, — if  that  does  not  depend  on  the 
age  of  the  children  going  to  school? 

Coun.  WARD — -Yes,  it  does,  Mr.  President,  but 
the  age  is  sixteen. 

Coun.  BUSH — I  understand  that  there  is  a 
statute  which  governs  that  enacted  by  the  Legis- 
lature and  that  the  Overseers  of  the  Public  Welfare 
are  compelled  to  follow  the  statute  in  that  respect. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  if  there  is  no 
objection  on  the  part  of  the  councilor  from  Ward 
8,  who  introduced  the  order,  may  I  ask  that  it  be 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  that  the 
chairman  of  the  Overseers  of  Public  Welfare,  as 
well  as  the  secretary,  Mr.  McCarthy,  be  requested 
to  appear  before  the  Executive  Committee  at  our 
session  this  afternoon. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


SUFFOLK  JAIL  IMPROVEMENTS. 

Chairman  DOWLING  called  up,  under  unfin- 
ished business,  No.  1  on  the  calendar,  viz.: 

1.  Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $100,000  be  and 
the  same  hereby  is  appropriated  for  County  of 
Suffolk,  Jail  Improvements,  and  that  to  meet  said 
appropriation  the  City  Treasurer  be  and  hereby 
is  authorized  to  issue,  from  time  to  time,  upon  the 
request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates  of  in- 
debtedness of  the  city  to  said  amount. 

On  December  5,  1927,  the  foregoing  order  was 
read  once  and  passed,  yeas  17,  nays  0. 

The  order  was  given  its  second  and  final  reading 
and  passage,  yeas  16,  nays  0. 


DECEMBER    19,    1927. 
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COST  OF  EXTENDING  SYDNEY  STREET. 

Coun.  McGRATH  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  inform  the  City  Council  as  to  the  approximate 
cost  of  extending  Sydney  street,  Dorchester,  over 
the  route  of  the  proposed  Shoreham  street  as  far 
as  Mt.  Vernon  street. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  might  say 
just  a  word  on  this  order.  Since  the  new  Dor- 
chester rapid  transit  has  gone  into  effect,  the  first 
station  beyond  Andrew  Square  is  a  station  known 
as  Columbia.  That  station  is  not  used  to  full 
capacity,  because  it  is  more  or  less  isolated  from 
where  the  people  really  live.  Between  the  end 
of  Sydney  street  and  the  junction  with  Crescent 
avenue,  where  the  old  station  of  the  New  Haven 
line  was,  and  the  new  place  there  is  a  vacant  piece 
of  land  that  people  walk  over,  although  they  have 
no  right  to  walk  over  it.  I  understand  that  a 
building  is  to  be  constructed  on  that  land  which 
will  force  people  almost  up  to  Dorchester  avenue 
and  Carson  street  to  get  back  to  the  road.  Within 
the  last  week,  on  this  land,  which  is  privately 
owned  and  is  dark,  four  holdups  have  occurred, 
and  two  plain  clothes  men  have  been  delegated 
from  Station  11  to  prevent  holdups  on  this  prop- 
erty. I  introduced  an  order  here  for  an  entrance 
from  Sydney  street  and  Crescent  avenue,  to  take 
care  of  the  people  in  that  section,  so  they  would 
not  have  to  go  a  third  of  a  mile  out  of  their  way, 
and  then  come  back,  but  the  answer  came  back 
from  the  Transit  Board  that  under  their  powers 
which  are  well  defined  by  the  Legislature  they 
could  not  do  that.  So  the  only  alternative  left 
is  the  continuation  of  this  street  over  this  land. 
Where  the  building  is  about  to  be  built  there  is  a 
street  known  as  Shoreham  street,  with  the  sewer 
already  in,  and  at  a  very  nominal  cost  the  city 
could  continue  Sydney  street,  which  runs  from 
Savin  Hill  through  to  Crescent  avenue.  This 
proposed  extension  would  bring  the  street  out  to 
Mt.  Vernon  street,  at  a  grade  below  Columbia 
road.  Of  course,  Columbia  road  goes  over  the 
railroad  and  comes  down  there  at  a  somewhat 
higher  grade.  By  extending  Sydney  street  you 
could  then  by  stairs  have  people  go  up  to  the  grade 
of  Columbia  road  and  thence  go  to  the  new  station, 
which  has  a  central  platform.  This  would  be 
a  great  convenience  to  people  of  that  section  who 
wish  to  go  to  the  station,  and  certainly  should  be 
carried  through  if  the  station  is  to  be  used  to  100 
per  cent  efficiency.  This  is  apparently  the  only 
solution  of  the  matter  since  the  decision  of  the 
Transit  Board  that  they  are  unable  to  do  it  in  a 
proper  manner. 

The  order  was  passed. 


SEWERAGE   EASEMENT   IN   SOUTH 
BOSTON. 

Coun.  LYNCH  called  up  under  unfinished  busi- 
ness No.  13  on  the  calendar,  viz.: 

13.  Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be 
and  he  hereby  is  authorized  and  empowered  in  the 
name  and  behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston  for  the  sum 
of  one  dollar,  and  in  form  satisfactory  to  the  Law 
Department,  to  execute  and  deliver  to  the  Hedge 
&  Matthies  Company,  owner  of  a  certain  parcel  of 
land  situate  in  that  part  of  Boston  called  South 
Boston,  and  numbered  2S5  on  Dorchester  avenue, 
over  a  certain  portion  of  the  aforesaid  parcel  of 
land,  which  was  taken  by  an  order  passed  by  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Boston  and 
approved  by  the  Mayor  of  said  City— of  Boston, 
July  2,  1896.  The  plan  of  the  proposed  structure 
and  its  position  relative  to  the  land  taken  for 
sewerage  purposes  are  shown  on  a  plan  drawn  by 
F.  Leroy  Fox,  Inc.,  Boston,  dated  July  21,  1927, 
and  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  of  the  City  of  Boston,  reserving  to  the  City 
of  Boston  without  any  liability  for  damages  there- 
for the  right  by  its  officers,  agents  or  contractors, 
at  any  and  all  times,  to  enter  upon  said  land  taken 
for  sewerage  purposes  as  above  stated,  to  repair 
and  maintain  said  sewerage  works  now  therein, 
and  to  construct  such  new  works  as  the  said  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Works  may  from  time  to  time 
deem  proper. 

On  November  28,  1927,  the  foregoing  order  was 
read  once  and  passed,  yeas  19,  nays  1. 

The  order  was  given  its  second  and  final  reading 
and  passage,  yeas  17,  nays  0. 


RECESS. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  BUSH,  the  Council  took  a 
recess  subject  to  the  call  of  the  Chair,  at  2.52  p.  m. 
The  members  reassembled  in  the  Council  Chamber 
and  were  called  to  order  by  Chairman  DOWLING 
at  4.33  p.  m. 


EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE   REPORTS. 

Coun.  GILBODY,  for  the  Executive  Committee, 
submitted  the  following! 

1.  Report  on  petition  of  Marie  Pentz  (referred 
today)  for  children  under  fifteen  years  of  age  to 
appear  at  Girls'  High  School,  December  17 — 
that  leave  be  granted  on  usual  conditions. 

Report  accepted:  leave  granted  on  usual  condi- 
tions. 

2.  Report  on  order  (submitted  by  the  Mayor 
and  referred  December  12)  appropriating  $56,- 
044.62  from  the  income  of  the  Parkman  Fund  to 
be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Park  Com- 
mission, for  the  maintenance  and  improvement  of 
the  Common  and  parks  in  existence  on  January  12, 
18S7,  for  Fens,  Improvements — that  the  same 
ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  PARKMAN —  Mr.  President,  the  terms 
of  the  Parkman  will,  dated  January  12,  1887,  I 
have  in  my  hand  here,  and  the  clause  in  the  codicil 
which  applies  to  the  use  of  the  Parkman  Fund 
income  reads  as  follows: 

"I  devise  said  residue  to  the  city  of  Boston  to 
constitute  a  fund,  the  income  of  which  is  to  be 
applied  to  the  maintenance  and  improvement  of 
the  Common  and  the  parks  now  existing  _  and 
is  not  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  additional 
land  for  park  purposes." 

"The  income  of  which  is  to  be  applied  to  the 
maintenance  and  improvement  of  the  Common 
and  the  parks  now  existing." 

There  is  no  mention  of  playgrounds.  There  are 
two  questions  arising  which,  it  seems  to  me, 
require  discussion  before  a  vote  shall  be  had  in 
this  matter.  One  relates  to  the  use  of  the  word 
"improvement"  and  the  other  relates  to  the  use 
of  the  words  "park  purposes."  For  a  proper 
determination  of  the  second  clause  it  is  necessary 
to  go  back  and  try  to  reconstruct  what  was  in 
the  mind  of  the  testator  who  devised  this  fund 
to  the  City  of  Boston  for  specific  purposes  which 
he  is  entitled  to  have  followed.  The  report  on 
the  Parkman  Fund,  made  in  1921,  was  a  report  of 
a  special  committee  of  highly  qualified  men  — - 
landscape  architects,  lawyers,  and  men  representing 
various  sections  of  the  community.  That  report 
states: 

"Another  and  more  difficult  question  of  inter- 
pretation turns  on  the  meaning  in  Mr.  Parkman's 
will  of  the  word  'parks.'  What  kind  of  public 
areas  did  he  mean  to  include  in  the  phrase  'the 
Common  and  the  parks  now  existing"?  Without 
doubt  he  meant  it  to  apply  to  all  areas  like  the 
larger  parks  then  being  created  and  the  Common, 
but  did  he  mean  to  include  the  squares?  Light 
on  this  question  can  be  obtained  by  considering 
what  was  the  use  of  this  word  'park'  current 
among  those  interested  in  the  park  movement, 
when  he  wrote  the  codicil  to  his  will.  Mr.  Park- 
man  was  no  doubt  familiar  with  the  literature  of 
the  subject.  He  had  almost  certainly  read  Mr. 
F.  L.  Olmsted,  Sr's  report  on  Franklin  Park 
published  the  year  before  the  codicil  was  written. 
He  appreciated  " —  and  these  are  the  words  that  are 
important  for  us  to  consider — •  ,"that  the  essence 
of  a  park  is  in  furnishing  people  with  an  oppor- 
tunity for  rest  and  recreation  as  a  relief  from  the 
insistence  of  city  conditions.  He  must  have 
known  of  the  more  restricted  use  of  the  word 
which  tends  to  confine  it  to  larger  areas  with 
seclusion  and  with  trees  and  other  vegetation 
which  recall  a  country  landscape  to  some  extent. 
This  was  the  sense  in  which  the  word  'parks'  was 
used  by  those  concerned  in  the  so-called  'park 
movement'  of  the  time.  Therefore  we  think 
that  the  income  of  his  bequest  should  be  spent 
primarily  on  areas  which  can  properly  and  reason- 
ably produce  this  effect,  and  not  considerably  on 
areas  which  should  more  strictly  be  called  traffic 
squares,  monument  sites,  etc.,  rather  than  parks." 

Now,  the  expenditure  of  this  sum  of  money 
must  be  considered  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
effect  that  it  is  likely  to  produce.  There  already 
is  a  stadium  seating  2,500  people  in  the  Fens, 
and  now  it  is  proposed  that  that  stadium  be  ex- 
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tended  so  as  to  include  7,500  additional.  That 
tends  to  create  the  congestion,  the  crowded  con- 
ditions that  surround  any  athletic  field.  Are  we 
building  and  improving  an  athletic  field,  or  is 
the  expenditure  of  that  money  to  be  restricted  to 
'parks'  using  the  word  as  understood  by  the 
maker  of  the  will?  That  is  the  precise  question 
to  be  considered  here.  I  contend  that  the  money 
will  not  be  applied  for  park  purposes  if  it  is  used  for 
the  building  of  a  stadium  and  locker  buildings. 
There  is  another  note  in  this  report  which  is 
pertinent  and  it  reads  as  follows: 

' '  The  use  of  the  word  '  recreation'  refers  pri- 
marily to  those  receptive  and  passive  forms  of 
recreation  supplied  by  parks  and  pleasure  grounds, 
such  as  to  stroll  leisurely;  to  contemplate  the 
freedom  and  openness  of  landscape  surroundinss, 
with  room  to  walk  and  breathe;  to  rest  under  the 
shade  of  trees,  to  picnic  upon  the  turf,  and  to 
enjoy  the  sight  of  others,  especially  little  children 
at  innocent  games.  For  a  large  number  of  people, 
both  young  and  old,  these  are  real  recreations  and 
the  public  park  continues  to  furnish  the  best 
environment  out  of  doors  for  such  pleasurable 
refreshment  of  body  and  soul  for  the  city  dweller. 
There  can  be  no  question  of  the  need  of  ball  fields, 
considering  the  very  great  interest  today  in  games 
of  baseball  and  football,  and  provision  for  such 
fields  should  be  ample  throughout  the  city,  but  in 
the  interest  of  the  parks  as  to  what  they  can 
supply  of  the  other  forms  of  recreation  their  open 
spaces  should  not  be  sacrificed.  Just  as  Franklin 
Field  was  acquired  to  protect  Franklin  Park  from 
injury  by  providing  ample  space  for  crowds  attend- 
ant upon  games,  so  other  parts  of  the  park  system 
should,  when  the  need  comes,  be  similarly  pro- 
tected." 

That  note,  by  the  way,  refers  particularly  to  the 
use  of  the  Back  Bay  Fens.  The  recommendation 
of  that  committee,  Mr.  Chairman,  was  made  after 
very  thorough  deliberation.  It  was  made  after 
some  consultation  with  all  the  various  interests  of 
the  community  who  were  affected  by  it.  The  best 
brains  in  landscape  architecture  went  originally 
to  the  construction  of  our  park  system,  and  the 
intended  purposes  of  Mr.  Olmsted,  the  founder  or 
designer  of  the  park  system,  should  be  consulted 
in  conjunction  with  the  report  of  this  committee. 
The  building  of  an  athletic  field,  as  an  outlet  for 
the  intense  athletic  competition  that  now  exists 
between  school  boys,  together  with  the  conditions 
that  are  brought  about  by  athletic  fields  from  their 
very  nature,  would  necessarily  spoil  the  use  of  the 
Back  Bay  Fens  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was 
intended,  and  not  carry  out  the  intent  and  purpose 
of  the  creator  of  this  fund,  whose  intent  and  pur- 
poses are  entitled  to  consideration. 

Coun.  GUILD— Mr.  President,  I  should  be 
willing  to  follow  the  previous  speaker  in  his  inter- 
pretation of  the  Parkman  will  because  of  the  name 
he  bears,  if  for  no  other  reason.  Supplementing 
his  remarks  as  to  the  unmistakable  illegality  of 
this  order,  I  would  like  to  add  that  I  think  that  it 
is  exceedingly  impolitic  for  the  City  Council  to 
pass  an  order  of  this  sort,  for  at  least  two  reasons. 
It  is  apparently  a  habit  of  the  Park  Commis- 
sioners to  come  in  at  the  last  minute  of  each  year 
and  try  to  get  through  by  the  rush  route  some 
order  for  disposition  of  the  balance  remaining  in 
the  Parkman  Fund.  That  was  done  last  year,  and 
is  being  attempted  here  again  this  year.  We  were 
told  last  year  that  the  Park  Commissioners  had 
mapped  out  a  perfectly  definite  plan  and  wanted 
to  work  along  the  lines  of  that  plan,  and  for  that 
reason  we  allowed  them  to  expend  the  $75,000 
which  was  then  the  surplus  in  the  Parkman  Fund. 
The  matter  of  a  stadium,  to  quote  the  language  of 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  primarily  for  school  pur- 
poses was  not  mentioned  at  the  time  last  year 
when  we  were  urged  to  permit  the  Park  Commis- 
sioners to  go  forward  with  their  well  mapped-out 
plan.  They  are  now  departing  entirely  from  what 
they  told  us  was  their  well  mapped-out  plan  of 
last  year  and  are  asking  us  to  give  them  $56,000 
this  year  to  be  used  in  a  way  that  departs  from  that 
plan.  They  blow  hot  and  blow  cold.  One  year 
they  blow  for  a  well  mapped-out  plan,  and  the 
next  year  they  blow  against  it.  The  second  reason 
I  have  for  opposing  the  order,  in  addition  to  what 
has  been  said  by  the  preceding  speaker,  is  in 
furtherance  of  my  well  known  views  in  regard  to 
the  inadvisability  of  providing  space  for  specta- 
tors at  schoolboy  athletic  contests.  It  has  been 
my  opinion,  which  has  been  frequently  stated,  that 
no  provision  whatever  should  be  made  for  specta- 
tors at  schoolboy  athletic  contests  for  the  reason 
that  such  contests  are  justified  only  by  the  effect 


which  they  have  upon  those  who  participate  in 
them,  and  are  in  no  way  justified  from  the  stand- 
point of  the  amusement  and  entertainment  they 
may  furnish  for  spectators.  It  seems  to  me  the 
three  reasons  which  have  been  advanced  here  are 
sufficient  to  warrant  the  Boston  City  Council  in 
permitting  this  $56,000  to  go  into  the  residue  and 
be  added  to  the  principal  for  next  year.  No  great 
harm  inures  from  such  a  proceeding.  This 
$56,000,  if  added  to  the  principal,  will  yield  an 
income,  say,  between  $2,500  and  $3,000  more, 
which  the  Park  Commissioners  of  the  City  of 
Boston  will  have  to  spend  from  the  Parkman  Fund 
in  succeeding  years.  That  is,  that  additional 
$2,500  to  $3,000  will  come  in  each  year  as  part  of 
the  revenue  of  the  Parkman  Fund.  There  never 
would  have  been  a  Parkman  Fund  for  us  to  deal 
with  in  any  way,  shape  or  manner  if  George  Park- 
man  had  each  year  spent  all  the  income  which  he 
received.  We  never  would  have  had  it  at  all  unless 
he  had  saved  some  income  and  set  it  aside.  That 
lesson  in  thrift  may  well  be  copied  by  us  at  this 
time.  And  so,  in  view  of  the  probable  unlaw- 
fulness and  impolicy  of  appropriating  the  money 
in  the  way  suggested,  I  feel  that  it  is  best  that  we 
should  be  thrifty  and  add  this  amount  to  the 
present  principal  of  the  fund. 

The  order  was  passed,  yeas  9,  nays  7: 

Yeas — Coun.  Arnold,  Donovan,  Englert,  Fitz- 
gerald, Green,  Keene,  McMahon,  Ruby,  Wragg — 9. 

Nays — Coun.  Bush,  Dowling,  Guild,  Lynch, 
McGrath,  Parkman,  Wilson — 7. 

Coun.  PARKMAN — Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  give  notice  that  I  shall  ask  to  have  that 
vote  reconsidered  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Council. 

Chairman  DOWLING— The  Chair  would  advise 
the  councilor  to  make  his  motion  to  reconsider 
now. 

Coun.  PARKMAN — I  was  under  the  impres- 
sion, Mr.  President,  that  within  twenty-four  hours 
I  could  file  with  the  Clerk  notice  of  reconsideration. 

Chairman  DOWLING— The  Chair  would  in- 
form the  councilor  from  Ward  5  that  if  he  does 
not  make  his  motion  to  reconsider  at  this  time, 
later  on,  when  the  motion  for  general  recon- 
sideration is  offered  and  acted  upon,  he  will  have 
lost  his  opportunity. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  Chairman,  to  save  all  ques- 
tion of  doubt,  I  will  move  a  reconsideration  of  the 
vote  just  taken. 

Coun.  PARKMAN— Mr.  President,  I  don't 
want  to  lose  any  rights  under  this  procedure. 
I  understand,  under  the  rules  of  parliamentary 
law,  that  if  a  vote  to  reconsider  is  taken  at  this 
meeting  and  fails  to  prevail,  no  further  reconsidera- 
tion can  be  had. 

Chairman  DOWLING— That  is  correct. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  GUILD  the  Council  voted 
to  reconsider  the  vote  passing  the  order. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  GUILD  the  Council  voted 
to  assign  the  order  to  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Council. 


SOCIAL   SERVICE     BUREAU. 

Coun.    McGRATH   offered   the   following: 

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  City 
Council  the  Overseers  of  Public  Welfare  should 
establish  a  Social  Service  Bureau  containing  the 
names  and  addresses  of  the  people  who  receive  aid 
of  any  description  from  the  City  of  Boston;  and 
be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  such  information  shall  not  be 
divulged  to  any  individual  or  group  of  individuals, 
excepting  to  a  duly  authorized  private  or  public 
institution  which  is  seeking  the  information  for  the 
purpose  of  preventing  duplication  of  assistance. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  this  is  not 
a  snap  order  on  my  part.  You,  Mr.  President 
and  other  members  of  the  Board,  heard  me  ask 
the  chairman  of  the  Public  Welfare  Trustees,  Mr. 
Heller,  questions  along  this  line,  and  you  may  be 
reminded  that  I  asked  about  the  same  thing  last 
February.  I  further  asked  him  the  question, 
What  association  in  Boston  gives  the  most  money 
for  public  welfare  purposes,  for  charity  purposes, 
and  he  said  that  the  City  of  Boston  itself  gives 
more  than  any  association  in  New  England. 
What  my  order  asks  for  can  be  explained  in  this 
way.  When  a  member  of  the  government  finds 
these  instances  in  his  district  calling  for  aid  from 
that  department,  he  goes  down  to  the  Department 
of  Public  Welfare  and  asks  fori-temporary  help  for 
needy  cases.     The  persons  so  helped  go  down  there 
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believing  that  they  have  the  protection  of  the  City 
of  Boston  itself.  It  may  be  the  first  time  in  their 
lives  that  they  have  ever  asked  for  aid.  It  may 
be  the  case  of  the  mother  of  a  family,  with  several 
children,  going  down  there,  the  father  having  been 
stricken  with  sickness  and  the  family  therefore  for 
the  first  time  having  to  ask  for  aid.  When  that 
jjpother  leaves  her  home  and  goes  to  the  duly 
authorized  city  aid  bureau,  she  believes  she  has 
the  protection  and  backing  of  the  City  of  Boston 
itself.  But  what  did  you  members  find  out  today 
when  I  asked  the  question  of  the  chairman,  as  I 
asked  it  here  last  February,  '  'What  do  you  do 
with  a  name  given  you  in  confidence?"  "We  put 
it  into  the  hands  of  a  social  service  bureau." 
"Who  employs  them?"  "Why,  they  are  private, 
but  all  we  do  is  to  give  the  names  and  addresses." 
I  want  the  members  here  to  realize  the  significance 
of  that.  I  said,  "Are  those  names  and  addresses 
kept  there  for  twenty  years  or  more?  "  lie  said, 
"Yes,"  Mr.  President,  twenty  years  from  today, 
when  those  young  children  have  grown  to  man- 
hood and  womenhood,  and  when  they  go  out  in 
the  world  and  perhaps  have  some  social  standing, 
some  one  not  employed  by  the  city,  some  one  over 
whom  the  City  of  Boston  has  no  control,  some  one 
who  occupies  a  position  which  is  maintained  from 
an  outside  source,  may  bring  up  the  name  of  that 
family  and  of  those  individuals  and  say  that  they 
once  were  city  paupers.  Sir.  that  is  worth  con- 
sideration. The  chairman  said,  "Well,  of  course, 
it  is  not  probable  that  they  would  give  out  the 
information, — that  Miss  So-and-So,  who  has 
charge  of  it,  Miss  Woodside  would  not  want  to 
give  that  out.  But  there  are  girls  in  her  office, 
Mr.  President,  and  my  mind  went  back  to  the 
first  time  when  I  was  a  member  of  the  Legislature 
and  when  the  names  of  a  family  in  Dorchester  who 
today  are  comfortably  situated  but  who  were  once 
forced  to  apply  for  city  aid  and  help,  were  brought 
out,  after  they  thought  it  was  all  forgotten.  But 
it  was  discovered  that  a  girl  who  worked  in  a 
private  outside  social  service  bureau  had  told  the 
entire  neighborhood  that  she  had  seen  their  names 
in  the  files  as  city  paupers.  That  is  something 
over  which  we  now  have  no  control.  I  do  not 
blame  Mr.  Heller  or  other  members  of  this  Board. 
I  sympathize  with  them:  I  know  how  hard  their 
work  is.  But  I  do  say,  if  we  gave  out  §1,700,000 
for  this  purpose  last  year,  and  the  same  amount 
or  more  this  year,  to  help  people  of  our  city,  let  us 
give  it  out  to  them  in  confidence.  No  matter  how 
poor  they  may  be,  they  are  as  much  a  part  of  this 
city  as  any  one  of  us,  sir,  and  why  must  we  con- 
tinue the  old  barbarous  treatment  of  parading 
before  the  public  the  shortcomings  of  any  family 
in  our  city?  There  is  no  association  in  this  city, 
privately  owned  and  operated,  that  has  the  right 
to  know  intimate  things  about  my  family,  your 
family  or  any  other  family  in  the  city,  and  I  say 
the  City  of  Boston  should  stop  that  sort  of  thing 
now.  We  are  spending  in  this  line  $1,700,000  a 
year  or  more,  and  if  any  private  organization  —  be 
it  Catholic,  Jewish  or  Protestant  —  wants  infor- 
mation, let  it  come  to  the  duly  authorized  board, 
subject  to  the  members  of  this  Council  and  the 
Mayor,  who  are  elected  by  the  people  of  this  city 
and  stop  this  practice  of  placing  the  most  intimate 
things  in  the  lives  of  some  of  our  citizens  in  the 
hands  of  any  private  association." 

Coun.  BUSH— Mr.  President,  with  all  due 
respect  to  the  councilor  who  has  just  spoken,  I 
think  he  has  laid  a  lot  of  undue  stress  on  the 
possible  publicity  that  these  matters  may  receive 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  judging  from  what  I  heard 
said  by  the  chairman  of  the  Board,  the  girl  referred 
to  is  supported  not  publicly  but  privately  But 
who  are  the  owners  of  it?  They  are  the  social 
service  and  welfare  organizations  in  this  city,  the 
private  welfare  organizations,  and  they  have  been 
compiling  this  data  for  a  period  of  twenty  years 
or  more.  Now,  we  will  say  that  the  City  of 
Boston  is  spending  51,800,000  or  less  for  this 
purpose,  for  welfare  work.  They  have  no  means 
of  their  own  of  finding  out  whether  these  people 
have  been  receiving  aid  from  other  sources  in  the 
city,  and  they  have  a  right  to  know  that.  They 
have  a  right  to  know  whether  those  same  people 
are  receiving  aid  from  a  half  dozen  different 
sources  in  the  city,  because  if  they  are  receiving 
such  aid  these  public  funds  should  not  be  used  to 
help  maintain  them  as  well.  I  say  that  this  public 
service  register  or  bureau  is  maintained  not  simply 
or  the  sake  of  the  private  welfare  organizations 
but  as  a  co-operative  plan  for  the  benefit  of  all 


welfare  organizations  and  I  think  they  do  the  city 
a  service  when  they  allow  the  city  the  use  of  their 
files  to  discover  whether  people  are  receiving  aid 
from  other  sources,  because  it  saves  the  public 
funds  when  they  do  get  that  information.  If  the 
councilor  says  the  city  ought  to  have  its  own  data, 
I  agree  with  him,  but  up  to  this  date  they  have 
not  had  that  data,  and  have  had  to  depend  and 
will  have  to  depend  upon  this  other  register.  If 
he  insists  that  this  order  be  put  through  and  that 
the  city  proceed  to  compile  that  data,  I  will  also 
agree  with  him.  But  if  he  says  that  this  data  so 
compiled  should  not  be  allowed  to  be  seen  by  other 
organizations  or  private  welfare  agencies,  I  dis- 
agree with  him,  because  we  all  are  interested  in  see- 
ing that  justice  is  done.  If  one  person  is  able  to 
go  to  every  welfare  organization  in  the  city  and 
get  aid  from  each,  without  any  co-operative  work 
of  this  sort  between  the  different  organizations,  he 
is  taking  the  aid  from  other  persons  who  may 
need  it  as  much  or  more  than  he  or  she  does.  This 
matter  of  keeping  the  data  open  so  that  all  welfare 
organizations  may  take  advantage  of  it  is  some- 
thing which  is  of  benefit  to  all  concerned,  both 
the  public  and  private  welfare  institutions. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  think  the 
councilor  uses  the  point  of  my  order.  Because  I 
do  not  say  that  that  information  gathered  by  the 
City  of  Boston  should  not  be  given  to  any  duly 
constituted  charity  board  which  may  want  to 
refer  to  it  so  that  there  may  be  no  duplication  of 
work  or  effort.  I  only  disagree  with  him,  sir,  on 
the  matter  of  who  should  have  the  records.  I 
don't  care  what  a  family  was  twenty  years  ago, 
whether  they  were  paupers  or  not.  What  I  am 
concerned  with  is  today.  I  say  let  us  start  on 
this  thing  this  year,  and  at  the  end  of  five  years 
we  will  at  least  know  those  citizens  who  did  not 
want  to  go  to  sectarian  organizations,  but  wished 
to  come  to  their  own  city  board  for  aid,  when  they 
needed  it.  And  then,  at  the  end  of  the  five  years, 
if  Miss  Peggy  Pry  wants  to  know  something  about 
somebody's  else  business,  wants  to  know  about 
the  Joneses,  what  happened  to  them  in  the  past, 
how  many  children  they  have  got,  why  they  don't 
stop  having  children — a  question  that  has  been 
asked  at  the  State  House,  not  here — -she  can  be 
asked,  "What  association  do  you  represent"? 
If  she  says  she  does  not  represent  any  association, 
but  wants  the  information  as  a  private  matter, 
that  information  can  be  refused  to  her.  I  don't 
want  to  see  a  duplication,  and  that  is  why  I  have 
introduced  this  order.  I  do  think  that  this  sort  of 
thing  should  be  in  the  hands  of  our  Board,  which 
is  the  biggest  agency  of  the  kind  in  New  England 
in  rendering  charity,  rather  than  being  carried  on 
by  outside  agencies.  Then,  if  information  is  given 
out  that  should  not  be  given  out,  we  as  members 
of  the  City  Council  assembled  and  the  Mayor  can 
find  out  who  in  that  Board  has  been  giving  out 
some  information,  just  to  satisfy  curiosity  rather 
than  having  any  beneficial  purpose  to  the  com- 
munity in  mind.  It  is  a  question  of  who  shall 
handle  it,  and  I  say  the  city  should  do  so.  This 
department  of  the  city  handles  81,700,000  last 
year,  being  the  biggest  giver  to  charity  in  New 
England,  and  I  think  that  such  a  social  service 
register  or  bureau  belongs  with  that  Board  down 
there  and  should  be  in  the  offices  of  our  Overseers 
of  the  Public  Welfare. 
The  order  was  passed. 


NIGHT     CLINICS    AT     CITY     HOSPITAL. 

Coun.  McGRATH  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  City  Hospital  Trustees  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
include  in  their  budget  for  the  coming  year  a 
sum  sufficient  to  provide  for  the  opening  of  night 
clinics  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  don't  want 
to  take  too  much  time  talking  today,  but  my  time 
here  is  limited.  (Laughter.)  The  desirability  of 
the  introduction  of  this  order  occurred  to  me,"  sir, 
because  of  the  fact  that  we  have  perhaps  one  of  the 
finest  public  institutions  in  this  country,  the 
Boston  City  Hospital.  It  does  seem,  however, 
that  we  are  not  rendering  100  per  cent  efficiency 
when  we  do  not  have  a  night  clinic  there.  It 
does  seem  with  the  hundreds  of  families  in  the 
lodging  house  sections,  the  poorer  sections  of  our 
city,  who  are  handicapped  in  the  time  in  which 
they  can  get  out  —  where,  for  example,  the  father 
of  the  family  has  to  go  to  work  and  the  woman 
cannot  leave  the  small  children  in  the  daytime,  and 
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a  night  clinic  would  give  the  mother  or  the  father 
a  chance  to  take  the  children  there  at  night,  to 
the  Out-Patient  Department,  and  receive  what- 
ever medical  treatment  may  be  desired,  that 
something  of  this  sort  ought  to  be  done.  There 
are  hundreds  of  young  doctors,  well  qualified,  who 
would  be  very  glad  of  the  opportunity  to  get 
experience  in  this  way.  It  is  not  so  much  a  ques- 
tion of  handling  cases  that  would  be  taken  to 
places  like  the  Haymarket  Relief  Station,  or  the 
station  in  East  Boston,  as  it  would  be  to  do  some- 
thing for  those  who  have  sickness  and  who  have 
things  in  the  family  requiring  medical  attention. 
Any  of  us  know  how  long  a  night  is  when  the  hand 
of  sickness  bears  down  on  a  member  of  a  family, 
and  there  is  not  money  enough  to  provide  medical 
treatment.  Here  is  a  hospital  qualified  and  fitted 
to  give  the  best  medical  treatment  of  any  public  or 
private  institution  of  the  kind  within  a  radius  of 
twenty  to  fifty  miles  of  Boston.  But  its  doors  are 
closed  to  certain  classes  of  sickness  at  certain 
hours.  I  believe  if,  from  7  to  9  o'clock  in  the 
evening,  the  Out-Patient  Department  could  be 
opened,  where  such  wants  might  be  attended  to 
and  where  medicine  could  be  purchased  at  a 
nominal  price,  the  mother  staying  home  with  the 
little  brood  while  the  father  took  along  to  the  clinic 
those  requiring  treatment,  we  would  be  rendering 
wonderful  service  in  the  city.  I  believe  if  this 
Council  is  responsible  for  the  first  steps  looking  to 
a  night  clinic,  through  the  next  budget,  we  will 
be  building  a  monument  to  ourselves  which  will  be 
appreciated  by  the  public  which  will  be  remem- 
bered for  a  long  time. 

Coun.  GUILD— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
inquire  of  the  previous  speaker  if  he  has  made  any 
investigation  whatever  as  to  the  cost  of  such  a 
clinic?  The  order  before  us  is  in  general  terms, 
and  I  simply  would  like  to  know  more  about  it, 
so  that  I  may  have  the  facts  before  me. 

Coun.  McGRATH — I  have  made  several 
inquiries,  and  have  received  letters  back  from 
doctors  in  charge,  to  the  effect  that  the  cost  would 
be  negligible  in  comparison  to  the  service  rendered, 
because  the  buildings  and  all  the  equipment  are 
there,  and  because  there  are  so  many  competent 
doctors,  young  doctors,  who  would  be  willing  and 
glad  to  render  service  free.  The  cost,  in  com- 
parison with  the  service  rendered,  does  not  even 
enter  into  it,  sir. 

The  order  was  passed. 


CONDITIONS    AT    SAVIN    HILL    BATHING 
BEACH. 
Coun.  McGRATH  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    the    Health    Commissioner    be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  forward 
to  the  City  Council  whatever  information  he  may 
have  relative  to  the  pollution  of  water  at  the  Savin 
Hill  bathing  beach. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  in  ex- 
planation of  this  order  I  might  say  that  recently 
there  has  been  constructed  in  Dorchester  by 
act  of  the  Legislature,  a  road  known  as  the  Old 
Colony  Boulevard.  The  original  plans  for  the 
Old  Colony  Boulevard  would  have  meant  the 
building  of  a  bridge  from  the  shore  of  Savin  Hill 
Beach  to  the  shore  of  Colter's  Beach,  in  Coun. 
Gilbody's  ward.  But,  because  of  expense,  when 
work  was  done  under  the  act  of  the  Legislature, 
and  when  they  filled  the  road  in,  instead  of  leav- 
ing an  opening  of  about  2,000  feet  into  these  two 
beaches,  which  have  cost  the  City  of  Boston 
nearly  a  million  dollars,  the  state  of  Massachu- 
setts has  surrounded  the  beaches,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  a  tunnel  of  about  25  or  30  feet.  The 
question  has  now  been  raised  by  the  Dorchester 
Board  of  Trade  and  other  local  improvement 
associations  that  there  is  an  old  surface  drain 
sewer  that  comes  into  the  marsh  at  the  end  of 
Savin  Hill  in  the  Dorchester  avenue  section,  and 
two  cpming  from  Coun.  McMahon's  ward,  around 
the  upper  part  of  Freeport  street,  and  in  an  extreme 
storm  those  sewers  are  polluted,  the  pollution 
flowing  to  the  beach  so  that  it  will  be  necessary 
to  close  the  beach.  They  say  that  for  about 
$300,000  the  situation  could  be  corrected.  It 
does  seem  to  me,  with  the  expenditure  to  which 
the  city  has  already  gone  of  $1,000,000  in  con- 
nection  with  those  beaches  as  against  an  appropria- 


tion by  the  state  of  $250,000  or  $300,000,  something 
should  be  done  to  remedy  the  situation.  I  don't 
know  whether  the  waters  are  polluted.  But  the 
only  reason  why  they  want  to  close  the  two  beaches 
is  that  it  is  said  that  they  are  polluted.  This 
asks  that  the  Health  Commissioner,  through  the 
Mayor,  transmit  to  the  Council  a  report  as  to 
whether,  in  his  opinion,  the  waters  are  sufficiently 
polluted  to  close  the  beaches  in  the  near  future. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


SOLDIERS'   AND   SAILORS'   AID. 

Coun.  ENGLERT,  for  the  Committee  on  Soldiers' 
Relief,  submitted  report  recommending  passage 
of  order  for  payment  of  aid  to  soldiers  and  sailors 
and  their  families  in  the  City  of  Boston  for  month 
of  December,  1927. 

Report  accepted,  order  passed. 


UNCLAIMED   BAGGAGE. 

Coun.  ENGLERT,  for  the  Committee  on  Un- 
claimed Baggage,  submitted  report  on  petition  of 
Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  (referred  today),  recom- 
mending passage  of  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  be 
authorized  to  sell  at  public  auction  on  or  before 
March  1,  1928,  and  after  publication  of  the  time 
and  place  of  the  sale,  according  to  law,  the  articles 
remaining  unclaimed  in  the  possession  of  said  rail- 
road in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Report  accepted,  order  passed. 


Coun.  GREEN  in  the  chair. 


REPORT  FROM  EMPLOYMENT  BUREAU. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  director  of  the  Municipal 
Employment  Bureau  be  requested,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  submit  to  the  City  Council 
on  Monday  of  each  week  the  number  of  applica- 
tions for  employment  received  from  unemployed 
during  the  preceding  week,  and  the  number  of 
positions  filled  directly  through  the  Employment 
Bureau  for  the  same  period. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  we  have  had  a 
lot  of  talk  about  unemployment  both  in  the  Coun- 
cil and  in  the  Executive  Committee  today,  and  I 
am  particularly  interested  in  what  is  being  done 
by  the  Municipal  Employment  Bureau  in  the  old 
police  headquarters.  They  are  no  doubt  doing  an 
excellent  work  there  and  certainly  spending  a  large 
sum  of  money,  and  with  the  New  Year  coming  on 
and  a  probable  requisition  for  a  large  sum  next  year, 
it  seems  to  me  advisable  to  have  a  check-up  for 
the  next  few  weeks  to  see  how  many  men  are  asking 
employment  there,  and  particularly  how  many 
men  are  receiving  employment. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


REMOVAL   OF  ASHES  AND   GARBAGE, 
DORCHESTER. 

Coun  WILSON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Public  Works  Commissioner, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  and  he  hereby 
is  respectfully  requested  to  include  in  the  speci- 
fications of  the  contract  for  the  collection  and 
removal  of  ashes  and  garbage  in  the  Dorchester 
district  for  the  calendar  year  1928,  a  provision 
that  the  city  reserves  the  right  on  receipt  of  com- 
plaint to  send  a  special  wagon  and  collect  and 
remove  not  only  garbage  but  also  ashes. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  it  may  be 
that  the  contract  has  already  been  signed,  sealed 
and  delivered.  I  am  not  aware  whether  it  has 
or  not.  But  I  trust  that  the  Law  Department 
will  look  the  contract  over  somewhat  more  care- 
fully for  the  coming  year  than  this  last  year,  be- 
cause I  know  how  it  has  worked  out  in  some  cases 
during  the  year.     I  know  that  when  a  contractor 
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fails  to  collect  ashes  and  garbage  a  nuisance,  a 
source  of  filth,  is  created  by  leaving  stuff  out  on 
the  sidewalks  days  at  a  time.  There  is  no  pro- 
vision under  section  4  of  the  approved  contract 
under  which,  when  there  is  such  negligence,  the 
city  can  send  out  a  team  and  collect  ashes  and 
charge  it  against  the  man.  There  is  such  a  pro- 
vision in  regard  to  garbage,  and  we  are  told  that 
that  is  supposed  to  cover  ashes  and  is  construed 
to  mean  garbage  and  ashes.  But  it  certainly 
does  not  cover  both  in  its  terms,  and  I  trust  that 
that  will  be  provided  for  in  this  year's  contract. 
If  it  has  not  been  done,  it  ought  to  be. 
►  The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

Dear  Sir, — In  regard  to  the  order  of  the  City 
Council,   concerning  the  establishment   of  a   new- 
fire  station  in  the  vicinity  of  Savin  Hill  and  Dor- 
chester avenues,  I  beg  to  submit  the  following: 

This  department  has  made  a  careful  investiga- 
tion of  the  fire  protection  of  the  district  referred 
to.  Our  present  running  card  calls  for  three  engine 
companies  and  two  ladder  companies  for  a  re- 
sponse to  boxes  in  this  vicinity.  This  is  beyond 
question  sufficient  apparatus  for  first  alarm  re- 
sponse. At  the  corner  of  Savin  Hill  avenue  and 
Dorchester  avenue,  Engine  17  and  Ladder  7  should 
arrive  in  approximately  two  minutes  from  the  time 
the  alarm  is  received.  Engine  21,  another  com- 
pany which  responds  on  first  alarms,  should  arrive 
within  a  few  seconds  of  the  first  two  companies. 
Engine  43  and  Ladder  20,  the  remaining  apparatus 
for  first  alarm  response,  should  arrive  within  three 
minutes  of  the  receipt  of  alarm.  If  the  fire  should 
occur  in  Savin  Hill,  for  example,  at  Box  3256, 
located  on  Savin  Hill  avenue,  near  Davitt  street, 
Engine  17  and  Ladder  7  should  arrive  in  about  two 
minutes  and  thirty  seconds,  Engine  21  in  about  two 
minutes  and  forty  seconds  and  Engine  43  and 
Ladder  20  in  about  three  minutes  and  thirty 
seconds. 

The  distance  which  our  apparatus  must  cover  in 
this  district  and  the  time  consumed  in  covering  it 
is  better  than  in  many  other  parts  of  the  city,  even 
in  Dorchester  itself,  particularly  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  both  engine  and  ladder  companies  are  within 
approximately  one  mile  of  most  of  the  territory 
under  consideration. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  build  an  additional  house  as 
suggested  in  the  order  passed  by  the  City  Council.

INFORMATION    ABOUT   PROPOSED    FENS 
STADIUM. 

The  following  was  received:

Dear  Sirs, —  I  desire  to  submit  the  following 
information  relative  to  the  so-called  School  Boys' 
Stadium  in  the  Back  Bay  Fens. 

At  the  present  time  we  are  asking  for  an  ap- 
propriation of  $56,044.62  from  the  income  of  the 
George  F.  Parkman  Fund,  it  being  the  last  intecest 
to  accrue  during  the  year  1927. 

The  reason  for  not  asking  for  this  appropria- 
tion before  was  that  the  last  payment  of  interest 
was  not  due  until  after  December  first  and  we  are 
notified  of  the  final  total  balance  for  the  year 
about  December  4  or  5.  It  was  not,  as  stated 
by  one  of  the  councilors,  sent  in  at  the  last  moment, 
but  instead  was  sent  in  the  regular  manner  that 
this  request  is  sent  every  year  since  1912.  The 
City  Council  has  always  voted  in  December  of 
each  year  to  appropriate  the  final  amount  _  of 
income  of  the  Parkman  Fund  in  accordance  with 
a  request  from  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners. 

The  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  feel  that 
it  was  the  intent  of  the  donor,  Mr.  George  F. 
Parkman,  when  he  states  in  a  codicil  of  his  will 
that  he  "wished  to  constitute  a  fund,  the  income 
of  which  is  to  be  applied  to  the  maintenance  and 
improvement  of  the  Common  and  parks  now  in 
existence"  (that  is  in  1887)  to  construct  and  im- 
prove any  parks  and  playgrounds  that  were  in 
existence  at  that  time. 

The  Fens  is  the  largest  undeveloped  area  within 
the  Boston  park  system  at  the  present  time  and 
it  was  the  intent  of  the  Board  of  Park  Commis- 
aioners  to  complete  the  improvements  on  said 
area  during  the  year  1928,  if  possible. 

A  playground  is  a  part  of  a  park.  _  I  desire  to 
quote  from  Webster's  dictionary  which  says  "a 
park  is  an  inclosure  in  or  near  a  city  or  town,  kept 
for  ornament  and  public  recreation." 

The  Fens  at  the  present  time  has  an  area  of  one 
hundred  twenty  acres  devoted  to  park  and  recrea- 
tion purposes.  Some  years  ago,  on  account  of 
the  extraordinary  demand  for  a  playground  in 
this  section  which  contains  six  schools  of  the  higher 
grades,  together  with  various  organizations,  col- 
leges and  private  schools,  nine  acres  were  set  aside 
and  made  into  a  playground  which  was  never 
completed. 

At  the  present  time  we  have  bleachers  that  will 
hold  about  3,000  people.  These  bleachers  were 
designed  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  landscape. 
They  are  only  about  18  inches  above  the  road  and 
it  is  the  intention  of  the  department  to  complete 
these  bleachers  so  they  will  hold  approximately 
7,500  people,  using  the  same  design,  which  I 
assure  you  will  not  detract  in  any  way  from  the 
landscape  effects. 
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The  building  it  is  proposed  to  erect  is  also  de- 
signed with  the  intention  of  not  interfering  with 
the  landscape  effects. 

The  present  area  is  so  rough  it  is  dangerous  for 
anybody  to  use  and  there  are  no  provisions  made 
for  holding  school  boy  meets. 

I  desire  to  construct  a  model  playground,  a 
bird's-eye  view  of  which  I  forward  with  this  letter. 
The  plans  for  this  playground  are  now  all  prepared, 
the  contracts  are  ready  for  signature  as  soon  as 
money  is  appropriated.  The  playground  is  nec- 
essary in  order  to  improve  that  part  of  the  park 
system  called  Fenway  Park.  You  will  note  that 
it  contains  everything  an  athletic  field  should 
contain.  You  will  also  note  that  it  will  not  in 
any  way  detract  from  the  surroundings,  in  fact 
it  will  add  considerable  to  them.  I  desire  also  to 
submit  an  opinion  of  the  Law  Department  which 
states  that  the  department  is  within  its  rights  in 
asking  for  this  expenditure.

Dear  Sir, — I  herewith  submit  my  opinion  upon 
the  question  which  you  presented  in  your  letter  of 
December  27,  in  which  letter  you  stated  that  you 
desired  this  department  to  give  you  a  written 
opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  it  is  within  the  Park 
Department's  rights  to  ask  for  an  appropriation 
from  the  income  of  the  Parkman  Fund  for  the 
purpose  of  building  a  model  playground  in  the 
Back  Bay  Fens  or  whether  or  not  the  donor  of  the 
Parkman  Fund  intended  that  we  should  use  the 
income  for  any  such  purpose. 

The  provision  of  the  codicil  in  the  last  will  of  the 
late  George  F.  Parkman  by  which  the  city  acquired 
the  residue  of  the  estate  of  George  F.  Parkman  is 
as  follows: 

"I  devise  said  residue  to  the  City  of  Boston  to 
constitute  a  fund,  the  income  of  which  is  to  be 
applied  to  the  maintenance  and  improvement  of 
the  Common  and  the  Parks  now  existing  and  is 
not  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  additional  land 
for  Park  purposes.  Any  portion  of  said  income, 
which  may  not  be  required  for  the  above  purpose 
in  any  year,  is  to  be  added  to  and  invested  as  a  part 
of  said  fund." 

This  codicil  is  dated  January  12,  1887.  The 
park  commonly  known  as  the  Back  Bay  Fens,  in 
which  this  improvement  is  proposed  to  be  made, 
was  acquired  by  the  city  between  the  years  1877 
and  1879,  and  is  therefore  a  park  for  which  the 
income  from  the  Parkman  Fund  may  be  expended 
for  maintenance  and  improvement. 

The  character  of  the  improvement  or  improve- 
ments to  be  made  in  the  parks  is  for  the  Board  of 
Park  Commissioners  to  determine. 

McQuillen  on  Municipal  Corporations,  volume 
III,  section  1153,  defines  a  park  as  follows: 

'  'In  its  common  and  ordinary  signification  a 
public  park  is  an  open  or  enclosed  tract  of  land 
adapted  for,  set  apart,  maintained  at  public  expense 
and  devoted  to  the  purposes  of  pleasure,  recrea- 
tion, ornament  and  light  and  air  for  the  inhabitants 
of  the  town  or  city  near  or  in  which  it  is  located. " 
and  cites  many  authorities  in  the  different  states 
of  the  Union. 

It  is  also  stated  in  the  section  just  above  referred 
to  in  McQuillen  on  Municipal  Corporations  that 
Central  Park  in  New  York  was  the  first  place 
deliberately  provided  for  the  inhabitants  of  any 
city  or  town  in  the  United  States  for  exclusive  use 
as  a  pleasure  ground  for  rest  and  exercise  in  the 
open  air. 

Boston  Common  is  and  has  been  considered  for  a 
long  period  of  time  one  of  the  parks  of  the  city. 
Boston  Common  has  been  used  for  recreation,  for 
pleasure  and  for  playground  purposes  and  no 
question  has  been  ever  raised  as  to  the  expenditure 
of  money  for  baseball  purposes  on  Boston  Common. 
In  fact,  for  years  a  portion  of  it  has  been  used  for 
playground  purposes  continuously.  In  the  neigh- 
boring city  of  Cambridge,  Cambridge  Common,  a 
park  of  the  park  system  of  Cambridge,  has  been 
constantly  used  for  baseball  and  football  purposes, 
and  the  Back  Bay  Fens  would  be  no  less  a  park  if  a 
portion  of  it  was  improved  as  a  ball  ground  or  a 
field  for  athletic  sports  with  seats  provided  for  the 
comfort  of  spectators. 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  your  depart- 


ment has  a  legal  right  to  expend  money  appro- 
priated from  the  income  of  the  Parkman  Fund  for 
the  proposed  improvement  in  the  Back  Bay  Fens.

Dear  Sir, —  You  seek  to  be  advised  whether  the 
inauguration  of  the  new  City  Council  is  to  be 
held  on  Monday  January  2  1928,  or  on  the  follow- 
ing day.  You  ask  this  question,  I  understand, 
because  of  the  fact  that  January  1,  1928,  falls  on  a 
Sunday  and  is  to  be  observed  on  January  2,  which 
is  the  first  Monday  in  January,  1928. 

By  the  provisions  of  sec.  14  of  chapter  479  of 
the  Acts  of  1924  the  new  City  Council  is  to  serve 
for  two  years  from  the  first  Monday  in  January. 
Clause  18  of  section  7  of  chapter  4  of  the  General 
Laws  provides  as  follows: 

'  'Eighteenth,  legal  holiday  shall  include  January 
first,  February  twenty-second,  April  nineteenth, 
May  thirtieth,  July  fourth,  the  first  Monday  in 
September,  October  twelfth,  Thanksgiving  day 
and  Christmas  day,  or  the  day  following  when 
any  of  the  five  days  first  mentioned,  October 
twelfth  or  Christmas  day  occurs  on  Sunday; 
and  the  public  offices  shall  be  closed  on  all  of 
said  days." 

Your  Honor  will  observe  that  since  the  first  of 
January  1928,  occurs  on  a  Sunday,  that  Monday, 
January  2,  1928,  is  a  legal  holiday  and  that  all 
public  offices  are  required  to  be  closed  on  this  day 
by  reason  of  the  provisions  of  the  aforesaid  Clause 
18. 

Section  9  of  chapter  4  of  the  General  Laws  is  as 
follows: 

"Except  as  otherwise  provided,  when  the  day 
or  the  last  day  for  the  performance  of  any  act, 
including  the  making  of  any  payment  or  tender  of 
payment,  authorized  or  required  by  statute  or  by 
contract,  falls  on  Sunday  or  a  legal  holiday,  the 
act  may,  unless  it  is  specifically  authorized  or 
required  to  be  performed  on  Sunday  or  on  a  legal 
holiday,  be  performed  on  the  next  succeeding 
business  day." 

This  section  permits  the  city  government  to 
convene  on  Tuesday,  January  3,  which  is  the  next 
succeeding  business  day  following  the  holiday  of 
January  2.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  all  the  public 
offices  are  required  to  be  closed  on  January  2, 
1928,  by  the  provisions  of  Clause  18  mentioned 
hereinbefore  it  seems  clear  that  the  new  council 
should  not  be  sworn  in  until  January  3,  1928, 
when  public  offices  reopen. 

I  advise  you,  therefore,  that  the  inauguration 
of  the  new  City  Council  in  1928  should  be  held  on 
Tuesday,  January  3.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PRISONS. 

Coun.  LYNCH,  for  Coun.  Mahoney,  submitted 
the  following: 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  223 
of  the  Revised  Laws,  the  Committee  on  Inspection 
of  Prisons  of  the  City  Council  submits  herewith  its 
annual  report. 

Suffolk  County  Jail. 

Semiannual  inspections  of  the  jail  were  duly 
made.  Your  committee  finds  that  conditions  at 
this  institution  continue  along  the  lines  of  cleanli- 
ness and  order  that  have  characterized  it  for  several 
years. 

Provision  having  been  made  for  the  erection  of  a 
model  heating  plant  in  the  yard  of  the  institution, 
a  grave  danger  which  has  threatened  the  safety  of 
the  jail  will  shortly  be  eliminated. 

Traffic  congestion  has  become  so  great  on  Charles 
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street  that  Sheriff  Keliher  has  wisely  advocated 
the  abandonment  of  the  present  entrance  for 
vehicles  from  that  street,  and  the  substitution  of  a 
new  and  safer  one  to  be  located  on  North  Grove 
street,  adjoining  the  Northern  Mortuary.  Pro- 
vision having  been  made  for  this  excellent  change, 
the  present  menace  to  the  jail  van  will  cease, 
when  the  change  becomes  operative.  Your  com- 
mittee approves  the  proposed  change. 

Excellent  results  are  being  obtained  in  the  hospi- 
tal and  dental  departments. 

The  population  of  the  jail  continues  abnormally 
high,  maintaining  an  average  rising  three  hundred. 

House  of  Correction. 

The  required  number  of  visits  was  made  to  the 
House  of  Correction  by  your  committee  during 
the  year  and  the  committee  was  particularly 
impressed  by  the  excellent  condition  and  the  well- 
kept  appearance  of  the  buildings. 

Practically  all  of  the  buildings  have  been 
painted  inside  and  outside,  and  the  colors  on  the 
outside  are  standardized,  giving  the  island  a 
uniform  appearance.  The  cells  are  clean  and  in  an 
orderly  condition,  and  the  food  is  wholesome 
and  plentiful.  The  committee  also  visited  the 
piggery  and  horse  and  cow  barns  and  found  them 
in  excellent  condition.  A  pasteurizer  has  been 
installed  and  all  milk  at  Deer  Island  is  pasteurized. 

The  clothing  and  shoe  shops  are  doing  excellent 
work  and  supplying  practically  all  the  needs  of 
the  House  of  Correction  and  the  Long  Island 
Hospital. 

During  the  year  an  appropriation  was  made  of 
S125.000  for  the  erection  of  a  new  power  and 
heating  plant,  which  is  absolutely  necessary, 
because  the  present  boilers  are  very  old,  and  have 
outlived  their  usefulness. 

During  the  year,  from  December  16,   1926,  to 
December  15,   1927,  the  population  has  increased 
from  605  to  645.     For  the  same  period  the  com- 
mitments were  3,614,  while  3,574  were  discharged.

EVENING    CLINICS. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
unanimous  consent  to  make  a  statement  in  con- 
nection with  the  order  I  introduced  at  the  last 
meeting. 

Chairman  DOWLING — The  gentleman  will 
proceed,  if  there  is  no  objection. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  last  week  I 
introduced  an  order  calling  for  a  night  clinic  at  the 
Boston  City  Hospital,  because  of  the  fact  that  there 
were  so  many  people  not  suffering  from  diseases 
acute  enough  to  send  them  to  the  hospital,  and  yet 
if  they  got  the  proper  care  at  the  time  when  it  was 
needed  it  would  prevent  more  serious  complica- 
tions setting  in  later.  This  week  I  received  in  the 
mail,  signed  by  Doctor  Mitchell,  a  letter  in  which 
he  tells  the  story  of  a  clinic  in  which  he  is  interested, 
which  has  been  "doing  night  work  since  September  1 . 
He  says  here  that: 

"The  Reconstruction  Clinic,  which  up  to  Septem- 
ber 1,  1927,  was  open  during  the  day  only,  for  the 
purpose  of  salvaging  the  injured  workers  and  their 
families,  has  on  September  1,  1927,  opened  a  clinic 
three  evenings  each  week — Monday,  Wednesday 
and  Friday, — from  6.30  to  9  p.  m.,  just  to  supply 
the  medical  institutional  facilities  so  sorely  needed 
for  this  class  in  the  City  of  Boston  and  its  vicinity." 

He  further  says: 

"On  reviewing  the  records  of  the  only  other 
evening  clinic  open  to  the  populace  of  Boston,  we 
find  that  in  the  year  of  1926  over  40,000  cases  were 
treated  evenings  in  that  clinic.  Our  clinic  is  the 
only  other  evening  charitable  clinic  open  to  the 
public  of  Boston  and  vicinity,  irrespective  of  race, 
creed  or  color,  and  the  only  evening  clinic  equipped 
for  treatment  by  light,  electricity  or  other  physical 
measures,  which  treatments  are  generally  beyond 
the  means  of  workers  and  beyond  the  means  of 
workers  at  the  ordinary  physician's  office  fee." 
I  am  going  to  leave  this  letter  with  our  sten- 
ographer to  include  in  the  record  of  the  meeting. 
My  only  thought  in  the  matter  is  this,  and  it  is  a 
thought  to  which  I  wish  to  give  expression  on  my 
last  day  of  service  here.  When  I  introduced  this 
order,  I  said  that  if  the  Council  could  inaugurate 
night  clinics  in  the  City  of  Boston  they  would  be  a 
monument  that  would  last  longer  than  the  Council 
itself.  I  think  what  I  have  read  here  emphasizes 
the  importance  of  this  sort  of  thing  for  large 
numbers  of  people  in  the  night  time  throughout 
the  year.  It  does  seem  to  me  that  this  will  afford 
a  service  for  which  a  great  many  people  cannot 
afford  to  pay,  and  that  it  can  be  afforded  at  very 
little  cost.  We  have  our  tremendous  institution  up 
there,  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  which  will  not  be 
rendering  100  per  cent  service  until  such  time  as  it 
does  open  up  in  this  way  for  the  benefit  of  the 
workers,  through  night  clinics  for  the  poorer 
classes.  As  I  say,  the  cost  will  be  vejy  slight. 
The  services  of  the  medical  men  required  can  be 
obtained  practically  for  the  asking,  and  the 
institution,  apparatus  and  facilities  are  there. 
All  that  is  necessary  is  to  open  the  doors.  This  is 
certainly  a  measure  of  humanity,  and  I  feel  that 
some  member  of  the  incoming  Council  will  do  well 
in  carrying  on  the  fight  next  year,  holding  a  hearing 
in  regard  to  the  matter  if  necessary  and  sending 
for  the  doctors  and  nurses  in  charge  of  the  recon- 
struction clinic;  also  sending  to  the  Boston  dis- 
pensary, and  getting  statistics  which  I  believe  will 
warrant  the  city  in  inaugurating  a  system  of  night 
clinics.  Such  action  will  five  long  in  the  memories 
of  the  people  and  will  stand  as  a  monument  to  the 
Boston  City  Council. 

The  letter  referred  to  by  Coun.  McGrath  is  as 
follows : 

Reconstruction  Clinic, 
366  Commonwealth  Avenue, 
Boston,  December  22,  1927. 
Mr.  Joseph  McGrath,  City  Councilman. 

Dear  Sir, — We  read  of  your  sincere  efforts  in 
sponsoring  evening  clinics  for  the  working  class 
and  their  children.  It  applies  particularly  to 
those  who  do  not  suffer  enough  physical  pain  or 
disability  to  compel  them  to  leave  their  work 
and  seek  relief,  and  who,  therefore,  put  off  treat- 
ment until  symptoms  are  such  as  to  cause  partial 
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or  even  total  disability.  This  situation  serves  as 
a  great  factor  in  delaying  medical  aid  at  the  time 
when  it  could  be  most  beneficial,  and  allows  the 
illness  to  reach  a  state  where  prolonged  treatment 
is  necessary  or  disease  has  progressed  beyond  the 
limits  of  medical  aid. 

The  same  is  true  of  the  children  of  the  working 
families,  where  the  mother,  as  well  as  the  father, 
engages  in  some  daily  labor  and  often  neglects  the 
minor  complaints  of  the  children.  It  is  in  such 
cases  that  evening  clinics  would  do  much  in  detect- 
ing and  relieving  many  ailing  youngsters. 

The  Reconstruction  Clinic,  which  up  to  Septem- 
ber 1,  1927,  was  open  during  the  day  only,  for  the 
purpose  of  salvaging  the  injured  workers  and  their 
families,  has  on  September  1,  1927,  opened  a 
clinic  three  evenings  each  week,  Monday,  Wednes- 
day and  Friday,  6.30  to  9  p.  m.,  just  to  supply  the 
medical  institutional  facilities  so  sorely  needed  for 
this  class  in  the  City  of  Boston  and  its  vicinity. 
On  reviewing  the  records  of  the  only  other  evening 
clinic  open  to  the  populace  of  Boston,  we  find  that 
in  the  year  of  1926  over  40,000  cases  were  treated 
evenings  in  that  clinic.  Our  clinic  is  the  only 
other  evening  charitable  clinic  open  to  the  public 
of  Boston  and  vicinity,  irrespective  of  race,  creed 
and  color,  and  the  only  evening  clinic  equipped  for 
treatment  by  light,  electricity  or  other  physical 
measures,  which  treatments  are  generally  beyond 
the  means  of  workers  at  the  ordinary  physician's 
office  fee. 

The  charge  for  treatment  averages  about  fifty 
cents.  However,  a  patient,  presenting  a  note  from 
a  charitable  or  social  service  agency,  stating  that 
circumstances  are  such  that  a  patient  cannot  pay, 
is  treated  free  of  charge.  The  services  of  physicians 
and  nurses  in  attendance  are  rendered  without 
remuneration. 

We  are  writing  this  letter  to  you,  first  because 
we  are  very  much  interested  in  the  health  and 
rehabilitation     of     workers     and     their     families, 
especially  those  of  limited  means;   second,  because 
we  believe  that  such  a  newly  established  institu- 
tion,  so   sorely  needed   by   that   class,   should  be 
somehow  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  people; 
third,    because    our   approval   of   your   resolution 
might  serve  as  an  aid  in  your  efforts  to  preserve 
the  health  of  those  of  limited  means.

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  heartily 
indorses  efforts  made  by  the  Mayor  of  Boston  and 
Representatives  in  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States   to  secure  the  assignment  of  work  to   the 


Charlestown  Navy  Yard,  in  order  to  prevent 
further  unemployment  in  the  city. 

The  question  came  on  the  adoption  of  the 
resolution. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  in  presenting 
that  order  I  have  in  mind  the  debate  that  took 
place  in  the  Executive  Committee,  which  indi- 
cated the  feelings  of  the  various  members  of  the 
City  Council  with  reference  to  the  previous  resolve, 
which  is  still  pending  before  us.  I  think  the  ex- 
pression of  opinion  in  the  Executive  Committee 
may  be  fairly  said  to  have  indicated  that  this  body 
is  in  favor,  and  heartily  in  favor,  of  having  all  the 
work  possible  sent  to  the  Charlestown  Navy  Yard 
in  order  to  prevent  a  further  addition  to  the  num- 
ber of  the  unemployed  people  in  this  city.  The 
language  of  the  resolve  that  was  and  still  is  before 
us  was  not  such  as  to  appeal  particularly  to  the 
ideas  of  the  various  members  who  spoke  in  the 
Executive  Committee.  I  therefore  introduce  this 
resolve,  which  I  believe  will  be  in  accord  with  the 
ideas  of  the  members  generally,  and  I  move  a  sus- 
pension of  the  rule  in  order  that  it  may  be  put 
upon  its  passage. 

The  resolve  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


RECESS. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  DOWD,  the  Board  voted 
at  12.08  p.  m.  to  take  a  recess,  subject  to  the  call 
of    the    Chair. 

The  members  reassembled  in  the  Council 
Chamber  and  were  called  to  order  by  Chairman 
DOWLING  at  12.45  p.  m.

2.  Report  on  petition  of  Mrs.  H.  Parker 
Whittington  (referred  today)  for  children  under 
fifteen  years  of  age  to  appear  at  the  University 
Club  on  December  31,  1927 — that  leave  be  granted. 

Report  accepted,  leave  granted  on  the  usual 
conditions. 

3.  Report  on  communication  from  Park 
Department  submitting  information  relative  to 
so-called  schoolboys'  stadium  in  the  Back  Bay 
Fens  (submitted  by  the  Mayor  and  referred 
today) — that  the  same  be  placed  on  file. 

Report  accepted,  said  communication  placed 
on  file. 

4.  Report  on  order  (submitted  by  the  Mayor 
and  referred  today)  authorizing  the  Park  Com- 
missioner to  sell  junk  belonging  to  the  Fire  De- 
partment— that  the  same  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted,  said  order  passed. 

5.  Report  on  preambles  and  resolution  (re- 
ferred today)  requesting  the  Mayor  to  direct  the 
attention  of  President  Coolidge  to  existing  con- 
ditions and  to  demand  the  immediate  assignment 
of  naval  ships  to  Boston  Navy  Yard  for  recon- 
ditioning or  construction — that  the  same  ought 
not  to  pass. 

Report  accepted,  said  order  rejected. 


IMPROVEMENTS  FOR  FENS. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  FITZGERALD,  the  Coun- 
cil took  up  assignment  No.  17  on  the  calendar, 
viz.; 

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $56,044.62  be  and  the 
same  hereby  is  appropriated  from  the  income  of  the 
Parkman  Fund,  to  be  expended  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Park  Commission,  for  the  maintenance 
and  improvement  of  the  Common  and  parks  in 
existence  on  January  12,  1887,  as  follows: 

Fens,  Improvements,  $56,044.62. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  when  this  matter 
came  up  before,  at  a  previous  meeting,  and  was 
voted  upon  I  voted  against  the  proposed  appro- 
priation from  the  income  of  the  Parkman  Fund 
after  listening  to  the  summary  and  interpretation 
of  the  will  of  the  deceased  by  our  colleague,  Mr. 
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Parkman.  Because  of  the  relationship  of  the 
councilor  to  the  testator  I  was  inclined  to  give  his 
interpretation  a  great  deal  of  weight,  and  for  that 
reason  I  voted  in  the  manner  that  I  did.  I  have 
since  had  occasion  to  see  and  read  the  provisions 
of  the  will  itself,  and  I  now  to  some  extent  regret 
that  I  am  compelled  to  disagree  with  Coun.  Park- 
man  in  his  interpretation.  The  wording  of  the 
will  simply  is  "maintenance  and  improvement 
of  the  Common  and  parks  then  in  existence." 
There  is  no  question  in  my  mind  but  what  the 
stadium  is  an  improvement,  and  a  considerable 
improvement,  of  our  park  system,  because  it  is 
for  the  health  and  recreation  of  the  inhabitants 
of  our  city.  Therefore,  I  now  feel  impelled  to 
vote  for  the  order. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  as  I  have  said 
on  other  occasions  in  addressing  the  Boston  City 
Council,  there  are  times  when  I  wish  I  were  elo- 
quent and  were  able  to  persuade  the  members  of 
this  body  to  my  own  way  of  thinking.  This  is 
one  of  such  times.  I  have  heard  what  Coun. 
Bush  has  just  stated  to  us,  and  I  have  heard  read 
the  letter  from  the  Park  Commissioner  bearing 
upon  that  subject,  and  I  am  still  of  the  opinion 
that  I  was  when  the  Council  last  considered  this 
matter.  The  reasons  which  then  actuated  me 
in  voting  as  I  did  are  still  strongest  in  my  mind. 
I  may  perhaps  be  pardoned  for  reading  to  the 
City  Council  the  exact  language  of  the  codicil 
to  the  will  of  George  F.  Parkman  which  created 
this  fund  the  income  of  which  we  are  asked  to 
dispose  of.     It  reads  as  follows: 

"I  devise  the  residue  to  the  city  of  Boston  to 
constitute  a  fund  the  income  of  which  is  to  be 
applied  to  the  maintenance  and  improvement 
of  the  Common  and  the  parks  now  existing,  and 
is  not  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  additional 
land  for  park  purposes.  Any  portion  of  said  in- 
come which  may  not  be  required  for  the  above 
purpose  in  any  year  is  to  be  added  to  and  invested 
as  a  part  of  said  fund." 

Then  follow  the  usual  clauses  of  execution  which 
are  used  in  any  will  or  codicil.  That  is  the  exact 
language  of  the  codicil  which  created  this  fund. 
Having  in  view  the  practical,  political  and  legal 
aspects,  we  are  asked  as  members  of  the  City 
Council  to  put  some  interpretation  upon  that 
instrument.  I,  for  one,  would  defer  to  the  inter- 
pretation which  a  nephew  of  the  testator  has 
indicated  represented  his  belief  in  regard  to  the 
matter.  I  believe  there  is  no  man  who  has  been 
a  member  of  the  Boston  City  Council  the  past 
two  years  but  what  holds  that  man  in  the  highest 
affection  and  esteem.  It  is  my  personal  opinion, 
and  I  dare  say  it  is  shared  by  others,  that  he  is 
undoubtedly  the  ablest  man  who  is  a  member  of 
this  body  today,  and  nobody  regrets  more  keenly 
than  I  do  his  absence  from  among  us  on  this 
occasion.  He  would  not  wish  the  matter  put 
upon  any  personal  grounds,  but,  because  of  the 
relationship  I  have  had  with  him  during  the  last 
two  years,  I  am  willing  to  put  it  on  personal 
grounds  and  to  say  I  am  willing  to  accede  to  his 
wishes  in  the  matter.  Of  course,  from  the  cold, 
legal  point  of  view  the  only  body  of  persons  who 
have  the  power  of  interpreting  this  instrument 
are  the  Supreme  Court  of  Massachusetts.  That 
is  the  cold  legal  aspect  of  the  situation.  It  is 
nevertheless  true,  I  think,  that  we  as  human 
beings  are  willing  to  say  that  to  us  a  man  of  the 
ability  and  of  the  charm  of  the  nephew  of  the 
testator  stands  on  an  equality  with  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Massachusetts  in  the  human  right  to 
interpret  what  he  believes  his  uncle  meant  when 
he  used  those  words.  This  man  has  been  with 
us  on  all  occasions  virtually  when  we  have  met 
together,  whether  it  might  be  to  deliberate  or 
to  frolic.  We  know  him  and  like  him;  we  esteem 
his  ability  and  appreciate  his  charm.  For  purely 
personal  reasons,  if  for  no  other,  I  would  be  willing 
to  follow  him  and  take  what  he  considered  to  be 
the  correct  interpretation  of  the  will,  without 
leaving  it  to  a  cold  and  austere  judicial  body  like 
the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  of  Massachusetts. 
It  is  not  wholly  unreasonable — I  think,  on  the 
other  hand,  it  is  wholly  reasonable — to  accept 
the  interpretation  which  the  nephew  of  the  testa- 
tor has  put  on  his  uncle's  will,  for  these  reasons. 
This  codicil  with  which  we  are  dealing  was  written 
the  12th  of  January,  1887.  For  twenty-one  years 
after  that  the  testator  continued  to  live  in  Boston. 
No  man  can  dispose  of  a  property  valued  at 
S5,000,000,  giving  it  to  the  City  of  Boston  for 
certain  purposes,  without  having  a  pretty  good 
idea  of  what  the  purposes  for  which  he  wanted 


the  monev  used  were.  It  was  not  a  fifty-cent 
gift;  it  was  not  a  S500  gift.  It  was  85,000,000 
that  he  was  giving  to  the  City  of  Boston,  and 
he  would  naturally  inform  himself  thoroughly 
as  to  what  the  situation  of  the  City  of  Boston 
was  and  would  be  at  the  time  when  his  gift  was 
to  take  effect.  He  knew  that  it  was  possible  to 
make  any  change  he  desired  in  his  testamentary 
disposition,  because  we  depend  on  the  codicil  to 
his  will  for  the  gift.  He  knew  it  was  possible 
to  make  codicils,  he  knew  that  it  was  possible 
to  amend;  he  knew  during  the  twenty-one  years 
he  lived  after  the  time  he  wrote  those  words  that 
it  was  possible  for  him  to  change  them  if  they 
did  not  suit  him.  With  that  knowledge,  and 
with  the  knowledge  of  what  was  going  on  in  the 
Park  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston,  he  left 
those  words  standing  as  he  wrote  them  January 
12,  1887,  without  change,  until  the  time  when 
he  died.  No  one  can  read  that  codicil,  Mr. 
Chairman,  without  being  satisfied  that  the  author 
of  it  intended  a  strictly  limited  use  of  that  money. 
He  limits  it  expressly  himself  in  certain  ways. 
He  says  it  is  to  be  used  "on  the  Common  and 
parks  now  existing."  The  words  "now  existing" 
are  one  limitation  which  he  expressed  and  which 
indicated  that  he  had  in  his  mind  a  certain  limited 
use  of  that  money.  He  goes  on  and  says:  "Any 
portion  of  the  income  which  may  not  be  required 
for  the  above  purposes  in  any  year  is  to  be  added 
to  and  invested  as  a  part  of  said  fund."  There 
is  another  limitation  that  he  expressly  imposed. 
He  had  in  his  mind  a  limited  use  o*  those  funds. 
Some  of  us  are  familiar  with  the  theory  of  the 
law  by  which  directors  of  corporations  are  brought 
before  the  courts  on  the  appeals  of  stockholders, 
for  instance,  to  compel  a  declaration  of  a  dividend. 
You  had  such  a  case  when  the  Dodge  Brothers 
made  Henry  Ford  shell  out.  Those  cases  are 
perhaps  rare,  but  they  do  happen.  When  you 
are  dealing  with  directors  of  a  corporation  you 
may  well  take  the  attitude  that  you  will  not  in- 
terfere with  their  discretionary  use  of  the  money 
of  the  corporation  unless  and  until  it  is  clearly 
evident  that  they  are  acting  in  bad  faith  and 
outside  the  scope  of  what  represents  ordinary 
good  business  judgment.  That  is  one  angle 
from  which  bodies  of  men  who  have  the  handling 
of  sums  of  money  which  belong  to  somebody  else 
are  dealt  with.  Directors  of  a  corporation  handle 
funds  which,  in  a  sense  at  least,  belong  to  the 
stockholders  of  the  corporation.  In  dealing  with 
them  the  courts  have  taken  the  attitude,  and 
we  might  well  take  the  attitude,  that  it  is  proper 
to  say  we  will  not  interfere  unkss  and  until  it 
is  clear  that  they  are  overstepping  all  reasonable 
bounds  and  are  acting  in  bad  faith.  On  the 
other  hand,  when  you  are  dealing  with  trustees 
you  are  dealing  with  an  entirely  different  sort  of 
case.  Trustees  occupy  an  entirely  different  re- 
lationship to  the  beneficiaries  of  a  trust  than 
stockholders  occupy  to  the  directors  of  a  corpo- 
ration in  which  they  own  shares.  The  rule  has 
always  been  recognized,  and  it  is  a  reasonable 
rule,  that  when  you  are  dealing  with  trustees 
you  take  the  diametrically  opposite  point  of  view 
from  what  you  take  in  dealing  with  directors  of 
a  corporation.  When  you  are  dealing  with 
trustees  you  say  they  shall  not  spend  the  money 
unless  it  is  clearly  evident  that  it  lies  within  their 
power  to  do  so.  That,  you  see,  is  a  point  of  view 
squarely  opposite  to  that  taken  concerning  di- 
rectors of  a  corporation,  who  will  not  be  inter- 
fered with  unless  they  are  doing  something  that 
they  clearly  have  no  right  to  do.  The  burden 
with  trustees  is  placed  the  other  way,  and  they 
are  supposed  to  justify  the  expenditures  they 
are  making.  Directors  of  a  corporation  need 
only  show  that  their  attitude  is  not  clearly  un- 
reasonable, and  that  it  is  not  clearly  taken  in 
bad  faith.  In  this  codicil  the  City  of  Boston  is 
not  named  as  a  trustee,  but  that  does  not  to  my 
mind  make  any  difference.  It  is  in  fact  a  trustee 
of  this  money.  It  is  given  this  money  for  specific 
purposes,  to  use  the  income  for  specific  purposes. 
As  a  matter  of  reason  and  a  matter  of  law  the 
city  is  in  fact  a  trustee  of  that  fund  and  has  to 
manage  the  fund,  as  a  matter  of  reason  and  law, 
as  trustees  do.  We  therefore,  in  deciding  upon 
the  expenditures  that  can  be  rightly  made  from 
the  income  of  the  Parkman  Fund,  must  regard 
the  city  in  its  corporate  capacity  from  the  point 
of  view  that  trustees  are  regarded,  when  it  comes 
to  the  propriety  of  expenditures  of  money  in 
their  hands.  We  must  say  that,  unless  and  until 
it  is  clearly  shown  to  be  within  the  scope  of  their 
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authorization  and  the  powers  given  them  by  the 
trust  which  they  are  handling,  they  have  not  a 
right  to  spend  it.  We  all  know  that  in  this  state 
certain  investments  are  lawful,  legal  for  trustees 
to  make,  and  that  certain  other  investments  are 
unlawful,  that  nobody  acting  in  a  trust  capacity 
can  invest  such  money  in  such  way.  The  reason 
for  that  I  have  already  pointed  out — that  trustees 
must  justify  the  action  they  take,  and  therein 
are  entirely  different  from  directors,  who  need 
not  so  justify  their  action  but  are  only  called  upon 
to  show  that  what  they  have  done  has  not  been 
done  in  bad  faith.  In  dealing  with  this  income 
from  the  Parkman  Fund  we  are  dealing  as  trus- 
tees with  trust  money,  and  must  in  all  reason  be 
satisfied  beyond  a  reasonable  doubt  at  least,  and 
probably  beyond  any  doubt,  that  we  are  using 
it  in  a  way  in  which  we  clearly  have  a  right  to 
use  it.  The  language  of  the  codicil,  moreover, 
Mr.   President,  is  this' 

"That  the  income  is  to  be  applied  for  the 
maintenance  and  improvement  of  the  Common 
and  parks  now  existing." 

The  "now  existing"  phrase  has  already  been 
interpreted  to  mean  existing  at  the  time  the  codicil 
wTas  written.  Mr.  Parkman  continued  to  live 
down  to  1908.  During  that  time  more  than  half 
the  parks  and  playgrounds  which  we  now  have  in 
the  City  of  Boston  were  added  to  the  rest.  Less 
than  half  of  the  parks  and  playgrounds  which  we 
have  today  were  in  existence  January  12,  1887, 
and  more  than  half  of  them  were  added  during  the 
twenty-one  years  between  1887  and  the  time  of 
the  testator's  death  in  1908.  George  F.  Parkman 
lived  through  that  development,  knew  what  was 
going  on,  and  yet  he  did  not  see  fit  to  alter  the 
codicil  of  his  will  which  he  drew  at  a  time  when 
the  Park  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  was, 
as  compared  with  what  it  is  today,  a  negligible 
thing.  The  chairman  of  the  Park  Department  in 
his  communication  to  us  todaj  is  perfectly  ap- 
parently laboring  under  the  same  delusion  which 
he  had  when  he  came  before  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee about  two  weeks  ago.  At  that  time  he  in- 
sisted that  the  codicil  said  "playgrounds."  It 
does  not  say  "playgrounds."  It  says  "the  Com- 
mon and  parks."  It  never  said  or  mentioned 
"playgrounds"  in  any  way,  shape  or  manner. 
Playgrounds  were  in  existence  in  1887,  and  thirty- 
five  plavgrounds  were  added  to  the  city  between 
1887  and  1908.  George  F.  Parkman  knew  that, 
but  he  never  changed  his  codicil  so  as  to  include 
playgrounds.  The  chairman  of  the  Park  Depart- 
ment, in  his  communication  to  us  today,  says  he 
wants  to  make  this  the  finest  playground  in  the 
city;  the  Mayor  in  his  communication  to  us  intro- 
ducing the  communication  from  the  Park  Com- 
missioner, said  he  wanted  to  do  something  pri- 
marily for  the  schools  of  the  city.  The  Parkman 
will  says  nothing  about  playgrounds  and  nothing 
about  schools,  and  yet  the  Park  Department  itself 
recognizes  that  there  is  a  difference  between  play- 
grounds and  parks  in  this  city.  If  we  examine 
the  Municipal  Register,  the  latest  edition,  that 
part  dealing  with  the  Park  Department,  we  will 
find  how  the  chairman  of  the  Park  Department, 
compiles  his  figures  referring  to  what  is  under  his 
jurisdiction.  He  starts  off  with  an  enumeration 
of  what  are  parks,  enumerating  them,  including 
miscellaneous  parks.  On  pages  83  and  84  of  the 
current  Municipal  Register  the  list  of  parks  of  the 
City  of  Boston  is  thus  given.  He  then  gives  a  list 
of  an  entirely  different  set  of  lands,  designated  by 
himself  as  "playgrounds."  And  there  follows  a 
list  covering  two  more  pages.  So  in  the  mind  of 
the  Park  Commissioner  himself  there  is  a  distinct 
difference  between  parks  and  playgrounds.  He 
mentions  the  fact  that  there  are  playgrounds  on 
certain  parks,  but  he  never  fails  at  any  time  to 
acknowledge  that  there  is  a  distinction  between  a 
park  and  a  playground.  In  his  communication  to 
us  he  says  he  wants  to  use  this  money  on  a  play- 
ground. He  thinks  the  will  says  he  has  a  right  to 
use  it  on  a  playground.  He  is  mistaken.  His 
letter  to  us  shows  how  his  mind  is  running.  He 
thinks  the  word  "playgrounds"  is  in  the  will,  and 
it  never  was.  We  have  to  use  this  money  on 
parks;  we  cannot  use  it  on  playgrounds.  Simply 
because  a  playground  is  in  some  cases  in  a  park 
does  not  make  that  playground  a  park.  Take  the 
quotation  from  Webster's  Dictionary,  which  the 
Park  Commissioner  cited  to  us  in  his  letter, —  "A 
place  for  public  recreation."  Is  it  conceivable  to 
the  minds  of  any  that  a  stadium  where  athletic 
events  are  participated  in  by  students  in  the 
public  schools  is  within  the  definition  of  "a  place 
for  public  recreation"?     I  dare  say  there  are  as 


many  students  in  schools  which  are  not  a  part  of 
our  public  school  system  in  Boston  today  as  there 
are  in  the  public  schools  themselves.  I  have  no 
figures  on  that,  and  I  may  be  in  error;  but  I  do 
know  that  the  number  of  students  in  schools 
which  are  not  public  schools  is  myriad.  As  a 
practical  matter,  how  would  this  proposition  work 
out  for  the  general  public?  The  Mayor  of  the 
city  says  the  purpose  of  this  appropriation  is  to 
make  a  playground  primarily  for  tbe  athletic 
activities  of  our  public  school  system,  —  that  is, 
the  public  school  system  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
As  a  practical  matter,  that  stadium,  being  ex- 
clusively used  in  that  way,  during  times  of  the 
year  when  the  public  schools  are  in  session,  it  will 
not  be  used.  The  general  public  will  not  get  a 
show  at  those  grounds  at  any  time  during  the 
months  from  September  to  June,  and  neither  will 
the  students  in  the  schools  other  than  the  public 
schools.  This,  it  seems  to  me,  is  a  ruse,  a  subter- 
fuge for  the  purpose  and  the  sole  purpose  of  taking 
money  from  the  income  of  the  Parkman  Fund  for 
use  of  the  public  schools  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
The  School  Committee  of  the  City  of  Boston  has 
during  the  past  year  been  under  no  inconsiderable 
fire,  by  reason  of  the  amount  of  money  they  are 
expending.  Compared  with  what  has  been  ex- 
pended for  the  schools  of  Boston  in  previous  years 
the  amount  has  been  enormous.  Considering 
what  the  Boston  public  schools  may  need  it  may 
not  be  so  enormous,  but  in  this  case  if  the  public 
school  system  of  the  City  of  Boston  can  get  a  little 
lift  to  the  extent  of  $50,000,  it  will  mean  that  there 
will  be  that  much  less  criticism  to  be  heaped  on 
the  School  Committee  because  of  the  vast  amount 
of  money  they  are  spending.  The  Mayor  says  in 
his  communication  to  us  that  this  is  for  our  school 
system.  There  is  no  getting  away  from  that.  He 
acknowledges  that  that  is  the  purpose  of  it.  When 
we  consider  that  the  object  of  George  F.  Parkman 
in  his  will  was  to  bequeath  an  amount  for  the 
Common  and  the  parks,  it  seems  to  me  that  to 
make  an  attempt  at  this  time  to  get  $56,000  for 
the  School  Committee  in  this  way  is  but  a  whack 
at  that  fund,  a  subterfuge,  a  ruse,  in  my  opinion, 
the  favorable  recognition  of  which  will  be  enough 
to  expose  this  body  and  the  city  in  a  corporate 
capacity  to  criticism  as  trustees  of  the  George  F. 
Parkman  Fund.  There  is  no  doubt  that  we  are 
trustees  under  the  terms  of  the  will,  although  it 
does  not  expressly  say  so,  because  the  money  is 
really  put  in  the  hands  of  the  city  as  a  trustee,  and 
therefore  we  have  to  regard  ourselves  as  trustees 
and  act  as  trustees  in  this  matter.  The  com- 
munication from  the  Park  Commissioner  this 
morning  states  to  us  that  the  contracts  are  all 
ready.  I  don't  know  whether  he  means  by  that 
that  the  contracts  are  all  signed  up,  or  not;  but 
when  he  comes  here  and  says  that  the  contracts 
for  this  job  are  all  ready,  but  1  couldn't  possibly 
tell  you  about  the  $50,000  until  after  December  1, 
because  the  money  was  not  paid  until  December  1, 
it  seems  to  me  he  is  in  a  position  where  we  can 
almost  laugh  at  him.  He  knew  what  the  invest- 
ments of  the  Parkman  Fund  were  long  before 
December  1,  knew  the  amount  of  interest  that  the 
bonds  bore,  and  could  have  sat  down  with  pencil 
and  paper  and  figured  out  the  amount  of  money 
coming  in  December  1.  The  mere  fact  that  this 
is  something  that  has  been  done  wrongly  in  the 
past  is  no  reason  whatever  for  our  continuing  to 
do  it  wrongly  now  or  in  the  future.  If  it  has  been 
wrong  in  the  past  to  wait  until  the  last  two  or  three 
meetings  of  the  Council  before  asking  for  an  ap- 
propriation of  whatever  balances  there  were  in  the 
hands  of  the  City  Treasurer  as  income  from  the 
Parkman  Fund,  it  does  not  follow  that  we  have 
got  to  go  on  doing  the  wrong  thing,  using  the 
same  argument  for  the  use  of  the  money  in  this 
way  that  has  been  used  in  the  past.  The  mere 
fact  that  the  proper  method  has  not  been  followed 
in  previous  years  does  not  justify  us  a  particle  in 
going  ahead  and  continuing  to  do  the  wrong  thing. 
He  points  out  to  us  that  the  Aquarium  was  built 
with  income  from  this  fund;  he  says  that  certain 
buildings  in  Franklin  Park  were  built  with  income 
from  this  fund.  But  neither  the  Aquarium  nor 
buildings  referred  to  on  Franklin  Park  were  built 
in  a  way  which  was  calculated  to  inure  to  the 
benefit  of  the  public  school  system  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  Those  buildings  are  open  to  the  general 
public.  Men,  women  and  children  go  in  and  out 
of  them  whenever  they  feel  so  inclined,  at  any  and 
all  times.  They  are  not  used  for  a  comparatively 
small  group  in  our  total  population.  There  is  one 
other  aspect  of  the  matter  that  I  want  to  refer  to 
in   the  discussion   at  this  time,  and   that  is,   the 
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definition  which  has  been  cited  for  our  approval  as 
to  what  constitutes  an  improvement.  Almost 
anything  can,  in  a  sense,  be  considered  an  im- 
provement. Take  a  piece  of  swamp  land,  for  in- 
stance,—  if  it  were  merely  filled  in  with  ashes  and 
refuse,  that  would  be  an  improvement  of  the 
swamp  land.  Originally  the  territory  which  it  is 
expected  to  use  for  the  purpose  set  forth  in  this 
order  was  exactly  that  kind  of  land.  But  the 
mere  fact  that  this  provides  for  filling  in  a  swamp 
in  some  way' does  not  mean  that  that  is  an  im- 
provement which  we  have  got  to  accept  as  the 
kind  of  improvement  which  shall  go  in  there,  to 
be  paid  for  out  of  this  fund.  Anything  which  is 
dumped  in  there  might  mean  an  improvement,  but 
that  does  not  necessarily  mean  that  it  would  be 
the  kind  of  thing  that  George  F.  Parkman  had  in 
his  mind  when  he  wrote  in  his  will  that  he  wanted 
the  income  of  the  fund  used  for  improvements.  I 
don't  think  anybody  here  would  think  for  a 
moment  that  we  had  a  right  to  use  the  income  of 
the  Parkman  Fund  for  contracts  for  the  collection 
of  ashes  and  refuse  to  be  dumped  in  the  Back  Bay 
Fens,  to  fill  in.  That  is  not  what  he  meant  by 
"improvement."  He  meant  by  "improvement" 
improvement  as  a  park.  Parks  have  been  dis- 
cussed by  me  already,  in  comparison  with  play- 
grounds. A  playground,  as  commonly  known 
and  as  we  all  accept  it,  is  an  area  where  certain 
sports  of  an  organized  sort  are  conducted.  We  go 
dow-n  to  the  southwest  corner  of  Boston  Common, 
near  Park  square,  and  see  a  large  area  kept  clean 
of  grass,  trees  and  shrubbery  of  all  sorts,  devoted 
to  the  use  of  those  who  wish  to  play  baseball,  foot- 
ball and  other  organized  games.  We  do  not  think 
for  a  minute  of  calling  that  area  a  "park."  We 
go  to  other  places  and  see  the  same  sort  of  thing, 
and  designate  such  an  area  as  a  "playground." 
Shortly  after  the  development  of  Franklin  Park 
was  started,  as  a  park,  Franklin  Field  was  started, 
across  the  street,  because  there  was  need  of  a 
playground,  something  separate  and  distinct  from 
Franklin  Park.  They  needed  a  playground,  and 
so  something  different  from  a  park  was  established 
there.  Those  two  areas  in  the  City  of  Boston,  I 
think,  are  sufficient  to  satisfy  anybody  that  there 
is  a  distinction  between  a  park  and  a  playground, 
—  and  we  as  trustees  cannot  use  this  money  on 
playgrounds.  In  1921,  the  then  Mayor  of  Boston 
created  a  commission  for  the  purpose  of  examining 
into  the  Parkman  Fund  and  making  recommenda- 
tions as  to  what  would  be  the  best  way  to  employ 
the  income  from  that  fund.  The  names  of  the 
people  on  that  commission  or  committee  were,  and 
are  now,  imposing.  Some  of  them  are  now  de- 
ceased. They  were  men  of  ability  and  standing, 
and  they  made  an  able  examination  into  the  entire 
situation.  That  report  is  contained  in  Docu- 
ment 103  of  1921.  It  is  a  valuable  document  for 
any  of  this  body  to  peruse.  No  member  can 
possibly  peruse  it  without  coming  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  the  expenditure  called  for  by  this  order 
before  us  is  against  all  ideas  of  experts  as  to  what 
is  an  expenditure  on  a  park.  At  the  last  meeting 
of  the  Council,  when  the  matter  was  under  dis- 
cussion, the  testator's  nephew  read  certain  excerots 
from  that  document.  I  do  not  believe  any  valu- 
able purpose  can  be  served  by  repeating 

Coun.  KEENE — Mr.  Chairman,  I  move  the 
previous  question. 

Chairman  DOWLING— Coun.  Guild  has  the 
floor. 

Coun.  KEENE — I  move  the  previous  question, 
Mr.  President. 

Coun.  GUILD— Mr.  President,  I  don't  think 
any  good  purpose  could  be  served 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  will  the 
gentleman  vield  for  a  question? 

Coun.  GUILD— I  do. 

Coun.  McGBATH— I  simply  want  to  say, 
without  interrupting  the  gentleman  too  long,  that 
I  have  received  a  telegram  from  New  York, 
signed  by  Henry  Parkman,  Jr.,  which  I  believe 
should  go  into  the  record.  Because  of  his  interest 
in  this  matter,  I  do  not  think  it  would  be  fair 
for  him  to  be  absent  without  some  statement 
being  made  as  to  his  whereabouts  and  the  position 
in  which  he  finds  himself.  He  says  in  his  telegram 
that  he  is  sorry  that  he  is  detained  in  New  York 
today,  unable  to  attend  this  last  meeting;  that 
he  regrets  his  inability  to  be  recorded  against  the 
Fens  appropriation,  but  hopes  that  it  will  be 
defeated.  I  simply  wanted  it  to  appear  in  the 
record  that  there  is  a  very  good  reason  for  Mr. 
Parkman  not  being  here  at  this  time.  Now,  just 
one  other  thing 


Chairman  DOWLING — The  gentleman  from 
Ward  19  (Coun.  Guild)  yielded  for  a  question, 
Mr.  Councilor,  and  the  Chair  thinks  that  you 
should  not  proceed  further,  unless  there  is  a 
question  vou  still  wish  to  ask. 

Coun.  GUILD— Although  I  failed  to  get  the 
gist  of  the  question,  Mr.  President,  I  must  not 
fail  at  this  time  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
favor  that  the  councilor  to  whom  I  yielded  con- 
ferred in  calling  the  attention  of  this  body  to  the 
reason  for  the  absence  of  Coun.  Parkman  at  this 
time,  in  view  of  his  expression  of  feeling  upon  this 
matter  when  it  was  before  us  at  our  last  meeting. 
I  realize,  Mr.  President,  that  the  body  is  getting 
rcsthe  and  I  apologize  to  them  for  taking  the  time 
I  have  in  presenting  to  them  a  matter  that  I 
consider  of  considerable  importance.  And  I  con- 
sider it  of  importance  for  the  reason  that  I  think 
they,  as  trustees  of  this  Parkman  Fund,  have 
acted  wrongly  in  regard  to  the  fund  in  the  past — 
not  the  individual  members  here  but  the  City 
Council  of  the  City  of  Boston.  I  think  it  has 
acted  wrongly  on  occasions  in  the  past  and  I  think 
it  is  in  danger  of  acting  wrongly  now;  and,  as  I 
stated  a  few  minutes  ago,  I  don't  think  the  fact 
that  the  Council  has  before  done  a  thing  that  is 
wrong,  is  the  slightest  justification  for  its  again 
doing  a  thing  that  is  wrong  or  even  questionable, 
at  the  present  time  or  in  the  future.  I  also  realize 
that  several  members  of  the  Council  have  import- 
ant engagements,  and  I  am  not  going  to  trespass 
very  much  longer  on  their  time.  I  want  to  say,  in 
conclusion,  that  I  am  glad  to  have  had  an  oppor- 
tunity to  express  my  ideas  on  a  matter  that  I 
regard  as  so  important,  and  I  sincerely  hope  it  will 
be  the  policy  of  the  Boston  City  Council  in  the 
future,  as  it  has  been  during  the  time  I  have  had 
the  pleasure  of  serving  in  it,  to  not  penalize,  insult. 
or  cut  short  a  man  who  has  something  to  say  in 
which  he  sincerelv  believes. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President.  I  am 
going  to  vote  for  this  order,  but  I  do  so  feeling  that 
there  is  a  grave  doubt  whether  the  money  can  be 
properly  used  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  now 
asked.  Along  that  line  I  think  there  is  much  to 
be  said  in  sunport  of  the  argument  of  the  last 
speaker,  who  has  certainly  given  us  a  fairly  good 
presentation  of  the  case  in  Mr.  Parkman's  absence. 
I  understand  that  this  matter  is  going  to  be 
tested  in  the  courts,  from  what  I  have  heard 
within  a  few  days  around  nere.  Let  me  also  say 
to  the  Council  that  the  custody  of  the  Franklin 
Fund  was  taken  away  from  this  Council  some 
years  ago  for  the  very  same  reason  that  has  been 
advanced  in  this  case, — that  the  money  was  being 
used  for  purposes  for  which  it  was  not  intended 
by  the  testator  when  the  will  was  drawn.  There- 
fore, the  Legislature  stepped  in  and  took  it  awav 
from  the  City  Council.  Also,  in  1909,  the  late 
Nathan  Matthews,  when  this  money  was  left  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  went  to  the  Legislature  to 
have  the  courts  appoint  a  commission  to  handle 
the  money.  George  P.  Anderson,  a  member  of 
the  old  City  Council,  went  to  the  Legislature  with 
others  and  opposed  that  plan  and  finally  con- 
vinced the  Legislature  that  the  City  Council  of 
the  City  of  Boston  could  be  trusted  to  handle  the 
money;  and  following  that  Mayors  Fitzgerald, 
Peters  and  Curley  were  very  careful  in  the  hand- 
ling of  the  fund,  proceeding  very  cautiously.  So 
this  is  the  first  time  that  any  question  has  ever 
been  raised  as  to  the  legality  of  the  use  of  this 
money,  and  I  now  predict  that  the  Legislature  will 
perhaps  be  again  called  upon  to  step  in,  at  this 
late  hour,  and  have  a  commission  or  board  ap- 
pointed to  handle  the  Parkman  Fund.  Of  course, 
our  Corporation  Counsel  has  said  that  this  pro- 
posed action  is  legal,  and  I  shall  vote  for  it,  but  I 
do  so,  saying  that  I  have  my  doubts,  feeling  a 
good  deal  in  some  respects  as  the  preceding  speaker 
feels.  The  question  as  to  the  propriety  of  spend- 
ing the  fund  for  this  proposed  purpose  has  been 
raised  by  Mr.  Parkman,  a  member  of  our  body  and 
a  relation  of  the  maker  of  this  will.  He,  and  the 
last  speaker,  have  given  us  good  reasons  for  the 
position  that  they  take.  This  disposition  of  the 
Parkman  Fund  money  being  suggested  by  this 
order,  the  question  occurs  to  my  mind,  Have  we 
not  the  right  to  build  at  the  Charlesbank  gym- 
nasium a  suitable  building?  We  have  a  building 
down  there  now  which  is  a  positive  disgrace  to  the 
City  of  Boston.  The  shower  baths  have  not  been 
in  condition  in  the  girls'  gymnasium  for  the  past 
two  years,  and  the  building  is  in  very  poor  shape. 
That  is  a  place  where  Mr.  Parkman  used  to  take 
his   walks.     I   perhaps  had   a  privilege  that   was 
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enjoyed  by  very  few  members  of  the  Council,  of 
knowing  that  gentleman  personally  and  often 
talking  with  him  as  he  was  making  his  daily  trips 
through  the  West  End,  as  I  stated  a  few  weeks 
ago  when  this  matter  was  brought  up.  That 
would  certainly  seem  to  be  a  pla.ce  in  which  he 
would  naturally  take  a  great  deal  of  interest. 
However,  it  is  getting  late,  and  we  are  in  the 
closing  hours  of  this  body.  I  shall  ^ote  for  the 
pioposition  but  with  the  understanding  that  I 
think  it  is  wrong.  I  shall,  however,  accept  the 
opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel.  I  do,  how- 
ever, feel  that  the  same  action  may  be  taken  with 
regard  to  the  Parkman  Fund  that  was  taken 
concerning  the  Franklin  Fund,  if  we  are  not  very 
careful  in  this  body.  The  Legislature  in  its 
wisdom  did  step  in  and  take  away  from  us  the 
control  of  the  Franklin  Fund,  and  may  in  its 
wisdom  step  in  in  this  ease.  It  is  my  feeling  that 
you  should  not  build  stadiums,  that  sort  of  thing, 
from  this  fund.  However,  for  the  time  being  I 
will  take  the  opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President.  I  don't  want  to 
take  up  the  time  of  the  Council  with  any  lengthy 
reply  to  the  councilor  who  has  covered  the  situation 
so  thoroughly,  legally,  politically  and  otherwise; 
but  I  do  want  to  call  the  attention  of  the  body  to 
this  point.  When  a  man  of  the  mental  acumen  of 
this  testator  creates  a  codicil  to  his  will,  undoubt- 
edly with  the  advice  of  competent  and  able  counsel, 
I  think  it  is  to  be  assumed  that  he  makes  that 
codicil  with  a  thorough  understanding  of  the  in- 
terpretation that  may  possibly  be  placed  upon  the 
wording  of  it.  If  the  late  Mr.  Parkman  had 
intended  that  that  language  be  interpreted  strictly, 
he  could  have  enumerated  the  kind  of  improve- 
ments that  the  money  should  be  spent  for.  But 
he  did  not  do  that.  He  did  limit  the  places  upon 
which  that  money  was  to  be  spent;  he  did  limit  the 
area.  He  said  it  was  to  be  spent  only  upon  the 
Common  and  the  parks  then  in  existence.  But  he 
did  not  limit  the  improvements  for  which  that 
money  was  to  be  spent  on  those  parks,  and  it  is  my 
opinion  that  he  did  not  do  so  purposely  and 
intentionally,  because  when  a  man  limits  and 
specifically  enumerates  the  limitations  to  be  placed 
upon  the  interpretation  of  his  will,  he  then  shows 
that  he  wants  a  strict  interpretation  of  that  enumer- 
ation. But  when  he  uses  a  dearth  of  words,  in  the 
manner  in  which  this  codicil  is  phrased,  when  he 
merely  says,  "for  the  maintenance  and  improve- 
ment of  those  parks,"  it  seems  to  me  that  he  in- 
tended that  a  broad  interpretation  be  placed  upon 
the  way  that  money  was  to  be  spent;  and  that 
interpretation  is  to  be  placed  in  this  manner,  in  my 
opinion,  that  those  improvements  be  for  the  public 
health  and  recreation  for  the  public  benefit.  There 
is  no  question  but  what  the  Zoo  in  Franklin  Park 
was  for  the  public  benefit,  although  it  was  not 
enumerated  in  his  will,  nor  perhaps  did  he  then  con- 
template such  a  thing.  Neither  were  there  enu- 
merated the  bandstand  on  the  Common,  the  rose 
garden  in  Franklin  Park,  nor  greeting  gates.  All 
these  things  are  rather  monumental  in  character, 
aesthetic,  than  things  directly  connected  with  public- 
health  and  recreation.  But  he  evidently  intended  a 
broad  interpretation  of  his  words,  including  any- 
thing that  satisfied  the  r  sthetic  sense  of  the  public, 
anything  that  was  along  the  line  of  beauty,  culture, 
health  and  recreation,  might  be  considered  as  a, 
public  improvement.  Personally,  I  believe  he 
intended  in  the  first  place  that  such  a  broad  in- 
terpretation should  be  placed  upon  the  way  in 
which   that  money  was  to  be  spent. 

Coun.  KEENE — Mr.  President,  I  move  the 
previous  question. 

Chairman  DOWLING — If  there  is  no  objection , 
for  the  purpose  of  the  record,  the  Chair  will  ask 
the  Clerk  to  read  this  telegram  from  Coun.  Park- 
man. 

Clerk  DONOVAN  read  the  following  telegram:

On  motion  of  Coun.  WILSON,  the  Council  took 
up  under  unfinished  business  No.  16  on  the  cal- 
endar, viz.:

(200,000)  dollars  be,  and  the  same  hereby  is,  appro- 
priated to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the 
Park  Commissioners,  for  the  purchase  of  a  tract 
of  easily  accessible  land  of  sufficient  area  for  the 
construction  of  a  second  public  golf  course  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  that  to  meet  said  appropria- 
tion the  City  Treasurer  be  and  he  hereby  is  author- 
ized to  issue,  from  time  to  time,  upon  request  of 
the  Mayor,  bonas  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of 
the  city  for  said  amount. 

Further  ordered,  That  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
thousand  (100,000)  dollars  be  and  the  same  hereby 
is  appropriated  to  be  spent  under  the  direction  of 
the  Park  Commissioners  for  the  construction  of  an 
eighteen-hole  public  golf  course  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  and  that  to  meet  said  appropriation  the 
City  Treasurer  be  and  he  hereby  is  authorized  to 
issue,  from  time  to  time,  upon  request  of  the 
Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the 
city  for  said  amount. 

On  August  22,  1927,  the  foregoing  orders  were 
read  once  and  passed,  yeas  16,  nays  4. 

Coun.  GUILD— Mr.  President,  I  regret  that  it 
is  necessary  for  me  to  oppose  the  passage  of  this 
order  at  this  time.  I  had  hoped  that  it  would  slide 
over  by  reference  to  the  next  City  Council.  My 
reasons  for  opposing  it  are  these.  As  I  understand 
the  situation,  the  order  anticipates — although  it 
does  not  expressly  say — that  certain  land  situated 
in  Ward  18  is  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
structing this  second  public  golf  course.  I  assume, 
from  the  fact  that  the  councilor  from  Ward  18 
(Coun.  Wragg)  did  not  himself  introduce  the  order, 
that  he  is  opposed  to  it,  and  therefore  did  not 
accede  to  a  request  from  the  councilor  who  did 
introduce  the  order  to  go  ahead  with  it.  Other- 
wise, I  can  conceive  of  no  reason  why  a  councilor 
living  outside  Ward  18  should  introduce  an  order 
affecting  Ward  IS  in  the  way  that  this  order  does. 
During  the  past  few  weeks  a  magazine  published 
in  New  York,  which  has  considerable  circulation 
in  Boston,  has  contained  a  lengthy  discussion  of 
what  has  happened  in  Boston,  and  all  of  the  cur- 
rent occurrences  have  been  set  forth  and  discussed 
in  a  more  or  less  rambling  way.  The  conclusion 
to  which  the  writer  of  the  article  comes,  however, 
is  that  what  has  happened  to  Boston  is  that  the 
people  are  wanting  to  get  three  square  meals  a  day, 
■ — that  is,  that  they  are  interested  in  making  some 
money,  and  that  what  has  happened  here  is  that 
the  people  have  recently  come  into  that  frame  of 
mind.  Out  in  Ward  19,  which  I  still  represent, 
and  which  is  contiguous  to  Ward  18,  there  are  a 
good  many  people  who  are  interested  in  making 
some  money.  They  work  in  the  various  factories 
and  places  of  employment  in  Ward  18  and,  while 
I  hold  no  brief  for  any  particular  factory  or  place 
of  employment  in  the  Hyde  Park  district,  I  know 
that  there  are  several  thousand  people  living  in  my 
ward  who  are  very  much  interested  in  what  goes 
on  down  in  Ward  18  around  those  factories  and 
around  Ward  IS  in  general.  Several  thousandsof 
those  people  have  been  laid  off  from  the  factories 
and  are  out  of  work.  They  are  not  interested  in 
playing  golf,  and  they  are  not  interested  in  having 
money  spent  for  any  golf  courses  out  there.  What 
they  are  interested  in,  perhaps,  is  having  some  city 
contracts  awarded  to  factories  in  that  vicinity 
bo  that  they  can  have  a  job.  They  want  some 
money  spent  in  that  way,  and  not  on  golf  courses. 
No  later  than  this  morning  there  was  an  article  in 
one  of  the  Boston  newspapers  in  regard  to  how 
detrimental  the  game  of  golf  was  proving  to  be  to 
the  American  public.  The  writer  went  into  it 
from  a  health  point  of  view  almost  entirely,  the 
idea  underlying  it  being  that  so  much  time  was 
necessary  to  play  a  game  of  golf  that  everything 
else  had  to  suffer,  and  that  the  player's  nerves  were 
on  edge.  I  cannot  discuss  the  medical  aspect  of 
the  game  of  golf  with  you,  but  I  can  tell  you  that 
the  people  of  my  part  of  Boston  don't  want  a  golf 
course  put  in  there.  What  they  want  is  a  chance 
to  make  a  living,  and  they  are  a  great  deal  worried 
about  what  has  happened  within  the  past  _  six 
months.  They  are  not  particularly  interested  in  a 
golf  course,  although  a  good  many  of  them  are 
Scotch  out  there.  I  think  their  desire  to  get  three 
square  meals  a  day  arose  considerably  before  the 
Sacco-Vanzetti  case  was  brought  to  the  public 
.attention! 


Coun.  WRAGG — Mr.  President,  the  outgoing 
councilor  from  Ward  19  (Coun.  Guild)  is  laboring 
under  a  misapprehension  in  regard  to  the  attitude 
of  the  outgoing  councilor  from  Ward  IS  (Coun. 
Wragg),  as  to  my  favoring  or  not  favoring  the 
golf  course.  It  is  true  that  the  councilor  from 
Ward  17  introduced  the  order,  but  I  was  very  glad 
to  have  him  do  it,  utilizing  a  piece  of  land  that  I 
would  like  to  see  developed.  I  am  certainly  in 
favor  of  the  proposed  golf  course. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  move  the  pre- 
vious question. 

The  orders  failed  of  a  passage  (a  two-thirds  vote 
being  necessary  for  passage),  yeas  14,  nays  2: 

Yeas — Coun.  Bush,  Dowd,  Englert,  Fitzgerald, 
Freeley,  Green,  Keene,  Lynch,  McGrath,  Mc- 
Mahon,  Ruby,  Ward,  Wilson,  Wragg — 14. 

Nays — Coun.  Dowling,  Guild — 2. 

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  WILSON  moved  a 
reconsideration  of  the  vote  rejecting  the  orders,  and 
reconsideration  prevailed.  The  order  was  given  its 
second  and  final  reading  and  passage,  yeas  15, 
nays  2: 

Bush,  Donovan,  Dowd,  Englert, 
Fitzgerald,  Freeley,  Green,  Keene,  Lynch, 
McGrath,  McMahon,  Ruby,  Ward,  Wilson, 
Wragg — 15. 

Nays — Coun.  Dowling,  Guild— 2.

On  December  31,   1927,  after  the  adjournment 
of  the  Gity  Council,  the  following  veto  by  the 
Mayor  was  filed  with  the  City  Clerk: 
City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  December  31,  1927. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  return  herewith  without  my  ap- 
proval your  order  appropriating  $300,000  for  the 
purchase  of  land  and  the  construction  thereon  of 
a  second  golf  course  in  the  City  of  Boston.  A 
question  arises  as  to  the  legality  of  this  order  if  the 
same  is  held  by  the  Mayor  for  consideration  be- 
yond the  close  of  the  fiscal  year.  Thus  I  am  called 
upon  in  the  closing  hours  of  the  day  to  determine 
upon  the  advisability  of  this  measure  without 
detailed  information. 

I  deem  it  wise,  therefore,  to  refer  this  matter  to 
the  special  committee  appointed  last  July  for  the 
purpose  of  studying  the  further  playground  needs 
of  the  city  so  that  there  may  be  available  a  com- 
prehensive report  dealing  with  this  and  similar 
proposed  public  improvements.
